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ARMAMENTS AND DEBT. 

M, Uagne'b report on the financial state of the French 
empire, published in the Moniteur of Monday, is full of grave 
instruction, we might even say of warning, to the peoples and 
Governments of Europe. M. Msgne proposes a fresh loan to 
the amount of £17,000,000. The sum'itself, though large, is 
perhaps the feature of the report least likely to excito uneasi¬ 
ness. It is smaller by a third than had been expected by 
the public. It is a mere trifle in comparison with the ample 
resources of France. It will not materially affect her credit, 
at any rate for the present. It will, no doubt, be readily 
subscribed, on no very onerous terms, by her own subjects. 
Thousands of hoards will respond to its call from all parts of 
the country, and muoh money .lying utterly useless in small 
amounts will be liberated, and flow in myriads of rills 
towards the Imperial Treasury. The immediate effect of 
the proposal will very probably be beneficial, and, con¬ 
sidered in its purely monetary aspects, may even revive 
commercial confidence. But seventeen millions borrowed are 


seventeen millions owed—the bnrden is merely shifted, not 
removed. Payment must be made in the shape of annual 
interest, for the relief obtained by handing down the obliga¬ 
tion from the present to a future generation ; sad, of 
necessity, what is forestalled for the purpose of meeting 
immediate exigencies is subtracted from the resources upon 
which France might have counted hereafter. 

It is the object for which this loan is required which makes 
the proposal of it so suggestive of gloomy considerations, Hot 
that it must be regarded as a prelude to war ; on the con¬ 
trary, since it is to be snbscribed in twenty monthly instal¬ 
ments, It may be accepted as a " material guarantee" that the 
French Government neither intends nor expects the peace of 
Europe to be broken during that period. What, then, is the 
purpose of this loan 1 In part it is retrospective, and in part 
prospective; bnt it is to be almost wholly devoted to the arma¬ 
ment of the empire. It will not even complete all that has been 
determined upon in view of that end. “It would be illusory," 
the Frenoh people are told, “ to suppose that these resources 


would suifice to cover every requirement." What really 
imposes the necessity of this vast unproductive outlay J To 
make France unassailable from abroad 7 No one thinks of 
attacking her. Independently of her military strength, she 
wan probably never in any period of her history more secure 
from foreign aggression. No Power, no combination of 
Powers, can hope to gain anything by molesting her in her 
own domain. The tendencies of the age are all opposed to 
wars of conquest; and if France can rest content with 
the integrity and independence of her existing territory and 
nationality, Bhe has nothing whatever to apprehend from 
beyond her frontiers. |Nor, indeed, is it requisite that she 
should take upon herself the ruinous weight of her contem¬ 
plated scale of armament, in order to guard her “ legitimate 
susceptibilities ” or to uphold her influence in the oounoils of 
Europe. Wealth of population and of material resources 
would even better secure for her those results than the most 
gigantic armies, ss was proved in 18C6 by the issue of the 
contest between Prussia and Austria, Debt is more likely to 
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embolden aggression than military strength to repel it. It is 
not what a nation can do at the passing moment, bnt what 
it is capable of doing if provoked, which commands respect, 
3 he word of the United States passes for it3 full worth, quite 
irrespectively of the extent of her armaments. The possible 
is ns effectual a protection for her as the actual. 

Competition in the development of military force furnishes 
the only assignable ground of necessity for M. Hague's loan. 
Public opinion in France, or, perhaps we ought rather to say, 
that element of public opinion which can most promptly make 
itself audible, was excited to uneasiness by the rapid and 
victorious march of Prussia through Bohemia almost to the 
gates of Vienna, and by the subsequent organisation of the 
Korth German Confederation. It is doubtful how far the 
majority of the French people shared this uneasiness. But 
the minority, if it were a minority, had possession of nearly 
the whole of the machinery by means of which national 
sentiments are expressed, and vigorously nsed it to 
awake apprehension. It would never do for France to 
have a next-door neighbour as powerful as herself. The 
French military system must be remodelled, and the French 
army reorganised, reinforced, and re-equipped, to bring 
it up to an equality with—which really meant to make it 
superior to—the army of North Germany. There was, of 
course, a commission to inquire how this might best be done — 
there was the decision of the Government on the report of 
that commission—and there was a bill laid before the Corps 
Llgislatif. These were but preliminaries. What follows them 
is a loan, and therewith a large addition to the permanent 
debt. In two years from the present time—that is, if Bhe is 
able meanwhile to carry into effect the provisions of her new 
Army Bill, and if the Legislature will vote all the requisite 
supplementary credits—F; ance will consider herself unassail¬ 
able. Bnt what then ? 6hc will not be a whit safer than shs 
is now, unless it be in her own imagination. And, in fact, it 
is to satisfy her own imagination that this debt is to be 
incurred. 

What right have the other Continental Powers to censure 
Fiance? Arc they not all doing the same thing J Or, not to 
overstate the care, have they not been pursuing the same 
course, all through the last decade, nearly up to the present 
time ? And, with one or two exceptions, are they not all 
overwhelmed by debt ? This rivalry in armaments is the 
madness of the era. It is a purely gratuitous waste. It has 
established a drain upon the industry of this generation, and 
it iB mortgaging the resources of the next. It uses up, to no 
gotd purpose, the materials of national prosperity and 
growth, rapB commercial enterprise, and impairs the sta- 
bility of Governments. It fosters an inclination to 
■war by making peace as burdensome as war. All 
knew this. All acknowledge it. AU deplore it. And all 
continue to sanction it. The race towards bankruptcy is kept 
up with determined spirit, each straining every muscle to out¬ 
run the others, and exhibiting unequivocal signs of distress. 
Where will it end ? In financial infamy, in war, or in volun¬ 
tary disarmament ? The culmination of the system, if system 
it can be called, is plainly near at hand. The strain pnt upon 
national elasticity is, in almost every instance, more severe 
than it can permanently bear. Another bad harvest, another 
year of commercial depression, would convert what was meant 
fer defence into danger, and the reality of domestic discontent 
would dispel the imaginary fear of foreign aggression. 
Europe will not much longer consent to stagger under the 
crushing load of her needlessly gigantic armaments. There 
is always a last straw which will break the camel’s back. 

We do not pretend that M. Magne’s loan will serve the 
purpose of “ the last straw." We have already indicated onr 
expectation that it will be hailed as a temporary relief. But 
the new military system, to the carrying out of which it is to- 
be mainly applied, will, as it comes into operation, try to its 
utmost the endurance of the French people. The meshes of 
the net which the conscription will throw over the population 
of France are so small that very few of the working class, 
oppidan or rural,will escape being drawn into the army to spend 
the flower of their dnys. Anything in the shape of settlement 
until after thirty years of age will wear the aspect of a rash 
experiment. Commercial enterprise, uncertain of the extent 
to which it may command labour, will be unhinged. Habits 
of industry will necessarily be broken. Technical skill will 
he exposed to untimely interruptions. Domestic ties will be 
rudely severed. And, just in proportion as the system becomes 
intolerable, from these and ri'milar causes, the increased taxa¬ 
tion which its development will require will add exasperation 
to pcpulaT discontent. The chances arc, indeed, that the law, 
when passed, will not be rigidly enforced. Few besides 
military men see the necessity for it. France longs for rest to 
give scope to her industrial and reproductive energies. 

We have drawn our chief illustration from the French 
empire, because the incident which suggested our present 
theme was supplied by the resolution of the French Govern¬ 
ment. But, to a considerable extent, onr train of remark 
would be almost equally applicable to Russia, to Austria, to 
TYnsria, to Turkey ; indeed, to all the States of Europe. The 
United Kingdom cannot claim to be wholly exempt from the 
prevalent, mania, although here it shows itself in other ways 
i han on the Continent. But even here, at home, armaments 
and debt have had too close a connection. We are spending 
upon onr defensive establishments larger annual snms than 
any other Power, and too great a proportion of that 
expenditure is waste, We cannot fairly arrogate to our¬ 
selves any morsl superiority over other nations, nor give 
thanks that we are not as they are. The present state 
of things would bode ill for human progress, but that it is 
*ure to pass away as a troublous dream. For a dream it is— 
a mental hallucination—in all hut the frightful incon¬ 


veniences it inflicts. None of us is bettered by it. None of 
us is safer for it. It might all vanish, and we should be 
relatively to each other just where we are now. Of courae it 
cannot last. But how and when it will come to an end who 
will be venturesome enough to foretell / This only may be 
confidently assumed—that there will come a time—may It be 
sooner than we dare to expect—when the world will look hack 
with amazement and humiliation upon the illusive rivalries 
of the present age. _

This banquet took place in the spacious drill-hall of the 
Bristol Volunteer Corps, whirni is situated at the upper end of 
Park-street, and which was handsomely famished and deco¬ 
rated for the occasion. The number of guests seated at the 
tables was about 1000, and, with the ladies who filled the galleries 
above, it was estimated that there were at least 1500 persons in the 
ball. The chair was occupied by the Duke of Beaufort, K.G.; who 
bad Lord Stanley on his right hand and Sir John Pakington on his 
left, with Mr. Gatnome Hardy and many influential members of both 
Houses of Parliament.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 

FRANCE. 

( From our otn Correspondent .) 

Paris, Thursday, Jan. 30. 

The anxiously-expected report of M. Magne, Minister of Finance, 
has at length beenissued. The result, in a few words, is the announce¬ 
ment of a loan for -140,000,0001, or £17,600,000 sterling. The 
budget of 1867 shows a deficiency of 189,000,000f., arising from the 
falling off in the indirect taxee, and an increase in the extraordinary 
military expenditure—the expedition to Rome, for instance. In 
addition to an amount of 158,000,OOOf. already expended for 
Chazsepot muskets, rifled cannon, and putting the fortifications in 
a proper state of defence, another 187,000,000f., to be spread orer 
tie next two years, will be required ; and the Minister of Finance in 
candid enough to say that even this will be insufficient for that 
transformation of war material and the reorganisation of the army 
which he regards as an onerous hut imperative necessity, in presence 
of what has already been accomplished in other countries. “ The 
patriotism of the country," says he, u is about to impose on itself 
great sacrifices. But it will regain the better guarantee of peace 
which results from strength, instead of that unquiet anil suspicions 
peace, during which each nation, through fear of a conflict, is inces¬ 
santly damaging its own prosperity and credit—a peace calm, confi¬ 
dent, and fruitful, based on a common understanding and a mutual 
respect." The Paris papers are singularly unanimous in congratu¬ 
lating the Minister of Finance on the perspicacity of his statement ; 
if, say they, the information he has to communicate is sufficiently 
disagreeable, it cannot be said that it is deficient in frankness. The 
subscriptions to the proposed loan are to be made in twenty monthly 
instalments. 

The Emperor has been to Compibgne for a couple of days’ shoot¬ 
ing, and during his absence the Empress went to the Italiens to 
see Patti and Gardoni in M Sonnambuia." After the Emperor's 
return, they drove together along the new boulevards on the left 
bank of the Seine, and visited some recent constructions at the 
Sorbocne. 

The Senate has commenced to discuss the Army Bill, which, by- 
the-wsy, a senator complained had been hawked about all over 
Paris and the provinces jnst as though it were already law. The 
satire'of this proceeding on the part of the Minister who authorised 
this sale seems to have been anything bnt agreeable to the 3enate. 
The Corps Legisiatif has been occupying itself with a discussion 
relative to the cemeteries of Paris. When this wa3 concluded, 
it proceeded to take up the Press Bill, the debate on which is 
certain to be both lengthy and stormy. The Duke de Persigny 
has distributed copies of his letter among the deputies, and it is 
rumoured that he has another, on the right of meeting, in preparat ion. 

Judgment has been given by the polioe tribunal in the affair of 
the prosecutions against the ten Paris newspapers. A similar sen¬ 
tence was passed on each of them—namely, a fine of JOOOL and the 
costs. The advocates of the whole gave notice of their intention to 
appeal. 

il. Emile Ollivier, one of the most distinguished members of the 
Corps lAgialatif, who has been carrying on negotiations with the 
Emperor for some time past with the view to his entering the 
Ministry, met with a serious accident the other day at the Church of 
St. Germain l’Auxerrois. Opening s door which he thought led out 
of the building, on stepping forward he found himself precipitated 
head foremost down a flight of stone steps. He received a severe 
nbrared wound on the forehead, bnt it is thonght that a few days' 
repore will bring about his perfect recovery. 

A clandestinely-printed revolutionary journal called La ftipub- 
li'/ue has been put In circulation through the medium of the post- 
ctfice within the last few days. The articles it contains are said to 
be of extreme violence, 

French sportsmen ore uttering loud complaints against the depre¬ 
dations of the poaching fraternity. Every man who owns a scrap 
of land in France is entitled to kill game; and as there are between 
GOO,OCOO und 700,000 landowners, there are a like number of 
privileged sportsmen; and the worst of it is, “ la chasse," with the 
great majority, is a positive passion. Not content with the exist¬ 
ing laws, which fill throughout the shooting season the bars of the 
local tribunals with persons accused of having violated them, it is 
proposed that far more stringent laws shall be passed, and that the 
rural guards shall be armed with revolvers and be provided with 
English mastiffs, "with noses for ferreting out poachers," and which 
shall be duly trained, nfter a most sanguinary fashion, to the con¬ 
flict. Game certainly fetches an exorbitantly high price in Paris 
and the chief provincial towns, and it is no doubt hard to have to 
pay 2Jf. for a partridge and Of. for a hare, both of which have been 
snared in yonr own preserves. Still, the French Government is too 
wise to follow a backward courae with respect to the laws for the 
protection of game, which were among the most detested seignorial 
privileges at which the first French Revolution was levied. 

. PORTUGAL. 

The King distributed the prizes to tlxc pupils of the Polytechnic 
School on Monday.

AUSTRIA* 

The Emperor has appointed the Archduke Albrecht commander 
of the Austrian military forces, and imposed upon him the duty of 
inspecting the army, of organising it in a manner fit to take the 
field, and of submitting the requisite proposals on tho subject to the 
Ministry of War. 

The Rcichsrath Delegation has elected a committee of twenty-one 
members for the consideration of the budget. The bill which the 
Government is expected to introduce relative to an extraordinary 
credit for military purposes will also be referred to this committee. 

1TALT. 

Hitherto the eruption of Veeuvius has been attended with no lose 
of life. On Tuesday night, however, the side of the mount opposite 
the Gate of Castello Nuovo, Naples, gave way, overthrowing the 
adjacent house* and an omnibus and a carriage, which were pairing 
at the time. Several people were buried in the ruins.

Prince Humbert, Crown Prince of Italy, who war to have- 
married the hapless Austrian Princess who lost her life by fire a few 
months ago, has been formally betrothed to his cousin, the daughter 
of the Duchess of Genoa. 

The Chamber of Deputies, on Saturday last, finally approved of 
the revenue budget by 201 votes against 87. On the discussion of 
the 18th article, relative to the lotteries, on Thursday weak, Signor 
Mozzarella proposed an order of the day inviting the Governor ;nt 
to take steps for abolishing lotteries. Signor Cambray Digny replied 
that it was impossible to relinquish so important a source of revenue,, 
besides which the abolition of the State lotteries would produce a 
greater evil in the establishment of private lotteries. The motion 
of Signor Mozzarella was rejected, and the Chamber approved the 
item of 60,000,000 lire to he derived from the lotteries in 1868. 

On Wednesday the Chamber concluded the discussion on the pro¬ 
visional budget, and voted an increased annual grant for the relief 
of the Roman immigrants—namely, from 524,000 lira to 700,000 lire. 

A duel was fought yesterday week between the Italian deputies. 
Nicotera and Assauti. Nicotera received a dangerous wound in the 
head, which brought on congestion of the brain. 

General Gromnu, formerly commander-in-chief of the army of 
occupation of Rome, died recently, at the age of seventy-eight. He 
was a great favourite of the Pope, who, since he left Rome, wai in 
the habit of sending him an autograph letter every New-Year’s Day. 

PRUSSIA. 

The King received, on Thursday week, the Austrian Minister,. 
Count Wimpffen, and the Italian Minister, Count Liu nay, who pre¬ 
sented their credentials as Envoys Extraordinary and Ministers 
Plenipotentiary to the North German Confederation, 

His Majesty recently received a deputation of Roman Catholics 
from Rhenish Prussia. Ir. reply to their address, he said:—“It is 
well known that my forefathera and myself have carefully respected 
religious equality, and this fact has been openly acknowledged by 
tie head of the Catholic Church. In the policy pursued by my- 
Government I shall continne to watch over the interests of my 
Catholic subjects, and the dignity and independence of the Pope.” 

In Wednesday's sitting the UppeT House adopted the bill for the 
railway loan of forty million thalera as passed by the Lower House. 

The Customs Parliament will assemble for ihe first time during 
the early part of March, and meetings of the customs commut.-a 
of the Fed* ral Council will begin in the middle of February to dra v 
up the bills to be laid before the Parliament. 

AU Prussian Ministers at foreign courts are in possession of their 
credentials as representatives of the North German Confederation. 

RUSSIA. 

According to a telegram from St. Petersburg, preparations are- 
being made to fit out a strong Russian squadron, which will prices* 
in the spring to the Pine us for the purpose of escorting the Grand- 
Duke Constantine, who is to pay a visit to the Queen of the Greeks. 

A St. Petersburg letter of the 22nd ult. says“ A grand ball took 
place at the Winter Palace yesterday, on the occasion of the mar¬ 
riage of Princess Eugenie de Leuchteuberg with Prince -V.exand:r 
of Oldenburg. AU the members of the Imperial family were pre- 
rent, with the exception of the Grand Duchess Marie Feolorowna, 
who was kept away by indisposition. The dancing, which took 
place in the magDificcnt Nicholas Gallery, was opened by a polonaise, 
the Emperor giving his arm to the bride." 

It : s officially announced that the general bond of the issue of the 
remaining £2,a00,000 of the Orel-Yiteb3ti Railway Loan of £ 1,500,00D 
has been signed by the company and the Imperial Government and 
transmitted to Messrs. Thomson, Bonar, and Go, in London. 

A decree published on Tuesday orders that the naturalisation laws- 
hitherto valid in Poland shall be superseded by the Russian law* on 
that subject. The Governor of Poland has arrived at St. Petersburg, 

THE ABYSSINIAN EXPEDITION. 

The rpecial correspondent of the Tinier telegraphed from Sn -z on 
Monday as foUows :—“On the 18th the advanced posts were pushed- 
forward and occupied Goom Gooma, twelve miles beyond Senate." 

Intelligence has been received from the captives to Dec. 16, at 
which period they were in good health. Menelek has retired with¬ 
out attacking Magdaia. The troops are in excellent health. 

It is reported that King Theodore is near Mag Jala, and that the 
“ rebels ” are in his front The Wagshum Gobazye —whs had sent 
a friendly message to Sir Robert Napier—was also in the neighbour¬ 
hood. 

It is asserted on trustworthy authority that the Viceroy intends, 
to withdraw the greater part of the Egyptian troop3 from Abyssinia, 
leaving only a few at Massowah. 


THE GALES. 

Disasters to flapping, attended with great loss of life, occasioned' 
by the heavy gales last week, are reported from various parts of the 
coast. The life-boats in connection with the Royal National Life¬ 
boat Institution were the means of saving Ufe in many cares. 

At Plymouth many vessels put in for shelter. Two vessels be¬ 
longing to that port were wrecked—the Majesty, Captain Gaswell, 
in Penberth Cove : and the Juno, Captain Green, which foundered 
off the Land’s End. Both crews were saved. From Ramsgate the 
wreck of the Briton’s Pride, of Falmouth, is reported. She struck on 
the South Brake. The crew were rescued by the life-boat. The 
Graces, of Whitby, foundered on the Kentish Knockaand, the crew 
abandoning her ; and the Intelligent, a French vessel, which had 
also been abandoned, was taken into Ramsgate harbour. The smack 
Clipper, of Great Yarmouth, was rescued by the life-boat stationed 
at that port just as she was drifting on the Scroby Sands. Informa¬ 
tion was received in Liverpool on Saturday that the schooner Elearie, 
of Liverpool, had sunk at Portpatrick, and that the whole of the 
crew had been lost. The Wilfred, Madras to London, sank while lying 
at her anchor off Belize, after having been on the Poweraciurt 
Rocks; and the barquo Mersey, which left the previous day, was 
driven ashore on the West Hayle Bank, and became a total wreck. 
The life-boat, seeing the signals of distress, at once put off, and, 
after great difficulty and danger, succeeded in rescuing the captain, 
one patrenger, and eleven seamen; while four others of the crew 
were washed overboard and drowned. The gale was severely felt at 
Southampton; and a correspondent of the Hants Advertiser, writing 
from Yarmouth, in the Isle of Wight, says:—“ We have been visited 
during the past week with a succession of furious gales. The tide on 
Wednesday was unusually high, sweeping over the Yar Bridge em¬ 
bankment ; and had the wind shifted to the north-west anch injury 
would have been effected as would have reduced the shareholders’' 
dividend for some time. At Freshwater Gate large masses of the 
cliff fell in.” 

The Mischief, of Carnarvon, went ashore on Holy Island, bnt 
tho crew were saved by the Grace Darling life-boat. Three other 
vessels were also wrecked, bnt without loes of Ufe. The United 
States barque Wampella went aground near Barmouth. The crew 
took the boats, which were both upset in the breakers, and eleven 
out of fifteen peisons were drowned, two men, a boy, and a woman 
only being saved. 

A terrific gale raged at Edinburgh yesterday week. A block of 
chimneys in Duke-street was blown over and fell through five flats 
of dwelling-houses. One servant in the upper story, two clerts on 
the street floor; and a lady in the second floor were killed. Two other 
persons were buried; one escaped unhurt, the other was severely 
injured. A large number of minor casualties are reported. Two 
other fatal accidents are recorded from Glasgow, on the same day. 
Bud about the same time. One of them occurred In BedforJ-Iane. 
The only people in the bouse at the moment of the accident were a 
young man who lodged there, named Thomas Orr, a night watch¬ 
man ; and the other, Mrs, Cameron, the peraon who kept the house, 
who was lifted ont of the debris quite dead. Another fatal accident, 
from the blowing down of a gable, occurred in Gallowgate, whereby 
another poor woman was deprived of Ufe. The storm raged with 
violence in other parts of Scotland. The Perth train was detained by 
a huge snowdrift; a schooner was stranded at Kirkaldy; and the crew 
of a drif tin g barque, at Aberdeen, had to be rescued by the life-bo it; the 
houses in Dunbar and in Falkirk were much damaged. Many slipping 
disasters took place along the const. The Banffshire Journal rep >rta 
the loss in the Moray Firth, in the storm of Fridiy last, of twelve 
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firhermen belonging to Buckie, leaving eight widows and nineteen 

A terrible disaster occurred on the Welsh coast. On Wednesday 
week nineteen vessels, chiefly brigs, brigantines, and schooners 
engaged in the near Continental and coasting trades, left Uanelly 
with tke hope of beating down channel. Dnring high tide 
there was bnt little wind, but, it having been blowing half 
a gale from the west for several hours previously, the sea is 
described os running “ mountains high’’ over the bar at the month 
of the Burry river. There was not sufficient water over the bar to 
float the vessels across, and notwithstanding the BtrenuonB exertions 
of the crew and the pilots, the vessels took the ground, where they 
were completely at the mercy of the waves, and in a short time 
became either partial or total wrecks, being driven high upon the 
opposite sands. In consequenoe of the length of the sands upon 
which the wrecks and bodies are cast up, extending Borne fourteen 
or fifteen miles, the exact extent of the loss of life has not vet bsen 
ascertained. Nineteen vessels left the port of Lanelly on the night 
in question ; forty-two of the crews of these vessels are knowa to 
have been saved, and fifty-two others are supposed to have perished. 
The vessels lie in all conceivable positions and state of wreck.

It stems likely that we shall have “ a full, true, and particular 
account” of the doings of the senseless wretches who in 
blowing np the wall of the Clerkenwell prison killed and injured 
so many persons. On Tuesday, when the Fenians charged with 
murder and treason-felony were again taken to Bow-street Police 
Court, oaly nine prisoners walked into the dock instead of ten, tho 
foil complement, and the missing man made his appearance in the 
witness-box in the person of Patrick Hnllany, who has turned in¬ 
former. The surprise-and consternation displayed in the faces of the 
prisoners, and even of their counsel, may be imagined. Mullany 
then, w iti a nervous glance at his former companions and in a tone 
of voice so low as to be sometimes almost inaudible, told the bale of 
the Clerkenwell explosion ; how meetings of all the male prisoners 
were held at his house and Deemond's; how the powder was bought 
in rmall quantities by each man and with money raised by a general 
subscription ; how they hovered about the prison and reconnoitred 
it for days, and held; adjourned meetings in front of pnblie- 
hense bare to mature the plot; and how, finally, one of them hired 
the truck and Barrett lit the fuse, and on the night of the explosion 
shaved his whiskers off and disappeared. For more than a year 
Greek fire had been made and bottled at English's place. Burke 
and English were friends. During the first examination of Burke 
at Bow-street, Barrett waited for three days about the court with a 
loaded revolver to shoot Corydon, the Informer, but could not get a 
right of him. This was the substance of Mullany’s evidence, but 
he says he knows a great deal more. The hocse in Palteney-court 
seems to have been a favourite rendezvous of tho conspirators, 
nearly all of whom, and particularly Barrett, were seen there at dif¬ 
ferent times by many witnesses. The prisoners were remanded. 

The Court of Queen’s Bench has granted the application for the 
removal of the trial of Burke, Casey, and Shaw from Warwick to 
the Central Criminal Court. 

Yesterday week Michael Gough was taken in the act of posting 
a Fenisn placard, at mid-day. on the front of the Mansion House. He 
proved to be an Irish youth, seventeen years of age, a bookbinder 
by trade, and the same person, there is reason to believe, who com¬ 
mitted a similar act on the previous Saturday. Gough had papers 
on him showing his sympathy with Fenianism, including a diary 
with extravagant entries respecting various Fenian occurrences. 
The placard called upon Irishmen to “rise, unite, and strangle the 
British lion in his own gory ensign." While before the Lord Mayor 
the prieoner behaved with levity; and it was related that when a 
policemen took from him a pencilcase, he said, “ Mind what you are 
up to ; that is a revolver/’ He corrected the witnesses in trivial 
points, ard when one of them stood down facetiously bade him 
“ goed-by.” Just before he was remanded, some small pieces of 
hardened mortar fell down an air-shaft into the court. The prisoner, 
tnrning round, laughed, and said, “ There's an explosion ! ” 

A man, giving the name cf Thomas Daley, said to be an officer in 
the American urmy, and to be concerned in the intended Fenian 
attack on Woolwich Arsenal, has been arrested by the Woolwich 
police on a charge of belonging to the Fenian brotherhood and of 
attempting to administer the Fenian oath to a sergeant of artillery. 
He was taken before Mr. Maude, at the Woolwich Police Court 
en Wednesday. Nothing of a suspicious character having been found 
upon him, and the fact of his having been “ foolishly drunk " having 
been established. Mr. Maude admonished him to keep sober for the 
future end discharged him. 

We understand that the loyal address to the Qneen, prepared by 
Mr. Digby Seymour, has been signed by 11,000 Irish residents in 
Louden, and that before its presentation, through the Home Secre¬ 
tary, on the 10th inst,, it is expected that 20,000 signatures will be 
attached to it. 

At the Court cf Common Conncil, on Thursday week, Mr. Reed, 
after a speech against Fenianism, moved an address to the Crown 
condemnatory of the late outrages of “a seditions and revolutionary 
erganisatien,” and expressive of a determination to uphold the 
Constitution of the country at all hazards and regardless of 
expense. The motion was seconded by Mr. Elliott and carried 
unanimously, and £100 was voted for the relief of the sufferers by 
the Clerkenwell explosion. 

Jonathan Allen, late national schoolmaster, was arrested on 
Monday, at Boherbucy, in the county of Limerick, for Fenianism. 
Allen appears to be a name which in the history of the strange plots 
and terrible crimes of 1867-8 will take a high place with those of a 
more decidedly Irish type. Jonathan is stated to be cousin of the 
Allen who was hanged at Manchester for the murder of Brett. 
Allen, the man in custody on the charge of being implicated in the 
Clerkenwell murders, is said to belong to another family. 

On Monday night a martello tower in Waterford Harbour was 
attacked by armed men. They exchanged some shots with the 
military, and two of the insnrgents fell, but they were boms off by 
their comrades. 

The premises of Mr. Casey, at Newport, in the county of Mayo, 
fcave been broken into, it is thought, by Fenians, and 8 owt. of 
gunpowder stolen. Several young men have been arrested on 
suspicion. 

The Belfast police have arrested, under a Lord Lieutenant's war¬ 
rant, Thomas Charles M'Kenns, a clerk of the Magnetic Telegraph 
Company in Belfast, and placed him in Antrim gaol, on a Fenian 
charge. The police of Matchelstowu, county of Cork, have also 
made three arrests. ___ 

A popular vote was taken on Sunday in the Canton of Zurich on 
the question of the revision of the Swiss Constitution, when 17,778 
votes were given for revision, and i0,056 against it. 

The Duke of Argyll has resigned the presidency of the National 
Bible Society of Scotland, and the Hon Arthur Kinnaird, M.P., has 
been elected in his stead as president, and Sheriff Jameson os chair¬ 
man of the board, for 1868. 

The narrative, in onr last publication, of Prince Alfred’s kangaroo 
hunting excursion to the shores of Lake Victoria and Lake Albert, 
in South Australia, was contributed by Mr. It. D. Ross, Deputy 
Assistant Commissary-General, the bon. secretary of the committee 
for receiving his Royal Highness in that province. 

The members for Stcckport—Mr. J. B. Smith and Mr. Watkin— 
addressed their constituents, on Wednesday night, upon the occasion 
of the annual meeting of the Stockport Reform Association. Both 
members spoke of the suffrage for women as desirable, and wore also 
agreed on the subject of education, being in favour of a compulsory 
system. 

The Heme Secretary has informed Dr. Lankester that he will not in 
future authorise prisoners in the custody of the metropolitan 
police to be brought before Coroners' juries. Mr. Hardy says that 
such authorisation was never legal, and that the giving of it has 
been confined to the metropolitan district. Dr. Lankester expressed 
his dissatisfaction at the announcement. 


METROPOLITAN NRWS. 

Her Majesty has, it is understood, forwarded a nnmber of copies 
of her 11 Journal in the Highlands ” to Dr. Jenner, for circulation in 
the metropolitan hospitals. 

The council of the Aeronautical Society have decided upon hold¬ 
ing an exhibition in London of objecte connected with aeronautical 
science in the month of June. Arrangements have been made for 
the exhibition to be held at the Crystal Palace. 

The reward for the discovery of the Bev. Benjamin Speke, Rector 
of Dowlish Wake, llminster, who disappeared so mysteriously while 
on a visit to town in the early part of last month, ha3 been increased 
to £500. The hat of the rev. gentleman was found on the morning 
of the 8th nit. in Birdcage-walk. 

The Metropolitan Board of Works, in purchasing the property 
reqnired to be pulled down in order to form the new street from 
Blackfrinre Bridge to the Mansion House, has paid the Eagle 
Insmance Company for their leasehold offices at the corner of tho 
Poultry and Cbarlotte-row the sum of £64,000; the London, 
Chatham, and Dover Railway Company has. received £5300 for free¬ 
hold land and buildings on the south aide of Earl-street, and 
£168 9s, 8d. for interest on the same. 

The annual general court of the governors of the German 
Hospital, Dalston, was held on Monday, at the London Tavern, 
under the presidency of Mr. Preller. The minutes of the previous 
court having been read and confirmed, the report for the year 
ending Dec 3i, 1867, was read, which stated that the expenditure 
had been £5269 and the receipts £4650; £638 6s. lOd. of the ex¬ 
penditure still remaining unpaid. There was also a debt of £1550 
on the new building, which the committee were anxious should be 
paid cff. The Dnke of Cambridge, the president of the hospital, 
had graciously promised to take the chair at the next anniversary 
festival, which would take place at the London Tavern on March 25. 

At a meeting of the delegatee of the London trades, yesterday 
week—Mr. Potter in the chair—a letter was read from Mr. Gladstone 
proposing the 18th inst. as the day on which he would receive a 
deputation (to consist of not more than six or eight persons) to 
dircuf s the subject of trade unions. Tho right hon. gentleman added 
that he did not object to the presence of a reporter. Fifteen delegates 
were then elected, from whom the members of the deputation to Mr. 

Gladstone will be subsequently chosen.-A special meeting of the 

sub committee was held on Tuesday evening. After long discussion 
it was decided that the following questions should form the subject 
of the conference 1, the limitation of apprentices ; 2, the minimum 
stands) d of wages; 3, piecework and overtime; 4, the alleged action 
of trades unions in driving trade to foreign countries; 5, the 
practical advantages of trades onions. 

The first conversazione of the Society for the Encouragement of 
the Fine Arts this season was held, on Thursday week, at the gallery 
of the Female School of Art, Queen-square, Bloomsbury—Professor 
Donaldson in the chair. The proceedings were opened with an, 
address. The concert, conducted bv Mr. Alfred Gilbert, then com¬ 
menced, and consisted of songs by lilies Foebroke, Miss Palmar, Mrs. 
Harriette Lee, Mr. Welch, and Mr. Snnkey, and solos on the piano¬ 
forte and haip by Miss Waugh and Mr. Wright. The world of 

literature and art was well represented.-Last Thursday evening 

the society inaugurated the first exhibition of the season in Conduit- 
street with Tennyson's “Idylls of the King," illustrated by Gustave 
Dorf—Mr. J. Bertrand Payne in the chair. Mr. George Crnikshank 
and Mr. Henry Tidev gave some interesting papers on the subject of 
this school of art, which were listened to with marked attention by 
a highly-critical audience, and led to considerable discussion. 

The following alterations in the names of streets have been 
ordered to be mode by the Metropolitan Board of Works :—Red 
Lion-street, Holborn, is to be incoiporated with Lamb’s Condnit- 
street. That part of the Edgware-road extending from the 
Regent’s-canal to Kilbum is to be named Kilburn-road. The line 
of thoroughfare known as Cainbridge-heath, Mare street, and 
Church-street, Hackney, is/to be re-named, part thereof Cambridge- 
road, and part Mare-street, and the name Church-street to be 
abolished. The thoroughfare extending from the north side of 
Haggeistone Bridge to the east end of Acton-street, Shoreditch, to 
be named Haggerstoue-road. The subsidiary names of terraces, 
places, villas, ic., in Kennington-road, Campbell-road, Bow, 
and Ealmon-lane, Limehouse, are to be abolished and incorpo¬ 
rated with the main line of thoroughfare. In the pariah of 
St. Mary, Newington, the names of four George-streeta are to be 
abolished. George-street, Brandon-street, to be named Wadding- 
atieet; George-street, Trafalgar-street, is to be named Date-street; 
Georgc-street, Hill-street, is to be incorporated with Heison-street; 
and George-street, Harper-street, is to be named Standard-street; 
New-strest, Lion-street, is to bo called Ash-street; and New-street, 
Camden-street, ie to be called Hard-street; King-street and Queen- 
etreet are to be incorporated and named King and Qnecn-street; 
Short-atreet, York-street, is to be named Cotham-street. In all cases 
the houses are to be renumbered. Tho "Board of Works has been 
applied to for the names of Panton-square, Piccadilly, and Love- 
walk, Camberwell, to be altered, but have refused the applications. 

A dinner was held last Saturday evening, at Willis's Rooms, for 
the purpose of celebrating the eightieth anniversary of the estab¬ 
lishment in New South Wales of the first Australian colony ; and a 
large and distinguished party of gentlemen connected with onr 
Australasian possessions, either by the past or present tenure of high 
administrative or judicial offices or by commercial relations, 
assembled. The chair was filled by Sir William Denison, K.O.B., 
fcimerly Governor of New South Wales. The principal speakers 
were the chairman, the Dnke of Buckingham, Mr. Cony, M.P., and 
Sir C. Nicholson. The increase of the wealth and population of this 
important part of the British empire; its loyalty, as just displayed 
by its enthusiastic reception of Prince Alfred; and the noble way 
in which it always rallied round the old country when any appeal 
was made to it, like the Patriotic Fund to which Australia and 
New Zealand contributed £170,000, were the principal topics 
of the eloquence of the speakers. Mr. Corrie, the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, said he was delighted to find that the Australian colonies 
were ready to contribute to their own defence, and not throw the 
expense of that upon the mother country. The colony of Victoria 
tad already established a naval reserve, and the Admiralty had pre¬ 
sented that colony with a guardsbip—the Nelson—a name of 
suspicions omen, and that vessel had probably ere this arrived there. 
Several other formidably-armed vessels were in the course of con¬ 
struction, the whole cost of the manning and maintaining of which 
would fall upon the colonists, although the cost of construction 
would in part fall on the home Government, He could lay very little 
claim to the arrangement, for it had been made not by him but by 
his predecessor in office, Sir John Pokington. He might, however, 
say that a few days since lie had put into the naval estimates for the 
current year an item of £50,000 for the completion of the ironclad 
for the colony of Victoria, and that, too, at a time when thia country 
had very few ironclads to spare. TheAustralian fleet would, of course, 
be under the command of the senior naval officer on the station. 


The new editions of those excellent works, Dod's “Peerage, 
Baronetage, and Knightsge,”and Dod’s “ Parliamentary Companion,” 
annually published shortly before the opening of Parliament, have 
just been issued. Since the last general election more than sixty 
members have been elected to Parliament, and a corresponding 
r.nmber have retired from public life, or have died, so that the 
“ Parliamentary Companion ’—that admirable record of the members 
of lire Imperial Parliament—possesses this year more than usual 
interest. The statements of population and registered electors 
(according to the existing qualifications) are derived from the latest 
returns presented to Parliament—viz., in 1865-6 ; and these par¬ 
ticulars are likely to be of interest in any further discussions on the 
Reform Bill. The peculiar position of parties renders mnch 
vigilance necessary in recording the politics of each member, and 
Mr. Dcd, therefore, in all possible cases, gives the exact words of the 
member himself, ns preferable to any other statement of his political 
opinions, more particularly respecting vote by ballot, the abolition 
of the malt tax, and the church rate question. 


MB. BOEBUCK AT SHEFFIELD. 

TnF. annual dinner of the Sheffield Chamber of Commerce took place, 
yesterday week, at the King's Head Hotel—Mr. O. Atkinson, the 
re-elected president, in the chair. Among the company were Mr. J. 
A. Roebuck, M.P.; the Master Catler, Mr. Mark Firth : the Mayor, 
Mr. J. "Webster; and the American Consul, Mr. G. J. Abbot. 

Mr. Roebuck, in responding to the toast of “ Tha Borough 
Members," alluded to the Reform Bill. Since the time, he said, 
when Earl Russell found that the doctrine of finality would not 
keep the Whigs in power, ho launched a new doctrine, and that was 
Reform in Parliament. From that time to thia we had been postered 
with the subject. When the Earl of Derby obtained power he, the 
hon. member, made a resolution that, if it were possible, he would 
screw ont of him a real Reform of Parliament. It always appeared 
to him that the Whigs could not carry a second Reform Bill. He 
said so in the year 1859. Lord Palmereton passed Reform over as 
a thing not worth consideration. The moment that Earl Russell 
and Mr Gladstone came into power, Mr. Gladstone proposed a 
Reform Bill, which was too great a thing for Earl Russell ever to 
forget and to forgive, though ha would uot say forgive. He sup¬ 
ported Mr. Gladstone; but somehow the right non. gentleman had 
no power over his friends, though he had over his enemies, for he 
made them more inimical than they were before. His friends he never 
could conciliate, and a number of them t urned him outof office. Upon 
gaining office the Conservatives brought in a bill upon the subject. 
Notwithstanding that he was assailed with a yell of disapprobation, 
he steadily supported the measure. That bill was more liberal than 
ever Whig proposed. He had great confidence in the light¬ 
heartedness of his countrymen, and he had no dread of the fntnre. 
It was not the first time in history that this party had carried 
liberal measures. Who carried the resumption of cash payments ? 
Sir Robert Peel. Who carried Catholic emancipation? Sir Robert 
Peel Who carried free trade and the repeal of the corn laws ? Sir 
Robert Peel. All thia was done by a Tory Administration. Respecting 
foreign ma tter?, many people were afraid of war. Speaking from an 
experience of forty years of public life, he was quite sure that there 
was no danger of war at the present time. There would be peace 
for many a ioDg day yet to come. There was an element in America 
and England wnieh was working for mischief. He said with regret 
that that was the Irish clement in both countries. The Irish in 
America held together not as American citizens, bnt as Irishmen, 
and in that character endeavoured to wield the force of America 
sgainst England. The main politics of the coming year might be 
summed up in three great things—the Scotch ana Irish Reform 
Bills, and legislation respecting trades unions. It wa3 asked by 
seme that Ireland should be separated from England. As long as 
he hsd breath in his body, and a drop of blood in his veins, ho would 
oppose any kind of separation between the two countries. 

On Monday night Mr. Roebuck addressed a meeting of working 
men, in the Temperance Hall in that town, on the subject of capital 
and labour. Long previous to the hour announced for the meeting 
the approaches to the hall were crowded, and the building itself was 
inconveniently filled half an hour before the proceedings began. The 
pleasure outside was so great that Mr. Roebuck could not get into 
the building for some time. On his appearance in the room, which 
contained between 2000 and 3000 people, the hon. member was 
received with mingled cheers and hooting. He was listened to fora 
time, bnt at length the men whose notions of political economy are 
by no means shocked by rattening and assassination, booted the hon. 
gentleman down. Subsequently, a proposal to award him a vote of 
thanks was indignantly rejected. 


COUNTRY NEWS, 

Lord Egerton has been appointed Lord Lieutenant of Cheshire, in 
the room of the Marquis of Westminster, who has resigned. 

Lord Kinnaird and Admiral Sir James Hope were presented, last 
week, with the freedom of the city of Perth. 

The benehers of King's Inns Society, Dublin, entertained the Lord 
Lieutenant at dinner on Thursday week. Nearly all the benchers 
were present. The Lord Lieutenant was greatly cheered. The only- 
toast was “The health of the Queen.” 

Last week an old widow lady, named Evans, died at Swansea, at 
the house of her daughter. She had for many years previous to her 
death lived in a little cottage by herself. After her death a char¬ 
woman, who was cleaning the cottage, discovered, concealed in 
an old-fasliioned night-stool, £1606 10s. in gold. 

The Dnke of Argyll spoke on Monday at a meeting held in 
Glasgow on behalf of the American Missionary Association. He 
urged the strong claims which the negroes in the Southern States 
had on white men, and pointed out that assistance rendered to the 
former would be regarded in America as an opportune expression of 
the goodwill of this country towards the American people. 

At a special meeting of the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce, on 
Wednesday, a committee waa appointed to consider the subject of 
the bankruptcy and other laws *• bearing npon commercial credit 
and morality.” It was admitted by all the speakers that onr bank¬ 
ruptcy law ie in a most unsatisfactory state, and that practically 
the dishonest trader runs little or no risk of being punished. 

An amatenr concert, at the Townhall, Hounslow, in a'd of the 
funds of the national schools of that town, lost week, was most 
numerously attended. Lady William Lennox gave her valuable 
services, and was encored in her two ballads, “ I built a bridge of 
fancies” and the “ Appeal ”—the latter composed by herself. The 
Rev. E. Hayden presided at the pianoforte. 

The town of Ipswich was on Wednesday given up to gaiety, in 
celebration of the opening of the new Townhall, a handsome build- 
in g, w hich lias cost the town, exclusive of the value of the site, about 
£16,000. The hall stands upon the sonth Bide of the Cornhill, a 
large open square, in the centre of the town. We shall give a View 
of the Townhall in our next Nnmber. 

It is the intention of the committee of the Leeds Working Men’s 
Hall to hold an exhibition in the building in Park-street whilst the 
art exhibition is open. The arrangements are in process of being 
matured, and it is not unlikely that the back yard may be covered in 
to give increased accommodation. The articles to be exhibited will 
consist chit fly of articles which will not be shown in the infirmary. 

Art affects persons differently. Recently two north-country pit¬ 
men were passing the monument erected in honour of Georg; 
Stephenson, the inventor of the locomotive, which stands in Neville- 
atreet, Newcastle, when one of them, pointing his finger to the 
monument, exclaimed, in the real Northumbrian dialect—“Hey, 
Qeordie, man, lenk at that grand thing; the eight on 't’s enenf to 
make a pitman gan on't fuddle for a yal fortneet, man.” 

Two prizes, of £10 and a gold watch and £5 respectively, were 
offered by Messrs. Joseph, of Newcastle, for the best speeches on 
“Strikes, and How to Prevent Them.” On Monday evening thirty- 
five competitors, all bona-fide working men, delivered their views on 
the subject before a numerous audience in the Townhall. The com- 
petition was concluded the following evening, and the judges, after 
a short consultation, awarded the first prize to Mr. Beckwith, of 
Onstburn, and the second to Mr. Cotton, of Middlesborough. 

The Marchioness of Hastings last week invited the school children of 
Castle Donnington to tea at the hall. The children, to the nnmber 
of 40(1, were received at the park by her Ladyship, and conducted to the 
newly-furnished library, and thenoe to the conservatory. Here were 
displayed all the beauties of the place; fountains’were playing, 
b'rds flying about, and about 500 Chinese lanterns, of every con¬ 
ceivable shape and shade of colour, were suspended from die roof 
and trees. After enjoying the beautiful sight for some little time 
they were entertained with music in the new billiard-room. At tea 
they were honoured with the presence of the Marquis of Hastings, 
the Prince do Chimay, Admiral Yelverton, and Mr. Story, of 
Loclington Hall. Lady Hastings hnd previously prepared two large 
fir-trees laden with gifts, which wore placed in the centre of the 
music-rocm. The trees were illuminated with wax tapers of all 
colours, and ornamented with much taste. The presents with which 
they were laden were presented to the children. 
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“THE BIRD.” 

Oss of the most charming books we have 
lately received ia the English translation of 
Michelet’s Essay on Birds, or, rather, as he 
chooees to call it, “The Bird.’’ published by 
Messrs. T. Nelson and Sons. The famous his¬ 
torian and political philosopher has been led by 
the example of hie wife to study the wonders 
of animated nature, in which his mind has 
found refreshment after contemplating the 
woes and follies of mankind. He tells us c f his 
occasional retirements to a rural mansion 
amidst the green fields and forests of Brittany, 
a villa on the Genoese shore of the Medi¬ 
terranean, or a seaward-looking house near 
Cape Lb Hdve, at the mouth of the Seine. 
Here, with the descriptive volumes of Bnffon, 
St. Pierre, Cuvier, Geoffrey St. Hilaire, and 
Alphonse Tonssenel, author of “ Le Monde des 
Oisenux,” but with the better companionship 
of her who had consoled his labours and now 
sweetened his repose, Michelet gave np bis 
leisure days in each year, from 1861 to 1865, to 
learning the ways of the birds. Hdme. Michelet 
supplies a brief and modest account of her own 
childhood, passed in a country house in the 
south of France, where the sights and sounds 
hourly presented to her experience, as well as 
the instructions of a wise and benevolent 
father, disposed her to notice and cherish all 
kinds of living creatures. The book itself, to 
which these chapters form an introduction, is 
not a regular scientific treatise, and follows no 
proper system of ornithological classification. 
It is a series of highly poetical discourses, 
which sometimes approach the Style of rhaps¬ 
odies, on the marvellous varieties of structure 
and habits to be found among the winged 
tribes. Readers who are acquainted with the 
other writings of Michelet will expect to find 
in this work the fruits of a vast and potent 
imagination, a great force of synthetic intelli¬ 
gence, and a lofty tone of moial sentiment, in¬ 
spired by the most ardent piety and tender¬ 
ness of soul. On the other hand, they will be 
prepared for hasty generalisations, some fanci- 
ful notions, and a vein of mysticism which 
may not easily meet with a response in 
calmer English minds. An instance of the 
last-mentioned peculiarity is found in the title 
he has prefixed to his chapter on the scavenger 
class of birds—the vulture, the ibis, the crow, 
nndothers, whose office isto consume the offal 
and carrion that wonld otherwise breed a 
plague in the hot climates of Egypt and South 
America. The Author names this part of his 
subject “ Purification," and speaks of it as a 
grand sacrament of Nature, specially instituted 
for the conversion of the unclean into the pure, 
of dead organic matter into organic life and 
health. This remark is unquestionably 
founded in truth, though expressed in phrases 
too rhetorical for the announcement of a 
natural law. We have borrowed, with the per¬ 
mission oi Messrs. Nelson and Sons, an en¬ 
graving of the vulture, the “ Agent of Purifi¬ 
cation,’’ for this Number of our Journal. It 
is a fair specimen of the illustrations, 
210 in all, designed by Giacomelli, which 
adorn this beautiful volume. The con¬ 
tents of the book, however, claim a 
little farther attention; for they are emi¬ 



nently characteristic of the genins and spirit 
of Michelet, who is, amongst contemporary 
French historians, what Victor Hugo is 
amongst French novelists and poets. He 
begins, of course, with “The Egg, and broods 
over the mystery of maternity, the germ of 
vitality, the secret source of organic develop¬ 
ment, the instinctive processes of hatching and 
nursing, ftDcl the universal love of offspring. 
Then he finds another subject of wonder in 
“The Wing," and that power of flying, which 
is tho privilege of birds, and to which man¬ 
kind have always aspired in vain, the loftiest 
dream of faith being that of becoming an 
angel or cherub, with pinions to travel through 
the air. The admirable structure of tho bird’s 
wing, with the apparatus in its bones and 
plumage for expanding or contracting, and 
filling itself with air, is particularly noticed : 
but is not sc well explained here as by the 
Duke of Argyll in his " Reign of Law.’ - The 
author speaks, too, of the astonishing capacity 
of respiration possessed by many buds, such 
ns the condor, which can plunge, in a few 
minutes, through every difference of atmos¬ 
phere and temperature, from the fror.cn sum¬ 
mit of the Andes to the burning plains of 
Peru. Michelet is a great master of contrasts 
and he manages to place the penguins, auks, 
and puffins of the Arctic regions, those capital 
swimmers and divers which cannot fly, in 
juxtaposition with the restless frigate-bird or 
martinet, whose mighty wings, Bpreading to a 
width of 15 ft., will support a small body, 
without any apparent effort, for many 
days together at an inconceivable height. 
Tins is indeed “ The Triumph of the 
Wing.” In biB chapter on the aqnatic 
birds of the land, herons, cranes, storks, and 
swans, he does ample justice to Alexander 
Wilson and Audnbon, the American ornitho¬ 
logist. “ The Oombat ” is a view of the in¬ 
cessant warfare carried on by many species of 
birdB, presumably with the most benefioent 
intention, against snakes and other reptiles, 
and the more destructive hosts of insects, 
which wonld else, by their greediness or 
venomous qualities, make it impossible for 
man to live in tropical climates. It is pleasant 
to know that the exquisite little humming¬ 
bird is one of our most uaefol allies and pro¬ 
tectors in this contest. Under the title 
“ Death ” an occonnt is given of the Raptores, 
or Birds of Prey, whose behaviour M. Michelet 
does not much admire. They are “mur¬ 
derers," and creatures of a low moral and 
intellectual capacity, “ with a flattened skull 
and small brain.” Though a Frenchman, he 
prefers the vulture to the eagle, as the latter 
is the “minister of death,” while the former 
is the “servant of life, restoring disorganised 
matters to the grand current of vital circula¬ 
tion.” It shonld be remembered that M. 
Michelet was never a worshipper of the 
Bonaportist idol of martial renown. We 
cannot dwell longer upon these interesting 
discussions, or quote his observations npon the 
habits of owls and crows; the nocturnal 
repose of birds, and the dangers by which 
it is disturbed; their electric sensibility 
to the approach of storm and winter; the

FIRE AT THE 
ROYAL MILITARY 
COLLEGE, SANDHURST. 

The fire which broke 
out, on the night of 
Tuesday week, in the 
Royal Military College 
at Sandhurst, and was 
not extinguished till 
noon on Wednesday, 
caused the entire de¬ 
struction of one wing 
of the building. It was 
first discovered, at a 
quarter past one in the 
morning, in the rooms 
occupied by Mr. Davies, 

Quartermaster, which 
formed the centre of the 
left wing of the officers' 
quarters. The alarm- 
bell was at once rang, 
and the “ assembly ” 
sounded, and efforts 
were made to extinguish 
the flames. The two 
engines belonging to the 
college were brought 
Into requisition, but 
they were found to be of 
very little service, and 
a messenger was dis¬ 
patched to Aldershott 
Camp for assistance. 

Two fire engines and the fire brigade, under the direction 
of Mr. Douglas, proceeded from Aldershott to Sandhurst, where 
they arrived within one hour of the alarm being given, followed 
by a detachment of the 68th Light Infantry. By this time 
the flames were spreading rapidly, extending on 
and left to premises occupied by Captain Hilton, 
and Ma)or Bowlby, It was then discovered 
was only sufficient water to keep one engine going; bat 
the fire brigade went to work, while the superintendent 
and others devoted their attention to the saving of property. Mhet 
of the valuables were got out of the several rooms, including a 
number of papers belonging to the Paymaster and Quartermaster. 
About four o'clock the roofs began to fall in, and the flames burst

NEWMARKET. 

Bv the liberality of Sir 
Robert and Lady Pigot, 
of Branches Park, 
Newmarket, a “college 
school" has been erected 
in the village of Cow- 
linge, for the twofold 
purpose of providing 
elementary instruction 
for the children of la¬ 
bourers and a superior 
education for the sons 
or daughters of farmers 
and tradesmen in the 
parish. The poorer class 
pay at the rate of two- 
pence a week, and learn 
reading, writing, arith¬ 
metic, the scriptures, 
history, grammar, geo¬ 
graphy, and singing. 
The upper-class pupils, 
who pay quarterly (ac 
the rate of one guinea 
for boys and fifteen shil¬ 
lings for girls), are in¬ 
structed in the usual 
branches of a plain 
English education, with 
bookkeeping by double 
and single entry, land 
surveying, algebra, me¬ 
chanics, ami experi¬ 
mental chemistry. The 
master is Mr. J. G. 
Milhvard, and the school

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We have alwaja thought that something might be said for 
that Athenian who ostracised Aristides. The Athenians were 
a refined and fastidious people, and this voter tendered the 
baniehing oyster-shell simply because he was bored at in¬ 
cessantly hearing Aristides called Just. Mr, Milner G ibson 
incurs the same risk aa the son of Lysimachus. It is so abso¬ 
lute) a fashion to begin writing about him in one way that 
readers may be tired ol the iteration and may deprive them- 
sclvesof the advantage of hearing what they onght to hear. Yet 
how can we help it? We can only, in introducing an im¬ 
portant speech by Mr. Gibson, say, as we have said before, that 
from him we are a!way, sure to hear some truths, so pleasantly 
put that their bitterness is disguised even from those at 
whom they are aimed, and that we find the condition and 
prospects of the country treated healthily and hopefully. 

Mr, Milner Gibson will be a prominent member of the 
Administration that will succeed that of the Bari of Derby, 
and in a good-natured way the former adverted to the pro¬ 
bability that the present Cabinet will “ not be everlasting.” 

In it Nature's copy '« not e erne 
By reason of his position, as well as by that of his being a 


representative man, Mr. Gibson is entitled to notice when, on 
the eve of a Session, he corns forward with an exposition of 
hi* views, which are also those of an important portion of 
advanced but not ultra Liberals. Mr. Gibson hastened at 
once to a declaration that, without being over sanguine, 
be was nnable to take a gloomy view of our in¬ 
dustrial condition, and he argued from the public 
returns that there was increased activity in trade, and 
that there was also increasing advantage from the French 
treaty. We cannot but commend Mr. Gibson's fidelity to the 
csubc he has served so well, and we cannot see what is to be 
gained by refusing to acknowledge that this nation has sub¬ 
mitted itself to the leadership of men who saw the truths of 
political economy. Surely there is a kind of self-stnltificitiou 
in incessant complaint; and the ceaseless repetition that 
things have not tun.cd out well is a reflection, not merely 
upon legislators, but upon au entire nation which trusted 
them. Holdiog witb. Mr. Gibson, that free-trade measures 
have worked admirably, though accidents have for 
the time prevented such a fullness of success sa 
we desired, ana as we still believe that we shall 
fee, we pass on with him to the political situation. Without 
saying in so many words that the present Cabinet holds office 
by virtue of unworthy conduct, Mr. Milner Gibson makes it 
quite clear that his politeness of language by no means implies 
condonation. Hedistinetly declares the Parliamentary sy.tern 
to be out of joint, and points out that a.minority ia governing 
the country, in defiance of constitutional rule. This, however, 
ia only what we have been urging for months past; nor should 
we, perhaps, dwell upon it now, but for the sake of expressing 
onr satisfaction that the truth has thus been formally- 
affirmed by one of the leaders of the Liberal party. We 
have no hostility to the present Cabinet. It contains two 
or three very able and several very honest men; and though 
it might be much improved by an addition of brains, it 
is a fair working Administration for fair-weather times. 
But it has no business to be where it U. We do not think 
it worth while to disenss the sophistical nonsense about the 
conversion of a party. Nobody believes in that for a moment, 
least of all the accomplished and adroit orator who boldly 
invented a phrase for after-dinner purposes, and recked not 
that, if it were truthful. It implied a deadly insult to the 
intellect of his party. Although they passed the Reform Bill, 
the Conservatives are Conservatives, and they are outnumbered 
in the House of Commons by the party that calls itself Liberal. 
Whatever may have been tolerated for the sake of settling a 
vexed question—and we hold that the non-wisdom of sacri¬ 
ficing principles to convenience was an error for which penanoe 
will yet be done—that necessity, or supposed necessity, exists 
no longer ; and we desire to Bee tho House of Commoas return 
to the old ways of the Constitution, 

We trust not to be met by the plea that here is the end of a 
Parliament, and that Ministers may as well remain in their 
places until the democratic flood shall come and sweep them 
all away. In the first place, that flood may come or it may 
not ; and an anticipation of evil days ia no justification (or 
evil doiDgs. But it is more important than ever that Parlia¬ 
ment should set a good precedent. Let the Democrats, if they 
are to rush in, come and find the House in order, aud not act¬ 
ing out an hypocrisy. We do not desire to leave it in the 
power of the ultra-Radicals to say that they restored con¬ 
stitutional practices. Let those practices be resumed by the 
House of Commons which is elected by the middle classes, 
and do notlet the formidable accusation be justified that those 
classes have no regard for the Constitution, or anything else 
but their personal ease. We consider that it ia a duty on the 
part of the Liberals to take the opinion of the House of 
Commons at an early date on the present political situation. 

While we say this, we by no means give an adhesion to any 
programme that has yet been brought forward, and certainly 
not to that of Mr. Milner Gibson, although it contains meri¬ 
torious features. It may be truer wisdom not to interfere to 
any great extent with the new electoral arrangements until 
we know something about them. No person on either side is 
yet ready to say that he has a distinct idea of what the new 
Parliament will be. But of two things we may be 
quite certain: If it consist of a majority of men who 
are of the advanced school, they will be quite ready 
enough to proceed to alterations and improvements; and 
if it do not, it will be quite time enough to make 
those alterations and improvements when we know where 
they are wanted. Let ns. in the name of English common- 
sense, make no pedantic sacrifices to the French idea of 
symmetry. There is nothing symmetrical in English insti¬ 
tutions, and therein is their strength—or, rather, the fact 
that they are strong shows that they were created by means 
from which symmetry was in the nature of things excluded— 
they are the slow, -wholesome growth of ages, and are no 
more symmetrical than the British oak. It is not for the sake 
of giving mere completeness to any system that we shaU sup¬ 
port any improvements to the Reform Act, bnt wc shall 
venture to recommend them only when they are needful and 
just. There is a great deal of legislation which ought to be 
done before the House of Commons is asked to reconsider its 
late work. Disclaiming advocacy of Mr. Gibson's demand for 
immediate rectifications, wc are with him on the question of 
constitutional practice ! and if his address at Ashton implies 
that it ia the intention of the Liberal party to aik Parliament 
to look the situation in the face, we shall be glad to know that 
the appeal is to be made in a business-like way, and with all 
consequences in view. We admire the Earl of Derby’s elo¬ 
quence, we hononr the splendid talent of Mr. Disraeli, we 
respect the prudence of Lord Stanley; bnt we admire, honour, 
and respect something else much more, and that ia the prin¬ 
ciple of the British Constitution, which provides that her 
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EDUCATION. 

'Tub subject of Parliamentary reform which bo long engrossed the 
public mind haying been, for a time at least, settled, the people 
have been able to think of other matters. Education iB now the 
popular cry. Fault finding with the present etate of things has been 
as impartial as it hus been free. University education, what 18 
termed middle-class education, technical education for our artisans, 
and elementary education for the very poor, have all been freely 
handled; and there seems to be an earnest desire widely spread 
through the community to deal resolutely and effectively with the 
subject of national education. We trust that the forthcoming 
Session will eee a comprehensive scheme become law. 

TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 

A conference called by the Society of Arts was held at the rooms, 
Adelphi, on Thursday and Friday, last week, on the subject of 
technical education. Mr. W. Hawes presided ; and there were pre¬ 
sent Earl Bussell, Mr. 0. Buxton, M.P.; Alderman Salomons, M.P. j 
Mr E. Baines, M.P.; Sir Walter Sterling, Bart.; Mr. Barley, M.P.; 
Mr. Goechen. M.P.: Mr. T. D. Achmd.M.P. j Professor Greenwood, 
Sir Charles Trevelyan, Sir J. D. Elpliinstone, Bart, M.P.; Professor 
A J. BernayB, Mr. Merrifield, F.R.S. ; Mr. Godwin, F.R S. jthe Rev. 
Dr. Irons, Earl Granville, the Bight Hon.H. Bruce, M.P.; Dr. Lyon 
Playfair, Mr. A. Brady, and other gentlemen of note. 

The chairman stated generally the nature of the business. 

The council proposed the following programme ior discussion:— 

The necessity for improved national education for the working 
classes generally, (a) improved primary education, and the measures 
necemry for securing the same ; (6) additional facilities in primary 
schools for affording the elder children the means of learning the 
cle uicnts of scientific knowledge. 2. The necessity for the estab¬ 
lishment of schools for technical and industrial education m relation 
totcietce and art, in which pupils, after leaving the primary schools, 
may obtain instruction suited to the special industries with which 
they may be connected as workmen, foremen, or managers. 3. The 
Lest meats for tecuring thatobject. 4. How far technical edacation 
can be promoted by the aid of existing educational endowments. 

Earl Iinrsell, in his speech, expressed his satisfaction th3t at 
Harrow School they had left off teaching all the boys to write longs 
nnd 6hort* in Latin verse, and were beginning to teach physical 
science. They had not yet made this part of the regular curnculum 
of the school j there was no necessity for any boy to learn it; but 
still, it was a beginning, and we might hope they would proceed 
further. He noticed also, with pleasure, the progress that was being 
made at the Universities. On the general subject of education the 
noble Lord saidI believe every child has a moral right to edu¬ 
cation ; and you are doing a positive wrong to a child who is to be a 
member of this great community when you eay, * Yon shall know 
nothing of the common arts of reading and writing, have no 
instruction in morals or in religion; you shall be brought up utterly 
without any knowledge that there is a God, or Christ, and that there 
are branches of secular learning useful to you; and be like the 
animals of the field, brought up without any knowledge whatever. 

I pay it is snch a wrong that it ought not to exist any longer. I 
am delighted to find that my friend Mr. Bazley has been for¬ 
tunate enough to induce his friends at Manchester to adopt 
the principle of compulsory education, and I only wish that 
wc could be quite certain that the two Houses of Parliament would 
be equally liberal. I am sure my friend Mr. Bruce will not shrink 
from proposing the subject in the best way which promises success. 

It wns necessary to act with caution and to consider what was 
practicable. 11 1 cannot but see, 11 Lord Bussell remarked, that 
between questions of voluntary effort and payment, either by rates 
or out of the taxation of the country, there will be considerable 
difficulty. There is a system which was established, which 1 had 
part in establishing, of granting aid by the Bute for voluntary 
t fforts : and there is a system of rates which is established in other 
countries. Both of these, I think, ought to be employed - but the 
difficultv will be in putting these two together and making them 
both act, and this will require the high test legislative abilities, and 
I only trust that my friend Mr. Bruce may be successful in the efforts 
he may make on that subject. I am glad I am not to undertake it, I 
struggled for a long while in the House of Commons, and I shall not 
have to take my part in the buffeting of the waves and roaring ox the 
winds which, no doubt, will soon shake the walls of Parliament. 

Earl Granville expressed his hearty concurrence in Lord 
Bust ell's views, and said he had been much pleased to read what 
lord Stanley had said at Bristol about the intentions of the 
■Government in regard to education. He only hoped that their 
measure would be large enough. , . 

The conference was brought to a close yesterday week, in the 
judgment of the conference, as declared in the resolutions adopted, 
inst ruction in science and art in the Universities and other institu¬ 
tions for the education of the upper and middle classes should be 
placed on the same favourable footing as other studies; efficient 
means of primary and secondary instruction should be brought 
within the reach of the working classes everywhere, and encourage¬ 
ment should be given to the study of the elements of science and 
art in the upper classes of all primary schools which receive aid from 
Government; and special institutions for technical instruction 
should be established. With regard to primary education, the con¬ 
ference would not overthrow what has already been done, but would 
supplement voluntary efforts by local rates wherever such a measure 
was deemed expedient The conference also recognised the necessity 
of extending to other branches of industry the principle of vhe 
educational clauses of the Factory Acts. 

MR. LOWE ON EDUCATION. 

Mr. Lowe delivered a brilliant speech upon Middle-Class Education 
at the annual dinner of the Liverpool Philomathic Society,. on 
Wednesday week. He argued that the middle classes required 
more culture and elevation of morals, and that tiiear education 
should not be an imitation of that of the higher classes. He 
denounced the old-fashioned system, still in vogue, of teaching dead 
language?, history, logic, and grammar, as the alpha and the omega 
of education, arguing tnat the English language, English 
sition, French, and German, the study of physical I 
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.. .w™__,_science and pure 

mathematics, were the most desirable and useful stndies lor a class 
who had to work for their living. In conclusion, he advised the 
middle classes, while statesmen were trying to give them their 
ancient rights in endowed schools and the Universities, to combine 
and set up FchoolB for themselves like those originated and developed 
eo successfully by Mr. Woodward, at which a good education could 
be had for £30 a year. ■ . —»_ ^ 

The right bon. gentleman made another speech at Liverpool on 
the following day on the subject of education. He closely examined 
what he called the Manchester programme, and expressed his entire 
adhesion to the propositions which he understood the conference to 
lay down. At tne same time, he considered the proposed machinery 
clumsy and unnecessary. Ke would not disturb the existing 
schools; he desired to avoid, above all things, an educational revo¬ 
lution. His plan would be thisHe would take a district, and 
liave its educa tional state reported upon. The Privy Council 
then give its award as to what should be done. The residents of the 
place would be allowed to supply whatever the Pnvy Council 
thought was necessary ; always bearing in mind that any future 
denominational school founded upon the voluntary system must ne 
tinder the conscience clause. It they were unwilling to do it, the 
next thing; to do would be to call upon the local authority to make 
a rate: and if they would not make a rate, to make one for them— 
the ratepayers’ money to be limited to the support of secnlarischools. 
He strongly urged that the Committee of Council should be made 
the agent through which the change, if a change is to take Pjace, 
should be cairied out, rather than the local machinery proposed by 
the Manchester bill. He was not prepared to accept the doctrine 
that children should be compelled to attend school. In point of 
fact, in the present state of the agricultural population, a com¬ 
pulsory system would he impracticable in the country districts; 
■while, as regards the 41 street Arabs " of the large towns, it was to 
Lis mind not so much a question of education as of police. 

MIDDLV-CLASS EDUCATION. 

A meeting wns held in the Council Chamber, Oxford, on Thuraday 
Nrcck, for the purpose of considering the question of University 


extension in relation to the edacation of the middle classes. The 
chair was occupied by the Mayor (Mr. J. R. Carr), and amongst those 
present were Mr. Neate, M.P.; the Principal of St. Mary HaU (the 
Rev. D. P. Chase), the Rev. E. Hatch, the Rev. J. E. Thorold 
Rogers, and a large number of citizens. The Mayor having briefly 
opened the proceedings, the Rev. D. P. Chase, in a lengthy sneech, 
dwelt upon the necessity of an extension of tire University, and cited 
numerous instances which had come under his own experience of 
young men who had taken advantage of the system now carried out 
at St. Mary Hall, and taken their degree in the usual way. He 
stated that, out of a total number of ninety-nine entries, thirty-one 
were the sons of clergymen, five of medical men, three of solicitors, 
and sixty were engaged in trade. He considered the impedimenta 
to an extension of the University to be twofold—first, the necessity 
of belonging to some college or hall; and, secondly, of residing in 
college. Mr. Chase concluded a moBt interesting address by 
urging the necessity of restoring the endowments to their 
original purpose. The discussion was continued by Mr. Alderman 
Randall, the ex-Mayor (Mr. E. T. Spiers), the Rev. W. 
Ackworth, and Mr. C. Neate, M.P. the latter gentleman re¬ 
ferring to the hill introduced into Parliament last Session on this 
subject, and giving his opinion that lodgers should be permitted to 
participate in the benefits of the University, instead of being com¬ 
pelled, as at present, to reside in college, without the consent of the 
head to lodge out. He maintained that such an inducement would 
attract the most talented and cleverest youths of the country, and 
would so raise education as to be deserving of the warmest support. 
Mr. Regers followed, and in the course of an admirable speech, 
which dealt entirely with the subject of the education of the middle 
classes in connection with University extension, suggested that the 
whole country should be mapped out into districts, and the endow¬ 
ments within those districts Bhould be put into a common fund and 
distributed for the interest of the district in question; that there 
should be schools for artisans of an early age, then from those to bo 
engaged in trade from fifteen to sixteen, and then those from seven¬ 
teen to eighteen to be brought on for the Universities. He con¬ 
cluded by saying that there ought to be a process of natural selec¬ 
tion, and the boys pushed on to a fair stage, in the way pointed out 
by Mr. Gladstone. After some remarks from Mr. George Mallam, 
who stated that a large number of professional men did not come 
to the University in consequence of the time required to take a 
degTee, and suggesting as a remedy the carrying on of the terms 
continuously, instead of at such a great distance apart as at present 
the meeting was adjourned. 

NATIONAL EDUCATION. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury and the Bishop of Oxford delivered 
addressee on Tuesday on the subject of education, at a meeting in 
connection with the National Society, held at Tunbridge Wells. In 
reference to current controversies on the subject his Grace the 
Primate said:—“ Without entering into all the details of the sugges¬ 
tions made, I must insist, with reference to one, that, whatever 
changes may take place, the denominational system shall be main¬ 
tained i that in our Church schools teachers and clergymen shall 
have full liberty to teach the doctrines of our Church while 
it pleases the Btate to say liberty of withdrawal shall be 
allowed. If this be agreed to on both Bide*, I do not see why 
we should not arrive at a happy conclusion on the question 
in dispute. But with reference to the problem of supplying 
the deficiency of educational means, have we exhausted all our 
resources ? I think not. If the educational provisions of fcba Factory 
Acts were largely extended throughout the agricultural districts and 
elsewhere a great advance would be made; and I hope something of 
that kind will be done. I do not think the country is ready to con¬ 
sent to compulsory education : but if we can find out some means 
whereby greater inducemento could be given to parents to keep 
their children at school, and greater inducements given to children 
to attain to a certain degree of education, those means should be 
adopted at once. Respecting payments for results, I do not see why 
an unceitificated master who can show results in his school equal to 
the stardard of the certificated master should not have a grant for 
his echcol. The main point, however, for us to insist on is the main¬ 
tenance of the denominational system. Let us secure the absolute 
and undeniable right of the clergy and schoolmaster to teach at all 
limps the doctrines of our Church, then we need have no fear but 
that all will he well. ’ The Bishop of Oxford avowed himself 
uncompromisingly against compulsory edacation. 

In the course of a lecture delivered on Tuesday week, at Cam¬ 
bridge, Mr. F. S. Powell, M.P., alluded to the subject of edacation. 
He cautioned h : s hearers a gainst imbibing erroneous views respect¬ 
ing the efficiency of schools either in Europe or America, and 
cautioned them net to believe that religion would flourish as a branch 
of instruction if the denominational system was abolished. He be¬ 
lieved that there was amidst all our denominational differences, 
underlying them all, a wider basis than we ordinarily supposed of 
common Christianity. He desired to give free play to denomi¬ 
national education, believing thereby that common Christianity was 
thus unconsciously promulgated. Whereas, by extinguishing the 
freedom of denominational education we pressed out common 
Christianity. We had found with eorrow that in America religion 
was practically neglected in the public schools. As an illustration 
of the deficiency existing in the Empire State (New York), he mime 
citations from the report of education published in that State for 
1867. In 1866 there were 26,434 teachers employed in New York : 
only 16.65U found emplorment during twenty-eight weeks and 
upwards. Mr. Powell next dwelt on the inefficient otate of the 
Cambridge Old Schools. , 

A numerously-attended public meeting was held m Glasgow, on 
1 liuradoy week, to consider the subject of national education, The 
Hon. the Lord Provost occupied the chair, and among those who 
took psrt in the proceedings were clergymen and others represent¬ 
ing both the religions and the secular view in regard to the educa¬ 
tion of the people. A series of resolutions were passed in favonr of 
the establishment of a system “which shall secure and enforce the 
elementary instruction of the whole youth of the community, with 
the express proviso “ that any religions teaching or service shall be 
given at a distinct hour j that any scholar may be withheld from 
such teaching or service to which his or her permits may object ; 
and that snch non-attendance shall form no disqualification as 
regards the benefits and privileges of the school.” It wa3 resolved to 
petition Parliament on the snbject. 

Mr. J. G. Hubbard, M.P., lias sent along letter to the Ttmes on 
the subject of elementary education. The hon. gentleman cites 
extracts from Mr. Fraser's Report on Transatlantic Edacation, and 
adds that the testimony of the American Bishops recently in this 
country, and other perrons, confirms in every particular the lesson 
taught by Mr. Fraser's report—that a system of education supported 
by local rates, locally administered under the dread of “ sectarianism 
in a mixed community, results in the exclusion of all religion from 
its schools, and in the consequent absence of any power to check the 
growth of insubordination, irreverence, and crime. , 

Steps have been taken by the Council of the Central Chamber of 
Agriculture to obtain at an early date a full and authoritative ex¬ 
pression of the views entertained by the leading agriculturists of the 
country upon the subject of the educat on of the labouring classes 
in rural districts. A circular has been issued to the provincial 
chambers drawing the attention of the members to the importance 
of the question, and inviting them to appoint a day for its dis¬ 
cussion. The Council of the Central Chamber will itself hold a 
meeting on March 8, whereat delegates from each provincial chamber 
will be present, and they, representing the views of their respective 
districts, will discuss and pass resolutions upon the question, with 
the object of having what may be considered the definitive opinion 
of agriculturists as a class quoted in the House of Commons when 
the subject of education is introduced for legislation. 


The large increase to the stall of the Factory Department having 
necessitated its reorganisation, two assistant inspectors have been 
appointed, and it has been decided that eventually it shall be con¬ 
trolled by one inspector-general and four inspectors.

The handicappers have every reason to he content with the ac¬ 
ceptances for the six great handicaps at Chester, Epsom (2), New¬ 
market, Northampton, and Lincoln, which have just been published, 
as more than three fifths of the horeca are left in, which is a very 
gcod allowance. Ceylon, who heads both the Newmarket and the 
Great Metropolitan at Sat. 121b., is left in, for the Chester Cup and 
the Snbmban at 8st. 21b., and for the Northamptonshire at t lb. 
mere. He won two races and lost the Ascot Derby in i860, and 
bas never been ont since. Two previous Cnp winners, Beeswing 
(8 st. 91b.) and Dalby (8st, 81b.), stand second and fourth in the 
Chester Cnp, which is headed by “ the grey,” Strathconau; 
and “The Duke’a" Yiridis (7st. 121b.) and Seville (7st. 2lb.) 
are among the “ contents.’’ Tyuedale (8st. 10 lb.), a horse 
upon whom the bandicappers have descended heavily, accepts 
in the Great Metropolitan. Bandmaster, who hod been backed for 
the Chester Cup, is struck ont of everything, and he will be lucky If 
be ever gets in as well again. Mr. Topham and Mr. Johnson 
differed by 181b. in their estimate of the relative cross-country 
powers of Flyfisher and Alcibiade. Neither of them aocept at 
Lincoln, where Mr. Chaplin’s Emperor HI. and Emperor II., own 
brothers, bred by Sir George Chomley, stand in together at 2 lb. 
difference. “A Gone-away Plate" and a “Full-cry Steeplechase” 
have been added to the programme of this meeting. The Liverpool 
Steeplechase has sixty acceptances (headed by Flyfisher, 12 st.

Loid Jnsey’a stud of forty is to be brought to the hammer by 
Meiers. Tattersall towards the close of this month, and the late Sir 
Henry De Yccux’s mart*, among which are the dams of Habeuaand 
Knight of the Garter, on the 10th. Cranbury by Surplice is put out 
of training; and Plaudit has gone back to his Richmond friends, 
who goc up a little excitement when this Joseph Ady of 
racehorses arrived at the station. Mr. Blenkiron has pub¬ 
lished a handbook of his stud, which shows that it contains 
at present nine sires, 138 mares, and ninety-seven yearlings. It was 
generally rumoured that Esher would be the venue ere long of his 
June Satmdays : but it seems that his possession of Middle Park is 
net likely to be disturbed at present. There are six yearling colts 
and eight fillies by Sauntercr; the half-brothers to Leonie and The 
Bake are both by Dundee; an own Bister to Hermit is among the six 
Newminsters; and we also note three Stockwells, an Ely, aud two 
Trumpeters, so that there is plenty of scope for those who yearn to 
cick a third Derby winner. The great “ bine-ribbon day "of this year 
is fixed for May 27, and it seenrn that during the last dozen years 
the day has varied from June 4, in Caractacus's year, to May 16 in 
Lord Lyon’s. 

The hunting accounts are very variable from all parts of the 
country. The York and Ainsty Had a good hunting run of nearly 
four hours on Thursday week, nnd the sport with the Bedale has 
very much improved with the new year. One very fast thing of 
thirty-five minutes was spoilt after that point by the hounds break¬ 
ing in when they tried to follow their fox over some half-frozen fish¬ 
ponds. They had also a capital forty-five minutes from Kiplin past 
Uckerby Whin, and to ground in the quarries at Middleton Tyaa, 
when the hounds were racing for their fox. The Newton House day 
produced a good 1 h. 15 min., very fast across the grass, and good 
hunting on the fallows. The fox tried the Kirby Fleetham earths, 
and finally crossed the park at Killerby Hall, and was rolled over 
within sight of Catterick Limekilns. Up to the frost, this was one 
of the worst scenting seasons that the Badminton had ever known. 
On Tuesday they had a capital lh. 20m. from Great Wood over the 
Yale, with & kill in the open at Birral, in the V. W. H. country. 
Since the frost they have had “ plenty of pretty hunting,” and killed 
sixty-four or sixty-five brace of foxes in all. Leicestershire has had 
a poorieh time of it, though matters, especially with the Belvoir, 
have been rather better of late.

Mr. William Henry Mahoney Christie, the fourth Wrangler, is 
son of the late Professor Christie, of the Royal Academy at 
Woolwich, and was born Oct. 1, 18-15. He was educated at King’s 
College School, London, previously to his entry at Trinity. 
Cambridge, in October, 1864. He gained at King’s College School 
the first-class mathematical scholarship in 1863, and various other 
prizes. At Trinity, Cambridge, he gained a minor scholarship 
previous to commencement of residence, and in 1866 a foundation 
scholarship. He was placed in the first class at the college exami¬ 
nations through his University career. 


At a congregation on Saturday last the whole of the gentlemen 
who achieved mathematical honoure proceeded (with five excep¬ 
tions) to their B.A. degree. 


The mathematical honour list this year comprises the names of 
forty-two wranglers, thirty senior optimes, and thirty junior 
optimes, or 102 in all. The corresponding totals for 1867 were forty- 
two wranglers, thirty-seven senior optimes, and thirty-nine junior 
optimes, or 118 in a 11. 


Government has accepted the offer made by Sir David Baxter, 
through the Senatus Academicus, to found a chair of engineering in 
Edinburgh University, provided that a supplementary vote equiva¬ 
lent to the Interest of his benefaction were asked from Par¬ 
liament._The subject of the endowment of the chair of agri¬ 

culture in this University was, last Saturday, brought under the 
notice of the Treasury by a deputation. Mr. Ward Hunt, M.P., 
though guarding himself against pledging the Government to any 
coiuse of action in the matter, held out hopes that the Govern¬ 
ment would assist in the endowment of the chair in question, on 
the grounds that the Highland Society bad offered to contribute an 
equal sum towards the object, and that the principle which nail 
hitherto guided the Government in these matters was the granting 
of one half of the endowments. Mr. Hunt promised to convey tho 
views of the deputation to the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 


The Eev. D. Charles, of Abcrcam, Monmouthshire, has accepted 
the office of secretary to the University for Wales. 


"The Governors of A’chbirliop Hamnett’s Grammar School, 
Chiowtll, Essex, have elected Mr. James Forrest Fulton, B. A., of 
the University of London, and late assistant master at Archbishop 
Ilolgate's School, York, to the vacant second mastership. 

The annual meeting of the Leeds Church Extension Society was held 
at the Philosophical Hall on Wednesday week, under the presidency 
of the Mavor. The report reviewed the proceedings of the society 
during the year, hut premised that after what had been done 
by the board in past years it conld not bo expected that much new 
cnound would httvo been broken. Attention waa called to tno 
financial position of the society, and it waa shown that upwardi of 
£25 000 bad been expended, and that, to complete the contract for 
which the board was liable, a sum of £13,000 would be needed, but 
that to meet this there was only the balance «f £382,1 in the 
treasurer's hands, and the subscriptions for the year could not be 
estimated at more than £3090. The adoption of the report was 
moved by Dr. Chadwick and seconded by the Rev. Canon 
Croethwaite, and these gentlemcu as well ss tho Mayor, Mr. W. B. 
Denison, Canon Atlay, and others, urgod tho claims ot the society, 
and showed that without a larger measure of public support its 
operations must cecu-e.

Mr. John Fletcher Moulton, of St. John’s College, the senior 
wrangler, the third son of the late Rev. J. E. Monlton, a Wesleyan 
minister, was born at Modeley, in Shropshire, in November, 1844, and 
is therefore just over twenty-three years of age. He was educated 
at New Kisgswocd School, Bath, under Mr. H. Jefferson, M. A., Load., 
until the age of sixteen, when he presented himself at th« senior 
Oxford middle-class examination, and was placed first in the general 
list For the next three years he was engaged in tuition, during 
which time he matriculated at the London University and err nod 
off the exhibition in mathematics, besides passing the honour exa¬ 
minations in classics and chemistry. From this time he seems to 
have devoted his attention more particularly to mathematics, and 
hia career has been one of uninterrupted success. In 1864 he obtained 
the first minor Bcholsrship for mathematics at St.John's College, 
Cambridge i and in June gained the mathematical exhibition 
at the first B.A. examination at the London University. He 
subsequently graduated there, gaining the mathematical scholar¬ 
ship. In October of the same year ho commenced residence 
at Cambridge ; and during the whole of his University oarecr 
he has been at the head of his college examination. In June, 
1868, he was elected a foundation scholar of St. John’s. Mr. E. J. 
Ronth, of Peterhonse (senior wrangler in 1851), was Mr, Moulton a 
private tutor, thus adding another to the long succession of renior 
wranglers who have read under his care. The Bev, J. Y. Don.ll 
was Mr. Moulton’s college tutor. 

Mr. George Howard Darwin, of Trinity College, the second 
wrangler, the second son of Mr. Charles Darwin, the well-known 
author of the “ Origin of Species,” is in his twenty-third year and 
is a native of Down, in Kent. He was educated at the Oiapham 
Grammar School, under the Rev. Charles Pritchard, President of the 
Royal Astronomical Society and Hnlsean Lecturer m the University 
of Cambridge for 1807, the late head master, and the Rev. Alfred 
Wrigley, M.A., F.R.A.S., the present head master. In the Easter 
Term, i860, he was elected a foundation scholar, and has been 
thrice prizeman of his college. Like the senior wrangler, Mr. 
Darwin’s private tutor was Mr. Booth, his college tutor being the 
Rev. B. Bum.

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SCIENTIFIC RESULTS OF THE MONTH. 

Tbe attempts which have been heretofore made to produce a green 
dye frem aniline have been attended with imperfect success; but 
it. Keisser, of Lyons, appears at length to have solved the problem 
by combining picric acid with the base of Hofmann’s blue. To 
prepare this new dye ore part of Hofmann's blue is dissolved in 
three parts of alcohol of about 90 per cent strength. To this is 
added one part of ethyl, and the mixture is then heated in a closed 
vessel for half an hour. One or two parte of caustic potash are 
then added; the mixture is heated for three or four hours, when the 
alcohol passes off, and the residual mass is washed with boiling 
water and then heated with five or six hundred times its weight of 
water, which dissolves the compound and the solution is filtered 
hot. A hot aqueous solution of picric acid is then stirred in until the 
liquid acquires a green colour, and. by allowing the liquid to stand 
for twenty-four hours, the dye is precipitated, and may be separated 
by decantation or filtration. In dyeing a green colour it is dissolved 
in alcohol, and is used in precisely the same way as the other aniline 
dyes. The colour is a fine yellowish green. 

Advices from America intimate that Ericsson has produced an 
improved form of his air-engine, and that a steamer is being built 
into which it is to be introduced. When formerly introduced, many 
years since, into a steamer it was not successful, and was fiaally re¬ 
moved. Nevertheless, the engine, though at that time possessing no 
advantages over steam-engines, in cases where great power had to bs 
exerted, nns been very widely used in cases where the power required 
was small, not because it saved fuel, but because it dispensed with a 
boiler, and did not require the attendance of an engineer. Sinoe 
that time many other forms of air-engine have been introduced, and 
now Ericsson, who maintained his faith in his scheme in spite of 
temporary failures, has reproduced it in such an improved shape 
that it is judged suitable for the uses of steam navigation. The 
days of the steam-engine appear to be wellnigh spent, and soma 
other species of thermo-dynamic machine appears likely soon to 
take its place. The best species of engine would be one worked by 
electricity, derived from coal. But no form of carbon battery that 
would be available for this object lias yet been contrived. 

In Germany objects of cast iron are coated with copper by the 
following process:—The surfaces, after having been well cleaned 
with a brush and with dilated muriatic acid, are steeped in water 
slightly acidulated. The artioles are then placed in a bath com¬ 
posed of 25 grammes of oxide of copper, 176 grammes of muriatic 
acid, half a litre of alcohol, and quarter of a litre of water. The 
copper is equably deposited over the surfaces, the alcohol reducing 
the rapidity of deposition and thus giving greater density to the 
copper film. These coppered objects may be zinced by placing 
them in a bath composed of 10 grammes of chloride of iron and one 
litre and a half of alcobol, and in contact with pieces of metallic 
zinc. A coating of antimony may be given to the coppered objects 
by mixing chloride of antimony with alcohol and adding muriatic 
scid until the mixture becomes clear. In this bath the objects may 
be left for three qnarters of an hour. For silvering glass or vases 
four eolations are prepared, the first composed of 10 grammes of 
nitrate of silver in 10b grammes of water; the second, an aqueous 
solution of ammonia of 0 984 density; the third of 20 grammes of 
caustic soda in 500 grammes of water, and the fourth of 25 grammes 
of sugar in 200 grammes of water, to which is added a cubic centi¬ 
metre of nitric acid and 50 centimetres of alcohol. Mix the three 
first solutions and then add the last, when the deposition of silver 
will take place. 

A method has been contrived for bronzing objects in iron, steel, 
wood, papier-mach€, and leather-cloth by applying, by brashes or 
printing by means of blocks, a concentrated solution of one of the 
aniline dyes, Buch as magenta, npon the surfaces to be bronzed—the 
aniline dyes in their concentrated form having a bronze-like lustre. 
Perkin's terebene dyes may also be similarly applied. 

A contrivance has been invented for indicating the existence of 
leakage into a ship by placing a buoy at the bottom of the hold, 
which, if water enter*, will be floated np and detach a detent, which 
will ring nn alarum bell. In steam-vessels the existence of leakage 
is at once perceived by the rise of the bilge-water in the engine- 
rcom, and in sailing-ship it is a periodical duty of the carpenter to 
let down a sounding-rod either through one of the pumps or through 
a tnbe provided for the purpose. 

Mr. Charles Geneste, the engineer in charge of the bridge for 
carrying the Delhi railway across the river Sutlej, has contributed 
to the Professional Papers on Indian Engineering^ published at 
Boort ec, a description of the sand-pumps employed in sinking the 
wells which constitute the foundations of the piers. In this pump 
there iB a chamber for the reception of the sand, which is carried 
upward by the water, and when this chamber is filled it is carried 
up to the surface by a suitable hoist, and the sand is discharged 
through a moveable bottom. This pump has been found to bo very 
successful in sinking foundations in sand; but a steam-jet would 
probably be preferable, as it would discharge the sand and water 
without intermission. 

Nitro-glycerine, prepared by cautiously adding glycerine to a 
mixture of sulphuric and nitric acids is now widely used in preference 
to gunpowder for blasting rocks, as it is more forcible, and is not 
injured by wet. Blasting cartridges may be made by filling the case 
with sand, which is afterwards saturated with nitro-glycerine, and 
one hole charged with this substance will be as effectual as three 
charged with gunpowder. 

The sulphurous smoke in the copper-smelting districts, such as 
Swansea, which formerly destroyed the surrounding vegetation and 
impaired the health of the people, is now turned to profitable account 
in the production of sulphur. Copper and iron pyrites contain from 
40 to 50 per cent of sulphur, and it is reckoned that sulphur of the 
value of half a million sterling may be annually obtained from 
sou rets heretofore not morely useless, bat pernicious. . 

A new method of producing washing soda has been contrived, in 
which steam mixed with the vapour of common salt is conveyed 
into a tower containing flints or lamps of sand, when a silicate of 
ends is produced, which by the addition of lime is transformed into 
caustic sods, and this by the addition of carbonic acid produces 
washing soda. 

When gold quartz is treated with mercury to extract the gold, 
little more than one third of the whole quantity present is obtained ; 
but when treated by an amalgam of sodium and mercury, fourteen 
fifteenths of the whole quantity is obtained. The amalgam is 
formed by adding about one thousandth part of sodium to heated 
mercury. 

Improvements in bleaching have been made on the Continent by 
the employment of some of the permanganates associated with 
sulphate of magnesia in place of bleaching-powdor or chlorine. The 
new process is said to accomplish the desired object as effectually as 
chlorine, and at less expense. 

. The illuminating power of a gas jet, it is found, maybe immensely 
increased by introducing a small cylinder of magnesia into the 
centre of the flame, somewhat after the manner adopted in the 
Drummond light of introducing a small ball of lime. The announce¬ 
ment of the success of this expedient now comes to ns from Paris 
with a great flourish of trumpets; but in reality there is little new 
in it. The species of light now required is an electrical light of 
moderated intensity, prodneed in a globe of magnesia or other 
appropriate material, and the electricity conld be distributed to 
every house by wires in the way in which gas is now distributed 
in pip<s. The electricity should, as in the case of the electric lights 
lor lighthouses, be generated by mechanical power. 

A species of weldlesa chain has lately been produced in France, in 
which each link is formed by punching a hole in a disc of metal, 
»nd the resulting annoins is then rolled ont into a ring, of which 
finally a link is mode. This system has long been employed in the 
production of the steel tires which encircle railway wheels. 

Lightfoot’s aniline black has been suggested for use as a marking- 
ink in preference to the inks prepared from nitrate of silver. This 
black is not affected by diluted acids or alkalis, but a strong a6id 
wnll turn it green and a strong solution of chloride of lime will ap¬ 
parently discharge it; an alkali, however, will restore the green to a 
black, and, after having been apparently discharged by chlorine, the 
black w ill return in a few days stronger than before. There is no 
known means of permanently discharging this indelible dye.

Haverfordwest, Fob. 24th; Cardigan, 27th ; Carmarthen, 29th; 
Swansea, Thursday, March 5th; Brecon, 19th; Presteign, 25th, 
and Chester, the 28tb. 

About 400 members of the Bar met on Monday evening in the 
Lord Chancellor’s Cpurt, Lincoln's Inn, when resolutions were adopted 
to take steps for the purpose of obtaining a more convenient arrange¬ 
ment than at present exists for the hearing, in the county courts, of 
causes in which counsel are engaged. 

The Court of Queen’s Bench has refused a rule nisi for criminal 
information against the publisher of the Daily Telegraph for an 
alleged libel upon Mr. B. Pigott, of the Irishman, against whom 
proceedings have been instituted by the authorities at Dublin Castle. 

Sir Gideon Culling Eardley was, on Monday, tried for bigamy at 
the Central Criminal Conrt. It was proved that, in 1859, Sir Gideon 
(then Mr.l Eardley was married in the most public manner in a 
chapel in New York to a yonng lady named Magee. The lady was 
married with the full consent of her parents, persons of the highest 
respectability. The late Sir Culling Eardley knew nothing of the 
marriage until some time after it took place; but, on Mr. Eardley’s 
arrival in England with his bride, the late Baronet at once accepted 
the lady as ms daughter-in-law, and made her a handsome settle¬ 
ment. Mrs. Eardley lived with her husband till October, 1863. 
when, through his admitted misconduct, she was obliged to separate 
from him. Mr. Eardley asked her to return, but she refused, and 
ultimately went to America, where she remained till she heard of 
his second marriage, at St. George's, Hanover-square, in September 
last. Proceedings were then taken against him. For the defence, a 
wrnk attempt was made to prove that the first marriage was an 
illegal one, but it utterly broke down. The jury returned a verdict 
of ,r Guilty” against the prisoner, and he was sentenced to be 
imprisoned and kept to hard labour for eighteen months. 

At the Central Criminal Conrt, on Wednesday, sentence of death 
was pronounced by Mr. Justice Shee upon Thomas Clark for the 
murder, in Lambeth, of a child named Alice Smith, to which ha had 
pleaded guilty. In the case of Eliza Colley, who was indicted for the 
murder of her child by exposure to the cold, she having laid it in a 
field at Hornsey, where it was found dead the next morning, the 
jnry took a merciful view, and returned a verdict of guilty of 
manslaughter only. The prisoner was sentenced to ten years’ penal 
servitude. 

On Monday the magistrate at Bow-street was engaged for some 
time in investigating a most remarkable charge of conspiracy to 
obtain money under false pretences. The accused were two Germans, 
named Victor and Fordon, and it would appear that Victor weat to 
the Prussian Embassy, and offered for a certain sum to reveal the 
particulars of a plot to assassinate the King of Prussia. The person 
who was to do this atrocious deed was a Hanoverian soldier, named 
Wilhelm Emerick, and Victor took some one from the Embassy and 
pointed ont the residence of Baron Blome, the late Hanoverian 
Ambassador, as the place where the plot was hatched. The vsiy 
idea of snch an infamous plot was repudiated on the part of M. 
Blome and other Hanoverian gentlemen with the utmost indig¬ 
nation. The evidence against Fordon was insufficient reestablish his 
complicity, and he was discharged. Victor was committed for trial. 

Two men were charged at the Mansion House, on Monday, with 
obtaining goods under false ptetcnces. They opened a small grocer’s 
shop in Islington, and at first paid the wholesale dealers cash for 
stock. Ultimately they got credit for £2000 worth of goods, which 
they never attempted to dispose of by retail in their shop, but sent 
np to the north to be sold by auction. After realising £800 in this 
way, they closed their shop and ran away, without paying a farthing 
to their creditors. A warrant was granted for their apprehension, 
and they were at last found in the west of Scotland, eighteen miles 
from the nearest railway station. A book was fonnd in their pos¬ 
sesion containing entries of the chests of tea arid, and this will 
materially assist the prosecution. Not content with having cheated 
the teadealers, thej bought some jewellery in London to take with 
them to Scotland, and paid for it with a worthless cheque; this, too, 
when they bad £800 in their possession. They were both remanded. 

Another charge of murder on the high seas has transpired. A 
seaman named Blackwell was brought before Mr. Paget, yesterday 
week, at the Thames Police Court, charged with killing a fellow- 
seaman named Dorey, on hoard the Oreata, when at Berbice. The 
case was briefly opened and the prisoner remanded. 

A sad case of fanaticism was bronght to light yesterday weak in 
the Blackfriara-rcad, by an investigation before the Coroner touch¬ 
ing the death of a child called Lois Wagstaffe. She was fourteen 
months old, and Buffered from a cough. The parents belonged to a 
sect who call themselves “ the Peculiar People.” They hold that it 
is central y to the Divine command to call in medical aid, because 
Scripture declares "cursed be the man that trnsteth in man, and 
maketh flesh his aim." They did, however, call in the elders, who 
anointed with oil the dying child : which, however, wa3 not, as they 
ftemed to expect, "raised np.” They gave it nourishing food and 
biandy-and-water, which, although according to the medical tes¬ 
timony likely to aggravate the disease, reduced, one would think, 
the care from criminal neglect to mistaken treatment. The “elder ” 
who was called in to explain the creed of this new sect somewhat 
shrewdly remarked that physic killed as many people as the want of 
it; but the jury returned a verdict of “Manslaughter,”-On Tues¬ 

day the parents were tried at the Central Criminal Conrt. The jnry 
returned a verdict of “Not guilty,” but at the same time censured 
the prisoners for not having called in medical advice. 

An inquest has been held at High-street, Shadwell, on the body 
of Mary Yems, aged thirty, which had been fonnd in the Thames, 
near tbe London Docks. Charles Yems, 6, Plough-alley, Wapping, 
deposed that be was a general dealer and that the deceased was his 
wife. He last saw her on Monday afternoon. He had gone to 
market at eight in tbe morning, ana he had stayed there till twelve 
o'clock; bnt he had bo little money that be could not find anything 
cheap enough to buy. He went home ; and when his wife saw he 
had nothing, she said, “ Yon have bought nothing.’’ He sai I, “ My 
money would not allow me.” She cried, “ Oh ! what will become of 
ns ? ” and went away, and he never saw her'again. They had gone 
through great distress; they had four children, and for the last six 
months they conld cot make mere than 6s. a we-k. Mary Yems 
eaid that her mother returned to the house at half-pa3t ten o’clock 
on Monday night, and made the bed and suckled the baby. She 
asked whether the rent and the barrow-men were pa'd. She then 
said ske would go and get Borne shirts, and would sit up all night to 
make them. She went away and never came back. Her mother 
used often to say to her, “ Oh I my Polly, ain’t it dreadful ? we have 
got noth ing to eat again to-elay.” The jury returned a verdict of 
"Suicide while in a state of unsound mind through distress." The 
Coroner atd jury made up a small subscription for the family. 

The case against James Clancey, a deserter from the Boyal Marines, 
charged with attempting to murder two policemen by discharging a 
revolver at them when they attempted to take him into custody, war 


brought to a close at the Bow-street Police Court on Tuesday. The 
evidence given contained no new fact3, but was simply confirmatory 
of the statements of the previous witnesses. Sir Thomis Henry 
raid he should commit the prisoner for trial, but remanded him for 
the completion of the depositions. The magistrate called the police¬ 
men in the box and handed over to them serersl rewards which had 
been sent for their cotirage and efficiency. 

A pugilist named Michael Gannon was brought up, on Tuesday, 
at the Thames Police Court on the serious charge of attempting 
to murder a police officer on Wednesday week. Inspector Taylor 
received orders to attempt to stop a prize-fight about to “ come off ” 
in Long Reach, and he and other officers went for that purpose on 
board a steamer which had put ashore at the Thames Tunnel pier. 
He found the vessel full of prize-fighters, their backers, and roughs 
of the shadiest hue. On warning the captain that he was assisting 
in an unlawful act, the prisoner Gannon and others seized him, and, 
a cry being raised of “ Throw him overboard 1” they lifted him off 
his legs for that purpose. Had they done so he would have had 
but a poor chance for his life, as a large steamer was thon coming 
close up, so that he would have fallen under the paddles. The 
captain and one of the prize-fighters interfered and prevented his 
being thrown overboard, but he and hia men were literally pitched 
out of the steamer on to the pier. The steamer then went its way. 
and “ the fancy ” had “ the Beach” all to themselves. The prisoner 
was remanded. A* V \ ) 

In the Jnry Court at Edinburgh, on Tuesday, Misa Fanny Pugb, 
who up to a recent period had the management of the Crewe Hotel, 
obtained a verdict against the Hon. Bruce Ogilvy for £1200 for 
breach of promise of marriage. 

Lotteries, under the title of p rize drawings, have increased within 
the last year or two to an extent which is quite unauthorised by law. 
The police have at last taken action in the matter. The 
Rev. Henry Geary, ihe Incumbent of Christ Church, Herne Bay, 
disposed, by means of a lottery, of the articles remaining at a ladies’ 
bazaar in aid of the Church Enlargement Fund. Every subscriber 
received the full value of the amount subscribed, and there was not 
the slightest imputation on anyone concerned. The St. Augustine's 
Bench, however, last Saturday, ordered Mr. Geary to pay £1 4s. 
costs, and ordered him to come np for judgment when called upon. 

The magistrates at Waterford Petty Sessions have fined one of 
their own order, Mr. K. T. Carew, D.L., £5 and costs, for sending 
into the city for sale a cow unfit for human food. If they thought 
he had been aware that the meat wa9 unsound they would (they 
eaid) have fined him the full penalty of £20. 

At the Wigan Borough Sessions, yesterday week, the Recorder 
sentenced David M'WiUiani to five years’ penal servitude. The 
prisoner was the collector of assessed and income taxes for the 
borough, nnd in the autumn of 1866 he absconded, leaving a de¬ 
ficiency in his accounts of £3000. No criminal information was laid 
against him till a twelvemonth after hia departure, when it was 
found that he had collected income tax from Mi-. Fuirhurat and 
others in advance, and for a year for which he had not been appointed 
collector; hence the charge npon which he was convicted. 

Yesterday se'nnight, a notorious “lead-stripper,” named Smith, 
fell, together with a sack containing about 2 cwt. of his plunder, 
from the roof of a four-story building in Glasgow. The fellow was 
so injured about the head that he died a few hours afterwards. 

A case of greek-fire, or some explosive of a sijnilar character, was 
thrown into a co-operative shop at Old Basfdrdj near Nottingham, 
one night last week, and the manager was severely burned. A girl 
who was passing at the time was blown into the road.

MODEL COTTAGES FOB 

LABOURERS, ALTHORP, 
NORTHAMPTONSHIRE. 

A GROUP of agricultural la¬ 
bourers' cottages has been re¬ 
cently erected by Earl Spencer at 
Althorp, near Northampton, on 
the plans of Mr. John Birch] 
architect, of Beaufort-buildings, 
Strand, to whom was awarded the 


of Arts for those plans. Each 
—y \ cottage contains, on the ground 

floor, the entrance-porch, aliving- 
room, 12ft. Bin. square; a scullery, lift.by 8ft.; a larder, pantry 
and fuel-store. On the upper floor is the parents’ bed-room, 12 ft. 6 in. 
by 9ft. 6In., and the male snd female bed-rooms, lift. 6In. by 
8 ft. 6 In. and 8 ft. square respectively, with a very complete equip¬ 
ment of offices and internal fittings. The oottages are built of 
brick, all the external walls being constructed in two thicknesses, 
with a soace between to prevent damp. The roofs are covered with 
plain tiles, having projecting eaves, ornamental gables, and open

Mr. Corbett, t,ho Poor-law Inspector for the East London district 
presided on Monday at a second meeting at the Cannon-street Hotel, 
to complete the organisation of the central executive committee, the 
formation of which was resolved upon at the meeting on Tuesday 
week, presided over by Mr. Solater-Booth.

Ultimately the chairman put the second alternative 
reeolation, declaring that the East-End Central and East-End Emi¬ 
gration Committees, with the Bethnal-green, Mile-end Old Town, and 
Shadwell committees, should unite into one committee for relief of 
distress in Poplar, Limchouse, Mile-end Old Town, Bethnal-green, 
and Shadwell, and should ask the East London Mission Committee 
for money for those districts. On being put to the meeting a very 
strong feeling was shown for Mr. Sclater-Booth’s resolution of last 
week, creating one executive committee to harmonise all their efforts, 
in which all the committees had declared themselves ready to ooncur 
while retaining their own control over their separate funds snd dis¬ 
tricts ; and Mr. Corbett's resolution was negatived by 15 to 12. The 
chairman then put the resolution, which was carried.

sixty persons. The completion snd public opening of the railway

The 
rise between St. Michel and Lanslebourg, a distance of twenty-fivo 
miles, is 1994 ft., or at the average rate of only 79 ft. in the mile; 
hut the real ascent of the mountain commences at Lanslebourg. 
From there to the summit, six miles and one third, it is necessary to 
mount 2171 ft., or at the continuous rate of 350 ft. in the mile. The 
gradient is consequently 1 in 15 for the whole of this distance. This 
& just as steep as the steepest part of Holbom-hill, immediately 
above Shoe-lane. Farther on is a gradient of 1 in 14. The prin¬ 
ciple of Mr. Fell’s system msy be described as follows:—The 
motive force or power of an engine consists of two elements, the 
amount of steam it can evaporate and the amount of adhesion or 
bite its wheels can apply to the rails. Were a railway constructed 
on the level, or nearly so, the engine need only te of the weight re¬ 
quired to give it strength and solidity to do its work efficiently; but 
as snch a railway does not here exist, it is necessary to 
increase the weight according as the gradients are steep. The 
steepest incline that an engine on the ordinary system of 
railway can ascend is 1 in 25, or 211ft. in the mile; 
but then its weight becomes so great that it becomes prac¬ 
tically useless. Mr. Fell adopts a third or centre rail, upon 
which adhesion is obtained by the pressure of horizontal wheels, 
worked by the engine in conjunction with the ordinary perpendicular 
wheels. This plan enables the weight of the engine to be redneed 
to a minimum in consequence of the extraordinary increase of power 
developed by the action of the horizontal wheels on the centre rail. 
Hr. Fell’s engines are able to monnt with ease gradients of 1 in 12, 
or twice as steep as the Btecpeat gradient that an ordinary engine 
can surmonnt. This plan adds also to safety, as it is impossible for 
the engine or train ever to get off the line.

A JAPANESE WRESTLING MATCH. 

Our Correspondent in Japan, Mr. 0. Wirgman, supplies the sketch 
we have engraved, representing the exhibition of a wrestling match 
by professional gymnasts in the city of Osaka, where this Kind of 
entertainment is next in popularity to the clever theatrical per¬ 
formances which were the Bubject of his last contribution :— 

"The wrestling at Osaka is exhibited under an enormous mat shed, 
filled with people. In the centre is a raised mound of earth, forming 
a platform under a canopy. There is a bucket of water on one side, 
a wooden ladle, and a little basket of salt. The contending per¬ 
formers begin the operation by going to the bucket of water, and 
rinsing their mouths; then they take a pinch of salt, and rub it 
under their arms and on their chests to purify themselves. After 
these ceremonies, they advance and squat down opposite each other; 
they take a piece of straw, grass, or twig, and break i t in two between 
them. They then put themselves into the positions assumed by 
frogs, and with their hands give tremendous slaps on their thighs, 
andstretch their muscles to the utmost; after which they protend 
to wrestle. But, instead of continuing the struggle, they soon retire, 
and go in for water and salt. They then repeat tee frog movements, 
and pretend to go at the wrestling again; but suddenly they want 
more salt and water. Perhaps one of them manifests a great pre¬ 
dilection for one of the posts,' and polk at it; but soon desists, and 
goes for more salt and water.

MB, CHABLES KEAN. 

The death of this distinguished actor is the 
moat memorable of recent theatrical events: 
and the Portrait that we this week give will 
doubtless be welcomed by our readers as due 
to the memory of an admirable dramatic 
artiBt. His demise took place on the 
evening of Wednesday week, Jan. 22. 

The deceased was only fifty-seven; but had, 
bv immense diligence and great mental 
effort, won for himself the highest posi¬ 
tion as an actor, and by the propriety 
of his general conduct a social estima¬ 
tion equal to that of any gentleman of his 
time. He was born at Waterford, on Jan. 18, 

1811 at which time the fortunes of his parents 
were at the lowest possible ebb. Three years 
afterwards Edmund Kean, hia father, was the 
cynosure of all admirers of theatrical genius. 

He had appeared at Drury lane, and obtained 
the suffrages of the critics and the public. He 
was head of a new school of art, in which 
passion and intelligence were regarded as of 
more account than personal figure and a 
musical voice. There were, however, tones in 
Mr. Edmund Kean’s voice which were of them¬ 
selves sufficient to thrill an audience, and pro¬ 
ductive of marvellous effects on the feelings. 

The present writer can speak from experience, 
having seen that great tragedian in his 
principal performance*. 

As Charles Kean grew up he shared in his 
father's prosperity, wa3 well educated, and in 
due time sent to Eton. From the connections 
he formed there he benefited greatly in after 
life, though, unfortunately, bis fa'her'e impru¬ 
dences caused his withdrawal from the BChool 
at an early period. He was offered an appoint¬ 
ment in the East Indies, bat was compelled to 
decline, the increasing irregularities of his 
father having placed in a destitute condition 
his mother,whose health also required her son's 
attention. To provide for her support he de¬ 
termined to resort to the stage. Devoted to this 
duty, yonng Charles Kean entered into an en¬ 
gagement with Mr. Price at Drury Lane for 
three years, and made his dSbut, Oct. 1,1827, 
as Young Norval in Home’s tragedy of 
« Douglas.” It would have been better, per¬ 
haps, if he had studied first in the country, 
for London audiences expect the results of a 
provincial matriculation and seldom patiently 
endure the exhibition of a young artist learn¬ 
ing hia business on a metropolitan stage. 

It was not to be wondered at, therefore, 
that the London public failed to appreciate 
the young man's early efforts, and that the 
critics considerably underrated his talents. 

But young Kean was brave, and not disposed 
either then or afterwards to succumb to dif¬ 
ficulties. He knew what was in him, and deter¬ 
mined that the world should acknowledge the 
presence of the power of which he was con¬ 
scious, though as yet wanting in some of the 

accomplishments needful to gain for it the fullest a ceptance. He 
persevered in his self-imposed task, and successively appeared as 
Selim, in “ Barbaro.-sa;’’ Frederick, in “Lovers' Vows;” and 
Lothaire, in “Adelgitha.” _ , 

Whatever the amount of success realised, the career of Mr. Charles 
Kean was now determined ; and he wisely resolved to complete his 
education for the stage by practice in the provinces. In October, 
1828, we find him acting in Glasgow, and effecting a reconciliation

with his father, who performed Brutus to bis Titus for his benefit. 
The Btep was n wise one, for the receipts of the evening exceeded 
£300, and thus the yonngactorwasf|iirJyEtartedinlife. Areengago- 
ment at Drury Lane followed, but the public were not yet prepared 
to receive him as a leading actor. Accordingly, in' October, 1829, 
we find him accepting an offer from Mr. Morns to perform at the 
Haymarket for two weeks. His success as Sir Edward Mortimer, 
in “ The Iron Chest,” was one imaging, and the journals began to 


recognise him as an actor of great promise. 
He then considered himself ripe to try his for¬ 
tunes in America, and appeared in New York, 
in September, 1830, as Bichard HI., when he 
met with a cordial reception. He followed up 
his good fortune by appearing as Hamlet, Sir 
Edward Mortimer, and Sir Giles Overreach. 

reputation being now established, at the 
age of twenty-two, he returned to England, 
and was engaged at Covent Garden, at a liberal 
salary, by M. Laporte. English audienoes, 
however, still continued cold to his appeals, 
and he had yet to work up his way against 
still recurring difficulty, notwithstanding his 
father acted with him on the Covent-Garden 
boards, on March 28, 1838, the former taking 
Othello and his son, Iago. while Miss E l l e n 
Tree sustained the part of Desdemona. 

After the death of his father, Mr. Charles 
Kean visited Hamburg for a short period, with 
a company of which EUen Tree was a mem¬ 
ber, and then made a provincial tour, which 
proved profitable, particularly in Dublin, 
Edinburgh, Liverpool, Bath, and other large 
towns. His popularity was evidently in¬ 
creasing, and Mr. Mac ready invited him 
to join his experiment at Covent Garden, 
but’’ he declined, and afterwards accepted 
an engagement with Mr. Bunn, and acted 
at Drury Lane for forty-three nights, at 
a salary of £50 a night. It was on Jan. 8. 
1838, that be appeared as Hamlet and achieved 
an extraordinary triumph, which he confirmed 
by his subsequent performancesof Richard IIL 
and Sir Giles Overreach. Her Majesty wit¬ 
nessed that of Richard III, and commanded 
tbe manager to express to the actor her appro¬ 
bation. In the June of next year he com¬ 
menced a highly profitable engagement at the 
Haymarketj after which he made another 
expedition to the United States. He returned 
to England in 1840, reappeared at the Hay¬ 
market, and again travelled through the pro¬ 
vinces. In 1812, he married Miss Ellen Tiee, 
at Dublin, and thus secured an able partner in 
the great enterprise of his life, with whom, in 
1845, he revisited America. There be made 
a trial of the spectacular production of Shaka- 
pearean dramas, by which he subsequently dis¬ 
tinguished himself so signally in England at 
the Princess's Theatre. It was in 1850 that 
he became manager of this honse, and for the 
following ten years devoted himself to spec¬ 
tacular revivals in illustration of the texts of 
Shakspeare and Byron. Mr, Macready and 
Mr. Phelpe had preceded him in this line of 
endeavour, and done great things in recon¬ 
ciling the public to the higher drama by each 
means; bat their achievements were eclipsed 
by the greater lustre of Mr. Charles Kean’s. 
Indeed, these reproductions were projected 
and executed on a scale of exponse which pre¬ 
cluded the notion of any profit accruing to 
the management, and actually resulted in 
the loss of many thousand pounds; but they 
placed the reputation of Mr. Charles Kean on an enduring basis. 
The dramas thus illustrated were “ King John.” “ Macbeth,” 
“ Sardanapalns," “Richard HI." “The Winter’s Tale,” “Pizarro,” 
“Richard U,” “ Henry V.," »Henry VIII.," “ A Midsummer 
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ful- that of “Louis XI," adapted by Mr. Boucicault from M. 
Caaimir Delavigne's tragedy with great skill. Mr. Keau'a per¬ 
formance of this character was regarded as his chef-d’oeuvre, 
and was repeated countless times at all the theatres in the 
kingdom. 

While burdened with these labours Mr. Kean was also engaged 
in some honorary work which redounded to his credit. In 1849 
the Queen had confided to his management the Christmas theatricals 
at Windsor Castle, and at the close of the season presented him with 
a diamond ring. Other honours awaited him. A fter his resignation 
of the management of the Princess's, a committee of Etonians, in¬ 
cluding many contemporaries, entertained him, in 1861, at a banquet 
in St. Jamess Hail, and initiated a subscription for a piece of plate, 
which afterwards was duly presented to him at a public meeting, 
under the presidency of Mr. Gladstone. 81* hundred noblemen and 
gen tlemen were present at the dinner, and the Duke of Newcastle pre¬ 
sided. Mr. Charles Kean's ambition, however, was not yet satisfied. 
He determined to make the tour of the world, and in 1868 left England 
in company with his wife. In the course of this tour they visited 
California, Australia, the United States, Panama, Jamaica, Cuba, 
Canada, and Vancouver Island. Part of this tour put Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Kean to serious inconvenience, during a voyage when the 
crew and passengers of the ship suffered from the want of provisions j 
and this disaster had the worst effect on Mr. Kean's health. In May. 
1866, however. Mr. Kean reappeared at the Princess’s Theatre ; and 
then undertook a provincial tour, which was fatally interrupted, by 
Mr. Kean's sadden indisposition, on the 29th of May last. On 
the previous evening he had acted Louts XL at the New 
Prince of Wales's Theatre, Liverpool. This was his last 
appearancs on tits boards. Many days previous to his 
decease. Mr. Kean lay in a state of total exhaustion, 
and finally sank to rest in a condition of perfect composure. His 
race was ran, during which he had shown rare powers, with the 
utmost courage and perseverance in a favourite pursuit. Of an exceed¬ 
ingly nervous temperament, and particularly sensitive to criticism, 
Mr. Charles Kean led, in some respects, an anxious life; but, on the 
whole, his conduct was heroic, and his course from boyhood to his 
death onward and npward. His talent developed itself wonderfully 
as he progressed, so that hia skill as an artist exceeded that of any 
other tragedian of his day. His genius was only lees than his 
father’s—what was censured as his mannerism was inherited, not 
imitated. It was as natural to him as it had been to his parent. His 
triumph, too, was one over personal difficulties. He had to compensate 
by enthusiasm and acquired execution, for serious personal defects, 
and to compel the world to penetrate into his mind and recognise 
the life and energy of the soul irrespective of the inadequacy of its 
material framework. Hence Mr. Charles Kean has acquire! an 
enduring fame, which will shed its lnatre on the stage so long as 
that institution shall lost. 

Mrs. Charles Kean has received from the Quern a letter which 
expresses in the moat gracious terms the sympathy awakened in her 
Majesty's mind by the loss Mrs. Kean has sustained. 


• TRAVELLING IN AFRICA. 

Asotbeii sketch by Mr. Thomas Baines is engraved this week, 
illustrating his personal experiences, in company with Mr. James 
Chapman, when travelling across the African continent, in 1861 and 
1862, from Walvisch Bay, on the west coast, to the Victoria Falls of 
the Zambesi, and thence to Logier Hill. Here they had intended to 
embark in a boat on the river and to descend its course to the 
eastern shore of Africa, but were bafll;d by unforeseen difficulties 
and compelled to return to the Cape colony. The manner of 
travelling, with their baggage, implements, and provisions 
carried in vvaggons drawn by ten or twelve oxen, and ac¬ 
companied by a mob of JDamaras pretending to be the 
white man’s servants, has been frequently described. It is 
sometimes found necessary, where the trackless way is impeded by 
thick vegetation, to employ all hands, for many hours, in cutting 
down the bushes and other sturdy plants which cumber the ground 
in the neighbourhood of lakes and rivers, At other times, when the 
route lies through an arid desert, where the wheels sink deep in 
sand, the want of water and the scarcity of game for meat are the 
most serious obstacles to be encountered. Twelve miles a day, on 
the whole, is a fair rate of travelling in this wilderness of Central 
Africa, without reckoning the accidental detentions, for several days 
at a time, which cannot well be avoided. 


THE RUINED TEMPLES OF CAMBODIA. 

Few architectural monuments of a remote antiquity in Asia are 
more curious than the ruined temples of Cambodia, adjoining Siam. 
The once extensive and powerful kingdom of Cambodia, Khmer, or 
Khamain, is situated between Siam and Cochin-China, and from its 
southern extremity, in the Gulf of Siam, extends between 14 deg. 
and lodeg. N. lat., and from 108 deg. to 107 deg. E. loDg. This 
country was explored and described, eight or nine years ago, by 
the late M. Henri Mouhot, the Datnralist; and it has been visited 
more recently by Mr. J. Thomson, a photographic artist, residing 
at Bangkok, the capital of Siam. Mr. Thomson, having come 
home, a year or two since, laM the results of his observations, with 
a series of photographs, before the Royal Geographical Society, 
and also before the Geographical and Ethnological Section of tho 
British Association for the Advancement of Science. He <ravo 
a particular aocount of his visit to Ongou Wat; the “Wat, of 
Buddhist temple, at Ongon or Ongcor, otherwise called Nalcou or 
Nokhor, the ancient capital of Cambodia, nowin ruins. It lies near 
the head of the great lake, Touli Sap, through which the Mokon 
river flows from Cambodia into the Gulf of Siam. The site is 
almost entirely surrounded by a thickly-grown forest of enormous 
trees, infestod with lions and tigers. The history of Cambodia is 
almost unknown; the present race of natives state that a flight of 
angels came down from heaven and built these temples. The 
vastness of the temples of Ongou suggests comparison with the 
pyramids of Egypt, and the artistic conception and design of the 
whole with the classic edifices of Greece. From its extent it appears 
to have been tho work of Fevers! generations, and from its sym¬ 
metry the work of a single genius. “It wa? with feelings of in¬ 
tense awe,” says Mr. Thomson, " that we left the forest path to 
ascend the worn steps of the outer causeway. On our left a colossal 
statue of a lion lay half bnried-in the sand Standing on the great 
outer causeway our eyes wandered from Its exquisitely-fitted blocks 
of freestone across the broad ditch which surrounds the temple to 
the great entrance of the western gallery, whose massive square 
pillars stood out in bold relief in the bright sunshine, but beyond 
the great central mitre-shapad tower about 700 yards distant. We 
passed through the entranceof the gallery to find a second causeway 
of greater extent; there we saw the temple in all its magnificonoe, 
with its pillared galleries rising tier above tier, and terminating in 
the great tower. We ascended through sculptured staircases, co¬ 
lonnades, and corridors, crossed over paved conits having ornamental 
reservoire, until we reached the central tower.” Tho rectangular 
walled inclosure of the temple measures 1080 yards by I loo yards, 
and is surrounded by a moat 280 yards wide, which completes an 
outer rectangle of nearly an English mile each way. A splendid 
causeway across the western moat, adomed by pillars on each side, 
leads to the great gateway, itself a structure of five stories in height, 
and having, with fits wings included, a fnfade of «00ft. Beyond, a 
second raised causeway, 870 yards long, leads to a cruciform plat¬ 
form, in front of the proper temple. The temple Itself consists of 
three iuolosures, one within the other, each raised from 16 ft. to 20 ft. 
above the level of that outside It, so as to give the whole a pyramidal 
form. The outer incloeore measures 570 ft. by 650 ft. This has 
three portals on each face, adorned with towers, and externally is 
surrounded entirely by double open galleries or verandahs, or, 
rather, peristyles. These have very much the relative proportion of 
a nave and aisle, the wider (10$ ft.) being next the wall. The inner 
and larger pillars have elegant capitals, but no base. A design is 
carved on the flat at the lower part, and an incised ornament carried 
up the edge of the shafts; this is the case also with the onter pillar, 
which has base and plinth. Of such pillars there are 400 or 500 
in the outer inclosnre alone, without reckoning the inner inclosnrea 
of the temple, where there are hundreds more. Moreover, the walla 


of the colonnade are sculptured, to the full length of some 2000 ft. 
from top to bottom ; and the number of men and animals repre¬ 
sented is from 18,000 to 20,000. Numerous female statues appear 
on the pilasters, but no male. The pillars are very correctly pro¬ 
portioned, and surmounted by a proper architrave, a frieze, which 
within the temple receives elaborate sculpture, and a cornice, which 
displays infinite rows and repetitions of seven-headed serpents. In 
the ancient city of Ongon Thom, situated a little north of Ongou 
Wat, many of the ruins are supposed to be bf superior antiquity to 
that of Ongou Wat, and in their grotesque sculptures bear more 
resemblance to the antiquities of Hindostan, Ceylon, and Java. 
These remains of former magnificence show the high state of 
civilisation the ancient Cambodians had arrived at. Their empire 
is now an empty name. We have been permitted by Mr. Thomson 
to engrave two of the views photographed by him, one representing 
the western faf ade, another the western colonnade of Ongou Wat. 
It is, perhaps, needless to remark that the tiger introduced by our 
draughtsman into one of these scenes does not appear in the photo¬ 
graph; bat tigers are said to frequent the neighbourhood of the 
ruins. _ 

RECEPTION OF THE BODY OF THE EMPEROR 
MAXIMILIAN AT TRIE3TK. 

Ax Illustration was recently given of the embarkation of tbe body of 
the late Emperor of Mexico, Ferdinand Maximilian, Archduke of 
Austria, on board the Austrian frigate Novara, commanded by 
Admiral Tegetthoff, in the harbour of Vera Cruz. The two sketches 
from which the Engravings are made, occupying the middle pages 
of this Number, represent, first, the scene in the port of Trieste, on 
Jan. 16, when the coffin was delivered up by the Novara, and placed 
in the funeral barge prepared to bring it ashore ; secondly, the funeral 
procession from the landing-place to the rail way station, whence it was 
to be conveyed by train to Vienna. It was an occasion of mournful 
intereet to the whole population of Trieste, for the lamented Arch¬ 
duke by his former residence at Miramare, in that neighbourhood, 
and by his active efforts to improve the maritime prosperity of the 
town, had become personally well known to the inhabitants, and was 
greatly esteemed by them. The arrival of the Novara and her com¬ 
panion frigates, late on the evening of the 15th, was anxiously 
awaited by thousands of people crowding the qnayB and the piers, or 
going upon the water in boats to meet the naval squadron. By day-, 
light next morning the streets were again thronged, as well as the 
windows and balconies, hung with black, which commanded a view of 
t he port; and flags were displayed, arrange dwith every sign of mourn¬ 
ing, on the public buildings and houses of the foreign Consuls. The 
pier called the Molo San Carlo was reserved for privileged spectators ; 
and here were the landing-stairs, covered with black cloth and 
guarded .by a body of marine*. From the fortress on the hill above 
the town, from the shore batteries, and from the ships of war, 
hundreds of guns fired salutes, at intervals, between eight and ten 
o'clock, whilst ail the vessels in the harbour showed their flaga half- 
mast high. Meantime, the funeral barge lay alongside the Novara, 
as shown in our Engraving, to receive the coffin, lowered by 
pulleys from the yard-arm of the frigate. In this barge, 
which was 60ft. long and lift, wide, a canopy or baldaquin 
was erected 35 ft. high, composed of black cloth hangings, with silver 
fringes, surmounted liy the imperial crown ol‘ Mexico. Beneath thiB 
canopy was the bier upon which the coffin was laid, with a pall of 
red velvet. The figure-head of the barge was a colossal silver angel- 
holding two wreaths; behind this nngei was a sleeping lion; and 
two other angels, in a kneeling attitude, were placed on the deck, 
one at each end of the bier. The sides of the barge were entirely 
covered with black cloth, which trailed in the water. On the bier, 
next the coffin, lay the Mexican crown, the coronet and archducal 
cap of an Austrian Prince, the insignia of the Golden Fleece, tho 
Grand Croas of St. Stephen, and the Mexican orders ol the Eagle 
and Guadaloupe Hidalgo, with several garlands, offered by 
the soldiers of the garrison of Queretaro, the officers of 
the Austrian fleet at Pels, and the British Governor of 
Gibraltar. The barge was towed to the steps of the pier by 
n steam-launch, accompanied by two six-oared barges, con¬ 
taining the chief mourners, Admiral Tegetthoff, and the naval 
officers charged to conduct these proceedings. Having reached the 

E ier, the coffin was landed, then blessed by the Bishop of Trieste, and 
fted upon the funeral car, which at once took its place in the pro¬ 
cession to go to the Tailway station. This is shown in our second 
Engraving. The escort was formed of two infantry battalions, with 
their band, under GencreJ the Duke of YVurtemberg; then came a 
number of Capuchin friars, bearing a large wooden crucifix, 
and followed by tbe Bishop, with other priests; next these 
were the members of the municipality of Trieste, with the 
banner . of their city. The hearse, or fnneral car, was 
drawn by six black horses, driven by a coachman dressed 
in black fur, with a postilion similarly attired. On each side 
of tho car walked six Austrian officers of marines six of the 
household servants of the deceased, from Miramare; and six sailors 
of the Austrian fleet. Immediately behind walked the Archdnkea 
Oarl Ludwig, Ludwig Victor. Leopold, and Ernest; next to them 
walked Admiral Tegetthoff; Baron von Bach, the late Minister of 
the Interior: Lieutenant-General Mezzacapo, with his staff; Vioe- 
Admir&l Baron WSllerstorff, the late Minister of Commerce : Count 
Joseph Waldstein, the Imperial Chamberlain ; and many other 
persons of rank, followed by all the official notables of Trieste. On 
their arrival at the railway station, the coffin was placed on a 
scaffold, where it rested, whilst the clergy chanted the D» Profundit, 
and the Bishop pronounced a second form of consecration; after 
which it was deposited in a superbly-decorated carriage and conveyed 
by a special train to Vienna for its final interment. 


THE BRITISH EXPEDITION TO ABYS3INIA. 

Our esteemed corrc pondent, the Staff Offioer, sends us a sketch of 
the British Camp at Senafe, taken on Christmas Day, which gives a 
very good idea of its situation. Senafe, on the Abyssinian table¬ 
land, at the head of the Koomaylee Pass, stands at a level of 7800 ft. 
above the Red Sea, on an elevated plain, covered with grass, and 
cultivated, which opens westward towards Antalo, but is partly 
snrronnded by cliffs and steep hills on the other three sides. Tho 
point of view in the sketch we have engraved is a hill a mile and 
half east of Senafe. The road ont of the Koomaylee Pass is seen to 
the left hand, and the village of Senafe, a cluster of wretched day 
hovels, is shown to the right. The British tents lie in the middle, 
and there is a distant view of the lowlands of Abyssinia, intersected 
by ranges of hills, alternating with precipitous ravines, which must 
be crossed by the army in its march to Magdala. There is plenty of 
good wate. at Senafe, and grass for the cavalry homes and baggage 
animals, The climate, notwithstanding the somewhat violent varia¬ 
tions of temperature, is very bracing and healthy. None of the 
troops have suffered, although the cold is severely felt at night; 
the thermometer, which at mid-day is about 73 deg., then dropping 
occasionally below 40 deg. Even when the sun is toj powerful to 
be pleasant, it is never too powerful for ontdoor sport or work. 
There is usually a breeze to cool the air, and in the early mornings 
and afternoons the temperature is delicious. With no better pro¬ 
tection than tents, and without fires, the cold from five o'dock in 
the evening to six in the morning is decidedly trying to comfort, 
though apparently not to health. There have been very few, and 
those only slight, ensea of bronchial affection in the hospital. At 
Senafe, therefore, we have the Abyssinian dimate almost at its best, 
dne allowance being made for the fact that we are in the middle of 
winter. The question of supplies is scarcely less important than 
that of climate ; and here again we have reason to congratulate 
ourselves. The country so far promises a large supply of nsefnl 
commodities. Grass, barley, wheat, butter, honey, aneep, goats, 
cattle, mules, and ponies are atready offered in fair quantities. 

■Hie strength of the British army in Abyssinia is now becoming 

S uite formidable. Up at Senafe there are the 3rd Light Cavalry, 
he 10th Native Infantry, and Major Marett's mountain train. Fonr 
companies of Sappers and the 27th Native Infantry (Beloocheos) are 
at work roadmakiug in the Koomaylee Pass, Two companies of 
Sappers (Madras) are at Zulla, in Annesley Bay, engaged upon 
the railway and a second pier, intended solely for the use of the com¬ 


missariat, which is being rapidly completed. In addition to theeei 
there are now two English regiments, the 4th and 33rd, two com¬ 
panies of artillery (3-21 and 5-21), two native regiments, the 3rd and 
25th, and a troop of the Scinde Horse. We bare, therefore, alto¬ 
gether, in round numbers, about 6000 fighting men landed (about 
one third being British), and perhaps about the same number of 
followers, though it is not easy to determine, even approximately, 
how many followers of all kinds are distributed between Zuila and 
Senafe. Of muleteers there are, according to the last returns, 1865 
to 4200 mules, and of camel-drivers 700 to 1739 camels. There are 
also 376 ponies, 257 draught-bullocks, and 619 pack-bullocks. General 
6ir Robert Napier has arrived, and taken the chief command. 


MUSIC. 

The Saturday Concerts at the Crystal Palace have been resumed 
after the Christmas recess. The programme of Saturday last 
included Auber's overture to “ Masamello,” Schumann's overture to 


by Miss Poyntz; and Wallace's ballad, “ The Bellringer," sung by 
Signor Foli—an excellent selection, warmly applauded by a crowded 
audience. 

The Monday Popular Concert of Monday last derived extra¬ 
ordinary interest from the appearance of Marne. Clara Schumann, 
who has just arrived in London for the season. This illustrious 
lady performed Beethoven's sonata, op. 101, for the pianoforte 
alone, and (with Straus and Piatti) Mendelssohn's trio for the 
piano, violin, and violoncello. How she played these master-works 
we need not say. Mdme. Schumann is above description or 
criticism. She displayed all her transcendent powers, and was 
rapturously applauded. The concert included Schumann's quartet 
in A minor, introduced at these concerts for the first time, and 
Bacti'a prelude, eoirante, and allemande, performed by Piatti. Mias 
Julia Elton, the vocalist of the evening, Bang two airs of 
Mendelssohn and. an old English ditty very prettily. 

Our readers are aware that for several seasons past there has been 
s separate series of Monday Popular Concerts, which (by a practical 
bull) are given on Saturday momiDga. The first of them takes 
place today. Mdme. Schumann plays Beethoven’s famous sonata 
dedicated to Count Waldstein, and her late husband’s quartet in E 
fiat;. and the programme includes two of Schumann’s vocal pieces, 
sung by Mdme. Sainton-Dolby, 

Tbe society of talented amateurs in fashionable life known as the 
Wandering Minstrels, who derive enjoyment from the art they love, 
and at the same time gratify their benevolent feelings by giving 
musical performances for charitable purposes, gave a concert last 
week at Southampton, for the relief of the sufferers from the recent 
disastrous hurricanes in the West Indies. The concert was an 
excellent and interesting entertainment, and was so successful as to 
enable them to contribute £107 3s. 4d. to the fund being raised for 
that purpose. 

The Liverpool Philharmonic Society has given an excellent per¬ 
formance of Mendelssohn's “ Reformation Symphony," under the 
able direction of Mr. Benedict. It was listened to by a crowded 
audience with enthusiasm, and the scherzo movement was unani¬ 
mously encored. The concert included the eighth (newly published) 
book of the “ Lieder ohne Worte ” and a large portion of the music 
to the “ Midsummer Night’s Dream.” 

We hear that arrangements have been made with Mr. Charles 
Halle to undertake the chief direction of the musical performances 
at the forthcoming National Exhibition of Art-Works to be held in 
Leeds. His band will no doubt give daily performances, and Mr. 
HaU6 himself will personally conduct special concerts. 

A reading of “Macbeth" was given, at St. James's Hall, on 
Tuesday evening last, for the benefit of the Boys* Home and the 
Girls’ Home for Destitute Children not Convicted of Crime. Mr. Lin 
Bayne, who gave the reading, has an excellent voice. Throughout he 
was spirited and free from exaggeration. Locke’s mnsic was well 
performed by the orchestra and choir of tho Civil Service Musical 
Society and two other amateur choirs. The lady who sang the part 
of the First Witch was very deservedly encored. The orchestra and 
chorus were under the direction of Mr. Arthur Sullivan, to whom 
great praise is due for the admirable manner in which the mnsical 
arrangements were carried out. The performance of “ The Wedding 
March,” by Mendelssohn, brought the evening's entertainment to a 
successful termination. 

The sixth of Mr. Boosey's Ballad Concerts was given at St. 
James’s Hall ort Wednesday evening lost. It was an excellent and 
satisfactory entertainment. Such a selection as was given on this 
occasion will never fail to delight an English audience. The old 
strain of “ Barbara Alien,” Arne’s ever-welcome “ Where the bee 
sacks," Dibdin’s “ La>s that loves a sailor,” Bishop’s “Bid me dii- 
course,” and Stevens's “ From Oberon in Fairyland,” are in their way 
perfectly representative of their class; and, in emulation of thoae 
efforts of elder schools, Balfe's “Power of Love,” Benedict's “Sky¬ 
lark,” Macfarren's “ Harvest Home,” with more novel examples by 
Virginia Gabriel, Claribcl, and Hatton were not inappropriately 
introduced into the programme. The instrumental features of the 
concert were three pianoforte pieces by Signor Tito Mattei, with a 
solo and a fantasia on the welsh harp by Mr. Aptommas. The 
former of these was encored, as, amongst other items, were “ Barbara 
Allen ” and “ The Dashing White Sergeant,” the former sung by 
Miss Julia Elton, the latter by Mdlle. Liebhart. 

The mnsical world has just sustained a great, indeed, an irre- 

S ablc loss, in the death of Moritz Hauptmann, cantor at the St. 

omas' School, of Leipsic, who died on Jan. 4. He was not a 
popular composer, for his works, whether compositions or didactic 
productions, all belonged to tho highest branches of the art. 
Hauptmann was one of the four musicians intrusted with the 
task of selecting and editing the works left unpublished by 
Mendelssohn at his death. The others were Moscheles, Rietz, and 
David. 

Mr. John Ella haajust returned to England after a tour ol several 
months on the Continent, during which be has been making prepa¬ 
rations for the matinOes of the Musical Union. Among other dis¬ 
tinguished artistes, he has engaged Rubinstein, who is expected 
during the approaching season in Holland, Belgium, and Paris. 
Daring his stay in London ho will give a senes of pianoforte 
recitals. 

On her way to Loudon, Mdme. Schumann appeared at one of the 
Cologne Gurzenich concerts, when none bat compositions of 
Beethoven were given. The programme of this concert included the 
pianoforte concerto in G major, the choral fantasia, the pastoral 
Bymphony, and other great works of the composer. 

The Philadelphia Inquirer of tho 10th Inst, gives a glowing 
account of a performance in that city of “ The Barber of Seville,’’ in 
which the part of the heroine was sustained by Mdme. Parepa-Rosa. 
Our Transatlantic contemporary sums up its eulogy on the fair 
prima donna in the following enthusiastic language “The Roeina 
of Mdme. Parepa-Rosa was simply the beet impersonation of the 
part we have ever had at the academy. The most hypercritical 
could hardly find a flaw in it, and the enthusiasm it created—great 
as it was—was hardly equal to ita transcendent merits. In the 
matter of vocalisation it was all that the most exacting could have 
desired ; and in the handling of it, histrionically, It was full of the 
most delightful nsi'vetfi and humoroualy-oonscientious regards for the 
requirements of the role.” 

Mr. J. H. Tally, the orchestral conductor at Drury Lane, died on 
Tuesday, of bronchitis, in his fifty-third year. 

THE THEATRES. 

OUR theatrical register for the week includes but few topics. The prin¬ 
cipal one is the death bf the respected Mr. Charles Kean, whose career 
has reflected a lustre on the English stage. A new piece has been pro¬ 
vided at the New Queen’s—an operatic extravaganza by Mr. W. 8. 
Gilbert, founded on Donizetti’s opera, “ La Figlia del Beggimento.” 
The dialogue has some sparkling couplets and the scenery is 
effective, worthy of Mr. J. Johnson’s reputation and the talent of 
the Messrs. Grieves. The cast is remarkably good, and Mr. 
Wallerstein has assisted the performance by some excellent mnsic. 
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“NOTHING IN THE PAPEBS.” 

■yyj know_at least, every schoolboy knows—all about Roscius, and 

what a great actor he was;—that he would have worn a mask to 
hide his squint, but he was so handsome that the Romans would 
not allow him to hide his featuresthat Sulla gave him a gold 
ring the equestrian symbol;—that he was accused of murder, but 
his pupil Cicero got him off;—that ho wrote an elegant comparison 
of the arts of the orator and the comedian that he was very rich, 
and died 62 B.c. All this we are perfectly certain about. But 
Edmund Kean, the moet popular of English actors since Gamck, 
died in May, 1833, and at this moment there is a controversy as to 
the theatre in which he made his last appearance. Mr. Vining says 
Drury Lone j Mr. W. H. Payne says Covent Garden, and that he 
caught the enfeebled actor in his arms; and another correspondent 
of Uie Daily Telegraph says that he saw Kean play Hamlet in list 
slippers on the Richmond stage, after the famous and painful scene 
in London (when the gentleman whoso premature death is now 
lamented played Iago to his father's Othello), and that Lord 
Melbourne's brother was in the box at Richmond, with the writer. He 
further sayB that Mr. Kean attempted Othello in the same place, 
broke down, and never appeared again. “ Anything bnt history, 
because we know that is not true,” Baid Sir Robert Walpole; or 
perhaps he did not say it. Touching the Richmond allegation, 1 
suspect—memory plays ns Buoh tricks—that the writer is mistaken, 
andthat it will turn out that the final scene was at Covent Garden. 

Sir Samnel Baker is not satisfied that the Johanna men shonld be 
punished in the indirect manner in which X hoped, last week, that 
they would be castigated for filling ns with grief and dismay about 
Dr. Livingstone. Sir Samuel remarked at the Geographical Society’s 
meeting, on Monday, that there were many varieties of the feline 
race in Africa, but that he should like to send out another, the cat 
of the services, to be laid upon these cowardly deserters and story¬ 
tellers. X can only say, with Bassanio, 

With all my heart, ao thou caas't get a " cat.” 

But I am sorry to hear Sir 8. Baker speak with more than doubt as 
to the chances of Livingstone’s getting to Alexandria, because the 
long and intimate knowledge which the former possesses of the dif¬ 
ficulties and dangers of African exploration makes his opinion 
weighty, and when he will only “hope against hope” that Dr. 
Livingstone, having but nine followers at tne last account, can get 
hack to Zanzibar, I fear that we ought certainly, at the least, to 
take Sir Samuel's advice, and not be sanguine. Is there any mys¬ 
terious sympathy that tells a brave man, away in those wilds, that 
a whole nation is caring for him ? 

Though the whole case was pretty well disclosed at Bow-street 
when Sir Culling Eardley was charged there with bigamy, it was 
well for the press to abstain from comment on the subject, and it 
did so. loro Chief Justice Cockburn, in his admirable summing np 
in the case of the attempt on the part of the proprietor of the 
Irishman to obtain a criminal information against the Telegraph, 
pointed ont that the journalist has a right to exercise the influences 
he possesses in the interests of the public—nay, that it is his duty. 
Eaathere been any probability that the rank or connections of the 
accused would screen him from the law, it would certainly have 
been in the interests of the public, especially of women, to point out 
that a cruel crime- had been committed; for the case, as we have 
said, was proved. It was shown that a young American lady of 
virtue and position had been solemnly and publicly married 
to an English Baronet, that a religious ceremony had taken 
place, and that a crowd of first-class witnesses had been present. 
It was also shown that tho husband had subsequently gone 
through a form of marriage with another person, in England, and 
therefore the only point that oould oossibly be raised was whether there 
were any technioalinformality in the American marriage. Had there 
been one, the Baronet would have equally been a person for whom 
no pity could be felt, and there was no reason for withholding com¬ 
ment except the wholesome habit of not remarking upon cases while 
they are before the tribunals. But such comment was felt to be 
needless; the law took its course, and the feeling of the English 
public that an attempt to defeat a lawful marriage deserved severe 
punishment has been satisfied by a sentence which remits Sir 
Culling Eardley to prison for a year and a half. We hope that his 
very exceptional conduct will not induce a single American yonng 
lady, who m»y be wooed by an English lover, to tease him to any 
greater extent than the whisper of an arch command to select some 
other than the Calvary Chapel. 

One is glad to have done, for the time at least, with the attempt 
to disturb the Bishop of Natal in his diocese by sending out a 
clergyman with no right to that name. We do full Justice to the 
motives and feelings of thoee who are opposed to Dr. Colenso’s 
teaching, and who, perhaps, think that to 1 do a great right ” it is 

f ardonable to “ do a little wrong,” which, after the letters of the 
rimate of England and the Metropqlitan, it must be admitted that 
the consecration of a second Bishop irould be. We merely complete 
the Btory which has startled the Church, and set men thinking of 
first principles in hierarchical matters. Mr. Macrorie, who had been 
selected as the champion of orthodoxy, has published a long letter, 
of a character to which we may as well apply the word vigorous, 
though ye might, perhaps, me a less favourable one. It is not, at 
all events, a letter written with the good taste which we expect 
from the highly-bred Bishopsof the Anglican Chuich. Heisinclincd 
to be facetious about the “good joke’’ of being consecrated at St. 
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Scotland.” This may or may not be the tone in which to wnte 
on episcopal consecration. Mr. Macrorie declares that Dr. 
Colenso has been deposed by the only court that could depoie him— 
that of his own Metropolitan (the English Archbishop and Bishop 
made some pertinent demands about this process)—and that tho 
Judicial Committee of Privy Council has never had the confidence 
of Churchmen. Further, the Crown is charged with having strained 
prerogative; and, lastly, in a postscript which one would foxbear 
from characterising, Churchmen are invited to remember that the 
Dean of Westminster, tho apologist for Dr. Colenso, has been for the 
last twenty years tho Bishop of London’s personal friend and theo¬ 
logical ally. A joke on consecration, a scoff at the Judicial Com¬ 
mittee, a charge against the Queen, and an implied Insult to tho 
Bishop of London, such are the pleasantries with which Mr. 
Macrorie—not yet Bishop of Natal—introduces himself to the notice 
of the Church ef England. However, we ore glad that he and his 
friends are taking the advice of their clerical superiors and reflecting. 
The heads of the Scottish Bpiscppai Church have hastened to protest 
against the “ comfortable ” jaunt thought of by the friends of Mr. 
Macrorie. 

It is doing a service to well-meaning persons who may be disposed 
to effect a good object in an irregular manner to mention that a 
clergyman lias been charged before magistrates with keeping an 
illegal lottery, end has been convicted. What this gentleman did 
was a very natural thing to do, and only those who object to all 

S mes of chance would see any barm in it beyond tho fact that it 
ppened to be against the law, A bazaar of fancy articles had 
been held in order to obtain funds for enlarging his church. Every¬ 
body does not want to be buying pincushions, penwipers, shell 
boxes, fire-screens, card-racks, pastile oottages, and such like neces¬ 
saries of life, und a good many of such valuables were left op hand. 
It occurred to the clergyman that he might increase the fond by 
disposing of these articles in a lottery, and he did so. He urged 
before the Bench that the practice was common, and the Bench 
answered, with Hamlet, that “ it was common,” and, with 
Portia, that “ himself should see tho Act ” that made it 
unlawful. He had to pay about five - and - twenty shillings 
costa ; but no penalty was inflicted, because the penalty 
imposed by the Act is a tremendous one, and the Bench very 
properly treated this as a case of Inadvertence. Bnt it may 
be well that all the promoters of unlawful lotteries shonld know that 
they may be sent to prison for three months or be fined £600, if Sir 
John Karslake likes to come down upon them, The law cannot be 
generally known. 


THE FARM. 

One of the oldest and most hononred of northern agriculturists, 
“ John Grey of Dilator,” as he was called (jnst as Hugh Watson was 
always “ of Keillor "), died snddenly, a few days since, at the age of 
eighty-three. He had been succeeded in his important agencies by 
his sons, and had retired to Lipwood House, near Haydon Bridge, 
where he was active to the lost in his farming and magisterial 
duties. He had been for some months in failing health; but when wc 
met him in '66 he looked as if he would “ pnt in for a hundred.” 
Last summer he went to Glasgow to act as one of the shorthorn 
judges at the Highland and Agricultural Show. This was a task he 
was fond of; and he had often undertaken it, not only for societies in 
his own and neighbouring counties, but for the Royal Agricultural 
Society as well. He was educated at Richmond, in Yorkshire, under 
that renowned “grinder of gerunds’’and “ digger of Greek roots,” 
Dr. Tate, and it was there that he first formed the acquaintance 
of those future English worthies, John and Richard Bwth. The 
latter would have been readily backed bv the whole school for all 
their money of the half to swim across the Bay of Biscay, if neces¬ 
sary ; and, judging from his performances in the Swale, it would 
have been about os easy a task to drown a salmon. After that, Mr. 
Grey was with a private tutor in the Yale of Lorton, near Keswick, 
and he loved to tell his experience of the old longhorns which learnt 
to hold their heads on one side when they entered a byre ; of the 
homespun parsons in those quiet valleys, with a score of pounds a 
year, a sark and a whittlegate, or the run of the farmhouses about 
dinner-time; and how at a wedding feast he had danced with 
“ Mary of Buttermere.” 

Mr. Grey bred Leicestere very early in the century, and ueed the 
Dishlcy blood, which had been brought to the north by the Culleys 
and liobert Thompson, of Chillingham Bams. His “ large Gs ” 
were derived from their flocks; but he hung much more to the thick, 
short-legged Buckley sort. His sheep and shorthorn tastes brought 
him into constant correspondence with the Lord Althorp of that day, 
and he spent many a day at Wise ton. He was wont to recall how 
his Lordship, and Sir Charles Knightiey, and Hugh Watson, and 
himself met on Doncaster Moor on the St. Leger day; and how, on 
the cup day, the more sporting tastes of Sir Charles and ihe great 
breeder of the Angus doddies led them there again ; while the Earl 
and himself slipped off topass the afternoon among Mr. Champion 
of Banby’s shorthorns. He was, however, a keen hunting man ; 
and he once told us, with no small delight, the remark he heard from 
an old shepherd on the straight riding of a grandchild :—“ He’s just 
one of those Greys; it’s m the bluid, and he canna help it.” 
Lord Althorp, we may add, marked his sense of his high experience 
as an agriculturist by asking him to write the firat county essay in 
the Royal Agricultural Society’s journal, and a very excellent one on 
the farming of Northumberland was the resnlt. His shorthorn 
breeding dates from 1818, shortly after Robert Collings’ sale. He 
bred from Northumbrian herds, as well as General Simpson’s, of 
Fifeshire, and Mr. Robertson’s, of Ladykirk, all of which were full 
of Collings’ blood. Lord Althoip had several of his stock, and 
some of the testers did very well lor Captain Barclay, of Ury. 

No man had finer experience as an agent, and the development of 
the vast resources of the Greenwich Hospital estates, which once 
belonged to the unfortunate Earl of Derwentwater, is his best monu¬ 
ment. He was a ripe, good farmer, always among the first to adopt 
every agricultural improvement, and a safe one for tenants to follow. 
As an agent, he had their interests and those of their labourers 
at heart, and there could not have been a more felicitous choice on 
the part of the council than when they intrusted him with the toast 
of “ The Labouring Classes of the Land ” at the Royal Agricultural 
Society’s dinner at Newcastle. He was loudly cheered throughout, 
and more especially when he argued in favour of leases r. tenancies 
at will. “ We have been told,” he said, in conclusion, “ that there is 
a limit to agricultural improvement. It will not be reached in our 
day. So long as we have unimproved land and tenants at will we 
shall never reach it.” 

His voice was last heard in public, a week before his death, at the 
Hexham Farmers' Clnb, when he voted for the rescinding of that 
offensively worded resolution of which so much has been said. It 
virtually coupled landlords with the very refuse of towns and 
villages; and hence, like the slang nicknames in which speakers 
and writers who have no farm to let or leave indulge, as tkey 
think, at the landlords’, but really at the tenants', expense, it only 
tended to harden the hearts of the game preservers instead of bring¬ 
ing them to reason, to which almost every Englishman, sooner or 
later, is open. A man with his experience of landlords and strong 
sympathy with ienacts, might well feel deeply on the subject. 
However, he had the pleasure of seeing “ quiet good sense’’carry 
the day; and then his old friends on the Tyneside, of which he had 
been the leading spirit for some forty years, saw him no more ; and 
a life of rare usefulness was ended. 

A considerable number of those buyers who usually attend for 
Highland and “ laid Cheviot” wools were not to be found at Messrs. 
Goodwood’s sales at Edinburgh and Glasgow, last week, but there 
was a fair attendance for white Cheviots and half breds. All, how¬ 
ever, were cautious, and the demand for the 4800 bales, of which 
five sixths were put up at Edinburgh, was of a very “ hand-to-mouth ” 
character. In Cheviot and half-bred wools, a considerable trade was 
done at late rates, and the market for these classes of wools showed 
more firmness. Leicester and half-bred hogg wool made 30s. to 
36*. Gd. per stone of 24 lb.; wether ditto, 2fj, 6d. to 28s.; and 
Cheviot hoggs touched 31s. 

The Doncaster Corporation have signified to the secretary of the 
Royal Agricultural Society that the town will not be a competitor 
lor the society’s presence in 1869. Being a body of very sporting 
tastes, they looked upon Mr. Hall Dare as they would upon Messrs. 
Weatherby, and declared that the town was “ scratched ” for 
its engagement. They held a meeting, but there was no life in it; 
but for their race receipts the Corporation funds would be in an odd 
way; and although Blair Athol came and “ drew ” pretty well, as 
he stood in a box hung with green and yellow drapery, the wet 
weather had only left a sorry impression of the Yorkshire Agri¬ 
cultural Meeting's visit in 1866. It was also universally felt that 
the betting was evens on Manchester, and that with such heavy 
odds against them it would have been very difficult to collect sub¬ 
scriptions and get up the requisite guarantee for a forlorn hope. It 
was hard lines for Savernake to be twioe second to Lord Lyon, but 
it would have been harder for Doncaster to have been second to 
Leeds for the 18G1 show, and probably to Manchester for the 1869 one. 
The Doncastrians have naturally felt sore about their Leeds defeat, 
because, in point of accoinmodaiion, the towns bear no comparison; 
in fact, there is no town in the kingdom equal to Doncaster as 
regards centrality, and railway, lodging, and general site advantages. 
They had also a strong notion that Leeds had over-trumped them by 
offering a sort of unlimited guarantee, and they were rather sulky on 
the point. Manchester has now lost its most formidable competitor, 
and, seeing that it is the earliest home of Lancashire agricultural 
societies, and that Liverpool had the meeting in '41, it will be very 
difficult to pass it by. However, the Bury St. Edmunds v. 
Ipswich issue shows that “ certainties ” are sometimes bowled over 
in the council chamber, and Liverpool talks of entering the lists 
again. The Doncaster Corporation have no donbt consulted the 
sporting prophets as to their chances, and when the society comes, 
ail well, into the district a fain, in 1876, we hope that they will 
win in a trot at lasl Yorkshire has enjoyed the society's smiles in 
1848 and 1861, whereas it has been only once in Lancashire, another 
point which was dead against Doncaster’s chance for next year. 


Last Saturday afternoon the barque Britannia, Captain Greig, 
bound from the west coast of Africa for Liverpool, put into Holy- 
head, having on board twenty-two men, being the master (Captiun 
Ferguson) and crew of the Bhip Ghazeepore, from Akyab, laden with 
rice, for Liverpool. On Monday week, at four p.m., the Britannia, 
whilst forty miles south of Cork, came up to the Ghazeepore, which 
was totally dismasted two days previously and was in a leaky and 
sinking condition. The crew were pnt on board the Britannia with 
considerable difficulty. The Ghazeepore was 140 days from Akyab. 
The crew, on being landed at Holyhead, proceeded on to Liverpool 
the same evening. They spoke in the highest terms of gratitude of 
Captain Greig’a kindness to them. 


MEMBERS OUT OF PARLIAMENT. 

A iusqcet to her Majesty’s Ministers which is attended but by 
three members of the Cabinet and the chief whipper-in can scarcely 
he said, on the face of it, to be a mighty success. To be sure, the 
presence of tho one Minister without whom it is no exaggeration to 
say that the duration of the present Administration would be ns brief 
sb were those of 1852 and 1869, was important; and, in fact, Lord 
Stanley was “ the feature on which the demonstration hinged.’’ In 
saying so much, let it not be deemed that any detraction of Sir 
John Pakington's power of swelling into the dimensions of a whole 
Cabinet is even hinted at. With him, then as ever, great occasion 
wonld have only caused him to rise to the proper height; and, 
really and in fact, he did his part in magnifying the appear¬ 
ance of her Majesty’s Ministers by his snporb representation 
of them. True, there was Mr. Gathoroe Hardy, who, when 
he is in full swing of talk, suggests, of all things, a whirlwind 
which iB endeavouring to outstrip a tornado ; and who, if sound 
intermingled with something like fury oould give warrant of the 
strength of the Government, would be a representative man indeed. 
Everyone knowB why Lord Derby was not there, and it may be con¬ 
jectured why Mr. Disraeli was absent; for, no donbt, this is the time 
of that sedulous incubation of policy and measures for the coming 
Session which oould not he conveniently interrupted, considering 
the risk of addling which would have been incurred. But where 
were the four Dukes ? where was the Flint Lord of tho Admiralty ? 
where was Mr. Walpole, to look, if he did not speak, benedic¬ 
tions on the feast ? and where, oh I where was Sir Stafford 
Northcote, the pioneer of ihe new ground which Conservatism 
has broken at Bristol ? As to Lord John Manners, doubtless he was 
engaged in solving the knotty point of the width of the foot pave¬ 
ment in Park-lane that is to be the result of his mental parturition, 
and possibly revolving how much longer he is to keep up tho wooden 
hoarding around Hyde Park as a material protest against the in¬ 
cursions of Beales and his “ rabble rout.” It is matter of inquiry, 
not necessarily too carious, why Bristol should suddenly have been, 
as it were, sought to ba garrisoned by Conservatives. Nothing has 
been heard, in a political sense, of that semi-effete town since the 
days when ardent Reformers sacked and nearly burnt it down, 
exoept by association, when Mr. Henry Berkeley potters about 
the ballot, and when three dinners are eaten, under separate 
auspices, in memory of Colston, the benefactor. For many 
a long year Bristol has been represented in Parliament by Liberal 
members; and as it was Lord Derby who was the immediate author 
of that emancipation of the negroes which caused a topsy-turvy of 
the West India interest, and with it a semi-ruination of a city which 
lived and flourished only uudeu the peculiar institution, it is 
odd, we repeat, that Conservatism should specially set up its 
standard there. One would have thonght that there existed 
in that West India Tadmor associations with the name of 
Stanley which wonld have rendered him who now bears 
the title scarcely a welcome guest. However, all this is 
mere speculation ; and doubtless the managers of the Conservative 
party know well enough what they are about in the matter. No 
doubt, the Foreign Secretary made one of his model speeches, gush¬ 
ing over apparently with candour, and yet in fact telling little and 
promising less, but somehow or other giving a notion that the 
speaker is the soul of truth aud honour. As to Mr. Gathoroe Hardy, 
he gave a specimen of his usual style, which is that of a well- 
intentioned gentleman desirous of conciliating everybody managing 
to say something comprehensively offensive in every other sen¬ 
tence. The sound of his own voice seems always to act upon 
him like the proverbial red cloth upon a bnli. Altogether, except 
for the adding to Lord Stanley’s individual strength, not much 
seems to have resulted from this particular avatar of Conservatism 
at Bristol. 

Has it ever been suggested that the temperament of Mr. Roebuck 
is akin to that which mostly characterised the professional jesters 
of the Middle Ages ? They were all men endowed with much 
shrewdness, with keen perceptions, took original views of things, 
and laid down dicta with a certain decision; they raised langbter, 
bnt it was more by sarcasm and personality than by pare wit and 
joyonsness ; and, being universally men of soured spirit, they joked, 
as it were, out of the very bitterness of their hearts. In his recent 
appearances at Sheffield, Mr. Roebuck figured in the very extremest 
phase of his peculiar character. What may be called his one-ness 
was more than ever developed. There, in full vigour, was to be seen 
his self-assertion, a kind of “alone I did it” demonstrativeness; 
and in this particular instance he illustrated his eelf-belief, even 
negatively; for, speaking of the failure to pass a reform 
bill in 1859, he confessed that he was not able to get 
it done, thus implying that this was evon more wonderiui 
than if he had succeeded. Still, on the whole, he was rather in good 
humour than otherwise; for even when he was pitching into the 
“ poor wretches” who presumed to question his capability of settling 
ail political questions, based as it was on his vast experience and 
training, he was only triumphantly piteous. Of course, he spoko 
of Ireland and the Irish in his ordinary vein, suggesting, as it always 
does, that he holds that, when St. Patrick asserted that he had 
cleared the country of all venomous animal life, the saint was 
inexact, inasmuch as he had left behind the most detestable reptiles 
of all—namely, the inhabitants. As usual, too, he uttered much 
that was characterised by practical good sense, only it was also, 
as usual, neutralised by the palpable assumption on his own personal 
part of a monopoly of all the good sense in the world I In the 
resnlt he was nooted by the “poor creatures” who disagreed 
with him. 

It would seem that, almost driven from the broader—or, perhaps 
it would be better to say the narrower—path of politics proper, Mr’ 
Lowe lias assumed the character of an educational missionary ; and' 
to a certain extent, he seems to have been accepted in that character’ 
Philosophical and Philomathic societies invito him to come and dis-' 
course on education, and to present himself—in theory—as a 
lamentable spectacle of the resnlt of the fine old English system 
of teaching. Just as the reformed drunkard stands up 
before an audience which he seeks to win to teetotalism, 
and, giving a history of his pre-drunken life, demands inspection 
of his physical improvement, while he proves by his speech his 
moral amelioration, so does Mr. Lowe announce that his name had 
never been heard, no philosophical or philomathic association would 
have cared to woo him to their platforms, if ho had not fndged his 
Greek and Latin, and secretly dived deep into the “ well of English 
undefiled.” For a man who, we believe, owes his first start 
in life to academic teaching as an Oxford tutor, Mr. Lowe 
would almost seem to fall into the worst error of a rhe¬ 
torician—that of seeking to prove too much in argument; 
and in this regard he shows disadvantagoonsly beside Mr. 
Coleridge, who in a recent speech, while going quite as far as Mr. 
Lowe in deprecating mere classical education for the rising gene¬ 
ration, vet was generous enough to say that, though he had nad no 
other than that, and was conscious of its deficiencies, there was 
never a day when he did not thank God for having obtained it. At 
Liverpool, as at Edinburgh. Mr. Lowe delivered two addresses, which 
maybe designated as the critical and the suggestive; in the one 
declaring what ought not to be, in the Other pointing out what ho 
thinks onght to be, in national education. Supposing that in the 
plan which the Government is understood to be about to bring 
forward there is included a permanent functionary ns Minister for 
Education, would Mr. Lowe be a likely man for the place ? To lie 
sure, there is Lord Robert Montagu in the way; bnt that might bo 
got over. 

The past week or so has been tolerably prolific in extra-Parlia* 
mentary utterances, and several of the dii minnres have been ex¬ 
panding themselves before credulous constituents. Thus, Mr. Butler- 
Johcstone has been trying to make tho electors of Canterbury 
believe in something like a realisation of the fable of tho frog and 
the ox, without the fatal catastrophe to the former which contains 
the whole moral; and Mr. Hnddicaton, his colleague, has, of course, 
followed on the same side. Mr. Corrance has oecn showing the 
folk in Suffolk the way in which he, even a new member, so fluently 
has talked in the House; and from Ireland there comes a rare out- 
of-doors cry from members; but as they were only Mr. Peel-Dawson 
and Sir Frederick Heygate, it is hardly worth while to reproduce 
here any of their utterances in Londonderry,

NEWPORT. 

The town of Newport, 
in Monmouthshire, has 
lately obtained a great 
accommodation from the 
opening of the Victoria 
Hall and Assembly 
Booms, built and fitted 
up, at a cost of £12,000, 
by Mr. Henry Pearce 
Bolt. We give an Illus¬ 
tration of this bnilding, 

■which measures extern¬ 
ally G3 ft. by 144 ft., and 
is 67 ft. in height. It 
presents a very hand¬ 
some side fafade to 
Bridge - street ; and 
fronts Station - street, 
with a noble portico 
carried up to the ex¬ 
ternal height of the 
budding, and supported 
on six Corinthian co¬ 
lumns, with well-carved 
capitols, surmounted by 
a prominent and ad¬ 
mirably-executed figure 
of her Majesty, with 
leonine supports. The 
whole is in freestone, 
the details and carving 
being very carefully and 
artistically worked—and 
this fact is especially 
notioeable, as a saving 
of several thousand 
pounds would have 
been effected had plas¬ 
ter mouldings been sub¬ 
stituted for freestone. 

The front elevation has 
five and the side ten 
bavs, containing cir¬ 
cular-headed windows, 
enriched with archi¬ 
traves, imports, and 
carved keystones. The 
basement consists of 
massive arched brick 
cellars; and on the 
ground floor is a large 
room now used for the 
County Court and other 
pnrposes, a number of 
offices, well - arranged 
Turkish, warm, and 
swimming baths, a 
gymnasium, and also a 
reading-room for the 
nse of visitors to the 
baths. Above these is 
the Assembly Boom, 

which is of noble proportions. Iis length is 77 ft. and breadth 56 ft, 
A gallery, constructed to hold a very large number of persons, 
runs round three sides of the hall, having four rows of seats 
on each side and twelve at the semicircular end. The gallery front 
is of very elegant design; its ironwork, together with the colnmns 
supporting it, was cast at the Emlyn foundry, in a very satisfactory 
manner. The ceiling, which is 42 ft. from the floor, has been 
cored and i nriched with cornices and trusses, and so designed as 
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to render the acoustic properties perfect. The stage (43 ft. by 
30 ft.) opens to the hall by a proscenium formed by an elliptical 
cornice and enriched friere, supported on each side by handsome 
composite pilasters. At the other end of the hall is a commodious, 
lofty refreshment-room, and oa one side are several small retiring- 
rooms, The architects arc Messrs. Habersbon and Pite, of London, 
represented by Mr. Fawckner; and the builder is the enterprising 
proprietor, Mr. Bolt, aided by local workmanship.

MUSICAL PUBLICATIONS. 

A work has appeared at Brussels which will be of much inte¬ 
rest to those musical readers whose stndies extend to tho history of 
the art. It is entitled La Mutique aux Page-Bat a rant It Dix- 
Ecurieme Steele ,- Documents, In6dits et Annotfis; Compositeurs, 
Virtuoses, Thfxjrlciens, Luthiers; Operas, Motets, Airs Nationaux, 
Academies, Msitrises, Livres, Portrait, Ac.; avec Planches de 
Musique et Table Alphabdtiqne. Par Edmond Yander Straeten. 
Tome premier. This somewhat old-fashioned but convenient title 
eaves us by its minuteness from the necessity of saying much about 
the contents of the book. It is generally known that on the revival 
of music as a modern art it was in the Low Countries (Belgium and 
Holland) that its cultivation was carried further than in any other 
part of Eurojie. The Flemish school is the most ancient in existence. 
Even the Italians and Germans—not to mention the French and the 
English—are Indebted to the musicians of Flanders for the rudiments 
of music as a science and an art, in as far as they had been discovered 
before the fifteenth century. At that period the Low Countries were 
full of great musicians, and to many of them we can trace the grandest 
monuments of the art, which have to this day withstood the ravages 
of time. To rescue from oblivion the memories of those forgotten 
patriarchs of music—to relate the events of their lives—to enumerate 
and describe their works—to show the influence of their lives and 
their works upon every branch of the art which they cultivated— 
these have formed the task of the author cf this book. That the 
task is a colossal one is sufficiently apparent from the author's de¬ 
scription in the title of his work j but it is only from a perusal of 
the work itself that we can appreciate the enormous amount of 
research which it has cost him. We observe, too, that tho work is 
still incomplete. The first volume only has as yet appeared ; and a 
second, we understand, will be published speedily. c have pleasure 
in learning this; for we feel assured that it will be expected 
with much interest. No part of the history of music has been so 
inadequately treated as the portion which forms the Eubject of this 
work. Barney, our principal English historian, has given a, mere 
outline of the history of music in the Low Countries; and Fetis, a 
writer of the present time, and of much higher pretensions to 
fulness and accuracy, has produced a work so slight and incorrect 
as to be (in so far as this subject is concerned) of scarcely any 
value whatever. The works of tins eminent writer, notwithstanding 
the errors and omissions, of which they (especially the " Biographie 
Universelle") are full, have become a leading authority on the 
subjects of which they treat. And yet we are told by the author of 
the book before us that, in his first volume alone, he has detected 
and pointed out six hundred mistakes made by hi. F6tis, and that 
the second volume, about to appear, will show up a still greator 
number. Our author goes so far as to accuse M. Fetis of wilful and 
premeditated falsehood. Such a charge we can scarcely believe; 
but, even ascribing his errors to carelessness alone, they are' sufficient 
to deprive M. Fetis of all title to credit. 

The accomplished amateur who rejoices in the nom de plume of 
“Walter Maynard ’’ has just produced two songs, both published by 
Cramer and Co. The one is Homeward Bound! the other is Oh, say 
at once I love thee ! The words of the first, written by William 
Allingbam, are remarkable (as well as tho air) for their free and 
joyous spirit; bo remarkable, indeed, as to be worth transcribing:— 

Sightly shines the north star, 


Head the ship for England I 
Shake out ev'ry sail; 

Blithely leap the billows, 

Merrily sings the gate. 

Captain, work the reck'ning;

Of the other song Walter Maynard has written the words as well as the 
music. It is very good, but not sooriginal as “ Homeward Bound.” 

The skill and enterprise of many manufacturers of keyed instru¬ 
ments in England, France, and Germany have effected such im- 

K rtant improvements on the harmonium that, since it has become 
own, it has acquired the capacities and powers of an entirely new 
instrument. We need not describe an instrument now so well known. 
It is sufficient to say that it is capable in every respect of supplying 
the place of the chamber organ, with the further advantage of much 
greater cheapness. Consequently, the demand for it is in¬ 
creasing every day, and it is much in use, not only among 
amateurs, but among the most eminent professional artists, for the 
composition and performance of organ music. Much music of a 
high order is now written expressly for the harmonium ; and among 
the most recent publications of this class we find several works 
which we desire to recommend to the attention of our readers. The 
first of these is Six I'oluntariee for the Harmonium. By J. Lemmens. 
(Noveilo and Co.) M. Lemmens, professor in tho Conservatoire of 
Brussels, is generally known as one of the most distinguished 
musicians of the time. These voluntaries ure worthy of his high 
reputation. They are designed either as exercises for the use of the 
student of the instrument or for performance in places of worship 
in conjunction with the services of religion. They are pure organ 
music—simple, clear, and solemn, as such music ought to be; full of 
rich and beautiful harmony, yet without taxing too Eeverely the 
executive powers of the performer. The next of these publications is 
Six Movements from Mendelssohn's “ Elijah ” Arranged from the Full 
Scortfor the Pianoforte and Harmonium, by J.W.Elltot. (Noveilo and 
Co.) This work includes some of the finest portions of Mendelssohn’s 

g reatest work ; and Mr. Elliotts most masterly arrangement, by com- 
inisg the powers of both the pianoforte and harmonium, has riven 
a variety and richness to his score which otherwise could not nave 

been done. . 

There is another new work for the harmonium which is well worthy 
of notice. It is Hamilton's Selectione of Psalm and Hymn Tuna, 
specially arranged for the Harmonium. (W. Hamilton, Glasgow.) 
This is a serial publication, of which wo have received six monthly 
number?, each containing about forty tunes, selected with great 
jndgimnt, cleariy and correctly printed, and sold for sixpence each. 
It ib, in short, a most useful work, and, we trust, will have the 
success which it deserves. _ 

The Queen has been pleased to approve of Mr. Theophile Chrestien 
as Consul for Rangoon and British Burnish, and of Mr. William 
Arbuthnot as Consul for Madras and the presidency thereof, for the 
King of Sweden and Norway.

OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 

THE COUNTESS OF TYBCONNBL. 

The Right Hon. Sarah. Countess of Tyrconnel, who died of 
bronchitis, on the 23rd nit, at her seat, Kiplin Park, Catterick, 
Yorkshire, was the only child and heiress of Robert Crowe, Esq., of 
Kiplin, Yorkshire, by his wife, Anne, daughter of Christopher 
Buckle, Esq., of Burgh, in Banatead. Her Ladyship was born in 
1800, and was married, Oct 1, 1817, to Sir John Delaval Carpenter, 
fourth and last Earl of Tyrconnel, Viscount Carlingford, of 
Carlingford, and sixth Baron Carpenter, of Killaghy, in the county 
of Kilkenny, G.C.H., a descendant of the famous General Lord 
Carpenter, who defeated the Jacobites in the rising of 1716. The 
Earl of Tyrconnel was born Dec- 16, 1790, and died June 25, 1853, 
without surviving issue, when his honours became extinct. Her 
Ladyship, after the Earl's death, chiefly resided at Kiplin, where she 
took a deep interest in the welfare of the surrounding poor. Her 
death is much and widely lamented. 

LORD YKNTRY. 

The Right Hon. Sir Thomas Townsend Aremberg De Moleyns, third 

Baron Ventry, 
of Yen try, in the 
county of Kerry, 
in the Peerage of 
Ireland, and a 
Baronet, who 
died, from an at¬ 
tack of paralysis, 
on the 18th ult., 
at his seat, Bnm- 
ham House, Din¬ 
gle, in the county 
of Kerry, was the 
only son of the 
Hon. Townsend 
Mullins, by his 
wife, Christa- 
bella, daughter 
of Solomon Day- 
rolle3, Esq., of 
Henley Park, 

and was grandson of Sir Thomas Mullins, Bart., first Lord Ventry. 
He was born in January, 1786, and in early life served with dis¬ 
tinction in the Peninsular War as an officer of the 7th Fusiliers, and 
was left for dead on the field of Albnera. A ball which penetrated 
his hip during the engagement remained embedded in the bone 
during the rest of his life. He obtained the rank of Captain in 1811. 
He succeeded his uncle, William Townsend, second Lord Ventry, in 
the family honours, Oct. 5, 1827, and resumed the ancient surname 
of his family, De Moleyns, by Royal license, dated Feb. 24, 1841. 
His Lordship married, Ang. 18, 1821, his cousin, Eliza, second 
daughter of Sir John Blake, eleventh Baronet, of Menlongh Castle, 
in the county of Galway, and by her, who survives him, he leaves 
issue four sons and four daughters; the latter are—the Hon. 
Christabelln, wife .of Lieutenant Charles Hawkey. It.tf.; the Hon. 
Rose, wife of Richard Chute, Esq., of Chr.te Hall in the county of 
Kerry; the Hon. Eliza, wife of the Rev. Henry Joy Tombs, M.A., 
Incumbent of Glanely, in the county of Wicklow; and the 
Hon. Helena-Emily, wife of Edward James Saunderson, Esq., 
of Castle Saundereon, in the county of Cavan, M.P. for 
that conntv. Lord Ventry is succeeded by his eldest son, 
Dayrolles Blakency, now fourth Baron Ventry, who was born Jan. 
22, 1828, and is Lieu tenant-Colonel of the Kerry Militia. He 
married, Sept. 12, 1860, Harriet Elizabeth Frances, elder daughter 
of Andrew Wauchope, Esq., cf Niddrie Marischal, Midlothian, and 
has two sons and three daughters. The Royal license of Feb. 8, 
1841, authorising the resumption of the name of De Moleyns by 
the late Lord Ventry. and the other descendants of his grandfather, 
recites that “ be is descended from a family long seated at Burnham, 
in the county of Norfolk, of which his immediate ancestor, Frederick 
William Mullins, or Molins, came to Ireland in the reign of King 
Charles IL and, further, that “previously to the sixteenth century 
the family name was uniformly spelled Molins, and, more anciently, 
De Moleyns or De Molins.” Thomas Mullins, Esq., of Burnham, 
was created a Baronet, Dec. 7,1797, and was elevated to the Peerage 
of Ireland, July 29, 1800, as Baron Ventry. His Lordship was 
grandfather of the nobleman just deceased. 

THE BIGET REV. BISHOP HOPKINS. 

The Right Rev. John Henry Hopkins, D.D., Protestant Bishop of 
the 9th rut., at his episcopal residence at 


Vermont, who died, on t 


Rock Point, was of English extraction, and was bom in Dublin, Jan. 
30, 1792. His parents emigrated to America when he was only eight 
years of age, anti he owed his sormd early instruction to maternal 
talent and care. He was intended for the law, but after completing 
his classical education he passed a year in a counting-house in 
Philadelphia, and for a Bhort time assisted Wilson, the ornithologist, 
in the meparation of the plates for his work. He was subsequently 
admitted to the Pittsburg Bar, where he practised until 1823, when 
he quitted the legal profession for the ministry. He was Rector of 
Trinity Church, Pittsburg; assistant minister of Trinity Church, 
Boston ; deputy in the General Conventions of the Church, and Pro¬ 
fessor of Divinity in the new Theological Seminary of Massachusetts. 
He was elected, in 1832, first Bishop of Vermont, a dignity he filled 
to his death. He busied himself order his episcopate m building up 
the Vermont Episcopal Institute, and was occupied besides with con¬ 
troversial and other works. One of his latest books, a " Church 
History in Verse,” was published last year. Bishop Hopkins was 
present at the Pan-Anglican Synod at Lambeth, in which ne took a 
prominent part. While he was in England the degree of D.C.L was 
conferred on him by the University of Oxford. The Right Rev. 
Prelate married Miss Mllller, daughter of Caspar Otto Muller, a 
retired merchant of Baltimore, but previously of Hamburg, Germany. 

GENERAL SIR THOMAS BROTHBRTON, G.C.B. 

General Sir Thomas William Brotherton. G.C.B., Colonel of the 
1st Regiment of Dragoons, a very distinguished veteran officer, who 
died, on the 20th ult., at Esher, was bom in 1785, and entered the 
Army, as Comet in the 14th Dragoons, in January, 1800. He was in 
Egypt, under the celebrated General Sir Ralph Abercromby, in 1801, 
and also. In 1805, in Germany, under Lord Cathcart. He served in 
Portugal, Spain, and France from 1808 to 1814. He was at nearly 
all the Peninsular cavalry affairs and skirmishes with his regiment, 
the 14th Light Dragoons. He was also engaged in the action of the 
Coa, and was several times wounded. He had received the war 
medal with seven clasps for the battles of Busaco, Fuentes d’Onor, 
Salamanca (where he was severely wounded), Vittoria, Pyrenees, 
Nivelle, and Nive, in which last battle he was wounded and taken 
prisoner. For several years he commanded the 16th Lancers. He 
was in July, 1830, appointed one of the Aides-de-Camp to King 
William IV.. and subsequently held the appointment of Inspecting 
General of Cavalry at head-quarters. He was made a K.C.B. in 
1855. and a G.C.B. in 1861. He was appointed in May, 1819, Colonel 
of tno 15th Hussars ; and was, on July 17, 1859, transferred to the 
colonelcy of the 1st Dragoon Gnards. Brotherton became a Captain 
in 1801, a Major in 1811, a Lieutenant-Colonel in 1814. a Colonel in 
1830, a Major-General in 1841, a Lieutenant-General in 1851, and a 
General April 1, 1860. General Brotherton married, first, in 1819, 
Louisa Ann, daughter of J. Stratton, Esq.; and, secondly, in 1865, 
Tomosina, youngest daughter of the late Rev. Walter Hore, ana 
grandniece, maternally, of Robert, second Earl of Roden, K.P, Sir 
Thomas Brotherton leaves issue. 

REAR-ADMIRAL FOWELL. 

Rear-Admiral William N. Fowell, R.N., who died on the 17th 
ult. at Tannton, entered the Royal Navy on March 26, 1819, and 
served as midshipman on board the Lion schooner, in pursuit of. 
pirates in the West Indies, in 1822 and 1823. He was mate of the 
Pickle in a severe action with and capture of the Bolodora, a large 
armed piratical slaver, in 1829. He served on the Gambia during 
the Barra War, in 1831 and 1832, and, as Lieutenant in command of 
the Experiment, steam-vessel, he was actively employed at Prescott, 
on the St. Lawrence, in 1837, during the Canadian rebellion. He 
was senior officer of the lake squadron from 1813 to 1848. Fowell 
became a Captain in 1862, and a Rear-Admiral, Sept. 1, 1867, 


DR. DAVY. 

John Davy, Esq., M.D., F.R.S., an eminent physician, geologist, 
and physiologist, brother of the famous chemist, Sir Humphry 
Davy, Bart., aied, on the 24th nit., at his residence, Lesketh-hora, 
near Ambleside. He was bom qt Penzance, in Cornwall, in 1790. 
He studied medicine in Edinburgh, and obtained his M.D. degree in 
that University in 1814. He entered the Army as a surgeon, and at 
the time of his decease held the rank of Inspector-General of Army 
hospitals. Dr. Davy wrote much and well on scientific and general 
subjects. His physiological researches have been principally 
published in the Philosophical Transactions, the Transactions 
of the Royal Society of Edinburgh, and the Royal Medico- 
Chirurgical Society. One of his most recent works consists of a 
series of “Lectures on Chemistry." He also wrote a "Life of Six 
Humphry Davy,” and edited Sir Humphry's collected works, in 
nine volumes.

The will of the Hon. Sir Frederick William Adolphus Wright 
Bruce, G.C.B., late of Washington, in the United States, was proved 
in London, on the 9th ult., by his brother, the Hon. Thomas Charles 
Bruce, and Frederick Peoke, Esq., solicitor, Gray's Inn. The will is 
dated Nov. 24, 1866; and is attested by Frederick Antrobus and 
W. A. C. Barrington, both of her Britannic Majesty’s diplomatic 
service. The testator died, Sept. 19 last, at Tremont House, Boston, 
U.S. The personal property in this country was sworn under £70,060. 
He bequeaths to his nephew, the Earl of Elgin and Kincardine, a 
legacy of £10,000 ; to his godson, the Hon. Frederick Bruce, £7000: 
and to his nioce, the Hon. Louisa Bruce, £5000—the son ana 
daughter of the late EarL Tho testator bequeaths to his sister, 
Charlotte Locker, a legacy of £6000 and the oontinuance of an 
annuity of £200; and to his executor, Mr. Peake, a legacy of £1000. 
He leaves to his man-servant, Charles, £500 ; and to each of his 
other servants one year’s wages. All legacies to be free of duty. He 
appoints his said brother residuary legatee. 

The will of Major-General Edward Hely-Hutchinaon, 33rd Foot, 
on the retired full-pay list, of Tunbridge Wells, and Belvedere-terrace, 
Brighton, was proved in London on the 16th nit., by the executors— 
namely, his relict, and W. Bell, Esq., of Edinburgh. The personalty 
was sworn under £18,000. The will is dated Nov. 10, 1803; and the 
gallant General died Dee. 1, 1867, aged fifty-six. The testator directs 
his executors to convert his property into money, except his Dublin 
estate, consisting of the Market House and Grand Canal Harbour, 
Dublin, and his library, plate, and jewels; he leaves his entire 
property to his wife, but if any children the estate, with the excep¬ 
tion of £2000, is to be equally divided amongst them. 

The will of Edward Weston, Esq., J.P., of Leicester, for many 
years a magistrate of that borough, was proved in the Registry at 
Leicester by William Billson and John Baines, both of Leicester, 
the joint acting executors. The pcreonalty wna sworn nnder £10,000. 
The will is dated Aug. 14, I860, and a codicil March 12, 1867; and 
the testator died Oct. 5, aged eighty-five. He has left several small 
annuities and legacies to his relatives and friends. The residue of 
his estates, both real and personal, he leaves to be divided between 
his nephew and nieces, the children of his brothers, Thomas and 
William, and his sister, Mrs. Ann Freeman. He has left the follow¬ 
ing charitable bequests:—To the Leicester Dispensary, Leicester 
Infirmary and Fever House, Leicester Asylum for the Welfare of the 
Blind, each £50, free of duty; and 19 gs, to the Leicester Infant 
School Society, Gallow-tree School, and the Leicester Unitarian 
Great Meeting and Sunday School; and there are legacies to a few 
other institutions. 

The will of the late Miss Elizabeth Bolton, of 157, King’s-road, 
Chelsea, who died Dec. 19 last, aged fifty-nine, was proved, in the 
London Court, on the 18th ult., nnder £14,000 personalty. She has 
left the following charitable bequests:—To the Church of England 
Missionary Society, £1000 stock; St. Giles and St. George, Blooms¬ 
bury, Refuges for Homeless and Destitute Children and Ragged 
Schools, Field-lane Night Refuges, and the National Life-boat In¬ 
stitution, each £500 stock; the National and Infant Schools con¬ 
nected with Holy Trinity Church, Sloane-street, Chelsea, £200 stock; 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, £100 stock; 
and a like sum to the churchwardens of Holy Trinity Church, to 
be applied to the incidental expenses of that church. 


BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 

Thk following is the return of the Registrar-General of births and 
deaths in London and in thirteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom for the week ending Saturday, Jan. 25:— 

Last week 4819 births and 3274 deaths were registered in London 
and in thirteen other large towns of the United Kingdom. The 
annual rate of mortality was 27 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 23 per 100 in London, 31 
in Edinburgh, and 37 in Dublin; 27 In Bristol, 24 in Birmingham, 32 
in Liverpool, 38 in Manchester, 28 in Salford, 26 in Sheffield, 31 in 
Bradford, 23 in Leeds, 23 in Hull, 27 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 31 
in Glasgow. 

In London the births of 1157 boys and 1166 girls, in all 2323 
children, were registered in tho week. In the corresponding weeks 
of ten years, 1858-67, the average number, corrected for Increase of 
population, is 2205. 

The deaths registered in London daring the week were 1395. It 
was the fourth week of the year, and the average number of deaths 
for that week is, with a correction for increase of population, 1716. 
The deaths in the present return are less by 321 than the estimated 
number. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 249, the corrected average 
number being 348. Twenty-one deaths occured from smallpox, 
42 from measles, 29 from scarlatina, 5 from diphtheria, 52 from 
whooping-cough, 31 from fever, and 13 from diarrhoea. Phthisis 
proved fatal to 157 persons; 206 deaths were caused by bronchitis, 
89 by pneumonia, and 66 by diseases of the heart. The deaths of 
5 persons from burns or scalds, of 7 infants from suffocation, of 
3 persons from intemperance, and of 2 persons who were killed by 
horses or carriages in the streets were registered. 


Recently, before the Colombo Criminal Sessions, a case of de¬ 
secration of a Mohammedan mosque, popularly known as the “ Great 
Pig Case,” was brought to a close. Eight half-castes and Cingalese 
were charged with having forcibly made their way into a Moham¬ 
medan mosqne at Barbeyn, and deposited a dead pig on the pnlpit 
where the priest officiates. A Mohammedan priest gave evidence 
that the mosqne was defiled by the presence of the pig, and that 
they were in straits about what was to he done to purify it, and were 
about to write to Mecca for advice. 8ix of the eight prisoners were 
very properly sentenced each to a year’s imprisonment with hard 
labour and a fine of £50. 

The railway retnrns issued show that iu the year 1866 three pas¬ 
sengers were killed and five seriously injured at railway stations in 
England by getting out of trains before they had stopped; one 
passenger was killed in attempting to get into a train after it had 
started, one in crossing from one platform to another, three through 
falling from the platform and being run over, a newspaper boy in 
crossing, and three trespassers; and one woman, shaking hands with 
a passenger through the window of a carriage as tho train was 
leaving, got her clothes entangled with the carriage and was dragged 
on the rails and killed. In Scotland two passengers were kUied, 
and two in Ireland, through getting out of trains before they bad 
stopped. 
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RAMBLES ON RAILWAYS.* 

Tr miffht be expected, from the title, that this volume would contain 
S ouS’or descriptive sketches of so many pleasure- 
triDf enjoyed by the author on different lines of modem travel. The 
reaT character of his work, though it frequently turns aside into 
Tin’ons entertaining digressions, partakes more or subet antial infor- 
S Few SnsLve had better opportunities than Sir Cusack 
Eonevof becoming practically acquainted with the actual system 
of railway construction and traffic, whether in Great Britain 
and Ireland or in foreign countries. The great mass of 
statistical details which he has collected, and a portion 
of which is here digested for our instruction, might be 
found in documents accessible to ordmaryreaders. Bnthis 
opinions on most of the questions suggested by these facts, 
a£d by the common experience and particular controversies of 
the day, are worthy ofsome attention, both froin railway 
managers and shareholders on the one hand, and from the travelling 
puWteon Uie other. These views are nbt, indate, expressed m the 
rtrid form of theoretical propositions, but may be gathered from his 
incidental comments on the affairs of different railway company, 
and on their respective modes of operation, at home and abroad. It 
i- scsrcelv possible to exaggerate the importance of the subject at the 
p4senTt7m"eu we leam from the Board of Trade-returns for he 
year ending Dec. 81, 1865, that the total paid up capital of all the 
railways in the United Kingdom, including debenture etock and 
debenture loans, now amounts to ^ 455 , 478 , 000 , or much m^ thm 
half the National Debt. It is a very lamentable fact, that the 
ordinary share capital applied to these most useful undertakings 
obtains on overage dividend of no more than £- lGs. lOd. for each 
jEIOO, whilst money invested in Government securities obtains more 
than 3 per cent. After all that may be said of the blonder?, he 
rashness and extravagance of railway management, and of the 
credulity of shareholders, we cannot but feel that the nation 
owes a huge amonnt of gratitude to the whole class of persons 
who have subscribed so largely, with so little pecuniary advan¬ 
tage, to furnish this vast public accommodation. Sir Cusack 
Koney appeals to no such sentiment, but this J»nsidera- 
tion 'Beems to ns to strengthen his claim on behalf of the 
railway companies to more liberal treatment than they have been 
accustomed to receive from the Government, espemally, from the 
Post Office authorities. He enters fully into the discuasion of the 
matters in dispute, relating to the postal Bemce on railways, which 
are set forth in the report of a Royal Commission dated May 7, 
1867, and in the statements of Mr. Frederic Hill, Assistant Secretary 
to the Post Office ; Mr. Edwsrd Page, Inspector-General; and Mr. 
C H Gregory, the engineer, on the official side of the controversy. 
It is one of many years' standing, and of too complex a nature to be 
here explained; but we are inclined to thud: Sir Cusack Roney has 
made out a good case ; or, at least, that he has successfully defended 
the railways from the accusations which the Postmaster-General and 
his staff have now and then brought against them. He succeeds no 
less in vindicating them, on the whole, from the popular complaints 
of irregularity and nnpunctuality, and of reckless management, 
causing frequent accidents and loss of life. No class of men is 
faultless; but those employed on railways have the strongest motivra 
for exerting themselves to avoid irregularity in the running of 
trains; and the companies, which paid in the one year 1866 so much 
as £333.583 in compensation for accidents, besides A-0O,UUU tor 
damage to their own stock and roads, cannot be supposed to be 
careless of these risks. The total number of railway passengers in 
I 860 was 261,577 418, of whom 23 were killed and1G98 were injured 
by accidents involving no misconduct or want of caution on their 
own part. Sir Cusack Roney ia justified in his remark that this 
proportion is exceedingly small; being incomparably less than that 
of the persons killed or maimed by carriages running over them in 
the streets of London, not to mention the risks of ordinary traffic on 
the high roads, the risk of shipwreck at sea, and the risks of tires, 
explosions, or falling walls and chimneys, m many houses. It is 
certain that the railways of England are much safer than th 06 e of 
America, notwithstanding their higher speed and the frequency of 
their trains. With a complete system of signalling, generally 
adopted and strictly enforced, we do not see that there could be 
much room for any further improvement in the working of our beet- 
managed railways. Sir Cusack Roney thinks the present speed of 
express and mail trains, which does not usually exceed forty miles an 
hour, including the stoppages, as high as is consistent with safety ; an 
opinion in which we quite agree with him, not to speak of the dele¬ 
terious effects of more rapid travelling on the passengeta health. 
He gives us a graphic and animated sketch of the journey north¬ 
ward, by the “ limited mail,’' from Euston-square, which reaches 
Edinburgh. 400 miles distant, in ten hours and a half; the run to 
Stafford, 183i miles, being done in three hours and a quarter. The 
chief stations on the London and North-Western line, Wolverton, 
Bliswortb, Tamwortb, Rugby, Stafford, and Crewe, with the great 
workshops for repairing locomotive engines, carriages, aim goods- 
waggons, at Crewe and Wolverton, and the manufacture of Bessemer- 
steel rails at the former place, are minutely described: nor are the 
refreshment-rooms, with their skilful handmaidens, passed over in 
silence. In the remaining chapters of his book Sir Cusack Koney 
supplies an account of two or three of the principal French rail¬ 
ways—the Lyons and Mediterranean, the Orleans, and other hues : 
those of Austria and the north of Italy; the Mont Cenia tunnel and 
Mr. Fell's summit line over Mont Cento} the Indian overland mad 
and the proposed new route viA Brindisi to Alexandria; the gigantic 
American enterprise of a railway across the prairies and Bocky 
Mountains, from the Mississippi to the Pacific coast of California; 
the progress of railway construction in British India; And u-e 
underground railway in London. His book contains a store of 
knowledge on these interesting subjects. 


The coming of age of Earl Ferrers was celebrated, yesterday week, 
at Uhartley Castle, Staffordehire, the ancient seat of the family. 

The Italia of Naples states that three handsome bronae bedsteads 
have been discovered at Pompeii, and that they are the most elegant 
yet found there. 

The Porte haa decided on adding a couple of turret-ships to its 
iron-clad eqnadron. Plans for the new vessels have been received 
from several English and French builders. 

The recent heavy rains and floods have caused considerable daamge 
and inconvenience in the various low-lying suburbs of the metro¬ 
polis. The water is lying on many high roads to the dep h c Die 
inches, and on several of the lines the trains have to travel over rails 
completely submerged. 

Mr. Train gave his first lecture at Cork on Monday night. He 
had an enormous audience, who appeared by their noisy manifestations 
to be vastly delighted. The Pall Mali QandU correspondent says 
that the lecture was of a very rambling character, but withal 
amusing. Mr. Train remarked, In commencing, that he had sent 
invitations to the detective police to attend his lecture. He went 
on to praise Ireland, referring, of course with disapproval, to Mr. 
Roebuck’s recent speech at Sheffield; and as a proof of Irish great¬ 
ness recited a list of distinguished Irishmen. After this he called 
for groans for u Mr. Roebuck’i* slanders,” and tke appeal was very 
heartily responded to. Mr. Train then spoke of himself. He said 
that he was bom In Boston, which he cnaracterised as one of the 
meanest places in America. He was sorry for that piece of ill- 
fortune, and begged to apologise for it. His ancestors, however, 
were very distinguished people, and one of them had been second 
cook in the Mayflower. All the Americans who had come here, he 
said—Mr. Everett, Mr. Bancroft, and Mr. Adams—were “bottled 
up” on getting to London by Earl Russell and Mr. Gladstone. 
Assuming that he should get the £100,000 he claims as damages from 
the British Government, he said he would give it all for a single 
hour to speak for Ireland in the British Parliament. He concluded 
amid immense cheering, and was afterwards borne in triumph on

BOYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

Professor Tyndall, at the Friday evening meeting, on the 
24th nit., resumed his discourse of “ Faraday as a Discoverer.” He 
began with commenting on Faraday's dislike of “doubtful know¬ 
ledge,” and his efforts to liberate his mind from the thraldom of 
hypotheses, adding that “ this rebel against theory was incessantly 
theorising himself, and that his principal researches were all con¬ 
nected by an undercurrent of speculation." He then proceeded to 
describe Faraday’s long series of elaborate experiments which cul¬ 
minated in his discover)) of the magnetisation of a ray of light (by 
means of his own heavy glass), which he announced in November, 
1845. “ One source of Faraday's success,” said Dr. Tyndall, “ was 
the employment of extraordinary power; he never accepted a nega¬ 
tive answer to an experiment until he had brought to bear upon it 
all the force at his command.” This was the secret of his discovery 
of the magnetic condition of all matter, announced Dec. 18, 1845. 
After trying ordinary steel and electro-magnets on various sub¬ 
stances without effect, Faraday sus]>endcd a bar of his heavy glass 
before the pole of a powerful electro-magnet, and found that when 
the magnet wai excited the glos. : i retreated; and when placed 
between two poles of an excited magnet the bar retreated from the 
poles and set at right angles to the lme joining them. He then sub¬ 
jected a great number of substances, animal, vegetable, and mineral, 
and found them all amenable to magnetic influence, and he dis¬ 
tinguished them as dia-magnetics or magnetics, according to 
their being either repelled or attracted by the poles of the magnet. 
The discovery of magne-crjstaliic action followed, in 1818, based on 
experiments on cryst is of bismuth, which, wiun placed between the 
poles of the electro- magnet, set neither axially nor equatorially, bnt 
between the two positions. In his concluding words at the end of 
bis paper on this subject, Faraday says, "a few years ago mag¬ 
netism was to ug an occult power/affecting only a few bodies: now 
it is fonnd to influence oil bodies, and to possess the moet intimate 
relations with electricity, heat, chemical action, light, crystallization, 
and, through it, with the forces concerned in cohesion ; and we may. 
in the present state of things, well feel urged to continue in 
out labours, encouraged by the hope of bringing it into a bond 
of union with gravity itself.” In December, 18-17, Faraday published 
his paper on the dia-magnetic condition of flame and gases. He 
had discovered that oxjrgen is magnetic and nitrogen dia-magnetic; 
and this led to his series of laborious researches on what he modestly 
says, “ I will venture to call atmospheric magnetism,” communicated 
in his memoirs to the Royal Society, in 1850. Professor Tyndall’s 
summary of the work of “ the greatest experimental philosopher the 
world has ever seen " concluded with a criticism of his speculations 
on the nature of matter, the lines of force, the unity and converti¬ 
bility of natural forces, and the theory of the electric current 
(4846-61). The remainder of the discourse was devoted to illustra¬ 
tions of Faraday’s character; bis wonderful vivacity, united with 
love of order; rejoicing in the friendship of his fellow-workers; 
being strong yet delicate in counsel; joyful in encouragement, and 
worm in affection; his disinterestedness in giving up highly lucrative 
professional employment for pure scientific research ; and his de¬ 
clining the highest honours, both in society and in the world of 
science, determining to remain “ plain Michael Faraday to the last." 
The life of his spirit and of his intelligence was so full that the 
things which men most strive after were absolutely indifferent to 
him. He delighted in the thunderstorm or the setting suu far more 
than in the splendour of a palace. Bcferriug to Faraday's favourite 
experiment of showing that water in crystallising excludes all 
foreign ingredients, Dr. Tyndall said that “by some snch natural 
process in the formation of this man, beauty and nobleness coalesced, 
to the exclusion of everything vulgar and low. He did not leam his 
gentleness in the world, for he withdrew from its culture ; and still, 
no j>eer of England was a truer gentleman than he.” In corrobora¬ 
tion of his remarks, Professor Tyndall read several letters and 
related several anecdotes, for which we mast refer our readers to the 
discourse itself, which will tie shortly published. The president. Sir 
Henry Holland, was in the chair; and the Bishop of St. David's, Earl 
Stanhope, Lord Cranbome, the Dean of Westminster, Mr. Carlyle, 
and a large number of other eminent persons were present. 

Professor Roecoe, F.R.S., gave the firet of a course of eleven 
lectures on the Chcmistryof the Non-MetaUic Elements on Saturday 
last. He began with remarks on the great loss the institution had 
sustained by the decease of Professor Faraday, and more especially 
dwelt on tus own experience of the kind and fatherly reception 
that great man gave to young chemists and the help he afforded 
them. Professor Roecoe then repeated several old experiments by 
which were laid tho foundation-stones of chemistry—viz., the dis¬ 
covery of oxygen by heating red precipitate or red oxide of mercury 
in air, by Joseph Priestley, on Aug. 1, 1774, and the experiment of 
Lavoisier (to whom Priestley communicated his discovery), who 
formed red oxide of mercury by heating pure mercury in air. By 
these the nature of combustion was unfolded, and the components 
of atmospheric air ascertained to be oxygen and nitrogen. These 
experiments were stated to be the best possible examples of the 
peculiar actions which we term chemical—the one case being 
analysis, the other synthesis. Chemistry is essentially an expe¬ 
rimental science, questions being continually pnt to nature to learn 
the properties of substances, to arrange and control the circum¬ 
stances not found in nature, and to learn the laws under which 
they occur. The bodies found in nature are distinguished into 
elementary or simple bodies (at present sixty-three), existing in the 
earth, air, and sea (of which lists were given); and compound bodies. 
Four new elements bave been recently discovered by means of 
spectrum analysis, and several of those hitherto considered elements 
have been discovered to bs compounds. Among his illustrations of 
chemical action, Professor Itoscoe exhibited the combination of 
phosphorus and iodine with the evolution of heat and light; 
that of chlorine and hydrogen which exploded by the action of 
light; and the decomposition of water into oxygen and hydrogen 
gas by tbe action of the voltaic battery, Ac. The latter part of the 
lecture was devoted to an explanation of the researches of Dalton, 
on which he founded the laws of chemical combination in multiple 
proportions and his celebrated atomic theory. He demonstrated that 
elementary bodies combine with each other in definite proportions, 
and that to each element a number may be attached, which repre¬ 
sents the weight with which it combines to form definite pro¬ 
portions. 

On Friday evening next, Feb. 7, the discourse will bo given by 
ProfessorIlnxley, F.R.S., “On the Animals which are moat nearly 
intermediate between Birds and Reptiles.” 


A brush with pirates took place on Dec. I by the Chinese gun¬ 
boat Feiloong, Captain Edwards, assisted by several Imperial jnnks. 
The pirates were defeated. 

Mr. Burlingame has resigned his poet as United States Minister at 
Pekin, and has been appointed, by Imperial decree, Chinese Ambas¬ 
sador to all countries with which China has relations. Mr. J. 
Brown, of the British consular service, who has resigned, and Mr. 
E. de Champs, of the maritime customs, have been appointed bis 
secretaries. Two red-buttoned mandarins—Che and Sun, the one a 
Mancha and the other a Chinese—have also been appointed Ambas¬ 
sadors, and will accompany Mr. Burlingame, together with an ex¬ 
tensive suite. They will visit America first, and will be in England 
in May. 

The MrKicii’AL Records of Exeter.— (To the Editor.)—In 
your notes under the head of “ Archeology of the Month,” in last 
week’s publication, you speak of the municipal records having been 
neglected for centuries, until tho present time. In justice to the 
memory of the careful antiquaries the late Dr. Oliver and Mr. 
Pitman Jones, and of Mr. Gidloy, the late excellent and painstaking 
town clerk, I cannot help calling yonr attention to the fait that a 
most careful examination of the great bulk of the archives of the 
city of Exeter was carried on for a long period by them, as 
evidenced by a small book published by Roberts, of Exeter, and by 
Longman and Co., in 1861. It contains a short memoir of the 
doctor, and an appendix of the documents of the city, in which you 
will fold a very complete list of all the early documents of every 
class chronologically arranged, many given at full length, others 
shortly abstracted or otherwise noticed.—As Exon IAN.

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M. THIERS ON THE FREEDOM OF THE 
PRESS. 

The Law on the Press introduced by the French Government 
has given rise to a 
brilliant discussion in 
the Corps Lfigislatif, 

This measure may be 
looked upon ss being 
intended to fulfil in 
part the promise spon¬ 
taneously given by the 
Emperor in 1866, and 
ns one of the top- 
stones designed to 
"crown the edifice." 

Regarded as a whole, 

M, Thiers approves of 
and supports it, and, 
taking his account of 
its main provisions, 
there can hardly be 
a doubt that it will 
place the newspaper 
press in France in a 
less precarious posi- 
tion than that which 
it now occupies. After 
all, however, the 
liberty it proposes to 
confer upon news¬ 
papers is seriously 
hampered. The Pall 
Mall Gazette points 
out that it will re¬ 
semble tbe liberty 
allowed to tbe press 
in England, as in¬ 
terpreted by Lord 
Mansfield and the ju¬ 
dicial bench of his 
times; or, in other 
words, it will send 
an immense majority 
of press offences in 
France not to a jury 
for trial, but to the 
judges of correctional 
tribunals. “Judges,” 
says our contempo¬ 
rary, “ like other men 
in office, whether re¬ 
movable or not, must, 
and invariably do, 
sympathise with au¬ 
thority and incline 
against irregular un¬ 
official criticisms on 
its proceedings; and 
the result is that just 
as a schoolmaster's 
authority would be 
better supported by a 
penny cane than by a 
loaded pistol, the press 
is more effectually 
curbed by a correc¬ 
tional tribunal with 
power to inflict a 
slight penally than 
by a cour dtunite in 
which offences are 
tried by juries, and 
■nay, on conviction, 


be subjected to much severer punishments.” We do not 
know how far M. Thiers may he held to represent educated 
opinion in France. The principles he enounced in his speech

on the liberty of the press were almost all that an English¬ 
man coaid wish for, and were defended with a vivacity 
of reasoning, and a boldness of expression, not very common 

in, certainly not well 
appreciated by, the 
French Legislative 
body. But in the 
practical application 
of those principles he 
brought into distinct 
view the wide dif¬ 
ference which still 
separates French from 
English statesman¬ 
ship. M. Thiers said 
that society had a 
right to defend itself 
against the mischief 
that might be inflicted 
by a free press, and 
that the law must l>e 
charged with the de¬ 
fence. " There are, 
then, three systems. 
The first iB preven¬ 
tive, and consists of 
the censorship; the 
second, to allow 
everything to appear, 
the writers being 
made responsible; 
while the third shares 
the character of the 
two others, by joining 
administrative con¬ 
trol to the repression 
by tbe law; that is 
the system of pre¬ 
liminary authorisa¬ 
tions and warnings." 
The firnt he dismissed 
as attaching to the 
State a function 
which is altogether 
unsuited to its capa¬ 
city. The third it 
was now proposed to 
abolish. The bill be¬ 
fore them, he con¬ 
tended, allowed “full 
freedom to individual 
initiative," disen¬ 
gaged the responsi¬ 
bility of Government, 
destroyed all mono¬ 
poly, and was humane 
in its discipline. Bo 
far, good. But when 
M. Thiers came to 
speak of the jurisdic¬ 
tion charged with the 
trial of offences, and 
with measuring pun¬ 
ishment to misde¬ 
meanants, he said, 
“ The Minister of the 
Interior disappears; 
the jury judges 
crimes which are 
great social disasters, 
while the Judgo of 
the correctional tri¬ 
bunal pronounces on 
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misdemeanours. To regulate the jurisdiction otherwise would 
he to create a privilege, to justify which it wonld be necessary 
to prove that the jury alone is competent, and that the 
Judge is not.” We need hardly remark that competency to 
judge vphat Is or is not an offence in the conduct of the 
press is not assured by the possession of mere technical 
knowledge. It partakes largely of the moral element, and 
hence is consideied in this country more likely to exist, to 
the necessary extent, in a number of men impartially chosen, 
than in a single one, whatever may be his mastery of legal 
lore. 

The liberty of the press in France, then, will be virtually in 
the keeping of the magistracy. In other words, official 
authority will designate what constitutes an offence and wli.at 
penalty Bhsll be exacted. We in England should regard this 
state of things as tantamount to the loss of the most powerful 
safeguard of political freedom. M. Thiers sees nothing of the 
kind. Of the proposed measure he anyB'" 1 have the right to 
say that it is liberal in principle, humane in its penalty, 
equitable in its jurisdiction, and vigilant in its procedure.” 
Be affirms that it gives more than was promised by the 
Imperial letter of Jan. 19, and is therefore an incontestable 
proof of the sincerity of the Government. 

Foreigners are necessarily subject to great disadvantage in 
criticising measures, the adaptation or non-adaptation of 
which to the temper, circumstances, and wants' of the people 
for whom they were devised they are not sufficiently informe i 
to perceive. It becomes us, therefore, to speak with modesty 
on this law on the press ; at any rate, of the political sagacity 
which characterises it. On the one hand, we observe that the 
reactionary members of the Corps L6gislatif are scared by the 
concessions it makes; on the other hand, the advanced 
Liberals, if we may presume so to describe the extreme Left, 
are dissatisfied with the measure as too restrictive. A 
temporary coalition might avail to endanger the bill, 
not perhaps by directly defeating it, bat by pro¬ 
voking the Government to withdraw it. It must, there¬ 
fore, confer some real advantage in the shape of froe- 
dom, though it falls short of expectations which we 
should esteem reasonable. To nse a common phrase, it is 
evidently “a step in the right direction.” It may be but 
a timid one—it may be very far within the limits of perfect 
safety ; but we should doubt the wisdom of preventing its 
being taken. It wonld be a profound mistake, we think, to 
conclude that, because parfect freedom cannot be gained, 
qualified freedom is not worth acceptance. It would be like 
reinsing to accept the release of an arm in the case of a 
bound victim, becauae it is not a release of the whole body. 
It would be losing sight of the important fact that a disen¬ 
gaged arm will help mightily in undoing all remaining boud9. 

May we not take it for granted that the public opinion 
which can acqniesce in a heavily-fettered press needs much 
further enlightenment, or much more active vitality, bef >re it. 
is qualified to play a decisive part in the political destiny of a 
nation 7 Is it not certain that the requisite additional light 
and heat are moat likely to be supplied in France by the news¬ 
paper press? Any enlargement of its legal rights is therefore 
to be desired, not bo mnch for what it is in itself as for what 
it will give the facility of doing. It is quite conceivable that 
within the conditional freedom granted by this bill the French 
press, skilfully conducted as it is, might quietly generate an 
immense amountof Liberal sentiment in France—might effectu 
ally counteract retroactive tendencies, and might diffuse and 
sustain such a fulness of political life as would be adequate 
hereafter to meet any legitimate claim that patriotism might 
make upon it. The measure now offered to the press by the 
French Government is not in the nature ol a compromise 
which substitutes a part for the whole, like a composition 
made with creditors. It is rather a short lever handed to a 
workman where a longer one would have been preferred ; ll 
will not suffice for the whole of the work to be done, but it 
will do better than no lever at all, and it may demonstrate 
the use of thelever as a dynamical instrument so convincingly 
that a lot ger one may at no very remote date be generally 
deemed indispensable. 

Whether an entirely free press would inevitably be a dan¬ 
gerous political engine in the hands of oar neighbours, it is 
for them »nd for their rulers to judge. It does not follow that, 
because it is comparatively harmless here, It wonld be eqnally 
harmless there. The political education, discipline, tempera¬ 
ment, and habits of the French people may make what is a 
safety-valve for us a torch in a magazine for them. We do 
not say they would—we do not think they would ; but if M. 
Thiers be right, nobody can be fairly blamed for coming to so 
erroneous a conclusion. There are particular epochs in the 
history of all nations when freedom of speech is apt to run 
into license, and France happens to have a succession of 
anch epochs within yiviil remembrance. When national 
passions are roused to the utmost pitch of intensity, the bast 
institutions may be misapplied and abnsed; but this is no 
proof that the institutions are bad in themselves, or that they 
are not ordinarily safe in public keeping. We see no good 
reason why the noble and eloquent discourse of Milton in 
favour of unlicensed printing should not be as true iu its 
drift and as forcible in its logic when applied to the Freuch 
as to the English nation; and we are convinced that until 
the press be as free there as it is here, political parties will 
be less considerate one of another, and political changes, 
whenever brought about, will be much more violent. Nothing 
hut a free press has proved effectual to break the force of 
great party concussions.

THE NEW TOWNHALL OF IPSWICH. 

The new Townhall, built, by order ot the Town Council of Ipswich, 
on the site of the old Townhall, which they resolved to pull down, 
though it was no older than 1818, has been completed, at a cost of 
£16.000. and was formally opened on Wednesday week. 

The Engraving on our front page showe the exterior ot the build¬ 
ing, which stands at the corner of Cornhill and King-strest. Its 
design, which is of the Venetian school of architectnre, is carried out 
in variously coloured Btones, greatly enhancing its general effect. 
The main front, towards Cornhill, presents one continuous face, in 
three stories—namely, the rusticated basement* the ground story, 
and the principal floor, surmonnted by a bold cantilever cornice 
and open balustrade, with enriched finials. The centre of this front is 
marked by a projecting open arcade, on Corinthian c damns; above 
which, on pedestals, are statues representing Justice, Learning, 
Commerce, and Agricnltnre. In the middle are the borough arms, 
executed in alto-relievo. Above this facade rises the dome, snr- 
monnted by the clock-tower, which has illuminated dials on the fonr 
clock faces. Balconies nre provided for speakers, from which they 
can address an audience assembled in the street, both on the Corn- 
hill and King-street sides. The basement story and rosticsof pilasters 
throughout have vermiculated faces. The stiff sky-line of the ridge 
is relieved by an iron cresting with finials. The King-street frost is 
quite in harmony with that facing the Cornhill. At the angles of 
the building opportunity has been taken to introduce into the frieze 
of the ground story .carved emblems of the offices of the Corporation, 
ouch as the sword and mace. There are other carvings representing 
caps, imposts, and keystoues, too numerous to mention, but all in 
perfect harmony with the general design. 

The interior presents a most commodious arrangement of officas 
for pnblic purposes. The basement comprises the police entrance 
from King-street, the superintendent’s office, charge-room (with 
stores for stolen goods), police day-room, engine-shed, and parade 
corridors, Beven spacious cells, an office for the inspector of weights 
and measures, a private entrance and stairs for the members of the 
Corporation, aceolriug-kitchen, with lift up to the coouoil-ohamb rr, 
and sill other requisite conveniences. The ground story has, iu tin 
centre, an entrance-hall, reached by a broad flight of stone steps. 
To the right is the magistrates’ court, and to the left (separated py 
clustered columns of polished granite) the grand staircase. Opposite 
the main entrance is the sessions court, placed in the heart of the 
building. The ceiling is very handsome, composed of sunk panels 
and a deeply-covcd cornice, with perforated goiliochcs, by which 
ventilation is obtained. The light is obtained by a circular glass 
dome in the centre of the court. The judge's seat is in n recaps, to 
the right and left of which scats are provided for magistrates. Tire 
dock, gi and and petty jury, and barristers are well placed. A retiring- 
room for magistrates and counsel is added; and the remain Jcr of th: 
ground story is occupied by offices for local boards, committee-rooms, 
town's servants’ room, and a fireproof record-room. A corridor 
around the sessions conrt affords ready and convenient aooeea to 
all the apartments, for which lavatories are provided. In the 
mezzanine story are the town clerk’s and grand jury rooms, 
with witnesses’ waiting-room; also a continuation of the private stairs 
and a second record-room and council chamber. Toe principal story 
consists of the council chamber, library, with ante-rooms, lauding 
to the grand staircase, and spacious vestibule. The council chamber, 
occupying the whole length of the site, on the west side, is a Very 
fine room ; the ceiling is divided into panels, with floral decorations 
around the sunlights in the centre, and ornamental pendants. 
Scagliola columns at the farther end form a recess, which gives 
additional effect to the room, and will be found extremely con¬ 
venient for waiters at banquets and balls. The decorations of the 
hall, grand staircase, and vestibule demand special attention, the 
walls being divided by pilasters with Corinthian capitals, and the 
cornices and ceilings being very rich. Advantage has been taken 
in the lighting arrangements of some recent improvements, so that 
by tnbes and other appliances when the gas is lighted the heat causes 
a current upwards to draw off the vitiated air. Staircases lead from 
the vestibule to the clock chamber in the turret. The whole of the 
interior finishings are handsome and appropriate. 

The architects of the new Townhall are Messrs. Bellamy an! 
Hardy, of Lincoln; and Mr. Edward Gibbons, of Ipswich, is the 
builder. Its construction hssa occupied two years and a quarter. 
The special festivities and public formalities upon the occasion of 
the opening continued several days last week. On the Monday 
evening the Mayor, Mr. J. P. Cobbold, invited about six hunlred 
ladies and gentlemen '.o a conversazi.ne in the council chamber and 
library, where a good collection of pictures and other works of art 
had been prepared for their entertainment. On the Tuesday there 
was a ball in the same rooms, admission being obtained by purchas¬ 
ing tickets, the money going to a charitable fund. On the Wednes¬ 
day n quarterly meeting of the Town Council was held, when they 
formally took poeseesion of the new hall for municipal business, and 
the Major was presented with a new set of robes. Oa the Thursday 
evening the Mayor gave a banquet in the council chamber to 150 
gentlemen of the town and neighbourhood ; and on the Friday 
evening 800 Sunday-school children were feasted in the same place. 
The workmen employed in the building were regaled by Mr. Gibbons, 
the contractor, at the lecture and music hall, in Tower-street, on the 
Wednesday evening.

A great Protestant defence demonstration took place in Dublin 
Rotundo on Wednesday. The meeting was acrowded and influential 
one, and included delegates from various counties and districts in 
Ireland. A petition to the Queen was adopted, praying her Majesty 
to continue her support to the Protestant Churches in Ireland, and 
condemning an Ultramontane ascendancy. 

Mr. Maxwell wss, on Thursday week, elected, wiclnut opposition, 
to fill the vacancy caused in the representation of Kirkcudbright¬ 
shire by the death of the late Mr. Mackie. Tne new member, like 

his predecessor, is a Liberal.-Mr. Finley, the member for 

Argyllshire, has announced his intention of retiring from Parlia¬ 
ment. The Duke of Argyll's eldest son, Lord Larne, will bs the 
Liberal candidate for the seat. 

At Birmingham, on Tuesday evening, Mr. J ohn Bright and Mr. 
Dixon, the members for the borough, addressed, in accordance with 
their annual custom, a numerous meeting of their constituents in the 
Townhall. Mr. John Jaffray presided. Mr. Bright’s speech was 
devoted mainly to the Irish question. He called attention to Lord 
Stanley's speech at Bristol, and submitted that that noble Lord had 
really proposed no remedies for the grievances of which the people 
of Ireland complained. His great point was, that the empire should 
not be dismembered; but alien he made thit declaration he was 
bound to show how it could be kept together. The hon. gentleman 
wss himself in favour of the maintenance of the union. Tnere 
ought really to be nothing to prevent the two countries from living 
in harmony; and he proceeded to sketch the measures by whioa 
such a result might, in his judgment, be accomplished. 

Last week the half-yearly meeting of the Birmingham Chamber 
of Commerce was held in that town—Mr. 3. Dixon, M.P., in the 
chair. The report was adopted on the motion of Mr. Field, who 
made some observations on technical education and the depression 
of trade, attributing the latter chiefly to the state of things in 
America and extravagant speculation in this country. Mr. Sampson 
Lloyd alluded, inter alia, to the defects of our bankruptcy law, and 
the protection afforded by it to systematic swindlers; somethiag 
ought to be done, he said, to bring about a higher standard of com¬ 
mercial morality. Other gentlemen addressed the meeting on 
various questions affecting trade and commerce, and the proceedings 
terminated in the usual manner. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 

FRANCE. 

I From our oun Correspondent.) 

Paris, Thursday, Feb. 6. 

The bill on the organisation of the army, after an anim ited discus¬ 
sion in the Senate, has now become law. When the vote was taken, 
ont of 126 senators present only one voted agamic the measure; this 
was M. Michel Chevalier, well known as the friend of Richard 
Cobden, as one of the most consistent advocates of peace, and the 
pioneer of free trade in France. Before the vote was taken, M. 
Michel Chevalier made an admirable speech showing that no change 
was requisite iu the existing law, which had enabled France to carry 
on to a triumphant close the war in the Crimea. By this law France 
coold raise an army of 620,009 men; larger Continental armies 
might exist on paper, bat only nations that possessed abundant 
financial resources could equip or put in movement a force approxi¬ 
mating to that just mentioned, whereas ihe finances of all the Conti¬ 
nental nations were inferior to those of Francs. After poinbng oat 
that England had abandoned its warlike policy, and no longer 
sought to dominate and direct Europe, he frankly admitted that the 
transformation of Germany had disclosed a change in the balance of 
power. Still, what had passed in consequence of the Battle of 
Sadowa simply manifested a fact that previously existed, and on 
which they should have counted before. At the cloas of the present 
century there will be two separate States containing each 100,000,001) 
of population—Russia and the United States of America; whereas 
the populations of France, Austria, and Prussia will be no more than 
40,000,000 each. Continental Europe will then 'be placed between, 
two colossal Powers, one oa the west, the other on the east; and, 
with such a prospect before it, it would be folly for any single State 
to tin at a preponderance in Europe. “The Empire,” said he, 
“began with a device proclaimed at Bordeaux—‘The Empire is 
peace.’ I desire that this device should agaia be proclaimed iu 
1868, with even more solemnity; and the effect would be most 
salutary in Europe, Peace has also its grandeur. Is there anything 
nobler, any spectacle more imposing, than that of a people engager 
in the great enterprises of an industry which cavers the seas with 
its ships, which raises every class employed iu it to the dignity of 
free citizens respecting the laws and prosperous, their minus culti¬ 
vated by instructiou, and presenting a va9t union grouped with 
let pent and gratitude round a throne raised by their spontaneous 
suffrages? It is a glorious example to set to the world. It depends 
upon ns to set that example; and I much doubt if this new military 
law Can show anything luce it.” 

The debate in the Corps Legislatif on the bill for granting greater 
freedom to the press has already brought up a majority of che chief 
orators in the Chamber. M. Thiers, the first speaker of note, 
maintained that individual liberty, perfect freedom of election, 
Parliamentary liberty, and Ministerial responsibility, had become a 
necessity for all nations ;■ but in front of all these it was necessary there 
should be a Lee press. Ho regardod tbe present bill as unsatisfactory 
because it did not clearly define the offences punishable by law, and 
referred them to a tribunal which was under the control of the 
Government, and the judgments of which were beyond ths corrective 
influence of public opinion. Where discussion is allowed, it should 
be unlimited; the only exceptions should be the great principles of 
social morality, the private lives and characters of individual:, aid 
the person of the chief of the State, where there are responsible 
Ministers. “ Some few years ago,” said he, addreis.ng M. Roaher 
and his colleagues, “you looked down npoa nr from tao height of 
your infallibility ; but'the Crimean and Italian wars, the events in 
Germany, and the Mexican catastrophe have done away wits that 
infallibility ; and those liberties, the bare mention of which called 
down upon us the charge of insanity, have Income a necessity for 
yon no less than for ourselves. Let them, then, be real, full, un¬ 
grudged liberties ; for it is only by the freest gifts that true gratitude 
can be secured. France is not ungovernable. She is, may be, a 
little hasty and impulsive; but Bhe Is sufficiently submissive when 
her natural genius is not thwarted.” 

M. Pinard, Minister of the Interior, replied that the prea3 was a 
power acclimatised in France. Its influence is good and evil at the 
same time. Its present tendency is towards violence ; and a defence 
is therefore necessary, which must be placed under the guardianship 
not of individuals but of the law. He maintained that the oharactir 
of the bill was liberal in principle, notwithstanding the ctution- 
money required, which was a necessary guarantee, and the stamp, 
which was merely a tax upon the circulation. The bill was not 
stringent in the penalties it imposed, but vigilant in the course of 
procedure it laid down. It realised the promises of' Jan. 19, 1867, 
which were not desired by the Conservatives, and had not been hoped 
for by the Liberals. 

M. Jules Favre supported the bill, in so far as it abjlishol the 
necessity for preliminary authorisation and the monopoly of pub¬ 
lishing and printing. The subjection of the press sines 1852 had, he 
maintained, made France play a seconda;y part in 1866, and at 
home had caused a complete stagnation in public business, a new 
loan, anxiety, and disasters. He blamed the blows which had been 
directed against the press, and which had condemned it to silence. 

M. Granier de Cassagcec, the leader of the ultfa-Conservative party 
known as the Arcadians, from the Parliamentary clab of which they 
are members meeting in the Rue de 1’Arcade, wanted to know why 
the bill was brought forward. The majority did not aik for it, anl 
the Opposition declined to accept it. It would simply cause trouble 
to society in general and give additional strength to the adversaries- 
of tbe Government. He asked for a postponement of ths bill natil 
political passions had become appeased. 

M. Emile OUivier brought forward an amendment to tho first 
article, setting forth that the discretionary power exercised over the 
press should cease, that the caation-moncy sad the stamp should be 
abolished, that the right of printing should be thrown open, and 
that the common law shonld be applied to offences on the part of 
the press. In a most eloquent and closely-reasoned speech, ho sup¬ 
ported these propositions one after the other. He remarked that the 
fundamental principle had been lost sight of that in modem com¬ 
munities every individual not being able to take a direct share in 
the business of government had the right of expressing his opinion, 
all such hindrances to the exercise of this right—such as caution- 
money, stamp duty, and preliminary authorisation—were vicious, 
because opposed duectly to its spirit and object. Acts alone are 
subjects of repression and punishment, and the publication of an 
opinion is an act only when it involves defamation or direct incite¬ 
ment to a crime. An act can be punished, but an opinion can only 
be lefnted. The only judge and master of error is truth. Is the 

5 resent bill a realisation of the promises made in the letter of 
an. 19 ? But, firet. what did those promises signify 1 Men who, 
like myself, approved of the letter believed it to do a challenge and 
a declaration of confidence to the nations around us, which are 
increasing their territory, saying to them you may enlarges 
your possessions; we ore not terrified at your extensions ; we will 
reply by elevating our minds, by confidiug to liberty; and by its 
influence and inspirations we shall always be the first of nation*. I 
confess humbly we were mistaken. We are told that the Act of 
Jan. 19 did not mean that, and that its only object was to substitute 
the tribunal of correctional police for an administrative censorship, 
or, as Chateaubriand eaid, to strangle tbe press with a silken card 
instead of with the garrote. I regret that the Emperor should have 
allowed himself to be turned aside from his intentions by narrow¬ 
minded suggestions, and did not reply to the prophets and apostles 
of littleness by the words of Cardinal de Retz:—All noble ideas, 
when they have not been practised, appear impossible to those men 
who do not feel capable ot great things.” 

M. Bclmontel said that the Second Empire was strong and firmly 
founded on the will of the people. Order has bean deolared to ba 
only the means and liberty the object; and, as the former has bean 
aciuevcd, let us go forward boldly towards the latter. I say this to 
a portion of the official world which is r&ther disposed to lag behind. 
The people, being free to found an empire, ought to be free to Bpeak 
to it When Governments fall it is due to their own faults, not to 
the license of the press; and twenty bad prefects do more harm 
than a hundred bad journals. Let us therefore establish liberty, 
because the Empire is liberty of commerce, and should boast of every 
liberty, including that ol the press. 
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When a division was taken on article 1, only neven were found to

The King and Queen, with their suites, returned to Lisbon on 
Wednesday from their hunting excursion to Villa Viccosa. A tumult 
occurred near Braga between the people and the troops escorting the 
Royal party. The troops fired, and killed and wounded several persons. 

ITALY. 

General Mcnabrea, on Saturday last, formally announced to the 
Parliament the approaching marriage of Prince Humbert, the King's 
eldest son, with tire Princees Margherita of Genoa. The announce¬ 
ment wan received with great applanse by both Housee, which im¬ 
mediately passed votes of congratulation to the King and the Prince 
and Princess. The marriage is to take place in April. 

The new Ministry has succeeded in inducing the Chambers to 
accord a temporary vote of the supplies and estimates for one month; 
and the Minister of Finance will, during the present month, submit 
bis budget to the consideration of a Parliament which is not disposed 
to give a very warm support to him and bis colleagues. 

The naval estimates lor 1868 amount to 85,687,848 lire, allowing a 
reduction of 1,088,580 lire in the ordinary expenses, as compared with 
those tf 1867 ; while the extraordinary expenses have Increased 
4,019,012 lire. The committee propose a fresh reduction of 
1,028,271 lire in the ordinary expenses. _ 

The Chamber of Deputies dincursed, in Wednesday's sitting, the 
estimates of the Ministry of Public Instruction. The first eleven 
articles were voted. The estimates of the Ministry of War for 1868 
amount to 170,215,720 lire. The committee propose a reduction of 
2,204,170 lire. , . 

In the village of Carpino, in the Neapolitan province, a few nights 
back, cnormouB masses of earth and stones, loosened by the melting 
of the snow, became detached from the mountain and came down, 
burying the parish church, the priest’s residenoe, and two houses 
adjoining. The inmates, warned of the danger in time, escaped. 

Full accounts have been received of the fatal accident at Naples, 
on Tuesday week, respecting which a telegram, obscurely worded, was 
received last week. The Naples correspondent of the Pall Mall 
Gaseth, writing on the 29th nit, the day after the accident, states:— 
'• This town has been afflicted by a dreadful catastrophe, by which 
many persons have lest their lives. Those of your readers who have 
bten at Naples will remember the way by Santa Luoia to the 
Chiataiaone, passing between the ancient villa of Lncullus, now 
Caslel dell’ Uovo, and the precipitous cliffs of Pizxofalcone. Last 
evenirg, shortly before eight, part of the. cliff became loosened, 
and, rushing down with a horrid crash, buried the houses beneath. 
The shock was felt ail around, and the barracks at the top of 
the cliff, as well as the neighbouring houses below, are in a very 
unsafe condition, and have been cleared of their inhabitants. It is 
feared that from seventy to eighty persons were in the houses at 
the time; and, it is said, some foreigners jost arrived by train from 
Borne, and who were going to their hotel in an omnibus, passing that 
way as the cliff fell, were also killed.” 

AUSTRIA. 

The Emperor and Empress of Austria arrived at Pesth on Wed¬ 
nesday evening, and were received with acclamations by the people. 
The streets of the capital Were voluntarily illuminated, their 
Majesties having declined an official reception. 

GERMANY. 

The Queen of Prussia, with the Boyal Prince and Princess, 
honoured with theirpresence the ball given by the British Ambas¬ 
sador at Berlin on Wednesday week. 

The Chamber of Justice has annulled the decision of the tribunal 
of Berlin, which condemned the deputy Tweeten to two years’ im- 

E risonment for abuse of language in the Chamber. It has sentenced 
im to 300 thalers fine, or an imprisonment of four months. 

At the sitting of the Prussian Chamber of Deputies on Saturday 
the debate came on upon the bill settling the amount of com¬ 
pensation to be granted to the Monarchs recently “retired from 
business ”—the King of Hanover, the Elector of Hesse, and the 
Grand Duke of Nassau. Count von Bismarck, in urging the 
bill, dwelt upon pecuniary compensation as “unquestionably 

£ referable to the territorial compensations formerly proposed.’’ 

te would rather have expended much money and have granted a 
large cc mptneation to Austria for the duchies had that Power been 
inclined to actept such an arrangement. The peace concluded was 
favourable in a pecuniary point of view. The province of Hanover 
h»d brought with it a large amount of property in cash, and the 
transaction was advantageous to Prussia, were the opportunity to 
occur again, he would not hesitate to adopt the same course, and, if 
requisite, grant even a larger sum, He (the Bpeaker) was better able 
than the House to overlook the political situation. The Government 
could not carry on public business if the bill were rejected, nor wonld 
the Liberals be able to conduct the Administration under such cir¬ 
cumstances for Bix months. Borne little debate followed, during 
which Herr Waldeck severely criticised what he called the sham 
constitutionalism of the Government. The King, he said, ought to 
he grateful if the House relieved him from the obligation into which 
be had entered, and 25,000,000 thalers would be saved to the country. 
The debate being declared closed, the House voted by 254 to 130 
votes the bill proposed by the Government. 

Count Biimarck made another speech on Tuesday in the lower 
House, in reference to the provision which it is proposed to make 
for a sepaiate fund for provincial purposes in Hanover. The 
Minister said “ The Government have introduced this bill with 
the view of preparing the way for a greater extension of the system 
of administrative decentralisation. The Government entertains, 
with the sanction of the King, the Bame intentions as regards the 
other provinces, and intended even to devote a portion of tie budget 
to their special benefit. The Government firmly maintains the 
proposal to establish a provincial fund for Hanover. 

THE UNITED STATES. 

By the Atlantic cable we have news from America to the 5th inst. 
The New York papers of that date state that Mr. Adams has 
resigned his post as Minister of the United States to England. 

The hill suspending Mr, M Culloch’a authority to contract the 
currency has become law. 

Congress has passed a new bill respecting the abolition of the 
cotton tax. It repeals the internal tax on cotton immediately, and 
removes the duty on the importation of foreign cotton after Nov. 1 
next. The President has signed the bill. 

By vetscl we have confirmation of the telegraphic news that the 
House of Bepresentatives had passed a bill declaring that no valid 
civil government existed in the late rebellions States, and revoking 
nil powers of removal or appointment conferred upon the President 
by the Reconstruction Act, and conferring them upon the General 
of the army; also declaring it unlawful for the President to employ 
the national forces to uphold the authority of the existing pro¬ 
visional State Governments, or oppose the execution of the Recon¬ 
struction Act. This strong measure was carried by 123 votes 
against 45.

A new station, in connection with the Great Western Railway, 
was opened at Acton last Saturday.

It is proposed to take In the best part of Warwick- 
f qua re, some of Tylor’s Market—which many people think is part of 
Newgate Market—and tome courts and alleys adjacent. 

Mr. James Stansfeld, M.P., delivered a lecture, on Tuesday night, 
at fit. James’s Hall, on the future of the working classes. The 
lecture was one of the series being delivered under the auspices of 
the Reform League. There wasa full attendance.

Lord William introduced a variety of anec¬ 
dotes of tbe rail and road, and paid a just compliment to Stephenson, 
Biunel, Trevithick, Goldsworthy Gurney, Locke, snd other men of 
science, to whom we are indebted for the introduction of the rail. 

A meeting of the United Executive Committee for the relief of 
the exceptional distress prevailing at the East-End was held ou 
Monday at the Mansion House. The object of the committee is to 
co-operate with the authorities and to see that no money subscribed 
by the public shall be given to persons already receiving relief from 
the guardians of the poor, and a resolution was passed to that effect. 
The existence of many independent relief committees, all working 
without communication with one another or with the parish autho¬ 
rities, has been productive of the greatest evil. Professional heggara 
have thriven by it, and have received over-measure of the public 
bounty, while the deserving poor have been proportionally neglected. 
To give a notion of the distress with which the metropolis ui afflicted, 
we may quote a statement made by one of the committee, that 10,000 
clerks have been thrown out of employment since May, 1866.. 

A friend of the Bcv. B. Speke, about whose recent disappearance 
there ismuch mystery, makes public the following facts connected with 
the case “ Mr. Speke left Somersetshire on Wednesday, Jan. 8, 
by the train from Chard station (London and South-Western Rail¬ 
way), at eleven o'clock, taking a return ticket, and telling his groom 
to be waiting at the station the following evening. The object of 
his journey to London was to be present at the mamage of his 
most intimate friend the next day. The train was rather late into 
London, and he tock a four-wheeled cab and drove to 79, Eccleston- 
square, the house of his brother-in-law, where ha dismissed the cab, 
and where be remained about ten minutes talking to the footman, 
who had been brought up in his parish. Mr. Speke then went out, 
saying to the servant that be was going to buy a new hat, and after¬ 
wards tn business to Westminster, He went to a hatter's in 
Warwick-street, chose a hat, end toid the hatter to send it to 
Eccleston-square not later than 6.46, as he was going out to dinner 
at seven o'clock. Mr. Speke then left the shop at about 3.30, and all 
trace of him from there ceases. His intention to return to Eccleston- 
square is most dear. He told the servant of his dinner engagement, 
and he bad made in appointment with s> young man whom he had 
apprenticed in London tocali and see him at abont 6.30. In perfect 
health, of an evenly-balanced mind, high religious diaracter, and 
of a singularly cheerful and amiable disposition, he was abont the 
last man that one would have imagined could come to harm, 
physically cr morally ; and being; the only member of his family 
residing with his parents, and knowing how heavily recent bereave¬ 
ments nave pressed npen them, it is incredible that he should not 
have communicated with his family if he. had the power to do bo. 
The hat he was wearing was picked np at about 7.80 p.m., on Jan. 8, 
in Birdcage-walk, by a respectable workman, who took it home, 
inter ding to wear it, and who, some days after, hearing the para¬ 
graph about the missing Mr. Speke read, and seeing the same Home 
in the hst, handed it over to the police.” 


LAW AND POLICE. 


Sir Charles Jasper Belwyn, Q.C., M.P. for the University of 
Cambridge, hse succeeded to the lord justiceship vacated by Sir 
John Holt. The appointment was offered, in the first instance, to 
Sir Ecundell Palmer, fcnt declined. Sir Charles Belwyn was made 
Soiicitor-Qineral in 1867. It ie stated that William Baliol Brett. 
Esq., Q.C., and M.P. for Heleton, haa received the appointment of 
Solicitor-General. 

Ur. Deane, Q.C., has bein appointed Admiralty Advocate in the 
place of Bir Travers Twies, who resigned on being appointed 
Qncen'e Advocate. 

The Judges cn the Midland Circuit (Mr. Justice Bhec and Mr. 
Justice Montague Smith) have fixed the following days for holding 
the assizesWarwick, Wednesday, Feb. 26; Derby, Tuesday, 
March 3; Nottingham, Saturday, March 7; Lincoln, Thursday, 
March 18; York, Tuesday, March 17; and Leeds, Saturday, March 
81 -J—The trial of the Fenian prisoners confined in Warwick gaol 
cannot c< me on at the Old Bailey till the end of March, aa a true 
hill mutt be found at Warwick before their removal from that gaol. 

The trial of “Davey v. Walmaley," in the Court of Exchequer, 
has afforded an amusing proof of the troubles of a sporting prophet 
w inn he finds that his tips and the key are regularly republished, and 
hat, even w hen he sltcis his day of publication, the conyistalters his 
as well. To make the joke better, the latter drags the man whom 
he has “ brained," and styled an “ exuberant pfophet," into court, 
because he turns wroth, and make* comments in somewhat unparlia¬ 
mentary language. There has not been a more impudent action 
since the “ Tat emails ” one. Borne light was thrown on the “ Shilling 
Specs,” or “ Shilling Swindles,” and when the plaintiff was asked 
why he termed them “swindles” in his own paper, he replied that 
he did it in a playful and “ a figurative sense.” Part of the de¬ 
fendant’s evidence was to the effect that turfites have a regular bar¬ 
room saying, “ Let's have a swindle of glasses." The jury found for 
the defendant tolh on the plea of justification, and that of 
“ swindle” being an ordinary term in sporting circles, bnt (at the 
suggestion of tbe Judge) they assessed the damages at one farthing, 
contingently on the Court above ordering a verdict to be entered for 
the plaintiff on one or both of such pleas. 

In the Divorce Court, on Tnesd*y ( Sir J. P. Wilde decided a 
marriage to be illegal because tbe wife, in order to secure secresy, 
was aware of and a party to the proclamation of the banns with the 
name of her intended husband falsely given, the true appellation 
being Johansen De Vere Hill, and the false one simply that of John 
HU). The suit was promoted by the father of the husband. 

A German named Victor, who was committed a few days ago for 
libel npen Baron Blome in having made a chars® against him of 
being ergaged in a conspiracy to assassinate the King of Prussia, 
was tried at the Old Bailey on Thursday week. The evidence com¬ 
pletely established his guilt, and the jury (one half foreigners) 
returned a verdict against him without hesitation. Mr. Justioe 
Willis, who said he entirely concurred in the verdict, postponed 
eentiice till next sessions, in the hope that, in the mean time, the 
prircr.er would Me tbe necessity of making a clean breast and a 
ci n plete retractation of the libel. 


An extraordinary qff»ir occurred in Olerkenwell on Wednesday. 
As Mr. Chatterton was walking near the House of Detention a man 
discharged four barrels of a revolver at him. One of the bullets took 
effect, inflicting a wound of a serious nature. The assassin, named 
Ncedell, an attorney’s clerk, known among his fellows as “mad 
Necdell,” was apprehended on the spot. He appears to have been 
labouring under the hallucination that he was being constantly fol¬ 
lowed by several men, and he states that he fired at Mr. Chatterton 
under the impreeeion that he was one of his tormentors. 

The charge against certain pugUists for an assault on the police 
and attempting to drown an inspector who went on board a steamer 
en route to try and prevent a prize-fight about to come off in Long 
Hiacb. was brought to a cloee at the Thames Police Court on 
Monday. The hearing lasted five hours, and the oourt was densely 
crowded with “ the fancy.” In defence, it was alleged that Inspector 
Taylor had grossly exaggerated the case, and the magistrate appeared 
to think that this was partly true. Two of the leading pugilists 
were fined, the one 20s. and the other 30s. - 

Three men and a woman, suspected of being concerned in the 
murder of Miss Milbonrne, who was found dead in her house in 
Henenge-street, Birmingham, on the 21st nit., wore arrested in 
Birmingham on Tuesday morning. 

On Sunday the Scotch police apprehended, in Carlisle, Robert 
Smith, whitewashes aged twenty, for murder. Oa Saturday even¬ 
ing, near Cummertreca, Dumfriesshire, he robbed a girl, aged ten, 
of 7s. 6d., hung her to a tree, and when she wa3 dead cut her 
body down. Afterwards he entered a cottage at Longford and 
stabbed Mrs. Paterson (who had seen him walking with the girl) so 
fearfully abont tbs neck that her death is expected. 


FENIANISM. 

Tbe examinations before the magistrate in the Clerkenwcll 
explosion case will probably soon be concluded. On Tuesday Mr. 
Giffard announced that he shonld offer no more evidence for the 
Crown, and the case was remanded for a week, simply to ensure the 
attendance of witnesses who are to be bound over for the trial. _ Moat 
of the evidence given on Tuesday concerned the identification of 
Barratt, who, a few horns after the explosion, was seen drinking with 
M'ullany in a public-house. No witness identified O’Neill, and 
Mullauy, the informer, declares that he knows nothing of Alien. 

The committee of the Clerkcnwell Explosion Relief Fund haa 
announced that, having received a sufficient sum for the pu T>oses 
contemplated by their present action, they have suspended their 
appeals to the munificence of the benevolent. The qnesti m of the 
liability of the county to compensate the owners of injured dwellings 
having been referred to the Court of Queen’s Bench, they have deter¬ 
mined to await that issue. If a decision adverse to the sufferers 
should be given they propose again to appeal to the sympathy of 
the country. 

At the Mansion House, yesterday week, William Coffey, other¬ 
wise Michael Gough, seventeen, bookbinder, was charged, on remand, 
with affixing a placard relating to Fenianism to the wall of the 
Mansion House on the previous Friday. It will be recollected that 
the prisoner wsb arrested in the act of posting a placard, as eilly as 
it was violent, on the north-west corner of tne Mansion House by 
City Police-constable Timothy Carroll, and taken to Bow-lane police- 
station, On being searched, among other articles,a diary wai found in 
which passing events had been entered. The prisoner’s description in 
that book of the Manchester executions was very violent and abusive: 
but he calls the Clcrkenwell explosion a “ diabolical outrage.” 
Portraits of Burke, Kelly, and Duffy were hung over the fireplace at 
his lodgings, in Uxhridge-street, Newington, and also the green flag 
of Ireland. The placards on the Mansion House which the prisoner 
posted were of a most violent character, and were addressed to the 
“ Irishmen of London and England.” The prisoner said,—“ I 
sincerely regret my insolent conduct on Friday last, and I hope you 
will deal leniently with me. I have acted very ridiculously and 
foolishly.” The Lord Mayor fined him 40s., with the alternative of 
a month’s imprisonment. The fine was paid by one of the priests of 
St. George’s Cathedral, Southwark, who gave the prisoner a very 
good character. Sir W. Bose said he was sorry that the Lord Mayor 
had not the power to send the prisoner to gaol without the 
option of a fine. The Lord Mayor said he agreed with Sir W. Rose. 

The Irish Court of Queen's Bench, on Thursday week, heard the 
conclusion of the arguments upon the question of removing, by writ 
of certiorari, the trial of the publisher of the Irishman nowspaper for 
seditious libel from the Dublin Commission Court to the Court of 
Queen's Bench, in order that the accused might have the advantage 
of a special jury and the Lord Chief Justice as Judge. The four 
Jndges were equally divided in opinion, and the application, 
therefore, fell through. 

The neighbourhood of Cork continues to be the favourite field for 
Fenian enterprise. Onr latest intelligence from that quarter is, that 
a plot to seize Macrcom Castle, where the militia stores are kept, 
abcut nineteen miles from Cork, has been dis covered and frustrated 
and that two of the supposed conspirators are in custody. By 
way of precaution—as is conjectured—tho Fenians had cut the 
telegraph wires between Macroom and C,rk, and between the 

latter city and various other parts of the country.-A canister 

of powder containing, it is stated, abont 81b., was placed against 
one of the gates of the establishment of Messrs. Keatinge, 
bacon-curers, Cork, on Saturday night, and exploded. Tne 
gate w as shattered, the lock lorn off, the iron bars which hod been 
placed for additional security driven from their places, and some of 
the panels broken in. Fortunately, no person sustained any injury. 
It is supposed that the object was to try the effect of certain quanti¬ 
ties of powder upon strong gates. Several similar canisters have 
been found in other ports of the neighbourhood. 


THE LATE GALE. 


Fbbbpary was UEbered in by storms of wind and rain so violent as 
to cause numerous disasters. Iloofs and chimney stacks were 
blown down, bridges broken, dwellings flooded, shipping driven 
ssbore, and many lives sacrificed. At most points the gale began 
last Friday night and raged for twenty-four houra. It extended to 
Scotland and Ireland. We have no account as yet of any serious 
casualties which may have occurred at sea. 


The Right Hon. W. E. Gladstone attended, on Monday evening, 
an entertainment given by the Hawarden Literary Institute, Flint¬ 
shire, snd gave an addrees on the writings of “Bir Walter Soott.” 

The Emperor of Austria has given orders to theMiniatryof Marine 
at Vienna to make all the necessary preparations for an expedition 
to Eastern Asia, nnder the command of Admiral Tegethoff. 

In the description, last week, of the Cowlinge College School 
near Newmarket, it should have been mentioned that the plans were 
drawn by Mr. John Noyes,of the Drummond Chambers, John-street, 
Adelphi, and passed by the Council of Education, whose seal they 
bear, having been very highly approved. 

The arrangements for the annnal University boat-race on the 
Thames, aa well as for one between Oxford and the American 
Universities, seem to progress fairly. Mr. Alderman Randall has 
presented the O.U.B.C. with a chair manufactured out of the boat in 
which the Dark Blue, row ing with but seven oars, beat the Cambridge 
Subscription-Rooms crew at Henley in 1843. It is about 4 It, 6 in. 
in height, and ornamented with bulrushes carved in the wood. The 
blades of the seven oars are arranged boh nd it, and two silver 

S lates, with Latin inscriptions, are inserted in the back. Of the 
lustrions seven, only one, the late Colonel Brewster, then Brewster 
of Bt. John’s, is dead. Hence Mr. Willan, the president, in aocopting 
the gift, did not fail to remark on the excellent preservation of the 
old oarsmen. The Bishop of Labnan (who rowed bow in 1812) was 
present, and observed that now ho didn’t row, but paddled his own 
canoe among savages.

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THE ILLUSTRATED LONDON NEWS. 

LONDON: SATURDAY, PEBRUSRY 8, 1868. 

On the eve ol the reassembling of the British Parliament, 
and before home politics enter to claim the journalist's best 
attention, it may not be inconvenient to give a rapid glance 
at other nations, and to take note of their condition at the 
time when oor own political combat recommences. It is 
possible that we may sketch that condition in a somewhat 
fairer m&nner than foreign writers usually adopt in regard to 
England. Partly from ignorance, which Continental journalists 
are, for the most part, too indolent to remedy, or else they are 
careless on the subject, knowing the still greater ignorance 
1 1 their readers, we receive judgment which is gene- 

ally as harsh as erroneous. There are exceptions, how¬ 
ever, Sir Philip Francis declared that praise was only 
pardonable when used in otiivm tertii. Of this kind of praise 
the foreign writers, especially those of France, are masters. 
When they want to annoy their own Governments they be¬ 
come very laudatory of England and her institutions. But, 
as a rule, Bngland is described to Continental nations as an 
aristocratic, Philistine, selfish, unrefined, noncosmopolite, and 
ratber superstitions nation, not without good impulses, but so 
haughty, that our very kindnesses smack of coarseness. As 
to the facts of onr politics, there are a few professional writers 
who understand them very well; but tho majority of foreigners 
do not know tbe difference between the Lord Ohanoellor ani 
the Lord Chamberlain. Todo Englishmen justice, they seldom 
try to write upon foreign matters without taking some 
counsel of atlas and gazetteer; the exception on the Continent 
is the other way. 

With this intimation that we are quite aware that what we 
endeavour to do by foreign nations will not be done for 
England, we proceed to note that France is undisturbed and 
undisturbing for the moment, Ten editors of newspapers are 
under sentence of fine, with the alternative of imprisonment, 
for venturing to give a summary of Parliamentary debates, 
but France has learned to take this kind of thing coolly. The 
grand incident of !he time is the huge increase of the army 
and connected with this is tbe new loan, and men point to 
the fact that the latter is not to be entirely raised for a 
long period as a proof that the Emperor has no inten¬ 
tion of breaking the peace. We are happy to believe 
this ; but the proof now adduced docs not strengthen onr con¬ 
victions. The press bill is justly regarded, even by the enemies 
of Imperialism, as an improvement, because, though the 
powers it gives are very great, there is something like a law 
laid down. Tbe Emperor's personal popularity is very great, 
with certain inevitable exceptions ; but the olerical party is 
held to have gained largely and undesirably since the Bomsn 
affair. 

Italy is not fortunate in her present or hopefpi in her 
future. The provincials will not amalgamate, and, conse¬ 
quently, Italy is all provincial. It would almost scorn that a 
lesson against any further attempt at unity were being read 
by events, and that when the French Minister declared that 
Italy could never have Borne he was stating a truth, not 
launching a menace. Bixio's pasjionate rebnkc to the quar¬ 
relsome factions should be printed in the choicest Italian and 
set up in every representative's honse. The tremendous 
debt ia a difficulty, but one which would bo overcome 
if the Italians could produce a statesman, or tolerate him 
when produced. Even La Marmora, who might remember 
bis own professional failure, cannot be still, but mast hurl 
his stone a) others. Prince Humbert's marriage with hit 
beautiful cousin is the topic of the hour ; and it is said that 
tbe King has resolved that his heir shall succeed him long 
before the event which transmits a crown—but this has been 
said before. 

Prussia, with the prouder title that indicates victory and 
consolidation, is making the best of her successes, and appa¬ 
rently working well for unity. It ia instructive to note 
tbe difference between her and Italy, Why can Germans, 
who dislike one another as much as Italian provincials 
can do, and for better reasons, manage to coalesoe 
for business purposes, when the southerns can not or 
will not do ao ? Does Protestantism carry good sense with 
it ? The question may be commended to the notice of the 
philosophic historian, and M. Guizot may be heard with 
advantage thereon. But it would be unfair entirely to forget 
that a very strong Government has sundry facilities for 
makiDg things work well. 

Austria may be likened to a convalescent who i* re¬ 
covering from a severe operation, we might say an ampu- 
tation t and who discovers how very well he can do with¬ 
out the missing portion of his frame. The treatment which 
attends such an operation, moreover, conduces to a healthy 
tone, and this Au.-tria appears to manifest, especially ia 
her conduct to Hungary, The way in which Austria has 
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for ao many years contrived to evade many misfortune* which 
seemed inevitable, and to recoup herself for those which Bhe 
has not been able to avoid, is remarked upon by all historical 
writers, but they fail to assign an adequate reason ; and we 
apprehend that it will be fonnd, not in statesmanship, but in 
a national characteristic. 

Turkey is ever a subject for the sedulous attention of her 
friends and enemies; and the latter are at present rather 
more pleased with events than are the former. The intrigue— 
it might be better to fay the foUy—by which the Sultau was 
deprived for a time of the services of his best adviser, Fuad 
Pacha, caused a disclosure of the debility of those by whom 
the Government is administered ; bnt things are now thought 
to be mending a little; so the Cretan rebellion is again 
forced to the front for the discouragement of the friends of 
the Porto, and new victories are gained by the Christians. 
Servia, with its increase of power, gives mneh uneasiness at 
•Constantinople, and measures of repression are ordered—a 
possible necessity, but a probable error, on whioh Russia will 
have an eye, she having at present no special occupation 
beyond the construction of Borne gigantic railways and the 
disturbing the peace of her neighbours. She will be true to 
her self-imposed mission. 

Europe presents little else that need bo noticed, but we 
must look over the sea, and report that in the United 8tates 
the Chief of the State (" My servant., the President," said Mr, 
'Train) is in resolute antagonism with his Parliament. Of 
the domestic measures before Congress wo Bpeak only when 
•they concern us ; but the question of the inviolability of the 
persons of American citizens in foreign climes, whatever may 
have been their conduct at home, is a question which 
must be settled in accordance with the dictates of 
common sense. It concerns all civilised countries, and 
the American Legislature will not allow itself to be made 
the organ of imported Irishry. The Presidential election will 
i be a very interesting and important one, and the politicians 
whom General Grant’s masterly inaction is terribly hindering 
•call upon him to declare himself a partisan of some kind 
and give a chance for a fight. General Grant has seen a good 
deal of fighting and "concludes" to bide his time, and it will 
be well if these Fabian tactics bring a resnlt without a new 
struggle. As regards England, we believe that the best part 
■ of the American population have as much desire to qnarrel 
with ua as we have to quarrel with them ; and though, for 
political purposes, Fenianism is coquetted with just now 

• (much as persons nearer home have at times played with the 
Irish party), when the game is done Fenianism will be ont in 
the cold. And now for British politics, which set in on 

' Thursday next.

We are authorised to state that the Queen will hold a Court at 
Buckingham Palace oo Tuesday, March 3, to receive the Corpt 
Diplomatique, her Majesty’s Mi outers, and other official personages, 
with the ladits of their respective families, who will receive noti¬ 
fications of her Majesty’s gracious intention through the Lord 
Chamberlain. 

The Queen will hold three Drawingrooms at Buckingham Palace— 
namely, on Thursday. March 12; Wednesday, April 1; and Tuesday, 
May 12, to which ladies will be admitted under the same regulations 
as were formerly in force at St. James’s Palace. It is not expected 
that gentlemen "will present themselves at the Drawingrooms, except 
In attendance upon the ladies of their families. 

The Queen will be present at each Drawingroom as long as her 
Majesty's strength will permit. In the event of the fatigue proving 
too great for the Queen’s health, one of the Princesses will represent 
tier Majesty at the Drawingroom. 

The Prinoe of Wales will, as usual, hold Levies on behalf of the 
Queen daring the season at St, James’s Palace. 

THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OP WALKS, 

The Prince of Wales, attended by Major Teeedsle, proceeded to 
Maibam, on Saturday last, and passed the day Bhooting over Mr. 
Villebois’s manor. Bis Royal Highness returned in the evening to 
Sandringham House. 

On Sunday the Prince and Princess attended Divine servioe at 
Sandringham church. The Rev. W. Lake Onslow, M. A, and the 
Bev. Professor Kingsley officiated. 


On Monday the Prince, attended by Lieutenant-Colonel Keppel, 
left Sandringham House on a visit to the Duke and Duchess of 
Manchester at Kimbolton Castle. His Royal Highness drove to 
Wolferton and travelled thence by the 10.50 ordinary train, via 
King's Lynn snd Ely, to Cambridge, and thenceforward by special 
train, vifi St. Ives, to Huntingdon. The Prince was received at the 
railway station by the Duke of Manchester and the Earl of Sandwich, 
and by the Mayors of Huntingdon and Godmanchestcr, who had the 
honour of being Introduced to his Royal Highness. Mr. R. Young, 
M.P., diiector, and Mr. J. Robertson, general superintendent, of the 
Great Eastern Railway, had charge of the special train. The Prince 
proceeded in an open carriage and four to Hinchinbrook, the seat of 
the Eorl of Sandwich, where a distinguished company were 
assembled. The Earl and Countess of Sandwich entertained the 
Prince at luncheon, and afterwards accompanied his Royal Highness 
to Kimbolton Castle. The Prince was received with the utmost 
enthusiasm by the people assembled along the line of route, and the 
bclla of the churches of Huntingdon and Godmanchester were rung 
during the day. 

On Tuesday the Prince, accompanied by his noble boat, Prinoe 
Edward of Saxe-Weimar, and a distinguished party,hnnted with the 
Oakley hounds. The “meet" took place at Swineakead. There 
was a brilliant “ field," and some capital runs were obtained, one 
fox having given a ran of an hoar and a half. The Duke and 
Duchess of Manchester entertained a large party at dinner, after 
which an amateur theatrical performance was given. 

On Wednesday the Prince hunted with the Fitzwilliam hounds. 
The “meet” took place at Catworth guide-post. The "field" 
numbered nearly 2000 poisons, who, at the proposal of Mr. 
Dom'ngton, of Leighton, gave three cheers each for the Prince, the 
Princess of Wales, and the Duke and Duchess of Manchester. The 
first find was at Catworth Gorse. The fox, after a good run, got to 
earth at Brington. In the evening was held the county ball, the 
chief event in the festive week at Kimbolton Castle, in nonoar o 
the visit of his Royal Highness.

(Saturday).

It baa been determined to erect a memorial church in hononr of 
the late Dr. John Lonsdale, Bishop of Lichfield, in Derby, which 
forms part of the diocese over which he so long presided. 

The Hev. Dr. Miller, Vicar of Greenwich, has issued an address to 
his parishioners, in which he informs them that the Ecelesiastioal 
Commissioners have assigned legal ecclesiastical districts to Christ 
Church, Trinity Church, and St. John's Church respectively. 

A new church at Stamford Bridge, in the parish of Oatton, was 
consecrated, on Tuesday week, by the Archbishop of York. The 
erection of the building is mainly due to the seal of Mr. C. A. 
Dailey, a resident in the neighbourhood; and, for the sum of £1500, 
Mr. G. F. Jones, architect, has produced an Early English fabric 
measuring internally 75 ft. by 22 ft. 

Mr. F. S. Powell, M.P., presided, on Thursday week, at the open¬ 
ing of new schools connected with AU Saints' Church, Little Horton 
Green, Bradford, a beantif ul edifice, which has been erected solely by 
his liberality. The hon. member, in the coarse of a brief speech, 
spoke strongly in favour of secular education being accompanied by 
religions instruction. Mr. M. W. Thompson, M.P., was also present 
and addressed the meeting. 

The Bev. A. Thomas, Incumbent of St. Paul's, Camden-square, 
was lately summoned before the magistrate at Clerkenwell for the 
non-payment to the paving board of St. Pancras of £893, the cost 
of forming a carriage-way and paving the footway by his church. 
The claim was resisted on the ground that the Incumbent was not 
the owner of the edifice, and therefore not liable. Yesterday week 
Mr. Barker gave judgment in favour of the rev. gentleman, and 
dismissed the case. 

The accounts of the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel for 
the year 18G7 are closed, and show a large increase over preceding 
years. The inoome was for general fond, £85,055 ; for appropriated 
funds, £9271 ; and for special fnnds, £20,219; making a total of 
£114,546. The greatest increase has been in special funds, which 
are not administered by the society, bnt transmitted direct to the 
persons named by the donors. Owing to the exhaustion of the India 
appropriated fond, the general fund has had a harden placed up on it 
which at present it cannot bear, and unless fresh subscriptions are 
foi thcoming some of the moet promising missions in our important 
Indian possessions most be abandoned.

OXFORD. 

Mr. Bonamy Price wa: on Thursday elected Professor of 
Political Economy.- - 

The calendar for 1868, published on Monday, shows an increase of 
210 members over that of the previous year, the total of the names 
on the books being 7635. Magdalen College has increased 28. 
Wadham, 24: St. John’s, 20; University, 19; Christ Church, 17; 
Jesus, 16; Worcester, 16; New, 14; Exeter, 12; Balliol, 11; St. 
Edmund’s Hall, If; Charsley's Hall, 7. With the exception of 
Queen’ll and Magdalen Hall, which remain the same, and Br&senoee, 
Lincoln, and St. Mary ’s Hall, which have decreased, the remaining 
colleges and halls have slightly increased. 

In a convocation held on Tuesday afternoon the proposal that a 

S lant be made by the University of £360 for the purchase of 
smariian manuscripts, in accordance with the recommendation of 
the Bodleian curators, was submitted and approved. Theso manu¬ 
scripts were purchased through the British Consul at Damascus of 

the representatives of two deceased Samaritan gentlemen.-The 

proposal to accept an offer made by the Clarendon trustees to apply 
their fund to the erection of a building contiguous to the New 
Museum, for the purpose of providing laboratories and other accom¬ 
modation requisite for the department of experimental philosophy, 

was also approved.-The form of statute abolishing subscription 

to the Thirty-nine Articles and the three articles of the 36th canon 
of 1608. and substituting instead a declaration of assent taken from 
the 86th canon of 1865, and from the Clerical Subscription Act of 
the Asme year, and also proposing that the articles shall no longer 
be read in the presence of the dean or other person presenting to 
the degrees was submitted to the House and approved. 

The Earl of Derby has conferred the principalship of Magdalen 
Hall upon the Bev. Richard Michell, B.D., who has held the vioe- 
principalship under the late Dr. Macbride for nearly twenty years. 
The new Principal was foaually admitted on Wednesday by the 
Vice-Chancellor. 

Mr. Charles C. Prichard has been awarded one of the valuable 
Hulme Exhibitions at Brasenose. 

CAMBRIDGE.

A meeting was held yesterday week at King’s College, nnder the 
presidency of the Bishop of Loqdon, of past and present scholars 
snd other friends of the institution, on the subject of present mg a 
testimonial to Dr. Jelf. The chairman, Dean Stanley, Professor 
Plnmptre, Sir T. Watson, Sir W. Ferguson, and other gentlemen 
paid a tribute of praise to the long servioes of Dr. Jelf, and a general 
committee was formed to receive subscription!. 

A donation of £1000, for the purpose of founding a medical 
scholarship in the University of Edinburgh has been mode by Miss 
Ettlee, of Inverness. 

The question of the supplemental charter granted to the Queen's 
University came before the Master of the Rolls, in Dublin, on Satur¬ 
day, in the form of an information. His Honour granted an inj auc¬ 
tion restraining the Senate from acting upon the charter. 


A AVAL AND MILITARY INTELLIGENCE. 

His Royal Highness the Field Marshal Commanding-in-Ohiof will 
hold a levfie at one o'clock on Wednesday next. 

The Queen in Council, on Thursday week, sanctioned the advance¬ 
ment of Admiral Sir James Gordon, Governor of Greenwich 
Hospital, to the dignity of Admiral of the Fleet. 

The foundation-stone of the new fort about to be erected on St. 
Catherine’s Rock, Tenby, has been laid by Captain Clements, Royal 
Engineers, in the presence of a number of officers and others connected 
with the Pembroke dock garrison. 

A court-martial has been hold at Devonport on James Anderson, 
beloDgingto the Canopus, for endeavouring to seduce John Allen 
from his allegiance. The prisoner was sentenced to five years’ penal 
servitude. 

Mosers. Kirk, building contractors to the War Department in the 
Royal Arernjd, Woolwich, on Saturday began laying the foundations 
cf the seven magazines ordered to be erected on the river bank in 
the Areenal marsh. They are intended for filling and preparing live 
shells and 40-pounder gun cartridges. 

The troop-ship Crocodile, from Queenstown, arrived at Valetts on 
Monday after a passage of eight days, with the 92nd Highlanders 
and other Indian reliefs. She naa on board 1246 of all ranks, nnder 
Colonel Hamilton, and fourteen naval supernumeraries. Daring her 
passage a man named Adams and one child died, and three children 
were born. She was to proceed foe Alexandria the following day. 

Lientenant-General the Hon, Sir James Yorke Scarlett, K.C.B., 
reviewed the infantry brigades at Aldershott, on Wednesday. The 
troops were formed into two brigades. The first, nnder the com¬ 
mand of Brigadier-General Carey, O.B., included the -10th, 43rd, and 
80th Bcgiments; the second, under the command of Brigadier Peyton, 
98th Regiment, consisted of the 5lst, 54th, and 98tli Regiments. The 
cavalry brigade, under the command of Brigadier-General White, 
C.B., and the Horse Artillery and field batteries, under command of 
Colonel Smyth, C.B., were also exercised in field evolutions. 

On Monday morning the rare ceremony of “ dramming ont" a 
soldier was performed at Walmer barracks, the culprit being John 
Quin, late a private of the first battalion 7th Royal Fusiliers, who 
was tried by court-martial, at Dover, on the 3rd ult., for making use 
of treasonable and traitorous language towards her Majesty, and 
also avowing himself a Fenian. The 6th Depot Battalion, having 
assembled on parade, were formed in square and the prisoner placed 
in the centre. The sentence of the Court was then read by Captain 
and Adjutant Godfrey, after which the prisoner's facings, numbers, 
buttons, good-condnet badge, Ac., were cut off by two drummers, 
and his tunic was turned inside ont. The men were then formed in 
two lines facing inwards, and the culprit marched down the centre, 
followed by drummers and pipes! playing " The Rogue’s March" ti 
the barrack gate, when he was handcuffed and at once removed to 
the military prison at Canterbury, to undergo his sentence of two 
years' imprisonment. Previous to being drummed out the priajnec 
was branded on the left breast with the letters “ B. C." 
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FINE ARTS. 

GENERAL EXHIBITION OP WATER-OOLOUR DRAWINGS. 

TThib fourth water-colour exhibition at the Dadley Gallery, Egyptian 
Hall (which has bo quickly succeeded the first Winter Exhibition of 
oil pictures in the same gallery) proves more strikingly than ever 
how extensively and successfully tne art of water-colour painting lfj 
cultivated amongst us. If the collection were composed only of 
works by painters in water colours not entitled to contribute to the 
four annual displays of the limited societies, in Pall-mall, the need 
of this exhibition would be abundantly manifest. But, besidea the 
mass of works by younger aspirants to public favour (the merit of 
which is often by no means to be estimated iu proportion to the 
modest prices affixed to them), there are great numbers of drawings 
of peculiar Interest by artists who have either attained more or less 
eminence in and out of the ranks of the Academy as oil painters, or 
arc favourably known as book illustrators, engravers, scene-painters, 
or in other walks of art. * 

Among the latter there is no more important drawing than that 
by Mr. Yeames, entitled '• Exorcising " (87), a well-conceived illus¬ 
tration of the discipline and working of monastic asceticism. Like 
all this young associate's works it is sober and unaffected in treat¬ 
ment, evincing, however, none the less ability in the drawing, 
colouring, tone, and appropriately grave keeping. The heads are 
characteristic and expressive ; the draperies carefully disposed and 
studied. The scene is a monastic hall, lined with frescoes, wherein 
are assembled a number of Carthusian monks, who. kneel as one 
young erring brother receives a flagellation on his bared back, 
* administered by another brother with a scourge of green withes, 
while the father abbot reads from a book the oomminatory sentence 
or formula of exorcism, and one of the assisting monks bows his 
forehead conscience-smitten to the pavement. Mr. Poyuter exhibits 
an admirable sketch for his great picture, “Israel in Egypt,” which 
we Lately engraved, and also a half-length portrait study of a lady 
in blue arranging azaleas, the figure cunningly relieved against 
shelves of Venetian glass. Here, also, proofs of a thorough artistic 
education and conscientious finish are apparent in every part, par¬ 
ticularly the delicately and naturally-modelled hands, with, how¬ 
ever, a tendency to negative greyness of colour, traceable probably 
to a clars of French painters recognisable by their opaque colouring, 
among whom Mr. Poynter Is known to have studied. Mr. Marks is 
represented with more than his usual power in three distinct phases 
of hie art. From his favourite sixteenth centifty he derives the 
subject of his most elaborate drawing—a decorative deeiga in three 
compartments, representing an old English May-day procession on 
its way to the maypole, with the lord and lady of tide may on their 
car drawn by oxen, attended by the hobby-horse rider, the salvage 
man, and dragon, preceded by minstrels and mortice-dancers, and 
followed by little branch-bearers, archers, and figures personating 
Robin Hood, Friar Tnck, Maid Marian, and so forth. From the 
same period the artist finds still greater scope for congenially 
humorous characterisation in “Important News” (l 18), a 
Justice, owner of a “fair round belly with good capon lined,” 
reading with a fussy air of importance a parchment just 
brought by a lean serving-man, who stands obsequiously cap in hand. 
We may observe, parenthetically, that in his most distinct specialty 
Mr. Marks has a competitor here of considerable pretensions in 
Mr. Marsh, though with a greater tendency to caricature—witness 
“ Dogberry's Cliarge to the Watch ” (205), by the latter. The third 
class of contributions by which Mr. Marks Is represented is land¬ 
scape “bits,” rendered with a gentle, loving reverence for the 
simplest natural scenes, which seems to be in carious contrast to the 
droll, satiric spirit of many of his figure-pictures. Of two vigorous 
female studies by Mr. E. M. Ward that styled “A Votary” (421) 
may be specially noted, on account of a courageous and effective 
application of the pigments sot usual in water colours. Mr. G-. 
Leslie has two of his pretty eighteenth-century young ladies, of 
which " Olive ” (93) is particularly eweet. Mr. Wynfield sends a 
largely and freely handled, but rather vaguely realised, sketch show¬ 
ing the children of Henry VIII, seated in an arbour—the Princess. 
Elizabeth reading with her young brother Edward some Protestant 
book ; while her elder sister, Mary, sits apart engaged over her 
missal. 

So large a proportion of this gathering consists of drawings 
which, if not distinguishable by originality, ambition, deep study, 
or quantity of labour, yet present, in their workmanship, so many 
respectable and nearly equal claims on attention, that we are com¬ 
pelled for the present to limit ourselves to the most cursory survey. 
For the same reason, we would at once say that, as we purpose 
engraving “The Last Lot” (110),by Mr. G. H.Thomas; “South Sea 
Whaling” (445), by Mr. Brierly; “ The Mariner's Children ” (284), by 
Mr. L. Dnncan; and “ Water-carriers in the Alhambra ” (487), by Mr. 
Macquoid, we shall reserve obeervatioDS on these and other note¬ 
worthy works of the same painters for a more favourable opportunity. 
It must suffice, then, to commend to the visitor, among the flgare- 
subjects, Mr. Lnxmore’s “Eavesdropper” (164)—listening behind 
the arras; and his natty Puritan handmaiden “Preparing for 
Guests ” (49), both carefully and well painted aliko in accessories 
and figures, but rather heavy in tone; Mr. Tucker's fishermen 
subjects from the Cornish or Devonshire coast, rendered very 
vividly, and, we must add, with some hardness; Mr. Hay liars 
pretty little lady acting as “ Mamma’s Head Nurse ” (201); Mr. ,1. 
Richardson's “Janet and Wee Annie ” (137), noticeable for open- 
air vivacity, but lese well drawn than former works, and slightly 
discordant in colour; “ A Midsummer Night’s Dream at Hampton 
Court” (863); another of Miss A. Claxton’s ghost-drawings, this 
time representing a young lady fallen asleep and visited in her con¬ 
fused drcamB by Henry VIII. and Cromwell, Charles I. and the 
Lely beauties—the shadowy figures rendered by the old device of 
scumbled body-colour; Mr. Pasquier’s “Eecaped” (25)—a wounded 
cavalier hurried away in a cart by his frienda; Mr. B. Taylor's 
powerfully-painted boy's head, rich in colour and admirably 
modelled, called “Day Dreams;” n female head (481), by Miss 
Starr, the [last Academy gold-medallist; Mbs J. Russell's love-sick, 
forsaken damsel; and drawings by Messrs, Barwell, Nowlan, R. T. 
Waite, and H. King. 

More emphatic mention must be made of the rustic interior with 
a girl and lamb, designated "Mary's Orphanage” (453), by Mr. 
North, so as adequately to express our admiration for tha rare 
colourist faculty therein displayed. The sense of c jlour has, how¬ 
ever, led the artist into a too marked disregard of objective reality 
in the arbitrary and conventional tessellation of hues in the back¬ 
ground. There are also exquisitely artistic passages of refined 
draughtsmanship, brilliant lighting, and imitative trnth In “ The 
Tiampe” (300), by Mr. Pin well—a drawing which, both in meansand 
effects, though deficient in breadth, reminds one ofF. Walker. The 
subject is an acrobat and his family discovered sleeping under a shed 
by a party of mowers going to their work in the silvery light of the 
early morning sun. In ext reme contrast, with these are two draw¬ 
ings by Mr. Lobley, which are as free from the softer allurements of 
art and at the same time as graphic as the prose-poetry of Crabbe. 
One of these (376) depicts a wrinkled old widow, Bitting on a poor's- 
bench in chnroh with her head bowed, ruefully wringing her hands 
in desolate sorrow. The ether is a ragged-school class toeing the 
chalked mark unde: the inspection of their tattered monitor. The 
fault of these drawings Is the too equally strong realisation of all 
and every portion, Besides Mr. Brierly’s very descriptive drawing, 
there is another effective whaling subject by Mr. J. E. Hodgeson. 

Intimation has already been given of some of the canscs which 
produce the extraordinary diversity of the eontents of this 
rigti'ly-mimed general exhibition. As an arena open to the young 
as well as to the old, the hitherto unknown, and it may be un¬ 
appreciated, as well as the popular favourites, we look for and 
we accordingly find material for estimating the newest tendencies 
of our school. But. betides the diversity reconcilable with the many- 
sidedness of healthy national art-growth, we may have, and we hare, 
in fact, here, mnch’that is the mere futile, pernicious excrescence of 
eccentricity. Of course, eccentricity, whether in religion, literature, 
or art, will always find devoted partisans to extol it as genius; but, 
for our part, we look for that rare phenomtnon in the men who 
make head out of the ruck, not in those who simply walkout of the 
course. The artists we have already reviewed distinguish them¬ 
selves more or less by bringing to the illustration of the past or the 
depiction of the present nineteenth-century acquaintance with 


history, scientific means, and knowledge of nature which is the same 
yesterday, to-day, and for ever. A small group of painteni we have 
yet to notice, including Messrs. Solomon, Donaldson, Wooldridge. 
Hsteman, and Stanhope, who adopt a lees natural and rational 
method. For direct, unsophisticated art they Beok to substitute a 
roundabout antiquarianism and those accidents of earlier art so 
dear to the dilettante charlatan. In a false conception of mediaeval 
art they retain the Gothic shell and throw away the kernel; ser¬ 
vilely Imitating the involuntary ehortcomings, they ignore the 
spirit and aims of the primitive painters. The results of this wrong¬ 
headed affectation are curiously apparent in the treatment of clas¬ 
sical themes. Can anything be more absurdly antipathetic to the 
graceful poetry or warm naturalness of the antique myths than Mr. 
Stanhope's scarecrow “ Ariadne in Naxos ” (88), done in a clay-cold 
distemper more frigid than any stage scene viewod by daylight ? 
Or can anything be more ludicrously-grotesque than Mr. Donaldson’s 
"Islands of the Sirens" (268) ? Mr. Solomon’s “Bacchus” (70), 
though superior in painting, has little richness and virtue of colour, 
and the weakly sentimental air of the head is equally inappropriate 
to the wine god. In the “ Heliogabalus ” (259), robed as high priest 
of the sun, and the “Patriarch of the Eastern Church” (108), 
certain means partly obecure the end of art; the technical aim at 
colour and texture in a golden key foiled by silvery grey overrides 
all, and is probably traceable to vague admiration of Venetian 
colouring. Venetian colour, with nil the grime of time, bnt further 
sullied or rapidly dilated to a nauseous degree, has probably prompted 
many of these works—for a single instance, Mr. Bateman’s lady musing 
in a sickly sentimental mood over a daffodil (283). A misty indefi- 
uitecess and pallid colour, as in Mr. Wooldridge’s “ Arcades Ambo " 
(40) and Miss Spartali’s “ Christina ” (219), does duty for poetic sug- 
gcstiveseBS; and a quaint stiffness and rigidity, carefully excluding 
flow and beauty of fine and form, are offered for the sentiment and 
severity of early art. No. 852, by Mr. Donaldson, representing a 
party of the Compagnia della Misericordia hastening with torches, 
in a weird landscape after sundown, on their ghastly errand of bury¬ 
ing the dead, may be partially be exempted from censure on account 
of the strange groteequeneas of conception according with the dismal 
theme. 

Here we must pause, reserving the mass of landscapes, of which 
the staple of the collection consists, till next week. 

EXHIBITION OF THE SOCIETY OF FEMALE ARTISTS. 

We regret to perceive the continued absence of many of our most 
distinguished female artists from this exhibition, which is again held 
in the handsome gallery of the Architectural Association, Conduit- 
street. The objects of this society being quite commendable, and 
the cause and status of female art generally being necessarily much 
influenced by a special exhibition of twelve years’ standing such as 
thir, we eubmit it would be both creditable and judicious for all female 
artists of position to contribute to the attractiveness of the annual 
display. As it is, Mrs. E. M. Ward is almost the only contributor 
hors ligne. None would deny to female artists the proud privilege of 
competing on equal terms with the votaries of art of the other sex ill 
the ordinary exhibitions. Bnt we repeat that the objects of this 
society deserve the aid which only the aaheaicn of our leading female 
artists could give ; and no better means than supporting this society 
Could be found for procuring due recognition of woman's capabilities 
in art. In proportion to their training and advantages, doubtless 
the present show is highly creditable to the body of contributors; 
but It would be both a mistake and an injustice to regard it as fairly 
representative of British female art. 

The two pictures sent by Mis. E. M. Ward (to whom, as setting a 
praiseworthy example, we have already aliuded) evince, as usual, a 
near approach in technical quality and merit to the style of this 
lady’s husband, the eminent Academician, while they are gracefully 
feminine in subject. The one entitled “ Merry Christmas ” (307) 
represent- a large family party gathered around the dining-table at 
the moment when bine flames from the ignited spirit are playing 
about the great Christmas plum-padding, to the irrepressible delight 
of the younger members of the family. The other is a careful and 
brilliant study of a dead pot canaiv laid out on a purple velvet 
cushion, and suggestively styled “In Memoriam” (871). Other 
works in oil which may specially ba commended as Indicating artistic 
education are a small single-figure subject in fourteenth-century 
costume (854) by Miss E. Grierson ; a little picture by Miss Bowers, 
of a boy on his pony “Left Behind ” (373) in the chase, as the title 
tells us, by matnrer and better-mounted hunting folk; a study by 
Miss H. Faed of a oontadins, called “ From Albano " (405); Eastern 
scenes by Mrs. Roberton Blaine ; effective landscapes by Miss 0. F. 
Williams; an excellent fruit piece by Miss Stannard; very broadly 
and vigorously painted studies of fruit and dead an i m al s by Mrs. 
Newcomen ; and two flower and fruit subjects, admirably arttBtic in 
colour and handling, by Mdlle, Pauline de la Forest, a pupil, we 
understand, of Roea Bonheur. 

In tho easier—certainly the handier and cleanlier—medium of 
water colours, merit in much greater quantity and variety will be 
found. Prominent mention and high praise arc due to the lady who, 
under the well-known initials, “ E. V. B.," exhibits her original illus¬ 
trations—so exquisitely fanciful, so delicate, yet effective in execu¬ 
tion—to the “ Story W ithout an End,” which have been reproduced 
in chromoUthography. Pure and gentle feeling, as well as credit¬ 
able painting, distinguish the drawings—chiefly subjects of humble 
girl-life—fcy Miss A. Burgess. By Miss E. Partridge there is a 
charming study of a little Algerian waiting-maid bearing coffee (113). 
We must candidly say that Miss A. Claxton’s ghostly subjects do not 
gain either in execution or meaning by repetition; at least, such is 
cur impression from the example here, entitled “ It would be spoken 
to” (101). In “La Belle Dame Sana Merci ” (31) Miss Lane has 
turned successfully from flower to figure painting. There are, as 
usual, a profusion of landscape, architectural, and still-life drawings. 
In these categories Miss L. Itayner takes a decided lead with her 
“Market Cross, Grantham " (229), a series of interiors from Knollc, 
and other architectural subjects, all of them conspicuous for prac¬ 
tised skill of hand, textural imitation, colour, and effect. The 
'• Vestry of Barcelona Cathedral" (134), by Miss Fitzjames, may 
likewise be specially commended. Among the landscapes most 
deserving notice are Miss J. Deakin’s spirited sketch of a bit of 
rough shingly coast “At Lynemouth ” (96); “ Near Minster, Kent;” 
(61), a bright, effective drawing, by Mrs. Oliver; views in the lake and 
other districts of very considerable ability by Miss 8. S. Warren; the 
“ Lake of Thun,” and other drawings, by Mis3 M. Gastineau ; 
several landscapes by Mrs. Marrable, marked by much force and 



Miss E. Cole; “Twilight on the Fells” 
_ ^empaon; “The ladies’ Bathing Cove, Ilfra¬ 
combe ’’ (213), by Mias JE. White; “ Study of Trees” (169), by Miss 
Thynne; “Frigate Running Out to Sea ” (182), by Miss M. Cornish; 
and a number of contributions by Mdmo. Bodichon, in continuation 
of her graphic though hasty sketches' of Algerian scenery. 
“ Roses ” (114), by Miss C. James; “Flowers from Nature” (160), 
and “ Wild Roses ” (187), by Miss A. E. Manly; flower and fruit 
pieces, by Miss E. Walter ; and vignettes of flowers by Mrs. Withers, 
are only a few of the many meritorions drawings of still-life. 

Yesterday week Mr. G. D. Leslie and Mr. Orchardson, painters, and 
Mr. Thomas Landseer, engraver, were elected Associates of the 
Royal Academy. Apropos of this election, it may be remarked that 
a paragraph which appeared in several of our contemporaries 
professing to give the names of certain architects nominated 
for election was an imposition. There was no architectural 
vacancy; and always there are from fifty to seventy outsiders 
equally “nominated.” Two or three of the same names (one at 
least of which has otherwise attained considerable notoriety of late) 
were recently given in an equally erroneous paragraph about the 
rebuilding of ller Majesty’s Theatre. 


The next meeting of the British Association for the Advancement 
of Science will commence at N orwich on Wednesday, Aug, 19. The 
inaugural address will be delivered by the president of the year, 
Dr. Hooker, of Kew. The Duke of Buccleuch, who was president 
last year at Dundee, will open the proceedings. 


THE MAGAZINES, 

Tub Cornhill is this month rather open to the charge of a want of 
variety, as it contains only six contributions. Mr. Lever’s fiction, 
however, may almost be regarded as itself a succession of separate 
sketches, the scene shifts so rapidly, and the display of the writer's 
power is so pleasantly varied. The chapter entitled “ The Church 
Patrons at Albano” presents every indication of being a sketch 
from life. The picture of reduced gentility “ at Louvaine ” is very 
charming and deeply pathetic. “ My Neighbour Nelly ” is a quiet, 

S aceful, delicate little story, with a touch of humour, such as 
re. Gaskcll might have written. The “Chapters on Talk" arc as 
lively as tlieir predecessors. An essay on “Horace, Barns, and 
Bdranger ” is well written, but commonplace in point of thought. 
Another, “ On Iron Forts and Shields," seems to be written with a 
view of damaging the much-battered Gibraltar shield even more 
irremediably by the pea than it has hitherto beea by Major 
Palliser's shells. The writer has not waited for the last experi¬ 
ments, which place the endurance of the shield in a more favourable 
light. Mr. Arnold, in the continuation of his essay on “Anarchy 
and Authority,” defends the ancient polity which merged the indi¬ 
vidual in the State, against the modern, which regards the State as 
existing for the benefit of the individual. It seems to os tbit the 
former conception grew out of the insecurity of an unsettled state of 
society, when nothing but the strictest, subordination of all its members 
could preserve the State from subjugation or dissolution, Were 
this Btate of things to return, Mr. Arnold’s ideal republic would 
donbtlesa revive along with it, accompanied by all the advantages 
on which he insists. They would be rather too dear at tho price. 

The two contributions to Macmillan most calculated to excite 
curiosity will be most certain to disappoint it. Mr. Tennyson’s 
“ Wages” is a mere scrap of. ten melodious bnt insignificant lines; 
and Dean Stanley lies little more to tell us of Arohbiehop PtriUrot 
than that he once saw him at Moscow. The little that transpires 
besides this fact is merely euggestive of the profound ignorance of 
the most enlightened Russian ecclesiastics of everything relating to 
the English communion. Professor 8eeley, however, has caught fire 
from his subject. His oration on “ Milton’s Political Opinions " in 
a piece of sustained and manly eloquence. His view is that Milton, 
as a political writer, must be regarded as a pamphleteer, whose 
writings performed for his day the office that the political press dis¬ 
charges for outs: He appears to credit him with a conception 
of the State and of the duties of the citizen towards it similar 
to that which Mr. Arnold inculcates iu the Cornhill. “ Tha 
Baron's Stone of Killochan” is a remarkable granite Boulder iu 
Ayrshire. Taking it for a text, Mr. Geikie describes the general 
characteristics of the boulder-strewn valley of the Girvan in the 
most graphic language, and gives a popular sketch of the manner in 
which these detached blocks are supposed to have been transported 
to their present locality through the agency of ice. “ A Colloquy in 
Grey friars ” turns on musical matters, and is highly entertaining ; 
while Fanny Kemble's name will secure readera for her essay on 
Macbeth. A long poem by Mr. George Meredith falls into two 
sections: the didactic, which wc confess our inability to understand, 
and the descriptive, which has all the rich mellow pictnresqueness 
characteristic of Mr, Meredith at his best. 

“ Brownlows," in Blackxcood, is brought to a very satisfactory con¬ 
clusion, “Linda Tressel," the other story, is in many respects little 
elie than a repetition of the author’s previous fiction, “ Nina 
Balatka.” It is, however, fully equal to that charming work in ele¬ 
gance, purity, and pathos, Tho reviewer of Parkes and Merivale’a 
•• Life of Eir Philip Francis ” appears to ua to underrate both the 
biographers and the snbject of the biography. He pronounces no 
opinion on the Junius question. A paper on George II.'b Queen 
Caroline is full of entertainment, but is almost wholly made up from 
Lord Hervey’s memoirs. A writer on Fenianism and Irish discon¬ 
tent is resolved to see only one side of the question. He considers 
it unreasonable for an Irish tenant to complain of being evicted for 
non-payment of rent. But suppose he is fully able to pay his rout, 
and is evicted nevertheless ? It is said that such evictions are now 
rare. We hope so; but they were at one time sufficiently numerous 
to stock the United States with the exiles whose animosity we now 
find so inconvenient, 

Fraser has a more liberal and statosmanlike essay on the same 
subject. The disaffection of the Irish peasant is legitimate, not 
because he is restrained from appropriating his landlord's property, 
but because his landlord has appropriated his soul. It is, we sup- 
pcse, an admitted and notorious fact that the tenant is expected to 
yield himself entirely up to his landlord’s control in every point on 
which the latter chooses to dictate to him; if, for example, he roted 
against his landlord at an election, he would be immediately dis¬ 
possessed of his holding. It ooght to be equally evident that such 
a state of things is founded in the grossest injustice, and, if per¬ 
sisted in, must inevitably bring about a convulsion. This view is very 
ably and pithily propounded in the article before ua. “ University 
Organisation ” refers wholly to the University of Cambridge. It m 
the work of a very sweeping reformer, who wonld abolish tutors, 
triposes, and heads of houses, prune the revenues of fellowships, dis¬ 
courage mathematics, and erect on the rains of all this a profes¬ 
sorial system resembling that of the Scotch and German uni¬ 
versities. The notice of Max Muller's “Chips" is by Miss Cobbe, 
and consequently much more occupied with the mythological than 
with the philological side of his researches. It is full o! interest. 
“ The Great Nebula in Orion ” is an excellent account of the history 
and present condition of this unresolved astronomical problem; and 
“ By the River-side " and “Rambles" are pleasant chapters of light 
reading, welcome as a relief to the solidity of the graver papers. 

The most important paper in the Contemporary Review is that by 
the Dean of Canterbury on the onion of Christendom. It seems to 
have occurred to him that this desirable object will be most likely 
to be attained if a beginning is made at home. This reflection seems 
obvious enough; but many who would admit its justice in the 
abstract would stand aghast at the boldness with whioh the Dean 
follows it oat to its legitimate results. Unusual—nay, unprece¬ 
dented—as are snch honesty and courage in the month of a Church 
dignitary, we arc persuaded that two thirds of the laity are of the 
Dean's way of thinking, and that nothing but a proper organisation 
of the vague mass of enlightened opinion is required to effect all 
the reforms he recommends. Professor Zeller's essay on Plato’s 
social theories is another contribution to the disensrion of tha 
■ancient conception of the State, as distinguished from the modem. 
Mr. Kinnear takes high ground In his defence of Scotch marriages, 
bnt fails to convince us that a system which affords such oppor¬ 
tunities for clandestine unions can be other than mischievous Tha 
Rev. J. Hunt's account of Hobbes is characterised by his usual 
thoroughness; and Mr, Markby's essay on female education is 
valuable as coming from one who lias had ample opportunities of 
observing the Cambridge examinations for girls. 

ProfeeBor Morley’s paper on “ Three Old Yorkshire Poems," in the 
Fortnightly , is peculiarly interesting from its identification of the 
scenery described in “ Beowulf ” witn that of North Yorkshire. Mr. 
Leslie contributes a thoughtful and temperate article on Irish 
questions; and Mr. Giffen, a brief but full and clear account of Russian 
railways, completed, commenced, and designed. “ Tho White Rose " 
is concluded, and the concluding chapters are among the best. 

Every number of Saint Fault is a slight but perceptible improve¬ 
ment upon the last, " Pbineas Finn ” is more interesting than lost 
month, having more of the political detail in which its strength 
mainly consists. Hr. Trollope has not yet succeeded in making us 
care very greatly for the private affairs of his hero or any other of 
his personages; the lovemaking is uninteresting, and seems mainly 
a repetition of equations in his earlier works. The political delinea¬ 
tions, on the other hand, are uncommonly racy and animated; it is 
only to be regretted that they should owe so much of their pungency 
to their undisguised personality. In his portrait of an eminent poli¬ 
tician under the name of Mr. Turnbull, Mr. Trollope appears to us to 
have distinctly transgressed the limits of decorum, while his satire, 
however amusing and to a certain extent just, is still marked by a 
narrowness and ill-nature very nnusual with him. “Paul 
Goselett’s Confessions” is a highly amusing story, with a denote¬ 
ment which will take the most experienced reader of fiction by 
surprise. “ Havering ntte Bower ” is a pretty, but not very vigorous, 
poem, founded on a legend of Edward the Confessor. The query, 
“ Whom shall we make Leader of the New House of Commons," 
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resolves itself into an appeal to the Liberal party not to throw away 
their numerical superiority by their disunion and impatience of 
discipline. It reads like the effusion of an expectant placeman. A. 
writer on the Irish Church balanoes the pros and cons of disendnw- 
tr.cnt with singular impartiality; but, as is commonly the case, omits 
one consideration of the highest importance, the effect of snoh a 
measure on the temporal interests of the poor. Thess would un¬ 
questionably suffer, as the Protestant Incumbent is usually the 
kindest man in his parish, and one of the largest employers of 
unskilled labour. This aspect of the ease merits more attention than 
it has received. It is preposterous enough, and truly Irish, that the 
same people should denounce absentee landlords as the curse of the 
country, and at the same time, insist on abolishing the only class of 
landlords who can be compelled to reside in it. 

The Argosy sails on pleasantly. Mrs. Wood’s fiction isafair specimen 
of her etyle. “Losing Lena” deserves high praise as an effective, 
,'ct perfectly simple and unpretending story; and the same is true 
n a lees degree of “A River-Side Story” and “Kate Foley’s 
Remains.” 

Belgravia depends chiefly on its novels. “ Dead-Sea Fruit ” main¬ 
tains its finish, its hard metallic brilliancy, and its monotony. The 
leading idea of “ Diana Gay ” is really good, and promises to be 
well wrought out. “ Living on Paper ” and “Nitro-Glycerine ” are 
examples of ready tact in laying hold of and dealing with topics of 
passing interest. Mias Braddon's verses, ’‘After the Battle,” remind 
us of the volume of poems she published some years ago, long before 
her name was so widely known as at present, but which contained 
some of the best things she ever wrote. 

The Broadway is chiefly remarkable this month for the contribu¬ 
tions of Mr. F. T. Pslgrave and Mr. W. M. Rossetti. The former 
gentleman goes the ronnd of the London statues, finding, of course, 
very little to commend in them. The latter prints a long poem, in 
blank verse, written twenty years since. It is an attempt to apply 
pre-Raphaelite principles of art to poetry, aiming at the most pri¬ 
mitive homeliness of style and the moat uncompromising realism of 
description. The effect is strange, uncouth, certainly not pleasing: 
but the piece is full of rugged power. It is the work of a man of 
genius, hardly of the poetical sort. 

The Dublin University Magazine contains nothing remarkable; but 
the Victoria is better than usual. M. Goldschmidt is, we suppose, 
the Danish novelist of that name; and hia Roman storie3 possess 
much of the pure and graceful fancy of his countryman, Andersen. 
“ Occult Personal Influence” is an essay on a very curious subject— 
the inexplicable fascination which many, particularly orators, seem 
able to exercise at will, and which is often quite out of proportion 
to their weight of character or force of talent. 

The con tents of the Gentleman’s Magazine are varied and interest¬ 
ing. “ MdUe. Mathilde” is a fair specimen of Mr. Kingsley's slap¬ 
dash style. Irish ecclesiastical ant iquities, the flagon of the Cornish 
family of Bouithon, and that recently-extinguished nuisance 
Middie-row, in Holborn, form the subjects of papers more in keep¬ 
ing with the established character of the periodical. The diction 
of Mr. Farrar's lecture on English poe try is very eloquent, but the 
criticism very narrow. The intensity of his appreciation of Milton 
and Wordsworth seems to disable him from recognising any less 
austere manifestation of poetical genius. 

“ Shepherd Life in Buenos Ayies," “ Notes from an Old Maid's 
Diary," and “ Scarlet Recollections,” in the St. James's Magazine, 
are all amusing papers. “A Fatal Law” is a long narrative poem 
in the style of Keats, interesting as a story, and displaying no in¬ 
considerable command of metre and of style. The London contains 
nothing remarkable, but is in general pleasant reading. Both this 
magazine and the St. James’s are published by the same firm, and 
the same poem, “Gone,” has by some mistake (onnd its way into 
both. 

Once a Week and Good Words continue to make extraordinary 
efforts for popularity—an cud pretty certain to be attained by 
Mr. Reade’s story in the former, and Sirs. Craik's, Mr. GUIs tone's, 
and Mr. Macdonald's contributions to the latter periodical. We 
have no such special features to report in London Society, Chambers's 
Journal, the Monthly Packet, Casssell's Magazine, aud the Leisure 
How—nil of which periodicals, however, are fully up to their usual 
very satisfactory standard. The name of the Rev. J, G. Wood is a 
sufficient guarantee for the entertaining character and scientific 
accuracy of his Bible Animals, a natural nistory of Soripturo, now 
publishing in monthly parts, by Longman and Oo. Tire work is 
beautifully illustrated, and we cannot doubt that it will attain a 
wide popularity. The Student (Groombridge) is designed as a con¬ 
tinuation of the Intellectual Observer, and appears equally entitled 
to the support of scientific readers. The Mask, a new candidate for 
pnblic favour, may be best described as a satirical magazine. It has 
much good-natured fun; among the rest, a clever parody of “No 
Thoroughfare." _ 

THE FARM. 

Thh recent floods have made most" remarkable havoc in some 
parts of England. In one distriot of Yorkshire, where the river has 
only twice within living memory risen so high, a farmer lost five 
score of ewe hoggs, and rescued hia flock of ewes with the greatest 
difficulty when they could hardly keep their heads on the top of the 
hedge any longer. They were so exhausted when they were got out 
that they bai to be taken away in wheelbarrows, and fed with warm 
milk. Another farmer just got his Bheep off the turnips before 
about 200 loads of the latter went swimming down the river. Eight 
sheep were put in a cow-house on higher ground, and wore drowned 
in spite of it; and a fanner, who succeeded In saving a lot of ten in 
a hovel, was so hemmed in by the waters that it was. with the 
greatest difficulty that a man on horseback could reach him with a 
supply of nun and dry clothes. “ Dost 'er think,” said this modern 
Robinson Crusoe, “ I'se bain to gan away and see my sheen left? I'd 
be varra sorry; hut I 11 see end on'em, if I be drowned,’‘and no persua¬ 
sion could get him home till all was safe And the river had begun to 
return within bounds. One brave young fellow went into a field 
nine times nearly up to his chin, aud saved ten tap hoggs for 
a neighbour. A blood yearling in a paddock hovel was very 
nearly loot, and it was all two men could do to gat it out alive. It 
belonged to a sporting landlord, and the tenant, true to his Yorkshire 
tastes, seemed more anxious about ite safety than that of his own 
Bheep. These scenes took place up the river, and still more disas¬ 
trous ones were enacted below. \ \ 

The curious mistake as to part of the eland having been 
served np and eaten, with due criticism, at the committee-dinner 
of the Farmers’ Club has been explained bv the manager of 
the Salisbury Hotel, at which, and at Ridler’s, fanners “ most do con¬ 
gregate," Mr. Bannister, who had purchased the Indian-shorthorn 
cross in the extra-stock clauses at the Smithfield Club, sent to ask 
the manager of the Salisbury if he would “take a joint from the 
Highland buffalo.” Here was a slight misdescription to begin with, 
aud the messenger lost an H on the road, and pronounoed It, on his 
arrival in Saliabury-sqtrare, “ ’/ghiand buffalo," which was thought 
to mean “Aland buffalo/’ ora' playful term of Mr, Bannister’s for 
“eland.” It is now announced by the compiler of the gastronomic 
criticisms in question “ that the rat male eland, fed on roots, com, 
hay, and linseed, cake,” has cot been killed, in conformity with the 
rules laid down by the Privy Council, and that it figures in a wild- 
beast eliow near Ratcliffe-highway. So much for this “beef re¬ 
generator” from Shropshire 1 

The Bath and West of England Society’s council held a very 
satisfactory meeting recently at Taunton. The Bociety has con¬ 
tinued its shows without, any cessation, and it is now £2000 better off 
than it was after the Exeter meeting. The Southern Counties 
Association has mode overtures for amalgamation, and the two 
committees will confer, but notliing seems likely to come of it. 

At tbc monthly meeting of the Royal Agricultirral Gounoil, on 
Wednesday, Mr. Edmonds, from the Cotswold district, was elected 
a member of council in the room of Mr. Laurence, who his resigned. 
Mr. John Hudson, of Castle Acre, has also given notice of his retire¬ 
ment, The motion of Mr. Tore to extend the shew days at Leicester 
from five to six was withdrawn. Earl Bridport was re-eleoted chair¬ 
man of the finance committee, which was enabled to report that the 
arrears due to the society had been lessened by about £1000 in the 
quarter ending Dec. 31. The “last appeal” would, therefore, seem 
to have had a decidedly good effect. 


About two deten of the leading implement-makers met in caucu*, 
on Monday, at the Salisbury, and had a long interview with the 
implement committee of the society on Tuesday afternoon. Tae re¬ 
solutions of their previous meeting were eleven in number, and their 
pith as follows -.—1. Fewer implements to be tried at the shows 
bo as to ensure more thorough testing, farther subdivision into 
classes, longer interval between trial of classes, and withdrawal of 
certain machines for a time from the prize list. 2. Money prizei in- 
adeqnate and less acceptable to exhibitors than first, second, aud 
third class medals ; steam-plongh, or other new want in agriculture, 
to receive a substantial money reward. 3. Desirability of placing 
implement yard under the direction of a paid secretary (skilled in 
mechanics) subject to the general director of the yard. 4. Adoption 
of jury system ; jury to be composed of mechanical engineers and prac¬ 
tical farmers. 5. Adoption of points of excellence by judges, and value 
allotted to each point to be expressed by numerals in the judges’ 
report. 6. Prize-list to be published at least a year before the trials. 
7. Trials to be of longer duration, and conducted as far as possible 
so as to test machines for ordinary practice of farming, and to be 
concluded one clear day before the show opens. 8. Short report of 
trials by paid secretary to be affixed to catalogue on first day of show. 
9. Trial of tillage implements at Leicester to commence one clear 
week before show. 10. Limited space, said to be prepared at 
Leicester, not sufficient for anything bat preliminary tn d of steam 
ploughs, and more thorough trials to be delayed till after harvest. 
11. More implement makers to have seats in the council. At the 
end of a long interview, Mr, Shuttlewortb, the chairman of the 
deputation, expressed their sense of the courteous reception they 
had met with from the committee, which will hold a special 
meeting on the first Tuesday in March and draw up their report 
for the council next day. American and French precedents were 
adduced in favour of juries, but it was allowed that the American 
system was too elaborate. The practical difficulty of allotting sepa¬ 
rate values to points was also much discussed, as well as the short 
report. The array of implements at Bury was splendid, and the 
remembrance of it and the somewhat inadequate triala will no 
doubt do much in determining the council to deal largely with 
this much-vexed question. 

Manchester, which bad its bucolic “fire edge” rather taken off 
it last year by the centenary of its county society, seems to be 
making no move aa yet for 18B9. It will, however, be strange if it 
lets Liverpool, which was preferred before it In 1341, have the meet¬ 
ing again without a sharp struggle. Lancaster and “ Proud Preston 
Peg " are spoken of as likely to enter the lists. 

There was nothing very remarkable at the Smithfield Club 
council meeting boyond the good-humoured scene when the noble 
chairman (whohad pondered in vain over the dead weights of the 
three beasts) was told by one of the judges “ the reason why " his 
heifer was only third in kor class at the show. It sc-ema that 
the £1000 which the clnb laid ont last year in widening the gal¬ 
leries at the Agricultural Hall for the reception of implement stalls 
produced about £300 in rents. The facetious dealer in tops had his 
money returned. . __ 

The Town Council of Edinburgh decided, last week, by a large 
majority, and after a long discussion, not to take the initiative in 
prosecuting far what is called in Scotland desecration of the Sabbath. 

Sunday being the festival of the Purification, the Pope assisted 
at high mass at St. Peter’s, in presence of the members of the Sacred 
College and the high dignitaries of the Church. The members of 
the diplomatic body were present. 

In a case heard at the Assize Courts. Manchester, on Monday, it 
was shown that the estate of a deceased gentleman, who had died 
intestate, wss insolvent, and the question before the Court was as to 
the propriety of claim of the widow and creditors respectively. The 
Judge decided that the widow was entitled to dower out of the 
balance, in priority over ordinary creditors. 

The Duke of Newcastle, whilst out shooting last Saturday with a 
party of friends, at Clumber, Notts., narrowly escaped fatal 
injury. While shooting under cover the Rev. Fiennes Clinton dis¬ 
charged bis gun, from which some shot penetrated the Duke of 
Newcastle’s left car and injured bis face on that side. Medical aid 
was soon procured and the shot were removed. His Grace has not 
sustained injury of a vital nature. 

A deputation of hackney-carriage proprietors waited, on Monday, 
on the Chancellor of the Exchequer to ask that the duties paid on 
cabs might be reduced, and the license be made annual and payable 
in August, at which time the trade is comparatively idle, and very 
little less would accrue to the proprietor in getting his cabs passed. 
The great unfairness of the tax on cabs, os compared with that on 
omnibuses, was pointed ont. The Chanoellor of the Exchequer said 
that be was opposed to all duties on locomotion, but that, considering 
the present state of the revenue, he could not pledge himself to the 
reduction of the duty. The Government would, however, give the 
subject its best consideration. 


MONETARY AND COMMERCIAL TRANSACTIONS. 

(From our dtp Correspondent.) 

NOTWITHSTANDING that the advices from the manufacturing district) this 
week oro rather more favourable, there has been only a limited demand for 
accommodation, zither at the Bank of England or In Lombard-stroet. The 
rales of discount have, therefore, ruled very low, and the utmost difficulty 
has been experienced by bankers in placing their large surplus means at any 
price. In the open market the best commercial paper has besn freely taken 
aa follows: -Thirty t* sixty days, lit; three months, 11 f ; and four to six 
months, J to 2 J per cent. 

Ample tuppues of bullion have been reported from various quarters; but 
nearly the whole of them have been purchased for the Continont, chiefly to 
pay for foreign grain. la addition to the quantity of gold taken by shippers, 
over £600,000 has been withdrawn from the Bank of England. It will be 
perceived, therefore, that tho demand, so far from diminishing, ia on the 
Increase. We have yet very large payments to make for food, and It is pro¬ 
bable that wc shall see a gradual decline la the stock of gold in tho Bank of 
England for several weeks. One cause attributed to the present large 
demand for gold, is the increase of dividend-paying securities received from 
Paris. To some extent this may by correct; but we believe that oora will 
require more gold than foreign securities, however good they may be. 

flevcral fluctuations have taken place in the value of Home Securities. 
They have, however, had very little influence upon the market as a whole.

Th* statue of William III. in one—aboye the average in 
merit—of a Beriee of statues, the fortunes of which, as 
illustrating official incompetency and the need of a 
properly qualified Minister of Fine Art, are now made 
unpleasantly manifest. Mistakes, meanners or waste, 
heartburning jealousies, and errors aliko of construction 
and decoration, have turned up during the whole 
progress of the art-works of the Westminster Palace, 
lany of our readers are aware that Sir Charles Barry

such dimensions being calculated to preserve to the 
spectator the real size of the gallery, not reducing 
it and obtruding oppressively as do the colossi of St. 
Stephen’s Hall: and we need hardly say that the 
niches were designed in harmonious relation both to the 
statoes and the architectural - members and Bpaeea of 
the hall; for, whatever his merits or demerits, few 
modern architects had a finer sense of proportion than 
Sir Charles Barry — when left to himself. However, 
monstrous as it mnst seem, by some influence the archi¬ 
tect’s scale was set aside and the statues commissioned of 
several sculptors were ordered to be eight feet high and 
to be executed at the prioe which had, we believe, been 
estimated for the smaller works. The consequence was 
that the statues would, of course, not fit the niches, and 
some of the costly carvings bad to be destroyed and 
larger canopies and pedestals substituted. But before 
these sagacious alterations had proceeded far, it becamo 
glaringly apparent how destructive to the proportions of 
the gallery was the magnified scale of these adjuncts; 
how the statues dwarfed even the heroic-sized figures of 
Mr. Maclise’s great pictures. Remonstrances from Mr. 
Edward Barry and others were nevertheless unavailing 
till the advent of a new Chief Commissioner. It has 
now been suggested by Mr. E. Barry that these misfit 
statues might be utilised to decorate Westminster Hall. 
Mr. Foley long ago recommended the admission of sculp¬ 
tures into the old hall. Accordingly five of them (either 
as painted models or the finished marble works) are 
experimentally set up on temporary pedestals beneath 
so many of the principal timbers of the roof; tho 
remainder to occupy corresponding positions on tho 
steps as well as below, and the series from William the 
Conqueror to terminate with a Btatue of the Queen, the 
site for which is to be the centre of the wall under the 

g reat window of 8t. Stephen’s Poroh, at the top of the 
ight of steps leading from Westminster Hall. The 
present statues are merely placed consecutively as regards 
i he spaces, to admit of forminga judgment as to the effect 
of the whole, not in the order in which they would per¬ 
manently appear. It is further proposed to insert in the 
intervals along the dado of the walls bas-reliefs in panels, 
each representing a principal event in the reign of the 
monarch whose statue occupies the adjoining pedestal. 
For onr part, had any method of mural painting proved 
perfectly trustworthy in this climate, and had onr painters 
evinced greater aptitude for monnmental decoration, we 
Bhould have greatly preferred to see the cold and grim 
aspect of tho noble interior relieved and enlivened by 
pictures in theso spaces. The statues already erected are 
James L and Charles L, by Mr. Thornycroft (which 
wo engraved when in the last Academy Exhibition); 
William III., by Mr. Woolnor, of which we 
now give an Illustration j and George IV. and 
William IT., by Mr. Theed. A statue of Charles II., by 
Mr. Weokes, wul, we understand, be added shortly; and 
two others are approaching completion. To onr mind 
the size of the statues, in their new situation, is but 
slightly if at all objectionable. They do not compete— 
nor, indeed, can it be said that they distinctly combine— 
with any element of the architecture; in short, there are 
few interiors in England where colossal statuary would 
be less injurious. Whether sculptures more consonant 
even than statues of onr line of Sovereigns with the 
national and historic associations of the hall of Rufus 
might not have been chosen is, however, we think, open 
to question. Memorials of “ the .finest gentleman of

raise his voice for a statue of Cromwell? As re¬ 
gards the special merits of the statue more imme¬ 
diately under notice, we rejoice to observe a simplicity, 
breadth, and dignity of treatment we have seldom 



found in the sculptor’s previous works. TJhe artist 
has at length, or at least in this instance, discarded 
that nltra-Iiteralness and surface elaboration which have 
been so absurdly lauded by partisan and amateur ad¬ 
mirers. The statue has gained proportionately in monu¬ 
mental character, without degenerating into the gross 
exaggeration—extreme even for architectural ornaments— 
of the Moses and other figures lately placed on the Man¬ 
chester Assize Courts. The likeness of King William 
appears to be good, though, from Mr. Woolner, we should 
have expected to see the feebleness of the Dutchman's 
physique indicated. The attitude is unaffected : one hand

A CATAMARAN-RACE AT MADBA8. 

Thb “catamarans,” as they are called, that name 
signifying “ tied trees,” which are used to assist the boats 
landing passengere and goods through the formidable 
surf in the harbour of Madras, are more like rafts than 
boats. A catamaran, indeed, consists merely of three 
solid logs of wood, 20 ft. or 25 ft. long, lashed together 
with a cross piece, about 8 ft. long, and fitted with a 
small sail. It is paddled, with great dexterity, by two 
men, and accompanies the Massulah boats, rendering 
them indispensable aid in croseing the tremendous surf 
waves, which are Beldom less than 8 ft. high in the calm 
season, and 6 ft. or more in squally weather. At night, 
the owners of the catamaran, having drawn it on shore, 
take it to pieces, which they carry to their hnts, and in the 
morning tie them together, aDd launch thecatamaran again. 
A curious scene was displayed on Dec. 21, by a catamaran- 
race—quite a novel sort of entertainment—which took 
place on the river Coom.in front of Fort St. George, in 
the midst of the city. We arc indebted to Lieutenant 
Allan Kennedy, 21st (Royal North British) Fusiliers, aide- 
de-camp, for the sketch we have engraved. The banks 
of the river, on both sides, were crowded with spectators, 
amongst whom were many ladies and gentlemen, in car¬ 
riages or on horseback, and a great multitude of natives. 
It was between five and six o’clock in the afternoon. 
The course was from the Wallajah Bridge to the Govern¬ 
ment House Bridge, about a mile and a half. Twenty- 
six catamarans mustered, each allowing its colours In 
front. The signal was given by firing a pistol, when they 
all started, but presently ran foul of each other, and got 
into confusion. The men began jabbering, and fighting 
with their paddles, and trying to push each other into 
the water; but, after a while, desisted from this be¬ 
haviour and finished tho race. The winner arrived first 
by several lengths; the Becond and third, which had 
stopped to fight, came in almost together, and the rest in 
amass. Five prizes were awarded.

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“NOTHING IN THE PAPERS.” 

When one reads of casualties of old days there is usually a suspicion 
of exaggeration. Out forefathers were as fond of a big word as if 
they had been in the habit of preparing newspaper posting-billa; 
but, on the other hand, the purveyors of news were few, and it is 
most likely that when any great devastation, for instance, occurred 
but a small portion of its work was recorded. It was not then 
everybody’s business to furnish the papers with accounts of interest¬ 
ing Incidents. A couple of the columns of Monday’s journals, in 
which the effects of the preceding Friday and Saturday's gales are 
given, offer more incidents than are recorded of any tempest except 
the Great Storm, which has been commemorated by Defoe. One’s 
remembrance was naturally sent back to his narrative by the terrible 
weather at the end of the week; and, whatever terrifying sensations 
may have been experienced then, we may be thankful that nothing 
occurred to demand a solemn historical aeconnt like that of un¬ 
abashed Defoe. The storm which he describes broke out on Friday, 
Nov. 2G, 1708. On the morning of the preceding day there had been 
a little rain, high winds, and some lightning. On the Friday the 
wind was S.8. W., and high all day, and so continued till midnight, 
when the storm burst in all its fury, and so raged till morning. Then 
it abated, but increased again on Saturday, and, after another pause, 
raged until Wednesday. Defoe calls it “ the greatest and the longest 
storm that ever the world saw." This may or may not be; but 
trustworthy recorders say that the loss sustained in London only 
was £2,000,000; that the number of persons drowned in the floods 
and in ships that were blown from their anchors was 8000; that twelve 
men-of-war with all on board were loet within sight of the coast, 
and that 17,000 trees were destroyed in Kent alone. TheEddyetone 
lighthouse went, with its inventor, Winstanley, who had declared 
that such was nis belief in its strength that he wished nothing 
better than to be in it daring the wildcat storm that could blow. He 
had his wish, and when the fatal rock conld be visited nothing of 
man’s work but a single iron clamp was to be seen. The Bishop 
of Bath and Wells, “ in the relicks of an old decayed castle (hfe 
palace) perceived the fall before it came, and accordingly jumped 
out of bed and made towards the door, where he was found killed; 
his lady, perceiving it, wrapped all the bedclothes about her, and in 
that manner was found smothered in bed. Later in the year 
there were earthquakes, and notably one was said to have 
been felt at Boston ; but the minister, the Reverend Robert 
Banka, says modestly that he perceived it not himself (being 
then walking to visit a sick parishioner I) Yet it was so sensibly 
felt by many hundreds that he will not doubt the truth of it. He 
adds that at Alesby, in Lincolnshire, wheie it was also noticed, 
some morris*dancers bad arrived, bnt, feeling the earthquake, con¬ 
cluded that Providence “ was angry with them for playing the fool, 
and so they went home in a great fright.” Mr. Banks does not 
remark upon the modesty of the fellows who believed an earthquake 
to have been sent as a hint to monntebanks. Defoe's narrative is 
studded with qnaintnessee of the kind, and would furnish a readable 
selection of storm-incidents which might just now have special 
interest. _ 

It is satisfactory to read that the various associations for relieving 
distress at the east end of London have, with an exception, united 
nnder an executive committee, and that henceforth there will 
be order in the place of charitable chaos. The way in 
which relief was being afforded was of the very worst. 
Professional mendicants have crowded into the district, and 
sturdy vagrants have elbowed the weak and helpless and the 
women and children, and grasped the alms which were intended for 
those who deserved aid. The guardians and the police will co¬ 
operate with the committee, and a large number of the abuses will 
be abated: though, no doubt, very much money will yet be 
bestowed where there is small right to it. Could not something be 
done to clear the parishes of those who have immigrated for the 
sake of sharing the funds designed for the East-End only. Vast 
trouble and expense is incurred to pass a single pauper from parish 
to parish, and the process on a large scale would be an economical 
one ; besides that, we ought to look to the future, and, if possible, 
prevent the permanent establishment of a colony of beggars. One 
association holds out, nominally because its members think that the 
hungry are just the persons to welcome theological teaching ; but 
really from a natural, and in the present case an undeecribable, dislike 
of being in a great measure superseded in districts in which they 
were the first to get to work. But small feeling of this kind ahould be 
eubdned when a large object is in view; and one is not withont 
hope that the benevolent persons in question will reconsider the 
matter and come into the alliance against distress, 

If there were nothing in the papers but the advertisements for 
the discovery of the Rev. B. Speke, the clergyman who came to 
London to be best man at a wedding, and who mysteriously dis¬ 
appeared, those announcements should oe enough to set ns all think¬ 
ing, and to make ns abstain from too much boast about our civilisation. 
It is really a grave matter that a man can be thus “ spirited awaj " 
from the midst of us, and that all the skill of our officials cannot 
obtain the slightest clue to the mode of his disappearance. The hat, 
found in Birdcage-walk, tells nothing except that violence may have 
been used. Mr. Speke's character, as described by those who know 
him, would seem to negative the injurious surmises which occur to 
the cynical when a country gentleman is missed in London. No 
such mystery has troubled London since the discovery of the body 
on Waterloo Bridge; and nnless a singular but circumstantial stray be 
falue, that dark secret is understood in “the inner circle” is Paris. 
The large reward offered in Mr. Speke’s case will, we hope, induce a 
witness to come forward; but, if that case be as is feared, such a 
witness’s life would not be safe, and it shonld be made known that 
he will be taken into the care of the authorities, and afterwards 
aided to secret emigration. No means must be left untried for the 
stamping out of Thuggism. Of course, there is a theory which 
puts all the above beside the mark ; hot one can reason only from 
evidence, which is as yet against the theory is question. 

Mr. Potter denies that he has any present intention of honouring 
Marylcbone by becoming its representative; but the mere statement 
that his doing so was in contemplation is a curious sign of the times. 
In Marylebone, above all the districts of the kingdom, wealth, rank, 
and intellect arc collected; and there is possibility that this brilliant 
constituency may be represented by a person against whom I have 
nothing to say, but he is an artisan, jnstly proud of belonging to the 
artisan class, and. to judge by his writing, educated only up to the 
point of being able to indite tolerable English, defaced by the long 
words which that class admire. Moreover, Mr. Potter, or somebody 
of the same type, will probably come in,, if he decides upon trying 
his chance. We shall sett .tome curious accidents when the new 
Reform Act comes into play; and at present it would seem, from the 
statistics of those who rejoice in the changes, that at the Uuiversties 
only is there an absolute certainty of the election of candi¬ 
dates of education. Yet we must all have great faith in 
one another. Nobody is frightened; nobody is converting his goods 
into money and emigrating. Are we all stupidly unaware of our 
own interests, as the great orator who has been mentioned declares 
the middle class to be ; or is our composure the result of a calm con¬ 
fidence in the good sense and honesty of the “ majority” ? It might 
be as well to knew how this is. 

The -Veic Fori Tribune, (Mr. Horace Greeley’s paper), speaking of 
the G. F. Train affair, says, “ As wc anticipated, the whole business 
turns ont to be an advertisement. Mr. Train has been released, as 
everybody supposed that he would be, as soon as the British Govern¬ 
ment discovered what sort of a person he was. England is not going 
to interfere wantonly with American citizens who respect her laws. 
Of course not; but I dare say that Mr. Train would have been par¬ 
ticularly disappointed if he had not been arrested. He certainly did 
all in his power to induce the authoritiee to lay hold of him. Doubt¬ 
less he was like Mr. Winkle, in “Pickwick,” who, when the fight 
took place, made much parade of tucking up his wristbands and 
declaring that he was going to begin, so that the police at once 
nabbed him. We have no advertisement duty now, or it might be a 
question whether Mr, Train ought not to pay Mr. Disraeli a handsome 
sum. 


MEMBERS OUT OF PARLIAMENT. 

As the last hours of their vocational probation draw nigh, members 
thicken in regard to out-of-door deliverances. In “single spies 
and in battalia ” they have been to be found all over the country. 
In Manchester, in Edinburgh, there have been quite gatherings of 
M.P.s. Mr. Bright has been pronouncing his last extra-Parlia- 
mentary utterances for the season; and even Mr. Doulton, though 
he admits that his past experience places him on the other Bide of 
indifference to personal appearance before the electors of Lambeth, 
sets forth an address which ia a comprehensive advertisement of his 
feelings and hopes for the future, as well ob a resume of politics 
with special reference to his own action therein. 

Having, therefore, a wealth of choice, one picks ont for first con¬ 
sideration, coming, as they do, backwards m order of time, the 
members for Brighton. Not that there is much that is new to be 
said about them, or that what they uttered on this particular occa¬ 
sion was especially striking. Bnt, as they both, in a certain sense, 
are Parliamentary pictnree framed, as it were, in the front Opposi¬ 
tion bench below the gangway, one is, in a manner, bound to make 
one's compliments to them. Perhaps the point on which Mr. 
Fawcett was most forcible, even if not pathetic, was a result, as he 
conoeives, even of that Democratic Reform Bill which was to dash 
aside the venal middle-clase elector and erect in hie place 
the pure, virtuous, high-sonled working man. For Mr. Fawcett 
laments at Brighton now, as he did in the House last Ses¬ 
sion, that the extension of the suffrage is coincident with 
expansion of election expenses. How is this? Is the virgin 
elector of next year one—we will not venture even to hint at the 
word bribery — but is he one who would require to come to the 
hustings in state—that is, in a hired cab ? Will he require that 
every public-house in a borough be converted for the nonce into a 
committee-room ? Is it not that, reading his guide to opinion in 
the quietude of his domestic circle, he is to make up his mind as to 
whicn is the best man for whom to vote ; to give physical proof of 
his detestation of canvassing; never to require a messenger to be 
sent after him, and to ignore the existence of an election agent ? 
and, when the proper time comes, is he not at his dinner- 
hoar to walk quietly to a polling-looth placed as near as may 
be — owing to the vast number of those conveniences — to 
record his vote, at present, with a virtuous air; or, by-and-hy, to 
drop his ticket into a ballot-box, whistling as he performs the sacred 
function committed to him ? Probably, however, Mr. Fawcett has 
special information which enables him to know that all this is a 
mere dream, and that elections will still stand out in all their 
repulsive realism ; and, above all, they will be even more realistic 
than ever iu that their phase, which consists iu the drawing of hard 
cash from the pockets of candidates. We at least will not presume 
to question Mr. Fawcett’s better knowledge on the subject. As 
to Mr. White, of coarse he appeared in his famous impersona¬ 
tion of the true British member—a portraiture ever fresh 
and ever vigorous. Being the representative of a town 
npon the sea, he seems to think it desirable that there should 
be a nautical bluffuess in his style; and he ever suggests in 
his speeches, a paraphrase into politics of one of Dibdin’B ses-songs 
delivered prose wise. In fact, he seldom speaks more than a few sen¬ 
tences before one finds oneself hamming the well-known Btrafa, 
“ Cease, rude Boreas, blustering railer 1 ” Ac. Nevertheless, there is 
always about this gentleman something which creates a belief that, 
in his politics and in his nature, he reeembles Dihdin’s Tom Bowling 
in being “ kind and true.” 

Since he became a Cabinet Minister, and, to speak in the sense in 
which Rob Roy used the word, has been chief of a “ mechanical ” 
department, Mr. Milner Gibson has sunk into a third-rate Parlia¬ 
ment man. He has seemed to be always absorbed in thought about 
some difficult matter- probabiy revolving how he can prevent the 
permanent officials of his department from snubbing him, as their 
manner is; or possibly wondering why he ever undertook the weary 
duty of a responsible Minister, instead of playing his original part 
of a political light horseman, hovering on the wings of both parties, 
and ever and anon doing dashing deeds of Parliamentary warfare. 
It is to him in particular that Mr. Bright may mentally refer w hen 
he often, with a superb sigh, wonders how any man can devote 
himself to the life of a Minister. When, however, Mr. Gibson 

S ts once a year before his constituents at Ashton, we recognise, 
r the time, the irregular cavalry-man above indicated, with 
all his sudden appearances in unexpected places, his rapid 
wheelings and sudden whirling onsets, the results half of impulse 
and halfof strategy. Then, we remember bis old style and manner in 
the House, which was so effective, or rather ao taking; which was 
akin to that mixture of insinuating softness and passionate eagerness 
which is accepted as the perfection of love-maiing—on the stage. 
In his latest appearance, a day or two ago, his special characteristics 
were developed well. As ever, though with a certain modesty of 
language, he delivers himself upon every subject with an assurance of 
prevision and complete rightness, which ought to be, and pro¬ 
bably is, at- Ashton, irresistible. He is like a bashful man who, 
having once got over his constitutional timidity, is the 
most outrageous of self-asserters; and nowadays, considering 
his demeanour in the House and his way when he is on the 
platform before his constituency, he suggests a remembrance of 
that character which Goldsmith drew in “ She Stoops to Conquer,” 
who is all stammering, and bowing, and shrinking before the 
mistress, but who is a gay, bold-faced, leering, chncking-nnder-the- 
chin braggart when he encounters the maid. To carry comparison 
still further, one would say that, as regards politics, Mr. Milner 
Gibson is its very Dr. Pangloss. Everything is sure to oome 
right in this best of possible worlds, and ho has always 
known that it would be so, and has done a great deal towards 
making it so, and so he is as blithe and debonair when 
he is speaking, vi4 Ashton, to the country, as is conceivable 
for a member of Parliament who is in a condition to claim exemption 
from sitting on Committees on the score of his sixty years, or a 
Minister who has gone thoroughly throngh the process of official 
depression inseparable from the presidency of the Board of Trade. 

In their way, the members for Stockport are remarkable men in 
the House. Of Mr. Watkiu, it is only necessary to say that there is 
scarcely any question on which he does not appear to be always 
ready to speak, not merely with the fluency whicn belongs to him, 
bnt suggestively also; and financial and commercial Ministers seem 
to hold him in a certain estimation. Then Mr. J ohn Benjamin Smith 
is a sturdy critic on Indian affairs, makes dry observations on defective 
irrigation in that country, and every now and then puzzles new 
Ministers for India by talking of the Godavery river in so familiar 
and business-like a way as to compel a reference to the permanent 
Under-Secretary of the department for information as to the position 
on the map of that stream, and.Instruction as to the proper pro¬ 
nunciation bf the word. In a recent palaver with their constituents, 
both these gentlemen apparently desired to exhibit their distinctive¬ 
ness in mattera of opinion, and to show in some degree 
how it is that they rather stand ont in the House beyond 
their fellows. They united therefore in a declaration in 
favour of woman suffrage, and endeavoured to prove that even 
when they avowed that opinion they were not imperilling their 
characters as practical men. In this notion Mr. Fawcett con¬ 
curs ; and we would suggest to him the bearing of such an addition to 
the electoral body as is thus implied on his prime grievance of electoral 
expense. Any way, the members for 8tockport were wise in their 
particular generation in starting and dwelling on a topic which is 
still in the greenness of novelty as a political question; and pos¬ 
sibly, from their local know'»d!r». rh«*v may feel safe in enlisting the 
sympathies of the female uuu-eleutors, at the expense of the secret 
dissatisfaction of the male voters. 

The activity of her Majesty’s Ministers in regard to provincial 
movement has naturally ceased now that Cabinet Councils have 
set in with extreme severity; and, so far as one has observed, there 
has been only one cry from their ranks, and that out of the rear 
rank, when Mr. Mowbray discoursed in his free-and-easy way to his 
constituents at Durham, and told the tale of Conservative demo¬ 
cracy which all hia colleagues now delight to telL One more extra¬ 
parliamentary story may be told, for its peculiarity, although, as it 
comes from Ireland, it need not be taken to be very odd. Some 
people may perhaps remember the grand scrimmage which took 
place during the last election, in 1866, at Waterford. Well, the 


sitting member, Mr. De La Poer, being lately in the place, it may be 
with intent to hold converse with his constituents, was estopped—as 
the lawyers say—by the coming in of a mass of demands for com¬ 
pensation for injuries sustained by his supporters in the faction- 
fights at the election. The rates, it is understood, were fixed at a 
guinea for a broken limb, half a guinea for a severe cut, and fire 
shillings for a bruise; while as te broken heads, they are such a drug 
in the fight-market in Ireland that, when they were not thrown in, 
they were charged at the moderate amount of one penny. It ia 
believed that the hon. member paid a large dividend on the demands 
and then fled. 


WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 

The will of the Most Hon. Maria, Countess Dowager of 
Harrington, was proved, in the principal registry, on the 22nd ult.; 
the executors appointed being the Duke of Bedford, the Marquis of 
Kildare, and William Platt, Esq., of the Inaer Temple : the latter 
gentleman is the acting executor. The personal property waaswom 
under £6000. The testatrix (formerly Miss Fo^te) was in early life 
a most accomplished actress, and married, at the age of thirty-three, 
Charles Stanhope, fourth Earl of Harrington, who died in 1851. The 
deceased Countess Dowager Harrington died at her residence, 2, 
Richmond-terrace, within the precincts of her Majesty’s palace of 
Whitehall, on Dec. 27 last, at the age of sixty-nine, having executed 
her will July 1!*, 1855. Her Ladyship leaves her interest in her re¬ 
sidence at Richmond-terrace, with the furniture, jewellery, and all 
other her effects to be held in trust for her daughter and only sur¬ 
viving child, Jane St. Maui Blanche, Countess of Mount-Ctiaries, 
for her own sole and exclusive use. 

The will of John Hague, Esq., late of Crow Nest, Dewsbury, 
Yorkshire, was proved in the registry at Wakefield, under £120,000. 
The executors and trustees are Charles A. Tennant, of Dewsbury; 
Edward B. W. Balme, testator’s brother-in-law, of High Close, 
Westmorland; and Thomas Hague Cook, of DewBbury Mills. The 
testator was Deputy Lieutenant and Justice of the Peace for the 
West Riding of Yorkshire; and died Oct. i, 1867, aged seventy- 
seven, having executed his will Oct. 11, 1866. He has bequeathed 
to his wife, for her life, his mansion, Grow Nest, with the grounds, 
plantation, and other appurtenances; and, after her decease, he 
bequeaths the same to Thomas Hague Cook, He devises his manor 
of Drighlington and all his farms, woods, mines, minerals, and 
tenements on that estate, and all land attached thereto, to Captain 
Henry Hague, son of his cousin Thomas Hague, absolutely. He has 
bequeathed the interest of £2000 in augmentation of the income of 
the perpetual curacy of Drighlington ; and bequeaths to the Leeds 
Infirmary £500 ; to Lieutenant-Colonel Sykes, of the India House, 
£1000; and there are numerous legacies to his friends, executors, 
and others. He directs a sum of £150 to be divided amongst his 
servants, male and female, his gardeners, and farm labourers, and 
all persons employed on his estate, Crew Nest, as his wife shall think 
fit. He bequeaths to his wife a legacy of £10,000 absolutely, aad 
also appoints her residuary legatee. 

The will of William Nicholson, formerly of Duke-street, Lincoln’s- 
inn, manufacturing silversmith, late of Aston Clinton. Bucks, who 
died Dec. 23 last, was proved in London on the 15th nit., nnder 
£30,000. After the death of his wife he bequeaths the following

EDUCATION. 


A mketlnu of a Bub-committee of the Birmingham School of Art 
was held, on Thursday week, for the purpose of conferring with a 
number of manufacturers on “ the possibility of making the art- 
education in the institution more specially adapted to the manu¬ 
factures of the town.” A number of the leading jewellers were 
present, and the conversation turned chiefly on the requirements of 
their specific trade. “The circumstance,” says the Birmingham 
Post, “that a particular trade has for the first time come forward to 
explain its wants in regard to art-instruction is in itself a hopeful 

“ft e adjourned meeting for the purpose of considering the question 
of University extension in connection with middle-class education 
was held iu the Council-chamber, Oxford, on Thursday week. The 
Mayor again presided. The discussion was prolonged to a late hoar, 
when Mr. Neste moved the adjournment of the discussion till that 
day week, a proposition which was carried stem, con. 

The North Riding Chambers of Agriculture are engaged upon dis¬ 
cussing the question of the education of the labouring Hasses. The 
Ripon chamber on Thursday week adopted the following resolu¬ 
tions:—“That this chamber recognises the necessity of providing 
efficient means of education where such do not already exist. That 
where voluntary efforts are inadequate and recourse to public funds 
is necessary, this chamber is strongly of opinion that a rate based 
on the present poor-law assessment would be partial and unjust in 
its operation, because an enormous amount of wealth in this country 
is not liable to be rated. That this chamber considers compulsory 
interference with the parents in the management of their children 
undesirable and unnecessary (at least in agricultural districts). That 
in the carrying ont of any scheme that may be adopted it is expe¬ 
dient that a local board of supervision be appointed to co-operate 
with any Government official who may be appointed in the manage¬ 
ment of the schools sicnated in the respective localities of such 
boards.” 

The bfo’iiteur lndustriei publishes some curious statistics about 
Turkey. The population of Constantinople, it says, is now 1,100,000, 
including visitors. In 1865 the foreign debt amounted to 
£30,000,000. The army, according to the last official reports, was 
170,876 men when on a war footing, and 148,680 on a peace footing. 
The value of the productions of the empire is £100,000,000, and is 
yearly increasing. The imports are valued at £13,400,000, of which 
£5,200,000 come from England, £3,600,000 from France, £1,280,000 
from Germany and Austria, £1,200,000 from Holland; £400,000 each 
from Switzerland, Russia, and America ; £320,000 from Roumania, 
£240,000 each from Italy and Belgium, and £120,000 from Greece. 
The exports from the whole empire, including Turkey proper, Egypt, 
Servia, and Roumania, amount to £66,777,888. These consist 
mainly of cotton, silk, flax, corn, oil, tobacco, and leather. 

According to an official return, published in Holland, the quantity 
of Batch cheese exported in 1866 amounted to 30,330 tons, or 
1346 tons less than in the previous year, 2180 tons more than in 
1864, and 4496 more than in 1863. The average annual exportation 
between 1862 and I860 has been 28,500 tons. In 1866, two thirds 
of the quantity, or 20,226 tons, were sent to England, being the 
largest importation yet attained in that country. The English 
merchants export considerable quantities of those cheeses to 
Gibraltar, the Mediterranean, and the Colonies. The quantity scut 
to France daring the time year was 4500 tons. The exports of 
batter from Holland in 1866 were 18,873 tons, which is the maximum 
of the last five years. In 1863 the quantity was 14,506 tons; and 
the average, between 1862 and 1866, 16,500 tons. The principal 
exportation was to England, which country took 17.173 tons in 
I860, against 12,500 in 1863.

F.R.8., the Government 
geologist of Canterbury, 
has made further ex¬ 
tensive excavations in 
the same locality, in 
which work he was 
greatly assisted by the 
liberality of Mr. 6. H. 

Moore, the New Zea'nnd 
partner of Messrs. 

Kcrinodc and Co., the 
well known Tasmanian 
and New Zealand stock 
owners, on whose pro¬ 
perty the swamp is situ¬ 
ated. The result of 
these excavations was 
exceedingly satisfac¬ 
tory, as Dr. Huast ob¬ 
tained bones of more 
than a hundred speci¬ 
mens, belonging to about 
twelve species of the 
Dinornbs. From these, 
with the able aasistance 
of Mr. Fuller, taxider¬ 
mist six complete, or 
nearly complete, skele¬ 
tons were articulated 
for the Canterbury Mu¬ 
seum at Christchurch— 
namely, those of the 
Dinomis giganteus 

a bird standing 10ft. high; the Dinomis robustns, 


“ tripping the light fan¬ 

tastic toe” with the 
grace and fashion of the 
bland, while the en¬ 
livening strains of a fine 
band kept np the dance. 
Daring the evening a 
few clever vocalists of 
the crew performed with 
great success as “The 
Christy Minstrels." At 
a late hour the guests 
were regaled with a 
snpper, and the small 
hours of the morning 
unconsciously crept on 
before they till departed.

THE BIGHT HON. SIR B. W. HEAD, BABT. 

The Right Hon. Sir Edmund Walker Head, eighth Baronet, of 
Hermitage, in the county of Kent, K.C.B., 
P.C., who died on the 28th ult., at his 
town house, 29, Baton-square, was the 
only son of the Rev. Sir John Head, the 
seventh Baronet, M.A., Perpetnal Curate 
of Egerton, in Kent, and Rector of 
Rayleigh, in Essex, by his wife, Jane, 
only child and heiress of Thomas Walker, 
Esq., of London. He was born in 1805, 
ana was educated at Oriel College, 
Oxford, where he obtained a first class 
in classics in 1827. He subsequently 
became a Fellow of Merton College at 
the same University, and graduated M.A. 
in 1830. and in 1834 was appointed 
University Examiner. He succeeded his 
father as eighth Baronet, Jan. 4, 1838. 
Sir Edmund was successively an Assistant 
Poor-Law Commissions? and a Poor-Law 
Commissioner. He was appointed in 
October, 1847, Lieutenant-Governor of 
New Brunswick, which office he held until September, 1854, 
when he was made Governor-General of Canada, from which 
post ho retired in October, 1861. On hia return home, in 1862, 
he was appointed a Civil Service Commissioner, and was Governor 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company. He was creditably known in 
literature as the author of “ The Handbook of Spanish Painting ” 
and of other works. He was made a P.C. in 1857, and a 
K.O.B. in 1860. He had received the honorary degree of D.C.L. at 
Oxford and LL.D. at Cambridge Universities. Sir Edmund married, 
Nov. 27, 1838, Anna Maria, daughter of the late Eev. Philip Yorke, 
Prebendary of Ely, and granddaughter of the Hon. and Right Rev. 
James Yorke, D.D., Lord Bishop of Ely—fifth son of the eminent Lord 
Chancellor, Philip, first Earl of Hardwicke—by whom (who survives 
him) he had issue two daughters, and a 6on—-John, who was unfor¬ 
tunately drowned, Sept. 25, 1859, while bathing near the falls of the 
Grando Mer, River St. Maurice, Canada. By this demise of the 
Baronet's only Bon, in his nineteenth year, unmarried, and there 
being no collaterals in the male line, the baronetcy would appear to 
be extinct, unless, indeed, some ont-of-thc-way claimant come 
forward, according to present custom, to assume the title. This 
family of Head, which is of antiquity in Kent, derives its surname 
from the Kentish fort, now called Hythe, bnt formerly known as 
Le Hede. The baronetcy was confered, Jane 19, 1676, upon Sir 
Richard Head, second son of Richard Head, Esq., of Raynham, 
Kent. This 8ir Richard represented Rochester in Parliament, and re¬ 
sided in that city, where he received King Jantes II. upon his leaving 
London, and was presented by that Monarch with a valuable emerald 
ring. Sir Richard was direct ancestor of the Baronet just deceased. 
From the Rev. Sir Francis Head, the fourth Baronet of this line, 
springs maternally lie present distinguished and Right Hon. Sir 
Francis Bond Head, K.C.H., late Lieutenant-Governor of Upper 
Canada, author of “ Bubbles from the Brunnens of Nassau,” who 
was created a Baronet in 1837 and made a P.O. last December. 

SIB MICHAEL WHITE, K.O.B. 

Sir Michael White K.C.B., a Lieutenant-General in the Army and 
a Colonel of the 7th Dragoon Guards, who died on the 27th ult., at 
hia town house, 15, Pembridge-craecent, Bayswater, was the son of 
Major Robert White, of the 27th Dragoons, by his wife, Anne, sister 
of Sir John St. Aubyn, fifth and last Baronet of Clowance, in the 
county of Cornwall. He was bom at 8t. Michael’s Mount, Cornwall, 
in 1791, and was educated at Westminster School. He entered the 
British Army in 1804, and served on the banks of the Sutlej as early 
as 1809. He was at Hatras, In the Mahratta campaign, and at the 
capture of Bhurtpore, for which he received a medal. He com¬ 
manded the cavalry throughout the campaign of 1842 in 
Afghanistan, at the forcing of the Khyber Pass, and the occupa¬ 
tion of Cabul, for which he received the medal. He also commanded 
the cavalry at Moodkee, and a brigade at Ferozeshah, where he was 
wounded. He led the 3rd Light Dragoons at Sobraon, for which he 
received the medal and two clasps. He was appointed A.D.O. to 
the Qaeen. He served in the Panjaub campaign In command of the 
first brigade of cavalry, and was at Ramnuggur, Chiltianwallah, and 
Goojerat, for which he had the medal and two clasps, White 
became a Captain in 1815, a Colonel in 1846, a Major-General in 
1854, and a Lieutenant-General Sept. 1, 1860. He waa appointed 
Colonel of the 7th Dragoons in August, 1868. He was made a O.B. 
in 1843, and a K.O.B. in 1862. Sir Michael marriedrin 1816, Annie, 
daughter of Major James Mylne, of the 24th Light Dragoons. 

LIEUTENANT-GENERAL SIR G. C. WHITLOCK, K.O.B. 

Sir George Cornish Whitlock, a Lieutenant-General in the Army 
and Colonel of the 108th Regiment Madras Infantry, who died, at 
hi* residence near Exmonth, on the 30th nit., was the Bon of George 
Whitlock, Esq., of Ottery St. Mare, Devon. He waa bom in 1798, 
and entered the military service of the East India Company in 1818, 
and was attached to the Madras Presidency, in which army he served 
with great distinction. In 1845 he was appointed Lieutenant- Colonel 
of the 3rd Madras European Regiment. He, in 1855, as Brigadier- 
General of the second class, commanded at Bangalore. In 1858 he, 
with the force under his command in Central India, captured Banda 
from the rebels in the April of that year. He acted in conjunction 
with tho victorious troops commanded by General Sir Hugh Bose, 
now Lord Strathnairn. He was, in 1859, made an extra K.C.B., and 
was appointed, in September, 1802, Colonel of the lOSth Regiment. 
Whitlock became a Captain in 1831, a Lieutenant-Coloaei in 1845, a 
Colonel in 185-1, a Major-General in 1857, and a Lieutenant-General, 
April 9, 1864. 

WILLIAM RATHBONE, ESQ. 

William Rathbone, Esq., J.P., of Greenbank, in the county of 
Lancaster, who died, at his seat, Greenbank, near Liverpool, on the 
1st inet., was the eldest son of William Rathbone, Esq., of Liverpool 
and Greenbank, an eminent merchant of Liverpool, by his wife, 
Hannah Mary, only daughter of Richard Reynolds, Esq., the well- 
known Bristol philanthropist. He was bom June 17, 1787, and has 
been intimately connected with the commercial and political history 
of Liverpool upwards of sixty years. In business his reputation 
was of the highest for probity, diligenoe, and tact. He ever took an 
active part in local affairs, and in general polities he was for half a 
century one of the leading Liberals of South Lancashire. He was 
Mayor of Liverpool in 1836, and was up to a late period connected 
with various local public bodies and institutions. Mr. Rathbone 
married Elizabeth, daughter of Samuel Grey, Esq., of Quarry Bank, 
in the county of Chester, and has had three sons and three daughters. 
The sons hold a high an d respected position in Liverpool. 

MRS. VIVIAN. 

This lamenttd lady, the wife of Henry Hussey Vivian, Esq., M.P., 
who died, on the 26th ult., at the family seat, Park Wem, 8wansea, 
was Flora Caroline Elizabeth, only daughter of Sir Montague John 
Cholmeley, second and present Baronet, of Easton Hall and Norton 
Place, Lincolnshire, M.P. for North Lincolnshire, by his wife, Lady 
Georgians, fifth daughter of William, eighth Duke of St. Albans. 
Miss Cholmeley was bom in 1882, and was married, July 14, 1853 
(she was his second wife;, to Henry Hussey Vivian, Esq., of 8ingleton, 
Glamorganshire, M.P. for that shire, first cousin of the present Lord 
Vivian, and leaves an only son, John Anbrey, born in July, 1854.

BOYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

Professor Tyndall gave hia first lecture on “ The Discoveries of 
Faraday” on Thursday week. In hia introduction he alluded to 
the electrical effects known to the ancients, produced by Tubbing 
amber (elektron), the only ones known, till, iOoi) years after, Gilbert 
obtained similar results from many other substances. These effects 
were soon after greatly augmented by the invention of the electric 
machine and the Leyden jar. The inquiry as to the cause of these 
phenomena led to the suggestion of tne theory of electric fluids, a 
most useful provisional conception, which was afterwards applied to 
the voltaic battery, in which the fluid was termed “ the electric cur¬ 
rent." These remarks were illustrated by suitable experiments. In 
1831, when Faraday haul stored his mind with all the knowledge 
existing on the subject and had exercised his faculties for independent 
inqalry he asked himself the question, cannot a voltaic current by a 
now species of induction excite another current, as in ordinary 
electricity the presence of an electrified body excites by induction au 
unelectrified body ? He began his experiments by composing a helix 
Of two wires overspun with silk or cotton and therefore insulated, 
wound side by side round the same red. One of these wires he con¬ 
nected with a voltaic batteTy and the other with a sensitive galvan 
ometer. When connection with the battery was made, no effect 
was observed on the galvanometer during its flow; bnt on very 
close inspection he observed a feeble movement of the needle 
both when contact with the battery waa made and when it 
was broken, but in opposite directions. Thes-t “ induced enrrenls,” 
as he termed them, were a new source of electricity. His next dis¬ 
covery was that of “ magneto-electricity,” a new branch of science. 
As Ousted had obtained magnetism from electricity, Faraday was 
led to experiments that resulted in the production of electricity from 
the magnet. Bound a welded iron ring he placed two diBtinct coils 
of covered wire aed connected the end of one coil with a galva¬ 
nometer. The moment the riDg was magnetised by sending u 
current through the ether coil, the galvanometer needle whirled 
round four or five times in succession, and when the circuit was in¬ 
terrupted a whirl in the oppi-site direction occurred. It was only 
during the time of magnetisation and demagnetisation that these 
effects were produoed. Similar effects were obtained by the use ol 
straight bars of inn; and when iron was abandoned the same 
results were produced by thrusting a permanent steel magnet into 
s ooil of wire. A rush of electricity through the coil accompanied 
the insertion of the magnet and its withdrawal. Professor Tyndall ' 
illustrated his exposition of the progress and accomplishment of 
these discoveries by numerous experiments, among the most in¬ 
teresting of which waa the exhibition of Faraday’s “lines of mag¬ 
netic force.” The positions taken up by iron filings sprinkled over a 
small steel magnet were magnified and exhibited on a screen by the 
help ol the electric light. 

In his second lecture, given on Tuesday last, Professor Tyndall 
resumed his experimental illustrations of Faraday's researches in 
msgneto-electric induction, showing, among other effects, those 
prodnoed by placing loops of wire round magnets, the insertion of a 
core of soft iron in a coil of wire, Ac. He then repeated Arago'e 
discovery (in 182-1), showing, when a magnetic needle is euspemled 
over a disc of copper (or any other non-magnetic metal) and the 
disc made to rotate, that the needle rotates with it. The cause of 
this long remained a mystery, and various incorrect reasons were 
assigned for it by Hereche), Babbage, Barlow, Christie, and othor 
investigators, Arago himself prudently abstaining from propounding 
any theory. Faraday, however, s.w mentally the rotating disc 
under the operation of the magnet flooded with his induced currents, 
and, by a succession of experiments, proved that when the disc 
rotated, radial currents from the magnet passed through it, and that 
their position and direction were each as must, in accordance with 
the laws of electro-magnetic action, prodnee the rotation. Reverting 
to the illustration of Faraday’s “ lines of force,” Dr. Tyndall ex¬ 
hibited the great electro-magnet, and showed In various ways the 
wonderful property conferred on the space between the poles of the 
magnet when it waa connected with the voltaic battery. When un¬ 
connected, a cube of copper or other conductor of electricity could 
be moved freely through the space ; bat, when connection with the 
battery was made, the resistance to the motion resembled that of a 
dense viscous body; and, finally, it was shown that bv the heat gene¬ 
rated by this resistance to the rotation of a copper tube, some fusible 
metal contained in it was melted. The delicate effects of the action of 
the induced currents described during the lecture were finely shown by 
projecting the illuminated disc of the galvanometer upon the screen. 

The Rev. Frederic W. Farrar, F.R.S., at the Friday evening 
meeting, on the 31st ult., gave a discourse on Public School Education, 
in which he specially commented on the great preponderance of the 
study of Greek and Latin, and the bad method of teaching these 
languages. Referring to the expressed opinions of many eminent 
men on the subject, and admitting that very much had been already 
effected in the way of reform, he Baid emphatically that the battle 
was not half won, but only began. The edncational value of the 
study of classic literature (he said) has been greatly overrated, and 
its moral evils too much forgotten. Magnificent results had beea 
obtained by one person in a thousand, while the rest remained in a 
state of dense ignorance, boys being generally more deficient in 
respect to general knowledge than their sisters, taught by only one 
governess; and as to what they were taught, they knew little of the 
vocabulary, less of the grammar, and nothing of the literature of 
the ancients, as is proved by indisputable evidence, given by the 
highest authorities in our Universities, who candidly acknowledge 
that our present system is a lamentable failure. The mental training 
acquired by the study of English, French, or German language and 
literatnre 5s fully equal to that gained from the ancients. If one 
must be given up, let it be the last; but this seed not be. Under 
a better system all might be retained. Up to six let the 
boy’a training be moral—in habits of obedience, order, Ac.; 
from six to nine let him learn English and arithmetic, with the rudi¬ 
ments of German or French, and of geography and history ; at 
nine he shonld begin Latin; and at twelve, Greek; and from sixteen 
to eighteen he shonld devote himBelf to mathematics, modern lan¬ 
guages, scienoe, and general literature. Similar attainments were 
not uncommon in England in the seventeenth century, and are 
in the present day commonly possessed by the youth of the Con¬ 
tinent. Mr. Farrar, after referring to the knowledge acquired in 
their youth by Galileo, Milton, Pascal, Leibnitz, and Thomas Young, 
expressed his conviction that a thorough change of system, to be 
obtained only by reeolute efforts, would eventually produce a true 
liberal education. John Peter Gassiot, Esq., F.R.S., vice-president, 
waa in the chair. 

Professor Boecoe gave his second lecture on the Chemistry of tho 
Non-Metallic Hlementa on Saturday last. After giving further 
details confirming Dalton's laws of chemical combination, he ex¬ 
plained and illustrated Gay Lussac’s law of volumes by means of 
gssee. He showed by experiment that air has weight; that hydro¬ 
gen gas ie lighter than air and carbonic acid heavier; and he ex¬ 
hibited the methods by which the weights of given volumes of gases 
can be obtained. He then illustrated the law of the expansion of 
gases by heat, and Boyle’s law of pressure; and he also showed how 
Gay Lussac's discovery, that 100 volumes of oxygen and 200 volnmes 
of hydrogen exactly oombine to form water, eventually resulted in 
his propounding the general law of the simple rates of combining 
volumes, which bo remarkably confirms Dalton’s atomic theory. 
After explaining the relation of this subject to crystallisation, Pro¬ 
fessor Itoscoe exhibited on the screen the formation of crystals from 
various solutions by the help of the electric lamp. In conclusion, he 
expounded Faraday’s great law of electrolysis, which still further 
confirms the laws above mentioned, proving that variation in the 
size of the electrodes, or in the intensity of the current, or in the 
strength of the solution, had no influence in decomposition; and that 
when water is subjected to the influence of the electric current a 
quantity of it ie decomposed exactly proportionate to the quantity 
of electricity which has passed. This law was illustrated by ex¬ 
periments showing the decomposition of two metallic solutions. 

Professor Itoscoe will give a discourse on Vanadium and its Com¬ 
pounds at the Friday evening meeting on the Mth inst.

THE METROPOLITAN 


RAILWAY. 



Thb additional works 
lately finished on that 
portion of the Metropo¬ 
litan Railway between 
the King’B Gross and 
Farringdon-road sta¬ 
tions are of some im¬ 
portance, both as re¬ 
markable achievements 
of constructive skill, 
and as providing, most 
completely and effec¬ 
tually, for the safe and 
commodious working of 
the traffic. This sec¬ 
tion of the railway, 
which is 5192 ft. in 
length, or 88 ft. less 
than a mile, is to be 
used jointly by the 
Metropolitan, the Great 
Western, Midland, Great 
Northern, and London, 
Chatham, and Dover 
Companies’ trains, being 
laid with rails of a 
mixed gauge, to admit 
both the broad and 
narrow. At the King's 
Cross station the Mid¬ 
land and Great Northern 
lines form a junction 
with the Metropolitan, 
which gives them access 
to the City. At the 
Farringdon-road sta¬ 
tion, the London, Chat¬ 
ham, and Dover Com¬ 
pany, with its suburban 
line, the 11 Metropolitan 
Extension Railway,” 
passing round, from 
the Victoria terminus, 
by Clapham, Brixton, 
and Walworth, toLud- 
gate-liill, including its 
branch to the Crystal 
Palace, likewise forms 
a junction with the 
Metropolitan. The traf¬ 
fic at this point will he 
greatly increased, before 
many months, by two 
approaching events. 
The first will be the 
completion of Smith- 
field New Market, with 
lines of communication, 
or working arrange¬ 
ments, for access to this 
market from each of the 
main railways, including 
the South-Western and 
the South-Eastern. The 
second event will be the 
construction of the “ Me¬ 
tropolitan District Rail¬ 
way," from Kensington 
and Brompton to Pim¬ 
lico, and thence along 
the Thames Embank¬ 
ment to Blackfriars, and 
to Cannon-street and 
East London. At the 
same time, the “ Metro¬ 
politan Railway ” it¬ 
self, which now pro¬ 
ceeds as far as Moor- 

S te-street, will shortly 
carried farther east 
through the heart of 
the City to Liveipool- 
street; and it is even 
contemplated, at some 


more favourable time, 
to extend it to the 
Blackwall Railway sta¬ 
tion atFenchurch-street, 
and thence to Tower- 
hill. It is obvious that 
the Clerkenwell portion 
of the railway, as we 
may call it, the mile be¬ 
tween Farringdou-road 
and King’s-cross, will 
become the great central 
artery for the internal 
traffic of the whole me¬ 
tropolis, as well as the 
common link of connec¬ 
tion between the great 
national railways, di¬ 
verging to the north, 
south, east, and west of 
London. and traversing 
the entire kingdom. If 
we consider now that 
the traffic of the Metro¬ 
politan Railway is 
already enormous, more 
than twenty-three mil¬ 
lions of passengers hav¬ 
ing been conveyed by it 
in the twelve months of 
the year 1867, sometimes 
100,000 in one day, we 
shall hardly dare to 
guesss at the immense 
amount of travelling, 
local or subsidiary to 
other lines, which is 
likely to pass through 
the Farringdon-road and 
King’s Cross stations iu 
the year 1869 or 1870, 
when the projected “ in¬ 
ner drele ’’ may be com¬ 
pleted. In the mean 
time, it is but jnst to 
observe that the Metro¬ 
politan Railway Com¬ 
pany, with the aid of 
their chief engineer, Mr. 
John Fowler, President 
of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, have 
made extraordinary 
efforts to prepare for 
the accommodation of 
the greatest number of 
trains, under so many 
different managements. 
One of their principal 
works during the last 
twelvemonth has been 
thewidcningordonbling 
of the Clerkenwell sec¬ 
tion, which has involved 
the construction of a 
second tunnel, along¬ 
side the former tunnel, 
from King's Cross to 
Ray-street, jnst above 
the Clerkenwell Sessions 
House. This has been 
attended with greater 
difficulties even than 
those that beset the 
building of the original 
tunnel; for, in addition 
to diverting the course 
of sewers and water- 
mains and the shifting 
of gas-tubes, the new 
line necessitated the 
polling down and re¬ 
building of portions of 
the old or main line. 


ENTRANCE TO THE CLERKEXWELL TUNNEL, 


JUNCTION OF THE MIDLAND, GREAT NOBTHERN, AND METROPOLITAN RAILWAYS AT K1NG'8-CB088. 
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The task, difficult though it may appear, has been accomplished 
in the most satisfactory manner, without the slightest impediment 
to the working of the trains, 350 of which have been run daily, at 
intervals varying from five to ten minutes. Travellers by the under¬ 
ground line from FarriDgdon-road must have noticed their passing 
across the girdered span immediately before entering the tunnel at 
Ray-street. The new tunnel, commencing at King’s Cross, runs 
parallel with the tunnel of the Metropolitan proper, and, like it, 
emerges at Ray-street, but at a depth of 15 ft. below the level of 
the former. At this point the lines cross at that depth, the one 
running into the western side of the Farringdon-road station and 
tho other into the eastern side, and thence to Moorgate-stroet. The 
difference of level is greatly reduced at Farringdon-road, the new 
line rising thither from Ray-street on an incline of 1 in 40. At 
Ray-street a bridge has been erected at a height of over 30 ft. from 
the bed of the new line of rail, forming a Bupport for a portion of 
the street. The process of building this bridge, without stopping 
the traffic of the Metropolitan Railway, has been tedious and dif¬ 
ficult ; the old retaining walls on each side of the line have been 
underpinned to a depth of 20 ft, and thns made doubly secure. The 
works do credit to Mr. Fowler, Mr. Johnson, and Mr. Burnett, the 
engineers, and to the contractor, Mr. Kelk, but especially to Mr. 
Armstrong, under whose personal supervision they have been 
carried out. This remark applies equally to the tunnelling through 
to King’s Crow. In this tunnel are a series of air-shafts, while at 
Granvfile-strect is an opening 60 yards in length, succeeded by a 
short tunnelling, which is followed by a second opening on to a new 
station 300 ft. in length, for the traffic of the Midland, Great 
Northern, and London, Chatham, and Dover Railways. At the first 
opening mentioned s signal-box has been erected, and fitted with a 
code of signals that will enable the companies to run the trains at 
two minnlea' interval with the most perfect safety. The new lines 
will be for the traffic of the companies mentioned : but for the con¬ 
venience of passengers alighting from the Great Northern and 
Midland trains at King’s Cross and proceeding westward by the 
Metropolitan trains, the Metropolitan Company have erected a gallery 
from one platform to the other. 

At King's Cross very considerable alterations have taken place. 
The down tunnel, originally constructed, from theGreat Northern line, 
which crossed the main line of the Metropolitan, has been so altered 
as to admit of the train passing through the station without crossing 
the line, thus doing away with any possible collision from the 
running of trains directly across main lines. Beyond this tunnel, about 
a hundred yards, two lines have been carried forward, and join on to 
the Midland. For the Midland trains to enter the King’s Cross 
station, from the new Midland Railway terminus now tinder con¬ 
struction in the E us ton-road, a separate tunnel is being made, which 
opens at the head of tho King’s Cross station, between the opening 
of the main tunnel of the Metropolitan line from Gower-street on 
the one hand, and the opening of the Great Northern tunnel on the 
other. One of onr Illustration on page 141 shows the aspect of these 
three tunnel-mouths, seen from the platform of the King’s Cross 
station. As the level of the new Midland tunnel is considerably below 
the station, the Midland Company will carry the connecting line 
beneath its terminus, aud for a certain distance on a rising gradient, 
until it forms a junction with its main line. All traffic to and from 
the Midland will, therefore, pass over the connecting line to and 
from the Metropolitan Railway at King’s Cross. For this accom¬ 
modation the Midland Company is to pay to the Metropolitan 
£14,000 a year. 

Someparticnlarsof the const ruction nnd workingof the Metropolitan 
Railway are to be found in Sir Cusack Roney’s interesting volume, 
" Rambles on Railways,” which was noticed last week. Including the 
Nottiug-hiU, Kensington, and Hammersmith extensions, the total 
length of the Metropolitan line, properly so called, from BUhop’s-road, 
behind tho Great Western Railway terminus at Paddington, to Moor- 
gate-street (Finsbury Pavement), a quarter of a mile from the Bank 
of England, is rather less than four miles and a half. The “ under¬ 
ground ” portion, of which so much has been said, is bnt two miles 
and 49G ft.—namely, from Edgware-road to King’s Cross; “ bnt in 
this distance,” remarks Sir 0. Roney, “ there are three mdfet effective 
means of ventilation. The first is at Baker-street station, 2640 ft., or 
exactly half a mile from the Edgware-road atation. The eecond is 
at Portland road station, 2378 ft, or 338 ft. more than half a mile, 
from Baker-street; and Portland-road nation is the most open of all 
the four intermediate stations. The third is at Gower-street station, 
1320 ft., or 60 ft. more than threeeighthsof a mile, fromPortland-road. 
From Gower-street to King's Cross station is the longest interval 
between two stations, 3900 ft., or 00 ft. less than three quarters 
of a mile.’’ The reason for our quoting these precise measurements 
is to refute the groundless assertions made some time ago respecting 
the nnwholesome and dangerous state of the atmosphere in the 
“Underground Railway.” It happened, in the sultry weather of 
last August, that inquests were held on two or three persons who 
had been taken ill and died, either while travelling on this line, or 
a few hours afterwards; and, in one of these cases, the jury 
declared in their verdict that the death, occasioned by natural 
causes, was “accelerated by the suffocating atmosphere of the 
railway.” In the other two cases, where the medical aud scientific 
evidence distinctly contradicted any such imputation, the verdict 
was that of death simply from natoral causes. This question is 
discussed at some length by Sir C. Roney, who commends the 
directors of the Metropolitan Company for their especial care to 
provide the best possible ventilation, aud to remove all causes of an 
impure atmosphere, in £e tunnel portions of their line. No. tunnel 
portion, it will be observed, is more than three quarters of a mile 
in length. Samples of the air of these tnnnels, collected in the after¬ 
noon and evening, after the usual traffic of the day. were analysed by 
Professor Julian Rogers, at the request of the'Coroner, and were 
found to contain, generally, as good a proportion of oxygen as the sir 
of the Box tunnel, or of the Wolverhampton tunnel, with an extremely 
small proportion of carbonic and sulphurous gases, so that it could 
not be injurious to health. It is, indeed, proved by the sanitary 
statistics of the Metropolitan Company's service that fewer of then: 
staff are disabled, or absent from duty on account of illness, than of 
those employed on most other railways. Wa presume this fact may 
he attributed to their being leas exposed to cold winds and rain, 
and to chilling draughts of air, than those who work oa lees shel¬ 
tered lines ; and we doubt not that the risk to the passengers of such 
diseases as might result from those causes is equally diminished, 
particularly in the winter season and during inclement weather. 
Sir C. Roney informs us that, with a view to the greatest attainable 
purity of the air, the engines of this line have some peculiarities of 
construction, being made to discharge their exhausted steam, not 
into the air of the tunnel, but into large tanks of water on each side 
of the engine, where the steam is rc-condenscd. They are made, also, 
with a very large heating surface, and the damper Is kept on 
the fire, without any draught, while parsing through each 
tunnel, to lessen the consumption of fuel; the steam being 
raised to a pressure of 1801b. at the entrance of the 
tnnnel, which in sufficient to cany the train through, de¬ 
clining, perhaps, to 801b. steam pressure by the time it 
has made the transit. The very best quality of coke that conld 
be procured, from the Brancepeth Galleries, near Durham, most 
carefully picked, and burned 120 hours to destroy its sulphurous and 
other noxious elements, is alone consumed by these engines. It is a 
mistake, we arc assured, to suppose that the singular pungent smell 
which we may perceive in travelling by the Underground Railway 
arises from the c Jie-fircb of the locomotives ; it arises, Dr. Letheby 
tells us, from the friction of the wooden brakes used to stop the train 
at the frequent intermediate stations, the partial combustion of the 
wood procuring a “ pyrol gneoua oarbo-hydrogen,” which may pro¬ 
voke coughing and sneezing, hut is not at all dangerous to breathe. 
These explanations, with tie experience of half a million passengers 
weekly, should be enough to clear the Metropolitan of any prejudice 
that may have been excited against it. The directors, however, 
being desirous to satisfy popular feeling, have proposed to the 
Morylebone and St. Pancras vestries to open a series of ventilating- 
ahafts, surmounted by hollow ornamental lamp-posts, along Boston- 
road, Marylebone road, and New-road, freely admitting the external 
air. In concluding this review of their proceedings, we can only 
mention another very important work now approaching completion, 
the line from Baker-street to St. John’s-wood, one mile and 1320 yards 
in length, from which there will be an extension to Hampstead. 


THE BRITISH EXPEDITION TO ABYSSINIA. 

Three more sketches of the scenery of that part of the Abyssinian 
frontier, where the British camp is now established, have been sent 
to us this week by onr value 1 correspondent the Staff Officer, and 
are engraved for the present Number. They need but a few words 
of typographical explanation. 

The Tekonda Pass from the coast has now been given up as the 
route to be followed bv the British army in ascending to the 
Abyssinian table-land. A pass leading more directly to Senafe, from 
the landing-place at Zulla in Annesley Bay, has been found, which 
presents fewer difficulties, and troops are now daily pushed up to 
Senafe by this road; but it has required many days' labour to make 
the road passable for guns upon wheels. The Senafe Pass, as it will 
henceforth be called, is fifty miles In length. The worst places, 
where much work is to be done for the improvement of the road, are 
the defiles of the Upper, Middle, and Lower Sooroo; the pass between 
the Upper and Lower Bayry Gaddy, and the last ascent, coming up to 
Senafe. One of our correspondent's sketches (p. 123) shows the Middle 
Sooroo defile, with a pioneer party making their way along it. The 
Sooroo is by for the most difficult part of the Senafe Pass. It is a 
very narrow gorge, between high and precipitous mountains; and 
for about four miles the bed of the stream is completely choked up 
with enormous boulders, which must either be removed by blasting, 
or built over, to construct a practicable road. By the labour of 
Bevtral companies of Sappers, nnd working parties of the lOtb, 21st, 
and 27th Beloochee Regiments of Native Infantry, very much has 
been done. We observe, since onr correspondent’s letter was re¬ 
ceived, a telegram from General Sir Robert Napier, dated Koomaylee, 
Jan. 25, which announces that “ the cart-road to Senafe is open, 
and 114 carts, with supplies, proceed to morrow up the Sooroo Pass, 
towards Senafe.” 

The subject of another Illustration, on page 128, is the first view 
of the Abyssinian table-land, or, rather, of the aJmost perpendicular 
wall of rock, or cliff, which forms its eastern boundary, approached 
through Rayry Guddy, in the Senafe Pass. The situation of Bayry 
Guddy itBelf is elevated 6100 ft. above the sea level. It is the first 
step into the region of pines and fir-trees, which are of two kinds, 
the juniper-pine of North America and the spruce-fir. A junipeT- 
pine which appears in the foreground of the sketch is 60 ft. or 60 ft. 
nigb, nnd 9 ft in circumference of its trunk 6 ft. above the ground. 
From this point the pine-tree becomes more common till it grows 
most abundantly on the plateau above. 

The situation of the British camp at Senafe and the view from 
that place, looking into the hollow country westward, were shoum 
in n sketch we engraved last week. A more extensive and 
interesting prospect, from a hill north-east of the camp, is 
exhibited in the sketch now furnished by onr correspondent, the 
Engraving of which appears on page 182. It looks in a south-west 
direction, across the rocky basin in which Senafe lies, and over the 
level surface of the upland platform beyond it, as far as the city of 
Adowa, which is not, however, itself visible, but the situation of 
which is perceived by the singular group of peaked hills that sur¬ 
round it. Adowa is one of the largest towns in Abyssinia; and 
Axum, in its neighbourhood, contains the ruins of the ancient 
metropolis of the kingdom of Ethiopia. These places, belonging to 
the province of Tigre, which has rebelled and seceded from the empire 
of King Theodore, maynot, perhaps, lie in tho way of the. British 
military operations. The advanoe of onr army from Senafe will 
rather be directed along tho road southward, by A ttegerat to Antalo, 
the eastern capital of Abyssinia. It is, indeed, announced by Sir 
Robert Napier's telegram to Sir Stafford Northed be, above quoted, 
that “ an advance force will proceed immediately towards Antalo.” 
Another telegram, dated the 28th ult., says that ‘ Sir Robert Napier 
had Btarted from the front: and a brigade of all arras advances to¬ 
morrow from Senafe on Antalo. The shell batteries will be moved 
to the front, and one shell battery will accompany the advance 
troops.” The distance from Senate to Antalo, as shown by the map, 
is about a hundred miles, and from Antalo to Magdala 150 miles, 
generally taking a southward course. 


The Indian Deportment at Washington has set apart a room to 
be devoted to teaching the Indians who visit that city weaving and 
vgriotie mechanic arts, which they seem anxious to learn. 

The total number of special constables in Great Britain reported 
up to the 29th ult. was 113,67-4; those in the City and metropolitan 
districts numbering 62,974. 

The DanUh-Norwegian Eigliah Telegraph Company of Copen¬ 
hagen has issued a prospectus. It is proposed to construct and 
work a direct submarine telegraph line between Jutland and one of 
the north-eastern ports, probably at or near the mouth of the Tyne. 
The necessary arrangements are Btatcd to have been made, both for 
the manufacture and submersion of the proposed cable, and also for 
the acquisition of the existing Danish-Norwegian cable. 

Last Saturday, at the suggestion of Admiral Schomberg, Queen’s 
Harbour Master, Holyhead, the Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane 
Society presented a first-class silver medal, together with a splendid 
illuminated written testimony on parchment, beautifully framed, to 
Mr. William Rowlands, aged seventy-six, coxswain of the Holyhead 
life-boat Princess of Wales, who has been the means during the 
last half century of saving 250 lives. 

At the Conservative meeting in Bristol the other night it was 
stated that, in accordance with the wishes expressed by the mombsrs 
of the association, a letter had been sent through General Grey, to 
the Queen, asking that a cheap edition of her beautiful book may be 
issued; and that a reply had been received from GeneralGrey,stating 
that her Majesty had been gracious enough to comply with the 
request, and that “ a cheap edition of that work would be issued for 
her dear, loving subjects.” 

The Book of Common Prayer contains some of the best liturgical 
elements of the Christian Church, shaped and supplemented at a 
period which excited in tensest religious feelings, by men of eminent 
piety, of vast theological knowledge, and of great intellectual power; 
at a period, too, when our marvellous English speech, though in a 
state of flux and transition, was, in competent hands, an instrument 
of most nervous, majestic, aud beautiful expression. The archaic 
tinge, which the lapse of three centuries has given to these com¬ 
positions. only enhances their mature and reverend grace. In 
conjunction with the Bible and Shakspeare, it has had a mighty 
influence in preserving to ns the stately and weighty forms of Tudor 
speech—so eminently fitted for the language of prayer. Perhaps no 
devotional manual has so successfully avoided the effusion of mere 
religious sentiment, and at the same time embodied the manly 
tendencies of the deeply religious heart. Unlike the breviaries, 
litanies, and manuals of France. Italy, and Spain, as well as of 
English Roman Catholicism, which address themselves chiefly to the 
emotions, and often minister to that which is morbid in feeling and 
repulsive in taste, on the ground that they are designed for the 
ignorant masses of the people, the Book of Common Prayer is as 
noble in thought as it is stimulating in feeling. It satisfies the taste 
of the most cultured, while it is perfectly simple to the most ignorant. 
Like the old Latin hymns, it Is majestic and undemonstrative, and 
works its spell upon the worshippers by the simple force of its state¬ 
ments and the calm intensity of its earnestness. It has none of the 
sensuonsnesa and sentimentality that characterise many prayers and 
hymns, and yet it is instinct with devotional feeling. It ministers 
to robustness as well as to tenderness of religions life, and is a won¬ 
derful expression of the religions characteristics of the English 
nation; although to more sensuous nations like the French and 
Spanish it would seem cold, and distant, and rigid. Yery precious 
are many of its prayers; and could the dubious sacerdotalism and 
the ecclesiastical polemics with which they have really nothing to 
do be discharged from them, their severe simplicity, their spiritual 
wisdom, their compressed meanings, their chastened reverence, and 
their deep and solemn pathos, would commend them to all religions 
hearts. We can scarcely wonder, therefore, that the Book of 
Common Prayer should be so far removed from the conditions under 
which ojginary books live, aud from the feelings with which they 
are regarded. It is an ark of God, which has contained many 
precious things, and around which great memories gather.— Bril i<A 
Quarterly Art icle.

• WEEKLY RETURN OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 
Toe following is the Registrar General's return of births and 
deaths in Loudon and in thirteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom for tho week ending Saturday, Feb. 1:— 

Last week 4712 births and 3182 deaths were registered in London 
and in thirteen other largo towns of the United Kingdom. The 
annual rate of mortality was 26 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 28 per 1000 in London, 
27 in Edinburgh, and 84 in Dublin; 28 in Bristol, 24 in Birmingham, 

81 in Liverpool, 29 in Manchester, 33 in Salford, 25 in Sheffield, 24 
in Bradford, 24 in Leeds, 24 in Hull, 25 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 

82 in Glasgow. 

In London the births of 1207 boys and 1167 girls—in all, 2864 
children—were registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks 
of ten years, 1858-67, the average number, corrected for increase of 
population, is 2288. 

The deaths registered in London during the week were 1394. It 
was the fifth week of the year, and the average number of deaths 
for that week is, with a correction for increase of population, 1629. 
The deaths in the present return are less by 235 than the estimated 
number. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 286, the corrected average 
number bein B 346. Twenty-four deaths occurred from smallpox, 26 
from measles, 31- from scarlatina, 11 from diphtheria, 65 from 
whooping-cough, 47 from fever, and 16 from dlarrhcea. 

One hundred and seventy deaths from phthisis, 188 from bron¬ 
chitis, 80 from pneumonia, and 43 from diseases of the heart were 


■e deaths of 7 children and 3 adults from burns or scalds, of 5 
infants from suffocation, of 2 persons from privation, aud of 2 persons 
who were killed by horses or vehicles in the street* were recorded. 

BIRTHS, MABBLAGES, AND DEATHS IN THE UNITED 

KINGDOM. 

QUARTERLY RETURN. 

The registers of the United Kingdom show that the births of 
242,974 children, and the deaths of 168,025 persons of both sexes, 
were registered in the three months ending on Dec. 31, The 
death-rat* of the United Kingdom differs little from that prevailing 
in England and Wales. The recorded natural increase was 89,949; 
the native emigrants were 80,453. 

The registered marriages of the United Kingdom in the quarter 
ending Sept. SO, 1867, were 54,782. 

The resident population of the United Kingdom iu the middle of 
1867 is estimated at 30,157,473; that of England and Wales amount¬ 
ing to 21,420,608; of Scotland to 8,170,769; and of Ireland to 
5,657,196. The corrected death-rate of the quarter is 2-185 per cent; 
birth-rate, 3 890; marriage-rate for previons quarter 1-620. 

The returns of pauperism are heavy; the average numbers relieved 
on the last day of each week in the quarter were, indoor, 146,237; 
outdoor, 771,280. In the December quarter of 1865 the respective 
numbers were 129,036 and 725,259. 

The number of emigrants in the quarter that ended Dec. 81 from 
ports in the United Kingdom where there are emigration officers 
was 35,472, of whom about 12,151 were persons of English origin, 
2938 were of Scotch, and 15,364 of Irish origin. Four fifths of the 
aggregate movement went to the United States. 

THE RETURN FOR LAST YEAR. 

In the United Kingdom 1.026,422 births and 634,051 deaths were 
registered in the year 1667, thus making the natural increase 392,368, 
or at tho rate of 1074 daily. The recorded number of emigrants 
was 195,953, or 637 daily. The difference between the emigrants 
and the registered natural increase was 537 daily. 

The birth-rate per 1000 of the year waa 36-85, the death-rate 21-96, 
for the United Kingdom, after a correction for the defective 
registration of Ireland. 

The birth-rate per 1000 of England proper was 35-84, the death- 
rate 2198; the numbers for the previous year 35-51 and 23-62. 

The eleven divisions may be thus arran ged in the order of annual 
mortality; the deaths per 1000 were in the south-eastern counties 
19, south-western counties 10, eastern counties 19, north-midland 
counties 20, south-midland counties 20, Monmouthshire and Wales 
21, west-midland counties 21, London 23, Yorkshire 24, northern 
counties 25, north-western counties (Lancashire and Cheshire) 26. 

Last year 55,494 of the English people, 12,866 of the Scotch, 
88,622 of the Irish people, 31,198 foreigners, and 7i<8 persons of 
origin not distinguished in the returns left ports of the United 
Kingdom for foreign and colonial settlements. They constitute a 
total emigration of 195,603 persons, of whom 159,27o went to the 
United States. There is a slight decline on some recent years. 

Spafields Chapel, Clcrkenwell—one of the ugliest ecclesiastical 
buildings in London—has undergone a process of restoration, or 
rather reconstruction, and it now displays a very presentable exterior. 
Like Tottenham-court Chapel, which has been in somewhat the same 
way improved in appearance, it was one of the preaching-places 
erected during the great religions revival of the last century, with 
which the Counteas of Huntingdon and Mr. Whitfield were associated. 
In honour of Lady Huntingdon an obelisk of Aberdeen granite, with 
a commemorative inscription, has been erected in front of thechspel.

At the meeting of the Royal 
Geographical Society at Burling¬ 
ton House, on the evening of 
Monday week, Mr. Young and 
Captain Faulkner were present j 
and Mr. Young, who is a warrant 
officer of the Royal Navy, but an 
experienced African traveller, was 
received with all the honour due 
to him for his zeal and courage, 
and for his skill and intelligence, 
in the conduct of this enterprise.

L. Corry, First Lord of the Ad¬ 
miralty, Lord John Hay, Lord 
Henry Lennox, Sir Samuel Baker, 
Admiral Belcher, Admiral Hall, 
and Mr. Crawford. After the 
reading of a letter from Sir 
Roderick Murchison and of a re¬ 
solution, passed by the council of 
the society, recommending Mr. 
Young to the Board of Admiralty 
forsnch reward or promotion as 


their Lordships might think fit to 
bestow, Mr. Young’s official re¬ 
port to the president, narrating 
the progress and result of his ex¬ 
pedition, was read to the meeting. 
The ohairmar then invited Mr. 
Young to address the meeting and 
to tell them something more of 
his experiences and observations. 
He was loudly cheered on coming 
forward, as is shown In our Illus¬ 
tration of ths scene, and his nar¬ 
rative was listened to with great 
interest. A few anecdotes were 
related afterwards by Captain 
Fanlkner. Sir Samuel Baker and 
Mr. Horace Waller also briefly ad¬ 
dressed the meeting, and the pro¬ 
ceedings were of a most satisfac¬ 
tory character. 


PROFESSOR SIB 0. 

WHEATSTONE. 

Her Majesty has conferred the 
honour of knighthood upon one 
of the most eminently successful 
professors of experimental science. 
Sir Charles Wheatstone has been 
well known without that title for 
the last thirty years, ns a very 
able teacher and inventor; the 
joint author, with Mr. Cooke, of 
the electric telegraph; and the 

6 recursor of Sir David Brewster 
i the invention of the stereo¬ 
scope. The physical phenomena 
of light, sonnd, and electricity, 
have been the principal subjects 
of his study, and he has the merit 
of discovering several most useful 
practical applications of this 
knowledge. He is a native of 
Gloucester, where he was bom in 
1802. In early life he was em¬ 
ployed in the manufacture of 
musical instruments, which led 
him to atudy the science of 
acoustics. An account of some 
original researches of his in this 
department was presented to the 
Royal Society in 1883. He next 
devoted his attention to electricity, 
and in 1884 produced a report on 
some experiments in measuring 
the speed of electric currents and 
the duration of the electric light. 
In the same year, at the founda¬ 
tion of King's College, London, 
he was appointed Professor of 
Experimental Philosophy in that 
institution. Having made a special 
investigation in the department of 
optics, he discovered and explained 
the laws of binocular vision, 
on which the invention of the 
stereoscope is founded. In Feb¬ 
ruary, 1887, he first met Mr. Cooke, 
who had been engaged, a twdlve-

month previously, in bis plans and experiments for the constructionof 
an electric telegraph, to be kid down on the Liverpool and Manchester 
Hallway; whilst Professor Wheatstone had already devised a method 
of arranging circuits of wires to transmit signals by the deflection of 
magnetic needles. They agreed to join each other in this under¬ 
taking, and took out a patent, on terms of perfect equality, in May 
of the same year. The first practical trial of the new invention was 
movie on the Blnckwall Hailway in 181)8 the wiree being of copper, 
Inclosed in an iron tnbe, and each wire isolated from the others by a 
non-conducting material. It was not till some years later that it 
was found sufficient to stretch simple iron wires across the tope of 
poles in the open air. There was a dispute, in 1841, about the re¬ 
spective claims of Mr. Cooke and Professor Wheatstone to the glory 
of this invention. It was referred to tho decision of Sir Isambard 
Brunei and Professor Daniell, whose verdict we may as well quote:— 
■‘While Mr. Cooke is entilled to stand alone as the gentleman to 
whom this country is indebted for having practically introduced and 
carried out the electric telegraph as a useful undertaking, promising 
to be a work of national importance, Professor Wheatstone is acknow¬ 
ledged as the scientific msn, whoso profound andsucoessful researches 
had already prepared the public to rcc.-ive it as a project capable of 
practical application; bnt it is to the united labours of two gentle¬ 
men no well qualified for mutual assistance tliat we must attribute 
the rapid progress which this important invention has made during 
the five years since they have been associated.” Professor Wheatstone 
has done much since that time in contriving apparatus and processes 
for submarine telegraphy, as well as in the invention of optical and 
musical instruments. He was associate of tho Ordnance 8eleot Com¬ 
mittee at Woolwich during the Crimean War, from 1855 to 1858, 
a member of various other Government commissions, and a Juror of 
the Paris Universal Exhibition. He has received the degrees of 
D.C.L. and LL.D. from the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge, 
and is corresponding or honorary member of all the principal 
scientific academies of Europe. Ho is also a Chevalier of the Legion 
of Honour, and hns received two gold medals granted by her Majesty 
and awarded by the Eoyal Society for attainments In physical 
science.

CURRENT LITERATURE. 

The Lift of Trinte Henry of Portugal, sunuimed the Navigator, 
and its Eeevlts. By R. H. Major, (Asher and Co.) Prince Henry 
of Portugal is one of the men to whom the world is most indebted. 
At a period when even the most able and active Princes were prin¬ 
cipally engrossed by schemes of territorial aggrandisement or the 
quest of military glory, he steadily devoted himself to one of the 
most important of the pursuits of peace—maritime discovery. He 
deserves, indeed, to be considered the founder of systematic mari¬ 
time exploration. Numerous discoveries bad been made before his 
time by accident, or had arisen out of warn, pilgrimages, and 
adventurous enterprises. Prinoe Henry was tho first to pro¬ 
secute discovery systematically and to regard ite promotion as 
the bu*inejja*r-'his life. Whatever has since been effected in 
this direction may be referred to the impulse originally com¬ 
municated by him. His rank, nevertheless, did not allow him 
to withdraw himself from public business; and hia name is associated 
With some of the moat Btlmog passages of Portuguese history. Both, 
therefore, from its intrinsic importance and the romance attending 
it, the subject is one extremely attractive to the biographer. It has 
been ably treated by Mr. Major, who is keeper of the maps in the 
British Museum and one of the highest living authorities on 
geography. He has not confined himself to the biography of Prinoe 
Henry, but has produced a substantial history of Portuguese dis¬ 
covery to the time of Tatco de Gama and even beyond him; for one 
of the most interesting chapters in the volume is that which estab¬ 
lishes by cogent proofs that the discovery of Anstralia also is due to 
the Portuguese. This work will always' be the standard authority 
on the subject of which it treats; while its pages are so crowded with 
narratives of incident, adventure, and enterprise as to possess no 
ordinary attractions, even for general readers. 

Ovr pomeitic Fireplace*: On the Ventilation of Dwelling-hornet and 
the Utilisation of Waste Heat from Open Fireplace*. By Frederick 
Edwards, inn. (Robert Hardwicke.) We ore supposed by a certain 
class of philosophers to obey only too faithfully the injunction to 
“be fruitful ana multiply and replenish the earth ; ” we certainly 
“ add house to house” if not “ field to field, until there is no place;’’ 
we get more and more civilised, and we must take the consequences. 
With our progress in civilisation our duties increase upon us. It is 
not sufficient that we doable ap our perambulators, braise our oats, 
and oease to beat onr carpets (and our wives), but we are called upon 
to consume onr smoke and utilise onr sewage. Moreover, we retire 
from the free air into cloee houses, and then we are half eorry for it 
and have to excogitate means by which we may lure the air into 
onr houses to keep us fresh and healthy. In fact, wc are 
driven to onr wits’ end for what is called ventilation. Ques¬ 
tions of eoonomy uleo arise, and we are led to believe by scien¬ 
tific men that if we would only give up a few of our prejudices 
we might utilise waste heat, keep our bodies healthy as well as 
warm, and use up only a fraction of the coal which is so important 
to our commercial prosperity and our domestic comfort, and which, 
nevertheless, is said by those who ought to know to exist in our 
mines in by no means inexhaustible profusion. One would be in¬ 
clined to suppose that, whatever is suggested with a view of pre¬ 
serving men’s health, promoting men’s comfort, and saving men’s 
pockets, would be certain to receive men’s most particular atten¬ 
tion ; bat experience does not lead one to believe in the correctness 
of the supposition. Wisdom cries and no man regards; or, rather, 
wisdom publishes elaborate treatises, with numerous illustrative 
plates, and nobody reads them or examines them. Anti yet, perhaps, 
this is too sweeping on assertion, for Mr. Edwards seems to allow 
that his kbonre have met with some tolerably gratifying apprecia¬ 
tion. It cannot be denied that If practical os well as theoretical 
knowledge entitles a man to respectful attention, Mr. Edwards 
can put forward unexceptionable claims; and, if ever anybody 
brought to bear upon a written work hearty earnestness ana dili¬ 
gent research, Mr. Edwards seems to have done so. His essays 
are written in au impartial spirit and in the manner rather of an 
artist than of a purveyor of grates ; and they contain no much in the 
way of narrative and anecdote that they are” scarcely less interesting 
than useful. But, as the proof of the pudding is in the eating, so 
the proof of a particular Bort of ventilator, grate, and fire-irons is 
in the using, and a householder is more inclined to wait until he can 
see liow his neighbour fares with a now invention than to take a 
bold step himself, relying solely on lire own opinion, formed after 
perusal of the most excellent and convincing treatise. Besides, the 
mind of man is full of suspicions, and he refnses (to his own detri¬ 
ment, very often) to put implicit faith in the representations of an 
“ interested party.” And so, perhaps, ho goes down to an untimely 
grave without, ever having been properly ventilated, and without 
ever having mil land hia waste heat. Moreover, there is that almost 
insurmountable abjection to anything 11 newfangled ": it is said to 
make soap unknown in certain families to this day. H the mind of 
the unventilated and e? those who are careless of their grates, fire- 
irons, and chimneys is to be Impressed by print, Mr. Edwards 
appears to have dons as much as can be done by straight¬ 
forward reasoning and illustration; and, in case that method 
should fail, there remains the sensational novel in which a 
hero or heroine might be made to achieve wonders by 
scientific ventilation and utilising waste heat on Mr. Edwards’s 
principle, The “novel’’plan is said to have been found very 
successful in the case of a Parisian upholsterer. 

H hoietome Fare; or, The Doctor and the Cook. By Edmond 8. 
aud Ellen J. Delamere. (Lockwood and Co.) A plump book, of an 
aspect well suited to the subject. The outside speaks volumes (or, 
more correctly, a volume) for the inside. Briefly, it is a cookery- 
book, the cookery whereof is Intended rather to promote health than 
to tickle the palate. The book is described as “a manual of the 
laws of food and the practiceof cookery, embodying the best receipts 
in British and Continental cookery : with hints and receipts for the 
sedentary, the sick, and tho convalescent.” The author* opinion is 
that “ the doctor, unsupported by the cook’s material aid, aud the 


cook, nngnided by the doctor’s knowledge, are two powerful agents, 
half whose strength is paralysed or misdirected.” The bias of the 
authors may be inferred from a passage in the preface, in which it 
is roundly asserted that “jellies and arrowroot pap are not nourish¬ 
ing ; while pease soup and pudding, bean-flour, oatmeal gruel, and 
dried haricots made into a stew decidedly are.” Who that was ever 
an invalid would not maintain with his body the claims of properly- 
made jelly to be called nutritious ? 

The Epicure's Tear-Book. (Bradbury, Evans, and Co.) If this 
dainty little book were not from a certain point of view utterly 
monstrous, it would be from every point of view attractive add com¬ 
mendable. Bat, if it fall into tne hands of any one whose mind is 
full of “ East-End distress,” and who is still hannted by recollection 
of the poor woman who “died of starvation on Christmas Day," it 
is likely to be greeted with a groan of disgust, and an ejaculation 
about those “ whose god is their belly.” However, it is in every 
respect a dainty little volume, which, in type, paper, binding, and 
style, is perfectly in accordance with the title, and suggests full 
dress, champagne, delicacies, and the most refined manner of serving 
“the world, the flesh, and the devil.” The only exception to the 
general refinement is the manner in which different persons, trades¬ 
men and others, are advertieed by name. Captain Hans Busk, for 
instance, is advertised as if he were a cook in want of a situation, 
and is represented to be as great an authority upon the stomach and 
how to fill it as he is npon “the rifle and how to use it.” The book 
contains a calendar in which the days of the months arc thonght 
worthy or unworthy of remark, according as they have or have not 
any connection with persons, things, and times suggestive of eating 
or drinking. Appropriate dishes for each month are mentioned; 
memorable dinners ore recorded; hints about laying tables and about 
carving are given; anecdotes bearing npon cookery are told; and 
books relating to eating and drinking are reviewed. The book 
appears, as its title would lead one to suppose, to be the first of a 
projected annual series. 

Charlotte Burney. By K. S. Macquoid. (Tinsley.) The title of 
this three-volume novel seems to be familiar as tho name of some¬ 
body who was really somebody. Is it the maiden name of Mdme. 
D’Arblay ? Bnt it is of little consequence; for those persons who 
may be led from the title to dread a snake in the grass—a historical 
sort of memoir hidden in a novel—have no cause for apprehension. 
It Is a love-story, written by an author whose sprightly style and 
skill In character-drawing have before now been displayed, notably 
m " Chesterford ” and “ Hester Kirton.” The story is of the oor- 
poreal rather than of the intellectual or spiritual kind—that is to 
say .particular stress is laid on personal appearance and physical 
attributes. Eyes, for instance, are greatly insisted npon. Charlotte 
Burney’s great strength lay in her eyes. They have done their work 
upon a young man before yon arrive at the end of the third page of

sooner than it did result in the application of a gold ring to the 
right finger of her right (that is, of course, left) hand it is the prin¬ 
cipal business of all the three volumes to make manifest. Unclet 
and aunts (when there are no fathers and mothers to discharge their 
natural functions) may do a great deal towards making a young lady's 
“course of true love “run anything but “ smooth ; ; bnt when her 
lover and she are perfectly agreed that 

In love—If love be love—It love be curs, 

Faith and nnfalth can ne'er be equal powers, 
the difficulties in the way of smoothness are, of course, much in¬ 
creased. For he holds that unfaith is shown by keeping a secret 
from him, and she holds that unfaith is shown by hi* unwillingness 
to trust her though there is something she must conceal from him. 
However, time, the liealer, aud a noble-minded gentleman who is no 
dog in the manger, make every thing as it should be. The story is of 
very slight texture, and that it should be expanded through three 
volumes may be considered to prove how illimitable are the resources 
of art and science. Perhaps u may not bo considered impertinent 
to ask whether authors are quite jnst to themselves when they give 
great prominence to exceedingly disagreeable characters, seeing that, 
however excellent the drawing may be, there is danger that the reader 
may be disgusted. The case is different when the disagreeable character 
exercises a terrible or any other fascination; but Mrs. Rumbold 
exercises no fascination, and her vulgarity, however lifelike may be 
the manner in which it is hit off, U intolerable. The author is un¬ 
doubtedly right in saying that Mrs. Rumbold is the aort of person 
you would expert to see in spangles and tights; she wonld probably 
“draw” in what it is the fashion to call a “leg-piece,” but as a 
lady with a “speaking part” she might “ empty the house.” 


MUSIC. 

The first performance by the Sacred Harmonic Society of Handel’s 
“ Israel in Egypt ” drew an enormous audience to Exeter Hall on 
Friday evening last. Although Mr. Costa was not sufficiently re¬ 
covered, we regret to say, from his long and severe illnese to resume 
his duties as conductor, he had an able and experienced substitute 
in M. Sainton, under whose bfiton the stupendous double choruses 
were performed in a manner which left little or nothing to be 
desired. The solo singers were Mdme. Lemmens Sherrington, Mdme. 
Barrington (a valuable acquisition to our London orchestras), Mdme. 
Sainton-Dolby, Mr. Sims Reeves, Mr. Montcm Smith, Mr. Lewis 
Thomas, and Signor Foli. This oratorio depends more upon its 
choruses than npon its airs and duets; but the solos, as well as the 
choral portions of the work, were magnificently given, and the whole 
performance made ita usual impression on ths audienoe, who did not 
fail to appreciate the valuable services of M. Sainton in his capacity 
of conductor. Mr. Sims Beeves was in foil possession of hia match¬ 
less vocal powers, and may be said to have even ontdone himself in 
the energy and effect of hia singing. His great air, “ The enemy 
said," was redemanded, but he declined to comply with the call. It 
has become customary to speak of “ Israel in Egypt” as being the 
greatest of Handel's works ; bnt this judgment is inconsiderate and 
unsound, for neither in this oratorio nor in any other has the genius 
of the mighty master reached the almost superhuman sublimity and 
pathos which shine in “ The Messiah." 

The Crystal Palace Concert of Baturday morning was fall of in¬ 
teresting matter. The programme included Mendelssohn's “ Funeral 
March, one of ths posthumous works which are now being given 
to the world, and thus saved from the oblivion info which they were 
in danger of falling through the neglect or mistaken judgment of 
those whoee duty it was to preserve them. The concert also In¬ 
cluded 8pohr's greatest symphony, “Die Weihe der Ton,” an un¬ 
translatable title, which, for want of a better, has been changed in 
this country to “ The Power of Sound.” What’s in a name, how¬ 
ever ? we must content ourselves with Baying; and certainly if Spohr 
has ever approached Beethoven, it is in some parts of this magni¬ 
ficent work. There were, moreover, several other masterpieces, 
instrumental and vocal, of Mocart, Beethoven, Meyerbeer, Schumann, 
and Benedict, which called into action the talents of Mdme. 
Sherrington and other eminent performers, and were received with 
applause by a numerous audience, notwithstanding the stormy state 
of the weather. The concert of this day includes Mendelssohn’s 
“ Reformation Symphony,” and a pianoforte concerto of Schumann, 
performed by his celebrated and accomplished widow. 

The Popular Concerts of Saturday morning and Monday evening 
last had for their principal features the pianoforte performances of 
Mdme. Schumann. On Saturday this illustrious lady played 
Beethoven's sonata in 0, dedicated to Count Waldstein, and her late 
husband's quintette in Eflat. On Monday she played Schubert’s 
ottetto in F, Beethoven's Sonata Appaesionata in F minor, and (with 
Signor Piatti) Beethoven's sonata in A for the piano and violon¬ 
cello. The other portions of both concerts were of corresponding 
excellence. 

On the evening of Jan. 29, Mr. Barnby gave the first of a series of 
fonr subscription choral and orchestral concerts. It was an enter¬ 
tainment of the highest order. The programme contained only four 
works, all by Mendelssohn and all master-works of that mighty 
genius—hia oantata, “ Athalie;" his “ Cornelias ” march, his 
“ Reformation ” symphony, and his finals to “Loreley." Mr, Barnby 
had a large and powerful chorus and instrumental orchestra, and 
the performance waa, on the whole, a splendid one, though it was 
somewhat deficient in accuracy and precision, owing to Mr. Barnby’s 
as yet limited experience in the business of a conductor, Tne 


illustrative verses to the music in “ Athalie” were well recited, and 
the monologue of “Lorolcy,” sung by Mdme. Lemmeus-Sherrington, 
was a magnificent display of vocal and dramatic power. The hall 
was crowded to the doors. 

Mdlle. Liebhart has been engaged as prima donna, and Mr. Wilford 
Morgan as primo tenore, at the new St. George's Opera House, 
under the direction of Mr. German Reed. They are to make their 
first appearance together in “ The Ambassadrice ’’ of Auber. 

It is announced that the Royal Academy of Music which has 
struggled for nearly half a century to support itself on the volontaiy 
principle, and has been the subject of many committees and in¬ 
quiries, has decided to close its doors and surrender its charter. 

The committee of the Society of Arts on musical education has 
been appointed, consisting of—Hia Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales, K.G., who is the chairman; Lord Henry Gordon Lennox, 
M.P. ; Lord Gerald Fitzgerald, Sir John P. Boileau, Bart.; Six John 
Harrington, Bart.; Sir Francis Sandford, R. K. Rowley; Edgar A. 
Bowring, O.B.; Harry Chester; Henry Cole, C.B.; Captain Donnelly, 
R.E.; Herbert Fisher ; William Hawes, chairman of the council; 
R. F. Puttick, Samuel Redgrave, aud Colonel Scott. R.E ; with 
power to arrange for a deputation to confer with her Majesty’s 
Government. 

The Uxbridge Harmonic 8ocieiy, a very praisewortU institution, 
has been active in the cause of benevolence. Under the auspices of 
this association a concert was given, at the TownhaH of that place, 
on the 10th of last month, for the benefit of the sufferers from the 
late Clerkenwell explosion, it was a well-arranged, agreeable, and 
successful entertainment. At the concert on Jan. 10 the performers 
who contributed their services were Singers: Miss Banks, Mdme. 
Bnrrington, Miss Ponrifex, Messrs. Franklin, Coles, Pitkin, and 
Shearly; instrumentalists: Mr. J. B. Burrington and J. Walsh. 
They were much applauded, and deservedly. It has been announced 
that the subscription is kept open for the receipt of additional 
donations. 

Gounod’s “ Faofit ” has been prodnoed at Darmstadt, with extra¬ 
ordinary Octet; bnt the same success has not attended theproduction 
of hia subsequent operas, “ The Queen of Sheba ” and “ Romeo and 
Juliet,” both of which were received by the public with great 
coolness. 

Mdlle. Patti (says Qalignani) has quite recovered from her alight 
indisposition. The circumstances attending the rupture of this 
lady’s marriage do not concern us. Sufficient for us to record that 
it hea been broken off, as also tho marriages of M. Bagier rnd 1L 
Carvalho. They had agreed to share the Salle Ventadour between 
them—a sort of “ Box and Cox ” affair—the Italiens to play on 
Tuesday, the Lyriqne on Wednesday; bnt the municipality have 
lowered the rent of the Lyriqne, and M, Carvalho means to remain 
in his old abode. 

M. Auber completed his eighty-sixth year on Wednesday, last 
week. Several distinguished persons called on him and left their 
compliments and congratulations ou the event of bis birthday. The 
General commanding the National Guards paid him an official visit 
with the bands of the regiment, who serenaded him with the over¬ 
ture to “Masaniello” and a march he composed seventy-two years 
ago. The great composer came tripping down the stairs of his hotel 
to salute the General and thank the members of the bands for their 
kind remembrances. 

The following new operas were produced at Paris daring the past 
year.—At the Imperial Opfera House, Verdi's “Don Carlos"; “La 
FiancOe de Corinthe,” by M. Dnprato ; and “ Dalila,” a cantata, by 
M. Pessard ; the two latter were complete fate is. At the Opdrn 
Oomiqne, “Le Fils du Brigadier," by Victor Masae; “Robinson 
Crusoe," by Offenbach; and “ La,Grande Tante,” by M. Massenet, tho 
second being a success, the last giving promise for the future. At 
theThOdtre Lyrique, Guonod's “ Romeo et Juliette"; Bizet’s “ Jolie 
Fille de Perth Deborah,’’ by M. Devin-Divivier; “ Sardanapale,” 
by M. Joncteres; “Lea Bluete,” by M. Cohen; and “ Cardillac,” by 
M. Dantresme. At the Fantaisies Parisiennes, the revivals hnve 
been “ Le 8order,” by Phillidor; “ Le Oallfe de Bagdad,” by 
Boieldien; “Le Planteur de Monpou”; and the novelties, M. 
Barbier'e “ Legendes de Gavami ”; M. Gallyot’e “ L’Amour Manne¬ 
quin” ; and Mozart’s “ L’Oie da Caire.” 


THE THEATRE8. 

Maxaokuerts are still active in sustaining the season, which has 
been uncommonly prosperous, at a profitable level, and accordingly, 
from time to time, are careful to odd other attractions to those of 
the Christmas productions, which have already run their six weeks. 
On Saturday, at Drury Lane, Mr. Phelpe appeared, for the first time 
at this theatre, as Dr. Cantwell in Bickerstaffa fatnons comedy of 
“ The Hypocrite.” His excellence in the part was tested many 
seasons ago at Sadler’s Wells, and famished an additional proof of 
the actors merit in comedy. Mr. Phelpe has in snch parts a readi¬ 
ness and an aptitude which closely resembles genius, and brings to 
the performance a manifest skill and careful finish which testify to 
the conscientious artist doing his best, from a delight in his work as 
well as from a sense of duty. His Cantwell is nearly as good as 
his Macsycophant, and in this we mean to pronounce the highest 
possible commendation. He is.weil supported. Mr. John Rouse, as 
Mawworm, acted with intelligence, and was decidedly amusing. Mrs. 
H. Vandenhoff is a capital Lady Lambert; and Mrs. Hermann 
Vesin, as Charlotte, graceful and lively as she ever is, impersonates 
the character with an ease of assumption which charms the audience. 

We have also to register a new piece by Mr. Holliday, pro¬ 
duced on Saturday at the New Royalty, entitled “ Daddy Gray.” 
It is In three acts, and evidently founded on the Scottish ballad. 
Jessy Bell (Miss Carlotta Addison), the daughter of a working man, 
whoee fortunes are on the wane, is affianced to a gay young miller, 
Harry Garden (Mr. P. Day), whose mill has been recently consumed ; 
but being insured, he is not over-grieved at the incident, meaning 
with the money to purchase a cottage and make himself happy with 
Jessy. Bnt all is not so easy as he thinks, for the office has sus¬ 
picions, and ultimately he is tried and found guilty of arson. 
Daddy Gray (Mr. F. Dewar), as a friend of the family, having 
cherished a secret passion for Jessy, seeks to take advantage of 
these circumstances to secure her for himself as his wife. The old 
man |is here compelled to perform a part alien to hia general cha¬ 
racter, and it is in the moral struggle which he suffers that the 
force of the performance consists. |Tho actor has availed himself 
of the occasion, and gives a forcible portraiture of a mind agitated 
by contrary motives. Harry Garden is eventually proved innocent— 
a fact which leaves Daddy Gray no hold on Jessy, to whom he is 
about to be married. Harry, set free, arrives jnst in time; and the 
old man, making a virtue of necessity, unites their hands. There 
are subordinate parts which are well tilled in this little drama, and 
someaituations which, thoughnot quite novel, are very effective. One 
of the latter, at the end of the second act, reproduces the effect of 
“ Waiting for the Verdiot”—an effectwhichof itself has already made 
the fortune of an interesting domestic drama. The scenery, by Mr. 
Cuthbert, is so good that it is calculated not only to assist the popu¬ 
larity of the new play, bnt to form a positive attraction itself. 

A new comedietta, by Mr. T. J. Williams, has been introduced on 
Hie boards of the Lyceum in the quietest way in the world ; bnt its 
merits are such ss to compel due recognition. It is entitled “ Who ’a 
to Win Him,” and the plot turns npon the circumstance of four 
young ladies in a village seeking to secure the hand of Cyril 
Dashwood (Mr. John Nelaoa), who is in search of a wife. These four 
ladies, Sylvia, Minetta, Musidora, and Arabella, are charmingly 
represented by Miss Goodidl, Miss Armstrong, Miss Louise Laldlaw, 
and Miss Nelly Barton. The elements of snch a drama are simple; 
bnt, in this instance, they are skilfnlly combined. 

On Tuesday, at Myddelton Hall, Miss Edith Heraud read to a 
numerous and fashionable audience the tragedy of ‘‘Samson 
Agonistes,” by John Milton. The Rev. Mr. Henry AUon presided, 
and introduced the reading by tome excellent remarks on the poem. 
The reader was frequently applauded; and, difficult ns the task must 
have been, she gave the greatest effect both to the poetical ar.d 
passionate speeches.

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THE CENSUS. 


A preliminary report, stating some of the principal results 
of the recent numbering of the population of the United 
Kingdom, has been issued by authority. Although the 
papers returned by the 32,608 enumerators to the Census 
Office have not yet been subjected to that minute analysis 
which they will hereafter undergo, the conclusions already 
arrived at may be relied upon for their substantial 
accuracy. The facts, and figures, and the series of pre¬ 
pared tables contained in the report can hardly be recom¬ 
mended to the general reader as attractive or entertain¬ 
ing, but they are certainly suggestive, and even to those 
who are unskilled in the statistical science will present 
Ecme striking, if not wholly unexpected, revelations. Of 
course, it would be out of place in these columns to sum¬ 
marise the contents of the volume to which we refer. 
We shall note only two or three broad generalisations 
that have been arrived at by the Registrar-General and 
his staff, and shall perhaps glance here and there at any 
inference they may appear to sustain, but we shall not 
even profess to give a resume of the authenticated report. 

The primary fact to which attention may be called is 
the considerable increase of population which has accrued 
since the last Census. The total number of persons in 
the United Kingdom enumerated on April 3, 1871, was 
31,817,108, of whom 15,549,271 were males, and 16,267,837 
were females. Confining our further observations to 
England and Wales, we may state that in 1861 the whole 
population amounted to 20,066,224, and in 1871 to 
22,704,108—showing an increase during the decennial 
period of 2,037,881, being 13-15 per cent on the entire 
interval, or T24 percent annually. The fact is one sug¬ 
gestive of pleasant inferences. Continued growth is 
usually regarded as one indication, among others, of 
national wellbeing—an indication liable to be corrected, 
it is true, by other facts ; but which, as a single element 
in the case, is commonly assumed to be favourable. It 
shows that we have not suffered from war, or famine, or 
pestilence; and that we have not been drained, to any 
appreciable extent, by excess of emigration. 

The increase, it has been ascertained, is thus dis¬ 
tributed :—Excluding London, there are ten great divi¬ 
sions into which England and Wales are divided, each of 
which has an area of about 5092 square miles, or (say) 
seventy-one miles to the side. The greatest number of 
people resident in any of these divisions is 3,382,590, con¬ 
tained in the north-western division ; the smallest number 
is 1,218,257, comprised in the eastern division. The abso¬ 
lute increase of population has been greatest in the divi¬ 
sion constituted by the counties of Chester and 
Lancaster—amounting to not fewer than 447,050 souls— 
and it has been smallest in the division which includes- 
Wills, Dorset, Devon, Cornwall, and Somerset, whore it 
reaches mjly 44,035. Now, inasmuch as the excess of 
births over deaths in thi» division, during the decennial 
period, has been 218,844, it shows that there has 
been a large outflow of the population to parts 
beyond itself. Indeed, to avoid any prolix state¬ 
ment of details, it may be remarked that the popula¬ 
tion of England and Wales for the last ten years has 
shown a decided tendency towards a relative augmenta¬ 
tion in urban over country districts. Townspeople are 
being multiplied faster than country people. Bearing in 
mind that between the years 1861 and 1871 some changes 
have been made in electoral ureas, and making reasonable 
deductions on that ground, it is still a very significant fact 
that whereas in 1861 the dwellers within the boundaries of 
Parliamentary boroughs numbered 8,638,569, and in coun-\ 
ties outside them 11,427,655, the population was in this 
respect thus distributed in 1871—in boroughs 10,655,930, 
in other parts 12,048,178—that is to say, the urban resi¬ 
dents have increased by 2,017,361, and the country resi¬ 
dents by 620,523 only. Of course, this is chiefly attribut¬ 
able to the expansive character of manufacturing and 
commercial pursuits. 

It is not a little interesting to notice, in connection with 
this distribution of the jieople, the effect produced upon 
it by the system of railway accommodation. Over the 
entire country the great towns, and specially the metro¬ 
polis, are attracting towards themselves an immensely 
augmented proportion of the general population ; while 
at the same time such population is occupying a largely 
increased area over and above that required by the in¬ 
crease in its numbers. The railway lines may be looked 
upon as linking together most of the localities in which 
the increase of population is shown. They indicato both 
a flux and reflux—a movement towards towns for daily 
occupation, and a lesser but very decided movement out 
of towns for domestic residence. In the metropolis this 
phenomenon is strikingly exhibited. The City proper 
has not increased its bounds,, but the couutry by 
which it is bordered i* rapidly becoming densely 
populated. Those who sleep in the City have de¬ 
creased in tou years from 112,063 to 74,732. Everywhere, 
however, the suburban population have rapidly increased. 
Altogether, this fact tends to allay apprehension as to the 
enormous growth of the metropolis. The sanitary con¬ 
ditions which it Lius rendered possible give ns a tolerably 
trustworthy assurance that the extension of the population 
by no means implies a multiplication of the perils to 
which the public health is exposed. 

We are told that the excess of women and girls over 
men and boys for the whole kingdom amounted to 718.566. 
This fact is in accordance with a general law ; but it is 
cilions that in newly-populated countries tho disparity of 


the sexes is quite as great, or even greater, the other way. 
In the United States and in our own colonies there was, 
in 1861, an excess of males over females amounting to 
1,053,328. Doubtless, this proportion has undergone con¬ 
siderable change since that period ; hut the exact limits 
of the change cannot be stated until the completed Census 
of America and of our own colonies shall have come to 
hand. 

Sueh are a few of the uppermost, and perhaps the 
most important, facts disclosed to ns by that portion of 
the Census returns which lias been already classified by 
the Registrar-General. The most laudable diligence and 
promptitude have characterised the labours of the Census 
Office in so speedily publishing these results. They con¬ 
stitute, however, but the outline of that statistical in¬ 
formation the materials for which are now within reach. 
The outline will, at succeeding periods, be filled in with a 
variety of thoroughly authenticated facts, illustrating the 
occupations, the mode of life, and the interests of the 
different classes of our people. The work is one well 
worthy of the country. It is being achievod by fully 
competent hands, and, when accomplished, will constitute, 
we do not doubt, a noble quarry from which skilled 
statisticians may hereafter draw most important practical 
deductions bearing upon the laws which govern human 
life and its development in the United Kingdom. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 

FRANCE. 

if'rent our otm Contspondast in Paris,) 

Thursday, July 13. 

The manifestoes of the Comte de Chambord hare invariably 
expressed the sentiments of n recluse, and shown how imper¬ 
fectly the obsolete representative of Divine Right in revo¬ 
lutionised France comprehended the true workings of the 
spirit which from time to time has actuated his feltcw- 
countrjmen. Nevertheless, one scarcely expected from him 
so complete an act of self-annihilation as hns been wrought 
by his recent proclamation respecting the white flag, the re¬ 
tention of which feudal emblem he evidently holds to be of 
more moment than the preservation of the most important 
principles. The sacrifice was certainly a superfluous one, for 
there was nothing deserving the name of u Legitimist party 
existing in France. Even among the old historio families the 
dogma of Divine Right was fast losing ground ; whilst as re¬ 
gards the peasantry, spite of all the exertions of the priests, it 
has long since been found impossible to koe.p alive even the 
traditional loyalty of Brittany and La Vendee. 

With respect to this flag, the Comte do Chambord ambigu¬ 
ously asserts that conditions have been put forward, evidently 
on the part of his own supporters, to which he cannot submit; 
and he declares that under no circumstances will he suffer the 
standard of Henry IV., Francis I., and Joan of Arc to be tom 
from his hands. " It is by' that flag," he goes on to say, “ that 
national unity was established ; it is by it that your fathers, 
led by mine, have conquered that Alsace and that Lorraine 
whose fidelity will be the consolation of our misfortunes. It 
is that flag which conquered barbarism in that land of Africa 
which saw the earliest deeds of aims of the Princes of ray 
house-; it is thnt flag which will overcome the new barbarism 
by which the world is threatened. I will intrust this flag with 
confidence to the bravery of our army. The army well knows 
that the white flag has never followed any other path than 
thnt which leads to honour. I received it ns a sacred deposit 
from the old King, my grandfather, who died in exile. It has 
always been inseparably associated in my mind with the re¬ 
membrance of my distant country. It has waved over ray 
cradle ; it will overshadow my grnvo. In the glorious fol<& 
of this stainless flag I will bring you order and freedom. 
Frenchmen ! Henry V. cannot forsake the white flag of 
Ih-nry IV ” 

The publication of this manifesto may be said to have had 
the effect of dissolving the Legitimist party in the Chamber, 
consequent ujon which it is believed the Orleauists will lie 
largely strengthened, and tho pure Republicans, even, gainers 
of numerous votes. The talked-of interview between the 
Comte de Chnmbord and the Princes of the House of Orleans 
is announced to have been postponed, tilts’ die, no doubt; and 
one may conclude that the famous fusion, to bring about which 
such immense efforts have been made, is now definitively aban¬ 
doned. Time may revive the chances of the Comte de Paris ; 
but nt present France, as shown in the recent supplemental 
elections, has unequivocally declared herself Republican—tha 
votes of the army, even, having been given in every instance 
for candidates of this shade of opinion. Apropos of these 
elections, M. Oambetta has determined to sit either for the Var 
or the Bouches du Rhone, for both which departments he 
was chosen as well as for Paris, so as to secure the scat he 
leaves vacant for the cnpitul to his friend M. Ranc, elected ono 
of the original members of the Commune, but who, after a few 
days’ experience of his associates, wiselydeolined the equivocal 
honour that had been conferred upon him. 

A letter extracted from the Italian journals has been going 
the round of the Paris papers purporting to have been written 
by M. Thiers to the French Ambassador at Rome, nnd having 
for object the dissuading of the Pope from seeking a refuge 
in France, on tin' plea that, although he would meet there 
with the utmost consideration, his presence might creato 
serious difficulties, besides bringing about deplorable results 
in the Italian peninsula. During a period of several days 
the document excited so much comment that M. Jules Fuvre 
eventually felt called upon formally to deny its genuineness 
from his place in the Chamber. 

By this time the final instalment of the first 500,000,00<)f. 
of war indemnity will have been paid by tho French to their 
conquerors ; nnd it is believed that the evacuation of the 
departments of tho Seine Infcrieure, the Eure, and the 
Somme by the German troops will consequently at onoe 
commence. Geueral Manteuffel has been breakfasting with 
U. Thiers, and discussing with him in a friendly spirit the 
question of the occupation ; and it is thought that, now the 
one instalment is completely cleared off, the Germans will 
show themselves more considerate than heretofore towards the 
inhabitants of the departments still continued to be held by 
them by way of material guarantee. 

The Assembly has imposed all tho new and heavy taxes 
demanded by the Government, and has re-established the 
caution money, ranging from 6C00f. to 12,000f., demnndei 
from newspaper proprietors, which they hail been relievel 
from by the Government of National Defence. Count Jaubert 
suggested the imposition of a tax upon foreigners eutor- I 
ing and residing in France, and advocated its adoption I 
mainly on the pretence that Paris had Latterly been thronge 1 1 


with English visitors, who had come to gaze on its ruins aid 
its misery as a sort of spectacle. M. Jules Favro happily re¬ 
joined thnt if trains of excursionists had arrived in the capital 
they had been preceded by trains of provisions—a remark 
which was nppluuded by the entire Assembly. 

The city of Paris is about to raise six hundred millions of 
francs to restore the damage done trader the Commune. The 
amount will be readily enough obtained in France, since the 
recent official announcement that the subscribers to the 
national loan of two milliards will only have only 15 per oont 
of the amount they applied for allotted to them. 

There ia a talk of M. Thiersocoupying the Palau del’Elysde 
as his official residence, and of Marshal M'.Wahon being 
appointed to the command-in-chief of the entire French army, 
which is now said to number 300,000 men. 

Ono of the most sanguinary members of the defunct Com¬ 
mune hns been captured during the past week, namely—Ferre, 
who was known to have continually urged the shooting of the 
hostages, and is believed to have !«oc the prime instigator of 
the burning of Paris, The Committee of Inquiry, sitting at 
Versailles, is understood to have ordered the release of 16,000, 
or one half of the prisoners recently confined there ; tho re¬ 
maining half, with the exception of a couple of thousand 
recognised criminal*, who ore to be sent at once to the galleys, 
will bo tried before the courta-martial in batches. 

OEE5USY. 

The Emper or's health is so much bettor that he was able to 
leave Berlin, on Saturday last, for Ems. On his way he called 
at Frankfort and Wiesbaden, and reviewed the troops there. 

The order ot the Block Eagle has been conferred upon 
Count Bcrnttorff, the German Ambassador in London. The 
Crown Prince brought the order with him to England. 

The Saxon troops engaged in the war made their triumphal 
entry into Dresden bn Tuesday morning. The King appeared 
at the head of the troops. His Majesty ordered the Generals of 
Division to mnke known to the men that the Emperor of 
Germany had promoted the Crown Prince of Saxony to the 
rank of Field. Marshal, and the King, thereupon, at once handed 
to the Prince a Field Marshal's staff. There was immense 
cheering from the soldiers and the vast concourse of people 
who had assembled. The march past was witnessed by the 
Grand Duke of Hesse, Prince Charles Theodore of Bavaria, and 
the Duke of Genou, who accompanied the King. 

The Diet of Darmstadt has adopted the military conven¬ 
tion W'ith Prussia by six votes against one. 

SPAIN. 

A proposal for a vote of censure on the Government has 
been rejected in the Cortes by 119 votes to 61. In Tuesday’s 
eitting the report of the Committee on tho tobacco monopoly 
was presented. A Royal decree, accepting the resignation of 
Senor Bloret as Minister of Finance and appointing Senor 
Sagasta as Minister of Finance ad interim, was read. • 

PORTUGAL. 

The King, Queen, and Court have left Lisbon for the 
Palace of Cintru. Viscount Chancclleiros, Minister of Public 
WorkB. has left the Cabinet. The elections, which took place 
on Monday, have resulted in a large majority for Ministerial 

candidates. 

BELGIUM. 

The bill abolishing imprisonment for debt, according to the 
draught proposed by the Government, was passed on Wednesday, 
in the Chamber of Representatives, by 53 votes against 19, ten 
members abstaining from voting. 

HOLLAND. 

Yesterday week the Second Chamber ratified, by 31 votes 
against 30, the treaty concluded with England relative to the 
cession of the Dutch possessions on the coast of Guinea, and 
rejected, by 36 votes against 28, the treaty concerning the 
execution of the one entered into in 1858 with the Saltan of 
Siak. On Saturday the Minister for Foreign Affairs an¬ 
nounced that, in consequence of the rejection of the Siak 
treaty, the consideration of the treaty with Great Britain 
concerning immigration into the Dutch possessions is pro¬ 
visionally postponed. 

AUSTKO-1IUNGARY. 

The Austrian Delegation approved on Wednesday, without 
debate, the increased estimates required for raising the 
Austrian Legation at Berlin to the rank of an Embassy. The 
Delegation then began the debate upon the Estimates ot the 
Ministry of War. The War Minister stated that he had effected 
all jiossible savings; the equipment of 800,000 men required 
by the new army law necessitated an increasing expenditure. 
Ho announced that at the present time he was in a position to 
place 660,000 men on a war footing. Count Benst also made 
n speech, in which ho said that the armament of a State is 
necessary in order to repel any injustice by moans of one's own 
military power. The present quiet time was precisely the right 
moment for carrying out army organisation, because that 
course now wus not liable to cause mistrust. Count Bsusb 
added :—“ Both the army and the people are convinced that 
war is a misfortune, but in the army there exists a feeling that 
Austro-Hungary. if forced into war, mast not wake another 
unsuccessful campaign.” During the debate on the clauses 
of the military estimates the Minister for War urged the neces¬ 
sity of creating n thirteenth regiment of artillery. After a long 
discussion, the proposal to form this new regiment was rejected 
by 26 votes against 25; but the Government demand of 
89,991 fl. for the formation of a regimental cadre attached to 
the 13th Battery was agreed to by 28 votes against 26. 

SWEDEN. 

A Stockholm telegram states that, in consequence of 
Itu-rian protests, Sweden has abandoned the intention of 
taking possession of Spitsbergen. 

AMERICA. 

President Grant has formally proclaimed the ratification 
of the Washington Treaty. 

An Orange procession, under the protection of the pelice 
and military, paraded at two o'clock on Wednesday afternoon, 
but was several times assailed by the Roman Catholics. 
The military fired upon the rioters, and it is reportel that 
sixty were killed and over 160 wounded. Six policemen and 
ten soldiers were killed. 

AUSTRALIA. 

It is reported from Melbourne that tho M'Culloch Ministry 
hns been defeated on the Property Tax BilL 

The Mrlhourm Argus of May 20 says that Professor 
Halford has been presented with a testimonial, consisting of a 
handsomely-bonnd book and a purse of L20 sovereigns, os a 
recognition of the merits of his method of treating cases of 
snake-bite by the injection of ammonia. The presentation was 
made by BIr. J. Wilberforce Stephen, M.L.A.. at Scott's Hotel, 
in the presence of a considerable number of medical and lay 
gentlemen. In making his acknowledgments, Professor 
Halford gave an interesting explanation of tho circumstances 
which had led to his discovery. 
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The Sltlhonrne papers announce the death of Sir James 
Fitdaick Palmer, formerly Speaker and President of the 
Second Legislative Connell of Victoria. He was born at 
Torrirgtou, Devonshire, of which parish his father was Vicar. 

An approximate return showing the results of tho Census 
cf the population which was taken, as in England, on April 2, 
has been furnished to Parliament by the Registrar-General. 
The Mrlluvrnc Argus states that, according to the present 
figures, the population of Victoria on April 2, 1871, numbered 
129,868, of whom 400,700 were males and 379,1C8 females. 
When the last Census was taken—viz., in 1861—the population 
of the cclony was only 640,322. The population of Melbourne 
and its suburbs now numbers nearly 200,000—the figures given 
in the Tetr.m being 193,696. The population of Ballarat is 
74,2C0 ; of Sandhurst, 36,688 ; and of Geelong, 22,618. 


The death of M. Charles Texier, member of the French 
Academy of Inscription and Belles-Lettres, is announced. 

The Professors of the Munich University have resolved to 
elect Dr. Dellinger Rector Mngnificus for the coming year. 

The cable destined to connect Gnadaloupe, Dominique, and 
Martinique has been submerged with success. 


METROPOLITAN NEWS. 

The Lord Mayor has invited her Majesty’s Ministers to a 
banquet at the Mansion House on Saturday, the 29th inst. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales have forwarded a dona¬ 
tion of £ 40 towards the funds of the Royal South London 
Ophthalmic Hospital. 

The members of the Navy Club gave their annual enter¬ 
tainment to the First Lord of tie Admiralty on Saturday last, 
at their usual place of meeting—Willis's Rooms. 

The last meeting of the Catch Club this season was held 
on the 7th inst., at Willis’s Rooms, oa which occasion the Earl 
of Sandwich presided. 

A numerously-attended meeting of Conservative Peers was 
held on Monday afternoon, at which the course to be adopted 
by the House of Lords with reference to the Army Bill was 
discussed at some length. It was resolved to oppose th e bill. 

Lord Dufferin presided, on Monday, at the anniversary 
festival in aid of tho Royal General Theatrical Fand, held at 
the Freemasons’ Tavern. He was supported by about a 
hundred gentlemen, and the subscriptions amounted to £720. 


The Queen has appointed Mr. Charles Gordon Kemball, of 
the Bombay Civil Service, to be a Puisne Judge of the High 
Court of Judicature at Bombay. 

Prince Bismarck has forwarded a present of 1000 thalers to 
M. Wilhelm, composer of the “Watch on the Rhine,” and 
expresses the hope to make the gift annual from the Govern¬ 
ment funds. 

On Jan. 1, 1872, the United States will have 50,000 miles of 
railroad in active operation, and thenceforth will be increasing 
them at the rate of 5000 miles yearly. 

The Budget of the Lieutenant-Governor of the Isle of Man 
thews the island to be in a prosperous condition. From the 
return of the revenue and expenditure for the year ending 
Mnrch 31, just issued, it appears that the total amount re¬ 
ceived from Customs' duties was £43,725. 

Colonel Charles C. Chcsney has been sent by the Govern¬ 
ment on a special mission to the Continent, with instructions 
to draw up a report on the late war. In order to be free for 
the discharge of this duty, which must oooupy some months, 
Colonel Chesney declined the post of Military Attache to the 
British Embassy at St. Petersburg. 

The Italian Poet Office has given notice to the Postmaster- 
General that the laws of Italy forbid the transmission by the 
post within that country of letters or packets containing 
money, jewellery, or other nrticles of value, and that hence¬ 
forward aoy letters containing such articles which may bo 
sent in the mails to Italy will be returned to this country. 

The London Gazette announces that the Qneen has con¬ 
ferred on Theodore Wnlrond, secretary of the Civil Service 
Commission ; Frederick Gorlburn, Deputy-Chairman of the 
Board of Customs ; and Edward Baldwin Malet, now attached 
to her Majesty’s Embassy at Paris, the honour of being Com¬ 
panions of the Most Honourable Order of the Bath. 

The mail from the Cape of Good Hope brings intelligence 
of fearful shipwrecks. The information is rather vague, but 
it is stated that a London and a French steamer had been 
wrecked off the coast and 150 bodies washed ashore. The 
diamond-fields are still yielding satisfactorily, and valuable 
gold-fields have been discovered. 

The offerings to the Pope from Germany, it is said, filled 
thirty-seven cases ; and consisted of vestments, chalices, and 
altar furniture. They arrived, after having been detained on 
the Italian frontier for nearly two weeks, in consequenoe of 
the German deputation declining to pay the duty demanded by 
the custom-house authorities. The Prussian Minister in 
Florence, however, took the matter up, and the Government 
at last allowed the cases to pass in free. 

Earl Granville, her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of Stato 
for Foreign Affairs, has been informed by her Majesty’s 
Minister at Brussels that many British travellers have re¬ 
cently been delayed in endeavouring to enter Belgium via 
France in consequence of informality in their passports. It 
is, therefore, again notified that persons proposing to cross the 
French frontier into Belgium must be provided with passports, 
which must bear ft Belgian visit. 


THUNDERSTORMS. 

A terrible storm burst over the western wold slopes of the 
East Riding on Sunday evening. For about three hours 
thunder, lightning, hail, and rain continued. When the storm 
censed the eastern end of the town of Norton was covered with 
large hailstoneB, while at the opposite end, within a mile, ali 
was quite dry. The fury of the storm seems to have centered 
on the wold brow behind the village of Scagglethorpo, where 
the water came down in torrents, washing up crops and 
deluging the place. The thunder and lightning were together 
and continuous. Hailstones were as large as walnuts. At 
Broughton a magnificent oak-tree was struck to pieces, and 
sheep were killed on the wold. 

The Manchester and Liverpool papers report fearful 
thunderstorms on Monday. Great alarm was experienced by 
the inhabitants of Cheater-road, Tuebrook, a suburb of Liver¬ 
pool, during the storm on Monday night. ^ A vivid flash of 
lightning, accompanied by a loud report of thunder, as if a 
battery of Armstrong guns had been discharged, shook the 
houses to their foundations. Eye-witnesses of the electric 
fluid which struck the house No. 12, smashing the chimney¬ 
pots and knocking two holes in the back part of the roof, nud 
raising it bodily, describe it as a bali of fire, which, so soon as 
it had struck the chimney, spreo i itself in zigzag flames of fire. 
It scemB to have followed the coarse of tho chimney to the 
sitting-room, and thence made its escape by tho entrance to 
the yard, the door fortunately being open. A carious freak 
nay be mentioned with reference to the lightning, which 
travelled'across the street to a house immediately opposite, 
wrenching off the hammer of tho front-door knooker, but 
doing no further damage. Fragments of bricks aud chimney¬ 
pots were hurled a distance of nearly forty yards from the 
be life 'truck. 

An extraordinary incident resulting from the late storms 
cn the Avoids is reported from Goodmanham. A gentleman 
named Fester, said to be from the vicinity of Birmingham, 
who is cn a visit, had his horse struck dead under him. The 
lightning also passed through Mr. Foster's hat, but he escaped 
with only a slight affection in one hand. 

A severe thunderstorm passed over Forfarshire on Tuesday. 
A lcr.se of two stories was set on fire by lightning at Kirrie¬ 
muir, and almost totally consumed. 

The Reman Catholic Church of Shcvcme, within five miles 
of Waterford, was struck by lightning in tho thunderstorm 
on 8urelay. A large hole was made in the roof, and the side 
altar liairogcd. No one was injured. 


Mr. Robert Taylor, a member of the Court of Common 
Council, has been appointed Deputy of the Ward of Bridge 
Within, in succession to Mr. Charles Wetham, the newly- 
elected Alderman. 

The general competition of the Germ an Gymnastic Society 
was held in the Tufnell Park cricket-ground, last Saturday. 
S. C. Maguire took the first general competition prize, R. 
Clement the second, and E. Pontifex the third. 

The summer term of the Working Men’s College, Great 
Ormond-street, has commenced. The subjects in which the 
classes are continued comprise the whole of the art-division of 
the college, and those in English, French, Latin, and German, 
grammar and literature, arithmetic and algebra. 

ffhe annual dinner of the Statistical Society was held last 
Saturday evening—Dr. Farr, the president, in the chair. The 
toast of the House of Lords was acknowledged by Lord 
Houghton, and that of the House of Commons by Mr. 
Chadwick, M.P. 

Mr. R.W. Crawford. M.P., presided, on Tuesday, over a 
meeting of City merchants at the London Tavern, at which a 
resolution was adopted appointing a committee to confer with 
the shipowners and with the underwriters at Lloyd s, with the 
view of placing the regulations relative to bills of lading on n 
more equitable basis. 

In reply to a deputation from the Reformatory and Refuge 
Union, on Tuesday, Mr. Bruce stated that the Government in¬ 
tended to adhere to their resolution for reducing the Treasury 
allowance for children sent to certified industrial schools. At 
the same time they would carefully watch its effect, and if it 
worked injuriously the subject should be reconsidered. 

A bazaar was held, yesterday week, at the Albert Hall, in 
aid of the funds of the Royal Alfred Institution. A large 
number of stalls were held by ladies of the highest social 
position, and contributed to by amateur artisans of every class. 
One special feature was the scene of Moses taken from the 
rushes by Pharaoh's daughter, needlework in 150 shades, 
executed by a sailor. 

At the half-yearly Court of the Royal Humane Society, 
held on Wednesday, silver medallions of the society were pre¬ 
sented to John Harrison and Samuel B. Bailey; Henry 
M‘Gi ain, sub-constable, Belfast; William Gibbons, stoker of 
her Majesty’s ship Minotaur ; Amos Lowry, second officer of 
the Dauntless ; and to Ilcoknm Ally, a mounted constable of 
the Saugor police. 

At the London School Board, on AVednesdny, the report 
upon the scheme of education to be carried out hereafter in 
schools under the control of the board was discussed. Mr. 
Smithies moved That there be added to the discretionary sub¬ 
jects drawing, shorthand, navigation, telegraphy, mechanics, 
and other branches of useful knowledge.” The motion was, 
alter some discussion, withdrawn. 

The performances of the distinguished association of 
amateur comedians, known as the “ Erratics," are always so 
successful that it was not surprising to find every stall in St. 
George's Hall occupied last Monday evening, when they 
eppeared in sustenance of the funds of the 3rd Middlesex 
Artillery. The entertainment provided for the occasion con¬ 
sisted of a capital performance of Mr. Andrew Halliday’s 
comedy, in two acts, entitled "The Loving Cup,' and Dance's 
comic drama of “ A Wonderful Woman.” The band of the 
regiment, under the direction of Mr. Cubit, the able band¬ 
master, performed a selection of music between the acts. 

A eat show has been held this week at the Crystal Palace. 
There were nearly 150 cages, containing selected examples of 
fine and curious animals. There was one live wild cat of Scotland 
(Felis catns), exhibited by the Duke of Sutherland, and two 
stuffed specimens of the same variety were sent by Mr. F. 
Buck!and. The Hon. Mrs. Grey contributed an imported 
Persian cat of rare pedigree ; besides which there were many 
Persian cats of several colours, Angora, Aleppo, and other 
foreign sorts, including one of great rarity from Siam. Lady 
Lubbock sent a beautiful long-haired creature in this claw. 
There were several of the tailless Manx cate, and many dis¬ 
playing curiosities of natural development and colour, some 
weighing as many as 18 lb. and 20 lb., and one tortoiseshell tom. 

The last flower Bhow of the season at the Royal Botanic 
Gardens, Regent's Park, was held on Wednesday and Thursday. 
Departing somewhat from the ordinary type, the special 
features were the flornl table decorations and groups of plants 
and flowers, arranged in fancy baskets, both standing and sns- 
ptndcd from the roof of the marquee; window-boxes, fern- 
cases. and bouquets for all purposes, from christenings to 
weddings and decoration of churches. 

The weekly return of metropolitan pauperism shows that 
the total number of paupers at the end of the first week in 
July was 121,751, of whom 32,607 were indoor paupers nud 
89,244 recipients of outdoor relief. Compared with the cor¬ 
responding weeks in 1870, 1869, and 1868, these numbers show 
a decrease of 6005, 3417, and 4270 respectively. The number 
of vagrants relieved last Saturday was 1033, of whom 619 were 
men. 287 women, and 97 children under sixteen.

The annual show of window-plants and exhibition of in¬ 
dustrial work in connection with the poor of St. Philip’s, 
Clerkenwell, was held, on Tuesday and Wednesday, at the 
Amwell-street School-Rooms, Pentonville, under the patronage 
of the Duchess of Sutherland and a committee of ladies. There 
were 190 exhibitors of gerauiums, fuchsias, and hardy plants 
in pots, and 50 exhibitors of industrial work, comprising 
crochet, worsted, needlework, xc. Mr. Dale, gardener of the 
Middle Temple, acted as judge in awarding the prizes for 
plants. In the absence of the Duchess of Sutherland, who 
was to have distributed the prizes, that duty was undertaken 
by Countess Spencer, assisted by Lady Charlotte Bruce. The 
Rev. Mr. Clutterbuek, Vicar of St Philip’s, spoke of tho 
humanising tendencies of these exhibitions amongst the poor. 

The annual business meeting of members of the Social 
Science Association was held yesterday week—Mr. Edwin 
Chadwick, C.B., in the chair. A report from the council of 
the business transacted during the year was read, to which 
was appended the financial statement. Sir John Pakington, 
Bart., M.P., was elected president of the association for the 
ensuing year ; Mr. Edward Baines, M.P., president of the 
education department; Mr. George Godwin, F.R.S., president 
of the health department; and Mr. William Newmarch, F.R.S., 
president of the economy and trade department. Vice- 
presidents and other officers, and tho standing committees, 
were also elected. The annual congress will take place at 
Leeds on Oct. 4. 

A shocking and mysterious affair has been discovered at 
2 , Carleton-cottages, Stratford. The body of Mr. Feast, or 
Preston, a clerk at the Bishopsgate-street railway station, waa 
discovered in his house in a state of decomposition, death 
having taken place a week before. His wife was found suffering 
from delirium tremens, unable to answer a question, whila 
their two children were in a most neglected condition. Tho 
trngedy is rendered more difficult of explanation by the death 
of the widow. A fortnight ago the brother of the deceased 
handed him £140, to which he was entitled as his share of a 
tequest to the family ; and the unfortunate man and his wife 
appear to have at once entered upon a career of absolute 
drunkenness. An inquest on the bodies has been held. The 
verdict was that the man died from the effects of a blow, bub 
whether it was accidental or not there was no evidence ; and 
that ine woman died from the effects of excessive drinking. 
The details of the case are shocking,

Tire fate of the Army Bill, or of what remains of it, hangs 
trembling in the balance as we write ; but the menace of 
doom has been loud and definite. This week it has been 
the turn of the Opposition to hold their “ caucus ; ” and, 
at a gathering of peers at the Carlton Club, it was re¬ 
solved that the Duke of Richmond should be supported 
on his motion for delaying acceptance of the measure 
until full and complete information has been given 
respecting the details of the new scheme of retirement 
and the plan of reorganisation of the Army. 

It is asking too much to demand that any now argu¬ 
ment should be adduced for the proposed delay. Every¬ 
thing that can be urged on that part of the subject has 
been presented to the House of Commons in every con¬ 
ceivable form, and the pleas for postponement have failed 
to satisfy the majority. On the military part of the 


question, however, it is probable that many things worthy 

of attention will be advanced by speakers in the Upper 
Chamber, and it should be remembered that iu that body 
are several noblemen who have either made their way to 
rank by their services, or who, having been born to rank, 
have, nevertheless, volunteered into a perilons employ¬ 
ment. It is not at all improbable that attention will be 
called to this fact in order to reinforce the argument that 
the Peers ought to have tho whole scheme before them, in 
order that the nation may not be deprived of the benefit 
of the valuable criticism which practical noblemen could 
bring to bear upon it. 

There is no doubt that it would be very deplorable if 
a subject like this were dealt with on party grounds. We 
should be sorry to think that a single vote against the bill 
would be given or. the ground that it is the most important 
feature in the programme of the Minister who disestab¬ 
lished the Church in Ireland, and who rested the tenure 
of landed property upon a new principlo. But a number 
of men will vote with their party, and against the bill, wbo 
would loftily disavow any intention beyond that of pro¬ 
tecting the interests of the country. Still, the division- 
list will !>e very closely analysed by those who know the 
leanings of every man whose name is in the “ golden 
book and if it be found that the overwhelming 
majority of those who vote against the bill is composed 
of those wbo ordinarily vote against a Liberal Govern¬ 
ment, the country will not be over eager to credit the 
Oppositionists with the patriotism to which they doubtless 
lay claim. It will not be well if obstruction in the Lords 
ihoald be held to mean that there is a desire to cait as 
much discredit as possible upon the Government, without 
destioying it. And we must admit that the temptation to 
do this is considerable, and that it has not been lessened 
by the fact that the Army Bill has had an unfortunate 
history, and that it is confessedly beneath the expectations 
of Mr. Cardwell’s own friends. 

Moreover, the country has no enthusiasm on the sub¬ 
ject of the bill, and has made scarcely any sign in reference 
to it. The panic, if it deserved the name, which prompted 
a general demand for a more efficient organisation has 
subsided, as such things always do. This, of course, is no 
excuse for any half-heartedness on the part of statesmen. 
The true ruler is he who adroitly avails himself of public 
feeling to carry measures which he knows to be good, but 
he must also have the energy and the courage to persevere 
with such measures, even though the breeze that at first 
filled his sail has dropped. He who legislates merely on 
the strength of panics is no sound legislator. This truth 
Mr. Gladstone has laid down on many an occasion, and, 
although he has perhaps erred in making too much of 
popular impulses, and treating accidental excitement with 
a respect to which it is not entitled, he has never ceased 
to proclaim the doctrine of the high school of politics— 
namely, that it is the business of a leader to lead. But 
he has not been well served in the matter of this Army 
Bill and in sundry other matters, and what help the nation 
could have given him in a crisis will fail him simply 
because the national faith in Ministerial legislation 
has been nearly frittered away. The leaders of 
Opposition in the House of Lords well know 
this, and that there is no danger of popular 
anger if this confessedly imperfect and mutilated bill 
should be postponed. But we have a right to demand of 
them that they also shall stand on high political ground, 
and that they shall not permit themselves any increase of 
hostility to‘a measure because it is not in high favour 
with those to whose opinions, as a rule, they ara not 
accustomed to manifest much deference. 

We have no right to suppose that the House of Lords 
will act precipitately on the question. There ought to 
be no abrupt termination of the debate, let the prospects 
of the Government be what they may. If the action of 
the opponents of the measure is to bo justified in the eyes 
of the coun.ry, this can only bo effected by the delay of a 
vote until after an elaborate and unimpassioned discussion, 
in which noblemen of all politics shall have borne a calm 
part. A bill which has occupied the House of Commons for 
many weary weeks ought not to be summarily dealt with 
by the House of Lords. It is qnite possible that the debate 
may be very valuable. But if it be made to partake 
of a party charac ter its value will be gone. We hope not 
to hear any such nonsense in the Lords as has been talked 
by certain members of another House. There ought to be 
no impeachment of tho motives of the Ministry, which 
sincere men of all classes believe to be guided by an 
earnest desire for the good of the country, but to be uu- 
desirably hampered by what may almost bo described as 
the mechanical difficulties incident to party government 
when party loyalty has ceased to be understood as of old. 
The House of Lords might, under the leadership of tlio3o 
who are superior to mere party, offer a very noble and re¬ 
markable illustration of the advantage of a second 
Chamber composed of men who, because they are iu le- 
pendent of the mob, are able to bo zealous for tho people. 
If the House of Lords accepts its trust in a befitting spirit, 
and regards itself not as “ the tamer of Mr. Gladstone ” 
and as the breakwater against innovation, but as a body 
specially and splendidly retained in the interest of a 
trustful nation, it will so deal with the Army Bill as to 
deserve the gratitude of its client. But if it allows itself 
to forget its elevated position and admits more politics 
into such a discussion, it may abase a Cabinet, hut will 
simultaneously cast away the confidence which tho people 
yet repose in the House of Lords.

THE IMPERIAL CROWN PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF GERM AN V. 

The Imperial Crown Princo and Imperial Crown Princess 
of the German Empire, accompanied by Prince Frederick 
William, Prince Henry, and Princess Sophie of Germany, ar¬ 
rived at Gravesend, on Thursday week, in the Royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert from Antwerp. The Imperial party tra¬ 
velled by a special train upon* the South-Eastern Railway to 
Charing-cross, where they were received by the Prince and 
Princess of Wales and other members of the Royal family.

Prince nnd Princess Christian visited the Emperor and 
Empress of Brazil at Claridge’s Hotel on Thursday week, and 
afterwards went to the Alexandra Institution for the Blind, 
in Queen-square, Bloomsbury. Prince Christian paid a visit 
to tho British Orphan Asylnm, at Slough, on Wednesday. 

Princess Louise distributed the annual rewards, on Monday, 
given by Mrs. Henry W. Peek to former inmates of the 
National Orphan Home, Ham-common. A fete was held on 
the occasion in the grounds of Mr. C. J. Freake, Bank Grove, 
where the distribution took place. Her Royal Highness was 
accompanied by the Marquis of Lome. In the evening the 
PrinccsB and the Marquis of Lome, with Prince Arthur, went 
to the Lyceum Theatre. 

Prince Arthur was present, on Wednesday, at the half- 
yearly examination of cadets and award of commissions for 
the Artillery and Engineers, which took placo at Woolwich. 
The presentation to Prince Arthur of the freedom of the city 
of London, in a golden casket of the value of one hondrei 
guineas, took place in Guildhall, on Thursday, after which 
the Prince was entertained at a ddjefmer by the Lord Mayor, 
at which 700 guests were present. 

The Emperor Napoleon and the Empress Engdnio visited 
Prince and Princess Christian at Frogmore House on Saturday 
last.

James’g-square on Wednesday. Prince Arthur was present. 


THE WIMBLEDON RIFLE MEETING. 

The twelfth annual meeting of volunteers on Wimbledon- 
common for competition in shooting, under the direction of 
the National Rifle Association, commenced on Monday. Lord 
Duoie, ns the newly-elected chairman of the association, with 
Lady Dncie by his side, has taken tho place of Lord Elcho in 
presiding over this meeting. 8ome improvements have been 
made in the accommodation provided by the Council. A 
refreshment-pavilion has been built, with Gothic turrets at 
the angles and sides, surmounted by pinnacles of canvas 
painted blue and white, with a range of Gothic arche3 front¬ 
ing the great clock and the opticians’ tent, near the Great 
Exhibition tent. This building has been constructed by Mr. 
Stockman, their clerk of the works, from the designs of 
Mr. Young. The refreshments are supplied, not by con¬ 
tractors, its on former occasions, but by the Association itself, 
this deportment being managed by Captain Drake, R.E. The 
ranges have undergone some alteration. All tire long-range 
shooting is now in the centre of the ground, near the front of 
the Grand Stand. Six of the long-range tnrgots, which were 
not conveniently situated, have been consolidated into aa im¬ 
mense butt, 2G0 ft. long, or presenting that width of front. It. 
is bncked with solid brickwork, and nigh enough to prevent 
aDy stray balls passing over, it contains eight targets, plaood 
at some elevation above the ground ; and the firing-points are 
nearly together. Two of the short-range butts have been re¬ 
moved, and five others have been much widened. The camp 
is much like what it has been of late years, with the aidition 
of those tents, supplied by the War Office, which shelter the 
Belgian volunteers, situated between the Queen’s Westminster* 
and the London Scottish. The Victoria Rifle Corps, who 
always bring theii own tents, have furnished their camp 
with an ingenious portable kitchen, invented by Captain 
Tompkins, consisting of sundry iron chambers or vessels, 
for baking, boiling, and other cooking processes, to bo 
set in a fireplace built up of turf and clay. This will cook 
several hundred meals a day, at the cost of tenpeuce for coko 
to feed the central fire. The garden in the Victoria Corps 
encampment is a pretty sight, being a circular plot of ground, 
set with many wooden boxes, which are painted blue, and 
arranged in geometrical figures, each box containing a bright 
display of flowers. The tents of the London Rifle Brigade are 
pitched in their old position. The 37th Middlesex (Blooms¬ 
bury) Corps have fitted up a charming little theatre, occupy¬ 
ing half their spacious mess-tent, with stage, side wings, flies, 
and a drop-scene presenting a view of the Bay of Naples. The 
small parties of Guards, Royal Engineers, and other soldiers 
of the regular army, who are attached to this camp, under tha 
command of Lord Hinchinbroke, have rendered good ser¬ 
vice. The tents of the Executive Council, the Secretary, 
the Members’ Club, the exhibition of challenge prize*, 
the bazaar, nnd the police, with the wooden building 
for the post-office, telegraph, nnd other business, are 
placed ns in former camps. Those who were at Wimble lou 
on Saturday and Sunday, whether lodging under canvas 
or visiting the camp, as friends and spectators, only for a few 
hours, found it very pleasant. Our Illustrations give seme 
notion of the scenes in camp, before the heavy storms of 
rain and wind, cn Monday night and Tuesday afternoon, which 
disagreeably changed the aspect of the place, and of the com¬ 
pany assembled there. By the precaution of digging trenches 
for the rain-water around the tents, and by the nature of the 
turf on WimbUdon-commoD, the most injurious effects of mi jh 
weather seem to have been spared. Planks were also laid down 
along the paths to walk through the camp. The arrangements 
must be pronounced, altogether, as good 03 the circumstance* 
have allowed. Colonel Phillips, of the Grenadier Guard*, is 
the camp commandant, and strict discipline is enforced Tho 
“ reveillee ” is sounded every morning at six o’clock, “ order.*" 
at a quarter to eleven in the forenoon, “tattoo” at half-pad; 
ten in tho evening, “ last post” at eleven, and “ lie down " tan 
minutes afterwards, when all lights must be put out, and there 
must be perfect silence in the tents. 

The regulations for the shooting, which began at noon on 
Monday, were modified to suit the use of the breechloading 
rifles instead of the Enfields. The snider was used in the first 
stage of the competition for the Queen's prize, and the Martini- 
Henry rifle in the second stage. On Monday the Prinoe of 
Wales's prize of £100, with £100 added by the Association, 
the latter sum divided into twenty £5 prizes, was contends! 
for in the first instance. The Prince's prize was won by Sir. 
Harris, of the 2nd Oxford Volunteer Corps. The Snider 
Nursery prizes, and tho Enfield extra prizes, first series, were 
shot for on the same day. The proceedings of Tuesday com¬ 
prised the first stage of the competition for the Alexandra 
prize, at 200 yards and 500 yards range. On Wednesday the 
first stage of the competition for the Queen’s prize wa* com¬ 
menced, but was not completed. The Prince Imperial of 
Germany (Crown Prince of Prussia) came to Wimbledon, 
accompanied by Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, in a carriage 
and four. He made the tour of the camp and shooting-ground, 
under the guidance of Lord'Dncie, Lord Spencer, and other 
members of the association. He looked on at the shooting, aud 
examincdaMartini-Henryrifle. ThecompetitionfortheQueen’a 
prize was continued on Thursday, nt 500 yards’ range, chiefly 
by some Yorkshiremen, who were first at the targets. The shoofc- 
ingforthe St. George’s Vase resulted in fourties. The Canadian 
volunteers, whose presence is an interesting feature of this 
meeting, are to have a special prize offered them. There are 
likewise a number of special prizes for the Belgian Gardes 
Civiques, or to be contested between them and English volun¬ 
teers. The teams representing the three kingdoms in tho 
contest for the Elcho challenge-shield have been completed by 
the respective captains. The following mavksmen compose 
the English eightCorporal Wyatt, .Shropshire ; Private 
Baker, Bristol ; Captain Heaton, Manchester ; Mr. Martin- 
Smith ; Private Kosworthy, Inns of Court ; Privnto Board, 
Bristol: the Rev. Mr. Doe; and Sir H. Halford. Leicester. 
Tho Scottish captain, Mr. Horatio Ross, has enrolled under his 
banner the following gentlemen :—Dnnlop, 1st Inverness; 
Murieson, Toronto, Canada West .; Whitelock; Lieutenant 
Muir, 34th Regiment; Fraser, 1st Edinburgh ; Edward Rosa, 
London Scottish; Ferguson, 1st Inverness; and Clews, 
Lanark ; with Burgess, Newcastle, and Farquharson, Blair¬ 
gowrie, for reserve men.

11 it were not that the perennial discussions on the Ballot Bill 
arc occasionally relieved by spasmodic episodes, their mo¬ 
notony would bo intolerable. Generally at the period of the 
summer solstice legislators arc languid, and bills in Committee 
glide rather smoothly on ; but this year, there being no 
summer, and nodepressing heat, these personages are free from 
physical depression, and carry on vigorously tho gatno of obstruc¬ 
tion to the Government, which has been the chief pastime of 
tho Session. A glance may be taken at Borne of the mast 
notable episodes, and, firstly, let there be reminiscence of that 
direful contest of which Lord Claude Hamilton was the, by ho 
means innocent, cause. Be it understood that allusion is 
made to the elder of the two Lord Claude Hanriltons who, 
more or less, adorn tho House ; one of whom is really young, 
while the other, with whom we have just now to do, is a re¬ 
markable example of the art of keeping young, so far as re¬ 
gards personal appearance. His animal spirits, his energy, his 
force of voice, his physical activity are all in keeping with 
tho most extreme use of language and the almost violence of 
his sentiments. In him is exemplified to the point of the 
ludicrous the elocutionary dogma of “action, action ; ” for he 
has a gesture for every word he utters, and he is so mobile 
that, not only does he speak with every limb, but with every 
muscle of his body. On a day when the principle of tho 
ballot was in consideration, this noble Lora got at lost an 
opportunity which he had long been seeking, and, winding 
up all tho qualities—physical, intellectual, and lingual— 
which have been above sketched, he poured forth a series of 
diatribes which defy characterisation in a sentence. lie made 
a great—in the sense of a very disagreeable—impression 
on the House ; and, apparently, the general feeling was that 
the silence which implies contempt should be adopted. But 
silent contempt is notin M r. Gladstone's way ; and, impelled 
by bis natuial and cultivated combativeness, he rushed upon 
Lord Clar.de Hamilton, nnd (if the phrase may be allowed) 
gave him a good “slating,” nnd. besides, pompously propounded 
theories about reconsideration of the rules of the House in 
order to meet the transfer of the conventional vernacular of 
a metropolitan fish-market into Parliament. Impartial and 
indifferent people might have just questioned whether the 
rebuke was not almost as much out of place as the offence ; 
and, as it happened that the Prime Minister said a good deal 
of the embodiment of the policy of obstruction which has 
been adopted by the Opposition, he gave provocation to 
Mr. Disraeli to intervene with ono of those masterly 
marshalling of sareosmB which, in a few sentences, 
administers flagellation t-> everyone who may happen to 
be implicated in the immediate proceeding. In this 
case he outdid himself ; and. having had his tannt at Mr. 
Gladstone, lie went wickedly at Mr. Boresford-Hope (who had 
evinced, in his grotesque way, symptoms of mutiny to his 
leadership), and covered him with ridicule, not the less pungent 
because it was administered with u surface good-humour. 
Treasuring this in his mind, Mr. G. Bentinch, who is in open 
revolt against Mr. Disraeli, subsequently made an organised 
retort upon that gentleman, which, for virulence of manner, 
bitterness of expression of countenance, deliberation and 
intensity of utterance, and threatening attitude, was so re¬ 
markable that even the semi-torpidity of the Speaker was 
shaken, and he came to the rescue with more than hints that 
Parliamentary limits vi ere yet in existence. evo_. in the most 
free-and-easy and disorganised House of Commons of modem 
times. 

He that gives the House a surprise or n sensation is always 
much blessed, and in this abnormal Session he is thrice blessed, 
nnd so it bas been with Mr. Tomline. Most frequenters of the 
House are familiar with the appearance of a gentleman of 
manly figureandsomewhatdistinguished face, whose voioe, how¬ 
ever, is by no means familiar. Circumstances connected with n 
combination of certain disaffeoted Tories against their leader 
have made Mr. Tomline, the gentleman in question, promi¬ 
nent, especially as he has been observed to be more mobileand 
flitting about the House than heretofore. Well, one ovening, at 
the witching hour when the House is always full—namely, just 
when the questions areover, ondthebusinessofthe day about to 
be called—suddenly, and with a peculiarity somehow suggestive 
of the advent of au apparition, Mr. Tomline claimed a hearing. 
There was a fire in his eye, n high pitching of his voice, and a 
certain “ distraction in his aspect." which indicated that he 
was in that state of rapture which must be always felt by 
those who believe that they have made a great discovery, as, 
with an obvious sene of entire belief, he propounded a theory 
(he did not treat it as a theory, however) that the election of 
working lawyers as county members was a violation of an 
ordinance of Edward III., which rendered suoh persons ineli¬ 
gible for the function ; and that, by consequence, every act of 
the Le gislature in which such members took part was void 
and of none effect—in fact, that the Statute-book, which ?s 
the accumulation of legislation for hundreds of years, was 
practically a blank. The contemplation of such n tremendous 
collapse was evidently pleasant to Mr. Tomline, because it would 
operate to stop (he Ballot Bill, because, of course, business 
must be suspended, the few disqualified members cast out, 
the whole of our laws re-enacted, and the actios which has 
taken place on statutes which wore void, indemnified. That 
M r. Tcniline should believe all this possible there were obvious 
reasons for supposing ; but it was a little too much to find that 
to hard-headed and shrewd a man as Mr. G. Bentinck should 
for a special purpose, with a sort of ironical gravity, lend him 
self to the affirmation of such a delusion. WLMy, the House 
treated the matter ns a vagary ; even the Speaker was limply 
facetious, und the Attorney-General sub-acidly humorous, and 
the crotchet was bantered away, and Mr. Tomline left 
" planted,” with an expression of curious wonder on his coun¬ 
tenance, indicative of his astonishment that the House could 
not appreciate the value of the service that he wished to do to 
the State. 

It will probably be received with incredulity when it is said 
that Mr. W. E. Forster has for once been perplexed and 
unready. With characteristic self-devotion he has undertaken 
the conduct of the Ballot Bill, literally single-handed. When 
this measure is on he is alone on the Treasury Bench, except 
that for some time at intervals Mr. Gladstone sits in the 
leader's seat; but only or.ee or twice has he intervened, so 
that Mr. Forster has to speak and to have suggestions ready at 
least six times an hour. As by arrangement the Liberal mem¬ 
bers are silent in the discussions, and the Opposition rampant 
and full of obstructive resource, the mere physical exertion 
which he has to undergo is evidently becoming too much for 
Mr. Forster, and more than once he has evinced undoubted 
signs of flagging, and is evidently paying a penalty for being 
the most “popular member of the Government" in the House. 
The policy of non-interference which has been adopted by the 
Liberals led to n not unamiming episode one night, for, the 
whole of the benches beneath the gangway on tbe Ministerial 
side being vacant, a number of Tories, possibly instigated by 
Mr. Collins, with sly humour, crossed over and peopled the 
vacant, places, and there was to bo beheld such an anomaly as 
Cohnel Stuart Knox sitting in Mr. Ryland's seat, which is a 
sufficient example of the general ludicrouenes3 of the situation. 


If the sixty home-rule members for Ireland whom it is 
predicted that the ballot will bring into the House will bs of 
tho same sort of men as the two who have already entered 
that assembly, there need be no fear of unquiet and riotous 
debates and fierce assertions of opinion. It is known that 
Mr. Martin has asserted his doctrines with a suave gentleness 
v.-hicli won for him golden opinions personally ; and now here 
is Mr. Smyth, the other Nationalist member, the most quiet 
and gentlcmnn-like of men, uttering that whioh not so ling 
since would have been shouted at as high treason, and whioh 
was mildly interdicted by the Speaker on the score of 
irrelevancy only, in the softest of tones, the meekest of 
manners, and the utmost moderation of language. Lookiag 
to the prevalence of the rough element at present in the 
nouse, and listening to the Nationalist Irish members, one 
involuntarily exclaims, “ Oh ! si sio omnes I ” 


IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 

HOUSE OF LORDS. 

The House sat for two hours yesterday week, and talked about 
the admission of Dissenters to the governing body at Harrow, 
the Duke of Abercora and the Archbishop of York protest¬ 
ing Bgainst the change, and Lord Halifax defending it; about 
the proposed abandonment of the Alderney fortifications—to 
which the Duke of Somerset attaches importance, though 
Lord Cowper and Lord Halifax declared they were altogether 
a mistake ; and about Irish railways, which, Lord Dufferia 
says, are under consideration. 

On Monday Lord Dunsany called atteutioa to what he 
termed the spread of disaffection in Ireland, as manifested by 
the result of the Meath and Westmeath elections, and he asked 
if the Government intended to lay down rules for the qualifi¬ 
cations and appointments of stipendiary magistrates. Lord 
Duilerin replied that they did not, and in the course of some 
general observations on the state of Ireland, he spoke very 
hopefully of the results of recent legislation. Lord Oranmore 
and the Earl of Leitrim drew a much darker picture of the 
state of Ireland than had been presented L>y Lord Dufferia ; 
and tbe subject was then allowed to drop. The Earl of 
Denbigh called attention to the unsatisfactory manner la 
which military inventors had been dealt with by the War 
Office. Lord Northbrook defended his department, and showed 
that no suspicion of interested motives could attach to the 
high officials who adjudged the rewards to inventors. The 
bill for the repeal of the Ecclesiastical Titles Act was read the 
secoed time, and the Owens College Bill was finally passed. 

On Tuesday the Ecclesiastical Titles Act Repeal Bill, the 
Union of Benefices Acta Amendment Bill, and Earl Cowper’s 
Restitution Bill went through Committee ; the Public Health 
(Scotland) Bill and the Clerk of the Feuca Bill were read the 
second time; the Life Assurance Companies Act (1870) 
Amendment Bill, the Gas and Water Provisional Orders Con¬ 
firmation Bill, and the Courts of J cat ice Additioual Site Bill 
were read the third time and passed ; and the Factories and 
Workshops Act Amendment Bill was withdrawn. On the 
motion of Lord Shaftesbury, an address to the Crown was 
agTeed to relating to the etate of the children employed in 
brick-fields, with a view to their being brought under the 
protection of the Factory Acts. There was a little conversa¬ 
tion about the transfer of tde School of Mines to Kensington. 

There was a very large attendance of Peers on Thursday, 
to take part in the consideration of the Army Regulation Bill, 
set down for the second reading. The proceedings of the day 
were commenced by a Royal Commission, which gave her 
Majesty's assent to the following bills :—The Public Health 
of Scotland Act (1867) Amendment Bill, the Metropolitan 
Building Act (1855) Amendment Bill, the Primitive Wesleyan 
Methodist Society of Ireland Regulation Bill, the Gasworks 
Clauses Act. (1847) Amendment (No. 2) Bill, Citation Amend¬ 
ment (Scotland) BiU, Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Bill, the 
Benefices Resignation BiU, the Sequestration Bill, tbe Prayer- 
Book (Tables of Lessens) Bill, the Metropolitan Board of 
Works (Loans) Bill, the Promissory Notes Bill, the Bank¬ 
ruptcy Disqualification BiU, and the Marriage Law (Ireland) 
Amendment Bill. The Lords Commissioners were the Lord 
Chancellor, tho Earl of Cork, and Lord de Tabley. Lord 
Northbrook moved the second reading o. the Army Regu¬ 
lation Bill in a speech occupying above two hours. 
The Duke of Richmond moved the foUowing amendment:— 

“ That this House is unwilling to assent to the second reading 
of this bill until it 1ms had laid before it, either by her Majesty's 
Government or through the mclium of an inquiry and report 
ol" a Royal Commission, a complete and comprehensive scheme 
for the first appointment, promotion, and retirement of officers, 
for the amalgamation of the regular and auxiliary land, 
forces, and for securing the other changes necessary to place 
the military system of the country on n sound and efficient 
basis.” Lord Monk followed in support of the biU. The 
Earl of Dalhousie argued against the impolicy of the 
measure. 

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

The House, yesterday week, resumed consideration of the 
Ballot Bill in Committee. Mr. C. Bentinck attacked the 
Government for endeavouring to compel their supporters to 
withdraw their amendments. Several a.tempjs were made by 
different members to confine the nomination part of the bill 
either to municipal or to Parliamentary elections, but without 
success. Some bills were passed, and the sitting was suspended 
at six o’clock. In the evening Mr. O'Reilly was calling atten¬ 
tion to our military system when the House was counted out. 

Ou Monday Sir. Cardwell announced that the schools of 
instruction for the use of officers of the reserve forces had been 
60 largely attended that the system would be extended. The 
Scotch Education Bill was withdrawn, on the ground that 
there was no time for an adeqnnte dibcussion of its details 
this Session. The subject of a Royal residence iu Ireland was 
mentioned. Mr. Gladstone announced that the Government 
hod made up their minds to deal with the subject next 
Session ; and Mr. Stacpoole withdrew the notice whioh he had 
given of n resolution to take the opinion of the House on the 
subject. Mr. Tomline raised a curious discussion on the effect 
of an Act passed in the year 1372, which disqualifies “men 
cf the law” from being eligible as county members. The same 
Act provides that High Sheriffs shall be disqualified for the 
representation of the county in which they hold office daring 
their shrievalty. The discussion nmrsed the House for some 
time, but it was pointed oat that the question was one for 
the consideration of the law officers of the Crown, and not 
for the Speaker. The House then went into Committee on the 
Ballot Bill, and some modifications were made in the second 
clause, which was ultimately passed. Mr. Bourkc desired to 
postpone the third clause, which introduces the ballot, until 
oil the other sections of tho bill had been gone through ; but 
this course was, naturally, opposed; and when the House 
divided the motion was rejected by a majority of 76—210 to 
134. Mr. IValter asked the House to confine the ballot to 
boroughs; and the opponents of the measure availed themselves 
of that opportunity to waste time iu the rediscussion of the 
principle of the bill. About half au hour after midnight the 


Committee divided, and the amendment was rejected by a 
majority of 98—240 to 142. Then progress was reported; and 
some time was spent in the disposal of other business. 

The House devoted an afternoon sitting on Tuesday to the 
consideration of the third clause of the Elections Bill, wlroh 
deals with the mode of taking the poll. Sir C. Dilke props is 1 
that the poll at each polling-place should commence at eirht 
o'clock in the morning and be kep open until eight in the 
evening. The amendment was opposed by the Conservati res 
on the ground that it would not bo advisable to keep the p >tl 
open after dark ; and Mr. Forster, whilst admitting that he 
had felt considerable doubt, finally declined to acoept tie 
amendment. Several Liberal members took part in the debate, 
and Colonel Stuart Knox ironically congratulated the party oa 
havingbroken thespeLl which Mr. Gladstone had cast over them. 
The amendment was defeated by 239 against 60 votes. Mr. Crow 
then proposed that the present system of election should be 
maintained, with the exception of the show of hands at nomi¬ 
nations, and that the publication of the state of the poll before 
the election was concluded should be prohibited. A large 
majority decided against the proposition. Further amend¬ 
ments, proposed by Conservative members, with regard to the 
hours ol' polling, were rejected ; and the House was discussing 
a proposal by Mr. Lowther,, that votes should be taken by 
means of voting-papers, instead of tho personal attend¬ 
ance of the electors, when the time arrived for suspending 
the sitting. At the evening sitting Mr. Seely called 
attention to recent changes in Admiralty administration, 
and moved resolutions in favour of discontinuing the board, 
and that the offices of Controller and Superintendent of the 
Royal dockyards bo held by persons who have special know- 
ledge of tbe duties they have to discharge, and that their 
tenure of office be not limited to a term of years. There was 
considerable debate, but in the end the motion was negatived 
by a majority of 80—110 to 30, Sir Roundell Palmer mrved 
an address to the Crown praying for the incorporation of a 
general school of law in tbe metropolis, through whioh all 
persons admitted to practise in cither branch of the profession 
shaxi be compelled to pass. Mr. O. Morgan having seconded the 
address, the debate was adjourned on the motion of Mr. Jessel. 

The Habitual Drunkards BUI was, on Wednesday, debated 
at some length ; but was ultimately withdrawn, on tho under¬ 
standing that the question should be referred to a Select Com¬ 
mittee next Session. Mr. Dixon's bill substituting the single 
for the cumulative vote at the elections for sohool boards was 
rejected without a division, and the Industrial aud Provident 
Societies Amendment Bill was passed through Committee. 

Thursday, in reply to Mr. Monk, in reference to the 
reception given to the Crown Prince and Princess of Germany, 
Mr. Gladstone said he was not nware what feeling had bean 
expressed in Prussia upon the subject beyond the fact that he 
had read nn article in a German newspaper, in which ho had 
also rend other articles calculated to excite great astonishment 
among reasonable men. With regard to the main point of 
tbe question, he regretted that the lion, member should have 
seen fit, to inuke it the subject of an interrogatory. It was 
merely an arrangement between our Sovereign and those who 
were tenderly attached and closely related to her. The 
statement which had appeared in a London newspaper 
yesterday was correct, and tbe circumstances of the one 
were these Arrangements were made between her Majesty 
and the Crown Prince and Princess of Germany, by whioh a 
visit was to be paid by those distinguised personages to England. 
They were to come about July 15, with their family and 
retinue, and it was fnUy settled that the visit was to be paid 
at Osborne. That plan still held good, and that visit would 
still be paid ; but the Crown Prince nnd Princess, in the exer¬ 
cise of their discretion, made a subsidiary arrangement to pay 
a separate visit which was not known to her Majesty at all 
until it had been concluded, and by which they arranged to 
avail themselves of the hospitality of the German Ambassador 
for a lew days in Iiondon before making their visit at Osborne. 
Ike only part of the arrangement which had been modified 
was this, that Count Bernstorff was desirous to receive 
the whole family, but the accommodation at Prussia 
House was not sufficient. The Prince and Princoa 
contemplated sending the young Princes to an hotel; 
but her Majesty, hearing of this, desired that they 
should go to Buckingham Palace, where they now were. 

A brief but warm discussion ensued upon the motion of ad¬ 
journment moved by Mr. Bentinck, prefaced by' a question 
from the bon. gentleman ns to the reasons whioh induced the 
Government to defer the Army and Navy Estimates to suoh a 
late period of the Session as to preclude all independent in¬ 
vestigation and criticism. Mr. Gladstone said that the first 
duty of members was to observe in their spirit and letter the 
rules and orders of the House. Tho hon. member for Norfolk 
had abused the discretionary power intrusted to him, aud had 
done so for the purpose of obstructing the business of the 
House. The financial orders in the paper almost daily gave the 
hon. members full opportunity of raising the question on which 
he had now spoken, and, that being so, he should decline to 
follow his arguments. The Government were anxious to 
take the remaining votes in Supply, but were not prepared - 
to nunie a day for the purpose until they had made further 
progress with the Elections Procedure Bill. Mr. Newde- 
gate nnd Sir J. Elpliinstone complained of the observa¬ 
tions of Mr. Gladstone. Mr. Disraeli was fully sensible 
of tbe embarrassment occasioned by the present state of 
business, but was not surprised at the complaints respecting 
tbe delay of the Estimates. There were several questions of 
paramount importance to be brought forward on going into 
Supply—one the state of the Navy, another the sanitary 
measure, another the Scotch Education BiU, and a fourth the 
Administration of Justice. In his opinion, the Ballot was not 
of sufficient importance to justify the postponement of such 
retd public measures. It was utterly unnecessary at this 
time to divert the House from its important duties be¬ 
cause the Prime Minister had suddenly become a convert to 
an antiquated faith, which even tho extreme philosophers had 
given up. The result wna, that a conviction was springing up 
in the public mind that the House was neglecting its im¬ 
portant duties, and its character for practical business was 
being seriously injured. The House then went into Cnn- 
m it tee on the Elections Parliamentary and Municipal Bill, 
Mr. James Lowther submitted amotion to substitute voting- 
papers for secret voting. 


Tbe State apartments of Windsor Castle will be open to 
the public on and after Monday next. 

The Glasgow Town Council has resolved to confer tho 
freedom of the city on Lord Shaftesbury. 

Mr. Joseph Trutch has been appointed First Lientea&nt- 
Governor of the new province of British Columbia. 

The Bradford gasworks were on Tuesday formally trans¬ 
ferred to the Bradford Corporation, for £210,000. 

A testimonial, consisting of a pastoral staff, has been pre¬ 
sented to the Lord Bishop of Ely. The staff cost upwards of 
£100, nnd was subscribed for by the clergy and laity. 
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THE FARM. 

THE KOVAL AGBICITLTUBAL SOCIETY. 
Wolverhampton made only a faint display for tho Royal Agri¬ 
cultural Society. Sonic few polished np their shop fronts with 
black-and-gold dccorntions, quite in keeping with the sur¬ 
rounding district, and several flags and banners floated from 
church steeples and housetops; but there was rather an absence 
of that '*welcome” that shows generally receive. In fact, 
the district is more attached to a little quiet boxing, cock- 
fighting, and other pugilistic sports than fat beeves or snoring 
porkers, such as the Yorkshiremen delight in. The ground 
was certainly conveniently situated on the race course in the 
centre of the town ; and no doubt, had it been fine, the black 
dust would have been more disagreeable than the soft, yielding 
mire through which even the fairest of tho fair had to trudge, 
last Tuesday, in holiday costume. The railway company did not 
give much facility to the exhibitors and the publio, and the 
dear and meagre accommodation sent many to Birmingham 
and the adjacent towns. The great feature, however, of the 
meeting has been the steam trials. Last Thursday week, when 
twelve sets of tackle were at work, was one of the best and 
most instructive days the society has yet given to the agricul¬ 
tural public. Messrs. Fowler's pre-eminence as manufacturers 
has thoroughly been maintained ; the organisation and control 
of their men and implements were simply perfection. With 
heavy machinery they moved seventeen miles to the trial- 
field, worked the land, and came back without any assistance 
whatever of horse power, save for water; with their seven 
engines and five Bets of tackle thirteen prizes, amounting to 
£486, were won, as well as Lord Vernon’s £100 cup. Messrs. 
Avelingand Porter received tho £50prize for the bestagricultural 
locomotive, and also £110 for the best waggon, whilst Messrs. 
Howard have to rest contented on the merit of their harrows 
and drills. The prizes for hop machinery fell to Messrs. 
Coleman and Morton and Messrs. Weeke3 and Sou ; but the 
prize for the best hop-garden cultivator was withheld. In 
implements there was no great novelty, though the display of 
useful and improved machinery was both large and good, and 
the Becdtmen seem to rival one another in the decoration and 
set-out of their stands. 

The farm prizes did not excite so much attention as at 
Oxford ; still, twenty-three competitors entered for the sub¬ 
scribed £100 prize and the society’s £50, to which two special 
prizes of £23 each were added. The judges—Messrs. Jackson 
(Cheshire), Sanday (Notts), and Whetley (Yorks)—considered 
that Mr. George Forester's farm, at Sherlowe, was the perfec¬ 
tion of profitable and economical management, and awarded 
him the £100 prize. Mr. T. Winterton, of Alrewas Hays, re¬ 
ceived £50: and the two specials fell to Mr. IV. Brewster, 
Balderton Hall, and Mrs. E. Sankey. Mr. J. Olay, of Kinsale, 
obtained the £100 for the best dairy farm, and Mr. M. Walker 
came second ont of the four competitors. 

The stock, on the whole, was scarcely so good as last year. 
The show of agricultural horses was not large, and Honest 
Tc-m heat Mr. Manning's Young Champion for the £23 in the 
eight-year-old stallions. Only a few Clydesdales were entered, 
and Young Lofty, a very good ten-year-old horse of Mr. H. 
Tomlinson's, came first. The Suffolk stallion prize fell to Mr. 
GarTetfs Cupbearer, for which he bid so keenly against the 
Canadian at the late Mr. Crisp's sale, to keep in the 
county. Sir. Badham's Heroules, winner of the second prize, 
was also a good animal; bnt the third-prize winner rather 
departs from tho true Suffolk character. Colonel Wilson's 
Heir Apparent, which stood first among the young stallions, is 
of great promise. Mr. H. Overman, of Norfolk, showed two 
mares, and took two firsts with them, one in a large class of 
fifteen. Tho Suffolk mare prize fell to the late Mr. Capon's 
Matchit, and she comes, with the whole of the Dennington 
stock of about 200 Suffolka, into the market next September. 
Ten thoroughbred horses had Mr. Casson’s old Sincerity at 
their head, against Laughingstock. Blinkhoolie (second), Tim 
Whifller, Stampedo, and Suffolk (third) ; and the hackney- 
stallion prize went to Mr. Lockhart’s Dick Turpin. The 
hunter classes were well filled. Captain Barlow's Tregothnan, 
the Islington cup winner, was first amongsixteen ; and in the 
younger geldings Mr. Armstrong's Banker (first) is likely to 
make a good hunter. Mr. J. B. Booth’s Banner Bearer took 
Majer Thorneycroft’s £30 prize, and his Borderer, now Mr. 
Bayly's property, came second. A number of premiums were 
offered by the local committee for horses, consequently the 
numbers were increased. Lord Coventry's Bird-on-the-Wing 
beat the noted Loiterer for tho £25 prize ; and Mr. Moffat's 
uncommonly sma rt Luna took the £30 prize for three-year-old 
fillies. Duckling, an own sister to Bird-of-Passage, was also 
shown in this class, rather low in condition, and came out 
third. The roadsters were not a very good lot, Mr. Moffat and 
Mr. Warth winning among a good muster ; and some immenae- 
sized pairs of heavy horses were shown, in which Mr. Brierley 
won. 

So many good shorthorns have left the country during the 
last three years that the show of aged animals of each sex 
was inferior, and the cream of the classes were the two-year- 
old and yearling heifers. Old Edgar, from Cumberland, beat 
the Essex cup hull, Telemnchus, and Mr. Linton’s Lord Irwin, 
second as a yearling last year, took the first now r.s a two- 
ycar-old ; Bytliis, who then beat, him, managing only just to 
get placed. The yearlingB were not a grand lot. Baron 
Hubbock 2nd from Towneley beat Lord Sudeley's Cherub, and 
both leave the country with 200 gs. each oa their heads. In 
a moderate class of bull-calves Messrs Dudding’s British Flag 
was first; and this promising calf is to be sold with the 
Panton herd next September. The cows were indifferent, and 
the first prize fell to a cow of fine quality on short legs, of 
the Booth and Waterloo blood, bred by Mr. Torr, which he 
had sold to Mr. Beattie, of Arman ; she took the Highland 
Society's first prize last year. The whole class of two-year-old 
heifers was highly commended. Lady Pigot won with Dame 
Swift; bnt the publio rather went with Mr. Foljambe’s large 
roan heifer Concert, and also with his Fleur-de-Lis, which was 
placed second to Mr. Outhwaite's Lady Brough in the 
yearlings. 

The Hcrefords were a remarkably good lot, finer in form 
and better in quality than have been shown for some time. 
Monaughty 3rd was the best aged bull, and in a good lot of 
yearlings Mr. R. Hill’s Pearl Diver was first. He leaves for 
Anstrnjia at 100 ge. The calf class was large, with Mr. 
Edward'. Alexander at the top. Like the shorthorns, the 
cows were not first rate. Mr. Peren's Ivington Rose beat 
Mr. Turner’s Livia ; bnt his Rarity came first in the next 
class. The yearlings were good, and Lizzie Jefferys was placed 
before Mr. Turners Plum. Lord Falmouth took the first 
prize for Devon yearlings, and Mr. IV. Farthing for bull 
calves, whilst Mr. Taylor came to the fore with cows and 
Mr. W. Smith and Mr. J. Davy with heifers. 

Jerseys and Guernseys had separate classes, and fine 
specimens were shown in each. Mr. W. Gilbey and Mr. 
IVingfield-Digby won in the former, and two animals, sent 
direct from tho Island, took the prizes in tho latter section 
Mr. Ifrcwn showed and won with some good polled.cattle, and 
a large number of cows competed for several local premiums. 


The Shropshire was the strongest bread of sheep shown 
and Mrs. Beech took Mr. Masfin’s £10 cup aud several prizes 
including the first for five ewes and five ram lamb3. Mr 
Byrd beat Mr. Mansell in shearlings, but among the old sheep 
Mr. Mansell came first. Mr. Geo. Turner’s Leicester shearling 
of nice quality beat the Rev. G. Inge's sheep, which wore 
rather light in the wool, and his old sheep the first-prize 
Manchester shearling of Mr. Geo. Sunday's, whose flock comes 
to the hammer next August. So many Cotswolds have baan 
bought up by the Canadians that the finest sheep are scarce. 
Mr. T. Brown managed to carry all before him in the shear¬ 
lings, but Mr. Gillett's sheep just beat him in the old rara-t. 
There was an average show of Lincolns (Mr. Marshall and 
Mr. Dndding winners) and a good show of Oxfordshire Downs, 
in which Mr. Treadwell and Mr. Longlaud were successful. 
The handsome Southdowns came ont well, and in the absence 
of the Merton flock it was n very exciting competition. The 
old Buckland flock beat Mr. Rigden in rams, but in a good lot 
of ewes was only H.C.—the Duke of Richmond, Lord Sondes, 
and Colonel Kingscote coming one, two, and three. Mr. 
Rawlenco won everything in Hampshire. 1 !. 

Pigs were extensively shown, although the demand is more 
for the black than the white breeds. Some disqualifications 
took place ; still Mr. E len and Mr. Duckeriag in th9 former, 
and Mr. Swannick, Mr. Ilumfrey, and Mr. Sexton in the latter, 
have it mostly their own way. As some idea of the compe¬ 
tition and excitement for “ Berkshire hogs,” it may ba men¬ 
tis ned that the first-prize boars were sold for £f>3 and £40, and 
several pens of sows for £14 each, to go to Canada. Mr. 
Swannick, so anxious to keep his old family together, has 
givtn 60 gs. for the best sow out of the prize pea at Oxford 
Inst year, which were Bold to Mr. Miller, of Canada, to come 
lack to England this autumn. A large quantity of wool, 
lutler, and cheese was exhibited. Lord Ohesham, though 
beaten with his Alderneys and Shropshires.ha l hts revenge in 
their produce, as he took first prizes for butter and wool ; and 
the cheese prizes went to Mr. Du-dleston and Mr. Arnold. 
Business was not very brisk, aud no particular high prices, 
except for pigs, were announced. Some Canadians bought up 
several draught horses, shorthorns, and most of tho CotswoltF 
ewes and Berkshire pigs. Visitors were licking greatly in 
number the first three days, and even for their comfort 
planking was necessary for a dry passage from the enlrsuoe to 
the stook. The shilliug days are expected to bring up the 
manufacturing and mining populace ; still, the tastes of the 
nc-ighbourhood are, we fear, more towards tho f‘fancy” than 
the “ farm." and it is more than probable that the Royal 
Society will leave behind “bright gold” in the ‘-black 
coantry."__- 


Messrs. Levey’s sale of shorthorn yearling heifers passed 
off very well on Wednesday week, the thirty-two head 
averaging £90 10s. They were chiefly by Grand Duke 15th, 
and, taking somewhat after their sire, were of an indifferent 
character. Mr. W, Lancaster gave tho top price (310gs.) for 
Oxford Fawsley 3rd. There was liutle demand, for the bulls, 
the twelve, most of which were calves, making but £30 Us. 3d. 
Grand Duke of Geneva 2nd, a young bull-calf of the Duchess 
blood, was put up at a reserve price, but not sold. 

On Wednesday next Mr. Strafford sells about forty heifers 
and fifteen young bulls bred at the Prince Consort’s show 
farm, Windsor Castle. They are chiefly by Mr. Booth's noted 
bull England’s Glory■/-" On the following d»y a number of 
well-bred shorthorns, of Bates blood, from Messrs. Harward 
and Downing’s herd, comprising the Kirkleviugtou and 
Surmise tribes, will be sold - at Winterfold, near Kidder¬ 
minster. 


The Prince Consort’s Windsor Association held its annual 
meeting in the Home Park on Thursday. There were a flower 
show, an exhibition of cottage handicraft aud horticulture, 
and a dinner to 250 prizeholders. Prince and Princess Christian 
distributed the prizes. 

The Freeman's Journal says that in many parts of the 
coast of Ireland where fish abound in vast quantities the 
fishermen are unable to catch them for want of boats, nets, 
and other appliances ; and, whilst the inhabitants are starving, 
fishermen from the Isle of Man and other distant places carry 
away caigoes of fish. 

A meeting of the committee and supporters of the fund for 
the erection of n memorial to Captain Hugh Burgoyne, V.C., 
Captain Cowper Coles, C.B., and the officers and crew of her 
Majesty’s late ship Captain, will be held in the theatre of the 
Royal United Service Institution, Whitehall-yard, at three 
o'clock, on Tuesday, July 18—Mr. Goschen in the chair. 

Princess Mary Adelaide, on Wednesday, performed the cere¬ 
mony of raising the first turf in connection with the building 
of two cottages at Addlestone, Surrey, which are to be used as 
village homes for the female ohildren of criminal parents. 
The institution will henceforth be known as “The Princess 
Mary’s Village Homes for Little Girls." Each home U to be 
provided with a matron, or mother; the girls will enter by 
selection, not election, and be brought up in habits of industry 
and religiously educated. Nearly £500 was contributed to the 
charity on the spot, of whioh £300 was given by oue lady, 
Mrs. Finlay. 

The fog-bow seen from the Matterhorn, an Engraving and 
description of which we borrowed last week from Mr. Edward 
Wbymper's new book, “Scrambles Amongst the Alps,” is a rare 
optical and atmospheric phenomenon, but may now and then 
be witnessed. Mr. F. G. Smith, of the Cheque-office. Bank of 
England, informs us of what he saw on Aug. 25, 1SC2, in a 
walk from Knndersteg to Murren, by the Dundengrat and 
Furka passes. He was overtaken by night, and slept on the 
rocks, at a height of 8000 ft. Rising at dawn, ho oontinuod his 
ascent to the summit of the second ridge. The sun was on the 
point of rising over the jagged peaks of the Oberland. He says 
“ I turned to the west, when I became conscious of a faint, yet 
clearly-marked, perpendicular line of whitey-yellow hue, 
broader at the top than at the bottom, rising from the western 
horizon, exactly opposite the point of sunrise. At first it was 
so faint that I suspected some optical delusion, so I rubbed my 
eyes, but failed to rub it out. On the contrary, as I looked it 
became plainer ; and presently a second line developed itself 
to the right, slightly inclined from the perpendicular ; 
then a similar one on the left; then another, and 
yet another—each succeeding one being more inclined than 
the former, so that the whole formed a fan-shaped group, until 
at last I became sensible that the phenomenon was a repro¬ 
duction of the sun's rayB—in fact, a mock sunrise. Gradually, 
too, a centre or nucleus developed itself; but, curiously enough, 
although the ‘ rays ’ were light coloured, the nucleus appeared 
as a confused black mass in the atmosphere. Altogether, the 
phenomenon was a most curious one, and evidently akin to 
the ‘ Fog-Bow ;' but there was this important difference: the 
one was reflected from the fog; the other appeared in a clear 
sky, free from a vestige of cloud, mist, haze, or any other 
reflecting medium.” 


NATIONAL SrORTS. 

The New maiket July Meeting proved one of the pleasantest 
gatherings of the season, and racing “ Behind tho Ditch " 
is so much appreciated at this time of year that a 
second summer fixture on the same course has been 
talked about. On the whole, tho sport was perhaps 
a little tame ; but some capital fields turned out iu the 
course of the four days, and there were three or four very 
interesting races. The Chesterfield Stakes firmly established 
Cremorne's reputation as the best two-year-old that has as yet 
been seen iu public ; and the luckless Meteor, second iu both 
the July and Chesterfield, enables us to judge pretty conclu¬ 
sively of the respective merits of Mr. Savile’s colt and Sir 
Amyns, the winner of the former stake. He was defeats 1 
with equal ease by both; but then Cremome gave 
him 7 lb., while ho met the Danebury crack at level 
weights. Baron Rothschild’s mueh-talked-of Derby colt, 
by King Tom from Maid Marian, secured .his first engage¬ 
ment by sheer gameness; but Cremorue ran right away from 
him in the Chesterfield. It will not do, however, to condemn 
him too harshly, as he was very raw and green, is a bal 
beginner, and apparently deficient in speed ; but from his 
stamina and pluck he is sure to show to more advantage over 
a longer course. Old Vulcan was in grander form thau over 
during the week, as. meeting Chopette on 9 lb. better terms 
than at Ascot, lie took a complete revenge on her for her 
defeat of him in tho Queen's Stand Plate. The style iu 
which Sterling, though burdened with 8st. 121b, cantered 
away from a held of nineteen was, however, the feature of the 
meeting, and it renders the sweepstakes between him, Jack 
Spigot, and Fnvocius additionally interesting. The perform 
once of the last-named over the B. M. showed him to retain 
r.ll his form, and the betting between him and Mortemer for 
the Gccdwood Cup is sure to be “ fast and furious.” 

The popular "spots” were twice carried successfully by 
King Cole at Carlisle, and Lumley made such an example of 
Agility in the Queen's Plate that he has evidently reuevo i 
the fine form which he showed as a two-year-old, and which 
cccusioned so much lamentation that he had been omitted 
from the Derby nominations. 

A very pleasant gathering nt Nottingham, on Toes lay last, 
commenced and concluded with a dead heat. Onslow, a good- 
decking eon cf Cambuscan and Dulcibtlla, won a couple of 
twc-yenr-old events, and from the ease with which he defeated 
Duster is probably pretty smart. A fixture at Southampton 
cn the eerne day produced nothing worthy of note. 

Tbe present rammer, if indeed it is worthy of the name, 
has been terribly fatal to cricket-matches, few of which have 
been played cut. Nevertheless, two or three exciting finishes 
have token place, and cone rnoro so than that la the contest 
between the Gentlemen aud Players at the Oval last week. 
The former scored 299, against 182 and 2G0, and then had ouly 
an hour and three quarters iu which to obtain 144 runs. This 
they accomplished with five minutes to spare, chiefly owing to 
the fine free hitting of Messrs. VV. G. Grace and C. E. Green. 
The latter obtained 57 (not out), and was received with im¬ 
mense applause on his return to tho pavilion. Married v. 
Single, a match arranged for the benefit of Edgar Willsher, 
one of our most deserving professionals, commenced at Lord's 
on Monday. Unhappily, owing to incessant rain, it turned 
out a complete failure in a financial point of view, and, with 
the exception of a magnificent innings of 189, which Mr. VV. 
G. Grace played, without giving a single chance, no large 
scores were made j indeed, the heavy ground was terribly 
against the batsmen. A testimonial which is being raised for 
Willsher is most worthy of the support of all cricketers. 

■ The Walton-on-Thames regatta, nt the close of last week, 
was carried ont with spirit, and at Mount Felix open house 
was kept.

town. Go which way you please in the vicinity of London— 
through Middlesex, Surrey, Kent, or Essex—you will coma to 
something worth looking at, before you have sat half an hour 
in tbe railway train. The direction least favourable, indeed, 
to the quest of picturesque natural scenery is the eastward 
course down the Thames, between the flat marshos of Essex 
and the Kentish shore. But when you have passed below 
Woolwich, by train upon the iron road or by steam-boat ou tho 
tidal river, you come to one after another pleasant little place, 
where the half-private, half-public festivity of friendly or 
family parties, at the tea-gardens, is permitted to those who 
like it. This may not be genteel, bnt is by no moans the 
worst thing in the world for a holiday afternoon. There is 
quite as much to bo said for it ns for the fashionable meeting 
at Hurliugham, to slaughter the poor captive pigeons. “ Live 
and let live ” is an excellent rule for all classes, and England 
shall again be merry England, as it was of yore. 


Tbe Twelfth of July celebrations in Ireland appear to have 
passed over quietly iu all parts of the country. 

The half-yearly examination and distribution of pfize.3 
awarded to the gentlemen cadets at the Royal Military 
Academy. Woolwich, was held on Wednesday. Iu the abscaoa 
of the Field Marshal Coramanding-in-Chief, Geucral Sir 
Richard Airey, G.C.B., officiated. 
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LAW AND POLICE. 

The case of the Airth peerage has been 
before the Committee for Privileges, a claim 
having been made on behalf of Mrs. Margaret 
Bnrelay-Allardice, of Quarter House, Stirling, 
widow, to the title, honour, and dignity of the 
earldom of Airth, in the Peerage of Scotland. 
The petition seta forth the proceedings on the 
claim of the late Mr. Robert Barclay-Allardice, 
and the succession of the claimant, his 
daughter. 

The first stage in the hearing of the Tich- 
borne case has been brought to a close. When 
the Court reassembled yesterday week the 
Solicitor-General, acting under the instructions 
which he had received, applied that the sittings 
might he continued daily until the termination 
of the cause. At the same time he strongly 
protested against the attempt which had been 
made to break through the arrangement to 
adjourn for four months, lately come to by 
both Bench and Bar, and added that if his 
Lordship granted the application he would 
not pledge himself to continue in the case. 
Mr. Hawkins followed on the same side, while 
other of the counsel intimated that they hod 
entered into engagements elsewhere, nnd must 
throw up their briefs if the trial were now 
proceeded with. Mr. Serjeant Ballantine 
pressed the Judge to hold to the arrangement 
already made. His Lordship, after some con¬ 
sideration, suggested n compromise, but the 
ccunsel would not listen to it; and the result 
is that the hearing will not be r turned until 
Nov. 7. The claimant’s re-examination was 
concluded before the Court rose. Beginning on 
May 11, the hearing of the case before Chief 
Justice Bovill has lasted forty days, nnd each 
juryman, yesterday week, received a cheque 

for forty guineas.-In the course of the day 

the claimant’s bankruptcy again came before 
Mr. Registrar Hazlitt, but, ponding the decision 
of the Court of Common Pleas, proceedings 
were adjourned to Nov. 17. 

An arrangement has been come to by which 
the creditors of the O Donoghue are to receive 
£3000 in full satisfaction of the liabilities, and 
the bankruptcy will therefore be annulled. 

An adjourned meeting for public examina¬ 
tion was held before Mr. Registrar Brougham 
at the Court of Bankruptcy, on Thnrsdny, in 
the matter of the Earl of Winchilsea and 
Nottingham, who was made bankrupt in 
October last. An abstract of the accounts has 
already appeared. The total debts are about 
£ 101,000, of which security is stated to bo held 
to the extent of £50,500, the balance of the 
indebtedness being unsecured. The only avail¬ 
able property is some furniture, fixtures, and 
fittings at his Lordship’s residence in Victoria- 
street, estimated to produce £150. Before the 
question of examination was considered some 
discussion took place in reference to the 
title to a pawn-ticket relating to a diamond 
cross which had been pledged with Mr. 
Attenborough. It appeared that the late 
Earl had presented to the present Countess 
on her marriage the diamond cross in question ; 
also a diamond sprig aud necklace of great 
value. The diamond cross had been replaced 
by another, for which the present Earl believed 
he had paid about 200 guineas. The pawn- 
ticket which related to the diamond cross also 
included the sprig and necklace. The Registrar 
thought he was not in a position to entertain 
the question in reference to the title to tho 
jewellery until the Countess and her solicitors 
were served with notice of the application. 
Upon the question of last examination, the 
bankrupt was opposed mainly upon the ground 
that the accounts and information which he 
had furnished were insufficient. His Honour 
held, however, that the bankrupt was entitled 
to pass bis examination. 

Vice-Chancellor Wickens has ma le on order 
for the winding up of the Loudon and Sub¬ 
urban Bonk, nnd of the Professional, Com¬ 
mercial, and Industrial Benefit Building 
Society. 

Mr. Bernard, commercial traveller, has ob¬ 
tained, in the Court of Exchequer, a verdict 
for £1000 against the Midland Company, os 
compensation for personal injury sustained. 

The Master of the Bolls gave judgment, on 
Monday morning, in the case of “The 
Governors of St. Thomas’s Hospital v. the 
Metropolitan Board of Works," in which the 
question was from what time should interest 
at £6 per cent be paid by the plaintiffs to the 
defendants on £95,000, the price of the land on 
which the hospital has bean built. It ap¬ 
peared that possession was given up from 
time to time of such parts of the land as the 
plaintiffs wanted for the erection of the hos¬ 
pital, and that complete jtosscssion was not 
given up till Feb. 4, 186'.». Lord lio.nilly held 
that, under these circumstance, interest began 
to run, under the thirteenth clause of the con¬ 
tract, from a month after that date—namely, 
from March 4, 1869. 

Isaac Myers and Harris Korszyk arc in cus¬ 
tody, charged, at Guiidhail, with being in the 
unlawful possession of 966 sovereigns. They 
were found one morning, about two o’clock, 
sitting on a door-step with a carpet-bag in 
their possession containing the sovereigns and 
other property. They said they hod landed nt 
Liverpool from America, and bad changed 
their notes into English gold. Had they gone 
to thenearest railway hotel nothing would have 
teen heard of them, hut, trying to find cheaper 
quarters, they failed, and were lying out in the 
street. Their luggage and papers at tho 
Euston-equare station corroborated their story ; 
but, on Saturday, they were for a third time 
remanded for further inquiry. 

Four gutter children were, on Tuesday, 
Lrought np by officers of the London School 


Beard, at the Mansion House, at Marlborough- 
street, and at Southwark respectively. One of 
the boys was 6ent to an industrial school, and 
the others were lodged in the workhouse for 
inqniries. 

At the Central Criminal Court, on Tuesday, 
the grand jury ignored the bill against Mrs. 
Flora Davey, alias Newington, charging her 
with the wilful murder of Mr. Moon, but re¬ 
turned a true bill for manslaughter. The 
trial occupied the whole of Thursday. The 
charge against Captain Bradbury for sending 
threatening letters was, with tho consent of 
the Court, withdrawn, there being sufficient 
reason for the belief thnt they were merely 
utterances, “full of sound and fury but sig¬ 
nifying nothing.” Tho trial of Edmund 
Walter Took on a charge of having wilfully 
murdered Jane Maria Clonsen, in Kidbrook- 
lane, Eltham, on April 25 lost, was opened on 
Wednesday, before Lord Chief Justice Bovill. 
The Solicitor-General, who appeared as leading 
counsel for the prosecution, having laid before 
the jury a narrative of the incidents associated 
with the crime, several witnesses were called, 
and the further hearing was adjourned. When 
we went to press with our early edition, on 
Thursday night, the trial had not concluded. In 
the court presided over by Mr. Baron Channel!, 
Philip Nunney, forty-five, described as a 
painter, was indicted for the wilful murder of 
Rebecca Burgin, with whom he had lived as 
his wife. The evidence, however, induced the 
jury to find that the deceased had committed 
suicide, and the prisoner was discharged. 
William Frank Gosnay was indicted before the 
Recorder with feloniously wounding Dr. 
Thomas De Meschin, a barrister, with intent 
to murder him. He was convicted, and sen¬ 
tenced to fifteen years' penal servitude. 

At the Hertford Assizes, on Monday, Joseph 
Hill was sentenced to five years' penal servi¬ 
tude for taking letters from jiofct-oiHcc pillar¬ 
boxes. 

Annie Ball, described as a gentlewoman, 
aged forty, of Wallingford, Berks, and of St. 
Albans, and John Garratt, scadntn. aged 
twenty-eight, of Sealey, Cape Breton, were 
indicted, at Hereford, on Tuesday, for con¬ 
spiring to murder Lady Ball and Thomas 
Slattery. The case for tho prosecution was 
that she wished to “ pop them offbut Hr. 
Slattery, who wns bail for Mrs. Ball, smiled at 
the idea. The Judge said it was not worth 
while to discuss the matter, and the jury 
acquitted the prisoners. 

An attempted assassination took place, on 
Tuesday night, in one of the principal streets 
of Dublin. One of the lending constables of 
that city, named Talbot, who took an active 
part in the arrest and conviction of Feninus 
two or three years ago, was on his rounds 
when a carpenter named Pemberton fired a 
revolver at his bead. Assistance was at hand, 
and the miscreant was seized, upon which he 
fired another barrel, the bullet from which 
wounded a policeman in the knee. He was, 
however, secured. Talbot is not exj 
survive. 



WEEKLY RETURN OF BIRTHS 

AND DEATHS. ^ 

The Registrar-General gives the following 
return of births and deaths in London and In 
nineteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom during the week ending July 8 :— 

Last week 1929 births and 1200 deaths were 
registered in London, After making duo 
allowance for increase of population, the 
births were 1S9, and the deaths 220, below 
the overage numbers in tlio corresponding 
week of the last ten years. Zymotic diseases 
caused 321 deaths last week, including 164 
from smallpox, 12 from measles, 21 from 
scarlet fever, 4 from diphtheria, 30 from 
whooping-cough, 17 from different forms of 
fever (of which eight were certified as typhus, 
4 os enteric or typhoid, and 5 as simple con¬ 
tinued fever), and 39 from diarrhcea ; thus 
to the seven principal diseases of this class 
290 deaths were referred last week, ugainst 361 
and 378 in the two preceding weeks. The 
fatal cases of diarrhcea showed a slight de¬ 
crease upon the previous week, and were re¬ 
markably low for the time of year. Three 
deaths were referred to simple cholera or 
choleraic diarrhcea. The fatal cases of small¬ 
pox in London, which in the previous week 
bad been 240, 232, and 235, declined to 164 
last week : this is tho lowest weekly number 
since the end of January last. To different 
forms of violence 44 deaths were referred last 
week ; of these 38 were classed as accidental, 
including 12 by fractures and contusions, one 
from burns and scalds, 10 from drowning, 
nnd 11 from suffocation. Six of the deaths 
from fractures and contusions were of persons 
run over by vehicles in the streets; four of 
the victims of these accidents were children 
sml two adults. 

During the week ending Saturday, the 8th 
inst., 4355 births and 2967 deaths were regis¬ 
tered in London and nineteen other large 
cities and towns of the United Kingdom. 
The aggregate mortality last week was nt 
the rate of 21 deaths annually in every 1000 
persons living. The annual rates of mor¬ 
tality last week in the seventeen English 
cities and towns, in the order of their topo¬ 
graphical arrangement, were as follow 
London, 19 per 1000 ; Portsmouth, 16 ; Nor¬ 
wich, 12 ; Bristol, 17 ; Wolverhampton, 13 ; 
Birmingham, 19; Leicester, 19; Nottingham. 
It!; Liverpool, 26; Manchester. 26; Salford. 
25; Bradford, 24; Leeds, 19 ; Sheffield, 19; 
Hull, 15 ; Sunderland. 43; and Newcastlc- 
on-Tyne, 30. The fatal cases of smallpox in 
thepe seventeen towns, which in the two pre¬ 
vious weeks had been 347 and 371, declined 


last week to 269; of these 164 occurred in 
London, 27 in Liverpool, 45 in Sunderland, 15 
in Newcastle-on-Tyne. 15 in Manchester and 
Salford, 2 in Birmingham, and 1 in Ports¬ 
mouth. Smallpox continues fatally preva¬ 
lent in Southampton, Weymouth, and Grimsby. 
Tn Edinburgh the annunl rate of mortality 
from all causes last week was 21 per 1000 per¬ 
sons living; in Glasgow, 34 per 1000; and in 
Dublin, 20. 

In Paris 803 deaths were returned in the 
week ending the 7th inst. Its sanitary con¬ 
dition continues satisfactory. In Brussels 111 
deaths occurred in the week ending the 1st 
inst., and the annual death-rate was equal to 
29 per 1000. In Berlin during the week ending 
the Cth inst. 676 deaths were recorded, showing 
an annual rate of 49 per 1000. In the city of 
New York 449 deaths were registered in the 
week ending the 17th ult., and the equivalent 
annual rate of mortality was 25 per 1000. In 
Bombay the deaths registered daring the 
week ending the 13th ult were 305, and the 
mortality was at the annual rate of 20 per 
1000. In Madras 289 deaths were registered 
in the week ending May 26, showing an 
annual death-rate equal to 35 per 1000 of the 
population. 


THE VOLUNTEERS. 

Several of the chief regiments in the metro¬ 
polis underwent official inspection on Saturday 
night : the Queen’s (Westminster), com¬ 
manded by the Marquis of Westminster; the 
3rd Middlesex [Artillery, commanded by Lord 
Truro; the 1st Middlesex Engineers, com¬ 
manded by Colonel M'Leod of M’Leod ; the 
3Cth Middlesex, commanded by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Gordon Ires : and the 48th Middlesex, 
commanded by Colonel C. Vickers, being 
among the number. The 36th was inspected 
by Prince Edward of Saxo Weimar, who ex¬ 
pressed himself well satisfied, and compli 
mented the officers. The 43th was inspected 
in the quadrangle of Somerset House, by 
Colonel Lyons, nnd there was an excellent 
muster, being eight companies of twenty 
files—in all, 420 men—out of an enrolled 
strength of 550. The drill of the corps was 
continued over two hours, and some special 
movements were gone through nt the request 
of the inspector. 

On the same day Colonel Wilkinson, of the 
Colchester Staff, inspected four corps of the 
Essex Volunteers on Wanstead Flats, in the 
presence of 3000 or 4000 persons. The corps 
which took part in the proceedings wero the 
:!rd Essex Artillery, under Lientcnaut-Colonel 
Makings and Captain Baines, with four 
9-pounder guns, under Captain Brooks ; the 
5tli Essex Rifles, with Major Birt at their 
head ; the 9th Essex Rifles, commanded by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Silver ; and the 3rd Essex 
Administrative Corps, under ColorrsT Davis. 
Seme intricate evolutions were gone through, 
und the men were highly commended for 
their efficiency. 

The 2nd Manchester Volunteers, upwards 
of 900 strong, were inspected, last Saturday, 
on the race-ground. Regent-road, by Colonel 
Maydwell, Assistant Quartermaster-General 
of the district. Lieutenant-Colonel Willmott 
Slawson commanded, in the absence of Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel Cnnliffe. At the close of the 
inspection Colonel Maydwell expressed to the 
commanding officer, unofficially, his hearty 
satisfaction at the manner in which "the move¬ 
ments had been performed. 

There will be an encampment of the 1st 
Administrative Battalion of Wiltshire Rifle 
Volunteers on Homington Down from Aug. 3 
to 10. 


At a meeting of the Representative Body of 
the Irish Church, on Thursday week, u letter 
was read from Mr. J. G. V. Porter, of BeUeisle, 
in the county of Fermanagh, to the effect that 
he would, upon certain conditions, give £5000, 
in addition to £5000 given by his father, the 
Rev. John Grey V. Porter, towards the endow¬ 
ment of a new bishopric for the diocese of 
Clogher. A letter was read from the Church 
Temporalities Commissioners, offering to sell 
the glebe lands at twenty-one years' purchase, 
estimating tho annual value ns settled for 
commutation. The Representative Body ac¬ 
cepted the offer. 

The Dundee Advertiser reports that the 
gold-headed staff used constantly by the late 
President Lincoln at the White House has been 
bequeathed to the Right Hon. John Bright, 
M.P., by the late Dr. Smith, the United States 
Consul for Dundee. The staff bears the in¬ 
scription, “J. A. M'Clemand to Hon. A. 
Lincoln—June. 1857 ; " nnd, on a gold ferule, 
•Presented to the Rev. James Smith, D.D., 
late Pastor of First Presbyterian Church. 
Springfield, Illinois, by the family of the late 
President Lincoln, in memoriam of the high 
esteem in which he was held by him and them 
as their pastor and dear friend—27th of April, 
1868." It was thewill of President Linooln thnt 
on the death of Dr. Smith the staff should go to 
Mr. Bright, and, in accordance with that desire, 
the following is inserted in Dr. Smith’s will:— 
•• I give, devise, and bequeath unto John 
Bright, Esq., member of the British Honse of 
Commons, nnd to his heirs, the gold-mounted 
staff or cane which belonged to the deceased 
President Lincoln of the United States, and 
presented to me by the deceased's widow and 
family as a mark of the President's respect, 
which staff is to be kept and used as an heir¬ 
loom in the family of the said John Bright, as 
n token of the esteem which the late President 
felt for him because of his unwearied zeal and 
defence of the United States in suppressing the 
civil rebellion of the Southern States.”

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the coming session. 

The approach of a Parliamentary Session always excites 
a (.-real deal of public curiosity and interest. Wo some¬ 
times wonder that it should be so. People look forward 
■with a simplicity of faith that is astonishing, and occa¬ 
sionally amusing, to a revelation of State secrets which 
will relieve them from the long suspense they have en¬ 
dured during the Recess. When, however, the revelation 
takes place, they are not usually conscious of much 
increase of light, the only gain they acquire being from 
the glimmer of conjecture to the full daylight of assured 
knowledge. There is seldom anything startling in the 
announcements made by the Government in the Royal 
Speech. During the first few days of the Session the 
things said or done by either House are mere formalities. 
Ey the time that the real conflict of parties begins the 
keen edge of curiosity has become considerably 
.Hunted. There is, of course, some little excitement as to 
hew the first battle or two will be decided ; but, unless 
the issue upsets a Ministry, or brings on what is de- 
s : gnated as “a crisis, - ’ Parliamentary reports are soon 
looked upon as a bore, to be avoided. There are 
few who make it their business to read them 
through from day to day, from the beginning 
to the close of a Session. There are fewer still, 
who, on severe introspection, can conclude that they 
have derived much intellectual profit from their 
labour. Nevertheless, the public is almost us glad to wit¬ 
ness the beginning of a Session as the end of one. No 
amount of experience appears to deaden their expectation 
that something extraordinary will turn up. Consequently, 
during the last week or two prior to the assembling of 
Parliament there is a general disposition to discount 
events which must be of necessity unknown. It is a time 
of flying rumours, more or less likely, more or less absurd. 
It resembles, in the political world, those two or three- 
nights in November during which meteoric phenomena are 
looked for by astronomers. Such and such measures of 
importance, it is hinted, have been determined upon by 
the Cabinet; such and such Ministers will change or 
vacate their places ; such and such a line of Parliamentary 
strategy has been marked out by her Majesty’s Opposition ; 
nr.d, in such and such events, such and such consequences 
may be expected to ensue. 

All this, it must be admitted, is very amusing, and 
presents materials which M. Taino might work up as one 
of the distinctive characteristics of English life. He would, 
perhaps, say that it is quite in accordance with most of 
the illustrations he has given to the world of the typical 
moods, feelings, and habits of our fellow-countrymen. 
After all, however, it is one of those phases of national 
character which we should be sorry to miss. It indicates 
a watchful interest by the people in public affairs. That 
interest is not so deep and absorbing as to swallow up 
their ordinary routine of individual domestic and social 
enjoyments and obligations, but it is at least continuous 
and habitual. Occasionally, as wo have already intimated, 
it becomes quite lively. Generally, however, it remains 
in a state of comparative quiescence, which foreign 
observers regard as phlegmatic indifference. They 
would bo wrong in their judgment. Underneath the 
surface of what looks very much like political nonchalance 
one would find a substantial amount of quiet confidence 
in the strength of our national institutions, and in the 
somewhat superficial nature of our party conflicts. We 
have no paper Constitution, to be crumpled up by the 
boldest of Ministers, or to be seriously defaced in any 
struggle carried on with a view to ascertain Parliamentary 
strength. The British Constitution is deeply rooted in 
the British mind. It has grown to be what it is through 
centuries of storms ; its main features have been slowly 
developed, and havo adapted themselves, from time to 
time, to the wants and affections of the nation. No 
one fears lest a puff of Ministerial oratory, or even of 
violent popular agitation, should remove it from its 
place, or seriously damage its free and noble form. House 
most Englishmen look forward without serious apprehen¬ 
sion to any projects of change which aro expected to 
undergo Parliamentary discussion. He knows that the 
State vehiclo must move on-sometimes, perhaps, at a 
mail's pace, sometimes at a good round gallop; but he 
knows likewise that it is soundly built, and that the only 
harm that is likely to come of a bold dash in advance is 
the unseating of the coachman and the temporary delay 
required for the mounting of another on the box. 

It would be ridiculous to affect any faculty of fore¬ 
sight as to what will be the character of “ the Coming 
Session.” There hns been an unceasing patter of dis¬ 
satisfaction with Mr. Gladstone's Ministry during the 
Recess, and, naturally enough, many persons have argued 
from this a stormy period. It may turn out according to 
their expectation; but wo confess we have generally 
observed that Parliamentary proceedings more often than 
not take a course quite opposite to public anticipation. 
Still, the elements of confusion, strife, and possible dis¬ 
ruption are undoubtedly threatening rather than assuring. 
Two or three modifying conditions, however, have to he 
taken into account. We have entered upon a period of 
profound peace ; the country is prosperous ; the revenue 
is buoyant; there never, probably, was a time of fuller 
or more remunerative employment for those who earn 
their subsistence by their daily toil. Adverse judgments 
are not likely next Session to be exasperated by the 
hunger or discontent of the multitude. The Ministry 
have made some mistakes, which must be either corrected 


or condoned. On certain delicate and ticklish subjects 
they will have to declare their mind. Their footing in 
office is not so secure as it has been, nor, perhaps, is it 
anything like so slippery as their opponents would fain 
believe. It seems probable that no immediate change of 
Administration would lead to any serious change of policy. 
With the exception of the Ballot, most of the great 
measures which are looked for are measures of 
social reform. The educational problem, not yet fully 
solved, will give rise to much discussion ; but there are 
no sure sigos that it will be ripened into a solution during 
the present Session. The licensing question will perhaps 
be settled for a while by mutual compromise ; and, no 
doubt, something will be done towards organising a more 
effectual protection of her Majesty’s subjects in regard 
to sanitary matters. The keenest debates, however, as is 
usually the case, may be expected to arise on incidental 
topics. The loss of the Captain an d the Megmra, the re¬ 
organisation of the Array and the autumn manoeuvres, 
the Irish policy of the Government, the elevation of Sir 
E.P. Collier to the Judicial Committee, and various other 
topics connected with the different Government departments, 
will perhaps excite a furious war of words, and bring on a 
tempest of oratorical thunder and lightning, but will pass 
away without doing much damage, save, it may be, to the 
reputation or position of individual Ministers. All this, 
however, is mere speculation. The facts may take quite 
a different shape. Much will depend upon the tomp3r, 
purpose, and state of preparation in which Ministers meet 
the House. The election of a new Speaker is not likoly 
to be contested. Mr. Brand's well-known aptitude for the 
office he is about to assume will greatly assist, him in 
controlling any turbulence inconsistent with the dignity 
of the House of Commons, over which he will be called 
to preside, and his manner may help to throw oil upon 
the troubled waters. 

In one or two respects we hope that the coming 
Session will be more creditable than the last. It is hardly 
to be expected that the arts of obstruction will be resorted 
to a second time with a view to defeat the policy of the 
Government, or, if so, that the attempt will be tolerated. 
The best and surest means of preventing this abuse of 
Parliamentary forms and rights would be found in a 
determination of Air. Gladstone not to overload, the House 
with business beyond its strength, and not to allow his 
subordinates to throw down before Parliament a heap of 
crude measures of first-class importance Which cannot be 
discussed, but which are sure to rouse the opposition of 
great and influential interests. A wise distribution of 
work sufficient in quantity to keep the House well em¬ 
ployed, but not sufficient to dishearten and bewilder it, 
would largely conduce to the chance of a comparatively 
smooth and successful Session. 


THE ECLIPSE EXPEDITION IN INDIA. 

The proceedings of the scientific expedition, under the leader¬ 
ship of Mr. Norm an Lockyer, sent by the British Government 
to tkylon and Southern India, to make observations of the 
eclipse of the sun on Dec. 12, were related in our last week's 
gaper, which contained two illustrations of their station at 
Bekui, South Conarn, on the western or Malabar coast of India. 
The Illustration now given shows the scene outside the old 
fort at Is.- kul during the taking of the observations by Mr. 
Norman Lockyer and Captain M'Lear, who were assisted by 
General Selby,Colonel Farewell. Mr.Pringle, Mr. MTvor,Captain 
Christ ie. Captain Bailey, and JudgeWalhouse, gentlemen belong¬ 
ing to the civil and military administration of the distriot. A 
■nuhrber of astonished natives gathered aronnd the tower, 
curious to learn what their European masters were doing with 
the big telescopes pointed at the sky. But nobody was allowed 
to intrude, and the operation was performed without hindrance 
or disturbance. There was one moment, indeed, when the 
terrified people, in their alarm at the mysterious affliction 
which had befallen the sun, were preparing to kindle a fire of 
brushwood for a propitiatory, sacrifice. This would have 
caused a smoke fatal to the astronomical observation, [but 
Captain Christie ordered the police to stop tho attempted 
fire-lighting j and the natives obeyed. 


Sir Edwin Landseer has been appointed by the Emperor of 
Germany a Foreign Knight of the Order for Merit, together 
with Mr. Robinson, the director of the Armagh Observatory. 

The King of Italy has conferred upon Mr. Edward 
Whymper, F.R.G.S., the order of St. Maurice et Lazare, in 
recognition of the value of his recently-published work upon 
the Alps. 

The Anglo-American Telegrifph Company have notified 
that the decrease of insulation iu the cables, reported on the 
10 th inst., hns been found to be in the land portion of the 
cables upon the Irish side, and that the fault can, in conse¬ 
quence, be repaired without difficulty. 

The Jlangoon Mail says that, on the night of Doc. 12, an 
earthquake, which lasted about ten seconds, was felt at Proms. 
Tho wave appeared to travel from north-east to south-west. 
The shocks were stated to be severe, and followed in quick suo- 
cesaon, but no damage is reported in the town. A letter 
received from Henzadah states that an earthquake was felt 
there the same night. 

Sir Henry Rawlinson has received news of Sir Samuel 
Baker's expedition. A telegram from Mr. Rogers, her Majesty's 
Consul at Cairo, doted Jan. 17,1872, says :—“ News from Baker, 
dated Oct. 8, 1871. Latitude, 4.55 deg. north. All Europeani 
well.” Sir H. Rawlinson Bays that 4.55 deg. north is the exact 
latitude of Gondokoro, where, accordingly, we may fix the head¬ 
quarters of the expedition three months back. 

A correspondent writes from Rome on tho 17 th inst:— 
“We have just returned from the obsequies of Alexander 
Borgia, Lieutenant Grand Master of the Sovereign Order of 
Hospitallers of St John of Jerusalem. The ceremony was 
nttended by the Sacred Council of the order, several Bishops, 
the Chargc-d'Affaircs of Austria, the English professed Knight 
of Justice De Havilland representing the English mem here of 
the order, and Baron Nagle those of Westphalia. The Roman 
nobility were also present in great numbers. 


Thursday, Jan. 25. 

We have escaped another Revolution, and the very existen e 
of the Republic has been imperilled, all for a purely financial 
neetion, the taxation of raw material. The eighteen diys’ 
ebate upon the subject concluded with a most vehement dis¬ 
cussion on Friday last, which wound up with a motion of 31. 
Ferny, voted by 377 ayes against 307 noes, to the effect that 
the Assembly, reserving tho principle of the tax, should name 
a commission to examine the proposed tariffs and the nu¬ 
merous questions which had risen in the course of the debates, 
and that the obnoxious measure should only be entertained in 
the event of its being impossible to find other resources. The 
sitting over, the Ministry gave in its collective resignation to 
M. Thiers, who forthwith undressed his own to the President 
of the Assembly in a short note, in which he said he would 
remain at his post to expedite business until the nomination 
of his successor. 

At Saturday's sitting of the Assembly the Princesses of the 
Orleans family were noticed seated in gala toilette i at the 
front row of the public tribune, doubtless come, as was re¬ 
marked at the time, to assist at the fall of a Government; bnt 
in this they were disappointed. Scarcely had M. Thiers’s letter 
of resignation been read to the Assembly by M. GrtSvy, 
than M. Bntbie, an Orleunist deputy, whose unwieldy sire 
invariably excites much merriment, mounted the tribune, and 
rend a singularly cold and dry order of the day, refusing 
M. Thiers's resignation, it is true, but without a spark of 
sympathy for him. and evidently calculated to confirm the 
veteran statesman in his resolution of retiring. A somewhat 
stormy scene followed the reading of this resolution, the Left 
bringing forward a counter-proposition of their own, drawn 
up by M. Desseilligny, and speaking of the servioes and 
patriotism of M. Thiers. This motion elicited loud protesta¬ 
tions flora tie Right, the Orleonist and Legitimist factions of 
which seemed to have united, bent upon carrying the obnoxious 
order of the day of M. Batbie. Indeed, the voting of that pro¬ 
position seems inevitable when that deputy suddenly appeared 
for a second time at the tribune, and proposed u modified 
resolution to the effect that, as the taxation of raw material 
is a purely economical question, the vote of the Assembly 
upon that subject can neither be regarded as an act of mistrust 
or hostility, nor imply the refusal of support which the Assembly 
has always given to Government. It concluded with an 
appeal to the patriotism of the President of the Republic, and 
refused to accept his resignation, This fresh proposition was 
received with great applause, and was immediately voted, with 
but eight dissentient voices. As soon as the result was made 
known a deputation of some 100 members of the Assembly 
waited upon 31. Thiers, at the Prefecture of Vers lilies, and 
called upon him to withdraw his resignation, to which request 
he complied, after a little persuasion; and the deputation then 
returned to the expectant Assembly to convey the welcome 
intelligence of the termination of the crisis. 

The trial of the assassins o? the hostages was at length 
brought to a close on Monday night. Tho sitting of tho Court 
on Monday was occupied with the hearing of a witness named 
Sicard, who, it is said, commanded the fire, instead of Pigerre, 
who stood indicted with that charge. This witness, while pro¬ 
testing his own innocence and offering to produce evidence to 
prove it, completely exonerated Pigerre from the accusation, 
nnd the Public Prosecutor abandoned all prosecution against 
him. Two of the accused were condemned to death—Genton, 
who denounced Sicard as having commanded the detaohment; 
and Gilbert, condemned by default. Francois, the Governor of 
tlia prison of La Roquette under the Commune, was con¬ 
demned to hard labour for life ; Latour to twenty and Ramain 
to ten years' hard labour. Nine other accused persons were 
condemned to transportation, and five to various tjrmi of 
imprisonment. Two women and two men were acquitted 
besides Pigerre, who was retained in custody, there being other 
charges against him. As he left the dock he leaned towards 
the Public Prosecutor: “Ah I Commandant,” he said, “it 
seems as if I were at the theatre; I have suff-red much 
throughout the drama, bnt here is the fifth act, and truth is 
recognised and innocence proclaimed.” 

The Corsican elections will take place in a few days, and 
31. Rouhcr, who is a candidate, has already addressed his cir¬ 
cular to the electors. The ex-President of the Senate ndopts 
an irritated and violent tone in this document, and vehe¬ 
mently denounces the Government for its culpable manoeuvres 
in Corsica. It is full of the ordinary recriminations of the 
Bonapartist party, and protests, as one might expect, against 
the unanimous vote of the National Assembly which pro¬ 
claimed the fail of tbe Empire and legalised the revolution 
of Sept. 4. 31. Ronher is opposed in Corsica by 31. Paul 
Savelli, a Republican, whose party is making every effort to 
win the day. 3Ieanwhile Prince Napoleon has been re-elected 
a member of the Council-General of Ajaccio, in Corsica. 

31. Arlis Dufour, well known in connection with tho 
English and French international exhibitions, has just died, 
at Cannes, from the effects of an attack of apoplexy. The 
deceased was bom at Lyons in 1S05, and was the son of a 
municipal councillor of that town. He entered the silk trade, 
and became a member of the juries of the French exhibition 
of 1849 and of the international exhibitionsof 1851, 1855,1862, 
nnd 1867. He was raised, in I860, to the rank of Commander 
of the Legion of Honour. 

A most horrible murder, which reminds us of the worst- 
days of French crime, has just occurred at Marseilles. The 
body of a 3L G rfigo, a merchant of that town, was found near the 
Chateau d'lf, a few days ago, frightfully maimed and cut, in a 
box, which had been thrown into the sea. The head had been 
left perfect, nnd the identity of the body was, therefore, easily 
established. Two individuals, named respectively Aubert and 
Tolidano, friends of the victim, have been arrested upon 
suspicion of being the murderers. A third, named Seldon, has 
disappeared. Strong suspicions exist against the prisoners. 
The victim was only thirty-two years of age, aail a sum of 
40,000f. was missing from his residence. 

SPAIN'. 

The Ministry has been defeated in the Cortes on the elec¬ 
tion of a President for the Chamber. The Government made 
it a Cabinet question, and their candidate, Senor Herrera, was 
defeated by 170 votes against 120. In eonsequeuoe of this 
defeat the Ministry has resigned. In Wednesday's sitting of 
the Cortes a decree dissolving the Senate and the Congress 
was read. The new Cortes will meet ou the 24th of April, 
and the elections will commence on the 2nd of that month. 

SWITZERLAND. 

The Council of the States, in continuing the debate on the 
revision of the Federal Constitution, has rejected the resolu¬ 
tion of the National Council to place private education under 
the control of the Federal Government. 

In the continuation of the debate upon the bill for tbe re¬ 
vision of the Constitution, the motion or the Canton of Geneva, 
that the members of the Federal Council should be direotly- 
elected by the people, was rejected by n large majority. 
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HOLLAND. 

The King- has approved the three treaties with England 
concerning the coast of Guinea, Sumatra, and immigration 
inko Surinam, which the Chamber had adopted. 

The First Chamber has, by 28 votes against 6, passed a bill 
for redeeming ten millions of the National Debt. 

GERMANY. - 

The new knights of the Order of the Black Eagle who re¬ 
ceived investiture at the chapter held at Berlin on the 18th 
were Prince Arthur, Prince Louis of Hesse, Prince William of 
Wirtcroburg, ex-Minister von der Heydt, Chief President of 
the Superior Tribunal von Uhden, Count Bernstorff, and 
Generals Vogel von Falckenstein and von Mantenffel. A grand 
banquet was given in the evening. The Emperor, proposing 
a toast, spoke ns follows:—“ We celebrate to-day a double 
anniversary of the most important events of Prussian history. 
On this day, 171 years ago, the first King of Prussia was 
crowned. This day last year my acceptance of the German 
Imperial Crown, unanimously offered me by all the Princes 
and free towns of Germany, was proclaimed. Conscious of 
the obligations I have assumed, I, on the first anniversary of 
this j reat event, again express to the illustrious presenters of 
my i cw position, in presence of their representatives, my 
deep’y-felt thanks, hoping that by our united efforts we shall 
succeed in fnlfillingthe justhopesof Germany." The Bavarian 
Minister then, in the name of the King of Bavaria and the 
illustrious federate allies in the Empire, proposed “ The health 
of the German Emperor, William the Victorious.” 

Herr Folk, Privy Conncillor of Justice, succeeds Herr von 
Muller as Minister of Public Instruction and Worship in the 
Cabinet of Berlin. 

The draught of an extradition treaty between this country 
and Germany has been laid before the German Federal Council, 
and the ratifications are to be exchanged within a month. 

AVSTRO-HITNOABY. 

The financial committee of the Lower House of the 
Reichsrath has decided in favour of adopting without amend¬ 
ment the Government bill for an alteration of the statutes of 
the National Bank, so as to regulate the amount of capital 
which is to be kept in hand to cover the notes in circulation. 

The Hungarian Diet has rejected a proposition to make tho 
army of that portion of the empire independent of the Imperial 
Government. 

The Croatian Diet has been dissolved. The Imperial rescript 
dissolving it states that, in view of the manifesto made by the 
members in September last and the refusal therein to acknow¬ 
ledge the compromise laws, no beneficial action could be 
expected frem the present Diet. 

RUSSIA. 

On the 13th inst, being New-Year’s Day according to the 
Russian calendar, there was a gathering of the diplomatic 
circle at the Winter Palace. The ambassadors, the envoys 
extraordinary and ministers plenipotentiary, charges d’affaires, 
and other members of the diplomatic body presented their 
congratulations to their Majesties the Emperor and Empress. 

Accounts frem St. Petersburg show that the Finance 
Minister has jnst been able to make both ends meet for last 
year, without having recourse to a loan, and he hopes, within- 
creased dnties on liquors and customs, for a similar result next 
year. The military and naval estimates for 1872 show a 
considerable increase, which will be met by special funds. 

GREECE. 

A telegram from AthenB announces that on Monday the 
Queen gave birth to a son. 

AMERICA. 

A resolution to amend the Constitution by makinr natu¬ 
ralised citizens eligible for the Presidency of the United States 
has been rejected by the House of Representatives. 

The Missouri bonds which are coming to maturity aro 
being paid in gold. 

CANADA. 

The Dominion Board of Session at Ottawa has sent an 
address to the Queen congratulating her npon the recovery of 
the Prince of Wales. The Ontario Legislature also has adopted 
an address to the Qneen expressing sympathy at tho illness of 
the Prince of Wales and congratulating her Majesty npon his 
Royal Highness's recovery. 

The Legislature of the newly-constituted Canadian Pro¬ 
vince of Manitoba was opened, on the 17th, by the Lieutenant- 
Governor. The Lieutenant-Governor in his speech referred 
particularly to the great advantages offered by the country to 
immigrants. The loyalty of the people, he said, had been 
shown by the union of all classes to oppose the Fenian raid. 
The discoveries of gold in that region are fully confirmed. 

INDIA. 

A telegram from Calcutta, on the 23rd, states that the 
Viceroy was to proceed to Rangoon on the following day, and 
that his Excellency would afterwards visit the province of 
Orissa. The King of Siam has left for Delhi. 

Additional telegrams from Calcutta state that the outbreak 
at Loodiana has been completely crashed. The movement was 
entirely confined to one tribe, which is said to have been 
actuated by some fanatical motive. Fifty of the insurgents 
have been executed. 

Advices from the Looshai expedition have been received. 
General Bourchier reports that under data of the 22nd he was 
advancing towards Poiboy. The climate was magnificent, and 
the health of the troops good. 

AUSTRALIA. 

The Melbourne eclipse expedition has proved a failure, in 
consequence of the nnfavonr&ble state of the weather. 

Telegraphic communication with Port Darwin, in connec¬ 
tion with the Australian cable, is now partially completed. 


Heavy floods in Java have caused much damage. 

The Aulsi Timrt says the projeoted railway for uniting the 
two lakes of Thun and Brienz is a matter determined. 

It is stated that one tenth of the matriculated students of 
the University of Zurich this year are women. 

The Emperor of Germany has presented to the Bodleian 
Library at Oxford a copy of “ CEuvres de Frederic; tomm. 
*vi-—xxiii., 4 to, Berlin. Imprimdrie Royale. 1830-3." 

Ike annual letting by auction of the pews in Mr. Ward 
Beecher’a church has taken place. The AVw York Tribune 
says that the attendance was large, the bidding spirited, and 
the prices rather higher than those obtained last year. 

The total number of emigrants who left Liverpool during 
1871 for the United States alone has been ascertained to be 
134.885. Of this great number 68,309 were English ; 26,414 
Irish ; 2483 Scotch ; and 37,479 foreigners. 

A reward of £2000 has been offered in the name of Lady 
Franklin for the whole of the jonrnals or other records of the 
expedition of the Erebns and Terror. These records are 
>eHeved, to have been deputed near Point Victory, on King 
d iiliam's Land, by the survivors of the expedition in 1818. 


TIIE WEST LONDON SYNAGOGUE. 

The synagogue or meeting-house lately built for the Reformed 
Jewish congregation, formerly assembling in Margaret-strcct, 
Cavcndbh-square, of which the Rev. Professor Marks is the 
principal minister, stands in Upper Berkeley-street, close to 
the corner of Edgware-road. The architects were Messrs. 
Davis and Emanuel, of Finsbury-circns. The building is of 
demed structure and Byzantine in character, with a square 
plan, measuring 70 ft. each way. The interior has a wide 
gallery along three sides. The ceiling consists of a large 
central dome, nnd four small domes in the angles, with four 
great arches, covering the side spaces. This ceiling is upheld 
by four piers of clustered columns of Devonshire marble, with 
carved capitals. At the east end of the building is a domed 
semicircular recess or apse, in which are placed the organ and 
choir. In the centre of this apse is placed the ark or shrine, 
which is the receptacle for the scrolls of parchment containing 
the words of the Mosaic Law. It is constructed entirely of in¬ 
laid marble. A peculiar feature of this building is the placing 
of the choir at the east end, facing the congregation, bat so 
that the choir are concealed from view by a screen of marble, 
containing openwork grilles of gilded metal. This arrange¬ 
ment reminds one of the new Greek church at Paris. The 
stone and marble reading-desk also, which occupies the 
centre of the floor, resembles the “ ambon ” in the older 
Greek churches. The organ is placed in the apse at 
the east end, and behind the ark or shrine. A gang¬ 
way is reserved all along the side walls of the building, 
so that persons coming in after service has begun may reach 
their seats without disturbing the congregation. All the 
doors through which the public have to pass swing outwards 
as well as inwards, and ore arranged for the egress of a crowd 
on a judicious principle of distribution. The occupants of the 
ground floor, 500 in number, pass out through two 5 ft. wide 
doorways into a corridor 10 ft. wide, while similar means of 
egress are given to the 500 occupants of the galleries. Where 
the occupants of the galleries and ground floor meet, the hall, 
or atrium, is 20 ft. wide, and the opening of the great arch 
and gates in Upper Berkeley-street is of the same width. 
This arrangement will effectually prevent a “ block ” in the 
outgoing crowd. It is the custom in synagogues to separate 
the men of the congregation from the women, and to place 
the latter in the gallery. It is therefore desirable so to 
arrange the building as to give equal gallery accom¬ 
modation to that on the ground floor; and in order 
to give a place of meeting for the male and female 
members of each family after the service, a spacious 
hall, or atrium, becomes a feature of the plan. The 
decoration also is somewhat peculiar. The highest class of 
decorative art, subject-pain ting or figure-sculpture, is forbidden 
to the Jews, so far as their religious buildings are concerned. 
Here the decoration of the flat surfaces depends entirely on 
the varied combinations of simple geometrical forma, picked 
out with colour, and on the leaves and flowers introduced in 
the carving. The lily, the pomegranate, olive; fig, and palm 
are the types which are conventionalised. The upper part of 
the entrance building, in Upper Berkeley-street, is arranged to 
form a committee-room nnd a residence for the beadle. Many 
articles have been presented to the synagogue by wealthy 
members of the congregation. The ark itself is the gift of the 
ladies of the Goldsmid family ; the pulpit and marble pave¬ 
ment were presented by Mr. D. C. Stiebel; and the reading- 
desk by the Henriques family, in memory of the late Mr. D. 
Q. Henriques, who, shortly before his death presen tel the two 
stained-glass windows for the east-end wall. The command¬ 
ment tablets, on each side of the apse arch, are executed in 
gold mosaic by Salviati and Co., and aro the gift of Mr. 
Dresden ; the perpetual lamp, which hangs before the ark, 
was given by Mr. -Jaoob Mocatta ; and the entrance-gates are 
the gift of Mr. Simon Waley. 


NEW FLOWER MARKET, COVENT GARDEN. 

The London flower trade has lately increased, and the tem¬ 
porary structure used for a market has beoome inadequate for 
its purpose. The Duke of Bedford some months ago decided 
upon building a new flower market with improved accommo¬ 
dation. The necessary arrangements have been made by the 
Duke’s agent, Mr. DaviAm, and the new market is now in 
progress of building. A considerable portion will be fit for 
occupation by the middle of March, and the whole will be 
ready for business early in April. It will occupy a portion of 
the site of the former market, with considerable additions of 
space to the north and east, the whole comprising an area of 
about 16,000 superficial feet. There will be entrances from 
Wellington-street and from Covcnt-g&rden Market, with 
facilities for protecting the goods in wet weather whilst being 
unloaded. The central area, shown in onr illustration, is 
124 ft. long and 75 ft. wide. The building is inclosed on all 
sides by the adjoining houses, and the height to the springing 
of the side roofs was therefore restricted ; but the height to 
the apex of the central roof is 54 ft., space and light being 
obtained by a lofty clerestory below the central roof. Light is 
also obtained by a raised lantern and skylight; and abundant 
ventilation is provided in the lantern and clerestory by mov¬ 
able sashes, capable of easy regulation to suit the changes of 
temperature. The stands for flowers are arranged in parallel 
rows, branching on each side from a main avenue 14 ft. wide. 
Each stand occupies a space of at least 39 ft. (superficial) 
at the floor level, with two raised shelves at the back in 
addition. There will be spacious arched cellars under the 
whole of the market. The building, which is chiefly of iron 
construction, has been designed by William Cubitt and Co., of 
Gray's-inn-road, who are executing the work under the general 
superintendence of Mr. W. J. Trehearne, C.E. 


Mr. William O'Brien Newell has been appointed Inspector 
of National Schools in Ireland. 

The.Great Northern Railway servants have agreed to the 
concessions recently made by the directors, and have passed a 
resolution of thanks to the board.

The Civilian states that Mr. Dickens, tho secretary to the 
Board of Customs, has. after nearly fifty years’ service, retired 
on a superannuation allowance of £1283 6s. Sd. 

At a meeting of the Chemical Society, on Thursday week— 
Dr. Frankland, F.R.S., president, in the chair — Dr. Oiling 
exhibited some fine specimens of rare metals and their com¬ 
pounds. Sir. David Howard then read an interesting paper 
“On Quinicine and Cinchonicine and their Salts.” These 
alkaloids are prepared artificially from quinine and cinchonine 
respectively by the action of heat on their salts, and are 
isomeric with them. Quinicine occurs along with the two last- 
mentioned alkaloids in cinchona bark (Peruvian bark), being 
apparently the one which is first formed during the growth of 
the eixthexa plant. 


THE SCHILLER MONUMENT AT BERLIN. 

The hundredth anniversary of Friedrich Schiller's birth was 
celebrated on Nov. 10, 1859. with a national demonstration of 
festive pride, and with hopeful anticipations of German 
unity, by all his countrymen at home and abioad. As the 
poet of moral dignity aud freedom, whose writings are 
thoroughly inspired by that faith in the high destiny of man¬ 
kind which characterises the efforts of modern Christeniiom 
in social and political reform, S driller was esteemed the 
truest representative of the ideas lung prevalent in Germany, 
at least in the minds of the Liberal party of that nation. 
They aimed not at military renowu or conquest; nor did they 
seek to humble France, or to lessen her share of merit in the 
common work of European culture. They desired for 
Geimany nothing mpre than the Italians had claimed for 
Italy—the establishment of political unity in some form or 
mode, so ns to provide an effectual security for the internal 
life of 'he nation, free from, all foreign intervention or dicta¬ 
tion ; and this in i rder to the full and Wealthy growth of the 
moral and intelle tual faculties inherent in the race. The 
English naticn, if ever it lay, as the German nation did 
before 1866, painfully divided and hampered by the stupid 
and selfish intrigues of several obnoxious rulers; would be 
apt to cherish as a symbol of unity the fame of 
our English Shakspeare; the Scotsmen would call upon Burns. 
In like manner the Germans instinctively rallied round the 
memory of Schiller, or rather his living presence in his im¬ 
mortal works. He is not the greatest of German poctie 
thinkers and artists ; as such Goethe is undoubtedly greater 
than he. But Schiller appeals to what is bast in the heart of 
the people—to the noblest and purest motives of virtuous 
action, to the soundest affections of humanity ; while G lethe's 
serene and gracious wisdom addresses itself to ratine 1 and 
reflecting minds alone. It was not likely that Goethe should 
be as popular as Schiller in his own country, though he is 
appreciated even more highly in Germany, in Great Britain, 
aid in America by the class of readers fitted to enjoy him. At 
any rate. Schiller was unanimously accepted for the personifi¬ 
cation of modern German sentiment in literary history. His 
centenary festival, twelve years ago, was hailed with public 
congratulations which were very significant. In those pro¬ 
ceedings the numerous German colony of residents ia London, 
in Manchester, and in other towns of the United Kingdom 
bore an active part. At Berlin, though few politicians could 
then foresee the destiny of the Prussian city to become the 
seat of the German empire, the foundation was laid of a grand 
Schiller memorial, which has recently been completed. It is the 
colossal marble statue of the poet, supported by the four marble 
figures of Lyric Poetry, Trageiy, History, and Philosophy, 
erected in float of the theatre in the Mnrgrafen-Strasse. 

We give an Illustration of this fine work of art. The 
sculptor is Professor Reinhold Bcgas, of Berlin, and his design 
has won high praise, but not above its merits, from all who 
have seen the finished monument. The figure of Schiller, 
crowned with laurel, but dressed in modern costume, with the 
addition of a mantle for drapery, is nobly conceived ; and the 
face is expressive of a rapturous enthusiasm, under the control 
of grave philosophic reflection. In his left hand is a scroll, 
which he holds ready to be opened, while the folds of his 
mantle are gently confined by the right hand. The two female 
supporters, Lyric Poetry and Tragedy, which appear in tho 
view shown in our Engraving, are in striking opposition to 
each other. The former is a ripe, youthful beauty, whose 
attitude, features, and expression bespeak a delicious self- 
abandonment to the feeling of the moment; her whole frame 
is relaxed, and given up to a passing emotion ; only the fingers 
of her right hand, falling as if by accident upon the strings of 
the lyre, seem to stir fitfully, and indolently to play with the 
tuneful instrument. On the other hand, the figure of Tragedy 
is a majestic heroine, austere aud strenuous, grasping a dagger 
in her right hand, while clutching with her loft the edge of the 
font or basin next her seat, every nerve in her body strained 
by the tension of a passionate resolve. The other two figures 
have equal individuality of character ; History, with a pile of 
books beside her, inscribes on a tablet the name of Schiller, 
along with the names of Homer, Dante, Shakspeare, Michel 
Angelo, Goethe, Beethoven, and others ; while Philosophy, an 
aged dame with deep furrows of thought on her visage, writes 
after all only that venerable precept of the Grecian sage, 

“ Know Thyself !" These figures are not borrowed from the 
Muses of classical mythology, but are perfectly original con¬ 
ceptions of the German sculptor. Between them, on each of 
the four sides of the pedestal, Is a marble basin, receiving 
water from bronze mouths of lions. The pedestal is further 
adorned with bas-reliefs, which represent Sohiller's conse- 
secration to the seivice of the Muses, and his fraternal recog¬ 
nition by Homer and Shakspeare in the realms of glory. 

The ceremony of unveiling this monument was performed 
on Nov. 10 last year, with great solemnity, in the presence of 
the King of Prussia and Emperor of Germany, Wilhelm I., and 
of the Crown Prince Friedrich Wilhelm, who occupied seats 
in the balcony of an opposite building. Tho veil was 
actually removed by Schiller's grandson. Baron von Gleichen- 
Nusswurm ; and the sculptor, Professor Begas, then oonsigned 
his work to the municipal authorities of Berlin. Tho chief 
Burgomaster, Herr Seydel, in accepting its oustody on behalf of 
the city, thus referred to the circumstances above noticed :— 

“ That which was projected and commenced in times of 
doubt and insecurity is now completed by us under the German 
Empire and in the sight of the Emperor, whose strong hand 
this day wields the combined forces of the German people, to 
guard and to exalt our nation. We have with us here the 
elected representatives of United Germany ; and we have those 
valiant men of action, those men of far-seeing policy, of bold 
and resolute conduct, whose victorious exploits have realised 
our visions of national advancement, laying a firm and sound 
base for the political structure of our fatherland. They join 
with us in the offering of reverence and gratitude to the poet 
and thiDker, and to that power of genius, freely ranging the 
wide region of the true and the beautiful, whose'influence has 
tended also to favour their recent achievements, Let this be 
the token of our duty and our destiny os a nation ; and, com r 
what will, in this spirit we shall conquer and keep what is our 
own I Which may God grant I ”

It is proper, but it is difficult, to contemplate the proceed¬ 
ings of the Parliament of France with the gravity usually 
due to the spectacle of a Legislative Assembly struggling 
with difficulties. A good man in such a situation is classi¬ 
cally said to be a sight which the gods love ; but the gods 
in question were a laughter-loving community, and made 
themselves merry over the short-lived distresses of 
mortals. Men, as becomes them, are more humane, and 
seldom find long-enduring sport in the troubles of man¬ 
kind. Yet, as we have said, it is somewhat hard work to 
compose the countenance to the proper expression when 
we read this kind of thing. On Wednesday there was a 
“ wild scene ” in the Assembly. The deputy Naquet, a 
member of the Extreme Left, brought forward a motion 
denouncing tha Emperor for the war, calling him M. Louis 
Bonaparte; and a traitor to France, and proposing that all 
Imperial property should be confiscated. The proposal 
of M. Kliquet, “ who is a hunchback and a dwarf,” was 
received with hooting and shouts of derision. 

There is the ludicrous in every member of the last 
sentence. The Emperor is an exile, the war has long 
been over, and the sudden return to consideration of its 
causes is worthy of any British vestryman. Why tha 
Emperor should be called a traitor to France it is hard to 
say ; he went into the war for the glory, and with the full 
assent, of France, and would certainly have won battles 
for her if he could. It was not the Emperor’s fault that 
his Generals could not lead his armies, aud that his men 
could not hold their own against German discipline and 
courage. The only excuse for confiscating his property 
is that the Emperor himself performed certain confis¬ 
catory acts ; but, though the retribution might in a sense 
be just, is it for M. Naqnet to propose that France should 
imitate the man whom he is so savugely denouncing ? On 
the other hand, the Assembly booted and shouted, not at the 
proposition, but because M. Xuquet is a hunchback and a 
dwarf. Admirable reasons for howling down a senator ! 
We do not suppose that the majority of the Assembly 
knows much of French history, far less has read Lord 
Macaulay. Yet it might have occurred to somebody, when 
the gentlemanly clamour was raging, that hunchbacks and 
dwarfs are not always to be despised, and that there was 
once a terrible moment for Europe when two magnificent 
armies were being brought up for the decisive combat, and 
the two great Generals were, one, an asthmatic little man 
whose life seemed hardly worth a day’s purchase, the other a 
hunchback and a dwarf who could not get upon his horse 
without assistance. One of these was a Frenchman. But 
“ Lethe is a brave river." 

This episode, however, is noteworthy rather as a 
sign of the Assembly's temper than for its own sake. 
We might wish that French gentlemen would learn a 
lesson from English gentlemen in the matter of good 
manners. There are in our own Parliament men who are 
variously afllicted, physically ; but, so far from these cir¬ 
cumstances being unfavourable to them iu the Honse, there 
is marked aud increasing tenderness shown when those indi¬ 
viduals address their fellow-statesmen. Whether there is a 
residuum of cruelty in the Gallican nature need not be dis¬ 
cussed here, though the question has forced itself up a 
good deal of late, and though the bourgeois of Paris are 
at this moment savage that there are to be no more exe¬ 
cutions. 

The Naquct affair has followed a much more 
ludicrous business. We have long lost count of the 
number of times M. Thiers had menaced France with his 
resignation, and of course, therefore, we cannot say how 
often that dreadful misfortune had been averted. But it 
came at last. Tho thunderbolt descended—not exactly 
from a blue sky. M. Thiers did resign, in consequence of 
the Assembly’s vote against bis plan for taxing raw 
materials. Happily, no fearful consequence has resulted. 
We have all been excited, in youth, over the final grapple 
n which the Knight of Snowdown and Roderick Dhu 
come down together on the blood-stained heather, aud 
when the Highlander, above his foe, clutches his throat 
and draws the dagger. It gleams aloft, and we fear that 
the course of the gallant Saxon is over. But the braiu 
of the exhausted chieftain reels as he is about to deliver 
the death-stroke— 

Down came the blow, but in the heath 

The erring blade found bloodless sheath. 

Something of tire gasp of relief with which, Consult 
Pltinco, one read these lines came to us on learning, almost 
as rapidly as we heard that M. Thiers had gone out, that 
he had graciously come in again. The Assembly had 
explained itself handsomely. It is true that the proposed 
tax was not only an important thing, as part of the French 
financial scheme, but it was part of tho machinery by 
which French armies and navies were to he reinforced, 
and by which, in some glorious time to come, revenge was 
to be had upon the spoilers of Alsace. Still, though tha 
Assembly was most desirous to renovate French finance, 
and is duly thirsty for vengeance upon the barbarians who 
take away clocks and provinces, it would have nothing to 
say to M. Thiers’B tax. A defeat was inflicted, which was 
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for the alovc tcubous a doubly severe one. But when the 
Assembly, discomfited at the message of resignation, as¬ 
sures SI. Thiers that it has the fullest confidence in him, 
only that he must repair finance and take Berlin in some 
other -nay thun by taxing rarv material, he forgives all. 
He resumes his place as chief of the Executive. Like 
Mars after his castigation, 

The god gTew terrible again, and was again adored. 

An assembly that is so ready with its “ derision " can 
hardly complain that its example is followed. But there 
is a very grave tide to the question. Has it come to this, 
that France has but one man who has the skill and the 
courage to manage her affairs ? France, who has made 
it incessant boast that she produces more great creatures 
in a generation than all the rest of the world can 
show in a century! For observe, the looking to M. 
Thiers as the one man in France is no proof that 
be has the loyalty of any large portion of the 
people. He has no personal following, in the wide 
sense of the words, and for years the suggestion that 
lie should ever rule would have been the signal for 
more of the “ derision ” so dear to Frenchmen. He is not 
the chosen of France, or the elected of the millions, or 
anything else but an accident. We think the accident 
fortunate for France, for M. Thiers’s ability and patriotism 
no one, not even a Parisian journalist, dares doubt. But 
what kind of a spectacle is it for Europe, when a political 
crisis occurs in the Parliament of a great and glorious 
people, and there is not a second man who will stand out 
of his own will or at the call of his fellow-countrymen, 
and offer hi s aid to steady the helm. The crisis is over, 
and it has not been in itself a grave one ; but it is not 
reassuring to know that, if M. Thiers had persisted in 
leaving office, there would probably have been an end of 
the institutions which are held to guarantee the resurrec¬ 
tion of France and the peace of Europe. 


THE COURT. 

The Queen, with Prince Leopold and Princess Beatrice and 
the family of the Prince and Princess of Wales, continues at 
Obborno House. 

On Sunday her Majesty and Princess Beatrice attended 
Divine service nt Wliippingham church. The form of thanks¬ 
giving appointed to be used for the recovery of the Prince of 
Walts v us read, and a sermon appropriate to the occasion was 
picacbcd by the Rev. George Prothero. The Rev. S. 
Macaitney also officiated. 

The Queen, accompanied by the members of the Royal 
family, fcaB taken her customary walking and driving exercise 
in the vicinity of the Royal demesne. Her Majesty has also 
visited Ryde. 

The Countess (Dowager) of Derby, Colonel the Hon. P. W. 
Talbot and Lady Emma Talbot, and the Right Hon. W. E. 
•Gladstone end Mrs. Gladstone have been on a vUit to her 
Majesty. 

The Queen has received addresses from the inhabitants of 
the Isle of Wight expressive of their sympathy with her 
Majesty uj on the recovery of the Prince of Wale's. Deputa¬ 
tions presenting the following addresses (viz., a general 
address from the inhabitants of the Isle of W'ight and ad¬ 
dresses from the town of East Cowes, the parish of Whipping- 
ham, and from the inhabitants of Wootton Bridge) were 
received by the Queen in the drawing-room at Osborne House. 
Hir Majesty returned a gracious reply to each of the deputa¬ 
tions. Prince Leopold and Princess Beatrice were present 
•during ihe ceremony. 

Officers appointed by the Lord Chamberlain and the Board 
of Works have been to St. Pant’s Cathedral, in order to make 
arrangements for the visit of her Majesty and the Royal 
family on the day appointed for a thanksgiving service. 

Lady Waterpnrk lias succeeded Lady Churchill as Lady in 
Waiting to her Majesty. 

The Queen has sent twenty brace of pheasants for the use 
of the patients to the following hospitals :—Middlesex, Charing 
Clots, and King’s College. 

The oppoimments of Sir W. Jenner, Bart., to be a Knight 
Commander of the Bath, and of Dr. W. Withey-Guli to be a 
Baronet of the United Kingdom, appeared in Tuesday’s Gazette. 

The regalia, arms, and banner of the Emperor of Brazil 
have been placed over the stall appointed for his Imperial 
Majesty on the Sovereigns’ side in St. George's Chapel, 
W indsor Castle. 

THE PRINCE AND TRINCliSS OF WALES. 

The Prince of Wales continues to make uninterrupted 
pregrets towards recovery. His Royal Highness has been able 
to take occasional drives in the vicinity of Sandringham 
House, accompanied by the Princess of Wales. Sir William 
■Gull visited the Prince on Saturday last, and remained at 
Sandringham until Monday, in order to be assured of the safe 
progress of his Royal Highness. On Sunday the Princess 
attended Divine service at Santiriagham church. Sir William 
Gull was also present. The prayers of the congregation for the 
continued recovery of the Prince were asked, and the special form 
of prayer for the recovery of his Royal Highness was read, as 
it was also throughout the United Kingdom. The Prince has 
been able to receive some of the congratulatory addresses 
which continue to be forwarded from all' parts of the country, 
and alto to give seme instructions relative to the replies, An 
address from the inmates of the British Asylum for Deaf and 
Dumb Females, of which the Prince and Princess are patrons, 
was graciously responded to by their Royal Highnesses. 


THE MEETING OF PARLIAMENT. 

The Premier has sent the subjoined circular to the Liberal 
members of the House of Commons in reference to the meet¬ 
ing of Parliament:— 

“li, Carlton House-tcrrace, Jan. 22, 1872. 

“ Sir,— I take the liberty of informing you that Parliament 
will meet on Tuesday, Feb. l>, when on address will be moved 
in the House of Commons in answer to the Speech from the 
Throne ; and 1 have received an intimation from the Speaker 
that, immediately after the business connected with the 
addrefa, he will retire from the chair which he has occupied 
so long and with so much honour. The House will theu be 
invited to proceed to the election of a successor. I trust it 
may meet your convenience to attend on both these occasions. 
I have the honour, Ac., W. E. Gladstone." 

Earl Granville has issued a similar circular to the Liberal 
Peers.

SENOR DON SANCUO PANZA. 

The delectable history of the Knight of La Mancha has 
furnished a subject for Sir John Gilbert's drawing ; and this 
our readers will be glad to have presented to them in the large 
Engraving, finely i>rinted on a separate sheet, with a special 
tint to enhance the impression, which accompanies this 
Number of the Illustrated London News. When the 
merry Duke and Duchess, at whose castle, somewhere in 
Art agon, the renowned Don Quixote and his worthy Squire 
were handsomely entertained, had been told that Sancho 
Pauza relied on his master's promise to obtain for him the 
government of an island, they devised one of the pranks with 
w hieb they were inclined to divert themselves at tho expense 
of the wandering couple, who were to be parted a short time 
from each other, while the enamoured Knight was to await 
the disenchantment of his Dolcinea del Toboso. It was there¬ 
fore arranged that Sancho should be sent to a neighbouring 
tow nship under the Duke’s patronage, with such credentials 
and ceremonials as might persuade him that he was duly 
appointed Governor of the place, and that he was exalted to 
the rairk of a nobleman, the Duke being mistaken for some 
sovereign potentate, an Emperor or King. 

“ They gave him to understand,” says the author, 11 that the 
name of the place was the island of Barataria. As soon as 
he came to the gates—for it was walled—the chief officers and 
inhabitants, with the usual formalities, came out to receive 
him ; the bells rang, and all the people made demonstrations 
of joy. The new Governor was then carried in mighty pomp 
to the great church, to give Heaven thanks ; they delivered 
b m the keys of the gates, and received him as perpetual 
Governor of the Island of Barataria. From the church they 
carried him to the court of justice ; where, when they hail 
placed him in his seat, * My Lord Governor,' says the Duke's 
steward to him, 1 it is an ancient custom here that he who 
takes possession of this famous island must answer some diffi¬ 
cult and intricate question that is proposed to him ; and, by 
the reply he makes, the people feel the pulse of his under¬ 
standing, and by an estimate of his abilities judge whether 
they ought to rejoice or to be sorry for his coming.” 

The figure of this roguish clown, a queer compound of 
shrewdness and stupidity, collecting his stock of homely 
mother-wit, and his store of quaint rustic proverbs, to pass for 
judicial aud political wisdom, is admirably portrayed by the 
Artist, who has designed so many characters of Shakspeare’s 
plays, and with so true an appreciation of their humours. 
Sancho Pauza is attired, by the advice of bis late master, in 
close doublet and breeches or hose ; but the “sad-coloured 
gown of watered camlet," in which he travelled, has been ex¬ 
changed for a robe of ermine. He still wears the huge beard 
of a {Spanish peasant in those days, unlike the trimmed visage 
of a courtier. In his hand is placed the **rod of justice,” which 
he will extend to the .witnesses in any case tried before him, 
that they may kiss the sign of the cross upon it, and swear to 
speak the truth. He is fat aud plump, full of sound, wholesome 
flesh, exhibiting the “ fair round belly, with good capon 
lined.” which our ancestors deemed most suitable to magis¬ 
terial or aldermanic dignity. Rut he does not care to be 
called “Senor Don Sancho Panza.” “Pray take notice, friend," 
he says to the steward, “ that Don does not belong to me, nor 
was it borne by any of my family before me. I guess 
your Dons are as thick as stones in this island. But 
if my government happens to last four days, I 'll clear the 
laud of them. Come, now for your question; I ’ll answer it as 
well as I can, whether the town be sorry or pleased.” 

We all remember .how sagaciously this second Solomon 
decides the time cases pleaded before bim. The first is that 
of the tailor and his customer, who had brought him u pieoe of 
cloth to make a cap of, and had afterwards desired him to 
moke two caps of it, three, four, and five caps, all of the same 
cloth. The tailor had slily performed these orders by making 
each of the five caps absurdly small. The customer had there¬ 
fore refused to pay for them. Sancho’s judgment is, that the 
tailor should lose the reward of his trouble in the making, and 
that the customer should lose the value of his cloth, but that 
the caps should be given to the poor in prison. The second 
case for trial is that of two old men, one of whom has lent 
the other ten gold crowns, and now seeks repayment 
of the loan. The debtor says, in answer to this suit, 
that he has already paid the money back, and that 
he hns no money left. But Sancho has observed that 
the defendant carries a large cane in his hand, and that he 
gave it to the plaintiff to hold a moment, when he took the 
end of the Judge's rod to swear by, just before declaring “ that 
he has returned the ten crowns into the plaintiff's hands.” 
Sancho thinks about it, and suddenly orders this canc to be 
delivered to the plaintiff in full of liis claim. “ How so, my 
Lord?” cries the old man. “Do you judge this cane to be 
worth ten gold crowns I " “Certainly it is,” replied Sancho ; 

“ or else 1 am the greatest dance in the world.” This said, he 
orders the hollow cane to be opened, and the ten gold crowns 
are found in it, having been placed there by the cunning 
debtor to enable bim to swear that he has pat the money 
into his creditor's hands. The third complainant in Sancho’s 
tout t of justice is a sturdy, strapping country wench, who 
accuses a poor old fellow of having done violence to her, 
which he denies. Sancho orders him to give her what 
money he has, and then sends him out to pursue her and to 
take it from her agaiu. But she proves strong enough to keep 
the money in spite of his efforts ; whence the new Governor of 
Barataria shrewdly infers that she was likewise strong enough 
to have defended herself against the assanlt of which she has 
accused the same man, and she is therefore sent away in 
disgrace, the money being restored to its owner. 

In short, the government of Barataria by Senor Don 
Sancho Panza is a model of wisdhm and equity, and we regret 
to learn that he suffered a few personal inconveniences, espe¬ 
cially at dinner-time, under the care of tho physicians, and in 
the tumults of an insurrection and a siege. His rule lasted but 
seven days, after which he again mounted his dear ass Dapple, 
and soon rejoined the Knight of the Austere Countenance, 
riding on towards Saragossa and Barcelona. 


A census which has just been taken shows the population 
of Rome to be 240,000. 

On Monday night a large fire raged outside the S. Croce 
Gate, Florence. Several houses were destroyed. 

A telegram from Constantinople announces that cholera 
has completely disappeared, and that ships receive clean bills 
of health. 

Further consignments of diamonds from the Cape reached 
this country on Tuesday by the mail-steamer. There was a 
report in the colony that two diamonds, each weighing more 
than 1000 carats, had been found, but it was discredited. The 
total value of the diamonds exported daring the year is esti¬ 
mated at a million and a half sterling. 


“NOTHING IN THE PAPERS.” 

Nearly the shortest verse in the Bib.'e occasioned some trouble 
in the Court of Common Pleas on Monday, and it does not 
appear from the reports that either the Bench or the Bar had 
recently referred to the passage. The Attorney-General ac¬ 
cused Buigent of taking refuge in Scripture, and of saying, 
“ Remember Davi 1 said that every man was a liar.” The 
Judge, by way of correction, defended the virtuous Baigenb 
from having attributed the remark to David, and observed 
that Baigent said only that there was Scriptural authority for 
the statement. Sir John thought that this was equivalent to 
laying the remark on the King. Tho Court did not think so. 
Then the Attorney-General seemed rather pleased with him¬ 
self for having “ventured at the time to adopt the qualifica¬ 
tion of the statement, made by a learned aud witty Canon of 
St. Paul's—‘David said that iu his ha3tc.’" Now, if it hal 
occurred to anybody to look at Psalm cxvt, v. 11, he would 
have read, “1 said, in my haste, all men are liars.” So that 
the "qualification ” was made by King David ahd not by the 
witty Canon. There is a piece of wit, however, attached to 
tlie text, and it comes, likes most Biblical jokes, from Bible- 
loving Scotland. A minisler read out this verse, and, re¬ 
peating “ in my haste,” added, “ Ay, David man, aud if ye had 
dwelt in these parts ye might have said it at your- leisure." 


There was an interesting report in the Times, a few days 
ago, of the meeting of the Telegraph Conference. Among the 
new things mentioned was the system of " message packing.'' 
This will puzzle a good many ; but it is simple enough. The 
trimendously high charges made for transmitting a message 
to India have induced some clever people to organise a code of 
cypher, adapted to probable wants, and to offer to receive mos- 
sages and transmit them at a very reduced rate. For instance, 
1 am the packer. A person in business comes to me and says 
he wants to send a message to “ Messrs. Carry, Rice, Yellow- 
liver, and Company, Calcutta." There are seven words, and 
they all count in the telegraph charges. But I have arranged 
a code with my agent in Calcutta, and, by means of a single 
viord, say “ Palanquin,” I send him to his book, and he finds 
that Palanquin means the above firm. I can afford to charge a 
little only for sending one word. But then tho messago. I 
have also arranged with him that certain other single words 
shall mean messages of an ordinary description. “ Rhino¬ 
ceros " shall menu, “ Buy ns so many large elephants, and ship 
as soon as possible.” I have packed eighteen words into two, 
and the saving of cost is enormous to a person who has many 
messages to transmit. In fact, the quantity and price of the 
articles ordered are all that remains to be stated, and this may. 
of course, be easily condensed by code. What would Marco 
Polo have given for such facilities ! I do not know that they 
would have interested his predecessor, who left his wife iu 
Italy that he might travel in Asia, by command of the State, 
and, coming back many years afterwards, " found that she had 
been long dead.” 


The Gazette announced, on Tuesday, that two of H.R.H. 
the Prince of Wales's medical advisers had received their well- 
earned honours. Sir William Jenner is a member of tho Civil 
Division of the Knights Commanders of the Bath, and Dr. 
Gull is Sir William Withey GuU, Bart. 1 wish that they could 
“ inaugurate ” their new dignities by an act of authority. It 
is clear that the Prince of Wales is to be assailed in the most 
merciless manner with addresses of congratulation on his 
recovery. It is not enough that we rejoice os a nation in a 
way in which a nation hus scarcely ever rejoiced before ; 
that tho Queen has recognised our sympathy and thanked us 
in a beautiful letter; tlipt there is to be a solemn religious 
service in St. Paul's. No ; every provincial Corporatiou will 
insist on being separately heard and separately thanked. We 
cannot help this. It is, I believe, expressly provided iu 
Magna Charta that any man in England has absolute right 
to congratulate any other raau. But surely the Prince ought 
to be allowed time to gain strength before ho is set upon by the 
Corporations. If they are in such a hurry, could they not send 
np their addresses to tho Duchy of Cornwall Offioe, S.VV. ? 


The story of the private vengeance which has deprived the 
“ Erie King ” of its most distinguished ornament, James 
Fisk, is not one which I care to dwell upon here. There 
appears to have been a pretence of mourning for the swindler 
and profligate, but we may use Shakspeare's words, and say 
that “the tears are in an onion which should water that 
sorrow.” But there is one grim incident recorded which is 
worth notice. While ho was dying from the wounds received 
at the hands of the man whom he was seeking, from the most 
paltry motives, to ruin, the other members of the Erie Ring 
kept, it is said, watch and wurd around the chamber, lest Fisk, 
in his delirium, might let out secrets that it would have been 
inconvenient to intrust to the ears of honest men. That, I 
think, is a picture to dwell iu memory. 


The Easter Monday Volunteer Review is to take place at 
Brighton, as before. It would have been a somewhat harsh 
measure to have put an end to these gatherings, though nearly 
the best thing that can be said for them is, that they are liked 
by the men. Lot them have their holiday. Still, we may say 
that it would be grntifying to those who hold in the utmost 
admiration the spirit and perseverance which actuate so many 
thousands of our household guards, if the military authorities 
would take the matter seriously in hand, and have volunteer 
reviews on such a scale and under such direction os would 
teach tho men something beyond drill. If the volunteers could 
be brigaded with tho regulars the necessary lessons would ba 
given in the most practical way. However, like everything 
else connected with the volunteers, “ this is a matter for future 
consideration.” I suppose it is not too much to ask that tho 
Easter Monday proceedings may be divested of tho ludicrous 
features which marked them last year. People may be rational, 
even on a holiday. 


“ Pelted the Bishops with hot buns ” was one of the charges 
made agamst the little king in that famous “ Fable for the 
Holy Alliance " in which the execution of a sovereign for 
tyranny is typified by the whipping a boy-monarch for mu- 
chid. The idea of such pelting is shocking to ono’s feelings, 
but 1 think it is worse to read of a Bishop being pelted with 
flour-bogs. This is said to have just happened to the excellent 
Bishop of Exeter, at a public meeting in his own city. He stood 
forth to advocate a permissive bill, and the rejoinder of “ our 
flesh and blood ” was to fling flour over him. I suppose it 
may be Philistine to say so, but I am inclined to think that a 
Bishop ought not to be present at any meeting where he is not 
sure of receiving the reverence due to his office. The iusult 
offered to Dr. Temple by the roughs of Exeter, a place noto¬ 
rious for the brutality of a certain class, will be very pleasant 
news to many persons, who will be pleased, not because the 
outrage was committed on Dr. Temple but because it was com¬ 
mitted on a “ Lord Bishop.” Dr. Temple’s zeal aud goodness 
are too well known to need eulogy, but one would rather ujt 
see him come into contact with a rabble. 
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"CHARLES SURFACE SELLING THE 

FAMILY PICTURES." 

This illustration of a scene in the 11 School for Scandal" 
formed a leading attraction in the recently-closed Winter 
Exhibition of the New British Institntion, Old Bond-Btreet. 
It is a marked advance upon another picture, by the same 
artist, also from the “ School for Scandal ”—i.e., the toasting 
scene—“ Here's to the maiden of bashful fifteen," Jto., which 
was in the Royal Academy Exhibition of last year. Indeed, 
the present is one of the most remarkable works by any English 
artist not a Member or Associate of the Academy which has 
been exhibited within our recollection ; and when we add that 
the painter, Mr. Claude Calthrop, is now only in the twenty- 
fifth year of hrn age, it may safely be predicted that a brilliant 
future awaits him, and that he will shortly be recognised as 
one of the leading ornaments of the English school. Our 
readers may remember the engraving we gave of the picture by 
Mr. Calthrop, with which, at a very early nge, he won the gold 
medal of the Royal Academy. Shortly after, he exhibited in 
Trafalgnr-square a pathetically-conceived and impressively- 
treated picture representing the Girondins going to execution. 
Yet he scarcely maintained the promise of that fine work 
during the two or three succeeding years. More recently, 
however, he has been studying at Paris and painting in 
England in company with some eminent French refugee 
artists, and the result is that now he more than fulfils the 
most sanguine expectations of his friends. 

This eDgTavod. work is equally admirable, whether as 
regards dramatio conception or technical execution. The 
principal characters play their parts with immense spirit, yet 
with propriety, and without mere theatrical attitudinising and 
grimace. Charles Surface's audacious recklessness as he dis¬ 
respectfully points to the portraits of “ the Surfaces from the 
Conquest ”—the moment chosen for representation—his friend 
Careless's airy, devil-may-care assumption of the duties of 
auctioneer; the hardly suppressed indignation of Uncle 
Oliver (disguised ns Premium, the money-lender) at seeing 
how little his nephew values the memory of all the family 
notabilities; the obsequiousness of the uncle's companion, 
Moses, are all hit off _ with lifelike vivacity. By a perfectly 
allowable pictorial license, Mr. Calthrop has, the more com¬ 
pletely to fill his canvas, introduced other figures not in the 
play—boon companions, we may suppose, of theyoung master of 
the house inJIis proflignoy, who are lingering over their punch- 
bowl and claret at the dining-table. We need scarcely remind 
the reader—Sheridan's play being, probably, the best known in 
the language after those of Shakspeare—how Uncle Oliver, 
returned, after long absence in India with n large fortnne, 
subjects, incognito, the characters of Joseph and Charles 
Surface to various tests, and finds the former a heartless hypo¬ 
crite ; the latter truthful, loyal, and grateful, though a thought¬ 
less spendthrift; or how, in this very scene, Charles Surface, 
after selling every other family portrait, would not for any 
sum part with the portrait of “Old UncleNoll" (who had been 
kind to him), and thereby wins the uncle's good opinion, his 
fortune, and the hand of Maria. In the execution of this picture 
the beautiful and brilliant colouring is noteworthy; but Btill 
more remarkable, as the work of so young a painter is the 
descriptive and decisive brio of the handling. The background 
of the picture is painted from a well-known room at Knole, 
with some modifications ; and we may add that the long pic¬ 
ture-gallery of the same historic house furnishes the buck- 
ground of a picture, to be entitled “ From Generation to Genera¬ 
tion,” upon which the artist is at present engaged, which is of 
larger dimensions than the present work, and promises to be 
even finer in some respects. 


ANTIQUITIES OF ROME. 

An nocount of the Palatine Hill at Rome, with a View of its 
south-western side, two Illustrations of the Wall of Romulos 
and the Porta Mugonia, and a Plan of the whole area now 
undergoing farther exploration by order of the Italian Govern¬ 
ment, appeared in our last Number. We this week present an 
Illustration of the substructure of the Palace of the Cajsars, 
and one of the remains of a great ball, part of the “ /Edes 
Public®" annexed to the name Imperial Palace, called the 
“ Basilica Jovis " in Signor Rosa's map of 1868. It is sup¬ 
posed to have been constructed by the Emperor Domitian, 
about the year 91 A.D. It is adjacent to a much larger hall, 
which Signor Rosa consider the “Tablinnm," and believes to 
have contained the archives of the empire, but which was also 
used os a throne-room for the Emperor's public appear¬ 
ances on state occasions.- Another local antiquary, Signor 
Fabio Gori, differs in opinion with Signor Rosa, and re¬ 
gards the larger hall os the “ Victoria Germanica,” erected by 
Domitian to commemorate his victory overthe Germans; while 
he asserts that the place shown in our Engraving is the 
*' Pentapylon Jovis Arbitratoris,” where a colossal head of 
Jupiter was once found, which had formerly been kept here 
for public adoration. This hall was entered by five gates, two 
of which opened from the larger hall, in the centre of the 
range of buildings. These "Aides Public®" were situated, in 
relation to the splendid mansion of the Emperor, much as the 
Louvre is situated with reference to the Tuileries, having a 
vast open square, like the Place da Carrousel, between the one 
building and the other. The Peristylium, bearing the name 
of "Sicilia,” was surrounded by rows of pillars, and behind 
the porticos, on two sides of the square, long galleries were 
constructed, at a later period, joining the Emperor's house 
with the public balls. The plan wo gave last week shows 
their relative position. 

The subject of another Illustration is the entrance to the 
tomb of the Scipios, on the Vjn Appia This a small cata¬ 
comb in the tufa rock, discovered in 1780, from which 
the sarcophagus of Lucius Scipio Barbatus, with a bust of the 
poet Ennius, his intimate f riend, was removed to the Vatican 
by Pope Pius VII. The catacomb is o. labyrinth of steep and 
narrow passages, some of which still contain inscribed sepul¬ 
chral slabs, or urns for the ashes of the dead. It is uncertain 
whether Scipio Afric&nus was buried in this family tomb, or 
at Liternum, where a monument of him was extant in the 
time of Livy. Among the Scipios whose mortal remains were 
deposited here, ns proved by the inscriptions, are Lucius 
Scipio Barbatus and ills son, the conqueror of Corsica ; Aula 
Cornelia, wife of Cneius Scipio Hispanis ; a son of Scipio 
African us; Lacies Cornelius, son of Scipio Asiaticus; 
Cornelius Scipio Hispanis, and his son Lucius Cornelius. At 
the further end of the subterranean passages may be seen the 
pediment and arched entrance of the tomb towards the Via 
Latina. 

At the comer where the road to St, Urbano turns ont of 
the Via Appia is the entrance to the Jewish Catacomb, a 
view of which our Artist has sketched, amidst the remains of 
what is supposed to have been a Roman dwelling-house. There 
is a hall or large chamber, now open to the sky, floored with 
black and white mosaic. A low door from the adjoining 
chamber leads to an underground gallery, which passes through 
six cnbicula, or small apartments. One of these contains a 
fine white marble saroophagus or coffin, and is decorated with 


a fresco-painting of the seven-branched candlestick. Another 
chamber displays such figures as Plenty, with a cornucopia, 
and Victory, with a palm-leaf. A side passage leads to other 
cubiculo, and finally to an open space, which may have been 
the abandoned sand-pit or stone-quarry, utilised for the forma-

tion of a cemetery here. There are graves or vaults' ini the 
floor, divided into a number of cells for the corpses. The in¬ 
scriptions are mostly in Latin words, but in letters of the 
Greek alphabet. They show that the cemetery was used by 
the Jews exclusively, and that the rulers of the synagogue, the 
scribes, and other persons holding office in their community, 
were interred in this place. It is not impossible that some of 
those named in St. Paul's Epistle to the Romans may have 
had kinsfolk laid to rest

EXPLOSION IN A CARTRIDGE FACTORY. 

An explosion of gunpowder took place at the cartridge factory 
of Mr. Henry Gladstone, Marsh-lane, East Greenwich, on 
Thursday week, by which George Sargent, the foreman of the 
works, was killed, and eight young women were more or less 
hurt. ,3’he building, partly of brick and partly of wood, was 
entirely destroyed, and an adjoining cottage of two rooms wss 
damaged by fire and water. A quantity of cartridges had 
been manufactured for the French Government during the 
late war, but were rejected. After these had been returned to 
the manufactory they were seized by the Inland Revenue 
authorities, being in excess of the license held by Mr. Gladstone 
for the storage of explosives, the license limiting him to 
1501b. of gunpowder and 5001b. of explosives. After a con¬ 
viction for this offence the cartridges were conveyed away, 
under the supervision of the police, in barges, to the stores of 
Messrs. Sharpe and Co., of Barking. They were subsequently 
allowed to be returned in portions to Mr. Gladstone's manu¬ 
factory for the purpose of taking to pieces and extracting the 
powder and metal. On Thursday week a barge arrived at the 
works with cartridges in charge of two men, who entered the 
magazine, where was a large quantity of gunpowder kept in 
barrels. It is Baid one of the men took out a knife and cut 
one of the cartridges with it, On the other hand, it is asserted 
that the women and girls engaged in the work used knives for 
opening the cartridges. The result was an explosion, followed 
by one more violent five minutes afterwards, with the dis¬ 
astrous effects above described. 


FLORA MACDONALD. 


Rather more than three years ago, in writing aboht some points 
of interest in the Isle of Skye, we took occasion to comment 
upon the fact that no memorial stone of any kind marked the 
burial-place of Flora Macdonald. Hers is the only historical 
grave which it was left to the islanders to honour and protect; 
and, as the lute Alexander Smith pointed out, it was shami- 
fuliy neglected. Our remarks had more effect than we could 
have anticipated: they were taken to heart in the right 
quarter, and, through the instrumentality of the young 
northern chief, Mackintosh of Mackintosh, backed by another 
northern potentate of modern growth, the Inverness Courier, 
the handsome monument of which we give a sketch in our 
Impression of to-day has been successfully erected over the 
grave of the heroine. With great difficulty, arising from 
the ponderous character of the monolith and the abruptness 
of the road over which it had to be carried, the monument 
was placed, in November last, in presence of the lord 
of the manor, Mr. Fraser of Kilmnir, and about 400 
Highlanders, who stood unbonneted around the gravi. 
In justice to the distinguished family of which Flora 
Macdonald was a member, it should be stated that her son, the 
late Colonel John Macdonald, of Exeter, sent a marble slab to 
be placed in the burying-ground, but it was broken in the 
course of transport, and was literally carried away piecemeal 
by tourists. Quite recently another descendant, also a Colonel 
Macdonald, commissioned a monument at his own charge; 
but before it was completed the present larger and more 
national monument was begun, and superseded its necessity. 
The Iona cross which now stands in the churchyard of 
Kilmnir is a monolith of the finest grey granite, prepared by 
Mr. D. Forsyth, of Inverness, from a design by Mr. Alexander 
Ross, the architect of the Inverness cathedral. As compared 
with the great historical crosses which have survived from 
ancient times, this one is very much larger. It is 28 ft 6 in. 
high, the cross itself being a monolith no less than eighteen 
feet and a half in height. The celebrated Invorary cross is only 
8 ft. 6 in. ; Maclean's cross, at Iona, lift.; that of Oronsay, 
Argyleshire, 12ft.; St. Martin's, 14 ft.; Goafortb, in Cumber¬ 
land, 14 ft. 9 in. ; and that of Ruthwell, Dumfriesshire, 16 ft. 
It occupies a most commanding position at the extreme north¬ 
west of the Isle of Skye, within a few miles of the ruins of 
Dimtulm Castle, the original seat of the Lords of the Isles, 
who at one time dominated over half the western seaboard of 
Scotland and threatened even the stability of the Scottish 
throne. The coast is singularly bold and picturesque, being, 
in common with the whole of the great promontory, or penin¬ 
sula, composing this part of Skye, of trap formation, the 
strange and picturesque peculiarities of which receive their 
highest development in the rocks of the Quirong and the 
Storr, which are only a few miles distant. 

The service rendered to Prince Charles Edward by Flora 
Macdonald—for which her name lives in history, and for 
which, according to Dr. Johnson, it will ever be mentioned 
with honour, “if courage and fidelity be virtues "—is very well 
known. After the disastrous battle of Culloden, on April 16, 
1746, the Prince fled from one hiding-place to another, with a 
price of £.10,000 upon his head. As he had landed on the west 
coast, knowing that nmong the Highlanders there he should 
find his most devoted adherents, so he now sought refuge 
nmong them, not less on account of the mountainous and dif 
fictilt nature of the country than because be could trust hir 
life there, even among people who, by the peculiar chnracte 
of the system of clanship in the Highlands, were nominally 
his enemies. Some of the great clans, and conspicuously the 
chiefs of the Macleods and Macdonalds, took an unfavourable 
view of the chances of the rebellion at the first, and they refused 
to call out their men in his support; but at heart the whole mass 
of the.people were favourable, and tbo idea of betraying the 
Prince, even for such a sum, was utterly repugnant to the 
fervid loyalty of the clansmen of that time. When Mr. 
Maodonnld, of Kinsbnrgh, was reminded by the officer who ex¬ 
amined him as to the part he had taken in helping to effect 
the Prince's escape, that he had lost a noble ep|>ortnnity of 
“ making himself and his family for ever,” the Highlander 
resented the speech. “ A mountain mass of gold and silver,” 
he said, “ could not give him half the satisfaction be had from 
doing what ho had done." Eheu ! Are there men of this mould 
now? While 1600 militia were scouring South Uist in quest 
of the Prince, more than a hundred of the islanders knew where 
he was in biding; but none of them gave a hint on the subject 
to parties unfriendly to him, and it was the same in ail parts 
of the Highlands where he was secreted. The Prince had 
been thus screened for more than two months, when at length 
the search for him in the outer Hebrides became so minute 
that escape seemed hopeless. The soldiers received instructions 
to explore every nook and cranny of the island, and the Prince 
had to separate himself from all the companions of his wan¬ 
derings, except his faithful friend Captain O'Neal. It was in 
these trying circumstances that Flora Macdonald resolved to 
attempt his rescue. Various circumstances contributed to 
point to her as the only person suitable for the enterprise. 
Flora was at the time on a visit to her brother in South Uist, 
bnt usually resided with her mother and step-father in the 
Isle of Skye. She was on intimate terms with the family 
of Clanronald, to whom the movements of the Prince 
were well known, and it happened that her step¬ 
father was in command of one of the independent companies 
stationed in the Long Island. In order, as she represented to 
the latter, to avoid unpleasant encounters with the soldiers, 
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who were ransacking every house and hovel of the district, 
Flora applied for leave to return to the house of her mother, 
in Skye, and obtained a passport for herself and servant, and 
also for a young Irish girl named Betty Burke, whom she 
wished to lake home on account of her skill in spinning flax. 
The Irish girl was no other than the Chevalier, and the 
servant, Kiel Jlacdonald (patron imically called Nial 
MacEachainn ic Sheumais—that is, Niel, the son of Hector, 
the son of James), afterwards followed the Prince to France, 
and was the father of Field Marshal Macdonald, Duke of 
Tarentum. one of the great generals of the First Napoleon. 

Protected by her passports. Flora visited Clanronald and 
his lady at their residence at Ormaclade, a few miles distant 
from her brother's house at Milton ; and here arrangements were 
promptly made for obtaining a boat and crew, and for extem¬ 
porising for the Prince a suitable wardrobe for acting the part 
of Betty Burke. They then visited the hiding-place of the 
Prince, and found him engaged in roasting the heart and liver 
of a sheep upon a wooden spit! This was Flora's first inter¬ 
view witli the Prince. They all dined together, and langhed 
hcartdy over the Prince's appearance when he joined them in 
the drt*s prepared for him, consisting, we are told, of “ a 
flowered linen gown sprigged with blue, a cap and apron, and 
a mantle of grey-coloured camlet, made after the Irish fashion, 
with a hood.' ’ But in the midst of their merriment at 
this a warning voice of the danger of their position was 
hurriedly brought to the hut. A messenger arrived to tell 
Lady Clanronald that an officer and troops were at her house, 
and that she must return immediately. She had to bid fare¬ 
well to the Prince; and now he had to part with his last 
companion, O'Neal. It was a trying and an anxious moment, 
and the alarm was increased when, on reaching the shore, wet 
and much fatigued, they saw four wherries full of armed 
men, making apparently for the beach. But they paBsedon, 
within gunshot of the place where the Prince and his com¬ 
panions lay concealed amongst the heather. This danger 
assed, they embarked in the boat and got safely away to 
kye. The passage was stormy, wet, and tedious. Next day 
they sighted the coast of Waternish ; but as they approached 
it a party of soldiers appeared on shore, armed, and pos¬ 
sessed of a boat, but having no oars. To put back was 
the work of a moment : a few vain shots were fired 
from the shore ; but no harm was done, and they sought a 
landing at a more convenient place. This was found within a 
few hundred yards of Sir Alexander Macdonald’s seat of 
Monkstadt. The chief himself was at this time at Fort 
Augustus, in attendance upon the Duke of Cumberland ; but 
his wife, s daughter of tho Earl of Eglintono, was at home, 
and, like the rest of the Clan Macdonald, sympathised with the 
Chevalier much more than with her husband and the Royalists. 
Flora waiter! on Lady Margaret, and was received as became 
her position. The house was full of Royalist officers, one of 
whom beset her with questions as to the search for the Prince 
going on in the Long Island. The same officer had been 
in the custom of examining- every boat which landed from 
Uist; but, meeting this young lady in the drawing-room of 
Lady Macdonald, and deceived by the easy manner in which 
she accounted for her appearance and parried his efforts, to 
procure information, his suspicion was disarmed, and Flora 
found opportunity, in course of the evening, to communicate 
with Mr. Macdonald, of Kingsburgh, who acted as chamber¬ 
lain or factor for the Macdonald estates, and with Lady 
Margaret, both sound Jacobites. The poor Chevalier had been 
left all this time sitting on his trunk by the seashore. The 
difficulty was what to do with him. To offer shelter at 
Monkstadt would be ruin to the Macdonalds ; but Kingsburgh, 
“ who was a cool, sensible man," sail ho would take him 
to his own house. “ I am now an old man," he said, “ and 

it makes little difference whether I am to die with 
a halter round my neck or a natural death, whioh 
cannot now l>e far distant.” Kingsburgh left forthwith 
to find the Prince, taking in his hand a wallet of wine 
and biscuits. It was not easy to discover his whereabouts, but 
when approaching the place where he ought to be found, he 
Raw some sheep run off ns if startled, and, with a farmer’s 
instinct, made for the source of the alarm. The Prince had 
seen him approachiug, and came forward in very unfeminine 
mnnner, with a large knotted stick in his hand. “ Are you 
Mr. Macdonald, of Kingsburgh ? ” he demanded, and matters 
were of course at once amicably arranged. The journey across 
country to the house of Kingsburgh was not without its 
perils. Neither Kingsburgh nor Flora Macdonald, with their 
retinue, could travel in Skye without Iteing observed by all 
observers ; and Betty Burke had an unfortunate trick of 
bowing instead of curtseying to passers by, while in crossing 
the streams that traversed the route she either kilted her pet¬ 
ticoats indecently high or let them draggle through the water. 
Kingsburgh had to remonstrate. “ Your enemies,” he said, 
“ call you a pretender ; but, if you be, I can tel! you you 
are the worst at your trade I ever saw." The whole 
party (Charles. Kingsburgh. and Flora Macdonald) arrived in 
safety at Kingsburgh House about eleven o’clock at night. 
Thence, after a night of rest snoh ns he had not enjoyed for 
months, the Chevalier made his way to the Island of Kaasay, 
and. after many further wanderings, escaped to France. 

The fact of the rescue was soon discovered, and it was 
traced to Flora Macdonald. She was apprehended: so were 
all who had to do with the enterprise, and sharply had they to 
pay for their loyalty. But the gentle, honourable, and disoreet 
character of the heroine made friends for her wherever she 
appeared. In the Leith Roads, off Edinburgh, where the man- 
of-war lay for some time in which she was confined, Flora 
was visited by crowds of friends, one of whom. Lady Mary 
Cochrane, rejoiced in the advent of such a storm as prevented 
her from landing, and so gave her an opportunity of 
lying in the same prison “ with the lady who had been so 
happy as the guardian of her Prince.” The vessel sailed from 
Leith on Nov. 7, amidst the waving of flags and the cheers of 
thousands of spectators. By this time the Prince had been 
long safe in Francs, and, whatever may have been the energy 
with whioh those acting under the Duke of Cumberland prose¬ 
cuted the search for him in the Hebrides, there can be littlo 
doubt that those still higher in authority were secretly grateful 
that he escaped. The danger of another revolt was not 
so great as that arising from the embarrassment of either 
keeping or killing so illustrious and popular a prisoner. 
Public sympathy in London went so strongly in favour of 
Flora Macdonald that the Government, after a little while, 
released her from the Tower, to be placed in the custody of friends 
who became responsible for her appearance. The house of Lady 
Primrose of Dunnipnce was open to her, and there she resided 
till the amnesty of 1747 set her free. Meantime Flora wss, so 
to speak, the “ rage” of the season. Everyone visited her— 
even the Prince of Wales, father of George III., to whom it is 
reported that she said she would bavedone the same for him had 
she found him in like distress. A sum of money was collected 
for the gallant young lady, which Lord Mahon quotes at 
£1500. It must have been considerable, for so late as April, 
1781. she acknowledges the receipt of iCf-27 lodged with a 
busii»Hs fi>in in Loudon on her ncconnt by Lady Primrose. 

r-oon alter returning to the Highlands, Flora married the 
eldest son of Kingsburgh, by whom she had a large family 


of sons—all afterwards officers in the King's service—and two 
daughters. They emigrated to North Carolina, but returnod, 
after many adventures. One of these was, that in crossing 
the Atlantic they were chased by a French privateer, 
and an action took place. Flora's spirit was up, and 
she kept the deck all the time, bat had the misfor- 
tune to break her arm in the fight. Hence she used to 
say that she had fought for the House of Stuart and for the 
nouse of Hanover, and suffered for both I In the pleasant old 
house of Kingsburgh—of whioh no vestige remains save afew 
old sycamores—Flora received Dr. Samuel Johnson and 
Boswell on their memorable tour in Skye, in 1773, and both 
seem to have been much impressed by the simple dignity of 
the lady. She communicated to them a narrative of her 
adventures, which will be found in the *’ Journal of a Tour 
to the Hebrides,” together with much interesting gossip 
regarding the place, the people, and the period. Quantum 
cedat virtutibut aitrum — “ with virtue weighed, what worth¬ 
less trash is gold "—was Johnson’s philosophical reflection as 
he quitted the kindly house of Kingsburgh ; and he has done 
much by his references to Flora Macdonald to keep fresh the 
memory of her loyal devotion She died in 1790. Even among 
Highland fnnerals, that of Flora Macdonald is celebrated for 
the multitude of people who assembled at it. "A lingering 
love of the cause attracted many, as it could then be indulged 
in without danger either to themselves or to their Chief ; but 
Flora’s personal virtues were great, and to this day there is no 
name mentioned in Skye with more reverence and respect 
than that of Flora Macdonald. It is therefore meet and right 
that a fitting monument has been erected over her grave. 


MUSIC. 

The Crystal Palace Saturday Afternoon Concerts were resumed 
last week, after the usual suspension at Christmas. Of the 
twenty-six performances promised for this, the sixteenth, 
series, thirteen have now taken place. The first twelve were, 
with but one exception, largely devoted to the illustration of 
Mendelssohn's genius by copious extracts from his works of 
various kinds and periods, as noticed by ug on each ^qcoasion. 
Last Saturday’s programme offered several features of high 
interest, chief of which was the great pianoforte concerto of 
Beethoven—that in E flat, now generally known as the 
*• Emperor," from its admitted pre-eminence over all works 
of its kind, even the four others by its composer. This 
elaborate concerto was played by Mr. Franklin Taylor 
with admirable execution and intelligent appreciation 
of its grandeur and beauty. We have heretofore bad 
occasion to speak highly of Mr. Taylor’s powers, mechanical 
and intellectual, and these were again manifested in a work of 
exceptional difficulty that rarely receives such worthy inter¬ 
pretation os it had in this instance. The pianist'B success was 
complete—an important element in the effect of the concerto 
having been the fine performance of the orchestral portions by 
the Crystal Palace band. The symphony on Saturday was the 
first of the four such works composed by Robert Schumann— 
that in B fiat, the brightest in style nnd the most compact in 
form of all, reflective of a tone of happiness and hope that 
was afterwards largely ohecquered with seriousness and 
even gloom. The buoyant impulse of the first and 
last movements — the tender beanty of the larghetto, 
and the vigorous energy of the scherzo, with its two 
trios, were again heard with delight, as they must ever be by 
all competent and dispassionate hearers when finely per¬ 
formed, as on this occasion, and heretofore at these concerts. 
The other orchestral pieces were Mozart's overture to 
“ Zaubcrflote,” and Mr. J. F. Barnett’s clever and effective 
“ Ouverture Symphonique,” originally produced by the Phil¬ 
harmonic Society in 1308. Special interest was given to 
Saturday's concert by the splendid singing of Mr. Sims Reeves, 
who has scarcely ever been heard to greater advantage than 
in his delivery of the pathetic recitative, “ Deeper and deeper 
still,” and air “ Waft her, angels,” from “Jephtha,” and the 
fine scena from “ Der Freischiltz,” including the air, “ Through 
the forests.” A very marked effect was produced by both per¬ 
formances. The remaining vocal music was contributed by 
Mdlle. Lanin, who gave the florid air, “ Bel raggio," from 
“Semiramide," with neat execution and good intonation, and 
Haydn's canzonet, “ My mother bids me,” with sympathetic 
quality of voice and unaffected expression. 

At this week's Monday Popular Concert Mr. Charles Hallo 
reappeared as pianist. His solo was the seventh of the ten 
grand sonatas of Schnbert (in A minor), which has been 
several times played by Mr. Halid at his own recitals, but was 
given for the first time at these concerts. The gentle grace 
and dreamy idealism of Schubert’s music are peculiarly suited 
to the style of the pianist, who gave the Bonata with all that 
minute care which is a well-known characteristic of his play¬ 
ing. The exquisite “ Allegretto ” was very finely rendered, 
and would, apparently, have been gladly heard again. In 
Schumann's pianoforte quartet there is more demand for 
vigorous energy and rhythmical power ; and if Mr. Hall6 did 
not here rise to the height of some other, exceptionally 
great, pianists, his performance was yet one of much 
merit; and the same may be said of his playing in 
Beethoven's pianoforte trio in B flat, the lost and 
greatest of its composer’s seven works of the kind 
That the stringed instrument parts of Schumann’s quartet 
were finely rendered was a matter of course with Madame 
Norman-Nernda as violinist, Herr Straus at the viola, and 
Signor Fiatti at the violoncello ; the same violinist and vio¬ 
loncellist having also been associated with Mr. Halid in the 
trio. Haydn’s quartet in F (from op. 72) completed the 
conoerb, Mr L. Ries having occupied his accustomed post as 
second violin. The vocalist was Madame Bentham Fernandez, 
who gained mnch deserved applause in the Page's song, “Non 
so pi it ’’ from “ Le Nozze di Figaro,” and Schubert's “ Aufen- 
thalt.” Mr. Zerbini efficiently replaced Sir J. Benedict as 
conductor. 

The fourth oratorio concert of the season took place on 
Tuesday evening, when the performances consisted of Mr. J. 
Bnrnby'B cantata “ Rebekali ” and Haydn's oratorio " The 
Creation.” Of the former we spoke fully on its production in 
1870, and need merely say that it was again favourably re¬ 
ceived on this occasion. The solo musio wns sung by Madame 
Cora de Wilhoret, Mr. Sims Beeves, Mr. Maas, and Herr 
Stockhausen; great effect having been produced by Mr. 
Reeves's fine singing of the air “The soft southern breeze." 
Haydn's beautiful work—the production of his sixty-sixth 
year, and supplemented, two years later, by one as beautiful 
(“The Seasons ”)—will always be heard with pleasure, if not 
too frequently subjected to comparison with the sablimer 
sacred compositions of Handel, Beethoven, and Mendelssohn— 
we do not say of Bach, as there appears little prospect 
of the grand mnsic of that classic oomposer being often 
heard in this country. Tuesday's performance of “The 
Creation" was a very fine one in its essential details. 
The soprano solos were divided between Madame Cora de 
Wilhomand Miss Katharine Poyntz ; those for tenor having 
been shared by bit. Sims Reeves and Mr. Moat and those for 
bass by Herr Stockhausen and Mr. T. Beale. Among the most 


effective single pieces were the airs, “ On mighty pens," by 
Madame de Wilhorst; “ In native worth," by Mr. Reeves ; and 
“Now Heav’n in fullest glory," by Herr Stockhausen. The 
chorus-Binging, as usual at these concerts, was of a very high 
order, the grand climax to the first part of the oratoria, “ Tho 
hcavenB are telling,” having been very finely given. Mr. Barn by 
conducted and Mr. Dooker presided at the organ—both with 
their known efficiency. 

Mr. W. Carter's sacred cantata, “ Placida, the Christian 
Martyr,” was repeated at the Royal Albert Hall on Thursday 
week, when the solo singers were Madame Lemmens- 
Sherrington, Mdlle. Drasdil, Messrs. A. Byron, H. Gay, C. 
Henry, and L. Thomas. 1'he cantata was preceded by a new 
anthem—a thanksgiving for the Prince of Wales's recovery— 
for chorus, with soprano and alto solos (sung by the ladies 
just named), and concluding with the 100th Psalm, in 
which some of the audienoe joined. Both works were well 
received by a very large audience, and they are to be given 
again on Feb. 8. 

A meeting was held at the Royal Albert Hall on Saturday, 
when a discussion took place as to the pitch to be adopted with 
reference to the recitolu to be given on the instruments 
accepted for the approaching International Exhibition. It 
was finally resolved “that her Majesty’s Commissioners should 
be recommended to adopt tho musical pitch which the Society 
of Arts, twelve years ago, suggested for general nse—viz., that

I n Blumenthals “ Requital," Mac- 
farren’s song " My own, my guiding star,” and Bishop's 
ballad “ My pretty Jane,” Mr. Reeves produced that strong 
impression, and was received with that enthusiastic applause, 
which invariably follow his performances, however familiar 
may be the music that he sings. The last-named song having 
been encored, Mr. Reeves gave the nautical ballad, “ Tom 
Bowling." Among the other successes of the evening were 
those made by Madame Sherrington in a new song,“Dreams,'' 
by Rudall, Blumenthal’s “Good-Night,” and Claribel'a 
“ Secrets Miss Enriquez in the new song, by Henrietta, 
“ Sympathy j" Miss Banks in the old ballad, “ The Oak and 
the Ash besides various performances by the singers 
already named, and Miss Fennell, Mr. Arthur Byron, and Mr. 
Lewis Thomas ; in addition to whioh the members of the 
London Orpheus Quartet gave some part-songs. Madame 
Rndersdorff, who had been announced, was prevented by in¬ 
disposition from appearing, and Miss Banks sung in her sleud. 
As at last week's concert. Miss Kate Roberts was the solo 
pianist, and her performances on this occasion were some of 
Heller’s charming “ Studies,” based on themes from “ Der 
Freischiltz,'' and Handel'a variations on “ The Harmonious 
Blacksmith." The conductors were, ns before, Mr. J. L. 
Hatton and Mr. Sidney Naylor, Madame Sherrington having 
been accompanied by her husband, M. Lemmens. The an¬ 
nouncements for this week’s concert comprised performances 
by artists already named, including Mr. Sims Reeves, and 
pianoforte solos by Madlle. Sophie Heilbron. 

The ooncerts of Mr. Henry Leslie's Choir are announced to 
commence (for the seventeenth season) on Feb. 9—the remain¬ 
ing three subscription concerts being fixed to take place on 
March 15, April 8, and May 2.

THE THEATRES. 

8T. JAMES’S. 

It is with pleasure that we are enabled to recommence our 
acquaintance with the French comedians, who have already 
won so much of English esteem and encouragement. We 
trust that they will long continue to delight and instruct us 
with and in the art in which they are so thoroughly efficient. 
The engagement of M. Ravel has enabled M. Raphael Felix to 
produce many very amusing pieces, among which may be 
noted “ Le Voyage de M. Perrichon,” “ Le Moulin Joli,” “ Les 
Grandes Demoiselles,” and, above all, the ever-popular 
“ Frou- Frou.” In tho latter piece the audience are gratified 
with an occasion of seeing M. Ravel in the part of Brigard, 
which was created by him in Paris. .We may also comparo 
it, with profit, with the performance of M. Lefond in the same 
character. Each, of course, has his own admirers. The 
merits of both, however, are so evenly balanced that it is 
difficult to express a decided preference. Let ua learn to 
appreciate what is good in both. The gradual return of Paris 
to order has permitted the production of several important 
novelties, which, no doubt, will soon be witnessed in London. 
Great differences of opinion prevail concerning some of these, 
and we look forward to their production with great interest. 
This, perhaps, is increased by certain reported interferences of 
the Lord Chamberlain, which have excited muoh indignation 
in certain quarters. It is evident that the drama 
will ere long deliver itself from the supervision 
whioh, though long maintained, has hitherto resulted in no 
benefit either to morality orlrt. It is not really to the advan¬ 
tage of managers to injure either, and the public will always 
avenge any insult to propriety. Nevertheless, we own that 
this same public has much to learn ; for we are at length im¬ 
pressed with the conviction that muoh of the shortcoming 
occasionally displayed by our theatrical directors is accidental 
and really due to the want of cultivation iu the public. Edu¬ 
cation, however, is the only means whereby the needful 
training can be imparted ; the Licenser of Playscan do literally 
notiiing in aid of that desirable consummation. 

GAIETY. 

This theatre has adopted a system, lately introduced, of 
occasional morning performances for special pieces. An 
operetta called " Ganymede and Galntea,” adapted from “ Die 
Schone Galathee," which appeared for a short time at the 
Opdra Comique, some weeks ago, but wns not much frequented, 
has been in this manner planted on the stage, intended for a 
sort of Saturday amusement, and is likely to be successful. 
The Btory is the old tale of Pygmalion, and out of it some 
heavy German fun has been obtained, not unwelcome to the 
Gaiety audienoe, who are, indeed, easily satisfied. The music 
is by Franz von Suppd; and justice is done to it by Miss 
Loseby, who played Galatea with great vivacity and taot.

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ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

TIIE NEW METAL INDIUM. 

Professor Odling, F.K.S., at. the first evening meeting of the 
season, on Friday, the 1‘Jth inst., gave a discourse on the new 
metal indium, Before proceeding to his immediate subject, 
lie gave an historical summary of chemical discovery up to the 
present time, especially alluding to Lavoisier's enunciation 
of the principle that all bodies which cannot be proved to lie 
compounds are elements. He then explained and illustrated 
the invaluuble method of chemical research invented by 
Kirohhoff and Bunsen, and termed spectrum analysis, by 
means of which several new metals have been recently dis¬ 
covered, due to their producing characteristic-coloured bands 
or lines in their spectra, wnen even a very minute portion 
(either alone or in composition) is burnt in a hot flame. Thus 
Bunsen, in 1859, discovered in certain mineral waters a metal 
which he named emsiuni, from the blue bands in its speotrum, 
and another named rubidium, from its red bauds; and 
Crookes, in 1861, and L&my soon after, found the metal thal¬ 
lium in the dust of vitriol factories, through its producing a 
brilliant green band. After describing and exhibiting the 
most remarkable properties of these interesting substances, 
of which fine specimens were on the table, the Pro¬ 
fessor proceeded to describe the latest-disoovered metal. 
ImJium, he said, was first recognised in 1863, by Drs. Reich 
and Richter, in the zinc bleudu of Freiburg, in Saxony, by 
reason of its very characteristic spectrum, consisting of two. 
bright blue or indigo bands ; anil it has since been found in 
wolfram and zinc ores. It is an exceedingly rare element, 
only about half a part of it being found in zinc ore to a 
thousand parts of zinc. When zinc containing indium is not 
quite completely dissolved in sulphuric acid, the whole of the 
indium present is left in the black, spongy residue of the un- 
nissolved metal, which is found to contain lead, cadmium, 
iron, and arsenio, sometimes copper and thallium, and occa¬ 
sionally a small proportion of indium. From the solution of 
this residue in nitric acid the indium is separated by analysis. 
From the specimens before him Professor Udling showed that 
indium is a white metal, with a tint resembling that of bis¬ 
muth. When tarnished by the air it appears like lead, being 
compact and apparently devoid of crystalline structure. Like 
lend and thallium, it is exceedingly soft and ductile, and Dr. 
Odling made some wire of it in presence of the audience. Its 
specific gravity is 7'4, tha t of tin being 7'3 ; aluminium, 2 6 ; 
and lead, II'4. Iudium is very fusible, its melting point being 
348 deg. Fahr. (that of lead being 455. bismuth, 607). Indium 
is not an especially volatile metal, being less so than 
the zinc in which it occurs. It resists oxidation up 
to a temperature somewhat beyond its melting point, but 
at much higher temperatures it oxidises freely. At a 
red hent it takes fire, burning with a characteristic blue flame 
and much brownish smoke ; and it is readily attacked by 
strong nitric, sulphuric, and muriatic aoids. After demon¬ 
strating some of these properties by experiment, and alluding 
to other i k tuts iu the chemical history of this interesting 
metsl, the Professor made some remarks on the establishment 
of its atomic weight, bused primarily on the determination of 
the ratio iu which it combines with oxygen and chlorine. In 
regard to its specific) heat, as correlated with its atomic weight, 
he said that the determination of atomic weight is an inter¬ 
pretation of an experimentally ascertained combining ratio, 
inidthatit is impossible to note the relationship of atomic 
weight and specific heat without peroeiving that the atomic 
weights of chemists are not vain imaginings, but the expres¬ 
sion of fundamental facts in nature. Professor Odling stated 
that a considerable quantity of metallic indium, extracted 
from Freiberg zinc, oppeared at the Paris Exhibition of 1867 ; 
nnd he laid before, the members an ingot weighing above 7 ox., 
recently sent him by Dr. Richter, and a fine specimen received 


SUNDAY TRADING IN THE NEW-CUT. 

The Lower Marsh, Lambeth, which is popularly called “ the 
New-cut," has long been the regular weekly resort of a 
numerous assembly of costermongers, dealers in fish, rabbits, 
and pork, sellers of cheap hosiery, pottery, hardware, trinkets, 
and toys, who have been permitted to set up their little Btalls, 
or to place their barrows and baskets at the sides of the wide 
street. This trade has gone on every Sunday from eight 
o'clock in the morning to one iu the afternoon, while most of 
the neighbouring shopkeepers were obliged, in sell-defence, to 
have their places of business o|ieu at the same time. Two or 
three weeks ago the vestry lonrd of St. Mary's, Lambeth, 
)>assed a resolution to the effect tl.at printed notices should be 
]K»ited through the parish, cautioning all ]ierson8 in the habit 
of exposing goods for sale that such a practice would not in 
future be allowed on Sunday mornings, and that any person 
so found offending would be summoned before the magistrate 
ou the charge of creating an obstruction, the penalty on con¬ 
viction being 40s. It was also resolved that the inspectors 
of nuisances for the parish should be employed to see that 
the terms of the notice were strictly enforced. The police 
authorities had declined to interfere, uuless the order were to 
be applied to shopkeepers as well as to costermongers ; but n 
donble force of constables was placed on duty to prevent any 
breach of the peace. On Sunday week the trade began at the 
usual hour ; but at nine o'clock six of the Lambeth nuisance 
inspectors, in uniform, nppeured upon the scene, and, accom¬ 
panied by police constables and followed by a large body of 
roughs, yelling and hooting, visited the stall-keepers in succes¬ 
sion, ordering each to remove the stall, barrow, or basket at 
once. If they merely removed to other places, they were fol¬ 
lowed by an inspector, who took down the name and address 
of the offending dealer, informing him that he would be suin' 
inoned As a rule, the officers, while performing their dis¬ 
agreeable duty, were treated with civility ; but were very 
generally told that, if prevented selling their goods as usual, 
the costermongers would be cotn{ielled to throw themselves 
upon the parish, as they mainly defended for their scanty 
living upou the profits of the Sunday morning sales, when they 
did more business than on nil the other days of the week. The 
question bos been discussed at several meetings in the parish ; 
and at the fortnightly session of the vestry, at Kennington- 
cross, on Thursday week, three several deputations were re¬ 
ceived. Some of the costermongers and stallkeepers begged 
the vestry to rescind its order, and to allow them to continue 
their trade as before. On the other hand, there was a memorial 
from 187 shopkeepers nnd ratepayers, supported by many shop- 
as istants and by 250 of the costermongers, urging that regu¬ 
lation, not entire prohibition, of the Sunday morning trade was 
required. After some debate it was resolved, by a majority of 
63 to 8, that the persons summoned should not he prosecuted 
if they nnd the costermongers in general would consent to 
remove their stalls by half-past ten o'clock in the morning. 
This compromise seems to have been accepted, and the New¬ 
est Sunday marketing will in future be concluded before 
church-time. It is Baid that many of the working-class families 
iu Lambeth cannot get their needful purchases for Sunday 
made on Saturday night, because they work late on Saturday 
and do not receive their wages till the evening.

THE PRECURSORS OP SHAKSPEARE. 

Mr. W. B. Donne gave, last Saturday, his first lecture 
on the Theatre in Shakspeare's Time. In his opening remarks 
he said that he did not propose to deal directly with Shakspeare 
himself, but with the circumstances that surrounded him; and 
that in doing so he aimed only at the arrangement of his 
materials, and not at originality, being merely a circulating 
medium. By the term precursors he did not mean the dramatic 
writers only, but those writers who had been instrumental in 
raising the English language, and fitting it to be the vehicle 
of the dialogues of Shakspeare's dramas—a vehicle for the 
sublimest thought, and for the most delicate, harmonious, pas¬ 
sionate, nnd pertinent expressions that ever proceeded from 
the heart or brain of a poet ; and he reminded his audience 
that a similar work had been effected for Greek, Latin, and 
Italian before those languages were used by their greatest 
1 loots. This work for English was performed by Chaucer, 

Surrey, and Spenser ; by the early dramatists, such as Peele 
and Marlowe; by Sir Philip Sidney, in his “ Defence of 
Poesie ” and “Arcadia; ” and by Hooker, in his“ Ecclesiastical 
Polity”—a masterpiece of English eloquence, which appeared 
in 1594. and attracted much attention among all classes. 

No doubt Shakspeare was influenced also by the political 
situation of the country. Without were fightings, and within 
were fears. The drama of rival Queens was being enacted, 
and a few years only separated a season of blood, alarm, and 
confusion from one of comparative security. Neither the 
religious nor political horizon was clear, and it was an age of 
adventure likewise. The boundaries of the world were being 
expanded, and new races, languages, and forms of human 
society were brought within the sphere of human knowledge; 
while the greatest marvels were received with credulity in an 
age when science was yet an infant. The English drama, 
having a double origin, flowed for some time in two nearly

were the classical dramas, like the “Jocasta" of Gascoigne 
and the “ Appins and Virginia," favoured only by the edu¬ 
cated classes : while the mass of the people delighted in such 
plays as the "Dr. Faustus” of Marlowe, the “ Woman Killed 
with Kindness” of Heywood, and “Arden of Faversham," 
formerly ascribed to Shakspeare. For the people also 
were provided the historical dramas ; and Warwick the 
King-maker and other modem personages were far 
more popular than Alexander and other classical heroes. 
After mentioning, among Shakspeare’s chief precursors, 
Nicholas Udall, Thomas Sackville, Lord Buckhurst, Robert, 
Greene, George Peele. and Christopher Marlowe, who 
hod all gained reputation ns stage poefes ; and, alluding to 
Shakspeare's age and position at the time, and the influence 
these writers would have upon him while yet a youth, Mr. 
Donne noticed the “ Ralph Royster Doyster," a. comedy by 
Udall, composed not later than 1651, as vividly representing 
the middle orders of the time; and oa “Gammer Gurton's 
Needle" of John Still, successively Master of £>t. John's and 
Trinity Colleges, Cambridge, and eventually Bishop of Bath 
and Wells. He then read the argument of “Gorboduc, King 
of Brittaine," by Sackville, said by Pope to be the best 
English poet between Chaucer and Spenser, and to have written 
a much purer style than Shakspeare himself. After discussing 
the merits of this aud several other Elizabethan dramatists, 
Mr. Donne concluded his lecture by reading specimens from 
Marlowe's “Tamerlane," “Jew of Malta," aud “ Edward II.," 
as evidence of a continued advance towards the drama of 
character and manners. “Shakspeare,” says Hazlitt, “over¬ 
looks and commands the admiration of posterity, but ho does 
it from the table-land of tbe age in which he lived ... he 
was one of a race of giants ... a common and a noble 
blood ;" but Dyce says, that Shakspeare "belonged to a dif¬ 
ferent order, and was eminent more by his difference from 
than by his likeness to them.” 

\\ THE BLOOD AND THE HEART. 

Dr. Rutherford, F.R.S.E., in his second lecture on the Cir¬ 
culatory and Nervous Systems, given on Tuesday last, resumed 
the consideration of the constitution of tbe blood. He described 
how the corpuscles are continually changing—the colourless 
becoming coloured, and the coloured passing away and being 
replaced by new colourless ones, formal in the adenoid tis8ues 
of the blood glnnds, and especially in the spleen and the 
lymphatic glnnds ; and he showed by ex|>eriment that the 
corpuscles are heavier than the fluid of the blood, and that the 
coloured are heavier than tbe colourlese corpuscles. He stated 
that the gases in the blood are—a very little nitrogen, oxygen 
(In per cent in arterial and 5 in venous blood), and carbonic 
acid (30 por cent in arterial and 35 in venous blood); the 
oxygen being absorbed from the air on the lungs and thence 
conveyed to the tissues by the hannatoglobin in the blood 
corpuscles, while the carbonic.acid is carried by venous blood 
from the tissues to the lungs. The other constituen ts were then 
described, including albumen, fat, glycogen, and various salts. 
The ill effeeta of the loss of blood, such as extreme weakness, 
were ascribed to the slow formation of the coloured corpuscles 
and to the consequent diminished beat of the body ; and the 
injection of the blood of other animals into the human Bystem 
was stated to lie followed by fatal results. The blood was for¬ 
merly regarded as the source of all the evils of the body; 
yet, although it is to some extent an independent tissue, it is 
itself much influenced by the derangement of the stomach, the 
liver, and other organs. Proceeding next to describe the cir¬ 
culatory apparatus. Dr. Rutherford begun with tbe heart, and 
illustrated its action as a pump by models and diagrams ; and 
then, by some n»w apparatus, exhibited the action of a living 
heart of a frog, by discs of light moving on a screen. He also 
explained the action of the auricles and ventricles, which, by 
contracting and relaxing, propel the blood through the system.

Colonel Esmonde was brother to the pre¬ 
sent Sir John Esmonde, Bart., M.P. for the county of Water¬ 
ford, and nephew to the late Right Hon. Sir Thomas Esmoude. 
Bart., of Ballinostragh, Wexford, which county he repre¬ 
sented in Parliament. 

CANON MOSELY. 

The Rev. Henry Mosely, M.A.. F.R.S., died on the 20th inst. 
aged seventy-three. He completed his education at St. John’s 
College, Cambridge, where he took a high wrangler’s degree 
in 1826, and, entering holy orders, held some some parochial 
charges. Not long after he was appointed Professor of 
Natural Philosophy aud Astronomy in King's College, London, 
and became subsequently one of the earliest of H.M.'s school 
inspectors. In 1853 he received, in recognition of his efforts 
in the cause of education, a Canonry in Bristol Cathedral, in 
1854 was made Vicar of Olveaton, in the county of Gloucester, 
and in 1855 appointed one of H M.'s Chaplains. 

LOFTU8 H BLAND, ESQ., Q C. 

Loftus Henry Bland, Esq., Q C., of Blandsfort, Queen's County, 
died, on the 21st inst.. at bis residence, 33. Merrion-square, 
Dublin. He was born in August, 1805. the third son of John 
Bland, Esq., of Blandsfort, by Elizabeth, his wife, daughter of 
Robei t Birch, Esq., of Turvey. in the county of Dublin, anil 
was educated at Cambridge, where he graduated M.A. in 1828. 
He was called to the Bar in 1829, obtained his silk gown in 
1854, and in 1862 waa appointed chuirinan of quarter sessions 
for the county of Cavan, and afterwards for the county of 
Tyrone. Mr. Bland represented King's County in Parliament, 
in the Liberal interest, from 1852 to 1859. He married, firet, 
Aug. 20, 1840, Charlotte Elizabeth, second daughter of 
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General the Hon. Arthur Grove Annesley, of Ann’s Grove, in 
the county of Cork, by whom (who died in 1842) he leaves a 
son and heir, Lieutenant John Loftus Bland ; and. secondly, 
Deo. Si, 1843, Annie Jane, eldest daughter of the late John 
Prendergast Hackett, Esq., of Stratford-place, London, and 
leaves by her one son and two daughters. Mr. Loftus Bland 
took a leading part in the agricultural affairs of Ireland, and 
was u very successful exhibitor at cattle shows. 

MU. 1.ENDB1CK, Q.C. 

James William John Lendrick, Esq, Q.O., for nearly thirty- 
four years successively chairman of quarter sessions of the 
counties of Londonderry and Wicklow, died in Dublin on the 
I !Jth inst., aged eighty-two. Possessed of no ordinary abilities, 
this lamented and excellent gentleman early distinguished 
himself by a brilliant University career in Trinity College, 
Dublin, which he closed, in 1810, by gaining the gold medal 
and Law's first mathematical prize. He was called to the Irish 
Bor in 1817, and was a not less able advocate than he after¬ 
wards proved himself to be an accomplished Judge when pre¬ 
siding over the county sessions. Mr. Lendrick’s son, William 
EdmonBtone Lendrick, Esq., was one of the private secretaries 
to the Earl of Mayo during his Lordship's tenure of office as 
Chief Secretary for Ireland. 

MK. MACDONNELL, OK DOO CASTLE. 

Joseph Miles Macdonnell, Esq., of Doo Castle, in the conntyof 
Mayo, whose death is announced, was born iu 1796, the eldest 
son of Myles Macdonnell, Esq , of Doo Castle, by Mary Anne, 
his wife, daughter of James Hughes, Esq., J.P. He was a 
magistrate for the counties of Sligo, Galway, Roscommon, 
and Mayo, for which l ist-mentioned connty he sat in Parlia¬ 
ment from 1846 to 1847. Mr. Macdonnell married, in 1828, 
Eleanor, daughter of Mark Lynch, Esq., of Ballinosloe, and 
leaves three daughters. 

MK. DOXAT. 

Lewis Doxat, one of the oldest, if not the oldest, of London 
journalists, died on the 17th inst, at 89, Harley-street, aged 
eighty-four. Seventy years ago he became connected with the 
printing department of the London press, and subsequently 
was employed in an editorial capacity on the Morning 
Chronicle , then in thezenithof its popularity, under Mr. Perry. 
Eventually Mr. Doxat undertook the editorship of the Observer, 
and conducted that journal most successfully during the long 
period of fifty years.

6m. on the 1st to 30m. by the 16th, 
and to 6m. by the end of the month ; he is therefore favour¬ 
ably situated for observation at the beginning of the month.

Venus is a morning star throughout the month, but rises 
later each successive morning, thus causing the interval pre¬ 
ceding the rising of the Sun to become less, so that from 
2h. 2tJin. at the beginning of the month it decreases to 
lh. 46m. by the 15th, and to rather more than lh. 15m. by the 
last day, when she rises at 5h. 34m. a.m. She is near to the 
Moon on the morning of the 6th, and to Saturn on the morning 
of the 14 th.

Giune between Messrs. Bi.ackburnic ami Strinkuiilkr .—(Scotch Gambit.) 


It has been resolved, at a meeting ut Newbury (Colonel 
Loyd-Lindsay, M.P., in the chair), to support a scheme for a 
railway from Didcot to Andover by way of Newbury, with the 
ohjeot of bringing Southampton into direct communication 
with the northern railways at Didcot junction- Mr. Ward, 
C E., said the cost of the undertaking would probably amount 
to £500,000, or about £31,000 a miio. 

Sir David Baxter, of Kilmaron, offered to the directors of 
the Dundee Infirmary a few weeks ago to bnild a convalescent 
hospital for from fifty to sixty inmates, at a cost of from 
£6000 to £8000. He also promised to give the sum of £10,000, 
provided an equal amount were given by others, for its endow¬ 
ment. The Scotsman states that Sir David has now written 
to the chairman of the infirmary, intimating that the other 
£ 10,A)0 lias been subscribed by his private friends. 

A conference od the subject of International Arbitration 
was held, at the Manchester Tcwnhall, on Monday afternoon, 
under the presidency of the Mayor. Resolutions were passed 
expressing regret that no attempts had yet been mode by the 
Governments of the civilised world to resort to arbitra¬ 
tion, urging the importance of the arbitration principle 
as a means of settling international disputes, calling upon 
the Government of this country to invite other Govern¬ 
ments to join in the establishment of a permanent system of 
arbitration, and recommending the establishment of an Inter¬ 
national Arbitration Association for Lancashire and Cheshire. 
It was further determined to raise a fund of £10,000 for the 
purpose of promoting the object in view, and at the close of 
the meeting subscriptions to the amount of over £4000 were 
announced. Amongst those who took part in the proceedings 
were Mr. Jacob Bright, M.P.; Mr. P. Bylands, M.P.; and Mr. 
H. Richard, M.P. At a public meeting held in the evening, 
under the presidency of Mr. Hugh Mason, resolutions were 
passed in favour of the motion of which Mr. Richard hod 
given notice for next Session of Parliament.

DUMMY PAWNS. 

J*ui. 8, 1872. 

I observe In tho pages of a contemporary periodical that tho intro¬ 
duction of the “ dummy pawn " Is once more advocated. The object is to 
facilitate the labours of those problem-makers who argue that a problem is 
not an end-game, bnt a composition in which an abnormal position ut tho 
pieces maybe allowed. Why will you not allow ibis principle? It would 
admit not only of any quantity of dummy pawns, but also nil sorts of curious 
positions. The powers of pawns might be enlarged so as to enable them to 
move backwards or sideways ; there would be no Absurd limit as to two or 
more Bishops of one colour; and three or four kniirhts might mid difficulty to 
a problem deficient in any other quality. Why not four rooks, live* queens, 
or even half a dozen kings, alt to be checkmated at one stroke V This age, Sir, 
will not bear restrictions to genius. As Walt Whitman might say 

“One man is as good as another man ; 

An inelegant problem Is as good os an elegant problem ; 

A pawn is as good aa a queen— sometimes better; 

If not, what does it matter ? ’* 

I notice in the snmo periodical a remarkable decision given In a problem 
tourney just completed, which was commenced with the avowed object of 
stimulating the Inventive powers of English composers. It will, perhaps, give 
your contributors some idea as to What nre the approved points of a chews 
problem. The set which secured the first prize, ha* been deemed •* unsound, 1 " 
by reason of a variation discovered in White s play. This variation com¬ 
mences at the second move, and is confined to one of four lines of defence. 
Onr judges are, however, very strict In their ideas, and could no', permit such 
a weakness in a prize prob em. The second prize-winner becomes, therefore, 
the first, and a third composer gets the second prize. Referring to bis 
problems,* I find that one of these “original’* productions had been pnbliahed 
twice before In a slightly-modifled form, and that the judges' attention had 
been drawn to this fact before the award. This decision must have given a 
shock to the provincial competitor* not well up in the latest metropolitan 
ideas. It is certainly bewildering. Is it possible for a problem to be “un¬ 
sound ” that fulfils its conditions ? Our judgea aay “ Yes.” Is it possible tor 
a problem to be “original” (in the sense of never, having be«n published 
before) that has appeared previously In two journals ? Our judges say “ Yes." 
Is then a double line of play in one variation, and greater fault than a lack 
of originality as above understood? Our judges again say “Year* It U 
clearly time we old boys revised our ideas on these points. Q. R. P.

NATIONAL IS TORTS. 

Iu the present Jeiuth of ^porting even's of all kinds the A Item' 
Club meeting secured a large entry lor Its several stoke*, nuil 
was attended by coursing ruea lroin all ports of the kingdom. 
The near approach of the great Waterloo meeting gavo addi¬ 
tional importance to the running, especially as several probable 
competitors for the “ blue ribbon " appeared in the slips. The 
first round of tho Members' Cup was singularly disastrous to 
the backers of the favourites. Tneir misfortunes beguu when 
Deodora’s Daughter (who, it wiU be remembered, was one of 
Uie last four left iu the Waterloo Cup of 1871) lamed nerself 
in her course with Master M'Clean. The injury, however, is 
not serious, and she will probably appear at Altcur iu the great 
event. The Cushier—Bab-at-the-IJ owh ter litter was iu fine 
form, os Contango upset the odds laid on Chameleon (a result 
mainly due to the very heavy state of the ground), Bab 
Mallory beat Latest News, and Balchristie put out OroaspMch 
after an undecided. Master Nat showed all hia Newinurket 
speed in the early part of his course with Taluvcra; but he 
tired to nothing towards the finish, and, working very indU- 
ferently, was weU defeated A.s usual, Bud of Stone's mar¬ 
vellous cleverness made up for her lack of pace ; but though 
Sea Cove looked wonderfully well, and was reported to be in 
her 1870 form, she could do nothing with Marathon. The 
favourites ran a little better in the first ties, in which Bab 
Mallory was too much for her brother, Contango ; and at the 
second attempt Balehristie defeated Blarney, on whom long 
odds were freely laid. In tho second and third ties respec¬ 
tively Lady Grafton put out Balehristie and Bed of Stone, 
the latter of whom had somewhat bad luck ; and her ludyship, 
having run a bye in the fourth lies, cleverly beat Marathon in 
the deciding course, thus crediting Lord Lurgan with the 
stake. Her running did not much improve the position of 
Lord Lurgun's nomination in the Waterloo quotations, as she 
was considered to have been lucky in several of her courses ; 
bnt if Lady Lonsdale is much superior to her, the great Irish 
kennel wiU b8 very dangerous once more. Babety, another of 
the Bab-at-the Bowster puppies, ran very well in the Croxteth 
Stakes for maidens; and two smaller stakes were completely 
monopolised by the Messrs. Lister, Chameleon running quite 
in her usual style in one of them. 

The continued prohibition of coursing in the Home Park 
at Hampton Court continues to excite much dissatisfied and 
angry leeling, and forms a theme for interminable corres¬ 
pondence in some of the sporting papers. We have neither 
space nor inclination to go into the merits of the affair ; but 
it seems a pity that the valued privilege cannot again be ac¬ 
corded to certain dubs. Every possible precaution might be 
taken, by the issue of tickets and other means, to preserve 
order and exclude improper persons. As matters stand at 
present, there appears to be a very general feeling abroad that 
the publio are supporting a Royal park for the use and enjoy¬ 
ment of Colonel Maude. 

An amateur race of 100 yards, which excited great interest, 
took place, at Lillie Bridge, on Tuesday last. The competitors 
were Captain W. N. badlier and Mr. Hector Tenueut. The 
former proved successful in a couple of matches lost year, de¬ 
feating Sir Charles Legard and Sir Charles Nugent (from 
whom he received two yards start) very easily ; he also per¬ 
formed in a handicap at Richmond, but was beaten in his heat. 
Mr. Tennent had never previously appeared in publio, but his 
two brothers were very noted sprint runners some four years 
ago. The match was for £5(X>, and we believe that some 
thousands changed hands on the result. Mr. Tennent'a style, 
though by no means pretty, is far the better of the two; 
and, though he gob off badly and was behind for quite half the 
distance, he won easily by nearly three yards iu 10 z-6ths 
sec. A strong wind at their backs materially assisted the 
men to make good time, and there are probably one or two men 
who will beat the winner should he run at the champion 
meeting in March. 

There has been very little lately to chronicle in the way 
of billiards; and, in the dearth of great matches, John 
Bennett’s handicap, for which sixteen well-known players 
entered, was well patronised. The heats were 600 up, with 
the exception of the final, which was 1000 . The feature of the 
first round wus the defeat of John Roberts, juu. (owe loo), by 
T. Morris (75), after a slow and uninteresting game. In tne 
first ties Joeeph Bennett (owe LOO) met W. Cook (owe loo), 
and, after an exciting struggle, in which as much as 4 to 1 
was laid on the champion, the former pulled through by 11 
points ; then he just beat Horry Evans (75) ; and in the 
final had no difficulty in disposing of T. Morris (76), tnus 
winniug a handsome diamond ring and his first handicap. Tne 
next match for the championship, between Cook and Roberts, 
juu., takes place at St. James's Hall on March 4. 


NYDIA’S SELF-SACRIFICE. 

EAST SCENE OF “THE LAST DAYS OF POMPEII.” 

We present our readers with an Illustration from the drama 
adapted from Lord Lytton’s novel at the Queen's—a scene cer¬ 
tainly of n picturesque character, which brings the pluy 
to a pathetic conclusion. The entire exhibition is grandlv 
spectacular, and since the first night, which was one of acci¬ 
dents, has prospered with the audience, which is composed of 
fashionable and intelligent people, who are familiar wiili 
classical subjects. The characters are for the most part Weil 
supported. Miss Hodson's Nydia is thoroughly artistic, grace¬ 
ful, and pathetio ; and Mr. Kignold's Gluuous, though some¬ 
what too vehement on the first night, is now so toned do«u 
that it displays many of the good points of this excellent 
actor's forcible style, without the extravagance to which it 
has a tendency to fall when bis imagination is over-excited t.y 
the situation. Miss M. Reinhardt, as lone, might have shown 
more sensibility ; but she looked handsome and preserved her 
dignity. We rejoice that so truly umbilums an effort Inc 
been ultimately successful, whatever wore the difficulties thut 
had to be snrmounted. There were, after all, little more thuu 
the natural results of insufficient rehearsal. 


Sir Richard Airey has issued an order directing that in 
future there shall be two courses of garrison instruction 
annually attach station where there is a garrison instructor. 

The executive committee of the National Education League 
at Birmingham have held a meeting, at which a resolution 
was passed urging the branches to petition in favour of Mr. 
Dixon's motion, to be brought forward early in the Session. 
The league have also adopted a series of recommendations 
tersely Betting forth their [»olicy as applicable to the circum¬ 
stances of the present time. 

Some experiments were mode at Woolwich, on Thursday 
week, with the Gatling gun, the first multiple gun which has 
been proved there. It consists of ten barrels hooped together 
and revolving in the centre, fitted into a carriage. Throe 
hundred and fifty-two cartridges are packed into sixteen com¬ 
partments of a drum, twenty-two in each. The discharge is 
regulated by a handle like that of a barrel organ, aDd occupies 
about five minutes. 
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MEMBERS OUT OF PARLIAMENT. 

There was once, according' to Hartley Coleridge, a Dean 


of 


Durham, who used to ride in long robes on a donkey, so that 
it was not easy to say where the Dean ended and the donkey 
began. Something like this may be said of the extra-Parlia- 
mentary utterances, which, it seems, arc likely to go on to 
such a point that you will hardly know when they end and 
when the in-Parliamentary speeches begin. Selecting, as best 
may be, from the mass, note may he taken of Mr. Horsman, 
who has been addressing that constituency at Liskeard which 
has been cynically, not to say profanely, called the refuge for 
the destitute— the haven of the rejected of all other electorates. 
Here, as ever, he developed his special qualities, which make his 
speeches appear to be something akin to a compound of brim¬ 
stone and treacle, the former very powerful in flavour and the 
latter not an agreeable sweet. He has been playing his 
favourite (to himself) part of the candid friend of the Govern 
rnent, and of course, and by consequence, being intensely dis 
agreeable in his criticisms of them. He gives them credit for 
good intentions, but insinuates that their good intentions are 
only additions to the pavement which is formed of that 
material in a place which it is conventionally polite not to 
name. They are well-meaning (conceive the intense horror of 
Mr. Gladstone or Lord Hnrtington itt being called well-mean 
ing!)but elaborate blunderers. They had mado fiascos ns to 
Licensing, Hating, the Army, the Ballot. Education, and every 
thing else ; nevertheless, they are the best men to govetn 
theconntry. and Mr. Horsman menus, asever, to vote with them 
and thus presents ns curious a piece of inconsequence and 
illogicality ns, sny. Mrs. Nichloby could have produced. Then 
we should take shame to ourselves if we did not pay our 
homage to Mr. James "While, w ho. fresh from the renovating 
effects of a journey to Italy, has just been taking his annual 
“ bath of liberty 1 ' at Brighton, and, in doing so, exhibiting 
that “superior agility” for which Mr, Gladstone has given 
him credit. As ever, he appeared ns the “robustious” Radical, 
■with a vein of coimnon-seuse running through his political 
ideas which is not common to utero Radicals ; and, whether 
intentionally or not, he gave a side-slap at his colleague. 
Mr. Fawcett, who was close beside him. when he said that 
the Government bad been unduly disparaged by some Liberals. 
As to that mighty personage himself, who sometimes soars 
so high and sometimes stoops so low, all that will be Baid of 
him here is, that, to our thinking, he sinned as a public speaker 
and public man in the worst sense, for ho was, though evidently 
seeking to be new and original, tediously monotonous; and, as 
ever, he seemed determined to differ as much as possible from 
every opinion which is current among those with whom he 
professes to act, to push with a sort of bull-rnahing what¬ 
ever differences he may have with people pursuing similar 
objects with himself, and to decline to admit for a moment 
the idea of its being possible that on any matter, small 
or great, he may be wrong and people in general 
right; to say nothing of a supreme contempt for the 
judgment and the honesty of anyone who differs from 
him. Having been rudely refused a hearing at a meeting of 
his constituents at Northampton a short while ago, Lord 
Henley has availed himself of the opportunity afforded by 
quarter sessions to relieve himself of his opinions on the 
Licensing question. What one wnnts to know is. why he should 
have been stifled by his electorate; for he is a very steady 
Liberal, votes ns straight as he rides across country, and speaks 
without mincing—which style, indeed, would be out of keep¬ 
ing with his Splendid bass voice. What, has he itnnn } That ia 
the question. 

Having thus hastily disposed of someof the Parliamentary 
seniors, we return to tho consideration of some of the 
exemplars of cur representative “ youth ” in the House, 
using the word more in its election than its physical sense. 
And, first, we alight on Mr. C. Beckett Denison, who has 
brought with him into the House something of the dictatorial 
manner which may be snpposed to characterise an Indian 
official, who has been accustomed to rule men of Eastern race 
with a certain despotism. He is toning down, though, aud 
will subside, doubtless, into a sturdy, opinionative, though not 
overbearing, member, which lie has a right to be whenever 
he speaks on Indian questions. He has been appearing in 
company with his colleague of the eastern division of the West 
Riding, Mr. Joshua Feildcn. at a dinner at Leeds. The latter 
gentleman is a singular specimen of obstinacy and pertinacity in 
a man c f mild manner, and of a mental calibre which, by a little 
forcing of the word, may be called meek; and he evinced the 
quality of stubbornness on one or two occasions last Session, 
as well as of a certain obliquity of social and political vision 
which is remaikablc in the Ron of his father, who was as 
straight-locking and straight-going a socio-philantlito-poli¬ 
tician or could well he. The mention of Leeds naturally re¬ 
minds one of Mr. Whcelhonse, tho minority member for that 
city, who was also at the feast in question, and who is, for 
various reasons, one of the best-known men in the House. One 
of his distinctions is that he has a benevolent crotchet, if it be 
not shinuful to call it so, in regard to the education of the 
blind, which he has advocated, practically in \r.iu, though 
writh great earnestness and zeal ; and, besides, be has a 
knack cf intervening a short speech on most questions of 
importance : and he can deal with the technicalities of legis¬ 
lation with the efficiency of a lawyer who has had to study 
and to construe, as best he could, Acts of Parliament in all 
their intricacies. 

Lately, at Christchurch, Lord Henry Scott, in his capacity 
of member for South Hants, has been haranguing his con¬ 
stituents. Not that ho is strictly one of our Parliamentary 
youth, for he represented Selkirkshire for some time, and until 
that county was fused into Peeblesshire by the Tory Reform 
Bill of 1867 ; but we notice him here because he is an excep¬ 
tion in many respects to another class of special represen¬ 
tatives, of whom we have often spoken in these our 
chronicles — namely, the representatives of the younger 
Boms of tho aristocracy. This class is still as well repre¬ 
sented os ever, andi according to status, Lord Henry Scott 
ought to be. included in their category—that is, he ought to 
be perky, self-reUaat, blessed with a certain amount of 
assurance, a dash of what may be called semi-impudence, and 
a sort of nothiag-to-lose temperament altogether. Now, L >rd 
Henry has none of these—which, for want of a more appro¬ 
priate word, may be Called—qualities ; for he is staid aud 
precise—nay, he may be really said to be modest; while in 
other respects, which need not be particularised, he really 
might be. for all physical appearance and demeanour, 
an actual eldest son of a great peer. However, 

it is simply just to him to say that he seoms 

to be thoughtful, and by no means narrow in his 
views, either social or political, and is very gentle and un¬ 
assuming in his manner of delivering them. In some sort, 
Colonel Hogg may be included in the category of our legislative 
youth, for he has only just been returned, though he sat in 
at least one Parliament for Bath. He will oorne back to the 
House with a special position assigned to him, inasmuch aa he 
will of right represent the Metropolitan Board of Works, and 
in everything that concern* that body speak with the authority 
of its chairmanship, ns well as knowledge. 


THE IRISH POOR SCHOLAR. 

The love of education, inherent in the Irish character, often 
caused young lads to travel to distant counties in search of it 
before the establishment of the National Education system. 
The counties most sought by these youths, called “poor 
scholars,” were those of Limerick, Tipperary, Kerry, and 
Kilkenny, as it was there that the best teachers, as well"as the 
most hospitable people, were to be found. So, when a young 
lad hod made up his mind to leave his home in search of edu¬ 
cation, be generally provided for himself a decent suit of 
plain clothes, a ohangc of shirts and socks, and whatever books 
he might think necessary for immediate use. These he placed 
in a wallet. He then went to his priest, to whom ho made 
known his intention, and from whom he obtained a certificate 
in testimony of his religious and moral character. This cer¬ 
tificate was bis only passport in his travels. It not only gained 
for him admission to some good school, in which he was taught 
gratis, but also enabled him to become an inmate of some 
respectable fanner’s house, where was boarded and lodged, 
free of expense, and was treated in many respects as a member 
of tho family, so long as he chose to remain thore. When 
any cf these young lads were found willing to assist 
the other boys of the school in their lessons, they 
soon became the idols of their schoolfellows, and were 
pure to have invitations almost every day to share 
the comforts of some hospitable family, during their 
sojourn in the district. But any sign of the poor soholar’s 
going to new lodgings would be apt to create jealousies am mg 
the boys of the school, and often caused them to take sides 
against each other, preparatory to a general fight, after which 
the victors generally bore off the poor scholar in triumph to 
biB fotracr lodging or to a new one, according to the result of 
ihe conflict. Having received, at length, au education far 
superior to that he could have got in his ownslistriot, the poor 
scholar generally returned home, and often became tho teacher 
in his own parish. Soon after the institution of the national , 
schools in Ireland the number of poor scholars became sensibly j 
less. Now, in almost every parish there may be found at least 1 
one good teacher, under the National Board, who can impart 
for more varied and useful education tb&n was formerly to 
he had in the Common School of Munster. Our Artist- has 
sketched a scene belonging rather to the social life of the last 
generation. It is the welcome given to a poor scholar by the 
kindly household of an Irish farmer.

THE FARM. 


“The rain, it raineth every day,” is perfectly true of the pre¬ 
sent month, and the heavy storms of Tuesday have filled the 
rivers to overflowing—so much so that r, large area of low- 
lying land is under water. All field-work is at a standstill, 
and the short supplies of corn are brought to market in a 
damp stato. Prices, however, keep unchanged. The lateness 
of the harvest aud tho early frosts threw back wheat-sowing, 
and the germination of the seed even when planted. Much 
land, consequently, is unsown, and likely to remain so for some 
time. The mild season has been favourable for the later-sown 
wheat, but there is now a tendency for the plant to become too 
proud on the richer and more forward soils. Early spring 
flowers are in blossom, ar.d the thrash has already began 
his morning carol. Swarms of wood-pigeons are doing mis¬ 
chief among the young clovers in many parts of the country. 
Owing to the quantity of wet, the land is much poached, and 
sheep have had to be driven off the swedes. From some of the 
southern counties a. few lambs are already reported. The 
wet season seems to prevail not only on the Continent, but in 
America, where the cold spell in December has been followed 
by wet and variable weather, so that the soil is saturated, and 
in the lower districts floods abound. 

The half-yearly report* of the Royal Agricultural Societies 
of England, Ireland, and ‘Scotland are not comparable, inas¬ 
much as the Irish funds are very limited, there being no accession 
of members, and the Highland Socioty of Scotland is very 
wealthy, its funds amounting to £60,000. The interest from 
the funded property alone is about equal to the aunual ex¬ 
penditure, exclusive of the show, which pays itself, so that 
the subscriptions can almost be funded every year. The 
Perth show left a profit of £99 ; and Stirling welcomes the 
society In 1873. The show this year will be held at Kelso, 
July 31 ; and her Majesty has been elected a member. 
The society proposes to devise a scheme for oonduofc- 
ingOfteld experiments on a better system, and in 
accordance with the present state of scientific agriculture. 
By the aid of its chemical department it is, like the English 
society, doing much to protect farmers from the adulterations 
of feeding stuffs and manures. The Royal Society of England 
numbers 6807 members, an increase of nearly 200 on last year. 
Tho funds amount to about £24,000, and the loss to the society 
on the last two country meetiugs, at Oxford and Wolver¬ 
hampton, amounted to £-4000, chiefly in consequence of the 
expensive bnt valuable trials of steam-cultivators and traction- 
engines. The show is held next July at Cardiff, and for 1873 
the district is Durham, Northumberland, and the North and 
East Ridings of Yorkshire. The five towns selected are 
York, Durham, Newcastle. Darlington, and Hall ; but the 
two first decline, and the others come into competition. New¬ 
castle has twice entertained the society, and Darlington seems 
hardly to be fitted for so large a show. Hull, therefore, appears 
by far the best place. It has never yet had the show ; its 
population.is nbont 160,000, andthere is good accommodation. 
The railways are numerous, and it is also the third port in 
the kingdom, its steam navigation affording great facilities 
to Continental agriculturists. Moreover, it is contiguous to 
the best-farmed districts of Lincolnshire and Yorkshire, and 
perhaps of England, so that the society might anticipate a 
successful result from their visit to the capital of the York¬ 
shire Wolds. 

In this dull season discussions on tenant right and farm 
leases again prevail. “ Breeding, facts and principles,” having 
gone pretrir well through the country, has elicited evidently 
sounder, if not more novel, opinions in the north than in the 
south. Professor Wrightson discoursed at the Hexham Farmers’ 
Club on tenant right, upon which Mr. Grey ably replied. The 
publication of the Holkbam lease has caused a little talk and 
much controversy. Twenty years is, to many people, too long 
period, and compensation for unexhausted improvements is

The will of the Right Hon. Edwin Richard Windham 
\\ \ndhnm-Quin, Earl of Dunraven and Mountearl, Knight of 
St. Patrick, Lord Lieutenant and 0usto3 Rot'ulorum of 
Limerick, Deputy Lieutenant for Glamorganshire, and a Com¬ 
missioner of National Education in Ireland, late of Adare 
Manor and .Abbey, near Limerick, and Dunraven Castle, 
Glamorganshire, was proved, in her Majesty's London Court of 
Probnte, on the 11th iast, under £100,000 personalty in 
England.

THE TICHBORNE CASE. 

\V1 m the Attorney-General resumed his speech in tUU case, 
vitterday week, he referred at length to the history of the 
claimant's visit to Wapping immediately upon his arrival in 
this country from Australia—up to which point the claimant's 
career had been traced by him on Thursday, in the report of 
the case which we gave last week. He spoke of the disguises 
which the plaintiff adopted on that oooasion, and asked why, 
if the man were Roger Tiohborne, should such secrecy and 
deception have been practised ? Again, when he assumed the 
name of Stevens, what made him represent a photograph of 
his own wife and child as those of Arthur Ortou ? Why did 
he not go at once to Lady Tichborne, or to the Seymours, or to 
some other near connection of the family? Once more, whan 
he went to Alresford. under the name of Taylor, was it likely 
that the real Roger Tichborne would have muffled himself up 
and induced some one to drive round Tichborne Park in dis¬ 
guise? The learned gentleman read several letters of Roger 
to Gosford to show the difference in style - between them and 
the correspondence of the claimant. He afterwards analysed 
the testimony of Mr. Baigent on several points of importance, 
and spoke ci many of the incidents surrounding the identity 
of the claimant by the DowsgatLady Tichbjrne as being of a 
very unsatisfactory character. 

On Monday Sir John Coleridge first spoke of the “ tert- 
lettcr," referred to in the evidence of Mr. Baigent as liaviog 
bum written by the claimant, as really nothing of the kind, 
but pic-pared, like many others, with a great deal of artifice, 
and under the inspiration of Rouse. He then examined in 
detail the incidents of the meeting between Hopkins, Baigent, 
and the plaintiff; remarking that probably these three per¬ 
sons had but little idea of the mischief that must arise from 
the putting forward of the present claim, but which had been 
iiteptrable. The learned counsel also went at length through 
the contents of the various deeds relating to the settlement of 
the Tichborne property, as these documents had been set forth 
in the legal proceedings which had succeeded the return of the 
claimant to this country- Several errors in the plaintiff's 
description of these deeds were pointed out. Iu analysing the 
evidence of Colonel Lushington, the nominal defendant, Sir 
John Coleridge reminded the jury that, previously to his visit 
to Tichborne Hall, the claimant had studied a catalogue of the 
pictures, and was thus enabled to recognise the portrai t of the 
Dowager. Besides, Bogle had been in all the rooms, and had 
probably given the plaintiff every information. After some 
references to the peculiarities of the claimant's orthography, 
the Attorney-General passed on to notice the testimony of 
Carter and Jl'Caun, who had been with Roger Tichborne in 
the Army, stating that he would call fifteen or sixteen officers, 
who mold give their opinion that the story was altogether 
trumped up, and that the claimant was nothing but an 
impostor. 

In continuing his speech, on Tuesday, the Attorney-General 
tx-,mined in detuil the incidents of the interviews which the 
c i.imant had with Mrs. Radcliffe and the other members of 
the Tichborne family some time after his arrival in this 
country. The learned counsel pointed out the blunders com¬ 
mitted by the plaintiff on these occasions such, for instance, 
as bis mistaking Mis. Radcliffe for her .cousin. Mrs. Towaley. 
In dissecting the evidence given by the military witnesses. 
Sir John Coleridge commented on the remarkable fact that 
the claimant had professed to recognise them all at a glauoe, 
although, when confronted with the members of the Tichborne 
family, with whom Roger Tichborne lived for years, he did not 
know them. The latter part of the Attorney-General's speech 
was devoted to a history and a criticism of the steps taken to 
1 recure the identity of the plaintiff by Mr. Biddulph, the only 
n ember of the family, with the exception of the deceased 
to wager, who haa recognised him as Roger Tichborne.. 

On Wednesday the Attorney-General read the claimant's 
elimination in Chancery, in 1867. His object was to show 
the manner of the answers then given, and how particular bits 
of evidence were obtained from him. The account given by 
tie plaintiff of his rescue from the wreck of the Bella .was 
nliO commented upon, and its inconsistencies pointed oat. 
One feature of the case, according to the learned oounsel, was 
particularly striking. The life of Roger Tichborne, while he 
was in France, was almost altogether a sealed book to the 
plaintiff, except as to one or two things which he might have 
learnt from Hie Downger. His absence of knowledge con¬ 
cerning his companions and course of education at Stonyhnrst 
was likewise remarked upon. The Attorney-General asked 
the jury to contrast what would have been the evidence of the 
renl’Roger with the miserable scraps of testimony fished up by 
the claimant. Much of the knowledge which he possessed was 
of the kind picked up by gipsies and afterwards used for the 
purposes of their frauds. Sir John Coleridge traoed many of 
the plaintiff’s movements since his arrival iu this country, and 
placed before the jury some of what he termed the weak points 
in the evidence of identification. Attention was again coUed 
to the fact that with the officers the claimant spoke sickle 
English, whilo to the private soldiers he put on a French 
accent, which was an indication of fraud. The Poole wit¬ 
nesses were under discussion when the adjournment took 
place. 

Taking np the Poole witnesses again on Thursday, the 
Attorney-General said, with respect to them, it was notice¬ 
able upon what very slender grounds poople would build up 
opiuious upon important matters. There was Mrs. Hussey, 
who, having once danced with Roger when she was fourteen 
years old. at once recognised him again. Then Mrs. Legge, the 
washerwoman, whom this man, who had forgotten almost 
everything of consequence, told her the minutest par¬ 
ticulars in reference to the things that she had washed 
for him twenty years before. Which of the jurymen could tell 
the patterns of their shirts that were washed twenty years 
ago ? After referring sarcastically to the evidence of Gould 
aud others, the learned gcutlcman said that on Nov. 0, 1867, 
the plaintiff went to Brighton, and succeeded in captur¬ 
ing a very honourable mau (Colonel Sawyer); but the evidence 
upiai which he captured him was, to say the least of it, sur¬ 
prising. Eceing that, the claimant had been “ coached" up by 
Carter in the matters he recalled to the Colonel's recollection. 
Captain and Mrs. Shersteae’s recognition of the plaintiff was 
next alluded to. The Captain put the whole recognition upon 
the queition of likeness, and yet he could not recognise 
the undoubted likenesses. This being so really, what was the 
evidence worth, especially as the Captain’s impression was 
that the p] an tiff was taller and his hair lighter than that of 
Roger a ? Mr. Baigent indeed, said that the hair of fat men 
got lighter as age advanced ; but nobody seemod to have 
found that out but him. Further, the plaintiff's liar had 
some curl in it, and was thick, while Roger's was perfectly 
straight and very thin. Nobody had said that as psople got 
older their hair took to curling. In answer to the Sheratones’ 
evidence he should call fifteen or sixteen officers in the regi¬ 
ment, among them the beet friends of Roger, and they would 
all state their opinions that the plaintiff was a rank impostor. 
The plaintiff also had been invited to the meat of the Cara¬ 
biniere ; bnt no power ou earth could get him to face the 


officers in a body, though he was willing to make detached 
attempts upon some particular officers by means of 
prepared interviews. As to Miss Brain's recognition 
of the claimant, the Attorney-General was particularly bitter. 
She recognised the plaintiff by the falling lock and the dimpled 
knuckles and the general resemblance of Roger floating about 
over this large man. The only two definite things were the 
lock of hair aud the knuckles. The short answer as to the 
dimples on the knuckles was that it was not true, for there 
would be overwhelming evidence that Roger had ordinary 
bony knuckles, like anybody else. The only other person who 
had spoken of dimpled knuckles in this case was the “ male ” 
Miss Brain (Mr. Baigent), and his suggestion was worth but 
very little. The learned gentleman then proceeded to cem¬ 
inent upon the way iu which the evidence of the Colohester 
witnesses—Carroll. Robinson, Marks, and Moody—had 
been obtained. It was remarkable, he said, to see how 
the same circumstances were used over and over again, 
and witness after witness was converted with the same 
bits of information. The plaintiff visited Mr. Mangle, who was 
clearly of opinion that he was no more his cousin than he was 
his grandfather. Ou March 12 the Dowager died in her chair, 
and the plaintiff lost her pecuniary and her moral support. It 
was but justice to her to say that she was carefully kept igno¬ 
rant of the whole Orton affair and of the Stephen’s affair. Sie 
knew nothing of the unfavourable Chilian correspondence or 
of the plaintiff’s declining to appear before the Chilian and 
Australian commissions. She was a Frenchwoman, and only 
knew English as a foreigner knew it; but if she had been an 
English lady she would at once have seen that the author of 
the plaintiff's misernbly-constructed and ill-spelt letters could 
not be her sou Roger. There was no pretence whatever for the 
statement of Mr. Serjeant Bullantine that the Dowager was 
persecuted or tormented in any way.

Charles Jacomb and Mr. Richard Foster, of Upper Clapton, 
and erected at the cost of the latter gentleman, was opened 
close by the site for the permanent Church of St. Faith. 

The Rev. Vt\ C. Daniel, Vicar of St. John's Church, 
Boothroyd, has been presented with a New-Year's gift, as an 
expression of good-will and esteem. It consists of a handsome 
silver salver, the gift of the Sunday-school teachers, and £ 100 
from the members of his congregation. 

The new chapel at the College of St. Paul, Stony Stratford> 
was opened on Thursday week. The Bishop of Oxford, Arch¬ 
deacon Bickersteth, the Rev. W. M. Hatch, Warden of the 
College, oud a numerous body of clergy, took part in tho 
opening ceremony, and a choir came from Oxford to assist. 

The Rev. H. B. Verdon, B.A, Curate of St. James'?, 
Ciapham Park, has been presented with one hundred guineas, 
accompanied by a complimentary letter, “ as a goodwill 
Christmas offering from the congregation of St. James's, in 
recognition of the conscientious and able manner in which for 
eighteen months hq has performed the duties of his curacy.” 

The parishioners of Brampford Speke, near Exeter, have 
had a handsome cross of polished Devonshire granite placed 
over the grave of their late Vicar, the Rev. It. O. Kinderaley, 
as a memorial of their love and respect for him ; aud 148 
working people of Brampford Speke aud Cowley have given a 
corresponding foot cross, with a suitable inscription., 

An amateur concert, in aid of the funds for the restoration 
of Enville church, took place recently in the picture gallery 
of Enville Hall, by the permission of the Earl and Countess of 
Stamford and Warrington. The spacious gallery, the walls of 
which are hung with works of the oldest masters, was crowded 
by a fashionably-attired company. 

The incomes for the year 1871 of the great religious socie¬ 
ties are now beginning to be made known. The first of these 
which has reached ns is that of the Additional Curates Society, 
which for last year amounts to £30,608. This is not so large 
a total as in the previous year. Subscriptions and donations 
show that the receipts from those regular sources of income 
were £1300 more in 1871 than in the previous year.

METROPOLITAN NEWS. 

The Right Hon. W. E. Gladstone had a Cabinet dinner, ou 
Tuesday, at his residence ou Carlton House-terrace. 

Mr. J. E. Millais, R.A., has been commissioned to paint a 
portrait of Sir James Paget, which will be placed in the great 
hall of SL Bartholomew's Hospital. 

Sir John Pakington, M.P., on Tuesday night distributed 
the prizes and certificates awarded to the students of the City 
of London College, the Lord Mayor presiding. 

A concert given by the professional students of the London 
Academy of Musio, on Tuesday evening, iu St. Georgia Hall, 
exhibited very satisfactorily the results of the system. 

The first of Chevalier de Kontski's six classical recitals iu 
St. George’s Hall will be given on Tuesday next, and the 
remaining ones on succeeding Tuesdays. 

The freehold property, Nos. 27 and 28, Milk-street, Cheapside, 
was sold at the Mart, oil Tuesday, by Messrs. Debenham, 
Tewsom and Fanner. It consisted of two old houses, coveriug 
a site of 1780 ft., aud realised £8650, more than £4 17s. per foot. 

The magnificent avanturine quartz vase, with its pedestal 
of polished grey porphyry, which was bequeathed by the late 
Sir Roderick Murchison to the Museum of Practical Geology, 
Jermyn-street, haa been placed in that institution. 

At a preliminary meeting held, ou Tuesday evening, at tho 
chambers of Sir Antonio Brady, it was resolved to begin a 
movement for establishing a university for the spread of 
technical education amongst the industrial classes. 

Lord Granville was, on Tuesday, waited upon by a depu¬ 
tation of the Anti-Slave-Trado Socrety, whose members asked 
the noble Earl to use his influence with the Spanish Govern¬ 
ment to abolish slavery both at' Porto Rico and Cuba. 

The Metropolitan Board of Works has determined to nego¬ 
tiate with her Majesty's Government for the purcuose of tha 
land at Victoria Park about to be sold for building purposes 
tor the sum ol £24,500, iu order that the ground in question 
may be added to the park. 

A conversazione, the first of the season, took place, last 
week, at the Gallery of British Artists, iu Suffolk-strect, Pall- 
mall, in connection with the Society for the Encouragement of 
the Fine Arts. The fine collection of pictures ou view in the 
gallery proved a great attraction. 

A heavy gnle visited the metropolis on Wednesday morning, 
accompanied with torrents of rain. Many accidental are re¬ 
ported : amongst them is the fall of one ot the large pinnacles 
upon the central tower of Westminster Palace. Destructive 
floods are reported from runny parte of the provinces. 

The co-operative movement has recently reoeived further 
extension from the opening of the New Supply Association at 
Nos. 48 and 40, Long-acre, which has beea formed by some of 
the shareholders of the Civil Service Supply Association to 
meet the demturds of those who, by a recent regulation, ore 
now unable to obtain tickets of the original society. 

Iu the metropolis 2465 births and 1628 deaths were regis¬ 
tered last week, the former having been 85 above and the 
latter 197 below the average. Ninety-three persons died from 
smallpox, 60 from measles, 34 from scarlet fever, 6 from 
diphtheria, 115 from whooping-cough, 48 from different forms 
ot fever, and 10 from diarrhoea. 

Major-General Scott read, at the Institute of British 
Architects, ou Monday night, an explanatory and defensive 
t aptr on the construction of the Albert Hull to an audience 
which included some of tho most eminent architects of the 
cay. He said that the velarium had beea calendered and iin- 
1 roved by the pores of its cloth being filled up. An important 
u.edification ot the original design had been made in tha 
arrangement of the staircases. 

'I he City J'reee informs us that the cost of the dinner aud 
wints ou Lord Mayor’s Day was £1122; the decorations, 
if 25 4s. lid. ; the procession, £273 IDs. lOd. ; music in Uulid- 
ln.ll, £83 2s.; printing and stationery, £166 16 b.

A course of six lectures on the most celebrated and influ¬ 
ential composers of Italy, France, England, aud Germany for 
the clavecin and the pianoforte, in connection with the general 
history ol music ol the eighteenth and nineteen th century (illus¬ 
trated by performances on the pianoforte), will be delivered ou 
Monday afternoons, Feb. 5, 12, It), 26, and March 4 and 11, at 
half-past two o'clock, by Mr. Ernst 1’a.uer, in the lecture- 
theatre, South Kensington Museum. These lectures have 
been prepared so as to be useful for educational purposes. 

An influential meeting—the Lord Mayor in tho chair—war 
held, on Monday afternoon, at the Mansion House, to consider 
the complaints made by tradesmen, that the Exhibition of 
1872, under the proposed regulations, will be nothing but a 
gigantic bazaar. One of the resolutions was, " That the

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THE VOLUNTEERS. 

A meeting of volunteer commanding officers 
(Lord Elcho in the chair) was held on Satur¬ 
day, at the rooms of the N ational Rifle Asso¬ 
ciation, when resolutions were passed recog¬ 
nising the value of the Easter Monday field- 
days, and by a large majority Brighton was 
selected as the place for this year’s gathering. 

Lord Elcho presided at the annual distribu¬ 
tion of prizes to the London Scottish volunteers, 
in Westminster Hall, on Saturday last, and 
addressed the regiment, which he declared to 
he in an efficient Btate. Lady Elcho dis¬ 
tributed the prizes. 

The annual distribution of prizes to the 3rd 
City of London Rifle volunteers took place last 
Saturday evening, in the Guildhall, in the pre¬ 
sence of the Lord Mayor (who presided), the 
Lady Mayoress, and a largo company. Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel Laurie said that the strength 
of the regiment was now 1032 men. Oat of 
this number 046 had made themselves efficient 
and C43 had fired through thoir class and be¬ 
come “ extra ” efficients. Sixty officers and 
non-commissioned officers had also passed their 
examinations. The Lady Mayoress then pre¬ 
sented the prizes, many of which were very 
handsome and valuable. 

The Lord Mayor, the Lady Mayoress, and 
the Sheriffs have promised to attend the 
regimentnl ball of the 3rd' Essex Artillery 
Volunteers on the 1st prox. 

Mr. Horatio Ross, captain of the 11 Scottish 
Eight,” has addressed a letter to the “ Rifle¬ 
men of Scotland," impressing on their notice 
the importance of commencing practice early 
in the year, and calling attention to certain 
changes he proposes making in the mode of 
electing the representatives to compete in the 
international match. 


TRE LIVINGSTONE EXPEDITION. 

At a meeting of the Royal Geographical So¬ 
ciety, on Monday night, Mr. Markham, the 
secretary, made a statement in reference to 
the proposed expedition in search of Dr. 
Livingstone. The Lords of the Treasury have 
declined to grant any pecuniary aid to tho 
expedition, hut that will not be allowed to 
check the necessary preparations. The expe¬ 
dition will leave England early in February, 
in the Abydoa steamer, chartered by Messrs. 
J. Wiseman and Co., who have generonsly 
undertaken to convey all stores free of charge, 
and, if possible, to secure free passages for 
the members of the expedition, Lieutenant 
Dawson, the leader of the new expedition, 
was introduced to the meeting, and was 
warmly received. 

A meeting, convened by the Lord Provost, 
was held, in the Oonncil Hall, Glasgow, on 
Monday, to organise subscriptions towards 
the Livingstone Expedition Fund. A large 
committee was appointed, and £200 was raised 
at the meeting. 

The Lord Mayor has agreed to convene a 
public meeting of the citizens of London, to 
be held in the Egyptian Hall on Tuesday 
next, at three o’clock, with the view to co-ope¬ 
rate with tho Royal Geographical Sooicty in 
fitting out the proposed Livingstone expedi¬ 
tion and contributing the necessary funds.

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AMERICAN CLAIMS UNDER THE TREATY 

OF WASHINGTON. 

Considerable disappointment has been felt by the British 
public in regard to the nature and the extent of the 
claims to be laid before the Tribunal of Arbitration at 
Geneva by the Government of the United States of 
America, arising out of the alleged infraction by England 
of the obligations imposed upon her by international lasv 
during the Civil War between the Northern and Southern 
States. The Treaty having provided a method for deter 
mining the differences between the two countries by 
“ amicable settlement” instead of by a recourse to arras, 
it was naturally, but hastily, assumed by people on this 
and on the other side of the Atlantic that the relation of 
the two Governments would henceforth be regulated ex¬ 
clusively by friendly sentiments. It is not required of us, 
we think, to abandon that hope. There cannot be a 
doubt that the American case, of which a summary his 
been given to the public in the JVYio York Times, puts for¬ 
ward demands^ of a highly extravagant and somewhat 
absurd nature on behalf of the Unitod States as against 
the United Kingdom. These demands appear to be far 
more in the vein of Mr. Sumner’s celebrated speech than 
we in the Western Hemisphere can readily reconcile with 
good taste or good feeding. In case we are condemned 
by the Court of Arbitration for negligence in the discharge 
of our duties as a neutral Power, the Americans claim 
compensation not merely for the destruction of vessels 
and cargoes by the Alabama and cruisers of that class, 
but also for the expenditure of the United States 
Government in pursuit of those cruisers, for the in¬ 
creased rate of marine assurance,' for the loss 
occasioned by the transference of the commercial shipping 
of American merchants to British hands, and for the pro¬ 
longation of the war, in as far as it was caused by the 
depredations of the Alabama and vessels of like character, 
and for the augmentation of the national expanses con¬ 
sequent thereupon. All these aro put down in the 
American case as claims “ growing out of ” British negli¬ 
gence in suffering the Alabama and similar Confederate 
cruisers to escape from our ports ; and should these claims 
he admitted to the extent by the Court of Arbitration to 
which they have been urged, it is conjectured that the 
lightest sum which wc may eventually be called upon to 
pay to the American Government will be at least two 
hundred millions sterling. 

We deeply regret that President Grant has thought fit 
to give hiB sanction to the statement to which we have 
above adverted. In our English fashion of looking at 
things, the claim made upon us appears to be, not only 
inconsistent with that friendliness which characterises the 
tenour and spirit of the Washington Treaty, but also in¬ 
dicative of an ungenerous temper on the part of*tho 
Americans, which we had fondly believed had ceased to 
exist. The mere fact of its having been put forward 
disagreeably reminds us that the point of danger has not 
yet been wholly passed. We have faith, it is true, 
in the sobriety of judgment which will govern the 
decisions of the tribunal of arbitration. We rest con¬ 
fident expectations upon the reasonableness of the 
counter-case to bo submitted by the British Government. 
We have a tolerable acquaintance with the facts to bo 
dealt with, and with the principles of international law 
which will he applied to them. Nevertheless, looking to 
the uncertainty of human judgments, and to tho unknown 
influences by which they are occasionally warped, we can¬ 
not but own to a certain uncomfortableness of feeling that 
the American case has taken the form of exaggeration 
that it has. Still, it may he fairly suspected that most of 
the apprehensions excited in the minds of the British 
public by this turn of events arc groundless in their cha¬ 
racter, and that the outcome of the contention between 
the two parties to this international suit will probably be 
both final and satisfactory. 

Wo Lave to bear in mind, in the first place, the true 
character of the process of which this American case con¬ 
stitutes a prominent feature. It <is essentially a law pro¬ 
cess in which, not the demands of tho plaintiff, but the 
judgment of the Court, will govern tho issue. That 
Court has been constituted in conformity with tho Treaty 
of Washington, and consists of highly-skilled judges ap¬ 
pointed for the occasion by the Sovereigns of England, 
Italy, and Brazil , and by the Republics of America and 
Switzerland. Every one of the judges nominated by the 
Powers wo have specified may be safely believed to repre¬ 
sent the highest authority in regard t)v international law, 
skill in the application of it to the facts put before 
them, and impartiality in decision, that could have 
been selected by tho Power whom he represents. The 
stage of the judicial process at which we have now 
arrived is simply that which, in the analagous case of 
a private lawsuit, would he the statement made by the 
advocate on each side on behalf of his client. We cannot 
draw any safe conclusion from the premises put forward, 
and'argued upon, as to what the parties endeavouring to 
sustain tbtm really anticipate as the result of their 
efforts. In a private case for damages, for instance, a 
nominal stun of £'5000 may be named by the plaintiff, 
although he would think himself extremely fortunate if 
£500 were awarded to him by the Court. Tho legal pre¬ 
sentation of a case should always be distinguished from 
the itrict justice of the issue which it demands. It might 
have been more in accordance with the dignity of one 
j rcat State sueing another for damages to confine itself 
within the limits of moderation. This, however, is in the 


main a matter of good taste, and we are not obligod to 
assume that want of good taste infers a serious disregard 
of moral obligations. 

We might do well to bear in mind, moreover, the wide 
difference there is in national characteristics. The Ameri¬ 
can case strikes English minds in a far different way from, 
and consequently with a far different effect to, what it 
exhibits to the minds of Americans themselves. As a 
nation, our kinsmen across the water do not pride them¬ 
selves upon the cultivation of sentiment. They admire 
that kind of audacity which they call “ smartness; ” 
they approve of it when it is successful, they do 
not greatly condemn it when it fails. They like 
it for its own sake, -even more than for the 
sake of the results which it may secure. In their 
statement of a case some considerable extravagance of 
assertion and demand, together with the ingenuity which 
is called into play in sustaining it, suits the national 
idiosyncracy, which prizes acuteness beyond solidity. To 
concede of generosity wbat might possibly be upheld by 
law is not their habit. We may make too much, there¬ 
fore, of that which simply illustrates a characteristic 
feature of the people with whom we hive to deal. They 
have put their case before the arbitrators in that form 
which is most in harmony with their mode of thinking. 
It happens to be a form which we in England cannot 
appreciate. Our methods of doing business differ from 
theirs. We like, and think we have reason to like, our own 
methods best. But wo are scarcely warranted in rushing 
to tho conclusion that, because they havo presented their 
case in a way which does not commend itself either to 
our taste or to onr judgment, they are therefore actuated 
by a more unfriendly disposition than ourselves. 

It should not be forgotten cither that this American 
case has been framed in accordance with the maxim?, 
habits, and practices of the legal profession* The demands 
put forward in it may be technically, but are not really, the 
demands of the great American community. No doubt, 
that community would be glad to receive some hundreds 
of millions of pounds sterling from this country, if they 
could receive it as the reward of what we as well as they 
might feel to he due to the dictates of justice. But we 
much question whether they would desire to obtain even 
the largest sum at the certain expense of good feeling be¬ 
tween the two nations. Making every deduction for the 
seemingly unappeasable enmity of the Irish section 
of the United States population, we believe that 
the large majority of the American people—they 
who constitute the pith, and virtue, and character 
of society in that country—would regret, rather than 
rejoice in, an unfair advantage obtained over England by 
any unexpected success of a sophistical case. We do 
them injustice, wo think, in ascribing to them an animus 
which is only to bo found in the legal management of 
their suit against ourselves. It does not fairly represent 
them as they are, but mainly as they appear to us through 
the distorting legal medium through which their demands 
are presented. On tho whole, therefore, whilst we aro 
not inclined to under-estimate the awkwardness of the 
situation brought about by the American case, we are 
still less disposed to imagine that it will seriously interrupt 
the friendly feeling of the two nations. 

--SEARCHING THE YAULTS AT 

1 WESTMINSTER. 

The readers of Mr. Ilepworth Dixon's interesting memoirs of 
'• Her Majesty's Tower,” one volume of which is filled with a 
complete narrative of the Gunpowder Plot, will remember all 
the circumstances of Guy Fawkes's nefarious attempt to blow 
up King James I. and both Bouses of Parliament. The Fifth of 
November is no longer observed with a special thanksgiving 
in onr churches, and there are few towns in England where 
its celebration with blazing bonfires, with burning effigies, and 
With exploding rockets, squibs, and crackers, is still kept up as 
zealously as it used to be when some of us were boys. There 
is one curious relic, however, of the peculiar arrangements by 
which our ancestors, since the beginning of the first Stuart 
reign, nearly 270 years ago, thought fit either to perpetuate 
the memory of that wicked treason or to provide against 
the renewal of n similar danger. We are reminded 
by the approaching commencement of the Parliamentary 
Session, that it is the custom of the Serjeants-at-Arms, on the 
eve of opening the Session, to order the vaults beneath the 
throne in the Honse of Lords to bo carefully searched by a 
party of the Yeomen of the Royal Guard, with a view to the 
personal safety of onr beloved Sovereign, in case she were t> 
be present next day, and to deliverhor gracious Speech by her 
own lips, ns her loyal subjects best like, when it suits her 
health and convenience so to do. It is not to be expectei that 
this perquisition, in the days of Queen Victoria, will ever de¬ 
tect the existence of any more formidable enemy than a rat or 
a cockroach ; but the solemnity of the procedure is worthy of 
remark. At the some time, it may be observe:! that there 
really seems to be more danger from above than from below. 
The fall of one of the pinnacles of the central tower during 
the late gale of wind is a rather alarming sign of the pre¬ 
mature decay of Sir Charles Barry’s sumptuous buildiug. It 
is said that the stone in some parts of the exterior is already 
crumbling to pieces from the effects of the atmosphere. The 
fragments of the pinnacle crashed through the roof of the 
palace, and fell upon the floor of tho telegraph-office in the 
central lobby. Suppose they hod fallen in another direction, 
broken into tho House of Lords, and smashed the throne? 
That superstitions fanatio, Mr. Bradlaugh, whose credulity 
would have befitted a monk of the Middlo Ages, might have 
hailed this accident as an omen of the Republican Revolution 
he is so fond of predicting. We can only say of this, Ads it 
Omen.' and of the Queen's Throne, iUtoperpetua ! 


A conference was opened on Tuesday, in Manchester, t) 
discuss the causes of intemperance. Almost every speaker 
had a different panacea for the ills of drunkenness; but ulti¬ 
mately a resolution was passed in favour of decreasing the 
number of public-houses and fixing a uniform hour for closing. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEW:*. 

FRANCE. 

(From our Correspondent in Paris.) 

Thursday, Feb. 1. 

The political event of the week fraught with tho most interest 
to English renders is the condemnation of thoOobdeu Treaty by 
the Commission of tho National Assembly oharged with 
examining the various proposals for maintaining it with eer- 
tnin modifications or for denouncing it en bloc. In the ooursa 
of the brief debate which preceded the vote a certain hesi¬ 
tation was shown in recommending the denunciation of the 
treaty without some kind of qualification, as it was thought 
so positive n step would embarrass the diplomatic negotiations 
known to be going on between the two countries; and 
eventually a preamble was agreed to setting forth that the 
Assembly, in condemning the treaty, hod no intention of re¬ 
turning to the system of legislation prevalent prior to the 
year I860, the date of the inauguration of free trade in 
France. It has been intimated that the Government is in 
complete accord with the opinions expressed in tho report of 
the Commission ; so that, should the negotiations now in pro¬ 
gress fail, we may look l’or formal notice of the abrogation of 
the treaty being given, on the part of France, by the close of 
tho present week. 

Spite of formal free-trade phrases, however, the National 
Assembly has been occupying itself daring the past few days 
in discussing the clauses of a new Protectionist law relative 
lo the French merchant navy. It is some consolation to find 
that the free-trade minority of the Assembly, which on Thurs¬ 
day last could only command 130 votes, had swelled by the 
Saturday to 289 ; still the Proteotionists achieved a signal 
victory on the occasion of the final voting, on Tuesday, when 
the numbers were 4-12 in favour of the Government measure, 
opposed to 239 against it. 

The recent crisis, which might have left France temporarily 
without on acting Chief of the State, appears to have led nume¬ 
rous deputies to think themoment opportune for the nomination 
of a Vice-President of the Republic ; bat, on the matter being 
mooted to Ml Thiers, he replied, with emphasis, that ha should 
regard nny such appointment as an act of personal hostility, 
os, in case of his illness or death, M. Dufaure, Vice-President 
of the Council of Ministers, was empowered to act in his place. 
The result is that the proposal, which was thought to have 
originally emanated from the Orleanist party, has been laid 
aside. 

The question of re-establishing gambling-tables in France, 
which, it will be remembered, M. Thiers was instrumental in 
abolishing in 183*1, has been lately a good deal ventilated in 
the newspapers, and the President of the Republio is even 
said to have favourably received a deputation which soughs 
nn interview with him on the subject. No doubt the rejection 
of the proposed tax upon raw materials has placed tho 
Government in a serious dilemma, and by certain easy be¬ 
lievers it is thought possible that M. Thiers, if only to spita 
the Opposition, may listen to a proposition which would cer¬ 
tainly yield a considerable addition to the revenue, and balance 
the Budget without more ado. Among the numerous projects 
on foot for paying off the German war indemnity there is one 
recently laid before the Budget Committee by M. deSouberan, 
which is attracting considerable attention, although M. 
Thiers is stated to be opposed to it, It is a loan of four mil¬ 
liards, issued in obligations of 100f., to be repaid at 200f. in 
sixty years, n bonus of upwards of six millions being declared 
every yenr. M. Buffet has taken in hand the defence of the 
project. 

Monsignor the Count de Chamboid appears determined to 
keep himself before his partisans and the public, although his 
chances of ever mounting the throne of France are even 
remoter than those of the cx-Emperor. The Union published 
the other day a fresh manifesto from Frohsdorff, in which the 
aspirant to the throne of St. Louis announces—first, that he 
will never abdicate ; secondly, that he will never abanlon the 
white flag ; and, thirdly, that nothing will ever compel him 
to becomo tho legitimate King of tho Revolution. The 
Legitimist journals, naturally enough, consider that this 
document deals a complete deathblow to all projects of fusion 
between the heir of Charles X. and the Orleauiats, new 
rumours of which have lately filled the Paris newspapers. 

The Communist trials still continue at Versailles, and it ia 
announced that Blanqui is shortly to be brought before oao of 
the courts-martial sitting there. The only recent trial of 
interest has been that of the general secretary of the Miaistry 
of Exterior Relations, nn individual named Ollivier Pain, a 
sanguinary partisan of the Commune, who has been con¬ 
demned to transportation in a fortified place. The Journal 
Ofliriel states that out of some 20,000 insurgent prisoners who 
have been examined as yet, mere than 17,000 have been set at 
liberty, for want of evidence against them. This accounts for 
the number of ragged, emaciated, hungry, and morose-looking 
individuals one observes creeping about the streets of Belle¬ 
ville, Menilmontant, and Montmartre, whom the Gardiens 
de la Faix eye with a distrustful air, which they return with 
unmistakable scowls. It was reported some days ago that 
attacks had been made upon sentries in the outer boulevards ; 
and, if such has been the case, the culprits are doubtless to be 
found among the released insurgents, whose sanguinary ten¬ 
dencies have by no means been restrained by several months’ 
sojourn on board the hulks. It is certain that the return to 
tho capital of thousands of bad characters, without oooupatioa 
or any means of obtaining work, their former employers having 
filled up their places doriug their enforced absence with work¬ 
men from the provinces, can only give au additional stimulus 
to crime; and it behoves the Government to devise some means 
of coping with a difficulty which, if left to its owa develop- 
mtnt, will be productive of new political and social trouble*. 

Apropos of the Communists, Charles Lullier, the head 
ex-naval Lieutenant and Commander of the National 
Gnard for a short period after the revolution of 
March 18, recently attempted to escape while on his 
way from Versailles to Clairvaux, where he was to bo 
imprisoned, by jumping out of the railway carriage in which 
he "was making the journey, accompanied by three police 
agents. These latter, however, sprang out after him, and he 
was immediately recaptured and taken on to Clairvaux by the 
next train. 

Last Saturday ws3 the anniversary of the capitulation 
of Paris, and, contrary to general expectations, tha theatres 
were not closed, nor did the long-talked-of proclamation of 
the Government appear. Save that the dags of the mairies 
and public monuments were covered with crape, aad black 
flags were suspended from several houses, there was nothing 
whatever to mark the sorrowful anniversary. 

A dreadful railway accident has recently occurred between 
Antibes and Nice, to a train passing over the bridge which 
spans the Brogue, two of the arches of which gave way, when 
out of the thirteen carriages composing the train nine were 
precipitated into the torrent beneath. Ten passengers are re¬ 
ported killed, fifteen more or less grievously wounded, and six, 
by an'cxtraordinarv piece of good fortune, met with no injury 
whatever. A singular accident has also happened at Nice,. 
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part of the reeks overhanging the town having given way on 
Thursday last, falling like an avalanche upon the houses be¬ 
neath. Two or three people were killed, and several houses 
all but destroyed. 

M. Victor Place, late French Consul at New York, has been 
condemned by the Court of Appeal to two years’ imprisonment 
and 2CC0f. fine for misappropriating the public funds in the 
purchase of weapons of war during the blockade of Paris. 

The Bank of France, it is announced, is on the point of 
issuing five and ten franc notes, consequently the shabby little 
bine billets of the Comptoir d'Escompte and the Society 
G(n£rale will be withdrawn from circulation in the course of 
a few days. 

Two rich farmers, father and son, have been sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment by the Assise Court of Versailles for 
supplying the Prussians with cattle and grain during the war. 

A meeting of the Jockey Club was held on Monday, when 
a proposition signed by fifty-three members was submitted to 
exclude all Germans from the club. The motion was rejected 
by a resolution to pass to the order of the day. 

The French troops in Constantine have captured Boney 
Bao, an important insurgent chief. 

SPAIN. 

In the Cortes, when Senor Sagaata real the decree dissolv¬ 
ing it, many passionate sp;echos were male, and the uproar 
was indescribable. Sagasta read the document amid a perfect 
storm of noise and confusion. The elections are to take place 
on Anril 2. 

The re-establishment of the octroi duties at Barcelona led 
to a riot in that city on Monday, The official telegrams repre¬ 
sent the nffair as unimportant. 

A New York telegram states that an English’ vessel has 
been captured by a Spanish gun-boat for landing ! contraband 
of war in Cuba. According to a Madrid telegram, the Spanish 
Government intend to send 8000 men to the island. 

ITALY. 

The Chamber of Deputies has approved the budget of 
revenue for 1872. The committee on the budget has adopted 
the loan of 300 million lire. 

It is telegraphed that a reconciliation has taken place be¬ 
tween the Pope and the Czar, brought about at the reception 
of the Grand Duke Michael at the Vatican; also that the 
Italian Government has abandoned its intention to expropriate 
the Batilica San Vitnle, on a protest from the Pope. Anew 
journal, J I'Eipirance de Home , has appeared. The despatch 
{it m Rome toys its programme is “ War to Catholic Insti- 
tutiois.” Father Hyacinthe is among the writers. It is now- 
denied that the Pope has authorised Polish priests to prsach in 
Russian. The Czar bns demanded the nomination of five 
Catholic Bishops, and the Pope replied that the Bishops would 
be accepted if worthy, and would be precognised a’, the next 
ccnsittory. The Government is reported to have ordered that, 
in Remo ecclesiastics, male or female, must not be represented 
cn the stage at all. 

The Pope has sent a donation of lOOOf. to the sufferers 1 y 
the late fire at Florence. 

In reply to an address presented by the committee of 
Catholic delegates, protesting against the transfer oE th: 
legations accredited to the Government from Florence to 
Rome, the Pope stated that the Church militant had been 
abandoned, but that they only would be guilty who should 
refuse to defend her. 

GERMANY. 

The Lower Chamber of the Prussian Parliament ter¬ 
minated, on Moriday last, the preliminary deliberation on the 
Budget for 1872. with the exception of the estimates for the 
department of Public Worship and Instruction and the pro¬ 
posed augmentation of the snlnries of public functionaries, 
which were discussed on Tuesday. There was, on that day, a 
debate on the abolition of the Catholio department, hitherto 
attached to the Ministry of Public Worship. Dr. Falk, the 
new Minister, defended the change, and Prince Bismarck said 
he had recommended it to the King four years ago. Ho com¬ 
plained of the hostile attitude of the Catholic press, and urged 
the House to hold itself aloof from theological ciuarrels. 

Tie official gazette publishes a law extending to Alsace- 
Lorraine the clause of the Imperial German Constitution 
which relates to the military system, as well as the provisions 
of lie law on obligation to military service. 

RUSSIA. 

The city of Schamaclii, in the Caucasus, was, on Sunday, 
totally destroyed by a succession of earthquakes. Few houses 
remained standing, nnd many lives have been lost. 

Prim e Gortsehakofl has signified to the United States 
Govemrr ent that, M. Katacazy having had to be recalled, as 
an nnacci ptable representative, he will for the prese itappoint 
no snccesior, but be represented by an agent without aDy 
diplomatic rank. Mr. Curtin, the American MinUter at St. 
Petersburg, is likewise prevented from staying at his post, and 
les gene tc Nice “for the sake of his health." 

INDIA. 

The Vice: oy of India arrived at Rangoon in the flagship 
Glasgow on Sunday. He landed on Monday afternoon, when 
be was enthusiastically received. Ho was to hold a reception 
cf Burmese on Tuesday, and distribute gold medals and neck¬ 
laces of honour among the principal nobles and gentlemen. 

There is further news of the Locshai expedition. General 
Bourihier and staff left camp on the 25th alt., with n wing 
of the 44th Native Infantry. Next day they were fired on by 
a large party of Looshais, who were concealed in the bed of a 
rocky stream, with heavy jungle on both sides. The enemy 
were driven oat by a brilliant charge of infantry, chased up 
the hill (5500 ft. high, the despatch says), end afterwards 
driven from two formidable positions. General Bourchier was 
wounded in the head and arm, but not severely. There were 
four killed on our side, and a few wounded. A desperate 
attempt was also made to annoy the rear; but the enemy 
suffered severely and was driven off. A Loosbai village was 
burnt, on the 28th ult., with considerable loss to tho enemy, but 
none to the troops of the expedition. 


The Queen has approved of Mr. William Wedderbam 
Arbuthnot as Consul for Madras and the Presidency thereof 
for the King of Sweden and Norway. 

Sir Louis Mallet, C.B., Assistant Secretary to tho Board of 
Trade, has been appointed a member of the Council of India. 

The Duke of Argyll, Secretary for India, has offered the 
pist of Lieutenant-Governor of Madras to the Earl of Morley, 
bat bis Lordship has declined it. 

Advices from Liberia state that Mr. J. J. Roberts has been 
unanimously elected President, a post which he filled at the 
organisation of the Republic. 

The great parliament of the gipsies, which is held once 
oviry seven years, is to be held this year at Canstatt, in 
Go many, out of deference for King Joseph Reinhard, who is 
m'r ety-cight years of age. nnd not able to undertake any long 
)ci rney. Delegates of all gipsy tribes will attend the parlia- 
“* ut to deliberate on common interests. 


We hear that Mdlle. Christine Nilsson has mode arrange¬ 
ments to sail from New York for England on April 20 next, in 
order to fulfil her engagement at the opera in London, 

The American Academy of Arts and Sciences has presented 
the Romford medals to Mr. J. Harrison, jam, of Philadelphia, 
for his invention of safety boilers. 

Sir Richard McDonnell’s term of office as Governor of Hong- 
Kcng will expire in March next, and he will be succeeded by 
Sir Arthur Kennedy, K.C.M.G., at present Governor-in-Chief 
of the West African Settlements, 

Mr. Richard Lewis, of the Western Circuit, the well-known 
secretary of tho National Life-Boat Institution, has been ap¬ 
pointed honorary member of the Socidtc Royale et C'entrale dee 
Sauveteurs de Belgique. 

The Australian newspapers contain additional information 
of the exploits of the white settlers in the Fijian group. A 
number of Englishmen accompanied a native force on the 
“war path,” and found amusement in “knocking over natives 
at 1200 yards." A writer in the Pui Timet denounces the 
infamous pastime in which some of his countrymen indulge; 
and tays, “ It is absurd to speak of this warfare as a contest of 
civilisation against barbarism. It is nothing bat a war of one 
fom of savagery against another, in which all the cold¬ 
blooded atrocity, all the bloodthirsty lovo of murder for its 
own sake, all the spirit of reckless, indiscriminate massacre 
s cm to be on the one side which wears the thin disguise and 
c’aims the title of civilisation." 

Sir Samuel Baker, writing from Ismailia on Oct. 20, says 
thnt, after a most horrible voyage of five months and twenty- 
two days, the expedition arrived there. It is impossible to 
adequately describe the difficulties of the journey. The White 
Nile being closed, tho Bahr Giraffe is the only route—such as 
it is—to Gondokoro. His vessels, fifty-eight in number, in¬ 
cluding a large steamer—drew from four to four and a half 
feet of water, and for months his men had to cut canals and to 
deepen channels with spades and hoes to enable the vessels to 
pass. Seme of his men had been killed by the Baris savages, 
who, however, were soon cowed. The most serious matter is 
the dislike of the officers and troops to the object of the expe¬ 
dition ; the stopping of the slave trade is hateful to them. 
The country is magnificent, and he never saw such superb 
forcstsof tamarind trees. He will not have another opportunity 
of writing for neaiTy twelve months. In another letter Sir S. 
Baker reports the death of Dr. Gcdge, and says there has been 
a sad loss of life from malaria and fatigue.

Mr. E. J. Reed, C.B., late Chief Constructor of the Navy, is 
about to establish, under the title of Natal Science . a pro¬ 
fessional magazine, to be devoted to the improvement of naval 
architecture, marine engineering, steam navigation, and sea¬ 
manship. It will be published quarterly, and will be edited 
by Dr. Woolley, the Director of Education to the Admiralty, 
and Mr. Reed. 

The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, who was accompanied 
by Countess Spencer, distributed tho prizes to the students at 
the Royal Dublin Society’s School of Arts on Monday. The 
Lord Lieutenant congratulated the successful students, and 
s) oke of the great value of art-education, in which he was 
glad to be able to st*y Dublin had taken a prominent position. 
Ilia Excellency held a Levee on Tuesday, which was nume¬ 
rously attended ; and in the evening tho Marquis of Ilar- 
tington gave a ball at the Chief Secretary’s Lodge, which wa3 
attended by the Lord Lieutenant and Countess Spencer. 

The Eail of Stamford and Warrington has proposed to give 
a tract of land lying between the towns of Ashton-under-Lyne 
and Stalybridge, of the value of upwards of £10,000, for the 
formation of a public park for the district, on the condition 
that the inhabitants will subscribe the necessary funds for lay¬ 
ing out the park and approaches. Mr. Darn ton, solicitor, ex- 
Mayor of Ashton-under-Lyne, has also offered to convey a plot 
of land containing about nine acres and a half, and also a large 
mansion thereon, known as the “ Highfield Estate ” (late be¬ 
longing to Abel Harrison, Esq.), to form part of such park, for 
£2000. The Highfield estate ia subject to a yearly chief rent 
of £131, payable to Lord Stamford, which his Lordship has also 
consented to forego. 


ANTIQUITIES OV ROME. 

Among the sketches taken by our own Artist in Rome, which 
have been engraved for the last two Numbers of this Journal, 
was one oL the entrance to the Jewish catacombs at St. 
Urbano, in the Appian Way. The very numerous and exten¬ 
sive Christian catacombs, of which there are fifty or sixty 
within three miles of the city walls, must have resoive 1, during 
the first six centuries of our era. several millions of deal 
bodies. The aggregate length of ail their galleries is esti¬ 
mated at 350 miles. They are found on every Hide of R ime, 
and it seems probable that they were the ordinary burial- 
places of the city population after the establishment of 
Christianity by the Emperor Constantine as the oil! jial religion 
of the State. But, originally, there is no doubt, the practice 
of lo}ingthc remains of their departed friends in thess under¬ 
ground vaults, instead of burning them and storing up their 
cn-hes in funeral urns, as the heathens did, was privately re¬ 
sorted to by the Christians of Rome, as by the Jews before them. 
The galleries and chambers excavated for this parpue were 
oittn situated in the gurdens of wealthy member* of the 
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Chtfrch. In some instances these places still bear the 
names of their ancient owners, amongst whom are 
Priscilla and Lucies, devout Roman ladies who lived in 
the time of the Apostles ; and Flavia Domitilla, a niece 
of the Emperor Domitian, banished for her attachment 
to the new religion. The early Christians did not call 
these places catacombs, but cemeteries, a word signifying 
that they were made for the departed to lie and rest there. 

The catacombs are formed in the granular tufa, of 
a dry and porous nature, which is the substance of 
nearly all the low hills of the Campagna, as well as of 
the Palatine. The galleries, usually crossing each other 
at right angles, are from 3 ft. to 6 ft. wide, and seldom 
above 8 ft. high. Their sides are hollowed out so as to 
present ledges or shelves, 7 ft. or 8 ft. long, which are 
one above another, like berths in the cabin of a ship. 

Here the bodies of the dead were placed, being first 
embalmed with spices and wrapped in fine linen, 
to imitate the mode of our Lord’s interment at 
Jerusalem. The open side of the recess was then 

clcsed with a slab of marble, which sometimes bore 
an inscription of the name and date. Two or three 
corpses belonging to one family were occasionally 
laid together. Besides these “loculi," as the tombs 
so constructed were termed, there were larger se¬ 
pulchres, called “ Arcosolia,” for persons of greater 
note, especially for bishops and martyrs; they had 
a sarcophagus out iu the rock, with an arch built 
over it, forming an apse at the end of the niche occupied by 
the tomb. The upper slab of a tomb is said to have been used, 
in some cases, as on altar for the sacrament received by the 
congregation on the anniversary of the saint’s death. The 
galleries frequently lead to “cubicula," or square chambers, 
surrounded with tombs, which are lighted and ventilated, in

some of the catacombs, by a pei^gndicnlar shaft. There is 
reason to believe that these apartments were chapels or places 
of worship for the Christians to assemble in at times of perse¬ 
cution. Where three or four small chambers adjoined each 
other, the entire crypt would give room for more than a 
hundred persons. There are stone chairs or seats for 


the presiding bishop and the deacons of the church. 
The walls are frequently decorated with rude fresco- 
paintings, some of which represent groups of 
figures and incidents of Bible history ; hut most of 
them display symbolic objeota—the dove, the sheep, 
the fish, the phoenix, the anchor, the Bhip, the vine, 
the palm and olive branch. The Fish, of which wo give 
an Illustration, is a figure expressing an alphabetical 
rebus : the Greek word ICHTHUS, which means fish, 
contains the initial letters of the words forming this 
title, in Greek, “Jesus Christ, Son of God, Saviour." 

The catacombs of St. Oalixtns are situated in the tri¬ 
angular Bpace between the Via Appia and the Via Ar- 
deatina, beyond the CceLian Hill. They include the cata¬ 
comb of St. Lucina and two or three others, which seem 
to have been originally made apart from each other and 
to have been united at a later date. Here is the se¬ 
pulchral chamber of several of the early Bishops of Rome, 
eaoh of whom was styled a Father, or Pope. The names 
of Lucina, who died in A.D.- 232; Fabianus, a.d. 236 ; 
Anterus, a.d. 235; and Eutyohlanus, A.D. 275, are 
inscribed here in Greek letters ; and it is sup¬ 
posed that St. Urbanua, A.D. 223, and St. Sixtus II., 
who suffered martyrdom, a.d. 268, in the neigh¬ 
bouring cemetery of Prsetextatus, were also bnried 
in that of St. Calixtns. The tombs of these Popes 
were preserved with great care by their successor 
D&m&sns, a hundred years later, who has left 
an inscription in Latin verse expressing his reverence for 
them, and who built a chapel at the entrance to the catacomb. 
The cubiculum or chamber of St. Cecilia, in the same cata¬ 
comb, has an arcosolium, in whioh the body of that saint was 
deposited by 0 rbanus after her martyrdom. Another passage 
leads to the cubiculum of St. Cornelius, who lived in the 
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middle of the third century, and was put to death by Galius, 
at Rome or Civita Vecchia. on the same day with his friend 
and correspondent, St. Cyprian, of Carthage. The walls are 
painted with rude portraits of both these sainted Bishops, each 
holding the book of the Gospel in his hands, and dressed in 
his episcopal robes. There is a fragment of an inscription, 
“ Cornelius Martyr,” still visible. The tomb of Cornelius is 
a wide loculus above the altar ; his body was removed to

Germany iu the Middle Ages. In front of this cubiculum is a 
short pillar, which supported the ever-burning lamp of oil 
maintained before the shrine ; a few drops of this oil were 
Bent by Popes to Kings or Queens as a most precious gift. 

The catacombs of St Agnes, a mile beyond the Porta Pia,. 
those of St. Sebastian, and those of St Nerena and St. 
Achilles, are usually visited by strangers who feel an interest 
in this subject Human bones, and even whole skeletons, are 
to be seen lying in some of the tombs. The cemetery of St. 
Thraso and St. Satnrninus, outside the Porta Salaro, and that 
of St. Priscilla, farther on the aame road, north-east of the 
oity, contain some remarkable wall-pictures, one of whioh, in 
St Priscilla’s catacomb, represents a female with a child; 
another showa a young woman receiving the veil from a 
Bishop. There is an aqueduct crossing this catacomb, and 
one of the reservoirs is shown in our Artist’s sketch, with him¬ 
self and the guide looking into it. 

It is worth while to compare these Christian places of 
sepulture with such of the older Roman tombs as those of the 
Scipio fsmily, an Illustration of whioh was given last week, 
or with the “oolumbaria," the ranges.and tiers of "pigeon¬ 
holes,” as that name implies, whioh the Romans used to hold 
the urns with the ashes of their dead after the process of 
burning. These columbaria, as may well be supposed, were 
not used for the mortal remains of the aristocracy, but of the 
middle classes, freedmen and servants, or clients of the Roman 
nobles. Three columbaria in the Appian Way, near the 
Tomb of the Scipioe, belonged to the household of the Cassars j 
and the inscriptions prove that, amongst the persons whose ash« s 
were placed here, in the reign of Tiberius, were two of the 
librarians employed in the Palatine Library, the Greek and the 
Latin librarian ; a medical attendant of the Emperor, a mid¬ 
wife, a silversmith, a cymbal-player, and the members of a 
musical band, or company. The bodies of slaves were not 
burned, but were cast pell-mell into large pits. In the time 
of the Antonines the custom of burning the dead began to be 
exchanged for that of burying them entire. This was not 
imitating the example of the Jews and Christians, but return¬ 
ing to the primitive usage of Republican Rome before its 
acquaintance with Greece. 

The collection of Christian sarcophagi, or coffins, in the 
mnseum of the Lateran Palace, is of great interest. There are 
more than twenty, sculptured with many designs — of the 
Father and the Son, Adam and Eve and the Serpent, the 


Sacrifice of Abraham, Moses striking the Rock, Elijah and the 
Heavenly Chariot, Jonah and the Whale, Daniel and the Lions, 
the Virgin and Child, the Miracles of Christ, and other Scrip¬ 
ture themes. One sculpture represents the Labarum of Con¬ 
stantine, the Celestial Standard of the Cross, with figures of the 
waking and sleeping soldiers beneath. This department of 
the mnseum was arranged by the late Padre Marchi, for Popo 
Pius IX.

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“ A moment, nnd nil will be life again,” ns Byron wrote, 
describing the pause immediately before battle. Long 
before oar next issue tire Session will have opened, the 
Royal Speech will have been dissected by mercileat 
anatomists, and Ministers will linvo received as many- 
menacing notices as if they were the landlords of “ ati 
affectionate people." The poet’s next line may not so 
appropriately' illustrate the situation. “ The march, the 
charge, tho shouts of either faith,” are not at present to 
be expected ; for we are told by hostile leaders that there 
is no haste to attack the Cabinet garrison, and it may be 
a little ironical to talk of “ either faith ” when the dif¬ 
ficulty stems to be to find ont what party lias any 
abstract faith at all. Nevertheless, we may be as assured 
as was the placid author of “The Task," when opening 
his welcome newspaper, of 

The grand debate, 

The popular harangue, the tart reply, 

The logic, and the wisdom, nnd the wit, 

And the loud laugh. 

In fact, the Session promises well for what are called 
readable discussions. AVe are to have no great legislation, 
but experience tells us that it is not with great questions 
that orators are usually most fortunate. Five or six set 
speeches are generally as many as men care to peruse when 
the matter in hand is of a high order; the explanation not 
being a complimentary one to the majority of speakers, 
we leave it to the discernment of the reader. But we are 
to have a variety of domestic measures, most of which will 
inevitably summon up members who indulge in the luxury 
of crotchets. It is in defence of his pet crotchet that the 
average politician is at his best, or, at all events, at his most 
entertaining. His views on the large questions of the 
day he has taken at second-hand, and he is probably wise 
in having done so. He will vote rightly enough, and we 
are not much concerned with his reasons for not voting 
wrongly. Enough, if his chiefs see him in the lobby. 
But on his own subject “ there, where he has garnered up 
his heart’ ’—there, where he has for years found means of 
afflicting his patient family and boring his impatient 
friends—there will tho honourable member be “in his best 
form. Tuesday' afternoon will exhibit a programme 
which will be rich in promise for him. Happily, one 
man’s crotchet is another man’s hate, and it is almost 
more pleasant to destroy than to defend. Therefore, for 
such readers of debate as love to sit, like the gods of 
Epicurus, and heed mortal squabbles only when they 
afford opportunity for heartless smiles, we think that the 
Session of 1872 will be less disagreeable than any recent 
Session. 

This mode of looking at Parliamentary work is, of 
course, indispensable, and must be utterly odious to the 
“ earnest’ ’ persons who hurry about eager to discuss the 
last night's debate, and who still hold their early-imbibed 
belief that everything done and said in Parliament is 
of extreme importance. They are no parties to the 
sentiment 

How small, of all that human hearts endure, 

The part that kings or laws can cause or cure. 

They have not only an abiding trust in the efficacy of 
laws, but a superstitious veneration for the machinery by 
which laws are manufactured. Possibly this class of 
person is not so well known in metropolitan circles as in 
the country. It is almost impossible for a man to go 
much into London society and fail to lose a good deal of 
his reverence for Parliamentary utterances. He hears what 
is said about the speakers, and there is a charming frankness 
in the way they are “ reckoned up.” But he also sometimes 
meets the speakers themselves in the flesh, and then he 
must be very devout indeed if he preserves all his old 
venerations. In the country the ancient faith lingers, and 
there are thousands of households where the debates are 
regularly perused at the hour when happy faces (possibly 
less happy for the politics) “ smile around the taper's 
light." It is not in these homes that irreverent remarks 
on the wisdom of Parliament will be well received. It is 
here that Sir Tnnbelly Clumsy’s exclamation of awe—if 
transferred to the case of a member of Parliament—would 
be ccliocd. “ Nay, if thou art joking deputy lieu¬ 
tenants-!" The offence is too deep to permit the 

completion of the sentence. It is not to worthy persons 
who feel in this way that a journalist who pardonably 
enjoys the hope of finding something beside prosiness in 
the reports which he must study for the next six months 
wculd address his somewhat selfish congratulations. 

It is fitting that little fishes should not be made to 
talk like great whales, as Goldsmith said would be the 
case if Johnson had to write a book of natural history. 
Also, it is fitting that second-rate topics should not be 
discussed os if the welfare of an empire depended upon 
them. A man may make a very good and useful speech 
on a liquor bill or a ballot bill, and yet never once appeal 
to first principles or use sesquipedalianisms. But it ia 
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iqually true that very important questions may come 

kfore Parliament, and it usually happens that such que 3 - 
■ions are forced upon the Legislature, and are not in the 
jlinisterial programme. With such, should they arise, the 
Houses will, of course, be prepared to deal adequately and 
jravely ; and there is one especially, to which reference is 
(lsewherc made, and to which, therefore, we only advert 
lc-re. Should that question present itself in the form 

jhich is possible, there is no amount of solemn attention_ 

ve use the words advisedly—that can be given to it 
vhich will be deemed excessive. But if that 
firtunatoly should be disposed of without the aid of Par 
lament, we are unable to see anything in the political 
brizon which ought to disquiet people's minds. The 
Iducation Revolt has troublesome elements; but Mr. 
Gladstone has pledged himself to stand by the Act, the 
Opposition will support him, and the newly-discovered 
grievance of those who would rather that a child were 
l'ft untaught than that ho should be taught by a con- 
adentious Churchman will not be allowed to prevent fair 
jlay for a measure for which the poor have cried for half 
a century in vain, and which at length has been gained 
aitor a struggle which will not be set by the historian to 
tliecredit of England. There will be some “• tart talk 
on his, but we do not think so ill of Parliament as to 
belibe that it will make a concession to fanaticism, and 
undo\ great and good work. For the rest of the busi¬ 
ness \hich is likely to come before the Houses, w'e think 
that t\>y may go- to it—we would say “ with a light 
heart, Wt for the ill omen that connects itself with the 
words. With the expression of this belief, and with a 
satisfaetto which it might seem more “ earnest " to dis¬ 
semble, b^ which we must take-leave to signify, we onc 9 
more awaUhe oponing of the Parliamentary Session.

METROPOLITAN NEWS. 

The annual ball of the Gaelic Society was held vester ’ay 
week at St. James's Hall. } 

A crowded meeting of the National Temperance Lia^ue 
was held on Tuesday in Exeter Hall. 

A contribution of £80 11s. 6d. to the Mark Lemon fund 
has been forwarded by Mr. Buekstone as the proceeds of a 
special performance at the Haymarkct Theatre. 

Mr. John Walter, M.P., has consented to preside at the 
annual festival of the Hospital for Sick Children, which is to 
to be held at Willis’s Rooms, on Wednesday next. 

At a special meeting of the City Aldermen, held on 
Tuesday, a committee of the whole Court was appointed to 
make arrangements for the Queen’s state visit to the City on 
the thanksgiving doy. 

“The Erratics” will give a performance next Thursday 
evening, at St. George’s Hall, in aid of the funds of the 
London Hospital, when the representation of Byron’s comedy 
“ War to the Knife ’’ will be followed by that of Planches 
comic drama “ Not a Bad Judge." 

A meeting was held at Lambeth Baths, on Wednesday 
evening, to take measures for procuring the abolition of tolls 
on all bridges within the metropolitan area, but moi-e 
especially Waterloo Bridge, the tolls of which, it was said, 
imposed a tax on the public of at least £20,000 a year. 

The largest sale of Cape diamonds that has yet taken place 
by auction in this country was held, on Wednesdav, at the 
rooms of Messrs. Debenhara, Store, and Sons, of King street. 
Covent-garden. The auction comprised upwards of 10Q0 
carats of cut brilliants and rough diamonds, as found. The 
total realised by the sale was about £9730. 

There were two cases of suicide on Thursday. A well- 
dressed man, apparently a little over thirty years of age 
leaped from Blackfriars Bridge into the Thames at eight 
o’clock in the morning. The other case was that of a barmaid 
at the Salutation Tavern, Newgate-street, who jumped out of 
Mhiid-floor window and was killed. 

The prizes to the 37lh Middlesex Volunteers were presented 
to them, last Saturday evening, by the Lord Mayor. It was 
stated that there are 800 men in the corps, 789 of whom are 
effectives and 701 extra efficients. The Duke of Belford’s 
challenge cup, value £100, was won by Private Bewick, who 
received several substantial prizes by right of having attained 
the honour of being first in this competition. 

In the metropolis 2317 births and 1G02 deaths were regis¬ 
tered last week, the former having been 52 and the latter 170 
below the average. Ninety persons died from smallpox -U 
from measles, 19 from scarlet fever, 7 from diphtheria. 98 "from 
whooping-cough, 28 from different forms of fever, and 12 from 
diarrhoea. Last week the aggregate mortality in London and 
twenty other large towns in the United Kingdom was at the 
rate of 28 deaths annually to every 1000 persons. 

The weekly return of metropolitan pauperism shows that 
the total number of pnujiers last week was 121,470 of 
whom 35,839 were in workhouses, and 88,631 received outdoor 
rehef. Compared with the_ corresponding week in the years 
1871, 1870. and 1869, these figures show a decrease of 37,952 
38,210, and 27,206 respectively. The total number of vagrants’ 
relieved was 789, of whom 613 were men, 130 women, and 46 
children under sixteen. 

i ' rbc Thames Shipping Inspection Committee met, at Guild¬ 
hall, on Monday last, and retried that they had engaged Sir 
Harry Leach to organise and superintend a complete inspec¬ 
tion of the shipping in the port of London if cholera appeared 
and had also obtained from the Admiralty the loan of a vessel 
for the reception of patients. A deputation was appointed to 
wait upon the President of the'Local Governmeat Board to 
urge thaq in the forthcoming Public Health Bill, the port of 
London should form an independent sanitary distriot. 

The last of the four conversaziones given by the Dean and 
Chapter of St. Paul's to young men engaged in the City took 
place at the Chapter House, on Tuesday evening. About a 
hundred were present, and were received by the Dean, Canons 
Lightfoot, Liddon, and Gregory, and Bishop Claughton. Tea 
and coffee were served in the hall, after which the guests 
assembled in the large committee-room, where the tables were 
strewn with photographs and engravings, and also with a 
curious collection of Australian seaweeds. Several members 
of the cathedral choir were present, and enlivened the proceed¬ 
ings with songs nnd glees. The experiment of these gatherings 
has proved decidedly successful. 

Professor Guthrie delivered another of hi 3 conrse of lec¬ 
tures on “ Physics and Chemistry.” at the South Kensington 
Museum, on Wednesday, when, the weather being extremely 
fine, there was an unusually large attendance. The lecturer 
took the opportunity of alluding to the illness of Professor 
Iluxley, and intimated that the series of lectnres which, but 
for this illness, he would have given on “ Biology,” will be de¬ 
livered by Dr. Micbae-l Foster, of Cambridge. ’ Professor 
Guthrie then proceeded with his lecture on “Physics and 
Chemistry, ’ returning to the point where he left off on the 
previous occasion—the relation which heat bears to solids 
liquids, and gases. 

Lord Derby was in the chair on Wednesday night, at a 
meeting of the Society of Arts, at which Mr. George C T 
Bartley read a paper on “ Individual Providence Tor Old Ago 
as a National Question " Mr. Bartley suggested that the best 
method of correcting the evil in question was to deduct from 
wages. Lord Derby said he did not think this scheme was 
easily practicable. Working men disliked anything like inter¬ 
ference with their private affairs. In short, he differed with 
respect to the remedy proposed, but agreed as to the extreme 
importance of the subject, which was of national as well as of 
private interest. All that they conld do was to encourage the 
" 0> king classes to save money by showing them what fa -’ilities 
existed. 


A deputation from the London School Board waited, on 
Tuesday, upon the Home Secretory, on the subject of’ in¬ 
creasing the number of industrial schools. The activity of 
the t(beers of the board had gathered up 400 “poor unfor¬ 


tunate and neglected children ” out of the streets ; but that 
had filled all the industrial schorls. The board must, there¬ 
fore, give up this part of iti woik unless the Government 
would allow the system to be extended by certifying as in- 

ilustrial schools those new buildings which private persons_ 

with the assistance of the school board — were willing to 
erect, and by permitting the enlargement of the existing 
schools. Mr. Bruce, in reply, said he should propose that the 
Government should not refuse these applications, but that ia 
future the grant will be reduced from 5i. to 3s. 6d. 

The annual festival of the friends of the Royal Masonic 
Benevolent Institution was held, on Wednesday at the Free¬ 
masons’ Tavern-Earl Percy, Provincial Graad Master of 
Northumberland, in the chnir. There was a numerous attend¬ 
ance of the brethren—about 200 sitting down ti the banquet. 
Many ladies were admitted to the hauqueting-room after 
dinner. The object of the institution is to provide pensions 
for aged Freemasons and the widows tf decease 1 Freemasons, 
and the chairman stated that there are at presen’, 110 brethrea 
receiving £26 a year each, and 74 widows receiving £25 a year 
enc-h. He also made etroag appeal for further assistance to 
enable the institution to do yet more good than it had hitherto 
accomplished. The stewards’ lists, lead out by Mr. Farnfield, 
the secretary, showed subscriptions to this festival to the 
amount of £3567,with five lists to come in. 

tt 1 ‘ ub l ic m ! x ' Ul !£ was convened, on Tuesday, at the Egyptian 
Hall of the Mansion House, with a view to co-operate with 
the Royal Geographical Society in fitting out the expelitioa 
which is to be dispatched in search of Dr. Livingstone. The 
Lord Mayor presided, and amongst the other speakers were 
Sir H. Enwiinson. Coionel Grant (the African traveller), Sir 
Hurtle .Vrere, and Lieutenant Llewellyn Dawson. More than 
£-\,o was subscribed in the hall, and the subscriptions now 
amount to about £3000. A letter from Miss Nightingale w,n 
read, containing the following passage “ May God speed 
every effort to save one of the greatest mea of our time, or, if 
he is dead, to save his discoveries ! If it co 3 t £10,00 ) 1 1 send 
him a pair of boots, England ought to give it.” Sir Henry 
I-awiiEson Eaid the expedition would start under th<e mo^t 
favourable circumstances : and, so far from the Governmeat 
oeing opposed to it, he said they had given valuable assistance 
towards it through their agent at Zanzibar. 

The first annual festival in connection with that laudable 
institution, Homes for Working Boys in London, was held on 
1 uesdny evening, at the London Tavern, under tho presidency 
of Colonel Hogg, M.P., chairman of the Metropolitan Board of 
W orks. Among tbe guests were Sir Charles Jackson. Mr.

The object of the 
homes Is to provide a refuge for working boys who are willin'*- 
to pay weekly a certain sum out of their earuings towards 
their board and lodging, and so to keep them from those 
haunts of misery and vice, the common lodging 1 -houses of 
London. Tbe amount of the inmates' earnings is only suf¬ 
ficient to defray part of the expenses of the institution, the 
remainder being paid by voluntary contributions. Two homes 
have been established—one in tho City, at 50, Spital-saunrc ; 
and one at the lNcst-End. at 15, Lower-Seymour-streot. These 
two homes are quite full, accommodating eighty boys, who 
earn on an average about 7s. per week, and there are many 
.more applicants for admisson. It transpired daring th'e 
course of the evening that Mr. Samuel Morley, M.P., had 
munifipent’y promised to furnish and pay the rent for four 
years of a third home, as soon as it could be started. A goodly 
list of subscriptions, amounting to £1260, was afterwards read. 

The annual general meeting of the Royal General Annuity 
society, at Poultry Chamber-', was held, on Monday last, at 
the London Tavern, when there was a large attendance of 
governors and patrons. The society was originally instituted 
in 1827, for the purpose of granting annuities to old and dis- 
tressed merchants, bankers, brokers, professional men, nitinu- 
lecturers, traders, clerks, their widows' and unmarried 
daughters, without distinction of creed or country, and with- 
out membership or payment. Dr. Frederick C. Jones, a 
director, took the chair. Mr. F. F. Toole, the secretary, rea l 
the report and balance-sheet for the past year. The report 
showed a marked increase of prosperity as the result of the 
seven-years apprenticeship” of the present management, 
borne valuable bequests had been received from old subscribers 
and it would almost seem os if the advice of a director at a 
former meeting had been followed : “ If you have not made 
your will, make it and remember us; but‘if you have made a 
will and forgotten ns, add a codicil and leave a gift for this 
much-needed society.” Subsequently the polling took place, 
and the following persons were elcctel annuitants Mrs.

THE FOREIGN CATTLE MARKET. 

The new foreign cattle market, on the site of Deptford Dock¬ 
yard, was opened by the Lord Mayor of London on Thursday 
week. It has an area of twenty-two acres, and a river frontage 
of 1100 ft., with facilities for landing cattle at all times and 
tides. The city architect, Mr. Horace Jones, has contrived to 
utilise the Admiralty ship-building sheds, workshops, and 
storehouses, with the addition of other buildings, for the pur¬ 
poses of the market and slaughtering-places. By connecting 
together the three great Bheds around the dock basin he has 
formed the principal roofed-in area, of n pentagonal horseshoe 
form, in ground plan, with the basin in the middle and the 
side next the river left uncovered. From the two ends of this 
horseshoe range of lairs two separate piers or landing-stages, 
350ft apart, project into the river ; and a third landing-stage, 
400 ft further east is provided for a long shed, which stands 
apart from the other lairs. The cattle and sheep walk off the 
vessel in the river along a gangway to the shore, and pass into 


the covered lairs or pens. The horseshoe range of Bhedt is 
divided by two brick walls into four large compartments, for 
the better separation of healthy and suspected cargoes. The 
shed-roofs of the “ slips,” some 80 ft. or 90 ft. in height to the 
ridge, were open at the sides ; but theso have been convened 
into houses by side inclosures of wood framing, the lower por¬ 
tion boarded, the upper part glazed, with a large aggregate 
area of opening panes and of glass louvres inserted (for 
ventilation. The pens are paved with brick on edge, and the 
roadways of 20 ft. breadth passing down the centre of aeh 
building are of granite pitching. The new roofs nniln? 
together the slip-sheds are of wood and slate, carried ip m 
iron pillars, and are about 15 ft. in height. The cattle-jeni 
are 24 ft. wide, and 60 ft. to 90 ft. long, running transvesely 
from the central roadway to the side wall, while 6 ft. bead 
passages divide pen from pen. Each sheep-pon measures 2* ft. 
in length by 10 ft. wide. Wooden or iron drinking trough) are 
placed upon the ground, and connected by pipes, so that water 
flows from one to another. By a rough estimate there mut be 
more than 54 aores of these iairs under cover ; and the emu¬ 
lation, from the number of pens, is that, with an allowan© of 
thirty square feet per beast, there is accommodation for 400 ; 
or, allowing twenty-two square feet per boast, there is spico 
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for 6300. At five square feet per sheep there are pens for 
11,500 ; or at four square feet per sheep there are pens for 
14,500. There are three slaughter-houses, each of 60 ft length 
by 30 ft. width, and seven houses each of 48 ft. length by 16 ft. 
width, these being built of strong timber uprights and plates, 
with plank floors and walls, and spar and board roofs ; and 
the carcasses are suspended to very stout round beams, cranes 
or “ crabs ” being provided for easily and expeditiously hauling 
up the slaughtered cattle. The accommodation is sufficient for 
the butchering of 700 cattle per day, and 1600 sheep have been 
killed and dressed in a day. The animals landed are vigilantly 
looked after by the Customs inspectors and by the police.

OTTER-HOUNDS. 

The otter formB, according to zoologist*, an aqnatic representa¬ 
tive of the family of the Mustelid®, the most bloodthirsty of 
all the carnivora; a family which includes the weasel, the 
ferret (which has been knowm to be bold enough to attack 
man), and the polecat. All the members of the family are 
semi-plantigrade ; and, on account of the length of the body 
and the shortness of tbs limbs (which permit them to pass 
through very small openings), they are called vermiform. 
Otters havo the some general aspect and dentition vvith the 
| weasel*, but arc readily distinguishable from all othor genera 


of the family by theb®bhed toes and horizontally flattened 
tails, which enable th/to swim and to direct their oourt-e in 
the water, and pounce their prey with great rapidity. But 
although the otter is y bloodthirsty, yet, hke the family to 
which it belongs, it ift so much adapted for devouring flesh 
as are feline animal! The consequence is, however, that it 
destroys more fish thit devours ; and in a salmon stream, 
for example, its desttiveuess is so great as to seem to pointit 
out as a legitimabhject for extirpation to man in the 
universal battle for'e. Its wily sugaoity and the diffionl'y 
of overtaking it J heighten the excitement of man’s 
natural hunting in>cts. For otter-hunting man has. how¬ 
ever an invaluablPiliary in the otter-hound, which seeuis 
to be a cross betw<the large southern hound and the large 
rough terrier. T’gh less at home in the water, he is more 
than a match for’ otter in strength and sagacity. In the 
drawing by Mr. D Bradley which we have engraved from 
the Winter Exhi on of the Old Water-Colour Society we 
have “ The Fiml'he first exciting discovery of the otter’s 
presence or vicin generally only traceable in his footprints 
on the sand. Irother drawing in Pall-mall from the same 
hand we have Death," the still more exciting cloee of 
the chase. Wo^ not add that both drawings are distin¬ 
guished by thoffh knowledge of the animals represented, 
first-rate drau/mmskip, and masterly vigour of execution. 
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CHANGES IN PARLIAMENT. 

The mutability of human affairs is annually illustrated by the 
changes which take place in the two Houses of Legislature, 
comprising not veTy many more than a thousand persons. As 
a rule, we believe that, relatively to numbers, the mutations in 
the House of Lords are greater than those of the House of 
Commons, and this mostly by means of death ; nevertheless, 
in the past year the mortality in the ranks of tho Peerage has 
been somewhat under the average of former years ; and it 
may be added that only one peer who could be called positively 
distinguished has paid the debt of nature, and he had for some 
time past retired from the public life of which he had been 
for nearly half a century a prominent figure ; of coarse, 
nllusion is made to the Earl of Kllenborough. Making out 
the necrological Est on the heraldic principle of precedence in 
rank, it may be stated that the Marquis of Westmeath, a 
nobleman rnmarknble for his eccentrio manners and fiery 
speech and demeanour, has departed at the ripe age of eighty- 
seven, leaving no successor to his title (though he had been 
married thr.e times), which—so far as the Mnrquisate, on Irish 
one, is concerned—is extinct. Ho sat in tho House of Lords as 
a representative peer for Ireland, and hod no peerage of the 
United Kingdom. The Earl of Aylesford was only forty-eight 
at the time of his decease; but the Earl of Dnsraven, who 
sat in the Upper House as Baron Kenry, in tho Peerage of the 
United Kingdom, was sixty. The Earl of Milltown was only 
an Irish Peer proper, and had no seat in the Honse 
of Lords ; bat tho Earl of Kingston, who was forty- 
one, though an Irish Earl, was a United Kingdom 
Baron, in right of which he was in the Upper Chamber. 
It was in his eighty-third year that the Earl of Ellenborongh 
passed away, without issue; but, though the earldom is 
extinct, the original barony of Kllenborough goes to his 
heir, a nephew. The Earl of Hreadalbane was the possessor 
only of a pure Scotch title, so he had no privileged place 
in the Legislature ; and the Earl of Chesterfield, who died 
of that typhoid fever from which the Princeof Wales suffered, 
was only forty-one, and unmarried, and is succeeded by his 
consin, Mr. George Philip Stanhope. The Earl of Kellie was a 
representative peer for Scotland, and died at the age of sixty- 
two : while the Earl of Kenmare, who, an Irish Earl, sat as an 
English Baron, was eighty-three at his decease. Ho is succeeded 
by his eldestson, Viscount Castlerosse, Vico- Chamber lain to the 
Queen, who vacates a seat in tho Commons for the county of 
Kerry, which is being hotly contested between a Home Rule 
and a Ministerial candidate. Viscount Ash brook was only 
a peer of Ireland, and so was legislatorially unattached. 
Coming to the Barons, those who have died are Lord Berners, 
a personage in the agricultural world, who was seventy-five 
years of age. Then there was Lord Churston. long well 
known in the House of Commons ns Sir John Yards Buffer, 
who was created a Peer by Lord Derby in 18.18, and was 
seventy-three at the time of his death : Lord Hastings was 
fifty at his decease ; Lord Garvagh (a Canning by surname) 
was only an Irish Barou ; Lord Elibank was in a like condi¬ 
tion, being merely a peer of Scotland; Lord Dormer, a peer 
of tho United Kingdom, was of the good age of eighty- 
two ; and Lord de Blaquiere was simply a peer of Scot¬ 
land. Amongst other changes, Lord Dnfferin has ex¬ 
changed his barony for an earldom. Sir Henry Italwer 
has been created Baron Dolling and Bulwer, Sir William 
Mansfield has become Baron Sandhurst, and Sir Frcderio 
Rogers has been created Boron Blachford. It may not be un¬ 
interesting to mention that in tho Peerage the Duke of Leinster 
Is the oldest Duke, being eighty years old ; and the Duke of 
Norfolk the youngest, being only twenty-four. The eldest 
Marquis is the Marquis of Twceddale, who is eighty-fonr ; and 
the youngestthe Marquisof Ely, aged twenty-two. The oldest 
Earl is the Earl of Leven and Melville, who is eighty-five ; the 
youngest the Earl of Carnwath, aged thirteen. The senior 
Viscount in age is Lord Molesworth, aged eighty-five; the 
youngest Lord Clifden, who is only eight years old. The 
eldest Baron is Lord St. Leonards, who is in his ninety-first 
year ; and the youngest Lord Kenyon, aged seven. 

In regard to the changes in the House of Commons made 
by death, they are small. Early in August last, Mr. Charles 
Buxton, the well-known and respected Liliernl member for 
East Surrey, died at the comparatively early age of forty- 
seven, and he was succeeded in the representation of that divi¬ 
sion of the county by Mr. D Watney, a Conservative. The 
death of Mr. F. W. Bussell, who had sat for the borough of 
Linioriok, aa a quiet Liberal, since 1852, at the age of seventy*' 
two, brought about a remarkable event—namely, the return 
of Mr. Isaac Bntt, QC., (who formerly represented Youghal, 
and who, at the outset of, and for a considerable part of, his 
political career professed Conservatism,) on Home-Rule prin¬ 
ciples, of which he is now, so to speak, the high priest. The 
secession of Captain Vivian from Parliament, by his acceptance 
of the permanent Under-Secretaryship of War, left a 
seat vacant for the borough of Truro, which, after a 
sharp contest, was gained by Colonel Hogg, formerly 
mem tier for Hath and a Conservative, and so a vote was lost to 
the Liberal party and the Government. The appointment of 
Sir Robert Cbllier to a seat at the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council vacated a seat for Plymouth, and there, too, after 
a spirited struggle, Mr. Bates, a Conservative, was elected. 
Having accepted the Solicitorship vacant by the advance of 
Sir John Coleridge to the Attorney-Generalship, vice Sir 
Robert Collier, it was not permitted to Mr. Jessel to obtain his 
re-election for Dover without a severe contest, though he did 
regain it. A part of the representation of the West Riding of 
Yorkshire, the northern division, lapsed by the death 
of Sir Francis Crossley, and canvassing for the vacant 
seat is now going on vigorously between Mr. Francis 
Powell formerly member “ for Cambridge town, in the 
Conservative interest, and Mr. Isaac Holden, who sat 
in tho last Parliament for Kni.rcsborough. Recurring to 
vacancies by death, it should he stated that, by the decease of 
tho Right Hon. J. R. Davison, Judge-Advocate-General (a 
Liberal), a seat for Durham city wns transferred to Mr. John 
Lloyd Wharton, a Conservative. The county of Monaghan lost 
one of its members. Colonel Charles Powell Leslie, who was 
replaced by his son, Mr. John Leslie. In place of Mr. Edward 
Howes, who died, the representative of East Norfolk has been 
supplied by that widely-known and remarkable gentleman, 
Mr. G. P. Bentinck, who seceded from Parliament at the last 
general election, but has reappeared, apparently not altered in 
any resped t. Another well-known member, Mr. Pollard- 
Urqnhart, has departed, and in his room there was elected for 
the county of Westmeath Mr. Patriok Smyth, an advanced 
Home Raler ; while tho vacancy caused at Stalybridge by 
the death of Mr. Sidebottom has been filled by Mr. N. Buckley, 
who is a Liberal. The contest for the county of Kerry, vacant 
by Lord Castlerosse’s elevation to the Peerage, has already 
been mentioned, and it need only he added that Mr. Blenner- 
hnssett stands as a Home-Ruler, and Mr. Dease as the Liberal 
and Ministerial aspirant. Other vacancies aro imminent, ^ os 
Mr. George Loch retires from the representation of the Wick 
Burghs, whioh he has held since 1868 ; and a contest lios been 
going on, in the first instance, between Mr. Laing, who formerly 
sat for the Burghs, and Mr. Pender; but, the former having 


etired, he has been succeeded in the candidature by Mr. 
Heed. The Speaker, the Right Honourable Evelyn 
Denison, will resign the high function he has so long 
ai d ably fulfilled, and will take his well-earned peernge in a 
day or two after the opening of the Session. Thereby will be 
caused a gap in the representation of North Nottinghamshire, 
for which candidates of Conservative and Liberal creeds re¬ 
spectively are already iu contest. 

A few Parliamentary statistics may not inaptly conclude 
this uliroub le, and it may bo stated that the ensuing Session 
will be the thirty-fifth held during the reign of her present 
Majesty. The opening of the Session by the Sovereign in 
person is always a matter of interest; and it may be recorded 
that the Sessions of 1839, 1840, and 1841 were opened and 
prorogued by the Queen in person; the Session of the 
new Parliament whioh was inaugurated in the latter part 
of 1841 was opened and prorogued by Commission ; the 
Session of 1842 wa3 opened and prorogued in person; 
that of 1845 was opened in person and prorogued by Com¬ 
mission; that of 1847 was opened and prorogued in person; 
the first Session of a now Parliament was, in 1848. opened by 
Commission and prorogued in person ; tho Session of 1849 
was opened in person and prorogued by Commission, that of 
1850 opened by Commission and prorogued in person ; the 
Sessions, 1851 and 1852, were opened and prorogued in person, 
and the Session of the new Parliament of 1853 was opened in 
person and prorogued by Commission ; the Session of 1854 
was opened nnd prorogued in person, and those of 1855 and 
1856 were opened in person and prorogued by Commission ; the 
Session of 1857 was opened and prorogued by Commission, 
and those of 1858, 1859, I860, and 1801 were opened in person 
and prorogued by Commission. From thnt time till 1866 no 
Session was either opened or prorogued in person ; but in that 
ear the Qncen attended the opening of the Session ; and she 
as subsequently appeared in person several times at the 
opening, bat no prorogation otherwise than by Commission 
has occurred for a period of sixteen years. 


THE SWITZERS. 

The skilful pen of Mr. Hepworth Dixon is again employed in 
the description of an interesting country and people. The 
Snitzers (one volume, Hurst and Blackett) is a hook of the 
same class and literary quality as “Free Busaia," "New 
America,” and “ The Holy Land." No English writer of our 
day has acquired in such perfection the French art of telling 
characteristic incidents, and nimbly springing across a wide 
subject from one point of romantic or picturesque attraction 
to another. It is a method wliich dots not satisfy the wants of 
inquiring and reflecting minds. The investigation of truth is 
better 6erved by making, so far as one may, a complete 
collection of all the facts of the case, and comparing 
their operations, to ascertain general laws. But Mr. Dixon 
uses historical events and social statistics for a purpose 
other than that of scientific research. He deals with 
these matters na a novelist; he has to produce an entertaining 
story. It may, perhaps, be shown by a close examination that 
his account of an entire subject is not correct, because not en¬ 
tire ; it presents a few striking features in exaggerated pro¬ 
portions, and with a central prominence which does not belong 
to them, omitting the intervening links of relation'. This is 
the besetting vice of Mr, Dixon's very clever and exet edingly 
populur works. Some fault was found with his books of 
American and Russian national aspects for this partial and 
arbitrary treatment of tilings whioh Buited the literary artist. 
Forced combinations of view, and undue relief given 
to certain minor parts of a large topic, may do for rhetorical or 
sensational effect, but will not be accepted for substantial 
information. 

M r. Dixon 1 ikes the sturdy and strenuous Federal Republic, its 
physical and economical conditions, the manners of its citizens, 
their cantonal and communal self-government, and their ad¬ 
mirable system of populai education. The last-mentioned 
peculiarity of Switzerland, whioh inspires and determines its 
whole public life, is especially worthy of our study at the present 
moment. Mr. Dixon has rendered,iuourjudgraeul,arealservice 
to the cause of national education in England by placing the 
example of Swiss zeal and diligence concerning this object in 
a light inure agreeable than the official reports could shed 
upon it. He is a member of tho London School Board, and 
seeks the achievement of similar resalts in this country; he 
inscribes this volume to the Right Hon. W. E. Forster, Vice- 
President of the Committee of Council on Education. The 
book, from its first page to its last, bears strong witness to the 
active virtues of the Swiss people, but with an evident pre¬ 
ference for those of Teutonic race. The rivalry between the 
German and French nationalities iu the wealthier cantons, and 
the patent inferiority of the small Italian and *• Romonsoh" 
population in the Alpine districts, are frequently brought to 
mind as well as the strife of the Protestant and Roman 
Catholio religions. These causes of dissension have survived 
the termination, within the last twenty or thirty years, of the 
conflict maintained by the families inheriting feudal privileges 
ngaiust the irre-istible advance <>f the democracy. Mr. Dixon 
contrives, asen some former occasions, to illustrate the diversi¬ 
ties of opinion in various classesof poopleby reporting imaginary 
dialogues between two or three representatives of the several 
ways of thinking, whom he describes as his accidental 
travelling companions. The tame literary artifice was suc¬ 
cessfully used in his “ Free Russia ” and " New America." It 
is a convenient method of putting forward tho special aspects 
of a case which arise from different interests and habits of 
mind, or from influences so directly opposed to each other as 
the priesthood among n superstitious mountain peasantry, 
and the energy of civic ambition, the pride of intelligence and 
power of material improvement, in the manufacturing and 
trading towns. A small country like Switzerland, with a 
population of 2,670,(8X1, two millions being of Teutonic and 
the remainder of Celtic race, may be in»igniticant in the 
political col eolations of Euro lien n diplomacy. But its 
forcible diversities of condition and character, vehe¬ 
mently contrasted within such a narrow territorial com¬ 
pass, should invite the notice of a student of moral 
and social philosophy. So must the wonderful conformation 
of its land, the Alps, with their glaciers, the rivers and lakes, 
the valleys and plains below, attract the student of Nature. 

Mr. Dixon’s book is very well designed to provoke the 
sluggish imagination to attempt forming a lively conception 
of Switzerland and the “ Switzers" as they really are in this 
day. He makes only brief passing references to the Swiss 
history of past times. He gives us to understand that the 
public life of the Swiss i-eople is now animated by new prin¬ 
ciples and sentiments, which in 1831, in 1847. and in 1869 
took effect on the Governmental institutions. We cannot say 
that these, even in their present shape, appear, to ns very 
desirable, or such as might lie recommended for imitation to 
a new community, in America, in Africa, or in Australasia, 
proposing to set up for itself as an independent 
republic. The freedom enjoyed by the brave Switzer 
is that of local and civic rale by magistrates of 
his own choice, nnd an equal share for all men in the 


exercise of political authority. It is not the personal freedom 
of the individual human being. That this natural liberty 
ahonld be restrained by the laws of the State is a necessary 
condition of social life. It is likely thnt all civilised nations 
will before long agree in compelling their yonth to receive 
edneation, and in the enforcement of rules for protecting 
health and for preventing nuisance and waste of various 
kinds. The Continental nations are obliged also to submit to 
compnlsory military service for their defence against each 
other. But Switzerland, in some particulars of social and 
domestic life, displays the binding power of the State in the 
private conduct of the individual with remarkable obtrusive¬ 
ness. Tho State, for this purpose, meaus the Commune, 
the Mayor nnd Coancil of each township, whoso per¬ 
mission is required for settling in the place, for marrying, 
and for many other acts left free in England to personal 
choice. The legislative authority, saving what concerns the 
Federation, belpngs to the Cantons, as to the .States of the 
American Union. Tho largest Canton—that of Bern—has 
but half a million of people, the same us Devonshire ; while 
some of the little Half-Cantons number only a few thousands. 
The precise limits of Cantonal and Federal authority, under 
the existing Constitution, are set forth by Mr. Dixon ; but ho 
also shows us that there is a wide difference between the 
systems of government in ihe several Cantons. Some have a 
“ Parliamentary "democracy, others an“ absolute" democracy, 
a “mixed ” democracy, or a "pure" demoorncy. These terms 
are applied to distinguish between the Legislatures composed 
of representative deputies in an Assembly, and the direct 
enactment or final confirmation of laws by yearly meetings of 
the whole people, or by the collected votes of all the citizens 
in every district. The workings of a pure democracy in 
Zurich, and the recently-adopted Constitution of that enter¬ 
prising Canton, with its administrative and economic improve¬ 
ments, and the aspect of industrious aud prosperous social 
life which it presents, are exhibited by Mr. Dixon. 

He relates the conflict, in various directions, between 
secular reform and the Romish Church, the controversies re- 
B|>ecting school instruction, the prohibition of Jesuit seminaries, 
the suppression of monasteries nnd confiscation of their est ates, 
A famous religious festival, thnt of the Rosary of St. Meinrnil's 
Cell, at Eintiedeln. in the canton of Schwyta, is described in 
Mr. Dixon's very effective manner. On tho other hand, he 
invites us to join him in an admiring inspection of the popular 
schools at Ziirich, Lausanne, and Geneva, which seem perfectly 
adapted to secure every child a fair preparation for the duties 
of ordinary life. This result is actually obtained, at least in 
the well-to-do nnd tolerably level parts of Switzerland, though 
scarcely by the scclnded aud poverty-chilled inhabitants of the 
mountains. The militia, or defensive army of the Federation, 
which musters, with reserves nnd landwchr, 200,000 effective 
soldiers, locally recruited and drilled, occupies the last but 
not the least place in Mr. Dixon's review of Swiss customs and 
institutions. He closes it with a brief narrative of the prompt 
and decisive action taken by the Government and the officers 
in command of these forces to forbid the violation of neutral 
territory, and to meet the incursion of fugitive French troops 
after the defeat of Bourbaki's army during the late war. It 
is curious to observe that the disarmed French soldiers then 
cast upon the hospitality of the Swiss Republic were the 
agents of a Repnblio which has never ceased to vaunt itself 
the great exomplar of freedom, of patriotism, and of nil public 
virtue. The Societd tl'Utilite Publiqne at Bern took that 
opportunity to print and distribute among tho 80,000 discom¬ 
fited Gallic warriors a modest little tract containing a truthful 
account of the political constitution of Switzerland. It ought 
to convince every Frenchman that this brave little country 
wants no foreign help or guidance in the way of ei'il pro¬ 
gress. Neither France, nor Germany, nor Au-tria, nor Italy, 
by which it is encompassed on all sides, can tench it a lesson 
of social organisation and discipline better than it has already 
learned. Mr. Dixon’s book is an interesting and instinctive 
testimony in its behalf, and a pleasant hook to read. 


Lord Carew has received the ribbon of St Patrick, which 
the death of Lord Duyraven left at the disposal of the Crown. 

The Lord Mayor has consented to preside ut the 114th 
Annual Festivnl of the Orphan Working School, Uaverstoek- 
hill, to take place at the London Tavern iu April. 

Tho Xawab of Ramporehas presented the American Ladle-' 
Missions at Bareilly with a free site for the erection of a 
hospital and medical school for women. 

Franklin Bouse, Spilsby Lincolnshire, has bern purchas'd 
by Lady Franklin. Her Ladyship proposes to convert the pro¬ 
mises into a museum of Arctic curiosities aud relies of the last 
Arutio expedition under the command of her gulnnt and 
lamented husband. 

Thursday week was tho 113th birthday anniverstuy of 
Banin, and in many places throughout the country there were 
festivities. The anniversary was celebrnted in Edinburgh by 
the Burns Club nnd the Ayrshire Club. Professor Blaekie de¬ 
livered an address on Burns at Edinburgh, tho same night, at 
the Upholsterers’ Festival of St. Panl. 

Some time ago a subscription wns started in Exeter fur 
the purpose of presenting Sir. J. T. Tucker, the hoU"ra>y 
secretary of the science classes in that city, with a testi¬ 
monial in ncknoivledgmentcf indefatigable services exteudii g 
over several years. The money has been invested in Govern¬ 
ment securities, and the annual interest arising therefrom will 
be spent in books for the most deserving pupils of the classes. 

The subscribers to the fund for the erection of a memorial 
in Wishench to the late Mr. Kichard Young, at the time of his 
death Sheriff of London nnd Middlesex, and formerly M.P. for 
Cambridgeshire, inclndo the following names 'The Marquis 
of Salisbury, Mr. John Bright. M.P, Mr. H. Chillers, M.P., 
the Lord Mayor of London, Mr. Henry Brand, Dr. Brady, 
Alderman Lawrence, Sir J. C. Lawrence, Sir G. Bowyer, M.l'. 
G. Whalley, M.P:. Sheriff Trnecott, Sir Thomas Dakin (ex-Lord 
Mayor), ex-Sherilf Jones, Mr. J. Fildes, It. N. Philips, and 
Canon Scott. The working men intend to erect a statue of 
Mr. Young in Wisbeach. in addition to the portrait and 
drinking-fountain erected by general subscriptions. 

A meeting of the Royal National Life-Boat Institution was 
held, on Thursday, at its house, John-street, Adelphi. Mr. 
Bichard Lewis, the secretary, having read the minutes of the 
previous meeting, rewards amounting to £180 were voted to 
the crews of various life-boats for services rendered daring 
recent storms. Kewnrds were also granted to the crews of 
shore boat* for saving life from wrecks on our coasts. Payments 
amounting to £95(1 were ordered to be mnde on different life¬ 
boat establishments. Various liberal contributions to the 
institution were announced os having been received from 
Dublin, Bristol, Southport, Tramore, Lancaster, Greenock, 
Dawlisb, and other places. A new life-boat had just been 
forwarded by the institution to Sunderland. A report was 
read from Captain J. R. Ward, B.N., the inspector of life-boats 
to the institution, on his recent visit to the coast. 
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MUSIC. 

The 552nd concert of the Sacred Harmonic Society took place 
yesterday (Friday) week, when " Deborah ” was given, for the 
first time since 1859, when it was revived by this society after 
a much longer interval. 11 Deborah ” is the second in tbelong 
series of Handel's English oratorios, and the first which he 
produced specially for performance in public—its predecessor, 
•• Esther,” having been composed thirteen years previously (in 
1720) for Handel's princely patron, the Duke of Chandos, at 
whose residence at Car nous it was privately performed. Un¬ 
like some of Handel's later and better-known oratorios, 
*• Deborah ” was produced before he hnd relinquished bis first 
Loudon career as a stage composer, his opera of‘‘Orlando” 
having been in course of performance during the composition 
of the sacred work just named. The Daily Journal of 
March 17, 1733, has the following annquucement: — “lly his 
Majesty's command. •Deborah.’ an oratorio, or sacred drama, 
in English,composed by Mr. Handel. The house to be fitted 
up and illuminated in a new and particular manner ; and to 
be performed (tie) by a great number of the best voices and 
instruments. Tickets to be delivered at the office of the opera 
house on Friday and Saturday, IGlli and 17th inst,, one guinea 
each ; gallery, half a guinea. N.B. This is the last dramatic 
performance that will be exhibited at the King's Theatre til] 
after Easter.” Notwithstanding the term ”dramatic” here 
applied, there is no evidence that “Deborah” was performed 
otherwise than was and is usual with oratorios. Between this 
work and “Esther” there is all the difference that might be 
expected from the lapse of such a period in the < nreer of a 
genius that was always progressive, especially in the increased 
grandeur and power of the choral writing, which in many in- 
ainnoea foreshadows and almost approaches tho sublimity 
attained in the rapidly succeeding oratorios, “Israel in 
Egypt,” “Messiah,” “ bamson,” “Judas,” “Solomon,” and 
many others. Last week's performance was a very fine one, 
most of the choruses having produced n very marked impres¬ 
sion, especially those for a double choir—“ Immortal Lord,'' 
“ O hear thy lowly servants’ pruy’r,” “ Baal's pow'r ye soon 
shall know,” and others for the usual choral divisions (some¬ 
times amplified into five and six parte), including those fine 
movements, “ Let thy deeds,” “ See the prond chief," “ Plead 
thy just cause,” “ Tho great King of Kings,” “ Now the proud 
insulting foe,” &o. The solos were given with general 
efficiency by Madame L Sherrington, Mrs. Sidney Smith, 
Miss Julia Elton, Mr. Kerr Gedge. and Mr. Lewis Thomas. 
Among the effective pieces were tho air, “ Choirs of Angels,” by 
Madame Sherrington ; "Awake the ardour” and “Tears such 
us tender fathers.” by Mr. L. Thomas, the latter encored, as was 
also tho air, “ In the buttle,” effectively delivered by Miss Elton. 
As on previous occasions, the oratorio was given with the 
instrumental reinforcements added, for the society, by Sir 
Michael Costa, who occupied his accustomed position as con¬ 
ductor. The performance was listened to with profound 
interest by an audience that completely filled Exeter Hall. 

The dnte of last Saturday’s Crystal Palace concert having 
coincided with that of the anniversary of Mozart's birth (in 
11(17), the programme was rendered in part tributary to the 
o casion—the first four pieces having been selected from the 
c imposcr'a works. The commencing overture was that to 
“ Idomeneo," an opera which inagurated a new era in stage 
m isio. Produced in 1781, a few years after the termination of 
Gluck’s artistic career, “ Idomeneo " discloses a complete trans¬ 
formation in style, whether as to form and development, 
pol shed melodic beauty, or richly-elaborate orchestral treat¬ 
ment. The noble prelude to this opera is one of those produc¬ 
tions of genius that scarcely any lapse of time can render 
antiquated. This was followed, on Saturday, by Don Ottavio’s 
nir, “11 mio tesoro,” from “Don Giovanni" (the dramatic 
masterpiece of Mozart, produced in 1787). This wus given by 
Mr. Bentliam, with smooth vocalisation, transposed a semi¬ 
tone below the originul key. The symphony in G minor fol¬ 
lowed. It has been the custom to consider the “Jupiter” as 
the greatest of Mozart's symphonic compositions ; but, if not 
superior to it, the work first named may at least claim equal 
admiration for ita wondrous invention, its mingled beauty 
aud science, and ita exquisitely-balanced form and proportion. 
This, like the overture to “ Idomeneo." received an admirable 
interpretation from the Crystal Palace band, under the careful 
conduct of Mr. Manns—the minuet of the symphony having 
been repeated. The page's song, “Non so pifi," from " Le 
Nozze di Figaro,” closed the selection from Mozart. It wus 
s-.ng by Madame Bentham-Fernandez with much expression. 
T ,e moat important item of the miscellaneous selection was 
Liszt's pianoforte concerto in E flat, played to admiration by 
Air. Dannreuther. whose finished execution of the many 
enormous difficulties of this elaborate work called forth vehe¬ 
ment and prolonged applause. Of the concerto itself—its 
mingled eccentricity, extravagance, power, and. beauty—we 
spoke on the occasion of its performance by Mr. Walter Bache, 
at his interesting concert last season. Another quasi 
novelty, on Saturday, was a nolturno for horn, with orchestral 
accompaniments, composed by Herr Reinecke, the excellent 
Capellmeister at Leipsic. Although not possessing much 
original or special character, there are sufficient grace of 
melody and skilful instrumentation to render the notturno a 
pleasant addition to a concert programme, especially when eo 
well played as on Saturday, with Mr. Weudland, first horn of 
the Crystal Palace hand, as the soloist. Vocal pieces by the 
singers named and the third of Beethoven's “ Leonora ” over¬ 
tures completed an interesting concert. 

At this week's Monday Popular Concert Madame Arabella 
Goddard reappeared as solo pianist, and played (for the first 
time here) Dussok’s sonata in C minor, from op. 35, one of the 
most beautiful and characteristic of the many admirable pro¬ 
ductions by which that composer lias enlarged and enriched 
the treasury of pianoforte music. In Mozart's sonata for 
piano and violin (composed for Mdlle. Strinasacchi) Madame 
Goddard wns associated with MadameNorman-NiSruda, with the 
same successful result as on previous occasions ; another repe¬ 
tition performance having been Hummel's septet in D minor, 
with Madame Goddard as pianist. In this, as in the sonatas, 
the brilliant and well-practised mechanism of the players was 
successfully displayed. T lie subordinate portions of the septet 
were very effectively rendered by Air. Itadoliffe (flute), M.Barret 
(oboe), M. Pnquis (horn), Herr Straus (viola). Signor Piatti 
(violoncello), and Mr. Reynolds (contra-basso). The concert 
commenced with Schumann's quartet in A minor, led by the 
violinist already named, in association with Mr. L. Rios as 
second viclin, aud Herr Straus and Signor Piatti. Mr. 
Rentham was the vocalist and Sir Julius Benedict the accom¬ 
panist. On Monday next Madame Schumann is to appear. 

The Chevalier de Kontski commenced a scries of piano¬ 
forte recitals at St. George's Hall on Tuesday evening, when 
he performed Beethoven’s trio in C minor and solo " Moon¬ 
light” sonata, and several brilliant pieces of his own composi¬ 
tion, with his well-known execu'ive force. Signor Scuderi 
wns the violinist, aud Mr. Pnque the violoncellist—both per¬ 
formers of high skill, as displayed not only in the trio, bnt 
also respectively in a solo for each instrument. Madame 
Hnydfe A luck and Signor Ilocca were the vocalists, and Mr. 
W. Qanz conducted. 


The rules and regulations for the projected national musio 
meetings to be held, at the Crystal Pulace, in June and July 
next, give the list of pieces to be prepared for competition by 
the different classes of choirs, solo singers, and instrumen¬ 
talists, extending to eleven in number, and comprising choral 
societies not exceeding 500, and not less than 200, members ; 
others not exceeding 200 ; others for male voices only, church 
and cathedral choirs, glee societies ; military bands, bands of 
volunteer regiments, soprano, contralto or mezzo-soprano, 
tenor, baritone or bass solo singers. 

The ball given hy the students of the Royal Academy of 
Musio took place, with great success, at the Hanover-square 
Rooms, on Tuesday evening, when there wns a large gathering 
of the pupils and professors of the institution and invited 
guests. 

We have already publish'd the dntes of the forthcoming 
concerts of the Philharmonic Society ; those of the younger 
institution—tho New Philharmonic—are announced for 
April 17. Slay 1 and 15, and June 5, when orchestral per¬ 
formances will be given at St. James's Hall ; and April 24, 
May 8 and 29, and June 12, when chamber concerts will take 
place at St. George's Hall, Langburn-place. 

Air. Kuhe, of Brighton, has announced a musical festival 
to take place there, commencing on Tuesday next and 
terminating on Feb. 11). Compositions by AI. Gounod, in¬ 
cluding a new work written for the occasion, are to be per¬ 
formed, conducted by tho composer. Sir J. Benedict is to 
direct his oratorio “St. Peter;" Air. Arthur Sullivan and 
Al r. Cuains ore also to conduct some of their productions ; and 
many other features of interest are promised. 

At a recent preliminary meeting of the stewards for this 
year’s festival of the three choirs of Gloucester, Hereford, and 
Worcester, it was decided that the performances should take 
place at the last-named city, in the first or second week of 
September—the sacred music to be given in the nave of the 
cathedral, and tho miscellaneous concerts in the college hall. 
The Rev. T. Wheeler has accepted the office of honorary secre¬ 
tary ; and Air. W. Done, organist of Worcester Cathedral, will 
be the conductor, in accordance with the rule which confers 
that )>ost on the cathedral organist of the city in which the 
festival is jield. 

The fifth subscription oratorio concert is announced to 
take place on Tuesday next, the Gth inst., when Mendelssohn’s 
“Lobgesang" (Hymn of Praise) and Rossini's “Stabat Mater” 
aro to be performed. The principal vocalists will be Madame 
Rudcrsdorff, Madame Beniham-Fcrnaudez, Alisa Annie 
Sinclair, Air. Sims Reeves, Mr. Raynhom, and Mr. Whitney. 

A telegram from St. Petersburg states that Signor Arditi 
gave his benefit concert in that city on Sunday, aud that it 
was a magnificent success. The house was crowded in all 
parts, tho receipts amounting to K0,000f. “Tarantella,” a 
new song, which was composed by Signor Arditi for Aladame 
Adelina Patti, was received with immense enthusiasm, the 
composer and singer being recalled several times. 


POST-OFFICE NOTICES. 

The Postmaster-General notifies that, in consequence of an 
alteration having tnken place in the day of sailing from Marseilles 
of the French steamers which run weekly to Alexandria a mail 
for Alexandria will, in future, be made up iu London on the 
morning of every Tuesday, for conveyance by these steamers ; 
and a supplementary mail will also be made up on the evening 
of that day, on the chance of its reaching Marseilles in time. 
Correspondence intended to b« sent by this route must be 
specially addressed "By French Packet,” and will be liable to 
the same rates of postage as by British packet, via Brindisi. 

The next mails for Australia wiH be dispatched from 
London as follow ;—Via Southampton, on the morning of 
Thursday, Feb. 16 ; via Brindisi, on the evening of Feb. 23. 

On Feb. 1 next, and thenceforward, the postage on letters 
for Norway, transmitted by private ship, will be reduced to 3d. 
per half-ounce when paid in advance. Unpaid letters will be 
chargeable on delivery with double rates. 

On and after Monday next the Post Office will issue, for 
public use, postal telegTnph-cards bearing a shilling stamp, for 
the accommodation of those for whom it will be more con¬ 
venient to deposit the card in the nearest letter, pillar, orother 
post-office letter-box, than to send a message to the nearest 
telegraph station. The telegraph-cards will be taken from 
the boxes, along with the other contents, at the regular col¬ 
lecting periods, which are always specified on the table on or 
over the box ; and, on the arrival of a collection at the proper 
office, the telegraph-cards will be at once picked out and 
handed over to the telegraph-counter clerk, who will deal with 
them in the ordinary course, obliterating the Btamp. No 
postage is charged, the shilling stamp covering that and also 
franking the message on the card to the same privileges os 
are granted to messages handed in to offices in the ordinary 
way. These cards will obviously be o great convenience in 
many cases where there is not great urgency ; and also at 
night, when, although the pillar letter-boxes are open, and 
cleared at five a.m., all but a few central telegTnph stations 
are closed. 


PRESERVATION OF LIFE FROM FIRE. 

The following are amongst the rewards voted at the general 
ciurt of the Royal Society, recently held—Henry Pownall, 
Esq., in the chair:—Silver medal each to Police-Constables 
Barber and Tancock, who Baved, under circumstances of the 
greatest danger, eleven lives at a fire in Albany-road, on 
Oct. 19 last; a testimonial, with 30s., to the lad John Eggleton, 
who saved the lives of two children at a fire in Princess-street. 
Whitechapel, on Nov. 25 last. Testimonials, with pecuniary 
grants, were awarded to eight officers of the D division of 
isjlice, who, by their judgment and promptness of action, 
enabled sixteen persons to escape during a fire in Church- 
street, Alarylebone. In the case of the Gray's-inn-road fire 
(Oct. 7, 1871), the society's medal was voted to the widow of 
the fireman Ford, and it was resolved that the question of any 
pecuniary grant be deferred until it is known how much has 
been subscribed for her by the public. Testimonials (first 
class) were awarded to Mr. A Cole and Air. Lebbis for their 
exertions in the rescue of life at this same fire. 

The report in connection with the other business of the 
society mentioned the establishment of fire-escape stations at 
Staines and Reading, and that measures were in progress for 
starting escapes at Hitchin, High Wycombe, and Epsom. 

Reference having been made to the rider of the jury at the 
inquest on Ford (Gray's-inn-road fire), to the report by the 
Metropolitan Board of Works, and to the exhaustive investi¬ 
gation made some ten years ago by the society, which led 
them to fit their escapes with copper gauze, n committee was 
appointed to consider the whole subject, and to call in pro¬ 
fessional and scientific aid to ascertain if any further improve¬ 
ments can be made in the fire-escape machinery.

SCIENTIFIC RESULTS OF THE MONTH. 

Improved communication between this country and the Conti¬ 
nent is certainly one of the most exigent requirements of the 
present day, and public interest has been powerfully enlisted 
in favour of the projects propounded by Mr. Fowler, Mr. Scott 
Russell, and others, for superseding the small -steamers at 
present plying between Dover and Calais by steamers of large 
Bize and great speed, so that the vo,\ age across the Channel 
might be performed not merely in less time but with less dis¬ 
comfort. To render the establishment of f uch vessels possible 
the harbours on each side must be improved, and Air. Fowler 
has proposed to effect such improvements at Dover as would 
rend r that harbour accessible at all times of tide and in all 
kinds of weather ; while on the French side he has proposed 
the formation of a new harbour at n suitable point of the 
coast betwten Calais and Boulogne. The existing harbours of 
Calais und Boulogne ore difficult to improve, aud this circum¬ 
stance has, no doubt, induced Mr Fowler to contemplate the 
creation of a new port. The French Government, however, it 
is understood, does not regard that project favourably. The 
South-Eastern Railway Company appear to be also opposed to 
it, und are understood to advocate the construction of a 
tunnel across the Channel, which, is tantamount to the 
postponement of any real improvement to the Greek 
ka'ends. At the rate of progress of tho Mont Cenis tunnel, 
a tunnel across the Channel would take thirty-five years 
to execute; and olthoug-h in some respects the work 
would be easier from the tore having to be made through soft 
chalk instead of hard rock, iu other respects it would be more 
difficult, especially from the greater length of the lead and 
from the large linkage of water. No doubt shafts could be 
Bunk at intervals to abridge these evils ; but these shafts, us 
they would lie in the open sea, would be difficult to construct 
and to maintain, while the cost of the work would be so great 
that no possible amount of traffic through it could make it 
remunerative. Half a century hence the project of a tunnel 
may be seriously entertained. At present the requirement is 
larger steamers and deeper harbours The problem, however, 
is beset with difficulties, not merely natural, but artificial. 
There is no manifestation of anxiety on t he part of the French 
Government to assist the enterprise; and the recent imposition 
of a surtax of 75 centimes per 100 kilogrammes upon goods 
imported into France in foreign bottoms will go fur to deter 
English capitalists from embarking in enterprises of this kind, 
which, even if established, might be Indirectly swamped by 
exceptional legislation. If the route between Dover and Calais 
cannot be improved, people will begin to turn their thoughts 
to the improvement of the route between Ramsgate aud Ostend. 
Improved means of communication with the continent of 
Europe by gome route or other must be had ; and if the shortest 
route is made virtually inaccessible, the next shortest will, no 
doubt, be adopted. 

It has long been known that combustion is more vivid in 
oxygen gas than in atmospheric air, und projects Lave at dif¬ 
ferent times been propounded for increasing the intensity of 
heat and light when combustibles are burned by immersing 
the burning body in oxygen. One inqicdiment to the execution 
of this design has been the difficulty of obtaining oxygen in 
large quantity at a cheap rate. But this difficulty has been to 
a considerable extent surmounted by AI. Tessier du Motay, who 
discharges oxygen from permanganate of potash by steam, 
and a new dose of oxygen is absorbed by shutting off the steam 
und sending a current of air through the ealt, which may 
thus he used over and over again without waste. By mixing 
oxygen with coal-gas and projecting the ignited mixture upon 
a small cylinder of lime or magnesia, the brilliant oxy- 
hydrogen, or lime-light, is produced ; aud four of these lights 
have recently been placed in front of the new opera in Paris, 
and are attracting much attention from their great illumi¬ 
nating power. It is btated that the Gas Company in Paris 
contemplate the extensive introduction of this method of 
lighting, which is said to be cheaper than the ordinary method 
relatively with the quantity of light produced. 

The eclipse expedition and its mote prominent results have 
been so widely noticed in the newspapers that a Blight mention 
of it here must suffice. One of the most important deter¬ 
minations is the solar origin of the corona Rnd the existence 
of matter beyond the chromosphere. The spectrum contains 
a remarkable green ray which is not continuous. 

A meeting of mercantile men has been held in the City to 
advocate the adoption of the metric system of weights and 
measures. Heretofore the substitution has been cliieily urged 
on scientific grounds. Undoubtedly, uniformity is most de¬ 
sirable ; and if the mountain will not come to Mohammed, 
Mohammed must go to the mountain. There is no good reason 
why in this matter we should maintain an anomalous isolation. 

The special committee on gun-cotton have reported in 
favour of pulped cotton, which they say can be more 
thoroughly purified than fibrous cotton. Throughout every 
stage t-f the manufacture it is uninflammable except in the 
process of drying, which, as now conducted, is susceptible of 
improvement. 

A late number of the Cnnjttet ltendun contains a paper by 
M. Regnault recalling attention to the fact, published by hiui 
so iar back os 1838, that mercury is volatilised at very low 
temperatures, even as low as 16 deg. 

To obtain large crystals of such substances as sugar or 
borax Schultz recommends the use of gelatinous solutions, 
such as those of pectin or gelatine. The increased specific 
gravity of such solutions seems to buoy up the particles of the 
salt so that they have increased mobility, and thus more 
easily produce symmetrical forms. 

The Scientific American contains a r&umc, by AI. Van der 
Weyde, of the relations subsisting between the specific heat and 
atomic weight of bodies. This relation was first pointed out by 
AIM. DuloDg and Petit, in 1819 ; but their experiments upon 
the specific heats of iron and many other substances did 
not support tho theory they had themselves promulgated. It 
was shown, however, by Air. Bourne, in 1844, that the specific 
heats experimentally obtained by Dulong and Petit were in 
many cases compound quantities, composed partly of the true 
specific heat or the heat required to raise the temperature 
without altering the volume, and partly of the latent heat, or 
heat required to increase the volume without raising the tem¬ 
perature; and that when the necessary rectification was applied, 
the deductions of theory more nearly corresponded with the 
results of experiment. Heat is now believed to be merely an 
atomic oscillation. It comes under the ordinary laws of 
dynamics ; and the motion of atoms may be transformed into 
the motion of masses—a transformation of which in the 
steam-engine we have tho most conspicuous example. 

Galvanism is capable of effecting many remedial changes 
in the animal economy, nud one of its most remarkable recent 
applications is to the removal of the redness of the nose 
which foUows too frequent alcoholio potations. A French 
physician, Dr. Bernier, has successfuUy used galvanism for 
this purpose. 

During the past month a most valuable report on Dank’s 
puddling furnace has been issued by the Iron and Steel Insti¬ 
tute. The furnace is reported to be a success, and its wide 
introduction into this country may be shortly expected.

The famous chair of tho last Abbot of Glastonbury lift" ju*t 
lieen claim- <1 to have belonged to Shakepeare. and t-> huve been 
bought at Strut f rd by Samuel Ireland, lather of ff.H. Ireland, 
the Shnksprarean forger. This statement is from the 
Antiquary, No 111 ; ve have not hitherto seen its possession 
attributed to Shnkspenre, but remember it among the relics 
at the Strawberry Ilill sale in 1842, where it was described as 
having belonged to Sir Robert Walpole, from whom it passed 
to bis son, Horace Walpole, which sets aside tl e probability of 
the chair ever lieing in Ireland's possession. The chair has 
been often copied, particularly for the late Earl Bathurst. At 
the Strawberry Hill sab the Abbot's choir was bought by Mr. 
Smyth Pigott, of Brnckley Hull, Somersetshire, for £76, and 
s-dd in 18411, to Mr. Uinekenridge, of Cleveden, for £19.—See 
A oUibiliti, just published. 

. Mr. Syer Cuming hns exhibited to the British Archaeological 
Association a sjKcimeu «>f an ancient Greek mask in the 
i-lay, for tragic pin} s, and some earthenware crucibles of a 
It.mum type, lately discovered iu London. 

We gather from u letter of the curator of the Soane 
Museum, Mr. lionomi, that twice within the last nine years 
} as the monument to Sir John Soane, iu Old St. Fancias- 
elmrchyard, been repaired, at great cost to tho immediate 
descendants of Sir John. When it was complained to the 
parochial authorities of St. Gilea-in-tbe-Fields that they were 
liable for the repairs, t hey suggested the removal of the monu¬ 
ment to the Soane Museum. 

In Coleman-street has recently lieen taken down a house 
reported ns having been the residence of Judge Jeffreys ; 
during the excavation were found three skeletons uud the 
t-unk of an oak-tree. 

Now that 8t. Clement’s- Vestry Hall, in the Strand, lias 
hern sold to be taken down, what will become of Kent’s pic¬ 
ture of St. Cecilia, which he paiuted as an altarpiece for St. 
Clement’s Church, but wliioh was removed in 1 725 by order of 
the Bishop of London, on the sup|>osition that the picture 
contained portraits of the Pretender’s wife and children ? It 
was first removed to the Crown and Anchor Tavern, and next 
to the Vestry Hall. The picture is a poor work of art, but hns 
a curious history. Bets were jooosely laid as to what it was 
all about, and Hogarth attempted to clear it up by a key-print 
of explanation; but Hogarth’s “secretive humour ” was too 
much for Kent, who received only £60 for his work. 

The venerable church of Earls Barton is iu course of 
restoration. The tower is a so-called Saxon relio, the nave 
and ni-lcs good Decorated and Perpendicular, and the chancel 
Norman. Remains of old wall-painting have been found. 

The Athmcrum states tl.at one of the Lambeth Library sup¬ 
posed MSS, an illuminated New Testament, catalogued as a 
MS., and always exhibited as one of the rnrities. was lately 
shown to Mr. Bichard Sims, one of the officers of the manu¬ 
script department of the British Museum. liis experienced 
eye at once recognised it as a printed book, and he soon 
ident fled it ns a copy of part of the Muzurinq^Bible, printed on 
vellum, but with initials illuminated by hand. 

In the Isle of Thauet, while excavating for the stables of 
the Grnnville Hotel, has Inen found a portion of a Roman 
camp. The Antiquary states that the relics include human 
remains ; extensive pavement, such as is not found at present 
on the south-east coast ; fragments of Etruscan and Roman 
pottery (one jar, quite perfect, 2 ft. in height) ; and dozens 
of hoars’ tusks. Among the metal remains are two very fine 
nails with large conical heads, and an iron knife. 

At the Ceram icou of Athens several tomtw have been ex¬ 
cavated, some quite intact ; and among them the tomb of two 
Ambassadors of Corcyra (Corfu), whoformed part of the depu¬ 
tation from Xenophon Bent to ask for the assistance of the 
Athenians against the Lacedemonians. Another bears the name 
of Hippnrote, daughter of Alcibianes. 

The tomb in Westminster Abbey long known as Chaucer's, 
and believed to be put up to his memory, in 1656, hy Nicholas 
Brigham, has lately been carefully examined by Mr. M. H. 
Bloxaui, who is positive that the tomb is neither of Chaucer's 
date (1400) nor Brigham's, but is late fifteenth-century work, 
say about 1460. Mr. Uloxam suggests that Brigham brought 
the tomb fiom among “alle the goodly stoueworke” in 
“ I’owles Church,” that was plucked down in 1652 ;”or from 
the Grey Eriars' Church, Newgate-street. in September, 1547, 
when all its “grew stones and auteres” were "pull'd up.” 
Mr. Bloxam (says the At/irnmim) has no doubt thut the tomb 
“ is a second-hand monument.” \ 

We are glad to see that the Arcbieologieal Institute lias 
taken up “the conservation of monument* ’’ in this couutry, 
and proposes that nil the chnrches containing lieruldry should 
ba examined, and a record of them made. The Government 
aid some of our leading antiquaries are, however, of opinion 
that public money should not be granted for such a purpose ; 
and they naively add, “the lest thing to be done would be to 
get a voluntary inspector, if they could.” 

In the lengthy details of the restoration of Chester 
Cathedral we perceive that in the great central space in the 
vaulting of the southern aisle have been placed the Itojal 
arms of the Princo of Wales, “the Earl of Chester,” who, 
before his illness, gave encouragement to the work of restora¬ 
tion by a generous contribution. 

Mr. Darbishire, F fi.S, has described to the Manchester 
Literary and Philosophical Sooiety a remarkable find of pre¬ 
historic relics in Edenside, or Gibb Turn, near Brayotaues 
Station, St. Bees, Cumberland. The find is said to be, so far, 
unique in England, affording, apparently, a characteristic 
instance of the forest moss-pits. No traces of piles or plat¬ 
forms. such as indicate w-liat are known as lake dwellings, 
have been detected. Mr. Darbishire also exhibited celts, more 
or less highly finished ; specimens of wooden hafts for celts, 
clubs, and paddles ; a quern and grinding stones of different 
forms ; und fragments of rude earthenware, found by Mr. 
Tinhorn. Mr.Quayle, and himself .) j 

At Taunton there were lately dng np three pipes, one of 
which heurs the name of "John limit” and the date " 1561,” 
which places the commencement of the use of tobacco in this 
country at a dale earlier than that usually aligned to its 
introduction by Sir ^Walter Raleigh. Fiom the frequent 
occurrence of the name on fragments of tobacco pipes found 
in the west of luglnud, it would appear that the Hunts were 
a family of pipe manufacturers. 

A fine Roman vase has been found in an excavation for a 
house for the Dominicans at Havre. It is about 8J‘U- •“ 
height uud 8 in. in breadth, mode of Samos terra rosea, and 
belongs to the finest epoch of Roman art—namely, the first or 
second century otbur era. It is a re lie of s|>eciul interest. 

“ Good wine needs no bush,” it appears, has been mis¬ 
interpreted. An entry in Mr Riley’s “ Memorials of London ” 
would lead ope to suppose that tho hush was not the bush on 
a pole outside the tavern, but the hush of a fiavoursomc herb 
inside the wine-vessel. In 38 Edward III., a l> 1367, Alice do 
Caustone confesses before the Mayor and Aldermen * that she 
hail sold ale iu a measure whorein was put • picehe,” one inch 
and a half in depth, and that rosemaryn was laid upon it, so 
as to look like a bush in the sight of the common people.” 


ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

TUB ALKALIES AXO ALKAKNE EARTHS. 

Professor Oilliug begun his second l clore ou the Alkalies, on 
Thursday week, Jan. 23, by exuibiting the properties of car¬ 
bonate of ammonia (the volatile salt of hartshorn, or sal 
volatile), showing lhat it is soluble in water, effervescent, 
wi h acids, and antacid ; but, uni ke the other recognised 
alkalies, volatile by beat, win nee its designation the volatile 
ulkuli. The Profess r nt xt illustrated the power possessed by 
both fixid anil volatile alkalies of altering many vegetaole 
colours, such ns turning the red colourof litmus into blue, and 
the yellow of turmeric into an orange brown ; he also showed 
how the original culoursof the changed litmus and turmeric are 
restored by acids ; how the colours are unuffected hy neutral 
solutions c imhiuiug due proportions of ncio and alkali; and 
how th- so reoc ioi s are utilised iu the valuable litmus and 
turmeric t st paper*. The distinct properties of the fixed 
alkalies were next described and illustrated. Potash was 
characterised as deliquescent and non-crystal finable, and as 
bciDg te-med the vegetable alkali from itscoi stant occurrence 
in vegetable organisms; while soda, termed the mineral 
alkali, is crystallisuble and non-deliquescent. Soda is readily 
converted into sea-salt, and is produc'd from the ash of sea¬ 
weed and plants having access to eea-snlt. The Professor Dext 
described and illustrated the partial change effected in tho 
character of alkali by its treatment with quick-lime, the alkali 
being thereby rendered nou-efforvescent; n.d he alluded to 
the distinction between caustic and mild alkalies, and the 
opinion held by early chemists, that the former acquired 
a fiery something (termed phlogiston) from the lime 
which it had got from the fire. Black, however,demonstrated 
that the mild alkalies and earths are combinations of the 
caustic alkalies and earths with carbonic acid. After several 
experiments, Professor O.lling commented on the correspond¬ 
ence in the properties of carbonates of lime and magnesia to 
those of the carbonated alkalies, except in their want of solu¬ 
bility and tlicir decomposihility hy ignition ; and also noticed 
the correspondence of calcined lime and magnesia to the 
calcined alkalies. Lime, by its spar ug solubility in water, 
approximates to the true alkalies, and, with strontia and 
baryta, forms the class of alkaline earths ; while magnesia, by 
its insolubility in water, is associated with alumina and si lex 
as earths proper. Tho Professor next adverted to the analogy 
of alkalies and earths to metallicoxides, perceived by Lavoisier 
and demonstrated by Davy, who, in 1807, obtained the metals 
potassium and sodium from potash and soda by electrolysis, 
and afterwards discovered the metallic bases of the alkaline 
earths and the earths proper. The lecture was concluded with, 
the exhibition of the yellow flame of sodium and violet flame 
of potassium, and reference to their spectra as distinguished 
from those of rubidium and ciesium, the new alkaline metals. 

TIIE DEMON OK SOCRATES. 

Dr. Manning, the Archbishop ol Westminster, at the even¬ 
ing meeting, Jan. 2C, began his discourse by describing his 
subject as a remarkable fact in the psychology of one > f the 
greatest minds of the ancient world. He then alluded to the 
flourishing state of Athens in the time of Socrates, in respect 
to polities, art, and literature, and ns a crisis in the history of 
philosophy, through the influence of the dominant teachers, 
the Sophists. When Socrates appeared as a cross-examiner of 
men of all ranks and an earnest seeker after moral truth, and 
in so doing attacking ail vain pretensions, he hy his plain 
speaking provoked much enmity, which led to his trial and 
execution on tho ground of his settiug aside the gods of the 
State by introducing new divinities and his corrupting the 
youth by his tcachiug. In regard to these charges Dr. Manning 
read an extract from tho Apology as given by Plato, in which 
Socrates asserted that he had exhorted young and old not to 
seek in tho first place money or anything material, but to strain 
every nerve that, their soul might be ns excellent as possible ; 
that ho had taught that virtue is the root of all good; add¬ 
ing that, whether he were acquitted or not. he could do no 
otherwise than he had done though he should die a hundred 
times. With respect to the charge of impiety, he stated that 
the reason of his going about the city giving counsel to every 
man was none other than something divine and superhuman ; 
that from his boyhood he had on all important occasions been 
wont to hear a voice which, wt enever it spoke in reference to 
what he was about to do, always warned him to refrain, 
but never urged him to perform. This Socrates regarded 
as a special divine communication; but to his enemies 
it appeared in tho light of an offensive heresy 
and a desertion of the recognised gods of Athens. The 
Archbishop then noticed the various opinions upon the 
nature of this revelation held by Plutarch, Apuleius, and 
others, some of whom regarded the monitor as a special per¬ 
sona! demon or genius exterior to Socrates himself, for which 
notion, however, no foundation exists in the works of his disci¬ 
ples. Plato and Xenophon. These even d id not agree : Xenophon 
describes the inward monitor as iinpelliug to good, as well as 
restraining from evil ; while Pluto limits its power to restrain¬ 
ing. Socrates probably did not understand the workings of 
his own mind. Dr. Manning, after discussing the opinions of 
various eminent writers upon the subject, including Aristotle, 
Thirlwall, Grote, and Zeller, referred to the statement of Paul 
(Romans ii 6), that “the Gentiles which have not the law 
do by nature the things contained in the law,” and “ are a 
law unto themselvds ; which show the work of the law written 
iu their hearts, their conscience also bearing witness, and their 
thoughts in the meanwhile accusing or else excusing one 
another.” He said that Socrates had a large share of that 
light which ligliteth every man that cometh into the world ; 
and that wliat he considered a communication from the gods 
was probably the natural conscience habitually cultivated 
from his youth, and guided hy the high logical faculty which 
he so eminently possessed—a profound moral sense, combined 
with the greatest intellect, and subject to the control of 
reason. Tbe Archbishop concluded with a comparison of the 
state of society in the time of Socrates and that at the 
present dHy ; nnd commented on his bright example as a 
teacher of morality, who saw no wav of serving his country 
at tlie cost of his conscience. Sir Henry Holland, Bart., the 
president, was in tho chair. 

THE PLAYHOUSE IN SIIAKSPEABE'B TIME 

Mr. IV. B Donne gave his second lecture on the Theatre in 
Shaki-peare’s time on Saturday lu-t. He began by describing 
the inn-yards in which English plays were first performed—a 
gallery with rooms optuing into it, a paved square below, with 
a deep recces under an archway, and other primitive appurte¬ 
nances. At the date of Elizabeth's accession no theatre 
exisUtd in London, and it was not till 1570 that the first play¬ 
house, termed “ the theatre,” was erected, having very few 
rude properties. Others were erected soon after, public and 
private In (Republic' theatres, which were open to the sky, 
the audience stood ; but the private were roofed in and pro¬ 
vided with seats At the present time London, with a popula¬ 
tion of three millions and a half, has only thirty-nine theatres, 
while in Sliakspeare's time, with a population of abont two hun¬ 
dred thousand, there were seventeen theatres, occasionally if not 
constantly open Of these, Mr. Donne more especially de¬ 


scribed four—the Globe, on Bankside ; the Curtain, in Shore¬ 
ditch ; the Red Bull, in St. Jobn-sti-eet; and the Fortune, in 
Whitooross-stieet—tdl situated in then fashionable neighbour¬ 
hoods. At the instigation of the stricter clergy, in ItiOU, the 
theatres were restricted to two, the Fortune, and the Globe; 
but tbe prohibition was not much respected till the Long Par¬ 
liament rigorously suppressed all theatres in November, 1640. 
Mr. Donne characterised the character and demeanour of tho 
audience, and- their amusements before the curtain rose, 
especially nutcracking ; and, adverting to the very simple ami 
rude adjuncts to the play, said that the spectators were ex¬ 
pected to take a few symbols for supposed cities, woods, or 
lawns, and, indeed, to exercise a good ileal of that excellent 
quality, strong dramatio faith, the prologue generally serving 
as a guide to their imagination. Of this Mr. Donneg«vemany 
amusing illustrations, contrasting it with the extreme realism 
of the present day. In Shoksjieare's time the stage was 
seldom large enough even for movable scenes ; but now we 
must have real water, a considerable army, a well-rigged 
ship, and even real cabs. AmODg the many details given by 
Mr. Donne were tho stage directions, the etiquette to ho 
observed by gallants who attended the playhouse, ami their 
modes of criticism ; und extracts from Ben Jonsou were read 
describing the behaviour of the audience at a new play, and 
the importance of fine cloth-s for one who desired to attract 
the notice of the house. Prologues were generally delivered 
by the author himself, and epilogues were not unfrcqiunt. 
At holiday tim a disorders frequently occurred, and the audience 
would even compel the actors to change tlie play; yet, Mr. 
Donne Baid, the spectators had a sound dramatic fibre within 
them, and are entitled to read us a lesson. No artist, no 
arclueologist, no commentator aided their fancy or guided 
their taut*; ; they were instructed as well as amused by the 
play itself. Not many weeks ago here Shakspeiirc was 
submitted to the process of the ballot-box ; and tbe malinger 
knew well that, Shakspearc in plain clothes would not draw, 
but that Shnkspeare iu purple and fine linen might possibly 
be not a precious venture squandered abroad. The latter pare 
of the iecture was devoted to the actors, including Shaksjienre 
himself, Xempc, Greene, Taylor, Love, and more especially 
Burbage, the greatest tragedian of his age. 

THE MOTIONS OP THE HEART. 

Dr. Wm. Rutherford, F.R.S.E, in his third lecture on the 
Circulatory and Nervous Systems, given on Tuesday last, 
resumed his observations upon the heart. Among other 
striking illustrations, he showed how the motions of the heart 
of the horse have bten accurately ascertained and registered 
by means of air-bags introduced into the heart, the bags com¬ 
municating with lubes, at the other ends of which were 
placed Bmall elastic drums with levers resting upon them. 
The ends of the levers were brought ugaiust a cylinder covered 
with smoked paper, and the motions of the levers were indi¬ 
cated by lines scratched upon the paper. The heart, in con¬ 
tracting, compressed the air out of the bogs and drove it into 
the drums, causing the levers to rise. Dr. Rutherford also 
exhibited an apparatus, invented by Marey and Sanderson, for 
recording the beating of tho heart against the wall of the 
chest. He next explained how the motions of the heart are 
due to contractions of muscular fibres, thrown into action by 
nerves; and by experiments with frogs' legs he showed that 
muscular fibres and nerves are not enough. The muscle is 
certainly thrown into action when the nerve is irritated, but 
something is necessary to excite the nerve. It was formerly 
sup[x>sed that the nerves of the heart are excited so as 
to produce the heart’s motions by influences generated in 
the brain ; but Dr. Rutherford removed the heart from a 
frog, placed it in an electro-microscope, and showed, on a 
screen, a representation of the heart beating out of the body. 
This lie explained as due to the heart's containing within 
itself the machinery essential for its action ; and he also de¬ 
scribed how it had been proved that this machinery is placed 
in the base of the heart. The muscular fibres and nerve fibres 
are found in the apex of the heart as well as in the base; 
but the nerve-cells needed to complete the machinery are 
found only in the base. Dr. Rutherford, after discussing the 
causes which at intervals throw the heart into contraction, 
said that he believed that the most probable explanation is 
that nerve-force is being continually generated within the 
nerve-cells, and that this force discharges itself, and so ex¬ 
cites the motor nerve-fibres when it attains a certain 
amount of tension ; but that is only an hypothesis. He also 
stated that the heart's motions, though not dependent upon 
the brain, are nevertheless influenced by nerves connecting 
the heart with the brain. A branch of the vagus nerve re¬ 
strains the heart's action, while a branch of the sympathetic 
nerve accelerates it, tlie latter nerve being not always in 
action, while the former appears to be generally so ; and it 
was shown, by an experiment upon a frog, that when the con¬ 
trolling or inhibitory nerve is stimulated the action of tlie 
heart becomes slower, and can even be stopped for a time. 

A beam of light was reflected upon the wall by means of a 
mirror moved by the heart. The lecture was concluded by the 
exhibition upon the screen, by means of the electro-microscope, 
of numerous exceedingly beautiful preparations of blood¬ 
vessels of different organs of the bodies of frogs, rats, nnd 
other animals ; and the ciroulation of the blood in the web of 
the frog's foot was demonstrated upon the screen in a most 
interesting manner.

The report by the council of the Royal Scottish Academy 
for 1871 states that, while the attendance of visitors nt tlie 
annual exhibitions fell somewhat short of that of the two pre¬ 
ceding years, it was still satisfactory, ns being in excess of the 
average for a number of years past. Tbe Bales of works of art 
were highly satisfactory, and were considerably in advance of 
those of the previous year. 

The balance-sheet of the National Rifle Association shows 
that the total receipts from ordinary nnd extraordinary sources 
during the past year were £29,920, while the total expenditure 
was £35.164. The annual report contains a comparative 
statement of the number and value of the prizes competed for 
at the Wimbledon meetings. The association started, in 1860, 
with sixty-seven prizes, valued at £2238, of which the asso¬ 
ciation gave forty, which were worth £1025. Last year the 
prizes numbered 1182, nnd were of tbe value of £ 11,510 ; of 
these the association gave 927, valued at £5593. The prizes 
last year were greater, both in number and value, than in any 
previous year of the association’s existence. In order to pro¬ 
vide for the payment of nil liabilities, the council, with the 
sanction of the trustees, has sold from the capital invested in 
Reduced Three per Cents sufficient to realise £5114. In their 
report the council mention that they have altered the condi¬ 
tions for the Rajah of Kolapore’s imperial challenge cup, as 
the experience of the past year has shown that it is almost 
impossible to continue this match in accordance with the 
original conditions.

1833), by Anne, his wife, daughter of Joseph Rendu, Esq. of 
(Jostle Hoyle. Having received his education at Trinity Col¬ 
lege, Dublin, where he graduated BA. in 182(5, his Lordship 
entered holy orders, and in 1844 was appointed Dean of Cloyne, 
whence he was preferred to the Dianery of Achonry in 1800. 
Re received the degree of LL.D. from his University in 1849, 
was a magistrate for Sligo, and was Chaplain to the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland. His Lordship married, July 3. 1831, 
Sarah, daughter of'William Shaw, E.-q, of Temple-hill, by 
whom he leaves i-sne four sons and two daughters. He is 
succeeded by his eldest son, William Browne, now fifth Viscount 
Mounttnorres, who was born in 1832 ; married, in 1862, Harriet, 
second daughter of the late George Broadrick, Esq , of Hainp- 
iuiU Stubbs, and has isgue. 

GENERAL SIR ALEXANDER LINDSAY. 

General Sir Alexander Lindsay, K C.B, ono of the oldest 
Generals of the Bengal Artillery, died, on the 20th ult, at his 
residence, Earlybank, Perthshire, m his ninetieth year, ne 
was son of James 8myth Lindsay, Esq , at.d received his educa¬ 
tion at Woolwich. He entered tho Bengal Army in 1804, and 
saw much service in India ; he commanded the artillery of 
the right column of Sir David Ochterlony's army in 18l6, and 
was severely wounded in the action on the heights of Hurry- 
hurpore. lie was again, in 182:", appointed to command the 
artillery in the division under Brigadier-General Morrison in 
the Burmese war. nrnl took part in the capture of Arracan. lie 
had the medal and olasps lor Nepaul and Ava, was made O B. 
in 1831, and K C B. 1862. ne married, 1820, Flora Loudoun, 
daughter of Captain Mackenzie, of Hartfield, Rose-shire, and 
became a widower in 1863. 


WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 

The will of the Right Hon. Thomas Browne, Earl of 
Kenmare, of Kenmare House, Killarney, and CasUe Robsc, 
Kerry, was proved in her Majesty's London Court of Probate, 
on the 23rd ult., by his only son, the Right Hon. Valentine 
Augustas, fourth Earl of Kenmare (heretofore Viscount 
Castlerosse), the role executor. The personalty in England 
was sworn under £4000. The will is doted March IB, 1864, 
ana his Lordship died Dec. 26 last, at his residence, 54, Eaton' 
place, aged eighty-three, a widower, leaving one son and two 
daughters, nis Lordship w as an Irish Representative Peer, 
and took his seat ia the nouse of Lords as Baron Kenmare, 
and was Deputy Lieutenant for Kerry. He bequeaths to his 
daughter Lady Mary Catherine, wife of Robert Berkeley, 
Esq , £500 for her own use. To his eldestdaughter, Lady Ellen 
Maria, if single and not a professed nun, he leaves all his 
pictures, paintings, books, plate, household furniture, horses, 
carriages, and other effects, except such as may be at his man¬ 
sion at Killarney, and in possession of his son. His Lordship 
states that he had intended to have left her a pecuniary legacy, 
but his son having secured to her an annuity of £1000, and 
increased it to £1200, he has refrained from so doing ; but if 
she marries she is to retain the furniture and other effects. 
He bequeaths to Mrs. Smith (his late wife’s waiting-maid), 
£60 a year ; to another servant, £10 a year ; and to his 
other servants one year’s wages—all legacies free. His real 
estate and the residue of the personal, including all charges 
which he was entitled to receive from the family estates, he 
leaves to his son the present Earl. 

The will of Sir John Edward George Bayley, Bart, of 
Stanhope Lodge, Kensington-gore, was proved in London, on 
the 24th nit., under £10.<H>() personalty, by his eldest son, the 
Rev. Sir John Robert Emilios Bayley, Bart, the sole executor. 
The will is dated Jan 21, 1865, and Sir John died Dec. 23 lust, 
aged seventy-eight. He was the eldest son of the Right iltn. 
Sir John Bayley, Bart, formerly Judge of the Court of 
Exohcqner. The testator has left the whole of his property, 
real aud personal, to his son and executor, aiding these words, 
‘•under the assurance that, from his kiud, honest, and devoted 
behaviour towards me, he will carry out all my intentions nnd 
wishes." ’I here is a remarkable peculiarity attending the 
winding up and execution of the will Though drawn up in 
the English form, with the usual attestation clause, that at 
the conclusion of the will " In test mimimn ” Is according to 
the Scotch form, giving the names and addresses ofthe wit¬ 
nesses in tho body thereof. 

The will of John Daniel Souchay,' Esq!* merchant, of 
Losobwitz, Dresden, and of London, was administered to in 
her Majesty’s Court of Probate, on the lfitn nit., under 
£120,0. 0 personalty in England, by Edward Franz Souchay, 
Esq., the brother, one of the universal legatees in the will, 
there being no executor appointed. The will is translated 
from the German, and bears date July 3, 1868 j the original 
was deposited, the day after its execution, in the Royal Court 
of Judicature of llrtsden, Neustadt. The testator died 
J uno 22 last year, at Loschvyitz. He describes his available 
capital to lie invested in the mercantile firms of Messrs. 
Schunck, Souchay, and Co., of Manchester and Leeds ; Messrs. 
Beuccke, Souchay, and Co., London : aud in shares, or joint- 
stock companies, and railway sml preference shares, in State 
loans, amounting probably to 2,000,000 thalers Prussian cur¬ 
rency ; from whicii be bequeaths to his wife 700 000 thalers ; 
to each of his brothers and Bisters, 220.000 thalers ; sisters-in- 
law and nephew, each 20,<>00 thalers: nieces, each 10,000 
thalers; to other relatives. 50,(86) thalers; charitable insti¬ 
tutions, 45,000 thalers; and to servants, 5000 thalers. These 
amounts are to be regulated either by abatement or in¬ 
crease, according to the amount of capital He directs the 
carrying out of the trusts of toe will, to take place in con¬ 
formity with the law in force in the kingdom of Saxony, his 
plnce of domicile. 

Tho will of the Rev. Thomas Fownes Luttrell, late of The 
Priory, Dunster, Vicar of Carhamplon and Dnnster, Somerset, 
dated Nov. 1, 1867, was proved, in the London Court, under 
£50,' 00 personalty, aud contains the following charitable be¬ 
quests : — To the Taunton Hospital, £500 ; Bath General 
Hospital, £300 ; Eye Infirmary, Taunton, and the Village 
Hospital, Dunster, each £200. 


The will of Lady Georgiana Cathcart, relict of the Hon. Sir 
G. Cathcart, G. C.B , was proved under £14,000 ; that of Lady 
Cecilia Harvey, under £20,000; and that of Dame Caroline 
Coote, of Villa Carolina, Nice, under £3000 in England.

AWARDS FOR HUMANITY. 

The President of the United States has awarded a chrono¬ 
meter to Mr. John Herbert, master of the brig Juauita. of 
Liverpool, for retelling the crew of the American vessel Julia 
S Carney, of New York, which verse 1 they had to abandon at 
sea on Sent. 28, 1871. 

The Board of Trade has awarded a gold watch and chain 
to Captain P. Saba’ier. of ihe French ship Outer et Julie, in 
acknowledgment of his humanity and kindness t > the first 
officer ana seven seamen of the ship Tapping, of Glasgow, 
whom ho picked up at sea on St pt 2‘.) in long 110 59 E, and 
lat 941 N. The Taeping was lost on the Ladd's Rtef, in the 
China Sea, on S«pt. 26, being then bound front Amoy to New 
Yotk with a cargo of t<a The crew left her in three boats. 
The master, with bis bont'a crew, arrived at Saigon on Oct. 15 ; 
the second officer and his crow were picked up by the Serica ; 
and the first officer aud his crew wove picked tip by the Outer 
et Juiieon Sept 29. CaptniV Sabatier treated them with the 
greatest, kindness, nnd atlsough they were fifty days on 
board his vessel he refused to nccr-pt Any repajmer t of ex- 
pens. s. The crew were landed at Batavia on Nov. 17. 

The Board has awardtd a binocular glass lo Captain 
Thomas C. llicks, of thn barque Klorie, of Liverpool, in 
acknowledgment of his kindness to tho survivors of the crew 
of the barque Mary Davlcsmt of Aberdeen, whom he rescued 
from the Falkland Islands Rocks, on Sept. 20, 1871. 

The Board lues awarded a binocular glass to Captain E. C. 
Roach, ot the barque M. E Corning, of Yarmouth. N. 8, in 
acknowledgment oi his humanity ami kindness to the second 
mate and rest of the survivors of the crew of the barque 
Ondara, of Milford, whi m he rescued from their waterlogged 
aud disabled vessel op Sept. '9, 1 870, in lat. 39 N., long. 70 W., 
nnd whom he landed at, Now York on the 22nd of that month, 
haviDg deviated from his course for that purpose. 


As indicating the rent arkabledevelopmentof the Australian 
preserved meat-trade during the past year, it, is interesting to 
note that the total number of cases imported into London from 
Australia and New Zealand during 1871 amounted to no less 
than 243,344, in addition to a considcrabl- number of casks. 
The largest quantity of this moat is shipped from Melbourne, 
the amount of last year's shipments hence alone being 95,183 
casrg. Port Philip ranks next to Melbourne, having shipped 
to London during 1871 57,289 cases. 


TARIS FASHIONS FOR FEBRUARY. 

Parisian belles were in expectation of dancing this season in 
presence of the President of the Republic at the Palace of the 
Elysfie ; but in this they have been disappointed, nnd, f. r wan 
of an example being given in official regions, halls have been 
the reverse of numerous, tho salons of the Faubourgs St. 
Gerntnin and St. Hcnorfi having been thrown open simply for 
afternoon and evening receptions, from which dancing has 
been rigorously excluded. The favourite toilette at these re¬ 
unions is the rcbe princcsse, made of velvet, edged with 
Chantilly lace and open in front <» tublicr, so ns to display a 
skirt of satin or faille. The robe, which is tightened at the 
waist, falls benind in a long' squnre cut train. Robes of black 
velvet over jnpes of white faille at.d tunics of Chantilly lnco 
over skirts of fnilia and satin made in the above-mentioned 
style are no less elegant than they are becoming'. 

Toilettes de promenade just touch t he ground, and at times 
arc even worn with a demie-trame. A eostume in black faille 
and heartsease-coloured velvet has an under jnpe of the first- 
named material, trimmed with three vandyked black satin 
flouncea, headed with satin rouleaux. The velvet upper skirt 
is bordered with a ruche nnd deep Filk fringe, the .Spanish 
basquine, in violet velvet, with litt le basques all round the 
waiBt, being trimmed to correspond. The costume Marie 
Stuart, which is of myrtle green velvet, has the umltr jupe 
trimmed with biais of green satin and fringe with tassels. 
The upper skirt, similarly trimmed, is caught up nt the sides 
with silk cord, and falls very low behind ; while the velvet 
corsage is Btriped horizontally with satin rouleaux, having 
buttons fixed nt each end, tho tight sleeves, lined with white 
satin, being similarly ornamented. A lace ruche round the 
neck completes the toilette, with which ia worn a toque, Henri 
III. or Charles IX., which resemblv each other somewhat in 
shape, aud both of which are trimmed with bows and feathers. 

Among other chapeaux one of the most characteristic is 
the chapeau Ahncicn, with its little, round-shop*d crown of 
black velvet and lace sonrf. forming- a havolet and strings. A. 
band of Chantilly lace is turned over the front, while at the 
topis a large Alsatian bow of faille ribbon, with its four- 
fringed ends falling down to the waist. Another novelty is 
the chapeau jockey, which is of black lace with a puffed tulle 
and faille crown. A wr<ath of tinted ivy posed on the front 
forms a tuft of foliage on one side, from rue of which 
springs a black aigrette. A lace scarf veil and faille ribbons 
fall behind. Another new chn|*eau is the Marie Antoinette, 
of black velvet, with small round crowD, aronnd which is 
twisted a band of black faille. At one side is a tuft of rose¬ 
buds aud a tiny plume of blue and black feathers, secured fcy 
a turquoise-blue bow, the ends of which, after being twisted 
over the torsade, fall behind with it, while another bow forma 
a kind of bavolet. 

THE ILLUSTRATIONS. 

Fig. 1. Toilette do promenade of pearl grey ponlt de sot®, 
the upper skirt of which forms a tablier, edged with a little 
flounce in front, and a very full puff behind. The under jupe 
is trimmed with two flounces, tho lower one of which is very 
deep and almost reaches the bottom of the skirt. The lit,tin 
paletot of maroon-coloured velvet is edged with ermino and 
braided with velvet wheat-ears and field flowers. The toque 
Charles IX is of black velvet, nnd has a large ostrich-feather 
falling behind, and a velvet aigrette at the left side. 

.•Fig. 2. Toilette do visite of garnet coloured faille, the skirt 
of which is trimmed ot the bottom with a deep plaited flounce. 
The velvet pnrdessus, of the same colour as the dress anil out 
to tho shape, i* edged wi*h deep black Ince, and secured down 
the front with ornaments of passementerie and guipure. It is 
caught up on each side with bands of lace descending-from 
the shoulders, and forming a small puff behind. The largo 
sleeves are trimmed with laco. The chapeau, of block faille, 
is bordered with narrow guipure, and has a largo bow at the 
left side, the ends of whicii trail behind under a loDg black 
ostrich feather. 

Fig. 3. Ball-dress composed of embroidered silk tulle and 
white taffeta. The upper skirt, which is of the first-named 
material, is spotted with diminutive heartsease and lilies of 
the valley ; while a trail of roses descending from the waist 
catches it up at the side in the moat graceful manner. The 
corsage is edged-with little bouilloDnles, which also form the 
shoulder-straps. The white taffeta underskirt is trimmed at 
the bottom with two small flounces. A tuft of flowers in the 
hair completes the toilet. 

Fig. 4. Toilette de reception of green silk rep, the under¬ 
skirt of which is trimmed at the bottom with a flounce, headed 
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the object until after discharge. The ope¬ 
ration of training is shown in onr diagrams, 
figs. 2 and 3. Should the vessel or other 
object aimed at be moving past the angle to 
which the gun can be trained, the tarn- 
table itself is turned round by means of 
its wiDch-gear, so as to bring the gnn to 
the next porthole, an operation which only 
occupies about a third of a minute, and 
which can be done while the gun is being 
loaded. The training is effected by 
means of winch-handles on pinions work¬ 
ing into a crown wheel at the rear of 
the slide. This wheel communicates mo¬ 
tion to a pinion working into the rack, 
or toothed racer, which is partially let into 
the top of the turn-table. The gun can be 
trained by this means in a few seconds 
through the angle (of 64 deg.) that the 
position at each port will allow. The gun 
is ruu in or out by the winch-gear and 
“pitch” chains attached to the Bides of 
the slide, and worked by the handle 
shown in fig. 1, the chain being “nipped,” 
or held to the oarriage, by lifting it with 
peculiarly-construoted gear into a series 
of notches fixed under the bottom plate 
of the carriage. This gear is under the con¬ 
trol of one man, and when he lets go his 
hold of the curved lever (shown at the side 
of the carriage in fig. 2) the chain falls out 
of gear, so that, when the gun is fired, it 
runs back without affecting the chain or 
gear. The recoil is checked by means of 
frictional compressors, the power being 
applied by a hand wheel (see figs. 1 and 2) 
working a powerful screw attached to the 
side of the compressor “ bow." These wheels 
are worked by a man on each side of the 
gun, and the arrangement is so effective 
that the gun can be “ brought up ” on 
discharge with a recoil of less than four feet. 


with a biais of white satin bordered with 
fringe, the head of which is concealed by 
rouleaux of green satin. The upper skirt, 
which is bordered with a similar biais and 
fringe, is caught np at each side so as to 
form a puff behind. The corsage is trimmed 
in front with crossbars of green satin 
biais, and has a bertho formed with biais 
and fringe corresponding to the trimming 
of the skirts. The sleeves and basqnes of 
the corsage are trimmed in the some style. 


A NAVAL GUN-CARRIAGE. 
The Hotspnr, a double screw propeller, iron 
armour-plated steam-ram, of 2637 tons 
burden, carrying three heavy guns, is now 
at Devonport, under the command of Cap¬ 
tain Lord John Hay, O.B. She is not bnUt 
like the Glatton, of which we lately gave 
an Illustration, for the purpose of an im¬ 
penetrable floating battery, to bo used in 
harbour or coast defence. The Hotspur is 
intended to take a more active partin naval 
battle, and moves at high speed to run down 
her antagonists. The guns of the Glatton, 
and the oarriages on which they nre 
mounted, were shown by the IllustraUons 
we gave a few weeks ago, with an En¬ 
graving of that vessel. The Hotspur carries 
one gun weighing 25 tons, in & fixed turret 
forward, and two gunB throwing 64 lb. shot, 
aft of the ship. The tnrret, not re¬ 
volving, is pierced with four portholes, to 
either of which her 25-ton gun is brought 
by means of a revolving turn-table. We 
refer to the engraved diagrams, fig. 1 and 
fig. 2, showing the mechanism invented by 
Captain Soott for this purpose. The turn¬ 
table is locked, and the gan is trained and 
kept pointed with the greatest nicety upon

CAPTAIN SCOTT’S 25-TON GUN-CABBI AGE IN THE HOTSPUR TURRET, 
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PROFESSOR OWEN, F.R.S. 

This eminent natural philosopher, who holds the office of 
Superintendent of the Departments of Zoology, Geology, and 
Mineralogy in the British Museum, and Professor of Physiology 
in the Royal Institution, was born at Lancaster in 1804. He 
was educated at the University of Edinburgh, and aloptei the 
profession of a surgeon. But he soon found employment in 
preparing the catalogues of the collections in the Museum of 
the Royal College of Surgeons. These contain n great variety 
of specimens of comparative anatomy and physiology, especially 
of osteology, to which his attention as a scientific inquirer was 
thus early directed. In 1835 he was appointed Hunterian 
Professor of the College, and Conservator of its Museum. 
Among his first published treatises was a memoir on the 
“Nautilus Pompilius," contributed in 1832 ; but his memoir 
on n gigantis extinct species of sloth, the “Myloion Robnstus,” 
which appeared ten years later, proved him the highest British 
authority on fossil organic remains. A work on “ Odonto¬ 
graphy,” or the comparative struotnre and arrangement of the 
teeth of animals, had already gainc l approval. Mr. Ovei be¬ 
came more widely known by his popnlar books, entitle! the 
“ History of British Fossil Mammals and Birds ” and the 
“ History of British Fossil Reptiles,” which appeared from 
1816 to 1850. But, at the same time, he published 
his two courses of lectures on the “Comparative Anatomy 
of the Invertebrate,” and that of the “ Vertebrate Animals," 
giving a complete view of the subject; and those were 
followed by a masterly essay on the “ Vertebrate Skeleton,” 
its typical and essential form of structure ; and by special dis¬ 
quisitions on “The Nature of Limbs,” and other topics within 
the range of those inquiries. Professor Owen was frequently 
invited to assist her Majesty’s Government in Sanitary Com¬ 
missions ; and the abolition of the slaughter-houses in Smith- 
field Market was mainly effected by his reports against that 
disgusting nuisance. He aided in some of the arrangements 
for the Exhibition of 1851, and served as president of one of 
its juries. In 1855, by desire of the French Government, he 
acted in a similar capacity at the PariB Exhibition. He was 
rewarded with the cross of the Legion of Honour; and, in 
return for this compliment, his next important work, “ Prin¬ 
ciples of Comparative Osteology,” was published at Paris in 
the French language. His more recent books, including that 
on the Megatherium, and his great work on the science of 
Paleontology, the first part of which appeared in 1860, have 
still more augmented the fame of this accomplished naturalist. 
He has contributed much to the transactions of all the 
scientific institutions in London. His merits have been re¬ 
cognised by most of the academies or learned societies of 
Europe, as well as by the Universities of Great Britain, and 
by the Governments of foreign States, from which he has 
received many honorary titles of distinction.

NATIONAL SPORTS. 

The simultaneous appearance of the weights for three great 
steeplechases—at Liverpool, Birmingham, and Croydon—has 
at length given turfites something to talk about. Mr. Topham 
must be well satisfied with the result of his Grand National 
handicap, as out of 85 entries only 22 have not accepted, and 
three even of these had received the lowest possible weight. 
The Australian horse Dutchman (I I st. 71b.) is one of the non- 
contents; bnt while it is somewhat irrationally argued tha ., 
after all the expense and trouble of bringing him from the 
antipodes, he ought to have been more leniently treated, Mr. 
Topham can fairly reply that no one in his senses would have 
run such a risk unless he possessed a really good animal. 
Dutchman has nccepted for the Croydon event, for which, 
however, it seems doubtful if he will be allowed to start in 
consequence of his disqualification in Australia. This, at first 
Bight, seen* hard upon his present owner, who had nothing 
whatever to do with the horse’s very suspicions performance 
in his own country ; bnt a little reflection will show 
that a rigid enforcement of the rule is moat neces¬ 
sary, as otherwise a horse might be palpably pulled 

time after time, and yet would never be less salable. 

The ’Lamb (12 st. 7 lb.) is naturally honoured with 

the top weight, and Harvester (12 at.) has evidently obtained 
a great reputation by his solitary performance at Croydon. 
The Dootor (11 st. 8 lb.), Scipio (11 st. 7 lb.), Schiedam 
(11 Bt. 4 lb.), Snowstorm (11 st. 2 lb.), Scarrington (11 st. 2 lb.), 
David Copperfleld (10 st. 101b.), and other well-known names 
appear in the list, and we may once more see the venerable 
Hall Court (IOst.), who, however far he may be beaten, ani, 
with or without a rider, is sure to gallop the entiro course. 
The weights have been raised at Birmingham and Croydon, 
and Bedivivus and Harvester respectively occupy the plaoa of 
honour with 12 st. 7 lb. each. 

The Brigg (Lincolnshire) Open Meeting was by far the 
most imjxirtant of the numerous coursing fixtures' for last 
week, and two or three dogs performed which will probably 
appear in the Waterloo Cup. In the first round of the ELhaai 
Cup Frince Charlie r:m with great fire and resolution : but, as 
he was by no means fit, he was drawn, forfear of jeopardising 
his chance ot Altcar, where he will do battle for Mr. Powars’u 
nomination. Glenavon, Bessie, and Countryman also won 
their respective trials. The second and third of these, how¬ 
ever, went down in the first ties, and, in the final spin, 
Leucuthin. by Boanerges—Muscatelle, beat Glenavon. a result 
in some measure due to nn injury which the latter received in 
his course against Moltke. Captain Loyd-Lindsay only won 
a Hingle course in the Dog Fuppy Stakes, and displayed such a 
lack of stamina that his chance at Altcar seems very poor 
indeed, and his would-be purchaser must congratulate himself 
lhat his offer of £150 was declined. Mr. Murchison’s pair of 
Master M’Grath poppies displayed fine speed, but had very bad 
luck; and K. D., by Rocket—Ada, and Buckfoot, by Briga¬ 
dier—Whiskey, eventually divided. Princess, an own sister to 
the last Darned, secured the Bitch Puppy Stakes, Nell, by 
Master M’Grath—Victory, being the runner-up. 


The annual exhibition of the Glasgow Fine Arts Institute 
was opened, on Monday, by a conversazione. 

While out with the Warwickshire hounds, oa Taesday, 
Lord St. Lawrence was thrown and broke hi 3 arm. 

The nomination of candidates for the connty Kerry is fixed 
for Tuesday next, and the polling for Friday, the 9th inst. 

General Chcsney, explorer of the Euphrates, died on Taes¬ 
day, at his seat in Ireland, in his eighty-third year.

A meeting held in the Townhall, Manchester, on Tuesday 
night, composed of and chiefly addressed by ladies, passed reso¬ 
lutions declaring the disqualification of women to vote f ir 
members of Parliament to be unjnst and inexpedient. 


FINE ARTS. 

GENERAL EXHIBITION OF WATER-COLOUR DRAWINGS. 
The present exhibition at the Dudley Gallery seems to be 
inferior to that of last year—or, at all events, less well selected 
and arranged. Thero is a large preponderance of small and 
more or less weak or trivial performances, and very few works 
of salient excellence and importance. Among the causes of 
this are, doubtless, that several of the loading contributors 
have been draughted into the ranks of the older societies in 
Pall-mall, and that some other of the best aastomary sup¬ 
porters of the gallery ore absent. The walls, nevertheless, 
bear evidence to the great variety of natural capacity that is 
absorlied in supplying the popular demand for water-colour 
drawings. The results, however, here as elsewhere, do not 
warrant the self-laudation of our “ national school of water¬ 
colour art ” which we so often hear from amateurs and 
amateur critics. Rather the prolific annual crop of water¬ 
colour drawings betrays the want of thorough artistio educa¬ 
tion, and a too general satisfaction with moderate attainments 
in a medium with many inherent limitations : if we had bnt 
a tithe of the present growth, the prospects of our school 
would be much improved. 

It is a rebuke to our insular vain-gloriousnes3 to find 
how easily the Continental artist, with his snporior training, 
surpasses most of our best samples of water-colour painting 
when he turns, as he does occasionally, to this branch of 
practice. The drawing which most harmoniously unites the 
principal pictorial attributes iu their highest degres is M. 
Vibert’s scene in a Spanish churoh (509), with a group of 
matadors and picadors, in their Bplendid costumes, kneeling at 
a shrine before entering the arena in a bnll-fight. Another 
remarkable foreign contribution is M. Liloi’s “Donnez mii du 
feu ” (493), a very interesting and powerfully-coloured study 
of two Eastern figures, somewhat after the manner of F irtuny. 
M. Jalabert’s figure of a contadina, “ VUlaiella,” (501) is 
correct and highly finished, but rather tame. The clever con¬ 
tribution of M. ltegamy (who has supplied this Journal with 
many Frenoh sketches), and of which we may name “ The Mai 
\\ idow—Paris, June, 1871” (644), must be regarded as sketches 
made for a purpose, rather than independent works of art. Mr. 
Hcmy follows his master, Leys, toodependently in "Cinderella 
and her Slipper ” (62), reproducing the ill-favoured types of 
face of his prototype, but not a sufficiency of his power and 
beauty of colouring to redeem that fault of taste. “ Mendioante 
Italienne " (286), by C. P. Bellay, has the thoroughness which, 
we repeat, is usually found in foreign work. 

Among the best samples of the English school are Mr. 
Poynter’s two small half-length female portraits, whioh hare 
separate passages of much beauty. It is a thing almost 
unique nowadays to find portraiture so palpably honest, so 
free from all “ fluttering ” artifice, as here: dadoed, one 
feels—what one never feels before the great character-pain ter, 
Holbein—that traits of character may be more or less exagge¬ 
rated, even to the point of questionable draughtsmanship. 
In the accessories there is the same insistanec on particular 
truth to the sacrifice of general relations. The detaching 
power of our binocular vision, as well as the effects of aerial 
perspective, are, for example, ignored in the painting of the 
stamped leather which forms the background to the head of the 
fairer lady, and the pattern on which is very unduly obtrusive. 
Mr. Burne Jones’s facility of design, but not his fine faculty ai 
a colourist, is exemplified in four small designs in tempera oa 
canvas, with the title," The Triumph of Fortune, Fame, Oblivion, 
and Love " (196), designs rather trite in idea. The artist shifts 
his plagiarism bore from the fourteenth to the fifteenth cen¬ 
tury, reproducing and exaggerating the greatest peculiarities of 
form of the Pernginesque schools. Mr. Solomon’s numerous 
quasi-poetic allegories or suggestions, with olumsy, ill-drawn, 
pseudo-classic figures, have a degree of effeminate, nauseous 
affectation which, wo mustsny, is more offensive even than usual. 
Other of the “ fleshly,” " loathely” morbid or eccentric painters 
who are only met with at this gallery are represented ; as 
Mr. Bateman, iu a raediaivul “ Annunciation ” (598), iu which 
thebody of the Virgin is scarcely two thirds of its due length ; 
Mrs. Spartali Stillman, in the lugubrious Monk (167); Miss 
Lucy Madox Brown, iu the misnamed “ Fair Gerallino” of 
Cornelius Agrippa’s Mirror (295) ; and Mr. Crane, in Roman 
views whioh, with much merit, are more or lea m\rrel by 
certain peculiarities of treatment whioh falsify the aspect of 
the well-known sites represented. 

Little, probably, could be gained by attempting to classify 
the remaining contents of this exhibition, among which, 
tbongh maDy drawings evince ability or promise, few are 
representative of any elevated or uncommon art-principle. 
We shall, therefore, make the circuit of the room, merely 
enumerating some of the most noteworthy items in no 
stringent order. “ Deal Boatmen Bringing Men Ashore from 
a Wreck ” (37), by H. Moore, a spirited drawing, but lacking 
the brilliance and virtuo of the artist’s seapieces in oil. “ A 
French River ” (38) aud other drawings, byA.Ditohfield, have 
a mellow breadth of tone and effect of serenity congenial to 
the scenery chosen. “The Coming in of the Sea-Fog” (51). 
“Pembroke Castle" (G.5), A. W. Williams. No. 66, by F. 
Walton. " Dead Swan " (80), a broadly-hanlled, very good 
example of still-life painting, by Jos. Hardy, jun. “The Old 
Place, Pulborough ” (83), by E. U. Fahey—repeating the 
effects of half-shadow tone on buildings, to which this young 
artist seems disposed to confine himself. “ The Morning Bath ” 
(93), by Heywood Hardy—horses being ridden by grooms into 
the sea margin—a work distinguished by great spirit and 
truth in the action of the animals and excellent draughtsman¬ 
ship. “On the Look Out" (101), by Kate Msllesm—re¬ 
markably impressive in effect. “ Sapper Time’’ (118)—Scotch 
girls feuding calves—by J. Richardson, is injared, like other 
drawings by the same, by excessive literalness, and a 
super-positiveness of colouring, which has a vulgaris¬ 
ing tendency. “Wet" (128), by E. F. Brewtwall—the 
1 of a farmhouse, reminding one of a passage 

I Washington Irving s wet Sunday in a country 

inn. “ On the Waal, Holland ” (130), by J. H. d’Egvillo The 
animated scene on a “ Market Day in Spain ” (154). by T. R. 
Macquoid. “In Baie d’lxcart, Sark ” (162), by J. L. ftoget; 
this and two other views by this artist in the same Channel 
Island show careful drawing of rocks subordinated to tenderly- 
felt and broadly-rendered atmospheric effects. No. 173, by G, 
Howard, a landscape, with winding river reflecting a pallid 
sky after sundown, renders twilight effect with fidelity and 
originality. "Springtime” (175), a graceful female figure 
gathering flowers, by W. J. Hennessy. " Morning Twilight" 
(183), by J. J. Bnnnatyne, who also has au admirable moon¬ 
light piece. "Showers before Sunrise ” (L83),by J.n. Leonard— 
large in treatment and liberal in observation. No. 227. by 
Madame Bischop, a large figure-snbjeot, very powerful in 
light aud shade, closely resembling the style of the lady’s hus¬ 
band. “Grange Fell, from the Village, Cumberland ” (236), 
by H. B. Richardson, has a vivid daylight effect, gainel. how¬ 
ever, by some blackness in the shadows. •• The Bib Z mohly, 
Cairo" (261), by Frank Dillon;' an excellent drawing 
in the artist's best manner. No. 262, by J. M. Jop- 
ling; a female head, better painted than is usual 
with tjiis artist. Of "Digging Potatoes” (279) and 


other contributions by Mr. Hamilton Maoallum similar 
remarks may be made as have already been submitted in 
respect to Mr. J. Richardson's drawings ; the artist's power is 
unquestionable, but his imitation is prosaic, and there is little 
tenderness or nuance in his colouring. “ Diving into Secrets ” 
(301), a girl reading letters, by A. O. H. Luxmore, has a 
modest carefulness which conciliates approbation ; but the 
artist should aim at higher qualities of expression, colour, and 
execution. " On the River ” (305) is an artistic little work, 
by T. Green, who also sends a street scene, with many figures, 
in “ St. Giles’6-in-the-Ficlds ” (574), which rivals some of the 
best drawings by Pinwell, “ After Glow on the Tiber ” (328), 
by J. C. Moore, represents with appropriate breadth the 
windings of tho river through the monotonous Campagna, 
“ Kilchurn Abbey ’’ (337), by A. W. Weedon, has a brilliant 
and truthful effect of sunset. “ Chapel in the Seuth Aisle of 
St. Jacques, Antwerp," by S. Read, is a small but good 
example of this member of the Old Water-Colour Society, who, 
we believe, exhibits for the first time in Piccadilly. “ St. 
Cairan's Cross, in the Churchyard of Cicnmacnoise ” (379), by 
T. Waite, displays imaginative feeling in the sad, lowering 
twilight sky which broods over the ancient ruins and tombs. 
“ Barly Morning—Pomlefchg Valley, near Thusis, Switzer¬ 
land (397), by R. T. Pain, is a very conscientious piece of 
landscape delineation. 

On the screens nre some generally small but choice draw¬ 
ings besides those already mentioned. “The Giant's Cause¬ 
way ” (531) and “ National Defences" (530), by IV. F. Stock*, 
are capital studies of rocks. “Late Hours" (536), by J. 
Macbeth, is one of the best drawings here : it represents au 
artist in his studio, drawing, under a lamp, on a wood block, 
and overlookel by a lady in evening costume—the artist’s wife, 
we may conjecture, returned from an evening party. The 
lamplight effect—concentrated on the table and worker’s face, 
aud faintly reflected through the shadow of tho lamp shade 
ahoutthe studio—is very admirably rendered. 11 Drummer aud 
Child ” (560), a replica in water colours of a charming oil 
picture by the deceased artist M. G. Brennan. “ Au Armistice ’ 
(686), a clever and droll little drawing, by E. Buckman, of a 
mischievously-disposed little child, holding a stick behinl its 
back, aud a frisky young donkey, eyeing each other across a 
thistle-bed. "Enter Certain Maskers” (606), study for the 
picture by H. S. Marks. There are other drawings which wUl 
repay attention—as the sea and coast pieces by G. L. Hall, A. 
Severn, C. R. Aston, G. Whitaker, asd Madame Bodichon ; 
figure-subjects by J. Hay liar, E. Bale, and a war sketch by R. 
E. Landells ; small animal-pieces by B. Rivifire and J. W. 
Bottomley ; excellent little bits by W. F. Yeames and G. 
Mawley; and landscape or allied subjects by C. Earl, S. 
Vincent, F. Talfourd, W. P. Burton, J. Parker, H. Leslie, W. 
Small, and G. S.Waiters. 


Mr. John Gilbert and Mr. Richard Norman Shaw have 
been elected Associates of the Royal Academy of Arts. 

Mr. Robert Wade, surgeon, of Soho-square, who died a fort¬ 
night ago, was a great collector of drawings of flowers, fruit, 
and other subjects by the late William Hunt. It has been 
suggested that his collection should be purchased for the 
South Kensington Museum. 


NEW BOOKS. 

The following words are used in concluding tho strictly auto¬ 
biographical portion of The Life and Times of Henry Lord 
Brougham (William Blackwood and Sons), anil they contain 
the best and most touching apology for the comparatively few 
blemishes which even the keen eye of jealous historian or 
hostile critic has hitherto discovered in the work of a non¬ 
agenarian ;—“ If I have imperfectly performed my work,—if 
I have appeared to dwell too diffusely oa some subjects, whiLt 
others of equal importance have been passed over,—if many 
statements have been feebly, and some inaccurately, ren¬ 
dered,—let it be recollected that I began this attempt after I 
was eighty-threc years of age, with enfeebled intellect, failing 
memory, and but slight materials by me to assist it. Above 
all, that there was not left one single friend or associate of 
my earlier d ays whose recollections might have aided mine. 
All were dead. I alone survived of those who had acted in 
the scenes I have here faintly endeavoured to retrace.” 
Henry Lord Brougham was in his ninetieth year before his 
task was finished. As we read his description of himself at 
eighty-three we call to mind the poet's lines— 

Unlike that Arthur who, with lauoe in rest, 

From spear to plume a star of tournament, 

Dashed through the lists at Cnmelot and chargod 

Before the eyes of ladies and of kings. 

Not less dissimilar must he have been to tho fiory champion of 
nn outraged queen and to the unwearied candidate who, while 
canvassing Yorkshire and performing his duties at the Bar, 
almost outdid the labours of Hercules. It seems singular th it 
the autobiography of a veteran who, in 1867, was writing to 
the Qneen for permission to publish certain parts of a certa’n 
correspondence, should end at so distant a period as that at 
which he and his Government “ were turned out in November, 
1834." But if ’tis pity, it is also true that tho date, so far as 
public matters nre concerned, is properly chosen for the 
stopping-point. The race of the groat Henry Brougham was 
run ; bis sun was setting, though a long time would yet 
elapse ere it sank altogether from Bight. The last volume, for¬ 
tunately, does not end with the autobiography ; there are some 
additional pages, for which the render will be thankful. 
Brougham's triumph in Yorkshire, acceptance of the Chan¬ 
cellorship, and behaviour at the crisis of 1832 are, of oonrse, 
the most interesting autobiographical points ; bat the addi¬ 
tional pages, few as they are, may, perhaps, be generally con¬ 
sidered more attractive than all the rest together, for they are 
filled with personal sketches, drawn by Brougham's own 
hand, of several amongst the most distinguished of his 
contemporaries. Lord Holland, Lord Palmerston, Lord 
John Russell, Scarlett (Lord Abinger), Lord Plunkett, 
John Wilson Croker, Lord Granville, Lord Kllenborough, Lord 
Durham and Louis Philippe are those whose portraits are 
sketched ; and Sydney Smith’s celebrated saying about Lord 
Knssell, in the days of his famous Lord Johnhood, is stated to 
have had “ some foundation.” Th» general effect of the 
autobiography will, no doubt, be did ;rent in different oases ; 
but many a reader will be in duced by it to form rather a lower 
than a higher opinion than he was wont to hold touching 
kings and counsellors of the earth, and reluctantly to admit 
that the greatest men, if they ever sacrifice “ number one" to 
patriotic considerations, seem to assnme the conscious attitude 
and to repeat the self-laudatory ejaculation of our old friend 
little Jock Homer. 

It is not custcmary to say anything about the binding of a 
kook ; but some customs are more honoured in the breach 
than the observance. Let, therefore, the binder have his doe, 
so far as handsomeness and appropriateness of cover are con¬ 
cerned, for Lgypt of the Pharaohs and of the Krdirf, by F. 
Barham Zincke (Smith, Elder, and Co.). The author, who, 
unless memory be strangely treacherous, has been before now 
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encountered, and wag found to be a very observant traveller, 
having much that was well worth reading to relate about 
A inerica and American schools, hasdone excellent service by put¬ 
ting upon record his impressions, for the most part derived from 
personal experience, of that old historic land which was once 
synonymous with the house of bondage. Between the Pharaohs 
and the Kedivd are a multitude of generations; but the ancient 
country has never ceased to excite interest, from the 
time of the passage made by the Israelites through the 
Red Sea to the opening of the Suez Canal. It is 
more than probable that for some time to come readers 
will refer to Wilkinson for information about the “Ancient 
Egyptians.” But our author, though he can take no higher 
rank than that of a tourist, deserves to be regarded as a writer 
whose personal observations, original remarks, nnd practical 
views make him worthy of being consulted by all who desire 
to have something more than picturesque and sentimental 
descriptions of the peculiarities belonging to modern Egypt. 
Touching the canalisation of the isthmus, he is particularly 
outspoken, nnd he propounds opinions, hacked by statistics, 
which, even if they be open to objection, at any rate appear 
to be founded on reason, and are on that account not to be 
lightly pasted over. He himself went through the Suez Canal 
and he gives a tolerably interesting account of his transit. He 
comes to the conclusion that the grand achievement of M. 
Lesseps will be, or may be, advantageous to us both in the 
commercial and the military way ; but he does not seem 
to think that Egypt itself will derive much benefit from 
the enterprise. Few things escape his notice, and he pleads 
the cause of Egyptian turtles in a manner which should touch 
the heart or bowels of an alderman. “ Something ought to be 
done, and might he done,” he says, "to mitigate their long 
fast from Aboukir Bay to London ; ” but, as things are, “it is 
hard lines for an Egyptian turtle when he once gets turned on 
his back in Aboukir Bay. After that, for the remaining term 
of hiti natural life it is all Ramadan with him, after sunset ns 
well as after sunrise." “ Ramadan,” as Polonius would have 
said, “is goodand is an instance of the quiet, grim humour 
which is noticeable in a generally lively and readable volume. 

In the year 1586, on a gloomy night of July, Captain John 
Davis, of the good ship Sunshine, which had been “fitted out 
by divers opulent merchants of London for the discovery of a 
north-west passage," had his ears assailed by a confused 
uproar “ like noises in a swound;" and on a similar 
night in Ihe same month of the year 1869 Captain 
John Bartlett, of the good ship Panther, which had 
been “fitted out for a summer voyage by a party in 
pursuit of pleasure,” was warned by similar sounds to put 
off in a boat and look carefully about him, and he discovered 
that the Panther was iu the identical spot at which Captain 
Davis, of the Sunshine, had been similnrly admonished of his 
perilous situation “ nearly three hundred years before." The 
Panther, indeed, was dangerously close to “Greenland's icy 
mountains ; ’’ and how she was extricated from her critical 
position, and thenceforth carried her passengers and crew on a 
leisurely trip in pursuit of the picturesque and the scientific, 
may he agreeably ascertained from The Land of Desolation, by 
Isaac J. Hayes, M.D. (Sampson Low and Co.). The book con¬ 
tains certainly not fewer than forty illustrations, which are, 
in nlmost every case, striking as well as beautiful, and faith¬ 
fully characteristic, no doubt, of the remarkable scenery and 
personages encountered by the intrepid voyagers, who, it is 
understood, beloDg or belonged to the enterprising nation of 
our Transatlantic cousins. The author is very favourably 
known as a writer and explorer by a former work called “The 
Open Polar Sea; ” and his new volume is not likely to 
diminish the number of his friends and admirers. There are 
some things which you prefer to, and others which you must, 
do by proxy, and in the former or the latter category are to bo 
placed the greater part of the deeds performed and the ad¬ 
ventures met with by Dr. Hayes and his comrades. It is not 
everybody who can hope to personally investigate the wonders 
of Greenland, witness the birth of an iceberg, chase the white 
bear by steam, and take, paradoxical as it may sound, a photo¬ 
graph by the light of a midnight sun ; but all this, and much 
mere, any reader may do by adopting Dr. Hayes as his agent, 
for “ qui facit per alium facit per se.” At p. 259 there is a 
rnnnik which is not, at the first blush, calculated to give an 
Erglishman the evidently intended impression touching the 
“ Land of Desolation," where “ tho sun is not seen in winter," 
says the author, “ for more than a hundred days." In England 
that would be considered a pretty fair allowance ; but differ¬ 
ence iu the divisions and duration of seasons is, no doubt, to 
be taken into consideration. 

A benefactor in at least two ways is he who not only supplies 
the material for a most entertaining and extraordinary nar¬ 
rative, but also offers to this over-populated country a 
chance of remunerative colonisation. And such a narrative, 
combined with such nn offer, is to be found in Queen 
Charlotte Islands, by Franois Poole, C.E., edited bv John W. 
Lyndon (Burst and Blackett). Mr. Poole, we are told, is “ the 
only educated Englishman who has ever lived on Queen Charlotte 
Islands " (in the North Pacific, for there is another group of 
the snme name, and, as Americans would say, of “ no-account,” 
iu the South Pacific Ocean) ; and we regret to say that his 
adventures, which were neither few nor tame; his work, which 
was laborious; and his exposure, which was frequent and ex¬ 
cessive, have prevented him from sooner setting beforo the 
public the result of his experience, and from taking upon 
himself the whole burdeu of preparing his very interesting 
volume for publication. He seems, however, to have found a 
very competent and sympathetic edi^f, who, in his preface, 
inuke s some assertions deserving of the most Berioua attention. 
The islands, says the editor, “form together a healthy, pic¬ 
turesque territory, rich in natural resources and well adapted 
to colonisation ; ” and ho much may undoubtedly be collected 
from the volume. “Nevertheless,” he continues, “ for the 
space of nearly a century, during which they have 
belonged to England, no serious attempt has been 
mad* to colonise them. Even the Admiralty survey is still 
wanting. There they lie, waste and fallow, yet marvellously 
productive, ar.d awaiting nothing but Anglo-Saxon capital, 
enterprise, and skill to return manifold profit to those who 
will embark in the venture.” The capital is, perhaps, where 
the shoe pinches ; for the emigrant generally has it not, and 
he who has it needs not to leave his own country. What Mr. 
Poole bad to endure may be surmised from one of his stories 
about the “ horrors ” to which he was subjected when to him 
“was assigned the plnce of honour in the family couch— 
namely, under the same blanketing with the chief aud his 
daughter.” It is like A newspaper account of the sleeping 
accommodation in Bethnal-green; hut, then, in Bethnal- 
gTeen, even if yon did knock your head against the bedpost 
and suddenly wake up, you would not have revealed to you by 
the fiare of the fire “ at least a hundred scalps fastened round 
the top of the pole.” Indeed, in Bethnal-green there would 
probably be no fire at all. 

It is a little late in the day for Mexico under Maximilian, 
by J. J. Kendall, late Captain of H.M. -14th and 6th Regiments 
(T. Cautley Newby). The short-lived Emperor of Mexico, 


heroic as he was, has left hardly any political or historical 
memory. 

The Knight is dust. 

And hi-- good iwont rust; 

HU soul is with the saints wc trust. 

And there is no more to be said about the noble victim of a 
grand mistake. And yet the volume is neither ill-written nor 
uninteresting; it contains a great deal of information about 
Mexico; it is the work of one who appears to have served the 
luckless Emperor faithfully and affectionately; and it reminds 
the reader, in those parts in which the writer gives vent to his 
bitter feelings, of the saying attributed to Nelson, “ Love your 
enemies, my lads; hut hate a Frenchman like the devil.” 

Disease is always with us ; its treatment is always a cause

Common-sense and extreme candour appear to be 
amongst the author’s salient qualities. 


LAW AND POLICE. 


THE TICHBORXE CASE. 

Yesterday week was the eightieth day of the Tiehborne 
trial, and Ihe tenth of the Attorney-General’s speech for the 
defence. The learned gentleman, in reminding the jury of 
(he part which Mr. Baigent had taken in reference to the 
affidavits filed in this case, brought several facta before their 
notice tending to rehut the statement of that gentleman, that 
be had never “prepared” any witnesses. He contrasted the 
course followed by Baigent with that which would be pursued 
in an honest notion, in which the attorney would see the wit¬ 
nesses, take down their proof of what could be said, aud not 
resort to acts and contrivances to procure evidence. Father 
Cooper and Father Guy had been called on behalf of the 
claimant ; but, although they were both respectable witnesses, 
their testimony really went for Tery little. After speaking of 
the plaintiff’s unwillingness to visit Stonyhurst, Sir John 
Coleridge narrated the circumstances connected with the ar¬ 
rival of the lock of hair from Melipilla nearly four years ngo. 
The claimant and his friends treated it as Roger Tichborne’s 
hair ; but at the time there was no Chili Commission spoken 
of. After that Commission, however, it was suggested for the 
first time that the hair was probably not Roger’s, and tho 
Attorney-General believed thnt, when carefully looked at, this 
lock cf hair would be found conclusive of the case. Attention 
was next drawn to the Burton Constable expedition, and to tho 
special reason why Mr. Baigent accompanied the claimant on 
that occasion. 

In resuming his speech for the defendants, on Monday, the 
principal point on which the Attorney-General touched wa3 
the absence of several important documents from the mas3 of 
papers belonging to the Dowager, which the claimant was 
ordered to deprosit in the Court of Chancery shortly after her 
death. Next, the learned counsel dwelt upon the fact that, 
although the plaintiff had made arrangements to go to 
Australia and Chili with the commissions which went out to 
examine witnesses, he did not accompany either. Sir John 
Coleridge suggested that there might be some reason why the 
plaintiff did not like to leave England; and it was this—he 
had previously paid various sums, under the cloak of Becrecy 
and disguise, to the Ortons, and it would have been dangerous 
to go away and leave their demands unsatisfied, more especially 
as it did not appear that his advisers knew anything of his 
connection with them. Afterwards, when the weekly allow¬ 
ance to Charles Orton tvas discontinued, he went to the de¬ 
fendants’ solicitor, and stated that the claimant wa3 his 
brother. There was something, said the Attorney-General, in 
the Orton business which they oould not unravel, aud a great 
deal upon that head yet remained unexplained. The_relations 
between the plaintiff and his legal advisers formed the subject 
of some severe criticism; and the failure of Serjeant 
Ballantine to put Mr. Holmes into the witness-box was 
strongly commented upon. In any other case, aud under 
similar circumstances, he would have expected either his 
Lordship or the jury to interfere, or the counsel on the other 
side to withdraw from its conduct. But the Tiehborne trial 
still lasted he could scarcely toll how. 

On Tuesday the Attorney-General traced the management 
of the claimant’s case in Mr. Moojen’s hands nfter it had been 
given up by Mr. Holmes. The letters, however, which Moojen 
wrote to Baigent showed clearly that he had no confidence 
either in the case or in the plaintiff; nnd no doubt, by this 
time at all events, he saw how the truth was. The learned 
counsel next made some comments respecting Mr, Cater and his 
testimony, contending that it was of little value. Attention 
was also drawn to the manner in which his affidavit was used 
in connection with the floating of the Tiehborne bonds. 
Reference was particularly mode to a letter from Mr. Spofforth 
to Cater, when the latter was returning to Australia, asking 
him to make inquiries for Arthur Orton’s address, and pro¬ 
mising, if he brought Orton to England iu time for the trial, 
f500 for each of them. In commenting upon the evidence of 
identification which had been laid before the jury, and the 
way in which the witnesses’ gave their evidenoe. Sir John Cole¬ 
ridge stated that he should call Mr. Alfred and Mr. Henry 
Seymour, Lady Doughty, and Mrs. Radcliffe, who, after the 
fullest 'bppportunitieB of observation, would avow their unhesi¬ 
tating conviction that the claimant was not Roger Tiohborne. 
A great part of the Attorney-General’sother observations were 
directed to an analysis of the evidence as it bore upon the 
points of nlleged similarity of certain physical developments 
in the claimant as compared with Tiehborne. 

The Attorney-General began, ou Wednesday, by referring 
at great length to the accident which occurred to the eyelid of 
Roger Tiehborne whilst on a voyage from Havre to Valparaiso. 
On that occasion a fish-hook suspended from a beam entered 
his eyelid, and nn operation had to be performed to get it out. 
In March, 1867, the claimant was examined by Dr. Lipscombe, 
and at that time he never made the slightest reference to this 
accident. It was clear he did not do so simply because he 
knew nothing about it. It was incredible that if he was the 
real Roger Tiehborne he should not have made some allusion 
to this accident in 1867, considering the great importance 
that bad since been attached to the affair. The claimant had 
since given different versions as to how the accident happened, 
and had fallen into thorough confusion over it. The fact was 
that his stories upon this subject had been fabricated, and were 
utterly inconsistent with the truth. The same might be said 
of the plaintiff's account of the marks on his ankles. The 
doctors who had examined these marks would not swear that 
they might not have been of very recent infliction, and the 
suggestion of the defence was that they never were inflicted 
until after M’Cann had drawn attention tothc.fact that the 
real Roger Tiehborne had been bled in the ankles, and would,* 
therefore, have marks there. After drawing attention to other 
physical peculiarities of the claimant, as compared with those 


of Roger Tiehborne, the Attorney-General went on to say that 
evidence would be called from Chili and Australia to show that 
Arthur Orton had upon his left arm the letters “A, 0.," and 
to have left these letters untouched would have been fatal to 
the claimant's case. The doctors would say that the mark on 
the left arm Of the plaintiff was just such as would be pro¬ 
duced by attempting to obliterate the letters “ A. O.” Roger 
Tiehborne was tattooed largely, yet the claimant had no tattoo 
marks upon him. If this fact alone oould be proved beyond 
doubt, it must be fatal to the claimant. 

The tattooing of Roger Tiehborne was again the subject 
of the Attorney-General's remarks on Thursday. Sir J. 
Coleridge said it would he proved by several witnesses that 
Roger was tattooed upon the left arm on two separate occa¬ 
sions and by two persons ; and he apprehended that if those 
physical differences between Roger and the plaintiff were 
established it would put an end, at all events, to any other case 
than the Tiehborne case. Some strictures were then made ou 
Dr. Lipsccmhe's conduct in the case, As to the one plain mark 
on the plaintiff which was congenital, the brown mark on the 
ride, the Dowager said “she” never saw it. Tho cross- 
examination of the plaintiff was then entered into. The jury 
had heard much and would hoar more of the correspondence 
of Reger Tiehborne. They had already some idea of what sort 
of a man he was, and must form their own opinion as to what 
such a man would have done had he escaped from the Bella, 
and been prevented for years from coming home. Would 
he have gone to an unknown attorney, have refused to see 
the members of the family, or to see a number of persons 
together, and have sought prepared nnd secret interviews l 
Would he have gone to bis mother, aided by a strange attorney 
and a man whom he had picked up in a betting-room Above 
all, would the real Roger, under the circumstances, have sur¬ 
rounded himself with Rouse and Baigent, Bulpitt, MissBraine, 
Carter, M’Cann, and Bloxham 1 And with such persons would 
he have gone up and down the country catching up people iu 
public-houses, and converting poor soldiers by stories of Mrs. 
Hayes's rook and the number upon the hoof of a trooper's 
horse ? What the real Roger would have done would have 
been io go at once to the Seymours, the Greenwoods, to Lady 
Doughty, his most intimate friend, and others of the family. 
Among many alleged discrepancies between Roger and tho 
claimant were the following :—The plaintiff could not speak 
a word of French, though it was Roger's mother tongue for 
fifteen years, and his chief tongue until he was twenty-three ; 
plaintiff stated that be had confessed to the Abbe de Salice, 
whilst Roger had never confessed to him ; Miss Nangle 
and Roger were prepared together for their first communion, 
and made each other presents on the occasion ; but of all this 
the plaintiff knew nothing. A person named Gossein was in 
Sir J. Tichborne’s Bervice from 1829 to 1845, but tho plaintiff 
said this was untrue, but Mr. Gossein would prove that it was 
true : the plaintiff said that his father did not go with him to 
Stonyhurst, but father Brindle did, whilst the fact was that 
Father Brindle did not, but Roger's father did go with him. 
The Attorney-General said that the plaintiff's knowledge of the 
Stonyhurst life was a blank, and contrasted with tho know¬ 
ledge of other parts of Roger's life which the plaintiff had an 
opportunity of getting up. 


Sir R. P. Collier was, last Saturday evening, entertained at 
a banquet by a number of his former colleagues at the Bar. 
The chair was occupied by the Attorney-General. 

Mr. J. B. Aspinall, Q.C., Recorder of Liverpool, lias been 
appointed Attorney-General for the County Palatine of 
Durham, in the room of Mr. Justice Quoin. 

Mr. Serjeant O'Brien, of the Midland Circuit, has been 
appointed by tho Home Secretary to the Recorderahip of 
Lincoln, in the place of the late Hon G. C. Vernon. 

Vice-Chancellor Bacon granted, on Wednesday, an injunc¬ 
tion against Mr.Tu-mlett, a veterinary surgeon, who carries oh 
his business under the rooms in Old Bond-street occupied by 
Mr. Gullick, au artist. The plaintiffs case was Hint Mr. 
Tremlett, in the coarse of his business, bad used a forge so as 
to be a nuisance to the plaintiff, from the smoke and noise pro¬ 
duced, but the evidence showed also that he Bad been annoyed 
by the burning of assafeetida. 

In the Queen's Bench, on Tuesday, an action, “ Irwin v. 
Richards." for libel on the plaintiff, a solicitor, in a novel en¬ 
titled “So Very Human." was terminated by defendant 
apologising, paying costs, and giving £50 to a charity. 

A judgment was given on Saturday in the Court of Queen's 
Bench of some importance with respect to the custody of a 
child, whose deceased father was a Protestant and mother a 
Roman Catholic. The father died about eleven years ago, and 
the mother since then had been in and out of various work- 
houses. Six or seven months ago the mother, being in con¬ 
sumption, went into a hospital, and a benevolent lady, with 
her consent, obtained admission for the child into a Protestant 
establishment for destitute children at Ealing. The mother, 
being now in a dying state, wished the child to be handed over 
to a Roman Catholic institution. The Court said that religion 
had nothing to do with the case, and decided that the applica¬ 
tion of a mother who was dying and who was a pauper could 
not be bond fide. The child therefore remains at Ealing. 

The second January Session of the Central Criminal Court 
was opened on Monday. The trial of Benson for obtaining, 
by fake pretences, £1000 from the Mansion House French Fund 
ior the Relief of the Sick and Wounded was again postponed, as 
the prisener is still too ill to appear. James Newbound, a 
labourer, charged with cheating the War Office by enlisting 
in several different divisions of the Reserve Force, thereby 
obtaining duplicate fees and allowances to a considerable 
amount, was convicted, and sentenced to eighteen months' 
hard labour. Esther Alkington, a girl fifteen years of age, 
was convicted of arson, nnd sentenced to seven years’ penal 
servitude. At Tuesday’s sitting three foreigners, who had 
committed Beveroi burglaries iu different parts of London, 
w ere each sentenced to ten years’ penal servitude. The grand 
jury hnving returned a true bill against James Pettingale for 
the murder of his wife, the trial was postponed to the next 
Sessions. On Wednesday Vere Dawson de Vere Hunt, aged 
forty-two, who was convicted of fraud at the last Session, was 
brought up to receive judgment. Mr. Commissioner Kerr 
said it was clear that the prisoner had of late been living by 
his wits, and it was melancholy to eee a man belonging to a 
respectable family, and of good education, who was once 
possessed of considerable property, in such a position. He 
sentenced him to eighteen months’ imprisonment. Henry 
Seltzmeli, a German, was indicted for the manslaughter of 
John Dickens ; but, os the prisoner was of unsound mind and 
unfit to plead, he was ordered to be detained during her 
Majesty's pleasure. Patrick Knockley was convicted of the 
manslaughter of Harriet Miskin, and sentenced to seven years' 
penal servitude. 

Mrs. Robinson, a lady residing at Thornton Heath, was, at 
the Greenwich Police Court, ou Wednesday, fined £5 and costa 
for removing in n cab a servant suffering from smallpox. 
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TI1E LATE 

LORD PARNHAM. 

It will be remembered that the 
late Lord Farnham, Henry 
Maxwell, seventh Baron, elder 
brother of the present Lord 
Farnham, was killed, together 
with his wife, in a frightful 
manner, on Aug. 20, 1868, by 
the accident to the Irish limited 
mail-train, at Abergele, on the 
Chester and Holyhead Railway. 
The train ran into some wag¬ 
gons laden with petroleum-oil, 
set fire to the liquid, and several 
passenger carriages, with tho 
persons in them, were entirely 
burnt in a few minutes. The 
lamented nobleman whose life 
was so disastrously ended was 
not quite seventy years of age. 
He was one of the Representa¬ 
tive Peers for Ireland, and had 
formerly sat in the House of 
Commons as M.P. for Cavan. 
A marble statue of him was 
erected, shortly before Christ¬ 
mas, in the Farnham Gardens 
at Cavan, opposite Farnham- 
street, the principal entrance 
to that town from the railway. 
It was provided by a subscrip¬ 
tion among the tenantry of the 
Farnham estates. The sculptor, 
Mr. 8. C. Lynn, of Belfast, has 
produced a graceful, dignified, 
and pleasing figure, and a 
faithful likeness of the de¬ 
ceased, who is represented as 
wearing the robes of a knight 
of St. Patrick, with the collar 
of that order round his neck.

In 
this respect they are highly 
esteemed by many readers who 
do not share the pecnliar views 
of the Evangelical Dissenters. 
Mr. Hall resided eighteen years 
in Leicester, being the minister 
of a Baptist congregation in 
Harvey-lane; and a statue of 
him is dow erected by public 
subscription in that town.

She is 270 ft. in length, 38 ft. in 
extreme breadth, 2G ft. in 
depth, and has a burden of 
1898 tons. Her screw propeUer, 
of 16 ft. diameter and of 22 ft.

The engines, by Messrs. Humphreys, Tennant, 
and Co., are of 300-horse power nominal, but 
are capable of working at 1300-horse power. 
They are on the compound or double cylinder 

{ irinciple, with one smaller cylinder and ono 
arger, but bo arranged that the steam pisses 
from the smaller to the larger without an in¬ 
termediate receiver, saving the loss of power. 
The stroke of both cylinders is 4 ft.; they are 
steam-jacketed. The steam pressure, in ordl 
nary working, is 501b. to the square inch, 
while the boilers are made strong enough for 
801b., and have been proved to ICO lb.; they 
are fitted with a super-heater for the steam. 
The engines have surface condensers an 1 all 
other modern improvements. The cabins of 
the Northumberland arc in general arranged 
like those of the Somersetshire, a Bhip of the 
same line, but with additional skylights and 
means of ventilation for the second cabin. 

The second steamer, the Bertha, was built by 
Messrs. Oswald and Co, of Pallion, Sunder¬ 
land, and has just been completed. Iler 
length over all is 313 ft., but 302 ft. between 
perpendiculars ; her breadth of beam is 35 fit, 
and her depth of hold is 25 ft. f in. Her gross 
registered tonnage is 2220 tons, net registered 
tonnage 1423 tons. The engines, designed by 
Mr. W. Oswald, arc of 250-horse power nomi¬ 
nal, but are effective to 1200-hor3o power ; 
they are of the inverted cylinder compound 
condensing type, with some improvements. 
The vessel is rigged ns a barque, with iron 
lower masts and square yards, and with the 
patent reefing topsails. She can be steered 
either from the stern or from amiilships, and 
both the steering apparatus and the engine- 
room are nnder the control of tho master by 
Gisborne’s patent telegraph. There is accom¬ 
modation for fifty first-class passengers, and 
for second-class passengers also ; the first-class 
saloon, 50 ft. long, is elegantly and luxuriously 
fitted. The Bertha arrived in the Thames, 
from Sunderland, on the 15th ult., and took 
in her cargo in the Victoria Dock : she sailed 
on the 25£b, nnder the command of Captain 
T. Lawrenoe,

THE LYONS EXHIBITION. 

On Monday a committee meeting was held 
nt the Mansion House, under the presidency of 
the Lord Mayor, for the purpose of consider¬ 
ing the best means to be taken to ensure the 
proper representation of the United Kingdom 
at the International Exhibition of Agricul¬ 
tural and Industrial Products and Works of 
Art, to be held at Lyons from May to October 
next. It was announced that tho’ Minister of 
Agriculture and Commerce, under whose pa¬ 
tronage the Exhibition was to be held, had 
promised thnt tho French Government would 
furnish the medals to bo awarded by the inter¬ 
national juries, and thnt the committee of 
organisation nt LyonB would defray the ex¬ 
penses of the London Committee to the extent 
of liOOOf. It was resolved to communicate 
with the various Chambers of Commerce in 
Yorkshire, Lancashire, and elsewhere, and to 
suggest to the mayors of tho cities and towns 
most interested in Continental trade the ad¬ 
vantage of immediately forming local com¬ 
mittees to obtain exhibitors, the manufac¬ 
tures mentioned os most important being 
those included in the classes for textilo 
fabrics, agricultural and other machinery, 
raw and manufactured products, and food. 
Arrangements were being entered into for 
the conveyance of goods to the exhibition at 
reduced rates by the several railway companies 
and by vessels from London. 

The productions exhibited will, it is said, 
be divided into nine groups :—1. Silk, raw 
material, machinery, and manufactures; 2, 
textile fabrics, clothing, and other objects 
worn on the person; 8, furniture and deco¬ 
rative objects for use in dwellings : 4, ma¬ 
chines, implements, and tools ; 5, products of 
the extractive industries ; 6, alimentation ; 
7, agriculture and horticulture ; 8, materials 
and processes of the liberal arts ; and, lastly, 
workH of art. The articles for exhibition will 
be received at Lyons during March next, and 
pictures and other works of art will be ad¬ 
mitted free of charge. All possible facilities 
will be given to exhibitors for the sale of 
their productions, but no object exhibited 
must be withdrawn until after tho closing 
of the exhibition.

DISSOLUTION OF THE SPANISH 

CORTES. 

It is a most fortunate circumstance for mankind that so 
large a portion of their happiness rests upou the founda¬ 
tion of their personal character and conduct, and that 
political agitations, even of the intensest kind, make 
themselves felt to so limited, an extent beneath the sur¬ 
face of great national communities. Naturalists tell us 
that the tempests which ronghen the face of the ocean 
and torture it into a display of destructive fury are not 
felt many yards below its ordinary level, and that the 
great mass of waters beneath arc undisturbed by the 
hearings, and swellings, and violence of the most terrific 
teas. So it is, for tho most part, with the great 
bulk of any nation in relation to the political 
conflicts which seem to shako it to its centre. 
Most of those tilings and processes which materially 
affect tho complexion of individual, and even social, 
life continue to take their habitual course under any aud 
every form of political Government. Wo do not mean 
to say that it is a matter of indifference to a people 
whether the management of their public affairs bo widely 
or unwisely conducted. Enough has come to the light in 
cur own times, especially within the last ten years, 
both in the Old and in the New World, to prove the con¬ 
trary. But we do say, and we rejoice in being able to 
say, that the dependence of the vast majority of persons 
constituting a State upon the issues of the political con¬ 
flicts waged within its borders is far less extensive than is 
ccmmonly taken for granted. 

People may comfort themselves with this assurance in 
locking at the present condition of Spain. There we 
have a community the national life of which, at tho 
present moment, may be aptly described as convulsed by 
contending factions. We cannot but hope that the vio¬ 
lent vicissitudes of political affairs which for some time 
past have characterised what the world sees of Spanish 
history leave comparatively untouched those ordinary 
interests with which human happiness is so largely and 
intimately associated. The daily business of buying and 
selling, of earning and spending, of marrying and giving 
in marriage, of intellectual and moral culture, and of 
shaping character in this world with a view to the 

next, can hardly be so imperiously swayed as men would 
suppose by the furious faction-fights which have engrossed 
the attention and the interests of political parties in the 
Spanish Cortes. Such passionate and headlong conflicts, 
however, are much to be deplored. They may not lead 
to all the mischiefs usually apprehended from them by 
people who look upon them, as we do, from a distant and 
disinterested position. But they cannot but be attended 
and followed by a great deal over which earnest patriotism 
must feeliDgly lament. Spain, it is true, is not so 

low down in the scale of political organisation 

and -development as she has been. The phases 

of her life have altered for tho better. She 
is passing through a stage of discipline les3 trying, 
less mortifying, less dangerous, it may be, than some 
she has experienced. She is just now in a state of 
transition from the habits, the modes of thought and 
action, and the pernicious influences of Royal and Eccle¬ 
siastical despotisms to a more free and rational manage¬ 
ment of her political affairs. But tho traditions of many 
generations cling to her statesmen and her people. The 
formerhave not yet accustomed themselves to the skilful use 
of the instruments placed in their hands by the Constitution. 
The latter have not yet learned to take a real interest in 
the public questions they are called upon to solve. The 
consequence is immense confusion, tho frequent straining 
of Constitutional maxims and practice by every party, and 
an entire absence of that undying faith in the true and 
the right which imparts to the subjects of it the pationce 
and forbearance undor temporary defeat which are, per¬ 
haps, amongst the highest attributes of a free and self- 
governing people. 

There is but one man, apparently, in Spain who 
thoroughly understands and appreciates the principles of 
Constitutional rule—and that is King Amadeo. Hitherto, 
he has resolutely stood aloof from contending factions, 
anxious only to hold the balance impartially between 
them, and to guard with firm and unshrinking determina¬ 
tion the national interests committed to bis care. 1a 
every crisis, since his accession to tho Throne, he 
has guided himself by a—wise adherence to the 
spirit of that form of Government over whioh he 
presides. We saw it in his appointment of Senor 
Zorrilla to the Premiership; we saw it in the ac¬ 
ceptance of his ill-advised resignation; wo saw it 
in his choice, first, of.Senor Melocampo, and subsequently 
of Senor Sagasta, as head of the Administration ; and 
now we see it once again in the dissolution of tho Corte3. 
Of the loyalty of the King to the conditions under which 
he accepted his Throne there can bo no reasonable doubt. 
Whether in this last instance he has exercised a wise judg¬ 
ment may be disputed ; but, in our humble opinion, he 
had no choice but to make a new appeal to the people of 
Spain. 

The main—we may almost say tho sole—responsibility 
of the critical and decisive step which has been taken rests 
upon Sngasta, who, yielding himself to tho influence of 
pique, chose to resign his office on a question of form 
between Vice President Herrera and the Secretaries of 
Congress, on which he had sustained a defeat. After 
l lief deliberation, King Amadeo refused to accept the 
it sigration tendered to him by his Ministers, on the ground 


that it had not resulted from a Parliamentary defeat on 
a question of principle. Beiiig averse to face the Assembly 
which had pronounced against them, they then demanded, 
from him a decree for dissolution. To this the King was per¬ 
suaded to assent, and accordingly the Cortes has been dis¬ 
solved. The party of Senor Zorrilla, naturally enough, protests 
against the necessity of resorting to this extremity. They 
are well aware of the cost which it will exact from them. 
They know that the Administration will find and use the 
means of obtaining a large accession of power at the 
general election. They would fain have had Sagasta’s 
chance in their own hands. They lost it by impatience 
over personal quarrels. Unfortunately, neither of the 
political parties possesses too much patriotic virtue, 
and it seems very doubtful whether Spain will 
gain any advantage from the confusion which 
has followed the rupture of their relations one 
to another. At any rate, the Cortes has been 
dismissed. It was probably the best course which could 
be taken with it. The Madrid Correspondent of the 
Daily Xt-ics says with respect to it, “ It did nothing good, 
nothing noble, nothing to deservo the thanks of the 
Spanish people. It wasted two months over its organisa¬ 
tion, two over the International, three in holidays an 1 
festivals, and two in adjournments; and of the remainder 
of its history it presented hut a miserable spectacle of 
petty wrangles and party struggles." Let us hope that its 
successor, when it meets in April, will better appreciate 
the work which lies before it. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 

FRANCE. 

(/Von our Corre3fOuir.nl in Paris ,) 

Thursday, Feb. 8, 1872. 

My anticipations of last week concerning the denunciation of 
the Cobden Treaty have proved too true, for on Friday tha 
Government was authorised by the National Assembly to de¬ 
nounce the commercial treaties with both England and Belgium, 
conformably with the conclusions of the commission appointed 
to report upon the question. The vote of the Chamber was 
prefaced by speeches from MM. Ganivet, Johnston, and 
Germain, who in vain demanded the postponement of the 
debate, the conclusions of the commission being adopted with 
scarcely any opposition except such as jiroceedad from membera 
of the Extreme Left. 

Scarcely had the question of the treaties been dismissed 
than another, fraught with much more interest to Parisians, 
and it may be said to Frenchmen generally, came on for dis¬ 
cussion. This was none other than the return of the Assembly 
to Paris, proposed in two separate bills brought forward by 
Count Dnch&tel and M. Humbert. The debate was opened by 
M, de Prcsscnsd, the eminent Protestant divine, who ener¬ 
getically demanded the adjournment of the discussion, con¬ 
formably with the desires of the Government; bub his 
eloquent oratory proved of no avail in face of the pre-doter- 
miued resolutions of the Chamber, and his and M. Bethm mt's 
propositions for adjournment were swiftly negatived. M. 
Buisson, the reporter of the committee which bad examined 
the bill, demanded that the Chamber should pronounce for 
itself, and denounced the premeditated absence of the Princes 
of the House of Orleans, whose abstention upon all important 
questions was becoming a political system. 

M. Vnutrain, the recently-elected member for Paris (whose 
supporters had confidently announced that bis election aud M. 
Victor Hugo's defeat would be accepted by the Assembly as a 
sign of repentance for past offences and a promise of future 
good behaviour on the part of the capital, and that his advent 
into the Chamber would be followed by the return of the 
Assembly to Paris) next ashended the tribune. His speech was 
solemn and convincing. Aware of the Monarchical tendencies 
of the majority, he cited regal precedents, and sought to prove 
that the Assembly had nothing to fear iu the capital. While 
observing that the Mayors of Paris did everything in their 
power to combat the insurrection of March 18, the Count de 
Juigne, interrupting him, exclaimed, ‘'Why, the Mayors of 
Paris headed the insurrection ! ” A tumult of applause from 
the Eight followed, and all the deputies of the Loft Bprung to 
their feet—M. Millaud furiously gesticulating, M. Testeliu 
springing precipitately over three benches in as many bounds, 
and M. Peyrat holding back Colonel Lnnglois by the coat-tails 
to prevent him doing personal injury to the Count, who quali¬ 
fied his statement by saying that he had never intended to 
allude to his colleagues of the Assembly who had beau Mayors 
of Paris. 

Tho debate terminated amidst the utmost confusion. M. 
Caaimir Perier, Minister of the Interior, spoke in favour of 
the proposition, and M. Louis Blane made a few observations 
to the same effect. When, however, the question was put to 
the vote it was negatived by 117 7 votes against .'118, all the 
Legitimists nnd Bonapartists, with the exception of M. Conti 
among the latter, and the majority of the Orleauists, voting 
against it. The Duo d’Aumale and the Prince de Joinville 
subsequently declared that, had they been present at the 
sitting, they should hnve voted in favour of the Assembly’s 
return to Paris. M. Caaimir Perier, who felt his amour propre 
wounded, at once sent in his resignation, aud M. Victor 
Lefrnnc has been appointed to the vacant Ministry, M. de 
Goulard, at present Ambassador at Rome, beiug named 
Minister of Agriculture and Commerce in his place. 

At Saturday’s sitting of the Assembly M. Clement Lauriar, 
the well-known delegate of the Government of National 
Defence, who negotiated the notorious Morgan loan in London 
during the war, brought forward a financial project for the 
liberation of French territory, which consisted ia the purchase 
of all the railways by the State, paying for them in rentes, 
and placing them in the hands of capitalists, who would 
advauce three milliards of francs upon them. At the request 
of the Minister of Finances, the project was referred to the 
Committee of Parliamentary Initiative. 

The bill brought forward by JI. de Tr.'venue, for conferring 
power upon the General Councils to legislate in tho event of 
the National Assembly being dissolved or dispersed by violence, 
was considered by the Chamber on Monday-. Its author intro¬ 
duced it in a vivacious speech, wherein he warmly,stigmatises! 
the Emperor, whom he styled Vitellius, and the Commnne, 
which he said had prepared the way for another coap-d’etit. 
He was followed at the tribune by M. Boysset, a Republican 
deputy, who, while condemning the 2nd of December, 
applauded the 4th of September, which drew forth loud pro¬ 
tests from the members of the Right. Ou its being retorted 
that on the 1st of March, at Bordeaux, they had ratified tire 


Revolution, the whole of the Right and tho Right Centre roj- 
frem their seats, and, frantically gesticulating, shouted 
11 Never! never I ” The excitement thereupon b oca mo infc 
describable, and, in tho midst of the tumult, M. Boyssee 
quitted the tribune, to be succeeded by M. Birngaon, the 
reporter of the commission which had recently examined the 
bill under discussion. He stigmatised all attempts against the 
national sovereignty, whether in the form of conps-d’etat or 
popular revolutions, as crimes ; and, referring to the -Uh of 
September, said that the leaders of the Revolution would have 
been excusable had they immediately remitted their powers to 
the nation. Hereupon, M. Gambetto, who had been a calm 
listener throughout, rose from his seat, and. followed by his 
friends, prepared to retire from the Chamber. Perceiving his in¬ 
tention. M. Barngnon threw in an allusion “ to those dictators who 
bad endeavoured to give a maimed and disfigured Assembly to 
the country," which, if anything, expedited M. Gambetta’s 
retreat. M. Castelnau. who’ succeeded M. Barngnon, having 
asserted that the Legitimist party in the Herault supported 
the coup-d’ctat, a deputy from that department bounded to 
the tribune, and, branding M. Castelnau as a calumniator, 
challenged him to produce his proofs. Hereupon Colonel 
Lnnglois precipitately ieft his place, aud, dragging M. Castelnau 
with him in front of the Legitimist benches, defied tho mem¬ 
bers respectively. Summoned again to support his assertion 
by proof, M. Castelnau said it lay in the fact that a sword of 
honour had been offered to the general who commanded the 
department during the coup-d'ctat. The tumult having by 
this time reached its height, the President closed tho sitting, 
the Assembly dispersing in a state of extreme excitement. 

Tuesday's sitting was in some degree a repetition of 
Monday’s, the proceedings being almost as boisterous. The bill 
was adopted in principle by the voting of the first article; but 
the third, which determined the mode of electing delegations 
from each genera! council to sit in the new Chamber, and 
specified that the delegates of half the departments 
at least must be present, was thrown out by a small majority, 
whereupon the bill was sent back to the committee for revision. 
During the course of the discussion, M. de Pompary, who 
parses for a Legitimist deputy, demanded the proclamation of 
the Republic ; and Colonel Langlois begged the Assembly nob 
to create a second legislative body, or, in the course of events, 
one might be found sitting at Paris aud the other at Versailles. 

The “ Roi Carotte,” a satirical fairy piece, written by M. 
Victorien Sardon, and brought out, with music by M. Offen¬ 
bach, at the Gaietc Theatre some few weeks since, has been 
followed at the Vaudeville by a political comedy ia five acts 
by the same author. The ?* Roi Carotte " itself contained a 
fair share of political allusions; but the new piece, entitled 
“ Rabagns,” is a pointed satire upon revolutions, and gave rise 
to positive disturbances at the earlier representations. Tha 
scene is laid at Monaco, during a period of agitation, when the 
reigning Prince is compelled to appoint an intriguing political 
lawyer named Babagas Prime Minister. This latter, who had 
hitherto been a vehement Republican, becomes a prudent Con¬ 
servative upon appointment, and. in a riot that ensues, charges 
nnd fires upon the people. A slight love story runs through 
the plot and helps to break up the rapid succession of political 
events. Allusions to Napoleon, to Sapt. 4, and to the Com¬ 
mune are numerous. Rabagas himself is a palpable caricature 
of M. Emile Ollivier. and the Prince of Monacoof Napoleon III. 
There is a Polish Genernl who combines the characterstics of 
both Flourens and Dombrowski. and a Minister of War who 
is a portrait of Marshal Lebocuf. The political demonstra¬ 
tions which markod the earlier representations of the pieee 
caused the Governor of Paris to threaten to forbid its farther 
performance, should they continue. 

ITALY. 

The Chamber of Deputies has adjourned until the 20th insfc., 
when the Ministerial bills will be ready. 

The Carnival began in Rome on Sunday, and, for the first 
time, the King was present at the starting of the riderless 
horBcs in the Corso. 

Italy is to be divided into seven commands, of which the seats 
will be at Turin, Milan, Verona, Florence, Rome, and Palermo. 

A railway accident has occurred nenr Perugia, and among 
the persons injured is Madame Ristori, the famous actress. 

. SWITZERLAND. 

The Council of the States has, by 22 votes against 18, con¬ 
firmed the resolution of the National Council for centralising 
legislation on civil and criminal procedure. In continuing the 
revision of the Constitution, the Council has all bat unani¬ 
mously approved of the resolutions passed by the National 
Council on the inviolability of religious liberty, free thought, 
and unshackled performance of Divine service. The few 
amendments made are insignificant. The Council has. after a 
long debate, adopted, by 21 votes against 20, the resolution ot 
the National Council ia reference to the abolition of capital 
punishment. 

NORWAY. 

The Reichstag was opened yesterday week. The Spaed* 
from the Throne, which was real by Councillor Slang, by 
Royal command, announced that various measures would be 
brought forward during the Session ; among them would be 
bills to grant supplies for new works of fortification, for im¬ 
proved arms, and for the establishment of technical schools in 
Christiana and Bergen. 

AMERICA. 

A telegram from the State Department at Washington, on 
Wednesday, represents that Lord Granville's note, transmitted 
through General Schenck, is friendly. The note states that, 
according to the understanding of the British Government-, 
the question of indirect damages was not to bo submitted to 
the Geneva tribunal. The note contains nothing in the nature 
of n threat that Great Britain will recede from the Washington 
Treaty. It is said that the President has declared it to bo his 
intention to adhere to the claims made by the United States. 

In the Senate, on Tuesday, Senator Edmunds introduced a 
resolution asking the President for information as to the 
threatened revocation of the treaty by England on acoonnt of 
the claims for indirect damages. Ia his spceoh he quoted from 
the protocols and the treaty, showing the right of the American 
Government to submit all claims to the Geneva Conference, 
and said if England repudiates the treaty the United States 
must moke no more with a nation so ready to revoke them, 
and should prepare to vindicate its hononr. If the excitement 
had been caused for the purpose of influencing Geneva arbi¬ 
trators, the quicker we understand that the hotter. Senator 
Cameron, chairman of the Foreign Committee, desire 1 ti post¬ 
pone the resolution until after seeing the Queen's Speech. 

From a later telegram we learn that the Queen's Spaoah, 
owing to the moderation of its tone, has been well receive! in 
New York. The Xe/e York Herald has adopted a warlike tone, 
and thrown out a significant allusion to the Irish Americans. 
The Xerte York Tribune considers that tho steadiness of the 
funds is proof that the public do not feci much agitate 1 by 
“ newspaper clamour." Tho World thinks the indirect cl aims 
ought to be withdrawn if the British Commissioners believed 
they were not to be made ; but that, if otherwise, they ought 
to be maintained. 
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INDIA. 

We learn by a Calcutta telegram that the Government of 
India has suspended Mr. Deputy Commissioner Cowan, who 
ordered the shooting of the Kooka prisoners nt Loodiana, An 
inquiry is being prosecuted.

The British squadron arrived at Lisbon, on the 30th ult., 
from Cadiz. 

We learn frem Madrid that 2000 Spanish troops have been 
sent to Cuba. 

Dr. Dollinger has commenced at Munich a series of lectures 
on “ The Union of the Churches.” 

An Austrian mail-coach has been attacked and robbed of 
13,000 fl. near Lindaro, in Istria. 

A Royal decree has been issued appointing Major-General 
Delprat to the Ministry of War in Holland. 

The Queen of Spain has sent lOOOf. to the subscription for 
a monument to M. Sommeiller, the engineer of the Mont Cenis 
tunnel. 

The municipality of Cologne have given the Old Catholic 
party permission to hold religious services in the chapel of the 
guildhall. 

The African heroes, Oko Jumbo and Ja-Ja, are still fight¬ 
ing on the Andoney river, but with no definite success on 
either side. 

M. Tchertkoff has presented his famous library (comprising 
upwards of 300 rare MSS. and nearly 30,000 works in various 
languages) to the city of Moscow. 

According to General Pleasanton, who collected the tax on 
them, there were 1,332,246,000 cigars used in the United States 
la6t year. 

The Queen has appointed Mr. Robert Burnett David 
Morier, C.B., her Majesty’s Charged’Affaires to the King of 
Wurtemberg, to be Chargfi-d’Affaires to the King of Bavaria. 

A dispute as to the ownership of the castle at Strasburg 
has been decided in favour of the city, whose deed of presenta¬ 
tion to the Emperor Napoleon was not drawn up in the proper 
form. The city has let the building to the new University at 
a nominal rent. 

Several packages of diamonds arrived from the Cape, on 
Wednesday, in the mail-steamer. The yield in the colony still 
continues to be large. At the fields the diggers had taken the 
law into their own hands and burnt down some canteens, the 
proprietors of which were accused of purchasing stolen 
diamonds from the natives. 


THE TICHBORNE CASE. 

Yesterday week was the fifteenth day of the Attorney- 
General’s speech in the Tichborne case. He began by showing 
the claimant's ignorance of all matters relating to the college 
at Stonyhurst, where Roger Tichborne was educated while in 
England, and also on the little real knowledge of military 
matters which the claimant possessed. 

On Monday the Attorney-General commented on a great 
number of statements which had been elicited in the claimant’s 
cross-examination, and contrasted these with the facts which 
he would prove os having occurred in the life of Roger 
Tichborne. The plaintiff, in speaking of Miss Hales, of Can- 
teibnry, described her as a young lady to whom he had paid 
his addresses, after having broken off with Mias Doughty. 
But Miss Hales would be called to say the whole story 
was a _ cock-and-bull fabrication. She did not know 
Roger Tichborne, never saw him to her knowledge, and was 
certainly never engaged to him. The claimant said he never 
belonged to any other club than the Army and Navy, whereas 
Reger Tichborne was also a member of the Alfred Club, and 
while in London spent a considerable portion of his time there. 
The learned counsel then went on to speak of the “card case 
at Brighton,” which has been more than once previously 
referred to, and of the circumstances attending the execution 
of Roger Tichfcorne’s will. On both points ho showed many 
inconsistencies in the claimant’s evidence. 

The Attorney-General, on Tuesday, first took up the 
evidence of Moore, Roger Tichbome's former servant; and 
then passed on to notice the proceedings before the Chilian 
Commission and in the Melipilla case. 

Before the Attorney-General continued his speech ou Wed¬ 
nesday, he called upon Mr. Holmes to produce a letter in the 
handwriting of the claimant, signed “Arthur Orton.” and 
addressed to his sister Mrs. Jury. It purported to have been 
dated from Wnggn-Wagga, but was clearly written in Eng¬ 
land, because it mentioned Stephens, whom the plaintiff never 
knew until he met him on board the steamer Bella, on the 
voyage from New York to England. The letter, which was 
very brief, was produced and read. Mrs. Jury was called, but 
was unable to produce any other communications with the 
same signature. Sir John Coleridge then proceeded to cor¬ 
rect a statement which he had made on the previous day, to 
Hie effect that Mr. Philip Rose had retired from the firm of 
Baxter, Rose, and Norton, the claimant’s attorneys. Mr. Rose 
according to a letter which he had addressed to the learns 1 
counsel, had simply withdrawn from the case. The Attorney- 
General then denounced in strong terns what he termed the 
iniquity, injustice, and groundlessness of theclaim to the estates, 
and warned the defendant's counsel and attorneys against per¬ 
mitting themselves to be made accomplices of the person s engaged 
t ^?. fraud - Later in the day both Serjeant Ballantine and 
Air. Giffard, the claimant’s leading counsel, emphatically pro¬ 
tested against the language of the Attorney-General. Tha 
former prayed the Court to protect him from the endless in¬ 
sinuations of Sir John Coleridge, while Mr. Giffard decline! 
to characterise the passages in which the head of the English 
Gar had charged himself and Serjeant Ballantine with bein' 
accomplices in the prosecution of a fraud. The Attorney- 
General, however, declined to withdraw anything which he 
had said, and resumed his address on the Melipilla case. The 
reading of the evidence taken before the Chili commission ha.l 
not concluded at the rising of the Court. 

The hearing of the case was resumed on Thursday morning, 
the Attorney-General, in continuing his speech, reminded the 
jury of the object with which the evidence taken by the 
Chilinn commission wa3 put before them. Reference was 
made by the plaintiff to certain persons in Chili who knew 
him, and the defendant then sent out a commission and exa- 
nnned the whole of them, and found that they did not know 
tichborne, but that they all knewayoung Englishman name! 
won. A mass of evidence having been given to establish 
tr.cso points, the Attorney-General entered minutely into 
matters relating to the Bella and the Osprey, striving to show 
that there is no foundation for the claimant's story upon this 
part of the case. What he has to say in reference to tho wreck 
Jteclf is postponed. 

further hearing of the case is adjourned until Monday 
, . • and it is expected that the Attorney-General will finish 
Gis ipucb on Tuesday.

Convocation met, on Wednesday morning, in the Jerusalem 
Chamber, which was excessively crowded. 

A meeting of Bishops, Deans, and Canons was held, on 
Tuesday, at Lambeth Palace, at which resolutions wore passed 
on the f object of increasing the usefulness of the cathedrals. 

Yesterday week the Rev. Alfred Willis, M.A., late Vicar of 
St. Mark’s, New Brompton, Chatham, was consecrated, by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, to the bishopric of Honolulu. 

The late Bishop Patteson, who was murdered by savages in 
the South Seas in September last, by his will, left the wh ole of 
his fortune, £12,000, to the work of Christian missions. 

The parish church of St. Peter, Limpsfield, was reopened, 
last Saturday, after undergoing a thorough restoration, carried 
out under the direction of J. L. Pearson, F.S.A. 

A new church, in connection with St. Matthias, Stoke- 
Newington, was formally opened on Wednesday week. The 
Rev. Henry Shrimpton, M.A., late Curate of St. Matthew's, 
City-road, has been appointed to the incumbency. 

The portrait of the Bishop of Bath and Wells, by the Hon. 
II. Graves, was presented to Lady Arthur Hervey, his wife, on 
Thursday week, at Ipswich. The presentation was made by 
Sir Charles Bunbury, who also presided at a dejeuner, given to 
his Lordship by his old parishioners. _ ' 

The now church of St Luke the Evangelist, erected at 
Becston Hill. Leeds, was consecrated, on Monday, by the 
Bishop of Uipon. The church has been built to accommodate 
700 persons, and has cost abont £4500, of which £2000 has 
been contributed by the Leeds Church Extension Society. 

The Society for Promoting the Employment of Additional 
Curates in the past week has received two munificent con¬ 
tributions of £1000 eaeh. One of them is given by a well- 
known City merchant, and is in lien of a legacy of the same 
amount which he had bequeathed to the society, but which he 
now revokes, preferring to discharge ali claims of this 
character during his life-time. 

An important part of the work of restoring Worcester 
Cathedral has been completed—namely, the colouring of the 
reof of the choir, which has been finished under tho super¬ 
intendence of the Messrs. Hardman. The marble and coloured 
stone shows in its original beauty. The root is painted with 
medallions of saints and angels on an azure ground, with 
golden stars and early foliated scrollwork. 

A large and influential meeting of the inhabitants of tho ! 
diocese of Exeter was held at Exeter, last Saturday, in fur¬ 
therance of the restoration of the cathedral in that city. The 
wc rk has been in progress in the interior for some consider¬ 
able time, and the restoration of the choir will cost £24,000 
(about £18,000 of which has already been obtained), whilst 
the nnvewill cost £10,000 more; and the removal of some 
buildings which nt present obstrnct the view of the south side 
will cost £10.000 or £15,000 additional. At the meeting on 
Saturday the Mayor (Mr. Harding) presided. The Bishop, the 
Earl of Devon, Sir J. Duckworth, and other personages of 
rank and influence were present. The Bishop, in moving that 
it was most desirable to complete the work already begun, 
suggested that they should show their thankfulness for the 
recovery of the Prince of Wales by giving to the utmost of 
their power to this great and good work of the restoration of 
the cathedral. The motion was put and carried amid lond 
applause. On the motion of the High Sheriff, it was resolved 
that, as the exterior of the cathedral was much concealed 
from public view by several incongruous buildings, applica¬ 
tions should be made to the Dean and Chapter and the Eccle¬ 
siastical Commissioners to consent to their removal, and to the 
laying out of the surrounding grounds in an appropriate 
manner. Chancellor Harrington, who has subscribed £5000 
towards the restoration and re-seated the nave, as well as car¬ 
ried out a deal of similar work at his own private cost, ex¬ 
pressed his willingness to give np his house, an offer received 
with much applause. The Dean of Exeter and a number of 
other gentlemen abo spoke in support of tho object of the 
meeting.

METROPOLITAN NEWS. 

Mr. R. N. Philipps, LL.B., F.S.A-, has been unanimously 
elected Chairman of the Library Committee of the Corporation 

Mr. Sheriff Bennett has been elected without opposition to 
the seat on the London School Board vacated by tho resignation 
of the Rev. William Rogers. 

Tho Metropolitan Visiting and Relief Association, Regent- 
street, has received a donation of £100 from the Grocers’ Com¬ 
pany, and also one of £50 from the Goldsmiths' Company. 

Mr. Lawrence Peel states that in place of the old elm-tree 
which has been removed from Fountain-conrt, Temple, half 
a score of plane-trees are about to be planted on that spit. 

Mrs. Gladstone asks for assistance to the Newport Market 
Industrial School for Boys, through which, during the four 
years of its existence, upwards of 200 boys have passed, of 
whom 130 have been placed out iu various ways. 

The Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress, on Tuesday evening 
gave a banquet, in the. Egyptian Hall of the Mansion House, 
to the representatives in tie Court of Common Council of 
certain of the City wards. 

The Lord Mayor presided, last Saturday evening, at the 
annual distribution of prizes to the 7th Surrey, or Southwark, 
Rifle Volunteers; and on the same evening the prizes of the 
19th Surrey (Lambeth) Volunteers were presented to the suc¬ 
cessful competitors by Mrs. Labrow. 

The return of metropolitan pauperism for last week states 
that the total number of paupers was 125,175, of whom 35.947 
were in workhouses, and 89,228 received outdoor relief. The 
number of vagrants relieved 786, of whom 637 were men, 115 
women, and 34 children under sixteen. 

At an interview on Tuesday with the Lord Chamberlain, 
the Lord Mayor and leading authorities of tho city of London 
urged that the accommodation provided, for the public at the 
Thanksgiving Service in St. Paul’s Cathedral should be in¬ 
creased. Lord Sydney, yielding to the urgent representations 
earnestly pressed upon him, promised to reconsider the matter. 

Alderman Sir Thomas Dakin, the late Lord Mayor, has 
given notice of his intention to propose to the Court of 
Common Council that, on the occasion of presenting to the 
Baroness Burdett-Coutts the gold casket conveying the thanks 
of the Corporation for her confidence in vesting Columbia 
Market in their hands, the honorary freedom of the city of 
London should be conferred upon her Ladyship. 

In London 2508 births and 1423 deaths were registered 
last week. After making due allowance for increase of 
population, the births exceeded by 38, while the deaths were 
no less than 321 below, the average numbers in the cor¬ 
responding week of the last ten years. The 1423 deaths in¬ 
cluded 52 from smallpox, 32 from measles, 32 from scarlet 
fever, 4 from diphtheria, 115 from whooping-cough, 26 from 
different forms of fever, and C from diarrhoea. 

A meeting was held in Trafalgar-square, on Monday night, 
to protest against the anti-Republican riot at Bolton. Ilr. 
George Odger presided. The “Marseillaise” was played by 
several bonds, and red flags, with the Phrygian “cap of 
liberty,” were displayed. Mr. Odger defended Sir Charles 
Dilke from the charge of insulting the Crown. There was 
some excitement, hut the red flags and the Phrygian caps were 
safely returned to Clerkenwell and Leicester-square. 

It was hoped that the trees planted oh the Victoria Em¬ 
bankment would be spared by the public, inasmuch as these 
trees were placed there with no other purpose than to make 
the embankment more pleasant. It has, however, pleased 
the British public to cut and injure its own trees, and at a 
meeting of the Metropolitan Board of Works on Friday it was 
decided to offer a reward of £20 for such information as will 
lead to the conviction of any person damaging the trees. 
Some of the trees, it was stated, are of great value, there 
being no more of the same age in thU country. 

At a meeting of the Chemical Society on Thursday week— 
Dr. Frankland, F.B.S., president, in the chair—a “ Note on the 
Crystalline Principle of Barbadoes Aloes ” was real by the 
author, Dr. W. A. Tilden, in which he described a new deriva¬ 
tive of alo'in. This is chloraloi'n, which crystallises from boil¬ 
ing water in yellow silky needles, bearing considerable resem- 
blanco to the corresponding bromine compound, bromaloi'n. 
Dr. C. R. A. Wright then read an elaborate paper “on the 
relations between the atomic hypothesis and the condensed 
symbolic expression of chemical facta and changes known as 
Dissected (structural) Formula;,” in the first part of which 
he showed the possibility of expressing chemical facte without 
reference to the atomic theory, and in the second examined 
how far these facts could be accounted for by the atomic 
hypothesis. A long and very interesting discussion ensued, in 
which some of the speakers advocated the employment of the 
atomic theory to a greater or less extent, as promoting the pro¬ 
gress of chemical science, whilst others desired its abolition. 

The report of the trustees of the Peabody charities for 1871, 
which has been published, states that under the first trust they 
have erected five groups of buildings at Spitalfields, Islington, 
Shod weld, Westminster, and Chelsea. These places afford 
accommodation, collectively, for nearly COO families. The 
acorued rents and investments of this trust amount to nearly 
£33,000, which, added to the original fund of £150.000, makes 
the property of the trust amount to nearly £180.000. The 
expenses of management are set down at £ 162, The second 
trust of Mr. Peabody, amounting to £200,000, became available 
for building purposes in 1869, and £150,000 will be added to it 
next year. The principal work undertaken under this trust 
has been the erection of buildings on the Magdalen Hospital 
estate, which now provide accommodation for 300 families, as 
in the case of the first trust. Other portions of the money have 
been invested in land which is not yet built upon. The accrued 
rents and investments of the second trust make a total of 
£220,985. The expenses of management are set down at £238. 

At a meeting of the Corporation of London, specially called 
by the Lord Mayor, on Thursday week, Mr. R. N. Philipps, 
F.S.A., moved an address of congratulation to the Queen, on 
the recovery of the Prince of Wales. In doing so he dwelt in 
eloquent terms on the anxiety and loyalty so strongly mani¬ 
fested by this country and the colonies, and the sympathy of 
foreign nations : whilst the noble and affectionate conduct and 
example of her Majesty during this trying period had the more 
endeared hertohertubjects, and given the greater reason forgra- 
titudeand thankfulness, not merely that the life of the Prince 
had been spared, but that we happily lived as a united and a 
prosperous people under the benignant sway of a Monarch so 
deeply and loyally revered and beloved. Air. Alderman Law¬ 
rence, M.P. for the City, seconded the motion, which was 
carried amid loud cheering. Alderman Sir W. A. Rose, who 
had been Lord Mayor at the time of the Royal marriage, very 
appropriately proposed a similar address to the Prince anil 
Princess of Wales, which, having been seconded by the Chief 
Commoner, Mr. Heath, was likewise adopted by acclamation.

Before the acts of the Cabinet can be censured—ary, 
before tliey can be faid to be understood—the language 
in which Ministerial intentions are conveyed has been 
subjected to ruder cavil than even that which William 
Cobbett was wont to expend on Boyal manifestoes. It 
must be conceded that the last Speech is anything but a 
model of style ; but hypercritics do not seem aware that 
traditional and conventional phrases are always employed 
in such compositions, and that to assail them for not being 
like Addison’s or Thackeray's is as absurd as it would be 
to attack the heraldic lion and unicorn for not being like 
anything in the Zoological Gardens. A word on such 
trifling is enough, and more than enough. 

The Speech from tire Throne contains little that had 
not been expected. The restoration of the health of the 
Prince of Wales and the American question are the only 
points of much interest. Nearly all the rest of the speech 
is composed cf details whioh had been foreshadowed for 
weeks. It may be noticed that in the allusion to the 
Estimates it is not said, as usual, that they have been 
framed with tire strictest attention to economy, but 
that they will be found suitable to the circum¬ 
stances of tbe country. Something sadly like slave- 
trading in the South Sea Islands caused an unwelcome 
novelty of phrase to be introduced, and we read with

been announced more becomingly. It is not the business 
of an English statesman to cast a slur on England. Our 
empire’s name isnot dishonoured because some men at the 
antipodes are scoundrels, and this “gushing" style is 
a bad exchange even for the conventionalities on which 
criticism has been wasted. 

On the American question the language of the Speech 
is dignified and yet conciliatory. In the case of tha 
United States, her Majesty observes that “large claims 
have been included which are understood on my part not 
to be within the province of the Arbitrator's. On this 
subject I have caused a friendly communication to be 
made to the Government of the United States." Late tele¬ 
grams say that tbe Queen's language has given satisfac¬ 
tion in America. It would be impossible to say anything 
on the topic, and yet to say less that could give umbrage, 
than is at present said by the British Sovereign. 

The other paragraphs scarcely supply matter foe 
remark. We may, however, note that Ireland is stated to 
be free from serious crime. Unless we take tho word 
"serious' to have some esoteric meaning, we are unable 
to reconcile this statement with the truth, unless we and 
our contemporaries have been issuing false intelligence 
during tbe last few months. We have had to record a 
great number of murders and savage outrages in Ireland, 
and most of them have arisen out of laud quarrels. 
But perhaps Mr. Gladstone interprets “ serious " ia the 
sense in which it was always used by tbe late 
Mr. t\ ilberforce — that is, as meaning religious. Until 
within the last few weeks it must be allowed tkat the 
Irish priests have not been busy in the work of exciting 
the ignorant people ; but the former have been vehemently 
atoning in Galway for their temporary reticence, and 
about the first judicial investigation touching a Parlia¬ 
mentary return will be an inquiry whether these reverend 
gentlemen's fury did not vitiate the Galway election. 

The opening debates were marked by a becomiug 
gravity. On the American question the Leader of Oppo-

On Sunday the Prince attended Divine service 
jit Sandringham church for the first time wdcc hisillQW-s. ‘he 
Princess of Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, and the Duke of 
'Cambridge were present. The service was choral, and Mr, 
Horsley’s thanksgiving hymn for the recovery of hi* 
Royal Highness was sung. The Rev. W. Lake Onslovv 
officiated. The Prince and Princess remained until 
the end of morning prayer, and left before the litany. 
The Royal visitors and Sir William Gull left Sandringham 
on Monday. On Tuesday the Prince and Princess received 
personally, for the first time, one of the numerous addresses 
of sympathy which have been adopted for presentation to their 
Royal Highnesses. The address was from the clergy and 
tenantry of the Sandringham estate to the Princess. A largo 
number of persoDB who signed the address assembled in the 
gTSDd saloon, where they were introduced to the Prince and 
Princess by General Sir William Knollys. The audres3 was 
read by tho Rev. W. lake Onslow, and presented by one of the 
tenants of longest holding upon the estate. The Princess, who 
evinced deep emotion, made a gracious reply. The Prince 
afterwards expressed, in feeling terms, his thanks on behalf 
of tho Princess. The Prince and Princess are expected to leave 
Sandringham to-day (Saturday) for Windsor Castle. 

The Prince and Princess will accompany tho Queen to St. 
Paul's Cathedral on the day of thanksgiving, if the Btate 
of the Prince’s health permits of his undergoing the fatigue. 
In any case, the Princess will accompany her Majesty. 

The Duke of Edinburgh presided, on Tuesday, at a meeting 
of the joint snb-committeo of hor Majesty's Commissioners, 
for the Exhibition of 1851, and of_ the provisional committee 
of the Royal Albert Hall, held at Kensington.

THE QUEEN'S MESSAGE. 

Parliament was opened by Royal Commission on Tuesday after¬ 
noon, when her Majesty’s gracious Message was read as 
follows:— 

Mr Lords and Gentlemen, 

I avail myself of the opportunity afforded by your re¬ 
assembling for the discharge of your momentous duties to 
renew the expression of my thankfulness to the Almighty for 
the deliverance of my dear son, the Prince of IN ales, from the 
most imminent danger, and of my lively recollection of the 
profound and universal sympathy shown by my loyal people 
during the period of anxiety and trial. 

I purpose thaf^rn Tuesday, the 27th lust., conformably to 
tbe good and becoming usage of former days, the blessing 
thus received shall be acknowledged on behalf of the nation 
by a thanksgiving in the metropolitan cathedral. At this 
celebration it is my desire and hope to be present. 

Directions have been given to provide the necessary 
accommodation for the members of the two Houses of 
Parliament. 

The assurances of friendship which I receive from foreign 
Powers continue to be in all respects satisfactory. I need 
hardly assure you that my endeavours will at all times be 
steadily directed to the maintenance of these friendly 
relations. ... 

The slave trade, and practices scarcely to be distinguished 
from slave-trading, still pursued in more than one quarter of 
the world, continue to attract the attention of my Govern¬ 
ment. In the South Sea Islands the name of the British 
Empire is even now dishonoured by the connection of some of 
my subjects with these nefarious practices: and in one of 
them the murder of an exemplary prelate has cast fresh light 
upon some of their baleful consequences. A bill will be pre¬ 
sented to you for the purpose of facilitating the trial of 
offences of this class in Australasia ; and endeavours will be 
mode to increase in other forms the means of connteraction. 

Various communications have passed between my Govern¬ 
ment and the Government of France on the subject of the 
Commercial Treaty concluded in I860. From a divergence in 
the views respectively entertained in relation to the value of 
protective laws, this correspondence has not brought about 
any agreement to modify that important convention. On 
both sides, however, there has been uniformly declared an 
earnest desire that nothing shall occur to impair the cordiality 
which has long prevailed between the two n ations. 

Papers relating to these subjects will he laid before you. 

The arbitrators appointed pursuant to the Treaty of 
NVashington, for the purpose of amicably settling certain 
claims known ns the Alabama claims, have held their first 
meeting at Geneva. ■, . 

Cases have been laid before the arbitrators on beu&lf of each 
party to the treaty. In the case so submitted on behalf of the 
United States large claims have been included, which are 
understood on my part not to be v-uthiu the province of the 
arbitrators. On this subject I have caused a friendly com¬ 
munication to be made to the Government of the United 
States. , ... 

The Emperor of Germany has undertaken to_. arbitrate on 
the San Juan NVater Boundary, and the cases of the two 
Governments have been presented to his Imperial Majesty. 

The Commission at NVashington has been appointed, and 
is in session. The provisions of the treaty which require the 
consent of the Parliament of Canada wait its assembling. 

Turning to domestic affairs, I have to apprise you that, 
with very few exceptions, Ireland ha3 been free from serious 
crime. Trade in that part of the United Kingdom is active, 
and the advance of agricultural industry is remarkable. 

I am able also to congratulate you, so far as present expe¬ 
rience allows a judgment to be passed, upon the perceptible 
diminution of the number both of the graver crimes and of 
habitual criminals in Great Britain. 

Gentlemen or the House of Commons, 

The principal Estimates for the coming year have been 
prepared. They will at once he laid before yon, and I trust 
that you will find them suitable to the circumstances of the 

country. \ /\ ■ . ,. , 

The state of the Revenue affords favourable indications of 
the demand for employment and the general condition of the 
people— indications which are corroborated by a decline of 
pauperism not inconsiderable. 

Mv Lords and G esteem en, 

Yctir attention will be invited to several measures of 
acknowledged notional interest. Among these there will be 
bills for the improvement of public education in Scotland, for 
the regulation of mines, for the amendment of what is known 
as the licensing system,-and in relation to the Superior Courts 
of Justice and Appeal. ... 

In particular, a bill, having for its main object the estab¬ 
lishment of secret voting, together with a measure relating to 
corrupt practices at Parliamentary elections, will be imme¬ 
diately presented to you. 

Several measures of administrative improvement for 
Ireland will be laid before yon. 

There will likewise be laid before yon legislative provi¬ 
sions, founded on the report of the Sanitary Commission. 

You, my Lords and Gentlemen, will, I am confident, again 
apply your well-known assiduity to that work of legislation 
which, from the increasing exigencies of modern society, still 
seems to grow npon your hands. And I shall continue to rely, 
under Divine Providence, alike on the loyalty of my people, and 
on your energy and wisdom, to sustain the constant efforts of 
the Crown to discharge'the duties, to uphold the rights, and 
to defend the honour of the Empire.

Sous fi-appeiemi Falck with twenty per ocat. 

I quote from old memory—is there a lino wanting, another 
rhyme.’ I presume that it is not in this Btylo that any 
member of the present Cabinet informed his subordinates 
that the Dutch have given up to ns all their settlements 
on the Guinea coast, and that there is now only one flag from 
the Gambia river to Lagos (Liberia is excepted, it seems— 
the place where George went—vide “Uncle Tom’s-Cabin ”) 
and that we give the Dutch the right to do what they like iu 
Sumatra, where we have hitherto restricted their advance. 
Certain Dutchmen seem to be much exercised about these 
arrangements, but they appear fair enough. The Dutch, 
moreover, must be doing us very good service in another way, 
for the Australian telegraph wire, when it leaves Singapore, 
is taken through Java, and so on to Port Darwin, in North 
Australia. NYe are only waiting for the colonists to lay the 
wires from the south to the north, and then we shall have 
Melbourne news every morning. The Pack quotation will be 
dreadfully haidworked about May next. 

I think it may have been remarked once or twice that we 
live in strange times. Still, as a lady would retort in argu¬ 
ment, a thiug is not the less true for being said over and over 
again. In what previous period of our history would the 
leading journal of England have issued an important article 
(evidently by a “ hand of power ”), beginning thus—“ The Duke 
of Somerset has come before the world to state the ground upon 
which he rejects Christianity, in every recognised acceptation 
of the term." Into the singular question thus raised of course I 
do not enter. His Grace of Somerset is not the first duke who 
has not been a Christian, as their graces of Sihon and Eloui 
and the dukes of the sons of Esau were clearly not of tun.-, 
faith. But such an announcement in regard to a member of 
the House of Lords is something new in history. 
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BALMADIE'S CINCHONA PLANTATION NEAR DOLACAMUND, MADRAS PRESIDENCY. 


THE LOOSHAI EXPEDITION : PORT AND TEA GARDENS, NEAR CACHAR 
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A SCENE IN LEICESTKR-SQUAIIE. 
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KING GEORGE’S HORSE. 

The bronze statue of King George II., which used to sit upon 
its horse in the centre of Leicester-squaro, could not long hold 
its head up beforo the publio after being hidden some years in 
the building erected by Mr. Wyld for his geographical pano¬ 
rama, usually called “ the Great Globe." When the statne was 
removed, having suffered too much ill-usage and some positive 
mutilation, the effigy of the horse remained, and became the 
target of frequent stone-throwing practised by the idle boys 
of Newport-market and its neighbourhood. Any one of the 
French refugees, enthusiastically disposed to hail the advent 
of the Universal Democratic Republio, who lounged beside the 
railings of the inclosure, might have watched this pastime of 
the gamins dc Landres with peculiar interest, if he had mis¬ 
taken it for a token of active hostility to the ancient institu¬ 
tion of Royalty in Great Britain. But he would soon have 
been undeceived by the testimony of the next Englishman 
grown to the age of discretion whom he might consult as to 
tho meaning of the juvenile frolic. "Lord bless you, Mounseer 1 
it's only for a lark they does it I ” Neither Sir Charles Dilke 
nor Mr. Odger was concerned in this attack on the Hanoverian 
dynasty. 


INDIAN CINCHONA PLANTATIONS. 

The South American tree, whose bark contains a peculiar 
alknloid most efficacious ns a remedy for intermittent fevers 
and agues, was to be found, until lately, nowhere but in the 
region of its first discovery, on the slopes of the Andes. The 
Spanish name of ehinchona (now more commonly written 
cinchona) was bestowed upon it by Linn&us to commemorate 
the happy cure it had wrought, in 1638, upon the Countess of 
Chiuchona, the lady of a Governor or J udge in Peru; and 
when she brought some of the bark to Europe it was fre¬ 
quently colled “ The Countess’s bark." It is well known that 
tho Jesuit missionaries, in the seventeenth century, took great 
pains not only to promote in South America the collection of 
this vulunble ingredient of medicine, but also to spread the 
knowltdgo of its healing use in different countries of Europe. 
Some twelve or thirteen years ago, the supplies of bark having 
been found in:idequate to the demand, and a lorge quantity 
being wanted for the British Army hospitals, in India and 
at other tropical stations, it was resolved to try the cultivh- 
tion of the cinchona in India. Mr. Clements Markham was 
therefore sent to Peru, by the Secretary of State for India, to 
obtain plants and seeds of the best varieties ; and he subse¬ 
quently went to different parts of India and Ceylon to super¬ 
intend the sowing and planting. He has described his ob¬ 
servations, and his experiments and methods of proceeding 
in an interesting volume published by Mr. Murray at the end 
of 1862. The operations ho undertook, were perfectly suc¬ 
cessful The first sowings of imported seed were commenced 
by Mr. W. G. MTvor, in February, 1860, at Neddiwuttum and 
Dodabettn, on the Neilghcrry nills. The plant was after¬ 
wards propagated by layers, and its cultivation has since ex¬ 
tended to many districts of India, so that it becomes a profit¬ 
able commodity of export trade. Our Illustration gives a view 
of the cinchona plantation at Dolacamnnd, in the Madras 
Presidency. The plant grows to a good size in favourable 
soils; its bark is tit for gathering in the eighth year of its 
growth. It has leaves of a lanceolate form, and of a shining 
bright green colour, sometimes marked with crimson veins ; 
the flowers, which hang down in clusters like those of the 
liloo, are of a delicate roseate hue and of delicious fragrance ; 
but in some varieties there is a white flower. 


THE LOOSHAI EXPEDITION. 

On the north-eastern border of India, towards the independent 
kingdom of Bnrmah, not much above 300 miles distant from 
Calcutta, due cast, across the head of the Bay of Bengal, is tho 
scene of our present little war against the Looshais, or 
Looswuis, os they are sometimes called. This name is a word 
used by the Burmese to denote in general all the predatory 
tribes inhabiting the hill country outside the British frontier, 
between Cachnr aud Manipooru on the north, Hill Tipparah 
and Chittagong on the west, and Burmah proper on the east. 
To the south, between the Looshais and the British province 
of Aracan, are a group of tribes more nearly allied to the 
Burmese, and designated, therefore, each by a separate name, 
such as Kamie, Mro, Chin, and Shan-doo. A large portion of 
tho Kamie, Mro, and Chin, or ILkin tribes ore under British 
rule, and have been described by Captain Lewin in his “ Wild 
Races of South-Eastern India; ” but the Shan-doos are 
almost as little known os the Looshais, and often join 
them in their raids, though at other times hostile to 
the Looshais. Though the dialects of the above-mentioned 
tribes vary ranch, and are unintelligible to the Burmese and 
to each other, they are Undoubtedly of the Mran-ma, or 
Burmese stock, whereas, so far as we know, the Looshais do 
not show any affinity to it. Mran-ma, now pronounced Ba- 
mnh, is the classical name of the Burmese ; and the affix 
“ ma ’’ evidently points out that they arc the chief or parent 
branuh of the SI ran race, which, starting from Thibet, or 
thereabouts, crossed the hills near the sources of the Irrawaddy 
and its affluent, the Mnnipoora river. They settled in Bu.-mah, 
and afterwards became split up into various tribes, many of 
which, from isolation, have changed tht-ir dialects, while the 
Burmese language was fixed by the art of writing, introduced 
by the Buddhist missionaries about A.D. 400. We are in¬ 
debted for theso remarks to an esteemed correspondent, Mr. 
R.F. St. A. 8t. John, AssistantCoramissioDerof British Burmah 
and Superintendent of the Hili Tribes. He has also furnished 
tho sketch from which our Illustration is drawn. It represents 
two Shan-doos, with a Mro and his wife and child, taking home 
a gayal, or mountai i ox. They have encamped for the night 
on a sandbank nea the river. The Mro is in the centre, and 
may be known by uis small dark blue waist-cloth; while the 
Shan-doos wen - a longer and broader white one, with dark 
ends hauging down before and behind. One of the Shan-doos 
has a shield of buffalo-hide. Another sketch by the same 
hand shows a Kamie woman who has come down the stream 
for water. Her dress is only a short waist-cloth ; but the 
Shan-doo and Chin women have, in addition, a short smock 
over their shoulders. 

The Loesbai tribes have lately been making frequent raids 
ou the tea plantations of Cachnr and Sylhet, in the British 
territory. At the beginning of last year they attacked the 
house of Mr Winchester, a tea planter, killed him, and carried 
off his little daughter, a child ten or eleven years of age, with 
another of his family. We arc glad to learn that the girl has 
just been restored to her friends, being given up by her 
captors since the military expedition went forward into the 
hill country. The expedition, which has been preceded by a 
surveying party, consists of a force of 4000 men, all native 
Indian troops, with two companies of Bengal Sappers and 
Miners. It is divided into two columns, one of which, in the 
north, being the left wing, under General Bourcbier, advances 
eastward from Cnchar ; while the other, under General 
Brownlow, occupying the right-hand place, marches inland 
from Chittagong, u place on the seaooaet opposite the mouths 


of the Ganges. We have news from Coehar to last week, by 
telegram from Calcutta. There hud been a little fighting, and 
several villages of the Sylhoo tribe, in the mountains, had been 
destroyed by our troops. Two or three of our men were killed 
or wounded in each skirmish. The Looshais retired into the 
thick jungle or np the steep hills faster than they coaid be pur¬ 
sued. Our worst trouble appears to be the loss of coolies by 
cholera, for which the Bengal Government is held responsible, 
800 having been embarked, without medical oversight, on two 
river flats, unsuited for the accommodation of more than half 
tho number. The original estimate of 41100,000 as the cost of 
the expedition has already grown into oae of £200,000 or 
£250,000. 

Two sketches by Mr. R. G.-Woodthorpe, which have been 
communicated to ns, show the scenery of the Barak river, near 
Cachar, and the kind of boats, peculiar to that country, used to 
bring up the troops from Chatiack, above which place the 
Government steamers could not float. These boate are 
roofed with matting from the stern to within a third of their 
length from the bows. The steersman is posted on a scaffold 
above the roof at the stern. The boat is usually towed against 
the stream by the crew hauling away on the bank, while a 
man at the bows, with, a long bamboo, keeps it off the shore. 
In rounding a point the whole crew sometimes get aboard, 
and push or punt the boat ronnd, after which they rnsh 
through the water to the bank, and begin towing again. The 
great height of the banks in most places above the water 
during the dry season necessitates a very tall mast, to which 
the towing-rope is fastened. The boatmen generally wear a 
sort of umbrella hat, made of dried leaves ingenionsly fastened 
to a framework of reeds, and held on by strings under the 
chin. This is very like the fashionable seaside hats for ladies 
in Europe. The scene represented in the sketoh is on the 
Barak, river, about four miles from Cachar. The tea-gardens 
and bungalows of Machimpa are visible on the far bank, and 
the Noga and Jyarleah Hills in the distance. 


THE BANK OF ENGLAND. 

This great national institution is one eminently chorasteristio 
of our country, and particularly of the city of London ; for it is 
the grandest example of that intimate alliance and mutual 
confidence between the Government of tho State and powerful 
joint-stock associations of proprietary interests, from which 
our Indian and colonial empire, our enormous foreign trade, 
and the construction of our railways and telegraphs have 
mainly proceeded, and the reciprocal influence of which in no 
small degree has contributed to the political stability of this 
ancient realm. 

The modern practice of banking is considered to have 
begun in England about two hundred years ago—that is to 
say, the practice of receiving deposits of money, for the pro¬ 
fitable use of which, in loans or credits granted elsewhere, the 
bankers could afford to pay interest. The lending of money 
upon interest, in spite of the laws against usury, had been 
carried on by the Jowa till their expulsion, in the reign of 
Edward I., and afterwards by the Lombard merchants in 
London. A regular bank had existed at Venice since 
the end of the twelfth century; but in this oountry it was 
only the occasional resource of mercantile corporations, 
such as the Turkey merchants or the Goldsmiths' Company, to 
undertake the custody of treasure lodged with them by tho 
Crowu or by private owners, and to lend it for their own 
profit. Daring the civil wars of the seventeenth century, 
when personal property was much exposed to plunder or con¬ 
fiscation, the Goldsmiths’ company received in this way not 
only the gold and silver plate of many country gentlemen but 
the rents of their estates, for which they allowed interest at 
the rate of fourpaaee a day for every £100. With the money 
so obtained the Goldsmiths’ Company discounted hills and 
made advances to the Crown on the security of the taxes; 
they issued receipts for the sums placed in their hands, and 
these receipts or deposit notes, passing from hand to hand, 
became a virtual paper currency. 

A member of the Goldsmiths’ Company, Mr. Francis 
Child, of Temple-bar, sot np the first banking - house in 
England at the beginning of Charles II.'s reign. He used 
to pay 6 per cent on deposits, and to charge tho King 
10, 20, or 30 per cent for loans, as the needs of his 
Royal debtor grew more urgent. The other goldsmiths of 
London followed such a gainful example; and the Crown debt 
to these money-dealers amounted to £1,300,000, when the un¬ 
principled King, by the advice of the Cabal Ministry, suddenly 
refused payment, shutting up the Exchequer, upon which the 
bonkers had obtained orders as security for what they hod 
advanced. Much distress was caused by this shameful act of 
repudiation, since the bankers were unable to restore that 
which their clients had intrusted to them. So much indigna¬ 
tion was aroused by it that the King was forced to settle their 
claim by the payment of interest, at the rate of 6 per cent, for 
the amount lie owed to the bankers. The principal, however, 
was not repaid, and this became the nucleus of the National 
Debt, the interest being reduced to 3 per cent, and fixed as a 
permanent charge, in the reign of William III. 

Among the earliest private banking houses, after that of 
Child, whose books go back to 1620, were Hoare's, datiDg 
from 1680, and Snow's, from 1C86. Proposals fora National 
Bank of Credit were by this time under discussion. A small 
joint-stock company set np a bank at Devonshire House, in 
Bishopsgate-street. to make advances to tradesmen and manu¬ 
facturers, on the security of goods But it was iu 1694, by the 
efforts of William Paterson, that ingenious and adventurous 
Scotchman who afterwards mode a disastrous attempt to 
colonise the Isthmus of Darien, that King William III. and 
his Parliament were induced to sanction the establishment of 
the Bonk of England. It was a corporation of shareholders, 
with a capital of £1,200.000, and borrowing power for £300,000 
more; the whole of which money they were to lend to Go¬ 
vernment at 8 per cent interest, and to receive £4000 per 
year for management. The first Deputy-Governor was Mr. 
Michael Godfrey, with twenty-four directors, and a staff of 
fifty-four secretaries and clerks, They did business in 
Mercers' Hall, and afterwards in Grocers’ Hall; but poor 
Godfrey, having accompanied King William to the wars in 
Flanders, was accidentally killed by a cannon-ball in the siege 
trenches at Namur. 

The new institution, though opposed by the Goldsmiths 
and others, who started a Land Bank to compete with it, was 
so ably and steadily conducted, and rendered each good ser¬ 
vice to the Government, that it was enabled to overcome every 
obstaelo. Its charter was again aud again renewed, its capital 
was allowed to lie doubled, and it was authorised to issue 
bank-notes payable on demand, which, in default of the Bank, 
were to be paid by the Exchequer out of the first money due 
from the Crown to the Bank. Other privileges were granted, 
the result of which was that the Bank of England quickly 
rose to prosperity ; while its operations, discounting bills at 4 
pei cent, soon effected n general reduction of the interest on 
money, and benefited the trading classes. 

The political crisis at the death of Queen Anne, and the 
convulsion of the money market by the sudden inflation and 


speedy bursting of the South Sea Company bubble, only proved 
the soundness of this concern ; and its capital was further 
augmented by sncccssive arrangements for the public conve¬ 
nience, till it attained the sum of nine millions in 1722, a re¬ 
serve fund, or rest, being then created, to prevent excessive 
fluctuations of the rate of interest. Ten or twelve years later 
the first building for the hall and officers of the Bonk of 
England was erected in Thrcadneedle-street. on the site of tho 
bouse and garden of Sir John Houblon, who had been the first 
Governor of the Bank of England. In this place, we are told, 
business was commenced on June 5, 1734, and the marble 
statue of William III., as founder of the Bank, was set upon 
its pedestal next New-Year's Day. 

The history of the Bank of England has been related by Mr. 
John Francis, in a very interesting book, to which our readers 
may gladly turn from this hasty and scanty notice of its chief 
events. They will observe how efficient an ally it has proved 
to the cause of loyalty and civil order, and how williugly it 
has been supported both by the Government and by the citizens 
of London, os well as by other persons of wealth aud social 
influence, in maintaining the monetary credit of this country 
at periods of alarm and danger. The Sacheverell riots in 
Queen Anne's time, the Jacobite rebellions of 1716 and 1745, 
the Gordon riots of 1780, und the wars of the French Revolu¬ 
tion and Empire, brought trying experiences nnd perils of 
different kinds to the Bank, which it was happily able to 
withstand. The rioters of 1780, a horde of ruffians taking 
advantage ol’ the Anti-Popery excitement caused by Lord 
George Gordon’s mad speeches, attacked the Bank for the 
purpose of pillage, but were dispersed by the Are of the 
soldiers, with some killed and wounded. 

The Bank has more frequently been exposed to the risk of 
inability to meet the frantic runs for cash in times of panic, 
whether occasioned by political or by commercial disasters. 
Many persons among us can well remember the last instance 
of the former character—that which occurred in 1832, after 
the rejection of the Reform Bill by the House of Lords, when 
the Duke of Wellington was expected to form a Tory Ministry. 
“To stop the Duke, go for gold," was the advice placarded ou 
the walls in every street in London ; and the artificial demand 
so wantonly created, with the apparent chances of an insur¬ 
rection and civil war, frightened many people, but not tho 
Bank directors, who coolly paid £l,600,000overUiecounterin 
a few days. 

There are more serious trials of strength, and severer tests 
of its policy aud of the firmness of its constitution, which the 
Bank has undergone from great shocks and disturbances of 
the money market, even within the last four years. Another 
important part of its history is that relating to the changes 
from time to time modo by the Legislature, at the periodical 
renewals of the Bank Charter, in tho regulations for carrying 
on its business ; more especially that effected by Six Robert 
Peel's Government, in 1844, which compelled the Bank entirely 
to separate from the banking department that of the issue of 
notes, thenceforth a monopoly of this establishment, with but a 
temporary grant to others of the same privilege; while the 
circulation of notes on securities lodged with the issue depart¬ 
ment, including the amount due from the Treasury, was 
restricted to £14,000,000. We cannot here enter into these 
Bubjeots, Tho frauds, conspiracies, and forgeries which have 
in different ways been attempted to the injury of the Bank, as 
well os the mischievous results of wild speculation and sub¬ 
sequent panics, fill a chapter in the social history of England. 
The forgeries of Fauntleroy alone caused tho Bank a loss of 
£360,000. 

The original building in Thread needle-street, built from 
1732 to 1734, was much enlarged in 1770, and again in 1786, 
under the direction of the architect at that time, Sir Robert 
Taylor, who adorned the front with a pediment supported by 
Corinthian pillars. Sir John Soane became architect of the 
Bank in 1788, and it was mainly rebuilt from his designs as 
we now see it. The site was enlarged by adding that of the 
old church and churchyard of St. Christopher-le-Stocks, and 
other adjacent premises. It occupies now a space of more 
than three acres, bounded by four streets—Threadneedle-street 
on the south side, Lothbury on the north, Princes street on the 
west, and Bartholomew-lane on the east. As the buildings 
are one-storied, and have no external windows, their aspect is 
rather dull; but some parts of the interior present imposing 
features of the classical style, copied from specimens of Grecian 
architecture at Rome. The Rotunda, where the dividends on 
Bank Stock and Government Consols ore paid half-yearly, 
has a dome 67 ft. in diameter. The Bonk Parlour, in which 
the Governor, Deputy-Governor, and Directors hold their 
meetings, is shown in one of our Illustrations. It is a hand- 
Borne room, 60 ft. long by 31 ft. 6 in. wide, the east and west 
sides of which are adorned with double columns, supporting 
fine arches, while the south side has large Venetiun windows 
overlooking a garden, which was formerly the churchyard of 
St. Christopher's j on the north side of this room is an 
exquisitely carved marble chimney-piece. 

We shall give some more Illustrations of the Bank of Eng¬ 
land next week, with a further account of its management. 
The Bullion Office and its mighty vaults, containing so many 
millions sterling in gold and silver ,- the Weighing Office, and 
the Bank-note Printing Office are peculiar to this establish¬ 
ment. It is well known that the bank-notes, on their return 
from circulation, ore cancelled os soon as they come back, and 
new ones are issued to supply the currency. The cancelled 
notes, to a certain amount, are kept for reference if need should 
arise; and visitors may be permitted to see, or perhaps to 
handle, a bundle of thin paper once representing an awful 
sum of money. This is the incident shown in a sketch 
engraved for our front page. 


The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland was entertained at the 
Dublin Mansion Honse, on Tuesday evening, and met with a 
warm reception. In responding to the toast of “ Prosjieriiy 
to Ireland," he compared the present state of the country wiiii 
that of former years, and pointed out the signB of ord.tr and 
contentment and of increased prosperity. 

A fully-attended meeting of the Birmingham Town Council 
was held on Tuesday, at which the precept of the school boaul 
wns presented, making a demand for £4000. As a portion of 
this amount was to be devoted to tho payment of fees in deno¬ 
minational schools, Alderman Manton moved, nnd Alderman 
Charles Sturge seconded, a motion that the precept be not com¬ 
plied with. An animated discussion terminated in the rejec¬ 
tion of the school board application by a majority of 42 to 12. 

Mr. Fowler writes from Cairo respecting the Channel ferry 
scheme, which he contends would create new and very large 
sources of traffic. He states that for tho scheme of through 
communication the capital would be readily found, us the two 
essential conditions for capitalists and investors arc complied 
with—viz., a thorough and complete work, and a satisfactory 
basis for calculating upon a fair return upon the capital 
invested. With regard to tho practicability of through com¬ 
munication, no person, he says, with the slightest claim to give 
on oninion has ever expressed a doubt on the subject. 
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MUSIC. 

Another birthday anniversary van celebrated nt last Satur¬ 
day's Crystal Palace Concert. As already recorded, the pro¬ 
gramme of Jan. 27 was made partly tributary to the memory 
of Mozart, who was born on that date, in the year 1767 ; and 
a similar coincidence with reference to Mendelssohn having 
presented itself in association with last week's concert, that 
was also rendered a celebration by-tbe selection of several of 
the composer’a works for the first portion of the performances. 
The concert began with the overture to “ St. Panl," his first 
sacred work on a grand scale, produced in 1835, and scarcely 
surpassed in elevation and solemnity by his " Elijah.” The 
aim from “ St. Paul,” “ O God have mercy " and “Jerusalem,” 
were effectively sung—the first by Mr. Whitney, an American 
with a very powerful bass voice ; the other, by Miss Katherine 
Poyntz, a young lady who is deservedly progressing in public 
favour as a meritorious soprano singer. The hymn “ Hear my 
prayer " closed the tributary selection from Mendelssohn. This 
was given in its altered shape, as scored by the composer, with 
the addition of orchestral accompaniments, instead of merely 
with the support of the organ, as originally written in 1844. 
Madame Cora do Wilhorst sang the important soprano solos 
with more power than expression, and the same may be said 
of the chorus-singing of the Crystal Palace choir. The 
central piece of Saturday's programme was Beethoven's fifth 
symphony, that in C minor, which, in some portions, will bear 
comparison, for elevation and grandeur, with the composer's 
subsequent works ; and, in others, for tenderness and beauty, 
with those of his earlier period. The performance was worthy 
of the music, and of the Crystal Palace band and its conductor, 
Mr. Manns. The Bymphony was followed by the cavatina 
"Casta Diva,” from “Norma,” sung by Madame Cora de 
Wilhorst in a manner, that called forth vehement applause. 
After this came a clever and characteristic ballet scene—from 
Mr. C. Deffcl’s opera “Tho Corsair”—in which are some 
effective combinations of orchestra] dance-music and choral 
writing. A selection from Beethoven's music to Kotzebue’s 
drama. "The Ruins of Athens," and Sir Julius Benedict's 
skilfully instrumented overture, “ Der Prinz von Hombnrg," 
conduced an interesting concert. Of the last-named piece we 
have more than once spoken—first on its production at the 
Norwich Festival of 1862, and afterwards on its repetition in 
London, 

This week’s Monday Popular Concert brought back 
Madame Schumann, whose return, like that of Herr Joachim, 
has for several years constituted one of the chief events of 
our musical year. The performances of the great pianist were 
in Beethoven's solo sonata in A, op. 101, and in her late 
husband's quintet with stringed instruments, one of the finest 
productions of his best period. The earnest and intellectual 
interpretation of these works by Madame Schumann again dis¬ 
played those admirable qualities that have before been com¬ 
mented on in reference to the same pieces. The reception of 
the player by u crowded andienoe afforded strong and gratify¬ 
ing proofs of the general recognition of her exceptional 
merits. Tho stringed instrument portions of the quintet were 
excellently played by Herr Straus, Mr. L. Ries, Mr. Zerbini, 
and Signor Piatti, who were also associated in Haydn's quartet 
in G minor, from op. 74, and Mendelssohn's posthumous 
“ andante and scherzo." Mr. Maybrick was the vocalist and 
Mr. Zerbini the accompanist. 

The fifth of tho present scries of Oratorio Concerts took 
place on Tuesday evening, when Mendelssohn’s “Lobgesang" 
(“ Hymn of Praise ”) and Rossini's “ Stabat Mater " were per¬ 
formed ; tho very opposite styles of these masterpieces offering 
a strong and interesting contrast between the Protestant 
music of the German school and that of the Catholic service 
and Italian nationality. The three fine orchestral move¬ 
ments with which Mendelssohn’s noble work commences were 
very effectively given by the capital orchestra engaged for 
these concerts ; and the chorus-singing, both in the hymn 
and in the “ Stabat,” was again of that high order that has 
long been the characteristic of Mr. Barnby’s choir. Tho vocal 
solos were, generally, well sung, notwithstanding some sudden 
changes necessitated by the absence of the two principal 
singers—Modamo Rudersdorff and Mr. Sims Reeves—from 
indisposition. Miss Annie Sinclair, who took the principal 
soprano part, was much and deservedly applauded in Beveral 
instances, particularly in the “ Inflammatus ” of the "Stabat;" 
the duet in which, “ Quis cst homo," and that in the Hymn, 
" I waited for the Lord," having also been among the effective 
pieces. Miss Julia Sydney was an efficient second soprano in 
the last-named duet, and Madame Benthani-Fernandez was 
the contralto in the other, her singing in this and elsewhere 
in the “Stabat” having been very praiseworthy. Mr. 
Raynhain acquittal himself well in the arduous task of re¬ 
placing Mr. Reeves; and Mr. Whitney's fine bass voice was 
heard to advantage in tho "Pro pcccatis” and “ Eia mater" 
of Rossini’s work. Mr. Barnby conducted with care and 
judgment, and Mr. Docker presided at tho organ with ability, 
coupled with a somewhat excessive use of the instrument. 
Exeter nail was well filled. At the next concert, on Fob. 20, 
Bach's " Passion Musi# " is to be performed. 

Tho prospects of Italian Opera this year are, as yet, only to 
be surmised from rumour, aud this seems to indicate that the 
arrnugements will be similar to those of last season, the 
Covcntgarden establishment—still presided over by Mr. Gye— 
including most of the great singers of tho past year, with 
some important additions; and that of Her Majesty's Opera, 
at Drury Lane, again under Mr. Mapleson, whose company 
will comprise many of the celebrated artists heretofore asso¬ 
ciated with him, added to whom, it is said, will be Madame 
Alboui. Mdlle! Nilsson is to reappear, her return from 
America being fixed for April 20. Mr. Sontley, it is stated, 
Will prolong his stay in that country. Sir M. Costa is spoken 
of as again to bo the conductor at the Drury Lane„0pera, tho 
opening of which is expected to take place early in April, tho 
season at the Royal Italian Opera House probably commencing 
somewhat sooner. Before long, however, the official pro¬ 
grammes will repluco rumours by distinct and authorised 
promises. 

Among the gossip of the day is the asserted project of a 
grand new opera-house, to be erected as Boon as an eligible site 
. n be obtained. The future fate of the reconstructed Her 
Majesty's Theatre, in the Hoymarket—completed nearly three 
years since, but never yet used—still remains a matter of 
doubt, and, it is said, of litigation. 

Mr. Ernst Faucr commenced, on Monday afternoon, a new 
course of leotnres, in the theatre of the South Kensington 
Museum, in illustration of “ the Clavecin and the Pianoforte 
in connection with the general History of Musio.” The first 
lecture treated of the state of tho instrument and the art in 
the eighteenth century in Italy, France, and Germany, with 
specimens, admirably played by the lecturer, selected from the 
works of Domenico Scarlatti, Couperin and Rameau, Kuhnau 
nDd Mntheson. No one is more intimately acquainted with 
the history of hia subject than Mr. Pauer, whose high prac- 
ticnl accomplishments as a pianist give him peculiar advan- 
tag. s in the exemplification of his remarks by Mb excellent 
performances. 

An interesting programme is announced for tie next con¬ 


cert of the Sacred Harmonic Society, on Feb. 23, when Haydn's 
third (the “ Imperial ”) mass. MendcUsohn’s " Praise 
Jehovah” (“Lauda Sion”), and Spohr's “Last Judgment” 
arc to be performed. _ 

THE THEATRES. 

SUKEEY. 

On Monday Sir. Shepherd produced a new and exciting melo¬ 
drama. fonnded on M r. Edmund Yates's novel called “ Nobody's 
Fortune.” The adaptation has been effected by Mr. H. P. 
Grattan, who deserves more praiso than adapters are gene¬ 
rally entitled to for the manner in which he has accomplished 
his task. Like our elder dramatists under similar circum¬ 
stances, be has recast the story aud rewritten the dialogue. 
The result is that the play has all the freshness of an original 
work, and the situations tell with tho utmost effect on 
the audience. The action commences with a mere pan¬ 
tomime scene, which represents the North Kent line, 
on whioh a convict makes his escape from a train and 
an assault upon a travelling tinker, in order to gain 
possession of his tools, by which to rid himself of his fetters. 
The part of George Bradstock, the escaped convict, is octal by 
Mr. Shepherd, who gave to this initial scene oil that it re¬ 
quired in the way of gesture and significant action. A follow¬ 
ing scene introduces ns to the convict's wife and child (Miss 
Maria B. Jones and Master Welch), who visit the Gravesend 
, Hotel, in order to effect their passage to Australia, and form a 
beneficial acquaintance with Frank Soorrier (Mr. George 
Warde), who is about to start for the same colony in pursuit 
of fortune, that he may be enabled to marry Ellen Wynne 
(Mrs. Shepherd), niece and heiress to Mr. Womersley (Mr. E. 
Butler), a retired banker. Before, however. Frank can start, 
he is intruded upon by George Bradstock, who enters by the 
window and entreats him to connive at his escape. To induce 
him to do so tho convict reveals to him where the proceeds of 
the great Gold Robbery are concealed ; but Frank indignantly 
rejects the temptation. A severe struggle ensues, during which 
a knife which the conviot had snatched from the table changes 
hands, and Bradstock is left for dead. After a lapse of eighteen 
months we find that both Mrs. Bradstock and Frank Scorrier 
have returned to England, and the former has obtained the 
patronage of Mr. Womersley and his niece, who allow her to 
live in the south lodge of Polwarth Hall and grounds. During 
the interval a legal vulture, named Ebenezer Pentweazle (Sir. 
John Murray), speculates on the discovery of the hidden trea¬ 
sure, and, in combination with Bradstook’s associate in the 
robbery, Joseph Grogram (Mr. E. F. Edgar), aims at its pos¬ 
session. To thoir surprise, the hidden gold has disappeared 
from the place of its deposit. Pentweazle suspects M.s. Brad- 
stock of having appropriated it, and takes out a warrant for 
her apprehension. We now learn that Frank Scorrier. having 
failed in Australia, on his return to England made use of the in¬ 
formation given him by the convict, and has actually possessed 
himself of the treasure, and on the strength of It has olaimed 
the hand of Ellen Wynne. Finding, however, that Mrs. 
Bradstock is likely to suffer for his fault, he mokes confession 
of the fact; but, instead of proceeding to the magistrate, 
places himself in the hands of a rising though juvenile bar¬ 
rister, Jack Durston (Mr. New bound), who also has a sneaking 
affection for Ellen, and engages to get him through the busi¬ 
ness. The case is brought before Captain Hotchkiss, a fox¬ 
hunting Bquire (Mr. Dalton), and the young counsel and old 
rascally attorney ore pitted against each other. In the moment 
of Pentweazle s trinmph Durston briugs positive evidence that 
the money had been abstracted, not by the poor convict's wife, 
but by Ellen's affianced husband, and that he had a right to 
take it, the field in which it was deposited having been 
conveyed to Mm as part of the arrangements for his 
intended marriage. Baffled in this, the enraged Pent- 
weazlo seeks to indict Scorrier for the murdor of Bradstock, 
when, at a signal, Bradstock puts in an appearance, 
his life having been saved by a benevolent surgeon, to whose 
benign instructions he has listened, and thus become "an 
altered man." A previous scene, in which he had appeared to 
Ms wife, proved very effective, and was highly creditable to Mr. 
Shepherd, who exhibited therein his acting powers at the best. 
This was followed by another (or rather a continuation of the 
same), in which Grogram, misled by the idea that the missing 
treasure was in the keeping of Mrs. Bradstock, enters the 
lodge for tho purpose of securing it, and has a desperate 
struggle with her, during which Bradstock re-enters and 
dashes the villain to tho earth. Subsequently the two con¬ 
victs confer, and Bradstock obtains a promise from Grogram 
that he will attempt to reform, like himself. This appears to 
be the moral of the drama, and this moral somewhat redeems 
it from being altogether of the convict class, whioh description 
might else be objected to it There is no doubt tho drama is 
skilfully written, skilfully constructed, and skilfully noted, 
and will, we tMnk, prove very attractive to Surrey audiences. 

ST. JAMES'S—FBENCH PLAYS. 

The celebrated seven-aet drama by MM. Edouard Brisbarre 
et Eugene Nub, entitled “ Les Pauvres de Paris." well known 
by Mr. Bouaicault’s and other adaptations of it in England, has 
been produced at the St. James's, for the purpose of enabling 
M. Ravel to appear in the role of Planteroso. The experience, 
however, we have had of the play in English versions will 
help but little in giving a proper idea of tho original ; those 
parte at it which always moke the most impression on French 
audiences being uniformly unnoticed by English ones. M. Ravel’s 
impersonation of tho part is the reverse of Mr. Vining's. It is 
ohiefly remarkable for its quiet humour. JI. Abel personates in 
the prologue the sea captain, who dies in a fit, and is very true,to 
nature. He was equally effective in the part of the son nfter- 
wards. M. Schey obtained a considerable amount of sport out 
of Bigot, and M. Scipion, as Villebrun, was folly competent to 
its representation. Mdlle. Riel, as his daughter, was sadly 
misfitted ; and the scenery of the piece was somewhat neg¬ 
lected. The acting, however, does not depend on stage effects 
or scenic appointments. 

On Tuesday the company produced M. Gondinet's new four- 
act comedy of " Christiane," now being performed with un¬ 
bounded success at the Theatre Framjais. Paris. This drama is 
admirably written, and certainly well acted. But it inoludes 
situations so direotly opposed to all English notions of pro¬ 
priety, and of what ought to he made the subjects of dramatic 
representation, ns render it a mere literary curiosity By uo 
process of adaptation, we think, coold it be translated to 
English boards. The struggle between the putative and real 
father of a child involves such delicate considerations, that the 
slightest degree of coarseness must have ensured failure. Only 
the polished and refined manner in whioh thesnbject has been 
treated by the judicious author redeems it from the danger 
of condemnation. It is but doing justice to the excellent 
company at this theatre to add that all the characters are 
satisfactorily represented. Mdlle. Riel has a part in Christiane 
strictly in her line of business, and M. Andrieu, as the fop 
Achilla de Beaubriand, is excellent. 

This (Saturday) morning a performance is given of tho 
popular play of “ Frou-Frou,” in aid of the subscription 
organised by the men and women of France for the liberation 


of the departments still invaded ; and it is announced that 
next Thursday Mdlle. AdSle Page will make her first appear¬ 
ance. The following plays are in preparation for her — 
"La Fiammina,” “HdloTse Paranquet,” and “Adrienne 
Lecouvrcur.” 


VALENTINE’S DAY. 

Saint Valentine's name happened to sound something like 
galontin, the old French word for a sweetheart, or suitor of 
girls, whence the ignorant popular fancy chose that saint's day 
for the annual flight of love-letters, and this was associated 
with the pairing of birds for no sounder reason. The childish 
old custom is still kept up for the entertainment of young folk, 
in those families whose parents see no objection to a jocular 
anticipation of the most serious concern in tho earthly life of 
mankind ; and it is not likely to do the little girls and boys 
much real harm, unless by the indiscreet comments of the 
maid-servants, whose tongues are too apt to run loose on this 
occasion. The postman’s bag on the 14th of this month is a 
heavy burden. See what a rush there is to meet him nt the 
garden gate ! Our Artist, in his design for the large Engraving, 
represents this incident of domestic life.

The will of tho Right Hon. George Arthur Philip, Earl of 
Chesterfield, who died at his seat, Bretby Park, Derbyshire, 
Dee. 1, aged forty, was proved in her Majesty's Court of 
Probate on the 26 th nit. under ilsu.uOO personalty, by the Hon. 
Edward Chaudos Leigh, barrister-at-law, of the Temple; 
General the Hon. Richard William Penn Cur7,on, 46, Charles- 
Htreet, Berkeley-square ; and Ms Lordship s uncles, the Hon, 
Henry Forester and tie Hon. and Rev. Orlando Forester, 
Rector of Oedling, Notts, the joint acting executors and 
trustees ; to each of them, as executors, he leaves a legacy of 
£500, and a further legacy to his uncle Henry of £10,000, 
and to his uncle Orlando £5000. To his mother, the Right 
Hon. Anne Elizabeth, Countess of Chesterfield, he leaves his 
jewellery and personal ornaments absolutely, also a life in¬ 
terest arising from the rente and profits of his estates, which, 
after her decease, he leaves to his sister Evelyn. Countess of 
Carnarvon, and also all his real estate, and the residua of the 
personal estate, in trust for his said sister, for her life ; and 
afterwards he devises and bequeaths the same to his nephew, 
George Edward Stanhope Molyneux Lord Porchester, the 
only son of his sister. He bequeaths to his cousin, Isabella, 
wife of Richard William Penn, Esq., the interest of £10,000 
for her life, with power of disposition over the principul at her 
death. Legacies to his servants—To his valet, James King, he 
leaves his wearing apparel and £30; to Airs. Edbury, his 
housekeeper, aud Mrs. Pott, widow of his lato steward, each 
£50. He bequeaths to the Derbyshire County Infirmary and 
the Nottingham County Infirmary each £ loOO. The will bears 
date May 6. 1871.’ 

The will of the Right Hon. Maria Augusta, Dowager 
Countess of Listowel, relict of the Right Hon. William, second 
Earl of Listowel, was proved in Loudon, on the 25th ult, 
under £30,000 personalty, by her son, the Right Hon. William, 
Earl of Listowel, and her son-in-law, John Wrixon Becher, 
Esq., the joint acting executors and trustees , and to each, for 
their trouble, she leaves a legacy of £500. The will is dated 
Aug. 16, 1869, and her Ladyship died at the family stat, 
Convamore, Cork, on Oct. 31 last, in her eighty-sixth year. 
Her Ladyship bequeaths her rings to her daughters by her 
second marriage, and the furniture and plate to Lady Alfred 
Paget, her daughter by her first marriage. There nre 
numerous pecuniary and specific bequests to her near relatives 
and friends and legacies to her servants. She bequeaths to 
Miss Elizabeth GoUsmick, for some time residing in her family, 
a legacy of £4000 and the furniture at the eottngo of 
Ballylwoly : and to her lady's-maid £1500. She directs that 
the sum of £500 be distributed among the families of tho 
poor of Ballylwoly, Bloomfield, and Convamore, who may 
have been at any time in Uor Ladyship’s employ. Her 
real estate and the residue of her personal she leaves to her 
second Bon, Richard, absolutely. Her Ladyship gives her son, 
the present Earl, the option of purchasing for the sum of 
£S0OO all her diamonds and pearls, together with the paint¬ 
ings, plate, and furniture, and other effects at Convamore, not 
otherwise disposed of. 

The will of Thomas Munden, Esq., of Castle-street, Ruthin, 
Denbigh, was proved, in London, under £51X10 personalty, and 
contains the following bequests to institutions :—To King 
Edward's Free Grammar School at Ruthin, £500, to found a 
scholarship bearing his name ; to the Royal Society of Mu¬ 
sicians, London, the General Hospital and the Blind Asylum, 
both at Birmingham, aud the Societies for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge and the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign 
Parts, each £100. 

Tho will of Thomas George Gardiner, formerly in the Hon. 
E. I. Company’s Service, Bombay, and late of Twickenham, 
who died on the 2nd nit., wa§ proved in Loudon, under 
£12,000; that of Charles Henry Smith, formerly of H.M. 
Naval Arsenal, Malta, and late of Bury St. Edmunds, was 
proved under £8000 personalty iu England ; that of Henry 
Robert LinnettCood. merchant, formerly of Peru and of Chili, 
in South America, and late of Clifton, Bristol, was proved in 
London, under £1600 personalty in England; and tnat of 
Edward Bnrstall, merchant, formerly of Quebec, Canada, and 
lato of the Palace Hotel, Buckingham-gate, whero he died, on

Yesterday week the opening of a new female training col¬ 
lege in connection with the British and Foreign School 
Society took place at Darlington. The college will have ac¬ 
commodation for fifty pupils Tho vice-principal of the new 
college is Mr. J. Langton, M.A A confereno ami public 
meeting in connection with the new college was held in the 
evening, after the formal opening—Mr. Henry Pease, cx-M.P. 
for South Durham, presiding. 
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MM. Erckmann nnd Chatrian'a “Story of the PKbiseite,” in 
the Cornhill. is less remarkable as a fiction than ns n truthful 
representation of the feelings of the peasantry of Alsace upon 
finding their province in the occupation of the enemy they had 
brought upon themselves by their blind trust in their foolish 
aud dishonest Government. That, under these circumstances, 
the Government should got even more (if possible) than its 
fair share of censure, that the portrait of the Prussians 
should be a enrienture, belongs to the dramatic pro¬ 
priety of the situation, and enlivens its many me¬ 
lancholy details with a touch of irony. Miss Thackeray's 
“ Kiqnct a la TIouppe” is chiefly noticeable for the 
beautiful descriptions of Swiss scenery. There is only one 
other contribution df any interest, but this is an exceedingly 
good one, being Air. Milford's description of a visit to the 
Japanese.temples of Kamakura, around which clusters a mass 
of most romantic history nnd legend, bearing a strong affinity 
to the traditions of mediaeval Europe, and delightfully re¬ 
counted by Mr. Mitford. Kamakura itself is a kind of 
Japanese Ravenna, consisting almost entirely of temples, which, 
from their more solid construction and the pains bestowed 
to keep them in repair, have survived the forsaken city to 
which they were once merely an appendage. 

The “ Story of n Phaeton,” in Macmillan , is chiefly made 
up of descriptions of English rural aud river scenery, toned, 
tinted, and finished with consnmmate skill. “Christina 
North,” the other story, is mildly agreeable. The most 
valuable contribution to the number is Mr. Uelps's statesman¬ 
like dialogue ou tbe adjustment of the old and new political 
force* in the English community, which it is satisfactory to 
find so prudent and experienced a thinker regarding as per¬ 
fectly practicable. There are also an interesting account of 
the system under which publicans’ licenses are regulated in 
Sweden, adefence by Madame de Witt of the customary train¬ 
ing of French children, and one of those inevitable eulogiums 
of Mr. bright which bear such a suspicious resemblance to 
political obituaries of the right honourable gentleman. “ I 
come to bury Ctesar, and to praise him.” 

Flarhinoil looks forward to speedily pronouncing tbe 
funeral oration of the Ministry itself, nnd prepares the way 
in an article entitled "The Reasonable Fears of the Country,” 
which might more appropriately have been entitled ‘ The 
Reasonable Ropes of the Tories.” The restof the number will 
be acceptable to rendorsof all political persuasions, and no part 
more so, perhaps, than the intelligent and practical account of 
French management in the matter of food. A well-written 
paper on Burns vindicates the poet’s character at the expense 
of his patrons, and scarcely allows sufficient influence to his 
own errors and failing*. It is true that the pernicious effect 
of these was rather owing to the sphere of life iu which the 
poet moved than to anything particularly obnoxious in his own 
conduct or character, lint the result yvas not less disastrous on 
that account. Professor Owen exposes the tricks of the Cairo 
serpent-charmers in a singularly genial and sagneions fashion. 
“The Maid of Sker ” is continued with ns much ability as 
usual, while a notice of M. Qainet's suggestive and poetical, if 
not scientifically exact, work on “ Creation,” and an account of 
the admirable scheme for general education now on foot at 
Keighley, add considerably to the interest of a really excellent 
number. 

Fritter contains one paper of gTeat value—that by Mr. 
Gifford Palgrave — on the recent remarkable revival of 
earnest and nggressive religious feeling among Mohammedan 
nations, a movement which he justly compares to the Anglo- 
Catholie reaction at home. Four symptoms of its prevalence 
in tho Ottoman empire are adduced—the spread of religious 
education, the disuse of fermented liquors, the elimination of 
Christians from the publio service, and the zeal displayed in 
foundingand restoring mosques and colleges. Thcsecond point 
would commend itself to the approval of Mr. Francis Newman, 
whose essay on the drink traffic proceeds on the assumption 
that people can, and ought to, be made sober by Act of Parlia¬ 
ment. Many consider that they might be mode orthodox by 
tho same means ; and it requires no prophet to discern that 
if Mr. Newman’s principle of over-ruling individual liberty 
for the supposed general benefit were admitted, he would be 
in at least ns much jeopardy os the publicans Some notes 
from the German expedition to East Greenland give an in¬ 
teresting account of that wild region, which, although at 
present uninhabited by man, appears to be less dreary than 
might have been expected. Professor Owen’s paper on 
longevity is called forth by the Bishop of Ely's rasli assertion 
that some eminent physiologists saw no difficulty in the 
longevity attributed to the Patriarchs. The Bishop’s dis¬ 
comfiture is speedy nnd complete ; bat his successful antago¬ 
nist catches the infection of the subject, and continues to 

S rose os though he were himself addressing a pablio of 
Icthuselahs. This garrulity, however, is in part redeemad by 
the eloquence of the concluding paragraph. 

The contribution to the fbrtnightly fieri ere best calculated 
to attract general interest is, no donbt. Mr. G. n Lewes's 
“ Dickens in Relation to Criticism.” Mr. Lewes approaches 
hi* subject on the psychological side, and accounts for many 
of tbe peculiarities of Dickens’s genius by a reference to the 
phenomena of hallucination. Tho essay algo contains some 
interesting personal anecdotes. Mr. Lv all’s “Religion of an 
Indian Province ” traces the popular religion of India to its 
probable origin in fetishism. Tho number also contains a 
lively essay on BiHbop Wnrburton, by Mr. Leslie Stephen ; a 
spirited plea for the political enfranchisement of women, by 
M r. A Arnold ; a rather feeble indictment of the Established 
Church, by Mr. George Potter ; and a paper on Irish policy, 
by tbe editor, which we only mention for the sake of express¬ 
ing unqualified dissent from his disparaging estimate of 
tho most characteristically English Minister England ever 
had—Sir Robert Peel. 

The Contemporary Jlcmrrr opens with an earnest protest, 
from the pen of Mr F. Seebohm, against the miserable seit- 
arian spite-fulness which would delay the education of the 
people indefinitely rather than intrust any share of the work 
to the Church of England. Mr. Seebohm shows clearly that 
the provisions of Mr. Forster’s Act, now assailed by the Bir¬ 
mingham League, are identical with those originally proposed 
by tho league itself, and adds some suggestions well calculated 
to obviate the least suspicion of unfairness towards the 
Nonconformist minority. The heading of tho paper on 
“ Feniatiina,” “ By One Who Knows,” raises expectations of 
special information which tho paper itself does not justify. 
Air. IIaweis’s notice of Henry Ward Beecher, and Professor 
Godwin's vindication of the apostolic origin of the Fourth 
Gospel, are well worth reading. Mr. Ffonlkes’s notice of 
Dr. Newman’s essays turns chiefly on tho points which the 
author's remarkable learning bn= mode his own, such as the 
fact of tho modern Church of Rome having, by her recent 
additions to tho Creed, actually inenrred the anathemas 
prospectively pronounced in ancient times by her own Bishops. 

Hawthorne's posthumous romance continues to be the chief 
fcnt.nio in Saint Fault. The second part is marked by tho 
same weird power rs the first. Wc hardly know whether most 
to admire the vividness with which Se-ptimius's moody mono¬ 


mania is depicted or the skilful contrivance of the incidents 
that aggravate its intensity. “Phil Blood's Leap.” by the 
author of “ St. Abe.” affords* conclusive proof that this writer 
is no American. There is nothing else remarkable hut the 
continuation of Miss Bigelow's pretty story. “ Off the Skelligs,” 
and Mr. Buchanan’s flimBy and tawdry glorification of Dickens 
as the 11 good genie” of fiction. 

There is little to note in Temple Far beyond an able criti¬ 
cism on Wordsworth, correct in its strictures on individual 
passages, hut unjust from its failure to recognise his immense 
direct and indirect, influence on his contemporaries and succes¬ 
sors. No poet, perhaps, ever taught so much nnd learned so little. 
The most remarkable contribution to Tinsley is also poetico- 
oritical—an animadversion, too elaborate for the subject, on 
a recent offensive paper in another periodical. “ The Inlluence 
of Travel ” is lively and judicious. The first of Mr. Sala's 
series of sketches of “ Imaginary London,” in Felgraria. like 
most of Air. Sala's essays, resembles Thackeray considerably 
overdone, but, like moat of them again, is cheerful and vigorous. 
“Popular Religion in America” and “Pike-Fishing in 
Norfolk ” aro entertaining papers. “ America versus England,” 
iuthe Gentleman s Magazine, is an attempt to prove that our 
conduct during the Civil War gave the United States no reason 
to be dissatisfied with ns. We shell be glad if it convinces 
them. “ The, Lightning Before Death ” is an interesting dis¬ 
cussion of a very suggestive phenomenon. The New Monthly 
commences-a new series, but tbe novelty is at present confined 
to the oover, which is gorgeous. The Argosy has a good 
critique on Hawthorne's note-books, and some excellent short 
stories. 

Mr. Trollope’s “ Golden Lion of Grandpiro," in Good 
Words, is able, but does not exhibit him on the ground where 
he is strangest. Mr. Davies's lecture on Communism ; Air. B. 
Orme's account of that truly practical philanthropist, the late 
Mr. E. Denison ; Mr. Proctor's popular astronomy; and Canon 
Kingsley's popular geology, aro ail, in their respective ways, 
pattern* of wholesome and instructive literature. 

London Society and the Monthly Packet aro excellently 
adapted to their public. We have also to acknowledge the St, 
James's Magazine, the Dark Blue, the Victoria Magazine^ 
Cassell's Magazine, Good Words for the Young. Aunt Judy, the 
Sunday Mog&zino. Freo Light, tho Monthly Microscopical 
Journal, Keeton's Young Englishwoman, the Month's Dress 
and Fashion, the Milliner and Dressmaker, the English¬ 
woman's Duiucstic Magazine, and the Treasury of Literature 
and Ladies' Treasury. 


The most remarkable article in a very good nnntber of the 
Quarterly i» that entitled “ The Proletariat on a Fabe Scent,” 
in which Mr. Scott Russell's proposals are discussed with great 
ability, nnd in anything bift a party spirit. The most learned 
is the excellent paper on Yule's Alarco Polo ; the most enter- 
tniuiag the review, itself replete with anecdote of Sir Henry 
Holland's reminiscences ; the most trenchant the vigorous 
exposure of tbe pretences of the Roman Catholic priesthood to 
control education in Ireland ; the most interesting on many 
accounts that on the drama, the work of a devoted playgoer, 
who refuses to perceive that the conditions under whioh his 
favoarito pursuit flourished are fatally altered. The paper on 
recent poetry shows bow much easier for gome minds is the 
espial of minute faults than the recognition of striking excel¬ 
lences. 

The most noteworthy essay in the British Quarterly is the 
eloquent exposure of the meanness and rapacity of the First 
Napoleon, founded on M. Lanfrey’s biography, and attributed 
to the pen of Professor Seeley. The paper on “ Mohammed " 
is also understood to proceed from an unusually competent 
hand. Beethoven, Catullus, and the “ Speaker’s Commentary " 
aro the subjects of able papers ; and especial interest is im¬ 
parted to “ An English Interior in the lith Century ” by the 
circumstance of the document on which it is founded being 
still in MS. 


ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

TUB VEGETABLE ALKALIES. 

Professor Odling began his third lecture, ou Thursday week, 
the 1st iust, by referring to the existence of the alkalies in 
three states— carbonates, hydrates, and oxides, the last being 
merely chemical curiosities. He then alluded to the combina¬ 
tion of .alkalies with acids to form salts, such os sulphates and 
nitrates, which was experimentally illustrated He next 
described tbe original extraction of potash from inland plants 
by burning, and stated that the yield of potash varied with 
the nature of the ash; the quantity of the ash being also 
variable with tho nature of the plant, the part of the plant, 
the season of tho year, and the character of the soil. The 
amount of potash is least in timber, more in bark, yet moro 
in leaves and tho succulent parts of trees, and still more in 
succulent vegotables Plants, ho said, might oven he classified 
according to their ashes :—Siliceous, as grass crop* ; calcareous, 
as tobacco, potato tops, and clover; and pntas«ic, ns bulbs nnd 
tuber* ; and he referred to the estimations of Johnston. Lawes, 
and Gilbert respecting tbe amount of potash removed from 
the soil by different crops. Among other results, they found 
that moro thau a ton of potash per acre had been removed 
from the soil in seventeen years by clover. Potash, although 
found chiefly in plant ashes in the form of carbonate, most pro¬ 
bably exists in the plant ns an organic fait, being transformed 
in the process of incineration. Professor (filling nexteonsidered 
the relative amounts of potash and soda in plants, and stated 
that, out of 200 ash analyses of inland plants, in one fifth 
there was found no soda, but only potash ; in six sevenths 
potash in excess ; and in one seventh soda in excess ; and he 
referred to the property of plants to take up matters which 
they do not assimilate, as shown by Daubeny's experiments 
with barley. The Professor then described Bnnscn's discovery 
of the two new alkali metals, rubidium and ca-aium, by 
spectrum analysis, obtaining only a few grains from the 
evaporation of forty-four ton9 of Durhheim water ; and he 
stated that upon the examination of their properties they wero 
found to present the most striking analogies to potassium, and 
evidently to stand to it in tho same relation that strontium 
and barium stand to calcium, while they differ from sodium as 
much a* stroDtium and barium differ from magnesium. Like 
potash, rubidium has been found in vegetable ashes, puoh as 
those of tea, coffee, tobacco, ice., but in minute portions; 
while caesium, free from rubidium, has been found in a rare 
mineral termed pollux, from its a'ways occuring iu association 
with another mineral, n variety of petalite, termed castor, in 
the Isle of Elba. Tho lecture concluded with tho exhibition of 
the characteristic flames of these elements. 

IPENTITY or LIGHT AND RADIAXT HEAT. 

Professor Tyndall, at the Friday evening meeting, Feb. 2, 
gave a discourse on the Identity of Light and Radiant Heat. 
In bis opening remarks he quoted the lines of Pope (in his 
“ Essay on Man ”)— 

All are but parts of one stupendous whole, 

Whoso body Nature Is.— 

and added that the parts of Nature are us closely connected as 
the various organs and functions of the human body, and that 


it is the office of the man of science to endeavour to discover 
the lines of law which connect them. In former times philo¬ 
sophers doubted the identity of light and heat; and Melloni, 
to whom we owe the invention of the thermo electric pile, 
after isolating a solar beam, affirmed that it itossvssed no heat. 
But the eye, *aid Professor Tyndall, is sensitive^to light having 
so little heat that the most delicate thermometer is unaffected 
by it; and now their identity is established by tho researches 
of Principal Forbes, Foucault, and eminent investigators. 
Their delicate experiments were carried on in private labora¬ 
tories, and seen only by few ; but Professor Tyndall expressed 
the hope that, as the result of many days’ continuous labour, 
be might be able to make the phenomena visible and intel¬ 
ligible to his audience After explaining tho construction and 
application of the thermo-electric pile, which, by means of a 
sensitive galvanome,tor, visibly indicates n very small degree 
of beat, he produced from the electric lamp n fine spectrum, 
and showed that when a red ribbon was placed in the red ray 
it remained red, stating that no heat wus absorbed ; but when 
it was placed in the green ray it became black, nnd absorbed 
heat When a green ribbon was placet in the red ray a 
similar result ensued. Whenever light was absorbed heat was 
absorbed. He next reminded hie an-litnee of the exist¬ 
ence of the invisible heat rays beyond tho red end 
of the spectrum, duoovered by Sir William Herschel, 
and since his time fully demonstrated; and lie then 
introduced a dork solution (iodine in bisulphide 
of carbon) which intercepts the rays of light, but permits the 
passage of the lrcat rays, being what is termed dintliermnrmus. 
By this means he was enabled to isolate the rays of radiant 
heat and deal with them in precisely the same way ni with 
rays of light, producing, in a visible manner, all tho interest¬ 
ing phenomena of refraction, refi-cUon from plane and con¬ 
cave surf aces, refraction by Iceland spar, and plane aud circular 
polarisation. And. finally, the Professor exhibited tho magne¬ 
tisation of a polarised ray of radiant heat—first performed by 
the lat« Principal Forbes—in the same manner n* Faraday 
magnetised a ray of polarised light, by means of his heavy 
gla*s and electro-mognet. The results of tho last experiment 
; ware indicated by the motions of a very delicate galvanometer, 
of which an illuminated magnified image was projected upon 
a white screen. The principles involved in these experiments 
were elucidated and illustrated; and, in his concluding re¬ 
marks, Professor Tyndall stated that feeble rnys of heat exist 
at tho violet end of tho spectrum, and that all the visible rays 
contained heat; and, finally, he commented upon the vast 
wealth of colour nnd beauty which lias within so short a range. 

The president, Sir Henry Holland, Bart., was in the chair. 

THE RIVAL OP SHAKSPEARE —BEN JONSON. 

Mr. W. B. Donne began his th'ird lecture on the Theatre in 
Shnksjieare's Time, witn a description of Ben Jonson, as he 
might have appeared about 1633-a stout, infirm, elderly man, 
of dissipa <d appearance, and iu reduced circuin-tances, 
through the loss of his eminent friends and patrons, and of 
the public favour. He had been one of the most- conspicuous 
men of his time, and deservedly so, on account of hi* genius 
nnd learning ; yet he incurred much enmity through his great 
self-esteem, and his claiming a dogmatic right to rule the 
public taste. Not the least remarkable incident iu his life is 
the association of his name with that of Shakspcare ; yet there 
was no literary oo-partnership between them, and, although 
termed rivals, there was really no personal opposition or ill- 
will. “ I loved the man,” said Jonson, “and do honour his 
memory this side idolatry." The rivalry really ■■'insisted in 
their being considered by public opinion to be 1- adtr, of two 
opposite dramatio schools. Jonson was pertinacious in his 
theories of what, a play ought to be; but Shakspeure’s good 
sense told him that all Aristotle’s rule* ware derived from tbe 
actiug drama, and could never orcate a single piny. Jonson 
aimed at pruning away what h • considered the too luxuriant 
shoots of the romantic drama—a censure truly applicable 
to most of the earlier writers After citing several examples, 
Air. Donne alluded to Plato’s notion that a great .-tage- 
poet should be equally conspicuous for his power of 
affecting tbe passions aud of causing legitimate mirth, which 
has been aohieved by twoonly—Shakspearo and Goethe. Jouson 
was a reader of books rather than of men. lie studied the 
outward forms and peculiarities rather than the common 
nature of mankind; unlike Shakrpenre. Jonson. as it were, 
photographed the people of his time, and thus lit very amusing 
nnd often instructive ; but he does not rnovo our feelings or 
give material for thought He gives the picture of u time 
that was alive bat is now dead , but Shakspearo has given us 
friends that will ever live ia our memories In illustration of 
this Mr. Donne referred to the Roman character* in 
Sbakspeare's nnd JonRon's tragedies; the former are derived 
from the knowledge of human nature, tho latter are described 
in accordance with classical historians As examples of 
Jonson's mistaken devotion to dramatic rules, Mr Dunne 
specially discussed his “Alchemist” aud “ Volpone.” raying 
in respect of the latter that, iu spite of its many merits, it 
will never please a modem render, lieoanse there is in it an 
undercurrent of dramatic-improbability and a vein of absolute 
repulsiveneas. Mr. Dunne thought that in taking stage-poetry 
ns the business of his life Jonson made a greut mistake . and 
he probably felt this himself, as npjienrs in his ode com¬ 
mencing " Come, lenve this loathed stage." He might have 
hem an excellent historian or Jyrio poet; but he certainly 
suffered much diminution by comparison with Shakspearo. 
Yet with all his faults, putting into tlic opposite scale his 
many gifts and noqoiremeuts, we must admit, said Mr. Doune, 
that the epitaph accidentally assigned to him could not have 
been bettor—“ O rare Ben Jonson ! ” 

CIRCULATION OP ThE BLOOD—TnE PULSE 

Dr. Wm. Rutherford, F.R.S , begun his fourth lecture on 
the Circulatory and Nervous System*, given ou Tuesday last, 
by describing the mnscuiar structure of the heart aud tho 
action of the valves He stated that there were two sounds 
produced in the heart—one, tho louder and the stronger of 
the two, when the ventricles begin to contract; nnd the other 
when they cease. The first sound is dne to the stretching of 
the great valves—those placed between the auricles ami ven¬ 
tricles, as well ns to the contraction of the muscular fibre* of 
the heart; while the second sound is simply due to the 
stretching of the small or semi-lunar valves. The structure 
of the tlood-vessels was described, nnd they were shown to 
possess oontraotility and elasticity Tho phenomena of the 
pulse were explained by the aid of several models designed by 
tho lecturer, and it was shown why the pul*e is ordinarily 
confined to the arteries, and why, when the small arteries and 
the capillaries aro dilated, the pulse is also observed in 
the veins. The motion of tho artery which constitutes 
the pulso was written off upon a piece of smoked glut*, 
by means of an instrument termed the sphygmograpli. 
This apparatus essentially consists of a lever with u spring, 
which is mads to press upon the artery at tho wrist. The mo¬ 
tions of the artery are thus communicated to the lever, the 
moving part of whioh is connected with the smoke! glass, 
moved by clockwork, whereby the motions are recorded An 
ingenious use was also made of the simpla fact that, when one 
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log is crossed over the other, in the way frequently adopted 
by persons in a sitting posture, the hanging loot is slightly 
raised every time the heart drives blood down the artery at 
the back of the leg. A lever with a mirror was rested on the 
moving foot, and a beam of light reflected upon the mirror 
was thrown upon the screen, and thus the slight motions of 
the foot produced by tbo pulse were magnified and rendered 
visible to all present. Dr. Rutherford then explained how the 
blood pressure is due to an over-filling of the vessels with 
blood, and, by means of a model, he showed how the blood is 
accumulated in the arteries more than in the veins, thus 
cansing the arterial to be greater than the venous pressure—a 
subject to bo considered in the next lecture. 

Dr. Gladstone, F.R.S., at the evening meeting, Feb. 16, will 
give a discourse on the Crystallisation of Silver, Gold, and 
other Metals. 


OBITUARY OP EMINENT PERSONS. 

THE DOWAGER COUNTESS BROWN LOW. 

The Right Bon. Emma Sophia, Dowager Countess Brownlow, 
died, on the 28th nit., at her residence, Belton Lodge, Torquay. 
Her Ladyship was born, July 28, 17!)1. tho elder daughter of 
Richard, second Earl of Mount-Edgoumbe, by Sophia, his 
wife, third daughter and coheir of John, second Earl of 
Buckinghamshire, and was married, July 17, 1828 (she was 
bis third wife), to John, first Earl Brownlow, grandfather of 
the present Earl. Her Ladyship had no issue, and was left a 
widow, Sept. IB, 1853. 

GENERAL CHESNEY. 

Francis Rawdon Chesney, General in the Army, nnd Colonel- 
Commandant 14th Brigade Royal Artillery, D.C.L., F.R.S., 
tho pioneer of the Overland Route to India, died at his resi¬ 
dence, Packolet, in the county of Down, on the 30th ult. He 
was born at Bullyrea, in Ireland, 1789 (deriving his Chris¬ 
tian names from his sponsor, Francis Rawdon, the celebrated 
Earl of Moira), and obtained his first commission, Royal Ar¬ 
tillery, 1805; but be had to reach his 40th year before an 
opportunity occurred of obtaining distinction. In 1829 he 
sailed for Constantinople, with a view to assist in tho defence 
of Tarkey, but by the time he reached his destination the 
preliminaries of peace had been signed. At this time Captain 
Chesney undertook the solution of the problem of regular 
steam communication with India, and in 1835-6 he accom¬ 
plished his famous Euphrates expedition. Chesney returned 
to England in 1837, and subsequently, from 1843 to 1847, 
commanded, as Brigadier-General, the Artillery in China, and 
from 1848 t 1852 the Artillery in the sonth of Ireland. In 
185o ho published his “Survey of the Tigris and Euphrates,” 
and in 1852 his •* Observations on the Past and Present State 
of Firearms." Tie attained the rank of full General in 1868. 
One of his sons. Colonel Chesney, is tho reputed author of 
“ The Battle of Dorking." 

GENERAL BEATSON. 

General Beatson died, on Sunday, at New Swindon Vicarage, 
aged sixty-seven. The deceased, who was of the Bengal army, 
had seen considerable service in India. As ayonng man. when 
on furlough, he also served with the British Legion in Spain, 
nnd was prominently before the public during the Crimean 
War, as the organiser of the Bushi-Bazouk force. 

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL ALISON. 

Frederick Montague Alison, Lieutenant-Colonel in the Army, 
late 19th Regiment of Foot, died, at Innes House, Elgin, on 
the 1st inst. This gallant officer was born, May 11, 1835, the 
second son of the late Sir Archibald Alison, Bart., D.O.L., the 
histirian, by Elizabeth Glencairn, his wife, daughter of Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel Patrick Tytier. Colonel Alison served in the 
Crimea and during tho Indian Mutiny. In the latter cam¬ 
paign he was Aide-do-Camp to SirColinCampbell(LordCljdo), 
and was wounded at the siege of Lucknow. 

CAPTAIN W. SWABEY. 

The death of Captain William Swnbey, one of the few remain¬ 
ing heroes of the old Frenoh wars, in his eighty-fourth year, 
took place on the 6th inst. We believe that Captain Swabcy 
may be justly said to have been the father of tho Royal Horse 
Artillery, inasmuch as ho was present with a battery at Copen¬ 
hagen in 1806. He also served under Sir Robert Gardiner 
through tho Peninsular campaigns, had a medal and clasps for 
the actions at Toulouse, Vittorio, Salamanca, and Ciudad. 
Rodrigo, receiving a bullet in the knee during the battle of 
Yitioiin. He was also present at the final triumph of the 
British arms at Waterloo, for which he received a medal, and 
at the subsequent occupation of Paris. ' Hi3 faculties were 
perfect to tho lost. He leaves ten children to monrn his loss. 


A handsome and commodious market has been erected at 
Newton Abbot, Devonshire, at a cost of £17,000. 

An explosion took place on Monday, at the Faversham 
Powder Mills, by which two men were killed and two others 
fearfully burnt. 

A meeting was held in Bristol, yesterday week, in favour 
of the extension of tho franchise to women, and resolutions 
were passed approving of legislation to that effect. Lady 
Amberley presided, and among tho speakers were Lord 
Amberley, Miss Sturge, and Miss Ashworth. 

During the past month there sailed from Liverpool twenty- 
five ships, under the Act, to the United States, with 587 cabin 
and 2663 steerage passengers, of whom 2095 were English, 38 
Scotch, 265 Irish, and 852 foreigners: in all, 3250. There 
sailed, also, of vessels not undergoing Government inspection— 
ten to the United States, with 540 passengers; to Victoria, 
one, with 25 passengers; West Indies, three, with 36 pas¬ 
sengers ; China, two, with 35 passengers; Africa, three, with 
32 passengers; and to South America, seven vessels, with 
184 passengers j making a total of twenty-six ships nnd 802 
passengers. The gross total of passengers for the past month 
is 4052. against, 2904 daring the some month of last year. 
Many of the emigrants have gone to Chicago. 

According to the quarterly return of the Registrar-General, 
in tho United Kingdom the births of 256,319 children, and the 
deaths of 175,880 persons of both sexes, were registered in tho 
three months ending Dee. 31, 1871. The natural increase of 
population was thus 80,429. Dealing exclusively with Eng¬ 
land, wo are informed that tho summer marriages of 1871 in¬ 
creased in number, and that the averago rate was slightly 
exceeded. In the three last months of that year births 
abounded, and exceeded the numbers of any preceding autumn, 
but the average rate was scarcely reached. The deaths were 
raised to I he extent of 7000 over the averago by the severity of 
tho weather, and tho mortality was above the overngo, espe¬ 
cially in tho towns of the kingdom. Smallpox, owing to de¬ 
fective udministrntivo arrangements, wns, in Bpite of the Com¬ 
pulsory Vaccination Act, more fatal than any other epidemic— 
of it more than 6000 died, chiefly children. The deaths by 
fever, chiefly enteric, occur more among men nnd women of 
mature age : the number of such deaths was 4092,

FALL OF A ROCK AT NICE. 

The Chateau of Nice, aa most travelling Englishmen areaware, 
is situated on a steep hill or bluff of limestone rack, which 
rises abrupt); to a height of 800 ft., a little to the west of the 
harbour. Airing its base on the harbour side runs tbe Hue 
Emmanuel Philibert, parallel to the quay and separated 
from it by a row of three-storied houses, the ground floors of 
which are for the most part lot out in small shops. About 
half-post fonr in the afternoon of the 25th ult. a man at work 
amongst some 6tones quarried from the side of the castle hill 
for the repair of tho roads observed a movement amongthe rocks 
above, which caused him to raise an alarm. Some of tbe p> rs ins 
in the houses below had barely time to make their escape when 
thousands of tons of rock came thundering down. Of this fortu¬ 
nately but one fragment, and that not the largest, reached the 
street, totally demolishing tho front of the house belonging to 
Madame Dandolin, and shaking, the neighbouring buildings 
to their foundation. The size of this fragment of rock is 
upwards of 900 cubic yards, but only oue corner of it pene¬ 
trated beyond the line of houses, nod the stone given but one 
bound more, the total destruction of the whole block of build¬ 
ings through to the quay would have been inevitable, causing 
a loss of life vastly greater than actually occurred. Three huge 
masses of rock, one of tbe estimated dimension of 560 cubic 
yards, with the accompanying dfibris have completely blocked 
np tho Rue Emmanuel Philibert, and a raised roadway leading 
to tbe cbfiteau. 

Thesketoh from which our Engraving is drawn was taken 
from the broken edge of the raised road on the seaward side. 
A very short time after the accident the civil and military 
authorities were on the spot, and tho work of digging out the 
dead bodies commenced. A few were rescued alive, some of 
them unhurt. Five or six persons were got out the same even¬ 
ing, of whom one (an old lady of eighty-four) is since dead. 
Five others, all dead, were found next day. Altogether, four¬ 
teen or fifteen persons lost their lives by this disaster. 


THE RAILWAY ACCIDENT NEAR CANNES. 

The terrible accident on the railway that runs along the Rhore 
of the Mediterranean, parallel with the Corniche road, from 
Marseilles to Mentone, and thence on to the Riviera of Genoa, 
has excited the most painful feelings in the minds of all whose 
friends are sojourning in the south of France. The scene of 
the disaster is near the Cap d'Antibes, between Cannes and 
Nice, about Beven miles from Cannes, and a mile nnd a half 
beyond the Antibes station. Here a mountain torrent, called 
Ln Prague, pnsses from north to south, under a railway bridge 
of three arches, constructed thus :—Two piers, 25 ft. apart, nnd 
25 ft. from either bank, supported iron benmB; the interval be¬ 
tween the beams being covered by a strong wooden platform, 
on which rested the Bleepers, chairs, and rails. The piers were 
built with hydraulic lime and fine gravel, with heavy clocks of 
limestone. 

Unusually heavy rains had fallen between Friday, tho 
19th, and Wcdnesduy, the 24th ult. Even at Cannes, in a 
sheltered position, 54 in. fell between Tuesday morning, the 
23rd, and Wednesday afternoon, the 24th. On the plain east 
of Antibes above 7 ia. had fallen. The water stood 5 ft. deep 
even on the high road from Antibes to N ice, and at the rail¬ 
way embankment the water stood within 1 ft. of the rails. At 
the bridge over the Brague, which is bnilt within sixty 
yards of the sea, the river, hugely swollen as it poured down 
from the mountains, and having encountered the sea-waves 
just below, was driven back with irresistible force. It filled 
the space np to the under side of the platform, and, lifting the 
bed of the rails, tore it from the pier and buttresses, and left 
a void of 25 ft. in length from the Nice end. The train from 
Paris had crossed the bridge a quarter before five o'clock on 
the Wednesday afternoon, the 24th. The passengers observed 
that the water was almost up to the rails, but no indication 
was then given of the insecuri.y of the bridge and platform. 
It was only within the lost ten days that a man, placed to 
watch the dangerous point, had struck for an increaso of 
wages, and no one had been appointed in bis place. Thus an 
economy of a fewfrancsled to thisgreatdisaster. Vence-Cagnes 
is only one mile distant, and the train which arrived thero at 
6 45 would have been stopped bad the man remained athis post. 
A man going on foot from Antibes to Vence-Cagnes found tho 
bridge of the high road impassable, and struggled through tho 
water to the railway embankment, intending to walk along 
the line to his destination. To his horror, he found the bridge 
gono. It was then five o'clock. He rushed back tothe Antibes 
station to give the alarm. The station-master, finding his 
telegraphic apparatus would not work, did all in his power to 
convey notice to Vence-Cagnes. The men ho sent on the line 
had lights, and placed detonating balls on the roils. Besides 
these, he sent two men on horseback by the road. One got lost 
in the deep waters of the plain ; tbe other strnck northwards 
by a mountain road to tho town of Biot, and thence descended 
to Vence-Cagnes. He arrived a few minutes after the Nice 
train had left Vence-Cagnes for Antibes and Cannes. Nothing 
more could be done. The inhabitants poured out from Antibes, 
reached the scene of destruction, and there remained standing, 
contenting themselves with screaming and shouting to warn 
the approaching train. But all such feeble efforts wero in¬ 
effectual. The wind had risen, and while the roar of the 
waves mingled with the tumult of the rushing waters of the 
Brague. a blinding scud swept across the plain. The train 
reached the station of Vence-Cagnes a little before seven. On 
it rushed through darkness to death—the engineer, stoker, and 
guafd with their heads muffled up to protect them from tho 
storm. Suddenly the conductor, as he relates it, heard aery. He 
raised his head, and the lights of lanterns showed him a crowd 
gazing into a gulf. The truth flashed upon him ; he raised a 
cry, “ Le pont do la Brague vient de tambrer I" put on tho 
brakes, and then leaped into the rushing waters. Over went 
the train ; the engine plunged headlong into the gulf, followed 
by the tender, the four yon, and the rest of the carriages. A 
first-class carriage, checked in its course by the fauryoa, reared 
np and fell towards the sea side of tho bridge ; the coupe was 
smashed, but the two compartments slid on their sides, und 
even their windows were not broken. Six or seven passengers 
straggled oat, and after a severe braising and a thorough 
drenching, saved themselves. A second-class carriage was 
carried out to sea, but floated back on the waves, and was left 
on the beach three hundred yards from the bridge. A liuly 
was in this carrisge, or clinging to the ontside, ns it floated 
out. She could not be seen, but her screams were heard. One 
carringo alone, the last, a first-class one, remained on tho line, 
or partly resting on tho top of a pile of tho others in tho river, 
which were rapidly broken up by the force of the waves on 
one side and the furious torrent on the other. It was an awful 
scene. Above the tumult rose the cries of agony, and the 
lanterns shone on a mnss of struggling sufferers, while the 
fitful moon-gleams snowed the wrecks of carriages, with their 
passengers, swept out to sea. The number of passengers in 
tho train is not known, or the railway officials will not tell it j 
hut thirty or forty persons are believed.to have perished. 
Tho work of dragging the river for dead bodies went on for 
several days. 
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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


It may be semi-treason to nay so, but to many minds the 
ceremonial of opening Parliament by Commission may be 
described as dreary when it is not grotesque. Of that event, 
on the opening day of the Session, nothing special is to be 
said except one thing—namely, that, as if to make complete 
the “maimed rites," the Usher of the Black Rod, though 
splendid and glittering in blue and gold, stars and ribbons, 
was unhappily so lame that in his passage from the Lords to 
the Commons he had to lean on a stalwart subordinate official 
of the House, who landed the honourable gentleman safe 
within the portals of the Commons, and Black Rod managed 
to reach the table. But then came a special diffi¬ 
culty, and that was recoctin' grad ten, inasmuch as 
he Lad to back out all along the floor to the bar with 
Lis face to Mr. Speaker—a feat which Sir Augustas Clif¬ 
ford generally performs with great exactitude and courtly 
grace. Recourse was obliged to be had again to the human 
supporter, by whose aid, rendered from behind, the dangerous 
passage was achieved safely, though not without one peril, and 
then the procession of the Commons of England went on its 
usual higgledy-piggledy way to receive from the delegates of her 
Majesty formal directions ns to the course of the Session. At 
its head walked Mr. Speaker ; and in the worn countenance, 
with its drooping expression, the languid and irregular step, 
the lent shoulders, and the general air of physical depression, 
were to be read, “ writ plain," the reasons why the right hon. 
gentleman has felt it necessary to withdraw, under exceptional 
circumstances, from his high function as president of the 
popular estate of the realm, and from the status of First 
Commoner of England. And here it may as well be said as 
anywhere, that the deep emotion, the faltering, the hesitancy, 
which characterised and made pathetic the address in which 
the Speaker signified to the Honse his intention of retiring 
from the chair, indicated the struggle between desire and 
capacity for performance, and an unfeigned reluctance to 
leave the scene in which he had for so long formed the 
primary feature. 

There was in the early appearance of the Commons some¬ 
thing which indicated that members were returning from the 
recess refreshed and vigorous ; for, from the first moments 
after noon, they began to throng in. At that time there 
stood conspicuous no less a personage than Sir Charles 
Dilke, who, doubtless with intention to show that, 
ns an avowed Republican, he was above mere social 
conventionality, appeared ns a representative of the people, 
though his honeymoon had waned but a week or so—thus 
showing that, though married, he could come, and was not to 
bo tempted by anything to avoid facing his co-representatives 
without any delay. Around him gathered a knot of gentlemen 
who were evidently pleasantly “chaffing" him, and he, with 
good-humour beaming on his face, appeared to be carrying on a 
tongue-fence quite effectively. Note was taken that Mr. Brand 
received greetings from all sorts of members ; that he bore 
himself peculiarly erect, as if he sought to odd a cubit to his 
stature ere he assumed the Speakership, a function which for 
at least thirty years now has been traditionally associated with 
tall men of dignified presence : whereas the Speaker elect is, if 
anything, below the average height of men. There, too, might 
have been seen, receiving the grasps of many gratulattng 
hands, Mr. Childers, looking upright in carriage, active in 
movement, and with a certain alacrity in his demeanour, bnt 
worn in countenance. He took a seat by the gangway on the 
third bench behind the Ministry, which, no doubt, so long as 
lie is a member unattached, he will occupy by prescription. 
The leader of the Opposition did not show at the morning 
meeting, and the Prime Minister and most of the Ministers 
were absent; so that when the Commons went to the Lords 
they were led by Mr. Lowe ( absit omen), who was appropriately 
enough supported by Mr. Ayrton. 

At the meeting of the Lords in the evening there was no 
specialty. The movers and seconders of the Address “did their 
spiriting gently," though neither Lord Delawatr nor Lord 
I’owersconrt was deficient in good quality ; while, as to the 
excellent and amiable Duke of Richmond, even if, as, contrary 
to his wonted mood, he, as leader of the Opposition, wished to 
be severely critical, the sight of his immediate opponent, Lord 
Granville, crippled with gout—and so far bearing a re¬ 
semblance to the great Lord Chatham—moved him to be mild 
even to delicacy in what he had to say. The physical break¬ 
down of Lord Granville operated obviously to shorten the 
debate, which Lord Derby did not do too much to prolong. In 
the mean time, the Commons had gathered thick, and Mr. 
Disraeli, looking—the word is used specifically—blooming, and 
Mr. Gladstone.with a countenance worn almost to haggardaess. 
assumed their places at the head of their respective cohorts, nud 
some sixty notices of bills and motions (ominous of the contro¬ 
versial ehaructcrof the coming Session) having been disposed of, 
M r Strutt, in what may bo called, by a figure, a suit of gorgeous 
armour, because of its effect in stiffening his person and de¬ 
meanour, se t in to move the Address. Whether it was the 
presence of his father, Lord Be-lper, who was looking down 
from the gallery, or the natural timidity of a Parliamentary 
neophyte, what is certain is that he made no effort to be sur¬ 
prising, and was not even vigorous ; while he went methodi¬ 
cally certainly, but mechanically, through the different topics 
of the Queen's Speech. As to Mr. Colrnan, who is a Noncon¬ 
forming Radical, which means u good deal in these days, he 
had to deal with something akin to a false position in second¬ 
ing the Address on behalf of the Government, but he 
slid through any difficulty he may have feit tactically; 
and, possessing a clear, pleasant voice, and a quiet 
though assured manner, his speech, if not exactly pun¬ 
gent, was quite equal to the occasion, and so far he was a 
success, in regard to Mr. Disraeli's speech, it may be said 
that it was an average specimen of his impromptu fait a 
loitir ; everything, even the gibes and jokes and the indigna¬ 
tion, fitted accurately into their places, and it had every merit 
except that of spontaneity. The tone and temper in which 
Mr. Gladstone spoke were happy, and for its purposes his 
speech was not only adequate, but one of his very good efforts. 
The synchronism between his coming to a close and the hour of 
dinner operated to cut the debate off short, no influence being 
exercised by a whine from Mr. O’ Reilly and a growl from Sir 
John Gray about the putting of Ireland practically out of the 
Queen’s Speech. 

It is supposed by many that the present Session will be an 
abnormal one, and certainly it was an abnormal circurastanoe 
thnt the report on the Address should produce a long and im¬ 
portant debate, and that on a Wednesday morning. This event 
was due to the rude interference of Mr. Bernal Osborne, who, 
in his worst style—that which makes the unthinking laugh 
and the judicious grieve—set in to insult and tie offensive to 
everyone he could think of, even his jokes not tempering hie 
more serious denunciations, inasmuch as they were com¬ 
pounded of insolent personal sarcasms. However, there are 
few evils oTtn out of which some good may not be extracted ; 
and Mr. Osborne woe the perhaps unconscious and uninten¬ 
tional means of eliciting from the House in general a unani¬ 
mous opinion on the vexed question of the Washington Treaty 
in its present phase, which was something. 


PARLIAMENT. 

The fourth Session of the present Parliament was opened, on 
Tuesday, by Commission. The Royal Commissioners were the 
Lord Chancellor, the Marquis of Ripon, Viscount Halifax, 
Viscount Sydney, and Lord Bessborough. The Queen’s Speech 
(given in another column) was read by the Lori Chancellor. 
An Address, in reply, was adopted by both Houses, no amend¬ 
ment being moved. 

In the House of Lords the Address, whioh wai, as usual, an 
echo of the Royal Speech, was moved by Earl Delawarr, and 
seconded by Viscount Fowersoourfc. The Duke of Richmond, 
Earl Granville, and Lord Derby took part in the Bhort debate 
which followed. The discussion turned mainly upon the 
Alabama question, and all these noble Lords agreed that there 
was no foundation or justification for the claims recently put 
forward by the United States. 

In the House of Commons, after several notices of motion 
had lieen given, BIr. Strutt proposed, and Mr. Column seconded, 
the Address to the Crown. The formal business of moving 
and seconding the Address having been disposed of, Mr. 
Disraeli rose to comment upon the Speech delivered from the 
throne and the general attitude of affairs. A ready cheer from 
his friends rewarded his reference to tho new system under 
which her Majesty’s Government had devoted the reoess to the 
vindication of their character, and had made of the last six 
months “ a blaze of apology.” After a humorous allusion to 
the special connection which seemed to be established in the 
Speech between the affairs of Ireland and the Ballot Bill, the 
right hon. gentleman denounced the last-named measure, aid 
then passed on to the most important part of his speech—that 
which referred to our relations with theUnitedStatesof America. 
Upon this subject he objected that tho paragraphs in the Royal 
Speech were inadequate and unsatisfactory; and,while claiming 
that he had throughout the American War preserved an a ,tit od > 
of perfect neutrality, asserted that the claims now made by 
the United States were unjustifiable. At the same time he 
asserted the complete responsibility of the Government for 
what had been done, and objected in the most decided manner 
to their throwing any part of their liability upon tho nego¬ 
tiators, and this position was distinctly cheered by Mr. Glad¬ 
stone. He had, as he stated, always objected to soma parts of 
the treaty, especially that dealing cr post facto with the law of 
nations; but, under the advice of Lord Derby and Lord 
Cairns, had abstained from any Parliamentary action in regard 
to it. The debate upon Lord Russell’s motion in tho Honse of 
Lords gave the Americans fair notice of oar construction of the 
Treaty of Washington ; and he asked whether thero was any 
secret article which justified the statements then made by our 
Ministers ; and whether any communications passed between 
the two Governments upon our construction of the treaty. 
When, too, he asked, were—to quote the language of a cool and 
deliberate man like Lord Derby—these preposterous claims first 
advanced, and when did the Government make their “ friendly 
communication ” to the United States. The right hon. gentle¬ 
man recommended the House of Commons to take a forbear¬ 
ing bnt firm view of the whole question—a suggestion which 
appeared to meet with general approval: and closed with a 
reference to the recent illr.ess of the Prince of Wales, and the 
gratitude with which the whole nation had received the 
accounts of his recovery. Mr. Gladstone, taking first the last 
topic touched upon by the chief of the Opposition, expressed 
his regret that the Queen was not yet quite free from the effects 
of her late attack of indisposition, aud referred to the illness 
of the Prince of Wales ns a great political fact, showing what 
were the) real feelings of the nation ns to the great central 
institutions of the country. As to the American Treaty, 
he admitted entirely the responsibility of the Government, and 
maintained that, by reference not only to its terms, but to 
those of the protocols, it could be shown that any rational or 
grammatical construction of ita terms excluded the claims for 
indirect damages now made against us. The Americans had 
certainly never made any protest against the interpretation 
put upon the treaty in the House of Lords. The American case 
was only received here a month ago, and tho friendly com¬ 
munication referred to in the Royal Speech was made lost 
Saturday. As to the exact nature of this communication the 
Prime Minister said nothing ; bnt he had previously intimated 
that, in order to preserve friendly relations with the United 
States, the Government would stretch to the uttermost all 
considerations except those which affected the national honour 
or the national safety, and this declaration was received with 
cheers from most parts of the House. 

In the Honse of Commons, on Wednesday. Mr. Speaker 
Denison announced his retirement from the high office which 
he has held since 1857 ; and Mr. Gladstone acknowledged, in 
fitting terms, the services which the right hon. gentleman has 
rendered to the House and the country. Mr. Disraeli was 
absent, bnt Sir John Pakington added his testimony to the 
dignity and efficiency with which the Speaker has filled the 
chair. Mr. Strutt brought up the reply to the Address. Mr. 
Bemnl Osborue led off a long discussion on questions touched 
upon in the Royal Speech. The hon. member attacked the 
policy of the Government in regard to the Franco-German 
War and the Washington Treaty, and said that the gentlemen 
amateurs v.ho went to the United States had been “done” by 
the astute lawyers who were employed by Mr. Fish. A prac¬ 
tising attorney would have drawn lip a binding treaty, and not 
such a bungling document as Lord Ripon and his colleagues 
had signed. The hon. member seems to have suggested the 
payment of a lump sum in discharge of the direct claims. A 
few years ago the United States would have taken £8,000,000 
sterling ; but what would they take now 7 Mr. Uorsman con¬ 
demned the despotic and irresponsible power by which Ministers 
made treaties without the knowledge of Parliament. Mr. Otway 
urged that the Government should be supported if they 
decided to resist the American claims. Mr. Gladstone closed 
the debnte. On the question of Irish education, he ironically 
remarked that if there should be sufficient time remaining 
nfter all the other measures referred to in the Queen’s Speech 
had been disposed of, Government would be willing to consider 
that subject Adverting to the arguments which had been 
brought forward against secret diplomacy, he pointed out that 
the example which was set in July. 1870, when the Corps 
Legislatif was taken into the counsels of the Cabinet, was not 
a good omen for those who were opposed to secrecy. The 
American case was next referred to. The Premier quoted a 
passage from one of the Washington protocols, which he held 
to be conclusive that in March last the United States had 
abandoned their claims for indirect losses in consideration of 
obtaining the amicable settlement which wa3 arrived at in the 
Treaty. A few observations on the cotton loan claims brought 
the speech to a close. Mr. Bruce was asked to state the nature 
of his Licensing Bill, and in reply he said that it would be as 
stringent and effective as that whioh failed last year, but 
would at the same time avoid tho rocks which had stopped the 
progress of that measure. A great number of bills were 
brought in and read the first time. 

In the House of Lords, on Thursday, on the motion of Earl 
Stanhope, copies of the correspondence which had taken 
place between the Chief Justices of the Courts of Queen's 
Bench and Common ITc-os and the Heads of the Government 


r specting the recent appointment of Sir R. Collier were 
ordered. At the instance of Earl Granville, it was agreed 
that a Select Committee be appointed to consider what meins 
should be adopted for the attendance of their Lordships' 
House at the proposed Thanksgiving ceremony, in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, on the 27th inst. 

In the House of Commons, oa Thursday, the Speaker 
ruled that it was not competent for Mr. Milbank to put 
the question of which he had given notice—namely, to 
ask Sir C. Dilke to explain to the House " the subjects 
of the speeches delivered by him at Newcastle and other 
towns." The motion of which Mr. Cross gave notice respect¬ 
ing tho appointment of Sir R. Collier as a paid member 
of the Judicial Committqp of the Privy Council was fixed for 
Monday next. Mr. Gladstone haring passed a high culogiam 
upon the merits of the Speaker, moved a resolution in accordance 
with it, as also the following “ That an humble address be 
presented to her Majesty, praying her Majesty that she will bo 
most graciously pleased to confer some signal mark of her 
Royal favour upon the Right Hon. John Evelyn Denison, 
Speaker of this House, for his great and eminent ser¬ 
vices performed to his country daring the importaut 
period in which he has, with such distinguished ability 
and integrity, presided in the chair of this Honse.” 
Mr. Disraeli seconded the resolutions in a speech alike com¬ 
plimentary to the right hon. gentleman. Tho resolutions were 
carried nem. con,, amid the general cheers of the Honse. The 
Speaker, who appeared to be much affected, expressed his most 
grateful acknowledgments. Mr. W. E. Forster then obtained 
leave to introduce the lialiot Bill. It was similar to the mea¬ 
sure of last year, except that it was now divided into two bills, 
one relating exclusively to the principle of secret voting, tlio 
other having reference to corrupt practices. The latter bill 
was subsequently brought in by the Attorney-General, after 
obtaining- leave. Both bills were read the first time. 


JEBUSALEM FRUIT-CARRIE RS. 

The country around Jerusalem, viewed from the Mount of 
Olives, seems a dreary landscape of barren hills and rocks, 
intersected by dry ravines ; but there are some green and fer¬ 
tile spots, though almost hidden from sight, in the hollows 
where the water-springs have infused a milder and more 
genial nature into the relenting soil of old Jndea. It is cer¬ 
tain that this very district was anciently blessed with an 
abundant growth of all that the earth can yield in that fine 
climate to furnish human enjoyment. The names of tho 
towns and villages—such as Bethany, which means the house 
of dates ; Bethphage. the honse of figs ; Jericho, the city of 
palms ; and Kirjath-Jearim, the town of groves, called by’ the 
Arabs now Kuriet-el-Enab, or the town of grapes—attest the 
former praises of the land. At Ramleh, between Jerusalem 
and the sea, the verdure of the fields, diversified with flowers 
of every hue, is described as a charming scene, at least in tho 
season of spring. The neighbourhood of Solomon’s Pools, on 
the south-east side of Jerusalem, with Wady Urtas, the sup¬ 
posed site of his gardens of Etham, is a spot not less 
attractive. The winter at Jerusalem is so mild that, iu places 
sheltered by the rooks, as here, the oranges, dates, lemons, 
citrons, pomegranates, almonds, peaches, apricots, and other 
fruit-bearing plants require no screen or covering. The olive 
and the mulberry still grow on the Mount of Olives. The 
sycamore-fig. the priokiy pear, the apple, the quince, and tho 
plum, as well ns the vine, which might by skilful culture yield 
excellent wine, are found to thrive as they did of yore. A littla 
book called “ Environs of Jerusalem,” by the Rev. Dr. W. K. 
Tweedie (publishers, Messrs. T. Nelson and Sons), gives us 
this favourable account of the natural conditions or capa¬ 
bilities of the district to whioh belongs the subject of one of 
our Illustrations. The train of fruit-sellers travelling from 
the country to Jerusalem, conducting their asses laden with a 
delicious cargo, was sketched by our Artist on the spot. It 
cannot differ much from wh&t might have been seen there 
1800 or 1900 years ago ; for the costumes and manners of tho 
people in Syria have undergone less change than the political 
and religions state of that country, since the time of Hero! 
and Pilate. 


Lord Lawrence has resigned, on account of ill-heaUh, the 
chairmanship of the London School Board, and Professor 
Huxley has resigned his seat. 

The Rev. Canon Kingsley has accepted the presidency of 
the Midland Institute. The office was tendered to the Right 
Hon. Robert Lowe; but his duties as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer prevented his acceptance of the post. 

The New Testament Company of Revisers concluded, 
yesterday week, their sixteenth session, of four days, each of 
seven hours. The revision has now reached the eighth chapter 
of the Gospel of St. Luke. 

In the remarks which accompanied our engraving of Mr. 
Calthorpe's picture of “ Charles Surface Selling the Family 
Pictures,” we omitted to mention that the picture is the pro¬ 
perty of Mr. G. Hamilton Fletcher, of Birkenhead. 

A display of aurora borealis—one of the most magnificent 
witnessed in this latitnde for many’ years—was seen throughout 
England on Sunday night; indeed, it was visible over the 
whole of Europe, and also in the north of Africa. 

The French authorities haring passed Communists who 
were sentenced to expulsion from France on to Swiss territory, 
the Federal Council has instructed the Swiss representative at 
Versailles to protest against such a proceeding as being an 
infraction of the law of nations. 

The Manx Legislature has passed an education bill, with a 
conscience clause and a time-table arrangement providing for 
children being withdrawn from religious instruction and 
Bible reading, and taught secular knowledge, while others are 
studying sacred literature. Pensions'for old schoolmasters are 
provided. The bill is to come into operation on April 1, and, 
to provide for education this year, £2300 ha3 been voted from 
the Manx Customs Revenue. 

A bronze statue of George Kinloch was unveiled last Satur¬ 
day in Dundee. The statue is by John Stecll, of Edinburgh, 
and has cost nearly £1000. The pedestal bears the following 
inscription “ Geo. Kinloch, of Kinloch ; ontlnwed for tho 
advocacy of public rights, 22d December, 1819 ; proclaimed 
member for Dundee in the first reformed Parliament, Dec. 22, 
1832 ; bom in Dundee, 1775 ; died in London, 1833. Ereoted 
by public subscription to commemorate a signal triumph of 
political justice.” 

The National Life-Boat Institution hag forwarded three fine 
new life-boats to the const—one to Sunderland, another to Tyne¬ 
mouth, and a third to Ilowth, in Dublin Bay. The Sunderland 
boat was presented to the institution by Mrs. Eliza Foulston, a 
lady residing at South Kensington, in memory of her late hus¬ 
band, nfter whom thoboat is named the John Foulston. TheTync- 
motith life-boat is named the Forester, nfter the Ancient Order 
of Foresters who have presented two life-boats to the society. 
The Ilowth boat is named tho Clara Baker, and was presented 
to the National Institution by a friend of Miss Baker. 
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NATIONAL SrORTS. 

The appearance of the weighta for the spring handicaps £a the 
first sign of the break up of the dead season; and the contem¬ 
plation of these, together with a visit to Liverpool and Altcar, 
will help the professional followers of the Turf to begnilo the 
time until the first saddling bell rings again. At the time of 
writing the acceptances for the Lincoln Handicap, City and 
Suburban, and Great Metropolitan have not appeared ; so we 
will deal with them next week, and at present only allude to 
the Chester Cup. Mr. Topham has been as fortunate in this 
as in his Grand National handicap, for out of 103 subscribers 
thirty-five only have paid forfeit and even of this small number 
two or three were entered without the knowledge of their 
owners. Sterling (9 st. 3 lb.) heads the list, and, remembering 
his marvellous performance under 8 st. 11 lb. in the Cambridge¬ 
shire, there seems no reason why be should not figure as pro¬ 
minently aB did Knight of the Garter and Mortemer. Cardinal 
York (88t. 121b.), Hawthornden (8st. 8lb.), and Paganini 
(8st. 61b.) are a distinguished trio of old ones, and 
then comes Shannon (8 st. 3 lb.), who, after the hollow 
beating which Sterling gave her at Newmarket last 
autumn, cannot have much chance, though she will meet 
him on 8 lb. better terms. Taraban (7 Bt. 10 lb.) is very slow for 
the peculiar Roodee course; but Christopher Sly (7st. 101b.) has 
got off somewhat easily, after the brilliant style in which he de¬ 
feated Sornette and a capital field in the Gold Vase at Ascot. 
Border Knight (7 st 5 lb.) has also a very taking appearance, 
and Hobart (7 st. 2 lb.) cannot complain of being overweighted. 
Whinyard (7 st. 21b.) has not yet left the fiat, though we are 
likely to Bee him performing across country before the end of 
his career ; end that famous impostor Noyre Tauren (7 st.) 
appears content with his weight. The distance is probably too 
far for Soncar (7 st.), and Bicycle (fist 81b.) has lost all her early 
excellence. The double winner. Dalby (6 st. 8 lb.), has another 
chance given him ; and Yorkshire Belish (5 st. 9 lb.), the best 
of the very moderate lot of three-year-olds engaged, could 
scarcely have received more lenient treatment. 

Coursing men are taking full advantage of the present 
wonderfully open weather, and several meetings were brought 
off, last week, in various parts of the country. There seems, 
however, a general feeling that we shall not escape much 
longer without frost, and it appears by no means improbable 
that the great Waterloo fixture may suffer from this cause. 
Contango and Babety, two of the Cashier—Bab-at-the-Bowster 
litter, appeared again at the Ridgway Club (Lytham) meeting, 
and ran uncommonly well. The former won three courses of 
the North and South Lancashire Stakes before she was put 
out by Kitty Stables, a result mainly due to bad luck, as she 
was very hard nm in her previous courses. Kitty Stables went 
down in the next round, and the final course was left to Claver- 
house by Cauld Kail—Cera, and Belle Vue by Peeping Tom— 
My Mary, which divided after one undecided. The Clifton Cup 
secured a capital entry, including Sea Cove, the winner of the 
Waterloo Cup in 1870. She, as usual, did not get through 
a single course, though she afterwards divided a minor 
stake. Babety performed uncommonly well, displaying 
all that wonderful cleverness with her game for 
which Bab-at-the-Bowster was so famous; and it i3 a 
great pity that she just lacks the turn of speed indis¬ 
pensable to a gTeyhound of the highest class. Some of her 
courses were very long and punishing—indeed, in the fonrth 
round she could only dispose of Lady Morgan at the “ third 
time of asking; ” so it was wise policy of her owner to make 
an arrangement with Mr. Legh by which she divided with 
Latest News. The latter ran very well throughout; and, as 
Letter T is reported to be mnch superior to her, she is likely 
to distinguish herself at Altcar. It will be remembered that 
last year ehe won three courses in the Waterloo Cup in grand 
style, but was put out in a most unfortunate spin with Master 
M'Grath, in which a very weak bare continually favoured the 
Irish dog. There is a considerable amount of betting on the 
Waterloo Cup, which commences on the 21st of this mouth. 
Mr. Eltringhnm is decidedly the first favourite, and it is 
generally understood that he will run Peasant Boy. 

The second great football-match between England and 
Scotland, or rather between two twenties selected from play era 
using Rngby rules, came off, at Kennington Oval, on Monday 
last. It attracted a very large muster of spectators, including 
many ladies, who seemed to take the greatest interest in the 
proceedings. Numerous trial-matches had taken place in order 
to assist the captains—F. Stoke9 (England) and F. Moncreiff 
(Scotland)—to select the strongest possible teams, and the 
result seemed thoroughly satisfactory. The Scotchmen were 
much lighter than their opponents, but played with such fire 
and dash that within twenty minutc3 of commencing play 
they were enabled to secure a goal. Then, however, the great 
weight of the English team began to tell, and for the remainder 
of tfce contest the ball was generally close to the Scotch goal, 
which fell twice to kicks by Isherwood and Freeman. The 
northerners were unable to obtain any further advantage, and 
at the termination of the game England had secured a well- 
earned victory by two goals and two “ties ’’ against one goal. 
The play on both sides was thoroughly good throughout, but, 
perhaps, 1. E. Bentley and S. Finney for Engluud. aad F. 
Moncreiff, J. Finlay, and C. Cathcart for Scotland, deserve 
especial mention. ' _ \\ 


The salmon-fishing season in English waters opened yester¬ 
day week. The flooded state of the rivers has been most 
favourable for the ascent of fish up stream. 

Mr. Dickens has been succeeded as secretary of the Customs 
l>y Mr. Hole, the late assistant secretary ; and Mr. John Smith 
has been promoted to the assistant secretaryship. 

We understand that Mr. Edward Henry Vize telly. late 
special correspondent of the Daily Ae/rt in Algeria, is engaged 
in writing a work on that country for Messrs. Macmillan. 

At a publio meeting held in Glasgow, on Wednesday, it was 
resolved to establish a technical college in that city, and to 
raiso £50,000 to carry out the purposes of the institution. 

On Tuesday the Warrington Town Council resolved to 
purchase Bank Hal! and its grounds from Colonel Wilson- 
Patton, M.P., for tbs sum of £22,000. It is intended to con¬ 
vert the hall into atowuhall, police station, fire-engine station, 
tec., and the grounds into a public pork. The total cost is 
estimated at £50,000. 

A meeting took place at Portsmouth, on Monday, at which 
it was resolved to memorialise the Secretary for War to allow 
a volunteer review to be held in the neighbourhood of Ports¬ 
mouth on Easter Monday. It was estimated that about 10,000 
men from Hampshire and the neighbouring counties might be 
expected to take part in the manoeuvres.

&T. CLEMENT’S BASILICA, ROME. 

To the religious pilgrim, the scholar, the antiquary, or the 
artist who visits Rome, one of the moat interesting places is 
the Basilica of St. Clement, with its subterrauean excava¬ 
tions, revealing a former Basilica, and what is supposed to 
have been the actual house or oratory of St. Clement the 
Martyr. Including this m03t ancient subterranean apartment, 
St. Clement'3 now presents to view three churches, each 
beneath the other; such is the vast accumulation of debris 
which Time has cast over the original surface of Rome. 

St. Clement is supposed to have been of noble family, or 
nearly connected with the Imperial house. It appears from 
the history of this saint that he was converted and baptised by 
St. Peter, and was ordained a Deacon to assist in the Apostolic 
ministrations. He was transported to Cherson. in the Crimea, 
where, with two thousand Christians, banished like himself, 
he had to work in the quarries not far from Sebastopol. For 
persisting in his religion he was thrown iuto the sea, with an 
anchor nbout his neck. But every year, it is said, the waters 
of the Pont us Euxinus retired for seven days, so that the 
faithful could visit a shrine in which wa3 the martyr's body. 
St Cyril, who preaohed and converted many nations iu the 
region of the Black Sea, visited the place, and brought back to 
Rome the relics, whioh were placed in the Vatican, and one of 
the frescoes latelv discovered represents the transfer of them 
to the Church of St. Clement. The ILLUSTRATED LONDON 
News of July 24, 1869, gives a view of the rock-cut church of 
Inkerinan, dedicated to St Clement. There are four other 
churches dedicated to him in what is called the “City of 
Caverns," at Inkermann : and the quarries there arc supposed 
to be these in which he and other Christians, banished from 
their homes, were compelled to labour. 

The modern Basilica of St. Clement is a church that must 
he so called to distinguish it from the older one below, and 
not because it is new ; for it is at least 600 or 70. > years since 
it was built over its buried predecessor. Tho Basilica churches 
of Rome are entirely different in construction from the ohurches 
of Northern Europe. It is supposed that the Christians, when 
they grew strong and emerged from the oataoombs, a3 the 
heathen religion declined, began to use the existing buildings 
for their places of worship. The old Roman halls of justice 
were called Basilicas, or Royal halls, where the Emperor, or 
the Praitor or deputy of the supreme power, sat and admin¬ 
istered law. These buildings were oblong, with an apse at 
one end and a platform raised a few steps. Iu this apse was 
the seat of the ruler or judge. In a great Basilica there would 
be rows of columns all the way down, dividing the hall into 
what is now in our ohurches called a nave, and one or two 
Bide aisles. Tho plan of the later St. Cleni Jit's Church 
shows this exactly, only we have to suppose the chapels at 
each of the four corners removed, and the choir iu its centre 
also removed. Then we have the original Basilica. \ \ 

Almost every church in Romo is more or less founded on 
this original form of arrangement. In St. Peter’s, however, 
all trace of the Roman Basilica is gone, yet it is called the 
Basilica of St. Peter, telling ns that the pre-existing churches- 
had followed the primitive model. The seat of the judge 
under the apse became the episcopal chair. It was originally 
of stone or marble, and this material is often still retained, a 
very quaint old one existing in St. Clement’s. Its round- 
topped back is seen, in our view of the interior, beyond the 
candlesticks on the altar. It looks as if made from a frag¬ 
ment of white Grecian marble, and the word “ Martyr ” seems 
from its position not to have been, cut since the choir assumed 
its present form. The space under the apse was called the 
presbytery : here, on the seats around, sat the priests. To tho 
old Roman Basilica the Christians added the altar. This was 
placed where the steps led from the body of the hall up to the 
raised platform. Hence the curious arrangement, different 
from that elsewhere, by which the officiating priest oelebratod 
on the side next the apse, and consequently looked over the 
altar to the congregation. Ou what we are accustomed to call 
the front of the"altar, in St. Clement's, we have the name of 
the martyr ; and. still lower down, a slab of pierced marble, 
through which we can look into the shrine containing the 
relics of the saint, which were placed right under the altar. 
In St. Clement's the ciborium, or baldaquin, is of white marble, 
and of tho old quaint style before the Renaissance fashion. 

The Christians made another great change from the old 
Basilica, by inclosing a space in the centre of the nave for 
the choir. A person familiar only with Gothic churches, 
arriving at Rome, and entering one of these older Basilica 
churches, with the altar turned another way, and the walled- 
in space, like a pen for sheep, in the body of the building, 
would feel some doubt whether it was or not a place of 
Christian worship. It is not certainly known why the early 
Christians adopted this arrangement; but it resembles the 
“Amud"ofa Jewish synagogue, where the service is read. 
The two ambones. or pnlpits, are placed on each side of the 
choir. The Gospel ambo has at one side a beautiful spiral 
candlestick, in mosaic, for the Faschal oandle. There is another 
ambo. but lower, on the women's side, to the north, with two 
marble desks, of which one is for the subdeacon to real the 
epistle, facing the altar, and the other is for the cantor to sing 
the responses. These ambones are very beautifully ^enriched 
with inlaid mosaic, in geometric patterns, harmonising with 
a similar kind of inlaying in the pavement, which is called 
“ Opus Alexandrinum.” 

The roof of the apse and the ppandrils on each side are in 
mosaic, and must be as old as tho churoh. Tho lower portion 
is a bine ground, with a Lamb in the centre representing Christ, 
and six on each side for the twelve apostles. Higher up is 
the Crucifixion, on a block cross, with twelve white doves on 
it. On each side of the cross ore figures—one of the Virgin, 
the other of St. John. Below the cross are the four rivers of 
Paradise,with deer, pelicans, peacocks, and fishes. The Almighty 
Hand is in a circle over the cross. The symbolical beasts of 
the four Evangelists, Jerusalem, Bethlehem, St. Peter, St. 
Paul, and other figures, with ornaments, in which the vine 
figures largely, on gold mosaic ground, give a rich and antique 
look to the whole of this singular church. The figures, full- 
length, of Christ and the twelve Apostles hCDeath the cornice, 
are in modern fresco, and are unimportant. There are sixteen 
antique columns separating the nave from the aisles. Five are 
of Parian, nnd of these four are fluted and one plain. Five 
others are of Numidian marble, three of granitello, two of 
Oriental granite, and one of bigio. The following translation 
of an inscription in Latin tells something of the importance 
of this old place :— 

ii This very ancient church, which, almost alone uncon¬ 
quered by the damages of time, yet preserves the form of the 
old Basilicas of the city, built upon the very spot, and erected 
to a title of Cardinal Priest of tho Holy Roman Church, where 
the paternal house of St. Clement, Pope and martyr, is believed 
to hove been ; graced by St. Gregory the Great with two 
homilies delivered here, and the holy station of Lent. The 
Supreme Pontiff Clement XI., elected to the government of the 
Catholic Church on the very day of the anniversary celebra¬ 
tion of the tame Clement, in token of his particular devotion to 
him, restored and ornamented it, in the year of salvation 1713, 
of his Pontificate the fifteenth." 


Another Latin inscription records a visit by Pio IX. 1 1 see 
the recent discoveries of Father Mullooly; and another in¬ 
scription records that “ Albertos Edwardus Wollias Prinojps" 
visited the church in 1859. The Chapel of the Grncifixbn is 
one of the most important monuments of mediaeval art iu 
Rome. It is covered with frescoes, in good condition, by 
Masaccio, or Tommaso G uidi. which belong to tbe early part 
of the fifteenth century. In front of the church is a court¬ 
yard, or atrium, with a fountain of water, which is described 
as where “ the faithful used to wash their hands before enter¬ 
ing the church.” This is a very interesting point, as indicati eg 
that the early Church preserved that thoroughly Oriental 
practice. 

We shall give some more Illustrations next week. Mean¬ 
time, whoever desires farther details is recommended to study 
them in the Rev. J. Mullooly \s work, 11 St. C.ement, Pope and 
Martyr, and his Basilica in Rome,” which is illustrated with 
plans • and photographs of most of the frescoes. Father 
Mullooly is Prior of the Irish Dominicans at Rome, to whim 
the church and convent belong; and great credit is due to him 
for the zeal with which he has conducted the excavations and 
the antiquarian investigations at this place. 


NEW TOWNHALL AT LARNE. 

The small town of Larne, situated on the shore of an inlet of 
the sea, eighteen miles north of Belfast, in the county of 
Antrim, was lately endowed with a new Townhall, built at 
the sole cost of Mr. Charles M'Garel, of Magheramorno. Tfie 
style of architecture is Gothic, of a French character, the 
details being simple but effective. The building comprises the 
assembly-room, public reading-room, library and museum, 
board-rooms, kitchen, and caretakers’ apartments. The as¬ 
sembly-room is 60 f!. long by 26 ft. wide, having platform aal 
balcony, with kitchen and serving-room and pantries, for 
public dinners; also ladies’ and gentlemen's retiring-room*. 
The public reading-room is 30 ft. by 21 ft., over which is the 
library and museum, of the same size, with curator’s apart¬ 
ments attached. The tower is lift, by 12ft. Gin., and rise* 
to a height of 90 ft, terminating with a wrought-iron vane. 
Betfreen the reading-room and assembly-room is the principal 
staircase, leading to the museum and balcony. The architect 
of the building was Mr. Alexander Tate, County Surveyor. 
Messrs. Stewart and Co., Belfast, were the contractors. 


ABERGAVENNY MARKET HALL. 

The town of Abergavenny, in Monmouthshire, is delightfully 
placed on the banks of the Usk, in a grand amphitheatre of 
mountains. It abounds in historical associations of high 
interest, having been the Roman station of Gobannium, an 1 a 
great Norman fortress. It was captured by the Welsh Prince 
Owen Glendower. and Charles I. stayed at the castle here, in 
the time of the Civil Wars. The name of this place is derived 
from the small river Cavenny. which here joins the Usk. It 
gives an Earl’s title to Viscount Neville, owner of the castle. 
The town is now governed by a board of commissioners, 
elected under its special Act or 1851, since which many im¬ 
provements have been made. One of these is the erection of 
the new market buildings, costing about £12,000. They were 
designed by Messrs. Wilson and Wilcox, architeo's, of Bath. 
They comprise a most commodious and spacious fruit aad 
poultry market, the main entrance to which is by a gateway in 
the centre of the imposing structure, which faces the street. 
On the ground floor are several fine shops ; on the upper floor 
is an assembly-room capable of seating above 600 people. For 
simple elegance and for convenience of hearing the assembly- 
room of Abergavenny is scarcely to be surpassed by any other 
in this part of the kingdom. 


TARIS AND THE NEW TAXES. 

The National Assembly of France, being composed in great 
part of provincial landowners, does not seem to possess tho 
full confidence of those classes of the French people who dwell 
in Paris and the other large towns, and whose subsistence de¬ 
pends on the trading and manufacturing interests. The finan¬ 
cial needs of M. Thiers's Government, which could not be 
wholly supplied by the raising of fresh loaim or issue of paper 
money, have obliged the deputies at Versailles, since the 
beginning of this year, to consider several propositions, both 
of direct and indirect taxation, which seemed to hear very hard 
on the commercial and industrial part of the nation. This 
appearance of studied unfairness may have been enhanced by 
the effect of a theoretical division of the entire fiscal system 
of France into the i input fonder, or taxation of real estate, 
and the imput mobility, or taxation of personal property. In 
the view or M. Thiers, the incomes derived from rente of lands 
or honses should not be made liable to income tax, like the 
profits of business, the dividends on stocks or shares, or salaries 
cf employments and professional fees. He has contended 
that the iinput fonder already constitutes a sufficient burden 
on real property, and that the special charges laid upon it. to 
provide for the recent expenses and losses of the country, were 
equivalent to the payment of income tax exclusively by the 
revenue from other sources, personal property, trade, and in¬ 
dustry. But it was difficult to reconcile this argument with 
the augmentation, at the some time, of many taxes on articles 
of ordinary consumption, such as sugar, coffee, and oil, as well 
as on the materials nnd products of some French manufactures. 
These imposts were at ouce regarded as special burdens tail 
upon the town population, which more than counterbalance ! 
the charges on landed property ; nnd the injustice of M. 
Thiers’s policy was manifest to the eyes of Parisian bourgeoisie. 
The official placards in the streets of the capital, announcing 
the imposition of the new taxes, were consequently read with 
many expressions of discontent; and a sketch by our Artist 
in Paris, showing the attitude of some townspeople engaged 
in discussing this unpleasant theme, may help to illustrate 
their present mood and temper. 


The secretaryship to the Chaplain-General of the Forces, a 
new post, has been conferred on Mr. A. Liddell, a clerk in ths 
War Office, son of the Rector of St. Paul's, Knightsbridge. 

By on Order in Council, March 31 is fixed as the day after 
which all jurisdiction over tho appointment of officers, fcc., to 
the militia, yeomanry, and volunteers, now exercised by lords 
lieutenant, is to cease under the Act of last Session. 

The marble statue of the late Lord Famham. erected by his 
tenantry at Cavan, is the work of Mr. Samuel Ferris Lyun, of 
Buckingham Palace-road, London. This sculptor is a brother 
cf Mr. Lynn, the architect, of Belfast. 

The Judicial Committee passed sentence, on Wednesday, 
upon the Rev. John Purchas, who has refused to obey the 
order of the Committee to discontinue the Ritualistic practices 
which were charged against him. Tho defendant did not 
appear. He was ordered to be suspended from office far one 
year, and a sequestration was issued on his property for the 
1 ajment of the costs of the suit.

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THE BRITISH COUNTER-CASE. 

Ti < Counter-Case presented to the Tribunals of Ar’oitra- 
ti. r, ly the Government of her Britannic Majesty is now 
before the public. It is a deeply-interesting and n very 
nl iy-written document. It has to he borne in mind that 
the original Case was drawn up in entire ignorance of the 
points which would be submitted to the arbitrators by the 
Government of the United States. It necessarily pro¬ 
ceeded. in great measure, upon conjecture, addressing 
itself chiefly to those matters of dispute which have con¬ 
stituted the main topics of correspondence for some years 
j avt between the Cabinets of 'Washington and London. 
The Counter- Case, of course, is occupied, for the most part, 
with a critical examination of the facts and pleas con¬ 
tained in the original Case submitted by the United States 
Government. Studying it from the poiut of view assumed 
by this country, and making due allowance for that ten¬ 
dency to partial judgment which can seldom be wholly 
nt aside by disputants before a Supreme Court, we think 
wc may say that the Cate has been argued on behalf of 
the British people with a clearness, a fulness, and a force 
which ought to satisfy their most patriotic desires. 
Whether good policy required her Majesty's Government, 
under the circumstances which are now too well known to 
need description at our hands, to put in a Counter-Case 
nt all—and whether, in doing so, and thereby gaining two 
ic< nths for further correspondence, it has sufficiently 
expressed the determination of England not to submit to 
ti e decision of the arbitrators the claim made upon her 
for consequential damages, are questions with which we 
do not meddle at present. We have confidence in the 
Government that they will not he beguiled by any induce¬ 
ment to allow of the smallest extension of the area of 
arbitration beyond those limits which they had in view 
when they ratified the Treaty of Washington. 

The introductory statement of the Counter-Case, 

1 riefiy referring to those imputations to the British 
Government of hostile motives and insincere neutrality 
which pervade the American Case, replies, with much dig¬ 
nity. that it will not enter upon the discussion of them. 
Klf-respect forbids it to do so: the charges themselves are 
irrelevant to the issue ; the controversy would bat be 
iLu thy inflamed ; and, even if there were soma truth in 
tin h imputations, they would not dispose of the evidence 
which the British Government has submitted to the Arbi¬ 
trators that it has more than discharged all international 
duties towards the Government of the United States. No 
allusion is made to the claim of America for “ indirect 
Iusks,” except to state that her Majesty’s Government is 
ei gaged in a correspondence with that of the United 
States in regard to them, and that the Counter-Case “ is 
j.rew nted without prejudice to the position assumed by 
bn Majesly in that correspondence.” 

Afttr this Introductory Statement, the Case fully dis- 
cones the arguments of the United States “on neutral 
dutiis,” to some of which it seriously demurs, “ as un¬ 
known to international law, and opposed to reason and 
principle." It asserts that the doctrines contended for by 
tLe Government at Washington were never before seriously 
advanced, and never admitted or recognised by any Power 
in Eui ope or America ; that they have the support of no 
publicist of authority ; that they are unknown in Great 
Britain ; and were, up to the time when these claims were 
brought forward, equally unknown in the United States. 
Ti e Care then proceeds to deal with the precedents ap- 
jtided to by the American Government, concluding it: 
criticism of this part of the subject by observing 
that "if ever there was a case in which a 
Bower, deeming itself aggrieved, might have been ex¬ 
pected to state its complaints with moderation, and to' 
make ample allowance for administrative difficulties and 
uca voidable deficiencies of proof, that occasion is the 
present, and that Power is the United States.” Having 
dismissed this subject, the Case, goes on to consider the 
various complaints of the American Government against 
Great Britain in respect of the traffic which it carried on 
in munitions of war. Then it proceeds to marshal and to 
apply all the facts relating to the Sumter and Nashville, 
the Florida and Alabama, the Georgia and Shenandoah, 
and the other Confederate cruisers of levs note in the 
Civil War, discussing in a separate section the reception 
cf any of these cruisers in British ports. 

On the basis of this summary review of the faots and 
arguments adduced by the United States, it is submitted 
to the Arbitrators that no failure oBdpty has been estab¬ 
lished against Great Britain in respect of any of the 
vessels enumerated in the Case. The general principle 
that, “ where an injury has been done by one nation to 
another, a claim for some appropriate redress arises,” is 
freely admitted ; but the Counter-Case proceeds to show 
that the claims, both for private losses and for national 
losses arising out of the depredations of these Confederate 
cruisers, are but loosiely sustained by the pecuniary accounts 
given in with them ; are often excessive, even supposing 
the BittWJr Government to have been at fault; aud, in 
n n.c instances, are quite unprecedented and inadmissible. 
The concluding remarks of this Counter-Case are exceed¬ 
ingly impressive. “ It is evident,” it argues, “ that if these 
principles were to be generally adopted, the only prudent 
<* rise for Neutral Powers would be to enact no regula- 
t < i s, to repeal all laws which could be interpreted as ad¬ 
missions against themselves, to exclude all belligerent vessels 
of war from their ports, and to prohibit all traffic with 
1 illigerent nations. Bat even this would not be enough, 
sii.ee it is difficult (perhaps impossible) for maritime States, 


by any legislative or administrative precautions, to isolate 
themselves and their subjects completely from all contact 
with a maritime war. States, especially the less powerful, 
would be tempted to abandon a position so precarious and 
menaced by such heavy penalties —to choose in preference 
the certain evils of war itself, and to seek protection in ‘an 
alliance with one belligerent or the other." 

We have only to add that the Counter-Case is pervaded 
by a calm, dignified, and judicial tone ; is characterised by 
great clearness in the arrangement of its topics ; and is 
written throughout in pure, classical, vigorous English. 


SALES OF PICTURES Ei T AUCTION. 

The auction-rooms in London and Paris, where collections of 
pictures are sold iu detail to the best bidders, with results 
that often strike the attention of newspaper readers, present 
singular varieties of social class life and individual character 
among their habitual frequenters. The regular dealers, the 
connoisseurs of fine art, and those gentlemen, perhaps really 
ignorant of the matter, who have money enough to spare, 
and would be thought to have a cultivated taste, are soon 
distinguished by the observer of mankind. Oar two Illustra¬ 
tions of the scenes frequently witnessed at these places, both in 
the English and in the French metropolis, should be con¬ 
sidered from this point of view. We have lately noticed the 
enormous prices which modern French pictures have recently 
fetched at the Hotel Drouot, at Paris. These have been out¬ 
done by those of the English pictares by living or lately- 
dfcttiscd artists, which composed the first portion of the 
Gillott Collection, sold at Christie's on Friday anil Saturday 
last. The collection, formed during n long life by the late 
Joseph Gillott, the steel-pen maker, of Birmingham, was one 
of the very largest and most valuable in the kingdom. A 
eccond portion, consisting of pictures of the Early English 
school, is to be sold (writing before those days) on the Friday 
and Saturday of this week ; and a third portion, consisting af 
pictures by old masters and water-colour drawings, will be 
dispersed on the corresponding days of next week. 

The most remarkable result of last week’s sals was 
the astounding prices realised by the oil pictures of 
W, Muller and David Cox ; and the prices in bath 
instances may be quoted to point a severe satire on the 
fallibility of contemporary judgments and taste. Muller's 
pictures were repeatedly rejected by the Royal Academy, and 
during his short life (bo died at thirty-three) lie received 
scarcely any encouragement. Yet on Saturday his *• Chess- 
Players," measuring 2 ft. by 2 ft. 8 in., was knocked down at 
SOiiOgs., the largest amount of any pioturedu the sale. Four 
pictures by this nrtist realised 8710gs. The prices of the 
David Coxes were still more surprising, the augmentation of 
their value having occurred some ten years nearer to the pre¬ 
sent day, and therefore much more rapidly. It is only about 
fifteen years ago that a large number of the oil-piotures which 
bad been left on his hands were exhibited in Bond-street; bat 
few knew David Cox except as a water-colour painter, few 
cared for his oil-pictures, few bought them. It is probable 
that for most of the oil-pictures which found purchasers he 
only received prices ranging from ten to a hundred guineas. 
At Christie’s, however, Inst week, his “ Peace and War," 
measuring only 1 ft. 6 j in. by 2 ft., fetched 3130 gs. ; his “ Out¬ 
skirts of a Wood with Gipsies," 2205 gB.; and the “ Old Mill 
at Bettws-y-Coed ” and “ Going to the Mill ” 1500 gs. each.

There can be no doubt that all these prices were largely, 
and in many cases enormously, in excess of those at which the 
pictures were purchased ; and if such augmentation were 
always certain, it is clear that (apart from the pride of pos- 
fisrion and the pleasure fine works constantly afford) few 
investments would be so profitable as forming a large picture 
collection. It is not everyone, however, who has the sound, 
independent judgment and taste which the famous penmaker 
undoubtedly possessed. He bought good work, whether it was 
popular or not, whenever and wherever he could get it; he 
bought pictures by artists when comparatively unknown, when 
rising into fame, or when at their zenith ; but seldom when 
in their decline ; and he did not wait till the dealer shonld 
establish their value, or the competition of the auction-room 
had carried their prices to the extreme limit. 


Resolutions have been passed at a special meeting of the 
Ballot Society expressing satisfaction at the determination of 
the Government to maintain the secresy of the vote, and 
urging continued vigilance in defence of th at precaution. 

The Fine-Arts Committee of the Dublin Exhibition met, on 
Thursday week, when it was announced that the exhibition 
would lie opt-Bed, on June 5 next, by the Duke of Edinburgh. 
His Royal Highness will, during the came visit, unveil the 
statue of the late Prince ConBort erected on Leiuster-lawn in 
front of the Royal Dublin Society's premises. 

On Monday a return was published of certificates of 
naturalisation issued to aliens by hor Majesty's Secretary of 
State for the Home Department, giving the names and 
descriptions of such aliens, and stating the countries to which 
they belong. Since 1868 only one alien—namely, Pandeli 
Ralli, B.A., born at Marreilles—obtained the right of sitting in 
Parliament and being of her Majesty's Privy Council. 

Two-seamen—MGruer, officer, aud M'Intosh, apprentice— 
• of the ship Otago, from New Zealand, have been awardei 
the bronze medal of the Royal Humane Society, with vellum 
testimonial, in acknowledgment of their noble conduct in 
jumping into the sea to rescue from drowning a passenger 
who had fallen overboard while the ship was under good way 
and in heavy weather. 

There was a great Masonic demonstration nt South¬ 
ampton on Tuesday, when the Marquis of Ripoa, Grand 
Master of England, and most of the officers of the Gran 1 
Lodge, paid a visit to that town. The proceeding) include 1 
the presentation of an addresi to Lord Ripon by the Miyor 
i nd Corporation,, the attendance of the Masons in full regalia 
11 Divine service, and a concluding banquet.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 

FRANCE. 

(from our Special Correspondent in Paris,) 

Thursday, April 25. 

All the efforts of M. Thiers to form a stable Moderate Repub¬ 
lican Cabinet appear to be unavailing. Continual change-) in 
the Ministry have taken place during the past three months, 
and now there are fresh ones. A Protectionist Orleanist- 
deputy, M. Teisserenc de Bort, has been appointed Minister of 
Agriculture and Commerce : while M. de Goulard, who presided 
over that department, has been transferred to the Ministry of 
Finance—a post which has remained vacant ever since the resig¬ 
nation of M. Ponyer-Quertier. A couple of months ago M. de 
Gonlard was Ambassador to Italy, to-day he is Minister of 
Agriculture, and to-morrow he will be called upon to under¬ 
take the direction of the finances. France in its present 
transition state has the utmost need of steady and consistent 
administration, bat it is scarcely possible for the business of 
the nation to proceed satisfactorily with frequent changes s loll 
as these. The efforts of M. Thiers are doubtless sinnre and 
patriotic ; but one fact remains evident amidst the state 
of confusion which prevails with respect to both the execu¬ 
tive and legislative bodies—that it is impossible to found 
a Republic without utilising the Republican section of the 
nation. The recent recess of the National Assembly does not 
seem to have worked any change in the situation; M. 
Gambetta, it is true, inaugurated a crusade in favour of the 
di.-solution of the Assembly, but, with this single exception, 
the deputies do not seem to have bestirred themselves in any 
way. They have, moreover, returned to Versailles, it is said, 
as obstinate, ns reactionary, 04 rural as they quitted it, and 
more eager than ever to cabal against the Government and to 
undermine its authority. 

The most important event of the week has been the speech 
delivered by M. Gambetta at the banquet offered to him by the 
inhabitants of Havre on Friday last, to which upwards of 
six hundred persons sat down. In returning thanks after his 
health had been drunk,_M. Gambetta said that the moral ruin 
of the country required restoration even more than the 
material one. He spoke forcibly and eloquently upon the 
education question, and referred to the different social 
questions which required prompt attention. He paid his 
hearers, however, but a poor compliment in warning them 
against the idea that there was any panacea for securing uni¬ 
versal happiness. One of the first steps towards the necessary 
reforms was, he said, the dissolution of the National Assembly. 
He spoke with confifence upon this point, tho realisation of 
which, he Enid, was not far distant, and concluded by main¬ 
taining that if the Assembly were not dissolved the Republic 
soon would be. Ou this his mind wa 3 decisively made up. 

The National Assembly met for the first time since the 
recess on Monday last, when, a discussion arising upon the 
order of the day, SI. Tbiors was obliged to ask the Asjembly to 
postpone, until after the voting of several other measures, the 
debate upon the Army Bill, in tvhioh ha desire 1 t) take part, 
but could not at that moment, on account of an attack of 
bronchitis, from which he was suffering. M. Gambetta inter¬ 
posed with the remark that the country was anxiously await¬ 
ing the voting of the Army Bill; but the Assembly, alter so.no- 
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debate, postponed the discussion of the measure, though for a 
few days only. Next day's sitting was taken up with the 
voting of the first three articles of a new law for the repres¬ 
sion of drunkenness, which has largely increased since the 
outbreak of the recent war. 

I alluded to the condemnation of the Abbe Junqua in my 
last letter, and now the Parisian clergy are about to pass 
through n similar ordeal to those of Bordeaux. For the Arch¬ 
bishop of Paris, without, it would appear, the authorisation of 
the Government, has addressed a pastoral letter to his clergy 
communicating the decrees of the late Council of the Vatican, 
which promulgate the dogma of Papal Infallibility. The 
Archbishop directs that these decrees shall be read and pub¬ 
lished in the churches, thereby giving them the force of ca¬ 
nonical law. It is well known that the Parisian clergy wore 
very hostile to the doctrine of Infallibility at the moment of 
its proclamation by the (Ecumenical Council, and, unless their 
opinions have undergone a change, there will be great oppo¬ 
sition to this ordonnance of Monseigneur Guibert, accompanied 
by numerous secessions among the priesthood. 

Victor Hugo’s “ 1/Annie Terrible” is in the hands of the 
public. The poet, in framing his calendar, has indulged ex¬ 
tensively in comparisons, personal as well as national. 

In spite of the many rumours which have been in circula¬ 
tion, it seems certain that M. Henri Rochefort's condemnation 
to transportation will bo carried into effect. 

Yesterday the military tribunal pronounced sentence upon 
the Communists convicted of the massacre of Monseigneur 
Surat and the other hostages in the prison of La Roquette on 
the tilth of May last. The woman Guyarfc is condemned to 
death. The other sentences are :—The girl Cailleux and 
Leopold Viel to transportation to a fortress ; Victor Charton 
to penal servitude for life ; Feltesse to ten years’ penal servi¬ 
tude. Four others are sentenced to various terms of imprison¬ 
ment, and twenty to imprisonment for two years. 

The Rue des Ecolcs was the scene of a tragic affair on 
Sunday last. A married lady, named Madame Dubourg, who 
carried on a liaison with the young Comte de Pr&orbin, to 
whom she had been attached prior to her marriage, three years 
ago, had been tracked to the house No. 14 by her husband. On 
obtaining admission to the apartment, from which the Count 
hud just succeeded in effecting his escape, the enraged husband 
stabbed his wife in five different places with a sword-stick, 
and, od seeing her fall dangerously wounded, Hung away the 
weapon and rushed down stairs, apprising the concierge of the 
house as he passed of what he had done. He then jumped 
into his carriage and sought the assistance of the family doctor 
and a priest, dispatching them to the dying woman ; after 
which he gave himself into the custody of the police. 

Marguerite Dixbloncs, the Park-lane murderess, remains 
in Paris, on account of some difficulties in obtaining her extra¬ 
dition, which arise from her being a native of Belgium. 

SFAtS. 

The Cortes were opened, on Wednesday, by the King in 
person. In the Speech from the Throne his Majesty stated 
that cordial relations existed with all foreign Powers, and that 
Venezuela had offered the most satisfactory explanations re¬ 
specting the incident with the Spanish representative in that 
State. The policy of Spain towards the American Republics 
was one of peace, mutual respect, and that generous and re 
cipiocal interest which unites all civilised nations. The King 
hopes an agreement between Italy and the Holy See, which he 
8 txougly and sincerely desires, will shortly take place. His 
Majesty intends rendering practioal and fruitful the sacred 
rights established by the Constitution, and announces measures 
for army reform and for the fulfilment of the promises of 
reform in the colonies, while avoiding all that might imperil 
the integrity of the territory or give arms to the enemies of the 
Spanish name and race. Relative to the Carlist rising, the King 
says :—“A party denying the legitimacy of modern right, and 
which is a stubborn enemy of the institutions established by the 
Spanish nation, after having been beaten in the elections, has 
riEen in arms in some provinces. The Government has taken 
the most efficacious measures promptly to crush the insurrec¬ 
tion ; and, taught by experience the futility of olemency, will 
be inexorable in its punishment of the constant enemies of 
liberty and disturbers of the publio peace. If ordinary 
measures are not sufficient, my Government will demand your 
sanction for others necessary to firmly re-establish the reign 
of the law.” The King finally expresses a hope for a prompt 
termination of the insurrection ; praises the discipline and 
services of the army and the civic guard ; and concludes by 
stating that he will seek in the deliberations of the Cortes a 
guide for his conduct and the way to identify his feelings 
with those of the Spanish people. He said :—“ I will never 
impose myself on the Spanish people ; but neither will i. 
allow myself to be accused of deserting the post which I 
occupy by its will, nor of forgetting the duties which the 
Constitution places upon me, and which I shall fulfil with 
the loyalty and constancy which I owe to the honour of my 
name." 

Protestantism is organising itself in Spain. A synod repre¬ 
senting nineteen churches has met at Madrid, elected a con¬ 
sistory, and adopted a confession of faith. 

BELGIUM. 

In the Chamber of Representatives, on Wednesday, the 
Minister of Finance read a Royal decree authorising the with¬ 
drawal of the bill relating to the free importation of articles 
of food, the excUe on spirits and sugar, and the patent and 
registry regulations. 

GEBMAXY. 

The Princess Imperial of Germany, Princess Royal of 
England, gave birth to a daughter on Monday evening. The 
Princess has now seven children, three sons and four daughters. 

In Saturday’s sitting of the Prussian Chamber of Deputies 
the MinUter of Finanoe announced that the actual revenue 
and expenditure of Prussia for the financial year 1871 showed 
a surplus of 9,223,221 thalers, mostly accruing In the railway 
department. The Government did not immediately contem¬ 
plate the abolition of the tax on newspapers, os every reform 
in taxation would in the first instance be directed to relieve 
the burdens on the poorer classes. 

Berlin U experiencing the complicated inconveniences of a 
strike and a lock-out iu the building trade. The carpenters 
having refused to withdraw their strike in certain shop 3 , the 
masters have resolved to dUcharge all their men. 

The jVo rth German Gazette contradicts the statement that 
a note in the nature of an ultimatum has recently been sent by 
Germany to France. 

Cuxhaven is said to have been selected by the German 
Ministry of Marine as the site of an Imperial naval station, 
With that view, it is to be strongly fortified, and its harbour 
accommodation is to be developed to the utmost. 

Dr. Dollinger celebrated, on the loth inst., the fiftieth anni¬ 
versary of his consecration as a priest. The King of Bavaria 
sent him the Order of Ludwig, and a letter by hU own hand 
prai.-ing Dellinger's lifelong conscientiousness in the faithful 
fulfilment of bis duties, and wishing that u God may still pre¬ 
serve him for a lorg time in his physical and mental vigour.” 


AUSXBO-HrXGABY. 

The Emperor Ferdinand of Austria (uncle to the present 
Emperor) celebrated his eightieth birthday on the 19th iust. 

The Bohemian Diet was opened on Wednesday, bnt the 
Czech deputies did not take their seats. The Chief Marshal of 
the kingdom, Prince Anersperg, delivered the opening address, 
in the German and Bohemian languages. He dwelt upon the 
importance of the task before the Diet—namely, to plant the 
banner of legality, to establish peace with the Empire, and to 

S ut an end to the sterility which has hitherto attended the 
eliberations of the Diet. The Governor, Herr von Koller, 
made a speech, in which he expressed his satisfaction at see¬ 
ing in the Diet, as now constituted, a guarantee for strictly 
legal legislative proceedings, which would tend to promote the 
interests both of Bohemia and the Monarchy. The members 
on separating gave three enthusiastic cheers for the Emperor, 
the Empress, the Archduchess Gisela, and her betrothed. 

Ratifications have been exchanged at Vienna of a conven¬ 
tion between Austria and the United States for the protection 
of trade marks. 

AMERICA. 

President Grant has sent a copy to the Senate of the American 
counter-case, an abstract of which is published. It admits the 
gravity of the question of indemnity. Without the farther 
explanations, which the British Government reserves its right 
to moke, the United States cannot say how far they concur in 
the statement that compensation can only be justly awarded 
for losses where the negligence of the neutral is the direct 
cause. The argument further holds that the Board of Arbitra¬ 
tion, being a judicial body, is invested by both parties with all 
the functions necessary for determining the issues between 
them : and that now, having possession of the Bubstance of 
the matter in dispute, it will hold itself bound by such reason¬ 
able and established rules of law as it may assume the parties 
had in view when entering into the engagement. Neither 
party contemplates that the tribunal shallbe governed by rules 
either tending to release neutrals from their duty or to moke 
the course of honest neutrality burdensome. Leaving the case 
to the arguments of counsel and to the decision of the tribunal, 
the United States repeat with strengthened conviction the 
language with which they closed their case. It is of the 
highest interest to both great Powers that the causes of differ¬ 
ence shall for ever be set at rest. The United States "con¬ 
fidently expect that her Majesty's Government will concur in 
this opinion. 

The President has sent to the House of Representatives five 
printed copies of the British case, and the subject has been 
referred to the Committee of Foreign Affairs. 

The purport of Mr. Fish's reply to the Chairman of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the House of Representatives 
has been made known through the New York journals. We 
have now, however, a telegraphic summary of General Banks’s 
cfficial account of his interview with the Secretary of State. 
It presents one or two points of interest. Mr. Fish declared 
that no proposition had been made for withdrawing the claims, 
and that the Government did not understand it had power to 
change the American case. He further urged the inex¬ 
pediency of discussing the question in Congress at present, and 
on this point the Foreign Affairs Committee agree with him. 
The Philadelphia correspondent of the Timet confirms the 
report that strong efforts are being made to induce 
the Cabinet of Washington to modify their demands. 
Indeed, public opinion is evidently taking another 
turn with regard to the claims. The -Veir York Timet 
maintains that no jurist or publicist in the United States 
sanctions the claims for consequential damages, and that in 
rivate life it is rare to meet with any intelligent man who 
deeds them. "We are confident of our position when we 
say,” adds the Npw York Timet, 9 that had they been utterly 
emitted from the American argument not a voice would have 
been raised in opposition. Indeed, we have strong reasons for 
believing that some of the United States Commissioners 
themselves do not believe in their admissibility or justice.” A 
resolution has been ppsed by the House of Representatives 
calling upen the President to furnish members with the official 
correspondence respecting the indirect claims. 

A great meeting' has been held in New York to support 
President Grant's re election. 

President Grant, in reply to on inquiry from Congress, sent 
a message to the House stating that the Government had 
received'information that Ku-Klux outrages continued in 
South Carolina, which the local authorities were unable to 
suppress, and where the witnesses in the courts of justice were 
intimidated. 

CAXADA. 

A correspondence laid before Parliament shows that the 
Imperial Government agrees to guarantee a Canadian loan of 
£2,500,000 for the Pacific Railway and canal improvements, 
on condition that Canada accepts the treaty. 

V Revolution is again making way among the Mexicans. It 
has extended to Yucatan, which is now in the power of the 
insurgents. 

The Queen has approved the appointment of Sir Charles 
Van Straubenzee, K.C.B., to be Governor of Malta, on the 
retirement of Sir Patrick Grant. 

The Emperor and Empress of Brazil arrived at Rio de 
Janeiro on March 31, and were enthusiastically received. 

A great eruption of Mount Vesuvius began on Wednesday 
evening, and the crater had the appearance of a vast fire. The 
lava was descending in several directions, 

The next mails for Australia will be dispatched from Lon¬ 
don, via Southampton, on the morning of Thursday, May 9, 
and via Brindisi on the evening of Friday, May 17. 

It is announced that his Excellency Senor M. Terrero 
Consul-General for the Republic of Paraguay, has been 
appointed Chargd-d’Affaires, in recognition of his valuable 
services to the Republic. 

A bill has been submitted to the Dutch Chambers having 
for its object to provide the island of Java with a large net of 
railways. The Government is to construct the lines only in 
cases where no concession is granted to private individuals. 

On Sunday a deputation, said to consist of 2000 of tho 
inhabitants'of Rome, waited on the Pope. His Holiness, after 
stating that the whole world admired the love the people of 
Rcme displayed towards him, severely reproached those by 
fckem the rights of the Church had been usurped. 

A Reuter’s telegram from Bombay says : — 11 The ship Mario, 
belonging to the Gninca expedition, has been wrecked, and 
thirty-five lives lost;" and a telegram from Hong-Kong 
reports a disastrous collision between two steamers, the Ava 
and the Rona. The latter sank, and sixty persons with her. 

Cape diamonds are growing in political, as they decline in 
commercial, importance. The new rushes” are being aban¬ 
doned one after the other, while Sir H. Barkley and President 
Brand, of the Free State, are vigorously maintaining a dispute 
about territorial sovereignty. 


The Shah of Persia is expectel to visit Europe daring the 
ensuing autumn. His Majesty will reach St. Petersburg by 
Tiflis, and afterwards proceed to London, Paris, aud Berlin, 

returning to Teheran by Vienna and Constantinople. - 

According to a telegram from Teheran, the famine there is 
worse than ever. Bread is rising in price every day, and far¬ 
ther relief until harvest time is urgently required. 

Further information has been laid before Parliament as 
to the proceedings at the second meeting of the Tribunal of 
Arbitrators. The correspondence comprises Lord TenterJen's 
instructions from Earl Granville ; his letters to M. Favrot,' 
the secretary to the Tribunal, covering first the Counter-Case, 
with relative documents ; and, secondly, the note respecting 
the indirect claims ; his communication of the note to Mr. 
Bancroft Davis, the agent of the United States Government j 
and a counter-note by Mr. Davis to the arbitrators, reserving 
to his Government full right to vindicate the authority which 
it understood the tribunal to have acquired under the treaty. 
The protocol of tffie first meeting of the Conference, on Dec. 1-7, 
is appended. 

In reference to the notice o? Mr. Donne’s lecture on 
“ Shakspeare Abroad,” which appeared in our Number for 
Feb. 23 last, p. 183, we have received a letter from M. 
Wolfgangner Deak, of Pesth. stating that a translation of 
“Hamlet" into Hungarian was published by Razinczy in 
1777, and that since then all the principal plays of Shakspeare 
have been tran dated by most eminent scholars—more recently 
under the superintendence of a society for cultivating polite 
literature, and at the expense of M. Anastaaius Tomori, The 
frequent careful performance of Shakspeare's plays at tho 
national theatre is patronised by the educated classes, and the 
tragedies are studied in the higher schools and universities. 
A small library might be formed of the essays and criticisms. 
This agrees fully with information we have ourselves received 
from other sonrees. 


THE LATE ME. W. C. WENTWORTH. 

A gentleman who was during many years conspicuous in tlio 
foremost rank of Australian legislators and statesmen, Mr. 
William Charles Wentworth, of Vnucluse, near Sydney, New 
South Wales, died at Merly House. Dorset, on the 20th ult, in 
the seventy-ninth year of his age. He was the eldest son of 
Mr. D'Arcy Wentworth, of Portadown, Armagh, who, from 
the year 1794 until his death, held various appointments 
under the Crown in New South Wales. The subject of this 
memoir was bora in 1794, in Australia, where he resided ail 
his life, with the exception of a few years passed in England 
during his education and a few years latterly, since his retire¬ 
ment from public life. In 1813 he assisted in the first explo¬ 
ration of the Blue Mountains, and the magnificent plains, 
before undiscovered, beyond that range. He came to England 
and graduated at Cambridge in 1820, where, of twenty-five 
candidates, he was second only to Praed in a contest for the 
Chancellor's medal for a prize poem on the theme of 
“ Australia.” In 1822 he was called to the Bar at the Middle 
Temple ; and, having returned'to the colony, began, in 1824, 
to take an active part in pnblic affairs. In September of that 
year he was admitted to the colonial Bar, at which, for many 
years, he practised with great distinction. At this time, it 
should be remembered, the expression of political opinions 
opposed to the views of the governing olass in that dependency 
of the Crown was not unaccompanied with danger. Bat Mr. 
Wentworth fearlessly cast the weight of his character and 
position, and his commanding eloquence with voice and pen, 
into the apparently hopeless struggle for freedom of the press, 
trial by jury, and representative institutions. He thus, with 
a few oihers, contributed to lay the foundation of the 
freedom and prosperity of the Australian colonies. Ia 
1843—when, for the first time, a portion of the Assembly was 
composed of elected members—Mr. Wentworth was returned 
for Sydney, aud took at once that leading position which he 
occupied in colonial politics until he was elected President of 
the Legislative Council. During this period his name was 
associated with all the most important measures that cams 
under the consideration of the Assembly. As a debater he 
was remarkable for his earnest and vehement eloquence and 
for his disdain of all artifice. His valuable assistance ia the 
labours of various committees resulted in the preparation of 
many of the most useful Acts that were finally passed. At a 
period of unexampled financial difficulty his Lien and 
Mortgage on Stock Act gave relief to the colonists when 
universal bankruptcy seemed inevitable. The University of 
Sydney, in which he founded a prize medal scholarship, 
will, amongst her founders, perpetuate in the first place the 
name of Mr. Wentworth, in whose honour a marble statue, by 
Ttnerani, of Rome, was, in 1859, erected in the grand hall of 
that building. In 1855 Mr. Wentworth's Act for tho Consti¬ 
tutional Government of the Colony received the Royal assent; 
and his greatest labour for his country was oompleted by the 
concession to the colonists of absolute power of self-govern¬ 
ment. In 1861 his long and distinguished political leadership 
closed with his acceptance of the Presidency of the Legislative 
Council, to which he had most deservedly been elected, as the 
highest seat in that Parliament which owed its existence to 
him. He married, in 1825, Sarah Morton, eldest daughter of 
Mr. Francis Cox, of Sydney, by whom he had issue three sons 
and seven daughters : of these two sons and four daughters 
survive him. 


The General Synod of the Irish Church has rejected a 
resolution of the Revision Committee recommending the ab¬ 
solute omission of the damnatory clauses from the Athanasian 
Creed. 

Large new national schools at Wolstanton, Staffordshire, 
built at a cost of £2968, were opened on Monday afternoon. 
At a public luncheon the Earl of Shrewsbury presided, and 
spoke on the subject of education. Secular education without 
the element of religion he regarded as a most baneful thing. 

A meeting, presided over by the Duke of Buceleuch, was 
held in Edinburgh, on Tuesday, at which resolutions were 
carried setting forth the importance of religious instruction 
in ordinary schools, and characterising os objectionable several 
features of the Scotch Education Bill now before Parliament. 

The Amalgamated Society of Engineers has granted £:lt>0 
in aid of the Warwickshire labourers’ strike. An agricultural 
labourers’ association has been formed at Doncaster, the object 
of which is, according to the announcement of its promoters, 
“ to better the condition of the labourers, to obtain a fair day's 
wages for a fair day's work, and to allow men to have a certain 
sum when out of work.” The present disturbed feeling 
amongst agricultural labourers was on Wednesday considered 
at a meeting of the Committee of the Manchester and Liver¬ 
pool Agricultural Society. It was resolved to convene a 
meeting of landowners, tenants, and labourers, to consider the 
propriety of establishing a Farmers’ Club, Chamber of Agri¬ 
culture, or other association for tho preservation of their 
mutual interests. 
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SIB JOHN GOODE, C.E, 


was appointed resident engineer of 
the National Harbour at Portland, in 
1847, succeeding as engineer-in- 
ohief upon that gentleman's decease, 
in 1856. This post he held nntil the 
recent completion of the work, thus 
being identified with the whole pro¬ 
gress of the undertaking. Sir John 
was a member of the Royal Com¬ 
mission upon Harbours in 1868-9. 
He has been for some years past con¬ 
sulted by the Board of Trade and 
other Government departments upon 
harbour questions, and has executed 
important public works at the Cape, 
the Isle of Man, and in other parts of 
the United Kingdom and the colonies. 
Sir John Coode is married to a 
daughter of the late Mr. William 
Price, of Weston-super-Mare.

STEAM-SHIP ADRIATIC. 

The “ White Star" line of ocean 
steam ships, for the trade between 
Liverpool and New York, Boston, and 
Quebec, consists at present of six 
powerful vessels, the Oceanic, the 
Atlantic, the Baltio, the Adriatio, the 
Antarotio, and the Republio, each of 
which is of 6000 or 6500 tons burden, 
with engines of 3000 or 3260 horse 
power. The hull of each ship is 
divided, for safety, into water-tight 
compartments ; the space for mer¬ 
chandise of all descriptions is ample 
and well arranged; the passenger 
accommodation is like that of a first- 
class hotel, with ladies' private sa¬ 
loon, gentlemen's smoking-room, 
bath-room, a library, and electric 
bells to call the stewards. These 
vessels were all built for Messrs. 
Ismay, Imrie, and Co., of Liverpool, 
by Messrs. Harlond and Wolff, of 
Belfast. They have made very good 
voyages during the winter months, 
both westward and eastward, in spite 
of heavy gales. The Republic, 
leaving Sandy Hook, New York 
harbour, at six p.m., on Feb. 21, 
reached Roche's Point, Queenstown, 
at nine a.m. on March 1, the mean 
time of her passage being eight days, 
ten hours, thirty-eight minutes. The

SIR THOMAS CHAMBERS,

The Queen has lately conferred a 
knighthood upon the Common Ser¬ 
jeant of the City of London, whose

Sir Thomas Chambers lA 
married to Miss Diana White, niece 
nnd adopted daughter of Mr. John 
Green, of Hertford.

SIR JOHN COODE, C.E. 

Sir John Coode, the eminent civil 
engineer, who has just received the 
honour of kziighthsxxl, is ar member 
of on ancient family which has been 
seated in Cornwall since tbe time of 
Henry TU.

Adriatic, as wn learn by a telegram from New York, has just per¬ 
formed her maiden trip from this side in eight days fourteen hours, 
under the command of Captain Digby Murray. Her best day's run 
was 394 knots, or 459 miles, shewing the extraordinary average 
speed of 16i knots, or 19 l-6th miles throughout the day. Another 
ship of this lina, the Oceanic, ran 384 knots in 23h. 30m„ on her 
homeward voyage last June. 

Our Illustration shows the Adriatic, which is somewhat 
arger than the Republic, her dimensions being—total length, 
452 ft. 6 in., breadth 41 ft., depth 32 ft. She has a gross 
register of 4250 tons, the net register being 2950 tons. The 
hull, framework, masts, yards, decks, and whole ship, except the 
floors and fnrnituxe, are made of iron; additional strength is given 
by six iron bulkheads from the keel to the maindeck, dividing the 
ship into seven compartments. There are four masts, three ship- 
rigged, the fourth jury-rigged. The height of the mainmast is 
150 ft. The manner in which the yards are constructed is similar to 
that in the Republic. The yards are movable np and down the 
masts, and Croat trees are discarded. This plan of making the yards, 


so that they move upward and downward, as may be necessary in 
working the ship, has gained the favourable opinion of nautical 
men : it is an invention of Messrs. Harland and Wolff. The labour 
involved in moving the yards would have been considerable had not 
provision been made for it by steam-winches. Of these there are 
six, which are useful too for lifting cargo, setting sail, and other 
operations requiring great power. The windlass is also worked by 
steam. The steering apparatus is fixed amidships, with the steam 
steering-wheel of Foresters and Company, of Liverpool. In case of 
accident, a complete steeriDg-gear has been fitted np at the stem, 
between which and the man on the bridge communication is kept 
up by Gisborne’s telegraph. The engine-room, situated amidships, 
contains four engines, on the compound principle, by Maudslay and 
Field, of London. There are twenty-four furnaces and four 
cylinders. The cylinders are of the nominal collective horse-power 
of 600, working up to 3000 indicated horse-power. The screw has a 
diameter of 22 ft. 6 in., and four steel blades. This gives to the 
screw a circumference of more than 66 ft. : and, os it performs fifty 
revolutions per minute, the rate at which it travels is not less than 


1000 yards per minute. This is the largest Bcrew in the merchant 
service. Over the forepart of the ship a vast iron hnrricane-deck 
has been constructed, which not only prevents the waves of a 
storm washing over the maindeck, but adds to the strength of 
the vessel. From the hurricane-deck to the stem extend two 
promenades, one on each side ; a portion of these is sheltered 
from the rain by a lateral extension of the upper deck. In 
the aft part of the maindeck a steam fire-engine has been erected, 
which oould at once be brought into action. On the upper deck 
above the saloon are water-tanks, from which pipes are laid on 
to the Bleeping-apartments. The ship is capable of accommodating 
1160 passengers—160 in the saloon and 1000 steerage. The saloon, 
the ladies’ boudoir, the smoking-room, bar, barber's shop, and officers' 
rooms, the Bleeping-rooms, and the engine-house, are all lighted by 
gas, there being 300 burners altogether. This gas is made from an 
oil which does not explode, and a continuous supply can bo kept np 
for any length of time, as the manufacture takes place on board the 
ship. The method devised by Messrs. Harland and Wolff is entirely 
novel, as employed in this ship. The Great Eastern carried gas, but 


could only take on board a limited supply, no apparatus having been 
provided for its manufacture. The gasometer is in an iron chamber 
off the engine-room. There are three retorts, one of which is sufficient 
for ordinary purposes ; but when the saloon is wholly lighted two 
are required. The third is held in reserve in case of necessity. The 
ordinary purifiers have been superseded by a more simple arrange¬ 
ment. The ventilation is ample, there being twenty fair-weather 
ventilators in the saloon, and twenty foul-weather ventilators, which 
latter cannot be closed ; in the sleeping and other portions of the 
saloon-passengers' quarters there are about a hundred fair-weather 
and as many foul-weather ventilators, so that, under all circum¬ 
stances, the utmost attention has been given to the means for intro¬ 
ducing fresh air. The decorations, fittings, and furniture are very 
handsome, and all is conveniently arranged. 

The service of the White Star line is to be further augmented by 
the addition of the Celtio about a month hence, and by the con¬ 
struction of two other steamers—the Majestic and the Britannic. 
The Celtic is the same size and similar in every respect to the 
Adriatic ; the Majestic and Britannic will be larger.

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Nos tervavil Apollo ,—for the present. Germany and Mr. 
Gladstone were to have been the two prominent figures of 
the week, one in terrible advance, tho other in disastrous 
retreat. But things in regard to both are nearly in slain 
quo. Surprise involving suddenness, the announcement of 
a coming sensation, though the latter does not occur, should 
be as welcome to the lovers of excitement as the eveut 
itself, and all other persons will be gratified that pacific 
relations, at home and abroad, remain undisturbed. 

While guarding ourselves, last week, from the expres¬ 
sion of a belief that there was any certainty of a crisis in 
the affairs of France and Germany, we were at some pains 
to show the reasonableness of the impression that the 
latter Power was looking with a displeased eye at the 
bellicose conduct of the former. And now that we are 
assured ex-officially that the mission of Count Arnira to 
Paris is quite a friendly one, we do not see any difficulty 
in reconciling that statement with the view which was 
adopted by the public and by the Stock Exchanges. It 
may he well to await some more formal evidence on the 
subject than is already before us ; but assuming, as it 
appears to be safe to do, that Germany is not sending auy 
ultimatum to France, the grounds upon which Prince von 
Bismarck was thought likely to do something of the kind 
still exist, and it is certain that for some reason, the only 
one ventured upon being manifestly inadequate, M. Thiers 
has postponed for three weeks the further progress of the 
French Army Bill. Those who most solemnly asserted 
the hostile intentions of Germany deliberately reaffirm 
their allegations, but add that the situation has been 
changed, and that M. Thiers, aware of his danger, 
has made such representations (which must mean 
promises, if they mean anything) to the Prince as justified 
the latter, at the last moment, in substituting a friendly 
for an unfriendly message to France. Now, from what 
we know of the habitude of M. von Bismarck, we may be 
tolerably certain that if he have gained, quocunque motto, 
an advantage of a diplomatic or other kind, he will cause 
the fact to be revealed when an additional advantage is 
thereby to be acquired ; and it is not the appearance of a 
few inspired paragraphs in either French or German 
papers that need he received as the history of the situa¬ 
tion. We think that the truth may bo ascertained, ex¬ 
haustively,by watching thcconductof the French President; 
but it will be safest to withhold expression of absolute 
conviction until we have had one of tlioso incisive 
explanations that have something of the flavour of 
military despatches, with which it is the custom of the 
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Imperial Chancellor to enlighten friends and enemies. In 
the mean time we may be allowed to repeat that the con¬ 
duct of the French Government and of most of the 
French organs, since the peace, has been such as to 
justify Germany in taking any amount of umbrage ; and 
when we are reminded, with a charming simplicity, that 
•Germany has no right to interfere with the internal 
arrangements of France, we ask in return, with as much 
promptness as astonishment will permit, since when has it 
become a characteristic of M. von Bismarck to consider 
too tenderly a question of abstract right when he has 
German interest to consult and resistless meaus of con¬ 
sulting it ? 

The date of the probable fall of Mr. Gladstone’s 
Cabinet was fixed for us, and about the time that our 
present Issue will be making its way into the remoter pro¬ 
vinces the House of Commons was to be in a state of wild 
excitement over the tellers’ announcements that the 
Government had been fatally defeated. We remember 
beating Mr. Roebuck make admirable use of the fact that 
morniug was beginning to break upon two political armies 
just closing for the final struggle. It was at the end of 
the great Palmerston debate, which Mr. Roebuck finished . 
by pointing at tbe windows, through which light was 
faintly gleaming, and by declaring, that as that coming 
•dawn was scattering the darkness, so would the 
division scatter the enemies of the great Minister 
He prophesied rightly, and the roar of triumph wil 
not he forgotten by anyone who had heard it on that 
beautiful summer morning. But this time the battle was 
to go the other way, and dawn was to behold the Tories 
and Radicals exulting over the fallen Chief of -the 
Liberals. The situation has shifted, and we shall be out¬ 
stripped by no telegrams flashing the sensational news. 
Mr. Gladstone declines to let the enemy select his battle¬ 
ground. If the House wishes to come to a vote on the 
question of confidence, it must be done in a formal way, 
and not on the question whether an Irish University shall 
or shall not reconstruct itself. Of course, his conduct 
will be approved, but, in truth, his line was inevitable. 
No Government of English gentlemen could desert 
its position in presence of a foreign crisis created 
>by itself, and no such Government could remain 
in office branded and incapacitated by a vote that 
it had not the confidence of the nation it had to extricate 
frem a difficulty. Whether Mr. Gladstone's Adminis¬ 
tration be about to earn such an amount of national 
admiration as shall make vain the efforts of any union of 
enemies, it is too soon to speculate ; but if it should not 
-do this, it will be all the easier for those enemies to recall 
the situation, and to remember that on the most import- | 
ant clause of the most important bill in the Ministerial 
programme the Ministers were signally defeated. But 
this is not the time for such a demonstration, and it would 
•be scarcely complimentary to a British statesman to praise 
him for having recognised his duty to the State. 


THE COURT. 

The Queen gave an audience to the Judge Advocate-General, 
yesterday (Friday) week, at Windsor Castle. Prince Leopold 
arrived at the castle from visiting Prince Arthur nt Dover. 

On Saturday last her Majesty visited the Emperor Napoleon 
and Empress Eugdnie at Camden House, Chiselhurst, and 
afterwards drove to Frognal, Foot’s Cray, and partook of tea 
with Viscount and Viscountess Sydney. The Queen travelled 
by special train to and from Chiselhurst. Viscount and Vis¬ 
countess Sydney accompanied her Majesty from Frognal to the 
railway station upon her return. Prince Albert Victor and 
Prince George of Wales arrived at the castle from Chiswick. 

On Sunday the Queen and Prince Leopold attended Divine 
service in the private chapel of the castle. The Very Rev. the 
Dean of Windsor and the Rev. J. St. John Blunt, Vicar of Old 
Windsor, officiated, nnd administered the sacrament of the 
holy communion. The Right Hon. G. J. Goeohan dined with 
her Majesty. 

On Monday the Queen held a Council, at which were present 
the Marquis of Ripon, Viscount Sydney, and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. Mr. Helps was clerk of the council. The 
Marquis of Ripon and the Lord Chamberlain had audiences of 
her Majesty. Previously to the Council Mr. Justice Quain and 
Mr. Alderman Dakin received the honour of knighthood from 
the Qncen. Prince Leopold was present during the cere¬ 
monial. Prince Albert Victor, Prince George, Princess Louise. 
Princess Victoria, nnd Princess Maud of Wales left the castle 
for Chiswick. 

On Tuesday the Queen, accompanied by Princess Beatrice 
and Prince Leopold, came to London. Her Majesty travelled 
by special train to Paddington, and drove thence, escorted by 
a detachment of the 1st Life Guards, to Buckingham Palace. 
Prince Arthur also arrived at the Palace from Dover. The 
Duchess of Cambridge visited the Queen. Her Majesty held a 
Drawingroom, at which the Duke of Edinburgh, Princess

At a meeting of the R oyal Geographical Society, on Monday 
night, Sir Henry Rawlinson read a letter from Dr. Kirk, of 
Zanzibar, giving encouraging suggestions as to Urn whereabouts 
and prospects of Dr. Livings tone. /x 

There has been an exhibition of game birds this week at 
tbe Crystal Palace, including all procurable types of the game 
fowl, from the ptarmigan to the domestic bantam. Messrs. 
Harrison Weir and Tegetmeier are the judges. 

The anniversary festival of the subscribers to the Royal 
Hospital fur Incurables was celebrated, on Wednesday night, 
at the Loudon Tavern, under the presidency of Mr. Allcroft. 
Subscriptions to the amount of £3935 were announced. 

On Wednesday evening the anniversary festival of the 
British Orphan Asylum was held, at Willis's Rooms, under 
the presidency of the Marquis of Hertford. The list of sub¬ 
scriptions announced in the room amounted to £1900. 

The first portion of the valuable collection of ancient and 
modern pictures, the property of the late Mr. W. W. Pearce, 
of New Bond-street, was, on Tuesday and Wednesday, disposed 
cf by Messrs. rhillipB and Son. The whole produced £7560. 

The annual general meeting of th’c friends of the Dudley 
Stuart Home Institution was held, on Wednesday afternoon, at 
the Heme, Market-street, Edgware-road, under the presidency 
of the Earl of Lichfield. The total income for the year was 
£iiS3, ond the expenditure exceeded that amount by £10. 

Mr. Monsell, on Tuesday, received n deputation from the 
Council of the Charity Organisation Society, the members of 
which submitted proposals for extending the usefulness of 
the Post Office Savings Banks. To these the right hon. gentle¬ 
man promised the most attentive consideration. 

Dr. Thomas, on Monday, opened the spring session of the 
Baptist Union of England and Wales, and spoke at length on 
the education question. He said that the Government were 
the worst of educators, ond he regarded Treasury grants for 
rdneation in tbe same light as State endowments, to which 
Ncnconfoi mists hod always objected. • 

The total number of paupers in the metropolitan district 
lost week was 118,290, of whom 34,045 were in workhouses 
and 79,245 received outdoor relief. Compared with the cor¬ 
responding week in 1871, this showed a decrease of 19,629. 
The number of vagrants relieved was 839, of whom 611 were 
men, 182 women, and 46 children under sixteen. 

A meeting of the Metropolitan Board of Works was held 
yesterday week, at which a report was read from the Parlia¬ 
mentary Committee recommending that power be taken for 
providing bonse accommodation for the working classes who 
will be dispossessed of their holdings by the proposed improve¬ 
ments of the board. Three sites had been set aside for this 
purpose. The report, after some discussion, was adopted. 

Prince Arthur occupied tho chair, on Tuesday night, at the 
nrniyerEary festival of the City of London Hospital for 
Diseases of the Chest, when subscriptions were announced to 

the amount of £4700. - An eloquent appeal was made on 

behalf of the Royal National Hospital for Consumption at 
Ventnor by the Lord Bishop of Winchester, who took the 
ebair, on Monday, at the annual festival at Willis's Rooms. 
Upwards of £5000 was collected during the evening. 

On Tuesday evening the fifteenth annual meeting of the 
Working Men's Lord's Day Rest Association was held at 
Exeter Hall. The chair was taken by Lord Shaftesbury. 
Addresses in support of the objects and principles of the asso- 
ciaticn were given by the chairman. Sir T. Chambers, M.P., 
Mr. Dickson. Mr. C. Retd, M.P.. the Rev. Mr. Jones, Dr. Davis, 
and others. The annual gathering of the Sunday League was 
held at St. George's Hall. 

Lord Mahon. M.P., has been elected for the Westminster 
district of the London School Board by a large majority over 
Mr. George Potter. At Greenwich Dr. W. C. Bennett has 
withdrawn his candidature, to secure unity for tho undeno¬ 
minational party, who are now represented by Mr. Henry 
Gover. His only opponent is Mr. James Soames, who is in 
favour cf the payment of fees in denominational schools. The 
election for Greenwich is aj pointed for May 27,

“Madame" Each el's case made so much sensation in June, 
18f8, that people may still remember some of itsoircumstauoes. 
The woman Itachel, alias Levison (whose advertisements of 
sundry cosmetics that were to make “her ladies" beautiful 
for ever, had been as great a nuisance ns sue many perti¬ 
nacious puffings that at present daily afflict the readers of 
newspapers), was apprehended in the above month, on the 
charge of obtaining money and goods under false preteuees. 
She had undertaken to arrange a noble marriage for a 
Mrs. Borrcdaile, a young widow. “ with plenty money and no 
brains,” sis Mr. Castro says, and who wished for rsink, as well 
as to be made beautiful. For pretended services in the matri¬ 
monial agency Rachel obtained several large sums of money 
from the widow, who paid her £3000 in money, and gave her 
£CO0 worth of jewels sind a bond for £600, and then was 
unkindly arreeud and thrown into prison by her Hebrew 
friend for not paying some more money nlleged to have been 
premised.

I read that it seems 
to have obtnined n new lease of vigour, and that it is being 
ably served by a most zealous secretary. Perhaps I may say. 
having had the honour of addressing my much-eu.turi.ig 
fellow-creatures in as many lecture-halls as most people, 
that I never spoke in a place in which it was so easy to 
speak audibly as in my father’s theatre in the Circus. B it 
without further filial tribute I would supplement the article 
referred to by remarking that it happens to make no meatim 
of Dr. John Mason Good, whose labours towards the establish¬ 
ment of the institution were indefatigable, and who will bo 
well remembered by such of its founders as are still with us. 
I recollect that his name in connection with the plaoe *n a 
household word in the home of the architect. Dr. Good w.n a 
wit ns well as a physician, and I quote from memory (having 
lost his memoirs) the end of some amusing verseB which he 
wrote in perfectly good-natured satire upon his City frieuds 
when they turned their attention to the object which he to 
materially helped them to promote :— 

But Apollo, who saw what sntt work they were making.

Without the slightest intolerance of amusement which does 
not greatly interest oneself —at least at present—1 should like 
to nsk either the individual whose case suggests the 
remark, or some one of tastes like unto his, what is the 
peculiar pleasure to be derived from cutting to pieces the 
cushions and fittings of a railway carriage ! I do not say that 
it is fool ir h or even wrong to do this, though magistrates at 
Quarter Sessicns are opposed to the practice. It may be oue 
of ihe Fine Arts, on another of which De Quincey wrote his 
famouB lecture. But, nt present, I fail to see whence the grati¬ 
fication is derived. Animosity against any given railway com¬ 
pany is natural enough of course ; and if one supposed to at 
some Brown or Jones cut cushions to pieces because he was 
charged an extortionate fare, or because railway people hal 
been uncivil. or because the train was so slow, the act would 
almost be elevated from what seems mere mischief, and would 
be the “ wild justice of revenge," as the Irish'oall the mur¬ 
dering of a landlord who demands rent. But it would be but 
wild, because the injury would not fall on those who bad 
wronged “Jones the Avenger." Therefore, the nobler 
motive being absent, one must suppose that there is diversion 
and gratification in slashing cushions. Only Ajax, as we all 
know, went mad and slaughtered large numbers of sheep, 
especially ill-treating one which he conceived to be Glyste-i. 
We might imagine a frantic shareholder, wroth at diminished 
dividends, taking cushions for directors, whom in his frenzy 
he would demolish. But nothing of this kind is suggested. 


Egyptian sowing—the casting bread upon the waters to he 
found after certain days — is something like ray own craft. A 
paragraph in the Home Ken* went to Australia, and in process 
of time arose from this little seed the Tichborne crop, which 
has caused our garners to run over.

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MARRIAGE OF THE MARQUIS OF BUTE. 

Some aocount was given lost week of the marriage of the 
Marqnis of Bute to the Hon. Gwendaline Mary Ann Fitzalan 
Howard, daughter of Lord Howard of Gloesop, which took 

S ince, on Tuesday week, at the Roman Catholic Oratory, 
rompton. We now present an Illustration of the scene there 
during the performance of the nuptial ceremony ; and we 
have also engraved the Portraits of the bride and bridegroom. 
When the young Marquis came of age, in September, 1888, a 
series of Illustrations of the festivities at Cardiff, and likewise 
at Rotbsay and in Bute, where are his Scottish territorial estates, 
appeared in this Journal. The remarkable circumstances of 
his long minority were then related. This nobleman, John 
Patrick Crichton Stuart, third Marquis and seventh Earl of 
Bute, Earl of Dumfries, Earl of Windsor, Viscount Mountjoy, 
Ayr, and Kingarth, Baron Mountstuart. Cardiff, Crichton, 
Cumra, and Inchmarnock, is repnted to have an income of 
4300,000 a year. His father, the late Marqnis of Bute, died 
suddenly in 1848, when his only child, the present Marquis, 
was a babe of six months, whose mother, a daughter of the 
first Marquis of Hastings, lived till 18/10. The last Marquis of 
Bute, having possessed his estates and titles from 1814 to 
1848, had done much to oreate the vast wealth he left to his 
sen, by the improvements he made at Cardiff. The ooal 
and iron traffio of South Wales was brought down to 
that port, by the construction of docks and rail¬ 
roads, between 1831 and 1841 j the opeuiug of the 
Aberdare collieries, yielding a smokeless fuel well suited for 
use in steam-ships, added greatly to the local resources. The 
enterprise of the last proprietor, and of those who managed 
affairs for his son, was fully equal to this great opportunity. 
A second dock, another line of railway, and a tidal basin for 
shipping of large burden, were provided for the growing 
trade. The town has rapidly increased, having now a popula¬ 
tion of 60,000, with an export commeroe of immense amount 
and profit. The inheritor of the magnificent fortune so fairly 
augmented by foresight and useful industry was bom Sept. 12, 
1847. He was educated at Harrow Sohool, and at Christ 
Church College, Oxford. It is wejl known that, about the 
time of his majority, he announced the foot of his conscientious 
attachment to the Roman Catholio Church. But there is 
assuredly no other feature of his oonduct, his character, or his 
position that resembles the vacillating hero of Mr. Disraeli's 
romance, “ Lothair." The Marquis is patron of eleven livings 
in the Church of England, but is disqualified by his religion 
from exeroising the right of presentation. He is Hereditary 
Sheriff and Coroner of Buteshire, and Hereditary Keeper of 
Rothsay Castle, in Scotland ; he is a Baronet of Nova Scotia, 
Knight of the Holy Sepulchre of Jerusalem, and Grand Cross 
of the Papal Order of St. Gregory. The young lady whom he has 
now taken to wife is Gwendaline, eldest daughter of the present 
and first Baron Howard of Glossop, a second son of the thirteenth 
Duke of Norfolk, and grand-uncle to the present Duke. Lord 
Howard of Glossop, formerly called Lord Edward Howard, 
was M P. for Horsham, from 1848 to 1862, and for Arnndel, 
from 1862 till the new peerage was conferred upon him, in 
1868. He has held the offices of Vice-Chamberlain hnd 
Deputy Earl Marshal. His first wife, mother of the Hon. 
Gwendaline Howard, and of his sonaDd four other daughters, 
was a niece of the seventeenth Earl of Shrewsbury, of that 
nobleman whose zeal for the Roman Catholic faith seems to 
be emulated both by Lord Howard of Glossop and by the 
Marquis of Bute. The bride of Lord Bute was bom Feb. 21, 
1854, and is thus but eighteen years of age, while the age of 
her husband is twenty-five. 

The chapel of the Oratory of St. Philip Neri, at eleven 
o'clock on the wedding day, was filled by spectators, who were 
admitted to the body and side aisles by ticket, the upper end 
of the saored building being railed off for the accommodation 
of the guests and other friends of the Howard and Stuart 
families. The marriage ceremony was performed by the 
Archbishop of Westminster, the Most Rev. H. E. Manning, 
D.D., assisted by Monslgnor Capel. Among those present 
were his Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke 
and Duchess of Argyll, the Duke and Duchess of Norfolk, the 
Duke and Duchess of Northumberland, the Earl and Countess of 
Ellesmere, the Right Hon. Mr. Disraeli, Lord John Manners, and 
other distinguished persons. The Marquis of Bute had for his 
“ beat mau " Lord Manohline, who wore the Highland costume. 
The bride wore a plain but handsome white satin dress, and 
her lace veil was crowned with a simple wreath of orange- 
blossoms. The bridesmaids, dressed in plain white, with pink 
trimmings, were eight in number Lady Philippa Howard, 
sister of the Duke of Norfolk and cousin to the bride ; Lady- 
Flora Hastings, cousin to the bridegroom ; Miss Cicely Mauners, 
cousin to the bride; Miss Margaret Philippa De Lisle, sister 
of Lady Howard, and the bride’s four sisters, the Hon. Angela, 
Alice, Mary, and Winifred Fitz-Alan Howard. At the conclu¬ 
sion of the marriage ceremony a Low Mass was said by Mon¬ 
signor Capel, in the presence of Archbishop Manning, who' 
knelt during this service before the altar. The first aot of the 
newly-married pair was to receive the holy communion at the 
hands of Monsignor Capel. After the mass, Monslgnor Capel 
gave a short address upon the comfort and happiness of a mar- 
r age vndertaken in the fear of God, bits e 1 by the Church in 
HU name, and oemented by the reception of the^Holy Eucha¬ 
rist. He then proceeded to warn the youthful pair, surrounded 
as they now were by all that was bright and smiling, and by 
crowds of friends and well-wishers in the oongregation, and of 
family dependents, that their happiness might be, and prob¬ 
ably would be, chequered with those trials and griefs from 
which rank and riohes exempted no man or woman ; he urged 
them to Beek in each other’s confidence and sympathy, and in 
the Grace of God, the strength to meet whatever fate awaited 
them, and to set a good example to the world, as ]>ersons who 
would hereafter have to give an account of their stewardship. 
At the conclusion of this address the Archbishop gave his 
benediotion, and the ceremony was at an end. 

The Marquis of Bute and bis bride left the chapel at twelve 
o’clock for Lord Howard of Glossop's house at Rutland Gate, 
where a large party was entertained at breakfast. At half¬ 
past one they departed to Paddington, whence a special train 
on the Great Western Railway conveyed the newly-married 
pair to Cardiff. On their arrival in that town, they were met 
by the Mayor and Corporation, at the railway station, with a 
congratulatorv address. Having received this, with due 
thanks, they retired to the oastle. The town was illuminated 
and decorated with flaps, and various popular entertainments 
were provided. At Rothsay, at Newcastle and Durham, and 
in other places where the Marqnis of Bute has property, some 
festive signs were made upon this occasion. The Literary 
Association of the Friends of Poland, among other persons and 
societies, presented Lord Bute with an address, signed by the 
president, Lord Kinnaird.

SERPENTINE QUARRIES, CORNWALL. 

The geological composition of that part of Cornwall neigh¬ 
bouring the Lizard Point, which is the southernmost promon¬ 
tory of Great Britain, is of a very peculiar character. Its 
chief constituent is serpentine, which is here quarried, as 
shown in our Illustration of the works in the Poltesco Valley. 
The serpentine is accompanied by other rocks, mica slabs, 
diallage, metalloid, and greenstone. It also incloses veins of 
soapstone, whioh is so soft, when first dug up, that it may be 
kneaded like dough, but becomes friable after exposure to the 
air. This is used in the manufacture of porcelain. Asbestos, 
too, is found in the serpentine formation of this district, and 
small quantities of native copper. The Boil inland, consisting 
partly of decomposed talo, hornblende, and felspar, is of 
remarkable fertility, and yields fine crops of barley. 


FINE ARTS. 


THE SOCIETY OK PAINTERS IN WATER COLOURS. 

The art-season has burst upon this year with a sudden exube¬ 
rance that is bewildering. Towards the end of last week we 
were permitted to make a preliminary inspection of some 1400 
or 1500 pictures in the galleries of the International Exhi¬ 
bition, and, although the vast preponderance of this pictorial 
mass proved to be familiar, it somewhat taxed one's visual 
endurance to ascertain the fact. At the same time were being 
held the private view and sale of the first portion of the most 
important collection that has ever been brought to the hammer 
at Christie's ; and, in addition, the two Water-Colour Societies 
contrived, contrary to their usual polioy, and as though by 
malice prepense, to hold their “ private views " of the drawings 
(numbering upwards of 600) which form this year’s collec¬ 
tions, on the Saturday of the self-same week. The junior 
society was ill-advised in thus challenging inevitable compari¬ 
sons ; for, although a year or two back it seemed to be fast 
gaining on the parent body, the distance is again so percep¬ 
tibly increased that no great injustice will be committed if the 
exigencies of onr space compel us to postpone a detailed review 
of its present display till next week. 

The Exhibition of the Old Society seems to be generally 
considered of quite average merit. The inspection, however, 
immediately before of many fine oil pictures is apt to render 
one somewhat insensible to the minor, more limited, or at 
least the less palpable, excellences of onr water-colour art. 
Nearly all our younger water-colourists strive, it is true, to 
approximate the two methods—to extend the range of effect 
possible in the early system of transparent washes, and, by 
means of body colour, glazing, and bo forth, to attain the force 
of oil painting through analogous technical processes. The 
result, however, is not only failure, but the reverse of what 
was intended. Invariably in a contemporary water-colour 
exhibition the drawings the weakest in their masses and 
general effeot are those painted in what we may call the 
viscido-opaqne manner. Drawings painted in this manner are 
usually recognisable by being mottled and cloudy, or as pre¬ 
senting the appearance of old tapestry (owiDgto the uncertain 
conduct of the discordant pigments), where they should be 
clearly massed in light and shade, or where minutim should be 
merged in broad gradations. In the attempt to patch up the 
muddle the artist's attention is naturally absorbed in the 
contours and detached details, and so a habit is induced of 
copying Nature piecemeal instead of interpreting her as a 
whole. Our remarks receive strong confirmation from the con¬ 
tributions of most of the elder members, but especially from 
two drawings on an unusually large scale by Messrs. Carl Haag 
and Dobson. We allude to “ Filial Love ” (68)—a blind old 
sheikh being led by his son in the desert, by Carl Haag ; and 
"Baby's Ten" (136)—a young rustic girl feeding her infant 
brother, by Mr. Dobson, R.A. These drawings approach the 
strength of / oil; the first by its force of light and 
shade, the second by its breadth of colour ; yet both 
are executed in the simplest transparent method. As, how¬ 
ever, we are engraving these pioturea, we shall have a further 
opportunity of discussing their technical qualities. To exem¬ 
plify the richness of colouring also attainable in what may be 
called (though body colour is not exoluded entirely) the 
“legitimate” practise of water-colour painting, we may 
point to the brilliant and animated contributions of the 
President—whom we have recently had occasion to congratu¬ 
late on his receiving the honour of kuighthuod—a distinction 
understood to have been conferred both as a recognition of 
individual merit and of the importance of the branch of art of 
which this socirty is the leading representative. Sir John 
Gilbert's Beene from "Twelfth Night" (2.37), where Malvolio 
remonstrates against the untimely and noisy carousing, in his 
mistress’s house, of Sir Toby and his companions, is full of 
humour and character, as well as being rich and harmonious in 
colour. Stronger in its oolouring, but with less tone, is Sir 
John's largest drawing, representing Louis XIV. transacting 
business with his Ministers in the npartments of Madamo de 
Maintenon " (111). The Grand Mouarque turns dubiously to 
his more sagacious partner for her opinion ; but, despite her 
modest diffidence, you see that the question under considera¬ 
tion has already been settled by her in private with the 
Minister charged therewith. It must be confessed, however, 
that scenes of vigorous and passionate action are better suited 
to the artist's style than subjects, such as this, demanding great 
finesse of expression. Other established favourites among the 
figure-painters follow their beaten paths Mr. Topham alter¬ 
nates. ns usual, between Spain and Wales, in “ Preparing for 
the Fight" (21): "Outside a Posada" (30), with a girl 
dancing ; and "Scene in Wales " (173), with figures crossing 
a rude bridge—the sumo type of face recurring in all localities, 
and the workmanship being, though spirited, slighter than 
usual, except, perhaps, in the first-named rather important 
example, where a matador is drinking a glass of wine before 
entering the hull-ring, while his mistress hangs apprehensively 
on his arm, and a mounted picador awaits him. Mr. Birket 
Foster sends two drawings, charmingly pretty combinations 
of rustic figures and landscape, as always—viz., the “ Hay¬ 
makers" (11), a number of girls and children putting off in a 
punt to a hay-field on the opposite side of a stream ; and "The 
Village Inn ” (182), with a carter watering his team previous 
to refreshing himself. Both drawings, however, are a little 
cold in effect, and the want of tone allows the finishing with 
the point of the pencil to be too apparent. This elaborate 
finishing “stippling” has probably contributed to render the 
artist's works popular, as much os their more artistic qualities. 
lz is, however, too uniform to truly express the ever-varied 
character of Nature's detail. That this finishing is in the 
nature of a mechanical process, like the routine set of tints in 
the drawings of Mr. Richardson, of this society, and those of 
Mr. Rowbotham, of the Institute, is shown by the success with 
which the mannerisms of all three painters are mimicked in 
chromol i tbography. 

. Mr F. Walker, the leader pf. the younger men who are 
working thorevolution in the practice of water-colour painting 
to which we have already alluded (and which might perhaps 
he partially traced to the later practice of Turner and William 
Hunt), has but ono small, yet very striking, drawing, entitled 
" The Escape " (243) —two women are in a boat, rowed with 


all their energy by two men through the green waves of deep 
ocean ; they are making from captivity or some great danger ; 
one woman has a pistol, and bears up like a heroine, the other 
buries her face in her companion's lap. We can admire the 
exquisitely delicate painting of the heads m this and other 
drawings by Mr. Walker without feeling any loss of relation 
or sacrifice of general truth. It is not so, however, with the 
works of most of his followers. Two faults are constantly 
presented—first, the embroilment of the opaque and trans¬ 
parent tints, arising from the effort to rival oil painting; 
secondly, hard, definite, unbroken outlines, resulting usually 
from previous practise of drawing on wood. Almost all the 
yonng artists to whom we refer commenced their career by 
designing for the wood engraver, and in turning to water 
colonra they forget that they need no longer express themselves 
by lines but should employ broad tints. The reader may 
judge for himself how far onr observations apply to 
the productions of Messrs. Pinwell, Houghton, Macbeth, 
and others here; and to these of Messrs. Herkomer, 0. 
Green, and others, iu the junior society. Mr. Pinwell con¬ 
tributes a large drawing, with some admirable passages and 
some strange peculiarities, illustrating the legend (whioh is 
unsupported by a particle of historical evidence) of the Saracen 
maiden who, after assisting Gilbert A Becket to escape from 
slavery in the Holy Land, followed him to London. She is 
entering the oity at sundown, noticed by a number of charac¬ 
teristic figures, who pity or mock as she passes. Mr. Mac¬ 
beth has a large drawing of an "Emigrant Receiving Mother 
and Sister in the Colonies " (76), a powerful but slightly the¬ 
atrical work—the emigrant somehow fails to enlist the spec¬ 
tator’s symDftthies. Mr. Johnson's drawing (192) of a couple 
of old rival florists disputing about their fancies, to the 
amusement of two young ladies, is a slender subject rather 
formally composed Mr. Houghton's “ Useless Mouths " (104) 
shows a crowd of women, children, and aged persons being 
driven out of a besieged German town, and some humour is 
presumably to he extracted from the incident of a mailed 
warrior being unable to kiss his wife or ladye-love owing to the 
enormous projection of his vizor. There is much refined 
beauty in Mr. North's small drawing of girls in a flower- 
garden. behind a oliff wall overlooking the sea (264), and in 
his “ Wild Clematis in Early Spring" (249). The figure- 
subjects exhibited by Messrs. Shields, Laniont, Marks, W. 
Gcodall, Marsh, and A. Fripp are comparatively unimportant. 

In landscape the distinction between tho old and new 
schools is less marked. Some artists still depend mainly on 
flat washes, others out up iheir work into patches, or a 
universal fritter, to understand which demands almost impos¬ 
sible adjustments of one's optical foci. In the landscape 
department the society has lately eleoted two new associates— 
Messrs. Brierly and Whaite, whose styles have no objection¬ 
able peculiarity, and who will doubtless prove creditable 
acquisitions. Mr. Oswald W. Brierly is a facile and vigorous 
sketcher ; his practice has been chiefly as a marine painter, 
and his works evince extensive knowledge and observation. 
The sketches made by Mr. Brierly while accompanying the 
Prinoe of Wales to Egypt are well known. His largest draw¬ 
ing here, “ Drake taking the Spanish galleon Capitana, one of 
the Armada, to Torbay ” (201), shows a fine sense of grandeur 
and movement; hut we almost prefer, for its truthful air, the 
scene from the South Sea Whale Fishery, with •“ Wales ’ {tie 
in catalogue) in Sight" (35). Mr. H. Clarence Whaite re¬ 
minds us of Mr. S. Palmer, in “ Olevano, Italy" (46) and 
" The Basilica of Constantine, Rome " (106), both gleaming in 
an intensely golden glow of Bunset. But there are higher 
imaginative qualities in " The Coming Storm " (146), where 
the slanting clouds swooping earthward, the contorted skele¬ 
ton branches of aolumpof half-dead fire, the jagged lightning, 
the frightened sheep, even the zigzag road, unite to realise the 
terror of the darkling sky and the monitory blast that heralds 
the impending tempest. 

The characteristics of several of the landscape-painters aie 
so well known that it is unnecessary to dwell on them. It 
will suffice to say that Mr G. Fripp continues to depict the 
mountains and moors of Scotland and the upper reaches of the 
Thames; Mr. Duncan represents “Dutch Fishing-Boats in a 
Gale" (4), “Landing Fish on the Sands at Whitby " (132), and, 
in " The Derelict ” (93), gives an impressive version of a rather 
hackneyed subject; Mr. T. Danby finds in Welsh scenery the 
materials for sweet and elegant compositions, highly conven¬ 
tionalised in the direction of the "olassio pastoral;" Mr. 
Dodgson has a study (more than usually solid) of the cliff 
strata at Whitby, entitled “ The Graveof the Saurian ” (234) ; 
Mr. Whittaker’s “ Valley of the Ogwen” (224) is more highly 
finished than usual ; Mr. A. P. Newton appears to advantage ; 
Mr. T. Davidson seems to be steadily gaiuing ground by dint 
of conscientious care and qniet fidelity ; Mr. E. A. Goodall, 
in exchanging Italian for Egyptian scenery, has decidedly 
gained in vigour and artistio effectiveness ; and Mr. C. Smith, 
besides a large representation of the Queen’s visit to the 
Thanksgiving Service in St. Paul’s (6), has a drawing of the 
Koningsee, near Berchtesgaden (65), which, in its reposeful 
oreadth and freedom from adventitious aids of positive colour 
and artificial effects and strong contrasts, is the best work by 
the artist we have seen for some time. Mr. Bradley hardly 
maintains the position he had won among the animal-painters 
in his principal drawing (207) of a country lass giving a 
rosette to a waggoner for the head of the leader of the team. 
It need hardly be said that the horses are well drawn ; but the 
colouring is hot, the execution too equal, and this, with an ab¬ 
sence of breadth in light and shades, causes flatness and a 
want of aerial perspective. Mr. B. Willis's chief cattle-piece, 
entitled " A Welsh Homestead near Llandudno ” (100), is a good 
average example. The nrchiteotnral painters appear in their 
customary strength. Mr. Deane has several Italian subjects, 
including two views in St Mark's, Venice, which (unlike mott 
drawings of the same) are true to the general effect of the 
gloomy interior, though greater depth of shadow might be de¬ 
siderated in the recesses. There is no lack of vigour and spirit 
in the picturesquely-handled studies by Mr. S. Read, drawn 
severally from St. Jacques, Antwerp, Nurcmburg, Lincoln, and 
Westminster Abbey. These are what pictures of architectuie 
should be—accurately yet freely descriptive withoat socrifii e 
of pictorial requirements. The artist has also courageously 
attempted to record the effect of the illumination of St. Paul's 
on Thanksgiving Night (203). Mr. J. Nash’s Old English Holla 
and Mr. Burgess’s Gothic buildings of Normandy and Nurem- 
bnrg are likewise interesting works of this doss. 

Turning to landscape-painters of more recent standing, we 
must speak in terms of high praise of Mr. Powell's most im¬ 
portant drawing of “A Channel Tug Making Up to a Dis¬ 
masted Ship ” (177). This is ono of the best, os it is one of tho 
largest, marine drawings of realistic aim that we remember to 
have seen. Being, as we say, realistic in aim, it is a little hard 
in its intense grasp of fact; but few painters have so mastered 
the laws of wave-actioD, have so adequately rendered the weight 
and equipoise of great sea-billows, have so faithfully observed 
their changeful surfaces, and the play of light reflected and 
refracted from different parts of the sky along their crests and 
troughs. The heavy bank of storm-cloud is moving bodily 
away, leaviag the sky, as it were, in wan, blank dismay; but 
we see how the wind still rages by the scurry of the

THE EAST LONDON CHILDREN’S 

HOSPITAL. 

We heartily recommend to public charity the support of this 
institution, the “ East London Hospital for Children and Dis¬ 
pensary for Women," which is situated at Ratcliff-cross, near 
Stepney railway station, and oioee to the Thames, with its 
crowd of commercial shipping-. It was started, about four 
years ago, by the enterprising benevolence of a newly-married 
pair, the late Mr. Nathaniel Heckforci. sometime honse- 
surgeon of the London Hospital, and his wife, a lady who had 
been a volunteer nurse in an East-End Cholera Hospital. With 
the aid of the Rev. S. Burnaby, Rector of Wapping, and a few 
other friends, they found means to purchase an old house, 
whioh they fitted up with ten beds for infant patients. They 
made their own abode in a single room on the premises ; while 
Mr. Heckford took upon himself, unpaid, the duty of house- 
surgeon, and Mrs. Heckford that of matron. The institution 
grew, for its service was much wanted in that poor neighbour¬ 
hood. An adjacent sail-loft, a building of three stories, was 
annexed to the house ; and forty beds were provided, which 
-ware soon filled, as they have sinoe continued to be, while 
many eases have been rejeoted for want of room. A dispenser 
and several nurses have been engaged. In July, 1870, Mr, 
Heckford, whose health had been completely broken down by 
his devoted labours, conveyed the property of the hospital to a 
committee of trustees. He and his wife then removed from 
the premises ; and he died shortly before last Christmas— 
surely not having lived in vain, if his example be re¬ 
membered, and if the good work he commenced obtain 
its due measure of substantial aid. The total nnmber 
of patients treated since the opening of the hospital in 
January, 1868, is about 20,000. of whom 1460 were in-patients, 
the remainder out-patients. The number of in-patients re¬ 
ceived in the last twelvemonth (incomplete) since April 30, 
1871, is 324, and the ont-patients 6517. Not more than 


thirty-four beds oan at present be made np, while the 
applications to be admitted increase daily. The out-patient 
department, however, is a great boon to the neighbour¬ 
hood : the nnmber of new ont-patients averages 500 a 
month. No charge whatever is made; the medicines and 
advice are supplied cost-free. Convalescent children are 
sent to different convalescent homes, at Tunbridge Wells, 
Brighton, Guildford, and St. Leonards. During the past year 
fifty-six childron have been sent to these places, as against 
nineteen in the year before. A gentleman who wishes his 
name to be -kept secret has lately offered to establish, near 
London, a convalescent home where he will always keep ten 
patients of the East London Children's Hospital free of charge. 
The institution, of which Lord Enfield, M.P., is President, 
and Mr. F. Peek and Mr. W. R. Winoh are Vice- 
Presidents, is directed by a general oommittee. with a 
committee of management that meets weekly, including 
some of the shipowners and other men of business in the dis¬ 
trict. the clergy, and medical men. The ordinary annual ex¬ 
penditure is about £2800. Mr. E S. Norris, of Shadwell, is 
treasurer ; the Rev. Sherrard Burnaby is honorary seoretary ; 
and Mr. Ashton Warner, at the hospital, is acting secretary. 
The bouse surgeon is Mr. J. Lawrence Bullock ; Dr. R. Barnes, 
Dr. Andrew Clark, Mr. Rhillitoe, Mr. Caesar, Baron von 
Seydewitz, and others are of the medical staff. The annual 
meeting of the supporters of this institution will take place at 
the London Tavern next Tuesday afternoon, at three o'clock. 
It is proposed to appeal to public liberality for a fund to build 
a new hospital, at a cost of £10.000, upon a site in Broad- 
street, Shadwell, to be purchased for £1900 from the Peabody 
trustees. This will give accommodation for one hundred in¬ 
patients ; and every visitor to the present hospital must be 
convinced that, notwithstanding the skill and oare of its 
internal arrangements, the rickety old buildings at Ratoliff- 
croes are not suitable. Our Artist, in the drawing we have 
engraved for this Number, gives a view of the scene in one of 


the wards, and the little patients, some in their beds, others 
on the floor, with their simple playthings; for it is a great 
point to amuse them. This may remind some readers of the 
interesting description written by Diokens in All the Year 
llovnd for Dec. 19, 1868, after his visit to the East London 
Children's Hospital. _

The inhabitants of Kidderminster have decided to erect by 
subscription a publio memorial, which will probably take the 
form of a statue, to Richard Baxter, who passed sixteen years 
of his ministry in that town. 

The funeral of Mr. Samuel Bamford, the Lancashire 
Radical, author of the book entitled “ Passages in the Life of 
a Radical," and other works, took place last Saturday, at 
Middleton, in the presence of several thousand spectators. 
Mr. Bamford died at the age of eighty-four years, on Saturday, 
the 13th inst. Nearly 400 persons preceded the hearse, five 
abreast, after whom came mourning-coaches and nearly forty 
other carriages of varions descriptions. The service was con¬ 
ducted by the Rev. Waldegrave Brewster, the reotor, who, in 
oonsequence of the ooldness of the weather, read most of the 
servioe within the church. The rector followed a suggestion 
made by the Bishop of Manchester in a letter published on 
Saturday, by reading various extracts from Bamford’s “ Life 
of a Radical," in which the writer urged the importance of a 
closer union between the several ranks of society. “The 
rich,” he wrote, “ have been as unfortunate in their ignorance 
of your worth as you (the working classes) have in the ab¬ 
sence of their friendship. AU ranks have been in error as 
respects their relative obligations, and prejudice has kept them 
strangers and apart."

of the tug. Mr. A. W. Hunt may be regarded as 
the leader of a section of our landscape-painters who, 
emulating Turner's developed middle style, aim at expressing 
or suggesting the infinite variety, beauty, and mystery in 
natural aspects and effects, though in doing so it may be that 
they lose their hold of those truths of generalisation which to 
ordinary perceptions are all important. Be this ns it may, 
rare merits of refined sensitiveness of observation and feeling, 
together with great delicaoy of execution, must be conceded to 
all Mr. Hunt's drawings here; notably the "Durham” (69), 
seen through pale, sunny haze ; the " Bamborough ” (229), and 
" Dol-llech, Capel Cfirig " (276). Mr. A. Goodwin follows in 
the Bame track, but is apt to be more vapid, broken, and 
unreal. The compensating qualities of refinement and deli¬ 
cacy are, however, to be found in his contributions, particularly 
the view of Abingdon Churchyard (16), with old men passing 
through the soft sunlight to afternoon prayers. Mr. Hales's 
art is of robuater fibre, and he promises well in his “ Glen 
Logan" (6o).

THE ROYAL BOMBAY FUSILIERS. 

The officers' mess of the 103rd Regiment of Foot (Royal 
Bombay Fusiliers) has been presented with a magnificent set 
of table ornaments, in stiver ; the first large centrepiece given 
by Major-General Tapp, O.B. ; the second large centrepiece, 
with two smaller pieces, given by subscription among the 
gentlemen formerly under his command. The Royal Bombay 
Fusiliers returned to England from India at the beginning of 
last year. General Tapp, their late oommander, joined the 
" Old Tonghs," as this regiment is familiarly called, so long 


ago as 1822. The regiment was formed at the beginning of 
Charles II.'s reign, and first occupied Bombay in 1662, when 
that place was ceded to the English Crown as part of the 
dowry of the Infanta of Portugal, on her marriage with our 
King. A few years later the regiment wms transferred to the 
service of the East India Company, under which it remained 
till after the Company's government was abolished, twelve or 
fourteen years ago. Thereupon, in 1862, the officers and 
Boldiers of this Bombay regiment volunteered for the Line of 
the Queen's Army, in whioh they were incorporated anew, as 
the 103rd. Their historic achievements at Plassey and Buxar, 
at the stormiDg of Seringapatam, and other actions in Mysore 
and the Carnatio, at Goojerat, Kirkee, and elsewhere in India, 
are commemorated by bas-reliefs, symbolic tokens, and inscrip¬ 
tions on the stiver plate. The figures, which arc carefully 
modelled, represent with accuracy the costumes of trie officers, 
non-commissioned officers, and privates, at different periods ; 
as in the reign of Charles II., in 1839, under the company, and 
since the regiment has been added to the Royal Army. 
Elephants’ and tigers' heads, lotus flowers and leaves, and a 
wreath of bays, with Sags, weapons, and other military 
trophies, besides the armorial bearings of England and off the 
East India Company, make np the decorative design. The 
manufacturers are Mesers. London and Ryder. 
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ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

EXPANSION BY HEAT. 

Professor Tyndall, LL D., F.R.S., began his second lecture, on 
Tl. reday week, the 18th inst., by describing the very ingenious 
meuod adopted by Sir Joseph Whitworth to obtain perfectly 
flat surfaces, or true planes He then exhibited a micrometer 
gauge in which these planes are employed, measuring even to 
the 40,0<X)th part of an inch, and by which he was enabled to 
demonstrate the expansion caused in a bar of bismuth by 
merely grasping it with the hand. Proceeding next to liquids, 
he stated that their expansion by heat is greater than that of 
solids; and, adverting to the statement that oohesion is pre¬ 
dominant in solids, absent in liquids, and negative in gases, he 
corrected it by asserting that liquids may become Btrongly 
cohesive, since the cohesion of the molecules of water is very 
great when deprived of air. He then exhibited in a V-shapcd 
tube some water from which the air had been expelled by 
long-continued boiling. This gave a metallic sound when 
shaken, and adhered to the side of the tube when reversed, 
thus disobeying the law of gravitation. lie then referred to the 
experiments of Donny, wbo found that water which had lost 
its air by boiling could be raised to the temperature of 270dcg. 
Fahrenheit, and then explosion, and not ebullition, took 
place. Faraday, said Dr. Tyndall, wbo knew well the extra¬ 
ordinary power possessed by bodies while crystallising of ex¬ 
truding all foreign substances, and who knew also that air is 
effectally excluded from pure ice, procured water more free 
from air than Donny’s, by melting ice surrounded by oil, and 
obtained results precisely the same on the application of heat. 
These experiments were repeated by Dr. Tyndall most success¬ 
fully ; and. after exhibiting the flowers with six petals pro¬ 
duced by heat on a slab of ice, he stated that a sound wns dis- 
tinotly heard when the vacuous space forming the centre of 
the flower was created. The effect of heat and cold upon 
alcohol, causing its expansion and contraction in a glass tube, 
was shown upon the screen, and it wns stated that pure alcohol 
has never yet been solidified. The action of cold upon water 
wns next considered and illustrated. It was shown, in a most 
interesting manner, that when water is exposed to a freezing 
mixture contraction sets in, but stops after a few minutes at 
about 39 deg. Fahrenheit; it soon after begins to expand, and 
oontinues to do so until frozen. This exception to the law 
that bodies expand by heat Enmford regarded as a remarkable 
instance of design in Infinite Wisdom, since to it is due the 
preservation of animal life in water. After stating that this 
is not the only instance (since bismuth also expands when 
crystallising), Dr. Tyndall concluded his lecture by suggesting 
the causes of the phenomenon to be the movement of Hie mole¬ 
cules under the influence of the forces of polar attraction and 
gravitation. 

SULPHUROUS IMPURITY IN COAL GAS—HOW REMOVABLE. 

Mr. A. Vernon Ilaroourt, F.R.S., secretary of the Chemical 
Society, gave a discourse, illustrated by experiments and 
diagrams, on the sulphur in coal gas, and the meanB of re¬ 
moving it, at the Friday evening meeting, on the 19th inst. 
He began by stating that all flames are gas flames; but that 
the gas which bums above the wick of a candle or oil-lamp is 
formed as it is burnt by the action of the heat of the flame on 
the grease or oil. Coal gas is formed by the similar process of 
heating coal, which contains the same elements as grease and 
coal, associated with other elements, among which is Bulphur 
in a proportion varying from 0 5 to 1 6 or even .2 per cent, 
existing chiefly as iron pyrites, a glittering mineral often to be 
seen on the surface of lumps of cool. At the gasworks the 
coal is burnt in retorts, which are long ovens heated to a 
bright redness, with a pipe attached to carry of! the gas. One 
third of the coal passes off as gas, and two thirds remain be¬ 
hind as coke, whioh is raked ont of the retorts. Of 
the sulphur, part remains in the coke and part with 
the two principal elements of the gas—carbon and 
hydrogen. Much the greater part is combined with 
hydrogen, forming sulphuretted hydrogen, which has the 
property of blackening lead compounds, and which dissolves 
Blowly in water but quickly in a solution of ammonia. A con¬ 
siderable part of this sulphnr-impnrity is removed in the 
“oondenBera" nnd ‘‘scrubbers” by the action of water and 
ammonia ; but if gas be too much washed it gives less light 
when burnt, and all washing injures it To complete the 
removal of sulphuretted hydrogen, the gas is passed through 
“purifiers,” large boxes containing either lime or oxide of iron. 
Lime is generally the cheapest material, and is perfectly 
effectual ; but when it has been saturated with sulphuretted 
hydrogen it is offensive, and in town creates a nuisance. 
Oxide of iron stops this foul gas equally well; and when taken 
out of the purifiers is no nnisance, and beoomes fit for use over 
and over again—for twenty times or more. But these sub¬ 
stances have no action upon the other sulphur-impurity in 
coal gas, termed bisulphide of carbon, and ho process 
is at present applied for removing it. Ab to the 
amount of injury caused by burning gns containing 
sulphur in our houses, there is Borne uncertainty. Where 
special arrangements are made for carrying off the 
products of combustion no barm can be done, and 
very little, if any, in well-ventilated rooms, as the sulphur 
burns to form sulphurous acid, a gas which is removed by 
ventilation. But a small part of this is converted into Bul- 
phuric acid, whioh is corrosive, and has been proved to destroy 
the leather binding of books and the canvas of pictures ; and, 
if gns iB to be burnt as freely as oil or candles, it is essential 
that the amount of sulphur in it should be very small. Mr. 
Vernon-Harcourt explained a method by which the amount of 
sulphur might be reduced to about one fifth of the minimum 
which bus recently been fixed—namely, about thirty grains in 
one hundred cubic feet This plan consists in passing the gss 
through tubes filled with fragments of iron and heated to red¬ 
ness. lie Bhowed that when dry hydrogen, mixed with the 
vapour of bisulphide of carbon, is passed through a glass 
tube, and the tqbe is heated, sulphuretted hydrogen is formed, 
and that the same formation of sulphuretted hydrogen takes 
place when coal-gss is passed through a heated tube. To prove 
that such an application of heat as even causes a deposition of 
carbon need not impair the illuminating power of gas, he com¬ 
pared two jets of Same, one that of burning marsh-gas, the 
other that of marsh-gas decomposed by the heat of tho electric 
flame Although the one sample of gas had been nearly 
doubled in volume by tho action of the spark, it burnt more 
brightly! than the original gas. It-was also shown, by means 
of a jet-photometer, that no difference could be observed be¬ 
tween the" illuminating power of coal gns whioh had passed 
through an iron tube filled with nails and heated to redness 
and that of ordinary gas. Part of tho gas which had passed 
through the heated tube was burnt in an apparatus called a 
sulphur-test, and the amount of sulphuric acid which it 
yielded was finally compared with the amount, five times as 
great, yielded by ordinary gas. 

Sir Frederick Pollock, Bart., vice-president, was in the 
chair. 

THE STAR DEPTHS 

Mr. Richard A. Proctor, lion, secretary It A S., began his 
second lecture, on Saturday last, by stating that, until quite 


recently, the inferences based by astronomers on the estimates 
of star distances related to the quantity of light given out by 
the stars. They were quite sure that our sun, placed where the 
nearest fixed star is, would shine only ns a low first-magnitude 
star, and that thus the stars are clearly comparable with our 
sun in brightness. But it was not quite so clear that in bulk 
and mass also the stars are like onr sun. Dr. Whewell, indeed, 
in his "Plurality of Worlds," distinctly challenged the in¬ 
ferences of astronomers as to the real nature of the stars, say¬ 
ing that the stars might be mere lights, however splendid, and 
not, like the sun, vast orbs capable of ruling schemes of de¬ 
pendent worlds by their attraction nnd of supplying the heat 
necessary for the wants of living creatures. Spectroscopic 
astronomy had, however, met this argument It had shown 
that the stars are bodies glowingjwith intensity of heat; that 
their light, like the bud’s, passes through wonderfully complex 
atmospheres iu which many peculiar elements—iron, sodinm, 
hydrogen, and others—are present in the form of vapour. Mr. 
Proctor then adduced the observations of Dr. Huggins, 
exhibiting the spectrum of Aldebaran, Sirius, and others, 
and compared them with the more widely ranging 
but less exact researches of Father Secchi, at Borne. 
He also pointed out how we can recognise amid the. star 
depths a variety of structure with'a general unity of design. 
Precisely as there are stars which are larger or smaller than 
the sun, so there are star-suns whose light shines,through 
more or less complex atmospheres. In illustration of this part 
of his lecture, Mr. Proctor exhibited upon the screen some of 
the photographs taken during the recent eclipse, remarking 
that, without doubt, each one of the stars is surrounded by a 
corona as remarkable in structure as that whioh encircles our 
own sun. He then passed to ihe consideration of the double 
Btars, and of the variety of arrangement among such systems, 
as well in distribution as in colour. 


Mr. Edward B. Tylor, F.B.8., will, on Tuesday next, 
commence a course of six lectures on the Development of 
Belief and Custom among the Lower Races of Mankind. 

The discourse at the evening meeting on Friday, May 3, 
will be .given by Mr. William Spottiswoode, Treas R.8. and 
R.I., on the Optical Phenomena produced by Crystals sub¬ 
mitted to Circularly Polarised Light. 


MUSIC. 

ROYAL ITALIAN OPERA. 

A obange in the arrangements, deferring the ddbnt of 
Madame Saar, leaves us little to record of this establishment, 
at which repetition performances have chiefly prevailed since 
onr last‘not ice. On Monday Madame Pauline Lucca resumed 
the character of Margbcrita in “Faust" with all her wonted 
dramatic and vocal power ; andjSignor Kicclini, as the hero 
thereof, maintained, if he did not enhance, the favourable im¬ 
pression which be had previously made by his performances, 
already commented on,in "Lea Huguenots "and “ La Favorita.” 

On Tuesday “Le Nozze di Figaro” displayed. Madame 
Lucca's powers in musics! comedy—the repetition of her.well- 
known representation of tho Page. Cherubino, having been 
characterised by all its former vocal charm and dramatic 
humour. The cast iu both the last-named performances was 
the same as heretofore, with the exception of the appearance 
of Signor Caravoglia as Valentino and the Count, 

'The first of this year’s concerts given in the Floral Hall, 
adjoining the Royal Italian Opera House, took place on Satur¬ 
day afternoon, when most of the great singers of Mr. Gyq’s 
establishment contributed to the per form ance^of a long and 
varied programme, the details of whioh, are too familiar to 
need specification. Mdlle. Albani sang, although still suffer¬ 
ing from tho indisposition whioh baa recently interfered with 
her Btage appearances. Sir J. Benedict and Signori Vianesi and 
Bevignani.werejthe conductors. 

HER MAJESTY'S OPERA. 

Here also the performances have consisted chiefly of repe¬ 
titions of operas cast ns recently noticed, including “ La Snn- 
nambnla" and “La Figlia del Reggimento,” with Mdlle. 
Mariinon as the heroine in each. On Monday "Semiramide” 
was given, the work with which Rossini’s Italian career closed, 
in 1823, and which, like all his previous productions, was far 
transcended by his grand French opera “ Guillaume Tell,” 
brought out at Paris six years later. The value of Mndame 
Trebelli-Bettini's rich quality of voice and fluent vocalisation 
is especially evidenced in the florid music of Arsace in 
-- Semiramide," which was again given by the'singer with the 
same charm as in previous seasons, especially in her cavatina 
“ Ah ! quel giorno," and in the two duets “ Bella imago,” with 
Assur, and “ Ebben a te ferisoi,” with Semiramide. The last- 
named character was sustained by Mdlle. Titiens, as on? many 
former occasions, with a grandeur of declamation and a tragic 
passion which are now rare on the opera stage. In the duet 
already mentioned, in Semiramide's bravura air “ Bel raggio,” 
and injother instances, the'great singer and actress were again 
apparent. Signor Agnesi's Assur was again a valuable feature 
Tn‘ tho cast, which included, also as before, the effloient.'co¬ 
operation of Signor Foli as Oroe, Signor Binaldini as Idreno, 
and SignorjCasaboni as the spectre of Nino. 


The sixteenth series of Saturday Afternoon Concerts at the 
Crystal Palace closed last week with 'the twenty-sixth per¬ 
formance, the programme of which was well worthy of the 
occasion. Beethoven's ninth and last symphony, that in which 
he devoted the final movement to a setting of Schiller's “Ode 
to Joy," was very finely given, especially in its orchestral por¬ 
tions. The enormous difficulties of the vocal writing, both for 
boIo singers and choristers, were encountered with more than 
ordinary success by Madame Lemmens-Sherrington, Miss Julia 
Elton, Mr. Cummings, Mr. Lewis Thomas, and the Crystal 
Palace choir. The graceful cantata, “Spring's Message 
(“ Frflhlings-Botochaft ”), by Niels Gade, was given for the 
first time here. It is written entirely for ohorns and orches¬ 
tra ; and, although not possessing so much individuality of 
style as many other of the composer's works, has sufficient 
grace and beauty to render it welcome. The orchestral details 
show the skilled hand of one who has earned a special reputa¬ 
tion by his symphonies, the first of his eight works of this 
kind having gained the warm approval and friendship of 
Mendelssohn, traces of whose influences aie observable in the 
cantata now referred to. A young violoncellist—M. Cros St 
Ange—made a very successful first appearance in a long, dry, 
and uninteresting solo by Golterroann, in which the player 
manifested great powers of execution and a clear nnd 
liqnid tone. The concert commenced with Mendelssohn's 
overture to the operetta, “ Son and StraDger," and included 
vocal solos by the singers mentioned above. The usual sup¬ 
plemental concert wifi be givenjto-day for the benefit of Mr. 
Manns, the conductor. 

The twenty-first season of the New Philharmonic concerts 
commenced last week with a programme that was especially 


atrong in its instrumental features, having included Wagner's 
overture to his “ Der Fliegende Hollander," Mendelssohn’s 
“ Reformation Symphony,” a concerto for the violin, and one 
for the pianoforte. The symphony, notwithstanding its great 
and many beauties, and the excellence of the orchestra, con¬ 
ducted by Dr. Wylde, was far less effective than usual. One 
of the most successful performances of the evening was that 
of Mozart's violin concerto in D—a comparatively early work, 
belonging to the yenr 1775, full of interest and beauty, 
especially in its melodious middle movement, a charming 
“Andante,” which was particularly applauded; the other 
portions having also elicited strong manifestations of pleasure. 
The close of the concerto was followed by two reoalls of the 
player, Madame Camilla Urso, whose playing exhibited a 
fine quality of tone, taste and expression, and highly cul¬ 
tivated mechanism, whioh latter was especially displayed in 
the'introduced elaborate caiiiienzas. Another effective per¬ 
formance was that of Signor Rendano, a young pianist, who 
executed Chopin's second concerto with such power in the 
bravura passages, and so much grace and refinement in the 
more delicate portions, as to render the excessive dif¬ 
ficulties and somewhat laboured style of the work 
more attractive than usual. This artist was also 
greatly and deservedly applauded. Mdlle. Sessi, who was the 
vocalist, gave the scena from “Der Freischiitz" with great 
success, but was seized with sudden indisposition on attempt¬ 
ing to comply with an encore of a value aria by Mattei. 

Mr. Sims Reeves’s annual concert drew a crowded audience 
to St. James’s Hall on Monday evening, when the eminent 
tenor sang several of liis most popular pieces, with the usual 
result of tremendous applause aud attempts to encore each. 
That grand piece of declamation from Handel’s “Samson,” 
“ Total Eclipse," Biumentlial’s song “ The Message,’’ Sullivan’s 
“ Once Again.” and Brahain's “ Death of Nelson ” were given 
with that admirable appreciation of their different styles which 
is one of the many high merits of Mr. Reeves’B singing. Other 
interesting vocal performances were contributed by Mdlle. 
Marimon, Misses Edith Wynne, Blanche Cole, and D’Alton, 
Madame Patey, Messrs. E. Lloyd and Maybrick ; and M. Gustav 
Pradeau made a successful first appearance here as a pianist, 
bid execu tion of two solos having met with great applause and 
an encore. 

The annual concert of Mr. Austin, the efficient and cour¬ 
teous manager of St. James's Hall, took place on Thursday 
•week, when, although Mdlle. Sessi and Mr. Sims Reeves were 
absent on account of illness, many other eminent artiste con¬ 
tributed to an interesting and attractive entertainment. 
Sir J. Benedict conducted. 

The annual concert of Miss Helen Hogarth (Mrs. R. C. 
Roney) was held on Saturday afternoon at the Hanover- 
square Rooms ; and, notwithstanding the absence, from indis¬ 
position, of two popular vocalists, the programme and its 
performance were of such high interest as to satisfy all 
reasonable expectations. Besides other singers, more or less 
known, Miss Edith Wynne, Madame Patey, Misses J. Sher¬ 
rington, D’Alton, Poyntz, and R. Doria gave effeot to a varied 
selection of vocal music. There were also some excellent 
instrumental performances—Mendelssohn s pianoforte trio, by 
Mr. Coenen, Mr. Val Nicholson, and Mr. Edward Howell, the 
latter of whom also displayed his fine tone, style, and execution 
in two pieces for the violoncello, solo. Signor Tito Mattei 
played some of his own compositions with brilliant effeot; 
and that risiDg young pianist Miss Linda Scates played 
effectively two solo pieces. Miss Georgina Weil also played 
a pianoforte piece ; Mr. "Val Nicholson a violin solo; and 
Mr. John Thomas exhibited his well-known skill as a harpist 
by a fantasia on his instrument 

The presentation of the scroll containing the list of sub¬ 
scribers to the Bennett testimonial took place yesterday 
(Friday) week. The testimonial has taken the shape of an 
endowment of a biennial male scholarship in the Royal 
Academy of Music—of whioh Sir W. Sterndale Bennett is Prin¬ 
cipal—and of an annual prize to a female student of that in¬ 
stitution. On the occasion referred to, the Attorney-General 
presided, and made the presentation in an excellent and ap¬ 
propriate speech, which was briefly acknowledged by Sir 
Sterndale Bennett, other speeches having been made by Mr. 
G. and Mr. W. Maofarren, Mr. H. Leslie, and Mr J. Hullah. 
Sir W. Sterndale Bennett's overture “The Naiades” was ad- 
mirably played by the Philharmonic band, conducted by Mr. 
CusiDs, and two of the composer's part-songs were sung by the 
excellent choir of Mr. H. Leslie, who directed them. The 
occasion was altogether one of rare interest, and attracted a 
large gathering that completely filled the great room of 

St. James's Hall.-The scholarship was competed for on 

Saturday last, at the Royal Academy of Music, in Tenterden- 
Btreet, Hanover-square. The results were as follow :—Master 
Tobias Matthay (elected) ; Mr. Walter Fitton, Mr. G. F. 
Hatton, and Mr. Joseph Ridgwsy, highly commended. 

A banquet was given, at the Albion Tavern, last week, to 
celebrate the recent knighthood of Sir John Goss—Mr. W. H. 
Gladstone, M.P., in the chair. 


THE THEATRES, 

A new burlesque, entitled “The Last of the Barons,” has been 
produced, with great success, at the little theatre in the 
Strand, where in general a company is formed peculiarly 
adapted for the performance of extravaganza. In such cases 
as that before ns, where an historical and romantic association 
is invoked, the writer specially arranges his materials so as 
to make them distort both the history and the romance to 
which they allude, nnd that to such an extent that the dis¬ 
tortion not only caricatures, but falsifies, both fact and fiction. 
Mr. DuTerreaux has employed his privilege, and has presented 
his public with a work in which English words and English 
incidents are tortured so as to serve secondary purposes that 
happen to be within the scope of the author’s purpose. 
Extravagance has been successfully aimed at. and the ridi¬ 
culous found in the most unlikely allusions. Song and dance 
lend their aid, and the result is a great spectacular success. 
Five scenes serve to dispose the action within the number of 
compartments which burlesque-writers appear to regard aa 
legitimate, an arrangement which gives them the chance of 
more thas one climax The Tower of London, a chamber in 
the same, Clerkcnwell-green, Westminster Palace, and the 
battle-field at Barnet. Suoh are the localities. All manner 
of anomalies and anachronisms are enacted in them ; the old 
and the new are curiously blended, eccentric impersonations 
combine the vulgar and heroic, and political satire is disguised 
in apparent absurdities, provoking a laugh in an audience dis 
posed to be merry where the grave statesman would knit 
his brow and stultify himself with anxious meditation. 
The topics of the day ore indeed treated in a scene 
between Sir Marmaduke Neville (Miss Emma Cham¬ 
bers) and Lord Hastings (Mies Amy Sheridan). The 
duet in which this task is accomplished is lively and 
effective. The revolutionary gathering on Clerkenwcll-grcen 
sffmds opportunity for tbe display of ancient eporte and 
pastimes ; and some picturesque groups, as well as many 
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bustling changes, are the result. The King-maker, Warwick, 
disguised as a dancing bear (Mr. Atkins), arrives, and, after 
nearly causing a row, withdraws, to get drunk with King 
Edward (Mr. E. Terry), in Westminster Palace, and sing no 
end of ditties, until they resolve to retire in a “ Go-to-bed 
Chorus." The final battle is fiercely fought, though the 
weapons used, such as toasting-forks, umbrellas, and bellows, 
are scarcely appropriate. Mr. Du Tcrraux had reason to be 
satisfied with the reception accorded, and had to bow his 
acknowledgments before the ourtain. 

We have also to report that at the Queen’s Knowles’s great 
tragedy of “Virginias ” has been performed, and is designed 
to alternate with that of “ Cymbeline." Mr. Ryder, aa the 
father, aotB with much energy and judgment, and Miss Hodson 
is one of the most interesting of Virginias. Mr. Heury 
Marston as Siooius Dentatus showed how advantageous it is 
to seek for such parts the interpretation of experienced actors. 
Nothing could have been finer or truer. 

Mr. Creswick has returned from America, and appeared at 
the Surrey, on Saturday, in the part of Hamlet. He played 
with great earnestness and sincerity, and deserved the applause 
with which he was greeted. His engagement is only for a 
limited number of nights. 


OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 

T1IE EX-BISHOP OF ST. ASAPH. 

The Right Rev. Thomas Vowler Short, D.D., late Bishop of 
St. Asaph, died recently. He was bom Sept. 16, 1790, son of 
the Ven.William Short, Archdeacon of Cornwall, by Elizabeth, 
his wife, daughter of the Rev. Tilliman Hodgkinaon, Rector 
of Sarsden. Elucated at Westminster, and at Christ Church, 
Oxford (where he was contemporary with Dean Milman, 
Bishop Hampden, Dr. Arnold, and other celebrities). He 
took his B.A. degree in 1812, was ordained, and shortly 
afterwards made Censor and Tutor of Christ Church and 
Curate of Cowley. He was for two years a publio exa¬ 
miner in his University, and in 1821 was appointed Oxford 
Preacher at the Chapel Royal, Whitehall. He subsequently 
became Rector of Stockleigh Pomeroy, in 1823 ; Rector 
of Kingsworthy, near Winchester, in 1826 ; and Rector of 
St. George’s, Bloomsbury, in 1834. He was consecrated, in 
1841, to the Bishopric of Sodor and Man, and was translated, 
in 1846, to that of St. Asaph, from which he retired in 1869. 
His Lordship was the author of several theological and other 
works ; amongst others, of “ Sermons on Some of the Funda¬ 
mental Truths of Christianity,” ‘‘Sketch of the History of the 
Church of England to the Revolution,” ko. He married, Feb. 
26, 1833, Mary, daughter of Charles Davies, Esq , and widow of 
the Rev. John Josias Conybeare ; but had no issue. 

MB. SINGLETON, OF ACLABE. 

Henry Corbet Singleton, Esq., of Aclare, in the county of 
Meath, died on the 16th inst., at 27, Lower Baggot-street, 
Dublin. He was bom Deo. 27, 1806, the eldest son of Francis 
Corbet, Esq., of Aclare (who assumed by Royal license, 1820, 
the surname of Singleton, in compliance w r ith the will of his 
great-granduncle, the Right Hon. Henry Singleton, Lord Chief 
Justice of the Common Pleas, Ireland), by Frances, his wife, 
daughter of Joseph Deane, Esq., M.P. of Terennre, in the 
county of Dublin. Mr. Singleton was formerly in the 7th 
Dragoon Guards, and was a magistrate and Deputy Lieutenant 
for Meath, for which county he was High Sheriff in 1842. He 
married, Sept. 7, 1833, Jane Perceval Compton, youngest 
daughter of the late General William Loftns, and had five sons 
and four daughters : his eldest son is Captain Henry Corbet 
Singleton, 30th Regiment. 

THE BEV. H. BELLAIBS. 

The Rev. H. Bellairs, one of the Trafalgar veterans, died, on 
the 17th inst., in his eighty-second year, at his residence near 
Torquay. He was the third Bon of A. Walford Bellairs, Esq., 
Uffington, in the county of Lincoln, descended from the 
Bellars of Kirkley Bellars, in the oounty of Leicester, seated 
there early in the twelfth century. At the age of thirteen he 
entered the Navy, as midshipman, on board H.M.S. Spartiate, 
and was present, and twice wounded, at Trafalgar, for which he 
received a sword from the Patriotio Fund and a medal from 
the Sovereign. He and his brother, the late Sir William 
Bellairs, afterwards held commissions in the 16th Hussars ; 
and subsequently he entered holy orders, and became Hector of 
Bedworth, in the county of Warwick, Vicar of Iiunsingore, in 
the county of York, Hon. Canon of Worcester Cathedral, and 
one of the oldest magistrate for the county of Warwick. He 
married, May 30, 1811, Dorothy, youngest daughter (and co¬ 
heir with Mary, first wife of Field-Marshal the Earl of 
Strafford, and "Sarah, wife of Captain Carmichael, 8th 
Dragoons) of Peter Mackenzie, Esq., of Grove House, Mid¬ 
dlesex. by whom he leaves a large family, the eldest of whom 
is the Rev. Henry Walford Bellairs, Vicar of Nuneaton. 

MB. WESTMACOTT. 

Mr. Richard Westmacott, R A, the sculptor, died on the 
19th inst. He was the eldest son of the late -Sir Richard 
Westmacott, II.A., and was born in London in 1799. In 1820 
he went to Italy, and Btudied there six years ; not, however, 
under a master. He first exnibited at the Royal Academy in 
1827 ; he was elected an Associate in 1838, and full member 
in 1849. Amongst his best ideal works arc The Cymbal- 
Player ” (1832), in the Duke of Devonshire’s collection ; 
‘‘Venus and Abcanins ” and "Venus Instructing Cupid,” 
alto-relievos, in Lord Ellesmere's gallery j ■* Paolo and 
Francesca" (1838), an alto-relievo, in Lord Lansdowne's 
possession ; "Blue Bell ”(1836) and “The Butterfly" (1838) 
graceful bas-reliefs in Lord Ellesmere’s collection. The 
sculptor excelled in religious and monumental works. Among 
the best examples are the “ Angel Watching,” part of a large 
monumental group to the Ashburton family (1842) ; “Go and 
Sin No More ” (1860) ; the recumbent monumental figure of 
the Archbishop of Canterbury (i860), in Canterbury Cathedral; 
and one of the late Earl Hardwick, at Wimpole. He was 
almost exclusively engaged on monumental works and busts 
during the latter part of hia career as a working sculptor ; but 
for many years before his death Mr. Westmacott employed 
much of hia time in teaching the theory of his art by lectures 
and writings. Muny of his lectures have been published. The 
tendency of all his teaching was to maintain the superiority of 
the classical style, which also he followed in practice. Mr. 
Westmacott's death will leave a perceptible blank in the 
London art-world, and hia loss will be deplored by a large 
circle of friends Mr. J. Sherwood Westmacott, the sculptor, 
s a cousin of the deceased. 


Mrs. Ann Gilchrist died at Canterbury, yesterday week, at 
the advanced age of 102 years and four months. She retained 
her mental faculties up to the last.

“ STEALING AWAY.” 

It is the opinion of many nn English gentleman that, if you 
search the world over, you will nowhere fall in with bo fine a 
sport, in aDy and every particular, as foxhunting, from find to 
finish. For true, unalloyed, health-giving pleasure, he will say it 
excels every other pastime. To illustrate the high opinion which 
George III. entertained of this noble pursuit, we may cite an 
observation made by his Majesty at a review of the Windsor 
Forest Yeomanry Cavalry. Calling the attention of Princess 
Mary to the corps, the good-humoured Monarch exclaimed, 
“ Fine fellows, fine fellows! eh ? How do yon like them ? 
Fine fellows, noble fellows I eh ? Fnxhunters 1 foxhunters, 
every man of them 1 ” What greater compliment could have 
been paid to foxhunting, or more expressive of real approba¬ 
tion? Shakspeare, Milton, and Pope, as well as Somerville 
and other English poets, have eulogised the chase; but few 
have done more justice to it than Mathew Green, a writer not 
generally known, and one to Whom that surly lexicographer 
Doctor Johnson churlishly refused a place among the British 
poets. In his “ Remedies for Spleen ” the following lines 
occur:—

The will of General Sir James Archibald nope, G.C.B., Colonel 
of the 9th Foot, late of Belgowan House, Cheltenham, waa 
proved at Gloucester, under £18,UK) personalty, by Edward 
Thomas Brydges, Esq., of Cheltenham, the acting executor, 
power being reserved to .Tames Wilhelm Pyle. Esq., of Barnes, 
the other executor. The will and codicil are dated 1866, and 
the gallant General died at Belgowan House onDec. 30 last, 
aged eighty-five. He leaves his residence and furniture to hia 
wife, Lady Christiana Elizabeth Hope, together with an annuity 
of £160 and a life interest in the residue of his property, which, 
at her Ladyship’s decease, will devolve to their children, for 
whom the testator has also made a provision. 

The will of Daniel Cave, Esq , J.P , late of Cleve Hill, 
Gloucestershire, was proved, on the 28th ult, under £400,000 
personalty, by his eons, the Bight Hon. Stephen Cave, P.C., 
M.P., and Charles Daniel Cave, Esq , M.A., the joint acting 
executors. The will is dated May 19, 1869, with two codicils, 
Jan. 11 and Feb. 29, 1872 ; and the testator died on the 19th 
ult., at the age of eighty-two. He leaves to hia wife his re¬ 
sidence and un annuity of £600 beyond nil other provision. 
He bequeaths to his son Charles Daniel Cave legacies amount¬ 
ing to £82,000. He leaveB to each of his unmarried daughters 
£10,000 and £600 a year; to several of his grandchildren £600 
each, free. His freehold and landed estates in the counties of 
Gloucester, Somerset, Devon, and elsewhere he devises to his 
said son Stephen, whom he appoints residuary legatee of his 
personal estate. 

The will of William Shawe, Esq , late of Preston, who died 
on Jan. 20 last, in his ninetieth year, was proved at Lancaster, 
under £200.000 personalty, by his nephew Town ley Rigby 
Knowles, Esq., and Joseph Briggs Dickson, Esq. To the latter 
he leaves a legacy of £200.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 

The circumstances of Parliament have been for several days 
most interesting and engrossing, though the overt signs of an 
alleged Ministerial crisis in the House itself have been few. 
The outward and visible marks of such a presumed event 
mainly consisted of large gatherings of members very early 
and very late, a tendency to move about, to run in and out of 
the House, a propensity to cheer and to laugh vociferously on 
the slightest provocation, and continuous inaudible inter¬ 
communication individually and in groups between gentlemen 
of nil creeds and classes. Everyono knows that on Monday 
afternoon there was hot statement that the Ministry were to 
be beaten on Mr. Fawcett's Dublin University Bill, and 
it was asserted that Mr. Gladstone hail signified that ia 
such a case he would resign; and the threat wa3 
made more awful still by an additional intimation that 
he would also retire from publio life. What wa3 the etfect of 
this announcement on those recalcitrant members of the 
Liberal party who had intended to vote against him, who shall 
tav 1 The least accustomed spectator of the House on that 
evening would have noted the existence of excitement, and 
the more habituated and watchful might have marked little 
episodes whioh were not without significance. Principal 
amongst these was tho appearance of Mr. Bright for the third 
time this Session. He came in very early, and sat in his usual 
out of-office plnce on the second bench below the gangway. 
I’retci tly to him came Mr. Glyn, and an earnest conversation 
entutd. Shortly after Mr. Bright crossed over to th: 
Treasury Bench, where Mr. Gladstone sat almost alone 
and a long conference took place between them. I 
might have been fancied that the expression of Mr 
Bright/, countenance was stern at first, but that it gradually 
relaxed, and was, by the tipie the interview concluded, sym 
pathetic. There had already been a report that Mr. Bright 
intended to speak, in the crucial debate, iu favour of the 
Government; and after this colloquy, conjecture, whioh de¬ 
veloped itself like certainty, was rifo that that gentleman’ > 
influence would be exercised to lure back the truant Libera' 
members. What is certain is, that—like Mr. Weller’s coach, 
containing a number of voters whose presence was undesirable 
by a particular party at an election, which did happen to bs 
upset at a spot where it was suggested that it might do so— 
there did shortly after come about a change in the spirit 
-of affairs. First, it was known that the Government 
in a minority would not come to pass at all ; next, that they 
were to have a fair majority; and, last, in a certain 
eventuality, which was next to a certainty, a very large one; 
particularly as a body of malcontent Opposition members, who 
ait below the gangway, were understood to have resolved to 
do nothing to put Mr. Disraeli into office. Monday night 
closed hojiefully; but on Tuesday there were considerable 
excitement and much swaying to and fro of opinion. At 
length it became nearly known that the Liberal party hal 
closed its ranks, leaving outside only Mr. Fawoott and hapless 
Dr. Lyon Playfair, who, his name being on the back of the bill, 
was obliged to vote for it; thus finding himself, as it were, 
excluded from comity with his representative brethren frjm 
Scotland. There were rumours of a coming irregular ex¬ 
plosion by Mr. Fawcett; and when he camo in, about the hour 
named for his avatar, he was closely followed by Dr. Lyon 
Playfair, with marks of deep anxiety on his countenance, 
who eat next to Mr. Fawcett, and always in such apposition as 
“ to fix him with his glittering eye.” However, time—owing 
to the intervention of other matters before the Dublin Uni¬ 
versity Bill could come on—operated on the fiery intent of Mr. 
Fawcett; and he was probnbly saved from being placed in tho 
ridiculous position of contending against the Government, 
with only Dr. Playfair, mournful and protesting, and Mr. 
Plunkeu (the third promoter of the measure) laughingly sup¬ 
porting him. However afterwards Mr. Fawoett may have tried 
to stir up its embers, the Ministerial crisis may be said to have 
-died out. 

A few desultory mentions of more or less personal episodes 
may be made. Thus be it said, that on that memorable occa¬ 
sion, on the Ballot Bill, when Mr. Vernon Harcourt was in¬ 
strumental in inflicting a third defeat on the Government 
within a few days, for two of whioh he was personally re¬ 
sponsible, without question he made the most able speech he 
has ever delivered. Its variety was infinite; but its chief 
feature was its banter, its sharp but polished sarcasm, and its 
effective allocation of language and antithesis, it was, if at 
all, marred only by too deliberate a delivery, which inevitably 
suggested elaborate preparation, and a careful nicety that 
every word should fall into its proper place, and every cadence 
of the voice shonld be appropriate, so that the speech was 
utterly deficient in that great element of oratory—the 
appenrance of spontaneity. A considerable impression was made 
on that occasion by the circumstance of .Sir George Grey's ' 
declaring against the Ministry, but some deduction was made I 
on account of the sort of judicial position which Sir George 
holds in the House. But there was astonishment when Mr. 
Childers rose, and without any sign of that pang whioh men 
arc supposed to feel when they ore sacrificing their personal i 
feedings to their duty, intimated that he, too, should vote 
against the Government to which he bad recently belonged. 
There was, ns it were, in the atmosphere a pervading inquiry, 
comprehended in the single word—Why ? Seldom has Mr 
Henry James (who, always able and effective, is generally 
didactic and almost pedantic when bespeaks) been so warm and 
animated when standing up for the Ministry. Perhaps he was 
unconsciously under the influence of a desire to show how 
he would have helped Mr. Forstsr in the conduct of : 
the Ballot Bill if he had been Solicitor General instead of Sir 
George Jc-ssel, whoselumlteringand blundering have been such 
that he has been flouted for unreadiness and incapacity even 
by such a critic ns Mr. Frauds Powell. There comes over 
habitual spectators of the proceedings of the House a seats of 
pathos when Mr. Glyn appears on the wrong side of the 
“telltrs” when a division is announced; but he did not now 
seem to nsk: fox condolence, inasmuch as nothing could bn 
more complete than the cheerfulness of countenance and 
assurance of manner which he exhibited on those thrc9 occa¬ 
sions of defeat, in the declarations of which he had to take a part. 

There is a falling away in the quality of an annual treat 
which the House has been offered during the present Par¬ 
liament; for Mr. Delohunty, the quaint, the eccentric, tho 
grotesque, tho irrepressible denouncer of one-pound notes as 
the cause of the slowness of Irish progress, was this year down¬ 
right dull. In truth, odd ns it may appear, Mr. Baxter was 
more amusing, and he was very daring in the outlet of his 
ideas on paper currency, so much so as to alarm the philomphical 
banking notions of Sir John Lubbock; while Mr. M‘ Fie, who 
is the moat unconscious humourist in the House, and who is 
always greeted with an uproar of welcome when he rises—the 
hope being that he will soy something particularly curioim, if 
not nearly absurd—this time was in his highest vein, and spoke 
as if he were appealing to high Heaveu when he was pro¬ 
pounding a theory that the prosperity of Ireland would be 
promoted by the tormaiion of a steam-ferry between Ulster 
and the High lands of Scotland, and by some mysterious mani¬ 
pulation of the patent laws. 


PARLIAMENT. 

HOUSE OF LOBDS. 

Iu a short sitting, yesterday week, the report on the Prayer- 
Book (Shortened Services) Bill was received, the title of the 
measure being changed to the Act of Uniformity Amendment 
Bill of 1872; the Bishops’ Resignation Act Perpetuation Bill 
was rend the second time; and the Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
Trusts Bill was withdrawn by the Marquis of Salisbury. The 
Breadalb&ue peerage claim was, on the motion of Lord 
Bedesdale, appointed to he heard on May 7. 

On Monday Lord Oranmore brought forward tho subject of 
the correspondence between the English Government and that 
of the United States relative to the presentation of the counter- 
cases at Geneva, and said that the course taken by the Ministry 
was humiliating. The proceedings were earnestly defended by 
Lord Granville, who denied that there had been any truckling 
to the representatives of America. The Earl of Lauderdale 
was informed that steps were being taken, consequent on the 
report of the Megtcrn Commission, by which the security of 
ships sent on long voyages would be better seenred. 

In accordance with notice, the Duke of Richmond, on Tues¬ 
day. inquired whether the Government were prepare! to give 
an assurance that no further steps shonld be taken before the 
Geneva Tribunal until the indirect claims ware withdrawn 
or abandoned. Lord Granville replied that, in the opinion 
of the Government, it would not be for the publio interest, 
to make any declaration of their intention with respect to tho 
oourse of the arbitration until they were made aware of tho 
manner in which the United States Government iatondel 
to deal with the despatch of March 20, the answer to which 
left America last week. Her Majesty's Government had not 
the slightest doubt that they would receive the support of 
Parliament in maintaining their position ; bat they believed 
that any interference nt this stage would weaken that position. 
The Royal assent was given by Commission to several mea¬ 
sures, and the Society of Friends’ Marriage Bill and the bill 
for perpetuating the Bishops’ Resignation Act were real tho 
third time and passed. 

Their Lordships were occupied during the greater part of 
their sitting on Thursday with the consideration of the Prison 
Ministers Bill, the second reading of which was ultimately 
carried by a majority of 58 to 22. 

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Yesterday week Sir. Miall named Friday, May 17. for pro¬ 
posing his motion relating to the revenues and property of the 
Established Church in England. Mr. T„ Hughes drew 
attention to the civil war in Cuba, to induco the Government 
to press upon Spain a fulfilment of treaty obligations long 
neglected. He said that a new slave trade had been set ap in 
Cuba. Sir F. Goldsmid called attention to the continued ill- 
treatment of the Jews in Koumania ; after which the House 
went into Committee of Supply on the N'aval Estimates, and 
the following votes were agreed to :—Victuals and clothing, 
£1,062,269; scientific branch, £72,711 ; martial law and law 
charges, £16,110 ; miscellaneous services, £111,297. 

Lord Elcho elicited from Mr.Cardwell,on Monday, that the 
autumn military mameuvres would, this year, commence on 
Ang. 31 on Salisbury Plain, and that the forces to take part in them 
would be drawn from each of the three kingdoms. Soon after 
the House went into Committee on the Ballot Bill, Mr.'Bright 
took his seat upon the Treasury bench, and remained for ssme 
time in conversation with the Prime Minister. The fifth, 
sixth, and seventh, clauses having been agreed to, the first 
division was taken on a proposal by Mr. Graves to permit 
sailors and pilots compelled to go to sea between the day of 
nomination and that of the poll to deposit their ballot-papers 
with the returning officer before their departure. The 
amendment was supported by the representatives of many 
maritime boroughs’, but, being opposed by Mr. Forster, 
was rejected by a majority of 87. After this de¬ 
cision the progress of the bill was steady aud easy 
until the twelfth clause was reached. Mr. Ward Hunt 
moved the omission of this section, which provides that no 
person shall, in any legal proceeding to qnestion an election, be 
required, or even without his consent be asked, to state for 
whom he has voted ; but, upon a division, he was defeated by 
a majority of 102. Upon the sixteenth clause there was a pro¬ 
longed discussion as to the provision of polling-places in Scot¬ 
land, but in the end the proposal of the Government to main¬ 
tain things as they are in that respeot was carried by a 
majority of 65—an amendment proposed by Mr. Gordon being 
rejected by 155 to 90. An amendment moved by Mr. Bruen, 
oh the eighteenth clause, with reference to the multiplica¬ 
tion of polling-places in Ireland, was rejected by 83, and. 
while the section was still under disenssioo, progress was re¬ 
ported. The House then went into Committee upon tho 
Pacific Islanders' Protection Bill, the consideration of which 
occupied some time. 

On Tuesday Mr. G. Hardy, in the absence of Mr. Disraeli, 
asked whether her Majesty’s Government were prepare! to 
give the House an assnranco that further proceedings in the 
arbitration at Geneva would be suspended unless the indirect 
claims were abandoned or withdrawn by the Government of 
the United States ; to whioh Mr. Gladstone male substantially 
the same reply ns Lord Granville did in the Upper House. Mr. 
Hardy then gave notice that it was the intention of Mr. 
Disraeli to take an early opportunity to ask the opinion of the 
House on the subject. Mr. Xewdegate, after some discussion 
obtained leave to bring in a hill for the appointment of a Com¬ 
mission to inquire into tho increase and character of monastic 
and conventual institutions. Mr. Candlish then moved for 
leave to introduce a bill to repeal the twenty-fifth clause of the 
Elementary Education Act of 1870, authorising school boards to 
pay the whole or any part of the school fees payable at any 
public elementary school by any child resident in the district 
whose parents were unable from poverty to pay them. The 
motion led to a long debate, and a division was taken, when 
there appeared for the motion 115 ; against it, 316. 

Mr. Fawcett, on Wednesday, asked whether, as it had been 
authoritatively stated that the decision of the House on the 
Marquis of H&rtington’s instruction to the Committee on the 
Dublin University Tests Bill would be regarded as a vote of 
confidence, Ministers were prepared, according to usage, to 
fix a day for its consideration. Mr. Gladstone replied that the 
Government were not disposed to look at the question as one 
of confidence, so as on that account to interrupt the progress 
of public business. The real position of the matter was this, 
that he felt hound to declare that the adoption of tho bill 
would place the Government in such a condition that it would 
be totally impossible for them to ask the House to allow them 
to redeem the pledges on the subject of education in Ireland 
which they gave to the country at the end of 1868; and, if 
they were placed in that position, they could not continue, 
with credit to themselves or advantage to the country, to be 
| responsible for the conduct of public affairs. He was prepared 
to consult the wishes of the House as to giving an opportunity 
for discussing the bill, but he could not hold out any prospect 
of being able to do so at what his hon. friend would consider 
; an early day. On receiving this answer. Mr. Fawcett gave 
notice that, with the view of obtaining from the right hon. 


gentleman a more definite reply, he would, on Thursday, move 
the adjournment of the Hoase. In moving that the Religious 
Disabilities Bill be read a second time, Sir (!. O'Loghlen ex¬ 
plained that its object was so to alter the Roman Catholic 
Relief Act of 1829 that the offices of Lord Chancellor of Eng¬ 
land and of Lord Lieutenant of Ireland might be thrown open 
to Roman Catholics and Jews. A debate followed, and at 
twenty minutes to six Sir C. O’Loghlen commenced his reply, 
which he continued tilL the hand on the dial pointed to a 
quarter to six, when the debate was perforce adjourned tint 
dip. Mr. Straight introduced a bill authorising the punish¬ 
ment of the lash for certain offences again? women aud 
children. 

On Thursday Mr. Fawcett, in a very crowded house, oalled 
attention to the position of the Dublin University Bill, and 
the conduct of the Government in respect to it. When he 
had introduced this bill last Session he was informed by tho 
Government that the measure tv as of too much importance to 
be considered at the late period in which it came before it; 
that they were, however, in favour of its principle, aud if the 
hill were presented to the House at an early period of the next 
Session they would be prepared cither to support it or to intro¬ 
duce a measure of .their own on the subject. Acting, there¬ 
fore, upon that EuggeBiion, he introduced his bill early in the 
present Session. The Government supported its second read¬ 
ing ; but, instead of aiding him in its further progress, 
they took the extraordinary and inconsistent course 
of throwing' every obstacle in his way, and of saying 
that if he succeeded in carrying his measure they would view 
it ns a want of confidence, nnd would resign their offices in the 
Government. He appealed to the House if this proceeding of 
the Government was not unprecedented in the political annuls 
of this country. If the Government were willing to give hint 
a day for the f arther consideration of his bill, so as to afford a 
reasonable hope that it wculd pass the House that Session, he 
and the ether promoters-of the measure would be perfectly 
satisfied. He concluded by moving the adjournment of the 
House. Dr. Lyon Playfair seconded the motion. Mr. Bouverte 
c« nsidered that the course taken by the Government iu respeto 
to this question was both unprecedented and unjustifiable. 
The confidence of the House in the Government was now 
rudely shaken, as evidenced by their recent, defeats upon the 
ballot and other important questions. Referring to the 
recent articles in the Daily A'errt respecting the inten¬ 
tions of the Government in connection with Mr. Fawcett’s 
bill, he asked by whose authority those announcements h-.s 1 
been made. Mr. Gladstone, in defending the conduct of the 
Government, insisted upon their right to select their own 
time for the consideration of their measures, and to refrain 
from making any disclosure of their policy until they were 
prepared to carry it out by legislative proposals. lie denied 
having authorised the insertion of the articles iu the journal 
alluded to ; hut he admitted having made no secret of his 
intentions under certain contingencies. He ridiculed the idea 
of the hon. member for Brighton : for Government to give him 
a day for the further progress of his bill, when he must know 
that the Government could not obtain a day disengaged 
for their own business ; and when they were unable t> 
pass some of their own measures. All he could say was, 
that when the Government hal succeeded in getting some of 
their most important bills through the House he would en¬ 
deavour to assist his hon. friend in obtaining an opportunity 
for the solution of the qnestion whioh he had so much 
at heart. Mr. Ball was not satisfied with Mr. Gladstone’s 
explanation, whioh, he thought, failed to meet the charges 
made against him. After some further discussion, Mr. 
Fawcett withdrew his motion, intimating, however, his inten¬ 
tion to press the question again in the course of next week. 
The House then went into Committee upon the Ballot Bill. 


THE CHURCH. 

The Morning Post says that the Dean of 8t. Paul’s refused 
last Sunday to allow water to be mixed with the wine at the 
celebration of the Lord’s Supper, a custom lately introduced. 

The parish Church of St. Matthew, Wookey, Somerset, an 
ancient edifice, of which some parts date as far back as the 
thirteenth century, was reopened, after restoration, on the 16th. 

On April 23 in last year St. James’s Church, Dingwall, was 
accidentally destroyed by fire, and on Thursday in Easter week 
it was reopened, after restoration. 

The anniversary meeting of charity children at St. Pauljs 
Cathedral will not take place this year, in consequonce of the 
extensive alterations and repairs in progress. 

The annual meeting of the Society for the Propagation of 
the Gospel in Foreign Parts was held, on Thursday, at Willis’s 
Rooms, St. James’s, the Archbishop of Canterbury presiding. 

The New Testament Company of Revisers concluded, yes¬ 
terday week, their nineteenth session. The first and pro¬ 
visional revision of the Gospels has reached the eighteenth 
chapter of the Gospel of St. Luke. 

The Bishop of Exeter presided at a meeting at Plymouth 
on Tuesday afternoon, at which was inaugurated a scheme of 
-church extension—six to bo built, and three completed—all 
sittings to be free. £3000 was subscribed. 

Both Houses of Convocation reassembled on Tuesday. The 
propriety of retaining the Athanasi&n Creed was the special 
subject of discussion in the Lower House on that and the 
following day. 

The annual meeting of the Church of England Young 
Men s Society was held in the hall of King’s College on 
Wednesday evening—Mr. John M‘Gregor, of the Rob Roy, in 
the chair. 

Prince Arthur was in the chair, yesterday week, at the 
annual dinner of St. John’s Foundation School for Sons of 
Poor Clergy, held at Willis’s Rooms. During the evening the 
secretary read a list of subscript! ms, headed by a donation of 
twenty guineas from the chairman. The total was £3313. 

The B shop of Rochester preached, oil the tth iost , at 
Prttliwoll church, the mother church of Southend, ou the 
occasion of its being reopened, after restoration at the hands 
of Mr. Christian, architect. The building has been only 
partially repaired, the windows on the south side being still 
in a decayed state, and the interior having to bo reseated. 

A preliminary meeting, under the presidency of the Earl of 
Devon, and subsequently of Earl Fortescue, was held, on Tues¬ 
day, nt the residenceof Mr. E. B. Stephens, A.R.A., Bucking¬ 
ham Palace-road, for the purpose of forming a committee of 
Devonshire and Cornish men resident in London to promote a 
subscription in aid of the restoration of the cathedral of the 
diocese. The meeting was unanimously in favour of such a 
committee being formed, nnd wc believe a list of members will 
shortly he published.

The annual dinner of the Institution of Civil Engineers 
took place, on Wednesday evening, at the Hanover-sqnare 
Rooms. The president of the society was in the chair, and 
among the guests were Prince Arthur, the Prime Minister, and 
the First Lord of the Admiralty. Some interesting speeches 
were delivered in connection with the various toasts. 

Last week 2252 births and UlO deaths were registered in 
London ; the former having been 109 and the latter 171 below t 
the average. Forty-eight persons died from smallpox, 77 from 
measles, 11 from scarlet fever. 7- from diphtheria, 72 from 
whocping-cough, 22 from different forms of fever (of which 
3 were certified as typhus, lfi ns enteric or typhoid, and 3 as 
simple continued fever), and 13 from diarrhoea. Five deaths 
frem street accidents were registered. 

There was a meeting at the Victoria Hall, Bayswater, on 
Saturday last, to urge the claims of women to the Parlia¬ 
mentary franchise. Mrs. Fawcett, who presided, delivered an 
animated address in support of the object of the gathering. 
Amongst the other speakers were Mr. W. D. Christie, Miss 
Morgan, the Rev. Lewellyn Davies, Mr. W. Johnston, M.P., 
Mrs. W. Burbury, Professor W. R. Clifford. Mr. J. F. Hamilton 
(of Christ College, Cambridge), and Miss Beedy, an American 
lady. Or.e of the resolutions expressed the opinion of the 
meeting that the extension to women of political rights, by 
strengthening in them the sense of responsibility and the 
duties of citizenship, would be attended by results conducive 
to the highest welf arc of the State. 


NATIONAL SPORTS. 

In spite of the grumbling of those who prefer quantity to 
quality, we must consider the Craven Meeting was a success. 
It gave us a peep at some of the best performers of last year, 
and this, coupled with the grand finish for the Biennial, was 
surely worth any number of races between large fields of 
second and third rate animals. The persistent followers of 
Baron Rothschild profess themselves nothing daunted by 
Laburnum’s defeat, and still say that, with waiting taotics, he 
will yet win the Guineas. In this opinion we cannot coincide, 
as with three doubtful stayers like Prince Charlie, Cremorne, 
and Laburnum in the field, the pace is sure to be made as hot 
as possible, in order to serve some outsider who can stay every 
inch of the way. The poor performance of Xanthns in the 
City and Suburban still further depreciates the Biennial 
running, and, as it is generally known that he started at such 
an outride price for that event owing to Prince Charlie having 
galloppcd right awov from him in a trial over the R.M., the 
Two Thousand would seem to lie between “The Prince,’ 
Cremorne, and the undefeated Qneen’s Messenger. 

There were three very interesting races at Newmarket on 
the Thursday. People were quite prepared to see Eole II. beat 
Albert Victor, os they had not forgotten what an exhibition 
Somno made of him lust autumn, and we fear that the hand¬ 
some chestnut is too delicate ever to stands thorough prepara¬ 
tion. Fordham took Eole II. along at his best pace, and soon 
fennd out his opponent’s weak point, for he was so beaten that 
the hill completely stopped him. Then, over the R.M , Chopette 
did notaequit herself by any means os well as she always docs 
o\ er the T.Y.C. True, she defeated Drummond and Khedive, 
the latter of whom was never in it; but, though running at 
level weights with M. Lefevre’scolt, she unmistakably had to do 
all she knew to secure a half-length victory. This proves one of 
two things. Either she is a non-stayer, or Drummond pos¬ 
sesses no mean Derby chance, for which event he has 
been pretty freely backed of late. The meeting of Favonius 
and Ravensboe over the severe D. I. excited n great deal of 
attention. The latter, who, it will be remembered, was third 
in the Newmarket Biennial and fifth in the Derby last year, 
was in receiptof 17 lb., which it wasthoughtthc Baron’s horse 
could not possibly concede over this trying course. However, 
he quietly cantered behind his gigantic opponent, who was hope¬ 
lessly beaten a quarter of a mile from home, and won just as he 
liked. This was a fine performance, and Baron Rothschild pro¬ 
mises to be very formidable in the cup races this year. It is to be 
hoped that the long distance match between Favonius and 
Sterling, which has been talked of lately, will be ratified ; and 
we may mention that Jennings has made an offer of £10,000 
for the latter horse on behalf of M. Lefevre. 

The attendance at Epsom on Tuesday was as large aa ever ; 
but though five out of the six events produced capital fields, 
nothing but the City and Suburban needs any com meat. Pax 
(6 st 13 lb.), who William Day was supposed to have saved for 
the last three years for this event, had no chance of showing 
if he was a wonder or a complete impostor, ns he broke down 
in the course of the race. Bertram (5 st. 10 lb.), " the Derby 
horse,” could not even stay a mile and a quarter, so his chance 
next month is quite disposed of ; and it was not possible that 
even first-rate performers like Sabinus (9 at. 4 1b.) and 
Cardinal York (9 st. 2 lb.) could concede so much weight to Digby 
Grand (7 st. 101b.), if he only ran up to the form he showed iu 
last year’s Derby, when he finished only n head behind Albert 
Victor and King of the Forest. Mr. Graham’s Epsom luck is 
extraordinary, as in the past four years ha has taken five City 
and Suburbans and Metropolitans, with The Drummer, 
Sabinus, Captivator, and Digby Grand, to any nothing of 
securing the Oaks twine, with Formosa and Gamos. Digby 
Grand appears to have lost his roguish disposition, and ran as 
true as steel ; while on the following day he proved how much 
weight he had in hand by winning the Prince of Wales’s 
Stakes very easily, though carrying 8 st. 13 lb. and conceding 
Recorder (7 st. 131b.) 9 1b. more than in the City and 
Suburban. A very poor field of ten contested the Groat 
Metropolitan, which Dutch Skater (8 ah 131b.) had no trouble 
in securing. Kingcraft (8st. 31b.) at last managed to get 
second ; but each time ha runs it becomes more and. more 
apparent how very moderate he is, and his success in the 
Derby will always be a complete mystery. 

Colonel Pearson has recently .sustained a severe loss by the 
death of the famous Achievement. In 18G6, as a two-year-old, 
it will be remembered that she carried all before her, until 
Plaudit defeated her by a head for the Clearwell Stakes ; and 
on the following day, burdened with the extreme penalty, she 
was second to the invincible Rake for the Middle Park Plate. 
In ’67 she won the One Thousand : but, being altogether amiss, 
was beaten by Hippia for the Oaks, and nlso succumbed twice 
to Vauban at Ascot. Coming out in renewed form in the 
autumn, she took both the St. Leger and the Doncaster Cup, 
defeating Hermit most decisively on each occasion. This was 
her last triumph ; but from her high breeding—by Stockweli 
from Paradigm — she ought to have proved a very valuable 
brood mare. 

The members of the Atalanta Rowing Club, who aro 

g oing to row against a picked four of the London Rowing 
lub, arrived at Liverpool on Wednesday last, and have now 
token up their quarters at Putney. They are a very light 
crew, averaging only about 10st. 5 lb., or more than 14 lb. less 
than their opponents. 

One of the most successful meetings ever held by the 
jjondort Athletic Club took place, at Lillie Bridge, on Saturday 
last. Perhaps the chief features of it were the excellent per¬ 
formance of J. H. A. Reay in the 600-Yards Handicap, and 
the desperate race between E. Hawtrey and 0. H. Mason, who 
both started from scratch in the M ile. The Richmond meet¬ 
ing. which is by far the be3t of all the suburban gatherings, 
comes off at Richmond to-day (Saturday). 


NEW BOOKS. 


The poll at Wexford, in the place of Mr. Devereux. re¬ 
signed, took place oh Thursday. Mr.William Archer Redmond 
(Home Ruler) was elected. 

A whole-length portrait of Mr. George Stockdale (by J. 
Edgar Williams) is to be placed in the great hall of the Com¬ 
mercial Travellers’ Schools at Pinner, of which institution 
Mr. Stcckdale has been a great benefactor. 

The Sacred Harmonic Society’s first performance at the 
Royal Albert Hall, this season, will take place on Friday next, 
May 3, when Haydn’s oratorio, “ The Creation,” will be per¬ 
formed. Hie principal vocalists are Madame Lemmenv 
Sherrington. Mr. Cummings, and Signor Foli, with band and 
chorus of one thousand performers, conducted by Sir Michael 
Costa. 

The great state funeral of the late Lord Mayo took place 
at Dublin on Thursday. All business was suspended, the 
streets were densely thronged, and the whole city wore an 
air cf mourning. The procession, having passed through the 

f rincipal streets of Dublin, dispersed opposite the Royal 
iarracks, and the body was then conveyed by a cavalry escort 
to the Mayo residence, near Naas, where the private funeral 
vns to take place on the following day. We shull next week 
illustrate the funeral ceremony at Dublin. 


Everybody should have some knowledge of history : but it 
is not everybody who can afford the time required for the study 
of voluminous works. Great, then, is the advantage to b« 
derived from such books as lltnjal and Jtepubliean France, by 
Henry Reeve, Corresponding Member of the French Institute 
(Longmans). There are but two volumes of essays ; yet no 
egg is fuller of meat than they are of information and sub¬ 
stantial learning. They contain a series of rev ie ws, contributed 
at different times, by a most competent writer, to periodical 
publications of the highest class—to wit. the Edinburgh, the 
(Quarterly, and the British and Foreign, A qunrteriy reviewer, 
when he iB, as in the present instance he certainly is, of a high 
stamp, is equivalent to a lecturer ; his reviews are nothing 
lees than written lectures ; and of a lecture it is, or should lie, 
essentially characteristic that all superfluity be avoided, that 
there be little cry and plenty of wool. In the book under 
consideration the desired characteristics will not he looked for 
in vain. The language is occasionally a little stronger than a 
dispassionate critic is wont to use ; but, on the whole, it would 
not be easy to mention a couple of volumes from which a 
reader might more profitably and agreeably refresh a fading 
memory or stock an empty mind with facts relating to the 
history of France, from the days of Louis XIV., with whom 
Royalty may he said to have culminated, to the days of 
Ddlescluzc and the Commune of 1871. Louis XIV., St. Simon, 
Mirabeau, Marie Antoinette. Beugnot, and Mollien—names 
respectively prefixed, by wayolE title, to the several reviews con¬ 
tained in ihc first volume—speak for themselves ; and in the 
second volume the author ha3 taken Chateaubriand, Louis 
Philippe, Alexis de Tocqueville, Agricultural France, France in 
1870, and Communal France for his themes, and iu every case— 
except, perhaps, the short and somewhat unsatisfactory article 
concerning Chateaubriand and the French Restoration and its 
policy in 1822 and 1823—some benefit can hardly fait to be 
derived from his essays. His most interesting paper is for 
many reasons that which relates to De Tocqueville ; although, 
of course, recent events will probably cause readers to fasten 
most hungrily on the essay entitled “ France in 1870." Good 
prophet and sound judge ns the author may generally be, it 
does not confirm one's faith in predictions to find him, not long 
before the last vain attempt, on Jan. 19, 1871, to “ break 
tkrongh the Prussian lines," using language not dissimilar to 
M. Jules Favre's famous vaunt, “not one inoh of her soil, not 
one stone of her fortresses.” It is creditable to him, however, 
to have retained the expression,dictated by a sentiment which, 
as he maintains, was justified by the last heroic but useless 
efforts of exhausted France. The character of Louis Philippe 
has been drawn by many hands and with various degrees of 
success ; but Mr. Reeve has performed the task with unusual 
skill and discrimination. 

A very lively account of a journey redeemed from common¬ 
place by being, undei token at a critical time is to be found in 
a volume called Orrr Volcanoes, by A. Kingsman (Henry 
S. King and Co.) It is a pity that the egotistical 
parts respecting the projected book and its probable reception 
were not omitted, as they can only bore the reader, and that it 
was apparently considered necessary to try to bo funny, 
whether in season or out of season. For the rest, when you 
have once reconciled yourself to the style, which is distin¬ 
guished by so much novelty as consists in speaking of a 
travelling party as a firm with a senior and a junior partner, 
and in the adoption of more or less facetious dialogue instead 
of the more usual, and perhaps preferable, method of straight¬ 
forward narrative, you can get on pretty comfortably and 
manage even to be entertained. Indeed, the writer's tone is so 
pleasant, h)3 language is so good, and hii) spirits are so fresh, 
buoyant, and exhilarating, that you find yourself inveigled 
into reading, for the thousand and-first time, a description of a 
Spanish bull-fight. Nay, you actually read two descriptions of 
two Spanish bull-fights ; for our travellers—or, at least, some 
of them—full, it may be, of that noble English feeling which 
prompts a man to become an eyewitness of horrors in order 
that he may administer to his neighbour warnings which he 
in his own case disregarded, went to a bull-fight at Madrid, 
and had to go to another at Seville, before they could consider 
themselves sufficiently disgusted to heartily condemn a spec¬ 
tacle w ith the nature of which they must have beforehand been 
perfectly well acquainted. On two points the author advances 
theories as to which there will probably bo a differenee of 
experience and a difficulty of belief. He maintains that at one 
bull-fight really valuable horses were introduced for the cus¬ 
tomary ditembowelment, and he hints that few respectable 
persons besides the Sovereign (when the Sovereign of Spain 
happens to be a respectable person) are to be found 
amongst the spectators at bull-fights. The travellers set out 
for France in the spring of 1871, just in time to be 
too early for a fight, and to be, as they considered, grievously 
bnllied by overbearing Germans ; made their way to Biarritz, 
and thence to Burgos, Toledo, and so forth, whilst the assas¬ 
sination of Prim and the kingship of Amadeo were quite 
fresh, and Spain was still in a volcanic condition ; and, by 
way of Gerona, and Perpiignan, and Lyons, reached St. Louis, 
on the Swiss frontier, and escapied from tho region of vol¬ 
canoes. \Y bat they saw, heard, felt, and said is recorded in 
a bright, genial, and, with the exceptions hereinbefore alluded 
to agreeable and readable fashion. 

To have rescued a literary gem from the obscurity to which, 
so far as English readers are concerned, it might otherwise 
have been for ever condemned, is to have deserved innumer¬ 
able thanks. And such a rescue has been effected through 
the translation and publication of Jean Jarousseau, the Pastor 
oft he Desert, by Eugene Pelletan ; translated from the French 
by Lieutenant-Colonel E. P. de l'Hoste (Henry S. King and 
Co.) The story is so exquisite in its English form that it can 
hardly have suffered much, if at all, from translation. There 
is almost every beauty conceivable. _ Thero is poetical sim¬ 
plicity and picturesqueness; there is the noblest heroism ; 
there is unpretentious religion ; thero is pmre love, and the 
spectacle of a household brought up in the fear of the Lord ; 
thereto a lesson of grand philanthropy; there is a fleeting 
vision of gallant men and fair women ; there is a wholesome 
denunciation of bigotry ; there is a touching picture of the 
mysterious process by which the Bins of the fathers are visited 
upon the innocent children ; there is a glimpse of glorious 
liberty coming to the birth. It is a few leaves from 
the biograpihy of a grand old pioneer of religious freedom ; 
and the whole story has an air of quaint antiquity similar to 
that which invests with a charm more easily felt than described 
the eitc of seme sp lendid ruin. 

Last Saturday most of the metropolitan volunteer regiments 
marched out to the paiks and other open spaces round Loudon 
for light infantry and battalion drill.

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WELLES BOURNE, WARWICKSHIRE, WHERE THE FARM LABOURERS’ STRIKE BEGAN, 


THE WARWICKSHIRE LABOURERS. 

The agitation that has been going on some time among the 
farm labourers of South Warwickshire, who had formed a 
Trade Union for the purpose of enforcing their demand for 
higher wages, still engages a share of public notice. Our 
Illustration this week iB a yiew of the scepe in the village of 
WoUcsbourne, at the gathering of the rustic assembly under a 
well-known chestnut-tree, where Lewis and Arch and the 
other leaders of this movement have repeatedly spoken to 
hundreds of these poor men, insisting on their right to “a fair 
day's wage for a fair day’s work." The head-quarters of the 
Union and the offices where its chief business was managed 
were established in the Primitive Methodist meeting-house of 
this village, and bronoh societies were formed in eighteen dif¬ 
ferent parishes of the shire. The Wellesboorne men were 
usually summoned to their meetings under the tree by sending 


round a man with a hand-bell to make proclamation of the 
time appointed. They were sometimes joined by those of the 
neighbouring hamlets, Moreton, Looksley, and Walton, with 
whofn they would maroh to Leamington, taking Bur ford on 
their way, and make as grand a demonstration as they coaid 
in that town. All these proceedings have been oonducted with 
perfect good order. The Bubject of another Illustration is the 
employment of females in stripping osiers for basket-making, 
which is a simple branch of industry carried on to a consider¬ 
able extent in this district. 


A RURAL POSTMAN IN HUNGARY. 

The vast agricultural and pastoral plains of Hungary, which 
cover a space of more than 87,000 square miles, are in some 
parts thinly peopled, and there are few large towns. The postal 


communication is maintained through this country by the 
Governmentof his Imperial and Royal Majesty Francis Joseph 
with tolerable regularity and precision, though a traveller from 
Western Europe might nob greatly admire the look of the 
rndely-bnilt chaise, the nngroome l and ill-harnessed quad¬ 
ruped, and the peasant driver, to whose best speed the 
conveyance of the mails is commonly intrusted. But 
there is a high degree of native alacrity in man and beast of 
this adventurous land—a soldierly habit of performing the 
task in hand, and a contempt for all obstacles that may be met 
with on the rood, whioh are apt to ensure success ; while the 
Hungarian breed of horses, though puny and queer to look at, 
have great swiftness, when poshed to their full pace, and are 
extremely hardy, enduring prolonged journeys in bod weather 
as well as any breed in Europe. Tne Sketch we have engraved 
shows a rural postman winding his horn at the entrance of a 
village.

entrances of the exhibition will be opened at

2. His Royal Highness the Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh. K.G., will arrive nt 8.30 by the Royal 
entrance of the Albert Hall, where he will be 
met by her Majesty's Commissioners, who 
w ill accompany him to the arena. 

3. Foreign Ambassadors, her Majesty's Minis¬ 
ters, and other distinguished personages wiU 
assemble in the arena. 

4. His Royal Highness the Duke of Elm- 
bnrgh, after passing through the hall, will 
visit the foreign and British picture-galleries, 
mid will then return through the arena of 
the hall to the Royal entrance. 

5. Only those persons whose invitation cards 
bear the words “pass to arena" will be ad¬ 
mitted to that part of the hall until after 
hi B Royal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh 
has proceeded to the picture-galleries.. 

All other invitation cards admit to th: 
gallery and balcony of the hall, and to the 
picture-galleries of the exhibition : seatholders 
in the hall proceeding, if they see fit, to their 
own stalls and boxes. 

7. The most convenient entrances for those 
persons who wish to be present in the hall 
will therefore be the east and west gallery 
entrances, and the east and west balcony en¬ 
trances. 

8. The nearest entrance to. the foreign 
picture-gallery is that in Exbibition-road ; that 
in Prince Albert-road is nearest to the British 
picture-gallery.

THREATENED RESIGNATION OF THE 
GOVERNMENT. 

The Daily iWww of Monday gave uuusual 
prominence to the following :—"It is our duty 
to convey to our readers and to tho Liberal 
party at large the important announcement 
that before the present week has reached its 
close Mr. Gladstone's Administration will pos¬ 
sibly have been dissolved ; that a Conservative 
Ministry will be preparing to enter upon what 
mny prove to be a long term of office; and 
then the country will be awaiting a general 
election in the late summer or early autumn 
months. The likelihood of a defeat of the 
Government on Mr. Fawcett’s Dublin Uni¬ 
versity Bill is sufficiently strong to have been 
taken into grave consideration by her Majesty's 
confidential advisers in the Cabinet on Satur¬ 
day. Mr. Gladstone has publicly intimated his 
willingness to accept those clauses of the 
measure which abolish religious tests, and has 
offered to support the bill if Mr. Fawcett will 
separate from them tho constructive provisions 
which reconstitute the governing body of the 
University of Dublin. This suggestion the 
member for Brighton has not felt able to 
accept. Accordingly, the Marquis of nartington 
will move a resolution, embodying it as an 
instruction on going into Committee on the 
Bill. The fate of Lord Harrington's resolu¬ 
tion will, as we think wc may positively assert, 
determine the fate of the Government. 
Ministers will take its rejection as a distinct 
vote of want of confidence, and will tender to 
her Majesty the resignation of their offices, 
leaving it to their successors either to ad¬ 
minister affairs with the present House of 
Commons, or to dissolve Parliament and 
appeal to the country.”

Mebccby rises on the Ut at about Ih. 17m. 


a.m., or little more than 15m. before sunrise, 

which interval increases to 33m. by the loth 
(on which .day he rises at 3h. 38m. a.m.), and 
to 43m. by the end of the month. He is in 
conjunction with the Moon on the morning of 
the lith ; stationary among the stars on the 
morning of the 7th; in conjunction with 
Venus on the morning of the 8th; in aphelion 
shortly after midnight of the same day ; and 
at his greatest westerly elongation (25 deg.) 
on the morning of the 22nd. 

Vexus throughout the month rises about 
half an hour before the Sun. The following 
are the times of rising of this planet for every 
fifth day:—On tho 5th at 3h. 56m. a.m.; on 
the 10th at 3h. 47m. ; on the loth at Oh. 40m. ; 
on the 20tli at 3h. 32m. j on the 25th at 
Oh. 27m.; and on the 30th at :ih. 22m. a.m. 
She is near to the Moon on the evening of 
the 5th. 

From the 1st to the 18 th Mars sets a short 
time after sunset, bnt on the latter day the 
two bodies set at about the same time—viz, 
7h. 47m. p.m., and from this time during the 
remainder of the year Mars will not be visible 
in the evening. He is a morning star from 
the 14th, on which day the planet and Sun rise 
together, and dnring the remainder of the 
month Mars rises earlier and earlier, each 
morning increasing the interval between the 
times of rising of tho two bodies, ne rises 
on the last day at about 3h. 08m. a.m. Ho 
is in his ascending node on the morning of 
the 2nd ; near to the Moon during the even¬ 
ing hours of the 7th ; and in conjunction with 
the Sun on the afternoon of the 17th. 

Jupiter rises in daylight, and sets be¬ 
tween midnight nud sunrise on the following 
morning, until the 21st, on which day he will 
rise twice in the twenty-four hours—viz., at 
Oh. lm. a m., and again at 1 lh. 57m. p m , after 
which date he sets between sunset and mid¬ 
night till the beginning of August. Ou the 
last day he sets at about 1 lh. 23m. p.m. 
During the evening hours of the 12th he will 
be situated to the left of the Moon, the dis¬ 
tance between the two bodies becoming less 
up to the time of setting on the morning of 
he 13th. 

Saturn rises after midnight till the 13th, 
on which day he rises twice within the twenty- 
four hours—viz., at Oh. 0m. am., or com¬ 
mencement of the day, and again at 1 lh. 50m. 
p m. ; from this date he rises before midnight, 
and is visible during the remaindqjr of the 
night. On the last day he rises at lOh. 44m. 
p.m. He is near to the Moon on the morning 
of the 26th. _ 

LAW AND POLICE.^ 

In the House of Lords the case of “ Wother- 
spoon v. Currie,” with respect to the well- 
known Glenfield Starch, has been decided. 
Their Lordships unanimously delivered judg¬ 
ment in favour of Messrs. Wotherspoon and 
Co., prohibiting the respondents from using 
the word “ Glenfield ” in any way in connec.- 
tion with their stanch.' 

The solicitors for Lord de Mauley have for¬ 
warded to the Lord Chancellor a certificate 
under the seal of the London Bankruptcy 
Court stating that, Lord de Mauley having been 
adjudicated bankrupt, the requisite majority 
of the creditors agreed to accept £2000 and 
costs in full satisfaction of the debts ; that 
those sums have been paid, and that Lord de 
Mauley is thereby discharged from the debts 
and liabilities due at his bankruptcy. Lord de 
Mauley has also made a declaration before a 
magistrate relating to liabilities exeepted from 
the operation of such a discharge, and these 
documents having been laid before the House 
of Lords, Lord de Mauley, under the Act of 
last Session, becomes again qualified to sit and 
vote in the House, if the House is satisfied 
with the evidence submitted. 

Mr. Registrar Pepys had, yesterday week, 
before him the bankruptcy of Mr. J. 0. 
Angersteio, a young gentleman who had just 
come of age, with debts exceeding £14,000. 
His passing was opposed, on the ground that 
he had not fully disclosed his estate ; but, 
after the bankrupt had been examined at seme 
length, the Registrar overruled the objection, 
and allowed Mr. Angerstein to pass, on con¬ 
dition that he continued to give all the infor¬ 
mation in his power to the trustees. 

Viscount Parker, whose examination in 
bankruptcy was fixed for Saturday last, at the 
Bankruptcy Court, did not surrender. His 
liabilities exceed £10,000. 

It was incidentally mentioned in the Court 
of Bankruptcy, on Tuesday, that no less than 
£140,000 had beed paid over to the Commis¬ 
sioners for the Reduction of the National 
Debt as unclaimed surplus within the last feto 
years of insolvent debtors' estates. 

A curious dispute occupied the attention of 
the Court of Probate. James Robert Jefferies, 
an inmate of a lunatic asylum, expired two 
hours before his wife. The claim to administer 
the estate was contested by the relatives both 
of Mr. Jefferies and his wife ; but it being de¬ 
cided that the latter had survived, though but 
for a rime, the decision was given in favour of 
her friends. 

The Court of Probate, on Tuesday, pronounced 
for the will of Miss Cordelia Angelica Read, 
known as the “ eccentric old lady ” of Stain- 
ford-street, and the owner of the ruinous 
houses in that street and in other parts of 
London. By her will, which was executed in 
1858, she bequeathed the whole of her personal 
estate, amounting to about £100,000, to the 
Brompton Hospital. 

An international will case has been decided 
in the Court of Probate. Mr. Cottrell, an 
F.nglishmaD, with a domicile in Italy, made an 
E iglish will in favour of his brother, and sub¬ 


sequently an Italian wiU in favour of his wife. 
The brother obtained probate, bnt the wife’s 
application has been granted for revoking it. 

The Court of Queen's Bench has decided in 
favour of the claimant to the Tichborne title 
and estates on the point of admission to bail — 
the amount to be that originally fixed by Lord 
Chief Justice Bovill. The trial will not take 
place until November or December, and it is 
thought probable that the prisoner will be 
indicted for one only of the offences charged 
against him—perjury. In the Court of Com¬ 
mon Pleas, yesterday week, the late lengthy 
Tichborne trial was mentioned, and it was 
stated that the taxed costs of the defendants 
would not be less than £40,000, for which the 
claimant was liable. Another action, it ap¬ 
pears, is. pending, in which the claimant 
requires the trustees of the Doughty property 
to give up possession. An order was made 
that the case shall be tried by a special jury. 

Sir. Sims Reeve, of the Norfolk Circuit, has 
been appointed Recorder of Great Yarmouth, 
in the room of Mr. N. Palmer, deceased ; and 
Mr. Cole, Q.C., of the Western Circuit, to the 
Recorderahip of Plymouth and Devonport, 
vacant by the death of Mr. Sanders. 

Madame Rachel has obtained her release 
from prison on a ticket of leave. 

In February last Mr. J. P. Ayres, a wine 
merchant of Windsor, was sentenced to two 
months’ hard labour for cutting and damaging 
the fittiDgs of a first-class railway carriage. 
He appealed against the decision of the magis¬ 
trate, and, last Saturday, the case was reheard 
before the Surrey Bench. The appeal was dis¬ 
missed with costs, and Mr. Ayres was thereupon 
retaken into custody, and conveyed to Wands¬ 
worth House of Correction to undergo his sen¬ 
tence. 

At the Mansion House, on Monday, Mr. 
Henry Barns, living at New-cross, was fined 
40s. and 3s. costs, for riding in a second-class 
carriage from New-cross to Cannon-street with 
a third-class ticket. 


The quarterly meeting of the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce was held on Monday— 
Mr. Hugh Mason, President of the Chamber, 
in the chair. Mr. Mundella's nine-hours bill 
was among the subjects discussed. Mr. Mason 
objected to the measure, as at once wrong in 
principle and singularly ill-timed. In his 
opinion the question of the hours of labour 
“ought to be left to the operation of those 
natural laws which had already done so much 
to benefit men, women, and children working 
in factories.” If the bill passed, it would 
seriously interfere with the cotton industry, 
which at the present moment was in no 
condition to stand experiments of this kind. 
The outlook for Lancashire was not a cheer¬ 
ing one. In many districts factories had 
been partially -stopped, while profits had en¬ 
tirely disappeared. He looked forward to very 
considerable distress and to bankruptcies and 
compositions. Mr. R. Haworth and Mr. E. 
Walmsley, of Stockport, spoke to the same 

effect.-At the instance of Sir Edward 

Watkin, it has been decided to call a special 
meeting of the Chamber to consider the ques¬ 
tion of railway amalgamation and the policy 
of placing our whole railway system nnder 
the management and control of the State.

THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. 

The political contest which disturbs the serenity of our 
American cousins every four years is now approaching its 
climax. In the autumn it will be virtually decided who is 
to take possession of the White House next March, and 
whether the Union is to be governed in a different fashion 
from that which has obtained since General Grant was in¬ 
stalled at Washington. The probable issue may be known 
before the end of July. Even the most experienced 
party-manngers in the States hardly venture, so long 
beforehand, to predict which section will be victorious- 
still less the fortunate individual who will, for four years 
after next spring, fill the Presidential chair. It is to a 
great extent a question of exhaustive ballotings and clever 
wire-pullings. Not one Englishman ont of a hundred un¬ 
derstands the mysteries of a Presidential election, or the 
modus operandi of the preliminary conventions for the 
nomination of candidates. They know, indeed, that tho 
Republicans have had a long lease of power since Mr. 
Lincoln was first chosen, and they have a vague idea that 
the fate of the Treaty of Washington is, to no small 
extent, bound up with the conflict now proceeding. 

Three parties will apparently enter the lists, but only 
one has declared itself. The smouldering disaffection that 
has long pervaded the Republican ranks broke out early 
in the present month, when the malcontents held a con¬ 
vention at Cincinnati. After several ballots—in the 
earliest of which Mr. Charles Francis Adams, for so long 
a period American Minister to our Court, was in the 
ascendant—the New York delegates threw their ontire 
vote in favour of Mr. Horace Greeley, editor of the iVrio 
York Tribune, and gave him the required majority. This 
result excited universal surprise. Mr. Greeley is regarded 
as a good journalist, but a bad politician ; as eccentric, 
and lacking the essential qualities of a statesman ; prone 
to Socialistic theories and experiments, a furious Protec¬ 
tionist, and no great friend of the British connection. 
His merit in the eyes of Emancipationists is that 
he has been a steady friend of the negro; in the 
eyes of the South, that ho has manfully advocated 
the removal of their political disabilities. It might 
setm that Mr. Adams—a perfect gentleman, a ripe scholar, 
and an experienced statesman—was precisely the can¬ 
didate with whom the Liberal Republicans could hope to 
win. But Englishmen are no judges in so complicated a 
political game. All they can clearly see is that the 
Liberal Republicans have stolen a march upon the Demo¬ 
cratic party. 

They have not only forestalled the Democrats, by the 
early nomination of a candidate, but have to a great extent 
appropriated their “platform." Civil Service reform, 
economical expenditure, the prohibition of the re-election 
of any President, and universal amnesty—these are the 
prominent points advocated by the Democratic press. The 
demand of “ self-government for tho State,” with a 
“ return to the constitutional limit of power,” put for¬ 
ward in the Cincinnati programme, coincides with the 
wishes of the Southern whites, who, without any hope of 
abolishing negro suffrage, covet the power to manipulate 
it. The Liberal Republicans, moreover, claim the votes 
of the North on the ground that President Grant “ has 
kept notoriously corrupt and unworthy men in places of 
power and responsibility, to the detriment of the public 
interest; ” “ has used the public service of the Government 
as a machine of partisan and personal influence;" and 
that his Cabinet “ have kept alive the passions and resent¬ 
ments of ibe late civil war to use them for their own 
advantage.” This indictment, it cannot be doubted, con¬ 
tains sufficient truth to influence independent electors who 
condemn administrative jobbery and corruption. The 
free-trade question is skilfully evaded by the Cincinnati 
Republicans, who remit it to the consideration of the 
people in the Congressional districts. 

The respective “platforms” of the Republicans proper 
and the Democrats are not yet constructed. In the second 
week of June the former will hold a convention at Phila¬ 
delphia. It is probable, though by no means certain, that 
President Grant will be re-nominated. But the Democrats, 
who meet at Baltimore oil the 9th of July, will 
have the opportunity of playing the trump card in the 
Presidential game. It is roughly estimated that tho Grant 
Republicans may Bafely reckon on 135 votes in the 
Electoral College which will choose the next President, and 
the Democrats on 125 votes; while 169 will be necessary 
to ensure success. To secure the required majority the 
Democrats must either accept Mr. Greeley as their candi¬ 
date—to which some of their organs incline—or adopt as 
their standard-bearer a man acceptable to tho seceding 
Republicans. There is little prospect that they will win 
with their own man ; but their chances would be highly 
favourable if they could exercise the self-denial to carry 
to the poll a moderate outsider, such as Mr. Adams. 

There are not a few temptations to take this coarse. 
The interests of the Southerners, who constitute the 
mass of the Democratic party, lie far more in reversing the 
recent policy of tho Government than in electing one of 
their own leaders. Apart from all party and persoual 
cibjicis, the real question at issue in the coming campaign 
will te whether or not tho serious political disabilities 
und* r which the whito population of the Southern States 
has laboured since the war shall now be removed. 
Mr. Greeley and his supporters, and of course the 
Dirrcciais, say “Yes and point to the suffrage as the 
host safeguard of the free negroes. The Republicans, 
cu lie other hand, contend that, by conceding the full 


claims of the South, Emancipation would be placed in 
peril, and that the blacks, by means of the enactments of 
hostile State legislatures, might bo once more reduced to 
a state of serfdom. However looked at. this is a very 
perplexing problem. There is a further reason why the 
Democrats should favour a coalition with the anti-Grant 
Republicans. By thus ensuring the election of a favour¬ 
able President, they would be able to secure the lion’s 
share of official patronage, which, on the advent of a new 
President, owing to the pernicious rule requiring an entire 
change jn the civil service, is quite enormous. Political 
parties are not, however, always governed by considera¬ 
tions of what is best for their own interests, and the 
Democrats may bo ready to forego present success for the 
satisfaction of running their own “ ticket,” and preserving 
an unbroken front. But they have to face the con¬ 
tingency that Mr. Greeley and his friends, thus repelled, 
may elect to return to the Republican camp. 

For England the rejection of General Grant on his 
second nomination would not be a matter for profound 
regret. His attitude towards this country has, on the 
whole, been discreet and friendly, though himself and his 
advisers have gratuitously, and apparently for occult 
party objects, placed in peril the Treaty of Washington. 
So strong and unanimous have, however, been tho recent 
manifestations of goodwill towards us by our American 
kinsmen, and of their earnest wish to bury past animosities, 
that we may dismiss any apprehension relative to the vote 
to be cast next October. Tho relations between the two 
countries are determined less by the action of party 
politicians than by the affinities of race and tongue, the 
community of material interests, and their mutual 
aspirations for freedom and progress. 
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SUNDAY MORNING. 

“ They that go down to the sea in ships, that do business in 
great waters—these see tho works of tho Lord, and His 
wonders in the deep.” It has often been remarked that sailors, 
by the usual conditions of their life, in the constant presence 
of mighty signB of the Creator's power, with the manifest de¬ 
pendence of human schemes and efforts upon the cousent of 
Providence in the operations of Nature, should be a class of 
men readily disposed to entertain thoughts of religion. The 
brave fellows of the Royal Navy, whose regular instruction 
and discipline must be favourable to the culture of jnst and 
right feelings and to correct habits of mind, are not left with¬ 
out due provision, by the rules of the service, for the social 
worship enjoyod by their fellow-Christiana on land. Where 
there is a chaplain on board, at the prescribed hour on Sunday 
morning, there is a full congregation, the officers of all ranks, 
able seamen, marines, engineers, stokers, and apprentices, 
summoned on deck by the boatswain’s whistle, instead of by 
the parish church bell*, to attend the clergyman’s ministca- 
tiens. In the absence of a chaplain, it is the duty of the cap¬ 
tain or commanding officer to read the prayers of the Church 
of England, which lose nothing of their beautiful solemnity 
from the lips of a layman who sincerely shares their devotional 
spirit. There can be no doubt of the beneficial influence, as 
well as the moral propriety, of this established custom, in the 
case of a large company of men placed together in one float¬ 
ing home during several months or years, and bound to each 
other, for more closely than neighbours dwelling in a village 
or tovra parish on shore, by the hourly intercourse between 
them, and mutua! relations of command and obedience. What- 
ever may be the opinion of philosophers, and the endless dis¬ 
pute of theologians, upon the value of particular creeds or 
forms of ritual observance, it is quite certain that mankind 
are so constituted os to need the restraining and comforting 
support of religious sentiment. No society could long endure 
without the tacit recognition at least of this binding element 
in the concerns of human existence ; it would be found im¬ 
practicable either to govern the State or carry on a safe trade, to 
employ servants and hired workpeople, or to secure the per¬ 
formance of duty under any circumstance of trial. Would 
anybody choose, for example, to be a passenger on board a 
vessel manned by unmitigated atheists, and trust his life to 
their good behaviour, in calm or storm, in mid-ocean or along 
a barbarous coast, with plenty of rum and gunpowder on 
board, and in sight of tempting chances for pillage and wild 
debauch ! The apostles of “ Secularism ” are invited to con¬ 
sider this problem, which is suggested by the interesting 
scene presented in our large Engraving—that of the Sunday 
Morning Service in one of her Majesty's ships. 


BUTTERFLIES. 

Tho intermittent sunshine of the last few days might 
have tempted both lepidopterons insects and bright young 
ladies to come out and flutter through tho air of this 
lively season in the fresh attire of its gayest fashions; 
but there has been a cold breeze stirring the atmo¬ 
sphere, with a few drifting rain-clonds in the sky, which 
must have checked the forwardness of those delicate 
oreatures. Tho novelties of the Regent-street or Bond-sgeet 
milliner's and dressmaker's creation will not be fally dis¬ 
played till the month of June ; and the entomologist by that 
time mny look out for the second generation of the Vanessa 
Io, or Peacock Butterfly, escaping from the green chrysalis 
which has been hanging a fortnight or so from the leaf of a 
nettle-plant under some hedge, where its enemies could not 
see it. As this beautiful insect, which should be called Argus 
instead of Io, prefers to haunt tho nettle, so does the Painted 
Lady, known by the white and brown spots on its block wings, 
frequent the teazle. The Atalanta, or Red Admiral, with its 
broad scarlet bands and the variegated pattern beneath its 
lower pair of wings, is one of the most attractive British 
species. Lady Adeliza in all her glory, with unlimited pin- 
money, iB not arrayed like one of these. They are born in the 
autumn, when, as we learn from tho Rev. J. G. Wood's book on 
" Insects at Home,” they care more for the sports of the field 
or foreign travel, like some of the human race in Angust and 
September, than for the pursuit of a flirtation or a matrimonial 
project. " The two sexes,” that is of the Vanessa Atlanta, 
"take no notice of each other till the following year, but 
occupy themselves in flitting about from flower to flower and 
sucking their sweet juices. Daring the winter they hybernate, 
and at the beginning ef the following summer they seek their 


mates and lav their eggs, from which the future brood is to 
proceed.” This is very like the proceedings of a distinguished 
class in English society, who spend their autumn in the Con¬ 
tinental or marine resorts of pleasure-seeking tourists, but 
retire to Bnug quarters in the winter, and prepare for the 
match-making opportunities of the London season, with it* 
morning calls and midnight balls, its dinners and breakfast 
parties, where alliances may be formed to lay golden eggs, if 
the fashionable novelists of onr day speak truth. But there 
is one respect, it seems, in which the mothers and daughters, 
the annts and nieces, the maids and widows of high life, who 
make_ ready for the June marriage-market in town, have 
a decided advantage over the butterflies to whom they are 
compared. The ladies are not oblige! to wear the same clothe* 
they wore in autumn through the spring and summer. We are 
told, on the contrary, of the Vanessa Atalanta, that, “ in oon- 
sequence of this habit, those specimens which appear at the 
beginning of summer are never in fine oonditiou as to their 
plumage, their wingB being battered and faded during the pre¬ 
vious year ; those, however, which make their appearance in 
August are in full splendour.'' This system would never do 
for some of our womanldnd, or for the ingenious tradesmen 
in Paris and London, who cater for their tasto with changes 
of apparel from mopth to month. Having quoted Mr, Wood’s 
instructive book (recently published by Messrs. Longman and 
Co.), we shall borrow a significant passage likewise from Dr. 
P. Martin Duncan's “ Transformations or Insects,” a most in¬ 
teresting work upon this subject. “ The most beautiful in¬ 
fects in the world," says he, “ belong to the Lepidoptera, but 
the gift of superior beauty, in these as in the highest of all 
animals, is not frequently accompanied by remarkable intel¬ 
ligence and superior sense ; and the most gaudy butterfly is a 
fool compared to a dingy-coloured bee. The butterflies 
have eoinc curious instincts when in the caterpillar Btate, 
but they only live to increase and multiply their race 
and to embellish Nature. Their existence is usually very 
brief ; it is the prettiest of honeymoons, and often love subdues 
and destroys every other passion. The gormandising cater¬ 
pillar, in its turn, is never troubled by that ardent flame. In 
the butterfly it overcomes even the desire of sipping the nectar 
of the flowers, which rival in beauty the wing* of that perfect 
representative of elegance and love. The early insect lives and 
eats ; the perfect form loves and dies.” With this seriou* en¬ 
tomological warning example, the yonng ladies who figure in 
our front-page Engraving mny think of the Butterfly a* it 
hovers in the air before them, and, considering their own ways, 
make up their minds to a nobler destiny for themselves in the- 
course of human life. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 

FRANCE. 

(From our Correspondent in Paris.) 

Thursday, May 23. 
Tho theatre of the Palace of Versailles presented a more 
animated aspect last Tuesday afternoon than it has done ever 
since the National Assembly, shrinking before the alternative 
of installing itself in turbulent Paris, made it its formal place 
of meeting. It was the day reserved for M. Rouher's inter¬ 
pellation npropos of the war contracts of the Empire, and, a 
much larger number of tickets having been issued than there 
were places to fill, the confusion was extreme. The expecta¬ 
tion of hearing the most capable partisan of the Empire de¬ 
fend tho fallen regime had naturally attracted a distinguished 
crowd. Madame Thiers, together with the daughter of the 
President of the United States and other ladies, occupied the 
tribune of the President of the Republic; while that set aside 
for ex-deputies was filled with M. Rouher's former colleague* 
in tho Corps Legislatif. The Prussian, Austrian, and Danish 
Ministers were seated in the tribune reserved for the Corps 
Diplomatique ; while the visitors’ galleries were packed with 
members of the aristocracy, among whom were remarked the 
Count and Countess de Paris. 

The greatest silonce prevailed when M. Rouher mounted 
the tribune, about half-past two o'clock. The ex-Minister of 
State soon dispelled the expectations of those who awaited a 
great political storm by declaring that, like the Duo d'Audiffret 
Pasquier, he had resolved to leavo the political question on ouo 
side, and to confine himself as closely as possible to the war 
contracts, pure and simple. He reproached M. d’Audiffret with 
having only arrived at general conclusions, and announced hi* 
intention of making the question as precise as possible, and of 
determining the responsibilities of everyone. M. d’Audiffret 
bad made the anonymous bureaux responsible for all abases ; 
but, in M. Rouher's opinion, the Minister was the responsible 
party. The Minister who concluded the war contracts of the 
Empire was the Connt de Palikoo, who Bigned no less than 
twenty-two, from Aug. 24 to Sept. 4, for a sum of £6,680,000, 
and the Connt londly proclaimed himself to be responsible 
for them—or at least for those executed previous to the 
Revolution, Upon coming to power, the Government of 
National Defenoe ratified the contracts of the Empire 
and carried them into effect, besides concluding fresh ones 
to the amount of nearly two millions sterling. A* for 
the contracts made by M. de Palikao, M. Rouher maintained 
that they were concluded in a moment of general agitation 
and of great national emotion, when the question was to obtain 
arms at any price. The Committee were of opinion that the 
Government should have waited for cheaper offers, at an 
epoch when Prussia was complaining to the British Govern¬ 
ment for tolerating the sale of arms to France, and when she 
was herself buying up all the arms that could be obtained. A 
proof that the contracts of the Empire were just was that they 
were enrried ont by the Government of National Defence. 
After Sept. 4 the responsible person was the Minister of War 
or his delegate. Colonel Tournas, who then represented the 
bnreaux, had formally declared that they were obliged to carry 
out the contracts made by the Minister. Suoh was the role of 
the bureaux ! M. Rouher then appealed to M. Gambetta, say¬ 
ing that he was convinced he would not endeavour to esaap 9 
his responsibility, and make anonymous bureaux responsible 
for tho contracts he had entered into. 

After referring to the Challct contracts, the larger half of 
which were concluded by the Government of National Defenoe, 
and to tho Lariviere contract for cartridges, the responsibility 
of which he likewise threw upon that Government, M. Rcuher 
asked for a few minutes’ adjournment, in consequence of his 
excessive fatigue. On the reassembling of the Chamber he 
passed in review the chassepot and Cahcn Lyou contracts. 
With regard to M. d’Audiffret’s assertion respecting tho disap¬ 
pearance of 8000 cannons and nearly a million muskets from 
the Arsenals, M. Rouher could only quote tho official reports, 
aud maintain that they were really in the arsenals. He re¬ 
marked. moreover, that upwards of a year had passed by aud 
noone hod mentioned this enormous deficit during the interval; 
and concluded that it was morally impossible that the weapon* 
had disappeared. He called upon the Minister of War to con¬ 
tradict him if he could when he affirmed that the 1,400,0)0 
muskets and 22,000 cannon bought with the funds voted by 
the Chamber Bince 1860 were in tho arsenalsjon July 1, 1870. 
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In concluding his address M. Rouher applauded M. 

d'Audiflrct Paequier’s sentiments concerning the army and 
obligatory service, and wound up by attacking M. Gambetta 
fcr having demanded the dissolution of the Assembly, which, 
in his opinion, would be equivalent to the dissolution of 
France. 

Throughout the course of M. Rouher’a long or it ion the 
Left constantly interrupted him, while the Right gave vent 
to Bomewhat timid applause whenever M. Gambetta was 
attacked. 

In Wednesday’s sitting the Duke d’Audiffret Pasqnier re¬ 
plied to 11. Rouher’s speech. He contested in detail M.Ron hers 
apology for the Imperial military administration. The Duke s 
tone throughout was very Bevere towards M. Rouher, and 
strongly denunciatory of the Empire and the Emperor. 
Adepting the language of Augustus to Varus, M. d Audiffret 
Pasqnier colled on the Empire to restore to France her legions, 
her glory, and her provinces. This apostrophe caused vehe¬ 
ment applause. M. Ronher maintained the accuracy of the 
s«at< ments made by him. He attacked the contracts made by 
M. Gambetta at Tours and Bordeaux. M. Gambetta defended 
the contracts attacked by M. Rouher, whom he several times 
alluded to in contemptuous terms. He demanded a fall in¬ 
quiry, and confidently awaited the result of the Committee s 
ini * Btigation. M. G ambctta strongly attacked the Empire. 

last Sunday was the fete of Nantexre, and, according to 
the custom, the roiiere of the year was crowned with great, 
pcmp in the village church. The young girl who was awarded 
this distinction, on account of her modesty and good conduct, 
is Mdlle. Armandine Mancienne, a young dressmaker, nineteen 
years of age, the daughter of a drunken father, who supported 
her mother by her needle. . 

The salon of the present year, which has now been opened 
nearly a fortnight, haa no picture of exceeding merit to boast 
of; besides which, the general run of works exhibited is un¬ 
questionably below the average. Incidents of toe late war 
axe less numerous than might have been anticipated, possibly 
because even French audacity hesitated to transform into 
dubious victories any of the long series of defeats on the oaar, 
the Rhine, the Meuse, the Seine, and the Loire. Putting 
aside the two works of MM. Detaille and Ulmann, withdrawn 
from exhibition at M. Thiers’s request, the one depicting a 
convoy of Prussian plunder from the environs of Paris, 
on its way through tho snow to Berlin, and the other 
the pillage of an Alsatian village—its happy, ironical 
title of “Avec Dieu pour le Roi et la Patrie being 
an adoption of the motto to be found on toe belt of every 
Prussian soldier. The most noticeable pictures relating to the 
recent struggle are, perhaps, toe pair by M. Protais, entitled 
respectively “The Separation ” and “ Prussians before Metz, 
of which the one, a purely theatrical rendering of an incident 
of the capitulation of Metz, represents a group of French 
officers clasping each others’ hands and grinding their teeth 
. with rage as they gaze from the summit of a grassy knoll with 
biccdshot eyes—presumed to he from weeping at toe men re¬ 
cently under their command defiling past, prisoners of war and 
guarded by Uhlans, through the valley below. The companion 
picture is as natural in treatment as the other is artificial. 
Here wo have a mass of French soldiers, exhibiting no lack of 
individuality, but all looking equally weary and dispirited, 
crouching and lying full length, in the damp autumnal even¬ 
ing, on the muddy ground ; while on toe right arc the Gorman 
sentinels grouped round their bivouac fires. ..... 

A picture that has been extravagantly commended is M. 
Belleconr's “Coup de Canon.” On the platform of a fort 
during the siege of Paris a cannon has just been discharged 
against some invisible enemy hidden behind the distant trees, 
while an officer of artillery, peering through his spy-glass, is 
endeavouring to ascertain what effect the shot has produced. 
In the mobiles and sailors grouped around there is plenty of 
character ; their attitudes, moreover, are natural; the draw¬ 
ing, too, is perfect; and the pioture, generally, exhibits very 
careful treatment. Still it has no kind of pretension to be 
regarded as a high-class work of art. M. Dupray’s “ Grand 
Garde ” is a more dramatic performance. The scene is an aban¬ 
doned village street swept by grape-shot, in the midst of which 
a soldier, the bearer of some order, dashes forward on his 
perilous mission, baking the place of one who has already 
ftllen, struck by a projectile, and anxiously watched by his 
ci mrades, who are lying in ambush under the command of an 
officer. M. Armand Dumaresque gives ns a purely theatrical 
ci mposition in his “ Defence of St. Quentin,” the prominent 
fit me in which is the pref^fc of the Aisne, who, with drawn 
eword and revolver at full cock, has struck an attitude, appa¬ 
rel tly with the view of encouraging the National Guards 
of whom he appears to ho commander. Around him are 
greuped some Franc-tireurs and Garibaldians in opera cob 
tumes and more or less melodramatio postures, while in ad 
vance of them a barricade iB being thrown up by the towns¬ 
people under the direction of the district surveyor of roads and 

ibridcrcs \ \ 

In his picture of the “Mobilise” M. Perrault has produced 
a really pathetic work—a young fellow with a bullet through 
his brain lies stretched in his last sleep on the battle-field, 
several inches deep in snow, while his young wife weeps 
broken-hearted over him, regardless of her baby, who, crowing 
with conventional infantine delight, ie struggling’ to escape 
from its mother’s arms. In tbo background, seen against tho 
leaden-grey sky, are the burning ruins of some fortified town. 
M. Brown has sought to recall a .reminiscence of Reiohshofen 
in his picture of the dying trumpeter, vigorously painted in 
rr.cny respects, but altogether far too gory-looking a pro¬ 
duction. The trumpeter, having sounded the charge, rs struck 
by a bullet in toe breast and fallB backwards on hrs horse, 
which is literally tom open by projectiles—great gory gashes 
being visible beneath his ear, in his neck, his shoulder, and 
his knee. 

M. Anker has a tonching picture representing some 
wounded soldiers of Bourbaki's army lying in a stable, ten¬ 
derly cared for by Swiss peasants ; and another artist, whose 
name we forget, ban a leave-taking scene with a couple of 
pietty Swiss maidens waving their adienx to some French 
soldieis who are being rowed across the Rhine, on toe con¬ 
clusion of peace. It is Alsace, however, which haa furnished 
our rs'nters with the greatest number of subjects. There is 
M. Gmtave Dorfi’s “Alsace”—a rather ill-tempered young 
women, in black, grasping a tricolour banner, whose lace 
sleeves and stomacher look uncommonly like chain-mail ; 
togitbfi with the “Alsace” of M. Charles Marchal and that 
of M. re H. Browne, in addition to numerous figures of 
Ahsoier neq among which may be noted the “ Lecture du 
Jiun al," by M. Pabst, a sentimental-looking Alsatian maiden, 
turnii g aside from her spinning-wheel to contemplate the 
j iges i f M. Gambetta’s journal, the Ptpublique Fran<;aue. 

SPAIN. 

The latest advices from Biscay annonnee the pacification 
of that province, and the flight of toe Carlist junta. ThiB 
junta was the governing body of tho insurrection, and the 
dispersion of it deprives the movement of all organisation. In 
ether provinces toe insurgents are said to be laying down their 
time or dispersing. 


ITALY. 

In the sitting of the Chamber of Deputies, on Thursday 
week, Signor Sella announced that Signor Correnti had re¬ 
signed the Ministry of Public Instruction. Signor Lanza went 
to Naples to confer with toe King. It was explained by the 
President, on Saturday, that the resignation of Signor Cor¬ 
renti was due to the rejection of the bill relative to school¬ 
masters, the first article of which suppressed religious teach¬ 
ing in schools. Signor Lanza declared that the resignation 
would not in any way alter the policy of toe Government 

HOLLAND. 

The King has requested the Ministers to remain in office, 
but they insist on resigning. They have, however, consented 
to close the current public business by J uly 1. 

GERMANY. 

The Lower House of the German Parliament, on Thursday 
week, after six hours’ debate upon certain petitions against 
the Jesuits, passed a resolution, framed as a compromise, which 
urges the Imperial Government to bring in a bill for the 
better control of religious orders and societies. The new law 
is to punish any action, especially on the part of the Society of 
Jesus, which may be dangerous to toe State. 

Minister von Falk is increasing his demands upon too ox- 
communicating Bishop of Ermeland. In his answer to toe 
prelate’s last demurrer, he requires, in addition to a removal of 
the ban. an explicit declaration of entire obedience to the 
State. Persistence in refnsal will, it is plainly hinted, lead to 
more than personal consequences. 

SWEDEN AND SOBWAY. 

The Swedish Parliament was closed, on Thursday week, by 
the Minister of Justice. In the Royal Message the King 
expressed his regret at being prevented by the state of his 
health frem personally attending the ceremony. The Message 
enumerated several questions upon which a mutual under¬ 
standing has been arrived at, and reoommended respect for 
traditional views on such questions as have not yet been finally 
disposed of. 

The Norwegian Storthing was dissolved, last Saturday, by 
Royal command. In Thursday’s Bitting it voted toe annual 
Army Budget, but appended a fresh vote of want ox con¬ 
fidence in the Government. It has voted the construction of 
a railway between Christiania and Throndbjem, and sanctioneu 
another from the latter town across toe whole breadth of the 
peninsula. The Storthing has resolved to effect, chiefly at the 
expense of the State, the partial restoration of the ancient and 
celebrated Cathedral of Throndbjem, the finest specimen of 
Gothic architecture in Scandinavia. 

TURKEY. 

Turkey is advancing in the path of progress. The report 
of the Grand Vizier to the Sultan on the situation of the 
empire says that measures have been taken to reform the 
administration of justice, extend education, improve agricul¬ 
ture, provide railways, increase the army and navy, and fortify 
the frontiers. An ominous silence, however, is maintained as 
to any improvement in toe financial positiou of the empire. 
To this silence the Sultan adverted in his reply,'wherein he 
qualified his expression of satisfaction with toe remark that 
the results do not come up to toe necessities of the country, 
and that the present age requires more rapid action. 

The Foreign Committee of toe Senate has reported upon 
the Supplemental Article of toe Treaty of Washington. A 
telegTam states that it has been adopted unanimously, a few 
verbal amendments having been introduced. A long debate 
in the Senate is anticipated, Mr. Stunner leading the 
opposition. ... . 

The Tribune is bitter in its comments. It hopes that do¬ 
mestic politics will not enter the debate of the Senate on the 
Supplemental Article. It sayB that the firm and imperious 
attitude of Earl Granville, the nervous, excited despatches of 
G cneral Schenck, and the clamour of frightened merchants, have 
induced the President to believe that the surrender of theclaiins 
will be less disastrous to his approaching canvass than toe 
loss of the treaty, and so the surrender has been ordered. The 
Herald warns the Administration that a settlement patched 
up against the known sentiments of toe people of the United 
States, in which everything is yielded, the country humiliated 
in the eyes of the world, and stamped with national dishonour, 
would not only fail to be regarded as a settlement for the 
injuries received, but would intensify the heartburnings, and 
leave behind seeds of aggravated jealousy and discontent, 
which would be certain to bring forth evil fruits. The World 
strongly condemns the Government for the course it has 
pursued. 

In Monday's sitting of the House of Representatives Mr, 
Butler moved to suspend the rules, in order to pass the follow¬ 
ing resolution :—“'Whereas Sir Stafford Ndrthcote, in a recent 
speech to the Exeter Chamber of Commerce, stated that the 
British Commissioners understood a promise to have been 
given that claims for indirect damages should-not be presented 
before the Geneva Tribunal of Arbitration; but that it was 
necessary that the Senate should not be placed in a position in 
which it would have to confess that it had done wrong ; which 
statement deeply concerns the good faith and integrity of the 
American Commissioners; therefore it is resolved that the 
President shall be required to inform the House if such a 
promise has been made ; if so, by whom, and under what 
authority ; and if the Senate is controlled or influenced by such 
a proceeding.” Mr. Cox said tho honour of the country was 
involved in the resolution, adding, “ Let ns know the worst, 
and ascertain who is responsible.” The House refused to sus¬ 
pend the rules, but referred the resolution to the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs. A Washington telegram states that the 
Ocmmittee will report in favour of the resolution. 

The Senate has passed the Amnesty Bill sent up from the 
House of Representatives, and a supplementary civil rights 
bill, not applying to juries and schools. It is being debated in 
the Senate, amid strong Democratic opposition, and so far 
witbont positive result, whether there should be a renewal of 
the President’s power to suspend the Habeas Corpus Act. The 
report of the Senate Committee, which was appointed at the 
demand of Senators Sumner and Schurz, to investigate toe 
sales of arms by the United States Government to France 
dm ing the war, has been published at W'ashington. A ma¬ 
jority of the Committee, comprising all the Republican mem¬ 
bers, agreed to a report whose first paragraph enunciates the 
opinion that the War Department “ had a perfect right, by the 
law of nations, to sell arms and ordnance stores to nny pur¬ 
chaser, even though that purchaser be known to be one of two 
belligerents with both of which toe United States was at 
peace.” 

The House of Representatives haa passed the amended 
Tariff and Tax Bill, and has concurred in the resolution of the 
Senate to adjourn the Session on May 29. The House has also 
pasted a bill continuing the President’s authority to suspend 
the BabcaB Corpus Act, and a bill granting an annual subsidy 
of 1,COO,COO dels., for ten years, to the Pacific Mail Steam-Ship 
Company. 


The contest between General Grant and Mr. Horace Greeley 
for the Presidency is becoming severe. The Republican State 
Convention of New York and the Michigan and Nebraska 
Regular Republican State Convention have resolved to support 
General Grant. Mr. Greeley has accepted the Cincinnati plat¬ 
form, and based his candidature for toe Presidentship on a 
wish to become a peacemaker between North and South. He 
hopes to be taken up by toe people as a whole, and not by any 
iarty. The time has, he declares, arrived when the North and 
South are eager to clasp hands across toe bloody gulf which 
has too long divided them. 

CANADA. 

After a six days’ debate in the House of Commons, and 
after several amendments had been defeated, the bill giviag 
effect to the Canadian clauses of the Treatyof Washington hai 
passed the second reading by a majority of 66 in a House of 
176 members. The papers publish in full tho specoh of Six John 
A. M’Donald, in which he defended tho Treaty of Washington 
as, on the whole, favourable to Canada. Due vigilance had not 
been exercised by the American Government to break up 
Fenian organisations, and therefore it was a fit thing for 
Canada to press her claim for damages through England, and 
she had done so. England, he said, had sacrificed herself for 
the sake of Canada. She had made herself responsible for 
millions of dollars, and given an apology for what she had 
done. She had adopted this course for the sake of Canada, 
Bince she herself was impregnable, while America was vulner¬ 
able at a thousand points. 

The House has also poised a resolution abolishing the tea 
and coffee duties. 

THt -CATE OF GOOD HOPE. 

There is news by toe Cape mail to April 19. The Colonial 
Parliament was opened on the 18th by Sir H. Barkly. The 
Governor urged the colonists to adopt responsible government. 
His Excellency was at once to introduce the Responsible 
Government Bill. President Brand, in a despatch to Sir H. 
Barkly, suggests that the Dutch Ambassador in London Bhould 
nominate an umpire to decide on toe ownership of the diamond- 
fields, provided arbitrators appointed by toe English and Free 
State Governments should not agree. A bill proposed by the 
Governor recommends the annexation of the diamond-fields to 
the eclony, giving toe inhabitants two representatives in the 
Legislative Council and six in the House of Assembly. 

INDIA. 

x/tord Northbrook arrived at Bombay on the 26th nit., and 
met with a very enthusiastic reception. The Flying Squadron, 
under the command of Rear-Admiral Beauchamp Seymour, 
had anchored in the harbour four days before, and from tho 
xiggiug of all the vessels there came lusty cheers, followed by 
the roar of large guns, as his Lordship stepped into the boat 
that conveyed him on shore. 

The Times' correspondent at Calcutta telegraphs that a 
recent address by Lord Northbrook to toe Associated Trades of 
Calcutta has created an agreeable and almost unexpected feel¬ 
ing throughout India. He said that in finance his aim would 
be to make a reasonable amount of income balance the expen¬ 
diture, and he would Dot lightly make changes affecting toe 
habits of the people. The good effect of these few words has 
been surprising. 

Jungle fever is very prevalent in Calcutta and the neigh¬ 
bourhood. Almost every household has been attacked, and toe 
suffering is severe, hut it is rarely fatal. 

JAPAN. 

That the spirit of toleration is making progress in Japan is 
proved by an Imperial decree having been issued abolishing all 
edicts against Christianity. 

Another disastrous fire has occurred at Jeddo, raging over 
four square miles of ground, and 30,000 persons have been 
rendered homeless. 


The Teheran official paper confirms tho newB that tho Shah 
intends to make a European tonr in the autumn. His Majesty 
will start in August for St. Petersburg, London, Paris, and 
Berlin, and will return by Vienna, Pesth, and Constantinople. 

Sir Charles Robert Mitchell Jackson, formerly Advocate- 
General of Bengal and Judge of the High Court of Judicature, 
has been appointed auditor of the India Office, which post has 
remained vacant Bince the death of Major-General Jamesoa. 

Montevideo has been visited with a disease resembling 
yellow fever. Prompt measures were taken by toe authorities. 
A military cordon was established around the affected districts, 
and the inhabitants removed in two Government steamers to 
Flores Island, in order that they might perform quarantine. 

In a supplement to the London Gazette of yesterday week 
was published a lengthy correspondence in regard to the 
Washington treaty, commencing on Feb. 3, and bringing the 
nffair down to the 13th inst. It comprehends the arguments 
of the British and American Governments respectively against 
and in support of the claims. 

A letter from Teheran, of March 29, reports a severe en¬ 
counter in Khornssan between a body of Turcomans and the 
Persian troops. The Turcomans having plundered a number 
of wandering tribes, the troops were sent in pursuit of them, 
and in the result, although numerically superior to their 
opponents, the Turcomans were thoroughly beaten, with a loss 
of 600 men and all their booty. 

The approaching marriage of the Emperor of Chins is 
officially announced. In tho Pekin Gazette of March 11 the 
Empresses Dowager publish three decrees, the first naming the 
Empress elect, the second appointing three other ladies to ba 
members of the harem, and the third ordering toe Astro¬ 
nomical Board to Belect a lucky day in October for the cele¬ 
bration of the marriage. The Dame of the future Empress is 
Alutd. She is Mongol by descent, her father, Chung-Ohi, a 
junior officer of the Hanlin College, being son of Saishauga, 
a Mongol mandarin who held high office at the beginning of 
the last reign. 


THE LOOSHAI EXPEDITION. 

Tho campaign of last winter, ordered by the British Govern¬ 
ment of India to chastise the marauding Loosh&i tribes, <m 
the Burmese frontier of Eastern Bengal, has been frequently 
mentioned, BDd several Illustrations of its progress have 
appeared in this Journal. It will be recollected that toe srn ill 
force of British and native soldiery employed there was divided 
into two separate columns—the left column, under General 
Bourchier, advancing from Cachar; the right column, uu ler 
General Brownlow, from the seaport of Chittagong. The 
difficult nature of the country, more particularly along the 
march of General Bourchier, caused great delays; but the 
enemy was seldom to be met with, and then preferred fighting 
in ambush. The Looshais never made a serious stand against 
our troops. General Brownlow, pushing on through the 
Dtwagiri Pass, made his way into the Sylhoo country,destroy¬ 
ing the villages of the hostile tribes around V&noonah and 
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S a Tonga, the people having already 
fled. The some courao was adopted 
by General Bourchier on the banks 
of theTipai and the Toi Boom, where 
he ocoupied the village of Kolel 
before continuing his advance to 
attack Lalboarah, the chief of the 
Looshai confederates, when they dis¬ 
regarded the summons to surrender. 
The result, however, was that, 
haring given as much trouble as 
they could, the Looshais at length 
mode their submission and gave 
pledges and hostages for their good 
behaviour in future. General Brown- 
low's division was fortunately en¬ 
abled to recover the little girl Mary 
Winchester, who hod been stolen 
by the Looshais from Mr. Sellar's 
tea plantation, in Cachor, within 
the British frontier. This ohild, 
now an orphan, was bom at 
Elgin, in Scotland, but lost her 
mother in early infancy. She was 
taken to India by her father, James 
Winchester, the son of a grocer at 
Elgin. He became a plantation 
overseer at Beckrampore. About 
fifteen months ago James Winchester 
and his daughter Mary visited a 
countryman, George Sellar, on the 
estate of Alexandriapore. During 
this visit the parties were attacked 
by the Hill tribee, and in the chase 
that ensued Sellar escaped, but Win¬ 
chester, while running with his 
daughter on his back, was shot. The 
little girl was captured by the 
murderers of her father, and carried 
away, to the wild Looshai country. 
She was latterly consigned by her 
original captors to oneof the Southern 
Howlong chiefs, Button Poola, who 
was on friendly terms with the 
English. This man gave her up, on 
Jan. 30, to a party of the 4th 
Goorkhas, who brought her safely 
to Lieutenant-Colonel Tytler, Y.C., at 
Dewagiri ; and by him she was sent 
to the Commissioner’s house at 
Chittagong. On hearing of her re¬ 
lease, her grandparents, in Elgin, 
through Mr. Duncan, of Calcutta, 
applied to the Government for her, 
and their request was at once granted. 
Mr. Duncan gave her in charge to a 
Mrs. Pritchard, at Calcutta, to fit out 
for the journey home. She left 
Calcutta on March 4, on board the 
City of Cambridge, Captain Smith, 
and arrived in London at the end of 
April. Here she was met by an 


uncle, who accompanied her to Elgin. 
Mary Winchester is but Beven years 
old, a pretty child, intelligent, affeo- 
tionate, and of pleasing manners. 
When first brought into camp she 
was very dirty and had evidently not 
been washed for several months, if 
at all during her stay with the 
natives. She was naked, and her 
hair was cropped oloae, like a boy's. 
She was very mooh frightened at 
first, bat soon began to reoover con¬ 
fidence, and by the time she reached 
Chittagong she had become almost 
civilised again. She spoke English 
very well. Having been a year in 
tb.e hands of the Looshais, she must 
have experienced much that she is 
not likely to forget. But she declines 
to answer any questions connected 
with her captivity. When reference 
ie made to the Looshais she instantly 
becomes sad. She replies that she 
does not want to see or hear of them. 
8 c far, however, as can be gathered, 
it would appear that she was a 
favourite with the Looshais. They 
would not give her up as long as they 
were able to repel the attaoks of the 
expedition. But if they had not taken 
a pride in the life of the interesting 
little captive they would in all pro¬ 
bability have destroyed her. When 
they were obliged to send her away 
they out her hair, which was long 
and beautifully curled, and kept it 
as a memorial of a much valued 
prize. They provided her with fresh 
garments, consisting of two striped 
Indian cotton skirts, a jacket of the 
some material, a thin tartan plaid 
tied like a sash, and a pair of sandals. 
Her face, which is naturally fair, 
was tanned by exposure to the sun.

The landscape view, called “ Lai- 
bourah’s Gate,” shows the pass into 
the village of Lalbourah's tribe, 
against whom the troops made their 
final march,about the end of February. 
Lalbourah himself bad absconded ; 
but the bead men of the village sur¬ 
rendered unoondition&Uy; the village 
was burnt, and the troops then 
marched homewards. The fore¬ 
ground of this view is a grassy plain, 
with an elevation of 4800 ft. ; the 
hills on each side are 6800 ft. high, 
covered with oak and pine trees; at 
their base is a deep ravine.

LOUDON: SATURDAY, MAY 25, 1872. 

A good speech is a pleasant thing to hear or to read, no 
matter whether one perceives its necessity or acquiesces in 
its arguments. No doubt “ the silences ” might be ad¬ 
vantageously worshipped very much more than they are ; 
but too much devotion is fanaticism ; and, after all, man 
is a talking animal, and Nature will not permit him to 
ignore her arrangements. It may be urged that a member 
of Parliament who has the majority of the nights between 
January and August in which to make himself eloquent 
need not disturb a week of Parliament iry repo;e by 
breaking forth into political oration ; but there a-e cir¬ 
cumstances to be considered when a gentleman like Mr. 
G. O. Trevelyan takes such an opportunity of addressing 
a Lancashire audience ? We ought to do him the justice 
of such consideration. 

Mr. Trevelyan's own first reason for making a political 
speech which should tend to hind the Liberal party to¬ 
gether was that the exertion was superfluous. Mr. Disraeli 
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had done the work. The great Lancashire speech by the 
leader of Opposition had been more effective in inducing 
the Liberals to sink their grievances and unite in the in¬ 
terest of their party than anything which Mr. Trevelyan’s 
address or the organisation of the club he addressed could 
possibly be. Mr. Trevelyan we almost compassionate 
when speaking of the amount of mischief which Mr. 
Disraeli had done the Tories. Never was any harangue 
less calculated to reassure friends, to conciliate neutrals, 
to disarm opponents. It had been a revolutionary 
speech too, for it impl'ed that the Conservatives 
alone wero loyal, and that the Liberals, with a 
majority of a hundred—somehow—were wanting in affec¬ 
tion to a Sovereign who was above all praise. Moreover, 
Mr. Disraeli bad talked of the personal influence of the 
Crown, and this was false and dangerous teaching. Still, 
bad as all this was, it was the best which the Leader of 
Opposition could do, and his followers had not been able 
to improve upon his programme. This declaration that 
Mr. Disraeli had done no good, but every harm, to his 
party might seem a tolerable reason why an cx-Minister 
should spare himself the trouble of “ slaying the slain.” 
But, on the principle, we presume, on which a boy never 
thinks his first hare is dead until he has fired his second 
barrel into her, Mr. Trevelyan proceeded to a farther dis¬ 
comfiture of the unfortunate Tories. “ Kill him again, 
'Walter," says a melodramatic character, “ such a fellow 
can never be too dead.” 

The report of the Committee on Patents seems to 
have given Mr. Trevelyan a hint. That body would 
uphold patents, and so would the able cx-Min is ter. The 
Conservatives have been infringing in an audacious manner 
upon the rights of the Liberals. They, as is well known, 
invented everything which has saved or blessed England. 
Bailways, cheap postage, a free press, Irish land and 
Chnrch reform, preservation of peace with foreigners, the 
freedom of Italy, the bringing the Navy to perfection, the 
abolition of purchase in the Army, are all the results of 
Liberal patriotism; and the Tories have claimed the 
authorship of some of these things, and as soon as they 
have left off denouncing the others as disasters and 
crimes they will rely on the short memory of the people, 
and claim the whole as Conservative achievements. Now 
Mr. Trevelyan put all this very cleverly and forcibly ; 
in fact, we have not seen the case stated more 
incisively ; and we need not add that his complaints 
are quite just. Mr. Disraeli certainly did not abolish the 
Irish Church, and his aid in abolishing purchase in the 
Army was limited to the extent of preventing his Peers 
from going beyond all bounds in the way of resistance. 
But the question is, why does a volunteer of ability and 
position step forward to “ take stock " for the Liberals at 
this juncture, and to beg that the Dissenters and the 
Badicals will not, “ in tears, unwind a love knit up by 
years”—a most tender and poetical description of'about 
as tough and unpoetical an alliance as can be named. 
Is there any danger? Are the Liberal ranks dis¬ 
solving ? Has the cry, “ To yonr tents, O Israel! ” 
been heard ? When, in private life, a man calls 
his friends together, and makes an affecting after- 
dinner speech, setting forth how good he has been, 
how many feasts he has made for them, how his balls 
have been the joy and delight of their families, how he 
has done bills for such of them as were in trouble, how he 
has supported them at parochial elections, how he has 
always had a drag for them on the Derby Day, and then 
implores them not to listen to his enemies, but to unite 
heartily and stand by him in good or evil, worldly-minded 
folk usually look, for some time thereafter, at the names 
in a certain part of a certain Gazette. Surely, Mr. 
“Trevelyan does not hint that anything like a political 
bankruptcy is at hand. 

It would have been a little more to the purpose, 
peihaps, if the able speaker were bent on making a 
eulogy of those who, according to himself, need no eulogy, 
and on overthrowing a party which, according to himself, 
has been overthrown by its own chief and leader, if he 
had told Lancashire a little more or the recent and 
present performances of the subjects of his praise. The 
young lady in the “ Relapse ” bids her nurse not tell the 
young gentleman what the former could do years ago, 
but what are her accomplishments at the time. We 
are ns willing as Mr. Trevelyan to recognise all 
that the Liberal party and its leaders have achieved 
in the past, and we go with him entirely in 
hoping that the present Government will stand, especially 
•as it could be succeeded only by those who have nothing 
to say for themselves except that they are in Opposition. 
Bnt the recapitulating good old deeds is not enough. Mr. 
Ti evelyan should show that the doers thereof can emulate 
them. The Conservatives are able so say, and do say it 
with a loud voice, that out of nine Cabinet measures only 
“two will succeed, and both these are mutilated. “ The 
silence ” should have been broken that answers might be 
given-—and there is a good answer—to this political “ act 
of accusation.” Judgment may go by default. 


X THE COURT. 

The Queen, with Princess Beatrice and Trinco Leopold, con¬ 
tinues at Balmoral Castle. 

Prince Leopold is recovering satisfactorily from the sprain 
of his knee, and is now able to take driving exercise. 

On Sunday the Queen and Princess Beatrice attended 
Divine service in the parish chnrch of Crathie. The Rev. Dr. 
Tajlor officiated. 

The weather has been inclement since the arrival of the 
•Court in the Highlands. Snow has fallen heavily, with frost. 


The Queen has taken frequent drives. Her Majesty, upon 
one occasion, drove by Lochnagar to Crathie, and visited Mr. 
Farquharson, one of the keepers on the Royal estates, who is 
in ill-health. The Queen returned via Abergeldie to Balmoral. 

Yesterday (Friday) was the fifty-third anniversary of the 
birthday of the Queen ; and to-day (Saturday) Princess 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, third daughter of her Majesty, 
attains her twenty-sixth year.

State concerts will be given, at Buckingham Palace, on 
Wcdnefday, Jure 6 , and AVednesday, June 26. 

State halls wUl be given on Friday, June 2L, and Wednesday, 
July 3. The Prince and Princess of Wales and other members 
of the Queen’s family will represent her Majesty. 

The Queen's birthday will be kepton Saturday next, June 1. 

THE KINO OP THE BELGIANS. 

The King of the Belgians visited the London nnd St. 
Katharine's Docks on Thursday week j and inspected the site 
of the new Royal Hotel, Blackfriars. On the following day 
his Majesty visited Christ's Hospital; the City of London 
Middle-Class Schools, in Gowper-etreet, Finsbury; and Sir 
Sydney Waterlow's workmen’s houses ; aud formally opened 
the Belgian Annexe of the International Exhibition at South 
Kensington. On Saturday last the King visited Rugby School; 
and, upon his return, partook of luncheon with the Dnchess 
of Cambridge, at Cambridge Cottage, Kew, where the Duke 
nnd Duchess of Teck met his Majesty. Subsequently the 
King paid farewell visits to other members of the Royal 
family and to various members of the nobility. On Sunday 
his Majesty attended mass, and afterwards left Claridge's 
Hotel for AV'oolwioh, whence he embarked on board the Comte 
de Flandre mail-packet for Ostend, en route for Brussels. The 
King was entertained, previously to his departure, by the 
Duke of Cambridge, the Belgian Minister, Earl and Countess 
Dudley, and the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress. His Majesty 
received, at Claridge’s Hotel, numerous members of the Corps 
Diplomatique and of the aristocracy. 

TIIE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OP WALES. 

Tho Prince and Princess of Wales arrived at Geneva yes¬ 
terday (Friday) week. Their Royal Highnesses proceeded to 
the Hotel des Bergues. On Whit Monday the Prince and 
PrincesB were joined by the King and Queen of Denmark, 
Princess Thyra and Prince AValdemar of Denmark, and Prince 
John of Glttcksburg. The Prince and Princess arc expected 
to arrive in England during next week. The Prinoe, as Colonel 
of the 10th Hussars, will preside at the annual dinner of that 
regiment, on Monday, June 3, at AA'illis’s Rooms, His Royal 
Highness will review the Norfolk Artillery Militia on Friday, 
June 7, at Great Yarmouth. 


“ NOTHING IN THE PAPERS.” 

Once more there has been a revival of the qne 3 tion about 
bringing to England the famous obelisk known as “ Cleopatra's 
Needle.” This article has been lying for ages in the sand at 
Alexandria, and it was presented to King George IV. by 
Mehemet Ali, but that astute old gentleman did not possess 
the Oriental generosity that should have delivered his present 
at the gate of Windsor Castle. We were to have it, if we 
liked, but we must carry it away ourselves. Somehow, we 
never did this, and of late it occurred to us to say that perhaps 
the needle was hardly worth the trouble and expense of bring¬ 
ing here. The other day Sir James Alexander addressed the 
Metropolitan Board of Works, suggesting that the obelisk 
should be brought over and placed on the Victoria Embank¬ 
ment. Colonel Hogg could reply only that tho bsard have no 
funds at their disposal for such a purpose, bnt that if tie 
needle could be placed in their hands without cost to them¬ 
selves o proper site should gladly bo found for it. I suppose 
that this answer will finally dispose of the question, for it is 
more than doubtful whether private subscriptions can be 
raised for the work ; and we have no Academy of Inscriptions 
to initiate a movement; and Mr. Ayrton, who snubs the 
Society of Antiquaries and repudiates Mr. Layard's promises 
to them, is, like Cato, 

A proper person to intrust 
An “ art -talc vrftb. 

The interest of the monument is in its antiquity and in the 
memories which cling to it. In itself, when I saw it some 
years ago, it did not appear to he an imposing relio, but it was 
imbedded in rubbish, and doubtless, with snch treatment as 
has been bestowed on the Lnxor obelisk, it might be rendered 
an object of interest. The French will probably have their 
langh at our behaviour to such things. AVe leave the Needle 
to go to pieces in the dust, nnd our countryman, " AV. Button,” 
paints his base name in huge black letters on Pompey's Pillar, 
hard by—these eyes have read the legend. 



PRINCE ARTHUR. 

Prince Arthur arrived at Wavertree, near Liverpool, on 
Saturday last. His Royal Highness was met at the railway 
station by Mr. S. R. Graves, M.P., whose guest the Prinoe 
remained during his visit. The Prince, with bis host, drove 
to Tho Grange, escorted by a squadron . of the 5th Dragoon 
Guards. The village was handsomely decorated, and along 
the route two triumphal arches were erected. 

On AA’hit Monday the Prince opened Sefton Park, which the 
Corporation have completed at a cost of nearly half a million 
sterling. His Royal Highness, aooompanied by Mr. S. R. 
Graves, drove from The Grange, Wavertree, escorted by a 
squadron of the 6 th Dragoon Guards, to the Townhall, Liver¬ 
pool, where an address was presented to the Prince by the 
Recorder, in the presence of a largo assemblage of ladies and 
gentlemen. His Royal Highness gracefully replied, after 
which the Prince added his name to the mnnicial autograph- 
book. A procession was then formed of fifty-five carriages, and 
his Royal H ighness proceeded to the park amid the acclamations 
of many thousands of the inhabitants, who had turned out en 
masse. The town was profusely decorated, and the Royal cortege 
passed through the four chief streets to the park. In declaring 
the park open the Prince expressed his gratification at being 
invited to attend upon an occasion which was to confer upon 
the town one of the greatest of boons. Subsequently there was 
a march past of a large body of men, embracing all the services; 
after which his Royal Highness opened the bazaar for the 
benefit of the new Southern Hospital, and then returned to The 
Grange, In the evening the Prince was entertained at dinner 
by the Mayor at the Townhall. 

On Tuesday his Royal Highness rode along the line of dockB 
and inspected the North Fort and Canada Dock, passing on the 
route through Newsham Park and Everton. At the North Fort 
were drawn up, besides the brigade located there, 1200 men 
employed by the Canard Company. The Prince afterwards 
opened the Southern Hospital. Mr. G. H. Horsfall, the Pre¬ 
sident, presented to his Royal Highness on address inclosed in 
a silver casket ; after which the Prinoe inspected various 
wards, naming them, respectively, Victoria, Albert, Arthur, 
and Alexandra. The president announced that the Queen had 
given permissi on that the prefix of “ Royal ” should be added 
to the name of the institution. His Royal Highness declared 
the Royal Southern Hospital opened. The Prince afterwards 
opened the flower show in Sefton Park, and in the evening was 
present at a fancy-dress ball at St. George's Hall. 

On AVednesday his Royal Highness visited the Sailors’ Home, 
when the head boys of the training-ships Conway and Indefati¬ 
gable were presented to him. The Prince afterwards drove to 
the Townhall, when he was cond noted to the balcony overlook¬ 
ing the Exchange. His Royal Highness was greeted with the 
utmost enthusiasm, in response to which the Prinoe, in a 
concise speech, expressed his heartfelt thanks for the re¬ 
ception accorded him. His Royal Highness afterwards left 
Liverpool for London. In the evening the Prince went to the 
St. James’s Theatre. 

On Thursday evening his Royal Highness, as honorary 
Colonel of the London Irish Rifles, distributed the prizes of the 
corps to the successful Bhots at Westminster Hall. 


The Duke of Edinburg h was installed a member of the 
Fishmongers Company on Saturday last, after which his Royal 
Highness dined with the Corporation. On Monday evening 
the Duke went to the Prince of AV ales’s Theatre. 

The Marquis of Lome presided, on Saturday last, at the 
anniversary dinner of the Artists' General Benevolent Insti¬ 
tution at Willis's Rooms. Princess Louise, Marchioness of 
Lome, and the Marquis have arrived at Inverary Castle. 

The Duchess of Cambridge and the Duke and Dnchess of 
Teck were pretent, on Wednesday, daring the annual dinner 
to the inmates of the Royal Cambridge Asylum for Soldiers' 
AVidows, at Norbiton. 

The customary Ministerial banquets will be given on 
Saturday next in celebration of the Queen's birthday. 
Receptions also will be given by Countess Granville, at the 
Foreign Office, and by Mrs. Gladstone, at the Premier's resi¬ 
dence, Carlton House-terrace. 

The Earl of Wilton will give his “Derby" dinner to the 
stewards and members of the Jockey Club on Tuesday next. 


We ought to feel some compassion for tho masters and 
mistresses of Dundee servant-maids if the latter are fairly 
represented by the hundred or so who have just been holding 
another meeting at the Thistle Hall in that town. A more 
ill-conditioned and impertinent set of persons have seldom 
made themselves ridiculous, and if emigration on a wholesale 
plan could be enforced at Dundee social life there would be 
much improved. It seems as if the servants had mot to vindi¬ 
cate all the satire which has been bestowed upon “ servant- 
galism ” by John Leech and his followers, and scaroly a piece 
of impudence which the caricaturists have imputed was not 
served up by the speakers. The chairwoman had some sens3 
of the fitness of things, and told the meeting that if they 
were to be servants they must be servants, and not try to 
have everything their own way. But the spirit of the 
assembly was decidedly rebellious. The various she-orators 
put forth their demands with agreeable frankness. “ AVe will 
wear what we choose, provided we do not wear oar mistresses’ 
clothes.” “ We will wear false hair if we like.” “ AVe will 
not wear caps.” “Or, if we do, the mistresses shall pay for 
them.” “We wUl not clean windows." “Wo will havo 
very little cooking on Sundays." “ AVe will have no sneaks.” 
“ Mistresses shall not have late suppers—nine o’clock shall bo 
the time." “ We will go to the post-office when we choose, 
without asking leave or accounting for the time we have been 
away." “ We will have three hours a day at our absolute dis¬ 
posal." These are only some of the conditions on which the 
Maids of Dundee are willing to condescend to do their duty in 
that state of life in which it has pleased Providence to place 
them. There were some other pleasant things. One young 
lady confided to the meeting that “ Ministers' wives were 
generally the worat mistresses of any." Another stated that 
one of her mistresses had been “an awful dragon." These 
maids sadly want a Meg Dod. 

One of our glorious old edifices is being restored in a noble 
manner. St. Alban's Abbey is in the hands of those who 
know how to do their work thoroughly and yet reverently. I 
advise persons who wish to see a most interesting sight to go 
down and visit the place. The task is boldly grappled with, 
and the results are already gratifying, though comparatively 
but a small portion of the restoration is accomplished. Those 
who have not recently entered the abbey will find a new scene. 
Service is now conducted in the nave, which is shut off from 
the rest of the edifice by hoarding, which rises from the screen 
to the roof. Against the screen Btands the altar, carefully 
decked, and the organ is on one side, while the floor of the 
huge nave is covered with chairs. Ail here is orderly, &3 a 
place of worship should be. But step bohind, and you arc iu 
the midst of great scaffolding, displaced stones, and a certain 
chaotic effect, though there is anything but chaos there. 
The splendid tracery is being repaired with the 
utmost care, and its beauties ore at several poiuts 
fully reproduced. Minor matters are proceeded with 
at the some time, and, among other things, the way in which 
the tomb of the first English martyr, over which the monks 
watched night and day in the adjacent gallery, has been put 
together from fragments is a marvel of well-applied thought. 
I have no space to tell of discoveries constantly made by the 
removal of “ abominations ” like churchwardens' whitewash 
and brickwork. On six of the columns of the nave are 
paintings in high preservation, which have been long hidden 
and forgotten ; and at the east end of the abbey other deco¬ 
rations of great beauty have been found. The mortuary 
chapel on the left is alone worth a visit to St. Alban3. I 
hope that I may indnee many to moke the easy pilgrimage; 
and I think that most who go will be inclined to aid the 
workers by gifts to the Restoration Fund. 


“ May, that peevish maid," has her periods of good-nature, 
and it was lucky for the many that she chose to smile on AA r hit 
Monday. AA'e all felt half inclined to forgive her for the 
miserable sulkiness of her demeanour daring the previous 
three weeks. But the fact is that the English poet was right, 
and that he pointed out truly that our adoration of May was a 
blunder derived from servile following of foreign teachers. 
In the South May is or was what we want in June ; but here 
it is “June’s undoubted right” to receive all the homage 
which we have been so long paying to the other goddess. Dr. 
AA'atts had his merits; but when he sang, in his small manner, 
of the fairness of the rose, “ the glory of April and May," he 
was thinking of a convenient rhyme to his moral about 
“dying in a day,” not about natural history. These 
observations are not praotical, but they introduce a 
highly practical remark, which is that Convocation, or 
the State, or some authority ought to provide that Whit¬ 
suntide shall fall in the sunnier month. It was by the merest 
chance that tho myriads on Monday escaped saoh a day as the 
preceding Saturday. This would have been a national disaster, 
for the people would have taken holiday (indeed, they were 
compelled to do so), and the day would have been one of 
misery, and the night one of intoxication. A Royal birthday 
can be “ kept" whenever it is most convenient, and the sama 
process might be applied to a national holiday.

ANTWERP. 

The city o£ Antwerp had great importance in the commercial 
history of the Middle Ages. On the oollapse of the Hanseatic 
League it became a chief emporium of the trade of the world. 
Its situation, on the right bank of the Scheldt, or L’Escant, 
here as broad as the Thames at London Bridge, and deep 
enough at high tide to float the largest merchantmen, gave it 
a superiority over the other cities of the Netherlands. Like 
all famous old cities, it has its legend to account for its origin 
and name. It is said that, at a fabulously remote period, the 
giant Antigonua chose this spot for his abode. He was in the 
habit of cutting off the right hands of all strangers who passed 
that way, unless they paid toll of half their merchandise. 
From his practice of throwing these hands into the river, as 
of no further use to their owners, the place of his abode was 
called Antwerpen, from “ Ant," a hand, and “ werpen,” to 
throw. Two “ couped ” hands in the heraldio cognisance of 
the city, and the statue of a giant, with which Rubens eaused 
one of its gates to be surmounted, attest this fanciful deriva¬ 
tion of a name whose real origin is unknown. 

The legend further tells how this second Cacns met with 
his Hercules in a more powerful giant named Brabo, who 
threw the monster into the Scheldt after the hands of hia 
victims. From this giant Brabo, it is said, the name of 
Brabant is derived. 

Whatever the origin of Antwerp, it seems to have been in 
existence in the middle of the seventh centnry. It was 
almost destroyed by tho Northmen in the ninth centnry. Gra¬ 
dually recovering from the attacks of these pirates, Antwerp, 
with the surrounding district, was made a marqnisate of the 
Holy lloman Empire by the Emperor Henry It. It then began 
a career of such prosperity that, according to Motley’s 
«* History of the Rise of the Dutch Republic," “ there were but 
fiw poor, and those did not seek, but were sought by the 
almouere. The schools were excellent and cheap. It was 
difficult to find a child of sufficient age who could not read, 
write, and speak at least two languages.” If this account be 
correct, thoee must have been prosperous days for Antwerp. 
Philippe de Comraineo, who wrote his memoirs at the end of 
the fifteenth century, speaks of the Belgian provinces, under 


the government of the Dukes of Burgundy, as the Garden of 
the Promised Land. 

The marriage of Maximilian of Austria with Mary of 
Burgundy handed over their rich domains, including the city 
and marquisate of Antwerp, to the House of Hapsbnrg—a 
family which gathered into the matrimonial cast-net some of 
the best parts of Europe by acting upon its prudent maxim— 
Bella gvrant alii, to, folia Austria, nubo. 

The son of this marriage, Philip the Fair, espoused Joanna, 
sister of our ill-fated and ill-mated Catherine of Arragon, and 
daughter of Ferdinand and Isabella. From this union sprang 
the Emperor Charles V., the central figure of European history, 
who transmitted to his gloomy ffnd bigoted Bon, Philip II., 
Spain and the Indies, with Naples, Sicily, and the Nether¬ 
lands. Under the rule of this tyrant and his cruel lieutenant, 
the Duke of Alva, dreadful oppressions and persecutions were 
suffered by Antwerp and the rest of the Netherlands. Before 
this time the city had enjoyed the ntmost prosperity. The 
riches amassed by its merchants were beyond example. As an 
instance of their wealth and munificence, the story is told of 
one Daens, who had lent two million florins to Charles V.. and 
held his Sovereign's bond for that amount. He invited the 
Emperor to a banquet, and, after having sumptuously enter¬ 
tained him, he burnt the bond in a fire made of cinnamon—a 
spice at that time of great value. A similar story is told of 
Fugger, the gjeat -merchant of Augsburg. Every reader of 
Scott is familiar with the inoident related of Jingling Geordie 
in “ The Fortunes of Nigel." 

The religious ferment excited by the progress of the 
Lutheran doctrines powerfully affected the people of the 
Netherlands. It was in the effort to Btamp ont these opinions 
that the cruelties of Alva were perpetrated. At this time the 
celebrated citadel was erected whioh gave the first serious 
check to the commercial greatness of Antwerp. Being the 
strongest fortress in Europe, it was Boon made use of to crush 
the city. In 1576 the Spaniards, issuing from its gates, under 
Don Sancho d’Avila, made a furious onslaught upon the 
defenceless inhabitants. Neither age nor sex was spared. 
The accumulated wealth of generations was seized by the 
soldiery. Their greed of gold was not satiated by the untold 
treasures that fell into their hands, bnt wounds and torture 
were applied to forse from the unhappy victims the supposed 
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secret of their concealed riches. This was ever after called the 
“ Spanish Fury; " and bv such an affliction was Antwerp, the 
most prosperous city of F.urope, reduced to misery. We do 
not continue this review. The historian or the moralist will 
speak of the vicissitudes through which Antwerp and Belgium 
hnve passed, from the time when William the Silent struck 
down the Spanish tysanny of Philip to the conflict from 
which it emerged, some forty years ago, regenerated and 
vigorous, in a new kingdom which has justified the favour of 
fortune and has proved itself able to be free. 

The first and great attraction of Antwerp is, of course, the 
majestic cathedral, one of whose towers rises to a height above 
that of St. Paul’s. Mr. S. Read's picture of this very beautiful 
edifice, as seen from the Place Verte, with the statue of 
Rubens in the foreground, may be familiar to some of our 
renders. An Engraving from this picture appeared in our 
Journal on Aug. 15, 1868. The cathedral is so rush in 
ornamentation that Charles V. declared that it ought to be 
kept under a glass case. So beautiful and delicate is the 
tracery that the grim Napoleon also, who would fain have 
made of Antwerp the strongest fortress in the world, com¬ 
pared the fineness of ite lines and the luxuriance of its orna¬ 
mentation to Mechlin lace. As in Cologne. Strasbourg, and 
many other cathedrals, the original design inoluded two 
towers, but only one has been finished. 

From the Hotel de l'Europt?, whioh opens on the place in 
front of the cathedral, are heard to perfection the celebrated 
carillons of Antwerp, consisting of about sixty bells, which 
chime sweetly and merrily in these piping times of peace, as 
they did three centuries ago above the screams and groans of 
the panic-stricken and dying victims of “ the Spanish Fury.” 
Uow often, while the spire pointed still heavenward, have those 
sweet bells repeated their melodies, when hearts were aching 
below 1 Here it may be permitted to give a well-deserved, 
but wholly unsolicited, word of commendation to one of the 
most obliging and intelligent English hotel-keeperB on the 
Continent. We refer to Mr. Barber, of the Hotel de l’Europe 
at Antwerp, whose attention to his guests confers an obliga¬ 
tion which it is not so easy to discharge as his very moderate 
demands for the best and most thoroughly comfortable enter¬ 
tainment. From the bodily accommodation which he so 
pleasantly supplies, to the mental gratification that awaits 
the visitor in the cathedral, it is but a few steps. The interior, 
by its vast sire, its triple aiBles,ite numerous side-chapels, its 
numerous paintings, many of them famous, Us marble columns, 
grand altar-pieces, tombs, and monuments, affords much to be 
seen and admired. But the glorious colours of the artist must 
perhaps be taken as a compensation for the coldness that seems 
to be inseparable from a Flemish church. One creation of 
Rubens, the matchless “ Descent from the Cross,” would make 
the greyest stone beam with its borrowed lustre. Those who 
hnve judged of Rubens by the profuse facility displayed in his 
pictures on the walls of the Louvre or elsewhere, will here be 
surprised to find a picture elaborated to the highest perfection. 
It hangs in the south transept of the cathedraL 

It is well that the artist's greatest work should be the che¬ 
rished property of the city of his birth, and placed not far from 
the Church of St. Jacques, where he rests in his honoured 
tomb. A curious story is told of this wonderful picture. It is 
said that during the progress of the painting Rubens’s pupils— 
amongst them Vandyke — obtained admission to his studio 
during the temporary absence of the master, and in a senflje 
among them the face of the Virgin and the arm of Mary 
Magdalene were smeared and obliterated. In great consterna¬ 
tion, the pupils called upon Vandyke to repaint the effaced 
parts, whioh he is said to have done in so masterly a manner 
as at first to have deceived even RubenB himself. When at 
length Rubens discovered the substitution, the story goes that 
he magnanimously allowed it to remain ; so that on those two 
parts the work is that of Vandyke, who thus hns the glory of 
being associated with the great master in the most perfect and 
famous of all his works. 

It is well that the career of the giant Antigonns was out 
short in time, or the right hands of Rubens, Vandyke, the two 
Teniers, and Quentin M atsys, with many of those who are only by 
comparison the lesser lights of the Flemish school, would have 
been consigned to the Scheldt instead of living to wield the 
pencil of the master. This pruning of the redundant hands 
seemB to have given more strength and vigour to those that 
were left, and hence it may come that the Antwerpers have 
Bhown the cunning of their marvellous fingers in the light 
tracery of the lacelike stonework, in the waving grilles of 
iron, and in the glorious human forms that all but live and 
move on the immortal canvas. 

The Church of St. Jacques, plain and massive in its exte¬ 
rior, with a western tower that is venerable with age, is more 
beautiful in the detail of its interior than the cathedra!. Its 
fluted pillars of black marble, its magnificent altars, its 
stained-glass windows, its paintings, and the rich abundance 
of its art-treasures, render it in many respects the most 
attractive of all the churches of Antwerp! 

Strange and quaint are the old Flemish houses, with their 
curious battlemented or graduated gables, and the glimpses 
down by-streets which give to the artist such raorceaux for 
the sketch-book as those represented in our Engravings. Yet 
Antwerp has, on the whole, a solid and substantial appear¬ 
ance. Its immense Hotel de Ville, and the Hanseatic House, 
built- in the palmy days of Antwerp as a rendezvous for the 
Easterlings or Baltic merchants of the League, attest its 
former greatness by the grant! scale of those imposing 
structures. Till the year 1859 Antwerp was adorned with its 
far-famed Exchange, probably the first that was built in 
Europe, and which served Sir Thomas Gresham as the model 
for the Royal Exchange of London. The latter was destroyed 
by fire in 1838, and its prototype, to the grief of the Antwerp 
citizens, was burnt in 1 sr.fi. J n this they lost a monument of 
the days when their city was the head of the commerce of 
Europe. 

The picture-gallery, though n plain building, contains a 
most valuable collection of the Dutch and Flemish Bchools, 
including specimens of Van der Velde, Ruysdael, Both, 
Ostade, and Teniers, in addition to works of Vandyke, Albert 
Durer, Mending, Quentin Malays, Jordaens, Rubens, Berghem, 
and almost every other cele’ority of those schools. Here might 
be seen the curious sight, familiar to many visitors in Antwerp, 
of a painter without arms copying with his feet, which he 
moved as deftly as any other man his hands. He would copy 
in thit way a cabinet pictnre by Buch a master as Adrien Van 
Ostade. But the very atmosphere of Antwerp is charged with 
the spirit of art; and this is no wonder, with so many master¬ 
pieces of its own townsmen there. 

It is not only as the home of the fine arts and of commerce 
in the olden time that Antwerp is a place of interest. It is 
important, too, for those defensive fortifications which only 
too pointedly show that, in this advanced nineteenth century 
of Christianity and superior civilisation, right is not yet 
esteemed the best safeguard of nations. For miles around 
this city extends a perfect system of earthworks, redoubts, and 
moats, encasing with a triple shield that, which may some day 
be the last refuge of a free and inoffensive people. Antwerp 
oan never be the basis of aggression whilst it remains with 


ite present possessors. It has been fortified, as Athens was by 
Themistocles of old, with a too true forecast of the secret 
machinations whioh would attempt to undermine the stability 
and threaten the very existence of the Belgian kingdom.^ A 
minute description, with plans and views of the fortifications 
of Antwerp, was given in this Journal four or five years ago. 


THE ARREST OF MARSHAL BAZAINE. 
The arrival of Marshal Bazaine at the house appointed for 
his detention while tried by court-martial for surrendering the 
French army and fortress of Metz, took place on Tuesday week, 
at eight o'clock in the morning. This is the last house in the 
Avenue de Picardie at Versailles, near the octroi gate, on the 
road to St. Cloud. 11 was formerly occupied by Mr. John Walter, 
an English nursery-gardener, whose name appears on the gate¬ 
posts ; the ground", inclosed by high walls, are spacious and 
beautifully laid out. The house is seen, in our Illustration, to the 
right hand, looking over the wall; the smaller bnilding, to the 
left hand, is now used for a guard-house. A company of fifty 
soldiers, with their captain, are employed to guard Marshal 
Bazaine; and two gardiens de la paix, or police officers, are 
stationed in front of the house. Colonel Gaillard, of the 
Staff of the Commander-in-Chief, has charge of the Marshal 
during his confinement. It is he, with uncovered head, who 
greets Bazaine alighting from his carriage, in the sketch we 
have engraved. The gentleman behind Marshal Bazaine is 
Colonel Willette, one of his aides-de-camp; another of whom, 
Colonel Magnan, stands at the opposite side of the open 
gateway.__ 

THE ROYAL ACADEMY EXHIBITION. 

Before passing to the landscapes and portraits, a number of 
figure or "subject” pictures, hitherto unreviewed, still claim 
notice. As, however, these are not. With some exceptions, 
works of representative importance, little would he gained by 
an attempt at classification, we shall therefore follow the order 
of the catalogue in our observations, digressing, it may be, 
occasionally to draw a comparison or to group the contribu¬ 
tions of a given artist together. It will even Buffice in the 
case of some works deserving the visitor’s attention to give 
the title and artist's name alone. 

In Room I, then, we pause first, before No. 19, a West High¬ 
land scene, with a gToup of “ tupe ” being driven through Glen 
Spean, and No. 30, “ Goatherds Returning from Seville "—two 
of the series of Scotch and Spanish subjects by Mr. Ansdeil, 
one of which we engraved last week. There is :no novelty in 
Mr. Ansdell's well-known manner calling for mention. One 
of his eight pictures representing hounds finding a stag that 
has fallen over a precipice, with crows wheeling through the 
mist, is, however, of larger dimensions than usual, and in 
another there is a very-well-painted old pony. 

Sir John Gilbert contributes a pictnre with many figures 
representing "King Charles I.leaving Westminster Rail after 
sentence of death had been passed ” (42), The King, in 
custody of a Roundhead officer, who precedes him, advances in 
the foreground with characteristic dignity under his mis¬ 
fortunes, heedless alike of the jeers and execrations of 
Puritans or time-serving trimmers on the one hand, and on the 
other of astill-faithfnlpartisan. who kisses thehemof the Royal 
mantle. In the background appear, amidst a confusing con¬ 
flict of lights, the judges and the spectators of the trial. The 
picture evinces the skill of composition, vigour of handling, 
and richness of colour common to Sir John's works j but we 
could hare desiderated in Bach a subject more careful comple¬ 
tion in the character and expressions of the heads. A later 
moment after the trial (when the King is leaving the portal 
of the hall) is taken by Mr. L. J. Pott—see No. 107. _ In this, 
as well as “ Shakspeare Reading before Queen Elizabeth ” 
(660), by the same, there is in the conception a needless pre¬ 
ference for the coarse and ugly—in other words, a tendency to 
caricature—which is a more unpromising symptom in a young 
artist ’b work than the grimy colouring which gives to the 
unhappy monarch so nn-Kingly an aspect. ''Music hath 
Charms” (62), by H. Carter. "After the Day’s Work’’ 
(69), by W. Field. " A Highland Pastoral" (101), by P. U. 
Morris,'has much of the grace of feeling and refinement of 
oolour which distinguish this artist's treatment of his varied 
themes from the simplest incidents of rural life to the 
mysteries of Calvary. Mr. Marcus Stones figure-pointing in 
his “ Edward II. and Piers Gaveston " (111) is so careful and 
excellent that it did not require to be foiled by a dull, opaque 
toning of the background that might be suitable enough for 
an interior effect, but istjuite inappropriate to a landscape 
scene such as this. The story is well told of the favourite 
amusing the thoughtless King with his derisive gibes nt the 
expense and to the deep resentment of the Court—warriors, 
councillors, courtiers, Queen, and dwarf oppearing equally for¬ 
saken and outraged. , 

With the mention of Mr. Yeames’s little picture (16o) of an 
old village pensioner garrulously entertaining a young Curate, 
we enter the great room, or Gallery III, where the first picture 
which claims notice is another small work by Mr. Yeames, 
“A Rest by the River-Side" ( 168 ) one of the most trivial of the 
many boating incidents in this exhibition. We look for more 
Berious work at this painter’s hands ; and he may be advised 
of a growing peculiarity of treatment, which, though happily 
far removed from vulgarity, inclines to tameness and 
monotony. Again a boating incident arrests atten¬ 
tion : “Drifting—American Autumn Evening” (179),_ a 
picture by W. J. Hennessey, a rising young American artist, 
which was WTongly described in the first edition of the cata¬ 
logue. A young fellow and two fair companions recline 
in a boat that, gliding with the tide, puts aside the rushes and 
water-lilies beneath a bank clad in the variegated hues of 
American autumn, glowing low here in the shade, and gleam¬ 
ing golden yonder in the last ray of sunset. The picture has 
sentiment, true and unforced. “ Un Pelerinage” (184) and 
“TJn I’reche ” (U40) apparently prove by their close re¬ 
semblance to each other and many preceding works, that M. 
Legros’s art runs in a rather narrow groove. The Pdlerinage 
represents a religious sisterhood or party of Bdguines before 
a shrine of the Virgin or a Calvary. The women are dressed 
in sooty black cloaks, and hideous bine-white caps, partly re¬ 
sembling the ceremeutB of the dead, and partly a poke-bonnet. 
Their common, ilf favoured visages are scarcely redeemed into 
pathetic interest by their expression of devout submission to 
hopeless religious routine. A cripple, of moBt forbidding aspect, 
stands behind. Now, we would wish to entertain the highest 
respect for all that is Bincerely grave and earnest in art. A 
painter who succeeds in engaging our sympathies for the ugly 
and the sad may deserve the highest praise; and certainly 
there is a degree of knowledge and soundness In M Legros s 
work, which is not approached by nine-tenths of the Academic 
performances in thiB collection. Yet A qnoi bon? we ask 
these ugly and funereal representations with a moral 
so obsenre aud so entire an avoidance of even tech¬ 
nical charm ? One comes to thick that this obtrusive 
asceticism may, in art as in life, be the ch'sk to 
affectation as great, and pri le as intense, ns tint, w hich pro¬ 
claims itself from these walls in the loudest self-assertion of 


flashy conventionality. “ Odd or Even” (189), by Mr. Webster— 
boys playing at marbles—recalls the painter’s early felicity 
more than many recent works. "The False Knight” (191), 
by V. W. Bromley, a larger picture than this promising young 
artist has hitherto attempted, appears to possess con¬ 
siderable merit, though hung too high • for examination. 

» Penelope " (225), by V. Prinsep : to our mind a much more 
successful effort than usual; the lifesize or colossal figure is 
executed with commensurate breadth of chiaroscuro and largo¬ 
ness of style ; the colouring also is good. The wife of Ulysses 
stands, white-robed, at night, in a weary attitude, with shears 
in her hand, as about to undo the day’s labour at her em¬ 
broidered web. The effect—that of lamplight—helps at once 
the sentiment and pioturesqueness of the treatment. A por¬ 
trait group and smaller pictures by Mr. Prinsep are less meri¬ 
torious, being not free from mannerism. “ The Crown to the 
Husband ” (235), by Mr. Dobson, is a pretty group of a young 
mother with her children, one of whom, hanging caressingly 
round her neck, holds a rose, for her to smell its fragrance. 
The composition, which might serve as a new motive for a 
Holy Family group, has the painter’s purity and piety of feel¬ 
ing, with other usual characteristics, both of weakness and 
strength, the best being the broad and mellow harmony of colour¬ 
ing, particularly in the flesh. No. 242, by Mr. J. F. Lewis, repre¬ 
sents the interior of a harem, with a priest squat,cross-legged, 
reading prayers for the recovery of a eiok girl, who lies sur- 
ronnded by attendants on a couoh in the shadowy interior. 
Sunlight falls in the foreground brilliant and unbroken, or 
reticulated by the lattice-work openings, thereby farther 
complicating the gorgeously coloured patterns and splendid 
embroideries of the dresses and the thousand details, sumptuary 
and architectural, of Oriental ornamentation. No. 466, also 
by Mr. Lewis, entitled “ Lilium Auratum ”—girls in a Turkish 
garden carrying lilies to a kiosk—is not less elaborate, though 
the figures and their magnificent costume are in shade, lilies 
and other flowers serving to enrich the composition to the 
extreme of possible deooration, even in Arabesque. Many of 
trie passages imitative of ornamental details, in both pictures, 
are, taken alone, not only captivatingly resplendent in colour, 
but likewise almost illusive in truth of effect Yet sound 
criticism cannot accept pictures constructed on the principles 
which this painter has ndopted as works of fine art in the strict 
eat and highest sense. There is here little artistiointerpretation • 
in the best acceptation of the word, little power of seizing the 
more central or generalised artistic facte of relative aspect 
and impression, little more than hard, toilsome, piecemeal 
copyism, weakest where it should be strongest, as in the faces, 
and addressing itself to no higher capability of onr nature than 
that of the wonder we experience as children at the illnsions 
and colour play of the mirror, the camera, and kaleidoscope. 

Few pictures are more likely to repel the fastidious than 
Mr. Pettie’s “ Terms to the Besieged ” (268). It is indeed 
provoking to see a capital initial conception and great tech¬ 
nical cleverness neutralised—or, rather, for we must use the 
word, “vulgarised”—by staginess unmitigated. The great 
bullying, gesticulating, ignoble Spaniard, offering terms, in the 
picture, at the council board of Burgomasters and Nether¬ 
landish captains, is hardly the probable envoy of history, 
employed to convey, not to dictate, conditions, least of all, a 
haughty, taciturn Spaniard; rather is he the " Bombastes 
Furioso ” of a transpontine theatre. Similarly, the lank, 
huDgry visages and reddened, sleepless eyes of those who listen 
with dismay, indignation, or despair are overdone, like the 
straining for effect in the vivid top-lighting; which brings the 
figures into such artificial relief. No. 627 also, though other¬ 
wise happy and amusing, somewhat smacks of the theatre in 
the strut with which Silvius follows the scornful Phebe. Mr. 
Pettie’s slightest picture, “The Gipsy's Oak” (137), is less 
open to objection, because less is attempted. “ Cephalus and 
Procris ” (270), by Mr. Stanhope, appears to have some fine, if 
mannered, colouring ; but it is placed too high for adequate 
inspection. 

Leaving Gallery HI, we may commend a soundly-painted 
study of two heads, called “ The Huguenot Chaut ” (296). by 
N. R. Roekell. “ Remorse ” (309), the sample of his ability 
which Mr. Poole gives to the diploma collection of the 
Academy, will not help to raise the low average of that collec¬ 
tion. The peril of early success attained by that superficial 
quality facility of handling seems to be proved by the loose 
and careless brushwork of Mr. Orchardson’s " Casus Belli ” 

( 32 $)_an indignant young Puritan with his hand on his sword, 

and two pretty girls cowering at his side, pursued by the 
insolent gibes of a couple of dissolute-looking Cavaliers. The 
slovenly sketchiness of “ The Forest Pet” (481) is still more 
audacious. " Faust and Margaret" (338), by Mr. 0. E. Halle, 
has some originality of treatment—not a small thing to say, 
remembering how threadbare is the theme. M iss L. Starr's 
'• Scene from • The Merchant of Venice' ’’ is intelligent in con¬ 
ception, as it is generally commendable in execution. Another 
lady’s work—Miss E. Courtauld’s illustration of the text " And 
Peter went out and wept bitterly ” (360)—seems to be most 
undeservedly “ skied.” Mr. H. Hardy’s picture (358) of Saxon 
hunters, with their dogs, on the way with their tribute of 
wolves’ heads to King Edgar, shows a refinement of style and 
equality of merit in figures, animals, and landscape which 
augur well for the young artist’s future. The scene of No. 
389, a picture by M. Tissot, is nearly the same as that of a 
more remarkable picture by this artist in the international 
Exhibition—i.e., a room with a bay-window nffordiug an out¬ 
look over the Thames, with the forest of shipping which crowd 
the Fool. Before the window stands on old Chelsea (not 
Greenwich) pensioner, who is illustrating, by reference to a 
chart, a narrative of some campaign, which he is relating 
to n couple of young ladies, whose averted eyes and 
ill-suppressed yawning belie the title — “ An Interesting 
Story.” " Les Adieux ” (644), by the same artist, 

shows a pair of lovers furtively taking leave of each 
other at a locked garden-gate ; the gentleman is in travelling 
dress, and a carriage awaits him. The imitative completion 
of these pictures in everything except oolour is perfect, but 
M. Tissot is evidently no colourist; his proclivity for 
rendering everything in black and white almost argues 
a form of oolour blindness: even the foliage in the 
last-named pioturo is cn deuil, like the fair girl who so 
mournfully turns from her lover. Mr. Storey had assuredly 
been looking at Mr. Leslie before painting his illustration 
of the Shakspearc-an apothegm, "The course oi true love 
never did run smooth ” (490); but this does not wholly dis¬ 
entitle him to the credit of realising a young lovers’ quarrel 
with feeling and taste. Mr. G. Smith's “ PsyiDg the 
Legacies ” (405) is decidedly the best work by this artist we 
have seen. Somewhat commonplace alike in conception and 
execution it may be, bat it is not so full of Buper-obvious 
sentimentality, stock clap-trap, and smug self-complacency as 
many British pictures of its class. The composition Is well 
ordered, the types of character not ill-chosen, and the painter 
has avoided the hotness of oolour of previous works Wo 
have, of course, the aged relative, poor, but virtuous with a 
priitv <*»nghter. t>wa ds whom the ol 1 miser relented at last. 
,.ud wl.o is M*!iiug me *rel>-»se” lor u goou round sum. 
Then we have for contrast the young spendthrift of the 
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family, remorseful, reflecting’ on the folly which has 
caused him to be cut off almost with a shilling. Rela¬ 
tives and domestics—the greedy and dissatisfied, the 
modest and contented—are all there, not forgetting the 
managing mamma who presents her daughter to the young 
inheritor of the rich legator’s estates. " Annuccia ” (417), 
an admirable study of an Italian girl, by Mr. R. Lehmann, 
brings us to this artUt’s more important “ Confession " (461), 
a picture as careful and solid in manipulation as it is power¬ 
fully dramatic and suggestive in idea. On one side the con¬ 
fessional kneels a beautiful woman, whispering her avowal of 
love and perhaps frailty ; on the other, eagerly devouring her 
confidences, crouches a handsome young priest, his keen black 
eyes, working nostrils, and clenched fist telling but too plainly 
of the fierce conflict of fleshly passions. No. 466, by Mr. 
Burgess, shows a Spanish priest holding the lower jaw of a 
saint towards a girl, who, kneeling, kisses the ghastly relic, 
regard! [g it, perhaps, as the cnre for heartache. A half- 
idiotic looking peasant has brought his sick child to the same 
panacea, and other superstitious poor folk kneel reverentially 
before it. Mr. 6. G. Kilbume has a large picture of Mary 
Queen of Scots, with her four attendant Maries, at “ Holy- 
rood, May 26,1563 " (479) j but the artist is more happy in the 
domestic interior scene numbered 1079. 

Renewing our survey past the sculpture, we pause at Mr. 
A. Hughes’s triple illustrations of “ As You Like It”—grace¬ 
ful and appropriate inventions, but realised in accordance 
with a theory of colouring which gives to the whole the 
aspect of tapestry hangings. Mr. Wynfield’s pictnreof ‘‘The 
Arrest of Anne Boleyn ” (497), when seated with her ladies 
at the dinner-table, by the Duke of Norfolk and the Constable 
of the Tower, is a work of so much ability as regards the con¬ 
ception of the incident and the broad colour-tones (very 
harmonious in general effect) that we regret to have to allude 
to the mistake of relieving Anne's shadowed head against the 
sunligbted wall, which, however suggestive and true, is dis¬ 
agreeable in result, and therefore a pictorial blemish, as well 
as depreciatory of the hapless Queen’s beauty. Mr. W. B. 
Richmond’s colossal Ariadne lamenting on the seashore (498) 
is grand in intention, but the figure is much too tall, and the 
flying drapery extravagant. The visitor will be well rewarded 
by giving a little extra time to the examination of No. 625, 
by Mr. F. D. HaTdy, for its meritB are of that unpretending 
sort which are apt to escape recognition in the glare of an 
exhibition. The “Quartette Party" of village musicians 
practising a piece in the parlour of one of the number, illu¬ 
mined by the light of a summer evening, is delightfully genial, 
withoutthe leastforcingornffectation ; and not less admirable 
is the management of the interior lighting. There are very 
few painters of this class of subject in our school with whom 
ono can be so well satisfied. “The Happy Mother’’ (632) is a 
highly-finished little gem by H. Campo Tosto. The same re¬ 
mark applies to “The Portfolio” (645), by .T. W. Chapman. 
M. Regamey (to whom, for his Paris and other sketches, this 
Journal is much indebted) BendB a representation of an ill- 
assorted squadron of dragoons as a sample of the Army of 
the Loire (652), which is painted with astonishing vigour 
and breadth of touch. The largest and best of three contri¬ 
butions by Mr. Topham, jun., ia “ The Full of Rienzi " (674)— 
the laat Roman tribune, attempting to escape with blackened 
face and hidden under spoils from the palace, is discovered by 
the populace and arrested by an officer. A notable advance is 
here mode by this promising young artist: the dramatic com¬ 
position, draughtsmanship, colouring (the too florid scale of 
previous works avoided), and effect are all commendable. 

Reserving the water-colour drawings in Room VIII for the 
present, we come to Mr. W. M. Egley's humorous but over¬ 
painted illustration of MoliSre (896). Mr. Hay liar, under the 
title, " LinkB in the Chain of Life" (907), renders, in his 
brightest, nattiest manner, and with nice perception of 
character, a family reunion in the old rustio homestead— 
romping children, grand-parents complacently reposing, a 
happy father and mother, with “ Bob" returned from sea, 
lengthen the chain, while a pair of bashful lovere suggest that 
yet another link will shortly be welded. “ Howard Succouring 
the Galley-Slaves at Venice, a d. 1778" (909), by Mr. Eyre 
Crowe, is a marvel of minute, yet thoroughly solid, elabora¬ 
tion. The tiny figures of Howard, the slaves to whom he is 
distributing loaves, and the grandees who have come on board 
tbe galley with the philanthropist, are realised with singular 
vividness, whilst the curious and mnltifarious details of the 
galley’s build and rig have evidently been studied with the 
utmost conscientiousness from a model in some naval museum. 
Mr. W. Gale deserves great credit for contriving an entirely 
original version of the often-painted subjectof “Abraham and 
Isaac on the Way to Sacrifice" (916), as well as for the 
careful honesty and merit of his execution. The patriarch 
is seen turning sadly, yet with unshaken faith to¬ 
wards Isaac at the moment when Abraham is sup¬ 
posed to say, “ My son, God will provide himself a lamb 
for a burnt offering.” The figure and attitude of the boy, as 
he walks a little aside on a raised path (so that his figure is 
relieved against the sky), and with his outstretched arms sup¬ 
porting a faggot of wood for the burnt offering, are naturally, 
and, as it were, accidentally, yet not the less forcibly, sugges¬ 
tive of the Great Sacrifice which he unconsciously typifies. 
“ Abelard and Heloise ’’ (932), by T. B. Wirgman, contains two 
expressive heads, in a vapid desert of background. In K. 
Halswelle'B large picture of the “Elevation of the Host” 
(936)—a crowd of worshippers in a Roman church—there 
is also a good deal of canvas “ to let." At the height at 
which the picture is placed the garments of the congrega¬ 
tion appear more important than the figures they cover, al¬ 
though one can make out among the Bmaller figures several 
characteristic and expressive heads. Yet the artist’s aim 
seems to have been almost limited to giving the textures of 
the garments, together with effects of light and sh’de too 
obviously subservient to the composition, and with too close 
copyi.-m of John Philip. The consequence is that the picture 
looks as pretentious in treatment as in size, and its technical 
effectiveness loses half its value from being essentially second¬ 
hand. Mr. Hall’s funeral procession of a poor bereaved family, 
forwhicbhe takes as motto the text from the burial service. “I 
am the Resurrection and the Life " (954), is a work of genuine 
and deep pathos. It is hard to forget the expression of sorrowful 
resignation worn on some of the faces. “ Adam Warner Hooted 
at os > Wizard ” (969), by H. B. Roberta, we are engraving, 
and snaH. therefore, have another opportunity of describing. 
“Bonnie Ki!meny”(979),by J. Faed. “Tbs Signal—Breakers on 
the Bar—KeepOutside"(982), by AH.Marsh. An illustration, 
rich and deep in colour, of “ Le Malade Imaginaire” (993), 
by D. T. White. “Recruits of the League” (1007), by 
11. Tourrier—two nobles and a cardinal reviewing a monastic 
fraternity who are being drilled to the use of the pike—is 
inventive and humorous, but dry and harsh in manipulation. 
“The Mfilde” (1008), by T. J. Barker. “Columbus at the 
Monastery of La Rabida, A n. 1471" (1020), by C. Lucy, shows 
ti e great discoverer expounding his theory of a new world to 
the friendly and hospitable prior in a cloister of the monas¬ 
tery. “The Village Well’’ (1034), by H. Cameron—a 
very close imitation of E. Fr&re. ' The Poison-Test ” 


(1037), by Mr. C. Green—officers of the first Napoleon 
standing with pointed pistols over an old fellow whom 
they are compelling to drink water from a well. T. 
Green exhibits a grimly imaginative and impressive re¬ 
presentation (1081) of a Jacobite escaping from arrest, 
saluting by way of farewell the traitors’ heads spiked on old 
London Bridge as he Bteps into a boat in the dimness of 
earliest dawn. “ Woman's Work " (1082)—i.e., digging and 
strawing potatoes, os in France—is a grave and able work by 
J. D. Watson. 

In the Lecture Room the following are noteworthy:— 
“Home Again: Fiance, 1870” (1089), by F. W. Lawson. 
“John the Baptist rebuking Herod" (1132), by A. B. 
Houghton—one of the most original and powerful conceptions 
in the exhibition. The strange yet well-considered mixture 
in the palace interior of Oriental and Roman elements has an 
air of probable vraisemblance which we do not always find in 
the more obviously studied and often over crowded arcbseolo- 
gical restorations of Alma Tadema. Not less admirable are 
the figures of the rebuking Precursor ; the conscience-strioken 
old tyrant oowering against the crouching lion which forms an 
arm to his throne ; Herodias lying in insolent voluptuousness 
on the couch she usurps, and Salornd standing subserviently 
beside her bloodthirsty mother. Exceedingly remarkable in 
its way, too, is the picture entitled “ An Anthem," (1142) by A. 
Goodwin. Tbe scene, which is realised with consummate 
truth, os well as with an indescribably tender and poetic 
pathos as new os it ia beautiful, is a country churchyard snow- 
clad and moonlit; in the foreground a lone woman is placing 
flowers on a child’s grave ; the stained-glass windows of the 
church’glow with the lights of evening service, and an ap¬ 
pended quotation intimates that the burden of the authem 
that, breaking the deathlike stillness of thewinter’s night, con¬ 
soles the poor mourner, is the verse from Revelations—“ And 
there Bh&ll be no more death ; neither sorrow nor crying, 
neither shall there be any more pain." Lastly, “ The Birthday " 
(1143), an elaborate festal composition, by C. N. Hemy. is 
the nearest approach (too near, indeed) which the artist has 
made both to the merits and mannerisms of his master, the 
late Baron Leys. 

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

DEVELOPMENT OF MORALS AND LAW. : 

Mr. E. B. Tylor, F.R S., began his third lecture, or. Tuesday 
week, the 14th inst., by drawing attention to the importance 
of the moral and political regulations of savage races as throw¬ 
ing light on the general principles of ethics and sociology. He 
commented on the savage laws relating to homicide and theft, 
and showed, by examples of tribes in different parts of the 
world, that, though these acts were regarded as crimes when 
perpetrated against a member of the family or tribe, they were 
considered landable when the victim was a stranger. These 
laws were therefore founded on self-protection, and not on any 
abstract moral principle. According to a development theory 
of morals, family law and morality would precode principles 
applicable to hnmanity at large ; and the social codes of the 
lower races accord with this view. Mankind universally have a 
moral sense—that is, each tribe, has the power of judging certain 
actions to be right or wrong-, and public opinion and law enforce 
these judgments ; but at different stages of civilisation, and 
under different circumstances, the moral and legal code varies 
extremely, so that actions considered atrocious by some nations 
are regarded as meritorious by others. After referring to ex¬ 
amples of this, Mr. Tylor traced out the ethnology of thelawof 
the avenger of blood, first referring to its original form, as still 
existing among the Bayages of Australia and South America, 
where, by repressing murder, it holds society together. This 
ancient custom is represented by the Corsican vendetta ; and 
Shere Ali, the assassin of Lord Mayo, was transported to the 
Andaman Isles for executing in British territory a blood- 
revenge which would have been a legal act in his own country. 
Oar custom of calling upon private individuals to prosecute 
offenders, instead of employing a public prosecutor, is also a 
survival of the old revenge theory of criminal law, although 
the principle has died out. In illustration of the theory that 
moral rules of kindly action began first with the family and 
were afterwards extended to mankind in general, Mr. Tylor 
described the practices existing among such nations os the 
Dyaks, West- Africans, and Burmese, of making covenants of 
alliance by tasting each other's blood, and thus becoming of 
one bleed and entitled to the rights and privileges of kinship, 
j This custom also existed in old Europe; and in Bohemio a lover 
believes that his mistress will be magically attracted to him if 
he can contrive that she shall drink of a liquid containing a 
drop of his blood. From such facts as these Mr. Tylor in¬ 
ferred that moral and legal codes do not originate from intui¬ 
tive perceptions or from a primitive standard, but are products 
evolved through successive stages by society itself, the 
experience of mankind leading, in a civilised world, to codes 
more and more conducive to the wellbeing of the human race. 

EVAPORATION.—HEAT FROM CHEMICAL ACTION. 

Professor Tyndall, LL.D., F.R.S., began his sixth lecture, 
on Thursday week, by explaining, in accordance with the 
dynamical theory of heat, the following experiment:—Some 
solid carbonic acid gas in the form of snow was pnt into a red 
hot platinum crucible, and on it was poured some sulphuric 
ether. When a brass sphere filled with water was plunged 
into the pasty mass thus formed, the water froze, in conse¬ 
quence of the intense cold caused by evaporation, and by its 
expansion bnrst the sphere. The Professor then, after boiling 
some water in a silver basin over a gas flame, showed that it 
would not boil if the basin were previously made red hot. 
The water in that case rolled about in what has been termed 
the spheroidal condition, sometimes assuming the form of a 
beautiful rosette, as was shown on the soreen by means of a 
reflector and the electric lamp. The temperature of the drop 
was stated to be always below that of boiling water ; and, as 
in the case of the carbonic acid and ether, there was no con¬ 
tact at all with the hot metal in consequence of the rapid 
evaporation. The drop was lifted up by the passage of 
molecular projectiles between its under surface and the hot 
basin. Referring to tbe cold produced by liquefaction, Dr. 
Tyndall said that thin effect is sometimes more than 
neutralised by chemical action, which he illustrated, first, by 
the solution of zinc in sulphuric aCid ; and then proceeded to 
give other examples of tbe heat dne to chemical action, stating 
that it can only be developed between bodies whose attractions 
are not yet satisfied. The visible combustion of the metal 
potassium in water was attributed to its attraction for oxygen ; 
the hydrogen being inflamed by the heat. The intense heat 
of the voltaio pile also is generated by the chemical action of 
the water upon the zinc, and of the Bnlphnric acid upon the 
oxide of zinc so formed. AmoDg other examples, Dr. Tyndall 
showed the combustibility of iron by burning a file by means 
of the voltaio battery and also in a jet of oxygen ; and, as ex¬ 
amples of the value of bodies as fuel, he stated that carbon is 
estimated to possess about 8(Xi0 units of heat; zinc, 1300 ; 
iron, 4100; and hydrogen, 34,000, In combustion he said that 
the actions are mutual, both the fuel and the oxygen of the 


air being burned. He next exhibited and explained the 
structure of gas and candle flames, and showed the peculiar 
effect produced upon flame by the rarefaction of the air. A 
candle was lit and placed in the receiver of an air-pump. A 
large envelope of feeble flame encompassed the real flame 
when the receiver was exhausted j and it was stated that a 
similar effect takes place upon a candle flame on the summit 
of Mont Blano, through the rarefied atmosphere. Dr. Tyndall 
then showed thut as coal gas burns in air, so also air can burn 
in coal gas ; and finally he exhibited tbe combustion of coke, 
and its analogue the diamond, in oxygen after ignition by a 
Bunsen's flame. 

SUBSTITUTES FOR GUNPOWDER. 

Mr. F. A. Abel, F.R.S., ohief chemist of the War Depart¬ 
ment, at the evening meeting, on Friday, the 17th inst., opened 
his discourse by briefly referring to the attempts made, with¬ 
out any decided success, to apply more powerful explosive 
agents than gunpowder, ami especially guncotton, to artillery. 
He next alluded to the mor s promising results obtained in 
small arms, especially those arrived at by the iate Guncotton 
Committee in 1867-8 with the Suider rifle and compressed gun¬ 
cotton, the explosion of which was controlled by the super¬ 
position of inert material between the particles. He then 
described some results obtained during the search for a safe 
and powerful agent for use ixt shells, and illustrated by ex¬ 
periments the influence of various physical and mechanical 
conditions upon the susceptibility of substances to explode by 
concussion, icc. This was followed by an account of p crio 
powder, one of the safest of violent explosive agents, which 
has been shown to be a satisfactory material for shells, in 
regard to safe use and manufacture. With respect to progress 
in the application of explosives to miniug and engineering 
purposes, Mr, Abel especially commented on guncotton and 
nitro- glycerine, and explained how the latter, the most d angerous 
of explosives in its pure liquid Btate. had been converted by 
Mr. Alfred Nobel into the solid or plastic form, termed 
dynamite, which can be conveniently and safely used. Some 
other preparations of nitro-glycerine resembling dynamite 
were then noticed, including lithofracteur ; and the indi¬ 
vidual merits of guncotton and dynamite were compared with 
each other ond with gunpowder. It was shown that the first 
two are about equal in regard to power, and that, though they 
are very superior to gunpowder where great violence and 
suddenness of action are required (as in the removal of 
rockB and in the demolition of military works), yet 
there are certain applications in which the gradually ex¬ 
plosive action of gunpowder is the most valuable, aud which, 
in fact, render it irreplaceable. The readiness with which 
nitro-glycerine preparations freeze at rather high tem¬ 
peratures, in which state their successful employment de¬ 
mands special arrangements, was noticed os an inherent defect; 
while their plastic condition when unfrozen was described as 
a decided advantage, since they can be tightly rammed into 
blast holes of irregular form, for which use compressed gun¬ 
cotton is not so well adapted. The absolute safety of the 
manufacture of compressed guncotton, its secure pre¬ 
servation in the damp state, and the expeditious re¬ 
storation of its powers by drying, were demonstrated ; 
and the keeping qualities of these explosives were shown to be 
much more reliable now than in former times, when the con¬ 
ditions of their pnre and uniform manufacture were not so 
well understood. The cause of the Stowmarket guncotton 
explosion of August last was then examined, and demonstrated 
to have been clearly due to accidental causes, totally uncon¬ 
nected with the stability of the material itself. Tbe results 
of some recent experiments, instituted by the Government 
Committee on Guncotton on the south coast, were described 
as having thrown considerable light on the cause of the 
violence of the Stowmarket explosion, and to have demon¬ 
strated the advisability of placing dry guncotton under the 
same restrictions as other explosive agents. In conclusion, 
Mr. Abel referred to some interesting results, recently arrived 
at by Dr. Sprengeland himself, indicating that the application 
of explosive agents is still a fruitful subject for investigation. 
The lecture was fully illustrated by experiments and speci¬ 
mens. The Earl of Bosse, F.R.S., was in the chair. 

, CHEMISTRY OF LIGHT. 

Professor H. E. Roscoe, F.R.S., of Owens College, Man¬ 
chester, began a course of four lectures on the Chemical Action 
of Light, on Saturday last, with Borne remarks on the principles 
involved in all chemical changes, and then proceeded to show, 
by experiments, how chemical action may be effected, either 
by mere contact of particles, solid, liquid, or gaseous, by 
mechanical means, by heat, and, finally, by light; in illus¬ 
tration of which he caused a mixture of chloriDe and hydrogen, 
in a glass bulb, to explode by the light of the electric lump, 
and the flash of ignited magnesium. He then adverted to ihe 
action of solar light in converting thec&rbonjo-acid gas of the 
atmosphere into its elements, carbon and oxygen, in the 
growth of plantB, and also to its action upon the salts of 
silver, upon which is founded the art of photography. The 
peculiar blackening effect which light produces on the white 
chloride of silver, he said, was observed in the middle of the 
sixteenth century ; but it was not till 1777 that the Swedish 
chemist Scheele fully explained the phenomenon. After 
exhibiting these effects Professor Roscoe described and illus¬ 
trated Priestley's interesting experiments on the chemical 
action of light on vegetation, and the subsequent labours of 
Decandolle, Saussure, and Ritter, demonstrating by degrees 
the grand relations of the atmospheric equilibrium of animal 
aud vegetable life, and their dependence npon the heat and 
chemical action of solar radiation. The chemical rays of the 
solar spectrum (the violet or more refrangible) differ from the 
other rays only in their wave lengths and their greater in¬ 
tensity of vibration. Professor Roscoe, before proceeding to 
the study of these chemical rays, commented on the general 
distribution of tbe actions of light, illustrated by a fine 
gpectrnm projected on the screen and a series of diagrams ; 
and he alluded to Sir John HerEchel’s discovery of the invisible 
ultra-red rays and to Dr. Tyndall's exhibition of them aud 
their powers in the phenomena of calorescence, and to the 
demonstration of the existence of the invisible ultra-violet 
rays by the researches of Ritter and Wollaston. The results 
of the studies of the spectrum by Becquerel, Rutherford, aud 
Kirchhoff, in their relation to the invisible rays and their 
action having been noticed, the ultra-violet rays were exhi¬ 
bited by means of uranium glass, producing the phenomenon 
termed fluorescence. Professor Roscoe stated that Helmholtz, 
by special precautions, was enabled to see the whole of the 
ultra-violet rays, partly because of the fluorescence of the eye, 
in confirmation of which he exhibited the fluorescent power 
of the ox'b eye, the discovery of Dr, Bence Jones. In the con 
eluding experiments it was shown how quartz lenses are em¬ 
ployed in ascertaining how far the invisible rays extend in 
solar light, and how artificial light of a higher degree of 
refrangibility than that found in solar radiation may be 
obtained by the spectra of metals.

HAMPSTEAD-11 E/VTH ON WHIT MONDAY. 

The humours of holiday folk on Hampstead-heath were fully 
displayed last Monday. In fact, our two-page Illustration 
shows but a small part, though a characteristic part, of that 
bewildering scene of Cockney mirth. There at least 10.000 
or 12,000 people might at one time be seen, playing the fool, 
without reproof, in twenty differeut ways, and doing them¬ 
selves no harm thereby. From the flagstaff on the western 
summit, near Jack Straw's Castle, overlooking Frognal and 
Hendon ; along the Spaniards road towards Highcate ; around 
the ugly deep sand-pita which deface the Heath to right and 
left of that highway ; then down the right-band slope into 
the Vale of Health j in the grove of stunted willows called a 
tea-garden, in front of the tall castellated building, where 
beer and gin are sold (on the site of Leigh Hunt’s cottage, 
where Shelley sailed his paper boats on the pond, where Keats 
wrote his ode to the nightingale I), and farther over tho East 
Heath to South-End and the railway station—was the congre¬ 
gation of working-class Londoners, everywhere swarming in 
multitudinous clusters, like flies upon a batch of cakes in a 
baker’s sunny shop-window. 

The diverse means and manners of their miscellaneous 
diversion were such as their fathers and mothers used to prac¬ 
tise before the modern march of intellect began—such as 
were in vogue at Greenwich Fair till its recent abolition. 
That pretty and innocent combination of yonng people called 
‘‘Kiss-in-the-Ring,” which reminds one of the age of pastoral 
simplicity—the bell a eta dell' orv —was, of course, the most 
attractive to both sexes above sixteen years old. Circles of 
vast circumference were formed and striotly kept wherever 
the ground lay clear ; and the sly damsel who had challenged 
the youth of her choice by giving him a flower, a straw, or a 
wisp of paper, would scream as she darted outside, with a few 
paces of start by law, to be chased and captured within fifty 
yards, that she might pay a sweet forfeit in the sympathising 
Ring. It was good to see the gmee of a chivalrous courtesy 
with which the fortunate Bill or Harry would take off his hat 
and bow to his willing victim before sealing the confession of 
her defeat with a chaste salute upon her blushing cheek. 
Neither he nor Mary Ann had any reason to be ashamed of 
their honest conformity to thernlesof the game— lla cergogna 
inutile tlov' e la culpa ignota. Next in favour to this form of 
Bocial entertainment was that of dancing. It was effectively 
promoted ly the presence of many Italian and English per¬ 
formers on the grinding organ. These instrumentalists 
seemed to be quite indifferent what tunes they played for the 
purpose ; bo that one would be emitting the solemn drone of 
the Old Hundredth, a second plsjing n brisk waltz, a Scotch 
reel, or an Irish jig. a third warbling some passionate operatic 
air like “All che la niorte,” within a dozen yaids of each other; 
while the children, if not the elder girls, would bo footing it 
with equal seeming enjoyment. This indeed maybe observed 
in town, any fine summer evening, on the pavementof Clnre- 
market, for instance, or in the wide roadway of Great Wild- 
street, Drury-lane, seldom traversed by carts or cabs. The little 
girls, from four years old to fourteen, all dance wonderfully 
well, and with a pretty air of unaffected self-possession, choos¬ 
ing each other for partners in the waltz. The awkward boys 
are never seen to join them, but one will now and then pre¬ 
tend to mock their twinkling footsteps with a grotesque pat 
let il of original buffoonery, which provokes their maidenly 
contempt. Adult dancing-parlies on the Heath were too often 
disturbed by stupid louts who chose to thrust their hulking 
bodies in the way of the fair waltzers on purpose to disconcert 
them The den key-riders also, not by the donkeys' or the 
riders' fault, but that of belabouring drivers behind, would 
sometimes execute a Balaclava charge on the position of the 
whirling couples, and throw them into confusion for a moment. 
But every vexation wns endured with good temper, so far ns 
the peripatetic observer who writes this report could see and 
hear in an hour's circuit of the Heath, between five and six 
o'clock. He did not meet a drunken man or woman, or wit¬ 
ness an indecent act, or hear a quarrelsome or an obscene 
word in all that motley assemblage. The behaviour of the 
people was so good that one must sincerely wish them many 
returning days of such hearty and healthy pleasure. 

As for the minor features of this entertaining scene, they 
are familiar to all who ever went to a country fair. For 
equestrian exercise there waa little room ; but on a plebeian 
Rotten-row, tnrning off from the high road, with soft and 
sandy ground where a tumble would not hurt, a few jaded 
horses and ponies, ns well ns donkeys, were bestridden by 
gallant young 'prentices, or small boys, who commonly rode 
better than their elders ; and there wns much violent shaking 
of the reins, spasmodic clapping of the loose knees against the 
saddle-flaps, bobbing and bumping of tho rider's body in his 
doubtful scat, and bending aside to hold the stirrup with one 
hand, that he might replace his foot in it, with mingled yells 
of triumph and alarm. The course, however, was so short 
and ro encumbered that neither horsemanship nor asstnnnihip 
could be displayed to advantage, the high road being inter- 
diet'd to those twopenny and sixpenny riders, and reserved for 
the cabs, the barouches, and the chaises, which brought parties 
of middle-class spectators to watch the fun of the day. There 
was some amusement for overybody, for every ago, sex, and 
disposition. Strong and skilful arms hurled the short sticks 
at rows of cocoanuts set up on poles, or empty bottles and cups 
hung upon a rope stretched from tree to tree. .Lazy and 
curious youngsters peeped into a box through the two lenses 
of a etcreoBco]>e to behold the wondrous pictures of battles in 
France, or the “sensation female models from Paris," which 
ought not to have liecn allowed by the police. One addicted 
to experimental philosophy would take hold of the handles of 
a galvanic battery, and bravely suffer the tingling torture for 
a time recorded by 0>e moving index bn the dial. Another 
would stand with his sweetheart to have their likenesses cut 
out in black ps[wr by the clever artist whoso tools ore a pair 
of scissors and a little brush for hi* paste of bronze-powder. 
The skipping-ropes, which plied for hire in every part of the 
Heath, were used by girls and boys of full growth more freely 
than by children. A young insn would pride himself on keep¬ 
ing liis pipe alight and his hands in his pockets ns he cleared 
the Topea hut.dnd timfs ; a young woman, beating time with 
her nimble feet, would find her sn.artly-ribbored hat knocked 
off her h -V by the aw ing of the rope above her. The little 
ones, wit A coloured paper garlands abont their caps, or 
tiny flags and whisks in their hands, beset the stalls of 
the sweetmeat vendors, and seemed never to lack a 
halfpenny for what they desired. Wanton urchins and 
their sisters, having procured a well-known instrument that 
makes a noise dike tho tearing of cloth, would furtively 
use it on the backs of persons wearing their, best Sunday 
clothes. There, was smacking of whips, springing of rattles, 
blowingof whistles, thumping of drums, explodingof crackers, 
and every other nuisance of a sound that pleases the ear of 
unruly childhood ; but there was no cry ing of childish sorrow. 
Here was a placid liaby, enthroned in its perambulator, with 
its attendant sisters and brothers, silently gazing at the 
mighty bustle, which never broke its mental repose; there 
was another baby, laid upon the cool grass, in a bundle 


made of its father’s pea-jacket and its mother's shawl, 
to sleep the sleep of the pure ; there was a third, 
snckled at the bosom of its parent, who sat, a happy 
woman, in that throng of thousands, forgetting all the world— 
all but the little creature she held in her arms, and lulled it 
with a soothing song. Wheu her husband comes back from his 
turn at the rustic games she will be treated to something from 
the various refreshment-stalls. These offer a cup of tea or 
coffee a raspberry ice, or a bottle of ginger-beer, with fruits 
or cakes, or s: rimps, or pieces of cold fried fish, on slices of 
bread, to be eaten with the tea-drinking. In the willow grove 
at the bottom of the Vale, if ono pr< fers a more sedate and 
orderly repast, there is room at the tea-garden tables. Let the 
women have their tea, by ad means, for the men will have 
their beer; and it is along way to drag the tired children home 
to Hoxton or Clerkenwell. 


MUSIC. 

ROYAL ITALIAN OPERA. 

The performances immediately following those last recorded 
by us have consisted of repetitions of operas given as recently 
noticed—“ Lucia di Lammermoor,” with Mdlle. Albnni in the 
principal character ; “ La Favorite,” with Madame Pauline 
Lncea as Leonora : and “ II Barbiere di Siviglia." with Madame 
Adelina Patti as Rosin a. 

On Saturday “Le Nozze di Figaro” was given with the 
same cast as recently, excepting the substitution of Madame 
Mcnbelli for Madame Miolan-Carvalho as the Countess—the 
last-named lady having returned to Paris—and the resumption 
of the characters of Figaro and tho Count by Signori Cotogni 
and Graziani. 

On Monday, Madame Adelina Patti appeared as Leonora, 
in “ II Trovatore,” for the only time this season, when her 
performance displayed the same exceptional merits as ou the 
single occasion of her appearance in the character last year. 
Her acting and singing ugain raised the andience to enthu¬ 
siasm in several scenes, particularly in that of tho " Miserere,” 
which wns one of the three encores of the evening. Signor 
Nicolini, as Manrico, sang with ranch energy, particularly in 
the aria, “ Di quella pira,” and the characters of Azncena and 
the Count were sustained, as formerly, by Mdlle. Scolchi and 
Signor Graziani. 

On Tuesday Mdlle. Albani added a fourth character to 
those in which she had previously appeared here. As Gilda, 
in Verdi's “ Rigoletto,” this lady displayed all that charm of : 
voice and style previously commented on, together with a 
greater degree of passionate intensity than she had previously 
manifested. The aria “ Caro some,” was given with exquisite 
grace and refinement, and had to be repeated ; and in the suc¬ 
ceeding music, in which love and despair ore the sentiments 
to be expressed, Mdlle. Albani proved the possession of con¬ 
siderable dramatic power. In the small part of Madalona 
Mdlle. Alvine Ohm made her first appearance. Of this lady 
we Bhall prefer speaking after having heard her in n more 
prominent character. Signor Graziani’s performance aa the 
unhappy Court jester, Rigoletto, is still among his best assump¬ 
tions. Signor Nioolini, as the Duke, sang with earnestness, 
but appeared to be somewhat under the influence of a cold. 

The production of Prince Poniatowski's’ new opera, 
“ Gelminn ”—written for this theatre and for Madame Adelina 
Patti—is announced for Tuesday next 

The third of the Flora! Hali Concerts—in association with 
the Royal Italian Opera—is to take place this afternoon. 

HER MAJESTY'S Ol’ERA. 

Signor Italo Campauini has added another success to that 
which he obtained as Gsnnaro. in “ Lnerezia Borgia,” on his 
first, appearance ; and subsequently, as Edgardo, in "Lucia di 
Lnmmermoor," last week, the new tenor made his fourth and 
fifth appearances, and was received with the same demonstrative 
signs of approval as tho*e which greeted him on the previous 
occasions. The good quality of his voice and his refined style, 
especially in cantabile passages, were again displayed in several 
instances—particularly in the love-duet with Lucia, in the 
oontract scene (“Chi me frena”) and in Edgardo's final aria, 
“ Fra poco.” Last week’s performances of •* Lucia di Lain- 
mermoor” brought back Mdlle. Clara Louise Kellogg, the 
American artist who mode so favourable impression on hor 
first appearance at Her Majesty's Theatre in 1867, and again 
in the following season at the Drury Lane Opera. The voice 
of Mdlle. Kellogg, always of pure and sympathetic quality, 
appears to have gained in richness and power during her four 
years’ absence in her native country. Her deliveryof the cava¬ 
tina, “ Regnava nel silenzio." was characterised by mnoh grace 
and expression, and the closing portion, “ Quando rapita, ” by 
brilliant and facile execution of bravura passages—especially 
notable being the singer's commaud of a perfectly intonated 
shake, a rare accomplishment in these days. In the duets with 
her lover and her brothe r, in the. oontract music, and in the 
final scene of delirium, Mdlle. Kellogg sang with alternate 
sentiment and passion : and her performance throughout was 
that of an accomplished and intellectual artist. Signor 
Mendioroz gave tho music of Enrico with much refinement, 
and Signo Foli was an impressive Raimondo. 

The first appearance of Mdlle. Christine Nilsson, since her 
recent return from America, is announced for Tuesday next— 
os Violetta in “La Traviata”— M. Capoul being also then to 
reappear as Alfredo. 

Mr. J. F. Barnett’s annual concert took place, at St. James’s 
Hall, on Monday evening, when his two cantatas, “PnradiBe 
and the Peri" nDd “The Ancient Mariner," were performed, 
with full orchestra and chorus—the solo singerB having been 
Mesdames Lemmens-Sherrington and Patey, Mr. V. Rigby, and 
Mr. L Thomns. Of the works themselves, and of their suc¬ 
cessful reception in London and the provinces, wo have hereto¬ 
fore spoken. “The Ancient Mariner.” it will be remembered, 
wns composed for and produced at tlie Birmingham Festival 
of 1867, and the other work at that of 1870. Both the can tatas— 
conducted by Mr. Barnett—were again favourably received on 
Monday. 

Mr. Santley's return to England, after his absence of 
several months in America, was appropriately signalised by 
tho concert which he gave, at St. James’s Hall, on Tuesday 
evening, when he was received with the most enthusiastic 
greeting. His first performance— "0 ruddier than thecherry,” 
from Hnndel's " Acis and Galatea”—was encored, and replied 
to by “The Yeoman's 'Wedding." In these, in Wallace's 
•‘Bell-Ringer,’’ and in Dr. Boyce's “Hearts of Oak,” our excel¬ 
lent baritone displayed all his well-known excellence of voice 
and style. Other eminent vocalistB contributed to a varied 
programme. 

The concert of Miss Philp—a well-known teacher of sing¬ 
ing and the composer of many successful songs and ballads— 
took place last week, when several of her new compositions 
were performed with great success. Miss Philp also displayed 
her powers as a vocalist, and was assisted by some eminent 
singers and instrumentalists. 

A testimonial to Sir John Goes is in progress—to take the 


shape of an endowment of a scholarship for chorister boys at 
the College of Organists. 

At the Opera Comique, in the Strand, the repertoire has 
been increased by the addition of two small one-act pieces, 
“Les Noces de Jeannette,” by Victor Masse ; and "Le Chalet,” 
by Adolphe Adam. The “ Galathde ” of the former was an¬ 
nounced for to-night (Saturday); and Auber's “L'Ambas- 
sadriee " for Monday. 

The musical seaxou at tho Royal Albert Hall is progressing 
actively and successfully. The first of the Popular Concerts— 
similar to those of St. James's Hall, and, like them, 
directed by Mr. Arthur Chappell—took place last week. The 
first of the oratorio concerts, " The Messiah,” with Mr. Sima 
Reeves, was announced for Wednesday evening; the second 
operatic concert, including tho performances of most of the 
principal singers of the Drury Lane Opera, is to take place 
this (Saturday) afternoon; the last of the “People's 
Concerts" (at cheap prices) will be given on Tuesday; and 
the second choral concert (oonducted by M. Gounod) on 
Wednesday next. 

At the fifth of Dr. Wylde’s New Philharmonic concerts, 
last week, the orchestral pieces were Mendelssohn's “ Scotch ” 
symphony; and the overtures. “Anacreon,” by Cherubini, 
and “ Men of Prometheus," by Beethoven. Madame Arabella 
Goddard played Mcsoheies's pianoforte concerto in E; and 
the vocalists were Mdlle. Marimon and Madame Kapp- Young. 


THE THEATRES. 

The reappearance of Miss Bateman in London attracted, on 
Saturday, a numerous and fashionable audience to the Lyceum 
Theatre, directed by her father. The drama was, ot course, 
“ Leah,” and the persecuted Jewish maiden was sustained by 
her original representative. Miss Bateman retains all her 
vigour, and in some situations exhibited more force than 
formerly. The curse was powerfully delivered. The cast pre¬ 
sented novelties. Mr. Ryder gave dignity and point to the 
character of the apostate liertolf, and Mr. C. Warner, as Rudolph 
the lover, invested the part with a grace and meaning not 
usually accorded even by intelligent actors. Mr. Addison was 
Father Lorenz, and Modalena was sustained very beautifully 
by Miss Virginia Franois, under which name we recognise 
another daughter of Mr. Bateman- The performance was illus¬ 
trated by some excellent scenery. 

At the Charing Cross, now the scene of Mr. Maccnbe's 
eccentricities, an excellent petite drama was produced on Satur¬ 
day—a protean farce, so called, by Mr. Tom Hood, in which Mr. 
Moccabe assumes several characters. This quaint production 
is entitled “ Hush 1 or, The Amateur Detective." This same 
amateur, personated, of course, by Mr. Maccabe, is a certain 
Mr. Timothy Mole, a commercial traveller, who has a penchant 
for police practice. A paragraph in the Mnd-clod Express 
serves as a stimulant to his fancy, and contains an account of 
a supposed murder. To succeed in the detection of the cri¬ 
minal, Mole assumes a series of disguises—viz., as Cyrus Whirl¬ 
wind, of the United States ; Lieut. Mayne-Tupper, of the Royal 
Navy, and Mrs. Pepperly, a doting mother. The person on 
whom his suspicion falls is Dr. Crackman, a lunatic professional, 
who is seeking an escaped patient, and mistakes Mole for one. 
Both plot against each other, and at last occasion each other's 
arrest. All perplexities, however, are dissipated by the appear¬ 
ance of the supposed victim himself, who has caused the 
account to be inserted in the country paper to subserve pur¬ 
poses of his own. Mr. Maccabe's acting in all the characters 
was exceedingly clever, and fully carried out the humour 
intended by the witty author of the little drama. Mr. Hood 
appeared at its conclusion to receive the justly-deserved con¬ 
gratulations of the audience. 

It i9 a curious idea to subject the fine poem of “Christabel” 
to burlesque treatment. Mr. Coleridgo's work is but a frag¬ 
ment, though wonderfully suggestive of a complete plot. The 
want of incidents one might have fancied would have secured 
it from profanation. Mr. Gilbert ABeckett, however, thought 
otherwise, and has supplemented the imperfect story with his 
own inventions. These so preponderate over the materials of 
the poem that, beyond the names of the characters, the spec¬ 
tator eon scarcely detect any resemblance between the work 
and its travesty. The success of the performance, at the Court, 
depends on M r. Righton’s imitations of Mr. Hehry Irving and 
Miss Sara White. He personates Bracy the Bard, who is por¬ 
trayed as an unsuccessful author, terrified by the supposition 
that he has murdered a muffin-man, whose bell annoyed him. 
Fanny Josephs, as tho Lady Geraldine, sang and acted with the 
greatest intelligence. Christabel herself was handsomely re¬ 
presented by Miss Ntllie Bromley. The action is included in 
three scenes, which do credit to the pencil of Mr. Walter liann. 
The costumes are of the prettiest, and glitter with ornament. 
The allusions to theatrical establishments aud new pieces are 
frequent, and commanded repeated applause. Mr. Gilbert 
ABeckett has decidedly made a hit with an unlikely subject. 

Mr. J. S. Clarke apptaied at the Strand, on Monday, as the 
Fat Boy, in the farce of “ To Parents and Guardians.” The 
assumption of the part, after Keeley, was a bold step in itself— 
one. however, justified by its success. Mr. Clarke’s portraiture 
has the meritof originality, and provokes immoderate laughter, 
while at the same time it never for a moment disturbs tho im¬ 
pression made in the character by the departed veteran. Mrs. 
Raymond, as Lady Nettler. was excellent. The exigencies of a 
small company compelled Mr. Crouch to take the part of the 
poor French usher—one entirely out of his line. 

The composer M. Hervd has made his appearance at the 
Holborn, in the opera-bouffe of “ Dr Faust,” which has been 
placed on the stage in a costly manner, particularly in regard 
to the costumes. Mr. Lionel Brough is very amusing; and 
Miss Selina Dolaro, Mdlle. Clary, and Miss Armour are seen 
at their best. 

Miss Gljn (Mrs. E, S. Dallas) is about to give Shakspearean 
readings at the Hanover-squure Rooms. The series will begin 
on Monday next, when Miss Glyn will read from “Anthony 
and Cleopatra." 


A new lecture-ball, reading-room, gymnasium, &o., attached 
to the Wisbeach Working Men’s Club aud Institute, which 
have been erected at a cost of £1100, were opened, on Monday, 
by the Right Rev. the Lord Bishop of Ely. 

Sir Stafford Northcote addressed the Exeter Chamber of 
Commerce, yesterday week, on several important questions. 
With regard to the income tax, which pressed hardly on com¬ 
mercial and professional classes, he said he could hold out no 
hope of its abolition. The railway problem was not to be 
solved by unrestricted competition ; but he had no doubt that 
a satisfactory solution would be arrived at. On the Alabama 
Claims he wished to speak guardedly ; but, os one of the Com¬ 
missioners, he clearly understood that indirect claims were not 
included in the treaty. He hoped that no mere punctilio would 
stand in the way of a satisfactory settlement. He waa con¬ 
vinced that the negotiations which resulted in the treaty had 
served io put the two nations on better terms, and praised the 
conduct of the respective peoples in a trying time.

His 
Lordship was 
horn June 30, 
1840 , the eldest 
son of George 
Charles, se¬ 
cond Marquis 
Camden, K.G., 
byr Harriet, his 
wife, second 
daughter of 
the Eight Rev. 
Geo. Murray, 
D D., Bishop of 
Rochester, and 
was grandson 

of John Jeffreys, first Marquis Camden, K.G., Lord Lieu¬ 
tenant of Ireland in 1738. The nobleman whose death 
we record was educated at Eton, and at Trinity Couege, 
Cambridge, whero he wus created hon. M.A. in 1859. lor a 
few months, ns Earl of Brecknock, he sat in the House of Com¬ 
mons for Brecon—viz., from Pobrnary to August, 1866, when he 
succeeded to the marqnisate by the death of his father. His 
Lordship married, 1866, Lady Clementina Augusta Spencer- 
Churchill, younger daughter of George, fifth Duke of Marl¬ 
borough, and leaves surviving issue a daughter, Lady Clemen¬ 
tine Prances Anne, and an infant son, born within the last 
month, who is now fourth Marquis Camden.

He was born Sept. 14,1825, and, while 
Lord Proby, represented the county of Wicklow from 1858 to 
1868. From 1859 to 1866 he filled the office of Comptroller of the 
Queen's Household, and in 1868 succeeded his father in the 
peerage. His Lordship was second son of Granville-Leveson, 
third Earl of Carysfort. Admiral UN. (distinguished at the Nile 
and Trafalgar), and of Isabella, his wife, daughter of the Hon. 
Hugh Howard. He married, July 19, 1853, Lady Augusta 
Maria Hare, daughter of William, second Earl of Listovtel, but 
had no issue. His only surviving brother and heir is William, 
present and fifth Earl of Carysfort, born in 1836, who is married 
to Charlotte Mary, daughter of the Rev. R. B. Heathcote, 
Rector of Chingford, Essex. The noble family of Proby, one 
of antiquity in Huntingdonshire, retained, in addition to 
the valuable estates it possessed in the county of Wicklow, 
and near the Black Rock, in the vicinity of Dublin, the old 
hereditary seat of Elton Hall, near Stilton.

Sir Thomas Bernard Dancer, Bart., of Modreeny House, in the

Maurice and St Lsrazus, Colonel of the 22nd Foot, whose death 
recently took place, was third son of the Rev. John Penne- 
father, and nephew of Richard Pennefather, Esq , of New Park, 
in the county of Tipperary. M.P. for Cashel. He was bom in 
1800, entered the Army in 1818, and served under Sir Charles 
Napier in India. During the Crimean War he commanded 
the first brigade of the Second Division, participating in the 
Rattles of the Alma and Inkermaon and the siege of Sebas¬ 
topol. He was commander of the forces at Malta in 1856-7, 
and at Aldershott from 1860-6, and became a full General in 
1868. . Sir John received the insignia of K C.B. in 1854, and 
of G C.B. in 1867, and was appointed Governor of Chelsea Hos¬ 
pital In 1870. He married, 1834, Catherine, eldest daughter 
of John Carr, Esq , of Mountrath, Queen's County. 

THE HON. SIB J. D. BLIOH. ,

The Scotch will of the Right Hon. Walter Coningsby Er e 
Earl Kellie, was sealed in the London Court, under i: 21,000 
personalty; and the Irish probate of Baron Lucius O'Brien 
Inchiquin, Lord Lieutenant and Custos Rotulorum of Glare, 
formerly M.P. for that county, has been 'aken uuder £11,UK). 

The will of General the Hon. Thomas Ashburuhum, C.U., 
Colonel of the 82ud F'oot. son of the third Eurl of Ashburnham, 
was proved on the 8th inst., under £20,000 personalty, by liis 
nephew, Percy filitford. Esq., barrister-at-law, and John 
Viokerman Lougborne, Esq., the executors ; to each of whom 
he leaves a legacy of £500. The will is dated Feb. 6 last. He 
bequeaths to hia nephew A. Bertie Mitford, E-q, of tho 
Foreigu Office, £5000; aud to his said nephew Percy Mitford, 
all his law books. He has left legacies to his servants He 
directs his executors to convert his estates, real and personal, 
into money, and that the income arising front the residue, 
after satisfying all bequests, shall be paid to his sister, Lady 
Elinor Woodehouse, for her life, and afterwards to her chil¬ 
dren, except to his nephew Percy Wodehonse, who, he states, is 
sufficiently provided for. 

Tho will of the late Dr. Barnes of Bunker's Hill, Carlisle, 
has just been proved, in the registry there, under £90.000 per¬ 
sonalty. He leaves to each of three daughters £20,000, an 
estate'at Newby to each, an annuity lo each of £200 arising 
from the Tring property in Herts uud Bucks, and divides be¬ 
tween them the estate at Breckoulauds and the house and cottage 
properly in Carlisle. He leaves to his only son, Julin, his man¬ 
sion, Bunker's Hill, and the estate contiguous. Half the pro¬ 
ceeds of the Tring Park estate is entailed upon his son (this 
mansion, since the testator's death, has been purchased by Baron 
Rothschild for £230,000 ; it was originally built by Sir Chris¬ 
topher Wren for Charles II.).

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THE FLOWER SERMON. 

The pretty custom established or revived some twenty years 
ago by a City clergyman, the Rev. Dr. Whittemore, was duly 
observed on Whit Tuesday evening. Hie own church is 
St. James's, Mitre square, Aldgnte, which is now a very 
ruinous and dilapidated building. So it is In the neighbour¬ 
ing church of St. Catherine Cree, Leadenhall-street, a hand¬ 
some edifice designed by Inigo Jones, and consecrated by 
Archbishop Laud, that Dr. Whittemore preaches his annual 
sermon upon flowers. The whole congregation, not only 
the children, youths and maidens, but the old men and women 
of every degree, are expected to come with nosegays in their 
hands or a flower at least in the coat button-hole. It need 
scarcely be told that the sellers of such agreeable passports 
of admission waylay every person who approaches the 
church door. The interior of the church is also decorated 
with floral devices arranged in a very tasteful style. 
The service on Tuesday evening, which took place at 
seven o’clock, was fully attended. It was a choral service, 
with special psalms, hymns, and anthem, several clergymen 
taking part in it—among whom were the Rev. R.Whittington, 


of St Peter's, Comhill; and the Rev. J. Williams, Vicar of 
Warrington. Several members of St Paul's Cathedral special 
service choir volunteered their assistance, and were ably 
seconded by the gentleman who presided at the magnificent 
organ. Dr. Whittemore, before giving out his text, by way of 
preface, alluded to the past history of this annual sermon, 
saying that it was one of his greatest delights to meet his 
“ yonng friends " iu God's house, and thanking all who had 
given a helping hand on this occasion, and; especially one 
among them, though not now so young as she was when first 
sho made tho offering, for providing a beautiful bouquet for 
tho pulpit for the nineteenth year in succession. The text was 
from the Song of Solomon, iv. 16 :—“Awake, O north wind ; 
and come, thou south, blow upon my gardens, that the spices 
thereof may flow out." After making the children, and, 
indeed, the whole congregation, repeat the words after him 
three times, he insisted on the children repeating it them¬ 
selves, which, after some difficulty, was accomplished. The 
service concluded with the choir singing a chorus from 
Rossini'a “Moses iu Egypt;" and the congregation were 
played out of the old church to Mendelssohn’s “ Priests’ 
March," in “Athalie." 


SPRING IN COVENT GARDEN. 

The months of May and June, if fashion&blo society were 
wise, might be more agreeably passed in the country than in 
town ; but, this being the height of the London season, a cer¬ 
tain oonsolation for the absence of rural pleasures is to bo 
found in ths ready Bupply of flowers. No morning call is more 
refreshing to the jaded victim of Belgravian or Westbournian 
compulsory gaiety thaB a stroll through the central aisle of 
Covent-garden Market on such bright days as we have enjoyed 
this week. Yeur carriage sets jou down at the western en¬ 
trance, opposite the portico of St. Paul'B Church. The pave¬ 
ment outside, along nearly tho whole of the market, is covered 
with pots and boxes, which contain a variety of plants for the 
garden and shrubbery—pinks, carnations, and pansies ; climb¬ 
ing roses and Virginia creepers ; bright nasturtiums, lobelias, 
verbenas, and other flowers for bedding out or for pot-bloom¬ 
ing ; with the myrtle, the laurel, and the laurustinuB, in 
cuttings of a moderate sine. Upon the stands above you find 
the more delicate greenhouse plants—the fuchsias, azaleas 
ericas, camellias, and geraniums, carefully screened from the 
wind and shaded lightly by a sheet of canvas. The

stalls outside those inviting corner shops, which tempt 
you to many a purchase, display the loveliest bouquets 
of tastefully-assorted blossoms, relieved by dark fern-leaves 
upon a fair back-piece of clean white paper. As you pass on, 
through the delightful avenue of fruit-shops and flower-shops, 
you inhale tho mingled fragrance of different seasons and of 
distant climates; for here are the bananas, oranges, and 
tomatoes ; the cucumbers, the asparagus, the new potatoes and 
peas, the early cherries and strawberries; the hothouse grapes, 
the nprioots. that sweetly ask to be ea en ; and here, too, are 
some of the florists’ stalls, which present a variety of nosegays 
to regale the sight and scent of the living, with n few wreaths 
of immo rtelles for ndorning the tombs of the dead. Before you 
come out at tho other end of the market it is worth while to 
ascend the few steps to the eastern terrace, and to inspect the 
conservatories the aviaries, the gold-fish swimming in the 
wide basin of tbe marble fountain, tortoises, lizards, and other 
queer creatures there kept for sale. Half an hour being thus 
pleasantly spent, and a few shillings, if you have indulged your 
fanoies, exchanged for the moat delicate specimens of natural 
beauty and choicest products of horticultural art, you will have 
no cause to repent this visit to Covent-garden.

VESUVIUS, FROM POMPEII. 

Several different views of the remarkable features of Monnt 
Vesuvius, as seen by the ordinary visitor at a time when there 
is no unusual amount of volcanic action, have been given in 
the last two numbers of this Journal, besides the two Illustra¬ 
tions supplied by Mrs. S. Anderson of the recent alarming 
eruption. The view presented in one of this week's Engravings 
Bhows the sonth-east Bide of the mountain, looking over the 
villages of Bosoo Tre Case and Bosco Reale from the ruins of 
Pompeii. Tbst unfortunate Raman oity, the romantio fate 
of which has been celebrated by Lord Lytton in one of his 
popular romances, and by a manager and writer of theatrical 
burlesques ou a London stage this season, is explored by every 
British or foreign tourist who spends a few days at Naples. 
It is easily reached in an hour or two from the city by rood or 
railway, being situated a mile beyond tbe town of Torre dell’ 
Annanziata. The famous eruption of August, A D. 79, which 
at the same time overwhelmed Herculaneum, Stsbiee, and 
Pompeii, did not treat them precisely in the name manner. 
While Herculaneum, which adjoins the modem towns 
of Resina and Portici, half way between Naples and 
Pompeii, was filled and covered with velcanio mud, 
since hardened to a bed of tufa 70 ft. thick, Pompeii 
was simply buried underneath a shower of sshes, pumice, and 
scoriae ; no lava bos ever reached this place, and tho task of 
uncovering the ruins hss been comparatively light But this 


work, first commenced in the middle of last century, has been 
carried od, till lately, in a feeble and desultory fashion. The 
new Govftnment of the Kingdom of Italy, since the revo¬ 
lution of I860, proceeds more vigorously and systematically in 
tbe research of local antiquities, with good results already 
obtained. The Forum, which was opened from 1813 to 1818, 
Is the moot important public place of tbe ancient city. It is 
an oblong space, on high ground, surrounded on three sides by 
Doric columns of grey limestone, which are 12 ft. high and 
2 ft 4 in. thick ; on the cast side are the remains of an older 
arcade and portico of fluted Doric columns. The colonnade 
was yet unfinished when the city was destroyed, as is shown 
by the blocks of unworked marble and pieces of carving that 
lie about the Forum ; there are many pedestals, intended for 
statues which were never erected there. The streets leading 
into the Forum were furnished with iron gates, which were 
closed at night to shut up tbe place. At the north end of tho 
Forum is the Temple of Jupiter, a building of brick and tufa, 
which was covered with white stucco. In front is a flight of 
steps, flanked by pedestals for colossal statues ; the portico had 
six Corinthian columns in front, and three at each side. This 
edifice is shown in our view of the Forum. On the west side 
of the Forum is the Temple of Venus, approached by sixteen 
steps, in front of which is a large altar ; it has a portico 
of forty-eight iiregular columns. The Basilica and the 
Triumphal Arch, which are situated also in the Forum, come 
within tbe same view. 
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METROPOLITAN NEWS. 

Wednesday being the first of Trinity Term, the law courts 
-were reopened. Tb.e arrears in most of the courts are heavy, 
t Hyde Park was a great centre of attraction on Wednesday 
afternoon, owin,- to the annual gathering tf the members of 
the Four-in-Hand Club, who mustered in great force, 

The first summer exhibition of tho Royal Botanical Sooiety 
was epened on Wednesday. The exhibition was very fine, 
especially as regards large azaleas and pelargoniums. 

Leicestcr-square is about to be sold by auction, and it is 
supposed will be purchased for building purposes. The reserved 
price is said to be £30,000. On Wednesday what remains of 
the statue was sold by auction, and brought the sum of £16. 

At the annual meeting of the Society for the Suppression of 
Mendicity, a resolution was passed appointing a committee to 
confer with the Charity Organisation Society as to the expe¬ 
diency of an amalgamation. 

At a Court of Common Council it has been determined to 
confer the freedom of the city of London upon Baroness 
Burdett-Contts, as well ns the thanks of the Court, for the gift 
of Columbia Market to the Corporation. 

The council of the London and Middlesex Archaeological 
Society held a meeting, on Thursday week, at the Westminster 
Chapter-House, when some papers were read relating to the 
past history both of the Chapter-House and the Abbey. 

The biennial festival of the supporters of the Hospital for 
Diseosos of the Throat was held, on Wednesday, at Willis’s 
Rooms, and the subscriptions amounted to nearly £1500. At 
the festival of the City of London Truss Society, which was 
held the same day, more than £1300 was subscribed. 

The weekly return of metropolitan pauperism shows that 
the total number of paupers in the metropolitan districts last 
week was 109,147, of whom 32,823 wero in workhouses, and 
76,324 received outdoor relief. Compared with the correspond¬ 
ing week in 1871, there was a decrease of 19,978. The number 
of vagrants relieved was 579, of whom 278 were men, 2 48 
women, and 53 children under sixteen. 

A sale on behalf of the Gentlewomen’s Self-Help Insti¬ 
tute, 20, Bessborough-gardens, was held, last week, at No. 97, 
Gloucester-tcrrace, Hyde Pork, the residence of Mrs. Steu&rt, 
one of the ladies' committee. The work exhibited was made 
by the members of the institute—all necessitous ladies—and 
consisted of needlework in every variety, leather-work, paint¬ 
ing, &c. The amount of goods sold was nearly £60. 

No parts of the land within the inclosure of Finsbury and 
Southwark Parks are to be let, leased, or sold for building pur¬ 
poses. Such was the result of a report submitted, yesterday 
week, to the Metropolitan Board of Works, and adopted, after 
warm discussion, by a majority of 27 to 6. A proposal to trans¬ 
port to this country the prostrate column of Alexandria and 
place it on the Victoria Embankment was negatived by the 
chairman os being a scheme more fitted to be carried out by 
private subscription. 

A well-earned recognition of meritorious services has been 
awarded by Sir R. J. Phillimore. in the Admiralty Court, to 
the master and crew of the ship Riccardo, for bringing a dere¬ 
lict Prussinn ship into harbour, and saving the underwriters 
£3864. Four seamen and the mate, after three days of inces¬ 
sant toil, succeeded in getting the Bhip into harbour. £1200 
were awarded, in proportions of £600 to the four men and 
mate, the mate taking a double share, £250 to the crew, £150 
to the captain, and £200 to the owners of the Riccardo. 

In London 2150 births and 1268 deaths were registered last 
week. After making due allowance for inorease of population, 
the births wero 95, and the deaths so many as 162, below the 
average numbers in the corresponding week of the last ten 
years. The annual death-rate from all causes, which in the 
two previous weeks had been eqnal to 22 and 20 per 1000, was 
again so low as 20, The 1268 deaths included 54 from small¬ 
pox, 47 from measles, 16 from scarlet fever, 6 from diphtheria, 
73 from whooping-cough, 25 from different forms of fever (of 
which 2 were certified as typhus, 1L as enteric or typhoid, and 
12 as simple continued fever), and 14 from diarrhoea. The 
fatal cases of smallpox, measles, and scarlatina Bhowed an 
increase, while those of whooping-cough had declined. 

The observance of Whitsun Monday as a holiday was never 
more general in London than it was on Monday, and the wel¬ 
come chnnge in the weather drew crowds of people out of 
doors. All the various places of popular resort in the suburbs 
were thronged. At the Crystal Palace, 56,778 persons passed 
through the entrances during the day ; the Zoological Society’s 
Gardens were visited by 44,854 persons, whioh was upwards of 
8000 more than were ever before known to be there in a single 
day ; more than 21,000 persons went to the Exhibition ; some 
of the papers state that the visitors to the Surrey Gardens 
and the North Woolwich Gardens were upwards of 30,000 in 
number at each place; and all the parks aud open places 
around London were thronged with holiday-makers. Tho 
river steam-boats were crowded with passengers and all the 
suburban railways were largely used. The number of excur¬ 
sionists to the seaside and other places at some distance from 
London 1 b believed to have been larger than on any previous 
occasion. The metropolitan volunteers held fiold-aayg at Lord 
Cowper’s seat at Panshanger in Hertfordshire, and on Tooting 
and Streatham Commons. In the evening the theatres and 
ether places of amusement in London are stated to have been 
very full. 

Dr. Hooker has issued his report on tho Royal Gardens at 
Ktw for the year 1871. The number of visitors has not been 
quite equal to either of the two preceding years ; but the 
director attributes this entirely to the di mi nished number of 
those classes whose presence is in every way undesirable, the 
number of visitors who take an intelligent interest in the 
gardens and their productions being, he believes, steadily on 
the increase. The cumber of Sunday visitors is more than 
two thirds of the total number on all the other days of the 
week, Monday, the “ artisans' day,” showing considerably the 
largest numbers of any of the week days; and Dr. Hooker 
speaks of the a!most uniformly orderly conduct of the visitors 
on thik day, contrasting in some instances favourably even 
with that displayed by some of the fashionable Saturday 
visitors, in the Botanic Gardena no change of importance 
has been introduced, except the making of a few more 
shrubberies, and bringing together various scattered young 
trees by threes or in clumps, so as to give more extent of lawn 
in certain parts and broader masses of foliage in others. The 
works in the pleasure-grounds and arboretum have been 
almost uninterruptedly continued, and a very large space has 
been planted, partly with youngtrees brought from the planta¬ 
tions in the Queeu's garden, &o., and partly with smaller 
things to act as a shelter to these. The interchange of living 
plants and seeds has been continnally kept up with similar 
establishments abroad and in the colonies; and a gardener 
has been sent ont to Jamaica to re-establish the botanic gardon 
there, at the request of the Governor, Sir J. P. Grant.

Bickmore, B.A., junior student of Christ Church, has been 
elected Mathematical Fellow at New. The Barnes Scholar¬ 
ship af Worcester has been awnrded to Mr. Sime, of Aberdeen 
University ; the Eaton Scholarship to Mr. Bourdillon, of 
Haileybury College. Proxime acoessorr.nt—Mr. Chambers, 
Worcester, late of Christ’s Hospital, and Mr. Robb, unattached 
student; exhibitions were given to each ; and for Hebrew to 
Mr. Perry, of Merchant Taylors’ 'School. 

At Cambridge, the Powis Classical Gold Medal for the pre¬ 
sent year has been adjudged to S. H. Butcher, scholar of 
Trinity, a son of the Bishop of Meath. The Person prize, for 
Greek Verse, has been again adjudged to H. B. Philipps, non- 
collegiate student. The Vice-Chancellor has announoed that 
the Professorship of Latin will be vacant at Michaelmas, by 
the resignation of Professor Munro Sir. William Browne’s 
medals have been awarded as follow :—Greek Ode, F. H. 
Rawlins, King’s; Latin Ode, T. E. Page, St. John's ; Greek 
EpigTam, E. P. Moser, St, John's; Latin Epigram, F. H. 
Rawlins, King's. 

Lord Granville, in presiding at tho annual meeting of the 
London University, on Thursday week, held for the purpose of 
conferring degrees, passed a high eulogy upon the memory of 
the late Vice-Chancellor, Mr. Giote, and called upon others to 
emulate the example of the deceased benefactor of the Uni¬ 
versity. Mr. I,owe, following, criticised the proposals recently 
made for the establishment of a law university, advocated the 
omission of Greek from the papers given out to candidates for 
medical honours ; and, in conclusion, expressed an opinion 
that the endowment of professorships was a practice better 
honoured in the breach than in the observance. 

Sir William J tuner, in a genial and stirring speech, on 
Thursday week, to the medical students of University College 
on the occasion of the distribution of prizes, adverted to the 
advantages of competition in securing greater precision in 
study. References to his own career as having been for forty 
years connected with the institution won continued plaudits 
from the students. 


Mr. William Waldren Ravenhill, barrister-at-law, hasbeen- 
appointed to the Recordership of Andover, vacant by the resig 
nation of Mr. Allen. 

On Wednesday the Congress of Law Students at Birming¬ 
ham passed a resolution condemning the present system of 
examination as carried out by the Incorporated Law Society 
and suggesting some alterations in the mode of procedure. 

At the adjourned meeting of the Ironworkers’ Conference 
held at Sheffield on Tuesday, resolutions were passed affirming 
the desirability of a union between the ironworkers of South 
Wales,Worcestershire, and Shropshire with the National Union. 

Mr. John Fernley, of Southport, is providing, and intends 
to present to the Wesleyan Methodist Conference, a building 
in that town, costing £8000, which iB to be devoted to the edu¬ 
cation of the daughters of Wesleyan Methodist ministers. 

During the session of the Institution of Civil Engineers, 
just concluded, the elections have included three honorary 
members—vis., the Emperor of Brazil, Prince Arthur, and Dr. 
Percy, F.R.S. ; twenty-two members, and 115 associates. The 
total number of members, associates, and students is 2155. 

The annual procession of Sunday schools in connection 
with the Church of England was held on Monday, at Man¬ 
chester, and, the weather being fine, there was an unusually 

numerous gathering.-A great demonstration of Sunday 

School children took place in Sheffield on the same day. At 
one o’clock 20,000 children connected with the Nonconformists 
assembled in Norfolk Park, fand sang selections of sacred 
music, in presence of upwards of 60,000 spectators. There 
were also other gatherings on a large scale of the Sunday 
schools belonging to the Established Church and other bodies. 

Several deaths from lightning Bre reported. At a village 
near Beverley Bix men, working in a field, were struck down, 
one of them being killed on the spot. Henry Wardle, a farm 
labourer, died, on Saturday, in the Guildford Workhouse, after 
having been Btruck by lightning. The deceased, who was 
seventy-four years of age. was at work in a field at Redgway, 
near Farnham, when a thunderstorm came on, and he took 
shelter under a fir-tree at the book of a cottage. He was struck 
by the lightning, and whon discovered, lying insensible, was 
bleeding from the mouth, nose, and ears. There was a saw- 
edged wound over the right eye, and a great part of the sur¬ 
face of the body was burned. His boots were burned off his 
feet, and his hat and trousers were torn into pieces. Damage 
has been done to several buildings in Birmingham,] 


NATIONAL SPORTS. 

The Bath and Somerset meeting has been steadily going down 
hill f jr the last few seasons, and this year it proved flatt ir 
than ever. Tie two and three year-old Biennials, whioh have 
generally proved very interesting, were decided failures ; and 
the Somersetshire Stakes only secured three acceptances, and 
resulted in a walk-over. The Tester, a son of Saccharometer 
and Lady Abbess, took a couple of two-year-old races, one of 
which was the Weston Stakes, whioh produced such a brilliant 
struggle between Lady Elizabeth and Grimaton in 1867. Lord 
Anglesey was in capital form throughout the meeting, an 1 
secured four events, one of them being the Twentieth 
Biennial Stakes, in which, however, Violetta hal 
great difficulty in getting away from the moderate 
Gong filly, so that her Oaks prospects do not look 
very brilliant. Allbrook showed some of his Cambridge¬ 
shire form by winning two races; and Recorder also 
credited Mr. Braylcy with a couple of stakes. The Derby 
favourites got safely through the Bath ordeal; but Drummond, 
Winslow, and the Sunbeam colt were vary unsteady. The Wye 
meeting was as pleasant as usual, though the racing needs no 
comment; and the only noticeable feature at Manchester was 
the appearance of Statesman, a Derby outsider, in the Da 
Trafiord Cup. He carried 91b. extra to secure Mordan’s 
services, but had little trouble in winning. 

Week after week the probable resultof the Derby, which will 
be run on Wednesday next, has been gradually reduced to very 
narrow limits ; and it now appears that the first three in the 
Two Thousand will fight their battle o'er again, without 
interference from any fresh candidate. The Druid, who oa 
last year's running could be shown to be fully as good as 
Oremonie, has not done well during the winter, aud has been 
beaten in hia trial. Chopette’s recent defeat by Ravonshoe 
pt (ms to take the gilt off Drummond’s pretensions ; while the 
Sunbeam colt is reported to have done badly in a gallop with 
Froman ; and, though many excuses are made for Bertram, 
bis City and Suburban form was too moderate to allow us to 
put any trust in him. This disposes of all the candidates 
which did not start in the Guineas ; and how can any which 
ran in that race hope to turn the tables on Prince Charlie and 
Cremome ? We pay very little attention to tho stories of the 
former's roaring, and should fancy him sure to win wero it 
not for a doubt if his questionable forelegs will bring his huge 
frame safely down the hill from Tattenham Corner. With 
this uncertainty, we will only say that Prince Charlie and 
Cremorne are certain to beat the field, and that Queen’s 
Messenger will be third. The following is a list of 
the probable starters and jockeys: — Prince Charlie, 
Osborne; Cremome, Mnidment; Queen’s Messenger, French ; 
Drummond, Fordham; Sunbeam colt, Morris; Almoner, 
Cannon; Bertram, Jewitt; Laburnum, Parry; Marshal 
Bazaine j Winslow ; Wenlook, Custance ; Young Sydmonton ; 
Statesman, Mordan; The Druid; Helmet; Miserrimus; 
Tocsin, Hudson! 

The first finished cricket-match of the season was concluded 
at Lord’s, on Tuesday, when the South beat the North by 52 
rues. Owing to the heavy state of the ground, the scoring on 
both sides was very small; but for the South Mr. W. G. Grace 
made 31 and 37, and R. Humphrey 32. Southerton took 
fourteen Northern wickets, and the bowling of the Shaws and 
Barratt proved very destructive to the South. 

The Civil Service Sports, the most fashionable athletic 
meeting of tho season, takes place to-day (Saturday), at Lillie 
Bridge, commencing at eleven o’clock. 


The Russian Embassy at Teheran has informed the Govern¬ 
ment of St. Petersburg that fever and cholera have entirely 
disappeared from Persia. The harvest prospects are good. 

The special correspondent of the Daily Newt with the 
Livingstone Search Expedition, writing from Zanzibar on 
April 19, says that up to that date no letters had been received 
either from Dr. Livingstone or Mr. Stanley, the American, 
War was still going on in the interior, and if affairs continued 
unsettled when the expedition approached the disturbed dis¬ 
tricts a detour would be mode to the southward to avoid the 
contending parties, Bagamoyo, on the coast abreast Zanzibar, 
will be the starting point. The Rev. Charles New, who lately 
ascended the equatorial snow-clad mountain Kilma-Njaro, has 
joined the expedition as interpreter, and has secured the 
services for Lieutenant Dawson of some of the natives of 
Mombos, who formerly accompanied him, as part of the armed 
escort. The rains, having set in with unusual severity, de¬ 
tained the expedition at Zanzibar. In all probability this will 
last until the end of May. The work of organising the native 
party, packing goods, rating chronometers, 4co., fully occupies 
the European members.. 

The Daily Neirt publishes the following telegram, dated 
Bayreuth, Wednesday Night:—After three days’ brilliaut fes¬ 
tivities, in which 250 male and female singers, one hundred 
musicians, and 1000 guests have token part, the founda'ion- 
stone of the Festal Theater has been successfully laid, though 
the ceremonies were marred by a drenching rain, disarranging 
the original programme. The projected theatre will stand on 
an elevation overlooking the oity, and distant from it fifteen 
minutes’ walk. It was arranged that the singers, after the 
ceremony and Herr Wagner's address, should join in a chorus, 
but the rain interfered, and the festive proceedings had to 
take place in the Opera-House. Nevertheless, thousands 
assembled on the spot, and Herr Wagner was enthusiastically 
greeted. The Opera-House was crowded, and the stage was 
filled with singers and musicians. In the afternoon there 
was a concert, at which Beethoven's ninth symphony was 
given. Herr Wagner directed, and the vocalists were of the 
highest rank. The festivities were closed by a banquet, which 
Herr Wagner attended. The day being Heir Wagner’s birth¬ 
day, he received congratulations from all parts of Germany. 

The Lerant Times gives a long account of the coronation 
of Prince Cassa, the new King of Ethiopia, which took place 
at Axum on Jan. 14. The solemnities lasted a fortnight, and 
the first step in them was Prince Cassa’s departure from Adoa 
on Jan. 4, en route for Axum, which was reaohed on the I2th. 
On the 13th a review took place, at which 3000 Abyssinian 
iie6ts were present as spectators. On the 14th Cassa made 
is entry into the cathedral of Axum, where the coronation 
ceremony was gone through. At the termination of this he 
repaired to a palace which he hod had built for the occasion, 
and mounted the throne, leading up to whioh were twelve 
steps, wearing the crown upon his head. At this moment the 
company were so overjoyed as to be unable to restrain them¬ 
selves, and began discharging firearms in the throne-room, 
much to the delight, apparently, of tho new Monarch, but to 
the detriment of the celling, if not of the nerves of any deli¬ 
cately-organised Ethiopians, The eating and drinking lasted 
three consecutive days, and daring the whole of this time the 
King remained in the room. The people entered by relays of 
400 at a time, and the carnival did not end until 4000 head of 
cattle and 600 hives of honey used in the preparation of 
bydromel had been consumed. 
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FINE ARTS. 

The method of “ oleography,” which we noticed some 
months back, has been applied to a reproduction of Raphael’s 
Bistine Madonna at Dresden, and the plates are published by 
Messrs. low, Marston, and Co. To those who would like to 
possess a reproduction, to some extent, of the colouring as well 
os the design of the most beautiful picture in the world this 
publication will doubtless be welcome. The advantage an 
oleograph possesses over other modes of colour-printing in 
imitation of oil-painting is that it yields something of the 
transparency of oil with a varnishy surface, and altogether it 
is a considerable improvement on Baxter’s oil process. The 
ambitious attempt to copy the Sistine Madonna has, it need 
hardly be said, partially failed, more, however, in the ground¬ 
work modelling than the colour. The figures of Pope Sixtus 
and Sta. Barbara are passable ; but there is little of the 
wondrous majesty and beauty of the Virgin and Child, or the 
infantine grace of the cherubs, of the original. Nevertheless, 
the publication will satisfy reasonable requirements, and the 
process deserves encouragement. 

The trustees of the National Portrait Gallery, South Ken¬ 
sington, state in their report on the past year that the dona¬ 
tions have been increased to ninety-eight. The purchases now 
amount to 246. The number of visitors to the gallery in the 
year 1871 amounted to 63,195. The number on Easter Monday 
this year reached 4794. 

The annual dinner of the Artists' General Benevolent Insti¬ 
tution took place, at Willis’s Rooms, on Saturday last, under 
the presidency of the Marquis of Lome, and was very 
numerously attended. The noble chairman, in an appropriate 
speech, pointed out that the benefits of the institution, and 
•especially of its newly-established adjunct, the Artists' Orphan 
Asylum, were greater than ever, and they were never more 
needed. Various toasts were responded to by Sir Francis 
Grant, Sir John Gilbert, Mr. John Heugh (to whose benefioence 
the fund and orphanage are so largely indebted), Captain 
Moncrief, Mr. V. Prinsep, and others. The treasurer, Mr. P. C. 
Hardwick, announced that the subscriptions at the dinner 
amounted to £2552, including a donation of £500 from a 
gentleman whose name was not allowed to transpire, but to 
whom the institution was already largely indebted. 

At the annual meeting, last week, of the Artists' Benevo¬ 
lent Fund (which may be regarded as a branch of the pre¬ 
ceding), the honorary secretary drew attention to the great 
advantages that accrued from artists subscribing to this pro¬ 
vident society, and it was justly remarked that artists' efforts 
to provide against sickness and death specially deserved 
assistance from the benevolent. Two cases were oited of 
sculptors being suddenly carried off in the prime of life by 
fever and smallpox, leaving widows and children totally un¬ 
provided for, saving the assistance to which they were entitled 
through the deceased having joined this society. 

The New South Wales Academy of the Fine Arts, recently 
established, has commissioned Mr. Cave Thomas to design the 
certificate which is to be conferred in honorary awards. 

On dit that the Princess of Wales, on her return to Eng¬ 
land, intends to renew her art-studies under the guidance of 
the artist juBt named. 

Mr. John Bunney, who is residing in Venice, had the honour 
of submitting his paintings of Venetian architecture to the 
Prince and Princess of Wales while they were in Venice. 
Tbtir Royal Highnesses graciously accepted photographs from 
some recent pictures by Mr, Bunney. 

The Midland Counties Fine and Industrial Art Exhibition 
has been opened at the Exchange Hall, Nottingham, which 
had been selected by the Government as the first locale of a 
eeries of such art exhibitions intended to be established in dif¬ 
ferent manufacturing centres of England. The exhibition 
includes 834 objects lent to the museum by the Science and 
Art Department at South Kensington. There is besides a large 
collection of works of art and virtil contributed by local ex¬ 
hibitors, all of great interest and value. Her Majesty has con¬ 
tributed a Beries of photographs of point lace. Nottingham 
pottery is well represented. A room is set apart for the exhi¬ 
bition of laces, showing the history and progress of the manu¬ 
facture during the last 200 years. It is intended by the 
Government to moke the museum a permanent institution. 


There was a partial eclipse of the moon on Wednesday. 

Lord Orkney’s bankruptcy is to be annulled, official sanction 
having been given to an arrangement made by the creditors 
to accept a composition of 5s. in the pound. 

A Liberal Club at Liverpool was inaugurated on Wednesday 
night. The principal speaker was Mr. G. O. Trevelyan, M.P., 
who delivered an important address on the position and policy 
of the Liberal party. 

The Earl of Shrewsbury has determined to again throw 
open his beautiful grounds at Alton Towers for the recreation 
of the public this year, in the hope that the misconduct of 
certain disorderly persons will not be repeated. 

The Captain Memorial Fund Committee, which was estab¬ 
lished at Portsmouth, has resolved to place a painted window 
in 'Westminster Abbey, commemorative of the terrible disaster 
off Cape Finisterre on the night of Sept. 6, 1870. The proposal 
has been sanctioned by Dean Stanley. 

The thirty-fifth annual meeting of the Yorkshire Union of 
Mechanics' Institutes was held at Darlington, ou Wednesday, 
under the presidency of Mr. Edward Baines, M.P. In the 
evening, at a meeting in connection with the union, Sir 
Stafford Northcote, M.P., delivered an address on education. 

Earl Cathcart has been elected president of the Royal 
Agricultural Society for the ensuing year. At the half-yearly 
meeting, which was held on Wednesday, the report stated that 
the total number of members in the society is 6766. This year's 
annual meeting will be held at Cardiff, while the 1873 gathering 
is to take place at Hull. 

At a meeting in. Edinburgh, on Monday, a sub-committee 
was appointed to take steps for the purpose of raising sub- 
ec-'ptions to secure a granite pedestal for the monument to the 
late Prince ConBort, and to lay out the garden in an appropriate 
manner. The Duke of Bnccleuch has guaranteed the sum of 
£2000 to the fund, which has already enabled the committee 
to commence the work. Princess Louise has subscribed £300 
to the pedestal fund. 

Provincial strikes are gradually solving themselves in 
various ways. At Darby the silkspinnera have been replaced 
by women, but at Sheffield the bricklayers have carried their 
point. At a meeting of agricnltural labourers, held at Yaxley, 
in Huntingdonshire, on Tuesday, a serious fight took place 
between the hands and the farmers, who attempted to drown 
the voice of a speaker. The farmers, overwhelmed by numbers, 
had to beat a precipitate retreat into the town, pursued by the 
labourers, whose anger was fairly roused. The artisans and 
labourers in Woolwich Arsenal, about 10,000 in number, hare 
legun an agitation in favour of the nine-hours movement. 


NOVELS OF THE SEASON. 

The prevailing mode of publication for ordinary novels is a 
matter of trade interest and convenience, upon which there 
seems to be a difference of opinion. In his “ circular ” 
annexed to The Mistress of Langdale Hall, by Rosa M. Kettle 
(Samuel Tinsley), that publisher, who does not belong to the 
firm of Messrs. Tinsley Brothers, goes into the question with 
much zeal. Ho exposes the evil consequences of the present 
system, with its uniform issue of three volumes at the nominal 
price of a guinea and a half, to be followed, in the rare case of 
a real literary success, by a cheaper edition in one volume at 
six shillings, and perhaps by another, some months later, in a 
yellow paper cover at two shillings. The effect is said to be 
I that the sale of the pretentious original edition is usually con- 
' fined to the keepers of circulating libraries, who take the three 
volumes at half price or less. Mr. Samuel Tinsley wishes to set 
the example of producing a good and new work of prose fiction in 
a single compact volume at a moderate co3t. We most, however, 
observe that this is frequently done, and we hope to their com¬ 
mercial profit, by several other publishers, who Bhow their dis¬ 
cernment and good taste in the stories they accept for this 
purpose. The talo now before us, which is a domestic romance 
of the West Riding, has been judiciously selected for the pub¬ 
lisher's experiment; and we trust, both for his sake and that 
of the authoress, it may obtain a fair measure of success. The 
characters are natural, respectably behaved, and agreeably 
portrayed ; the situations have a tolerable degree of gentle 
interest, and there are pleasing descriptions of rural scenes and 
manners, whioh harmonise with the refined tone of feeling 
that pervades the whole story. Another one-volume tale, but 
shorter and slighter, is itttie's Trial, by Kay Spen (A. 
Straban and Co.), which relates the fortunes of a young 
girl, carefully brought np after her mother’s death by a 
kind aunt, from whom she is snatched away bv her 
profligate father on his return from Australia, and car¬ 
ried off to associate with foreign sharpers of his acquaint¬ 
ance at Hombourg and Baden. The characters of the girls and 
women in this simplo story are well represented ; bnt with 
regard to the men and their doings', especially that weak and 
wild notion of the German Baron's nephew submitting to be 
condemned for a murder done by his uncle, the author’s 
inexperience is too plainly shown. The world known to Kay 
Spen " is that of a quiet parlour fireside, and little beyond. 
The next story, in one volume, is Qlitter and Gold, by Horace 
Field (Longmans) ; but this fiction has a didactic religious 
purpose. Its hero is Ernest Heath, a highly-educated young 
man, who sets out with plans of making his fortune by en¬ 
gaging in a carpet manufacturer's business in a provincial 
town. His ardent mind is presently absorbed in mystic visions 
of spiritual perfectibility, aided by the congenial sympathy of 
Grace Thornton, an invalid girl long unable to leave her 
couch, yet inspired by her enthusiastic piety ’with thoughts and 
sentiments of great originality and persuasive force. The 
author has written two or three books of theological expo¬ 
sition, which may have prepared some of his readers for the 
position he takes np in this remarkable story. Rough but 
True, by Vernon St. Clair (Tinsley Brothers), is likewise a tale 
in one volume, and will be found interesting enough for the 
time occupied in reading it. There is p. complication of cir¬ 
cumstances, by which a good little Scotch girl, Miss Nelly 
Campbell, is driven from her father s house in undeserved 
disgrace, and the honest Scotch man-servant, Sandy Drummond, 
being "rough bnt true," attends her faithfully to the last. 
The Soul and Money (Tinsley) is a translation, by Guarteriok 
Vere, of Jeremias Gotthelf’s -.veil-approved story of Swiss 
rustic and domestic life, w hich has a good moral tendency, and 
is true to the aspects of human nature it seeks to display. 

A German Btory, Strange Folk, by Hermann Oelschlager, 
translated by Lieutenant-Colonel Grant (two volumes, Long¬ 
mans, Green, and Co.), is tolerably amusing ; but the samples 
of life which it affords have little moral worth or truth of con¬ 
ception. An elderly pedant, Dr. Anselmus, visits a Capuchin 
convent near Wfirzburg, in company with his niece Dora, who 
is disguised os a young man, and who passes for his nephew. 
She becomes the friend of Brother Henry, a novice of the order, 
who entertains her with the tale of his worldly adventures, 
and of a love affair with an actress, ending in the disappoint- 
ment that has driven him to monastic seclusion. There is, in 
onr judgment, a sort of indelicacy in the idea of these false 
relations between the parties. Dr. Anselmus is a ridiculous 
original, and the figure of Breitsam, the knavish theatrical 
critic of a provincial newspaper, is also cleverly drawn. But 
the story, as a whole, does not seem well adapted to the Eng¬ 
lish taste. It has a strong “ Bohemian ” flavour. 

The author of Golden Keys (three volumes, Hurst and 
Blackett) affects to take upon himself the office of an un¬ 
sparing denouncer or censor of the manifold “ iniquities ” and 
“ impurities ” which he fancies to exist in the present state of 
English society. His real knowledge of mankind, however, 
seems to be very limited, and he relies upon a prurient imagi¬ 
nation for the examples of moral nastiness with which he has 
stocked this worse than worthless tale. To the better class of 
renders, we should hope, nothing can be less acceptable than 
his minnte descriptions of tho double intrigues of Harold 
Bojston, at the same time, with a Btale kept-mistress picked 
up behind the scenes of a minor theatre, and with a married 
lady of more than questionable fame in the “ fast" world, of 
which idle and vicious fools about town set the scandalous 
fashion. No reader, at least with a decent sense of self-respect, 
will care to follow the minute domiciliary investigations of a 
private deteotive, accompanied in person by the husband of tho 
lady referred to, with a view to obtain the legal proofs of 
her guilt, and that of Harold Royston, for a possible suit in 
the Divorce Court. The scenes in which Mr. Pentleigh 
attempts to seduce the newly-wedded wife of his friend 
Arthur Peverill, while pretending to make an honourable pro¬ 
posal to her sister, are scarcely less revolting to 
a healthy moral nature. Other passages of the Btory are 
simply dull and tiresome, such as the account of a crisis in the 
affairs of a joint-stock company, with an abortive prosecution 
of the directors, and that of the contested election in a pro¬ 
vincial borough. “ Golden Keys," in short, is a pretty and 
piquant title for three volumes of mere literary trash. 

A 8 the greatest possible contrast to the last-mentioned 
novel, we are glad to bestow a meed of sincere commendation 
upon Hope Deferred, by Eliza Pollard (three vols, Hnrst and 
Blackett). This tale is one of French domestic life. It relates 
the long and patient sorrow of a pair of oousins, Charles de 
Lutz and Jeanne de Lutz, who were destined for each other in 
early youth, by a family arrangement, but were separated, in 
spite of an unconfessed mutual attachment, by her mother’s 
scruples against pre-determined marriages of convenience. 
Charles, bitterly disappointed, and despairing to win her whom 
he loves, then absents himself, during four years, in Italy, 
where he rashly weds a girl unfit to share his worthy purposes 
of life. On his return to France both he and his cousin find 
themselves miserable ; yet they agree to bear, in a spirit of 
duty, the dreary lot that has fallen to each of them. They 
show a noble fidelity and Belf-renunciation ; their behaviour 


is admirably consistent. The Italian wife, Marietta, has not 
the slightest cause for jealousy; but, having learnt the fact of 
her husband's grief for the loss of his first and only serious 
love, she hates Jeanne with unrelenting fierceness, and finally 
attempts her life. The issue of tho Btory must be read in these 
thTee volumes. It is written in a graceful, unaffected style, 
and presents a continuous, even flow of still increasing narra¬ 
tive interest, with a refined perception of character and of true 
manly and womanly feeling, which leaves a wholesome and 
delightful impression on the mind. Those who have read " The 
Rose Garden," and liked that tale, will not be less pleased with 
" Hope Deferred." 

Madame von Oppen, the authoress of JVb Fatherland (two 
volumes, S. Tinsley), has a lively hnmour and an extensive 
acquaintance with the political and social gossip of not the 
highest circles all over Continental Europe. Her whimsical 
book is written in a macaronic or mixed jargon of English, 
French, and German, which has a diverting effect. The various 
characters and incidents which it sets before os are extremely 
queer, and we decline to believe that the story has any founda¬ 
tion in fact, so far os the Imperial families of Russia and Ger¬ 
many are concerned. The lengthy speeches and letters, iu 
which all the current topics of the day are freely discussed, 
evince a good deal of hard, dry shrewdness, and some know¬ 
ledge of the world from a vagrant cosmopolitan point of view. 


BARROW-IN-FURNESS. 

The new town and seaport of Barrow-in-Furnew, at the 
northern extremity of Lancashire, on the peninsula formed 
between Morccambe Bay and the estuary of tho Westmorland 
river Ducldon, has grown up, within the last twenty-five years, 
from the traffic and manufacturing industry of the haematite 
ironworks and Bessemer steelworks, the material of which is 
found abundantly in the mines of this district. A description 
of the place was given in this Journal in September, 18G7, 
when the new docks and railway were opened by the Duke of 
Devonshire, who is one of the chii f proprietors of Furness, the 
i>uke of Buccleuch owning another large share of ita terri¬ 
torial extent. We also gave a view of the docks on that occa¬ 
sion. A more extensive view, from a point of aerial elevation, 
is now presented, with an Illustration of the bnildmg erected 
for Public Baths and Washhouses, the gift of Mr. James 
Itamsden, Mayor of the town. He is managing director both 
of the ironworks and the railway. The bronze statue of this 
gentleman, by Mr. Noble, which has been placed in Ramsden- 
eqnarc, by a public subscription, to commemorate his services 
to the place, is shown in another Illustration. The ceremony 
of unveiling the statue, and that of opening the Baths at the 
same time, were performed, on Tuesday last, by the Duke of 
Devonshire, accompanied by the Right Hon. Mr. Childers, M.P., 
Lord Frederick Cavendish, M.P., Mr. Looh (Governor of the 
Isle of Man), the Mayor of Manchester, and some of the 
leading merchants of Manchester, Liverpool, and Leeds. The 
presentations both of the Statue and of the Baths were made 
in due form, and were accepted by Mr. Alderman Schneider 
on behalf of the town. There was a banquet afterwards at 
the Townhall. In the evening there was a festive illumina¬ 
tion of the Btreeta. In our view of the Public Baths, with the 
Working Men’s Institute, from a photograph by Mr. Taphouse, 
of Barrow, the Baths are shown to the right hand, the Insti¬ 
tute to the left. The tall chimney behind is that of a flax and 
jute factory. 


THE SOUTH KENSINGTON MUSEUM. 

With all the attractions of the neighbouring International 
Exhibition, opened to visitors several days of the week at the 
small price of one shilling, there are many who still bestow 
the leisure of a spare afternoon or a Saturday evening upon 
the museum of the 11 Science and Art Department of the Com¬ 
mittee of the Privy Council on Education.” The collection of 
rare and fine examples of mediaeval or foreign art-workman¬ 
ship, including those lent by private owners, chiefly in the 
South Court and its cloisters, and in the galleries above, never 
fail to engage admiring observation. We have frequently 
given Illustrations of some of the most beautiful articles in 
this collection, especially of the goldsmith's and silversmith's 
work, a specimen of which is the cup, by a French artist, 
represented in one of our Engravings. The collection also 
includes metal-work of bronze or iron, jewellery, enamels, 
glass, porcelain, terra-cotta ; carvings of wood, stone, or ivory; 
paintings on glass, mosaics and marquetry, furniture, textile 
fabrics and embroidery, leather-work and ornamental furni¬ 
ture, with reproductions, in plaster or electrotype, of the 
designs of absent masterpieces. It may profitably be compared 
with the productions of our own time and country in the same 
kinds. 


THE KINLOCH MONUMENT, DUNDEE. 

The severities of the Tory Government some fifty years ago, in 
the prosecutions they undertook against men of true patriotism, 
who advocated the reform of Parliament and the correction of 
abuses in the State, were even worse in Scotland than in tho 
southern parts of Great Britain. But as “ the whirligig of 
Time brings about its revenges," it has occurred iu not a 
few instances that the proscribed victims of political bigotry 
and magisterial or judicial unfairness have lived to enjoy the 
general esteem of their neighbours, and to see their designs 
for the public welfare carried into execution. Such was the 
case of Mr. George Kinloch,of Kinloch, near Dundee. He was 
marked out, in 1819, for vengeance, because of his attachment 
to the popular cause, but survived to behold its constitutional 
triumph, and to take his seat as the freely-elected represen¬ 
tative of his native town in the first House of Commons after 
the Reform Act of 1832. The bronze statue of George 
Kinloch, recently erected at Dundee, is a fine work of art, by 
Mr. Steell, F.R.S.A., of Edinburgh., and has been pronounced 
a faithful likeness of the man. On its pedestal the following 
inscription has been ent:—" George Kinloch, of Kinloch, out¬ 
lawed for the advocacy of popular rights, 22 December, 1819; 
proclaimed Member for Dundee in the first Reformed Parlia¬ 
ment, 22 December, 1832. Born in Dundee, 1775; died in 
London, 1833. Erected by Publio Subscription, to commemorate 
a signal triumph of Political Justice. 3 February, 1872.” 


Up to the present time twelve public Acts have been passed 
and one local statute in the Session which began Feb. 6. 

An underground rocket, commonly known as the “ fish 
torpedo,” has been privately tried on the canal at the Woolwich 
Arsenal, and the result is said to have been satisfactory. 

The Marquis of Bute has accepted an invitation of the pre¬ 
sident and membere of the Swansea Constitutional Association 
to attend a banquet on June 6. 

At a meeting of the Royal Humane Sooiety. on Tuesday, 
several cases of saving life from drowning were brought under 
the notice of the society and rewarded.

WORKS IN BLACK AND WHITE. 

An exhibition of drawings in penoil, chalk, and charcoal 
etchings, and other works in black and white, has been 
organised at the Dudley Gallery. The attempt to form an 
annual exhibition of this kind deserves encouragement, bnt 
will probably prove more attractive to artists than the general 
public. The collection contains many works of interest, bnt 
it should have been more seleot; and with fewer works it 
might have been rendered more comprehensive. The arrange¬ 
ment, also, ia somewhat confused, the various classes of works 
being more or less intermingled; and fuller particulars as to 
authorship of the original designs and the modes of execution 
ought to have been given in the catalogue. The apparent 
determination to confine the display almost exclusively to 
works of strictly autographio character—that ia to say, to 
originaj, untranslated designs—ia, we think, ill-considered; 
whilst it is not consistently carried out, for there are many 
impressions from wood blocks shown as samples of engraving, 
but very few from Bteel or copper plates—not, of course, in¬ 
cluding etchings. The Royal Academy has been wiser in 
regarding the translator of a picture into blaok and white as 
an independent artist, and in accordingly admitting the 
engraver to equal rank with the painter. The consequence is 
that none of our leading engravers— such as Cousins, 
Doc, Robinson, Lumb Stocks, and many others—are 
represented : precisely that branch of art in black and white in 
which our school has chiefly excelled, and for which it ia cele¬ 
brated all over the world, finds no place here. The exclusion 
of the higher forms of engraving is the more to be regretted 
beenuse one of the greatest services an exhibition of this kind 
could render to art would be to foster those purest modes of 
engraving in line and mezzotint which are threatened with 
extinction before the oheap competition of the photographer 
and wood engraver. 

The collection is not nearly so rich as could be desired in 
original drawings and sketches by eminent painters, made 
either for pictures or as occasional studies. So few of our lead¬ 
ing at tists are represented in this direction that the natural 
inference is that draughtsmanship is lamentably neglected by 
them, and that few prepare careful studies of composition, 
chiaroscuro, and details. An exhibition of this kind on the 
Continent would infallibly have elicited a large number of 
learned figure^studies. The drawings by the old masters are 
almost always of extreme interest and often highly instructive. 

M. L. L’Hermittc contributes two remarkable works, which 
may be included in this category, though they appear quite 
complete in themselves, their pathetic subjects seeming to 
demand no aid from colour. One of them (154) represents a 
village funeral : the coffin is being brought ont of a cottage, 
and the mourners prepare to follow in procession. The 
other (153) shows rustics dragging a pond, evidently for 
the body of one missing, whose anxious relatives stand 
on the bank. The same artist has a strongly characteristic 
head of “ An Old Man " (131). Mr. Poynter exhibits a char¬ 
coal study (79) for his picture of Perseus and Andromeda, and 
another of the figure of Andromeda only (442). In the first 
the material seems to render some of the mystery and concen¬ 
tration which are wanting in the final work ; and in the second 
the figure of the heroine is decidedly better proportioned, more 
feminine and expressive. There are also studies of heads 
mode at Rome, in 1864, by Mr. Leighton, which have great, 
indeed rather effeminate, refinement. They are done in pencil, 
and remind one of the drawings with the silver point on dis¬ 
temper paper of the early Italian masters. Similar in method, 
but more masculine in the character of the male heads, and 
more beautiful in the female bead, is the frame containing 
three “Studies of Heads for a Pioture” (431), by Mr. Burns 
Jones. Few (excepting, of course, thick and thin partisans) 
would have credited this artist with suoh power \>'f expression 
in simple black and white ; wo have not before seen such cor¬ 
rect draughtsmanship from his hand. If all his work had 
been equally truthful, and as free, comparatively, from 
affectation, there would have been small oocasion for the 
adverse oriticiam he has provoked. The female head is exqui¬ 
sitely lovely and touohingly pathetic: it has the grace of 
Raphael, with something weird and vague—something refer¬ 
able to Northern and Gothio imagination. Two of the most 
complete studies for pictures are Mr. W. Field's "Towing 
Home ” (142), the original of which was exhibited in 
the Academy in 1869, and Mr. W. J. Hennessy's poetical 
and effective “ New School ” (162), a young lady listen¬ 
ing to a lesson in love from a young gentleman in a 
conservatory at dusk. Studies foT fresco by W. Cave Thomas, 
African sketches by J. E. Hodgson, drawings by S. Solomon, 
a coast scene by R. T. Pritchett, landscape studies by A. 
Ditch field (more entirely satisfactory than his water-colour 
drawing) ; charcoal studies of trees, ito., by H. Wallis; a 
series of generally excellent small portrait studies by D. 
Laugfie, balance's charming pencil drawings from nature 
(11). Almn Tadema’s “Portrait" (127), a study from life (6) 
by Kate Tayler ; the landscape drawings in pen-and-ink, with 
effect of etching, by W. H. J. Bool; Madame Bodichon's 
"Skeleton Hermit” (323), landscape bits by H. S. Marks; 
“Canoes in a Fog—Lake Superior" (477), by Frances A. 
Hopkins ; a large cattle-piece by H. Garland, J. L. Roget’a 
illustrations of “ The Ingoldsby Legends " (361), and W. 
KUmple’s landscape sketches are also entitled to respectful 
mention. There are likewise a few studies and sketches by 
deoeased artiste—e. g., G. Catteanoiss, 8ir A. Callcott, and S. 
Prout 

The etohings form unquestionably the most oomplete and 
admirable portion of the gathering. This fascinating art is 
only beginning to be appreciated in this country—thanks to 
Borne few courageous practitioners, and to Mr. Hamerton’s 
excellent treatise on the subject. Crude P.nd imprudent essays 
of amateurs have hitherto been accepted as adequate examples 
on the plea of their being “ suggestive; ” whereas no branch 
of art demands greater knowledge and certainty. Etching, 
properly understood, should render—perfectly, os far as it 
goes—well-understood foots, though it may give only an 
epitome of them; it certainly should not betray a 
mere vague fumbling after the unknown. The art 
appears to suit the vif temperament, the quick intel¬ 
ligence, and the skilful manipulative tact of the French, 
though there are very able etchers of other Continental 
nations. Seme of the principal French etchers are 
here represented, particularly Jules Jocqucmard—a prince 
among them. The extraordinary range of this artist’s power 
is Bhows from the mioroscopic delicacy of the reproduction 
(208) of a drawing by Meissonier, representing the Empress 
Eugenie giving an open-air reception, and the small etohings 
from a vase, a silver repousse mirror, and arms (257), to the 
largeness and foroe of the copy of the metal masque of a 
“Chanoino ” (246), with grotesquely-ooarse features, sculptured 
by Le Gentil de Troyes. This etoher's skill in rendering the 
textures of objects is marvellous : see the group of porphyry, 
jasper, and rock crystal vases (269) ; and also No. 286. His 
ability in translating pictures is likewise displayed in Noe. 
209, and .236—the last containing copies from pioturea in 


the New York Museum. A penoil drawing (18) of three vases 
is interesting as showing how much he trusts to his etching 
power. One would expect to see this preparatory drawing 
more careful and accurate. M. Bracquemond is another very 
vigorous and able etcher, illustrated here in studies of wild 
birds, and after pictures by Corot and Holbein. M. Flemeng'a 
series of copies from old masters (198) are likewise entitled to 
high esteem, as also M. Lalanne's frame of etchings (283) ; 
Rajon's etching, after “The Music Lesson ” (196), by Metzu, 
in the Peel Collection ; and the etohings of public buildings 
by Meryon, into which the artist generally contrived to intro¬ 
duce some hnman interest. M. L. Gaucherel's small, highly- 
wrought portraits of artists of the Comddio Franpaise (238) 
seem to be copies from photographs. These French etchings 
owe much to the superior modes of printing practised at PariB 
by Ddlfitre. This printer and etcher is, however, now resident 
in London. After the French masterpieces, we have not much 
from our own school to be proud of. Mr. Whistlerevinees a special 
aptitude for this art in his Thames-side views. They always 
contain nicely-observed details, rendered with delicacy and pre¬ 
cision, but he is fond of leaving, as in his pictures, muoh to the 
imagination. Mr. F. Seymour Haden also ha-i an undoubted 
gift as an etcher ; his works are surprising as the productions 
of an amateur; and probably no amateur ever produced a 
finer etchiDg than “Breaking up the Agamemnon ” (452), here 
shown, however, washed with sepia for mezzotinting. But in 
the study of Trees (216) and other etchings there is rather too 
much of the suggestive element without commensurate mean¬ 
ing. Mr. Hook's “Birthplace of Cnyp" (269) has scarcely so 
much luminousuess os might be looked for. Mr. A. Legros is 
quite as ascetic but hnrdly so characteristic in etching as in 
painting. There is considerable ability in the etohings of the 
brothers Slocorabe, E. Edwards, W. B. Scott, and J. Leighton, 
the sample of the last being noticeable as an “ etching in 
relief.” G. Rowe’s “ soft-ground" etohings are capital in 
their way. 

It would be unbecoming in us to underrate the importance 
of the section of this exhibition which exemplifies drawing 
and engraving on wood—the wood blocks themselves being in 
many cases displayed. The works in this section are numerous, 
yet a collection that does not include any drawings by 
Sir John Gilbert, Gustave Dor6, and other well-known 
artists, nor any engravings by several of the leading 
artists engaged on this and other illustrated publications, 
cannot be considered fully representative. Many of the draw¬ 
ings and engravings have been executed for ourselves; many for 
other journals, and for books. Wo have not space to examine 
the whole in detail, and a small selection might appear invi¬ 
dious from us. We Bhall therefore content ourselves by giving 
the names of the principal draughtsmen, with occasional men¬ 
tion of some more striking work. It will be remarked that 
many of the designers are also celebrated as painters, and that 
the varions artistic bodies, particularly the water-colour socie¬ 
ties, are largely recruited from the ranks of the draughtsmen 
and engravers on wood. Indeed, a very large proportion of 
the most successful artiste of the day have received their early 
training in the school of drawing and engraving on wood. 
Taking th,e order of the catalogue, we have, then, Messrs. J. 
Tarlton, W. Small (several very clever illustrations). C. and 
T. Green (excellent “proofs of wood engravings"), F. Regamy 
(Japanese and colonial sketches of great spirit), A. de Bourgo, 
E. Morin (“TheParis Bourse"), Fildea (engraved by Swain), 
the brothers Macbeth, G. J. Gregory (“ Lowering the Life- 
Boat”), H. Moccallum (“ The Ferry ”), H. Herkomer, F. W. 
Lawson, J. D. Linton, J. Nash, jun., W. Duncan, W. B. Murray, 

G. J. Pinwell (the quaint designs to Jean Ingelow's poem, 
“The High Tide”), J. W. North (other good designs to 
the poet juBt named), H. R. Robinson, G. dn Manrier 
(pen-and-ink-drawings for the well-known Punch illus¬ 
trations, admirable for graceful conception and firm exe¬ 
cution, but which gain rather than lose by reduction and 
translation by the engraver), J. Tenniel (an illustration of an 
Ingoldsby legend. No, 136), F. Barnard, E. Buckmaa, T. R. 
Macquoid, J. B. Zwecker (rough but very spirited illustrations 
of animal life, No. 476), F. Walker (illustrations for the 
Cornhill Magazine, ana the large advertisement, poster-illus¬ 
tration to the dramatised version of Wilkie Collins's “ Woman 
in White ”) and some sketches by John Leech, the merits of 
which are too familiar to need comment. The wood-engrav- 
jngs (the design being the engraver's in some instances) 
include examples of Messrs. Dalziel Brothers, W. J. Palmer, 

H. Harral, R. Paterson, 0. Balaire, J. Greenaway, H. Woods, 

E. Thomas, and W. J. Linton, the eminent engraver who has 
established himself in America. 

Among remaining works claiming attention are some fac¬ 
simile drawings for the engraver, notably M. Franck's copy of 
Gerome's "Prisoner” (408). A. Duvivier's copy of ” A Con- 
dottiire ” by Antonello da Messina (6), and lithographs after 
Rousseau and Diaz by T. Chanval. Mr. W. S. Coleman’s 
designs for pottery are well enough adapted to their purpose. 

THE BETHNAL-GREEN MUSEUM. 

This new branch of the South Kensington Museum (the 
opening of whioh is described in another column) would be 
rendered popular were it only by the transference of the 
“ Animal Products Collection,” the “ Food Collection,” and 
other collections from the parent institution—the object being 
to ultimately form a complete trade museum. But, besides 
supplying this attraction to the long-neglected toiling masses 
at the East-End, the museum has been tendered worthy of a 
pilgrimage to it from any distance by every lover of art 
thanks to the noble liberality of Sir Richard Wallace, who 
as we have already announced, has lent to it, for at least a 
twelvemonth, the choicest treasures of the vast and priceless 
collections formed by the late Marquis of Hertford. The 
few pictures exhibited at the Royal Academy last winter, 
and even the larger number of masterpieces which filled 
a room of the Manchester Art-Treasures Exhibition in 
1857, would give a very imperfect idea of the present 
array of more than 600 oil-paintings, about 200 water¬ 
colour drawings and miniatures, aud over 1000 objects 
of art in Sevres and other porcelain, bronzes, decorative 
furniture, Ac. A large proportion of thsae collections 
had long lain stowed out of sight at Paris, or packed 
up in the Marquis's London houses, and their union 
constitutes unquestionably the most important private 
collection in the world. As long ago as 1854 Lord Hertford 
hod purchased pictures to the amount of £200,000, and ever 
since the Marquis and Sir Richard have been adding to their 
treasures largo numbers of the finest pictures and the most 
oostly objects of decorative art which have come into the 
market on tho Continent and in London. The Sdvres porce¬ 
lain alone is now valued at £100,000. 

Little need be said respecting the museum itself. It is a 
building in red brick, unpretending but pleasing in general 
effect, the materials of the old “Brompton Boilers” having 
been largely used in its construction. Minton's great majolica 
fountain of 1862, from South Kensington, is a very agreeable 
adjunct before the western entrance. 

It is impossible within our limits to give anything like an 
adequate idea of Sir R icha r d Wallace's magnificent loan. On 


the other hand, it would be downright ingratitude not to men¬ 
tion some of the principal constituents of a display in which 
everything is good and u large proportion first-rate. In the 
South Gallery, then, tho English school is represented by fifty- 
three pictures, generally masterpieces. Among the Reynoldses 
are tho most famous portrait of Nelly O'Brien ; the version of 
the ” Strawberry Girl,” from the Rogere collection ; charming 
Mrs. Robinson, as ‘ Perdita ; ” “Miss Bowles and her Dog," 
known from tho title under the fine mezzotintaa “ Love me, love 
my Dog lovely Miss Comae, “ Mrs. Hoare and Child;” Mrs. 
Braddyll, well known by the splendid engraving; and a beau¬ 
tiful half-length recently ascertained to represent the Countess 
of Lincoln, daughter of the first Marquis of Hertford. There 
is also an Earl of Hertford of the sixteenth century, by Janet. 
Of two charming Gainsboroughs one is of little Penelope 
Bootheby, but very different in treatment to Reynolds’s por¬ 
trait of the same. The Inter English pictures include no less 
than eighteen delightful examples of Bonington, whose in¬ 
fluence on the modem French school of landscape, though ho 
was little appreciated by his countrymen, and died at twenty- 
seven, has been second only to that of Constable. There are 
also capital specimens of Wiikie; Landseer, “ A Humble 
Friend;” Stanfield, “ Bacaracb, on the Rhine;" David 
Roberts, G. S. Newton, and others. 

The French school, numbering 272 works, is the richest 
section of tho gailery, aud so fine a collection has not before 
been Been in tlais country. Of Watteau there are eleven, and 
of Greuze twenty-two examples. One of the latter, it may be 
remembered—the “Innocence” — was knocked down, at a 
recent sale in Paris, for the extravagant price of over £4000. 
Of these and Bouchet, Lancret, Pater, and other of the volup¬ 
tuous painters of the eighteenth century, there are enough 
and to spare. The most interesting pictures of the school ore 
the most modern. By Horace Veruet there are thirty-three 
pictures, thirteen by Delaroche, twenty-six by Decamps (hia 
richly-impaa toedeffeetsaffordinga treat to all nrtistsYaml fifteen 
by Meissonier, N. Poussin's "Danceof theSeasons;’ f H.Vernet’s 
engraved pictures, "Judah and Tamar," and “The Brothers 
of Joseph Dipping his Coat"; Delaroche's “ Repose in Egypt,” 
* Cardinal Mazarin's Last Siokness,” and “Caidinal Richelieu 
on the Rhone ; ” Delacroix’s “ Deatli of Mar.n > Foliero ; ” 
Ccnture's “ Duel After the Masquerade ; ’’ the “Francesca da 
.Rimini," and “Margaret at the Fountain" (so well known 
through the engravings), by Ary Scheffer, who was, however, 
Dutch by birth ; Meissonier’s “ Polichinel." “Napoloon I. and 
bis Staff," and “ Assassins Waiting their Victim ; ” and Robert 
Fleury’s “Charles I. at St. Just," are among the works of 
hist >rio importance in relation to French art, and there are, 
besides, fine productions by Fragonard, L. Robert, L. Coignet, 
Troyon, T. Rousseau, Rosa Bonheur, and others. Of the 
modern Belgian school there are good examples of Leys and 
Gallait, particularly “ The Duke of Alva: the Oath,” by the 
latter. It must suffice to say that among the water-colour 
drawings are works by David Roberts, Turner, Prout, and 
Copley Fielding ; and that the large but choice collections of 
miniatures include mauy by Isabey, Madame do Mirbel, 
Cosway, and others. 

Turning to works by old masters, the gallery is especially 
rich in pictures of the later Flemish, Dutch, nnd Spanish 
schools. There is scarcely a single master of note in the two 
first-named schools that is not represented in one or more 
works generally of high quality. Let us merely say. by way 
of whetting the artistio appetite, that here are Rubens's 
famous “Rainbow Landscape,” from the Orford collection ; 
one of his portraits of Helena Forman, his second wife ; and 
“Christ’s Charge to Peter," from the King of Holland's collec¬ 
tion ; Vandyke's noble full-lengths, from the same collection, 
of Philippe le Roi and his wife (exhibited last winter at the 
Academy), and bis “Paris Rembrandt's Jan Pellecorne (or 
Palekan)and his wife, and “ The Unjust Steward,” from Stowe; 
a lovely “ River Scene " and view of Dordrecht by Cnyp ; 
Hobbema’s “ Landscape," dated 1663, painted as his diploma 
picture on his admission to the Amsterdam Royal Academy j 
and his beautiful “Watermill,” from the King of Holland's 
collection ; an Interior by De Hooghe, with wonderful chiar¬ 
oscuro ; W. Vandevelt’s “Battle of Solebay” and “Coup de 
Canon Metzu’s “ Chasseur Endormi ;” “ A Family Group," 
by G. Coquee ; Sir Antonio Moro's “ Robert Dudley, Earl of 
Leicester ;" a portrait of a cavalier by another great portrait- 
painter, Frank Hals; and examples, generally equal’v choice, 
of Teniers, A. Ostade, Rnysdael, Both, Msas, v-,„. iec jfeer, 
Mieris, Camphuyzen, Wouvermans, G. Douw, Vxnderheyden, 
Metzu, K. du Jardin, Jan Steen, Paul Potter, Weenix, De 
Iicem, and Van Hnysum. The Spanish school includes 
eleven pioturea by Murillo and several by Velasquez ; among 
them nre chefs-d'oeuvre of both masters, suoh as the two 
Infante portraits from the Wells and Rogers collections, and 
the portrait of Philip IV. by Velasquez ; the “ San Thomas of 
Villa Nueva Distributing Alms,” and others equally remark¬ 
able by Murillo. 

The Italian pictures are not numerous, but comprise a fine 
Holy Family, by Andrea del Sarto, from the King or Holland's 
objection ; a Titian, “The Rape of Eunpa ; ” a Virgin and 
Chilt^attributed to Leonardo da Viuoi, works by Guido, G. 
Romano. Giorgione, Luini. Sassoferrato, and numerous Vene¬ 
tian views by Canaletto and Guardi. 


A " summer exhibition of seleot pictures, British and 
Foreign," has been opened at the New British Institution 
Gallery, 89 b, Old Bond-street. We mnst postpone giving a 
notice till next week. 

By a recent decree of the President of the Frenoh Republio 
the collection in the Louvre forming the Musde des Souveraina 
is to be broken up, and the objects are to be returned to the 
museums, libraries, and other establishments from whioh they 
were taken twenty years ago. The objects consist of works of 
art, antiquities, and articles of personal interest connected 
more or less closely with the Sovereigns of France, and range 
in date from the ornaments which were found in the tomb of 
Childerio at Fontenay, to objects associated with the memory 
of Napoleon I. 

The Arundel Society announce for publication early in 
autumn a series of twenty autotype reproductions of the more 
important drawings of Raphael belonging to the Duke of 
Devonshire. The autotypes will bo printed from negatives be¬ 
longing to the Science and Att Department. The same society 
will also publish a work on the architecture of the ruined 
buildings xear Delhi, by Lieutenant H. Colo, R.E. 


The Earl of Romney, on Tuesday, presided at the oente- 
nary festival of the Marine Society, which was celebrated on 
board the training-ship Warspite, at Woolwioh. A number of 
distinguished visitors were present, including the members of 
the Burmese Embassy. 

Mr. Bassett, the Liberal candidate, was eleoted for Bedford¬ 
shire, on Tuesday, in the room of the present Duke of Bedford. 
A vacancy has occurred in the representation of South-West 
Yorkshire by the resignation of Visoount Milton, who has 
accepted the Chiltern Hundreds in consequence of ill-health. 
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MUSIC. 

HKB MAJESTY'S OPERA. 

The event of last week—apparently of the whole season— 
was the production of Cherubini's charming opera “ Lea Deur 
Joumdes," in an Italian version entitled “lie Due Giornate.” 

Among the many memorable features of Mr. Mapleaon's 
management of Her Majesty's Theatre were the performances 
there, for the first time in this country, of “ Medea," the tragic 
masterpiece of the composer just named. This was brought 
out in 1865, with MdlJe. Titions as the heroine ; and although 
the opera was repeated but a few times, and has now not been 
given for several years, all who were so fortunate as to hear 
it, and who possessed sufficient musical judgment to appre¬ 
ciate ita elevated grandeur and classical beauty, must re¬ 
member it with feelings of delight, mingled with regret that 
many suoh masterpieces are shelved to make way for much 
trivial music in which popular Bingers love to disport them¬ 
selves for the entertainment of that large public that now 
seems to value the executive rather than the creative in 
musical art. 

“ Med tie," originally produced at Paris in 1797, was followed 
(in 1800) by “ Les Deux Jonrndes," and these two operas may 
be considered as the greatest of the many stage works of 
Cherubini—the one in the heroic and tragic school, the other 
in the lighter style, known as “ opdra comique,” a term that is 
not correctly rendered by literal translation, bat means rather 
the distinction of domestic interest or elegant comedy from the 
heroic or tragical school. Scarcely anywhere has Cherubini 
displayed such genial charm and fluent grace os in “ Les Deux 
Journcca ”—os in the charming little romnnee for Antonio, 
“lln pauvre petit Savoyard," the expressive aria (couplets) 
“Guide mes pas," sung by Michel the water-carrier, the duet, 
“ Mo separer," for Count Armand and Constance his wife, in 
which the latter seeks to share her husband's flight from poli¬ 
tical persecution—and, perhaps, more than all in the exquisite 
bridal chorus at the commencement of the third act. For 
vigorous writing and intense dramatic power there is scarcely 
anything finer in stage musio than the fiDales to each of the 
three acta, the first sustained by the six principal characters, 
without chorus. 

The libretto, although simple in incident, by no means 
deserves the wholesale condemnation that 'French critics have 
bestowed on it. A husband and wife endeavouring to escape 
from Paris, a price being put on the head of the former by 
his political enemy, Cardinal Mazarin ; the concealment of the 
male fugitive in the cask of the water-carrier Michel, and 
his transport in this mode beyond the walls of Paris; the 
personation by the wife of Marcelline, Michel's daughter ; the 
temporary escape and renewed perils and capture of the 
fugitives, with their sudden release nnd the universal happi¬ 
ness consequent on the downfall of Mazarin, and the restora¬ 
tion of Armand to freedom and honour, are not very novel 
materials ; but they suffice for situations which have been 
filled up by Cherubini with some admirable musio, os above 
indicated. The Italian translation has been very carefully 
and closely made by Signor Zafflra, and recitatives in lien of 
dialogue havo been skilfully and appropriately supplied by 
Sir Miohncl Costa, who superintended the rehearsals and con¬ 
ducted the performance of the opera with an earnest zeal that 
proved the deep interest which he took in its revival. 
Whether the pnblic will respond, as they should, to so 
praiseworthy an effort on the part of the management of 
this establishment remains to be seen. The work is one 
that demands some appreciation of music as a medium for 
high and noble thought expressed with rare skill and power, 
rather than as a mere vehicle for the roulades and flourishes 
of a popular siDger. The heroine of “ Les Deux Jonrodes ” 
has not a single detached piece to herself, yet Mdlle. Titiens 
consented to perform the character, and has added another 
proof of artistic feeliDg to the many already given by her—. 
notably in past performances in Cherubini’s “Medea" and 
Gluck's “ Ipbigenia in Tauris.” In the performance of Thurs¬ 
day week the value of such co-operation was felt in several 
instances, particularly in the duet just referred to, the trio 
“0 mio liberator,” and, above all, in the important solo pas¬ 
sages assigned to Constance in the duet, trios, nnd first and 
second finales. Marcelline, the daughter of Michel, is also 
only heard in concerted music, and her share of this was very 
well rendered by Mdlle. Marie Roze; the still less pro¬ 
minent part of Angelino having been adequately filled by 
Mdlle. Bauermeister. Bignor Agnesi's fine voice gave good 
effect to the musio of Michel, whose one aria was warmly 
applanded. Signor Vizznni, as Armando, sang with care, occa¬ 
sionally with effort; Signor Foli, as the Firet Lieutenant, 
was impressive in the important incidental passages assigned 
to this character in several concerted pieces ; and Signor 
Rinaldini was efficient as Antonio. 

On Tuesday “Rigoletto" was given, and Signor Campanini 
added another character to his repertoire here, by his per¬ 
formance as the Duke, in which ho was much applauded 
throughout—his nria, “ La donnu 6 mobile,” having been 
encored. Mdlle. Kellogg was a graceful Gilda ; and Signor 
Mendioroz, as Rigoletto, sang and ncted with much effect—the 
co-operation of Madame Trebelli-Bettini, as Maddalena, having, 
os often before, been of high valne in the musio of the last act. 

ROYAL ITALIAN OPERA. 

Of this establishment there is nothing to record but the 
revival of Meyerbeer's “ L'Etoile du Nord,” with all the 
splendour which characterised its performance here two 
seasons since and previously, aDd with most features of the 
cast also identical. Prominent, of course, was the admirable 
pinging of Madame Adelina Patti os Catterina, and of M. 
Fauro as the Czar Peter. Gritzenko and Danilowitz were 
again represented by Signori Ciampi and Nandin, Giorgio by 
Signor Bettini, and the subordinate characters mostly as 
before. 

Mdlle. Albani's first performance here of the character of 
Linda—several times postponed—was again announced for 
Thursday, and muat be noticed next week. The season is 
drawing towards an end, only three weeks’ performances 
remaining, during which period ‘II Gnarany," the new opera 
by Senor Gomez, will be produced—the design of bringing out 
“ Lohengrin ” being apparently abandoned. 


But one more concert remains to complete the sixtieth 
seasen of the Philharmonic Society. The Beventh concert (on 
Monday) brought forward one of those revivals whioh are 
especially welcome in an age when there is so much that is 
called new that is not novel. A concerto, for all the stringed 
instruments, by Bach, composed in 1721, offered an interesting 
illustration of the antecedents of the orchestral symphony. 
At ono of last year's concerts a concerto of a similar kind, by 
Handel, was performed ; and in that case, as on Monday, the 
grandeur and dignity of this past style of composition were 
thoroughly appreciated. The concerto of Bach, consisting but 
of two movements (both allegro), the intermediate “ aria " 
from his orchestral suite J in D was interpolated, to give 
variety. The symphony at the conoert referred to was 
Beethoven's in A, No. 7. and the overtures were Mendelssohn's. 


to “ A Midsummer Night's Dream," and Spohr’s, to his opera, 
“Der Berggeist.” Madame Norman-Nernda played, with 
great success, the violin concerto, “ In modo di scena Cantonte," 
of the last-named composer ; and the vocal pieces were con¬ 
tributed by Mdlle. Titiens and Madame Trebelli-Bettini. At 
the lost ooncert of the season, on July 8, a new overture, 
entitled “ Ajax,” by Sir W. S. Bennett, is to be produced. 

The second and last of Mdlle. Nilsson's concerts took place, 
at St. James's Hall, on Monday afternoon, when, as on the 
first occasion, her own singing was prominent among the 
many attractions of the programme. This was heard with 
great effect in the scena “ Ah I fore’ <S lui," from “ La 
Traviata;’’ anew romance, “ Lo Vallon Natal," by Baroness 
Willy dc Rothschild; Handel's “Let the bright Seraphim" 
(with Mr. T. Harper's trumpet obbligato) ; some national 
Swedish melodies ; and (with Madame Patey) in the duet from 
Rossini's “Stabat Mater." Besides the vocalists named, Mr. 
Santley contributed to the performances ; and Mr. Sims Reeves, 
who had been announced, was replaced by Signor Brignoli. 
Instrumental solos were played by Madame Norman-Nernda 
(violin), Madame Mangold-Diehl and Mdlle. Lindbcrg (piano¬ 
forte), and Messrs. Le Jenne in their “ orchestral combination." 

The National Musio Meetings at the Crystal Palace were 
preceded, on Wednesday, by a private preliminary hearing of 
the two classes—8 and 10 (soprano and tenor solo singers)— 
which were to commence the competitive performances on the 
following day. Of these proceedings we mast speak next 
week. 

Mr. Charles Hall<5 completed his in ter as ting seriesof piano¬ 
forte recitals yesterday (Friday) week, when he performed 
Brahms's qnartet in A, in association with Madame Norman- 
N4ruda, Herr Straus, and Herr Daubert; and Beethoven's 
great trio in B flat, with the first and last named artists. Mr. 
Halle's solo piece was Sohubert's fantasia in C. Madame 
Sauerbrey was the vocalist. 

The fourth of the operatio concerts at the Royal Albert 
Hall took place on Saturday last, when most of the principal 
singers of Her Majesty’s Opera contributed to a varied pro¬ 
gramme, which included also performances by Madame Alboni. 
The fifth concert is announced for Saturday next. The Popular 
Concerts, given in the same building, under the direction of 
Mr. S. Arthur Chappell, are being successfully continued. 

The American Peace Jubilee was inaugurated at Boston 
last week, and each day's performance is reported to have 
passed off with great success. The chorus numbers 18,000, and 
tho orchestra 1500; and audiences of 30,000 have been 
assembled. In some of the choral pieces the firing of cannon 
has been added to the accompaniments. On the opening day 
Madame Rudersdorff sang, and Mr. Gilmore and Herr Strauss 
were the conductors. On the second day the band of our 
Grenadiers played the British and American National Anthems, 
and Madame Goddard’s pianoforte-playing was well received. 
The following days were appropriated to Germany, France, 
Austria, Russia, and other nationalities ; and it is to be hoped 
that this great international gathering may largely help for¬ 
ward its avowed purpose. 


THE THEATRES. 

qtTEEN’8, 

The management of the handsome theatre In Long-acre merit 
commendation for the liberal manner in which they appear 
determined to help forward the rising dramatic authorship of 
the time. Another new piay was produced on Saturday, 
entitled “ The Undergraduate.” It is in four aote, and written 
by John 0. Freund, editor of the Dark Blue. It is most pic¬ 
turesquely and elaborately placed on the stage, and throughout 
elaborately acted. The tills indicates that an attempt to por¬ 
tray Oxford University life would be made; and in the 
groupings, appointments, and scenery this object is kept 
steadily in view. The author has been sedulous in his efforts 
to provide situations and characters in whioh much local 
detail might be presented ; nor has he altogether laboured in 
vain. He would have succeeded better had he resolved to be 
wholly and thoroughly original; but he has not been above 
accepting hints from former productions, and has followed 
the typo of a prevailing class of drama, both in regard to 
language and incident. Many of these points are cleverly 
introduced, and some of them even effective. We have Been, 
however, the main incident of the present work on more than 
one occasion. The part of a father unconsciously aiding in 
the abduction of his daughter is familiar to playgoers ; but 
it cannot be denied that it is powerfully wrought out by 
the actors. Three artiste are engaged in this development— 
Mi sc Henrietta Hodson, Mr. Henry Msrston, and Mr. George 
Rigncld. The firet named is the niece of a college 
scout; and the second, her uncle, is known by the name 
of Gentleman Joe. The third is the guilty father, one 
Captain Humphrey Marner, a bankrupt rou6, who has 
disgraced bis regiment and 'left the army. He tempts 
Sir Charles Davenport into the abduction, and after¬ 
wards learns from the scout her relationship to himself. 
Mr. Marston’s conception of Gentleman Joe was admirably 
embodied and most artistically preserved; and Miss Hodgson’s 
Polly Good lake will rank among her best performances. Had 
the author been capable of investing the character with that 
poetry which naturally belongs to suoh a part, the drama 
might have been carried triumphantly through. The two 
last acts present difficulties in their treatment requiring more 
skilful reduction than Mr. Freund had talent to command. 
He had, however, devised a sensation scene for the last act, 
well calculated to be effective, but having points of similarity 
which the experienced audience of a first night only too 
readily detected. We cannot, however, understand the reason 
of the partial opposition which impaired theoomplete triumph 
of the venture. Notwithstanding its presence, the chief actors 
were summoned before the curtain, and the nnthor himself 
received an ovation, not wholly undeserved. He has, at any 
rate, shown mnch stage taat in his manipulation of the inci¬ 
dents, which will stand him in good Btead, should he again 
venture into the theatric arena. 

GAIETY, 

On Saturday a morning performance was given for the 
benefit of Mr. Hastings, who has successfully laboured in 
bringing new plays by new authors forward, and who sig¬ 
nalised the occasion by the production of two pieces. The first 
of these is original, and entitled "The Old Forge,” and written 
by Mr. Charles Osborne, who has tried its eligibility for stage 
purposes in the provinces, but not profited much by the expe¬ 
rience. He ought greatly to have compressed the piece, which 
is in three acts. The first presents the forge of Tubal Wright 
(Mr. J. Clarke), and makes us acquainted with his wife, Peggy 
(Miss M. Oliver), and her sister Martha (Miss Maria Rhodes), 
the beloved of a young farmer, Martin Beck (Mr. H. S. 
Haynes). Unfortunately, Tubal’s rent is in arrear; where¬ 
upon Martin acts like a true friend, but, falling himself into 
trouble, resolves on emigration. And now comes the news to 
Tubal of his being heir to £60,000, while working on a horse¬ 
shoe at his forgo—nows which he receives with almost frantic 
icy. But wealth is, after all, no blessing to Tubal, who I 


becomes a drunkard, and victim to a quondam revengeful 
schoolmaster, Mr. Wilkins (Mr. Maclean), and acts ungrate¬ 
fully toward Martin Beck, who warns him of his folly. 
In the end, the fortune ho has so misused is found to 
belong to another, and be gladly returns to his forge a happier 
and better man. All the parts were well acted. The play was 
preceded by an adaptation from the French, entitled “ A Love 
Test,” on which no remnrk is expedient, the audienoe being 
already acquainted with the argument, a version of the 
original having been placed on the boards some soason or two 
ago. Mr. Temple and Miss Fanny Whitehead, as the Captain 
and the widow, who would cure him of his bad habit of Bwear- 
ing, both acted remarkably welL 

COURT, 

Mr. Edmund Falooner’s comedy of “ Extremes " has been 
reproduced at the Chelsea theatre in a compressed form with 
well-merited success. It is now twelve years since this play 
was produced at the Lyceum, and achieved at once on enduring 
reputation. Its dialogue was, however, redundant, a fault now 
so effectually remedied that its entire performance is reduced 
within two hours. The same scene serves for the action 
throughout. The play has no doubt been produced to give Mr. 
Edward Righton the opportunity of appearing os Robin Wild- 
briar. The drama, however, is l oll of character ; and Mr. H. 
Vezin as Frank Hawthorne, Mr. A. Bishop as Sir Lionel 
Norman, Mr. W. If. Fisher as the Hon. Augustus Adolphus, Mr.' 
W. J. Hill as Dr. Playfair, and Mr. Charles Steyne as James, 
had ample opportunity of exhibiting their talents. Miss Ada 
Dyas as Lucy Vavasour was perfect, Mrs. Stephens as Mrs. 
Wildbriar, and Miss Jane Baber as Mrs. Vavasour, were both 
excellent. So good a comedy so well acted ought to enjoy a 
prolonged run. 

ST. JAMES'S, 

Mdlle. Schneider, in the well-worn “Grande Dnchesse,” 
has replaced Madame Chaumont, who has retired with a reputa¬ 
tion which will ensure her, when she returns, a hearty wel¬ 
come. “ The Feriohole ” is announced. 


NATIONAL SPORTS. 

Healey Regatta, contrary to all precedent, was favoured with 
perfect weather, and, consequently, the attendance was larger 
than ever. There were plenty of entries for the various events 
and notably for the Diamond Sculls, but the racing was 
scarcely up to the average, as there were few close 
finishes. The Grand Challenge Cup feU an easy prey to 
the London Rowing Club, whioh disposed of Kingston with 
great ease in the final heat; and a London four also took the 
Stewards’ Challenge Cup, again easily defeating the Kingston 
boat. The unusually large number of ten came to the post for 
the Diamond Sculls, which produced seven heats, and was 
eventually won by 0. C. Knollys, of Oxford. J. H. D. Goldie 
(Cambridge), who appeared to have a fair chance of beating 
him in the fifth heat, incautiously took his water before he was 
a safe distance in front, and, a foul occurring, the race was at 
once awarded to the Oxonian. E. Smith (one of the Atalanta 
crew) sculled well and won his firet heat, but could not go fast 
enough forO. J. Lawton (York) ; and W. Fa wens, the amateur 
champion nnd winner of this prize last year, had so completely 
form that he °° nlti never go the pace with Knollys. 
The Thames Rowing Club was very successful, and secured 
both the Thames and Wyfold Challenge Cups ; while the Ino 
Rowing Club, which appeared for the first time at Henley 
in 1871, with very satisfactory results, did not do at all well on 
thisoccasion. It is only fair, however, to mention that their boats 
were not fitted with sliding seats, which probably had something 
to do with their defeats. The Dublin University R.0. f which 
again pluckily sent over a orewtooompete,was very unfortunate, 
ns its representatives were twice Becond, and each time only 
beaten after a hard struggle. Long and Gulston had no trouble 
m securing the silver goblets ; and a row over by the London 
four for the coxwainless prize terminated a highly successful 
regatta. 

Cricketers have been very busy during the last few days. 
Surrey and Sussex met at the Oval at the end of lost week, 
and owing principally to tho splendid wicket-keeping of H. 
Phillips, who actually got rid of ten men in the oourse of the 
match, and the fact that Southerton elected to play for Sussex, 
that county succeeded in winning by eight wickets. Theprin- 
cipal scorers among the victors were W. Humphreys (18) and 
(not out) (53) Chari wood (54) and (not out) (28) Mr. C. H. 
Smith (54) and Reed (47). Surrey did notdomuch in the first 
innings, R. Humphrey (38) being at the head of the list; but 
at the second attempt Jupp (82), Mr. A Simmonds (50), and 
^' Chenery (35), a well-known L.A^O. man, who made a 
most promising first appearance for his county, all did well. 
Oxford v. Cambridge, whieh took place at Lord’s, on Monday 
and Tuesday last, was, of course, the great event of the pre- 
sent week. The weather was all that could be desired, and 
the attendance as large and fashionable as ever. For some 
time post the Oxford men had been strong favourites ; but the 
result of their trial matches against the M.C.C. and Middlesex 
considerably shook the confidence of their supporters, and in a 
measure prepared them for the hollow victory of Cambridge. 
The Oxford team appeared to be beaten at all points. 8 E 
Butler, whose bowling was so deadly last year, could do nothing 
at all on this occasion, and only two of the five or six really 
fine bate in the eleven made any runs ; so that Cambridge had 
no trouble in winning in a single innings with 166 runs to 
spare. >\. N. Powys bowled splendidly, taking thirteen wickets 
at on expense of 75 runs, and he is to form one of the Gentle- 
mens Eleven in their match with the Players next week. 
Thirty-eight matches have now taken place between the two 
Universities, of which Cambridge has won nineteen and 
Oxford seventeen, the other two having been unfinished.

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OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 

SIR THOMAS WINNISQTON, BART. 

Sir Thomas Edward Wilmington, fourth Baronet, of Stanford 
Court, in the county of Worcester, 
died at Petersham-terrace, on the 16th 
inst. He was born, Nov. 11,1811, the 
eldest son of Sir Thomas Edward 
Winnington, third Baronet, M.P., by 
Joanna, his wife, daughter of John 
Taylor, Esq., of Mosely Hall, near 
Birmingham. He received his edu¬ 
cation at Eton, and Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he graduated in 1836, 
and in 1839 succeeded his father in 
the baronetcy. From 1837 to 1847, 
and from 1852 to 1868, he sat in Par¬ 
liament for Bewdley, and in 1851 
served as High Sheriff for Worces¬ 
tershire, of which county he was a 
magistrate and Deputy Lieutenant. He married, June 21, 
1842, Anne Helena, eldest daughter of Sir Compton Dunvile, 
Bart., and leaves surviving issue, one son, the present Sir 
Franois Sal way Winnington, fifth Baronet, and one daughter— 
Helena Caroline, the wife of the Hon. Frederick Archibald 
Hanbury-Tracey. The Winningtons, originally from Cheshire, 
have been long resident, in high repute, in the county of 
Worcester. Their estate and seat of Stanford Court came to 
them by the marriage of Sir Francis Winnington, Solioitor- 
General to King Charles II., with Elizabeth, Bister and coheir 
of Edward Salwey, Esq. 

SIR M. W. TOWNSEND-FARQUHAB, BART. 

Sir Hinto Walter Townsend- 
Farquhar, Bart , who died on the 
10th inst, was the second son 
of Sir Walter Minto Townsend- 
Farquhar, M.P., second Baronet, by 
Erica Catherine, his wife ; and was 
grandson of Robert Townsend- 
Farquhar, Esq., Governor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Mauritius, 
who was created a Baronet on Aug. 
21, 1821. He was boro Dec. 18, 
1837, and succeeded to the title at 
the death of his brother, Sir Eric, 
June. 1867. The baronetcy devolves 
on his next brother, now Sir John 
Henry Townsend-Farquhar, who was 
bora Aug. 2, 1839. 

SIB H. E. F. LAMBERT, BABT. 

Sir Henry Edward Franois Lambert, sixth Baronet, died, at 
Great Malvern, on the 15th inst. He wa3 
born, June 7, 1822, the eldest son of Sir 
Henry John Lambert, fifth Baronet.’by 
Anna Maria, his wife, daughter of the Hon. 
Edward Foley, M.P.; and at the death 
of his father, Dec. 17, 1858, succeeded 
to the title conferred by Queen Anne on 
Sir John Lambert, Knight, an opnlent 
London merchant. The late Sir Henry 
Lambert was educated at Eton, and 
Balliol College, Oxford, where he gra¬ 
duated in 1843, and was, at the time of hid 
decease, a J.P. and D L. for the counties 
of Worcester and Oxford, as well as 

__ Bucks and Herefordshire. He married, 

April O n"T860, Eliza Catherine, second daughter of Lionel 
Charles Hervey (great-grandson of the first Earl of Bristol), 
and leaves »large family, the eldest son being now Sir Henry 
Foley Lambert, seventh Baronet, born Jan. 21, 1861. 

SIB MICHAEL COX, BABT. 

Sir Michael Francis Hawtrey Cox, eleventh Baronet, who 
enjoyed the title a few weeks only, 
died, at Kilkenny, on the loth inst., 
aged sixty-two. He was the second son 
of the Rev. Richard Cox, Rector of 
Caherooulish, and was consequently 
great-grandson of Michael Cox, Arch¬ 
bishop of Cashel, second son of the 
famous Lord Chancellor, Sir Richard 
Cox, created a Baronet of Ireland in 
1706. The late Sir Michael married. 
March 6, 1853, Emma Catherine, 
daughter of Duncan M'Kellar, Esq,, 
but had no issue. 

PBEBENDABY FANE. 

The Rev. Arthur Fane, Rector of 
Fulbeck, Lincolnshire, Prebendary of 
Salisbury, and sometime Vicar of 
Warminster, Wiltshire, died at Ful¬ 
beck, on the 11th inst., in the sixty-second year of his age, 
after an illness of several years’ duration. The deceasea was 
a son of Sir Henry Fane, G.C.B., formerly Commander-in- 
chief in India. By hiB first wife, the daughter of Mr. Benett, 
of Pythouse, some time M.P. for Wilts, Mr. Fane had a 
large family. 

THE BEV. T. B. JOLIFFE. 

The Rev. Thomas Robert Joliffe, M.A., of Ammerdown Park, 
in the county of Somerset, J.P., died at his seat, near Bath, in 
hiB ninety-second year, on the 15 th inst. He was second son of 
Thomas Samuel Joliffe, M.P. for Petersfield, by Mary Anne, 
his wife, danghter and heiress of the Rev. Rooert Twyford, of 
Kilmersdon, Somersetshire, and represented a younger branch 
of the ancient family of Joiiffe, whose present chief is Lord 
Hylton. His education vias completed at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he took his A.It degree, sixty-eight years 
ago. Mr. Joliffe was never married., and has outlived all nis 
brothers, on® of whom fell at the Battle of Waterloo. Besides 
the lordship of Kilmersdon and large estates, he wob patron 
of three livings._ 

Sir John Pakingten presided, on Saturday last, at the 
annuo! midsummer examination and distribution of prizes 
at the Commercial Travellers’ Schools, at Pinner. The pro¬ 
ceedings commenced by the presentation to the institubonof 
a full-length portrait of Mr. George Stockdale (painted by Mr. 
J. Edgar Williams), subscribed for by 200 friends of the schools, 
as a token of respect to that gentleman, who is one of the five 
original founders of the institution. The examination of the 
children was then proceeded with, and afterwards the chairman 
presented the prizes to the suooesaful eoholars, finishing with 
a medal and one guinea each to a boy and girl for general 
amiability, kindness, and moral rectitude, the suffrages of the 
children having been taken by ballot to decide who were best 
entitled to these special prizes. It was stated that the de¬ 
cision thus obtained was generally found to be strictly in 
accordance with the opinions of the teachers and officials of 
the institution.

The Claimant’s Chess-Play.—-I n the oonrse of a recent speech at 
Bristol, in advocacy of the Claimant, Mr. Onslow, M.P. for Gnildford, is 
reported to have said that he (Mr. Onslow) was at one time one of tho 
four beat chessplayers in England, and he had played wit i "Sir Roger 
Tichbomo ” within tho last few days, and he (" Sir Roger *’) had beaten him 
two games out of three. Now, this is a point upon which we profess to speak 
with somo authority. For at least a quarter of a century there has not been, 
we believe, a single chessplayer of any mark in England with whom we have 
not been brought in contact, or of wbcxu we have not heard. Yet we have no 
recollection of ever meeting Mr. Onslow in chess circles, or even of hearing his 
name in connection with the game till this moment. If what he said, then, 
hoa been correctly reported, we shall really be obliged if the honourable mem¬ 
ber will inform us u hen he ranked as one of the four best chessplayers in 
England, and who t ctre the other three. 


THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES 

IN NORFOLK 

Tho annual meeting of the Norfolk Agricultural Society, at 
Kiug’B Lynn, on Wednesday week, was honoured by the 
presence of their Royal Highnesses, who drove over from 
Sandringham that afternoon. They had come down from 
London in the evening of the day before, reaching Sandring¬ 
ham about eight o'clock. The Marquis and Marchioness of 
Hamilton, Lord Sondes, Lord Snffield, Lord A. Paget, Sir W. 
Bagge, Mr. Bentinck, and other guests, dined with the Prince 
and Princess that evening. Next day, at two o’clock, their 
Royal Highnesses went to Lynn in an open carriage, with the 
Earl of Leicester and Lord Sondes. They passed through a 
triumphal arch at the entrance to the town, and were met at 
the East Gate by the Mayor, Mr. J. D. Thew, with Mr. Archer, 
the Town Clerk, Mr. Jarvis, and Mr. Monement. The Mayor’s 
carriage then led the way for the Prince's carriage, aud a 
third carriage, occupied by Lord Suifield and Lady Anne Coke, 
brought up the rear of the little procession, through Norfolk- 
street, High-street, 8t. James’s-street, and London-rood, to the 
showyard of the Agricultural Society. This was situated in 
the shady public promenade called “ The Walks,” on the east 
side of the town, by the old city moat and the remains of the 
old city wall. The carriages stopped in passing up the 
avenue, and Mr. E. C. Bailey, with somo other gentlemen of 
the Agricultural Society, presented an address of welcome to 
the Prince and Princess. Having read a suitable reply, his 
Royal Highne-s was invited to view th. exhibition, which 
comprised cattlei, horses, sheep, pigs, implements, and vege¬ 
table produce. The Prince himself was au exhibitor, and 
gained several prizes. Their Royal Highnesses ascended the 
Grand Stand erected for them in front of the ring provided 
for the horses to show their paces in, and took much pleasure 
in this spectacle While in his tent on the ground here, the 
Prince received the Rev. Dr. White, head master of the Lynn 
Grammar School, with Mr. R. Collier, the scholar who has 
this year won the gold medal given annually, as a prize, by 
his Royal Highness. A Latin address, congratulating the 
Prince on his restored health, was presented to him by Dr. 
White, and was acknowledged in terms of high approbation. 

At five o'clock they cat down, with a large company of 
ladies oad gentlemen, at the luncheon or dinner, in a hand¬ 
some marquee at the corner of the field next St. John's 
Vicarage. The Prinoe took the chair, having the Princess on 
his right hand; the Earl of Leicester and Lady Andrey 
Townshend, the Bishop of Norwich, the Marquis of Hamilton 
and the Marchioness, Viscount Marsham and Lady Constance 
M&rsham, with the noblemen above named, and other get tie- 
men of rank in Norfolk, accompanied by their ladies, 
were at the table near the Prince and Princess. It rained is 
the course of the evening, and, as tho marquee was not water¬ 
tight, the Earl of Leicester had to hold an umbrella over the 
Princess, but no serious discomfort was suffered. After drink¬ 
ing the health of the Queen, Lord Leicester proposed that of 
their Royal Highnesses, and thanked the Prince for bis 
liberality and activity in county affairs, not forgetting the 
foxhounds. He was glad that the Princess had lent her gra¬ 
cious presence to the Agricultural Society's meeting, and so 
ladies ought always to interest themselves in their husbands’ 

E ursuits. Alluding to the Prince’s illness in December lost, 
e expressed a hope that the life of his Royal Highness would 
long be spared to be devoted to the welfare of England, and 
to promoting all that is good and noble. The toast was drunk 
with rounds of cheering. The Prince replied in a cordial 
speech, and promised his best endeavours to do his duty as a 
Norfolk country gentleman. He proposed “The Army, Navy, 
and Reserve Forces.” The health of the Earl of Leicester, as 
Lord Lieutenant of the county, was proposed by Mr. C. S[ 
Read, M.P.; and “ The Bishop and Clergy of the Diocese.” by 
Mr. Bentinck, M.P. The Prince of Wales then gave “ Pros; 
perity to the Norfolk Agricultural Association," describing the 
progress of improvement in rural economy, and comparing 
former exhibitions with the present. Lord Sondes responded 
to this toast, after which several other toasts were honoured 
before the departure of their Royal Highnesses to their home 
at Sandringham. 


EARL RUSSELL AND THE HISTORICAL SOCIETY, 
Earl Russell was, on Monday, installed into the chair of the 
Historical Society, in the place of the late Mr. Grote; and, 
acting upon invariable custom, delivered on address on a sub¬ 
ject kindred to the objects of the society. The proceeding! 
took place in the ball of the Scottish Corporation, Crane-court. 

Earl Russell, whose rising was the signal for a burst of 
cheers, said he could not but feel that he had been elevated to 
the place of one who was not only illustrious by his researches 
in the realms of history, but by his extensive learning, profound 
love of liberty, and devoted reverence for the truth. It was 
Mr. Grote's task, as it had been that of many other eminent 
authors, to describe the causes which in past history were 
known to have preceded the rise or fall of States. To adopt 
their example on tho present occasion—which required that 
he should make some historical reference—would be an un¬ 
profitable use of the time of the audience, aud it might be 
considered as savouring of presumption were ho to inquire 
into the probable fate of the present civilised nations of the 
world. But, in passing, he might observe that in determining 
that question one very important consideration presented 
itself—viz., that the nations which had hitherto come into 
contact with European armies and navies were vastly inferior 
in strength and power to those nations which warred, previous 
to its fall, with the Roman Empire. He preferred rather to 
glance at the principal changes that had taken place since the 
Peace of 1815. As chief of all these, his Lordship looked upon 
the abolition of slavery, especially in America, where it had 
become entwined with all the domestic relations of sooiety. 
Brazil and Cuba, the only two countries professing to be 
civilised. where the institution still obtained, he predicted 
would soon loose the fetters that crippled the energies and 
aspirations of a portion of their subjects. Everyone, his Lord- 
ship remarked, who valued liberty must rejoice wherever free- ' 
dom was established, and the institutions of a country became 
the institutions of freemen. This led him to advert to the 
efforts of recent times in the direction of liberty of conscience 
throughout Europe, and he especially named Italy and Spain 
os illustrations of their successful attainment. But it remains, 
said his Lordship, in conclusion, to consider whether the 
scourge of war, which inflicts so many direct evils on mankind, 
can be averted or mitigated. I have little confidence myself 
in treaties or schemes of arbitration. No formal rule, no com¬ 
plex machinery of councils and congresses, can be permanent 
and secure. Our hop* must be in the introduction of a 
Christian temper into all international relations. The 
inspiration which prompted Christ’s Sermon on the Mount, 
and enabled Paul on tho Hill of Mars to tell the people ot 
Athens what he knew of the unknown God—such is the spirit 
that will bring nations to realise peace and goodwill.

Time, in its uustayiug flight, has once more brought us 
to tho frontier of that season which by no small portion 
of our fellow-men Ls accepted as the symbol of “ Good 
will to men." Christmas will presently be with us. Tlie 
signs of its proximity may be everywhere observed. One 
cannot w alk the streets without seeing the (wjni-c')urit 3 r$ 
of its visit. Most of the preliminaries requisite to the 
celebration of this festivity are daily coming into sight, 
in their due order. Necessarily and forcibly they wake 
up in the mind the associations with which we are wont 
to hallow the occasion. It is not too soon, therefore, to 
give utterance to the thoughts and sentiments which it 
inspires. From the depths of our being—from the inmoit 
recesses of our heart—in entire unison with the sacred 


facts which the holiday is set apart to comma norate, we 
breathe forth the customary salutation of the season, “ A 
merry Christmas ” to all our readers. 

As yet, it is true, we remain ignorant of the con¬ 
ditions under which the commemorative day will dawn 
upon any one of us. Nor is it necessary to the fullest 
participation of the spirit of that day that it should bo 
otherwise. There is no state of human life in reference 
to which the feeling and expression of “ goodwill ” and 
fellow-kindliness are out of place, or ill-adapted to 
exercise a genial, softening, and harmonising influence ; 
and, happily, Christendom has so arranged the observance 
of this season as to evoke to the widest extent, and to 
exhibit in the greatest variety, the humaner sentiments 
and sympathies of onr common nature. It is rare, 
because it is difficult, for any man to pass through the 
Christmas season without becoming more than ordinarily 
susceptible to impressions powerful, in whatever form 
they take, to open the springs of the gentler and more 
loving tendencies of humanity. The very air seems 
to be full of kindly’ suggestions. All the sights 
and sounds which play around us make us more 
sensible of the tics which link man to man, all over 
the world, in one common brotherhood. The truths 
w hich arc flashed upon the mind as the season progresses ; 
the forms of greeting everywhere adopted ; the festive 
preparations that come under onr notice day by day; 
and tLe arrangements planned and pnt into practice for 
once more grouping scattered families into domestic 
parties, carry home to every bosom a power which 
revives in them a sense of those affinities which in tho 
heat and dust, the toil and worry of “ the battle of life," 
are too liable to escape nurture or even recognition. 
Christmas comes, bringing with it “airs from heaven," 
and, if men will let them fan their hearts, under their 
resuscitating warmth the better and more disinterested 
impulses of their nature push themselves to the surface, 
and, as we may say, exhale their natural fragrance. The 
temper of society becomes sweoteued, more benign, more 
generous, more considerate of others’ wants and woes, 
under the almost magical charm of Christmas-tide, and 
the world derives from it a moral lesson which in the 
estimation of most people gives to it a special value. 

Christmas is a winter holiday, but more frequently 
than not, we think, has been of late years unaccompanied 
by wintry weather. We know not whether any great 
meteorological change has taken place during the last 
half-century; but we have a shrewd suspicion that any 
such apparent change is for the most part in our imagi¬ 
nation. We like to conceive of Christmas under the 
figure of a hale old man, vigorous of constitution, blithe 
in temper, robed in furs, crowned with ivy, and carry¬ 
ing in his hand a sceptre wreathed with, holly and 
mistletoe. We enjoy his visit most when snow wraps 
the surface of the land in glistening purity, and frost 
binds the roads, and the pools, and every expanse of 
standing water into iron solidity. When he comes 
thus' the rarer beauties of Nature disclose them¬ 
selves to our admiring view, and so long as we 
remain blest with physical health and vigour the 
very sternness of the outside world serves to compress- 
into deeper intensity the warmth of heart which has been 
kindled within us by the season. These are external con¬ 
ditions which, albeit they are pinching to poverty and 
often fatal in their severity to the infirm, stimulate Charity 
to ‘‘take her walks abroad,” and enhance the pleasure of 
all her activities. One hardly knows whether to wish for 
a frosty or an open Christmas. Each has its recom¬ 
mendation to different classes ; each has, too, its appro¬ 
priate grounds for thankfulness. Come in what guise it 
will, however, Christmas-tide is always welcome. 

“ Peace on earth.” It is no small matter of con¬ 
gratulation that Christmas finds this year all the civilised 
nations in both hemispheres at peace with each other. 
England, it is true, has on its hands “ a little war ” on 
the Western Coast of Africa, which one can only hope 
will be speedily brought to a close. Hollaud, too, has 
a similar affair on her hands in Sumatra; and Russia 
has to contend with troubles of a like kind in Central 
Asia. Rut, with these comparatively trivial ex¬ 
ceptions, the world is at peace, and without any im¬ 
mediate and visible prospect of its being disturbed. 
On the other hand, however, it is impossible to 
put altogether out of sight—nor if it were possible- 
would it be desirable—that famine threatens to overtake 
a formidable proportion of our fellow-subjects in Bengal. 
We have to thank God for “ peace;” we are under tho- 
most urgent obligations in this latter instance to display 
“ good will.” When the occasion for the latter arrives it 
is not to be doubted that we shall do our duty with eager 
liberality—not the less eager because preceded by tho 
festivities of Christmas. It was the fashion iu days long 
since gone by—and a very good fashion too—-on the 
occasion of any solemn review of remarkable national 
experience, to “thank God and take courage." Very 
suitably may we do so this Christmas. We have much 
for which, as a people, to be grateful, and we look for¬ 
ward to having much that will call for the exercise of all 
manly virtues. 

“ A Merry Christmas !” We trust the salutation 
may be circulated without stint, in cheerful faith, as a 
prophecy as well as a prayer, wherever the holiday is 
observed. We have made no mention of domestic re¬ 
unions, inasmuch as they constitute a feature of 
Christmas-tide which none of our readers are likely to 
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overlook. Perhaps, however, we may be permitted to 
utter the wish that iu regard to this matter their expe¬ 
rience may fully correspond with the customary form of | 
greeting. May lightness and merriment of heart, lmnd-in- I 
hand with the sobriety of wisdom, be present to grace every 
family gathering ! May childhood impart something of 
its elasticity and gaiety to old age, and old age regulate, 
whilst it shares, the buoyancy and vivacity of youth. 
May there be the spontaneous and gladsome outflow of 
all those emotions which the season and that which it 
represents are adapted to stir ! May ties that have been 
loosened be reknit; friends that have been estranged 
enjoy the luxury of reconciliation ; those who have 
suffered bereavement find solace and support; and such 
as have been spared that trial of their affections be pro- 
portionably grateful! In a word, may Christmas so 
come and pass as to introduce each and all of our readers 
to “ a Happy New Year ” 1

The Queen also held an investituro of the Star of 
India, and conferred the dignity of knighthood upon various 
Knights Commanders, and invested them with the insignia 
of the First and Second Classes of the Order. PrincesB Beatrice 
was present. Luncheon was served after the ceremony. 
Prince Arthur left the castle for Aldorshott, Prince Louis of 
Hesse came to London. His Hoyal Highness has a’so visited 
Prince Leopold at Oxford. Prince and Princess Christian of 
Schleswig-Holstein, liis Excellency the Saxon Minister, Earl 
Granville, Count Hohenthal, and tho Dean of Windsor and 
the Hon. Mrs. Wellesley have dined with the Queen. Her 
Majesty, with Princess Louis of Heaso and Princess Beatrice, 
has taken daily out-of-door exercise. A marble bust of her 
Majesty’s half-sister, the Princess of Hohenlohe, has been 
placed in a niche nuder the mausoleum of the Duchess of 
Kent at Frogmore. It was executed by Mr. Theed, and the 
Latin inscription on it was written by the Dean of Westminster. 

The I’riiics and Princess of Wales, Prince Albert Victor 
apd Prince George of Wales, and the Right Hon. Benjamin 
Disraeli attended Divine service on Sumfay at Sandringham 
church. The Rev. W. Lake Onslow, M.A., and the Bishop of 
Peterborough officiated. On Monday tho Prince and Princess 
arrived at Marlborough House from Sandringham. The Duke 
of Edinburgh and Pnnce Louis of Hesse visited their Royal 
Highnesses. The Prince received the Saxon Minister aad 
C'onnt Hohenthal at Marlborough House. In the evenin $ his 
Boyal Highness, with the Duke of Edinburgh, was present at 
the meeting of the Royal Geographical Society, to hear the 
reading of Sir Samuel Baker’s paper on his last expedition 
to Central Africa. On Tuesday tho Prince presided at 
a meeting of the council of his Royal Highness, held at 
the office of the Duchy of Cornwall, Buokingham-gate. 
Subsequently tho Prince and Princess left Marlborough House 
on.a visit to the Duke and Duchess of Marlborough, at Blen¬ 
heim Palace. The Duke of Edinburgh accompanied their 
Royal Highnesses. An address was presented to the Prince 
and Princess at Woodstock by the Mayor of the borough.

THE RUSSIANS IN CENTRAL ASIA. 

We arc onec more indebted to Mr.MacGahan, who was special 
correspondent of the A Vic Fork Herald with the Russian 
military expedition to Khiva six months ago, for an Illustration 
of the scene on May 24 when General Kauffman and his army 
came in sight of water, to their great relief, after a long and 
toilsome march through the desert, where they had suffered 
ar.d might have perished of thirst. Their course had been from 
the Russian settlements in Bokhara, east of Khiva. They had 
been harassed all the way by the skirmishing attacks of 
Turkoman cavalry, under a brigand chief named Sa lik iu the 
service of the Khan of Khiva. The river Amoo Darya, orOxus, 
lay at an uncertain distance before them; it was needfui to 
cross this river, descending its banks, and thence to advance 
westward on Khiva. Mr. MacGahan writes as follows 

“When General Kauffman espied the water glistening 
from afar, he took off liis cap and blessed himself, and so did 
the officers of his staff, while the whole army set up a cheer 
They thought it was the river; it was only a lake, but it wa 3 
water, and that was what they sorely wanted. But, although 
the soldiers were dying of thirst, their discipline was such 
that Dot one of them broke ranks on coming near the river 
until the Turkoman assailants were finally charged and put to 
flight by the Russian cavalry, after having first been thrown 
mto a panic by a few shells. They were pursued to the river 
where General Kauffman captured eleven boats, in which he 
afterward 8 conveyed his troops across the Oxus. This is called 
the fight of Ooch-oocbak, from the mountains of that name 
“Proceeding sixty miles down the right bank. General 
Kauflman reached, on May 27, a point opposite Sheik Arik 
where the Khivans had built a fort to dispute the passage. 

1 hey fired at him with pieces of twelve, throwing round shot 
On the 29th he sent General Golovachoff, with a battery of 
artillery, to reduce the fort. This was done by a cannonade of 
three hours. The Oxus here is about three quarters of a mile 
broad j the Khivan gnus carried easily across the river Their 
aim was so correct that the balls fell right among the Russians, 
and, had they been shells, might have done much damage.” ’ 
Mr. MacGahan arrived in the middle of the fight, havimr 
left Fort Peroffsky on April 4, with three Tartar guides, to 
overtake General Kauffman’s army. The army had changed its 
route, and he had wandered a month about the desert, suffering 
great hardships, in search of Kauffman and tho Russians 
Coming up here just in time, Mr. MacGahan watched the 
action from a sandhill more than hour. He was surprised bv 
the rapidity and accuracy with which the Khivans handled 
their guns. But the Russians only lost two horses and one 
piece dismounted, which was soon repaired. General Kauffman 
instantly commenced the passage of the river, which was 
accomplished by the captured boats in five days. He then 
marched upon Khiva, and entered that city on June 10 

We have given Illustrations both of the Russian army 
crossing tho Oxus and of its entrance into Khiva. Mr 
MacGahan speaks in the highest terms of the cheerful courage

British Queen, and landed at Plymouth on Saturday. 

We 1 ear from Calcutta that Sir George Campbell, the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, postponed his resignation 
when the apprehensions of famine bbca uo serious, and placed 
his services at the disposal of the Viceroy so long as they might 
be required. \ ^ °

been issued relieving Count,'Koenigsmark of the functions of 
Minister of Agriculture, and intrusting Dr. Achenbaeh, the 
Minister of Commerce, with tho direction of the vacant depart¬

Official advices har e been received at the Hague announcing 
the arrival of the Dutch expedition in Acheen Roads. Owing 
to heavy rains, no operations had been commence A There had 
been cholera on board several of the vessels of the fleet, and a 
Bsnitorium had been established upon an island iu Acheen Bay. 

£ The Italian Chamber of Deputies has approved a bill for 
inci lasirg the pay of officers in the army. A bill has also been 
adopted Authorising the Minister of Finance to raise 30,<XX>,00J 
bre cn the credit opened with the bank. A remodeUin; of thr 
navy has been hinted at by the Minister of Marine. The pro- 
petal met with a favourable reception in the Chamber. 

Intelligence has been received that there hail been no 
fighting on the Gold Coast since the dispatch of tho previous 
mail. The Aslianteea were still retreating northwards. Sir 
Garnet W olseley and several other officers had suffered slightly 
from fever, but the general health was good. 

The Fmperor of Austria has written to the Ban of CVo itia 
granting a comprehensive amnesty to political offenders in 
Croatia and Sclavonia on the occasion of the perfected revision 
of tho compromise with Huugary. An extradition treaty be¬ 
tween Austria and Great Britain has been signed at Vienna. 
The Upper House of the Austrian Reichsrath has adopted the 
bill authorising a loan of 80,000,000 fl. to remove the difficulties 
caused by the financial crisis. 

General Ceballos, who was in command of the besieging 
forces before Carthagena, has been replaced by General Zavala 
who is also appointed Commander in-Chief iu Valencia. When 
we went to press with our early edition, on Wednesday, the 
bombardment of Cartlragona was still proceeding. A Carlist 
telegram from Estella reports the capture of a fortified town in 
the province of Kioja. More than a third of the garrison 
which numbered 300 men, were taken prisoners. The Repub¬ 
lican Generals Loma and Moriones, in the north, have effected 
a junction. Their united forces now amount to 14,000 men. 

The Emperor and Empress of Russia, with the Archduchess 
Alexandrowna, arrived best week at St. Petersburg from their 
prolonged sojourn in the south. Final accounts of tho Russian 
Budget for 1872 show a surplus of 623,721 roubles. The statue 
of the Empress Catherine II. was unveiled at St. Petersburg, 
on Sunday morning, with much ceremony. A b 1 1 iuet was 
given, on Monday, in the Winter Palace at St. Peter-omrg to 
celebrate the festival of the Order of St. George. The Czar 
proposed a toast to the Knights of the Order of St. Georgs 
hield Marsha] Manteuffel, in the name of tho German Em¬ 
peror and army, proposed the health of the Emperor Alexander. 

Hie appointment of the Duke of Rochefoucauld-Bisaccia as 
French Ambassador to England is gazetted. _ The Com¬ 

mittee of the Assembly on the Constitutional Laws, having 
been at last constituted, held its first mectiug yesterday week 
M. Batbie was elected president; and it was resolved that 
full publicity will be given to its sittings, which will take place 
every Monday and Friday. At the meeting of tho Assembly 
yesterday week a proposal to take into consideration a motion 
in favour of raising the state of siege in the departments of the 
Seine and Oise was rejected by 403 votes against 216.

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FINE ARTS. 

THE OLD WATER-COLOUR SOCIETT. 

The present exhibition of studies and sketches maintain the 
usual average of respectable skill within the generally limited 
qualifications and aims of water-colour painters. The absence 
of Messrs. Carl Haag, Topham, Palmer, Holman Hunt, Boyce, 
and Lundgren must, however, bo felt. Other well-known 
italics, such as Alma Tadema and G. A. Fripp, are bat 
sparingly represented. Nor is the society obviously fortunato 
in son.e of its new associates. Mr. H. Clarence Waite, for 
instance, setms to huve suddenly fossilised in a positive and 
l>aiiity mannerism which is alike removed from imaginative aud 
realistic art. Mr. A. Goodwin's Venetian sketches on grey 
japer lta\e an air of rciined taste which is due as much to their 
ncgatiie rlightntss as to tlieir appreciable soundness. In Mr. 
Muisb’a “ Meditation” (167), a Dante-like ligurc in a romantic 
dell, and *' 8porisu.au ’’ (250) ; and in Mr. North’s “Acorn 
GalLeitis " (iPS) and “Trout Mreatu aud Flowers,” some nice 
ltelntg lor colour and sentiment is marred by the discordant 
use ol opaque and transparent pigments noticeable in our most 
recent tchuol of water colour painting, whilst, in the latter, 
details aie isolated in a manner which betrays imperfect grasp 
of tlie subject as a whole. Mr. Hale's sketches are broad and 
luminous m a quiet way, but there is little promise of further 
achievement, and Mr. Brierly seems to concern himself more 
with nautical and marine facts than with pictorial require¬ 
ments—his most effective study is “Kunning the Blockado” 
(65), a ship chased by moonlight. Mr. B. Bradley’s weak and 
monotonous “ Milking Goats, West of Ireland ” (245), likewise 
by no means redeems the promise of early works. Several 
sketches rud studies in Venice, Verona, Florence, and Nurem¬ 
berg, with delicate, hut varied, harmonies of colour, 
show that the society has sustained a decided loss by 
tlie death of the late Mr. Deane. An element of nove 
interest is, however, furnished in the productions of 
tlie newly-elected honorary members, Mr. Prescott Hewitt, 
tlie eminent surgeon, aud Mr. John Kuskin, the former of 
whom contributes two views in Wales and Sutherlandshiro, which, 
by virtue of their mellow breadth of atmospheric keeping, are 
quite worthy of a good place here ; and the latter two “studies 
of the colours of marble ” in the base of the Church of St. 
Anastasia at Verona, and in the apse of the Duomo of Pisa. 
We doubt not that these studies by Mr. Kuskin will be 
regarded by professional artists 03 finical and niggling in 
handling ; as missing the broad relations of light, shade, and 
half-tint; os greatly exaggerating the local colours of Italian 
marbles, and thereby ignoring the sobering, harmonising effects 
not only of light and shade, but of time and climate. Mr. 
lluskin s sincerity and earnestness are not to bo questioned, but 
he scon 8 to bring a magnifying lens and a feverish acuteness of 
perception to the details of his painting, as he does to every 
snccctaive topic, great or small, of his writing. 

Among the more instructive items of the collection are tho 
ttudies for pictures. Of these the most important is “'Pile 
Harbour of Kefugo ” (33), by Mr. F. Walker, which very 
closely resembles the pictnre of an almshouse quadrangle 
exhibited at the Academy two years ago. There is the same 
potency of oelour in the landscape accessories, allowing for the 
ci nip hi ntivc weakness of water culours ; the same character in 
the figures, the same imaginative suggestivencss underlying the 
whole. The mother and daughter to the loft are, however, still 
more Miehael-Augtle; que in meir proportions; anithestrenuous 
energy of the mower is in a till gi cater contrast to the inertness 
and kthsrgy of the poor pensioners round the Founder’s 
statue. By Mr. A. W. Hunt there is also a version of his 
Acndtniy pictuie, “A Mountain Joyous with Heaves and 
Streams ” (343), and a study for piart of tne of his pictures of 
Northumbrian seacoast, entitled “At the End of the Koef” 
(263). A sketch of “ Loch Alsh” (330), by tho same, is beau¬ 
tiful in colour, and as free in execution—which we should 
hardly expect from this artist—as David Cox. Mr. Marks 
likewise sends a study for two of the figures iu his Academy 
pictuie called “ What Is It ? ” (392), besides several decorative 
designs. 

Mr. I’inwdl’s single unfinished contribution (179), though it 
may suggest the influence of Mr. Walker, has distinctive merits 
of exquisite form, sentiment, and grace of expression. The sub¬ 
ject is uLiiamed, but sufficiently explains itself. A young 
rustic, too handsome and refined for his position, real or 
unearned, stops in his labour at the plongh to listen eagerly to 
words oi love, or betraying love, which a lady, pausing at his side, 
utters loltemgly aud anxiously. Maids in attendance waitat a 
discreet distance. Mr. Birkott Foster, in a “Fruiterer’s Shop ” 
(326), veiy injudiciously challenges comparison with .Mr. Walker's 
recent “irishniongcr’s.-ffiop;” but in this, in some studies of fell a 
la William Hunt, and in other subjects new to him, the artist 
np penis to be breaking out of tlie old ruts of practice ; his 
succeis will, however, not bo great till he can discard the old 
method oi ‘ stippling,” which, to those who understand what 
artistic finish really is, is but mcchanicul elaboration. Mr, 
Powell's painting ol waves in motion, in several subject* from 
the Scotch lochs, evince, as heretofore, very keen observation 
and much care in representation. Mr. S. Bead takes a marc 
prominent position than usual with some picturesque “ bits ” 
lrom old Hamburgh ; but chiefly with a series of studies from, 
those precipitous cliffs of the west coact of Suthorlandshire 
with which Mr. Peter Graham, as well as this artist, has lately 
made us familiar. Most important of these is “ Cape Wrath ” 
(128)— a scene so impressive in its wild, savage gramlour that 
we wonder it has not often been depicted, difficult as is tho 
approach to it. Among several meritorious drawings, chiefly of 
single female figures, by Mr. J. D. Watson, there are two, “ A 
Stoli n Marriage ” (29) and “ ’Tis the Old Town ” (121), which 
arc distinguished by more invention than the artist commonly 
cares to bestow. 

Several of the longest-established favourites of the gallery 
put in an appearance with their well-approved subjects or 
Btyles, Lnt the pressure on our space this week forbids us to 
dwell on familiar characteristics. But our readers will 
know exactly what to expect when we eay that Sir John 
Gilbert has two drawings of martial hosts : the one consisting 
of mailed cavaliers, the other of a “Saxon swarm;” aud, 
better than either, a group of gambling soldiers of fortune, 
called “ The Hazard o! the Die ” (262). Air. Dobson bos a life- 
size female head entitled “St. Theda” (26). Mr. F. Tayler 
sends “ A Peep into an Otter-Hound’s Kennel ” (113) and “ A 
Chestnut Hunter " (181). Mr. Dodgeson is represented, as 
usual, by scrap s from the Yorkshire becks and coast, which, if 
only fragments of landscape, are full of sparkling truth to 
nature. Mr. Human's undemonstrative but ster.iag merits 
are dispilayed in several subjects from the uppier Thames. One 
or two cattle-pieces by Air. Brittan Willis are at least as 
pleasing as ever. The fresh charm of direct transcripts 
fr< m Nature will be found in the landscape contribu¬ 
tions by Messrs. A. D. Fripp (which are also distinguished 
by much refinement of execution), C. Davidson, J. J. 
Jenkins, A. Glennie, and 8. P. Jackson. A Gaireue view 
(192) by Mr. E. A. Coodall, and studies or sketches by Messrs. 
Nash and Burgess, are worthy of attention among the architec¬ 
tural works not already reviewed. We have omitted from our 


enumeration of other figure-subjects, though entitled thereto, 
Air. K. W. Macbeth's “ Preparing a Feast ” (210), Mr. W. 
Goodall's “ The Penitent—St. Peter's, Homo ” (300), Mr. E. 
Johnson’s “Study of an Old Alan” (220), and Mr. Alma- 
Tadema’s “ Flute-Player” (306)—a Ilomau youth serenading a 
listeniig girl at twilight. 


At the Burlington Fine-Arts Club there is now on view, to 
members and their friends, the remarkable collection of draw¬ 
ings liy David Cox and Do Wint belonging to Mr. John 
Henderson. The drawings by the former are especially fine, 
aud illustrate the principal phases of the artist’s power. 

A handsome new pulpit has been presented to Peterborough 
Cathedral for the nave services by the sons of the late Dr. 
John James, who was a Canon of Peterborough for forty years. 
The pulpit, which is executed after an admirable design by Air. 
E. M. liarry, II. A., is a massive structure of coloured marbles 
and dark red stone, in a little later style than the Norman 
architecture of the nave, with statuettes of the fonr Evangelists 
in niches at the angles, Bhafts with carved caps and bases, an 
Agnus Dei, sacred monogram, and other enrichments. 

Two remarkable frescoes of allegorical subjects, with 
numerous figures the size of life, attributed to San.lro Boticelli, 
have been discovered in a villa near Florence, on removing 
whitewash from the walls. 

Tlie Roman engraver, Pcrugini, has just completed the 
plate after Raphaels “Belle Jardiniere,” upon which he has 
been engaged the last ten years.

THE SMITHFIELD CLUB CATTLE SHOW. 

Tho seventy-fifth annual show of tho Smithfield Club was 
opened on Monday, at the Agricultural Hall, Islington. The 
number of entries exceeds that of 1872, then tho largest num¬ 
ber since the foundation of the club. The catalogue of that 
year showed a total of 426, while this year there are 486 
entries—namely, 249 cattle, 188 sheep, and 49 pig 3 . The show 
is throughout of first-rate excellence ; and her Majesty has 
taken the first prizes in the two first classes of Devons— 
namely, for steers not exceeding two years and a half, and not 
exceeding three and a quarter. Tho Prince of Wales took the 
first prize for Norfolk or Suffolk polled heifers. The cup3 were

The annual show of fat stock in Leeds was held on Tuesday, 
and the number of cattle exhibited was nearly equal to that of 
former years. In the opinion of local judges, liner animals have 
not been shown in the northern counties. The highest prize 
in the exhibition was carried off by Mr. J. Reid, of Aberdeen, 
with a polled Scotch cow. There was a small show of sheep, 
the chief exhibitors being Lord Wenlock and the Earl of 
Zetland. The silver cup was carried off by Mr. Hobson, of 
G’rokkey-hill, York. 


Mr. Charles Roed, M.P., waa on Wednesday unanimously 
elected Chairman, and Mr. Currie Vice-Chairman, of the 
London School Board. 

The Registrar-General’s return shows that the 1484 deaths 
in London last wick included 118 from measles, 23 from scarlet 
fever, 3 from diphtheria, 41 from whooping-cough, 41 from dif¬ 
ferent forms of fever, 11 from diarrhoea, and not one from 
smallpox.

accused constables.-When the trial of the Tichboina 

Claimant for perjury was resumed on Monday, Jean Luie was 
brought into court in the custody of tho Governor of Hollo .vay 
prison, and evidence was called with a view to showing some 
of that witness’s antecedents. John Woods, an assistant 
warder at Chatham convict prison, identified Luie as having 
been under sentence there for a term of seven years’ penal 
servitude. He was discharged on March 25 last on a ticket of 
leave. Several other of the prison officials having corroborate! 
this statement. Policeman Nichols, from Bristol, deposed that 
he was present at Cardiff when Luie, under the name of Lund- 
gien, was sentenced to penal servitude for haviug obtained 
money by fraud from the Italian Consul. Othor evidence bear¬ 
ing upon tho credibility of Luie’s testimony was forthe lining. 
On Tuesday sixteen more witnesses swore to Luio’s identity 
with Carl Lundgren. Amongst the testimony adduced was 
that of Mr. John Lundgren, a native of Finland, who had lived 
in this country since 1848. He stated that ho carrie 1 on 
business on his own account as a Bliipbroker in Hull, from 1851 
to 1857. During a part of that time—viz., from the 
spring of 1853 to tho middle of 1854—ho had a Swele 
named Lundgren in his employment. Although of the.-ane 
name, he was no relative. Lnie was that man. Other evidence 
allowed that from November, 1854, to February, 1833, Luis 
was a clerk in a shipbroker’s office at Cardiff, and that he was 
employed in this country at the time he has declared that he 
was at sea iu the Osprey aud assisted to rescue tho Bhipwreckid 
crew of the Bella. One of tlie most striking incidents of the 
day’s proceedings was the appearance of Luie’s wife iu the 
witness-box. She made his acquaintance at Christmas, 1834, 
at Cardiff', and was married to liun at Melksham, April 2, 1855. 
He deserted her some years ago. Some further witnesses wore 
examined on Wednesday, closing the evidence for the Grown As

Last Saturday’s Crystal Palace Concert was rendered com¬ 
memorative of the death of Mozart, that event having occurred 
on Dec. 5, 1791. The selection was accordingly chiefly drawn 
from the woiks of that composer. The instrumental pieces were 
the bright and pretty overture which he wrote for Bianchi's 
opera, “ La Vilanolla Rapita”(in 1779); the beautiful piano- 
foite concerto in E flat, belonging to the year 17do ; and the 
grand symphony in G minor composed in 17S8. The concerto 
was admirably played by Miss Agnes Zimmermann. the required 
cadenzas (left to be improvised or provided by the player) 
having been her own composition. In those elaborate inter¬ 
polations, and in her playing generally, Miss Zim-nermann 
was greatly applauded. The orchestral pieces were, of coarse, 
worthily rendered by the flue band commoted by Mr. Manns. 
The vocal selections from Mozart were the aria, “ Quando Miro " 
(1781), finely sung by Miss Sterling ; and the air, “Inacconti di 
lamenti,” from his early opera, “Zaida” (1780) expressively 
given by Mdlle. St. Alba. Miss Sterling’s rich and sympathetic 
contralto voice (extending to the compass of a mezzo-soprano) 
was again displayed with marked effect in German lieder by 
Schubert, Schumann, and Mendelssohn ; which wore sung by 
her (to the original text) with excellent appreciation of their 
several styles. These were accompanied by Miss Zinrner¬ 
mann. Meyerbeer’s romanza, “ Roberto,” by Millie. St. Alba, 
and Mr. Sullivan’s “Ouvertnra di Balld,” were the closing 

S ieces of the programme. At the concert of to-day (Satur- 
ay)—the last of the year—Dr. von Billow will play Listz'3 
concerto in 10 flat; and the selection will terminate with 
Beethoven’s Choral Symphony. 

This week’s Monday Popular Concert drew a crowded 
audience, and agnin included the admirable pianoforte-playing 
of Dr. H ans von Billow, who was heard in Bach’s “Chromatic 
f antasia" (encored, and replaced by a gavotte of Gluck) ; in 
Schumann’s trio (in F) for piano, violin, and violoncello ; and 
Beethoven's sonata in G (op. 9ti) for the two former instruments. 
M. Sainton was the leading violiuist, and Signor Piatti the 
violoncellist. The quartet was Mendelssohn’s in E minor, from 
op. 44 (with Mr. L. Kies as second violin and Mr. Zerbini as 
viola). Mr. Sims Beeves was the vocalist, and Mr. Zerbini tho 
accompanist. The concert of Monday next will be the last of 
the veer—an interval being allowed for the Christmas vaca¬ 
tion—the date of the next performance being Jan. 12, 1871. 

Dr. von Billow's fourth and last pianoforte recital took 
place on Wednesday. The programme included Schubert’s 
posthumous Ronata in A major ; that by Beethoven in E flat 
from op. 27, and the samo composer's thirty-two variations in 
C minor; besides miscellaneous pieces by other composers. 

The fourth ballad concert (and the last previous to 
Christmas) was given on Wednesday evening, when the 
selection offered attractions similar to those of the previous 
conceits. 

The second concert of the Wagner Society was to tako 
place yesterday (Friday) evening, when the promised pro¬ 
gramme included selections from the composer's operas, 
“Kkuzi," “ Tannharlser,” and “Lohengrin,” besides his 
“Kaisermarsch,” and pieces by Liszt and Von Billow. Of tho 
perfoimances we innst speak next week. 

Simultaneously with last night’s Wagner Society’s concert, 
the Sacred Harmonic Society was giving its forty-second annual 
Christmas performance of “The Messiah.” Another per¬ 
formance of “ The Messiah " at Exeter Hall will be repeated, 
under the direction of Sir Michael Costa, next Friday, the 
19tli iDst., when Madame Sherrington, Miss Enriquez, Mr. 
"Vernon Bigby, and Mr. Lewis Thomas will be the principal 
vocalists. 

The production, for the first time in England, of Bach’s 
“Christmas Oratorio,” at the concert of the Royal Albert 
Choral Society, on Monday next, is looked forward to with 
great interest. 

THEATRES. 

In fulfilment of our promise last week, we proceed with a fuller 
account of the reproduction of Beaumarchais's famous comedy 
at the Olympic. “The Marriage of Figaro,” of Beaumarchais, 
was the result of its author’s visit to Spain, and on its produc¬ 
tion in 17S4, at the Thcfttre Framjais, was at once accepted as 
a political work of great significance ; and, in point of fact, was 
an element in the forthcoming revolution, which it aided in 
effecting. Its popularity was such that, on the first night of its 
representation, a large number of persons occupied the theatre 
from the morning; and it also held its position on the stage 
from week to week for no less than two years. No doubt the 
original idea of the plot was derived from some Spanish 
dramatists. We have previously had the work in more than 
one slmpe on the Engbsh stage ; now, nnfler the leading title 
of “The Follies of a Day,” and now under that of “The 
Marriage of Figaro ”—now as an opera or melodrama, and now 
as n farce. Mr. J. Mortimer has aspired to present it to the 
Britnli stage in a more important form, accompanied with appro- 

S riatc music selected from Mozart’s opera, skilfully arranged by 
. Mallandaine. It now comes before us as a drama, in four 
acts, and claiming to rank as a comedy with Sheridan's 
“School for Scandal;” wherefore tho adapter denominates it 
“ The School for Intriguo.” The leading characters in it are 
sustained by Mr. Neville and Miss Fowler, who as Count 
-Almaviva and Suzanne are admirable representatives of these 
telling parts, while that of Figaro falls to the lot of Mr. 
Itightor, who sustains it with excellent sangfroid. Tha 
Countess is supported by Miss Edith Gray, and Cherubino by 
Mr. W. H. Fisher. These characters comprehend the moral 
of tho composition, which is to set forth the rice of high life— 
honour over on tho lips, and infidelity in the heart—while the 
promiscuous affections of all parties, except one, would bring 
shame on any class, and make each house a bordol. Tho 
excepted cue is a gijmy waif who has strayed from his tent to 
take office as a servitor among civilised people, and as such 
regards their vices with indifference, except so far as hocan profit 
by their exhibition. It is the natural man pitted against the 
artificial, and v. inning the game liYhisimperturbnldogooa humour. 
We sympathise with Figaro in all his difficulties and admire 
bis adroitness ; and when at last he gets eutangled in the web 


think highly, and take a strong interest in her fortunes. Miss 
Fowler was exceedingly natural in tho part, graceful and 
charming, and from the first scene to the last shed over the 
whole an enlightening ray, like a fairy intelligence in a dark 
forest charming the fauna and satyrs with the brightness of 
her presence.

CHRISTMAS DAY IN AUSTRALIA. 

Old Father Christmas, in the time-honoured procession of 
ancient English mummers at this sacred and festive season, 
used to make his welcome appearanoe wearing a thick robe 
lined with fur, and otherwise snugly fortified against the winter 
cold. If the venerable masquerade wore still in vogue among 
onr fellow-Englishmen who have made for themselves an 1 their 
children a new home in the southern hemisphere, Old Father 
Christmas would have to put on a very different fashion of dross. 
A linen blouse and a light straw hat would be more comfort¬ 
able, we suppose, for the kind old patron of their consecrated 
social mirth in the blazing summer of that opposite torrestrial 
region. For it is a fact known to every British schoolboy and 
girl that, as the globe in which we live spins round an axis 
rather oblique to its annual ciicuit through space about the sun, 
the north and tho south latitudes of its surface receive their 
periodical share of tho mere direct solar rays at con¬ 
trary times of the yen. Hence we are shivering 
whiio they of our antipodes must be sweating ; and 
they in turn may taka it coolly when some of us will 
grumble at the heat. But how should we like in onr 
summer a temperature of 100 Fahrenheit degrees in the shade ? 
That is quite within the range of colonial experiences, as we 
learn from the meteorological reports of the Melbourne 
Observatory from 1858 to 1871. The maximum in the shade 
has risen in somoyears even to 111 degrees at Melbourne, but 
only during the few hours of a hot wind blowing from the 
torrid plains of the interior. It lias, indeed, they assure us, 
occurred hut on forty-nine days in the lapse of fourteen years 
at Melbourne that the thermometer has reached 100 degrees. 
The mean temperature in January, the hottest month, is 
officially stated at CG'6 degrees, while at Sydney it is 70D de¬ 
grees. . But there are some inland districts both of Victoria and 
New South Wales, shut off by a range of mountains from the 
sea breezes and the rain-clouds they should bring, which are 
doomed to suffer a much greater allowance of Christmas 
excessive warmth. 

In spite of this condition of the climate, it appears from 
onr Illustration, drawn by Mr.W. Ralston, that the squatters 
and diggers are bravely disposed to enjoy themselves al fresco 
with the roast turkey and plum-pudding, and the after-dinner 
bowl of punch, that wc shonld consider appropriate to Christm is 
Day in our own native land. Such luxuries, indeed, can scarcely 
have been the Chinese fare of this party of sturdy good fellows, 
whom our Artist has represented as he may often have seen 
them when he lived in Australia They arc gold-diggers, in tho 
first sketch taking holiday rest outside their huts ; in the second, 
encamped on tboir road to “ a new rash; ” each man carrying his 
moderate rate of “Bwag” or personal baggage, with their “billy” 
or can for boiling water, and the frying-pan for their simple 
cookery, sufficing evory want in a tramp of several hundred 
miles. Nay, they have a sort of tent, even here, sluug for tho 
night between two irces; and wo see that they have had a bottle 
of whisky or brandy, which has served to honour tho toast of 
“Auld Lang Syne 1” previous to the singing of that beloved 
song by tho trne-hcarted Scotchman with his arms duly crossed 
over bis manly bosom. A neighbouring stock-rider, who has 
caught sight of these chums travelling on the border of hi a 
run, comes in to share their social mirth, but is too late for his 
share of the liquor. The bottle is empty ; and it is probable 
that the last drop may have been given to tho negro, not a 
native Australian, but an immigrant, perhaps a runaway sailor, 
whom we saw in the first scene, if it so happen that tho useful 
“darkey” follows this party to try their fuck at the newly- 
opened diggings.

The new volume of the 11 Post Office London Directory ” 
for the coming year, 1874, is published by Messrs. Kelly and 
Co., a few days earlier than usual, but ha3 admitted some com¬ 
pleting or correcting details of information to the end of 
November. It contains, for example, a list of the members 
pi tho newly-elected London School Board, tho most recent 
mdicial appointments, and tho two new Benchers of the Inner 
'I emple, while it has dropped the names of persons deceased in 
the course of last month. The bulk of the volume is increased 
by forty pages in the several departments of the street 
directory, the commercial, the trades, and the Court directory. 
There is now to be a moderate addition to its price. 


THE MAGAZINES. 

The Corn hi 11 is certainly less fortunate than usual in its leading 
fiction. “Young Brown,” though undeniably clever, is not 
merely disagreeable and cynical, but abounds with thinly, 
disguised personality, transgressing the limits of social amenity, 
even more than of literary taste. Nor can “ Zalda’s 
Fortune,” now approaching its conclusion, ho enumerated 
among Mr. 1 raucillon’a happiest efforts. We turn with plea- 
rare to the miscellaneous contributions, which are fully up to 
the usual standard. The best is the very entertaining and, 
although by no means sympathetic, by no means unjust, sketch 
of the members of “tho Fourth Estate” in France. Our press 
and our public may equally congratulate themselves that 
journalism ia not ordinarily here, as there, a path to office. 
An article on elementary-school teaching 03 a pursuit for ladies, 
uhilo displaying its advantages equally to tho sex and tho 
scholars in a strong light, concludes with the salutary ad¬ 
monition that physical strength is even more requisite than 
intellectual. A paper on the Christian, archaeology of Romo, 
and another on tho Tuscan Joe Miller, Arlotto, are excellent 
specimens of the refined yet popular disquisitions on intel¬ 
lectual subjects in which this periodical especially excels. 

Macmillan is unusually interesting this month. Wo must 
not spoil the plea sure of the readers of Mr. Black’s beautiful 
story, but cannot refrain from stating that tho conclusion is 
happy. Dr. Schwartz's " Religion of Goethe ” is, perhaps, the 
most interesting contribution to any of the magazines. Being 
designed to set forth Goethe’s ideal rather than his actual 
practice, it may be deemed in some respects too favourable to 
him ; but, after ail, it can hardly be held to transgress tho 
limits prescribed l»y the undoubted right of every man of genius 
to bo judged by his best; while a more beautiful collection of 
thoughts, united by a finer and firmer thread of conscious moral 
purpose, it would, be difficult to find. Mr. Scdloy Taylor's 
article on Galileo, besides establishing the astronomer’s un¬ 
swerving belief in the truth of the Copemican system, pins 
the Infalhoil’.sts down to a distinct admission of Papal error 
on tho principles set forth by themselves. “ A Lincolnshire 
Rector’ agreeably illustrates numerous passages in Mr. 
Tennyson's poems by the characteristic scenery or his native 
county ; and tho widely different aspects of Spanish peasaut- 
li.'e are picturesquely treated in a sequel to tho previous paper 
on the same subject. Mr. Simcox s “Mirage” is a highly 
successful study in the manner of Mr. Rossetti, and his ditty 
“after tho Chinese” rises even higher above the average level 
of magazine poetry. 

The views of ono eminent sculptor respecting another 
should be worth having, and Mr. Story’s essay upon Phi lias 
in the pages of Blackwood, if not strictly a contribution to 
esthetic criticism, demonstrates at least the soundness of 
his classical scholarship. He produces good arguments for 
considering that Phidias never wrought in marble, and 
that pone of the friezes and metopes of the Parthenon were 
even designed by him, though he unquestionably bestowed 
a general supervision on tho work. “A Story of the Book” 
is an agreeable example of the stylo of military fiction cha¬ 
racteristic of Blackwood. More interest attaches to two papers 
of a political character. In “The Conservative Party and 
National Education ” wc observe with pleasure a most unusual 
candour and fairness, and a disposition to regard the question 
from the point of view of the general good, irrespective of party 
considerations. If this method of dealing with tho matter is 
really the best for Conservative interests, so much the better 
for the Conservatives. A finely-written paper on the political 
situation in France is from the pen of a disappointed Legitimist, 
who cannot forgive tho Count do Chnmbord for his gran rifiuto, 
and prognosticates, os a consequence, tho triumph of Demo¬ 
cratic Imperialism, of the Prince Napoleon type. Tho 
ephemeral character of Marshal MacMahons administration is 
assumed os self-evident, from which we infer that it is destined 
to endure for a considerable time. 

We wish there were nothing worse to lie said of the article 
on Mill’s autobiography in Fraser than that it is tho work of a 
stupid, or nt least of an obtuse, person, utterly incompetent to 
appreciate moral or intellectual greatness Its ndinission into 
pages so frequently honoured by contributions from the illustri¬ 
ous dead is deeply discreditable to the present management of 
the magazine. “The Future of Fanning” is a thoughtful paper, 
prognosticating an accession of political influence to tho 
agricultural class. “A Review of Spanish Struggles for 
liberty ” takes a more favourable view of the prospects of tho 
Republic than is usually entertained. YVe should feel more 
confidence in the writer's judgment of the future if he showod 
himself better acquainted with the past. He might have saved 
himself a good deal of paradoxical vituperation of England’s 
interference in Spanish affairs during the Peninsular War if he 
had remembered that our aid was not primarily destined for 
Spain, but for Portugal. “ A Trip into Bosnia” and “The 
Historical Manuscripts’ Commission” are interesting contri¬ 
butions ; ami “ A Cutchorry Intrigue” is so graphic that, in 
spite of the writer’s protests, it is difficult to avoid tho suspicion 
tl at incidents and characters are equally derived from life. 

r The most remarkable paper in the Fortnightly, Mr. F. 
YY\ Newman’s “Modern Christology,” in reply to Mr.W. R. 
Greg, we can only, in this place, describo a< characterised by 
the most salient of the author’s points of difference from his 
celebrated brother — his singular uniinaginativcness. Mr. 
Symons’s masterly versions from Boiardo’s “ Orlando 
Innamorato” will, we trust, do much to popularise a neg¬ 
lected poet, whoso decided but unacknowledged superiority to 
his more celebrated successor, Ariosto, is that which pure Nature 
always asserts over conscious Art. Boiardo flourished on the 
verge of two periods, at tho one only moment when tho naivotd 
of au ago of chivalry admitted of combination with the refine¬ 
ment of an age of culture. No such moment can recur in tho 
history of modern European literature, and its one consummate 
memorial should be esteemed an invaluable treasure. Mr. 
Symons’s criticism is as fine as his translation. Sir C. YV. 
Dilkc contributes a spirited plea for gratuitous education, and 
Mr. Leslie Stephen an able review of Taine’s history of English 
literature. The brilliant Frenchman’s utter inability to enter 
into the peculiar spirit of our literature is forcibly depicted. 
Frenchmen can seldom comprehend anything in another country 
for which they cannot find a precedent in their own ; and, with 
every respect to the excellences of their literature, it is to ours 
as a lake to on ocean. 

Unless subsequent instalments of Mrs. Browning’s letters to 
Mr. R. H. Home prove more interesting than the present, the 
expectations aroused by the announcement of their publication 
in the Contemporary Review will ho disappointed. Those 
at present published bear date 1839, and relate to 
literary topics now of very slight intorest. Mr. Fitzjames 
Stephen’s essay on Parliamentary Government is a 
valuable piece of criticism. We think, bowover, that really 
organic reforms in any system of government can only coma 
from those who arc convinced of its essontial reasonableness, 
not those who, like Mr. Stephen in this instance, regard it as 
an infliction to be mitigated and endured. Dr. Littludalo’s 
paper on “The Relation of the Clergy to Politics" is as bril¬ 
liant, paradoxical, and suggestive as usual with him. He sin- 
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cerely believes in the possibility of reconciling 
clerical influence with advanced political 
Liberalism: the mass both of clericals and of 
Liberals know better. Mr. Capes's notice of 
Mill’s autobiography contains 9ome just ob¬ 
servations, such as his remarks on the slight 
influence exorcised on the development of 
Mill's intellect by his Greek studies. Some 
strictures on what he terms the mythical cha¬ 
racter of Mill’s account of his education are 
founded on his own oversight in mistaking the 
(late of the elder Mill’s appointment to tho 
India House. 

Tho most valuable contributions to a gene¬ 
rally readable number of Saint Pauls are two 
able criticisms on two remarkable men—the 
Hon. Roden Noel's essay on Byron and “Henry 
Holbeach’s ” notes on Mill’s autobiography. 
Each has the cardinal merits of fulness of sym¬ 
pathy, of an earnest and thoughtful endeavour 
to enter into the intimate nature of the cha¬ 
racter described, and of a generous breadth of 
view. Mr. Noel’s language is, moreover, dis¬ 
tinguished by dignity and eloquence. 

Among the selections of the Transatlantic 
we have to note a review of tho schemes pro¬ 
posed for amending the faulty electoral ma¬ 
chinery of the United States, a capital ghost 
story, an interesting sketch of the secluded 
rustic population of Eastern Tennessee, and, 
above all, the continuation of Mr. Welles's 
■disclosures of the deliberations of President 
Lincoln's Cabinet during the early days of Se¬ 
cession. As we have always supposed, the 
apparently unaccountable vacillation of the 
Washington Government proves to have been 
due to the influence of Mr. Seward, a politician 
so accustomed to carry his point by intrigue 
that the idea of a resort to arms was intoler¬ 
able to him. 

Beyond some unpublished lotters of Charles 
Lamb’s in the Gentleman's Magazine, pleasant 
but not of extraordinary interest, the lighter 
periodicals contain little woitby of special note. 
We can only say, in general terms, that Temple 
Bar, the Aryusy, Bctyravia, and London Society, 
arc lairly readable. The most valuable contri¬ 
bution to Good Words is Professor Wyville 
Thomson’s interesting report of tho scientific 
voysge of tiro Challenger. We may also 
notice the conclusion of Principal Tulloch's 
•ext client biography of William the Silent, and 
four stanzas ot unusual tenderness, entitled 
“ '1 he Cycle," and subscribed “C. Brooke.’’ 

We have, in addition, received tho New 
Monthly, the Victoria, tho Monthly Packet, 
Town and Country, Cassell’s Magazine, the 
Quiver, Golden Hours, and the Sunday 
Magazine.

“EQTJO NE CEEDITE TEUCRl!” 

'To realise the allusion of the title of this 
amusing picture by Mr. Briton Riviire (which 
we engrave from the Dudley Gallery Exhibition) 
it is not necessary to recount the whole story of 
the capture of Troy as told by .-Eneas to Queen 
Dido. Readers of Virgil will remember the 
circumstances under which the words quoted 
occur. The Greeks pretended to have raised 
the siege and fled, leaving behind them in their 
baste the colossal horse which Sinon falsely 
asserted to have been constructed by them 
to appease the offended Minerva. What to do 
with the monster the Trojans (or Teucri, as 
tley were called, after the name of their 
founder) knew not. Some proposed to burn it, 
some to cast it into the sea, or bore into its 
hollow inside; but Thymoctes was for dragging 
it into the citadel as a trophy. Thereupon 
Laocoon, the priest, rushed from the citadel, 
exclaiming, “ Wliat inadnes3 do I hear ? 0 mis¬ 
guided citizens, beware 1 Some wile is here ; 
trust not the horse, 0 ye Teucri! Mischief it 
bodes. Greeks and their gifts I fear.” So, in 
a very droll sort of paraphrase, the artist ad¬ 
dresses these little Teucn, as they try to main¬ 
tain their scat on the back of that great un¬ 
gainly brute. Trust not the monster. He is 
full of mischief; he is wily, and vicious, and 
obstinate ; he will surely compass your fall, 
O ye brave little Trojans ! Ho is halting and 
stumbling now; he may bolt presontly ; look 
at the vicious set of his ears ; look at that 
backward, wily turn of the evil eye ; look at 
that Roman nose—what obstinacy docs it not 
indicate! How resentfully he polls at the 
cord, and how little docs your puny strength 
avail to thwart the gigantic brute, 0 thou too 
daring and trustful chief of the Lilliputian 
Trojans!

GENERAL WASHINGTON RYAN. 

The execution at Santiago, in Cuba, of t'no American and 
British citizens captured on board the blockade-running 
steamer Virginius, while attempting to convey arms ana 
warlike stores from Jamaica for the Cuban insurgents 
against the Spanish Government, has nearly provoked war 
between Spain and the United States. The Virginius was cut 
off by two Spanish frigates on Oct. 30, and surrendered with¬ 
out resistance. The crew and passengers were manacled and 
landed at Santiago, where the prisoners wero placed in gaol. 
Among them were Generals Varona, Del Sol, Cespedes, and 
Ryan, and some twenty Jamaica labouring men or mechanics. 
On Nov. 5 the four Generals were taken out and shot in front 
of the slaughter house—Cespedes and Del Sol first, then Ryan 
and Varona ; the two latter, refusing to kneel, were rather 


HOLLAND HOUSE. 

When the marriage of Miss Marie Fox, Lady Holland’s adopted 
daughter, to a German Prince at the Roman Catholic Cathedral 
in Kensington was the talk of London society for a week in the 
Midsummer season of 1872, we presented a few Illustrations of 
Holland Houso, with an account of its historical and literary 
associations. The accomplished young lady to whom our 
congratulations wero then duly offered—now Princess Marie 
Liechtenstein, residing at Vienna—has compiled a very 
attractive and interesting book on that subject, which is 
naturally endeared to her by grateful remembrances of her 
childhood passed in the noble old suburban mansion. 
These two handsome volumes, dedicated to the memory 
of Henry Edward, fourth and last Lord Holland, who died 
in 1859, are a most graceful tribute of domestic affection. 
The narrativo affords us much pleasant knowledge of clever 
men and fashionable women distinguished in past generations. 
The outward embellishments of paper, type, and binding, 
and more especially the abundance of fine steel and wood 
engravings and photographs, are worthy of an elegant 
memoir that treats of such a topic as the inner life 
of an aristocratic family and their household arrange¬ 
ments. Mr. Philip de la Motto, the artistic draughtsman, and 
Mr. Jcens, Mr. Jewitt, and others, the engravers, have done 
their part with good effect in aid of the clear and exact descrip¬ 
tions of the building, its furniture, and the gardens; besides 
which several family portraits, by eminent painters of the day, 
have been engraved for this book. Those of the late Lord Holland 
and his widow, the present Lady Holland, which appear in the 
frontispiece and titlepage vignette of the first volume, are by 
Mr.G.F. Watts ; their faces are very engaging. We borrow the 
Engraving which represents the south front of Holland House 
by permission of the publishers, Messrs. Macmillan and Co. Ik 
was stated in our former notice that this south front waa 
altered in the late Lord Holland’s time ; the central projecting 


roughly handled, but wero preeently dispatched. General 
Bemabo Varona, a young Cuban officer educated in the United 
States, was chief in command of the party on board the 
Virginius; next to him were Colonel Josd Jesus del Sol, Pedro 
Cespedes, and General Ryan, the other three who were shot 
with Varona. Washington Ryanwas an Irish-American, who had 
been engaged in the Cuban service since the breaking out of the 
rebellion. Ho had much to do with the fitting out of gun-boats 
that were built for the Cubans in New York in 1869, and he 
was arrested when they were seized. He was again arrested in 
another vessel which attempted to sail from New York to 
Cuba ; and he had in many wavs made his name notorious as a 
Cuban agent. Colonel del Sol was a wealthy Cuban, who 
during four years had held a command in the insurgent army. 
He was about forty years old, and his family live in New 
York. Pedro Cespedes was a brother of the President of the 
Cuban Republic. About fifty other men taken in the Virginius 
were executed ou the 7th and 8th nit. Among them were 
Juan Agnerro, a wealthy planter, sixty-five years old, who 
strnok the first blow in the insurrection, which began five 
years ago ; Captain Gratz Brown, an American of Philadelphia, 
who had been for some time in the service of the insurgents os 
a spy; Senor Santa Rosa, a Cuban by birth, but a naturalised 
American citizen, who was a determined blockade-runner, and 
was released from prison in Havannah only three months ago 
by the intercession of the American Government; and Senor 
Hernandez, a wealthy planter of Matanzas. The other mem¬ 
bers of the expedition were chiefly young Cubans, who had 
been living some time in the United States. Nearly all left 
relatives behind them in that country. The Spanish Govern¬ 
ment at Madrid has complied with the demands of the United 
States by sending orders to the Governor of Cuba to restore the 
Virginius to her owners, with an apology to the American and 
British Governments for the slaughter of their subjects. The

But I think he’s got the name more from his hiding iu the 
cienega, where these animate havo their haunts. By-the-way, 
Seflor, this is the vory swamp where they say he secretes him¬ 
self. It is called La Zapata, and extends ever so far along the 
shore. I’d just like to set eyes upon his ugly image. I’ve 
myself some scores to settle with the cimmaron .” 

.* » * * « 

We reached the roo3ting-placo of the flamingoes, and, as 
half appr ehended, found no birds. Their season of breeding 
was past, and they wore absent, no doubt, on some other 
part of the shore, where Bhellfish and the small fry on which 
they feed were more plentiful. I saw scores of their curious 
nests, truncated cones, on which they sit, or rather stand with 
their long legs straddled, during the period of incubation. They 
were empty now, but around lay tbo shells of their hatched 
eggs, and feathers cast at moulting. 1 observed much besides 
that should have interested me, had I been in the hnniour for 
ornithological inquiry. But 1 was not. Tho fear felt in the 
morning was still upon me—a shadow over my spirits I could 
not shake off. 

While returning along the swamp edge tho cazador 
parted company with me. Ho begged permission, on the plea 
of paying a visit to some one who had his dwelling near by. 
As 1 now knew tho way, there was no longer need for his guiding 
me. So we parted with a mutual “ llaxta, lueyo !" as I rode 
on Gaspardo calling after me, “ Fo con Dion ! ” 

I had barely lost sight of him, bis voice yet ringing iu my ears, 
when another sound saluted them. At first I fancied it to bo 
the sough of tho sea. But the noise heard was softer, and more 
smoothly resonant. Besides, it came from above. 

Turning my eyes upward, I saw what was causing it. Tho 
blue sky was enamelled with scarlet spots—great birds with 
their wings extended in flight—the flamingoes. 

They were right overhead, and at least one hundred yards 
vertically distant. But mv breech-loader was charged with 
swan-shot; and, suddenly caecking my horse, I raised the gun 
to my shoulder, and let bang both bairela into the thick of the 
flock. A shrill scream was the response, continued as the 
flamingoes flew onward, faster than before. But I observed 
that one had separated from the rest, and was gradually 
going down. With my experience as a sportsman, I knew 
that some of the No. 1 shot must have penetrated the body of 
the bird, wounding it in a vital part. 

The place from which I had fired was a strip of open ground: 
on one side a forest of wild mangoes, on the other the mangrove 
swamp. Two very different kinds of trees, especially detested 
by the Cuban planter, when lie thinks of his absconded slaves. 
For in the fruit of the former the runaway finds sustenance, 
while the tetter gives him a refuge beyond danger of pursuit. 

A singular forest form these trees, of the genus rhizopota, 
in their growth bearing some resemblance to the banyan; except 
that you see no large trunks—only stems of several inches 
thickness, not springing direct from tho ground, hut supported 
on a tangled trestle of roots, gnarled and jointed like the legs 
of rustic chairs, or the limbs of gigantic spiders. These pene¬ 
trating the mud leave open spaces between its surface and tho 
overshadowing leaves — a labyrinth of aisles and crevices 
through which crawl countless crabs, with creatures of hideous 
saurian shape ; among others tho cayman and crocodile—both 
Bpecies of these gigantic reptiles being indigenous to the 
island of Onba. 

Tho flamingo fell among the mangroves ; and, having care¬ 
fully marked it down, I slipped out of the saddle, tied my horse 
to a tree, and started to retrieve it. 

Entering among the trees, I commenced climbing over their 
aerial roots. 

Clutching the stems, and springing from root to root, 1 kept 
on in hopes of soon clutching my prize. In this I was not 
disappointed ; though it was quite an accident my again getting 
sight of it. For soon after entering the thicket I lost all 
bearings of the place where I had seen it settle down. Screams, 
which I presumed to proceed from its throat, guided mo to the 
spot. Instead, they proved to be the cries of the caracara 
eagle ; two of which were in the act of quarrelling over a quarry 
they had not killed. The flamingo was quite dead, lying with 
its wings extended, like a scarlet Biiawl spread over the branches, 
its long neck, weighted with the huge curving mandibles, 
dangling down beneath tho body. 

Carefully packing it for transport, I commenced returning 
on my tracks. 

Tracks ! There were none. 

In less than five minutes after bagging the bird I was 
wandering amid a maze, as hopeless of finding my way as the 
royal lover to reach Fair Rosamond without tho silken clue. 

. I 'bd not at first fully realise the seriousness of the situa¬ 
tion. Bnt doing so, I came to a pause, with that dead heavi¬ 
ness at tho heart one feels on becoming sensible that he has 
strayed and got lost—not on a common highway, or amid 
fields of corn, but in the shadow of a trackless forest, or tho 
open expanso of a pathless prairie. 

As the fell fear crept over me, I called out loud enough to 
frighten the caracaras. 1 got no response, save their screams ; 
that, resounding through the swamp, resembled the laughter 
of maniacs. They seemed mocking me ! 

Despair now possessed me. I had made every effort to reach 
terra-fimia—first tacking one way, then another, sb appearances 

E roimsed better—like a sloth, swinging myself from branch to 
ranch and root to root. At length I came upon a place where the 
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bark showed abrasions. These, on scrutiny, proved to have been 
made by my shooting-boots. I had returned on my own tracks ! 

For several hours I kept clambering about ; till theincreas- 
ing gloom under the leafy canopy warned mo that night was nigh. 

Just then a dark object attracted my attention, and I started 
towards it. Drawing nearer, I saw what looked like a hay¬ 
stack set upon piles. 1 discovered it to be a shed ; evidently 
no freak of vegetable nature, but the work of human hands. 
Nearer still, beheld a platform of bamboos, warped and 
twined among tho treo-roots; above, a thatch of leaves, the 
broad blades of tho wild banana. Three sides were inclosed 
with a wattlo of sipos ; the fourth open, giving admission to 
the interior. 

Springing up to tire wicker stage, I found myself amid 
objects that told of human occupation, though the occupant was 
not at home. Thero was a hammock swung Between two stems, 
and a bamboo bedstead. From the roof hung strings of 
chili peppers, onions, and clusters of ripe plantains ; while in 
one corner stood a basket of sweet potatoes, and a second con¬ 
taining oranges, mangoes, cherimoyas, alligator pears, and a 
variety of other fruit—a cornucopeia of tropical products. 

Suspended from a limb outside was a huge guana lizard, 
skinned, disembowelled, ready for tlie spit. That it could be 
broiled there was evident, from tho embers of a fire that 
smouldered on a mud hearth in the centre of the Btaging. 

I had no need to conjecture what all this meant. Soon as 
seeing the hut so strangely situated, 1 could tell it to be the 
refuge of some runaway slave—tho home of a hunted maroon. 

And who other could its owner be than the dreaded Cocodrilo ? 
I was as sure of this as if I had met the pock-marked man by 
his own hearth, and been invited to partake of his hospitality. 

Vividly recalling his character, as Gaspardo had given it, I 
had no desire to make his acquaintance. Under the circum¬ 
stances, an interview with him might not end amicably. 

With my eyes on tho saurian suspended outside—its form 
fearfully suggestive of a human being hanged and flayed—I 
remained not an instant longer under the roof of the runaway. 

I had now better hopes of being able to regain the shore. 
For, although the daylight was nearly gone, still, in tho dim 
twilight I could distinguish something like a path along the 
tangle of roots. Whitish blotches showed where their bark 
had been trodden off by the hard, horny soles of a negro’s feet. 

Along this I started, continuing on for several hundred yards. 
Then tho night camo down dark as a pot of pitch, and I could 
no more make out the marks. To proceed farther would only 
be to get strayed again—perhaps with less chance of ultimate 
escape. Fearing this, I desisted from further attempts, and 
resolved to Btay among the mangroves till morning. 

To make myself comfortable, as circumstances would permit, 

I selected a spot where the roots were thickly matted; and. 
there laid myself along like a steak upon a gridiron. But, 
before courting sleep, I took the precaution to buckle my 
pouch-belt around a branch, at the same time attaching it to 
my body. Otherwise I might roll over into the mud, and furnish 
tho caymans with a midnight meal. 

The position was irksome enough—to say nothing of being 
stung by the mosquitoes that swarmed in myriads around me. 
A mangrove swamp is the place to find these noxious insects in 
their most venomous vigour. 

But the fatigue consequent on over two hours of constant 
treo climbing, along with a strain of mental anxiety throughout 
all the day, at length overcame me ; and 1 yielded to inevitable 
slumber. 

IIow long I was unconscious I could not tell till after¬ 
wards. Then, on taking stock of time, I knew it must have 
been about an hour. During it I was tho prey to horrid 
dreams, and had fearful visions presented to my slumber¬ 
ing senses. In these figured my host, Don Mariano Agllera, 
and bis fair sister, now almost my fiancee ; she like an angel, 
with a luminous aureole over her brow, but beneath a coun- 
tenanco seeming distressed and sad. Beside her were two 
devils ; one splendidly apparelled, with the look of Lucifer ; the 
other bigger and blacker, a sort of Vulcan, with skin charred 
and spotted as by sparks from his Tartarean forgo. Of course 
my fancy of the first must have como from what I had seen of 
the goajiro ; tiio eccond suggested by Gaspardo’s description of 
“El Cocodrilo.” Beside these two demons in-chicf were lesser 
ones, their satellites. The young girl appeared to he threat¬ 
ened and in peril. I could hear her crying out-; by name 
calling me to como to her rescue ! 

And I felt that I could not. 1 was fast bound, unable to stir 
band or foot. Still, I struggled ; and this, with her continuing 
cries, awoke mo. 

Certainly I was bound, as I knew on awaking—buckled to 
the branch of a tree. In that there was no imagination, nor in 
tho cries neither; only that these came not from Engraoia 
AgUera, but from the qua- bird —a species of bittern, which 
frequents the cieneyas of Cuba. 

lie-leased from the spell of my dream, but not recovered 
from its unpleasantness, 1 lay listening. For the scream of tho 
night bird had something in it different from its ordinary call. 

Soon it garo note again—dearly a signal of alarm! 

But now I no longer listened to it. Other sounds, of greater 
significance, engrossed my attention—beyond doubt, human 
voices ! There was also a scratching among the trees, with the 
swish of bent branches in rebound. 

“El Cocodrilo returning to his lair, accompanied by a 
confederate ! ” This was my supposition. 

The moon had meanwhile arisen, lighting np open spaces 
among tho mangroves. One of tbeso was close to whore 1 sat; 
for 1 had now unbuckled the belt, and raised myself to a sitting 
posture. And where tho white rays slanted down, I saw two 
dark forms. Human shapes both, however devilish their 
doings. For it was evident they were at something “uncanny.” 

Clambering over the tangle of roots, they bore a burden 
between them. It was a thing of oblong shape, that might 
be a coffin or a corpse—looking more like the lattor. (Set 
IIlustration .) 

“Some piece o' plunder which the Crocodile is dragging to 
his lair, so heavy as to need help—some delicate article, easily 
damaged or broken ? ” 

AY Idle thus conjecturing, thoy advanced within less than ten 
paces of where 1 sat. Then 1 saw their forms more distinctly, 
while for a moment the moonlight, shining through a break in 
the foliage, fell upon their faces. Of these I caught only a 
glimpse ; but enough almost to make me imagine 1 was still 
asleep aud dreaming! For the faces were exactly those that 
had figured in the phantasmagoria just disturbed—the two chief 
demons ! 

Engrossed in the endeavour to identify them, 1 took no note 
of anything else, till they were nearly out of sight. Then, 
glancing between, I saw what startled me, causing my heart to 
beat double quick, while the blood ran cold in my veins. 
Something whitish, draped down below. It looked like a light- 
coloured shawl, or the Bkirt of a woman’s dress. 

Was it a woman they were carrying ? And, if so, was she 
living? Or a corpse, and the white drapery its shrond—its 
winding-sheet ? 

1 lmd an impulse to stalk after them, and soo. It was more 
than mere curiosity. Indeed, a vory different sentiment, as I 
recalled the scenes that bad afflicted me in my dream. Could it 


be possible that any of the other personages who had appeared— 
that she—Engraoia Agllera- 

No—no ! The supposition was absurd—too improbable. 
But for the excited state I was in, I should not have entertained 
it for an instant. 

And scarce did I; returning to my former belief, that 
the runaway and his confederate were engaged in the ultimate 
act of a burglary—about to secrete the Btolen goods. Or it 
might be a bit of contraband. By Gaspardo’s account of the 
goajiro, the latter seemed the more probable. 

On reffection, 1 concluded to leave the smugglers to them¬ 
selves—at least for that night. Chance had conducted me to 
their hiding-place. If house property had been abstracted, I 
should know where it was stored, and could take steps for 
recovering it. 

With the moon now shining clear, I fancied I might find my 
way ont of the mangrove swamp. AH the easier, from having 
noted the direction by which the two men had approached me, 
coming from the land side. 

I was about setting forth to find their track, when some¬ 
thing of a different sort promised to give me guidance. 

Chancing to look upwards, I beheld an illuminated spot in 
the sky. It was not the moon, nor any of her satellite stars. 
But a light of reddish yellow hne—easily distinguishable as the 
glare of a conflagration ! 

Not likely that this would be in the midst of the mangroves ; 
and less on tho sea outside them. The fire, whatever it was, 
must be inland. 

Taking its gleam for my guiding star, I started off afresh. 
Soon, reaching the edge of the mangrove thicket, I sprang from 
the network of roots, and once more stood on solid earth. 

Scanning around, I saw I had como out on known ground— 
tho very spot where I had fired at the flamingo. Near by was 
the tree to which I had tied my horse ; and, entering under its 
shadow, 1 fonnd the animal still there, as I bad left him ; 
only, like myself, terribly tormented by the mosquitoes. 

A soft whimper expressed his delight at my reappearance. 

Snatching the bridle from the branch, then flinging the 
reins over his neck, I vaulted into the saddle. Knowing the 
way well, in the clear moonlight I could not again get strayed. 

In less than twenty minutes after, I rode through the gate 
of the'cafetal, and was heading up to the house. 

No, not to the house. There was none there now ; only the 
walls of one, with its roof ablaze, flames spurting ont, and 
sparks ascending to the sky I 

Looking along the avenue between the rows of royal palms, 
I saw tho space at the further end lit np as in daylight—oniy 
with the red light of a roaring conflagration. 

I did not need telling that the torch of the incendiary had 
been at work. Instinctively I knew it, with a boding of mis¬ 
fortune far worse than fire. My own heart felt aflame, as I 
struck my heels against my horse’s flanks, and galloped on.

“ Gone ; both gone ! Oh, Sefior ! isn’t it sad ? ” 

“Gono ! Whither ? Tho fire ! What does it all mean? Tell 
me. Quick—quick 1” 

“ I’or Dios, caballcro ! 1 cannot. I do not know myself. 

I got home but half an hour ago. Then I found things as you 
see ; only that the fire wasn’t so great. We tried to stop it, 
but couldn’t ; the old house will have to go.” 

“Who has done it?” I mechanically asked. Something 
whispered me that I knew the man. 

“ Well; tho people say that soldiers came here from Bata¬ 
bano—to arrest the master, because of his being one of the 
palriotas. By good luck be’s got away, and they had to go 
back without him. Then later, after it was night, some others 
came that weren’t soldiers at all, but rtien in masks. It was they 
who ’vs carried off the Sefiorita and set fire to tho casa grande. 
It’s been burning ever since ; and she —jxjbrrcUa ! Nobody 
knows where they’ve taken, or what’s being done to her.” 

I knew the first; of the last ignorant, though tortured with 
a terrible apprehension. I had no doubt that the thing car¬ 
ried between the two robbers was Engracia AgUera. 

Was she still living? Or had they lolled her, and was what 
I had seen but her corpse ? 

“ <• God ! O God ! ” I groaned in agony, as the fell fear 
swept through my soul. 

“Gaspardo ! you are brave ; yon would risk yonr life to save 
that of the nifta —would you not ? ” 

“ Ten times over ; only tell me how. Try me, Seuor ; you 
shall see.” 

“Get your gun and horse.” 

“ They are there.” 

He pointed to the horse, that stood tied to a rail. 

“Mount, then, and follow mo ! Lose not a moment! ” 

The cazador sprang to his saddle. I had not forsaken mine; 
and we rode off, leaving the red flames behind us. 

We went straight for the swamp La Zapata. 

In less than twenty minutes after, we were upon its edge. 

Dismounting, we made our horses secure, tying them to the 
same tree under which mine had passed the afternoon aud 
evening. We muffled them, to prevent their neighing. The 
work we had before us called for caution, silence, the stealthy 
tread of tigers.

In my zigzag wanderings through the tangle I had 
observed a tree tailor than those around it—not a mangrove, 
though growing among them. It was close to the shieling of the 
runaway. I had made special note of this, with some vaguo 
anticipation it might afterwards stand me in stead, if l should 
need it for a landmark. The need had come sooner than ex¬ 
pected. It was now. 

“ I know that tree well,” said the hunter. “It’s a mahagua, 
that’s grown from a seed some bird has dropped among the 


mangroves. I remember having shot a bird upon it — a big 
harpy eagle, that perched on its branches. H that’s the place 
I can go straight to it, though it’s many years since 1 shot 
the harpy. Not much matter about the tree, either, if you can 
only put me on the path you speak of. Where a man has 
scrambled over these roots trust me for finding his tracks, even 
if it’s only moonlight. Have no fear, Caballero ! Proceed, 
and show me the place where yon came out of the swamp. ” 
Soon as I had set him on the track, he took the lead, leaving 
me to follow. 

We went well for some three hundred yards, when, in 
spite of the eazador’s wonderful skill, we were compelled to 
pause. The moon hail suddenly dipped under a cloud, hiding 
blotches on the bark. It was maddening to be thus baffled. 
Every moment was fraught with fearful consequences. My 
fancy pictured Engracia, as she bad appeared in my dream, 
struggling to escape from the embrace of the fiendish brutes ! 
Oh ! that she could have called oat; for now I might have 
heard, and her cries guided mo to the spot where she had 
been carried. 

AVe listened, but could hear no sound of human voice—only 
the noises of the night, such as meet the ear in the midst of a 
mangrove-swamp. Horrid sounds: the groan of tho great 
Southern owl, the wailing cries of the qua-bird, the “gluck- 
gluck” of the gigantic bull-frog, and the bellowing of alligators. 
All sounds consonant with our situation— seeming to mock 
me in my misery. For I was now wretched—despairing—in 
the belief that, after all, we should bo beaten, and have to go 
back, leaving the captive unrescued. And the thought of such 
captivity ! It was too fearful to bear reflection. 

1 turned to my companion, in the hope of hearing some word 
to cheer me. But, no ! He only whispered, 

‘ 1 There’s no help for it, caballero. We must wait till 
that cloud drives past. If we attempt to go on without — 
Ha ! what’s that—yonder? A light ? Carramba ! I hope it 
isn’t the Farrol de Diablo /” 

1 looked in the direction pointed out. Sure enough there 
was a light gleaming through the trees. But, as I could tell by 
tho red glare, it came from a real fire, and not an ignus faluus, 
as Gaspardo meant, calling it the “ Devil’s Lamp.” 

Gazing at the gleam, we became satisfied as to its truo 
character ; and, soon as resolved, stole on towards it. 

Gliding silently, we got within less than twelve paces of the 
spot; there stopping to reconnoitre—rather to take breath for 
the final spring, now near. For by this we understood all, and 
knew to a certainty what was before ns. 

It waa the shea of tho fugitive slave. 

AVe bad approached it by its open side, and could see every¬ 
thing within. 

A fire freshly kindled was burning on the hearth ; beside 
which crouched El Cocodrilo himself. Ho bad the iguana in 
his grasp, and was about impaling it on the spit. Evidently 
the reptile was to be tho piice de resistance of their sapper. 

On the bamboo bedstead were two forms, seated side by 
side—one erect, the other drooping.

AVhile stealing closer, striding from root to root, Gaspardo 
by my side, both silent as ocelots approaching their prey, I 
heard the speech, 

“So, fair lady ! AY hat think you of things now? Aha! 
Doha Engracia AgUera ! I have you in my power, and mean to 
keep you so—as tho cayman keeps the prey he has clutched. 
To-night yon and I shall repose on the same couch ! ” 

“NoI” I cried, bounding upon the platform, unable any 
longer to hold back. 

Then, grasping the throat of the ruffian, Gaspardo simul¬ 
taneously tackling the runaway, I continued, 

“Surrender, llafael Carrasco ! If you resist, this night— 
this moment — that couch will be your bed of death ! ” 

Never ill all my life was I more surprised at the effect of a 
speech. It was less tragic than ludicrous—like a farce following 
a fiery melodrama. Anticipating a desperate fight with the 
ferocious maroon and the gay goajiro, it almost made me laugh 
as the latter dropped down upon his knees, and piteously 
appealed to me for mercy ; while the former was praying in the 
same strain to Gaspardo ! 

I left both to the tender mercies of the cazador, who pro¬ 
ceeded to bind them hand aud foot — neither offering tho 
slightest resistance. 

Myself turning, I took the rescued captive in my arms. 

As she lay upon my breast, her heart beating time to mine, 

I knew she was safe ; pure as when, the day before, our lips 
meeting, she received her first love kiss.

AA’e rode quickly back to tho cafctal; but not there to stay. 
The casa grande was still ablaze. The roof was just falling in, 
tho calcined timbers crashing down one after the other. To 
remain much longer would be but to behold a smoking, 
smouldering ruin. 

AA'o stayed only to take a last look at the scone of deso¬ 
lation. Then, turning our horses’ heads, continued on to 
Batabano. 

Next-moi niug the first train of the cantina de liter to carried 
us ccross the island to Havana; and before tho hour of 
breakfast my iioria was safely lodged in tho house of her aunt— 

I, too, partaking its hospitality.

Before letting fall the curtain on this little drama of Cuban 
life, it must needs be told what afterwards camo of the drmnatis 
]>ersouce wlio have appeared in it. 

Taking the thieves first, left tied, as told, they were scut 
for as promised, and fonnd ns wo had loft them. Transferred 

from the frail palm-thatched shed to a strong walled prison_the 

calahoM of Batabano—they were taken out of this, tried, and 
condemned to death. Then returned to the gaol, and again 
brought forth, the second and last time, for execution by garota. 

The after-fate of the honest people is yet in abeyance. The 
“ untutored Creole girl” is still a girl, living under the pro¬ 
tection of her tilt, in that suburban villa outside tho city of 
Havana. And her brother is a General in the army of Cespedes ; 
the brave Gaspardo by bis side ; both fighting for Freedom and

God grant them victory I 
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THE MOORISH PROSELYTES OF GRANADA. 

The Moorish Kingdom of Granada was conquered in 1492 by 
the forces of King Ferdinand and Queen Isabella, reigning over 
the two united kingdoms of Arragon and Castillo ; and this was 
the making of Spam as a powerful and splendid monarchy. 
Daring the first eight years after the conquest, Granada being 

S laced under the wise and just rule of the Captain-General, 
lendoza, Count of Tendilla, and of the Archbishop, Fray 
Fernando de Talavera, who were averse to religious perse¬ 
cution, the subjugated Moslems were left to enjoy their own 
faith in peace. The good Archbishop Talavera was, indeed, 
very desirous to make them Christians, but ho f ought to do 
this by teaching and evangelical persuasion. Though au elderly 
man, he learnt the Arabic language on purpose, and soon printed 
an Arabic version of the Church liturgy and selections from the 
New Testament. His apostolic spirit was shared by many of 
his clergy, and not a few converts were fairly won from amidst 
the subject Mohammedan nation, conciliated by a mild and 
impartial civil government. 

Unhappily, it came to pass, after the exaltation of au 
austere bigot, Cardinal Ximenes, Archbishop of Toledo, to the 
highest degree of Royal favour and delegated power, that the 
judicious policy which had already borne such good fruits was 
suddenly changed. Ximeues came to Granada with the Court 
in November, 1499, immediately forced his co-operation on the 
ecclesiastical head of that diocese, and stayed there when 
Ferdinand and Isabella removed to Seville. Ho summoned the 
leading Alfaquis, or Mussulman doctors, to a theological con¬ 
ference, in which he denounced the errors and defects of their 
creed. Inviting them to profess Christianity, he is reported to 
have offered not oniy the promise of spiritual and eternal 
blessings, but the worldly bribe of many rich gifts, especially 
of costly robes and other articles of dress. The vulgar part 
of the Moorish people often yielded to this temptation. It is 
said that not fewer than 4000 persons crowded one day to 
receive baptism, which Ximenes, os he could not separately 
administer the rite to each individual, performed by twirling a 
mop formed of hyssop over the heads of the multitude, to 
sprinkle each of them with a few consecrated drops. 

These particulars are quoted by Mr. Prescott from the “ Life 
of Ximenes,” by Eugenio de ltobles, who adds that the zealous 
prelate got the name of Alfaqui Campanero among the Moors, 
from his setting bells to ring in tbe towers of the mosques, 
when fitted up as Christian churches. It would have keen all 
very well had he stopped at this point, bat he presently began 
to violate the provisions of the treaty of peace and submission 
by which the Moors were secured against being made converts, 
except of their own free will. HU first violent measure 
was to arrest and imprison a noble Moor, named Zegri, 
well skilled in Mussulman learning, whom Ximenes 
had in vain attempted to convince by argument. A few days 
of solitary confinement, bound in fetters, in a dark dungeon, 
with tolerable fasting, sufficed to make Zegri accept the 
baptismal rite ; and this successful proceeding was repeated in 
other instances. The next order Ximenes gave was to collect 
all the Arabic books and manuscripts in Granada, uot only 
copies of tho Koran, or comments upon it, bat treatises of 
science, histories, romances and poems, to make a grand bon¬ 
fire in one of tho great squares of the city. The number of 
volumes destroyed is variously stated, but a hundred thousand 
might lie near the truth ; only three hundred books, treating of 
medicine, were saved for the University library of Alcala. 
This act of folly may be Bet against the conflagration of the 
Greek library at Alexandria by tho Caliph Omar eight centuries 
before. 

Things went on from bod to worse at Granada, till a riot 
broke out in the quarter of the Albaycin, where two servants 
of Ximenes were slain by tho Moors, and the palace occupied 
by tho Archbishop of Toledo was lx-aieged by a raging populace 
who threatened his life. Ximenes was rescued by the Count 
de Tendilla with a guard of soldiers, and the good Archbishop 
Talavera, like a true servant of Christ, went, almost unattended, 
or with only his chaplain and a monk bearing the crucifix, 
into the midst of the angry Moors, to whom he preached the 
message of divine and human charity with such tender force of 
feeling speech that their wrath was presently appeased. The 
excellent civil and military commandant, TenuiUa, was uot 
slow to follow this example of courageous gentleness. Leaving 
his armed guard when he came in sight of the Moorish mob, 
he threw bis cap towards them as n token of his pacific 
intentions, and addressed them with an earnest remonstrance 
upon the folly of provoking a conflict which must bring severe 
punishment on their city and nation. They listened to bis 
appeal, and presently wont home in peace, whilo the Count de 
Tendilla left hia wife and two children at lodgings in the Moor¬ 
ish quartor, to Berve as hostages in pledge of his sincerity, with 
assurances that the revolt should be forgiven. 

A few days after this tumult tho King and Queen in their 
Court at Seville were engaged in an inquiry into the circum¬ 
stances, and Ferdinand was at first disposed to blame Ximenes, 
who was the Queen’s favourite Archbishop, for the acts of 
rashness and harshness which had so nearly caused a political 
disaster. But Ximenes arrived in time to plead his justifica¬ 
tion, which he rested upon grounds not merely of religious 
duty, but of statesmanship and the interests of the Spanish 
Crown. He affirmed that the Moors, while they remained 
infidels, could never be loyal subjects to a Christian Prince and 
Princess ; but that the effect of the late revolt at Granada would 
be very advantageous, since they were now all involved in tho 
guiit of treason, and liable to the infliction of its penalties. It 
would therefore be an act of clemency to offer them pardon, 
with tho alternative of conversion or exile ' 

This edifying conclusion was approved by Queen Isabella, 
though not perhaps altogether by her more cautious husband. 
They sent a judicial commission to Granada, to examine into 
the causes of the late disturbance, and to condemn its gailty 
authors. “ In tho course of the investigation,” says Prescott, 

“ many of the principal citizens were imprisoned on suspicion. 
The greater part made their pcaco by embracing Christianity. 
Many others sold their estates anil emigrated to Carbary ; 
and the remainder of tho population, whether from fear of 
punishment or the contagion oi example, abjured their nucient 
superstition and consented to receive baptism. The whole 
number of converts was estimated at about 50,000, whose 
future relapses promised an almost inexhaustible supply for the 
fiery labours of the Inquisition. The circnmstances under 
which this important revolution in religion was effected in the 
entire population of a great city will only excite feelings of 
disgust at the present day.” 

It need scarcely ho said, in addition to this narrative, that 
Ximenes put a stop to Talavera's scheme of translating the 
Bible for the Moors to read. “ It would be throwing pearls 
before swine,” he remarked, ‘‘to open the Scriptures to persons 
in their low state of ignorance, who coaid not fail to wrest 
them to their own destruction.” Such were the maxims and 
practices of a Romish prelate in Spain a few years before 
the Protestant Reformation in Germany and England. The 
picture by Mr. E. Long, which wa3 in the last exhibition of 
the Royal Academy, forms tho subject of oar two-page 
Engraving. 


ILLUSTRATED NEW BOOKS. 

ST. papl’s CATHEI1RAL. 

AU Londoners, and therefore all Englishmen, as everyono is 
more or less a Londoner in this country, must thank Mr. William 
Longman for his History of the Three Cathedrals Dedicated to 
St. Paul in London. (Longmans, Green, and Co ). The author 
is known to be a sound English historian, as well as a liberal 
and judicious publisher of good books and a public-spirited 
citizen of London. His seat of business is so near St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, and that noble English church building is so closely 
associated with his favourite literary pursuits, that no fitter 
man could have been chosen to lead the metropolitan and 
national subscription for completing its accessory adornments, 
and he acts, ivc hope with success, ns chairman of {he finance 
committee for that purpose. But this volume has no official 
character, though it should be earefuUy studied by all who are 
disposed to take an interest in the projected decorative finish¬ 
ing or the architectural merits and precedents of the grand 
City templo. None of our countrymen or countrywomen ought 
to be ignorant of the history either of St. Paul’s or West¬ 
minster Abbey ; and we are indebted to the two accomplished 
clergymen, Dean Milman and Dean Stanley, who have, while 
presiding over their respective chapters, produced excellent 
fx>oks of antiquarian description of these mighty churches and 
their cherished monuments. Mr. Longman’s aim is more 
especially, as we have remarked, to present an exact view of the 
architectural character of St. Paul’s, with a practical intention 
to forward and direct the laudable work recently undertaken ; 
and this task he has performed in a very efficient manner, with 
the assistance of Mr. Edmund Ferrey, Mr. Penrose, Mr. 
Cockerell, and other professional friends. In explanation of the 
title, it should bo observed that, before the present majestic 
and elegant structure was raised, upon the ruins of the Great 
Fire of 1(166, by Sir Christopher Wren, two preceding churches 
of St. Paul had occupied the site, which was oncehcld by a 
Roman temple of Diana. The first Christian edifice, built in 
the seventh century of Christendom, was one attached to a 
monastery, founded by Ethelbcrt, King of Kent, when Melitus, 
the comrade of our missionary St. Augustine, was Bishop of 
London. This church lasted four or five centuries, till it was 
destroyed by fire in tho reign of William the Conqueror, after 
which the vast and noble pile of " Old St. Paul's ” was erected, 
but by gradual additions, not being completed until the middle 
of the thirteenth century. It is to be foared that many young 
people of this degenerate age know only so much about it as 
they may have learned from a romance by Mr. Harrison 
Ainsworth ; hut thoso of grave and serious mind are referred 
to Mr. Longman s careful description, and to the valuable illus¬ 
trations supplied by Mr. E. Ferrey, for as much precise informa¬ 
tion as can be obtained. Yet it seems rather strange that of 
such a famous aud popular building, widen is so frequently 
mentioned by our old authors to the time of Charles IX, and 
which is a conspicuous feature in so many old views of London, 
some questions of importance still remain undetermined ; for 
instance, that of the existence of the two western towers. Tho 
central tower and spire, rising to a height 50 ft. above that of 
Salisbury Cathedral, must have formed a characteristic orna¬ 
ment of old London, like the dome uplifting its graceful bulk 
over the present city. Its effect was the better for just pro¬ 
portion to the great length, nearly 600 ft., of the building from 
which it ascended, and which had a breadth and height of 
nearly 100 ft. The style o£ architecture, ranging from Early 

Norman to Early English Gothic aud Decorated, was not such 
as Sir Christopher Wren could appreciate, but we have learned 
again to enjoy its beaaty and true significance. What he lias 
bestowed upon us, agreeably to the taste of his age, which was 
still under the influence of the French and Italian Renaissance, 
is extremely different, but truly beautiful and sublime in its 
way—a building in the style of Rome, which we venture to 
think more perfect than even St Peter’s, because it has more 
unity of design, being the work of a single mind and hand. Mr. 
Longman's account of the arrangement for repairing or rebuild¬ 
ing the dilapidated cathedral, and then for the demolition of 
its old remains, the reception of Wren’s different plans and 
designs, and the progress of the construction from 1674 to 
1710, is a narrative oi much interest With reference 
to the design, approved by the King in November, 1673, a 
model of which is preserved at the South Kensington Museum, 
that of a building in tho form of a Greek cross and in the 
Corinthian style of architecture, it was rejected by the clergy 
as not sufficiently ecclesiastical. The choir was tu be circular, 
and there were to he no aisles or nave. The dome would have 
been far less grand than, that of the present cathedral, ami, 
instead of the stately pair of campaniles at the west end, there 
would have been a small dome behind the portico, with no very 
imposing effect. It is fortunate that this design was superseded 
by Wren's later modifications, adopted upon his own inde¬ 
pendent authority, of another design, which was approved by 
the King in May, 1675, but which is condemned by Mr. 
Longman, and by most persons of ordinary good taste, as 
‘‘poor and tawdry.” King Charles, whose indolence had pro¬ 
bably become tired of this affair, gave Wren permission to vary 
this design, of which he so boldly availed himself as to build 
something entirely different. In his old age, about five years 
before his death, the great architect was set aside by King 
George I. ; but only some details of sculpture and decoration 
then remained to be done. In all matters of this kind Wren was 
cont inually thwarted by the narrow-minded obstinacy of official 
persons ; hut such is tho fate of genius. The cost of the actual 
building is computed by Sir Henry Ellis at £736,752; but, 
including tho cost of clearances and other preparations and 
embellishments to 1723, it may be set down at £747,661. The 
total amount received for this work, including £288,951 money 
borrowed, was not less than £1,107,474. It is known that Sir 
Christopher wished to line the dome with mosaic and to place 
a splendid baldacchiuo in the choir, hut there is no positive 
evidence of his views respecting any further decorations. Sir 
dames Thornhill's paiutiugs in tho cupola are well known. No 
other step was taken in this direction for hnlf a century after 
Wren's death. It was in 1773 that Sir Joshua Reynolds, at the 
Royal Academy, made a suggestion of some more pictures ; 
this was glmlly welcomed by the Dean and Chapter, hut was 
refused by the Archbishop and Bishop as savouring of Popish 
superstition. Thornhill’s pictures were restored by Mr. Parris 
in 1853. In 1858, when Bishop Tait proposed to Dean Milman 
tho popular evening services under the dome, au opportunity 
was found by the Dean for appealing to public liberality in this 
cause. He submitted to general consideration “that, instead 
of the coLL dull, uneditying, unseemly appearance of the in¬ 
terior, the Cathedral within should be made worthy of its ex¬ 
terior grandeur and beauty. I should wish, ” he continued, “to 
see such decorations introduced into St. Paul's as may give some 
splendour, while they would not disturb the solemnity, or the 
exquisitely harmonious simplicity, of the edifice; some colour 
to enliven and gladden the eye, from foreign or native marbles, 
the most permanent and safe mode of embellishing a building 
exposed to tho atmosphere of London. I wonld see the dome 
instead of brooding like a deal weight over the area below] 
expanding and elevating the soul towards heaven 1 would see 
tho sullen white of the roof, the arches, the cornices, the 


capitals, and tlio walls, broken aud relieved by gilding, as wo 
find it by experience the most lasting, as well as the most 
appropriate, decoration. I would see the adornment carried 
out in a rich and harmonious, and as far as possible from a 
gaudy, style in unison with our simpler form of worship. 
Aftor the experiments which have lately been made, to 
marbles and gilding mosaics would probably bo added." 
In pursuance of this letter from Dean Milman, a sum 
of £24,000 was raised, part of which was spent in pro¬ 
viding for the accommodation of the evening services, and 
part for the decorations of the building; but Mr. Longman 
disapproves of what has been done in tho introduction of 
heavily coloured painted windows. Soon after Dean Milman’s 
death a renewed effort was made to raise subscriptions, which 
bytboend of July, 1871, amounted to nearly £40,000. The 
Queen’s thanksgiving service, in February, 1872, for the re¬ 
covery of the Prince of Wales from his illness, was made the 
Btarting-point of a fresh attempt to complete this national 
work ; and Mr. William Burges has been appointed tho 
architect for its execution when the funds shall be sufhoient. 
In conclusion, after describing the cathedral as it stands, in 
which he follows Mr. Gwilt, Sir Henry Ellis, Mr. Fcrgusson, 
and Mr. George Wightwick, noticing also the criticisms which 
have been made of its architecture, Mr. Longman offers a very 
few suggestions for “ the future of St. Paul’s. He recommends 
that the interior of tho dome, and cupolas of tho side aisles, 
should l>e treated in mosaic, and that colour should also lie 
obtained by the surface use of marbles laid upon the stone. 
Gilding in certain parts is indispensable ; hut painting, except 
as a mere coloured wash in required positions, must be rejected 
as unsuitable to our climate. Figures will therefore only be 
introduced in the mosaics of the dome, the cupolas, aud the 
spandrels. The treatment of colour in the pavement is also a 
matter of great importance. We trust that the architect, the 
committee, and the cathedral authorities will attend to these 
modest hints from Mr. Longman ; and we hope that his book 
will have the good effect of encouraging public liberality to 
supply the wherewithal. 


The middle-aged reader of light periodicals will perhaps 
remember that hi3 boyhood, in the reign of 'William IV., was 
aransed with many a clever thing in Fraser's .ifay mine, which 
in these days followed the Edinburgh Blackwood in the path of 
humorous satirical personalities at the expense of literary or 
political bigwigs. The late Daniel Machse, R.A., was tho 
artist who sketched and grouped their portraits, while Dr. 
Maginn, the witty Irish scholar, who fenced with such rollick¬ 
ing fury for the Tory party, used to write the brief critioal and 
biographical notices. This set of contemporary notables was 
not unlike the present series in Vanity Fair, or that in Once a 
Week ; but the tone of Maginn’s contributions was often too 
bitter, with a licence of detraction and obloquy which would 
not now be allowed. Those harsh strictures are corrected by 
Mr. W. Bates, a Professor of Classics in Queen’s College, 
Birmingham, with notes and comments written in a milder 
spirit of maturer judgment, and with more attention to cor¬ 
rectness of detail. The whole collection, entitled A Gallery of 
Illustrious Literary Characters, forms a handsome and enter¬ 
taining volume, published by Messrs. Chatto and Windus, suc¬ 
cessors to Mr. John Camden Hotten, of Piccadilly. Among tho 
persona who figure in this book, to the number of eighty-three, 
are some who are praised or even flattered, 03 well as many 
ridiculed or defamed, by the reckless partisan scribe who accom¬ 
panied the artist in hia work of portraiture. We find horo Sir 
Walter Scott, Coleridge, Wordsworth, I-amb, Campbell, Moore, 
Rogers, Washington Irving, Lord Brougham, Lord John 
Russell, Bulwcr, Leigh Hunt, Theodore Hook, Syduey Smith, 
O'Connell, Carlyle, Thackeray, Buckstone, Cruikshank, and 
others of greater or less note, a few of them still living at this 
day. Tho portraits as engraved are of unequal merit, hut 
most of them were thought good likenesses of the nun as they 
appeared forty years ago ; and they are full of characteristic 
expression. 

One of the most desirable gift-books of tho season is a volume 
containing sixteen fine examples of Our British Portrait 
Painters, with descriptive and historical notices written by Mr. 
Edmund Ollier, and recommended by his usual fine discern¬ 
ment and good taste. This volume is published by Messra. 
Virtue, Spalding, and Daldy. The subjects which it presents 
are tho portraits of La Bello Hamilton, by Sir Peter Lely ; 
Garrick and his wife, by Hogarth ; the Duchess of Devonshire 
and Sir Abraham Hume, by Sir Joshua Reynolds, with one of 
Sir Joshua himself by his own hand; Lady Haniiltou, by 
Romney; the Royal Princesses, by Copley ; also Princess 
Amelia, Princess Charlotte, the Countess of Darnley, Lady 
Dover, and Sir Walter Scott, by Sir T. Lawrence ; Morton, 
the dramatist, by Sir Martin Archer Skee; Sir David 
Wilkie, by Phillips ; the Royal Sisters, Princess Louise and 
Princess Helena, by Sant; and tho portrait of J. W. M. 
Turner, by that artist himself. We regret to miss Gainsborough 
from the series ; but thoso here given arc eminently good, and 
they are fairly represented by the engravings as now-reproduced. 

Another book of this class, which will he very acceptable, 
is the Beauties of English Landscape, Drawn by Birket Foster 
(G. Rontledge and Sons.) Tho engravings, by Messrs. Dalziel, 
Cooper, Evans, and Harral, are accompanied by extracts from 
some of the best English poetry, selected with judgment and 
suitable to tho character and occasion of tho view depicted by 
the artist, whose pencil has done so much to interpret the rural 
scenery of his native lamL 

An attractive volume published by Messrs. Chapman and Hall 
is that on the Manners, Customs, and Dress of the Middle Ages 
and during the Benaissance Period, by M. Paul Lacroix, whose 
nom-de-plume is familiar to readers of contemporary French 
literature as “ Le Bibliophile Jacob.” This book, which now 
appears in an English translation, is adorned and illustrated by 
fifteen chromolithographs and more than 400 wood engravings, 
which give a more distinct idea of figures and fashions than 
could ho given by any mere verbal description. The extonsivo 
and various range of subjects treated by the author in above 
five hundred entertaining pages comprises all those curious 
details of social and domestic life which nre desirable to make 
us feel at home with the people of formor generations. Ho 
begins with au account of the legal condition of persons and 
lands from the fall of the Roman Empire to tbe decay of 
tbe fendal system in tho nations of Western Europe ; and 
with an examination of the established rights and privileges, 
whether fendal or municipal, that tempered the rcigu of rude 
violence during this period of a thousand years. But his 
third chapter enters tho more agreeable domain of private life 
in the castles, the towns, and tho dwellings of rustic peasantry. 

1 lie houses, tho clothes, the food and cookery, the games and 
pastimes, especially hunting and hawking or other fowling, the 
trade, money, and taxes, the commercial and manufacturing 
guilds, the courts of law and 1 lie secret tribunals of social 
vengeance or mutual protection, the fantastic anil horrible 
punishments, ami the po;i:pou3 ceremonials of the olilen time, 
are vividly described. A predominance is naturally given to 
that which belongs to tho several provinces now united to 
form the modern state of France, judiuling Normandy, 
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Provence, Burgundy, and Lorraino, also to Flanders and the 
western and southern parts of Germany, with some Italian 
communities with which France had much to do. There is 
comparatively little here displayed of the manners and customs 
of our English ancestors, but this information is amply supplied 
by Mr. Thomas Wright and other learned antiquaries, who 
have a pleasant way of communicating their knowledge. The 
work of M. Paul Lacroix has the same literary and historical 
character. 

The admirers of Ossian’s poems, with whom we desire to have 
no controversy, should thank Signor Paolo Priolo for a series of 
vigorous and effective designs representing the chief incidents 
of the Gaelic narrative romance. His subjects are found in the 
stories of Comala, of Carthon and Croma, of the wars of Caros 
and Inisthona, of Fingal and Swaran, of Moirni, Gaul, and 
Evirallin, of Fingal’s dog Bran, the meeting of Basminn with 
Fearg-Thonn, and the loves of Conlath and Cuthonn. Tho 
artist has certainly produced a sot of drawings which havo in 
themselves a high degree of merit, and which are suitable to 
their purpose as Illustrations of Ossuin's Poems. Each of the 
engravings, twelve in number, is explained by a short note 
settiugforth tho “argument ” of the passage referred to in Ossian. 
These notes are supplied by Mr. John Murdoch, of Inverness, 
editor of the Highlander; and tho publication is dedicated to 
the Duke of Richmond, as President of the Highland Society 
of London. 

The late Mr. Keble’s devotional poetry for the Sundays and 
Church holidays of the ecclesiastical calendar, entitled The 
Christian Year, has gained a place which it will long keep in 
the affections of a large class of serious readers. Au illustrated 
edition of this very popular work is now published by Messrs. 
Koutledge and Sons. The designs, of which thcro are sixty- 
two, engraved by Mr. Cooper, are contributed by Sir John 
Gilbert, Messrs. W. B. Scott, R. Bames, H. C. Selous, and 
other competent artists ; but a few are copied from Raphael's 
cartoons or some pictures by the old masters. 

The familiar charm of natural truth and unaffected sim¬ 
plicity in the writing of our old friend Thomas Miller is 
always pleasing. Wc like no book of all the heap on our table 
better than his Common Wayside Flowers (Routledge), with its 
twenty-four beautiful drawings by Birket Foster, very nicely 
and carefully printed in colours by Edmund Evans. This is a 
more satisfactory gift than some volumes of twice or thrico its 
cost, and of great apparent splendour. 

To tho lover of tho country—that is, of our own country— 
with its national and local history, there can Ire no more agree¬ 
able topics of description than he will find ably treated in The 
Stately Homes of England (Virtue and Co.). The authors, Mr. 
Llewtdlyn Jcwitt and Mr. S. C. Hall, prepared these memoirs for 
the pages of tho Art-Journal, in which they have mostly been 
published, but they are now enlarged and rendered more com¬ 
plete. Tho noble mansions and demesnes here visited are 
Alton Towers, in Staffordshire, Alnwick Castle, Northumber¬ 
land ; Haddon Hall, Chatsworth, aud Hardwick Hall, Derby¬ 
shire ; Arundel Castle, Sussex ; Pensburst and Cobharn Hall, 
Kent ; Cassiobury, Herts ; Mount Edgecumbe, Devon ; and 
Cothele, Cornwall. These are illustrated by not less than 
iJ10 engravings. Several pleasant excursions may be enjoyed 
in imagination over the volume before us. 

Mr. W. Ralston, an artist and story-teller possessing no 
slight degreo of power in the humorous delineation of rustic 
life and native manners, comes before the public with Sketches 
of Highland Character (lidmonston and Douglas). His report 
of tho talk of a company of drovers over their cups, on board 
the steam-boat going round the Mull of Cantyre, and his pic¬ 
tures of different figures and groups at the most animated 
periods of their conversation, are exceedingly droll, and full of 
genuine comedy. We feel almost sorry to arrive at Oban, and 
to part with such amusing fellows as Glenbogary and Scooda- 
rach, Mr. Cameron and Mr. DobbB, though some of thorn havo 
been quarrelsome. The six illustrations are cleverly and 
truthfully drawn, aud arc very effectively produced in the 
engravings by Mr. Ballingall. 

Visitors to tho Zoological Society’s Gardens in Regent’s 
Park may have admired the collection of beautiful coloured 
drawings in a room of the building opposite the kangaroo-yards, 
and close to the serpent-house. They represent many wild 
beasts and birds in the habits of their natural condition, amidst 
the scenery of forest, mountain, or river* where these animals 
are commonly found, and often show them engaged in feeding, 
fighting, or pairing, with striking truth of gesture. The artist, 
Mr. Joseph Wolf, though we are not aware that he has ever 
travelled much in remote lauds under a tropical clime, shows a 
wonderful knowledge of all these subjects, and a faculty in 
some degree liko Sir Edwin Landseer’s, of realising by force of 
sympathetic imagination the passions of the animals he has 
studied, and of rendering their characteristic expression in his 
pictures. He has contributed many drawings- on wood or 
stone to books of travel or natural history or romantic fiction; but, 
intending henceforth to withdraw from that branch of employ¬ 
ment, ho lately placed in tho hands of Messrs. J. W. Whymper 
and Ed. Whymper, for engraving, a scries of twenty designs, 
which arc accompanied with an interesting commentary by Mr. 
Daniel G. Elliott, the American traveller and naturalist. The 
Life and Habits of Wild Animals, published by Alexander 
Macmillan and Co., is an attractive table-book to beguile the 
dull hour of enforced social idleness in a drawing room where 
the company havo little to say to each other. They will find 
relief in a look at these stirring figures of the strong, the 
agile, the fierce and lieautiful creatures, free to exert their ut¬ 
most energies and to live after their nature iu tho wilderness 
that owns no human lord. 

The accomplished art-critic and amateur artist, Mr. Philip 
Gilbert Hamilton, is a lover of our dumb companions—our 
dogs and cats, our horses, asses, oxen, goats, pigs, and poultry ; 
and, dwelling as he now does in rural France, ho has a familiar 
acquaintance with wild hoars and wolves. His new book, 
Chapters on Animals, is ornamentedwith twenty etchings by 
Messrs. J. Vcyrassat and Karl Bodmer, which odd their charm 
of graphic truth : to that of his pleasing style and spirit as a 
writer upon many agreeable subjects. The publishers are 
Messrs. Seeley, Jackson, and Halli lay. 

We are pleased again to meet that indefatigable author of 
so many books on the structure and habits of animals, but more 
particularly of birds and insects, the Rev. J. G. Wood. His 
compendious work The Illustrated Natural History, which 
was publi8hod in tln-eo volumes, is now compressed into one 
(Routledge and Sons). Some ndilitions have been made, aud 
some coircctions to keep up with the present state of zoological 
science. The engravings, from designs by Wolf, Zwceker, 
Harrison Weir, Coleman, Harvey, and others, are very 
numerous ; and the general merits of the hook, as a popular 
treatise, will continue to be its recommendation. 

Nothing ought to be said in dispraise of A Book of Fair 
Women (Cassoll, Petter, and Galpin), and it is therefore not 
remarked by way of au objection that tho idea of such a col¬ 
lection of soft-sounding verses, and fnney pictures of heroines 
more or less worthy to stir tho twittcriug chords of a young 
man’s heart, is a notion which may be rogarded as common¬ 


place. The editor, Mr. G. Manville Fenn, has been assisted by a 
number of poetical contributors to find something gentle and 
graceful to say upon each pictured subject. The “fair women ” 
are forty in number, but not one of them will ever own to 
being forty in the years of her age. 

The amateurs of pottery, and porcelain, and china ware, if 
they wish to be learned in those matters, are invited to peruse 
The History of the Ceramic Art, by M. Albert Jacquemart, 
which Mrs. Bury Pallisor has translated (Sampson Low, 
Marston, and Searle). It is a volume of more than six hundred 
closely-printed pages, illustrated with two hundred woodcuts, 
twelve etchings on steel, and a thousand small representations 
of marks and monograms. The subject is treated by M. Jacque¬ 
mart with extreme minuteness and on a very comprehensive 
plan, ranging from the manufactures of China and Japan, of 
ancient Assyria, India, Persia, and Egypt, and of classic Greece 
and Rome, to those of the Middle Ages and the Renaissance 
period in Italy and France, aud those of Germany established 
in the eighteenth century. Mr. Chaffers, Miss Meteyard, and 
other writers have described the rise and progrefs of tho art in 
England, and the great advance in it obtained by the genius of 
Wedgwood. This book, which carries tho subject further back, 
will interest some of their readers. 


MUSICAL PUBLICATIONS. 

CHRISTMAS MUSIC. 

In accordance with the serious aspect of the season, first in im¬ 
portance—not in that respect only, but also as a product of 
the highest order of musical thought—must be placed the new 
edition, just published by Messrs. Novello, Ewer, and Co., of 
Bach's “Christmas Oratorio.” Although this work is nearly 
as well known in Geimany as the same composer’s St. Matthew 
“ Passion Music,” the reverse is the case in this country. The 
latter was revived at one of the oratorio concerts (at Exeter 
Hall) in 1870, and has been several times repeated, the last 
occasion having been at the third concert of the Royal Albert 
Hall Choral Society, on the 13th nit., as noticed at the time. 
To the general English public the “Christmas Oratorio” is 
unknown, no London performance of it having yet been given. 
The knowledge of it, however, can scarcely fail to be coon 
largely extended by its production at the fourth concert of the 
society just referred to (on Dec. 15), and its preceding publica¬ 
tion, os noticed above. Whether it can ever tako equal rank 
with “ The Messiah ” in English estimation may, perhaps, be 
doubtful—this being so strongly identified with national as 
well as religious sympathies ; but that the work of Bach is 
analogous in sublimity and genius to that of Handel has long 
been known to cultivated students, and may now he made more 
widely evident by the handsome and timely volume which 
Messrs. Novello, Ewer, and Co. have placed within general 
reach by the smallness of tho price required for its purchase. 
It is brought out in that convenient form (large octavo) which 
is now so frequently adopted, the print and paper are alike 
good, and the music is given with an English translation care¬ 
fully adapted by the Rev. J. Troutbeck, who had previously 
exercised the Banio office in the edition of Bach's St. John 
“ Passion Music,” issued by the same publishers. 

Another volume appropriate to the season (likewise from 
the firm of Messrs. N ovcllo, Ewer, aud Co.) is a collection of 
“ Carols, Old and New,” the words of which are edited by the 
Rev. H. R. Bramley, and the music by Dr. Stainer. The de¬ 
sign is to provide “ a single source from which all who 
are so disposed may dro.w songs suitable in sentiment and 
style for the sacred and joyous season of our Lord’s nativity." 
r lho book contains forty-two pieces, many of the melodies being 
ancient and traditional, others having been specially contri¬ 
buted by well-known composers of the day. In addition to the 
musical and antiquarian interest of the volume, it has a value 
as a handsome table-book, if only on account of the many 
beautiful engravings which it contains, executed by the Brothers 
Daiziel, from drawings by themselves and other eminent artists. 
A more acceptable gift-book can scarcely be found. 

For yourger recipients a handsome present is provided— 
also by Messrs. Novello, Ewer, and Co.—in a work entitled 
“ Sacred Songs for Little Singers.” The words havo been sup¬ 
plied by Frances Ridley Ilavergal, and the music is composed 
and arranged by Mr. Randegger. Tho twelve pieces here com- 
priied are calculated, both poetically and musically, to interest 
young children, and to cultivate religious sentiment and a 
feeling for melody. 

Robert Schumann’s “Hymn for Advent ”—a setting of the 
' Advent-lied ” of F. RUekert, for solo voices, chorus, aud 
orchestra—has just been published by the newly-established 
house of Stanley Lncas, Weber, and Go., of New Bond-street. 
These publishers have already distinguished themselves by some 
publications of special interest, particularly by an edition of 
Brahms’s “ Deutsches Requiem,” other large and important 
works being announced by them. That by Schumann, now 
referred to, is classed as op. 71, and it belongs, perhaps, to his 
best period. Messrs. Lucas and Weber’s edition is very neatly 
printed, in large octavo form, with a capital pianoforte arrange¬ 
ment of the orchestral score, and a carefully translated English 
text (by Madame Macfarren), in addition to tho original 
German. As with other vocal works of Schumann, the music 
of the ‘ * Advent-lied ” is so full of beauty that public per¬ 
formance must before long make it more generally known—a 
result that will be largely promoted by the opportunity now 
afforded of possessing it for the sum of two shillings. 


Having noticed tlioso productions which appeal to tho 
religious sentiments of the period, we may turn to others of a 
lighter class, anticipatory of the social gatherings and festivities 
which succeed to the sacred observances of the season. Dance 
music, songs, and ballads of course here claim pre-eminence. 
To begin with the former. 

Messrs. Chappell and Co.’s “ Musical Magazine” has now 
reached its 105th number, the current issue being appropriated, 
according to annual custom, entirely to dance music fur Christ¬ 
mas use. For one shilling we have here a collection of eleven 
pieces—waltzes, galops, quadrilles, by Strauss, D’Albert, and 
D. Godfrey, tho latter of whom has contributed a new waltz. 
All the music here collected is well suited for its joyous purpose, 
and the number will doubtless find a large sale. 

Messrs. Motzler’s monthly serial, “ The Popular Musical 
Library ,” also includes the issue of a special Christmas Number. 
Here, likewise, for a shilling, is a collection of dance pieces of 
various kinds, comprising the forms of the quadrille, the waltz, 
the galop, and the polka—nine numbers making up a good 
return for tlie small investment required. Among other names 
in tho list of composers are those of Strauss, Offenbach, and 
Godfrey. 

Another seasonable publication is “Cramer’s New Dance 
Album” for 1874, the early issue of which will render it avail¬ 
able for those social gatherings which prevail at the cioso of 
the old year as much as at the opening of the new one. The 
neat volume now alluded to contains a sot of quadrilles, s waltz, 
a galop, and a polka by C. H. R. Marriott ; and another set of 
quadrilles, by F. Godfrey, entitled “Memo Old Times,” and 


founded on old English melodics. In tho galop Mr. Marriott 
has included a vocal intermezzo. All these piooes are spirited, 
and suited to the purposes of the various dancts signified by 
their titles. 

A further addition to the dance music of the season (from 
the house of Messrs. R. Cocks and Co.) is “The Naiads,” by 
Hubert Herkomer, a set of five waltz movements, with intro¬ 
duction and coda. The quiet tone of the preliminary move¬ 
ment, “moderate,” is well contrasted with tho vivacity of 
those which follow, and the whole is wound up with a spirited 
finale. Messrs. Cocks have also issued a set of quadrilles, by 
W. Smallwood, entitled, “The Garden Party,” and written for 
two performers on the pianoforte. The five movements com¬ 
prised herein are appropriated to tho well-known orthodox 
figures of the dance, the rhythms of which are well maintained 
in music that has much spirit, and can be rendered by four 
moderately skilled hands. A second set of pieces of a similar 
class, by the same hand (from tho same publishers), is the 
“ Moselle Quadrilles. ” These are written for a single performer, 
and will also be found well adapted for their intended purpose. 

Among the musical publications suitable for Christmas 
gifts maybe mentioned the tint year’s volumes, just completed, 
of the “Musical Monthly,” a magazine of new copyright music, 
which has now reached its twelfth issue, in its two divisions of 
vocal and instrumental pieces. The work is published by 
Messrs. Enoch and Son, of Bcrners-street, and is edited by Sir 
Julius Benedict, who lias contributed to each of the two volumes; 
among other well-known names associated with his being those 
of Franz Abt, Frederic Clay, M. Delabordc, M. Gounod, J. L. 
Hatton, Chevalier de Kontski, F. Kiicken, G. A. Macfarren, 
Mendelssohn (in a posthumous song), C. Pinsuti, A. Randegger, 
C. Salaman, Madame Saiuton-Dolby, Henry Smart, E. Silas, 
Berthold Tours, W. Taubert, Wollenhaupt, and others. The 
work is beautifully engraved and printed, and the cost price 
is but a few shillings for the whole year’s issue. 

Of songs and ballads there is a plentiful supply, in the sen¬ 
timental and other styles. To notice individually the multitude 
of new productions of these kinds would be impossible. All we 
can do at present is briefly to draw attention to some of the 
most prominent. 

Messrs, Boosey and Co. have issued some pleasing vocal 
music, which will bo welcome in drawing-room circles. In the 
ballad style, “One Happy Year Ago,” by A. S. Gatty, is 
expressive ; while “ Letty’s Dower,” by Henrietta, is of a 
somewhat arch character. Two songs—“Bride Bells,” by J. 
L. Roeckel, and “ Only a Violet,” by F. H. Cowen — are good 
specimens of the sentimental style. All these songs lie within 
a very moderate compass, and are suited for a voice of any 
calibre. 

Among other active contributors to the stock of drawing¬ 
room vocal music are Messrs. Duff aud Stewart. Their recent 
issues comprise several pieces that are well suited to the pre¬ 
vailing taste. Franz Abt's song, “Absence and Return,’’ is 
pleasing in its melody, that and the accompaniment being 
devoid of difficulty. Mr. Hatton’s “Song of tho Sea-Breeze” 
has a robust vigour of stylo well suited to the nautical cha¬ 
racter of the subject. Mr. Lindsay Sloper’s song, “Tit 
for Tat,” has much piquancy, and will contrast well 
with pieces of a more sentimental kind. Mr. Levey’s 
Betting of “On a day, alack the day!” needs no recom¬ 
mendation, having found dne praise in its performance by 
Miss Banks in the Drury Lane representation of “Antony aud 
Cleopatra.’ Mr. Duggan's ballad, “Can’st thou forget tho 
past!” has an agreeable flowing melody, and maybe made 
much of by a singer possessed of feeling. “Choose your 
partners ” — words and music by R. lleeee—is a song in waltz 
time, the characteristics of which dance-form are well preserved 
throughout. Lady Baker's song, to work3 by Gerald Massey, 

“ Ihis world is full of beauty,” is simple and unpretending in 
style. " 

Messrs. J. B. Cramer and Co. still maintain their publish¬ 
ing activity, proofs of which are before us in several new pieces. 
“Happy Voices,” song, aud “Tho Love Token,” duet, arc 
both by Odoardi Barri. The first may be made effective by a 
contralto or mezzo soprano, aud tho second by a voice of the 
same class in association with one of a somewhat higher range. 
“Clear the Way,” by Miss T irgiuia Gabriel, was composed tor 
Signor Fcderiei, and is therefore intended for a baritone voice, 
but it is equally suitable for a contralto. There is much 
marked character iu the melody, and the accompaniment is 
well in keeping, altogether forming a good specimen of Miss 
Gabriel's style. 

From Messrs. Mills and Sons we have two new vocal pieces 
by Miss Elizabeth Philp. One of these is a song, “ The Birds 
are singing for you and me;” the other being an Italian 
romanza, “ La Pazza.” The words of the former (by “ M. fl.”) 
contain a nice vein of sentiment neatly expressed, and the 
melody and its accompaniment are extremely pleasing and 
appropriate. In tho romanza Miss Pliilp has been equally suc¬ 
cessful. In each caso the prevailing melody is interspersed 
with some recitative passages, with good effect of contrast. 
Both pieces lie within the most oidinary compass of voice. 


THE CHRISTMAS WATCH. 

There are different ways of keepiug the vigil of Christmas Eve. 
Some would rather pass these hours of significant waiting with 
the congregation met for prayer aiul praise in a church or other 
place of Christian worship ; but there are many who chooso to 
be sitting in a circle of festive merry-makers round a ljlaziiir- 
log-fire, with nuts on the hob, punch in the bowl, a cheerin'? 
smile on every faee, and kind good humour in every heart of 
the assembled friends. Few persons, having their own free 
choice, would like on this night of the year to be in the place 
of Mr. Petherick’s Highland sentinel, pacing the lofty ramparts 
of a fortress iu tho north country, with the Hakes of snow- 
whirling dizzily before his eyes, aiul with cold blasts of wind 
now and then cutting his flesh beneath tho kilt, as he turns tho 
corner to a more exposed side of the building. It is quite 
certain that Donald, or Colin, or whatever be his name, does 
not care a bodle for such nocturnal loneliness or tho in- 
olemencies of wintry weather; he is content to be on guard 
and on duty ; tho sharp wind aud thick-falling snow aro his old 
playfellows, from the earliest years of a hardy boyhood in the 
moorland cottage where he was bom and reared. Tho even 
pace of his silent steps on the soft white surface which he 
treads is favourable to a prolonged meditation ; and this may 
either lead his mind to dwell among those whom he loves, iu 
the home that he left when called to serve his country- as a 
soldier, or it may lend wings to aspiration for a higher flight, as 
the true Scotchman has a good deal of soul in his stalwart 
body, and seldom utterly loses the last trace of a sound religious 
education he has most likely received in his youth. Men of 
this race and character, in several well-known regiments of tho 
British Army, have given proofs of their valour and fidelity 
wherever the flag has been carried. If it were not for them, 
who knows but that some foreign enemy might come to spoil 
our peaceful Cliristmas in London, and make it liko that Paris 
Christmas three years ago ?

In Bishopggate-street Without remains to this day part of 
the mansion of Sir l'aul Pindar, the wealthy merchant, con¬ 
temporary with Sir Thomas Gresham. Sir Paul’s house is of 
sixteenth-century date, and, though it has long been occupied 
os an ale-house, for some twenty years past a benevolent society 
has existed there for the relief of tho poor, by gifts of bread 
and coals at the most inclement season ; and a few days ago 
the society celebrated their anniversary by a dinner at the 
London Tavern, at which one hundred gentlemen were present, 
and subscribed £500 —a much larger sum than hitherto col¬ 
lected on such an occas on, and entitled to special notice, even 
at this season of good cheer; all which, as Pepys would have 
said, “ it is pleasant to see.” 

It is curious to observe how antiquities crop up after long 
intervals. A few days ago was described by a contemporary 
a house in Old Fish-street, with a grotto under it, beneath an 
old house in Knightrider-street, an illustrated account of which 
old place appeared in our Journal soma twenty years ago. 

A fresh entry with regard to the poet Chaucer has been 
found in the Record Office by Mr. Fumivall. In a schedule of 
tho members of the Royal household—from the King to the 
stable-grooms—who were to have a gift of clothes at Christmas, 
in tho fortieth year of Edward Ill.’s reign, A.D. 1366, the 
name “ GeffreyChaucer ” occurs among thirty-seven “Esquiers” 
of the King. 

Mr. J.R. Mortimerhas examined three tumuli in the “Carton 
Stack,” near Driffield, in which tumuli were twelve interments 
by inhumation and four by cremation. Tho relics accompany¬ 
ing consist of a jet button, bone pins, flint axes, knives, &c. ; 
a tine earthenware food-vessel, and four elegantly-formed 
drinking-cups, one uninjured. 

Sir James Thornhill, the Dorset worthy and father-in-law of 
Hogarth, it will bo remembered, built nD obelisk to the memory 
of Ueorge II. and Queen Caroline. Some years ago nearly the 
whole of the memorial was blown down, it is stated, during a 
storm. Mr. Boucher, of Thornhill House, has recently rebuilt 
the obelisk of Box stone, the whole solid throughout. 

“ The Peter’s Pence Fund” is flourishing. According to the 
returns, they have amounted to 71,000,00<)f. during the last 
eight years. Late returns are stated up to the present to reach 
400,000, OOOf., so that there is no apprehension as to the safety 
of the temporal possessions of his Holiness. 

The Messrs, de Rothschild have presented to the Paris 
Administration of Fine Arts several columns, statues, and bas- 
reliefs from the ruins of a temple dedicated to Apollo-Didymus, 
discovered in the neighbourhood of Milcto, Anatolia, in the 
excavations made at tho cost of these gentlemen. ThcSc relics 
are to he placed in the Mustfe des Antiques at the Louvre. 

Mr. S. H. Beckles writes touching the “ South Wealdcn ex¬ 
ploration ” that in the boring now in progress the Kimmeridge 
clay would be the first snb-VVealden strata encountered, and so 
it has proved. 

Outside the south-western walls of York, opposite tho ruins 
of St. Mary’s Abbey, clearance is making for a new station of 
the North-Eastern Railway upon the Bite used as a Roman 
cemetery for a great length of time. Here are found thick 
strata of Roman bricks, mortar, and pottery, mingled with 
fragments of wall-plaster, on which coloured patterns arc still 
distinct; as well as a cemetery coffin, imperfect when it was 
bought—1600 years ago. 

At the late meeting of the Archaeological Institute the 
chairman—Sir S. D. Scott, Bart.—touched upon Sir John 
Lubbock’s Rill for the Preservation of Ancient Monuments, 
tho pith of which lias been almost destroyed by the removal of 
“tho compensation clause,”at the instance of tho Government. 
Two occasions hove presented themselves for the exer¬ 
cise of the power of this hill—the destruction of ancient 
stone monuments in the West of England, and a proposal to 
alter Bamburgh Castle, in Northumberland, into a convalescent 
home, in pursuance of a scheme of the Charity Commissioners, 
which scheme, it is hoped, will not be carried oat. 

Tho anion of City benefices progresses well. It is now pro¬ 
posed to unite St. Benet’s, Pains-wharf, with St. Peter’s, 
Panl’a-wharf ; andSt.Andrew-by-the-Wardrobe withSt. Anne's, 
Blackfriars. St. Bonct’s was rebuilt in 1083, by Wren; it is 
of red brick, and has a domed tower. It contains a monument 
of Brooke, the Somerset Herald ; and Inigo Jones was buried 
here : tho first church was built moro than 600 years ago. 
St. Andrew-hy-the-Wardrobe was restored by Wren, in 1 f>92>\ 
at a cost of £7060 odd. 

Mr. T. J. Hutchinson has read to the Anthropological 
Institute a paper “On Explorations amongst Ancient Burial 
Grounds, chiefly on the Seacoast Valleys of Peru.” The result 
of the author’s examinations of the celebrated Pacha-Camac 
inclined him to the belief that there wore no evidences of either a 
Temple of the Sun or a House of the Virgins there, as no proof 
exists that the Incas ever occupied those valleys after t.hcy are 
reported to have conquered them. The strange peculiarity in 
these pre historic earth-mounds arises from the fset of their 
terraces all approximating to multiples of twelve. Dr. Sims 
also exhibited to tho above society a flattened skull, found in 
Mameluke Island, Columbia River, and described the practice 
of flattening the head in infancy among the native Americans. 

In Chelsea old church Sir Thomas More built a chapel, 
whieh does not belong to the chnrch, but has for many years 
been possessed by private persons, who have made a gain of it 
by letting the seats. There is now an opportunity of buying 
the chapel for a moderate sum, but greater than tho Incumbent 
can expect to raise unless assisted by his congregation ; and, 
as he will make the chape! a part of the church, wo wish him 
success in his good work. — 

Two of the stone cairns discovered on the banks of the river 
Eye, near Ayton, have been opened). They were found to con¬ 
tain human skeletons. Tho remains, which are said to be those 
of ancient Britons, we about 2000 years old. 

A pa|>er was recently rea.l, before tho Cambridge Philo¬ 
sophical Society, by Mr. Se.diey Taylor, late Fellow of Trinity 
College, on “A Suspected Forgery iu tho Vatican Manuscript 
of the Trial of Galileo liefore the Inquisition." The object of 
tho paper was to show, in accordance with the views of recent 
German and Italian authorities, that the sentence pronounced 
against Galileo, in 1633, wo3 based on a spurious document 
fabricated for the express purpose of securing bis condemnation. 
The evidence adduced to support this conclusion was taken 
partly from the works and letters of Galileo and partly from 
the contemporary records of tho trial preserved in the archives 
of the Inquisition, portions of which have been lately published 
for tho first time. The result of the paper was to exonerate 
Galileo completely from the charge of contumacy whieh all his 
biographe’ s have hitherto cither advanced or tacitly admitted. 

Divers of ancient art will rejoice, says the Globe, at a dis¬ 
covery just made in Cyprus. ndd in succession by the 
Egyptian, the Persian, the Greek, and the Roman, it is not 
wonderful that traces of their occupation should occasionally 
occur in tho island. And Cyprus has furnished the archa,-- 
ologist with a goodly stock of materials. The latest addition 


promises to be of exceptional interest. At Pahea Lemessos, 
the accepted site of the ancient Amathus, on the southern 
coast, and six miles distant from Limasol, men have for some 
time past been engaged in digging stones for Port Said, on the 
opposite coast of the Mediterranean. They unearthed a 
colossal statue, in calcareous stone, of Hercules holding a lion 
before him by the hind paw. The statue is perfect down to 
the knees, but the legs are wanting It measures in its present 
shape nine feet in length. The limbs are thick set and heavy, 
and the whole is said to be of very archaic workmanship. 
This is the only information we have for an opinion on the 
age and origin of the same. Amathus was one of the oldest 
towns in Cyprus, and was colonised at an early period by the 
Phoenicians, who first introduced the worship of Hercules 
under the namo of “Melkart”or "Malika.” The work is, 
however, probably early Greek. Whether we shall have the 
means of judging for ourselves is doubtful. The discovery was 
madeinaplot of private land belonging to the British Vice-Consul 
at Limasol, near Pietro Loiso. That functionary was quickly on 
the spot, settled about the price with the labourers, and thus be¬ 
came sole proprietor of the treasure, with a view of sending it 
to the British Museum. Then his difficulties began. The 
Governor of Cyprus interfered, claiming tho huge relic of 
antiquity for the Imperial Museum of Constantinople. The 
dispute has not yet terminated, and will in all likelihood be 
shifted to Stamboul for settlement. Meanwhile, the statue, 
guarded by “zaptiehs,” remains on the spot where it was 
found.

SCIENTIFIC RESULTS OF THE MONTH. 

Professor Fleming Jenken, in the inaugural address which ho 
lately delivered to the engineering class in Edinburgh Uni¬ 
versity, has drawn public attention to the great loss from 
friction which occurs in working cotton-mills, amounting to at 
least five sixths of the whole power generated by the engine. 
In overcoming the friction of the engine itself, and of the 
heavy goaringtn connection with it, he reckons that one third 
of the power is wasted ; and the res due of the loss has to be 
divided between the friction of the shafting and of the different 
machines. The consequence of this loss is that it takes nearly 
as much power to drive a cotton-mill when run without doing 
any work as when every machine is duly performing its proper 
task ; and it becomes a problem of importance to construct the 
machinery of cottcn-mills in such a way as to make the wasto 
from friction a minimum. We long ago called attention to 
the circumstance that, in tho case of rolling-mills for iron 
of the old Welsh construction, nearly as much power was con¬ 
sumed when the mill was net rolling iron as when it was ; and 
we deduced from this circumstance tho conclusion that the 
complex gearing and the long trams of shafting which were the 
usual concomitants of such mills, should be discarded, and that 
a compound engine of the marine typo should be coupled direct 
to each mill, which would thus be driven without intervening 
gearing. Professor Fleming Jenken shows that an analogous 
necessity exists in the ease of cotton-mills ; and in place of the 
old slow-moving engines, which involve the necessity of much 
intermediate gearing to bring np the speed, the proper course 
certainly is to employ compounds with the cranks at right angles, 
and with the reciprocating parte balanced on Mr. Bourne’s plan, 
so as to reconcile nigh speed with steady working. 

Various methods of purifying iron from sulphur and phos¬ 
phorus have lately been propounded. By the Bessemer process 
of forcing a current of air through the molten pig iron only the 
carbon is burnt out. The sulphur and phosphorus remain in 
the metal, and it is an object of importance to be able to expel 
those contaminating ingredients. Tessie du Motay uses an 
aero-dynamic purifier, whereby certain chemical substances are 
passed through the molten pig to purify it. A flux is used 
con taming lime, fluor-spar, oxide of iron, and manganese, and 
tho iron is washed by this mixture while in a molten state, and 
the impurities are thus removed. Bodmer patents the method 
of injecting metals, carbon, and other substances into the 
molten mass ; and Warner proposes to inject hydrochloric acid, 
chlorine, and other purifying agents. The use of electricity in 
the manufacture of iron has been often proposed, and occa¬ 
sionally tried with only very moderate success. But Forquiguou 
again proposes to procure wrought iron or steel from pig iron by 
electrolising the molten metal. Lcvallois proposes to manu¬ 
facture uou-oxidizable steel by melting together soft iron 93 
parts, tungsten 6 5 parts, and nickel 0 5 part. 

The Rev. J. Crawford has communicated to the Ayr 
Observer the results of some experiments made by him with 
creosote as an agent for preventing the potato disease, and, on 
the.whofrpthe application lias been very successful. With a 
small camel-hair brush every eye of the seed-potato was lightly 
touched with the creosote, and in the produce of the potatoes 
so treated no disease was found. Potatoes which had only 
some of tho eyes touched yielded a partially diseased produce, 
and those of which none of the eyes were touched gave a pro¬ 
duce much more diseased, while in the case of some which Rad 
been painted with the creosote too much the germinating 
power was destroyed. The germination of potatoes in 
winter may bo prevented by exposing them to the vapour of 
sulphurous acid. 

A correspondent of the Garden explains the true origin of 
the dahlia, first mentioned by Hernandez in his “History of 
Mexico,” in 1651. But the first scientific description of the 
plant was given by the Abbe Cavanilles, from a specimen which 
flowered in Madrid, in 1790; and the Abbd named the plant 
after his friend Andrew Dahl, the Swedish botanist. The 
dahlia was sent to tho Royal Gardens in Madrid, from the 
Royal Gardens in Mexico. It first flowered in Madrid in 1789, 
and was introduced by the Marchioness of Bute into England 
in the same year. But that plant soon perished, and the dahlia 
did not reappear until 1S03, when the old single variety, 
coccinea, was flowered by Frazer, at Chelsea. Meanwhile, 
Cavanilles had sent tho three varieties known in Madrid to 
Paris, in 1802, and between that time and 1814 many varieties 
were raised. Humboldt sent home seed from Mexico in 180-1, 
and from this source tho numerous varieties since obtained have 
been principally derived. 

The Athenccum states that it had been thought probable that 
the periodical comet, which was observed in April and May 
last, and which was discovered at its previous appearance by 
Tempol, at Marseilles, in 1867, was identical with a comctary 
object seen at Baris by M. Goldschmidt, on May 16, 1855, when 
searching for the lost comet of Do Vico. This hypothesis, 
however, lias been disproved by Dr. van Asten, of the Pul- 
kowa observatory, who has also shown that this comet is not 
the same as Comet II., discovered also by Tempel in July last. 

A paper by Mr. H. Y. L. Brown, “On theKoetongTin-field, 
situated about fifty miles up the Murray river, in Australia, 
has recently been printed. The great scarcity of tin renders 
any exposition of new- sources of supply a matter of special 
interest. 

To prevent drain-pipes from being choked by the roots of 
plants, Mr. Mechi recommends that they should be well coated 
with coal-tar. The roots, ho says, turn away from the tar, 
evidently sensible of their danger. Without this precaution, 
he adds, no drain is safe near trees, fences, or even strong- 
rooted weeds. 

Keegan’s process for the preparation of wood-pulp for paper- 
makers is described in Dingier’* Polytechnic Jovrnal. Tho 
wood is cut into pieces J in. thick and 6 in. to 12 in. long. 
These are lieated in an iron digester with caustic soda, the 
pressure reaching to 50 lb. per square inch. After half an hour 
the temperature of the steam is raised to 300 deg. Fahrenheit, 
by which the resinous matter of the wood is made soluble, 
when it is washed out. The soda solution can be used over and 
over again, as it takes up little resin. 

To print aniline colours on cotton, SO grammes of gelatine 
are dissolved in a litre of water, l’otassium bichromate is then 
added till the colour becomes a pale yellow. The aniline colour 
is then added aud thickened with dextrine or gum. The 
pieces, after having been printed, are exposed for some hours 
to light, which makes tho gelatine insoluble and it fixes the 
colour. 

Efforts have been made in Dublin to work the public clocks 
by electricity supplied from a central source. An apparatus 
termed tho chronopher lias long been in operation in Telegraph - 
street, London, which receives time signals from Greenwich 
and telegraphs them to the chief towns in the kingdom ; and 
the Astronomer Royal lately put this apparatus to a sovero ter.t 
by connecting it by a return wire with Greenwich, placing a 
galvanometer showing the return current in juxtaposition with 
a galvanometer indicating tho direct current. The indications 
of the two galvanometers were separated by an almost in¬ 
appreciable interval of time—certainly under one tenth of a 
second.

“THE TIRED ATTENDANT.” 

This picture, by Mr. F. Huard, carries us back to the romantic 
days of the fifteenth century. The scene is the dining-hall of 
some old baronial castle. There has been feast and revelry 
iu the hall—feast and revelry which began probably at noon, 
the oil dinner hour — and has been continued till night, perhaps 
far on into night, for we know not how long that “tired at¬ 
tendant” lias been napping. By the inquiring look of tho 
faithful, sagacious hound, and by tire few faint embers on the 
hearth, which, in their expiring flicker, make the old hall 
frown so desolately-, and the fire-dogs’ grin doubly grotesque, 
wo should say that the poor page has been long sleeping tho 
sleep of exhaustion. During all those hours he has l>ecn 
dancing attendance on liis mistress ; during all those hours he 
has been singing, to enliven the carousing company, ditties of 
love and war and wine, and twanging accompaniments thereto ; 
we see his lute and illuminated music-books lying by his side. 
It was not an altogether pleasant time — those old “romantic 
days ” — for any attendant; the suit and service would not have 
suited our modern helps, only they would not have dared to 
give notice. The poor page, though of gentle degree, probably 
fared little better than the low-born menial or varlet, whatover 
poets may say to the contrary; and even the sons aud 
daughters of Baron bold and “ proudo ladyo ’’ were submitted 
to indignities which, in these degenerate days, no pater or 
mater familias would dream of or dare to inflict 


“ GREYFRIABS BOBBY.” 

The inhabitants of Edinburgh are well acquainted with the 
story- of this faithful dog, which attended its master’s funeral, 
and continued four years afterwards to be a constant mourner 
at his grave in Grcyfriars churchyard. Lady Burdett-Coutts, 
the benevolent patroness of the Society for the Protection of 
Animals, has erected a monumental fountain in memory of 
“Greyfriars Bobby.” at the corner of George IV, Bridge and 
Candlcmaker-row. The structure is 7 ft. in height; its material 
is a beautiful red granite from Westmorland. The base con¬ 
sists of an octagonal basin 3 ft. in diameter, which, being raised 
only a few inches above the ground, affords a drinking-place for 
dogs. From its centre rises a cylindrical column of polished 
granite, 2 ft. high and 20 in. in diameter, terminating in a 
moulding on which rests the principal basin of tho fountain. 
This is circular, modelled after a classic vase ; its diameter is 
between 3 ft. and -1 ft. A second column, 18 in. high and 12 in. 
in diameter, rises out of the upper basin, and supports a bronze 
sitting figure of Bobby, the faithful dog. On the lower column 
is a bronze plate recording the facts of the dog's history-. The 
upper column displays, also in bronze, the arms of Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts, and those of the city of Edinburgh, with suit¬ 
able inscriptions. Mr. Brodie is the sculptor of this work. Our 
Illustration is from a photograph by Mr. P. Lothian, of George- 
street, Edinburgh. 


THE LATE MR PARRIS. 

We noticed last week the death of Mr. E. T. Parris, historical 
painter to her late Majesty the Queen Dowager, at the advanced 
age of eighty-two. He was esteemed by contemporary- artists 
and by his private friends both as a most amiable man and a 
highly-gifted artist. His labours extended over more than half 
a century, aud were of an extremely- varied character. Among 
his best known works may be mentioned his celebrated picture 
of the coronation of her Majesty tho Queen, which was painted 
and engraved for the late Sir Francis Moon, Bart. For this 
picture her Majesty favoured Mr. Farris with sittings. He 
also rc-paiutcd and l-estored Sir James Thornhill's paintings in 
the dome of St. Paul’s Cathedral. Tho Hying scaffold and 
other mechanical arrangements for this dangerous work were 
designed and constructed by Mr. Parris himself. An Illustra¬ 
tion showing Mr. Parris on the scaffold engaged in his work 
appeared in the Illustrated Loudon Nexen of December 24, 1853. 
There wore three platforms, ono above another, supported by- 
horizontal poles resting at one end upon the cornice, and 
suspended at the other by wire ropes from the cupola, at 
the height of 180 feet. His panorama of London, at the 
Colosseum, Regent's Park, which was, we believe, the 
largest picture ever painted on canvas, was a marvellous 
work.for effect and accuracy. It has given delight to 
thousands iu Loudon; but it was lately purchased and 
taken to New York for exhibition in a building erected 
there on purpose to receive it. His smaller works are to 
be found in numberless collections. Even those executed 
within the last year of his life prove that old age could not yet 
rob the artist’s hand of its skill, but that Ins powers were 
lather matured than impaired.

A meeting of the Royal Xutional Life-Boat Institution was 
held on Thursday week, when rewards amounting to £218 
were voted to the crews of various lifo boats of tho institu¬ 
tion for sendees rendered during recent storms. Various 
rewards were likewise granted to tho crews of shore-lioats for 
saving life from wrecks on our coasts, and payments to the 
amount of £1300 were ordered to be made on different life-boat 
establishments. Several contributions to the institution were 
announced, including £700 from a lady to defray the cost of a

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ASHANTOI MESSENGERS OF BEACH. 


Our Extra Supplements for the last two weeks have been filled 
with a descriptive and historical account of Ashantee and the 
British settlements in West Africa, and of the transactions 
which led to the present war. Views of Capo Coast Castle, 
Elrnina, Accra, and other places on the coast, with illustrations 
of native character, dress, and manners, have been furnished 
by many of our correspondents who had resided or travelled in 
that country. We have also been greatly obliged since the first 
outbreak of hostilities at Midsummer, by the useful voluntary 
contributions, from naval and military officers there, of sketches 
representing the actions which have taken place under their 
personal observation Our Special Artist, Mr. Melton Prior, 
who left this country by the African mail steam-ship Volta, 
from Liverpool, on the Gth nit., has before this time lauded on 
the Gold Coast, and we expect shortly to receive from him

In the mean time we are indebted again to-a distinguished 
officer of her Majesty's naval service for the Illustration now 
engraved of the bombardment and burning of Bootry, on Oct. 28. 
Bootry, three miles eastof DixCove, was chastised by Commander 
Percy Luxmoore, aided by Lieutenants John Hext and Young, 
with the boats of H.M.S. Argus, sloop, and H.M.S. Decoy, 
gun-boat, and with a force of small arm men and marines, a 
shore rocket party, a few negro soldiers of the 2nd West India 
Regiment, under Lieutenant Wilkins, and some negro police¬ 
men, under Captain Thompson. Bootry was the chief village 
of a district under the influence of the Ashantees, and had 
iven much annoyance to the loyal people of Dix Cove, 
legiuniug at six in the morning, with a heavy fire of shell from 
the ships at 800 yards' distance. Commander Luxmoore took 
in lus boats to shore, where a party, under Lieutenants Hext 


and Young, landed and set fire to the “town,” covered by 


i 


same time firing up the river, where most of them had gone. 
None of our side were even wounded. In the sketch hero 
engraved we see the burning “ town ” or village ; the old 
abandoned British fort appears in the centre. On the left me 
the paddle-box boats of the Argus firing into the dense bush ; and 
to the right the ships and rocket-boats are firing up the river 
and into the bush. The entrance to the river is over the right- 
hand rocket-boat. The men on the beach are the covering 
party of small-arm men. It had lieen Arranged with the loyal 
native chief or “king "of Dix Cove that lie would march on 
Bootry by land, hut when the ships moved off he was attacked 
by overwhelming numbers, and had to retreat to Dix Cove.

LONDON, SATURDAY, DECEMBER SO, 1S7S. 

Another warning has been given to the present Govern¬ 
ment of France and to the Parliamentary mqjority by 
which it is upheld. On Sunday last four vacancies in 
the National Assembly, kept open to the utmost limit 
assigned by law, were filled up by the election of the 
respective constituencies, and in eacli case the Republican 
candidates were returned by large majorities. The con¬ 
tested departments were the Aude (for which two candi¬ 
dates were returned), Finisterre, and tho Seine-et-0i.se. 
The f rst-named constituency was thought to be the 
stronghold of the Imperialists; the second, of the 


Monarchists; but all three were carried by a majority so 
large as to put it beyond all doubt that Republicanism, 
in its more Conservative form, has become the 
settled choice of the French people. A comparison 
of the votes tendered at the polling-booths in these de¬ 
partments proves that since the last election public 
opinion in favour of the existing form of government 
has spread throughout society with unexpected rapidity 
and marvellous uniformity. Not the great towns alone, 
but the mriil districts—not only the constituent bodies 
swayed by the influence of predominant Republican 
names, but those also heretofore closoly identified with 
Legitimist and Clerical sentiments, now press to the poll 
to record their votes for the maintenance of the insti¬ 
tutions of France under the existing democratic form of 
government. It may happen that universal suffrage 
misrepresents the intelligent and deliberate conviction of 
the French people in regard to this supremely important 
matter. But the probabilities of the case seem to be 
that the elections which have recently taken place indicate 
a real aud extensive change of national opinion. 

Assuming that the elections of Sunday last, following 
in the wake of many preceding ones, correctly demon¬ 
strate the will of the French people, one would suppose 
that the men who hold in their hands the rcius of admi¬ 
nistration would feel no little anxiety to put upon it a 
right interpretation. What is it that the people desire 1 
they might reasonably ask themselves. What is the 
main current of conviction and inclination which thus 
sweeps them towards one definite conclusion ? Whit iss 
the motive power which impels such vast numbers, ancl 
which even reverses the political direction in which a 
majority of them have been wont to act I Does it 
originate in the past, or is it more closely connected with 
the future ? Does it represent strength of papular opinion, 
or care for popular interests ? The statesmen who are at the 
head of public affairs, and who may be said rather to have 
placed themselves there than to have been set apart for 
their responsible position by the public voice — at 
least if they are animated by a supreme derire for the 
good of their country—are bound to ascertain, by stieh 
methods of inquiry as may be open to them, what it is 
that the present generation of Frenchmen are aiming to 
establish, because, in the long ran, it is quite certain that 
the judgment aud will of the nation will submerge the 
judgment aud will of any dominant clique, Ire its present 
superiority of position what it may. For a few Lays or 
mouths, as the case may be, the nominal rulers of a 
country may override by their policy tho faith and 
determination of the great body of the people. But n > 
authority which has not its basis in the general assent 
of those over whom it is exercised can maintain itself for 
any lengthened period ; and the history of France since 
178!) has given to tlie world repeated proofs to this 
effect. 

Peradventure disinterested spectators of the progress, 
of events in France during the present year are better 
qualified to discern the inner spirit and tendency of the 
nation indicated by that progress, than even the most 
sagacious of those who have been mixed up with it. 
What a pity it is that over-wise or over-ambitious men are 
so afraid of leaving a people to the guidance of its own 
political instincts ! France has become careless of Con¬ 
stitutional forms of government. She knows that her 
well-being rests pretty much in her own character and 
conduct. She desires political rest. She has ceased to 
identify her interests with Imperialism, or Monarchy, 
or Republicanism. She would aim to pursue her course 
under either of them, would either of them but cease 
to meddle with affairs they are not competent to 
control. Just now, moreover, France has but lately 
risen from the dust. She has still upon her shoulders 
an almost overwhelming burden of taxation. She is 
patient, industrious, frugal. She would like to resume 
her proper place in the comity of European States. She 
must have peace and internal tranquillity in order to the 
fair development of her rich material resources. She 
wishes to be allowed to mind her own business. He* 
merchants, her manufacturers, her artisans, her peasants 
are fully aware that they can take care of themselves if 
only they are left to do so by those in authority over 
them. Aud this is the substance of the message which 
has been uniformly sent of late by tho constituencies to 
the National Assembly. Put into a phrase or two, the 
elections meau, “ No more revolutions; no further 
political changes of a startling character. Let us be as 
we are, at any rate until a necessity for altering onr 
position is clearly made out.” 

The Dnc de Broglie and those with whom he i3 asso¬ 
ciated in the Government of Marshal MacMahon either 
do not comprehend, or will not respond to, this voice 
of the people. The more frequently its utterance is 
repeated, the more resolved he is to frustrate its purport. 
The party at whose head he h is been placed has been 
thrown quite into a panic by the outcome of last Sunday’s 
elections. Aud yet, in kind, though not quite in degree, 
it is just what might have been expected. The more 
stubborn the resistance of the Right to the will of tlie 
French people, the more certain it becomes that such 
resistance will prove of no ultimate avail. The 
talk now is of a new electoral law, by which universal 
suffrage is to be so manipulated as to cut off 
not less than four millions of voters. Of whit use 
is it thus to “play at ducks anil drakes” with what, for 
many years past, has been regarded as established 
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national right 1 It is not by running counter to popular 
opinion and sentiment—more especially when they Lave 
passed into the form of popular determination — that 
statesmen of sccoml-rate or third-rate abilities can keep 
within their hands the power to control the nation. 
When it comes to a contest between a small minority 
and an immense majority, no schemes by which the 
former would withhold from the latter what they reason¬ 
ably demand can be successful. The Due do Broglie 
has persuaded the National Assembly to appoint a 
President for seven years; he has, to a large 
extent, weeded from Republicanism the Prefectures 
of all the departments; he has interfered with 
the free action of municipalities and with the free 
expression of opinion by the public press ; but 
he has gained nothing, not a single step in advance, by 
his overbearing domination. Neither is it likely that he 
will do so by any practicable cliauge in the law of elec¬ 
tions. The constituencies have already got beyond that 
stage of. plasticity which can be turned to account at 
will by any statesman. If the French people will but 
continue to eschew all illegal weapons, and will persist 
in using those only which the Constitution puts within 
their reach, they will assuredly, and at no very distant 
period, frustrate all the intrigues of designing politicians 
and will lay for themselves a broad and enduring founda¬ 
tion of liberty and order.

THE LATE COLLISION AT SEA. 

The tenible disaster of the loss of the French Atlantic steam¬ 
ship Ville du Havre, w ith more than 220 lives, by a collision 
with the tailing-ship Lochearn, of Glasgow, was described and - 
commented upon in this Journal a fortnight ago. Our Artist 
sent to Cal din to meet the survivors when they landed was 
able to get from one of them, Audrd Ernault, who is the only 
survivor of the watch on duty at the time of the collision, 
materials for the Illustration eugravefl on our front page. It 
will be remembered how this deplorable accident took place, 
eff the Azores, a little before two o’clock in the morning, on 
the night before Saturday, the 22nd nit. The Ville du Havre 
had left New York seven days before, on her voyage to the 
port of Havre-de-Grilce, with 141 passengers and a cargo of 
wheat, cotton, grease, and skins; her officers and crew 
were 172 in number, making 313 persons on board. Sho was 
under the command of Captain Marius Surmonte. Thera 
had been a heavy fog during two. or three days before 
the collision, hut on the night when it happened the 
weather was very clear and fine. Most of the eighty- 
nine first-class passengers were American ladies and 
gentlemen, with their children, going to Paris for a pleasure 
trip. The captain had retired toJjis berth, leaving the ship in 
charge of the second ofiieer. The Lochearn, which was com¬ 
manded by Captain Robertson, had also been left in charge of 
her second, officer,, Mr. Boldchild. The most intelligible account 
of the collision is given bv Alcide Lalanzc, who was one of the 
French stewards on l>eard the ill-fated ship. He says, “ The* 
night was clear and starlight, but there was no moon shining. 
IVe had our head-sails and topsails set, and were going before 
the wind at about twelve knots an hour. I went to bed at 
about half-past nine, and was awoke by the collision. 1 im¬ 
mediately l ushed on deck, saw the Lochearn astern of ns and 
heard si me one call ont that we were sinking. 1 went back to 
my bunk, for the purpose of putting on a pair of pants, and 
found it already up to my knees in water. On returning to 
the deck 1 went to help get one of the long boats over the side. 
The paisengera were idl rushing backward and forward, some 
erjiig, ‘Savemc ! save me ! ’ whilcothers fell down and prayed. 
Tbiy were nil so excited that we could do scarcely any¬ 
thing. I tried to help some of the sailors to get a boat off, 
hut the passengers were all jumping into it and frustrating our 
efforts. As soon as our ship began to fill she commenced to 
lean over on the port side. This, I think, accounts for the 
snapping of the mainmast, which brought down the mizenmast 
with it. The captain just happened to come out of his room 
1>efore the collision took place, and as soon as he opened his 
door he saw the Lcchearn’s jibboom over the bulwarks. After 
going en tho bridge he made every endeavour to keep tho 
people quiet and to get the boats over, but the passengers all 
seemed so terror-stricken that we could do nothing scarcely. 
It was fearful to see the women and children running about 
the deck crying and entreating us to save them. We did all 
we could for them, but the time was so short that that all was 
very little. As soon as I saw her going below water I jumped 
off the rail astern and swam towards the Lochearn. The cries 
of the struggling people behind me I never, never can forget, 
and I semi to hear them now ringing wildly in my cars. After 
being in the water a few minutes I got hold of a buoy, which 
enabled me to keep afloat for nearly an hour, when I was 
icked up by one of the Lochcarn’s boats. From what 1 have 
card I should think the Lochearn was seen five or six minutes 
before she struck us.” The Ville du Havre sank in about 
fifteen minutes, but two of her boats, with the boats of the 
I ocbiarn, saved eighty-seven of tho persons on board her. 
They were transferred, at noon of tho next day, to the 
American ship Trimomitain, Captain Urquhart, which 
brought them safely to Cardiff. The Locneam, on her 
part, was so much damaged by the collision that it is 
a wonder how she kept afloat ; her bowsprit was 
knocked quite out of the keel, and the entire bow of the 
vetsel was shattered, being crushed fiat, so that she would hive 
filled and gone down but for a bulkhead 25 ft. aft of the stem. 
In this condition site was unable to sail a mile, but drifted 210 
milts, until the 2Sth, when Bhc was met by another ship, the 
British Queen, Captain Marsters, hound from Philadelphia to 
Autweip. This was in mid-ocean, 1300 miles from land. The 
crew and cfficets, with two passengers, thirty-three in all, were 
then glad to quit the Lochearn and seek rofugo on board the 
Biitith Queen, which brought them to Plymouth on Saturday, 
the (if li inat. The Lochearn was left to founder at sea. Both 
the Fiench Government and the Board of Trade in Great Britain 
btve instituted official inquiries, to find out who was in fault, 
and what was (he cause of this lamentable affair, which has 
occasioned much distress at New York among the families of 
(be jnsengets drowned. 


THE CHURCH. 

Dr. Harold Browne, the new Bishop of Winchester, was, 
last week, enthroned in the catlie Iral of his diocese, in the 
presence of a large number of the clergy and laity. 

Under the direction of Sir Gilbert Scott, R. A., the fine old 
chancel of Owston chnrch, near Doncaster, has been thoroughly 
restored at the expense of P. B. Davies-Cooke, Esq., the patron 
and lay rector, and of Mrs. Davies-Cooke. 

Dr. Tristram gave judgment, on Monday, in tho famous 
baldacchino case, against the Vicar and churchwardens of St. 
Barnabas, Pimlico, refusing their application and condemning 
them in costs. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, on Wednesday morning, con¬ 
secrated the enlarged and restored Church of Holy Trinity, 
Sittingbourue, Kent, where manufactories aud brickfields have 
brought a large population. His Qrace preached the sermon. 

The Norfolk Chronicle reports the restoration of Pulham St. 
Mary’s Church, through the exertion of the Rector, the Rev. 
Spencer Fellows, who has raised £1600 amongst liis friends and 
parishioners — £800 more being required to complete the work. 

The Bishop of Hereford laid the foundation-stone of a new 
church, on Thursday week, in the parish of St. Giles, Cam¬ 
bridge. The ceremony was succeeded by a dinner in the hall 
of Magdalen College, presided over by tho master, the Hon. 
and Rev. L. Neville.

Dr. Woodford’s consecration as Bishop of Ely was per¬ 
formed in Wcsniinster Abbey, on Sunday, the Primate and the 
Bishops of London, Winchester, Lincoln, and Ripon officiating. 
The sermon was preached by the Archdeacon of Berkshire. The 
new Bishop performed his .first official act in his diocese on 
Tuesday, when he consecrated the church in the newly-formed 
parish of St. Mary, at March, in the Isle of Ely. 

A good work has recently been carried ont at Loxton parish 
church, near Weston-super-Mare. Tho interior of the ohurch 
used to be unsightly and uncomfortable, being fitted with high, 
old-fashioned, straight-backed pews, and the passages being of 
common paving, not very dry. All this has happily been 
changed by the exertions and at the sole expense of Mr. Henry 
F. Tiarks. the patron of tho living. 

On the 12th inst. the chancel of St. Luke's parish church. 
Leek, was reopened by the Bishop of the diocese. The church, 
which is in the Decorated style, was built about thirty years 
ago, and, but for a short and poorly-fitted chancel, was above 
the average of buildings of that period. The chancel has now 
fit en extended ten feet eastward, repaved, aud furnished with a 
rercdcs, stalls, and sedilia, from the designs of Mr. Sedding. 

The formal celebration of the completion of the rebuilding 
of the parish church and tower of St. Marychurch, Torquay, 
took place recently, and was duly observed by special services 
at the church and a public dinner at the Assembly-rooms after¬ 
wards, at which the vicar, the Rev. D. Fearon, presided. The 
foundation of the restored church was laid in August twenty- 
one years ago, and from that time to last year the work of 
renewal has been going on, until it is now pronounced complete. 

The Bishop of Chester consecrated a chnrch, to be known 
as St. Margaret’s, Anfield, on Nov. 25. The building, which 
equals the finest churches in the neighbourhood, is erected by 
a private gentleman. Well known in Liverpool circles, Alder¬ 
man Preston, the founder, will henceforth be known to the 
Church at large. It was not God's will that he should be 
spared to see his noble work completed; but, under tho per¬ 
sonal superintendence of his son, the father's wishes have been 
carried out. The church is situated at the junction of We3t 
Derby-road and Belmont-road, near a large population. 

The parish chnrch of St. Andrew Backwell, which contains 
many interesting features, including a tower, which is notable 
even among the many noble towers of Somersetshire, was in a 
very dilapidated state, when, two years ago, the restoration was 
begun under the direction of Mr. Street, R.A. The ancient 
oak screens inclosing the chancel and chapels have been very 
carefully repaired ; ckrved oak stalls have been provided for 
the choir ; and a beautiful rcredos by Earp, representing the 
crucifixion, fills t he space above tho altar. The pulpit is of 
richly caived oak, upon a stone base. A new font tills up the 
space eastward of the lower arch, which is of lofty proportions. 
The reopening of the church took place on the 25th ult. 

The ancient parish church of Seale, Surrey, upon which, 
within the last thirteen years, more than £2000 has bean laid 
out, in addition to the building of a parsonage house, ami also 
a new church, schools, arid parsonage in the hamlet of Tong- 
ham, has, during the past few months, received further improve¬ 
ments. The central tower has been raised ten feat for the con¬ 
struction of a ringers’ chamber, and crowned with a new roof ; 
the bells have lieen increased in number from three to six; and 
a eouth transept built to receive the organ. The last-named 
addition is the gift of a parishioner, the cost of the other works 
being defrayed by general contributions. The outlay on the 
entire new works is about £800. All has been completed 
without the suspension of Divine service on a single occasion. 

A window of stained glass, by Messrs. O’Connor and Taylor, 
has been put up in the church at Saxmundham, as a memorial 
of her two sons, by Mrs. Long, of Hurts Hall. The design, 
which is of a highly studied character, is by the Marchioness 
of Waterford, the subject being the “ Ascension of our Lord,” 
and the tracery, which is of the Perpendicular style of archi¬ 
tecture, being filled in with angels.-A stained-glass window 

has been recently placed in tho Church of ISt. Andrew, 
Netherton, bearing the following inscription ;—“ This window 
is erected by the parishioners and other friends to tho glory of 
God and to the memory of Blanche Skidmore, of Netherton- 
hill House, in grateful acknowledgment of her munificent 
gifts to the church and her numberless acts of kindness and 
charity to the poor.” 

The Church of St. Mary, Ewshott, in the district of Church 
Crookham, Hants, was consecrated, on the 1st inst., by the 
Bishop of Winchester. A site having been given by Mr. T. L. 
Johnston, the Vicar of Crookham (the Rev. G. Powell) 
employed Mr. J. O. Scott to erect a church, with sittings for 
130 people, at a cost of about £2000. The requisite sum has 
been raised, within about £150, by subscriptions from all 
classes ; the principal contributors, besides the Vicar, being the 
Rev. G. E. D. de \ itrd, Mr. C. Lefroy, Mr. E. M. Parker, and 
Miss Bourne. The reredos, a beautifully-executed work in 
marble and alabaster (by Messrs. Farmer and Brindley), is a 
gilt from Captain Lowndes in memory of his wife, a daughter 
of Mrs. G. A. Crawley, who has herself provided tho communion 
plate. The Bishop was celebrant and preacher. 


At a public meeting held yesterday week, at Bristol, it was 
agreed to support at least three scholarships for the blind of 
Bristol at the Normal College for the Blind, Norwood.

A BELLS OF CAPE COAST CAS ILK. 


The news from Cape Coast Castle to Nov. 17, which reached 
us on Monday, was such as to show, yet more forcibly than 
before, the imminent need of reinforcements of European troops 
for Sir Garnet Wolscley’s operations against the Ashanteea. 
The Goneral, who had been laid up a few dayson board H.M.S. 
Simoom with the ordinary fever of the West African coast, was 
still unable to push his advantage gained over tho enemy till 
he should have received the additional forces then on their way 
from England. There was, indeed, a rumour, not yet verified, 
that an army of 25,000 Ashanteea had been outflanked and 
surrounded in the vicinity of the Prah. The Ashantces were 
said to be hemmed in by a semicircular cordon of native 
troops, consisting of the 2tod West India Regiment, a body of 
Eonssas, and a large force of Koogsooa, our new allies from 


Sierra Leone, the remainder of the encircling army being com¬ 
posed of Fantees. The problem, therefore, seemed to be 
whether the Ashantees would out their way through 
tho opposing forces back towards Cooinsssie, or whether 
they could be held in their position until the arrival 
of the British troops, or driven still further towards the 
coast. Meanwhile, reports had come in to Cape Coast Castle 
by native messengers to the effect that King Koffi Calcalli, 
having heard of the position of hie army, had left Ashantee for 
the Prah at the bead of 60,000 men, and was determined to 
liberate tho 25,030 warriors who were shut out from Coomassie. 
At Cape Coast Castle a very high opinion is said to be enter¬ 
tained of the fighting powers of tua Ashantees, and the arrival 
of reinforcements of British troops was anxiously looked for. 


, The Fantees of Cape Coast Castle have proved themselves 
arrant cowards; they are to be disarmed and employed as 
I labourers. It is satisfactory now to hear that the troop-ships 
j Himalaya and Tamar, with the 2.ird (Royal Welsh) Fusiliers, 
the Rifle Brigade, and detachments of the Royal Artillery and 
: Royal Engineers, have arrived at Cape Coast Castle.

| tumes of the native people, whose condition was fully described 
, in our preceding articles upon this subject. These Engravings 
of a bush woman, a town woman of Caps Coast Castle, and a 
couple of fighting men, aro copied from photographs lent us by 
Mr. James Irvine, F.R.G.S., of Birkenhead.

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teresting lecture upon the Ashontc-e war to the Birkenhead 
Literary and Scientific Society. 

A description of-the dress provided by our Government for 
the British soldiers employed on the Gold Coast, and to ho 
worn instead of their regimental uniform, appeared in our 
paper three weeks ago. It included the head-curtain or veil 
attached to the Indian helmet of pith and canvas, to be used 
occasionally for protection against tho mosquitoes, Band-tlies, 
and other noxious insects of that country. This curtain, 
invented liy Major Sydney Millett, of the 23rd (Royal Welsh) 
Fusilieis, consists of a gauze bag mounted on two light hoops 
of elastic steel, which may be either drawn up and rolled 
arourd the top of the helmet, like an Indian “puggaree," or 
mnv have its lower hoop let down, so as to cover the face and 
neck. It will lie found a great comfort in sleeping at night, as 
shown in the Illustration. 

Major W. O. Carlile’s sketches of life on board a troop¬ 
ship, though not actually taken, upon this occasion, from the 
t ranzperts now engaged in carrying our soldiers to West Africa, 
have yet a special interest at the present time. The regu¬ 
lations and habits of daily experience in such voyages were 
oletailod in our former notices. For the prevention of irregu¬ 
larities and excess in drink, and for the preservation of health, 
the ro en are subjected to very stringent rules; and it is the 
duty of their officers to sec these rules enforced. A gill of rum, 
mixed with two gills of water, is given to each man after 
dinner, lie must either drink it at once, or leave it, when it 
is thrown overboard. The men have to show their bare hands 
and feet to the medical officer daily, to see that there is no 
skin disease or scurvy. 

The steam-ship Thames, winch is the thirteenth hired 
transport sent to the Gold Coast for this war, not reckoning 
the tre op-ships Himalaya and Tamar, or the Dromedary, which 
belongs to Government, left England at the end of last week. 
She carries large quantities of ammunition, provisions, and 
clotliiDg, with a hundred men of the Royal Marines and about 
twenty officers. Tho troop-deck and the cabins are comfortably 
fitted up and well ventilated. The dietary scale for the troopi 
is exhibited between decks. It provides that each man shall 
be allowed daily 12 oz. of salt pork, salt beef, or preserved 
meat; C oz. of flour or its equivalent in peas, 12 oz. of biscuit 
< u four days every week and 1 lb. of fresh bread ou the other 
three days, 2oz. of preserved potatoes, a pint of porter or half 
a gill of spirits, 2 oz. of sugar, and j oz. of tea. Once a week 
there is an extra ration of 4 oz. of rice, and twice a week raisins 
and extia sugar for a pudding. Each man is also allowed per 
wcck2oz. of salt, 6oz. of pickles, and a quantity of vinegar, 
n ustaid, and pepper. Temperance men may have an additional 
allow ance of tea and sugar in lieu of beer or spirits, or they 
n ay have credit fora penny per day' if they prefer it. Cases of 
piescrved Bausages, similar to those on which the German 
nimy mainly subsisted during the late campaign, are sent for 
the use of the troops engaged in the expedition. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS 

FRANCE. 

(From our Correspondent in Parti.) 

Thursday, Dec. IS. 

Tho excitement relating to the Bazaine pruc&e is gradually 
passing aw ay. The commutation of the sentence of death aud 
military d<gradation before the ranks to twenty years’ deten¬ 
tion in a fortress and dismissal from the army Ins been qnietly 
accepted by all parties save the Bonapartist, which maintains it 
to be an aggravation of the original judgment. The Ministry are 
still bury devising how best to stiiie the Republican sentiment 
of the country, and the deliberations of the Commission of 
Thirty charged w ith mutilating the existing Constitution pursue 
their wearisome course. In the meanwhile France has once 
more ell imed her aversion to her present rulers, and—for the 
third time since the rarliamentary revolution of May 24, which 
placed Marshal MacMahou and the Due de Broglie at the head 
of affaire— the provincial elections have resulted in a great 
Republican victory. On Sunday last MM. Bonnel, Marcou, 
Swmey, and Calmon, the Republican candidat e in the depart¬ 
ments of the Aude, Fiuisterie, and Seine-et-Oiso, were elected 
member a of tho National Assembly by overwhelming majori¬ 
ties. In the Aude, MM. Bounel and Marc.ra polled nearly 
70,000 votes, against 45,000 distributed among the four 
Monaichical candidates ; and in benighted Finisterre, where the 
clergy- are supposed to reign supreme, M. Swmey obtained 
<il,370 votes, against 42,592 given to M. Leguen ; while the 
hotly-contested struggle in Seme-et-Oise resulted in tho nomi¬ 
nation of M. Calmon by a majority of some 17,000 votes. 

The recent successes of tbe Government in the National 
Assembly are mere than counterbalanced by this great electoral 
defeat, tie significance of which, almost on the morrow of the 
prolongation of Marshal MncMahon’s powers, cannot he over¬ 
estimated. The success of the Republican candidates on Nov. 16 
was ascribed to the miserable Blunders of M. Beiilc, thou 
Minister of the Interior ; but to-day the Due do Broglie holds 
that pest himself, and is not more fortunate than his predecessor. 
The strong and durable government which France was asserted 
to be so much in need of meets everywhere with the opposition 
of public opinion ; and in order to assure the triumph of their 
cause the Royalist journals are compelled to demand the restric¬ 
tion of every liberty, while the Btmapartists counsel tho 
nomination of the prmeta who were so successful in securing 
the election of the official candidates of the Empire. As for 
the Legitimists, their champion, M. do Belcastel, c-alla for the 
abolition of universal suffrage and the grant of double, treble, 
and even quadruple votes to certain Conservative electors. 

About a mile from the coast of Provence, in front of the 
Point de la C'roisette, which separates the Gulfs of Napoulo 
and Jouan, in the vicinity of Cannes, rise the islands of Ste. 
Marguerite and St. Honorat, to the first of which, rendered for 
ever celebrated by the sojourn of the Man with the Iron Mask, 
Marshal Bazaine is shortly to bo removed. Immediately after 
pronouncing their terrible sentence, the Due d’Aumale and his 
collcagucB addressed a petition to the Minister of War bogging 
him to intercede with the President of the Republic on behalf 
of the ex-con mandtr of the A tiny of the Rhine. Marshal 
MacMahon, whom this step placed m an embarrassing position, 
at once conferred with his Ministers, and not merely commuted 
the sentence of death, but decided upon sparing Marslial 
Bazaine the deeply humiliating ceremony invariably attending 
military degradation, although in principle that part of tho 
sentence is to have effect. Upon the President’s decision beiug 
communicated to the prisoner (who hail previously written 
to his counsel, Mattre Lachnud, thanking him for the 
manner in which he had conducted his‘defence and expressing 
the convection that hi. conduct would he justified in after 
times) he wrote to Marshal MacMahon in the following 
terms :—“ Yoq have remembired the time when we served our 
country fide by side ; hut 1 fear that the kind feeling of your 
heart lias prev ailed over reasons < f Stato. I should have died 
without regret; for the petition for a commutation addressed 
to you by my judges avenges my 1 onour ”—a piece of sophistry 
which n ay console the ex-Mars :al and his partisans, but will 
impose ou uo one else. 


One of the most cm ious circumstances in connection w-ith 
the Trianon caver cdUtfre is the interest which AI, Thiers 
»} pears to have taken in the prisoner, whose conduct he has 
always steadily defended. The newspapers published a letter 
firm M. Lac baud to the ex-Prosident thanking him for the 
syuqathy auel advice with which ho had supported and 
enceuiagtd him during the trial, and concluding with the fol¬ 
low ii g wolds :—“ Sad experience has already taught France the 
dtj 111 of your insight and the wisdom of your counsels. The 
future will show that in the present instance your judgment 
was net at fault.” The prisoner, who, on receiving the news 
< f 1 is iiiti nee, n.( rely expressing surprise at the fact that he 
1 rri 1 in irsniicously- condemned, is to be allowed to have his 
wife ai d family with him at the He Ste. Marguerite. Tho costs 
if tie trial, which he will have to defray, amount to over 
J£(i,( < 0 ; and it is rumoured that when these are paid ho will 
haie very little ii oney left, having dissipated almost the whole 
rf the (irinius firtune he acquired in Mexico previous to the 
wrr of 1 f-70. 

The No tidal Aesiml.lyhas becu occupied throughout the 
wick in discussing next year's Budget, hairing engaged in only 
one debate of any interest. The recent commutation of 
Maisbal Fczaine's sentence has led tho Republican party-to call 
the sttentien of the ('handier to the condition nf the Commu¬ 
nists transported to Mew Caledonia, scores of whom, it is Baid, 
aie dying every mouth, and to advocate an amnesty for all 
■ flintes emmitted iu connection with the recent Parisian 
inmiifcticD. MM. Peron and Brisson succeeded, last Monday,

The Constitutional Committee, after appointing a sub- 
con n ittee c-f nine to examine tbe question of tho organisation 
aid ittrilutis of tbe executive powers, 1ms commenced dis¬ 
cussing the refoim of the electoral law, the members of the 
Right vigorously attacking the principle of universal suffrage, 
as 1 sing dangerous to the safety of all Governments, and urging 
tl at greater ir t’.uoncc should be given to the wealth and intel- 
1 Jigtr.ce of the country. The committee charged with examining 
J the new municipal law has decided upon according to the 
Government the right of choosing all mayors aud adjourn 
among petsc-ns not belonging to the municipal councils, in spite 
of the- energetic pixtestaticns of tho Republican minority. 

HOLLAND. 

In Thursday’s sitting of the Second Chamber tho Minister 
of the Colonies stated that he had received a telegram from 
I.ieuteiiantGene-ial von Swieten, dated Penang. Dec. 17, 
(, 45 p m., announcing that the fortress of Cottaperak, in the 
l.cwer Motsapi district, liad been captured by- the Dutch 
tiiops, with a loss of six killed and thirty-eight wounded. 
The enemy left eighty-live dead on the field. General van 
f u ietec’s telegram added that he was advancing up the Achecn 
river. A previous telegram had announced the capture of 
A.'cerapi fortress. 

In corscqcence of the recent vote of the Second Chamber 
lejectiip the Navy Estimates, the Minister of Marine has 
tendered his resignation, which has been accepted by the King. 
Ti e-Colonial Minister has been intrusted ad interim with the 
diiecticn of tlic vacant Ministry. 

GERMANY. 

The Queen Pow.-ger of Prussia, widow of the late King 
Frederick V iiliani IV., died at midnight ou Sunday last, in her 
leventv-third year. 

Herr Lasker’s motion for extending the legislative juris¬ 
diction of the Fmpire to all matters of civil law, thereby snper- 
sidiig the civil jurisdiction of the separate States, has been 
adopted 1 y the Federal Council of Germany. 

In the Prussian Diet, oil Wednesday, Dr. Falk introduced 
the Civil Marriage BUI. He vindicated the compulsory prin¬ 
ciple iu it as being necessary to place the relations of Church 
aid State on a proper footing, tie spoke of tho investiture of 
elcrsvmen with civil offices as a practical matter to which the 
Government attached the highest value. The bill passed the 
firet reading. Prince Bismarck excited a burst of enthusiasm 
rm.cnghis supporters in the Diet by declaring, in answer to 
taunts about liis change of opinion respecting civil marriage, 
that he is no longer a member of a party, hut a Minister of the 
Cre w n, subordinating his personal views to the policy of the 
St ste. The Lower House has passed a resolution excluding 
tl e North Schleswig deputies, Herren Ahlmann and Kryger, 
frem participating in the business of the House until they shall 
have taken the oaths to the Constitution. A motion brought 
foivard calling on the Government to return to its former 
principles of dealing with the Roman Catholic Church was 
e p pcfe-d by the Government, and rejected by 288 votes to 95. 

A veiy important step has been taken by the Bavarian 
Government. The decision of King Maximilian U., according 
to which the Bavarian Constitution had always to give way to 
tho Concordat with the Tnpal See whenever their respective 
provisions happened to clash, has been abrogated. 

The Old Catholic Bishop Reinkens, so severely condemned 
in the last encyclical letter of Pope Pius IX., has replied to 
his Holiness in a pastoral condemnatory of tho encyclical 
letter. The Bishop of Paderborn, one of the most resolute 
opponents of Prince Bismarck’s ecclesiastical policy, has 
received notice of the stoppage of his Balary. The Tribunal of 
Frcslau has condemned Dr. Forster, Prince Bishop of that 
diocese, to a fine of 11,600 thalers, or two years’ imprisonment, 
in contumaciam, for appointing clergymen in violation of the 
new ecclesiastical laws. 

AMERICA. 

The House of Representatives at Washington has decided, 

1 <fue seceding to a demand of the Treasury for an increase in 
taxation to the extent of about eight millions sterling, to 
require a statement from the Administration as to what 
economics can be effected in the expenditure. The House has 
passed a hill repealing the bankrupt law. 

The Time* correspondent at Philadelphia reports that 
Pennsylvania has voted in favour of the adoption of the pro¬ 
posed new Constitution by over 150,000 majority. The Con¬ 
stitution was framed to deprive of power a ring of politicians 
controlling the State. 

A Reuter’s telegram from New York announces the death 
of rreftesor Agassiz. He was born in 1807, and received his 
early education at the Gymnasium of Bienne and the Academy 
of Lai.ssi.nc. He afterwards studied medicine and the experi¬ 
mental sciences at Zurich, Heidelberg, and Munich. His works 
on natural history and his “Studies of Glaciers ” gave him a 
Enrcpean reputation. AI. Agassiz left Europe for America in 
1846, ar.d in 1847 was appointed Professor of Zoology and 
Geology in the Scientific School at Cambridge, Alassachusetts, 
which post he retained till his death. Subsequently he explored 
eve iv icrlionof tho Atlantic and Gulf coasts, the valley of 
tl e Aiitsisiippi, and the great plains at the base of the Rocky 
A‘ ountains. He also accompanied an exploring expedition to 
1'iazil, and superintended an investigation of the deep-sea 
be tie m of the Gulf Stream. 

Little ceremony was observed in delivering the Virginias to 


the United States at Bahia-Honda. She was surrendered by 
the Spanish sloop Favorita. The surviving prisoners from the 
j Virginius were aelivered np at Santiago. 

CANADA. 

The election of a member of the Honse of Commons for the 
western division of Toronto has resulted in the return, by a 
large majority, of a supporter of the new Government, iu place 
of a partisan of the late Cabinet. 

INDIA. 

According to a telegram from Calcutta, dated Sunday, tho 
results of the harvest are, generally speaking, slightly better 
than was anticipated ; but tho prospects in tho distressed dis¬ 
tricts are still exceedingly gloomy. The Government it stoadily 
storing gia n. 

A telegram from the Viceroy of India, dated Calcutta, 
Dec. 15, ai iiounces that the future prospects of the crops will 
greatly depend on the Christmas rams. Measures have been 
taken to store grain in selected places. No relief works are yet 
considered necessary ; but they can be starteel whenever re¬ 
quired. 1 arge supplies of grain are available in the north-west 
and tl.e I unjaub. 

The welcome news is telegraphed liy the Times' corre¬ 
spondent at Calcutta that heavy rain fell for three hours iu 
Bengal on the 11th inst.

VIOLENT GALE. 

A tc-i rifle gale passed over the northern part of this island ou 
Tuisday morning, with great damago to property and de- 
pitiable loss of fife. Sheffield was the chief sufferer, but at 
Barnsley, Darlington, Dewsbury, Halifax, the Hartlcpools, 
Leeds, Shields, Whitby, Berwick, Aberdeen, Dundee, Edin¬ 
burgh, Glasgow, Kirkcaldy, Perth, and down to the north 
midland counties, the gale was destructive. 

At Sheffield it is reported that there is hardly a street 
which is not strewn w-ith rubbish ; and it is believed that there 
have been at least eight or ten fatal accidents, and the number 
of persons who have been hurt is proportionately largo. In 
Trippet-lane an engine-chimney, 120 ft. high, fell across eight 
cutlers’ workshops, oivned by Messrs. Reynolds and Son, con- 
tractors, and buried the occupants in the rooms, which lial 
been sublet to working cutlers, and which contained thirty- 
persons at the time of the accident. Of these six were killed 
and fourteen injured. At the Norfolk Works, belonging t> 
Messrs. Thomas Firth and Sons, a chimney, 120 ft. in height, 
was blown acmes a hammer-shop and other buildings, reducing 
portions of them to mere heaps of rubbish. There w-eri 
between thirty aud forty men iu the works, but, fortunately, 
n cat of them saw the chimney' rocking aud rushed out before 
it fell. Three nun were injured, one of them, it is fearol, 
fatally. A large foundry, which has only recently been erected, 
»t Atterclifle suffered very severely. The roof of an immeaiii 
chop i\ t.8 earned almost bodily away, and immediately after- 
vards tlie side walls fell in. Ail the workmen contrive 1 t> 
male tlieir escape with the exciptiou of two—Mark Rolley, a 
fettlcr, rnl John Bradbury, a blacksmith. These were burial 
Bcteath the luir.r. As socn as their bodies could be recovered 
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ibc-y were talicn to tlie infirmary, where it was found tint 
Koficy v as dead. Dradhury’a injuries are most serious, and it 
is expected they will terminate fatally. At half-past nine, at 
Mc-rsrs. W. Gnest and Son’s button manufactory, Neptune 
Works, Watc-ry-lane, the engine-chimney fell, cutting the 
factory (a thrcc-story building) in two parts, but the inmates 
escaped injury. These are only specimens of a vast number of 
similar catastrophes. 

From a number of reports from other northern towns we 
find that at Barnsley some of the ornamental stonework of St. 
George’s Church was blown away, and the chimneys of a large 
house opposite were knocked down. At the recently-erected 
Methodist new chapel a handsome stained window was 
destroyed. Two churches at Batley were injured, and a lady 
died from fright. At Leeds the belfry of St. Joseph’s Church 
went through the roof and damaged the organ. The Church 
Institute was also greatly damaged. 


METROPOLITAN NEWS. 

The Bank of England directors, on Thursday week, redujed 
the rate of discount from 5 to 41 per cent. 

The Builder states that Messrs. Bull and Son will begin the 
erection of the New Law Courts in January next. 

It is announced by the International Exhibition Commis¬ 
sioners that over a hundred stoves have boen sent in to compete 
for the Society of Arts prizes. 

Alderman Sir Benjamin Phillips was elected president of the 
Society of Hebrew Literature, at a general meeting of its 
members held on Tuesday night. 

The great rhinoceros, which had been for twenty-four years 
a conspicuous object in the elephant-house at the Zoological 
Gardens, is dead. The skeleton and skin are to be preserved. 

The Society of Engineers held their aunual dinner at the 
Cannon-street Hotel, on Wednosday, when there was a large 
muster of members. Mr. Jabez Church, th» presideut, iu pro¬ 
posing the toast of the evening, alluded to the Channel tunnel 
as the latest exploit contemplated by engineering science. 

A conference of chairmen and vice-chairmen of boards of 
guardians was opened, on Idles day, at the rooms of the Social 
Science Association, in the Adelphi, for the discussion of sub¬ 
jects connected with the administration of poor-law relief. Mr. 
S. S. Dickinson, M.P., presided. 

A testimonial, consisting of a silver coffee-pot and 100 gs., 
was presented, on Wednesday night, in the Inner Temple Hall, 
on behalf of members and tenants of the inn, to Mr. William 
Hurlstonc, late rollkeeper and colloctor, and for sixty years an 
employ'd of that society. Mr. Serjeant Ballantine presided. 

Whilst the Countess of Donoughmore was attending, at St. 
George’s Church, last week, the marriage of Mr. M. White 
Ridley, and during the dinner hour of the servants, the town 
residence of the family, in South Audley-street, was entered, aud 
jewellery to the value of £3000 was stolen. 

A sample of South American meat, proserved under a new 
process at Buenos Ayres, was shown, on Monday, by Messrs. 
Culveiwell and Co., of St. Mary-axe. It was in a raw state, 
and, except in having a higher colour, did not differ in appear¬ 
ance from ordinary fresh meat. 

A conference was held, yesterday week, in the hall of the 
Society of Arts, on tho threatened famine iu Bengal—Lord 
Napier and Ettrick presiding. Among those who took part in 
the proceedings were Sir Bartle Frcre, Admiral Ommanney, 
Mr. W. S. F’itzwilliam, and Sir Charles Trevelyan. 

Presiding at the second anniversary of tho Loudon Moray¬ 
shire C’luh, Viscount Macduff' incidentally congratulated his 
friends on the high position which Scotland maintains in educa¬ 
tional matters ; and said that many a Scottish lad of very 
lowly origiD bad been enabled to wiu his way by tho instruc¬ 
tion he had received in his parish school. 

The construction of tho Southall, Ealing, and Shepherd’s 
Bush Tramways Company’s lino from Shepherd’s Bush to 
Southall w as begun on Monday at the former place, whence it 
will be carried on to the latter, whore it will join the line of the 
London and Counties Tramways Company', winch terminates in 
the town of Uxbridge. 

The London School Board met on Wednesday—Air. C. Reel., 
M.P., in the chair. A discussion arose respecting the con¬ 
stitution of the statistical committee, many speakers urging 
that there was a preponderance of former members upon it. 

L It; irately, however, the list as originally proposed was agreed 
to. The Liard stands adjourned to Wednesday, Jan. 7. 

The committee of the London Association for Providing 
Dinners for the Aged, Sick, and Destitute Poor of London, in 
their third annual report, state that the increased support 
which the association received last year enabled them to extend 
their aid to thirteen parishes. In the three years, 2210, 1(100, 
and 2700 persons have received a good substantial meal, about 
450 of tho last-mentioned cases being those of sick persons. 

The Jrwith Chronicle reports that a numerously-attended 
meeting of the committee for promoting a memorial scholarship 
to the lamented Kuma Ifartog has been held at Sir B. S. 
Phillips’a residence, in Portman-Bquoro. It was agreed that 
the endowment (for which about £415 had been ooUeoted) 
should bo handed to the London School Board, subject to con¬ 
ditions which would effectually ensure the scholarship being 
open to boys of all creeds. 

. It appears from the weekly return of metropolitan paupsr- 
isin that the tottil number of paupers lost week wa 3 104,340, of 
whom 30,234 were in workhouses and 68,100 received outdoor 
relief. These figures show a decrease compared with the 
corresponding week of 1872 and 1871 of 4560 and 18,751 
respectively, but compared with. 1870 there is a decrease 
of no less than 38,537. Tho number of vagrants relieved on the 
last day of the week was 634, of whom 472 were men, 133 
women, and 29 children under sixteen. 

The council of the Society of Arts has given notice of its 
intention to provide a short course of lectures suitable for a 
juvenile auditoiy during tho Christmas holidays. For this 
pin pose arrangements nave been made with Mr. Frank 
Bucklaud, III .A., her Majesty’s Inspector of Salmon Fisheries, 
to deliver two lectures “ On tho Structure and Habits of 
Beasts, Birds, and Fishes, ns showing Beauty and Design," on 
Friday, J»n. 2, and Friday, Jan. 9, at eight p.m. The lectures 
will Le illustrated by specimens.

of Christ.

A deputation from the Birmingham Licensed Victuallers’ 
League and the London Protection Society had an interview 
witli Mr. Lowe last Saturday, in which they asked that the 
hours of closing public-houses might be taken out of the hands 
of the magistrates and fixed by Parliament, and that uniform 
hours should be decided on for the whole country, suggesting 
from 5 a.m. tiR 12 p m. on week days, and from 12 a.m. till 
1.30 p.m., and from 6p.ru. until II p.m. on Sundays, should 
be the periods during which public-houses may be legitimately 
opened. Mr. Lowe, in reply, said that ho did not think the 
question could lie takeu up next Session, and that his views 
were not in accordance with those of the deputation ; while, at 
the same time, he expressed a decided opinion that people coal 1 
not be made sober by Act of Parliament. 

At a meeting of the Chemical Society recently held—Dr. 
Frsnkland, F.R.S., vice-president, in the chair—a paper, en¬ 
titled “ Miueralogical Notices,” by Professor Story-Mtskelyuo 
and Dr. W, Flight, was lead by the former, treating of the 
composition of caledonite and lanarkitc. Mr. John Williams 
then exhibited some fine specimens of crystallised prosphorous 
acid and metallic phosphites, and gave a short account of their 
reactions. After which Professor Church made a communica¬ 
tion to the society on the composition of the mineral autunite. 
Professor Lawrence Smith, of the United States, while 
describing a modification of the Bunsen gas-burner employed 
by him for heating the crucible in determinations of the alkalis 
in silicious minerals, gave a short sketch of the process he ha.l 
devised for that purpose. In the course of the evening a gas- 
burner by Air. Fletcuer, of Warrington, was exhibited." 

A paper by Sir Rowland Hill on the high price of coal was 
read at a meeting of the Statistical Society. To chock tho great 
waste in consumption of coal the imposition of a tax was recom¬ 
mended. A tax of is. per ton would produce six millious 
sterling—a sum more than sufficient for tho total abolition of 
the income tax ; and by increasing tho impost a sum could be 
obtained large enough to justify the remission of all taxes, save 
those on tobacco, spirits, wine, anil malt liquor. In the dis¬ 
cussion which followed Mr. Dudley Baxter said that on an 
article of 6uch prime necessity as coal the imposition of a duty 
would not fail to produce great diacontent. A general rise iu 
prices of almost every manufactured article wonlil be the imme¬ 
diate result, and a great diminution of trade w-ould follow. Sir 
James Anderson, Professor Leone Levi, and other speakers ex¬ 
pressed similar views, and the proposition did not meet with 
the approval of the meeting generally. 

A discovery in natural science was made known at the 
Royal Society on Thursday woek. The chief papor was by 
Mr. M ni. Crookes, F.R.S. Ho suspended an exceedingly light 
lever arm of glass, about U inch long, to the end of a fibre of 
spun glass about S in. long, inBide a glass tube. To each end 
of the lever aim a disc of pith, rather smaller than a three¬ 
penny piece, was fixed. As soon as the tube was full of air, 
thewaimth of a finger outside tho tube almost instantly re¬ 
pelled'the lever aim. When there was a vacuum of thirty 
millimetres, which is easily produced by a common air-pump, 
external beat wonld not move the arm. On the very perfect 
vacuum produced by a Sprengel pump being tried, .the lover 
arm was repelled by tho warmth from the finger. Light also 
attracts ordellects tho lever arm under liko conditions. ° From 
the days of Sir Isaac Newton it has been believed that light 
could not produce tho mechanical motion of a lever arm in a 
vacuum ; and thia idea, hosed upon imperfect experiments, has 
been largely used by philosophers as an argument against tho 
i mission theory of light, supported by Newton. It is not 
really, however, the fact that tno new experiments overthrow 
the wave theory of light, on which all the calculations as to the 
approach and recession of the fixed stars in relation to tho solar 
system are based ; tho opposition is only appareut. 

The Registrar-General’s return shows that the deaths in 
London last week were 1/59, which was GO above the average 
number. The annual death-rate from all causes, which in the 
two previous weeks had been equal to 25 and 23 jier 1000, rose 
last week to 27. Tho deaths of persons under twenty years of 
age were fewer than in the previous week; whereas the increase 
in the deaths of persons aged between twenty and sixty years 
w as equal to 45 per cent, and at sixty years and upwards to 38 
per cent. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory 
organs and phthisis, which in tho five preceding weeks had 
steadily declined from 761 to 520, rose again last week, under 
the influence of the low temperature and fog, to 764, exceeding 
the average number by 15S. The 764 last week iucluded 364 from 
bronchitis, 201 from phthisis, 102 from pneumonia, 40 from 
asthma, aud 57 from other diseases of the lungs. Compared 
with the numbers returned in tho previous week, the largest 
proportional increase was shown in the fatal cases of asthma 
and congestion of the lungs. The ileatlis of a wood-engraver, 
aged eighty-nine years, in Islington, anil of two twin infants, 
aged six weeks, in Whitechapel, were certified to be directly 
due to tho fog. There were 4 deaths from smallpox, 133 
from measles, 22 from scarlet fever, 8 from diphtheria, 42 from 
" hooping-cough, 30 from different forms of fever, and 9 from 
diarrha'a ; thus to tho seven principal diseases of the zymotic 
class 248 deaths referred, against 232 and 237 iu the two pre¬ 


ceding weeks. Of the 30 deaths referred to fever, 3 were certi¬ 
fied as typhus, 25 as enteric or typhoid, and two as simple 
continued fever. The 133 fatal cases of mcasle 3 exceeded tho 
number returned in any week since the commencement of the 
present epidemic, and were 91 above the average. Ten deaths 
from drowning were registered, but only 2 from accidents 
caused by horses or vehicles iu the streets. Tho mean tempera¬ 
ture was 33 6, or 7'5 below the average. 


SCENE AT THE SAILORS’ HOME. 

In.that most useful institution, the Sailors’ Home, Wells-street, 
near the I-oudon Docks, which was established so long ago as 
1830, 11,000 men belongiug to tho merchant-vessels that "visit 
this port were last year provided with comfortable lodgin' and 
wholesome food. They pay for their hoard at a moderate but 
sufficient price, to the amount of nearly £10,000 a year col¬ 
lectively, leaving about £1000 to be provided by subscribers for 
the charges of this benevolent establishment. The model has 
been imitated, if not improved, by similar institutions iu most 
of our great seaport towns. The seameu discharged from a 
vessel on her arrival in port have the opportunity here of 
passing, without too much waste of their hard-earned wages, 
the timo which may intervene before they are taken ou board 
another ship for a different voyage. Amusements of a healthy 
kind, and suitable arrangements lor studying useful knowledge, 
are placed within the reach of those who chooso t > profit by 
them. Some will play at a harmless game, while others read 
the newspaper, the Bible, or some entertaining book; others, 
again, will writo long letters to their frienila ; some will talk 
endless yams of their adventures iu distant parti of the world. 
Now aud then, as we see in the Illustration, an expert dancer 
is invited to please his comrades by the exhibition of a “sailor’s 
hornpipe. They smoko at their ease, admiring his unable 
performance, which goes on to a merry tune from the harp- 
strings of the attendant minstrel; or, if the minstrel be a 
fiddler, he will do just as well.

Lady M‘Chile, widow of Vice-Admiral Sir R. M‘Clare, dis¬ 
coverer of the Norlh-West Passage, has, on tho recommenda¬ 
tion of the Prime Minister, received from her Majesty the grant 
of a pension of £100 per annum from the Civil List. 

The ladies’ council of the Yorkshire Board of Education 
calk-d a public meeting at Leeds, yesterday week, with the pur¬ 
pose of considering the desirability of founding a ssliod of 
cookery. The Mayor presided ; and, after resolutions in favour 
of the scheme had been passed, a committee was appointed. 

Five persons have suffered injury through the incautious 
investigation by a shop porter, at Blymouth, into an escape of 
gas. Ho lighted a match close to the leak, when an explosion 
took place, knocking out the front of the room aud burniu - all 
the goods in the place. 

In replying to a deputation from the Legal Education Asjo- 
eiatioD, the Lord ChanceUor announced that he was about to 
prepare a draught hill, iu which he would not confine himself 
to carrying out the special objects of the association, but would 
also incorporate such changes in the constitution of the Inns of 
Court as had been recommended by the Royal Commission. 
The draught when prenaicil will be submitted to the Inns of 
Court aud the various legal societies in the metropolis. 

The colonelcy of the 55th Regiment is vacant by the death 
of General Sir Patrick Eilmoustoue Craigie, K.C.B., aged 
eighty. The di ceased General entered tho Army in 1813, was 
appointed Colonel of the 31st Foot iu 1S59, aul transferee 1 to 

the 55th Foot iu June, 1S62.-The colonelcy of tho 107th 

Regiment baa become vacant by the death of Lieutenant- 
General William James D’Urban, which took place at Newport 
House, near Exeter, on the 5th inat., at the age of seventy 
years. The deceased ofiicer was the son of the late Sir 
Benjamin D’Lrban, G.C.B., a distinguished Peninsula vetaraa. 
He had held the colonelcy of the 107th since August, 1853. 

The Nonconform 5/ publishes some statistics as to religious 
accommodation in the towns of England and Wales. It appears 
from them that in 125 cities and boroughs, with an aggregate 
population of a little over 6,500,000, the accommodation sup¬ 
plied by tho principal religious bodies is as follows Church 
of England, 1.204.877 sittings; Weslcyans, 376.7J3; Congre- 
gationalists, 349,459; Baptists, 251,691; Primitive Methodists, 
150,015; Roman Catholics. 147,145 ; United Methodists, 
122,444 ; Presbyterians, 82,641 ; New Connexion Methodists, 
77,558 ; Unitarians, 42,549 ; Society of Friends, 32,401 ; Cal- 
vinistic Methodists, 30,810; Plymouth Brethren, 22,460 • Bible 
Christians, 10,183. 

At the last meeting of the Philological Society a paper on 
Etruscan numerals was read by the Rev. Isaac Taylor. He 
stated that the long-sought key to tho Etruscan language had 
been discovered. Two dice hail been found in a tomb, having 
their six faces marked with words, instoad of by pips. Mr. Taylor 
examined these six words in detail, and showed that they wars 
identical with the first six digits belonging to the Altaic branch 
of the Turanian family of speech. Guided by this clue, it was 
easy to show that the grammar and vocabulary of the 3090 
Etruscan inscriptions were also Altaic. The words denoting 
kindred, the pronouns, the participles, and tho declensions 
corresponded closely with those of the Tatar tribes of Siberia 
The Etruscan mythology proved to be essentially the same as 
that of the Kalcvala, the great Finnic epic. 

The Incorporated Society for Promoting the Enlargement, 
Building, and Repairing of Churches anil Chapels held its 
usual monthly meeting on Monday—the Earl of Romney in tho 
chair. Grants of money were made in aid of tho following 
objects—viz,, building new churches at Blackwood, in the 
parish of Bedwelty, near Cardiff; Darlington, St. James’s ; 
and Martin in tho parish of Tiinborlaud, near Sleaford ; re¬ 
building the church at Colaton Raleigh, near Ottery St. Mary’s ; 
enlarging or otherwise increasing tho accommodation in tho 
churches at Affpuddle, near Dorchester; Budbrooko, near 
W arwick ; Caversfield, near Bicester; Hibaldstow, near 
Brigg ; Llanfairisgacr, near Carnarvon ; and Llanllugau, near 
Shrewsbury. Under urgent circumstances the grants formerly 
made towards reseating aud restoring tho churches at Llan- 
dyssul, Cardigan ; Mothvey, near Llandovery ; and Sandwich, 
St. Mary’s, were each increased. Grants wore also made from 
the School Church and Mission House Fund towards building 
school or mission churches at Camberwell; St. Luke's, Surrey" 
Girlington, St. Philip’s, in the parish of Bradford ; Llandaff’ 
yard and Bermondsey, St. Saviour’s, Surrey. In the multitude 
of other claims it is a matter of regret that the Incorporated 
Church Buildiug Society should be overlooked aud it is 
earnestly hoped that attention may he directed, aud that suc¬ 
cessfully, to the numerous appeals soon likely to he ma le to tlu 
committee for aid and the recent very marked scarcity of 
donations to its funds.

LAW AND POLICE. 


ST. JAMES'S PARK AT NIGHT. 

As we sit by the warm fireside or at the plentiful tablo, in the 
evening of one of these days about Christmas-time, we do not 
much like to flunk of anyljody wanting to stay all night upon a 
damp bench under the dripping bonghs of tho trees, now bared 
of their foliage, in St. James’s Park. Yet thore are such 
desolate and destitute persons loitering there, within a bowshot 
of the Queen’s palace, and it is the duty of a policeman to bid 
them “move on;” for serious dangers to the peace and safety 
of her Majesty’s liege subjects might be feared if peoplsof every 
vagrant class were allowed to lurk in any numbers among the 
M estininster groves, and to remain long alter dark. Such 
accommodation would be most convenient for tho amiable 
pursuits of the garotter, the burglar, and the treaoherous 
companions, male or female, who might beset the home¬ 
ward path of a careless reveller to decoy and rob, 
perhaps even to kill, the unwary prey they would acco 3 t 
with civil or seducing talk. In the good old days of the 
last century these practices were frequent in such places of Old 
Loudon, and we have known them sometimes to be reported in 
the morning newspapers of our own generation. To prevent 
the manifold risks of evil, therefore,-from the nocturnal con- 

S tion of vicious and criminal loungers in the parks, it is 
ul that all should he turned out and that the gates should 
be closed at nightfall. Some of these reluctant exiles from the 
inclosed public garden, which is certainly not a Garden of Elen 
on a foggy cvenrng in December, might no doubt appeal to com- 
patsioiiby pleading that, if the world wall before them, they know 
not where to chooso their place of rest. Tho 03 sual wards of the 
several workhouses, indeed, are open for them till a certain 
hour; and the lock-up cells of the police stations, when one has 
qualified oneself for admission there by committing a slight 
■offence, will he available at any time of the night. But the 
regular British vagrant would rather lie on the grass, soaked 
l»y the rain, than submit to the strict order of workhouse or 
prison. 


The Liberals of Exeter have decided to present Sir Edward 
Watkin with a testimonial, in appreciation of tho spirited man¬ 
ner in which he fought their battle at the late election. 

The number of emigrants who left Deland during'the 
quarter ending Sept. 13 lost was 19,432, being 2963 morethan 
the number for the corresponding period of last year, 

The managers of the Edinburgh Infirmary, on Monday, rc- 
soIvcJ, ly a majority of eight to six, to refuse admittance to 
lady medical students at the same time as male students to the 
operating-theatre in the infirmary. 

The officers of the Warwickshire Yeomanry Cavalry last 
week gave a baU at the Shiroliall, which was attended by about 
400 guests, including many of tho nobility and the filite of the 
county. The Earl of Warwick is colonel of tho regiment. 

Tho Marquis of Westminster addressed a meeting, on 
Tuesday, in aid of the Li verpool scholars at the Normal College 
for the Blind—the Mayor of Liverpool presiding. Four 
hundred pounds were subscribed at the close of the meeting. 

At a meeting of tlic Town Council of Edinburgh, on Tues¬ 
day, a report was submitted from the Lord Provosts committee 
recommending the magistrates to confer the freedom of the 
city on Lady Burdett-Coutts. The recommeudation was 
unanimously agreed to. 

Two workmen were killed by the fall, on Wednesday, of a 
railway bridge in course of construction over a canal, near 
Bath. A third man, who was on tho bridge at the time and 
found it crumbling beneath his feet, leaped into the canal and 
so saved his life. 

Professor Owen has discovered in the London clay at 
Sheppey a new fossil bird with teeth somewhat resembling 
those in the Australian hooded lizard. He concludes it to have 
lieeu weh-footed and a fish-eater. No cvidonco of true teeth 
had previously been known in any bird. 

An occurrence of a gratifying character took place on Mon¬ 
day, at Plymouth, when the medal of the Royal Humane 
Society was presented by the Bishop of Exeter, on behalf of 
the associate u, to Miss Reynolds, a young lady who, in August 
last, saved a young woman from drowning, by swimming out 
to her assistance. The presentation was made at a public 
meeting convened by the Mayor, Mr. Alfred Hooker. 


TRIAL OF THE TICHBORNE CLAIMANT FOR PERJURY. 
Line’s identification was completed, on Thursday week, by the 
medical evidence of Dr. Burns, of the Chatham Convict Prison. 
The stiffness in the little finger, the moles on the back, and the 
hernia all corresponded with the prison record. Dr. Kenealy 
declined to supjxirt him further, and he was again committed 
to prison, and the Solicitor to the Treasury hound over to pro¬ 
secute him for perjury. Couusel for the defence then continued 
his speech, dealing chiefly with the relations between Lady 
Tichborne and the defendant and her family. 

Dr. Kenealy’s running criticism, yesterday week, on the 
evidence for the prosecution bore hard on Senor Barra for what 
he had said to Castro about the defendant. It discovered many 
grounds of probability for Roger Tichborne having visited 
Melnpilla—his writing home that he was studying Spanish, the 
way he had talked about his magnificent estates, and so forth. 
The doctor objected, parenthetically, to the Australian aud other 
maps put in by tlic prosecution, that they had not been proved. 
Mr. Justice Lush asked if he meant to convey an imputation 
against the Queen’s geographer, M r. WylcL Oh! no; hut he thought 
that a more accurate map was to be preferred to a less accurate 
one. It was shown, per contra, that the prosecution ha l been 
very severe on his client's lapses of memory. Mr. Hawkins had 
laughed at his calling his .mother “Mama” and writing 
‘•Bart.’’ after his signature but these peculiarities demon¬ 
strated his superiority to coaching. Even the contradictions 
in his client’s own statements strengthened this conclusion in 
Dr. Kenealy’s mind. Ho could not explain how the defendant 
had sworn that the Santiago likeness was taken at Southamp¬ 
ton ; but an impostor, he argued, could not afford to risk com¬ 
mitting such an inaccuracy. His knowing the incident of the 
mule falling over a precipice was strongly inconsistent with 
imposition. The I .ora Chief Justice offered to tell Dr. Kenoaly 
how lie meant to instruct the jury on that point—it had been 

g ot from Moore. After some discussion about Moore not 
aving been called. Dr. Kencaly pronounced the Lord Chief 
Justice’s theory “a wild speculation.” From this there was a 
digression to the sealed packet, regarding which Dr. Kenoaly 
accused himself of aii omission for which he would never he able 
to forgive himself “ ns long os he walked this mortal earth." 
Mr. Hawkins had told the jury that the date of the packet 
was not in Roger Tichbome's handwriting. On examination 
his Lordship and the jury both agreed that it was. Dr. 
Kenealy proceeded to insinuate that Mr. Hawkins had a grave 
design in casting suspicion on the writing. Tho Lord Chief 
Justice observed that Air. Hawkins had yet to ba known either 
as a rogue or a fool, and if in this case ha had been rogue 
enough to try to mislead the jury ho would not have been fool 
enough to put in the document. A juror suggested another 
explanation—that Dr. Kenealy might assume they came from 
Earlswood. The doctor, however, took a sudden flight to Rio, 
arid there drew a Bacchanalian portrait of Roger drunk at two 
o'clock in the morning, and getting pigeoned out of his money. 
He complained that the voice of the community was stifled, 
but he foresaw a tinio of retribution when these points would 
be agitated by many active and energetic minds. The Court 
objected to forestalling such great minds, as it wasted time ; 
and Dr. Kenealy, being entreated to come to the main points 
himself, showed the importance of establishing that there was 
im Osprey in Hobson’s Bay in 1854, by which Roger Tich¬ 
borne might have been picked np. The Lord Chief Justice 
granted that if he proved this he cut away the ground from 
one of the strong arguments of the prosecution. 

On Monday Dr. Kenealy spoke at some length upon what 
he termed “the Luic episode.” He declared that the legal 
advisers of the defendant never had the slightest suspicion 
that the man's evidence was untrustworthy, and that his con¬ 
duct subsequently to the time when he gave bis evidence 
justified them in placing faith iu him. The learned couusel 
explained his own share in the matter, and assured the jury 
that the extraordinary art, skill, and daring of the mau had 
“ deceived him, as it had deceived others.” He then addressed 
himself to the question of the defendant's responsibility, and, 
while presuming that the production of Luie had undoubtedly 
done creat and vital injury to his cause, pointed out to the 
jury the reasons for the defendant’s belief that the story told 
oy Luie was a genuine one. In the end, Dr. Kcnealv assured 
the jury that if lie could for a moment believe that his 
client had palmed off this witness upon him, knowing his 
antecedents, he would throw up his brief with scorn, as he 
had done with the Fenian, Captaiu Burke, on discovering 
that he was implicated in the Clerkenwoll outrage. A 
question rose next about Captain Brown’s alleged recog¬ 
nition of Luie, which the Lord Chief Justice wondered 


at, as the Osprey had never been at Rio in IS54. Ho invited 
information also on Luie’s statement that he was led to believe 
tliat the pilot aud part of the crew of the Osprey were then in 
London. Dr. Kenealy promised to look into this point, aud 
concluded for the day with a protest that, if tlic captain of the 
Osprey had neglected to report his ship at Melbourne, tho do- 
feud ant ought not to be responsible for it. 

Dr. Kenealy was engaged, on Tuesday, in pointing out the 
omissions of the prosecution, and showing what he thinks to 
lie the absurd consequences of the Orton theory. There was 
ncri er a case heard of, he said, where the impostor had known 
so little of his model, or had so little means of acquiring in¬ 
formation. There had never, from the time of Berkin Warback, 
been an imposture so long-lived. All the eccentricities of his 
client became, in Dr. Kenealy’s hands, proofs of his bona tides. 
Towards the dose of the sittiug the learned counsel digressed 
into his favourite field of biographical analogy. Lord Carew 
Lord Peterborough, Richard Savage, Dean Swift, and other 
celebrated eccentrics, were portrayed in support of the 
doctor s argument that ordinary rules were not always to bo 
applied to human nature. 

In tlic course of Wednesday the learned counsel spoke of 
(lie amount of gold which he alleged was ready in this case 
when witnesses were wanting—a remark which olicite larebuko 
from the Judges, Mr. Justice Lush observing that after the ex¬ 
perience of the last ten days, he listened with astonishment to 
these imputations. Dr. Kenealy, during his address, explained 
why he had not called Orton’s sisters in support of his case 
and reviewed at considerable length the conduct of the de¬ 
fendanti in going to Wapping ou the night of his arrival in 
England, m December, 18GtJ. After luncheon Dr. Kenealy pro- 
yoked another altercation with tho Bench by speaking of the 
independence of the Bar as being imperiUeJ. 

The visit of the defendant to Wapping on Christmas Eve 
ISbC, formed tho staple of Dr. Keuealy’a address on Thursday’ 
lie said the only true way of looking at it was as the act of a 
brain which was not right—of a person hardly responsible for 
what he did. Assuming the defendant was Arthur Orton it 
was conduct perfectly inconsistent with that of a cool, cal- 
culating villain like a mau of that description, who had fabri- 
caterl an ingenious and wicked fraud ; but, on the other baud 
assuming he was Roger Tichborne, a wild, headstrong, and 
foolish man such conduct, being irrational, was con¬ 
sistent enough. Dr. Kenealy proceeded to argue that the 
evidence of tho Wapping witnesses who had deposed 


that the Claimant and Arthur Orton were the same person was 
highly improbable, if not incredible, and occupied most of the 
day with disparaging comments on 'the Wapping witnesses 
called by the Crown. Dr. Kenoaly pointed to tho fact that 
most of the witnesses for the Crown could not say whother the 
ears of Arthur Orton were pierced or not, and the Lord Chief 
Justice having expressed a doubt whether a casual observor 
would notice it, the learned counsel said he could distinctly 
see the ears of the jurymen so as to say whother they were 
pierced or not. Whereupon he was asked by a juryman 
“Are the foreman’s ears pierced?” and replied “No ’’ Much 
laughter was caused by the foreman saying, “You are wrong.’ 

fir R. Bhillimore, sitting in Chambers in the Court of 
Admiralty, has ordered the sum of £7050, which had been 
realised from the sale of the Murillo, to bo paid over to the 
owners of the Nortlideet, thus terminating the litigation. 

.... Tke case of “Rose v. Denton,” which occupied the Lord 
( hief 13aron of tho Exchequer and a special jury for six days 
'V 5 irougnt to a dose yesterday week. The plaintiff was 
Mr. 1 bilip Rose, late a member of the firm of Baxter, Rose 
and Norton, and the defendant was Mr. Bailey Denton, the 
well-known engineer. The jury having consulted a short 
time the foreman said We find, my Lord, a verdiot 
for the plaintiff, damages £50; but it must not be sup¬ 
posed that we consider the sum as tho measure ol the 
conqieneation that ought to he awarded to Mr. Rose 
\\eimiA the damages to that small sum—to uae the language ’ 
of the Attorney-General—out of pity for an unreasonable man, 
who imagines that he has been injured, and because we know 
that Mr. Rose is so wea lthy that he is not desirous of obtaining 
exemplary damages. ” 

Alms Vaile, rn nctress, brought an action in tho Exchequer 
Unit, on Tuesday, against Mr. Herbert Merriman for breach 
of promise of marriage, and obtained £100 damages. 

Damages to the amount of £420 have been recovered, in an 
action in the Queen’s Bench, by Miss Hodson, lessee of the 
Royalty Theatre, against Mr. Tremaine, an East India merchant 
for breach of agreement, ho having withdrawn from his under¬ 
taking to rent the theatre for twelve weeks at £35 a week. 

Three actions to recover compensation for personal injuries 
were brought against the Lancashire and Yorkshire Railway 
t ompany at the Liverpool Assizes on Saturday. A verdict for 
the plaintiff was given in each case, the compensation allowed 
being respectively £50, £220, and £2000. The latter sum was 
awan.ed to Mr. W. H. Good air, cotton spinnor and manu¬ 
facturer, of Preston and Manchester, who was injured in a col¬ 
lision wdiicli occurred at German’s Bridge, near Preston, on 
April 17 last. Francis Carr, a Liverpool customs boatman, 
recovered £000 from a shipowner upon whose vessel hr had 
received serious injuries to his head through the negligence 
of the defendant’s servants. Mr. C. C. Ward, who had been 
engaged in assisting lus father in teaching, obtained a verdict 
fir £750 against tho Lancashire and Yorkshire Railway Com¬ 
pany, on 1 need ay, as compensation for serious injuries sustained 
by him in the collision that occurred at German's Bridge, 
Preston. Airs. Phillips, a widow lady, got a verdict against 
the tame company for £1600, for injuries received in a collision 
that took place near Pendleton in December, 1872. £1500 

damages is 1 the latest award given against the Lancashire and 
i orkshire Railway Company this Assizes. Mr. James Devas, 
au nncticncer, of Manchester, had been badly injured in a 
collision at Pendleton last December.

ILLUSTRATED NEW BOOKS. 

'Hie most important original work of art-illustration published 
ibis season is The Gosjtel According lo St. John, with Bida’s 
masterly etchings, which are designed with a high degree. of 
imaginative power and representative truth. They consist, with 
the fiintiepicce, which shows the Evangelist vyriting, of twenty- 
six scenes in the life and ministry of our Saviour, conceived in 
a spiint of reverent sincerity, and devotion to the main purport 
of the sacred history, which haa a very impressive effect. Tue 
style is more like that of Dutch or blemish art than Italian, 
hut with a noble grace in the pirincipwil figures, and a breadth 
in the landscapes, which suit the moral dignity of this exalted 
theme. Messrs. Sampson Low, Marston, and Scarle are the 
publishers of the four volumes which will comprise this and the 
three other Gospel narratives. 

The pencil of Mr. Elijah Walton has on former occasions 
been employed with eminent success in depicting the grandest 
scenery of Alpine Switzerland and l’iedmont, the coast of Nor¬ 
way, ar.el the hallowed or classic sites of Greece, Syria, and 
Egypt, is well as the flowers of the high mountain region. 
These water-colour drawings have been reproduced by chromo- 
litliograpby, and published by Mr. W. M. Thompson, of Cock- 
snur-street anel the Burlington Gallery. A new volume is now- 
issued, The Bernese Oberlund: Twelve Scenes Among its Peaks 
and Lakes. The chromolithographs of this series are rather 
larger than those of “ The Coast of Norway,” and nearly twice 
the size of “ Vignettes, Alpine and Eastern.” Their subjects 
are, the Gletscheihom, from above Interlachen ; the town and 
castle of Thnn ; the Yiescherhom and the Unter-Grindclwald 
Glacier; the Jungfrau, from near Interlachen ; a sunrise on the 
Uke of Lucerne ; the Schrcekhom, from near Grindclwald ; 
tl.e Stanbbach, from Lanterbiunncn; the Munch, from above 
the Lake of Thun ; the Lake of Lucerne, with Mont Rilatus 
ly moordight; the Dolderhom, from near the 1-ake of Thun ; 
tlio YVetterhom, at evening; and the Eiger, from the north-cast. 
The views were taken by Mr. Walton in 1872. Descriptive 
notices of these glorious places are furnished by the Rev. T. G. 
Penney, of St. J obn’s College, Cambridge. Thcloverof Nature’s 
beauties and sublimities mil enjoy this feast of the admiring 
i) e and mind brought home to us from the Alps of Berne. 

Wc find great interest in the series of twenty Etchiiijts on the 
Motel, by Mr. Ernest George, the architect (Murray, publisher). 
They aic works of genuine taste and high artistic merit, such as 
appear fully to justify the opinion of Mr. Ruskin, who advised 
Mr. George to practise this department of art. He had, on a 
fanner occasion, produced some pen-and-ink sketches of Ger¬ 
man towns, repeated by the anastatic process, but he was not 
quite satisfied with the result. Under the practical instruction 
of Mr. Oldham Barlow, ho therefore applied himself to etching, 
and with a result which is really deserving of praise. The 
subjects are taken from Metz, Thionville, Treves, Berncastel, 
oi d Bcvcral other places on the Moselle, ending with the ruins 
of the Elector’s Palace at Coblenz. These scenes are among 
tl.e most picturesque to be found in that part of Europe. 

A series of ideal figures of the chief female characters in the 
Liblc narratives, entitled Woman in Stared History, forms one 
<f the Christmas bocks newly published (by Sampson Low, 
Maisten, and Scarle). It contains fifteen representations, 
which arc chromolithographs, drawn by Jehenne, and printed 
at Faiis, of pictures mostly by modem French artists, Horace 
Ye me t, Landelle, Veraet-Lccomte, Merle, and Boulanger, along 
with two or thiee by Koehler of Germany, Por taels of Belgium, 
and the Italian Baton i, aswcll as Raphael's Sistine Madonna. Side 
l y side with the last-named personification, which is treated as 
nrethical, the editor has placed one of “Mary, the Mother of 
Jesus,” w ith a commentary in the tone more congenial to Pro¬ 
testant than to Roman Catholic minds. Mrs. Harriet Beecher 
Stowe is the writer of these biographical scripture notices, 
whiih are thoughtful, carefully studied, and generally ex- 
i rcssive cf a right feeling} The subjects of the pictures are 
farah, Hagar, Kcbckah, Leah, and Rachel, belonging to the 
Patriarchal Agbp Miriam, Deborah, Delilah, Jephthah’s 
daughter, Hannah, Ruth, the Witch of Endor, Esther, and 
Judith, if the Jewish National History ; and of the Christian 
History, Maiy the Virgin blether, under two forms or imagined 
aspects ; the Daughter of Hcrodias, the Woman of Samaria, 
Mary Magdalene, and the sisters Martbaand Mary. They are 
cKunequal merit, hut some are very good, and are well repro¬ 
duced in this volume. 

Firm the renowned artistic workshop of that eminent 
cpEuiq rintcr and illuminator, Marcus Y\ ard, of CUandos- 
itritt and Belfast, proceed several new publications which 
dt mve our praise. \Vc should first commend his Practical 
cSnatiit m the Art of Ilhimmating, a brief account of its pro- 
^C^ssts, rules, and materials, witii many beautiful examples, 
tore in chrcmolithography, which arc facsimiles of the 
ancient originals, and some drawings in outline. They show the 
styles of illuminating manuscripts, and latterly printed hooks, 
at different periods from the sixth century to the present time. 
The educated eye, with or without any intention of learning to 
practise this exquisite art, may derive a great deal of refined 
pleasure fiom Mr. Ward’s hook upon the subject. In tiro other 
1 nhlications bearing his name on their titlepage provision is 
u ade for the gratification of young readers. He has for this 
impose secured the literary co-operation of a clever lady, Mrs. 
George Cripples. Her Katti/Leshr, a Book for Girts, is apleasant 
ai d ee.csihle story- of life in an English rural home, surrounded 
by the- familiar objects of the country, sheep and cattle, horses 
and (legs, birds and bees and buttcrtlies, trees, grass, corn, 
and w ild flow ers, not to speak of the red deer of Exmoor. 
Use chromolithographs and other pictures arc designed by 
Mr. II all it cn Weir. In The Childrens Voyage; or,a Tripwilh 
tl.e I later Fairy, Mrs. Cupplcs has not, as one might fancy 
firm the title, earned her little friends away into tne realms 
cf the lupertatural, hut has taken them for a safe and pleasant 
Mjage in thtir papa’s tailing-yacht from the Thames to the 
j oit cf Edinburgh. 7he artist who has in this instance made 
cin.w irgs for the ehrcmolithographer is Mr. Edward Duncan, 
sn ttteimed member of the Society of Painters in Mater 
Colours. Another nice juvenile gift-book is The Little Flower- 
Steltrt, by Rota Mulhollaud, with a dozen coloured pictures of 
fiewtrs. lhtrc may, perhaps, be some difference of opinion 
ccnctming Picture Stories from the Jajttmese. The drawings, in 
tie Far lustem style, and, we art told, “by native talent,’’ aro 
extrm ely grotesque. The colouring is brilliant as the eye can 
endure. Put it is woith while to consider what may be the 
uninspccttd influence, upon a child’s a-sthetic scusiuility, of 
cwclfing tn these splendid monstrosities. If the child is 
beitofter to cbtain a litre and refined perception of beauty, 
and especially tf haimony, its education ought not to Ire com¬ 
mit cut with such pictures as we find here. Vet they are clever 
and very laughable. They are scenes of the old Arabian 
It lei — < I Aladdin, Alien Hassan, Ali Baba, and Siudbad, each 
i f which iB related in sprightly verse, but lather too lengthy for 
i lilc’ii t. Mr. Marcus'Ward is also the publisher of Ti.eUartand 
tf the, Yiai — every elegant little volume, containing twolve 
il.icn.clitlifgiaphs ol flowcis, oneforeach mouth, upon aground 
ef geld, with a verse of suitable poetry, inscribed in illuminated 


text, on the same ground. The designs are by Mr. F. Edward 
Hrdmc. With each month’s floral emblem the editor has con¬ 
nected a brief notice of the month's natural and social history, 
ar.d a few passages selected from the best English poets. This 
will do for a gift to a grown-up young lady ; but among the best 
of Mr. Ward's publications for children we are especially pleased 
with Tont, the Story of a Very Little Boy. Its author, Mr. H. 
Rutherford Russell, has entered with the insight of true 
sj mpathy into the mind of a child, and has produced a lively 
in, age of its condition. This little book is almost as good, in 
its way, as Mr. Carroll’s “Alice in Wonderland,” though it 
h;:a less of humorous fancy. Parents and lovers of childhood 
will like it as much as the childish reader is sure to do. 

French child-stories, as on some former occasions, have now 
again been adapted to the demands of English nursery litera¬ 
ture, and gratefully illustrated by tho designs of Mr. Lorenz 
Fidlicb. They are, in tliiS instance, those of a brother and 
sister, who appear hero under the names of Davie anti Dot; 
and a series of moral examples, or anecdotes, entitled Good 
Little Children, from the French of P. J. Stahl. The pub¬ 
lishers are Messrs. Seeley and Co., who have also produced The 
Life of a Bear, a very amusing narrative, writh an abundance of 
clever woodcuts. 

MAKING TIIE CHRISTMAS PLUM-PUDDING 
IN CHINA.

The spirit of t’uo present age takes a largo number of our youux 
men to India, Chino, Australia, the backwoods of America, an! 
varied! otbir places] all over the earth, where they will find 
that mr?t tf their 1 ’requirements will be of little or no use to 
thini. While the standard of literary education ia being raised, 
ti e know ledge ! f common things should not be forgotten. The 
eld rtojy of the philosopher and the ferryman teaches a good 
lesson en this head. A philosopher, crossing the river, was 
talkirp with the ferryman, and he chanced to ask if he had ever 
Studied j liiloBOphy, and the ferryman answered, “No.” “Ah,” 
said the- philosopher, “ then one half of your life has been lost 
to you.” He then asked tho ferryman if he had ever studied 
logic ; and the reply was again “ No.” “ Then the other half 
of your life haa been a blank.” He was about to make auother 
ir.quiiy, w hen he was interrupted by- tho ferryman asking if he 
'could bwim ; and on the philosopher saying “ No," he was told 
that he would lose his whole life at once, for the boat was sink¬ 
ing, snd nothing could save him. 

To tie a knot on a rope, so that it will hold ; to ho able to 
sew on a button ; to dress a wound properly ; to make a good 
basin of gruel for. one who is ill; or to bo able to do a little 
cooking, aro all accomplishments of the highest value, almost 
anywhere, but still more so when fate sends one to distant 
lands.

Use than Fame.” Tennyson indicates his own ideas of tho 
ttacl ing of these words, by saying — 

Yon should have seen him blush ; hut afterwards 

he made a Stalwart Knight, 

This we should take as implying that one ruay bo useful, and 
earn fame into the bargain. 

It was my fate to spend Christmas last year in China, and 
the houtc 1 chanced to be living in contained a number of 
ye ting gentlemen belonging to one of the large mercantile firms. 
Jn their arrangements tor the Christmas dinner, it was found 
that none of the Chinese servants knew how to make a plurn- 
pucleling. Here was a difficulty. VYhat useless fellows we all 
found ourselves, when the question went round if anyone 
could male a plnm-pnddiug! The fancy accomplishments 
w hich each was known to possess became tho subject of con- 
temptons and sarcastic sneers. Any man who would undertake 
to moke a plum pudding had an opening before him of becoming a 
lido. Whoever could achieve this triumph would bo the man whose 
education was up to the “spirit of the times.” According to 
Mr. Carlyle's view of destiny, the opportunity and the hero 
c< me together. The next evening some friends came in, and 
tic probable famine in the matter of plum-pudding became 
Latin ally a subject of conversation, when one of the gentlomen 
i n rent offered his services. Had a superior being from a 
1 iij htc-r sphere come down to assist us, the joy could not have 
bt(n greater.

MAKING A CHRISTMAS PUDDING IN CHINA. 
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ANCJRUM HOUSE, JEDBURGH. 

It has hcen related liow this mansion, the old 
ancestral residence of Sir William Scott, Bart., 
was entirely destroyed by fire oil the night of 
, Tuesday, the 2nd iust. The fire seems to have 
I originated in a dressing-room on the fourth 
: floor of the central tower, about seven o’clock 
- in the evening. It is likely to have been caused 
by the exposure to fire in the grate of some old 
beam in the chimney. The rapidity with 
which the fire spread through the rooms, with 
tho absence of any fire-engine (tho nearest 
being at Ke’so, tve've miles distant), while 
the fury of the flames increased every moment, 
too soon proved to Sir William, though 
hundreds of willing hands, at the sound of the 
alarm-bell, had Hocked from the neighbouring 
villages to his Assistance, that their endeavours 
were useless, anil that tho noble old building 
was doomed. Their efforts were then directed 
to saving tlio valuable furniture, pictures, an.l 
plate in tho lower stories, and much of this 
property was sue icssfully preserved; but many 
old family relics, beautiful old carvings, an 1 
furniture, and some valuable papers, with 
nearly the whole of Lady Scott’3 jewels, were 
destroyed. Tho fire continued to bum through 
all that night nnd most of the next day ; and 
now but crumbling walls and a heap of ashes 
mark where Anernm House so long had stood. 

The house, an illustration of which we have 
engraved, showing the east front, stood in tho 
midst of a park, erfebrated throughout Scotland 
for the magnificent size of its trees and for 
the varied beauties of hill, rocks, fern, crags, 
and river scenery. This mansion was oao of 
great antiquity. We read in “The History of 
the Border ”liow the castle of'Ancrum was 
destroyed by fire in 1513, after tho battle of 
Flodden ; hut with the stone and other 
materials of that ancient castle the central 
tower, shown in our Illustration, was built iu 
the year 1542. Various additions have been 
made since then, by the predecessors of Sir 
William, who represents one of the oldest 
families iu Scotland, their deeds and charters 
dating back a3 far as 112S. It was the late 
Sir William Scott, father of the present 
Baronet, who added a large west tower and 
wing, in most perfect keeping with tho rc3t 
of the old house, and who, by his care and love 
of the place, did much to beautify it and to 
render it what it was, part of the pride nnd 
beauty of the Border. Its associations and 
histone memories in past ages, anil the kind 
hospitality for which, during the last fifty 
years, it has been widely noted, will make its 
loss to be deeply felt by many others besides 
Sir William and his family. 


THE SOLICITOR-GENERAL. 

The Queen on Friday week, at Windsor, re¬ 
ceived the newly-appointed Solicitor-General 
and Vice-Chancellor, with two colonial Chief 
Justices, nnd conferred upon each of those four 
gentlemen the honour of knighthood. Sir 
William George Vernon Harcourt, Q. C., who 
has succeeded Mr. Henry James in the olfici 
of Solicitor-General, is second son of the late 
Rev. William Vernon Harcourt, and grandson 
of the late Most Rev. Dr. Edward Vernon 
Harcourt, many years Archbishop of York. He 
was bom on Oct. 14, 1827, and was educated 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, where he took 
his bachelor’s degree in 1851, and obtained the 
honours of a senior optime and a first-class man 
in the classical tripos. He was called to the 
Bar, at tho Middle Temple, in Easter Term, 
1854, when he chose the Home Circuit; iu 
1856 he was made a Queen’s Counsel. He has 
been a Commissioner for the Amendment of 
the Naturalisation Laws, and also of tho 
Neutrality Laws. He has held the professor¬ 
ship of international law iu tho University of 
Cambridge. He has sat as the colleague of Mr. 
Cardwell in the representation of the city of 
Oxford since the last general election. He is 
married to a daughter of tho late M r. Thomas 
H. Lister, and stepdaughter of Sir George C. 
Lewis.

TIIE MAYOR OF LIVERPOOL. 

The munificent act of liberality with which 
Mr. A. B. Walker has commenced his year of 
office as Mayor of Liverpool was the subject 
of notice a few weeks ago. His offer to provide 
at his own cost for the erection of a Gallery of 
Fine Arts, tho probable outlay upon which is 
estimated at £20,000, is worthy of the position 
he holds in that great commercial town, and it 
will lie cherished in tho memory of future 
generations, along with the instance of a similar 
princely gift, by Mr. William Brown, in the 
endowment of the Free Library there. We 
have much pleasure in setting before onr 
readers the portrait of Mr. Walker, from a pho¬ 
tograph by Messrs. Vandyke and Brown, of 
Lord-street, Liverpool. 

SIR SAMUEL BAKER’S LECTURE. 

The lecture which Sir Samuel Baker delivered 
to the Royal Geographical Society on Monday 
week, and which was honoured with the pre¬ 
sence of their Roys! Highnesses the Prince 
of Wales and the Duke of Edinburgh, has been 
read by most of those who would have desired 
to hear it from his own lips. The audience 
numbered about 1500 ladies and gentlemen, in 
the lecture-theatre of the new buildings of 
London University, in Burlington-ganlens. The 
benches were crowded, and there was a crush 
to get in at the doors. The chair was occupied 
by Sir Bartle Frcre, president of the society, 


but Sir Henty Rawlinion, the late president, 
was there also. Sir Samuel Baker commenced 
by giving an account of the mission ho 
nndertook, from the Khedive or Viceroy of 
Egypt, to go up the Nile with a military force 
and put a stop to the practices of kidnap¬ 
ping and slave-trading. He observed that he 
had the honour to accompany the Prince and 
Princess of Wales in Egypt, and it was by the 
advice of the Prince of Wales that he accepted 
the offer which the Khedive made him. after 
a conversation between tho Khedivo and tho 
Trince npen the subject. This remark induced 
his Royal Highness, later in the evening, when 
Sir Samtiel Pater had finished his interesting 
narrative, to rise and say a few words. The 
Prince expressed the pleasure ho felt in wel¬ 
coming Sir Samuel upon his safe return to 
England, and in witnessing the successful ac¬ 
complishment of his great enterprise. He was 
quite sure that the enlightened ruler of Ecrypt 
was sincere in his wish to snppress the slave 
trade in Central Africa ; but there were great 
difficulties in such a matter, dealing with people 
thousands of miles distant. As for Sir Samuel 
Paker, he hail not only maintained his high 
character as a traveller, a sportsman, and a 
Fellow of the Roval Geographical Society, but 
as a philanthropist he hail performed a great 
■vvoik for the benefit of human kind. This 
well-merited eulogy was received with hearty 
cl errs. Sir Bartle Frere then offered his own 
congratulations and those of the society to Sir 
Samuel and Lady Baker, alluding to the high 
courage and true womanly affection she had 
displayed as the companion of her husband 
through all his perilous and laborious adven¬ 
tures. Fir Samuel briefly acknowledged the 
vote of thanks, and the company gave three 
hearty cheers for his wife as well as for himself. 

On Monday last Sir Samuel Baker lectured 
at the United Sendee Institution on “Savage 
Warfare.” The chair was filled bv his Royal 
Highness the Duke of Cambridge. Com- 
mnnder-in-Chief; and manyofficers of high rank 
and distinction were among the audience.

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A change of Government, although generally and justly 
regarded as an event of tirst-rate importance, does not in 
this country, as in some European States, entail conse¬ 
quences dangerous to public tranquillity. Iu our view of 
the case, we may be said to have passed through a revo¬ 
lution during the last month—a revolution, moreover, of 
more striking significance than had been anticipated by 
either of the political parties. But in the common-sense, 
sober, practical view of the change which has taken 
place, it represents little more than an alteration of time 
and mode in our plans of political development. Roughly 
speaking, any Administration possessing within itself 
the smallest germ of vitality feels itself uuder the 
necessity of giving legislative effect to what it regards 
as the ascertained desire of a majority of the people. 3 No 
matter what may be the private, or even party, sym¬ 
pathies of its members, and even giving full credit to that 
weight of influence which office bestows, Governments 
can do little more than express iu action what for the 
time being the nation wishes to be expressed. It may 
do so more or less vividly, or more or less perfunctorily; 
but its aim will be, aud everybody knows it, to adapt its 
programme of measures to what it is convinced is the 
sense of public need. The Queen has changed her ser¬ 
vants, and the present set differe in many respects from 
the last; but the object of the one as well as of the other 
is to do tlie work of the household, not to overturn the 
laws, nor to reverse the conditions, upon which its affairs 
have customarily been managed. The English people 
well understand this; and, unless a change of Ministry 
should involve an infraction of Constitutional Law, or an 
implied usurpation of political authority, they fed no 
difficulty in extending to a change upon which their 
opinions may widely differ the sanction of their 
acquiescence. 

We have now a new Administration, in conformity 


with the results of the general election. It has como 
into power by no overt act of its own. It is, we may 
say, the natural product of a strictly constitutional process. 
It will be viewed by some with regret. It will bo wel¬ 
comed by others with acclamation ; but no one will deny 
that it is entitled to a fair triaL The circumstances in 
which it had its origin demand this ; the character of its 
members enforces that demand; the political mood of 
the present time will, no doubt, secure it. Mr. Disraeli is 
now at the head of a Government which Parliament will 
recognise as a legitimate embodiment of the wishes of the 
people. His proposals, such as they may be, will have 
to be taken into respectful consideration. There is but 
little danger of their being exposed to factious opposition. 
No doubt t hey will be keenly criticised. In some instances 
they may be unable to pass through the fiery ordeal to 
which they will be submitted. But a fail - , and even an 
indulgent, discussion of them is what he has a right, owing 
to tho position he occupies, to expect. Such an expecta¬ 
tion he might ground upon personal considerations only. 
Bnt he is under no necessity to place his claim upon so 
narrow a basis. He has associated with himself in the 
Government over which he presides a body of colleagues 
whose intellectual and political ability have long since 
been recognised by the country. With Lord Cairns on 
the woolsack, Lord Derby at the Foreign Office, Lord 
Salisbury responsible for the government of India, 
and Lord Carnarvon for that of the colonies, none 
will be disposed to look upon the- new Adminis¬ 
tration as intrinsically weak. In administrative 
ability it is very far indeed from being open to 
contempt; in debating power it is strong in both 
Houses competent we imagine, in ordinary circum¬ 
stances, to hold its own. One advantage it possesses 
which its predecessor lacked. There is no fear that 
what it does in the Commons will bo repudiated in the 
Upper House. Thus, Mr. Disraeli will enjoy the fullest 
opportunity of exhibiting to the country whatever quali¬ 
fications of statesmanship he may really possess. The 
chance has come to him, towards the close of a lengthened 
and brilliant career, of writing the next chapter of 
of English history; and the public, not of the United King¬ 
dom only, but of Europe aud America, is curious to see 
what will be the drift and character of that which ha 
will deem it worth while to write. 

Parliament will meet on Thursday next. Its first 
business will be to choose a Speaker and to swear in 
members. Its next, to order the issue of writs for a 
fresh election of those Commoners who by the acceptance 
of office under the Crown have vacated their seats. It 
will be upwards of a week, therefore, after the opening 
of both Houses before the commencement of the 
business of legislation can take place. There will be 
little to show what the general policy of her Majesty’s 
Ministers will be for some time to come, unless, indeed, 
which is far from certain, Mr. Disraeli should take tho 
opportunity of the motion for an Address to the Throne 
to give an outline of his political programme. The 
Estimates will probably be those of his predecessors in office. 
Time will not admit of any such mature preparation of 
important measures as will allow of their being introduced 
before Easter. The first indication of what the nation may 
expect from the substitution of a Conservative for a Liberal 
Government will appear in the financial proposals of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and it is not at all unlikely 
that the passing of the Estimates and of the bills required 
to give effect to the Chancellor’s Budget will occupy the 
greater part of the forthcoming Session. 

There is, however, much to be done out of Parlia¬ 
ment. The arrangement of the relations we are to sus¬ 
tain in future towards the tribes living within or border¬ 
ing upon British settlements on the Gold Coast will 
test the statesmanship of Lord Carnarvon; aud the 
impending—we may almost say the commencing— 
famine in Bengal will furnish an occasion for the display 
of all Ins undoubted administrative talent by tlm Marquis 
of Salisbury. There is nothing just now, we believe, to

excite anxiety in the mind of the Foreign Secretary ) but 
the state of the Continent ia such as he will bo callel 
upon to watch with care, and to deal with, from time to 
time, with wise self-restraint. In most other respects 
the want of the day is political repose. Of course, it 
will not last long, nor is it desk-able that it should, 
for rest is very apt to run into stagnation. Of retro¬ 
action there is no fear. What we have done, we have 
done, and are not inclined to undo. It cannot ba 
denied that a vast deal has been done iu a comparatively 
short tune—perhaps with less disturbance of vested 
interests than might have been expected, though not 
without occasioning troubles the combined force of 
which Mr. Gladstone’s Government was destined to 
endure. The Constituent Bodies have determined, by a 
decisive majority, to slacken for a while the pace at which 
legislation was proceeding. Tne new Government will 
bo likely enough to submit to their behests ; and hence 
the immediate prospect before the country is, a short 
breathing time and little progress.

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THE COURT. 

The Qnecn entertained at luncheon on Thursday week, at 
Windsor Castle, Prince and Princess Christian of Schleswig- 
Holstein, the Comte and Comtesse do Paris, and the Duo de 
Chartres. On the following day the Right Hon. Benjamin 
Disraeli had an audience of her Majesty, and kissed hands as 
First Lord of the Treasury. The Right Hon. W. E. Gladstone 
bad an audience of the Queen, and delivered up the seals of 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and took leave of her Majesty. 
Prince and Princess Christian dined with the Queen. On 
Saturday last the Queen held two Councils, one of the outgoing 
and the other of the incoming Ministers. The Earl of Ilchester 
and Mr. R. A. Cross were sworn in members of the Privy 
Council. The Premier had an audience of her Majesty. 
On S unday morning Prince Arthur arrived at the castle from 
Russia. The Queen, Prince Arthur and Princess Beatrice 
attended Divine service in the private chapel of the castle. The 
Rev. W. Farrar, D. D., master of Marlborough College, officiated. 
Later in the day Prince Arthur left the castle, en route for 
Aldershott, to assume the duties of Brigade-Major of the 1st 
Infantry Brigade. The Dean of Windsor and the Hon. Mrs. 
Wellesley dined with her Majesty. On Monday the Queen, 
accompanied by Princess Beatrice, visited M. and Mi-dame Van 
de Weyer at Few Lodge, Windsor Park. Prince and Princess 
Christian and M. and Madame Van do Weyer dined with 
her Majesty. On Tuesday the Premier had an audience of the 
Queen. On Wednesday her Majesty, accompanied by Princess 
Beatrice, left the castle for London. The Queen travelled by a 
special train on the Great Western Railway to Paddington, and 
drove thence, escorted by a detachment of the 1st Life Guards, 
to Buckingham Palace. Princess Louise (Marchioness of Lome) 
and the Marquis of Lome visited her Majesty at the palace. In 
the evening Princess Beatrice went to the Lyceum Theatre. 
On Thursday the Queen held the first Drawingroom of tho 
season, at Buckingham Palace. The Court has returned to 
Windsor Castle. Her Majesty, with Princess Beatrice, has 
taken her customary daily drives. 

The Prince of Wales will hold a Levde at St. James’s 
Falace, on behalf of the Queen, on Wednesday, March 11. 

Lady Churchill has succeeded the Marchioness of Ely as 
Lady in Waiting, and Viscount Torrington has succeeded Lord 
Camoys as Lord in Waiting, to her Majesty. 

The Queen has appointed Captain Nathaniel George Phib'pa 
to he one of the Grooms of the Privy Chamber in Ordinary to 
her Majesty, in tho room of John Francis Campbell of Islay, 
Esq., now one of tho Grooms in Waiting in Ordinary to her 
M ajesty. 

TILE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales have arrived at Berlin 
from St. Petersburg, and will continue their journey, after a 
short sojourn, in order to receive the Duke and Duchess of 
Edinburgh upon their arrival in England. The Prince has con¬ 
tributed 1500 to the fund for the relief of the famine in Bengal, 
of which fund liis Royal Highness is patron. 

THE HIKE AND DUCHESS OF EDINBURGH. 

The Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, with the Prince and 
rrincess of Wales, have been present at the several entertain¬ 
ments given in honour of the Emperor of Austria at tho Court 
of the Czar, at St. Petersburg. The Duke and Duches3 will 
have St. Petersburg to-day (Saturday), en route for England. 
Their Imperial and Royal Highnesses will arrive on Monday at 
Berlin, wnere due honours await the august visitors ; thence 
the Duke and Duchess, accompanied by the Count and Countess 
de Flanelres, will proceed to Cologne and Brussels, and thonco 
to Ostenel, whence the Duke and Duchess will embark, on tho 
following Friday afternoon, on board the Royal yacht Victoria 
snd Albert, Captain the Prince of Lciningen, for England, 
timed to reach Gravesend at nine o’clock on Saturday, tho 7th 
jroximo. Great preparations are in progress, both at Graves¬ 
end and at Windsor, for the reception of tho Imperial brido 
end Royal bridegroom. The Duke and Duchess will proceed 
e’irect from the place of embarkation to Windsor Castle, where 
they will remain as the gnests of the Queen until about tho 
12th proximo, after which their Imperial and Royal Highnesses 
will take up their residence at Buckingham Palace. The Duke 
and Duchess will attend a grand concert at the Royal Albert 
Hall, on March 19, at which the Queen will be present. 

Prince Leopold met with an accident on Thursday week 
while driving to the Deanery at Oxford, through his horse falling 
while turning the coiner of Oriel-street, but sustained no injury 
beyond being shaken. The Prince has been elected a member 
of the University Chess Club at Oxford. 

Tho Duchess of Cambridge has so far recovered from hor 
lengthened illness as to be mile to take a drive. Her Riyal 
Highness continues in Germany. 

The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland received on Wednesday, at 
Dnblin Castle, deputations with farewell addresses fromjthe 
Royal Hibernian Academy, the Irish Rifle Association, .the 
Dublin Corporation, and the Royal Irish Academy of Music. 
Countess Spencer was present. Cardinal Cullen paid a fare¬ 
well visit to his Excellency. Earl and Countess Speaker after¬ 
wards left for Holyhead, en route for England.

The Times of Monday sayB : — “ We have reason to believe 
that her Majesty proposed, as a mark of her gracious appro¬ 
bation of his services as her Viceroy in Ireland, to advance 
Earl Spencer to the dignity of a Marquis, but that the honour 
has been respectfully and gratefully declined. It was also pro- 
pot ed to confer upon the Right Hon. Russell Gurney the grand 
cross of the Bath, in recognition of his labours in the Wash¬ 
ington Claims Commission, but Mr. Gurney did not desire a 
distinction which seemed incompatible with his profession.”

An illuminated address was presented on Tuesday to Mr. 
ITimsoll, M.P., by a deputation of sailors p'ying between 
London and Hamburg, to show their admiration of the hou. 
member’s conduct. 

At a Court of Common Council, held on Thursday, it wa3 
unanimously agreed to present the freedom of the City, in a 
gold box or the value of one hundred guineas, to Sir id. E. 
Bartle Frere, G.C.S.I., K.C.B., in testimony of hia long and 
honourable career in India. 

At the weekly meeting of the School Board, on Wednesday— 
Sir Charles Reed} M.P., in the chair—Mr. Freeman resumed 
the debate on Canon Gregory’s motion for the appointment 
of a committee of inquiry into the educational statistics of 
the former board. Several speakers took part in the discussion, 
which was again adjourned. 

At its last meeting the Metropolitan Board of Works con¬ 
gratulated itself on the great success of its recent loan, an offer 
of two millions and a half of stock having brought in tenders 
for nearly twenty-two millions. Negotiations which have been 
in progress for buying up existing miuorial rights on Clapham- 
commou were concluded by a resolution of the board to pay 
the stipulated sum of £18,000. 

The total number of paupers in the metropolitan district 
last week was 108,518, of whom 37,178 were in workhouses 
and 71,340 received outdoor relief. Compared with the corre¬ 
sponding wetk in the years 1873, 1872, and 1871, those 
figures show a decrease in the number of paupers of 10,269, 
14,379, and 4S.715 respectively. Tho number of vagrants 
relieved on the last day of the week was 623, of whom 455 
were men, 133 women, aud 35 children under sixteen. 

The council of the Royal Hospital for Diseases of the Chest 
acknowledge the receipt of another donation of £ l;)JO (the 
sixth) from “ W. 1 J . D. Messrs. Williams, Deacon, and Co. 
have received £1000 from “G. W.” for the fafant Orphan 
Asylum, Wanstead. The Goldsmiths' Company has presented 
a second donation of £25 to the Dost Office Letter-Carriers’ 
Orphan Home, and has given £25 towards the building fund of 
the Hospital for Diseases of the Throat. 

In the monthly report upon the condition of the metro¬ 
politan water, Major Frank Bolton draws attention to the Act 
of 1871, which provides power to compel the companies to give 
a constant supply when the public authorities may see tit to 
move. It is anticipated that greater safety from tires would 
result, since it would enable the use of hydrants instead of fire¬ 
plugs, and thus more rapidly and effectively extinguish fires. 
By this time hydrants might have been placed upon about one- 
third of the entire mains of the metropolis, bu: c.i«ss have not 
yet been supplied. 

An exhibition of students’ work in commotion with the 
St. Thomas Charterhouse School of Art was opeue i, iajt week, 
in the Girls’ School, Goswell-road. The walls were covered 
with drawings, and vocal and instrumental music formed part 
of the evening’s amusement. The president, the Rev. John 
Rodgers, and the head art-master, Mr. S. Mills, were present, 
and the large room was crowded with students and their 
friends. The school is in a remarkably prosperous condition, 
there being about 1000 children and 400 science aud art 
teachers. Special classes for elementary teachers are hold 
every Saturday afternoon. 

The Workmen’s Club at Millwall, which has been erected 
by the Millwall Dock Company for the benefit of the artisans 
and labourers in this busy quarter of London, was opened on 
Saturday last. The club is one of the most extensive of its 
class. Ih addition to a large lecture-hall, rooms fur educational 
classes and games, it contains culinary appliances equal to the 
provision of from 500 to GOO dinners. A room has been fitted aa l 
set apart for the library, towards which some valuable contri¬ 
butions have been received. This good work deserves the active 
support of all classes.

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THE ASHANTEE WAR. 

CATTCRB OF COOMASSIE. 

We are glad to announce the summary defeat of the Ashantees 
and the capture of Coomossie by the British expedition under 
Major-General Sir Garnet Wolseley, which is now, wo hope, 
on its way home to England. On Wednesday a telegram 
was received at the Admiralty from Lisbon, stating that 
Sir Garnet Wolseley had fought a battle, on the 31st ult., 
at Aeromboo, on the Ashanteo side of the Adansi Hills. 
The fighting lasted twelve hours, and the British force 
suffered a loss of 253 killed and wounded—namely, 39 of the 
Naval Brigade, 12S of the 42nd Regiment (Highlanders), 23 of 
the Rifle Brigade, and 53 of the 23rd (Welsh Fusiliers). Major 
Baird, of the 42nd, and Captain Buckle, of the Royal 
Engineers, were killed. Of the Naval Brigade. Captain Grubbe 
and Sub-Lieutenants Mundy and Rawson were wounded ; also 
Captains Macphcrson and Crcagh, and Lieutenants Stevenson 
ana Berwick, of the 42nd, and Captain Xicoll and Colonel 
Wood, of the Engineers. It was further stated that Sir Garnet 
Wolseley remained fifteen miles from Coomassie, in great want 
of troops. This news was brought from Madeira to Lisbon by 
the Enchantress, which made the trip in forty-one hours. Bat 
the following telegram from Sir Garnet Wolseley, sent to 
Gibraltar from Cape Coast Castle, was received on Thursday 
morning by the Secretary of State for War :— 

‘ ‘ Coomassie, Feb. 5. —Reached this place yesterday, after 
five days' hard fighting. Troops behaved admirably. Offi :erj 
killed : Captain Buckle, R.E. ; Captain Nicol, Hants Militia ; 
Lieutenant Eyre, 19th Foot. All other casualties under 300 
The King has left the town, but is close by, and says he wil 1 
pay me a visit to-day to sign the treaty of peace. I hope to 
commence my march to the coast to-morrow. All wounded 
doing well. Health generally good. Despatches follow by special 
fast steamer.” 

The Admiralty received a telegram of the same date from 
Commodore Hewett, at Coomassie. which gave similar informa¬ 
tion, adding that seven naval officers were wounded, but all 
doing well. 

Cape Coast Castle, Feb. 5. 

A great battle has been fought near Coomassie, resulting in 
the defeat of the Ashantees and the capture of Amouful. 

The operations commenced at six a.m. on Jan. 31 and lasted 
until three p.m. 

The British forces, consisting of Lord Gifford and his native 
scouts, the 42nd Regiment, under Major Macpherson, and the two 

f uns of Bait's artillery, forming the left column, under Colonol 
l‘Leod, with Major Russell’s native regiment, Gordon's 
Hoursas, two rockets under Lieutenant Palmer, ana a wing of 
the Naval Brigade under Captain Grubbe, R.N., cut a path at 
right angles to the main road for 300 yards, and thou due 
north. Upon the left was the 42nd Regiment, and on the right 
a column under Colonel Wood, with a wing of the Naval 
Brigade under Colonel Luxmoore, and two rockets under Lieu¬ 
tenant Knox. Colonel Wood's native regiment was to carry¬ 
out (he same plan on the right of the centre column. The 
second line consisted of the 23rd, snpported by Colonel Wood’s 
and Major Russell’s native regiment on its flanks. The third 
line was composed of tho Rifle Brigade, under Colonel Warren. 

The enemy formed a broad angle, diverging from the main 
right apex of the Amouful, and had a position on steep hills. 
The King of the Ashantees is supposed to have been present. 
The enemy fought most desperately, and suffered severely. 
Amnnquatia, the commander-m-cliief of the Ashaatee army, 
is reported to be killed. The firing was very heavy for five 
hours. 

The casualties on the British sido are :—Captain Buckle, 
Royal Engineers, killed; Major Home, wounded in two placos ; 
Lieutenant Hare, wounded in two places ; two sappers and 
thirty-six labourers killed. 

The Naval Brigade, which was 145 strong, had three 
officers wounded—namely, Captain Grubbe, Lieutenant Mundy, 
and lieutenant Rawson, and twenty-six men killed and 
wounded. 

The 23rd, which was about ninety strong, had one officer 
and five men wounded. 

Tho 42nd lost nine officers and 105 men in killed and 
wounded, including Major Macpherson wounded ia two places. 
One bullet passed through his leg, but he led his men the 
whole way. Major Baird was badly wounded in both legs aud 
in the chest, and was carried to the rear, being unable to move. 
The carriers were attacked: he himself was beheaded. Lieu¬ 
tenant Berwick was wounded in the anklo, and Lieutenant 
Stevenson, Captain Crcagh, and four others were slightly 
wounded. The Rifle Brigade had one officer an i twenty-five 
men killed and wounded. No return of the loss of tho native 
allies has been received, but it is heavy am mg Gordon's 
Houssos. The troops bivouacked on the ground taken. 

A baggage-train had been attacked on the way up. Seven 
hundred ana fifty loads arrived at Amonful on Feb. 1, escorted 
by men of the Rifle Brigade, the 42nd, and the 2nd West Indian 
Regiment. 

A strong force attacked Dequa, a mile on the right. The 
place was well defended, and the houses were loophoied. Ouo 
bluejacket was killed and three were wounded, as well as 
some allies. 

During the battle on the 31st the staff was much expo i:d 
to the fire, but suffered no casualties. 


Onr Special Artist has contributed a number of further 
Illustrations, engraved for this week’s publication. The several 
halting-places or stages on the road through the forest between 
Cape Coast Castle and tho river Prah, a distance altogether of 
nearly eighty miles, have been enumerated on former occasions. 
Accroful, the camp at Dur.qnah, Sutah, Yancomassie-Assiu, 
and Barracoe, with the riverside camp at Prah-su, are the places 
shown in the Views which we now present to the reader. 
Inquabim, the first station from Capo Coast Castle, was repre¬ 
sented in a former Illustration. The next station is Accroful; 
and Dunquah, where a small camp has been formed, is two 
houiB 1 march further en. Then comas Yancomassie-Fantee, 
which is not the same as Yancoinassie-Asain. Two more stages 
bring us to the camp of Mansu, whence it is three hours’ 
journey to Sutah. We have given views of Dunquah and Mansu 
in our preceding Numbers. Tho military mail takes nearly 
twenty-two hours for the whole distance from Cape Coast 
Castle to Prah-su. The telegraph is laidtoMansu, which is 
about halfway to the Prah. 

The camp at Prah-au, where our Artist was residing at the 
date of his last letter, is the! scene of much ordinary 
milituy business ; and he has made two or three 
sketches of what he saw going on there. The inspection of 
some of our native auxiliary troops is one of the incidents he 
has chosen to depict. There are the Kossohs, who come from 
another country of West Africa, a lone way north of the Gold 
Coast. They are dressed in canvas smocks, and each min 
carries three regulation pouches, worn in any way that pleases 
Lis fancy. Their wives, or some of them, are standing behind 


the line. lieutenant Pollock and Lieutenant Clowes are 
engaged in the inspection. To the left of the line are the 
drum-major and the drummer. Beside the two English 
officers are two Kossoli chiefs. These are fine, well-grown 
men ; one of them wears a sackcloth coat with long sleeves and 
a battered English hat The other has only a cloth about him, 
from the waist down to the knees, and a turban, made of a 
strip of red and blue cloth, with a fetish or talisman on the 
top, like a rude coronet, ornamonted with large beads on the 
rim. In the next sketch we see a number of our own country¬ 
men in the camp at Prahsu, sailors of the Naval Brigade and 
Royal Marines, employed at the grindstones and portable 
forge in sharpening their cutlasses to he ready for actual fight¬ 
ing. The subject of another Illustration is the field battery of 
light guns, raDged with the Gatling gun in a park of artillery 
at Prah-su, three of which were marked to bo sent forward to 
Coomassie. They were only seen by the messengers of tho 
Kingof Ashantee at Prah su. but the sight of them was enough to 
make them return to King Koffee Kalkalloe, with such a report 
as frightened him into submission. Our Artist, while sojourn¬ 
ing at Prah-su, found con venient accommodation in a hut, shared 
with him by Mr. Henry Stanley, of the New York Herald, and 
Mr. Henty, of the Standard. He has acknowledged their 
friendly aid in more than one letter, and his sketch of “the 
newspaper correspondents’ quarters ” will serve as a token of 
remembrance. 

The advanced guard of Sir Garnet Wolseley’s small force, 
when it bad crossed the Prah, on tho 20th ult., pushed on to 
the Adansi Hills, forty or fifty miles from Coomassie. The 
General stopped at Moinsie, on the south side of those hills, 
having with him only the staff of the Naval Brigade, under 
Commodore Hewitt. Lord Gifford was sent up the hill to recon¬ 
noitre, with fifty scouts, picked from the best native auxiliaries, 
Kossohs, Houssas, and Bonny men. While climbing the 
steep ascent through a tangled forest Lord Gifford's party were 
met by an Ashantee priest, or wizard, sent to warn them not to 
go any farther. It was near the supposed boundary that sepa¬ 
rates the proper Ashantee territory from that of As3im. Tho 
priest, who was accompanied by half a dozen other men, waved 
his arms -with uncouth gestures, and made various strange 
noises, after which he shouted to the party at a little distance, 
and said that the Ashantee army was assembled in thousands 
at the top of the hill, and that they would kill every man who 
went up. Neither Lord Gifford nor the men he led were in the 
least degree alarmed by the declaration. The Houssas and 
Kossohs were quite wild to get at the enemy. They fairly 
broke away, like hounds from the leash, and rushed up the hill, 
all fchonting, and brandishing their swords and brooch-loaders 
with both hands. When they got to the top all they could see 
was five men running away, whom it was of no use to chase. 
There was a fetish on the spot, fixed in the ground like a scare¬ 
crow, but consisting only of a stick, with bundles of cotton and 
grass tied round it. This was the terrible guardian of the 
Ashantee kingdom. 

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 

FRAN CE. 

{From our Co-respondent in Paris.) 

Thursday, Fob. 26. 

Paris cannot exist for long without a sensation, and the all- 
absorbing incident of the moment is the candidature of 
M. Ledru Rollin for the department of Vaucluse, the election 
for which takes place on Sunday next. The reappearance on 
the political stage of the once all-powerful Republican leader 
seems to have filled the Royalist party with dismay, his 
election, which is wellnigh certain, being rightly regarded as 
a formal protest ngainst the reactionary policy of the Govern¬ 
ment, and more especially against any mutilation of tho 
principle of universal suffrage, such as is contemplated by the 
majority of the Assembly, the present electoral system having 
been initiated in 1848 by M. Ledru Rollin himself. His candi¬ 
dature has already provoked an “ incident ” in the Chamber, 
and a letter from M. Thiers, who has at last broken the silence 
he has so long preserved respecting matters political. Last 
Monday afternoon MM. Naquet, Gent, and Taxile Delord 
sought permission to question the Due de Broglie relative to the 
manoeuvres of the Royalist and Bonapartist Mayors recently 
appointed in Vaucluse, who are abusing their position to 
thwart the efforts of M. Ledru Rollin’s supporters. At tho 
Minister’s request, however, tho majority decided that the 
interpellation should bo postponed until the election came before 
the Assembly for ratification. 

M. Thiers’s manifesto, which appears in the form of a letter 
addressed to M. Lepctit, the Democratic candidate in the 
Vienne, is artfully composed of phrases capable of a double 
interpretation. The ex-President wishes M. Lepetit all possible 
success, and states that he considers the restoration of the 
Monarchy impossible. The interest of the nation, in his opinion, 
is to establish a definitive Republic ; but, on the other hand, he 
counsels the electors to enlighten the Assembly without alarm¬ 
ing it, otherwise commerce will suffer from fresh anxieties, and 
the reorganisation of the country will be certainly delayed. The 
Radical organs print this letter with affected jubilation ; but it 
is quite evident that the final warnings are given in reference to 
the candidature of M. Ledru Rollin, who in former times was 
one of the cx-President's most bitter political adversaries. The 
RtpubRqvc Franfaise, M. Gambetta’s organ, somewhat naively 
asserts that the two enemies are reconciled, and that M. Thiers 
would have preferred the election of M. Ledru Rollin to that 
of M. Vautrain, in January, 1872, or to that of M. 
Barodet, in April, 1873. On the other hand, M. Thiers’s 
private organs, the Dibats and the Bien Public, are most bitter 
against I.etlru Rollin, conjuring up the "spectre rouge," and 
prophesying all manner of disagreeable things in the event of 
his being elected to the Assembly. 

On the 16th of March the Prince Imperial attains his 
majority, and tho Bonapartists, in this age of political pilgrim¬ 
ages, having expressed their intention of organising a series of 
excursions to Chiselhurst, the Due de Broglie has addressed a 
circular upon the subject to the prdfets and sous priifets :— 

11 We do not wish (says the Minister) to restrain any citizen's 
liberty of action, or to prevent the friends and servants of the 
Empire expressing their attachment to the Bonaparte family ; 
but the projected manifestation of March 16 coincides with tho 
Prince Imperial's coming of age, and might he considered 
as a protestation against certain decisions of the National 
Assembly. In consequence,” the Due do Broglie forbids func¬ 
tionaries of every kind to visit Chiselhurst, under penalty of 
immediate dismissal, and requests his subordinates to apprise 
him should any attempts be made to throw doubt upon the 
sovereign decisions of the Assembly. He, moreover, rigorously 
forbids the public circulation of petition* or addresses for sig¬ 
nature. It has since been rumoured that, in consequence of 
this c rcular, the Prince Imperial has written to his friends in 
Paris countermanding tho proposed manifestation. 

The National Assembly, which has again indefinitely post¬ 
poned MM. Gambctta and LepAre's interjiellation apropos of 
lhe arbitrary manner in which tho Government is carryin> tho 
tew municipal law into effect, has been occupied this week in 


discussing various financial measures, but without agreeing on 
anything calculated to make up the doficit which still exists in 
the estimates for the next year. At yesterday’s sitting a pro¬ 
posal to increase the succession duties was rejected by 507 
votes against 135. 

The destitution just now prevalent in Paris has induced the 
formation of a relief committee, presided over by Madame de 
MaoMaliou, and the opening of a publio subscription, which 
has as yet produced some £4000. In addition to the forty soup- 
kitchens now existing, the committee is about to open fourteen 
fresh ones, at which 30,000 rations of bread, meat, and vege¬ 
tables will be distributed daily, partly gratis and partly at tiio 
nominal rate of a sou the ration. Si. Hubert Debrous ia, the 
proprietor of the Presse newspaper and the originator of the 
great fAte ^ that will bo given to Marshal MacMalion at the 
Palais de l’Industrie on March 15, haring presented the com¬ 
mittee with a sum of £4000, it has been devoted to redeeming 
the bedding of the working classes pledged at the Mont de 
PidtA 


The Treasury has repaid to the Bank of France its advance 
of 150 million francs, made in order to accelerate the payment 
of the fifth milliard to the Germans. 

M. Ollirier’s reception by the Academy is fixed forMarch 5. 

There is to be an International Exhibition of Arts and 
Manufactures here next year, in tho Palais de l’lndustrie, 
which will be considerably enlarged for the purpose. 

The murderers of Vicenzim, the police agent, who was 
drowned in the Seine, on Feb. 26, 1871, by a mob of National 
Guards, have been tried this week by the eighteenth oouncil of 
war. The circumstances of this outrage are of the most pain¬ 
ful character. The unfortunate victim, who was recognised 
as a mouchard by a crowd of Communists engaged in a mani¬ 
festation round the Bastille Column, was tied to a plank and 
precipitated into the river, after undergoing every species of 
ill-usage. He succeeded in freeing himself, but was assailed 
with stones and driven back from the river banks every 
time he succeeded in approaching them ; and at length, having 
meffectually hailed a steam-boat, which passed on without pay- 
mgpny attention, his strength failed him and he sank. The 
evidence against two individuals, charged before the Council of 
War with participation in this barbarous outrage, was con¬ 
clusive oa several points ; and, although judgment has not yet 
been riven, there is little doubt but that the prisoners will be 
found guilty. 

M. Cahcn-Lyon, the wealthy army tailor, has just been con¬ 
demned to two years’ imprisonment and lOOf. fine for fraud in 
carrying out his contracts with the Imperial Government and 
the Government of National Defence. One of his accomplices, 
named Boulanger, is sentenced to five years' imprisonment, a 
second to one year's, and a third to throe months’ of the same 
penalty, a nominal lino of 100L being exacted from each. 


ITALV. 

The debate on the Paper Currency Bill was resumed, yester¬ 
day week, in the Chamber of Deputies. Clause 23, proposed 
by the Committee with a view to authorise the popular banks 
to issue notes to tho amount of 30,000,000 lire, was opposed by 
the Minister of Finance and rejected. Tho debate was 
concluded on Saturday, and the measure was adopted by 189 
votes against 03. On Wednesday, the Chamber, after a short 
discussion, approved all the clauses of the bill relative to the 
purchase of the Cavour Canal. 

The Senate has passed the bill on the organisation of the 
judiciary, and has agreed to a motion for sending a deputation 
to the King on March 23, to congratulate his Majesty on the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of his accession to the throne. 


STAIN. 

It is announced that General Moriones and General Primo 
de Rivera, with their 20,000 men, have not yet relieved Bilbao, 
though they have token the first lino of defence, twelve miles 
distant from the town. The weather has retarded them, aud 
prevented the co-operation of tho fleet. The Carlist leader, 
Dorregarray, holds the heights above Somorroatro, with (it is 
said) 25,000 men ; and there has been severe fighting there, in 
which the Republican troops captured some of the Carlist 
positions, but with considerable loss. 

At their meeting on Wednesday, to consider the Govern¬ 
ment scheme for tho organisation of a now national bank, the 
shareholders of the Bank of Spain came to no definite conclusion. 


HOLLAND. 

In the Second Chamber, on Monday, a vote of thanks was 
passed to tho forces operating against the Acheenesc. An official 
despatch from Acheen, dated Feb. 16, ha3 been received at the 
Hague. It announces the capture of a fort on the previous day, 
notwithstanding tho determined resistance offered. The enemy 
are said to have lost 200 killed, and the Dutch six killed and. 
fifty-six wounded. 

GERMANY. 

The Prussian House of Lords has passed the Civil Marriage 
Bill by a majority of 89 to 51 ; and the Lower House, on Tues¬ 
day', adopted the Civil Marriage Bill in tho amended form in 
which it was sent down from the Upper House. A motion, 
brought forward yesterday week by Count Bruehl, in favour of 
abolishing the ecclesiastical law3 enacted in May, 1873, was 
rejected by 129 votes against 15. Tho Prussian House of 
Deputies, in debating this yoar’s Budget, struck ont a small 
vote of 51,000 thalers, whioh has been set apart twenty-five 
years for race prizes and bounties to breeders, on the plea of 
economy. Both Houses have adjourned until April 13. 

The Dean of Westminster aud Lady Augusta Stanley were 
received yesterday week by the Emperor and Empress of 
Germany, and were invited to dine with their Majesties. 

The Turkish Legation in Berlin has been raised to the rank 
of an Embassy. 

A meeting of Catholics was held in Berlin on Thursday 
week as a comiter-demoustratiou to that which recently took 
place in the Townhall. The resolutions affirmed the fidelity 
of the Ultramontane party to the German Emperor and Empire. 


AUSTRO-HUNOARY. 

In a sitting of the Lower House of the Austrian Reichsrath 
yesterday week tho proposal to abolish the newspaper stamp 
was rejected, after a warm debate, by 128 votes against 114. 
The Ministry were beaten on Tuesday, by a great majority, on 
a proposal to abolish tho right of tho Government to confiscate 
newspapers. The proposal was adopted by tho House, in spite 
of the opposition of Ministers. t 

RUSSIA. 

The Emperor of Austria left St. Petersburg on Monday for 
Moscow, where ho met with a brilliant reception. Dining 
with the Governor-General on Tuesday, he left in the evening 
for Warsaw, rid Smolensk. 

A telegram from Orsk reports the return to Fort Alexandro- 
Petroiosk of the detachment sent to reconnoitre the left bank 
of the Amor Daria. 

GREECE. 

M. Bulgaris has succeeded in forming a new Cabinet. He 
himself conjoins the Ministry of the Interior with the Prcsiden :y 
of the Council. In Wednesday's sitting M. Lombardos iniVjd 
the impeachment of the late Ministers. 
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AMERICA. 

In (lie Senate the question of withdrawing from oirculat'on 
the National Bank currency, so that the legal tenders known 
as “greenbacks” should remain the only currency of the 
country, came on for discussion last week. After a long debate, 
a motion to redeem the National Bank notes with specie or 
United States Bonds was rejected by 30 against 28 vote3. By 
a small majority the Senato has resolved to increase the National 
Bank circulation to 400,000,000 dols. 

A general rising of Sioux Indians is reported. A telegram 
from Wyoming states that near fort Laramie two officers were 
mnrdered. Their bodies, when found, were scalped, riddled 
with bullets, and stuck with arrows. The Sioux are reported 
as laiding in almost every direction, burning ranches, murdering 
ranchmen, and stealing stock. 

CANADA. 

We leam from Toronto that two members of the lato British 
Columbian Ministry have been elected members of the Dominion 
Parliament, and that both support the present Cabinet. 

INDIA. 

The weekly telegram of the Viceroy of India, respecting the 
famine, received at the close of last week, confirms the report 
that beneficial effects had been produced by the late rain. In 
Noith Behar the distress was increasing rapidly, but was every¬ 
where being effectually relieved. Nearly 100,000 tons of grain 
had been sent into the distressed districts, and 213,000 
labourers were employed on the relief works. 

The chairman of the Central Relief Committee at Calcutta 
has telegraphed, in answer to advices of a first remittance of 
£10,000 from London, that the sympathy of the English nation 
will be gratefully appreciated by the people in the famine- 
stricken districts. After describing the relief operations in 
progress, he states that the distress is likely to he severe, and 
that subscriptions are required early. A private tolegram 
handed to the Mansion House committee yesterday week say’s 
that mortality has already commenced in the Ncpaul district. 

A telegram from the Daily News' Special Commissioner in 
India states that the distress is gradually intensifying. Fifty 
thousand personB are now engaged on the relief works in the 
three worst sub-divisions of Tirhoot. Delay is taking placojin 
forwarding grain into the northern districts, and great difficidty 
is experienced in finding competent persons to superintend the 
relief works. 

The Times’ correspondent at Calcutta telegraphed on Tuosday 
regarding tho progress of the famine :—“ The Government nar¬ 
rative admits an increase of vagrancy, crime, and c'ailil- 
desertion. Women and children are suffering severely. It is 
ascertained that there have been deaths from sickness ca used 
by stai vation. Sir G. Campbell doubts whether tho Government 
can supply enough food. Three hundred and thirty-three 
thousand tons are wanted now, with coolies to carry 00-lb. 
1’ ads. The doctors are supplied. The labour test has been 
relaxed. The exports of rice since October have been 165,OJO 
tons.” 

The same correspondent telegraphed on Wednesday as 
follows :—"Sir R. Temple’s appointment to Behar has always 
had SirG. Campbell’s hearty approval. The Saruu correspondent 
reports increasing crops and the establishment of relief works. 
The North Tirhoot correspondent reports that infants are dying. 
Nurseries have been established in North Chumparuu, the dis¬ 
trict most exposed to suffering. The Nepaulese are treated as 
British subjects In Goruckpore prospects arc improving as the 
pulfo harvest matures. ” 

Tho latest accounts of the growing crops are favourable. 

JAPAN. 

Serious political troubles are anticipated, according to a 
Jeddo telegram of Thursday week. Iwakura, the I’rimo 
Minister, has tendered his resignation, which has been refused. 
The people clamour for a war against Corea, and this or a civil 
w ar is deemed inevitable. From Nagasaki we aro told that a 
serious insurrection has broken out m tho district of Fizen, 
and that the insurgents had destroyed the land telegraph lines, 
lint a telegram received by the Japanese Legation denies that 
the revolt near Nagasaki is anything serious. It states that 
3( 00 troorB had anivod in the district, and were expected to 
have no difficulty in restoring order. 

Tho Government have appointed Mr. R. Routlelge (a 
nephew of Mr. Routledge, tho publisher) to the Professorship 
of Chemistry and Physics in the Imperial College at Jeddo. 

The great temple Tenshlig Daijon, at Shiba, in Jeddo, was 
destroyed by fire on tho morning (it Jan. 1. The huge bell, 
“ten feet high, was so injured as to be rendered worthless. 


The Italian journals state that Vesuvius is covered with 
snow, from the summit to the base. 

Wo are informed from Constantinople that Midhat Pasha 
has been removed from bis post of Governor of SaloDica. 

An English penny newspaper has been started at Venice, 
■called tho Venice Mail. 

Three thousand Mussulman pilgrims wero at Suez on the 
37th inst.; “ in perfect health,” a despatch adds. 

News has reached Melbourne from Fiji that tho maj ority 
of the Fijians desire annexation to tho British Crown. 

Tho Murillo, which ran down tho Northfleet, left Cowes 
Roads on Tuesday, en route from Cadiz to Hamburg. She has 
been rechristened the Huelva. 

The brigantine Lizzie, of Swansea, was run down, on Wed¬ 
nesday morning, near the Land’s End, by the steamer Broomi- 
grove, of Southampton. Tho crew were all saved. 

Advices from Constantinople state that the Bulgarian Bishop 
of'Salonica has, with tho entire population of two villages, 
joined the Roman Catholic Church. 

The King of Siam has presented a gold salver to Dr. W. 
Campbell, the surgeon to her Majesty’s Consulate-General, in 
acknowledgment of his professional services. 

Senor Gonzales has been installed as President of the 
Republic of St. Domingo. The members of tho family of 
ex-Preeident Baez have been banished. 

A peculiarly- Mexican kind of civil war has brokon out 
between the towns of QuimiUan and lluascaleca. Women are 
said to have been mutilated and children slaughtered. 

The Enchantress passed, off tho cast end of Madeira, on the 
23rd inst., the two telegraph steamers, Edinburgh and Hibernia ; 
all well. It is confidently hoped that tho telegraph cable will 
be complete between Madeira and St. Vincent by March 13. 

The German Emperor has addressed a letter to Earl Russell, 
thanking him for the part ho took in tho London meeting 
expressive of sympathy with German Protestantism. His 
Majesty says ho felt sure that in tho endeavour to uphold 
liberty of conscience bo would not be abandoned by tho English 
people, to win m tho people of Germany and his Royal House 
are bound by the remembrance of many an honourable struggle 
maintained in ccmmon since the day of William of Orange. 


Tenders are invited by the Portuguese Government for the 
construction of two new railways—one from Beira Baxia to 
Malparton, tho other for a connection with tho Spanish lines 
at Salamanca. 

Dr. Livingstone’s death is confirmed by another telegram 
from the acting Consul at Zanzibar. It states that Chumah, 
the Nassick boy, had arrived there, ou the 3rd inst., with news 
of Mr. Murphy being within ten days of the coast. He is in 
charge of Dr. Livingstone’s body and papers. 

Ilr. Rokitansky’s seventieth birthday was celebrated, last 
week, with great enthusiasm by the Imperial Academy of 
Science at Vienna. Among the congratulatory messages re¬ 
ceived from learned bodies was one from the London Patho¬ 
logical Society. 

Disturbances still prevail in the outlying territory of Natal. 
Small bands of rebels lurk in the mountain gorges, ljpt they are 
being vigorously hunted down. Langalabalele, the leader of 
tho Orange frontier rebels, is being tried at Natal by a special 
court, consisting of four resident magistrates and four native 
chiefs, sitting under the presidency of the Governor. There are 
700 of his foBowers awaiting trial. 

Mr. Charles Gilpin, M.P., writes to the Times to contra¬ 
dict some reports which have been published stating that M. 
Kossuth was living in a state of destitution in Turin. Mr. 
Gilpin says that he saw M. Kossuth in May last in Turin, 
and found him living in “a comfortable and well-furnished 
salon on the ground floor, opening by French windows into a 
little garden, where ho spends a good deal of time. Colonel 
Ehaz, who was his friend and aide-de-camp in the time of his 
prosperity, is with him still, and periodically th ey go together 
into .Switzerland and the Tyrol in search of new plants for tho 
garden at home.” With reference to reports that Kossnth was 
compelled to give lessons in order to earn a livelihood, Mr. 
Gilpin says :—“ Those who know as well as I do Francois and 
Louis Kossuth would feel, as I do, quite assured that their 
honoured and revered father would never bo permitted, in his 
declining years, to undertake the office of teacher. It is 
Kossuth’s choice to live retired as ho does.” 

The mail-packets under contract with the Swedish Govern-^ 
ment will recommence their voyages between Hull and Gothen¬ 
burg on Saturday next, the 28th inst. Mails for Sweden will 
accordingly be made up in London on tho evening of Friday, 
the 27th inst., and thenceforward on the evening of every 

Friday until further notice.-Information has -been received 

from the Danish Post Office that the steamer which plies 
between Copenhagen, the Faroe Islands, and Ieelahd during a 
portion of the year will commence running for the season on 
the 4th proximo, and that it will call either at Leith or Lerwick 

for the purpose of embarking mails on the following date 3 :_ 

March 4, Lerwick ; April 20, Lerwick ; May 31, Leith ; July 10, 
Leith; Aug. 19, Leith; Oct. 1, Lerwick; Nov. 12, Lerwick. 
Mails for Iceland and tho Faroe Islands will accordingly bo 
dispatched on these dates, and correspondence intended to be 
sent in them must be posted so as to reach Lerwick or Leith, 
as the case may be, in time. There is only one mail weekly to 
Leiwick, which leaves Aberdeen every Friday evening. 

The new ship Hesperus, Captain Legce, 1700 tons, chartered 
by Mr. Francis 8. Dutton, agent-general for South Australia, 
for the conveyance of emigrants to Port Adelaide, sailed, ou 
Monday, from Plymouth. This ship was built at Greenock for 
Messrs. Anderson, Anderson, and Co., of Billiter-court, E.C., 
expressly for the Adelaide trade. Besides cabin passengers and 
a valuable cargo, she had on board 416 emigrants, equal to 34S 
statute adults. These have been carefully selected by Mr. 
Dutton, and comprise people of all trades and industrial occu¬ 
pations, besides 45 single female domestic servants, who are in 
much request in the colony. The emigrants consist, as is usual, 
of the classes described as “full passago paying,” “assisted 
passage,” some “free passage,” and others, part of whoso 
passage-money has been sent by their relatives, already in the 
colony. They come from all parts of the United Kingdom and 
Ireland. Dr. Belcrave 13 surgeon-superintendent, and Mrs. 
Collins matron in charge of the single women—the latter selected 
by the British Ladies' Female Emigrant Society. 

It has for several years past (writes the Globe correspondent 
in Brussels) been a matter of complaint amongst English and 
American resident families in Brussels that there has been no 
church for their exclusive use. The Chapel Royal, where Divine 
service is now held, is rented of the French and German Pro¬ 
testants, and can only be used at very inconvenient hours. In 
1862 a committee was formed by the Rev. C. E. Jenkins (since 
decenced) having for its object the building of a church for the 
especial accommodation of the Anglican community in Brussels, 
an eligible site having been procured. Subscriptions have been 
occasionally made, and the building has been proceeded with, 
and it is expected to be shortly completed and opened for 
service. In the meantime the committee are greatly in want of 
funds, and appeal to their countrymen in England, particularly 
to all past residents in Brussels, both English and Americans, 
to assist them in completing their work. Subscriptions to the 
building fund may be paid to the Union Bank of London, as 
correspondents for Messrs. Bigwood and Morgan, of Brussels, 
the bankers of the committee. 

A more wonderful gorge or canyon than that of the Yosc- 
untc, but similar to it in its peculiarities of towering granite 
cbfis and lofty waterfalls, Las been recently discovered and ex¬ 
plored. It is situated seventeen miles north of the Yosemite 
Valley, and is called the Great Tuolumne Canyon. One of the 
main rivers of the State foams in rapids, thunders in waterfalls 
and flows in milk-white eddies through this gorge, which is 
twenty miles long, with an average width of about a quarter 
of a mile. The Yosemite Valley is only six miles in length, 
with an average breadth of nearly a mile. Tho narrowness of 
the Tuolumne Gorge gives an appearance of still greater eleva¬ 
tion to its precipitous Boundary walls, some of which rise to a 
height of three-qnarters of a mile above the river, at the bottom 
of the canyon. The largest of tho few glaciers met with in the 
United States are to be found in this wild portion of the 
Sierra Nevada range of mountains. Forests of trees of the 
order Sequoia Gigantea, and of the largest and finest descrip¬ 
tions of the sugar, yellow, and white pine-trees in the United 
States, exist in this high mountain region. The main peaks of 
tho Sierra Nevada chain have an elevation of over 13,006 ft. 

It appears from tho last returns that the aggregate income 
of onr life-assurance offices is more than 15 J millions sterling, 
that their total accumulated funds aro over 113 millions, and 
that the assurances in force represent nearly 353 millions. 

At a meeting, on Wednesday night, between tho delegates 
and the employers at Elswick engine and ordnance works 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, where about 2500 mon are employed, an 
amicable settlement of the wages dispute was come to. The 
men are to recoiye an advance of from 3s. to 4s. fid. per week, 
according to their wages, in three separate advances of an 
equal amount, tho first to be given at once, the second in May 
and the third in next January. Tho decision will settlo the 
dispute in the factories.

The Revisers of the Authorised Version of tho new Testa¬ 
ment met on Tuesday for their thirty-seventh session, nu l 
revised the translation of the fourth chapter of the first Epistle 
of St. Peter. 

On Wednesday night Mr. Beresford-Hope read a paper at 
Zion College on tho Place and Influence in tho Church Move¬ 
ment of Church Congresses. He dealt at length with the 
Church as an establishment, and as the Anglican communion. 

In a newly-issued charge Bishop Wordsworth draws a moral 
from the abolition of purchase in the Army, and denounces 
simony, which he affirms to be increasing in the Church. From 
the Ecclesiastical Gazette he cites specimens of its advertisements 
to show how systematically the unholy “ traffic in spiritual 
things ” is conducted. 

At the meeting of the new Parliament the Right Rev. Dr 
Hughes, Bishop of St. Asaph, will take his seat in the House of 
Peers and will act as Chaplain. The Right Rev. Dr. J. R. 
Woodford, recently consecrated Bishop of Ely, will not be en¬ 
titled to take his Beat in tho House (under the Manchester 
Bishopric Act) until a vacancy arises hi a diocese other than 
Canterbury, York, Loudon, Durham, or Winchester. 

Tho annual court of the Clergy- Orphan Corporation was 
held on Thursday, under the presidency of Lora Hatherley. 
The report showed that tho ordinary income for 1873 was 
£!*S95, and the expenditure £11,393. The deficiency had been 
partially met by the sale of capital, but it had been found 
necessary to reduce the number of orphans in the school by 
seven, although the applications for admission had been pain¬ 
fully urgent. 

The Bishop of Ely, in instituting a clergyman at Chesterton, 
on Tuesday, delivered an address, in which he urged the abso¬ 
lute necessity for daily service being instituted in every parish, 
and the celebration of the holy communion at least weekly," 
without which no clergyman could keep religion alive in liis 
heart. He spoke in very condemnatory terms of the family 
pews of the Church, and urged the immediate necessity of 
restoration and the removal of all distinctions. 

Tho Archbishop of York presided, on Tuesday, at the inau¬ 
gural meeting of tho Hull branch of tho Seamen’e Mission. His 
Grace said the country was now- awaking to a sense of its duty, 
yet the balance remained on the wrong side. In the evening 
his Grace addressed an audience of about 3000 persons connected 
w ith the Church of England Temperance Sooiety. He did not 
wish to hector and dragoon the people of England into the virtuo 
of temperance. He did not even hope by legislative means to 
force rules of temperance upon the people. He believed 
such an idea to be perfectly vain unless the foundation was first 
laid in the minds and convictions of the people themselves. He 
had long thought the Church of England had been a little too 
dainty about dealing with the great question. His Grace at 
some length pointed out the advantages of temperance.

The Provost and 
Fellows of_Worccster also offer an exhibition of tho annual 
value of £j0, and tenable during residence for four years. 

The examination for the classical tripos at Cambridge 
began on Monday. There were 76 candidates, showing an in¬ 
crease over last year, when only 63 presented themselves. 
W ith tho exception of Queen’s and Magdalene, each college has 
one or moro candidates, who are distributed as follow 
Trinity, 25; St. John’s, 14; King’s, 5; Emmanuel, Jesus, 
Caius, and Clare, 4 each; St. Catherine’s, Christ’s, and Pem¬ 
broke, 3 each; St. Peter’s and Trinity Hall, 2 each; Sidney, 
Downing, and Corpus, 1 each. Among tho candidates there 
wtic six who obtained honours in the mathematical tripos, 
four of them being Wranglers. The list of those approved for 
the tripos, arranged in order of merit, will he published ou the 
morning of March 26. 

A valuable endowment in trust for ever has been presented 
to the Belfast Queen’s College by Mr. William Dunville. It 
consists of two studentships, one for the encouragement of the 
mathematical and physical and the other for that of natural 
sciences. They arc intended by the donor to enable distin¬ 
guished students who attain graduation to pursue their col- 
egiate studies further. The studoutships are tenable for two 
years, and are of the value of £45 for the first and £100 for the 
second year. 

The annual demonstration by the fourth-year students of 
St. Andrew’s University, in commemoration of Kate Kennedy, 
daughter of the founder of the college, was observed yesterday 
week. About noon “Kate," equipped in riding-habit, appeared, 
followed by a retinue, gorgeously attired. Tho college and 
professors’ houses were duly honoured with a call. During 
their progress throughout the city the processionists busica 
themselves vending their “annual” and tho carte. Principal 
and professors aro represented as an assembly of immortals ou 
Mount Olympus considering the lady-students’ question 
Kneeling before the presiding deity is a lady student, while in 
the background is seen the shade of John Stuart Mill, hearing 
in his hand the gift of £5000. “

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FOX-HUNTING IN FRANCK 
Although stag-hunting has been a favourite sport for many 
years in Frame, the masse au Rcnard is quite of modern date. 
There is no reason, however, why it should not be there 
brought to perfection, as foxes are plentiful, the country in 
most parts is open, and hounds and horses can easily be pro¬ 
cured from England. Perhaps it would be advisable that our 
volatile neighbours should borrow our hunting costume. A 
plain scarlet coat, a pair of well-made breeches, and neat top- 
boots would certainly look better than tho embroidered coat, 
the heavy jack-hoot, the French horn, and the couUau tie chcuse 
of the sportsmen represented in our Illustration. The servant’s 
dress, too, his coat and hat bedizened with gold lace, might 
well be exchanged for the simple attire of a Meltonian groom— 
dark pepper-and-salt coat, top-boots, and leathers. The pack 
docs'not appear to be very numerous, which seems fortunate, as 
tho wily animal, we see, has not got mnch of a start, and 
the gentleman and lady in the distance determined on winning 
the brush. But the Bketch is very spirited, and gives a fair 
tion of French fox-hunting. 

1 Had the life of the l»uc d’Orleans been spared, his Royal 
Highness would probably have become a master of foxhounds ; 
for°he was devoted to the chase, and his hunting establishment 
was that of a thorough sportsman, free from the “pomp and 
circumttanoe’’ of foreign Royalty. It is only within a few 
years that sporting books and newspapers have appeared in 
France. The French are indebted to us for their favourite 
phrase “ Le Sport,” which includes every held amusement. 
Nothing could be tamer or more dull than stag-hunting was in 
France. It was a system of galloping up and down large forests, 
amidst the sound of horns, the anathemas of tho Royal hunts¬ 
men, the hallooing of the piqueurs, the yells of the hounds ai 
they were ridden over by some forward Nimrod, and the shouts 
of the assembled population on foot. 

As the love for the “ noble science ” increases writers 
will .probably arise, in every nation, to describe it glories, 
since from time immemorial hunting has been the theme 
of prose and poetical authors. The works of Xenophon, 
Fliny, Homer, Virgil, and Ovid abound in descriptions of 
hounds and horses. Our own Shakspeare has eulogised the 
“cohoes loud, redoubled and redoubled, concourse wild of 
mirth and jocund din.” Of all the poets, however, Somerville 
must be noticed as not only a speculative, but a real sports¬ 
man. IIis language, sentiments, and the incidents he describes 
display a thorough knowledge of the snbjects he writes upon. 
His correct description of the kennel, his vivid portraitfh-e of 
the hounds, his philosophical discussion upon scont, and his 
lively and full-length portraiture of fox-hunting—the “ casting” 
of Die hounds, their working upon the scent, the un¬ 
kenneling of the fox, his breaking cover, and the full cry of the 
pack are most exciting pictures. We strongly advise those 
interested in the chatxe au Rcna.nl to employ some talented 
writer to lianslate Somerville’s “Chase” into French. The 
truly graphic delineation by Guillaume Itegamey, which we 
have engiaved, shows that there are artists in France fully 
competent to illustrate such a work ; aud it is one that we 
think w ould he sought for with avidity by La Jeune Franoe. 


THE FESTIVITIES IN RUSSIA. 

In addition to the sketches by our Special Artist which have 
been published upon the occasion of the marriage of his Royal 
Highness the Duke of Edinburgh to tho Grand Duchess Marie, 
daughter of the Emperor of tho Russias, we give an 
Illustration of the grand fete on the ice, prepared by the 
English Neva Skating Club, at which the Prince and Princess 
of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, Prince 
Arthur, the Czarevitch and Czarevna, the Crown Prince of 
Denmark, and the Grand Dukes Vladimir and Alexis were 
present. This beautiful entertainment was on the night of the 
11th inst. The Neva Skating Club occupy in winter several 
acres of inclosed river ice, nearly opposite the English church. 
They bad converted this space into an Klysian field of ice 
temples, magnesium lights, coloured lamps aud tires, pavilions, 
and bullets. All round the ice-field were hung chains of lamps, 
red and blue and green, festooned in pretty patterns. At one 
Bide was the Royal pavilion, with a small supper-room behind, 
built on the ice. Opposite this were two kiosks for military 
bands. At each end ot the skating-field were cloak aud refresh¬ 
ment rooms for the general company. In the centre of the 
inclosure rose a castle of frozen water, a trophy of ice masonry, 
converted into a diapeUe ardenlc by a blaze of tires aud lanterns 
burning at its windows and battlements. Small citadels were 
also built at the corners of tho inclosed space, their mimia 
architecture flushed with Bengal lights burning within. But 
the most beautiful decoration was the soft light streaming 
irom electric or magnesium lamps fixed at intervals round 
the inclosure. The Royal guests seemed to enjoy themselves 
heartily • and the English committee of management—Messrs. 
Edward Gibson, E. J. Morgan, A. F. Clarke, E. Uattley, and 
11. Andersen—must be congratulated on the success of their 

anajugemeuta. . 

Ttifr subject of another Illustration ia the scene upon tho 
arrival of the Emperor of Austria at St. Petersburg, on the 13th 
inst. His Majesty was met at tho railway station by the 
Emperor of Russia, the Prince of Wales and the other English 
Princes, the L'zarewitch and Russian Grand Dukes. The two 
Emperors were conveyed from the station through tho city to 
the Imperial Palace in a closed carriage, followed by General 
Trepofi, Chief of Police, in a sleigh drawa by two horses ; and 
the Princes come after, in sleighs of t'cs same kind. They 
patstd beneath a triumphal arch from Great Morskaya, as 
shown in our Illustration. 

It is stated that Mr. Crum-Ewing., late M.P. for Paisley, is 
to he Lord Lieutenant of Dumbartonshire, in the place of tho 
late Sir James Colquhoun. 

Mr F. W. Burton will he appointed Director of the National 
Gallery in the place of Sir W. boxali, R.A., who resigned that 
■office two months ago. SirW. Boxali, who succeeded Sir Charles 
Eaatlake in 1865, carries with him into his retirement tho 
respect earned by high-minded and ungrudging devotion to the 
duties which he admirably discharged. 

A meeting was held at tho Watercress and Flower Girls’ 
Mission, lijstall-street, on Tuesday, in connection with tho 
“ Emily Loan Fund,” of which the Earl of Shaftesbury is the 
president. The object of the fund, which has boon established 
some time, is to advance to this very poor class of the com¬ 
munity the small capital they may require to set them up m 
business during the winter, when tho supply of cresses aud 
flowers fails. Already nearly 300 poor street hawkers have 
been assisted by the fund, aud many Have been thus kept from 
actual pauperism. In connection with the fund there are 
religious sei vices, school, penny bauks, Ac. Ab.ut 2JJ girls 
eat down to tea on Tuesday night, and the Earl of Shaftesbury 
presided at tie subsequent meeting. 


NATIONAL SPORTS. 

Voltigeur—the chief representative of the Blacklock blood, the 
merits and demerits of which have given rise to so much fierce 
controversy—received a kick from a mare on Saturday last, 
which broke one of his thighs, and necessitated his immediate 
destruction. He was a comparative failure as a sire, but will 
be much missed by Dr. Sliorthouse, who will truly be able 
to say, “ Othello’s occupation's gone.” Voltigeur was by 
no means a promising yearling; indeed, he was returned 
unsold from Doncaster, as no one would give 100 gs. for him ; 
but, ns a two-year-old, he performed so well iu a trial that the 
late Lord Zetland bought him for £1000 and certain contin¬ 
gencies. Ridden by J(3 j Maraon, he won the Derby; and also 
secured the St. Leger, after a dead-heat with Russkorough, 
who was greatly interfered with, in the run off, by the 
crowd swarming into the course. The Doncaster Cup was, 
however, his crowning triumph, as at weight for age ho beat 
the hitherto undefeated Flying Dutchman. ThU race led to 
the’famous match, which is one of the great landmarks of turf 
history, and in which the Flying Dutchman fully revongad him¬ 
self on his conqueror. It is generally believed that Voltigeur was 
over-trained for this engagement; and, in any case, it is certain 
that he never again displayed much form. Vedette, Sabreur, 
The Ranger, Buckstone, Fortunio, The Starter, Tibthorpe, and 
Falkland are about the best of his descendants. 

{if. From various causes, the Waterloo Cup scarcely excited as 
much attention as usual this year, hut the running -for it w.13 
of a most sensational character, as favonrite after favouri;e 
succumbed in succession ; and finally Magnano and Surprise, 
against each of which 200 to 1 could have been obtained af.-er 
the draw had taken j>lace, were put into the slips to run off the 
final course. In the first round Fugitive, who performed in the 
much-talked-of trial with Peasant Boy, ran clean away from 
Satire, and was at once made first favourite for the Cup; 
Tyrant was too fa3t for Royal Mary, tho chief hope of Ireland; 
and then came a terrible blow to backers, for Muriel, starting 
very slowly, was led to the hare by Magnano, and beaten in a 
short and not very satisfactory trial. Mr. Jardine was also 
unlucky with two of his other representatives, Progress being 
well beaten by Diacticns, and Lucetta succumbing tolJarcarolio. 
Peasant Boy had some trouble in defeating the moderate lied 
Prince, and had so evidently lost the smartness which charac¬ 
terised him on his two previous essays that he became a worse 
favourite than before his victory. Fugitive again Tan well in 
the first ties ; but White Slave, Mr. Jardine's la3t representa¬ 
tive, was put out by Willie Gal wey. Old Black Knight ran 
with all the tire of a puppy, and, in spite of a heavy fall, beat 
Crcesus cleverly. Magnano never allowed British Crown to 
score a point, and Diacticns ran one of the most brilliant courses 
of the meeting agaiqst Whinblossom. Odds of 3 to 1 were Did 
on Peasant Boy against Surprise; but the latter not only led 
" the black ” to the hare, but had far tho best of the work in a 
long trial, to the great delight of tho crowd, with whom Peasant 
Boy has always been very unpopular. In the second ties 
Magnano had to run twico against Tyrant, and only jn3t beat 
him “ at the second time of asking; ” Amethyst, though run¬ 
ning unsteadily, was too fast for Milky Way, and Surprise fairly 
outworked Darcarolle. Fugitive commenced the third ties with 
a very brilliant exhibition against Willie Galwey ; Magnano aud 
Diacticus were far too good for Sir William Don and Amethyst 
respectively; and Bannockburn was beaten pointless by 
Surprise. Fugitive was hacked at 7 to 4 against Magnano 
in the fourth ties, but the latter took the first 
turn by several lengths, and, after Fugitive had 
scored three or fonr points, drew past him and effected 
a very meritorious kill; and, after an undecided, Sur¬ 
prise gave Diacticus no ehanco. The final course was very close, 
and Magnano, who took first turn, just won, owing to his 
superior speed. Tho winner is by Canid Kail—Isoline, and 
belongs to Mr. C. Morgan, a south-country courser ; while Sur- 

S rise, nominated by Mr. Massey, is the property of Mr. 
lartelli, and is by Sir William—Modesty. 

W’ant of space will not allow os to go fully into the running 
for the Purse and Plate. In the former, Muriel and Progress, 
who seemed to have recovered the effects of the trials which 
they were injudiciously allowed to run on the previous Satur¬ 
day, showed their best form, and eventaally divided ; and Mr. j 
Jardine also ran up for the Plate with White Slave, by ] 
Improver— Emma Snow, who was beaten by Gallant Foe, by I 
Don Antonio—Maggie Smith, in the final course. Peasant Boy 
had been sent borne lame, and took no part in this stake. 

Earl Granville presided, on Tuesday evening, at a banquet 
given at the Lord Warden Hotel, Dover, to the Earl of Guil¬ 
ford, master of the East Kent foxhounds. 

For nearly two years W. Cook has been left in undisturbed 
possession of the title of billiard champion ; but, at length, 
John Roberts, jun., once more challenged him, and the match 
took place at St. James’s Hall on Tuesday evening last. Every 
seat was occupied ; indeed, so many people were refused admis¬ 
sion, that the players would do well to secure a larger room on 
future occasions. Roberts broke the balls, and was the first 
to score, but had only made 7 when Cook got well away with 
a superb contribution of 121 (the largest break ever made on a 
championship table), and followed this up with 82 and 40, 
which brought him to 244 against 18. His wonderful delicacy 
of touch and knowledge of strength was never better exhibited 
than in these breaks, which included some beautiful cannons. 
It was now Roberts’s turn, and in four successive innings he 
made 110, while his opponent only added 5. An opportune 
fluke enabled the champion to add 61 to his score, against 
which Roberts contributed 25, 24, and 45, reaching 295 to 379 ; 
but Cook once more drew away, and, at the interval, had 
reached 537 to 307. On resuming play, Roberts at first made 
up a little of his lost ground, bnt the advantage was only tem¬ 
porary, for Cook again increased his lead, and, though no 
larger breaks were made on either side, won by 216 points. 
The game lasted 3 hours 41 minutes. 

On Monday last, in spite of the incessant rain, a large 
number of spectators assembled at Kennington Oval to witness 
the football-match between picked twenties of England and 
Scotland, which was played under the Rugby Union rules. 
Tho visitors were undoubtedly tho faster team; but England 
made up for this by more combined play, and, when “time” 
was called, had won a hardly-contested game by one goal against 
a try.

FINE ARTS. 

The Queen has lent her picture, by Frith, of the Marriage of 
the Prince of Wales, to the Hibernian Academy Exhibition. 

The Print Room of the British Museum will in future ba 
opened every day of the week. 

Mr. Edward Samuelson, the last Mayor of Liverpool, ha 3 
presented a picture by Turner to the Corporation of that town 
for their new art-gallery. Tho Town Council lately voted 
£1200 for the purchase of pictures this year for the gallery. 

An action has been brought against Mr. Hayes, tho Irish 
artist, a member of the Royal Hibernian Academy, for libal 
arising out of the “Civic Celebrities” caricatures, attributed to 
him, the plaintiff being Sir Win. CarrolL The publication on 
which the action is based represents the plaintiff in the costume 
of a clown, with his left foot and leg enormously swollen, and 
a ridiculous legend appended. Damages are laid at £500. 

Active arrangements are being made for the adequate repre¬ 
sentation of French art and industry at this year's International 
Exhibition. French artists are making large demands for tho 
admission of their pictures and works of art. The city of Paris 
will exhibit an extensive illustration of tho municipal works of 
the French capital, accompanied by models of public buildings 
and sanitary appliances. 

There was r. grand show, on Friday week, of Mr. Vernon 
Heath’s landscape autoty pes, in the library of the Royal Insti¬ 
tution, when that gentleman read a paper, which is reported in 
another column. We take this opportunity of drawing atten¬ 
tion to the extraordinary perfection to which Mr. Vernon Heath 
has brought landscape-photography, os exemplified in his 
large autotypes. To consummate artistic taste iu the selection 
of his subjects he combines rare skill in the management of his 
chemicals, so that his half-tones are always clear and his 
shadows are never black. The picture of “ A Fallen Monarch," 
an ancient tree laid low by a tempest, is a grand example of 
successful aetotype photography. Mr. Vernon Heath’s col¬ 
lection, at 43, Piccadilly, is well worthy of a visit. 

Some of the first reports as to losses of pictures in the fire at 
the Pantechnicon are, we are glad to know, unfounded or 
exaggerated. No pictures of importance belonging to Sir 
Richard Wallace are destroyed, though all will regret to learn 
that he has lost armour, plate, objets d’art, and furniture, 
collectively of great value, and including articles of great 
rarity. Mr. Wynn Ellis has lost none of the old masters of 
his collection, several of wliich are of historical importance. 
Some modern pictures belonging to Mr. Ellis were destroyed, 
bnt they were not of very considerable value. A most painful 
loss has, however, been sustained by Mr. Brittan Willis, the 
well-known animal-painter of tho Old Water-Colour Socioty. 
The entire series of sketches, studies, and drawings of this 
artist were destroyed, together with many works by J. D. 
Harding and other members of the Water-Colour Society. 
The entire collection was about 2000 in number, and represented 
a money value of several thousand pounds. Tho artists’ own 
works were the cffortB of a long aud laborious life, chiefly 
drawn from nature in the three kingdoms, on tho Continent, 
and iu America. The artist, who is at a distance from home 
in enfeebled health, aud, we regret to add, uninsured, is 
prostrated by the disaster. 

A movement is on foot at Oxford to raise a subscription for 
tho purpose of procuring the restoration of the paintings on tho 
walls of the Union debating-room, which are now rapidly 
decaying. The cost of the proposed restoration is estimated to 
be not less than £700, and the restoration is strongly opposed 
by a majority of the members, because the society is now in 
debt, as well as for other reasons. Tho paintings in question 
are illustrative of the Arthurian romances, and the immature 
productions of Messrs. Rossetti, Burno Jones, V. Prinoep, and, 
if we remember rightly, one or two other painters of the 
romantic section of the pre-Raphaehtes. The paintings are of 
small artistic value, unless regarded as marking a revival in 
our school, which has, however, proved nearly abortive. 
Moreover, the works are executed in distemper, not in genuine 
or biion fresco; it is therefore impossible for thorn to stand 
this climate, and to restore them effectually would involve their 
entire repainting in some durable medium. 

Our N umber for last week contained portraits and memoirs 
of two artists who had respectively reaehed tho ages of niuety- 
two and ninety-five years. A still more remarkable instance of 
artistic longevity is that of Count Waldeck, the painter, 
residing at Baris, who has, says GalUjnani, just arrived at tho 
great age of 108 years, and is in excellent health. Iu 1826 M. 
Waldeck, being then sixty, and in want of money, offered asms 
of his pictures for sale at the Ecole des Beaux Arts, and asked 
40,000 francs for them. M. Bastard, the director, replied that 
the resources at his command did not permit him to make a 
purchase of that importance, but offered to procure the painter 
an annual allowance of 2000 francs. This was done, and tho 
Count has therefore received during forty-eight years a total 
sum of 96,000 francs. 

It is remarkable that in Baris, although tho number of 
French artists is doubtless proportionately greater than the 
number of English artists, an art-exhibition other than that of 
the Salon ia of rare occurrence : there is nothing corresponding 
to the multitude of exhibitions by independent bodies of 
artists which wo have hero. The want of additional exhi¬ 
bitions has indeed been long felt, and at length a “co¬ 
operative ” society of artiste has been formed to supply the 
desideratum. The objects of the society are the organisation 
of open exhibitions, without jury or honorary awards, at which 
each member may exhibit his works; the Balo of the said 
works; and the publication of a journal relating exclusively 
to the arts. The society is composed of painters, sculptors, 
engravers, and lithographers. Tho expenses are to be met by 
charges on the entries of works, and commission on sales ; and 
should any profit arise it is to i>e divided among the members. 

According to the French critics, the statue of Joan of Arc, 
lately erected at Paris on the Place des Pyramides, doss as 
little honour to the memory of the heroine os does the satire of 
Voltaire. The attitude, say these authorities, suggests the 
idea of a gamin on horseback; the statue has no horoio 
qualities, and the face is equally devoid of character, beauty, 
and expression. 

The “ Venus of Falcrone,” 9 statue in Parian marble, found, 
in 1636, in the town of Falcrone, among the ruins of au 
ancient theatre, has been added to the sculpture galleries of 
the Louvre. The statue closoly resembles, but, though beauti¬ 
ful, is inferior in style and execution to, the famous Venus of 
Milo in the same galleries. It is conjectured by M. Ravaisson, 
the curator of the antiques of the Louvre, and other connois¬ 
seurs, that each of these statutes once belonged to a group 
completed by a statue of Mars, such as the two groups of 
Venus and Mara to he seen in the Ulizi at Florence. I’ne con¬ 
jecture acquires some probability from the fact that the left 
side of the Venus of Milo, wliich would, in a group, be con¬ 
cealed by the form of Mars, is less carefully chiselled thru the 
rest of the statue. 
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AMONG THE NOVELISTS. 

The first volume of The Blue Ribbon, by the author of " St. 
OJave’s,” &c. (Hurst and Blackett), creates a feeling of almost 
enthusiastic admiration, and leads one to anticipate extra¬ 
ordinary gratification. And, indeed, that single volume is 
worth a round dozen of even the most highly-praiBed recent 
novels ; so fresh, piquant, and exquisitely pathetic are the 
portions it contains of the whole story. Nor do the author’s 
creations resemble mere airy phantoms of the brain ; they seem 
to have coverings of solid flesh and plenty of strong backbone. 
Nearly all the characters have their distinct peculiarities, and 
at once enlist the reader’s interest or sympathy. We may fear 
that Mr. Ballinger, amusing as he is fora while, will eventually 
become a bore ; but ho promises to compensate for that by 
developing into a thorough villain. The mystery that hangs 
about Patch combines with her fierce temper, her foreign 
tongue, and her gift of song, to set expectation on tiptoe, we 
acknowledge in Uurtha an excellent specimen of the rough, 
honest, faithful, kindhearted, shrewd, laughable, somewhat irri¬ 
table, but wholly valuable and greatly lovable, domestic ser¬ 
vant ; and in Mrs. Bratchet an equally excellent specimen of the 
motherly, garrulous, conscientious, overworked old woman, as 
ludicrous as she is good and as good as she is ludicrous, whose 
religious views are nondesoript but strong, and who mingles 
the washing of linen with the singing of psalms. The widowed 
mother and her cares and her struggles and her triumphs, and 
the stranger who befriends her and the friends who desert her, 
arc very truthfully and touchingly described ; and the society 
of tho cathedral city is slightly and partially, but vividly and 
characteristically, sketched. The brother and sister, the strong, 
manly boy and the weak, deformed girl, the former the uncon¬ 
scious cause of the latter’s life-long cross, take one’s heart by 
storm from tho very moment when we see them, first fishing 
for minnows together, then cutting into fantastic shapes and 
ultimately devouring blancmange together, aud then “ making 
believe” to be at an astronomical lecture together. So sweet 
and noble a conception as the girl required very tender, careful, 
delicate treatment; and very tenderly, carefully, and deli¬ 
cately it is treated. We take to the old scientific gentleman, 
too, from the very day when he rides up to the wicket-gate 
just in time to see one young gentleman knock another young 
entleman into a bed of nettles and to deliver some 
ry remarks upon the subject; and wc like him still 
better as the taJo proceeds and as we learn more and more 
about the “ works ” of which he is the master ; for then wo 
make the acquaintance of the pretty, charming, winning girl 
who wears the “blue ribbon;” and surely a simpler, quainter, 
more picturesque, more captivating maiden, beloved of Apollo 
and the Muses, was never imported by novelist’s fancy from 
her German home into this country to fascinate tho hero and 
the readers of a novel. The second and third volumos are some¬ 
what prolix and commonplace compared with the first volume ; 
indeed, it was, perhaps, too much to expect that so excep¬ 
tionally good a beginning should have as exceptionally good a 
ccntinuation. 

A collection of more or less exciting stories, written with 
the skill that comes of experience strengthening natural apti¬ 
tude, is to be found in the three volumes entitled Monsieur 
Maurice, and Other Tales, by Amelia B. Edwards (Hurst and 
Blackett). If the tales were published with any object beyond 
the perfectly legitimate one—which, it may safely bo predicted, 
will be attains—of affording a very appreciable amount of 
entertainment to whosoever has leisure to read them, that 
object, one would think, must be a revival of the 
almost obsolete belief in ghosts and supernatural warn¬ 
ings. Whether wc read how Monsieur Maurice, the 
French prisoner on parole, was miraculously preserved 
from firearms and poison; or how a third man, who came and 
went like a puff of smoke, suddenly stood upon the Bteim- 
engine, “ and turned the steam off” just in time to prevent an 
awful sacrifice of life; or how the brother of Egerton Wolfe 
did or did not come hack from the dead to save the living ; or 
how twenty men without their leader are seen “ riding through 
the hollow way” after they have been “cut to pieces ;” or how 
Gustave Berghcim "avers that in that awful dream, in which 
his senses came back to him, ho distinctly saw, as in a vision, 
the mouldering form beneath the hearth, and the others under 
the sluggish waters of the pond;” or how the “ gracious spirit ” 
of Salome was seen “thrice, haunting the spot where . . . 
or how phantoms or illusions, or whatever they may be most 
properly called, are put to really useful work, aud not to 
mere thrumming of nanjoes, or rapping of tables, or tymg 
and untying of knotted ropes, we are continually confronted 
by the preternatural. One vision that may haunt the 
reader all the way through is traceable to tho fact 
that the author has for the most part, if not entirely, 
adopted the autobiographical form of narration; aud the ton- 
sequence is that, to those who cannot divest themselves of what 
has clung to them from a perusal of the titlepage, a grotesque 
image presents itself of an author epicene in gender, of fabulous 
age, and engaged in all kinds of impossibilities. 

There is plenty of wild rattle, modified by something, 
tuneful or other, of a more sober kind, in Transmigration, by 
Mortimer Collins (Hurst and Blackett). It is a fanciful story, 
the leading idea whereof may bo gathered from the following 
statement. The third volume opens with a startling announce¬ 
ment, from which it is to be inferred that one anil the same 
person dies “at seven in tho afternoon of the 29th of June, 
1840,” and is bom “at eleven in the evening of the 29th of June, 
1840,” having passed tho interval, chiefly amongst personages 
famous inGrecian or Homan mythology or history, in the planet 
Mars. The author’s sentiments aud speculations are pervaded 
by earthiness, and he seldom or never rises above the sensuous, 
not to say the sensual. According to him, a second existence 
may enable yon to marry the lovely woman whom you loved 
and lost in yonr and her first existence ; but it does not appear 
that, so far as your nature is concerned, you undergo what may 
bo properly termed metempsychosis ; you do not seem to be¬ 
come a superior, even if you be not transformed into an 
inferior, typo of humanity; you have the same somewhat 
gi o veiling tastes and passions, though your reminiscences of a 
u rmer state of life may help you to astonish your teachers by 
yc nr manner of dealing with Euclid and arithmetic or to have 
the advantage over a sullying school-fellow by your scientific 
method of plying the fist. The novel is, in parts, very 
an using and. throughout, veryjjirisk, buoyant, and. readable ; 
but though the author’s fancy was, as he himself states, 
suggested to him by the very mouth of Wordsworth, who 
quoted:— 

Our birth is but a sleep and a forgetting : 

The Soul tliat rises with us, our life's star, 

Hath bad elsewhere its setting. 

And cometh from afar, 

he has worked it up (or down) into a mundane structure, 
wherein Strasbourg pie and strong drink are not by any means 
prohibited, such as the illustrious poet may not have contem¬ 
plated. One of the author’s curious notions is that “in the 
present state of Great British modesty it is hard to put int ? 
sufficiently decorous prose anything that bridegroom and bride 
are likely to say to each other ^when yachting in the Mod. 


tcrrancan ." Surely there is some mistake here ; there is either 
a complete misapprehension of facts or a great inaccuracy of 
expression. That the conversation of a newly-married couple 
would be uninteresting to anybody but themselves is likely 
enough, if not quite certain ; but that it is, as a matter of course, 
indecorous and calculated to shock “Great British modesty,” 
and that tho author, “ as a moral man,” cannot record anything 
of the kind in his pages, is an assertion at which one s hair 
would stand on end, if one’s sides did not shake with derisive 
laughter. _ 

Two or three bushels of short stories, such as children aud 
some adults delight in, with fairies and brownies and all sorts 
of impossible creatures performing all sorts of impossible feats, 
are contained within tho covers of Tales from the Fjeld, from 
the Nome of P. Chr. Asbjornaen, by E. W. Dasent, D.C.L., 
(Chapman and Hall). Some of the stories are qnaint and pretty 
and amusing enough of themselves; aomo are interesting because 
of the witness they bear to a family likeness between what is 
called the folklore of all nations ; some are of an allegorical or 
quasi-allegorical kind, and probably teach a moral lesson to 
those who are sharp enough to detect it; all are of the good, 
old-fashioned, seven-league-boo ted sort. There are many 
reasons for supposing that the translation is well done ; and 
therefore, as the translation does not exhibit many, if any, 
markB of fancy’s higher and more poetical moods, it may be 
taken for granted that they would not be discovered even in 
the original. The collection, in fact, is not much, if at all, 
above the level of "Gammer Gurton.”

trial of the tichborne claimant for perjury. 

The Lord Chief Justice, yesterday week, continued his sum¬ 
ming up of the evidence in tho Tichborne trial. Before pro¬ 
ceeding with it, however, he called attention to a letter sent to 
him by Mr. Guildford Onslow, which had been elicited by some 
observations of the learned Judge a day or two previously. In 
this communication Mr. Onslow explained the part he had taken 
in reference to some of the pecuniary details of this case. His 
Lordship, in the course of the day, reviewed the defendant's 
statements upon points on which it must be assumed that Roger 
Tichborne possessed the necessary knowledge, such as his hfe 
at Stonyhurst, in the Army, and in South America, anu drew 
notice to many discrepancies between these statements and 
the facts as they must have been known to Roger Tichborne. 

Defendant's version of his school life at Stonyhurst was 
summed up on Monday. Taking tho authentic account obtained 
from the family correspondence, the Lord Chief Justice showed, 
one after another, the many instances in which tho defendant 
was at fault. The ingenious theories and assumptions by which 
his counsel had attempted to reconcile discrepancies were 
treated as requiring very little refutation. Tho cottage in 
which he said he had lived could not be discovered on satis¬ 
factory evidence. His statement of the date when he left 
Stonyhurst was directly at variance with the college records. 
IT in Lordship proved still more against tho defendant from cases 
in which he remembered too much—as when he told Mr. 
Hoflland, the drawing-master, about the Rev. Father Walmesley, 
who had not been rector of the college nntil after Mr. Hofflancl's 
time ; and in his alleged meeting with Mr. Bertram Talbot at 
Bilton Grange, which was contradicted by Mrs. Hibbert, tho 
lady of the house. It was shown that defendant’s account of 
his examination at Sandhurst did not tally with the facts. 

On Tuesday his Lordship went over many of the salient 
episodes in Roger’s life, applying to them the question— 
“Could Rogcrli memory of these have been like the de¬ 
fendant’s?” Among the incredible things that the defendant 
had forgotten were Roger’s last visit to Mr. Seymour at Bath, 
his acquaintance with Lady Clanricardo and other people of 
fashion in Dublin, his correspondence while in Ireland, the 
hooks he had road and annota ted, and his military knowledge 
both as respects his own regiment and the army generally. 
His Lordship clenched these disproofs of identity with a series 
of (Special objections. As to the defendant's having forgotten 
his native tongue, it might not be intellectually impossible, but 
it must be a very exceptional case, and was all the more sur¬ 
prising in a man whose memory seemed to bo marvellously 
tenacious in other matters. Roger’s love for his cousin, Miss 
Doughty, inspired his Lordship with the most solemn reflec¬ 
tions, unfavourable to the defendant. It was a feeling, he 
thought, which could never have died in Roger’s heart. 

Tne Lord Chief Justice, before resuming the summing up|ou 
Wednesday, informed the jury that ho required a day s rest, 
and therefore the Court would not sit on Thursday. He 
thought he could conclude hia observations on the evidence on 
Friday, and that two hours on Saturday would finish the whole, 
so that by midday the jury would be able to consider their 
verdict. The learned Judge then went into an exhaustive 
examination of the circumstances surrounding the sealed packot 
and the relations between Roger Tichborne and his cousin, Miss 
Doughty. His Lordship’s treatment of this part of the case 
w ai followed with deep attention by a crowded court. 


In the Rolls Court on Tuesday a hill filed by a trustee to 
ascertain the validity of a deed by which property had been 
made over to a convent in Belfast, by a lady who had become 
a nun, was dismissed with costs by tho Master, Sir George 
Jesse], who said the plaintiff s proceeding was most unjustifi¬ 
able ; for that he had nothing to do in the matter but to carry 
out the wishes of the lady, who might order her possessions to 
be thrown into the sea if she chose. 

By consent, a verdict of £150 was taken, in the Court of 
Exchequer, last Saturday, to compensate tho widow and 
children of an army accoutrement maker, who, sustaining a 
mental shock'by a gas explosion, which happened as he was 
passing the house of the defendant, died, after a painful 
illness, raving mad. 

In the Court of Exchequer an action was brought, on Mon¬ 
day, by Mr. John Glendinning, a corn merchant, atNewcastic- 
on-Tyne, to recover from a “bookmaker” calling himself 
Pleasant Hook the sum of £100, deposited with the defendant 
as stakeholder during the Birmingham races, in July last, and 
having reference to the question whether a horse named Hermit 
won the Two Thousand Guineas Stakes. The allegations were 
denied by the defendant ; but a verdict was given for the 
plaintiff—damages, £100. 

Lord de Mauley summoned Captain Carr on Monday, at 
Marlborough-strcet, for an assault committed at the llorse 
Agency, in Piccadilly, where the defendant has an office. A 
fine of twenty shillin gs, with costs, was inflicted. 

M. Iiiviire appeared, on Tuesday, at Westminster, with the 
woman wlo, a short time ago, made a statement there about 
some music having been abstracted from her luggage, an l after¬ 
wards published under another name. Miss Wood, tie com¬ 
plainant, new absolutely withdrew her charge, and her retracta¬ 
tion was enhanced by the evidence of her landlady that slio 
was not ovtr-saae. 


In hearing another batch of summones against parents for 
not sending their children to school, Mr. Ingham entertained the 
question whether inspector might not be employed to go about 
and look after the truants. 

In the Sheriffs’ Court, on Wednesday, Mr. Hynam sued 
for compensation for the compulsory taking of his premises in 
Princes-tquare and Wilson-street, Finsbury, they being re¬ 
quired for the London and North-Western Railway for a now 
station. A verdict for £16,000 was agreed upon. 

Mr. Charles Semple, lately a Lieutenant in the 93rd High¬ 
landers, was charged at the Middlesex Sessions, on Wednesday, 
with assaulting Sir. Henry Frisby, a member of the Stock 
Exchange. He pleaded guilty to a common assault, and was 
lined £50. She was also ordered to enter into his own recog¬ 
nisances in £500, and to find two sureties each in the sum of 
£250, to keep the peace for twelve months. 

Antonio Antoniadis, twenty-three years of age, who is said 
io be sn Englishman, notwithstanding the Greek name he had 
assumed, and who had already been committed for trial on a 
charge of obtaining £40 on the false pretence that he was a 
member of the firm of Baring Brothers, was, on Monday, placed 
before the Lord Mayor on a fresh accusation of forgery and 
fraud, and upon this also was sent for trial. 

Colonel Allen, of Curzon street, Mayfair, was, on Wednes¬ 
day, summoned to Marlborough-street for an assault on his valot, 
and was fined £5 and costs. 

The Countess de Civry, also calling herself the Countess de 
Ear, u as again placed before Mr. Knox, yesterday week, charged 
with having obtained a large quantity of goods from various 
tradesmen by fraud. She was committed for trial, bail having 
been accepted. \ . 

William Golden, an absent-minded person, of independent 
means, has had to answer at Westminster for an indiscretion in 
walking off with an unpaid pork chop from a butcher’s in 
Vauxkall-bridge-road. The magistrate, having doubts shout 
Col den’s moral responsibility, accepted his recognisances to come 
up for judgment when called upon. 

Mr. A. Hickey, a chemist and dentist, at Silver-street, 
Notting-hill, has been prosecuted by the Metropolitan Rail¬ 
way Company for smoking in one of their carriages. The 
evidence showed that lie had grossly insulted a lady, and, when 
remonstrated with, had used disgraceful language. The magis- 
trate regretted that he had been charged with only one offeuce, 
and required him to pay 40s. fine, with 44s. costs. 

Collin Kelly, a carpenter, having no home, but who gave 
the name of Benjamin Leslie Nicholls, residing in Oxford- 
street, was charged at Marylebone, on Monday, with breaking 
into a house in lslip-street, Kentish Town, and threatening to 
murder his brother, Mr. Henry Kelly. He was also charged 
with attempting to murder Henry Davis, by stabbing him. 
The witnesses included both Mr. Kelly and Mr. Davis, and, 
after some evidence had been given, a remand was grantod. 

At Westminster Police Court, yesterday week, Mr. 
Conquest, milk-seller, Montpelicr-street, Brompton, appeared 
to an adjourned summons charging him with selling milk 
adulterated with water. Ilie adulteration was admitted, but 
the guilty party, it was said, was tho man who sent it from the 
country. He had been in the habit of calling for his account 
every three weeks, but since these proceedings were taken he 
had never been near the place, and another sample of his milk 
was found to contain 16 per cent of water. The defendant said 
he intended to proceed against that person, first for selling 
adulterated milk, and then by action to recover damages for 
the loss the defendant had sustained by conviction. Mr. 
Arnold fined the defendant only £3, as the costs were exceed¬ 
ingly heavy—£6 12a. Od. 

Mr. T. F. Dillon Crokcr was attacked in the Fulham-road 
about midnight on Friday week by two men, who threw him 
into the road and robbed him of his watch, chain, aud gold 
locket set with diamonds. They then ran away in the direction 
of Kensington. Mr. Croker, though much bruised and par¬ 
tially stunned, pursued them, hut was unable to overtake them. 

A convict named Davison, employed upon the dockyard 
extension w orks at Chatham, refused, on Tuesday, to continue 
his labours. Upon being remonstrated with by Warder May, 
ho seized a spade and dealt a murderous blow at May’s head. 
The warder to some extent parried the blow with his hand, but 
his head was at the same time severely cut. 

A daring attempt at shop robbery was made at Windsor on 
Saturday afternoon. Shortly after five o’clock, in the midst of 
a busy market, a man with his clenched fist broke a large pane 
of plate glass in the shop of Mr. Willoughby, jeweller, and 
attempted to seize a tray of valuable gold rings ; but a police¬ 
man who saw what he had done ran up to him and seized him 
before he was able to effect his object. The prisoner was only 
discharged from Reading gaol that morning. 

At the Sheffield Townhall, on Tuesday, two butchers, living 
at Tideswell, Derbyshire, were summoned for sending diseased 
meat to Sheffield. One, Darned Walter Gilbert, was fined £20 
and costs ; and the other, Frank Hill, £5 and costs. 

A female burglar, in the person of a girl fifteen years of age, 
named Harriet Reece, was on Monday before the magistrate at 
Cardiff. She had, until within the last fortnight, been servant 
to Mr. E. Thomas, in Edward-placc. During the night of 
Thuisday week she entered the house by the kitchen window, 
and proceeded to a bed-room, from which she took money 
amounting to £55 and a gold watch and chain, and then de¬ 
camped. On the following morning the girl made somo exten¬ 
sive purchases of clothing, and this led to her apprehension. 


With a view to increased popularity and the promotion of 
recruiting, the Royal Aberdeenshire Highlanders will hence- 
forwaid assume the kilt in lieu of their less picturesque uniform. 

At a gathering of agriculturists at Sevenoaks, on Tuesday, it 
was decided to agitate for a repeal — or, at any rate, the reduc¬ 
tion — of the malt duty. 

Mr. John Kirk has been appointed to the post of Director 
and ITincipal Cleik of her Majesty’s Chancery in Scotland, 
vacant by the death cf Mr. John Mackenzie Lindsay. 

A fine example of the rare Dutch landscape-painter, 
Hobbema, dated 1663, the master’s best period, lias been 
added to the museum at Brussels. 

A number of working men in Westminster have, by means 
of a small subscription, bought the land and built suitable pre¬ 
mises for a working men's club, reading aud refreshment rooms, 
acd lecture-halls, capable of accommodating 600 or 700 persons. 
The building has cost £1200, which has been subscribed entirely 
by the working classes. One of the subscribers designed the 
building, another acted as architect, aud others worked as car- 
pcnteis, bricklayers, and gasfitters. The hall is situated in 
Regent-street, Westminster, where a fancy bazaar has been 
held, closing this (Saturday) evening. The proceeds will be 
applied in furnishing the club. 
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THE LATE M. MICHELET. 

The death of this learned and popular French 
writer has bcon mentioned. Jules Michelet 
was bom at Paris in 1798. He early dis¬ 
tinguished himself as a student of history, an l 
was, in 1821, appointed to a chair in the 
College Sainte Barbe, where he taught the 
ancient languages and philosophy until 18 - 0 . 
Shortly after the Revolution of 1830 he was 
appointed chief of the historical section ot the 
archives of the realm ; and M. Guizot, unable 
on account of his political duties to continue 
liis lectures on history in the Faculty of Litera¬ 
ture in Paris, named Michelet as his substitute. 
In 1838 he succeeded M. Dunon in the chair 
of history in the College de France, and was 
elected member of the Institute. M. Michelet 
regarded history as “philosophy teaching by 
example.” His first work, “Tableaux dyn- 
chrouujues de l’Histoire Moderns,” appeared 
in 1820; his “Histoire de France,” in 1833-63 ; 
and his “ Histoire de 1a Revolution Fran^aise, 
in 1847-53. He was a great opponent of the 
Jesuits, against whom he has written ‘ Hea 
J&uifces,” published in 1843 ; ** Du Prjre, do 
la Femme, et de la FamiUe,” in 1844* and 
“ Du People,” in 1846. He wrote “ L Oiseau, 
published in 1856; “ LTnsectc,” in 18o7; 
“ L'Amonr,” in 1S58 ; 11 La Femme,” m ISoO; 
“La Mer,” in 1861; “ La Sorci&re, in 1862 ; 
“La Bible derHuwanitV’ 1864 ; and “Nos 
Fils,” a plea for compulsory education, in 1868. 
The Government of Napoleon III. in March, 
1851, interdicted hia lectures, and he from that 
time retired into private life.

NEW BOOKS AND PUBLICATION& 


FUNCHAL, MADEIRA. 

The island of Madeira, famous for its mild 
winter climate, and frequently sought by the 
consumptive patients of England for a refuge 
in that season, has lately received a few of the 
victims of West African fever, disabled from 
exposure to the climate of the Gold Coast in 
our Ashantee war. Madeira is situated in the 
Atlantic Ocean, about latitude 32 deg. Is., 
longitude 17 deg. W., 400 miles off the north¬ 
western shore of Africa. The island is nearly 
forty-two miles long and twenty miles broad. 
It is mountainous, being a mass of basalt 
rock, with summits from 40DJ ft. te 6000 ft. 
high, but it is intersected by fertile valleys, 
with streams of clear water. The vineyards 
are formed on the sides of the hills, to tLe 
height of 2300 ft. above the sea level. In the 
lower parts many tropical plants are cultivated, 
the Biigar-cane, the date palm, and maize. 
The population is about 100,000, of mixed race, 
but the Portuguese nationality is in the ascend¬ 
ant. Madeira was discovered and colonised 
by the Portuguese in the lifteenth century. 
We present a view of the harbour and town] of 
Funchal, the only town in the island. 


Last week 2476 births and 1616 deaths were 
registered in London. After making due allow¬ 
ance for increase of population, the births were 
42 and the deaths 32 below the average num¬ 
bers in the corresponding week of the last ten 
years. The deaths included 2 from smallpox, 51 
from measles, 16 from scarlet fever, 5 rom 
diphtheria, 50 from whooping-cough, 33 from 
different forms of fever, and 11 from diarrhoja. 
The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory 
organs and phthisis, which in the three previous 
weeks had been 464, 512, and 607, were la3t 
week 595, and exceeded the average by 37; 262 
resulted from bronchitis, 169 from phthisis, and 
110 from pneumonia. Different forms of 'io- 
lence caused 63 deaths ; 56 were the result of 
negligence or accident, including 23 from frac¬ 
tures and contusions, 13 from burns and scalds, 
and 13 from suffocation. Two cases of suicide 
and 1 of infanticide were registered. Six deaths 
were caused by horses or vehicles in the street®•

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SKETCHES AT CARTHAGENA AFTER THE SIEGE. 
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THE SIEGE OF CARTHAGENA. 

The prolonged resistance of the Intransigcntes or Red Repub¬ 
lican insurgents of Spain to the military and naval forces of the 
Madrid Government at Carthagena is now an affair of the 
past. Some interest may yet belong to the subjects of onr 
present Illustrations, which are from sketches made by Mr. 
Algernon Yockney, assistant paymaster of H.M.S. Torch, 
showing the condition of the gates and batteries, and outlying 
forts, immediately after the surrender of the town and the 
entry of General Dominguez. The place seems to have been a 
good deal knocked about, bnt there was not much loss of life. 
It will be remembered that the rebel leaders, with several hundreds 
of the men they had engaged in the defence of Carthagena, 
made their escape in two of the Spanish frigates. They arrived 
at the French port of Oran, on the coast of Algiers, where they 
were allowed to land, but were disarmed and placed for a time 
in confinement. The ships were, upon demand, given up to 
the Spanish Government. Our correspondent has furnished a 
view of the port of Oran, with the Spanish and other ships of 
war lying there, to illustrate the last act in that preposterous 
exhibition of party strife, the performance of the Intransigcntes 
of Carthagena. 


ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

ANALOGIES OF ANCIENT AND RECENT LIFE. 

Professor P. M. Duncan. M.D., F.R.8., began his sixth and 
concluding lecture on Palaeontology by showing that the break 
in the succession of living things at the close of the palaeozoic 
age was not so great as has been asserted. He then noticed 
the intermediate character of the Triassic corals, pointing out 
that they clearly, in many instances, retained palteozoic pecu¬ 
liarities in addition to those possessed by mosozoio species. The 
naturo of so-called “characteristic” fossils, and the apparently 
sudden appearance of certain groups of fossils and their equally 
sudden disappearance, were next considered ; and it was shown 
that, in distant and equivalent strata, the “ characteristic ” 
form became less so, and cither did not exist, or was represented 
by a similar but not identical species, which usually bail an 
extended range. The law that widely-ranging species are found 
in many consecutive strata was noticed, as well as the nature of 
endemic and widely-spreading sporadic forms ; the former being 
limited to particular areas by physical conditions; the latter 
being true wanderers over the surface of the globe: all which tends 
to substantiate theexisteneeof distributional provinces of animals 
and plants from the earliest times in the history of the earth. In 
relation to the imperfection of the geological record, the Professor 
described strata as the burial places of tho organisms of the 
time of their deposition, ana usually accumulating during 
the subsidences of the crust only. Ho then described tho 
nature of the lingalella, leperditia, and trilobita, the earliest 
formB of life known at present except tho eozrxin, and com¬ 
mented on the structural relations of these eariy forms to those 
of the present day, especially in regard to their embryonic 
and progressively developed condition. After describing tho 
cephalopoda of tho Tremadoc rocks and the gradual rise of this 
great group, followed by a notice of tho anatomy of the 
nautilidso, ammonitidoe, and belemnitidie, Professor Duncan 
commented on tho remarkable relation between the shapo of the 
genera of cautilidie and ammonitid®, concluding his disconrso 
with remarks upon the difficulties which surround the two 
opposite hypotheses of the day—the theories of tho special 
creation and of the evolution of living things. 

THE AUTOTYPE PROCESS. 

Mr. Vernon Heath, at the Friday evening meeting on the 
20th inst., began his disconrso by stating that ho was present 
in tho lecture theatre, in January, 18.'!!), when Mr. Faraday 
announced two disco verics— the Daguerreotype, and that which 
its author, Mr. Fox Talbot, then termed Photogenio Diawing. 
Mr. Heath then illustrated the extraordinary progress which 
photography had sinco made by contrasting a little calotypo 
taken by himself in 1S42 and a very large, fine landscape re¬ 
cently produced by the autotypo process, lie briclly adverted 
to the experimental researches of various ardent experimenters 
who had endeavoured to remedy the well-known instability of 
photographs, a defect which, hesaid, had bceo at last removed by 
the autotype and it3 kindred processes. Among the persons 
whose discoveries had conduced to this result he especially men¬ 
tioned Mungo Ponton, Becquercl, Poitevin, Pouncy, Blair, and 
.Swan ; the principles in tho new process being the result of tho 
researches of Mr. J. It, Johnson. The basis of the autotypo 
process is the action of light upon gelatino and a pigm-ut 
w contact with bichromate of potass; the light’s action 
rendering this compound insoluble. By meaus of an 
ingenious diagram Mr. Heath explained that the insolubility 
which is attained, and the solubility that is preserved, 
are in Btrict accordance with the degree in which light is shot 
out from or let into the coating of bichmmatised gelatine—tho 
resistance which an ordinary negative oilers to the action of tho 
light I icing translated into the same exact gradations of the pig¬ 
ment used with the gelatine. This was strikingly illustrated 
by the development of an autotype print made from a plate 
which had been covered with various thicknesses of tracing 
paper; and still further demonstrated by the development of a 
landscape autotype of large size in which gradations of tone 
were very perfectly rendered. After explaining certain points 
in the manipulation, Mr. Heath exhibited the method employed 
in the production of his large landscapes in autotype, stating 
that, though the means adopted were not new, the present suc¬ 
cess was due alone to tho extremely perfect character and 
quality of the autotype transparency irom which the enlarged 
negative was made. In regard to magnitude, he stated that 
negatives can bo produced of any reasonable dimensions, 48 in. 
by 38 in. being now a usual size. Mr. Heath then said that 
the processes which had been considered np to that point were 
those which substituted the usual photographic processes ; but 
he added that the surface of tho gelatine, rendered insoluble 
by the action of light, was found to have acquired the property 
of repelling water oa from a greasy surface, thereby enabling a 
design to be inked with printing-ink, and an impression to lie 
taken from the inked surface on paper in a way analogous to 
lithography. This process was fully illustrateu by means of 
one of the pressos employed for autotype mechanical printing, 
aud pictures were actually produced. These and many other 
appliances and means for the illustration of the discourse were 
furnished by Messrs. Spencer, Sawyer, and Bird, from their 
works at Ealing Dean ; and tho lecturer was also under great 
obligations to many persons for a great number of speci¬ 
mens exhibited in tho library, more especially to the Autotype 
Fine-Arts Company. After commenting on the autotype process 
as a most important adjunct to photography, both in regard to 
the permanence of its works and its influence oa the progress 
of tho art, Mr. Heath conclnded with the words of Mr. 
Faraday when he introduced Mr. Fox Talbot’s photogenic 
drawings to the Koval Institution. “No human hand has 
hitherto traced such lines as these drawings display ; ami what 
man may do, now that Dame Nature has lieeome his drawing- 
mistress, it is impossible to predict.” George Busk, Esq., 
F.R.B. the treasurer and vice-president, was in the chair., 


LIFE AND CHARACTER OF MOHAMMED. 

R. Bosworth Smith, Esq., M.A., in beginning his second 
lecture, on Saturday last, passed in review the leading opinions 
that had been held respecting Mohammed—for instance, the 
belief that the destroyer of idolatry was himself worshipped as 
an idol, Dante’s treatment of him as a heresiarch, the fable of 
a dove that inspired him, his identification with Antichrist or 
the Man of Sin by Christian writers, and the misconceptions 
to which the English language, in such words as Paynim, 
termagant, and miscreant, still boro witness. Then, treating of 
the reaction in his favour, tho lecturer referred to the views of 
Gagnier, of Gibbon, and of Carlyle, and the works of sub¬ 
sequent writers. The condition of Arabia before the time of 
Mohammed was then described, especially in regard to its 
home-sprung religious star-worship, fire-worship, and fetishism, 
and the partial introduction of Judaism and Christianity. Pass¬ 
ing to the social state, the passion of the Arabs for poetry and 
lunder was noticed. In regard to the question how far 
Iohammedonism could or could not have been predicted, Mr. 
Bosworth Smith remarked upon tho limits to tho influence of 
great men, and pointed out what must fairly be put down 
to Mohammed and what was due to the moral and 
national upheaval which carried him on. Passing rapidly 
over Mohammed's uneventful youth, ho dwelt at some length 
upon the phenomena attending the call to be a prophet, the 
long agony, the hoping against hope, and the indisputable 
evidence of sincerity which they afforded. The more pro¬ 
minent personal characteristics of the Prophet at the epoch of 
the Hegira—including this appearance, his dress, end his 
mode of life—were next described, and it was remarked that a 
belief in tho proplietio office was peculiar to the Semitic races. 
Then coining to the Prophet’s life at Medina, it was shown 
how entirely the external conditions were changed, and how 
new temptations brought new dangers, which occasionally got 
tho better of him ; but, entering on a minute examination of 
the moral value of consistency on the one hand and of the 
alleged crimes of the Prophet on the other, tho lecturer com¬ 
bated the ordinary belief that there was a gradual bnt com- 
leto moral deterioration. As to the accusation of Sir William 
luir, that Mohammed "forged the name of God” in the 
Koran for his own private purposes, two crucial occasions were 
referred to which showed that he was at least as ready to use 
tho Koran in his own condemnation os in his defence. The 
Prophet’s belief in tho exact nature and limit of his mission 
was illustrated by a series of anecdotes drawn from very 
different, but very critical, pensions in his lifo. The subject 
of next Saturday’s lecture will bo Mohammedanism—an 
examination of its articles of faith and its leading practical 
duties ; an account of the Koran and its chiof characteristics ; 
and an inquiry into Mohammed’s attitude towards tho 
miraenlous, fatalism, and religions wars, with remarks upon 
tho general religious questions that aro involved therein. 

PHYSICAL PROPERTIES OF LIQUIDS. 

Professor Tyndall began his second lecture, on Tuesday last, 
with remarks on the solubility of air and other gases in water 
in different degrees, varying with the pressure ; and, after 
explaining that the cohesion of the molecules of the liquid is 
diminished by tho dissolved air, ho showed that tho cohesion is 
greatly augmented when the air is removed by boiling or other¬ 
wise. Mercury is rendered much denser by boiling ; and water 
deprived of air, when shaken in a tube, produces a sound 
resembling the collision of two hard bodies—an apparatus of 
Donny’s, termed tho “water-hammer.” After illustrating 
this with other experiments, Professor Tyndall exhibited the 
effect of tho prescnco or absence of air on tho act of boiling. 
When air was pumped out of some water not quite blood-warm 
the water boiled for a short time and then became still. It 
was then aerated by shaking, and the boiling recommenced 
wlien the air was once more removed by the air-pump. Re¬ 
ference was then made to the remarkable experiments of Mr. 
Jnstico Grove on boiling water in connection with those of 
Donny, who had observed that in proportion as water is deprived 
of air the character of its ebullition changes, becoming more 
and more abrupt, and boiling with violent sadden jerks, 
between which it reaches a temperature above tho boiling 
point. Justice Grove, when decomposing water by heat, 
always found nitrogen present with the oxy-hydrogen gas 
given off, showing that the air aho had beon decomposed. 
This fact Professor Tyndall attributed to tho vibration of tho 
atoms, os distinguished from that of the molecules, by radiant 
heat. He then adverted to Dr. Thomas Young’s sagacious 
paper on the Cohesion of Fluids, published in 181)5, in 
which ho shows that the particles at and near the 
surface of a liquid are so attracted by the particles within 
it. as to produce a tension of the surface, exactly as 
if a thin membrane was stretched over it. This tension, which 
differs in different liquids, was illustrated by Professor Tyndall 
in various ways, especially by a soap-bubble ; and the air ex¬ 
pelled by tho bubble, in contracting, strongly affected the flame 
of a caudle. Some beautiful effects produced by mixtures of 
alcohol and water showing different degrees of tension xvero 
exhibited by means of the electric light ; and tho phenomenon 
termed the “tears of wine," due to evaporation and tension, 
was explained and exhibited by means of a little brandy in a 
claret-glass. After showing that an egg, which sinks to tho 
bottom in ordinary water, may be made to float if enough brine 
be added to make the water of tho same specific gravity as the 
egg, the Professor, in a series of experiments, illustrated the 
celebrated researches of the blind philosopher of Ghent, M. 
Plateau, on the forms of bodies withdrawn from tho action of 
gravity. This condition he obtained by placing a small quantity 
of olive oil in a mixture of alcohol and water of precisely tho 
same density. Tho oil, which at first became a perfect sphere, 
when made to rotate flattened nt the poles. When it was more 
rapidly rqtated it flattened still more, aud eventually a revolv¬ 
ing ring of oil was thrown off'. These phenomena Professor 
Tyndall applied to tho explanation of the resolution of a liquid 
vein into drops, and the deduction of a law therefrom ; and, in 
conclusion, commented ou the action of musical sounds in 
synchronism with the succession of the drops, so as to help the 
force of configuration to detach the drops sooner, and thereby 
shorten the continuous portion of the vein. The researches 
of Savart and Plateau were thus rhown to bo remarkably 
correlated. 


Sir Samuel W. Baker on Friday next will give a discourse 
on the Suppression of the Slavo Trade on the White Nile. 


A general meeting of the Cheshire Chamber of Agriculture 
was held at Crewe, on Monday, under tho presidency of Lord 
de Tabley. The subject under discussion was the points of 
agreement between landlords and tenants which would be most 
just and beneficial to both parties upon taking and leaving 
farms. The points had received the careful consideration of 
the Council of the Chamber, and it was the opinion of the 
Council that they would form n practicable as well as an equit¬ 
able lose on which farm tenure might be placed. Tlic whole 
of the proposed points of agreement, after they had undergone 
alterations, were adopted. . 


THE NEW PARLIAMENT. 

In contemplating the personal composition of the now Parlia¬ 
ment most persons must have observed that amongst the 
recruits, so to speak, there are few, if any, men distinguished, 
in the popular sense, who can bo recognised at a glance. It may 
be that ‘ ‘ many a flower ” which has blushed unseen may be about 
to become palpably efflorescent; there may be many a hidden 
gem which will gleam brightly in its new sphere ; but that is 
all to come, generally speaking. It will bo interesting to watch 
the process of development, whenever it begins, in individual 
cases ; but at present scarcely any novel member stands out in 
broad relief. Apparently, we have got rid of the philosopho- 
political, and obtained more than ever of the bucolic and pluto¬ 
cratic, clement. Possibly it may not be without interest to 
examine cursorily the list of legislative neophytes, and extract 
from it, as far as limited means of information go, the charac¬ 
teristics, socially factitious, reflected from the constituencies, 
or which aro actually persons! in some of them. In doing this 
tho constituencies, as the moat stable and worthy entities, 
may be taken in alphabetical order, and the representatives, 
in some sort, described. 

Thus Andover, after having been wooed by him several 
times, has at last accepted Captain Wellesley, who, as he 
is the presumptive heir to the dukedom of Wellington, will 
some day be a historic personage, and therefore is noticeable 
in hia present embryo state. Barnstaplo has contributed 
its share to the lawyer-dom which is considerable in the pre¬ 
sent House by its choice of Mr. Waddy, who, as he has just 
been created a Queen’s Counsel, may bo assumed to be a rising 
barrister. Another item has been added by Beaumaris to the 
legal contingent ir. tho person of Mr. Morgan Lloyd, Q.C., who in a 
great degree may he said to be a risen professional man. 
Captain FolhiU-Tumer, who has been returned for Bedford, has 
some hereditary claims on that borough, os a near relative of 
his onco sat for it, while he himself is notable as one of the 
Carabinier witnesses in the Tichbome case. The selection of 
Mr. Briggs by Blackburn adds to the cotton-spinning element 
in the House; while the substitution of Mr. Ripley for Mr. 
Miall at Bradford is, psychologically, a radical change. But for 
turning its representation npside down, inside out, and every 
way metamorphosing it, Brighton lias been of all constituencies 
tho moat conspicuous. For Mr. James White, who is a rough- 
and-ready financier, and Mr. Fawcett (everyone knows what ho 
ia, politically and parliamentarily) it has selected Mr. Ashbury, 
who is, so far as mankind in general knows, an amateur sailor— 
that is, a yachtsman—chiefly, if not wholly; and General 
Shuto, a cavalry officer, whose name has been familiar to tho 
public, though not in connection with his obtaining the 
Victoria Cross. Buckingham has in a manner restored a Par¬ 
liamentary tradition by its choice of Mr. E. Hubbard, inasmuch 
as his father for long represented the borough when it was two- 
membered. It is not now that the constituency of Cambridge has 
shown itself fanciful in its representation, thongh it has just 
displaced two Liberals for two Conservatives ; thns finding a 
Parliamentary haven for Mr. A. Marten, a somewhat prominent 
Chancery barrister, which ho has several times sought in vain ; 
while by replacing Mr. Smollett in tho House it has contri¬ 
buted something to the promotion of mirth in the Legislature, 
inasmuch as, in the possession of a now racy, now caustic, 
humour, that gentleman shows that the blood of his ancestor, 
the novelist, has not grown thin in his veins. 

The dockyard constituencies have in almost every instance 
turned and rent the late Government, and, as they think, pour 
cause, so it is no wonder that Chatham preferred Conservative 
Admiral Elliot to Liberal Mr. Otway, tried friend as the latter 
was of the " employed ” in the borough. Besides being a not 
undistinguished naval ofiScer, Admiral Elliot is, we believe, an 
ardent promoter of a scheme for cleansing, physwally, the 
people, by a wide system of baths. The vanquisher of Sir 
Henry Hoare in Chelsea, Mr. Gordon, is said to be a solicitor ; 
and no more need be said. Another legal member has been 
contributed by Coventry in Mr. H. Jackson, Q.C., who repre¬ 
sented the place in the Parliament of 1865, but was removed 
in 1868. The election of Mr. T. VV. Evans for South Derby- 
shire is only a restoration, for he was member for that division 
of the county, being a gentleman of position tborein, from 
1857 to 1865. One of the recalcitrant dockyard boroughs 
above alluded to—Devonport—has preferred Mr. Pulestou, a 
Welsh gentleman of consideration, to Mr. J. D. Lewis, of 
whom they were not worthy. Dover has re-chosen Mr. Fresh- 
field, a former member, who is one of an eminent firm of 
solicitors, and who was, maugrehis profession and his Conserva¬ 
tive politics, a legislator of wide ken, and practical withal. 
Another barrister, who is in effect the leader of the Western 
Circuit—to wit, Mr. H. T. Cole—has been elected for Penryn, 
and has displaced, assisted by Mr. D. T. Jenkins, two stanch 
Conservatives. A new member for Gloucestershire, Mr. 
Plunkett, is a son of the Baron of that name and title. At 
Grantham the inflnence of the family, the head of which 
is Lord Brownlow, has sensibly, or insensibly, as the 
case may be, procured the return of Captain Cust. 
Guildford holds to its faith in the house of Onslow, 
though it has preferred Conservative Mr. Denzil of that 
name to his cousin, the former member. The family of 
Crossley is very potential in Halifax, and it is a question which 
is most potential, that or the family of Akroyd, Doth great in 
manufactures. This time the ascendency has been gained, 
Parliamentarily, by the Crossleys, ono of whom sits in the seat 
of Mr. Akroyd, the late member. In the place of Mr. Wren 
Hoskyn and Major Arbnthnot, the choice of Hereford has 
fallen on Mr. Pateshull, a more or less local magnate, and Mr. 
George Clive, also of tho vicinage, but who is a Parliamentary 
resurrection, having been many years in the House, and 
having been nnseated after the election of 1868, besides which 
he was Under-Secretary for the Home Department in Lord 
Palmerston’s Government. Sir Seymour Fitzgerald has 
re-entered for Horsham, which ho formerly represented, 
and which enabled him to hold the office of Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, and ho has employed an interval of 
ex-Parliamentary life by exercising the functions of Governor 
of Bombay. 

It cannot exactly he said that Hytho has chosen a new 
member, fora fresh choice would have been necessitated by tho 
death of Baron Meyer de Rothschild, even if Parliament had 
not been dissolved. The present occupant of the scat is Sir 
Edward Watkin, whose name is ffhniliar as a railway potentate, 
and who has had experience of tho House in former years as 
member for Yarmouth and Stockport. Not undistinguished 
wholly are the gentlemen who como fresh from Ipswich, for 
Mr. C'obbold's father was once a representative of the place, 
and Mr. J. R. Bulwer, Q.C., is connected by family with the 
county of Norfolk, and is one of tho lenders of the Norfolk 
Circuit. A new representative of the city of Lincolu, Colonel 
Chaplin, is a brother of the Mr. Henry of that name, who has 
since 1868 sat for Mid-Lincolnshire, and who is otherwise dis¬ 
tinguished ; anJ another Baronet, Sir Jacob Astley, sits in the 
place of Sir Montague Cholmeley (who died just before the 
dissolution) for North Lincolnshire. Conservatism may lie said 
to be rampant in the representation of the city of London* and 
commerce is predominant there; for Mr. Twells and Mr. 
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Hulibard are merchant princes, and Mr. Alderman Cotton, 
■with a certain appropriateness, according to ancient tradi¬ 
tion, is a provision merchant. Sir Sydney Waterloo has 
has been ot late so much in the public eye that it only needs to 
aay that he is a choice of Maidstone; and Malton has returned 
a former love in sending back Mr. Sandford, who once was Mr. 
Peacocko, to the House. After multiple efforts to become a 
senator, Sir. Forsyth, Q.C., has floated into Parliament on a full 
tide of favour in Marylebone, and at last adds legislative function 
to his professional vocation. The brewing interest was already 
strong in the House, but an “ X ” has been added to it by the 
return of Mr. Octavius Coope, who has more than once tried 
fruitlessly to obtain the suffrages of the Towor Hamlets. At 
length we have working-men members in the House of Com¬ 
mons, and, though Bcantily, the class to which they belong are 
worthily represented. Mr. T. Burt, who has been returned for 
Morpeth, was a working miner, and, by his ability and his high 
character, has raised himself to a power amongst his peers. He 
has been a guido and leader amongst the miners of the north for 
long, and he is now secretary of the Northumberland Miners' 
Mutual Confidence Association. In what estimation he is held 
may be judged from the fact that his immediate constituency— 
that is, the mining popuplation in the north—has guaranteed 
him an income adequately commensurate to his present posi¬ 
tion. The other working-man member—Mr. Macdonald, who 
Bits for Staffords—is an equally trusted leader and officer of an 
association of miners in Scotland ; and he is understood to 
bo a man not only of great ability, but of large though practical 
views. 

Norwich sends Mr. Huddleston, Q.O., into a sphere where 
ho is likely to havo an opportunity of fulfilling any ambition, 
as a political and professional man, he may nave ; Notting¬ 
ham—ever eccentric in its electoral fancies, to one man or to a 
political creed constant never—has the distinction of sending 
the first Conservative Jew to Parliament, in the person of 
Mr. Saul Isaac ; and Pembroke, in the great party struggle 
that has been going on, has proved itself the Abdiel of dock¬ 
yard constituencies by returning Mr. E. J. Reid, the late 
Constructor of the Navy, who is a Liberal, hut who would 
have been, probably, no adherent of the late Government if it 
had remained in office. Retaining its old delusion about 
Mr. Whalley, Peterborough has given that gentleman a former 
colleague again in Mr. Thomson Honkoy, who is an eminent 
representative of high commerce. A younker representative 
has stepped into Sir Henry Stork’s place at Ripon, pretty 
much, as a matter of course, as he chose to do so; for 
Earl Do Grey is hereditarily connected—to use a mild term— 
with the borough. Political independence, in its fullest, most 
vagaried sense, is typified in tho reseating of Mr. Roebuck for 
Sheffield, and he will at least give a tone of originality to the 
debates in which ho may take part. It is not wonderful that 
Southampton should delight to confer tho highest honour in its 
power on a gentleman who, if the inclination of the towns¬ 
people had prevailed, would have made him their perennial 
Mayor, and possibly his having been a Sheriff of London did 
not diminish the attractiveness of Sir Frederick Perkins as a 
candidate. Yet another legal member is to be found in 
Mr. Hopwood, a bran-new Q.C., who has caught the electoral 
favour of Stockport; while Sunderland, in choosing Sir Henry 
Havelock, has in a manner paid a tribute to one of England’s 
most revered military heroes. For aught tho public knows, 
Mr. Ritchie, who displaced Mr. Ayrton m the Tower Hamlets, 
may be a proper person to represent that borough; but he is, as 
a member and a politician, at present in supposition. There is 
a certain fitness in the succession of Sir J. Eardley-Wilmot to 
part of the representation of South Warwickshire, for he is 
by family and proporty connected with the county (his father 
represented it fur a long time); and as to his other qualifications, 
he is an able lawyer, and a man unexceptionable in every 
relation of life. Westminster, in elcctingSirChailes Russell, sends 
to Parliamentaformer member for Berkshire, and a distinguished 
officer of tho Army. Wigan sends, with a certain naturalness, 
Lord Lindsay, a representative of the earldom of Balcarres, 
perhaps, rather than a representative exact of the town. 
Windsor had to choose between two gentlemen who based 
themselves on local claims, and so, having given Mr. Eykyn a 
torn, they thought fit to give Mr. Richardson-Gardiner one 
also ; while, in putting out Mr. F. 8. Powell, who recently won 
a seat for the northern division of tho West Riding of York¬ 
shire for tho Conservatives, Mr. M. Wilson has apparently won 
a baronetcy from the retiring Liberal Government. 

Tho caprice, or whatever it is, that has characterised the 
presont elections, crept into Scotland, and changes in repre¬ 
sentation there have been made, to the great detriment of 
Liberalism in Parliament. Ayrshire South, for instance, has 
preferred Colonel Alexander, who is territorially connected 
with the county, and is an officer who has seen service, to Sir 
David Wedderburn, who is of Mid-Lothian; whereas Dundee, 
so to speak, has gone into tho world at large for a choice, which 
has fallen on Mr. E. Jenkins, who commenced the career of a 
social reformer by the publication of “ Gina's Baby.” Though 
probably honourably known in Glasgow, Dr. Cameron and 
Mr. Whitclaw, who have replaced Mr. Dalglish and Mr. 
Graham in the representation of that city, are not as yet famor.3 
in the south, though perhaps they will he ; whiia to the 
rest of the United Kungdom unknown, a Mr. Macgregor 
has arrested the grand Parliamentary career of Mr. Maclio 
by putting him out for Leith. The Mr. Holms who has been 
elected for Paisley is a brother of the member for Haokney of 
that name, and is member for his native place. Sir William 
Stirling Maxwell, whose varied accomplishments are so well 
known, has won back Perthshire, of which ho had been de¬ 
prived during the last Parliament; and Renfrewshire has done 
itself honour in choosing a man so eminent in the world of 
letters, and several other worlds, as Colonel Mure. 

In returning Mr. J. Shannon Crawford the county of Down 
has put on the roll of Parliament a name which was formerly 
held in high estimation by all parties—that of William Shannon 
Crawford, a tmly philanthropies! legislator, and tho most 
amiable aqd unassuming of men. Drogheda adds something 
to the medical seetion of the new Parliament in Dr. O'Leary; 
Galway rewards Captain Nolan, an officer of Artillery, for the 
strong fight he made at the last election for that county; Lon¬ 
donderry county tardily returns a law officer of thelate Govern¬ 
ment, Mr. Law, who has just'Relinquished the post of Solicitor- 
General for Ireland, and contributes something of learning and 
science in the person of Professor Smyth. The late member, 
Mr. M’Mahon, not having essayed New Ross, that constituency 
has chosen Mr. Dunbar, who distinguished himself at tho 
Indian Bar ; Waterford, variable in its choice, has put into the 
place of ono of its lato members, Major O’Gorman, a son of a 
gentleman once very prominent in Irish Parliamentary, 
political, and social life as the Tho O’Gorman Mahon; and 
Wexford County sends back quaint—almost eccentric—Sir 
George Bowyer to a scene with which ho was long familiar, 
and has given him for a companion a gentleman who is under¬ 
stood to call himself the Chevalier O’CIeary. 

Thoso who have been mentioned are all more or less novelties 
in the new Parliament. It remains to ba seen how many of 
them will become celebrities therein. 


MUSIC. 

The programme of last Saturday’s Crystal Palace Concert was 
rich in interest and variety. It included the whole of the 
splendid music which Mendelssohn composed for incidental uso 
in the German performance of the ‘‘Midsummer Night's 
Dream. ” The overture—one of the severed remarkable works 
of the composer’s boyhood—was produced at the age of seven¬ 
teen, for concert use ; and nothing is more extraordinary in the 
history of his career than his felicitous recurrence to the 
subject of the work in 1843, when he composed the other 
pieces which are now identified with the Shakspearean 
drama. There is nothing finer in muaio than the whole 
series which follows the overture, the fanciful scherzo, 
the exquisite fairy vocal muBio, for Bolo voices and female 
chorus ; the nottnrno, with its tranquil loveliness ; tho exult¬ 
ant “ wedding march; ” the rustic music associated with the 
clowns, especially the mock solemnity of the funeral march 
played during their mummery ; and the beautiful concluding 
chorus of fairies, based on a motivo from the overture; 
another happy instance of such quotation being found in the 
dance of clowns. The orchestral playing throughout was 
superb, and the Bcherzo and funeral march had to be repeated. 
The choral music was very effectively rendered by about 
200 ladies of the Crystal Palace choir, and the solo pas¬ 
sages were well sung by Misses E. Spiller and Dones. Previously 
to the Shakspearean music, Mendelssohn’s fine motet, 
“Surrexit Pastor Bonus” (one of three composed in 1830 
for tho nuns of Trinita de Monti, at Rome), was finely per¬ 
formed—the solos by Madame Otto-Alvsleben, Misses E. Spiller 
and Dones, and Madame Patcy; the choruses by the ladies of the 
choir, and tho organ accompaniment by Dr. Stainer. In Schubert’s 
melodious choral setting of the 23rd Psalm, “ The Lord is my 
Shepherd ” (given for the first time here), the lady choristers 
again proved their efficiency, another instance of which had 
been afforded, earlier in the concert, by their singing of the 
chorus of maidens, “See with lionets blooming,” from 
Beethoven’s music to the drama of “King Stephen,” the over¬ 
ture to which commenced the programme, which included the 
contralto solo, “O Thou afflicted,” from Sir J. Benedict’s 
‘‘St. Peter,” sung by Madame Patey; and tho air, “On 
mighty pens,” from Haydn’s “ Creation,” by Madamo Otto- 
Alvslebeu—the concert having terminated with an overture, 
entitled “ Lo Cffl,” by Mr. Alfred Holmes, performed for the 
first time. The composer’s intention is to realise the impressions 
derived from Corneille’s tragedy ; and he has produced a very 
effective piece of orchestral writing, in winch passion and 
impulse largely prevail There are many strong climaxes, and 
the work ovidently produced a favourable impression, although 
coming at tho end of a long selection. 

This week's Monday Popular Concert was to have brought 
back Madame Schumann; but, as mentioned last week, not 
only has the expectation of this event been frustrated, hut the 
intended visit to London of the great pianist is this season 
altogether abandoned, in consequence of a severe rheumatic 
attack. The return of Madame Schumann—like that of Herr 
Joachim—has long been among tho most anxiously desired 
events ^ofj our musical year, and tho regret at its nonfulfil¬ 
ment by the lady pianist—especially at the cause thereof— 
is great and widely felt. The pianist at Monday’s concert was 
Mr. Franklin Taylor, who played tho same pieces that were 
set down for Madame Schumann—Beethoven’s solo sonata in 
E flat, from op. 27, and tha pianoforte part of the same com¬ 
poser's trio, in the same key, from op. 70. In these perform¬ 
ances Mr. Taylor fully sustained the high reputation which he 
had previously acquired. Herr Joachim, who was the leading 
violinist, played Tartini’s well-known solo, “ II Trillo del 
Diavolo,” and was enthusiastically encored. Schubert’s fine 
quartet in D minor commenced the concert, the executants in¬ 
cluding, a3 usual, Messrs. L. Kies and Zerbini and Signor 
Piatti ; and Mr. H. Guy contributed some vocal pieces, accom¬ 
panied by Sir J. Benedict. 

Mr. Henry Leslie's choir made a good commencement of its 
nineteenth season, on Thursday week, with a selection from 
Mendelssohn, followed by miscellaneous pieces by English 
composer's. The former part of tho programme coin prised 
several part-songs, some given for the first time ; the songs, 
“The Charmer, by Miss E. Wynne, and “The Garland,” by 
Mr. E. Lloyd ; and tho fine hymn “ Hear my Prayer,” by Miss 
Wynne and chorus ; besides three of the “ Lieder ohue wiirte ” 
for the pianoforte, well played by Miss Josephine Laurence. 
This clever young pianist was again heard, in the second part 
of the concert, in Sir J. Benedict’s effective fantasia on “ Where 
tho bee sucks.” In this portion of the programme, among 
various attractive pieces, Mr. Henry Leslie’s new part-song, 
“ Lullaby of Life,” was one of the most prominent, and had to 
be repeated. Mr. Leslie conducted, as usual; and Mr. J. G. 
Callcott and Mr. J.,C.Ward filled their accustomed posts respec¬ 
tively as accompanist and organist. 

The annual concert of the veteran vocalist, Mr. Ransford, 
took place, at St. James’s Hall, last Tuesday evening, when 
the programme included a copious selection of English songs 
and ballads, sung by some of our moBt eminent artists. 

The third concert of the British Orchestral Society took 
place on Thursday, when the programme included Spohr’s 
symphony, “Die weihe der Tone, the overtures to “Dcr 
Freyachutz ” and “ Fidelio,” and a new overture, entitled 
“ Inez de Castro,” by Mr. Alfred Holmes ; Beethovs.r’s fourth 
pianoforte concerto (in G), played by Mr. Franklin Taylor, and 
vocal pieces sung by Miss Rose Hersee. 

The " Creation ” was given at the RoyaD Albert Hall on 
Wednesday evening, conducted by Mr. William Carter; and 
the same oratorio was announced by the Sacred Harmonic 
Society for Friday evening, in replacement of Mr. G. A. 
Macfarren’s “ St. John the Baptist,” the performance of which 
is postponed to March 20. 

M. Gounod’s musie to “Jeanne d’Aro” (recently noticed 
by us) w-as repeated at his second concert, on Saturday last, 
when it included the highly characteristic “Funeral March of 
a Marionette," which had been given (detached) at one of 
M. Gounods concerts of last season. , X k is clever piece of 
musical humour was, as before, encored and repeated. Tho 
other portions of the “Jeanne d’Arc ” music were again 
received with great applause. Tho concert also included the 
performance of M. Gounod’s short mass for the dead (S. S. 
Angeli Custodcs ”), with the addition of an effective orchestral 
inarch. 

\esterday (Friday) week Mr. Willem Coencn gave the first 
of his new scries of chamber concerts at the Hanover-square 
Rooms, and his clover pianoforte-playing was heard in Rhein- 
berger’s quartet in E flat; another skilful pianist, Herr Adolph 
Schloesscr, having been associated with him in Rubinstein’s 
duet for two piauofortes, op. 73. Brahms’s string quartet— 
played by Messrs. Wiener, Amor, Zerbini, and Daubert—and 
vocal solos by Misses S. Ferrari and Sterling, completed a pro¬ 
gramme of much interest. 

Mendelssohn’s “St. Paul” is to be performed for the first 
time by the Royal Albert Hall Choral Society on Thursday 
next, March 6, the principal vocalists announced being Madame 
Otto-Alvaleben, Miss Antoinette Sterling, Mr Sima Reevos, 


and Mr. Lewis Thomas, with Dr. Stainer at the organ. The 
performance wilf be conducted, as usual, by Mr. Rarnby. 

A benefit performance has boen announced by Signor 
Monari-Rocca, to take place, at the St. James’s Theatre, on 
Monday, March 2, when Mozart’s comic opera, “Cosi fan 
tutte,” is to be given. This charming work was revived, in 
January, 1873, by tho opera-buffa company (at St. George’s 
Hall), of which Signor Monari-Rocca was a member.

The principal theatrical event of the week is the production of 
a five-act historical drama by Mr. W. G. Wills, entitled 
“ Mary Queen of Scots.” The subject has been often 
dramatised, and recently we had a dramatic poem by Mr. 
Swinburne on the subject of Chastclard’s devotion to his 
mistress and his unfortunate death, which had high merits. 
This unhappy amour is also the theme of Mr. Wills’s tragedy, 
bat he has treated it in a different manner. There is much 
poetic dialogue in Mr. Wills’s drama, which would undoubtedly 
nave gone well with the audience had the performers permitted 
it to bo heard, or the unquiet state of the house (it being a 
benefit night) not rendered it impossible ; as the case stood, 
we were compelled to take nearly the whole of the first act for 
granted. It treated of the happy days of Marie Stuart, when 
at Fontainebleau sho was free to enjoy all the pleasures of tho 
palace and the garden—pleasures among which Chastclard’s 
passion was likely to be of rapid growth. The poor fellow, 
however, is sentenced and banished ; and shortly afterwards 
Marie taken an affectionate farewell to France, when she is 
followed by her faithful retainer into Scotland. In the second 
act we have Marie’s disputes with her Protestant subjects, and 
honest John Knox comes into prominence ; but the Queen 
(Mrs. Ilousby) proves equal to the occasion, and the recalci¬ 
trant pastor is compelled to surrender. The part is assumed 
by Mr. Rousby, and is supported by him with all or 
more than his usual force, but does not yet set easily upon 
him. As the play proceeds the character becomes more im¬ 
portant. The author has not chosen for it a rigid outline— 
which might havo better suited it for stage-playing—but has 
ascribed to it a passionate disposition which carries Knox 
through several mental moods, and at length causes him to be 
tempted by Marie’s beauty and suavity. At the end of the 
fourth act wo find him struggling with his feelings, which he 
delineates in rather too long a soliloquy, but which to the 
dramatic poet is nevertheless highly creditable. The fifth act 
shows the fatal calmination of Chastelard’s love, and tie 
execution of the infatuated yonth. The piece is placed on the 
boards in the most costly style; and the scenenr, which is nmg- 
nificent, does honour to Mr. F. Fenton and Mr. Emden. \\ e 
have omitted to state that tho part of Chastelard was com¬ 
mitted to Mr. Charles Harcourt, and furnished him withqppoi- 
tnnitics of which he was ambitious to take advantage, but not 
always with success. Mr. Harcourt yet stands in need of much 
discipline and more practice, before he can claim to be a com¬ 
plete actor. The residue of the parts was respectably oast, so 
that tho entire action was smoothly performed; and, on tho 
whole, the play is a spectacle that merits popularity. 

STRAND. 

Mr. Faraie, having succeeded in “Nemesis”—an extrava¬ 
ganza into which he adroitly enough converted a French 
farce—has now taken in hand “ La Cagnotte,” and again suc¬ 
ceeded in making capital of a foreign product, which, under 
the name of “ El Dorado,” emerges in the shape of a very funny 
piece. In this thoroughly extravagant drama we are first intro¬ 
duced to a party of villagers, headed by tho mayor, who are in 
the habit of depositing their winnings in a money-box (Ui 
cagnotU), aud once a year devoting the sum to the expenses of 
a feast or a holiday. They resolve on a visit to Paris, induced 
thereto by the circular of a matrimonial agent. The ad¬ 
ventures of the party at Lea Trois Frirea, in the Palais Rut ale, 
aud at the agent's office, form, with a visit to a police station, 
a sufficient; basis for some very droll incidents. The perluim- 
anee is distinguished by some vigorous acting, but there ougut 
to he some limit to the extravagance of the costumes. 

BOLBOIIN. 

The company of French players has during the week repre¬ 
sented with considerable effect the farce of “ Le Voyage de 
Monsieur 1’errichon,” which at tho St. James’s was produced 
for M. Ravel. It is a pleasing and laughable production, and 
one of the few French plays in itself suited to a London 
audience. Mr. Didier is excellent as the conceited Rentier, 
who assumes the part of a hero; the other parts, also, are 
adequately filled. 

POLYTECHNIC. 

The attractions of this hall continue, and “Raleigh’s Queer 
Dream,” written by Dr. Croft, still succeeds in interesting the 
spectators. The lecture on Light and Colour and the Silber 
Light is excellent, and is done full justice to by Professor 
Gardner. Tho views of Railway Travelling are eminently 
instructive and satisfactory, and of themselves will repay more 
than one visit. 


The Mayor of Leeds (Alderman Marsden) has signified his 
intention of entertaining 1000 old men and women to a “knifo 
and fork tea,” to be followed by a promenade concert, on the 
return of the Duke of Edinburgh from his wedding tour. 

A lecture on the subject of food adulterations aud their 
detection by means of the microscope was recently delivered 
by Xlr. J. Bell before the Chemical Society. Many gentlemen 
holding analytical appointments under the Adulteration Act 
were present. 

Trials are being made as to the nature of the channel-lied 
betwcon Hampshire and the Isle of Wight, at the narrowest 
part of the Solent. If, as is supposed, the stiff clay which is 
found on both coasts extends the entire distance, a tunnel will 
probably be made from the mainland to Cowes, or a point 
somewhat removed to the westward from that favourite resort. 

The offer made to the Norfolk Agricultural Association, last 
year, by the Earl of Leicester, of £200 for tho best essay on 
the improvements in agriculture which have been made in the 
eastern district of England during the last twenty years, has 
been accepted. _The essays are to bo sent in to the secretary 
by March 1, 1875, subject to tho conditions of the society. 

The Board of Trade inquiry into tho loss of the Palladium 
concluded yesterday week, when a decision was given to this 
effectThe Palladium on leaving Sunderland was not only 
too heavily laden, but was unsoaworthy, arising from tho un¬ 
sound condition of the hull. Tho Court exonerated tha owner, 
who had no knowledge of the vessel’s nnseaworthiness either 
as regards tho condition of the hull or overloading. Knowing 
comparatively nothing of vessels himself, he had instructed his 
captain from time to time to see that ths ship was kept in 
proper repair. This he failed to do, hence the inquiry. The 
captain was convioted of drunkenness, and his certificate is 
suspended for twelve months. 
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THE LATE REV. DR. BINNEY. 

This eminent Dissenting minister, after an illness of several 
weeks, died on Tuesday, in the seventy-sixth year of his age. 
He had been a preacher and pastor of the Independent or Con- 
gregationalist religions denomination about fifty years. During 
the greater part of this time he officiated at. the Weigh House 
Chapel, or meeting-house, in Monument-yard. He was a 
native of Newcastle-on-Tyne, and was first apprenticed to a 
bookseller, but was afterwards educated for the ministry at a 
theological college at Wymondley, in Hertfordshire. His first 
ministerial employment was at Newport, in the Isle of Wight, 
which he left in 1829. The chapel in London was built for him 
in 1834, upon the site of a hall in which he had preached 
during five years before. It was a hall over the anciept 
“Weigh House ” or ** Staple,” which was the place nsed in 
former times for the official weighing of foreign merchandise 
brought to London. Dr. Binney was one of the most earnest 
and impressive English pulpit speakers of his day, resembling in 
some degree the late Dr. Gnthne of Edinburgh. Hisliberality 
of feeling and frankness of demeanour gained him the esteem 
of members of the Established Church, and of the Protestant 
Dissenting communities. Indeed, he latterly declared that he 
had “ no great objection cither to moderate episcopacy or to 
liturgical forms ; ” and a variat^bn of the latter was introduced 
into his own Sunday services. He visited the United States 
and Canada in 1845, and in 1847 went to Australia, where he 
remained two years. On his return to England he again took 
charge of the Weigh House “ church and congregation." But, 
when the demolition of the building was proposed for the East 
London Railway, Dr. Binney retired, in January, 1871, from 
the post he had so long occupied. Two years ago he was 
appointed one of the professors of the Independent Theological 
College on the north side of Regent’s Park ; ho also presided 
over the council of that college. The degree of LL.D. was con¬ 
ferred upon him by the University of Aberdeen, and that of 
D.D. by an American University.

ASCENSION ISLAND. 

This small island, which lies about eight degrees south of the 
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juator, in the South Atlantic, nearly 1500 miles from the 
trican coast, and as far from that of Brasil, may be UBcd for 
the reception and cure of invalids from Sir Garnet Wolseley’s 
force in the Ashantee campaign. It is a British military sta¬ 
tion, founded in 1815, when Napoleon was confined at St. 
Helena, which island is about 700 miles to the south-east of 
Ascension. The island is bnt seven miles long and six wide; it is 
of volcanic formation, with conical hills of tnfaceous gritty 
limestone, the highest rising to 2800 feet, and with much 
pumice-stone and lava. The scenery is bare and rugged, except 
on the Green Mountain, at the eastern end, where tne land, at 
a certain height above the sea, is fertile and well cultivated. 
The climate is temperate and healthy. There is a deficiency 
of fresh water, bnt the small garrison and the hospitals exist in 
tolerable comfort. Two views of the hospitals at Ascension are 
shown in onr Illustrations. 


THE RUINS OF THE PANTECHNICON. 

The destruction of this large building, and of a vast amount of 
costly property, household furniture, pictures, and plate, de¬ 
posited there for safe keeping, is still a topic of regretful in¬ 
terest a fortnight after the tire. The proprietors, Messrs. 
Smith and Kauermacher, who were insured for £20,000 only, 
have during the last week kept fifty men of the Salvage Corps 
at work clearing the ruins. It is estimated that this will occupy 
at least two months, the ruins updn an average being 10 ft. 
deep over the whole space of two acres. A plan of the build¬ 
ing, as it was, has been furnished to the Salvage Corps, mark¬ 
ing out each of the various warehouses; and, for purposes of 
clearer identification, the ruins of each will be carted away 
separately. Every part of the ruins will he sifted thoroughly, 
so that nothing valuable will, in all probability, be overlooked. 
Up to this time, the ruins at the chief entrance in Motcomb- 
street have been removed, and such valuables as were dis¬ 
covered have been deposited in a place of safety, with a view 


to subsequent identification by the owners. In a day or two, 
when the carriage inclines are sufficiently cleared, it will be 
possible to load vans in the very midst of the ruins. There 
is reason to believe, from the search now commenced, 
that the rough estimate mode at first of the probable extent 
and value of the salvage will prove to be considerably in excess 
of the actual result; and it ,is doubtful whether the goods 
recovered will compensate for the cost of recovery. The pro¬ 
prietors, since the fire, have received many offers from specu¬ 
lative persons for the, possession of the ruins as they stand, but 
every such proposal has been declined. When the Motcomb- 
street frontage has been sufficiently cleared, the names of 115 
depositors who were known to have goods in that part will be 
advertised, so that they may attend and recognise such few 
articles belonging to them as have been recovered. The list 
will include the owners of property in the F warehouse and of 
those in parts of the A, B, and S warehouses. Among the 
losers is Major-General Sir Garnet Wolseley. When he left 
England for the Gold Coast, last autumn, he removed to the 
Pantechnicon, from his house at Richmond, much valuable 
property, including many interesting souvenirs of his cam¬ 
paigns in the Crimea. India, China, and North America. It is 
believed that none of this has been saved from the fire. 


MANCHESTER EXHIBITION OF INDUSTRY. 

The Exhibition of Scientific Industry, which was lately opened 
by the Earl of Derby, consisting of an instructive collection of 
models ami specimens of various manufactures, is contained in 
a range of timber sheds, erected for this occasion, in Peel Park, 
Salford. We give an Illustration of the outward aspect of this 
temporary structure. Most of our readers are probably aware 
that the borough of Salford is situated, with relation to the 
city of Manchester, precisely in the same way as Southwark to 
London, being on the opposite side of the river Jr well, while 
several bridges connect the streets of these towns with each 
other. Salford extends higher up the river, to the suburb of 
Pendleton, where its stream is less defiled by the refuse of a 
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factory town ; and the hanks of the Irwell at Peel Park are not 
uu leasant. A large house near the entrance in Peel Park has 
Bet u occupied, during the last twouty-threo years, by the 
Salfurri Museum and Free Library, maintained by the municipal 
corj 'oration of this borough. It is resorted to, on the average, 
by ltiOO persons daily. Manchester also possesses a free library 
and threo or four public parks. 


ELY CHAPEL, HOLBORN. 

This old place of worship, now doomed to removal, is what 
represented in our day the ancient mansion of the Bishops of 
Ely. We remember that sly message of Shakspeare’s wicked 
llichard, Duke of Gloucester ;— 

My Lord of Ely, when I was last in Holbom, 

1 saw «oo<l strawberries in your garden there; 

I do beseech you, send for some of them. 

Another story, which moro properly concerns Ely Chapel, is 
related by Cowper. It is said that in 1745, on a Sunday 
morning, when the news came to London of the defeat of the 
Young Pretender, by William, Duke of Cumberland, at 
Oulloaen, this ludicrous perversion of the ordinary Church 
service did actually take place :— 

So in the chapel of old Ely House, 

When wandering Charles, who meant to he the Third, 

Had fled from W illiam, and the news was fresh, 

'i'ho simple clerk, hut loyal, did announce. 

And eke did rear right merrily, a psalm 

Sung “ to the praise and glory of King George 1" 

There are many graver and more dignified historic memories 
connected with Ely Chapel, which has in its time been an 
influential place of religious advocacy and exhortation for the 
inhabitants of London. 


GEOGRAPHY AND TRAVEL. 

The publishing season of thi3 winter has been rich in new 
books of travel, some of which, relating to the less known parts 
of Asia and America, were noticed by us upon a former occa¬ 
sion. Arctic exploration is a subject that is sure to come up 
now and then for discussion, and for the advocacy of fresh 
researches, upon account of its scientific interest, though its 

S roctical importance to commercial navigation was long ago 
isproved. Mr. Clements Markham, secretary to the Royal 
Geographical Society, has reprinted from Ocean Highways a few 
instructive chapters on the history of North Polar discovery in 
the last three centuries. He calls it The Threshold of (he 
Unbiown Region (the publishers arc Messrs. Sampson Low, 
Mars ton, and Searle). A certain puition of his volume is de¬ 
voted to the accounts of exploring voyages north of Europe— 
that is, in the Spitzbcrgcn seas, where Mr. Leigh Smith, in the 
steamer Diana, made a third voyage last year at his own pri¬ 
vate expense. The anxiety that was felt about the Swedish 
expedition, when it was compelled to remain at Spitsbergen 
through the winter of 1872, has also directed public attention 
that way. But the late Rev. Dr. Scorcsby, of Exeter, when 
ho was captain of a whaling-ship, did good service in opening 
the Spitsbergen seas nearly aevanty years ago. It is to be re¬ 
membered, indeed, that William Barents and Henry Hudson 
had explored many of the northern coasts and islands of this 
hemisphere two hundred years before. Tho map of the Euro¬ 
pean rolar Sea, drawn by Mr. Raveustein, which Mr. Clemouts 
Markham has inserted iu this volume, is rightly made to 
include Greenland, as the east coast of that largo island is 
situated in longitudes adjacent to those of Iceland, which 
we are accustomed to regard as an insular dependency of 
Europe. In tho Arctic Sea, north of Iceland and 
Spitsbergen, between 20 deg. W. longitude and 20 deg. E., we 
find one wide gate to the Polar region. There are two narrow 
gates, which are these—tho one by Davis Strait and Baffin's 
Bay, with Smith Sound, west of Greenland ; and the other by 
way of Behring Strait. The merit of what lias been done by 
the first-mentioned route, in the North American portion of 
tho Arctic Circle, was mainly—almost entirely—due to English 
sailorB, from the time of John Davis and William Baffin, who 
were contemporaries of Shakspeare and Bacon, to that of Ross 
aud Parry, Franklin, Belcher, M'Clure, and M'Clintock, in our 
own age. But during the last twenty years our kinsmen of 
the United Statf 8 have also done a great deal. Dr. Kano from 
1863 to 1855, Dr. Hayes in 1860, and Captain Hall in 1871, 
have fully earned their share of this renown. Tho exploration 
of tho north coasts of Asia, from Behring Strait to Novaya 
Eeuilya, has been performed by the Russians, Admiral von 
Wraugel, and others, in a manner not less to their credit. 
Even Austria, with praiseworthy zeal for the advancement of 
knowledge, has recently sent an expedition—that of the 
TegettholF—to the same part of the globe. Mr. Clements 
Markham is desirous that we should not henceforth lag behind, 
other nations in the race to serve the world this way. He 
urges the British Government to start another expedition up 
Smith Sound and Kennedy Channel, with sledge parties on the 
coasts both east aud west of that narrow inlet, which are 
named Grinnell Land and Washington Land, between tho longi¬ 
tudes 66 deg. W. and 70 deg. W. We think a few thousand 
pound* of the public money would be very w ell spent in such 
uu undertaking. It would help to solve important practical 
questions concerning tho ocean currents, magnetism and atmo¬ 
spheric electricity, and the causes affecting our own climate, 
besides adding mnch that is interesting to geology and various 
branches of natural history. Mr. Lowe, tho late Chancellor of 
the Exuhequer, and Mr. Goschen, tho late First Lord of tho 
Admiralty, refused last year to do anything of this kind. 
It will uow bo seen if their snccessors will entertain tho 
proposaL 

The next book upon this subject we have to notice is that 
of Captain J. C. YVells, R.N., entitled The Gateway to the 
Polynia. (H. 8. King and Co.). Our readers should be told 
that "Polynia” is a Russian word, derived from polyi, open, 
meaning a pool or lane of water opened in the ice. In Dr. 
Kane’s expedition to Smith Bound in 1853 an expanse of open 
water was seen, between 80 deg. and 81 deg. N. latitude, with 
great fiocks of sea-fowl and seals, which led some persons to 
believe that the climate of a more northerly |rcgion would bo 
found comparatively mild, perhaps fit for human habitation. 
The author of this volumo is disposed to think, for several 
reasons, that the North Pole is likely to be, for the most part, 
surrounded by water, forming tho “ Polynia,” to which his 
title refers. He contends that the wide sea north of Spits¬ 
bergen, not the narrow channel entered from Smith Sound west 
of Greenland, is the true gateway to tho unknown Polar 
region. With this object in view, he has collected a certain 
amount of geographical and historical facts, which are inter¬ 
woven with his narrative of a summer voyage to Spitsbergen 
in a friend's private yacht. A book of still greater interest 
aud valuo is that of Captain Albert Hastings Markham, R.N., 

A mating Cruise to Baffin's Bay and the CMf of Boothia 
(Sampson Low and Co.). It will be remembered that Captain 
Markham arrived at Dundee, in a whaler called the Arctio, 
while the British Association of Science was holding its 


congress last year ; and he brought tho account of what had 
become of part of the crew of the Polaris, the American ex¬ 
ploring steamer which hail ontcred Smith Souud in August. 
1871, under Captain C. F. Hall. It appears that Captain Hall 
died in November, 1871. Nineteen men, women, and children, 
in October, 1872, having got upon an ice-field which drifted 
away from the side of their ship, were suddenly carried off, and 
floated down Baffin’s Bay, but were afterwards saved by a seal¬ 
ing vessel on the coast of Labrador. Tho remaining fourteen 
persons on board the Polaris, in June, 1873, abandoned that vessel 
and took to their boats. They were picked up, after two or three 
weeks, by a vessel named the Ravensoraig, which transferred 
them, on July 7, to the Dundee whaling-steamer Arctic, com¬ 
manded by Captain William Adams. It happened that Captain 
Markham, a naval officer already of some distinction, was on 
board the Arctic as a passenger—in fact, as an amateur, wish¬ 
ing to acquaint himself with the peculiar navigation of tho icy 
seas, and with tho pursuits of the whaler. He was obliged to 
be rated Nominally os ono of the crew, but he was allowed 
plenty of leisure to look about him and make his observations. 
The result of these opportunities is a very entertaining narra¬ 
tive of maritime adventure. It will servo also to illustrate, as 
Captain Sherard Osborn remarks in an introductory chapter, 
the facility and certainty with which a powerful steamer, 
properly constructed and equipped, can force its way 
through the obstacles and dangers of closely-packed ice, 
quickly passing beyond the farthest points that were reached 
with extreme difficulty some thirty or forty years ago. 
Captain Markham’s cruise of three summer months was very 
enjoyable for so good a sailor, sportsman, and observer both of 
nature and of mankind ; and his professional and geographical 
knowledge help to make this an instructive book. He did not, 
indeed, get into very high latitudes, but passed westward from 
Baffin's Bay into Lancaster Sound and Prince Regent’s Inlet, 
to the entrance of tho Gulf of Boothia. He there visited Port 
Leopold, and saw the relics of some of our notable explorers 
who were on that coast twenty-five years ago. It would not 
surprise us to see Captain Markham emulate or surpass their 
achievements in a future expedition to the North Pole. 

An American writer, Mr. Samuel Hazard, whose book on 
San Domingo was noticed by us not long ago, has produced 
another volume of a similar description, Cuba, with Pen and 
Pencil (Sampson Low and Co.). " The Pearl of the Antilles,” 

ai this island is proverbially called, has lately boon made the 
subject of clever audgraphio reports by Mr. Antonio Galleega 
and others ; but Mr. Hazard’s volume, with its abundance of 
picturesque details and personal anecdotes, is likely to find 
acceptance here, as well as in the United States. Its style, 
indeed, is rather disfigured by the affectation of familiar gaiety, 
which is the besetting literary vice of “ special ” newspaper 
correspondents in our day. But wo find it, nevertheless, read¬ 
able enough for the most part. It is helped by the profuse 
introduction of small woodcuts, scattered over the 544 pages of 
compact print. More than half the volumo is occnpietl by a 
minute account of the pleasant city of Havana, which is very 
thoroughly "done.” Matanzaa, Cardenas, Santiago, and other 
provincial towns, are described in their turn. Tho culti¬ 
vation and manufacture of tobacco and sugar, those rich staple 
commodities of the island, and the coffea plantations, with their 
system of management, have due place in Mr. Hazard’s note¬ 
book. Something, of comae, is also bore said of the Spanish 
Government, tho disaffection of ihe Creoles, and the rebellion 
wliich still continues to rage in Cuba. But the author 
does not seem to have visited the island for the purpose 
of getting up a case for its annexation to the great 
Federal Republic, though ho might have been disposed so 
to deal with St. Domingo. In answer to the question, “ What 
sort of a place would Cuba be if she did belong to tho United 
States?” lie has only to reply that "Cuba, with a free Govern¬ 
ment, plenty of ice, and a largo immigration, w-ould become a 
wonderful garden.”

We have inspected 
some half-monthly parts of Picturesque America, and wo 
greatly admire the designs and execution of its engravings, 
both those on steel and those on wood. They represent some 
of the grandest scenery of the Western Continent—its moun¬ 
tains, forests, lakes, rivers, and cataracts, as well os tho towns 
and cities, both of Canada and the United States. The editor’s 
name is a guarantee of merit in the literary department. 


OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 



An important discovery has been made in the county of 
Kilkenny. An English company purchased property from 
Mr. Bryan, NLP., and at once began sinking a shaft. A 
splendid bed of tho best Jarro coal, upwards of five feet in thick¬ 
ness, has been reached, and, it is said, promises an almost 
exhaustless supply, 

Mr. J. R. Hind, the astronomer, has received from Pro¬ 
fessor Winnecke, director of tho observatory at Strafburg, the 
following position of a comet discovered by him in the constel¬ 
lation Vulpecula on the morning of Saturday last :—Feb. 20, 
at 17h. 16m. 40s. mean time—Right ascension, -Oh. 35m. 34-2s.; 
north declination, 26 deg. Omin. 46 sec. The diurnal motion in 
right ascension is 9 min. increasing, and in declination ldeg. 
30 min. towards the south. 

The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, accompanied by Conntess 
Spencer, presided, yestorday week, at the distribution of 
prizes to the pupils of the schools of art in connection with the 
Royal Dublin Society. There was a large and fashionable 
attendance, and the Count and Countess were received with 
enthusiastic applause. The prizes havingbeen distributed by 
tho Lord Lieutenant, Sir G. Hodgson, Bart, presented the 
thankB of the society to the Viceroy for his unvaried interest in 
the welfare of the society during his five years of Viceroyalty, 
and in highly complimentary terms spoke of the warm feelings 
entertained towards Lord Spencer and his amiable Conntess by 
the whole Irish people. His Excellency said, in reply, in 
making his farewell address to the people of Ireland through 
that society, he expressed the conviction that the measures 
adopted towards Ireland during his administration would tend 
to the welfare and prosperity of the country, and that, although 
taking a farewell in person, his thoughts and feelings would Le 
always amongst them, and he should ever desire to do what he 

could for the prosperity and welfare of the people.-His 

Excellency and Lady Spencer held an undress farewell levde in 
Dublin on Tuesday afternoon. After the reception Lord 
Spencer received a deputation on the part of the members, sub¬ 
scribers, and landholders of the Ward Hunt and tho district 
with which it is connected, who presented him with a hand¬ 
some silver shield, together with an illuminated address. His 
Excellency accepted the gift, and stated his intention to pre¬ 
sent to the committee of the Hunt a cup to be raced for at the 
next race meeting. The Corporation of Dublin, at a special 
meeting on Tuesday, adopted a valedictory address, which 
was presented on Wednesday. 




THE HON. AM) REV. SIR F. J. STAPLER) .V, BART. 

The Hon. aud Rev. Sir Francis Jarvis Stapleton, M. A., seventh 
Baronet, died, on the 11th imt., at 
Mere worth, near Maidstone. He was 
bora Ang. 6, 1807, the fourth son of 
Sir Thomas Stapleton, sixth Baronet, in 
w hose favour the abeyance of the barony 
of Le Despencer (created by writ in 
1264) was terminated in 1788; and he 
suooeeded to the baronecty at the death 
of his father, Oct. 3, 1831, his three 
elder brothers having left no male issue. 
Educated at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
he entered into holy orders, and was 
appointed Rector of Mereworth in 1S27, 
and. Vicar of Tudeley in 1832. He 
married, May 17, 1830, Margaret, 
daughter of Lieutenant-General Sir 
George Airey, K.O.H., and leaves four 
sons and three daughter®. His eldest sou and successor, now 
Sir Francis George Stapleton, eighth Baronet, formerly Captain 
in the Grenadier Guards, was bom March 19, 1831. The title 
was originally conferred, in 1679, on Sir William Stapleton, Kt., 
Captain-General and Governor-in-Chief of the Leeward Island. 

SIB T. W. HOLBURNE, BART. 

Sir Thomas William Holbnme, fifth Baronet, of Menstrie, in 
the county of Edinburgh, Commander 
R.N., died at his residence, Cavendiah- 
crescent, Bath, on the 17th iust., aged 
eighty-one. He was the second son of 
Sir Francis Holburne, fourth Baronet, 
by Alicia, his wife, daughter of Thomas 
Brayne, Esq., and was grandson of 
Admiral Francis Holburne, M.P., Go¬ 
vernor of Greenwich Hospital, second 
son of Sir James Holburne, the first 
Baronet. Entering the Royal Navy 
in 1805, the deceased Baronet took 
part in the victory of Trafalgar, the 
siege of Toulon, aud the embarkation 
of the British army after the battle 
of Corunna. He resided for many 
years at Bath, and formed a very fine 
collection of antique plate and other articles of virtu. He 
sneueeded to the title at the decease of his father, Sept. 13, 
1820, and, as he has died unmarried, the baronetcy appears 
have to become extinct. 

SIR GEORGE CAMPBELL, BART. 

Sir George Campbell, fourth Baronet, of Succoth, in the county 

of Dumbarton, J.P. aud 
D.L., late Captain in 
the 1st Dragoons, died 
at Malta on the 17th 
inst. He was bom April 
27, 1829, the second son 
of the late John Camp¬ 
bell, Esq., M.P. for 
Dumbartonshire, by 
Anna Jane, liis wife, 
daughter of Francis 
Sitwell, Esq., of Bar- 
moor, Northumberland, 
and was grandson of Sir Archibald Campbell, Bart., a Scotch 
Judge, Lord Succoth, whose father, Sir Islay Campbell, Lord 
President of the Court of Session in Scotland, had a baronetcy 
conferred on him when he retired from his high office, Sept. 17, 
1S9S. The Baronet tho subject of this notice succeeded to the 
title at the death of his elder brother, Sir Archibald Islay 
Campbell, third Baronet, in 1866. He was educated at Eton, 
and at Glasgow College, and entered the Army at an early age. 
Hemarried, June 8, 1858, Margaret, daughter of Sir E. Borough, 
Bart., but bad no issue. 

LADY BINGHAM. 

Emma Septima, Lady Bingham, died at her residence, Heath- 
field Lodge, near Uuigwood, on the 3rd inst., in her eighty- 
third year. She was the seventh aud youngest daughter, aud 
eventually coheiress, of Edmund Morton Plcydcll, Esq., of 
Whatcombe House, and Milborne St. Andrews, Dorset, the 
representative of the three ancient families of Clavell, Morton, 
and PleydelL In the year 1814 she married Sir George 
Ridoat Bingham, K.C.B., who had commanded the second 
battalion of tho 53rd Regiment at Talavera, Salamanca, 
Vittoria, the Pyrenees, ana Nivelle, and who proceeded, as 
Brigadier-General iu command of the troops, to St. Helena 
with Napoleon Bonaparte in 1815. Her Ladyship spent the 
earlier years of her married life there, and, as well as her 
husband, was always regarded with a certain amount of kindli¬ 
ness by the ex-Emperor. She afterwards accompanied Sir 
George to Ireland, where he was in command of the southern 
district for seven troublous years, from 1825 to 1832. He died 
in 1833, so that her widowhood was a long one, and spent in 
comparative retirement, though in devotedness to good works. 

LIEUTENANT-GENERAL SIR 8. COTTON. 
Lieutenant-General Sir Sydney John Cotton, G.C.B., Governor 
of Chelsea Hospital, late Colonel of the 10th Foot, died at the 
Royal Hospital on the 20th inst. He was bom Dec. 2, 1792, the 
second sou of Henry Calveley Cotton, Esq., by Matilda, bis 
wife, daughter of John Lockwood, Esq., of Ashted, Surrey, 
and was consequently nephew of Sir Robert Salusbury Cotton, 
Bart., M.P., father of the first Viscount Combermcre. He 
entered the Army in 1810, and attained thograde of Lieutenant- 
General in I860. He served with the local rank of Major- 
General in India, and was given the oominandenihip of the 
Bath for his conduct during the mutiny. From 1857 to 1863 
he was in command of a division of the Bengal army, and, in 
18C5, was nominated to tho command of the northern district 
of England. HU appointment as Governor of Chelsea Hospital 
dates from May, 1872. He married, iu 1820, Marianne, 
daughter of Captain Hackett, 22nd Dragoons, and leaves issue. 
Lieutenant-General Sir Arthur Thomas Cotton, K.C.S.I., is a 
younger brother of Sir Sydney. 

MR. SEN^pUSE. 

Joseph Pocklington Senhouse, Esq., of Netherhall, and Barrow 
House, Cumberland, J.P. and D.L., High Sheriff in 1840, died 
on the 17th inst. He was born Nov. 21, 1804, the second sou 
of Roger Pocklington, Esq., of Carlton House, Notts, by Jane, 
his wife, daughter of Sir James Campbell, of Inverueil, iu tho 
county of Argyle, and he assumed, in 1842, the surname and 
arms of Senhouse, having married, Oot. 13, 1835, Elizabeth, 
eldest daughter and coheiress of the late Humphrey Senhouse, 
Esq., of Netherhall, the male representative of the very ancient 
Cumberland fumily of Senhouse of Ellenborongh, otherwise 
Netherhall. Chief Justice Law was descended m the female 
lino from the Senhouses, and adapted, by tho permission of the 
head of the house, the title of “ Ellenborough ” from the 
ancient name of their Cumberland scat. 
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COLONEL UKR7.ZY. 

Colonel William BentBerezy, whose history was identified with 
Upper and Lower Canada, died on Dec. 9 last, at theSeigneurie, 
Daulebont, Province of Quebec. He was born in London, 
Jan. 6, 1791, and was the elder and surviving son of William 
Berezy, Esq., of Saxony, Germany (William AlbertUlric, Baron 
von Moll, in his own country), who went to Canada in 1792, 
taking with him eighty-four German families, and established 
a settlement in the township of Markham, near Toronto. The 
gentleman whose decease we record served as Captain of Canadian 
Chasseurs (5th Battalion of Incorporated Militia of Upper 
Canada) during the War of 1812 and snbsequent years. He 
was at the battle of Chrysler’s Farm in 1813, receiving for his 
services there the medal granted by the Queen, in 1848, “To 
the British Army, 1793 to 1814.” In 1855 he was promoted to 
the rank of Colonel, commanding Military District No. 8, Lower 
Canada, and was permitted to retiro in 1863 and retain therankof 
Colonel. He held the commission of Judge of the District Court of 
the Western District of Uppor Canada, wasamember of the House 
of Assembly of the same province, and for many years acted as a 
Justice of the Peace in both provinces. He was co-Seigneur 
of the Seigneuries of Daillebout andde Ramezay. Ho married, 
1819, the eldest daughter of the late Hon. Pierre Louis Panet, 
one of the Judges or the Court of King’s Bench for Montreal 
and an Executive Councillor of Lower Canada, by whom he 
leaves no issue. 

Mr. Shirley Brooks, the Editor of Punch, diod on Mon¬ 
day morning, in the fifty-ninth year of his age, deeply regretted 
by a large circle of attached friends. Apart from liis contribu¬ 
tions to Punch, Mr. Brooks did a vast amount of literary work 
as poet, novelist, playwright, essayist, and special corre¬ 
spondent, and for many years wrote on political and social sub¬ 
jects in this paper, his genial articles ceasing only with the 
illness which ended in his death. Wo intend to give a Portrait 
of Mr. Brooks next week, and we reservo giving his memoir 
until then. _

12, 1871, of Horatio Joseph Lucas, Esq., late of No. 5, 
Westboume-terrace, Hyde Park, and of No. 13, New Broad- 
street, City, who died on Dec. 18 last, were proved on the 
17th inst. by Isabel Olga Lucas, the widow, Sampson Lucas, 
Edward Lucas, Julian Goldsmid, and Edward Emanuel 
Micholln, tho executors, the personid estate being sworn under 
£70,000. The testator bequeaths to tho Jews’ Free School, 
Bell-lane, SpitaKields, and tho Jewish Board of Guardians, 
Devonshirc-square, Bishopsgatc, £100 each ; to the Jews’ Infant

1 hone, therefore, young pioc- 
titioners will not be deterred from adopting thts instructive and interest¬ 
ing form of the opening—at least, until Mr. Zukertort has presented satis¬

Tho committee of tho National Training School for Cookery 
has appointed Lady Barker to be lady superintendent of tho 
school, which is expected to commence tho preliminary work 
of training “instructors in cookery” at the beginning of March. 
A meeting is to be held in the City, under the presidency of 
Alderman Cotton, M.P., for the purpose of laying the scheme 
fully before the public and procuring pecuniary support. 

There has recently been started at Nottingliill, under tho 
presidency of Dr. J. Gladstone, F. R.8., and countenanced by 
several ladies and gentlemen in the neighbourhood, a society 
entitled “The Notting-hill Workman’s flower Show and Homo 
Encouragement Society." In connection with the society prizes 
are to be periodically competed for by cottagers and lodgera 
cultivating flowers and vegetables on their own premises, as 
well as for the most neatly-arranged rooms and houses, and for 
all classes of needle aud other household handiwork. The first 
show was held last Saturday, at St. Mark’s school-rooms, 
Leicester-road ; and the prizes, consisting of money, seta of tea- 
things, work-boxes, dress materials, &c., were awarded, in tho 
presence of a numerous company, by Sir George Lawrence. 

At the Working Men’s Club attached to the Bedford Insti¬ 
tute, Spitalfields, Lord Lyttelton, on Monday, presented two 

E rizcs, consisting of bronze statuettes of Michael Angelo and 
'ante respectively, to the clnb, they having been won by their 
players in a match at chess, in which seven clubs competed. 
There was a largo attendance of members, accompanied by 
their female friends. A meeting was held in one of the rooms 
of the institute, where Lord Lyttelton, as chairman, was sup¬ 
ported by the Rev. H. Solly, Mr. Hodgson Pratt, Mr. \Y. 
Allum, secretary, and other gentlemen. In opening the pro¬ 
ceedings, his Lordship said that possibly ho had only ono 
qualification for the performance of his present duty—viz., that 
he was ono of the few who made chess their chief amusement. 
He dwelt at length on the characteristics of the game, which 
he said was essentially intellectual, and, being so sedentary, 
was well adapted as a recreation to those who had active out- 
of-door occupations. A miscellaneous concert was afterwards 
given by the members of the club. 

The anniversary meeting of the Geological Society was held 
yesterday week, at Somerset House, when the chair was occu¬ 
pied by his Grace the Duke of Argyll, the president of the 
society. The secretary of the society read the annnal report of 
the council, from which it appeared that the society was in a 
highly flourishing state, the number of Fellows continuing 
steadily to increase, the financial position of the society heing 
very satisfactory. The report announced that the removal of 
the society to its new rooms at Burlington House would tako 
place in the course of the next two months. The president 
then read his address, in which, after referring to some of the 
more prominent members of the society who had died during 
the past year, and alluding to the pressure of political duti'-s, 
which had prevented his attending so frequently as ho could 
havo wished at tho meetings of the society during tho 
two years of his presidency, he proceeded to call tho 
attention of the meeting to certain geological ques¬ 
tions which ho thought still waited for an answer. 
Ho referred to the general problems relating to tho 
structure of tho earth and the confignration of its surface, some 
of the most important of which are still matters of dispute, and 
dwelt at considerable length upon the vexedqnestion of the origin 
of species and of life, which he regarded as still very far from 
solution. His Grace showed very little favour towards the 
theory of evolution. Tho address, which was of considerable 
length, was one of the best and most thoughtful that has been 
heard of late years in the meeting-room of the Geological 
Society. It elicited signs of enthusiastic approval from tho 
Fellows present. Tho election of the council and officers for 
the ensuing year-took place during the meeting. The new pre¬ 
sident of the society is Mr. John Evans, F.R.S.,. who has 
worthily filled the position of secretary for seven years, and is 
well known for his investigation of questions connected with 
the antiquity of man

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SIR RICHARD TEMPLE. 

Our readen have heard of the recent 
appointment of Sir Richard Temple to 
the high office of Lieutenant-Goveraor of 
Bengal, and of the great effort* he ia per¬ 
sonally making, in hie continual journey* 
through the famine diatricte, to organise 
and superintend the local administration 
of relief. This very energetic and efficient 
officer of the British Indian Government 
entered the service in 1846. When the 
Central Provinces, soon after the Mutiny 
of 1857, were formed into a separate 
Governmental department, he was ap¬ 
pointed Chief Commissioner, resident at 
Nagpore, having previously been Com¬ 
missioner for the Lahore district of the 
Punjanb, under Sir Robert Montgomery. 
At another period he was Political Resi¬ 
dent at the Court of the Nizam of the 
Deccan, at Hyderabad. He was next 
appointed Foreign Secretary to the 
General Government of India, at Culcutta, 
bnt in 1868 became the Financial Member 
of the Governor-General’s Council there. 
Sir Richard ia a Knight Commander of 
the Star of India, and secretary to that 
order. Lady Temple, his second wife, is 
a daughter of Mr. Charles Lindsay, of the 
Bengal Civil Service. 


THE LATE SIR ARCHDALE 
WILSON. 

This gallant veteran of the Indian army, 
who was interred last week in Kcnsal- 
green Cemetery, will be remembered as 
the conqueror of Delhi He was the son 
of a Norfolk country clergyman, but 
entered the East India Company’s ser¬ 
vice in 1819, in the Bengal Artillery. 
He was comnuuiding a brigade at Meerut 
when the mutiny of 1857 broke out there. 
After some important actions performed 
by him , the command of the Delhi field 
force devolved upon him. With not more 
than 7000 effective troops, and no ade¬ 
quate siege artillery, he attacked the 
great fortified c.ty, garrisoned by 30,000 
fighting men. On Sept. 14 Delhi was 
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assaulted, and was captured after six 
days' hard fighting, in which General 
Nicholson was killed. The successful 
General was raised to the baronetcy as 
Sir Archdale Wilson of Delhi, with the 
grand cross of the Bath and a pension. 
He received the thanks of both Houses 
of Parliament. In 1858 Sir Archdale 
commanded the artillery, under Lord 
Clyde, at the siege of Lucknow. Lady 
Wilson, who survives him, is a daughter 
of the late General Frith, of the Bengal 
Artillery. There ia no son, and the title 
goes to a nephew, Sir Rowland Wilson.

THE SOLICITOR-GENERAL. 

The newly-appointed Solicitor-Genersl, 
in succession to Sir Richard Baggallay, is 
a. non of the late Mr. Samuel Holker, of 
Bury, Lancashire, by Sarah, daughter of 
ti»9 lute Mr, J. Brocklehurst. He was 
bora in the year 1828, and was educated 
at the Grammar School of his native town. 
He was called to the Bar at Gray’s Inn, 
in Ti-inity Term, 1854, and joined the 
Northern Circuit. He did not enter Par¬ 
liament until September, 1872, when he 
was returned for Preston, in the Con¬ 
servative interest, in the place of the late 
Sir Thomas Fermor Hesketh. He was re¬ 
chosen by s large majority at the late 
general election, and obtained the honour 
of a silk gown in 1868.

THE LATE MR. H. P. 
PARKER. 

The death of this artist, who was much 
e-teemed in the north of England, lias 
lately been mentioned. He was founder 
of the School of Design at Sheffield, in 
which he was aided by Dr. Harwood of 
that town, and by the well-known 
painter, Mr. B. R. Haydon. At New¬ 
castle, where he long resided, the es¬ 
tablishment of the Academy of Arts 
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was in great part due to 
him. Among his own 
works of considerable 
merit are "John Wesley's 
Kscapu lioni Fire,” now 
in toe Wesleyan Cen¬ 
tenary Hall, Biehopegate- 
atreet i •' 'I lie Wreck of 
the Km fuishiie,” with 
portraits ol Grace Darling 
and her father; ” The 
Covenanter,” “ Smug¬ 
glers" and “ Poaohem," 
and “ Looking In and 
Looking Out 1 '

THE TELEGRAPH 
SHIP STEAM- 
LAUNCH. 

The new telegraph cable- 
ship Faraday, which has 
jtet gone to sea, was de¬ 
ar ribed a few weeks since. 
She is provided with a 
steam-launch, built by 
Messrs. Yarrow and 
Bedley, of Poplar. . The 
use of the launch iB to 
tow barges for laying the 



shore ends of the cable on 
coasts which largo ship* 
aro unable to approacli 
The little vessel is built of 
teak, in two thicknesses, 
to withstand a consider¬ 
able sea. She is 33 ft. in 
length, 4ft. 6in. in depth, 
with 8 ft. 6in. beam, and 
3 ft. draught. She has a 
pair of high - pressure 
engines, with 54-iu. 
cylinders, 6J in. stroke, 
and of twenty-five indi¬ 
cated liorse-power. Tho 
working-boiler pressure is 
701b. per inch, at which, 
with 250 revolutions, she 
lias a speed of nine miles 
an hour. She has a three- 
bladed gun-metal screw 

2 ft. 9 in. in diameter aud 

3 ft. 5 in. pitch, and m 
capable of towing a barge 
loaded with fifty tons of 
cable. The engines are 
arranged for driviug other 
machinery besides the 
screw propeller, with a 
view to tho special ser¬ 
vice for which the vestal 
is designed. At one sn u 
in a dram of peculiar ce»- 
struction, connected by 
wheel gearing with the 
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engine. This is for underrunning the cable in shallow water, 
to detect the exact locality of a fault, and to repair it when 
detected, A powerful davit projects from her lx>ws, for 
grappling and hoisting up the cable. The launch is fitted with 
convenient water-tanks and coal bunkers, and is able to run 
out at sea 180 miles per day of twenty-four hours on a con¬ 
sumption of 15 cwt. of coals. Her economy in fuel was very 
marked at the trial on the Thames. 


FINE AETS. 

EXHIBITION OF THE ROYAL ACADEMY. 

FOURTH NOTICE. 

We have Btill to notice several figure-pictures with subjects 
from contemporary lif<\ Entire success in this direction is 
as rare as in portrait-painting, and for the same reason, 
because—being more familiar with the artists’ materials—we 
arc more competent and therefore more exacting critics than 
when he deals with matters beyond our experience. In this 
section of the exhibition there are some determined literalists 
who have our warm sympathy, yet who must bo reminded 
that the proper object of art is to give pleasure—“ noble 
pleasure,” as Mr. Ruakin puts it. Mr. F. Holl’s “Deserted" 
(487) represents the discovery of an infant in a dreary part of 
Banks ide, on a dismal, bitter, winter's morning, by a policeman, 
who wraps the little forsaken one under his waterproof cape. The 
workmanship is good, but a little hard, and the picture suffers 
dramatically as well as technically by proximity to Mr. Fildes's 
terrible groups of workhouse casuals. Without seeking for a 
dramatic motive, and without trying to harrow our feelings, 
Mr. Eyre Crowe has apparently set himself to record the 
unpictorial lives of tho working classes of the manufacturing 
districts in a prosaic but entirely honest manner. In one picture 
(S7G) he shows us a Bcore or so of factory girls at their al fresco 
dinner, amidst the mills and chimneys of Wigan. In another 
we are taken to the neighbourhood of a coal-pit where grimy 
girls and children are gleaning fuel from one of the huge refuse 
heaps known as “spoil banks” (537). Mr. Priusep also has 
•topped out of his ordinary path to paint “ Newmarket Heath— 
tlic Morning of the Race” (27)—a file of gipsies or other 
vagrants, with their donkey-carts, trudging along a dusty road. 
The treatment is very manly, but a little positive and crude. 
We prefer tho artist's “ Safe Confidant ” (27)—a uuly whisper¬ 
ing her secrets to a Persian cat—which combines mnch remie- 
inent with rich colouring. 

“The Crowd Before the Guards’ Band, St. James’s Park" 
((>34), by Mr. F. Barnard—an artist to whom this Journal has 
l>een indebted for very characteristic and spirited illustrations 
of social life—is one of the most amusing pictures in the exhi¬ 
bition. The execution is a little dry and harsh, and there may 
]» a tendency to caricature; yet those probably will be the last 
to raise this latter objection who are best acquainted with the 
scone represented, which is notoriously the favourite resort of 
the idlers and the oddities of all sections of the London lowor 
orders. The artist’s remarkable powers of observation and 
his happy knack of hitting off salient points of character find 
i.rnple scope here; and one may look long at the picture 
and still find some new phase of cockneyism and somo new 
type of the waifs and strays of the paves and gutters. 
In No. 531, by Mr. MacLeau, representing a scene 
>9 “Covent Garden Market, 1873,” an error in the oppo¬ 
site direction is committed—i.e., that of seeking to dignify 
and cnnoblo the formsof flower-girls, porters, and costermongers; 
otherwise the picture has conspicuous merit There is a droll 
picture by Mr. W. YVeekes, “Gleaning Evidence" (726), a 
sharp London lawyer’s clerk interrogating a stolid rural 
labourer, whose countenance is, wo suspect, wickedly made to 
bear some resemblanco to an illustrious statesman and friend to 
the agriculturist. Genuine feeling, despite the rather too smart 
painting, will be found in A. Johnstone’s “Left Alone" (008), 
an old farmer returned, after burying his wife, to his lonely 
homo. “ Phillis on the New-Mown Hay,” (213), by R. YV. 
Macbeth, has a sweet sense of beauty, though an unlucky com¬ 
position, There is also sentiment without affectation in 
" YV luting to Cross the River” (1034), by P. Macnab—a group 
of rustics on the banks of a stream at twilight. Mr. L. Rmytlic a 
“ Short handed ” (1347), a woman assisting at the pumps of a 
vessel threatened with foundering, is a striking subject, but the 
picture is hung too high for fair examination. YVe must be con¬ 
tent with simple commendation of Mr. F. Morgan's "Homo- 
less ” (624), a gipsy woman with her child sitting on a dreary 
common. “ Tho Vagabond ” (340) by H. H. Canty ; "TheMilk- 
maid ” (358), by T. Graham ; “ A Lonely Life ’’ (359), a pathetic 
picture of an old woman with a bundle of sticks feeling for the 
key-hole of her cottage door in the gloaming, by H. Cameron ; 
•‘Chequered Shade” (411), by W. R. Robertson ; “ Following 
the Arts” (1035), an Italian boy, a seller of plaster casts, fol¬ 
lowed by a number of Scotch children, by YV. M'Tsegert ■ 

“The Address to the Young" (688), by J. Morgan ; an3 con¬ 
tributions by A H. Marsh, C. E. Staniland, E. C. Barnes, G. 

E Hicks, W. Herrick, H. C. Selous, J. A. Houston. G. 
Tourrier, C. W. Nicholls, E. N. Kennedy, H. Hclmick, S. B. 
Clarke, Madame E. Courtauld-Arecdrnp, Mrs. S. Anderson, 
Misses L. Starr, E. and F. Ward, and E. 0. Clwcy. The works 
by painters of ohildlifo (not hitherto reviewed) seem to call for 
little comment. A “Homely Hop” (634) and “ The Bird’s Nest” 
(13SG), by J. Clark, is, as usual, nice in feeling, and also, os 
usual, too prim and Boft in execution ; Mr. F. D. Hardy’s best 
picture is "Professor and Pupils” (530), an old music-master, 
with his class of girls ; Mr. G. Hardy follows in r. similar style 
with “Hush! ”(399), and Mr. G. B. O’Neill in “A Little 
Bettor” (34). a sister trying to amuse a convalescent brother. 
One of the best pictures of this class is “My Doll’s Pionio” 
(962), by Miss Epps, which has a beautiful effect of lighting. 

YVe have still to notice some good pictures illustrative of 
foreign life and manners. Prominent among these should be 
placed Mr. J. B. Burgess’s “English Ladies Visiting a Moor’s 
House” (475), The Moorish grandee is doing the honours 
with due Oriental politeness; but the best part of the 
composition is the contrast—as they stand eyeing each 
other shily and dubiously—between the sturdy fair-haired 
British boy, in a sort of naval dress, and the little son and 
daughter of the Moor. Some of his womankind peep from the 
door of the harem enjoying the general embarrassment. There 
is much finesse in the expressions, and the picture is neatly and 
well painted. “Eavesdropping” (437), by Mr. F. Dillon, is 
another arid more elaborate Oriental interior, probably from 
Cairo, with a couple of gentlemen smoking and conversing on a 
divan, while the wife of one furtively listens at a side door. 
Mr. YV. Gale goes still farther east, and shows us “Spring 
Time ” (622) in Syria, with two ladies and an attendant walking 
in a garden radiant with flowers, and listening to the “voice of 
tho turtle.” Mr. YV. YV. Topbam contributes several small 
Italian scenes, graceful in feeling and refined in colour, from 
Asaissi and Florence. Strange to say, there is a great dearth 
of Spanish subjects in this year’s exhibition. Almost the sole 
Spanish picture is Mr. Haynes YViJliams's effectively painted 
figure of a matador in the arena making “El Baludo " (609) to 
the auditory before engaging in the bull-light. Another picture 
by the same artist, which seems to deserve • better place, is 


“ Billeted—Spain, 1874 ” (1329), a cobbler scrutinising the orde 
forboardand lodging presented by aooupleof soldiers. Sir. Reavis 
sends two pictures of Dutch life marked by spirit aud ability in 
the workmanship—“ Bringing up Nets at Schoveningen ” (545), 
and “A Ferry Boat in Old Holland” (396). "A Retreat: 
Episode of the German French VY r ar ” (1366), by E. Crofts, is, 
next to Miss Thompson's “ Calling the Roll,” the best military 

J ictnre in the exhibition, so far as we recollect. Even far 
span has yielded themes to Mr. A. Thompson in “Em¬ 
broidery ” (999) and “A Japanese Cleopatra ” (1001), in which 
the costumes and accessories are well painted, but not so 
the faces; to Mr. F. Moscheles, in “On the Banks of the 
Kanagawa” (1006); and to Mrs. Romor Jopling, in her cleverly- 
conceived “ Five o’Clock Tea ” (1047), d la Japonaise. Though 
they hardly fall within this category, we may notico here three 
pictures by Messrs. R. Lehmann, A. Legros, and W. V. 
Herbert. There are few pictures at Burlington House to 
compare—for true though latent pathetic sentiment and quiet 
refinement of execution—with Mr. Lehmann’s “Ave Maria” 
(554). A brown-frocked Capuchin Bits in his cell, his head 
relieved against the failing light, seen through the casement; 
his eyes wander from the book before him as the evensong or 
bell falls on hia car; a table, a hard truckle bed, and a few 
books furnish his narrow domicile. This is not all, however : 
the monk is young, and has a noble bead, but hia expression is 
sad and lonely, and this, together with the plucked rose, the 
little birds alighted on the window-sill, and the outlook on a 
calm sea, suggest energies imprisoned and wasted, an unnatural 
severance from God’s beautiful world, and a deprivation of the 
freedom He haa given to all Hia creatures. M. Legros has 
made choice of what may be considered an ignoble subject, in 
“ Un Chaudronnier ” (24), a travelling tinker mending a pan, 
and purrounded with other copper and brass vessels. The 
painter has, however, in treating it, brought to bear rare 
artistic qualities—to wit, largeness of style, very fine harmony 
of low-toned hues, and chiaroscuro such as is seldom even 
attempted by modern English painters. It would he hard 
to assign any locality or date for Mr. YV. V. Herbert’s 
“Summer Song” (458), were it not for the word “ Musics " 
beneath a statue with a lyre ; and it would he still more dif¬ 
ficult to divino the clime where such purple skies are to be 
seen. Still the composition of terrace-plcasaunce, statue, 
chanting maidens, piping bullfinch, and cooing, fluttering doves 
has original poetic charm. 

In the department of animal-painting the styles of the 
leading English contributors are too well known to need com¬ 
ment. The veteran Sidney Cooper has two of his familiar 
cattle-pieces—“A Sunny t ummer Evening in the Meadows” 
(209) and “ Fording a Brook in the Marshes” (474); and also 
a subject rather ont of the painter’s beaten track—a group of a 
bull, cow, and calf in a low-browod shed, with snow on the 
thatch, for title to which is the line from the old song, “ Be it 
ever so humble, there’s no place like home” (419). Then Mr. 
Cooper haa this year another bull, lifesizc, with cows in the 
distance beyond an intervening stream, entitled “Separated, 
but not Divorced” (713). The picture seems to invite comparison 
(particularly by the dock-leaves which are conspicuous objects 
in both) with Paul Potter's bull, at The Hague; but, though 
the Hague picture has been greatly overrated, such 
comparison would not ha favourable to the English artist, 
at least as regards draughtsmanship ; the logs — especially 
tho hind legs — and other parts of Mr. Cooper's bull 
are defective Doth in drawing and mod ailing, to gay nothing of 
the thin, smooth, hard manipulation. Mr. Ansdell alternates, 
as heretofore, between the Highlands and Spain ; among the 
scenes from the former being “A Cot Cattle Fair, Isle of 
Skye” (186) and “Herd Lassie Parting with an Old Friend "— 
Le., a cow (520) : whilst bis principal Spanish work is "Goat¬ 
herds, Bay of Gibraltar ” (367). It would, perhaps, l>e too 
much.to expect Mr. Aesdcll to step out of bis long-confirmed 
routine; still., we should like to see some change in his sub¬ 
jects, effects, or execution, and we should especially like to 
see the textures of hia animals loss oared for—to sec the hairy 
coats of his cattle and the fleece of his sheep arranged with leee 
mechanical regularity. “A French Lane ” (270), with a string 
of cows and calves advancing and sunlight striking athwart tho 
trees, is a less important work by Mr. IL YV. B. Davis than we are 
accustomed toaeeat the Academy; nor are the greens in sunlight 
quite so happy in colour os usual. Nevertheless, for draughts¬ 
manship and delicacy of workmanship this is one of the best 
works of its class, btill more refined qualities distinguish two 
small landscapes by Mr. Davis, “The End of the Day "(696) 
and “In Picardy” (606); the harmony of the hues and the 
amenity of feeling in these landscapes are deserving of high 
praise. Mr. S. Carter haa a large and vigorously-descriptive 
picture, called “A Duel on Block Mount” (400), showing a 
contest between two eagles, ono of which has attacked a fawn 
that has been defended by its hind. The eagles here fight 
with their talons only, not also with thoir beaks, as incorrectly 
represented in Landseer’s “Attack on the Swannery." Mr. 
Eyre Crowe’s pack of “Foxhounds in Kennel” (1045), and 
Mr. S. E. \Voiler’s picture of wolves, called "Soldiers of 
Fortune " (195), nro also entitled to mention. Among foreign 
works Mr. PoingcUstre’a picture (1398), of grey and black cattle 
being driven by mounted hordsmen of the Campagna into the 
iuclosures of a Roman market, is strikingly animated and cha¬ 
racteristic ; and M. Auguste Bonheur’s “ Col do Canfranc, 
Pyrenees” (1345), with a flock of sheep in the foreground, has 
(though not a very favourable example) much charm in its 
sunny colouring; but for richness of effect and vigour of 
handling these artists yield to M. De Haas in his “ Moraine in 
the Meadows.” 

Midway between the figure and landscape department—that 
is to say, equally excellent in both—may be placed the works of 
Mr. Hook, who, though he has not taken new ground this year, 
has equalled, if not surpassed, anything he had hitherto done. 
Three of his contributions are coast scenes—those rock-bound 
bays and creeks where he delights to pitch h>s easel, from 
Cornwall and Devon to distant Shetland, and watch the 
Atlantic sweep in, its wildness and strength half-broken and 
snbdued, till it dashes itself into foam against the jagged rocks 
or dies in ripples along the soft sand. Mr. Hook never ren¬ 
dered the still-great but subsiding force of the sea nnder such 
conditions better than in No. 376. The long-meaBured stride 
of the swell as it swings into the bay like a racehorse 
drawing up but carried by hia own impetus far beyond 
the winning-post ; the lovely, pale-emerald transparency 
of the sea as it glances over the shallower bottom, 
together with the sense of fresh, exhilarating air, and 
unsullied laughing light, ore altogether delightful. The 
incident of this picture is pathetically suggestive. It is called 
“ Jetsam and Flotsam ” (the legal terms for wreckage)—a fisher¬ 
man and a young woman are examining the contents of a cheat 
that has been washed ashore; the former is looking at a daguerreo¬ 
type, the latter endeavours to decipher a diary or log-book. In 
the two other coast-scenes we have sturdy Shetland lasses 
burning kelp (14), and a boat lying “ Under toe Lee of a Rock ” 
(26), with men landing fish therefrom, and loading a pony. 
The figures in these pictures are, we think, too strong in colour, 
and thoir shadows too dark for open-air effect; yet the objec¬ 
tion can hardly be pressed, so fine is their colouring and g0 


valuable is toe contrast they afford relatively to toe distance. 
Mr. Hook’s power as a landscape-painter is equally conspicuous 
in “Cow-Tending" (232). Nothing can be more forcible, rich, 
and true than the effect of light on the full summer greenery of 
the fields and woods. In this case the incident to which the 
title points is an amusing one. The little cowherd has been 
neglecting his charge to fish in the foreground stream, the oowa 
meanwhile have wandered in all directions, two of them having 
got into a poor woman’s cabbage-garden; and now the little 
urchin is seen wading from an eyot, the haunt of the water¬ 
fowl, with a capful ol eggs, thereby capping his delinquencies. 

Other landscapes pur el simple must be included in the 
next notice. _ 

Landseer’s portrait of Sir YY’alter Scott, in the late sale of 
Sir Edwin’s remaining workB, was bought by Mr. Albert Grant, 
and has been presented by him to the National Portrait Gallery. 
Tho Landseer sale realised, in ail, over £70,000. 

Messrs. Pilgeram and Lofevre have lately published an 
engraving by Mr. YV. H. Simmonds, after M. Tissot’s picture, 
entitled "News of our Marriage.” The incident depicted 
occurs in the bay-window of so inn down the Thames, over¬ 
looking toe river—a' favourite scene with the painter. Here a 
military man has brought Lis young bride (both in costumes «•( 
tho last century), and, while refreshments are waiting to Le 
served, is reading the public announcement of their marriage 
A runaway match it may be—at all events, the incident is 
suggestive ; and M. Tissot ii seen to more advantage in senti 
mental subjects such as this than in his illustrations of con¬ 
temporary fife. YVe need hardly say that Mr. Simmonds has 
performed his task admirably, and toe plate will doubtless be 
popular. 

YVe have received from toe committee of tho Art-Union of 
Victoria a set of six photographs, from designs by members of 
tho Y’ictorian Academy of Arts, made expressly for subscribers 
to tho art-union. Apart from the novel interest of tho 
Australian scenery depiutod, the designs have art-merit, aud 
would form a pleasant memorial for English friends of tho 
colony. The antipodean society seems to be constituted and 
conducted after toe model of our London Art-Union, and we 
heartily wish it success. 

A statue of “ Semiramis,” by Mr.YV.YV. Story, of Rome, 
one of those grandiose seated female figures by which the emi¬ 
nent American sculptor is best known, is now on view at 
Messra. Holloway’s gallery, Bedford-street. Strand. 

“Le Petit Pasteur,” one of the cbc's-d’ceuvre of Murillo, 
has lately been sold at the H6tel Drouol, Paris, for 120,00<Jf. 

The collection of Mr. YVilson, lately exhibited at Brussels 
for the benefit of the poor, has been brought to tho hammer, 
and realised S76,737f. 

Tho death is announced of Baron Triqueti, the French 
sculptor. The deceased was bom at < 'onflans, in 1602. He 
commenced his career by studying painting as well as sculp¬ 
ture, but the success he met with in the latter induced him to 
devote himself entirely to that art. One of the works by which 
he is best known in France is the bas-reliefs on the doors of 
the Madeleine, Paris. His series of decorations for the 
YV’olsey (now Albert) ChApel, at YY’indaor, including the recum¬ 
bent statoe of the Prince Consort, were, we understand, left 
virtually completed. The principal wall decorations of this 
chapel consist of those incised designs, filled in with marble 
veneers of different tints, with which the artist's name is inti¬ 
mately connected. A set of such inlays were to have been 
executed by the Baron for the dado of the east end of St. Paul's 
Cathedral. 

The death of Mr. Gleyre, the eminent painter of the “ Illu¬ 
sions Perdues" of the Luxembourg and other vtry poetical 
works, took place under remarkable circumstances. He had 
gone to the " Loan Exhibition ” at Paris, now being held in the 
saloons of the former Corps L9gi latit, where some of his own 
masterpieces, as well as tnose of many of his coutemjoraries, 
are being exhibited, when ho suddeuly dropped down dead. It 
was afterwards discovered that he had ruptured on aneurism of 
the heart, owing, it is supposed, to excitement and the crowded 
state of the rooms. 


MUSIC. 

BOYAL ITALIAN OPERA. 

Two of toe performances of last week necessarily remain for 
present notice—that of Thursday, when Madame Adelina Patti 
made her second appearance this season, and that of .'Saturday, 
when M. Faure reappeared. Thursday’s opera was “Dinorah,’’ 
with Madame Patti’s inimitable representation of the heroine, 
the impression produced by which was again such as can only 
result from gifts and acquirements of the highest and rarest 
order. As usual, the “Shadow” song was rapturously 
applauded and encored. The cast in moat other respects was 
also as before, having included Mdlle. Scalchi as the Goatherd, 
Signor Bettini as Corentino, M. Maurcl as Hoel, and Signor 
Capponi as the Hunter, the small parts of the second Goatherd 
and the Reaper having been filled, respectively, by Mdlle. 
Cottini and Signor Sabater. 

“ Hamlet, ,r as given on Saturday, included M. Faure e fine 
performance as toe title hero, which character was represented 
t>y him on the original production of M. Ambroise Thomas’s 
opera at Paris in 1868, and for the first time at the Royal 
Italian Opera-house in 1871. The impersonation displayed all 
ita former excellence, both dramatic and vocaL Like Mdlle. 
Albani’s other performances of the present season, her Ophelia 
proved the advance which this artist has made in voual power 
and declamatory style. The great scene of the death of 
Ophelia, in the third act, with tho introduced Swedish melody, 
was, as heretofore, tho principal feature of toe evening. Mdllo. 
D’Angeri, as the Queen, gave much force to the principal 
situations in which that character is concerned in toe opera ; 
and the King was again represented by Signor Bagsgiolu, the 
Ghost by Signor Cspponi, Horatio by Signor Tagliatico, ami 
MareeUus by Signor Rossi; the character of Laertes having 
been filled by Signor Sabater. The performance of Friday 
(yesterday) week was a repetition of “Gnglielmo Tell,” as 
recently noticed. 

On Monday “Don Giovanni’’was given, for the first time 
this season, the cast having included the (Zerlina of Madame 
Adelina Patti, the exquisite charm of which, vocal and per¬ 
sonal, was as powerful as on any previous occasion. Mdlle. 
Marimon was an excellent Elvira; Mdlle. d’Angeri, as Donna 
Anna, aang artistically; the Don Giovanni of M. Faure was tho 
same highly-finished performance as heretofore; and tho cast 
was completed by Signor Nicolini as Don Ottavio, Signor 
Ciampi as Lcporello. Signor Capponi as H Commendatore, and 
M. Maurel as Mssetto. 

On Tuesday night “I Puritani” was repeated (with Mdlle. 
Albani as Elvira); for Thursday “ Rigoletto ” was announced 
(also a repetition);yesterday (Friday) evening “Der Freischutz” 
was to lie given; and to-night (Saturday) “The Crown 
Diamonds ” is promised—l>oth for the first time this season 

Ambroise Thomas’s “ Mignon ” is to be brought out here, 
with Mdlle. Albani os the heroine; the cast also includin'' 
Mdlle. Marimon and M. Faure. 
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HER MAJESTY’S OPERA. 

“Catenas; ossia, I Diamanti della Corona” (Leg Diamana 
de la Couronne ”), was repeated on Saturday, with the second 
appearance of Madame Singslli as the heroino; her artistio 
singing haring been fully as successful as on the first occasion. 

On the previous Thursday “ Le Nozze di Figaro ” was given, 
for the first time this season, with the fine performance of 
Mdlle. Titiens as the Countess, Mdlle. Marie Roze having, for 
the first time, represented the character of Susanna, in whioh 
her graceful singing was more advantageously heard than in 

S .rts of the romantic or heroic schooL The Cherubino of 
adame Trebelli-Bettini, the Figaro of Signor Agnesi, the 
Almaviva of Signor Kota, and the Basilio of Signor Rinaldini 
presented the same characteristics and merits as in previous 
performances. 

On Monday “ Caterina ” was given for the third time ; on 
1 ueiday “ Lcs Huguenots ” was repeated; on Thursday Signor 
Cdinpanini was to reappear in “ Lucrezia Borgia and to¬ 
night (Saturday) " Caterina ” is to bo performed for the fourth 
time. 

“II Talismano” (Balfe’s posthumous opera) ia in active 
rehearsal, and its production (deferred from last season) ap¬ 
pears now to be a certainty, the representatives of tho horo and 
heroine—Signor Campanini and Madame Christine Nilsson— 
having arrived in London. 


As the ooncerts given at the Crystal Palace on Saturday 
afternoon, _ and at the Royal Albert Hall on Monday 
evening, in honour of the Emperor of Russia, offered 
no absoluto novelty, but slight notice is requisite. On the 
first occasion the performances began at four o'clock, and 
comprised orchestral and vocal pieces (solo and choral), the 

S rincipal singers having been Mdlle. Titiens, Madame Patey, 
Ir. E. Lloyd, and Mr. Santley. Monday’s ooncert began at 
eight o’oloek, and the programme included two specialties—the 
polonaise and chorus from Glinka’s Russian opera, “ Life for 
the Czar,” and a selection of Rnssian sacred music (unaccom¬ 
panied), arranged for the choir by Mr. Arthur Sullivan, who 
conducted it and a portion of his Own Festival “TeDeum,” 
the other portions of the concert having been directed by Mr. 
Barnby. The solo-singers were Mdlle. Titiens, Madame Patey, 
Mr. Cummings, sod Signor Foli. 

Tho fifth of the New Philharmonio concerts took place on 
Saturday afternoon, and the fourth concert of the Philharmonic 
Society on Monday evening. At the former, Madame Essipoff, 
from St. Petersburg, made a highly.successful first appearance 
in Chopin’s first pianoforte concerto and some unaccompanied 
pieces, in all of which her playing was of an exceptionally high 
order. At Monday's concert of the older society a violin 
concerto by M. Lalo was played by Sefior Sarasate, for the 
first time in England, the work and the executant having both 
been well received. 

The last of Herr Pauer’s historical performances of piano¬ 
forte musio took placo on Monday, when the programme 
included pieces by Sebastian and Emanuel Bach, Haydn, 
Beethoven, Schubert, Schumann, and Liszt. 

The annual concert of the Tonic Sol-Fa Association was 
given at the Crystal Palace on Wednesday. Tho conductors 
were Mr. Joseph Proudman and Mr. W. G. M’Nought. The 
programme consisted principally of pieces illustrating the 
seasons—spring, summer, autumn, and winter. 

M. Alexandre Billet gave the first of two recitals of classical 
pianoforte music, at St. George's Hall, on Wednesday afternoon. 

The first of two summer subscription concerts of Mr. Henry 
Leslie's choir was to take place st St. James's Hall, on Thursday 
evening, when the selection consisted chiefly of madrigals and 
part-songs. On the afternoon of the same day Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard Blagrove were to give the first of three concertina and 
pianoforte recitals. 

The second of the Crystal Palace summer ooncerts, to take 
place this (Saturday) afternoon, will be devoted to the 
illustration of French mnsic. 


THEATRES. 


, ROYALTY. 

On Saturday a new play in four acts, by Mr. F. 0. Burnand, 
was produced at the little theatre in Dean-street, now nnder 
the gontle sway of Miss Henrietta Hodson. It is founded on 
Mrs. Edwardea’s well-known novel of “Archie Lovell,” and is 
called by the same name. The materials of the action are 
simple, and portions of the dialogue are telling. We cannot 
speak in high terms of the structure. The fatal necessity (for 
it seems to have grown into snch) of working each act up 
into a tableau has misled the author into as fatal a mistake. 
The distress of the plot lies in the hero and heroine making 
a secret of what might have been told without danger, 
there having been m the erroneous act nothing really 
clandestine. Of this a scoundrel named Captain" Waters 
(Mr. G. H. Peveril) takes advantage, and attempts to 
levy blackmail upon Archie Lovell (Miss Henrietta Hodson), 
demanding indeed five hundred pounds for his silence. 
Immediately after his departure the other parties to the trans¬ 
action, Major Seton (Mr. George Rignold) and Gerald Durant 
(Mr. G. F. Neville), meet together suddenly, aud have only to 
speak in order necessarily to explain the matter in a satisfac¬ 
tory manner to themselves and their friends ; when, instead of 
doing so, they strike ridiculous attitudes, and the curtain falls 
upon an insignificant tableau. The last act, having conse¬ 
quently to proceed on an insufficient basis, is, accordingly, a 
comparative failure, though it concludes with a pretty enough 
situation, of whioh the audience evidently approved. Still 
there was a general sense of short coming, the sonree of 
which we have endeavoured to indicate. The simplicity and 
innocence of Archie were beautifully and tenderly interpreted 
by Miss Hodson. Mr. RignoiJ has been specially engaged for 
Major Seton, and sapported the character with eare aud skill ; 
but we see in him no special fitness for the part, hut rather the 
contrary, and nothing in the part worthy of hia abilities. Mrs. 
Blythe, the doctor’s wife, was sustained with spirit by Miss 
Maggie Brennan ; and the doctor himself was amusing in the 
hands of Mr. Fotbrooke. The other parts were rendered with 
an average amount of talent; hut scarcely seemed available to 
any possible plot, that might have been constructed out of their 
peculiarities. As the case stands, there is not a shadow of one 
to claim their allegiance or support. 

ADI L? HI. 

Mr. John Oxenford’s farce, entitled “ Magio Toys," has 
been revived for Miss Kate Vaughan, whose dancing is as well 
appreciated as known, and whose elocution, we are glad to 
find, in tho dialogue of the piece, was perfect. Miss Hudspeth, 
as Urgundula, was deservedly encored in tho air, “Oh, give me 
back my pretty toys I ’’ She was also charming in the song, 
“ Good-by, sweetheart, good-1 >y I ” The same author's farce, 
“A Waltz by Arditi,” continues attractive; and the melo¬ 
drama of ' The Prayer In the Storm ” is exceedingly popular. 


GAIETY. 

Mr. Charles Mathews has reappoared in his favourite part of 
Mopus, in ‘ ‘ Married for Money, ” and also as Sir Fretful Plagiary 
and Pnff in “ The Critic.” In both ventures he has been ably 
supported and abundantly patronised. Mr. Herman Vezin 
and Mr. Harcoort represented Sneer and Dangle. “ The 
Critic,” however, is, we think, somewhat injured by the 
numerous “ gags ” which have been interpolated. Many of the 
audience left before its oonclusion—the result, we fear, of this 
increasing stage-abuse. 

rRIRCESS’8. 

Mdlle. Favart appeared during the past week in the new 
comedy entitled “ Le Sphinx, reoently produced at the 
Theatre Royal Franpais with great success, owing to the sensa¬ 
tion created by Mdlle. Croizette in the mysterious character of 
the heroine, and particularly in the death scene, which was fall 
of terror. Mdlle. Favart mitigates this feeling, and renders 
the representation much less sensational. She was entirely 
equal to the situation, and eminently tragic, without exagge¬ 
rating the melodramatic points. The piece suffers from the 
many long speeches with which the action is retarded. Mdlle. 
Kelly deserves, however, distinction for the admirable manner 
in which she supported the part of Bertha de Savigny— a cha¬ 
racter scarcely second to that of the Sphinx herself. Of the 
other artistes engaged wa prefer to say nothing. 


THE MAGAZINES. 

There is nothing of especial note in the Comhill this month. 
“ Far from the hladding Crowd ” is continued with considerable 
ability; the talk of the rustics, however, is too palpably 
artificial. It gives the rustic min d as it appears after passing 
through the medinm of a mind of culture, and produces an 
effect of unreality by a too obvious determination to De extremely 
natural. The article on the French press during the Revo¬ 
lution has more to do with tho revolution than the press, the 
influence of which, considerable as it was, is perhaps somewhat 
overrated by the writer. It was not wholly or chiefly by their 
contributions to newspapers that Miraboan and Robespierre 
snocessivoly directed the course of the revolution. The writer’s 
sympathies are anti-Republican, and his illustrative selections 
are too exclusively taken from Royalist journals or the least 
reputable ones of the other party. The author of an agreeahlo 
paper on Iceland treats his subject less from the pomt of view 
of scenery than from tho comparatively unfamiliar c.no of the 
social condition and mental characteristics of the people. 
Iceland would appear to be a country where the narrowness and 
paucity of intellectual interests is largely compensated by the 

n eral attainment of a fair uniform level. Almost every 
lander ia by manner and bearing a gentleman, the poetic and 
historic traditions of the country are the common property of 
all, and the poorest is enough of a patriot to have the portrait 
of the popular leader in hia honse. On the other hand, tho old 
—terpriamg spirit has died out from want of objects on which 
employ itself. The lines “To a Friend Leaving England in 
September,” signed with the easily recognisable initials 
“J. A. S.,” are a characteristic example of the elaborate hut 
constrained poetry of highly-refined culture. 

The writer of an able paper in Fraser on the working of 
the Irish Land Act makes out a strong case for the farther 
application of its leading principles, and especially for the 
extension of the Ulster custom to the whole of Ireland. One 
would fancy, however, that the composition of the essay must 
date from some months back, so unconscious does the writer 
appear of the impossibility of carrying any such measure 
through the present Parliament. The Irish people have them¬ 
selves conspired to defeat their own wishes, in so far as their 
incorrigible factiousness has contributed to the overthrow of 
the Gladstone Ministry. Professor Newman greatly exag¬ 
gerates the dark side of Roman administration; hut his 
essay, like everything he writee, ia original and sug¬ 
gestive. Mr. Conway gives an interesting account of 
a remarkable man, the Rev. Robert Collyer, of Chicago, 
who, ha ting commenced life as a blacksmith in Yorkshire, has 
achieved a position of extraordinary influence in the north 
western States of America. Judging from the specimens 
given, Mr. Collyer’a eloquence is of a homely type, notwith¬ 
standing some questionable rhetorical embellishments. He 
would seem to have a certain affinity to Henry Ward Beecher, 
but, while inferior in wit and originality, to be exempt from 
every trace of buffoonery. “ The Father of Universal Suffrage” 
would make that institution blush for its parentage, were it 
not really too absurd to affiliate it upon thatr inept marplot, 
Lsdra Rollin. Mr. E. Gosse’s criticism of the great dramatist 
Webster is delicate and appreciative, and he announces a literary 
discovery of considerable intereat—namely, the possibility of 
completely disengaging Webster’s share of “A Cure for a 
Cuckold,” from the inferior work of his coadjutor, Rowley ; 
thus, if the detached passages indeed form as complete and 
symmetrical a whole as Mr. Gosae considers, virtually adding 
another to the series of Webster’s plays. 

Macmillan has more light articles than ordinary. Captain 
Chapman’s “ Ride through the Bazaar at Yarkund” graphic¬ 
ally depicts the commercial aspects of this newly-discovered 
city—the destined mart, it is hoped, of English exports to 
Central Asia. Business appears exceedingly brisk at present, 
and the wants, not only of Yarknndees, but of their European 
visitors, seem even now by no means ill supplied. “ Ordered 
South,” by R. L. Stevenson, is a pathetic yet not despondent 
portrayal of the feelings of a consumptive patient virtually 
under sentence of death. “ More about Vermont ” displays, in 
no unkindly spirit, the characteristic faults of the American 
character in the north-eastern States, whioh are snch as to 
suggest that the English type, when transplanted to America, 
is liable to degenerate without a liberal foreign admixture : 
some of them, at least, are not those most prevalent among the 
English who stay at home. Mrs. Knox’s lines on the funeral of 
Livingstone are not unworthy of the occasion. Mendelssohn’s 
correspondence with Ferdinand Hiller is concluded. 

The chief feature of Blackwood is the continuation of 
“ Alice Lorraine,” hut the character of Hercules as depicted in 
Sophocles and Euripides is also the subject of a thoroughly 
interesting paper, able, scholarly, and tasteful. “ Convivium 
Templare” is another of those dismal resuscitations of the 
“Noctes Ambrosian®,” whose distance from the original in 
humour corresponds accurately with their distance in point 
of time. “Setting Sail” refers to the new Administration, 
which has, it appears,_ put forth upon the waters with a fair 
wind. The metaphor is not a very happy one ; the voyage of 
every Administration, however prolonged by dexterity or good 
fortune, must inevitably terminate in shipwreck at last. 

ThciWnia/dfycontains three articles of special interest. Mr. 
Ashton Dilke's “ Siberia,” a chapter from his forthcoming book 
of travel, is a satisfactory earnest of tho entertainment this is 
likely to afford. Mr. Dilke judiciously and courageously ex¬ 
plored Siberia in the winter, when its characteristic aspects are 
most fully displayed, and found that its horrors have lx>en 
greatly exaggerated. Mrs. Garrett-Andersnn, In her reply to 
Dr. Maudsley on the evil effects attributed to excessive study i 


on the part of females, takes the line of contending that th« 
evidence in support of this conclusion is principally founded on 
tho abuses of the college - stem in America. Mr. Wallace's 
defence of Spiritualism will .e read with the respect due to the 
eminence, conviction, and courage of the writer. We fear, 
notwithstanding, that the principal fact it will be held to 
establish is his loose notion of the value of testimony. Mr. 
J. B. Patoa extenuates the apparent harshness of the recent 
German ecclesiastical legislation by pointing out tho protection 
it extends to the inferior clergy. It is to be regretted that 
this aspect was not more prominently brought forward in the 
first instance. 

The Contemporary again challenges attention by an Homerio 
version from the pen of Mr. Gladstone, and again we must say 
that the late Premier’s rendering is mnch less to our taste than 
the thoughtful observations by which it is piefaced. It is most 
commendably faithful, but awkward and bald. We do not 
know why Mr. W. R. Greg should consider himself to he 
enacting the part of Cassandra. The political and social perils 
he points out »re denied by few ; hut few either will deny that 
onr national history is the history cf a chronic liability to 
danger in some form, and that such mast inevitably be tho 
case with every not altogether fossilised organism. Mr. Fitz- 
james Stephens’s reply to Archbishop Manning is trenchant and 
conclusive. In demonstrating the possibility of the painless 
extinction of the Establishment, Mr. J. Hopgood runs full tilt 
upon the main difficulty — the disposal of the existing 
edifices. The number of Churchmen willing to maintain their 
ministers from their own resources is very much larger than 
that of those who would transfer any properly in their churches 
to other denominations. The lecturers of the Liberation Society 
do well to insist on a proviso which will find them work for 
the whole of their lives. 

In Scribner ’« Monthly we have to remark a beautifully illus¬ 
trated paper on the manners and scenery of Tennessee ; and in 
the Transatlantic an angry assault on Mr. Seward’s memory 
by Mr. Black, one of the old-fashioned Democratic politicians 
who fondly imagine that tho civil war could have been averted 
by further concessions to the South. Mrs. Linton's “ Patricia 
Kemball ” is the chief feature of Temple Bar, as Mr. Francillon’g 
“ Olympia ” is of the Gentleman's Magazine, where Mr. 
Hatton’s “ Clytie ” is concluded. The last chapters have been 
condensed in the magazine, but will be published in their 
entirety. Mrs. Bnchanan’s “Eros Athanatoe ” is ethereal in 
intention bat substantial in execution, like a fairy nurtured 
upon beef. “ The Official Member ” ia a clever Parliamentary 
sketch. 

We must he content with a general acknowledgment of 
Tinsley, Belgravia, Good Words, the Victoria Magazine, the 
Monthly Packet, and several others. 


CURIOUS WILLS. 

(Contributed by the Author of "Flemish Interiors.'') 

Among the archives of Toulouse exists the registry of a singular 
will, made by a countryman of the immediate environs in 1781. 
This peasant, who was the owner of a considerable sum of 
money, besides his house and the land surrounding it, had no 
children, but had attached himself to a horso he always rode, 
though it doea not seem to have been particularly comely in 
appearance. Hia affection for this animal was very constant; 
for, finding himself seriously ill, and having decided on making 
his will, he disposed of all his property in favour of the four- 
footed favourite in these terms :—“I declare that I appoint my 
russet cob my universal heir, and I desire that he may belong 
to my nephew George.” The will was contested; but, strange 
to say, it was ultimately confirmed. A very experienced juris- 
consulte, by name Claude Serres, professor of “droit civu” at 
Montpellier, has cited the case, and gives the reason for the 
decision arrived at. This celebrated lawyer states “that the 
will was pronounced valid, and that the succession of the tes¬ 
tator was adjndioated to the nephew whom he had designated 
as proprietor of the horse, because it was ruled that the sim¬ 
plicity of the rustic should secure to him the execution of his 
last will, and that, having named his nephew as legatee of the 
horse, he intended he should have it endowed with the bequests 
he had bestowed npon it.—(S ee Journal tie Paris, Dec. 3, 1782.) 

In June, 1828, the London papers recorded the singular will 
of an English testator, named Garland, containing the following 
danse :—“ I bequeath to my monkey, my dear and amusing 
Jacko, the sum of £10 sterling per annnm, to be employed for 
his sole and exdnsivo use and benefit; to my faithful dog, 
Shock, and my well-beloved cat, Tib, a pension of £5 sterling ; 
and I desire that, in case of the death of either of the three, the 
lapsed pension shall pass to the other two, between whom it is 
to be equally divided. On the death of all three the sum appro¬ 
priated to this purpose shall become tho property of my 
daughter Gertrude, to whom I give this preference among my 
children because of the large family aho has, and the difficulty 
she finds in bringing them up.” 


The Lord Chancellor has reported to tho House of Lor»ls 
that tho right claimed by Lord Rossmore and by Lord Massy 
to vote at the election of representative Peers for Ireland has 
been established to his satisfaction. 

Mr. Edward Maxwell Kenney, M.A. of Merton College, 
Oxford, and Mr. John Gerald Fitzmaurice, B.A. of University 
College, Oxford, have been appointed inspectors of schools. 
Mr. Thomas Anderson Stewart, M.A. of Aberdeen University, 
has been appointed an inspector of schools in Scotland. 

His Majesty the King of Italy has been pleased to confer on 
Mr. R. H. Major, of the British Museum (one of the secretaries 
of the Royal Geographical Society), the insignia and diploma of 
a Knight Commander of the Royal Order of the Crown of 
Italy. This is a recognition of tho service rendered to Italy 
by Mr. Major's complete vindication of the authenticity of the 
narrative of the voyages of the Venetian brothers Zeno to the 
northern seas in the fourteenth century. For centuries this 
book, printed in 1568, has been regarded by many as a tissue 
of fiction. It was certainly, as the learned John Pinkerton 
described it, “ one of the most puzzling in the whole circle of 
literature.” Now that its puzzles have been solved and its 
authenticity established, we nave in this valuable document 
the latest account known of the lost colony of Greenland, to 
discover which the Kings of Denmark have, in the past 300 
years, sent ont many unsuccessful expeditions. What is yet 
more interesting, we here find Venetians sending home to their 
fellow-citizens in Venice information respecting Europeans in 
North America a hundred years before Columbus crossed the 
Atlantic. Mr. Major’e researches into the obscure early 
history of other maritime geographical achievements arc highly 
appreciated by all scholars. Ilia life of tho Portuguese Princo 
Henry, called “The Navigator,” is a standard work. He has 
also tho merit of having proved, from a set of ancient mans, 
that the Portuguese were acquainted with Australia about 1530, 
nearly three quarters of a century before its supposed diaeovery 
by the Dutch.

The main force of the Carliets is still in the neighbourhood of 
Bilbao, where severe skirmishes took place at the beginning of 
this week. Some additional sketches by our Special Artist 
at tho head-quarters of the Spanish National Army (often men¬ 
tioned as Republican) show the positions held by the com¬ 
batants iu the recent tighting. We have, on former occasions, 
described the mountainous country north-west of Bilbao, along 


the Somorroatro ranges, famous far thoir iron ore, where the 
Carliats, under General Elio, had intrenched ihemrelvts in a 
formidable manner. From those heights, it will be remem¬ 
bered, the Carliets were expelled, two or three weeks ago, by 
the combined movements of Marshal Serrano and Marshal 
Concha. One of our present Illustrations >s that of a portion of 
the Carlist trenches at San Pedro de Abanto, the centre of 


their lines. It was abandoned, at three o'clock in the morn¬ 
ing, on the 1st inst. A female wine-seller, or r.antiniire, went 
down to Marietta and announced their flight. The church and 
village of Abanto were found in ruins. The parapets of the 
retrenchments had been knocked to pieces l>y the cannonade. 
Serrano that day entered the village, and signed a Government 
decree before the altar in the church. One of Serrano's bat-

teries, that of San Lorenzo, was the subject of two preceding 
sketches. There is also hero a sketch of its casemate, or bomb¬ 
proof covered place for the abode of the artillery officer in 
command. 

The village of Las Carenaa, on the opposite bank of the 
river Nervion at Portugalete, was some tune occnpied by the 
Carlisle, while they besieged that town, its beat houses, which 


were marine villas for the citizens of Bilbao in timo of peace, 
are now pierced with shot-holes, or half demolished by the 
bombardment, as shown in the sketch. 

The battle of April 30—an important action in the late 
campaign—was begun by Serrano occupying the heights of 
Monteliano and Mercadillo, which overlook the Somorroatro 
valley. In one of our Artist's sketches Marshal Serrano and 


Admiral Topeto. with tho staff, are seen where they stood upon 
the hill of Monteliano. The mountain rising in the background 
is that of Galdames. We also give a panoramic view from 
Monteliano, the references to which may servo to explain the 
published accounts of the battle. Tho Carlist position on the 
Galdames heights was finally stormed by a night attack, with 
twelve battalions, under General Palacios, who lost thirty men.

CASEMATE IN THE BATTERY OF 8AN LORENZO, 
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BANQUET TO SIR GARNET WOLSELEY AT PORTSMOUTH. 
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SKETCHES IN RUSSIA. 

The scenes of ordinary city life in St. Petersburg and Moscow, 
snd that of tho popular religious ceremonial of Easter Eve, 
take some additional interest from the Czar’s presence among 
us this week. They contribute, with other sketches of Russian 
manners and customs already published, to show the difference 
of national character between his Imperial Majesty’s subjects 
and our own countrymen. The magnificent Isaac Church at 
St Petersburg was lately described. A sketch is given of the 
customary presentation of Easter offerings by the devout and 
pious, who are rewarded with a priestly benediction and 
sprinkling of consecrated water from the hyssop-bough carried 
by his Reverence for that purpose. Tho street scene at Moscow 
may be commended to imitation, under the patronage of our 
temperance societies, whose cause would be furthered by pro¬ 
moting the cheap and ready provision of a refreshing oup of tea, 
instead of beer or ardent spirits, at allhonrsof the day, frombaror 
stall. Tho Russian tea of prime quality is brought overland 
through Siberia from China. It is usually drunk without milk or 
sugar, but with a slice of lemon, and is said to be very nice 
when the taste has become accustomed to it. Fruit, especially 
of the dried sorts—figs, raisins, prunes, almonds and nuts, with 
mushrooms and glukvi, a small red berry of tho country—find 
great salo in the Russian towns. 

We make this an opportunity also for noticing a now book, 
in two volumes, just published by Messrs. Hurst and Blackett, 
"Through Russia, from St. Petersburg to the Crimea.” The 
authoress, Mrs. Guthrie, accompanied by her daughter, sojourned 
about one month in each of the two Russian capital cities, then 
visited Nijni-Novgorod, the great commercial town of East Russia, 
and descended tho Volga to Astrakhan, whence the two English 
ladies returned westward, by the Don and the Sea of Azov, to 
Kartell, Sebastopol, and Eupatoria. In the second volume, 
containing the descriptions of places around the Caspian and 
the Black Sea, there ib much of fresh interest. But the objects 
more frequently noticed by English tourists in St. Petersburg 
and Moscow are discussed by Mrs. Guthrie with an agreeable 
freshness of seeing and enjoying the sights. Another new book, 
of which some readers may like to hear, is “ Rites and Customs 
of the Greco-Russian Church,” by H. C. Romanoff (Rivingtons). 
It is a series of brief tales and sketches, edited by Miss Yonge, 
the authoress of 11 The Heir of Redolyffe.” 


SIR GARNET WOLSELEY AT PORTSMOUTH. 

The festivities at Portsmouth upon the return of the troops 
from the Ashantee war ended, on Tuesday week, with a banquet 
to Sir Garnet Wolseley and a hundred officers of all branches 
of the service engaged in the expedition. On arriving in the 
town. Sir Garnet was received at the railway station by General 
Sir Halting* Doyle, the Mayor of Portsmouth, and other*. A 
crowd had assembled, and the General was loudly cheered. 
Outside the Assembly Rooms, in the evening, there was a crowd 
again to see the arrival of the guests. The large room was 
decorated with flowers, mirrors, and plate ; the names of the 
battles of the campaign were inscribed on the walls. The 
gallery was filled with ladies. The guests were conducted 
to the dining-room, the Mayoress taking the arm of Sir 
Garnet Wolseley. Amongst tho gnests on the right and left 
of the Mayor were Captain Sir John Commerell, Captain 
Sir John Glover, Colonel Sir F. W. Festing, Colonel Sir 
John M'Leod, Admiral Sir Rodney Mundv, General Lord Tem- 
pletown. General Sir Hastings Doyle, and Captain Fremantle. 
After dinner, the proper toasts for such an occasion 
were duly honoured. Sir Garnet Wolseley, Sir John Glover, 
and Sir Francis Festing made suitable speeches. Wo give an 
Illustration of the scene at thin banquet. 


MUSICAL PUBLICATIONS. 

Mr. Brinley Richards’s “ Czarina, Mazurka de Salon ” (pub¬ 
lished by Messrs. Cooks and Co.), is an effective pianoforte 
piece that will, doubtless, find much favour on its own account 
us well as from tho associations connected with tho title. The 
same publishers have issued two pleasing fantasias, also for 
piano solo, by Mr. W. S. Rockstro. One of these is founded 
on two of tho principal subjects of Wagner’s opera “ Tann- 
haliser”—the well-known march and Tamihauseris air, "Die, 
Gottin der Liebe, soil mein lied ertonen ”—the other, entitled 
“Lays of Prince Charlie,” introduces the Scottish air, “He’s 
o’er tho hills and far away.” 

" The Harper’s Grave ” is a setting, by Mr. Brinlev 
Richards, of some lines by the Rev. Llewellyn Thomas 
(Geraint), of which poem it is superfluous to speak in praise, 
its merit having gained it the Banting prize at tho Ruthin 
Eisteddfod of 1868. The music of Mr. Richards is highlv 
expressive in its vocal portion, while tho pianoforte accompani¬ 
ment is appropriately made to consist largely of arpeggios_ 

probably it was originally designed for tho harp—and the 
general result is a very characteristic song, which,* moreover, 
presents no mechanical difficulties in its interpretation. Among 
Messrs. Cocks and Co.’s recent publications of pianoforte music 
are two pleasing transcriptions of vocal pieces of very opposite 
styles—Beethoven’s air, “ In quest* iomba ” has been prettily 
dressed up by Mr. G. F. West; and Mr. A. Wright has simi¬ 
larly treated tho Scotch air, “Smile again, my bonnia lassie.” 

Mr. King Hall's “ School for the Harmonium,” published 
by Messrs. Novello, Ewer, and Co., is an inexpensive yet 
valuable code of instructions for that popular drawing-room 
instrument, commencing with full explanations of its peculiar 
mechanism, the mode of managing the stops, &c., followed by 
twenty progressive studies, which lead to a series of pieces 
arranged by some of the most eminent professors of the day. 

“ Lillie's Picture Music ” (Messrs. Boosey and Co.) will bo 
welcome to multitudes of tiny pianists, whose diminutive 
fingers are here enabled to realise the prominent features of 
compositions of various schools. The first book consists of 
" Sacred Melodies,” the second of “ Popular Melodies ; ” many 
of the passages having the leading fingering indicated, and the 
juvenile interest being maintained and varied by the attractive 
full- sized engravings interspersed with the music. 

Messrs. Metzler and Co. maintain their well-known activity 
as publishers of vocal and instrumental music, various produc¬ 
tions in each class having recently been isaued by them. Often 
as Mr. J. L. Hatton's name appears as a song-composer it is 
always welcome, and is again so in a very graceful production 
entitled “ In her ganieo.which can scarcely fail to please both 
musical and unmusical hearers, and yet does not tax severely 
the powers of the singer, either as to execution or range of 
voice. “ Tho Russian Bridal-Song,” to words by C. J. Rowe, 
is on adaptation, by Dr. Rimbault, of one of the most beautiful 
and popular melodies of that nationality, which has now 
acquired a new interest in this country. “ Only once more, ” 
by Louisa Gray, is another welcome contribution to the stock 
of ballad music, by one who has added largely and successfully 
thereto. Expressive simplicity is here the appropriate charac¬ 
teristic. The compass of voice required is only an octavo and 
one note, from D below the lines to E in the fourth space. In 
two songs, “ May and December” and “At his hearth alone,” 


we again meet with the name of Cotsford Dick, which is likely to 
become much more known, judging by these and other specimens 
of his productions. Both these songs have the combined merits 
of agreeable melody and simplicity ; the first requires a soprano 
(or tenor) voice capable of touching the high A, the other is 
within the more limited compass of a mezzo-soprano. Mr.W. 
T. Wrighton has long Bince gained wide acceptance aB a pro¬ 
ducer of songs and ballads, several new specimens of which 
(recently published by Messrs. Metzler and Co.) will bear com¬ 
parison with his previous pieces of the kind. “ Only with 
thee,” “One loci: of hair,” “My little child,” and "Lily” 
will all be found available by an ordinary mezzo-soprano voice. 
Tho popular ballad, “The old, old song,” has been effectively 
transcribed as a pianoforte piece by Mr. Brinley Richards. 
Prefaced by a short introduction, the melody is given simply, 
and is afterwards surrounded with arpeggio and other passages, 
contrasting well with tho cantabile of the theme. The name of 
Oscar Comettant is known both as a musical critic and a com¬ 
poser, and we now have it, in the latter capacity, attached to 
three publications by Messrs. Metzler and Co.—one a melodious 
and animated waltz, entitled “Neva;” another a fantaaie 
called ” Italia,” in which on andantino of the nottumo kind 
leads to a spirited allegretto in tarantella rhythm; and the 
third a capital movement, “Alla Polka.” “The Royal Russian 
Galop ” is an adaptation to dance purposes (by Mr. J. E. 
Mallandaine) of the national melody mentioned above. 


ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

SYMMETRY IN NATURE. 

Mr. Nevil Story Maskelyne, M.A., F.R.S., Keeper of the 
Mineral Department in the British Museum and Professor of 
Mineralogy at Oxford, gave the first of a course of four lectures 
on Physical Symmetry in Crystals on Thursday week. In his 
opening remarks he stated that the idea of symmetry involves 
repetition according to some law, which includes at once 
regularity of interval, or rhythm, and a principle of distribution. 
He mentioned certain sorts of symmetry, such as symmetry ta 
a point, to a line or to several lines, to an axis or to several 
axes, also symmetry in a flat surface and in a solid figure; and 
the human face, a leaf, a flower, and 'a tower were referred] to 
as examples of the simplest kind of symmetry. He then com¬ 
mented on the embodiment of the subtle elements of symmetry 
in the works of artists, and especially alluded to the use made 
by the Greeks, Assyrians, and Arabs of the rhythm of repetitive 
ornament in decorative art, adding that tho car, like the eye, 
also recognises as an element of beauty not only rhythmic 
measure, but symmetry of structure in music and poetry. 
In nature symmetry underlies all growth. A poet has revealed 
the great truth that the different parts of the corolla of the 
flower are only metamorphosed leaves, and this change of 
function is associated with symmetrical repetition of the 
metamorphosed element. The whole plant obeys one law of 
symmetry. Except that function is wanting, and that their 
growth belongs to the lifeless world, the same is true 
of the inorganic molecular structures termed crystals. 
A orystal, then, may be defined as a molecular system, obeying 
a law of symmetry, and a “crystal form,” as a group of face* 
with edges and quoins repeated symmetrically; the crystal 
generally comprising several forms. The repetition of the same 
edge or angle, and therefore of the same inclinations of cor¬ 
responding faces, gives a key to crystal-symmetry—that is, to 
a science of crystallography—and by means of their angles, 
crystals, though differing in size and in the proportions of even 
repeated faces, may ha identified by using the goniometer. 
Interesting examples ol the development of crystal: were then 
given, some being shown by the electric light; and the singular 
transformation of the red to the yellow iodide of mercury and 
back again was also exhibited. Finally, Mr. Maskelyne con¬ 
sidered and illustrated the physical properties of crystals. He 
said that homogeneity in crystals does not consist in their 
presenting qualities identical in all directions, but that one part 
of the crystal is exactly aa every other part is; and he demon¬ 
strated by experiments that the degree of cohesion, hardness, 
and optical character of several crystals differed in different 
directions. One of these consisted in showing that a crystal of 
cyamte may be easily scratched by a knife along one of its 
faces, while the same face was untouched by the knife drawn 
across it; while it needed a substance as hard as a topaz to 
cut it in a third direction. In conclusion, he defined symmetry 
in crystals as consisting in directions similarly endowed being 
repeated according to a law of symmetry which follows that to 
which the faces of any one of its forms are obedient. 

THE STEAM-SHIP FARADAY AND CABLE-LAYING. 

Dr. C. Williams Siemens, F.R.S., at the Friday evening 
meeting, May 15, began his discourse by reminding his audience 
that an electric telegraph now consists of the electro-motor, or 
battery, the conductor (copper wire), and the receiving instru¬ 
ments, of which there are various forms exhibited in the 
library. Attempts, he said, have been mode to suppress the 
conducting-wire by employing water or air os the conductor, 
which appear to be feasible, bat which are succeeaful only 
for short distances. An insulating coating for the wire has 
been proved to be essentially necessary ; and for this purpose, 
after pitch, resin, and indiarubber had failed, gutta-percha was 
found to he perfectly offectual, and has been generally used 
since 1847, when Werner Siemens constructed a covering- 
machine. Protection being a till needed for the insulated wire, 
lead and chain tubing ana hemp have been successively em¬ 
ployed to obviate the dangers arising from rust, the 
teredo, whales and sharks, and abrasions from rocks and 
ships’ anchors. In one case the cable was injured 
through entanglement with the tail of a whale, who, 
unable to extricate itself, was eaten by sharks. After de¬ 
scribing the condition, insulation, and sheathings of the new 
Atlantic cable, Dr. Siemens explained, by the aid of models, 
diagrams, and experiments, the essential conditions of paying 
out and picking np a cable, which aro simple in shallow water, 
but very complicated in deep sea. He stated that the steam¬ 
ship Faraday had been provided with machinery expreasly 
constructed for. realising these conditions with the greatest 
safety—all which was the result of much experimental 
research, since safe stowage and easy manoeuvring power are 
indispensable requisites. Formerly cables were stowed dry; 
but it was soon discovered that heat was generated, and that 
the gutta-percha consequently melted j and now the cable is 
placed in tanks, and, by suitable arrangements, is paid out 
from water to. water. Between these tanks there is a 
testing-room, with apparatus for ascertaining the condition 
of the cable from time to time. To enable the ship to reverse 
its coarse, both ends are alike provided with rudders. 
She may bo moved from midships, and, by moans of twin 
screws set at a particular angle, power is given to the vessel to 
turn completely round in her own length. This was done in 
open sea in eight minutes two seconds. After describing the 
compound engines, the dynamometer, and other apparatus, aa 
well aa Borthon’s hydrostatic log and the life-boats. Dr. Siemens 
concluded by saying that, with the consent of Mrs. Fa rail ay, the 
ship had been named after the greatest of electricians, who wasa 
type of singleness of purpose and a kind friend ; and, appealing 


to his hearers, he said he trusted that the vessel would sail the 
next morning, to lay tho “ Direct United States Cable,” with 
tho fine old English sentiment in their hearts, “God speed tho 
farad ay ! ” The Earl of Hosae, D.O.L., F.R.S., vice-president, 
was in the chair. In the library were exhibited in action the 
automatio telegraph system, Hughes’s telegraph type-printing 
system, two remarkably quick-acting submarine Morse print¬ 
ing instruments, by Dr. Siemens; and Messrs. F. H. Varley and 
Edward Furness showed a “power-coupling” for avoiding 
sudden strains in paying out cables and other purposes. Electric 
writing-balls, by Mr. Sofas Holten and Mr. F. H. Varley, were 
also exhibited in action. 

MERCURY, VENUS, AND THE MOON. 

Mr. Richard A. Proctor began his second lecture on the 
Planetary System, on Saturday last, by considering the meagro 
amount of information which astronomy affords respecting tho 
planets Mercury and Venus. He showed that Mercury, owing to 
its proximity to the sun, is exposed to » degree of heat which 
renders the existence of such forms of life as we know im¬ 
probable if not impossible ; and he explained that the difficulty 
is not removed by supposing tho air of the planet to be 
exceedingly rare. In the case of Venus, the beat is not so 
excessive ; nevertheless, if, sa De Vico and others allege, her 
inclination is nearly twice as great as the earth’s, there mutt 
result variations of temperature from a heat far exceeding that 
of the terrestrial tropics to a cold equalling that of our arctio 
regions; and such variations occurring in the short year of 
Venns (only £25 days) would render life impossible to the 
higher forms existing ca the earth. Passing to the moon, Mr. 
Proctor remarked that it should be regarded rather as a com¬ 
panion than as a satellite of the earth, since it obeys the sun’s 
attraction rather than the earth’s. It should be considered aa a 
planet largely pc rtr.rbod by the earth—in fact, as the fifth member 
of the terrestrial family of planets circling within the zone of 
asteroids. After exhibiting a series of magnified photographs 
of the moon in various phases, as well as drawings by means 
of the lantern and electric lamp, Mr. Proctor proceeded 
to discuss the probable nature and succession of the processes 
by which the moon’s surface attained its present condition; 
first touching on a theory which he had merely suggested in 
his book on the moon (and for which he had been criticised)— 
viz., that the moon’s surface may have been to some degree 
affected by meteoric downfalls; since, according to Professor 
Newton’s present estimated rate of downfall, one meteor per 
inch would have fallen on the moon’s surface during the past 
ten million years. Nevertheless, he said, it would bo unreason¬ 
able to maintain that the general features of the moon’s 
surface arose from any such cause. After considering Mr. 
Nasmyth’s explanations, and, in passing, eulogising the work 
on the moon recently issued by that gentleman and Mr. 
Carpenter, Mr. Proctor propounded the theory, partly sug¬ 
gested in his own treatise, according to which the leading 
features of the moon’s surface are explained, by dividing her 
bistory into two portions—1, the earlier, when the crust con¬ 
tracted faster than the nucleus; 2, when the nucleus con¬ 
tracted faster than the crust. He then dealt with the question 
whether changes are still in progress, and arrived at the con¬ 
clusion that, though this may be the case, no demonstrative 
evidence of the fact has yet been obtained. Mars and the Ring 
of Small Planets will form the subject of the lecture of to-day 
(Saturday). 

RECENT STUDIES OF THE BRAIN—IN SANITY. 

Professor Rutherford, M.D., began his sixth and consluding 
lecture, on Tuesday last, with an account of the experiments 
of Fritaoh, Hitzig, and Ferrier, who by exciting different parts 
of the cortex of the brain caused movements to be produced iu 
different parts of the body. These movements, though some¬ 
times very complicated, are of a definite and predictable 
character. Some parts of the cortex of the brain appear to be 
also concerned in sensation. No movement is produced l>v 
stimulating the quite anterior part of the cerebrum ; hut if 
this part of the brain be removed the animal becomes dull, and 
apparently loses intelligence ; this part may therefore be intel¬ 
lectual. The cerebellum is a great motor ganglion for the 
muscles of the eyeball, and appears also to have something to 
do with the co-ordination of movements. Dr. Ferrier's experi¬ 
ments were performed on monkeys, dogs, cats, and other 
anima l s. No result followed stimulation when the animal was 
narcotised by chloroform. In this way it seems to be definitely 
shown that different parts of the hemispherical ganglion of the 
brain have different functions. This, the fundamental prin¬ 
ciple of phrenology, Dr. Rutherford considers to be sound ; but 
the geography of the brain promulgated by its advocates, he 
said, is quite unwarranted, and the pretension to tell mental 
characteristics from the Bhape of the skull ridiculous. During 
mental activity the brain is abundantly supplied with blood, 
but far less so daring sleep ; and a full supply of nourishment 
to the brain is therefore essential to vigorous thought. Various 
parts of the brain may be influenced by thought, and the brain 
itself may be so affected aa to lead to insanity. It cannot, 
therefore, be doubted that thought goes on within the brain, and 
that the brain is concerned with its production. After de¬ 
scribing the effects of stiyohnis, opium, and chloroform upon 
brain-action, Dr. Rutherford said that insanity must be re¬ 
garded as a result of brain disease; and he stated that 
Dr. Batty Luke, of Edinburgh, and himself, in thirty cases 
of chronic insanity had found alterations in the brain, it 
would, however, be absurd to expect any change of structure 
in the brain of a person temporarily insane through a small 
dose of alcohoL He considers that insanity will increase, ia 
consequence of the greater and greater demand for exertion of 
the brain; but this tendency, he said, may be combated by 
the diffusion of a sound knowledge of the conditions for healthy 
brain action and of the indications of an abnormal state. 
Melancholia may result from indigestion and defective nourish¬ 
ment of the brain, from over-brain work, and from other causes; 
and to remedy this strict attention must be given to the physio¬ 
logical conditions. Every sane individual possesses the power 
of siding the evolution of the brain, which is the result ot rigid 
obedience to physiological laws. Mental action is thus en¬ 
nobled, and the individual takes a higher place. It is, there¬ 
fore, one of the greatest of our duties not only to avoid every¬ 
thing which tends to reverse this progress and degrade brain 
evolution, but also to cultivate everything that can aid it, so 
that there may be a continual elevation of the race. The 
evolution of the brain goes on long after the evolution of other 
parts of the individual has ceased; and man has this evolution 
to a large extent in his own hands. By his voluntary 
actions he can aid it or reverse it; hence a grave responsibility- 
rests upon him. In concluding, Dr. Rutherford commented 
upon the immense difficulty of the physiology of the nervous 
system, the small extent of onr knowledge respecting the 
mystery of the connection between body and soul, and the 
advantages which result from an acceptance of the truths of 
revelation, however incomprehensible to us in our present state.

SCIENTIFIC RESULTS OF THE MONTH. 

At length we have an acknowledgment of the unsatisfactory 
condition of our ironclad fleet from no leas an authority than 
the First Lord of the Admiralty ; and, although he has been 
accused of being an alarmist for the purpose of discredit* 
ing his political . predecessors, his objections continue un¬ 
answered. Certainly, an expenditure of ten millions a year is 
adequate for the production and maintenance of a first-class 
fleet; and everyone must concur in the justice of Mr. Brasaey’s 
remarks that, with our great mercantile marine from which to 
recruit our men, and with hnapproached ahip-buildiug power, 
we have a potentiality of naval strength which no other country, 
and probably no coalition of States, could hope to equal. But 
this very circumstance renders the palpable deficiencies of our 
ironclad fleet all the more inexcusable, and the dissatisfaction 
of John Bull that with so largo an expenditure and with such 
unrivalled advantages ho has not a single good ship to his back 
all the more jost. We all know that tho purpose of armour 
upon ships is to keep out shot, and its efficiency or otherwise 
depends upon its thickness or reuniting power relatively with 
the penetrating power of the beat guns to whioh it can be 
opposed. Armour so thin that it can be riddled with shot it 
worse than no armour at all, simply because you are not only 
equally exposed to the original shot, but also to the showor of 
splintere it carries before it. Now, the fact is incontrovertible 
that there is mot a single v essel in our ironclad fleet which 
^■resist penetration by shot from the beat existing gun ; while 
m by far the greater number of cases the armour is so thin 
that it may De pierced by shells and shot from guns 
of a very moderate size. It is truo that other nations are in 
much the same predicament ai ourselves. But it is also true 
that any nation now producing even one ironclad vessel of a 
really efficient cnaracter would be able to paralyse our whole 
naval power, as the hostile vessel, being herself impenetrable, 
having a superior speed, and carrying guns which wonld pierce 
our thickest armourclad, could not herself be captured, and 
ni'glt .ink our vessels in detail. This is a danger which we 
should no w foresee and provide against—not by increasing our 
naval expenditure, but by diverting it into a more useful 
cnanne^ The armourclads we now produce should not be such 
as will je obsolete even before they are launched, but should 
be vessels which will have a margin of safety for at least a few 
years of active service. If Mr. Ward Hunt wishes to signalise 
his naval administration by superior efficiency without greater 
cost, this is the grand objeict to which he must devote his ener¬ 
gies. Heretofore we have had many weak vessels. Instead of 
this costly feebleness we now want economical strength. 

A new process has been patented for obtaining dyes from 
sawdust The eawdnst is heated with caustic, soda, and 
iiowen of sulphur. A sulphide of sodium is thus produoed, 
which, reacting on the organic matter, dehydrogenates it with 
the evolution of sulphuretted hydrogen. The resulting material 
is a dye stuff, said to have a strong affinity for organic fibres ; 
and, by varying the proportion of the materials, different tints 
are produced. 

A 30-ton steam-hammer has been started in Woolwich 
Arsenal dunng the past month; but the real weight of the 
hammer, including the piston and connections, is about 40 tons. 
The stroke ia 15 ft. 3 in., but as the piston is pressed down by 
the steam, the blow of the hammer is as forcible aa if the 
weight fell 80 ft by gravity alone. The height of the hammer 
is 45 ft ; weight of metal above ground, 500 tons ; weight of 
S round .“ foundations. 665 tons; cost, about 
toU.OOO. The force with which a hammer is capable of striking 
vanes with the amount of compression which the material 
forged suffers at each stroke, being greatest where the com- 
pression is least. We do not think that steam-hammers are 
such efficient forging instruments as hydraulic squeezers, as 
the shock is too sudden to give time for the thorough expul- 
sion of the scoriaj. The hammers, too, involving as they do 
such heavy foundations, are more expensive. This hammer has 
been erected mainly for welding the coils of the new 80-ton 
guns. But with the now ascertained success of the Whitworth 
process for casting wrought-iron guns under pressure, the 
erection of such a costly plant as this hammer, with its cranes, 
furnaces, Ac., appears to be of doubtful wisdom, even if the 
efficacy of hydraulic squeezing or forging presses had still been 
unascertained. 

The Vesuvius, the first torpedo-ship of the British Navy 
was launched at Pembroke at the end of last month. Her 
chief dimensions are as follow Length, 90 ft. ; breadth, 22 ft ; 

?^3 d ’ d'nP^^numt. 241 tons ; power, 

360 indicated. The deck will be only 3 ft. above water. The 
torpedo is to be projected from a pneumatic tube 2 ft. 4 in 
diameter, sitaated below water. The torpedo will be propelled 
at a speed of eight miles an hour by a screw driven oy small 
engines worked by compressed air, and the intention ia to 
attack armour-clad vessels below the armour. The project ii 
judicious, and, so far, has been well carried out, though pro¬ 
bably it is not yet in its ultimate form. Future ironclads must 
take precaution against this mode of attack. 

During the past month a very valuable paper, by Dr. 
c wa * before the chemical section of the 

Society of Arte, “ On Pyrites aa a Source of Sulphur, Iron, and 
Copper. Dr. Franklaud, who was in the chair, indorsed a 
remark of Liebig to the effect that the measure of a nation’s 
civilisation and prosperity might be taken in the terms of the 
sulphuric acid it manufactured. He added that iron pyrites 
was the key to sulphnric acid, so that ultimately the daily con¬ 
sumption of pyrites may be taken aa an index of the national 
prosperity. The principal ingredients of pyrites are iron and 
euiphur. Yellow iron pyrites consists of about 47 iron and 
53 sulphur. Marcasite, or white iron pyrites, has the same 
composition, and magnetic iron pyrites, or pyrrhotin, consists 
of about GO iron and 40 Bulphur. Some of the pyrites, however, 
also contain copper; and latterly a most important industry 
has grown up in the utilisation of the cupreous pyrites of 
Tharsis and Huelva, in Spain, and of Wicklow, in Ireland. 

The pyrites is first burnt m a kiln to expel the sulphur, which 
is utilised in the production of vitriol or otherwise. As much 
salt is then added as represents four times the copper present, 
and the whole is passed through crushing-machines and is 
thoroughly mixed. The mixture is next subjected to a dull 
red heat for six hours in a suitable furnace, when most of tho 
copper will have been converted into compounds soluble in 
water, while the remainder will be aoluble in dilute hydro¬ 
chloric acid. The material is then placed in tanks of tarred 
wood or stone, and lixiviated with hot water, usually heated 
by the mjeotion of steam. The insoluble portion is again 
lixiviated with dilute acid, and the aqueous and acid solutions 
are treated separately. Scrap iron ia then placed in tanks into 
which the heated solutions are allowed to run, and the copper 
u deposited in the shape of a copper mud, which is melted and

THE ILLUSTRATED LONDON NEWS. 


LONDON, SATURDAY, NAY 23, 1874. 

The defeat and resignation of the Due do Broglie’s 
Cabinet are regarded by public opinion in France as 
heralding the near approach of the National Assembly 
to dissolution. The state of Parliamentary parties, the 
absence of any common ground upon which they may 
act together, the constitutional questions which are 
before them for settlement, and the course pursued by 
the head of the recent Ministry during his twelvemonth’s 
possession of power, render it all but impracticable to 
carry on by means of the present Legislature the govern¬ 
ment of the country. There Is no political leader able to 
command a working majority in Parliament ; there is no 
party, or section of a party, having a clear pre¬ 
dominance of votes over the rest in support of 
any line of policy which may be adopted by its chief; 
aDd, finally, there i3 no such accordance between the 
Assembly and the constituencies represented by it as 
might embolden a patriotic statesman in an attempt to 
reduce Parliamentary chaos to order. To use an expres¬ 
sive but vulgar phrase, government in France at the 
present moment is “ all at sixes and sevens.” The only 
fixed point, the solo nucleus of authority, is the 
Septeunate of Marshal MacMahon. That he will main¬ 
tain order during the interregnum and prevent the whole 
machinery of government from being swept away by 
insurrectionary violence no one doubts. But even he 
occupies an abnormal position. As the head of the 
Executive power, he is without authoritative guidance. 
The Legislative Assembly is too divided to adopt a 
policy j and as yet the Marshal has no constitutional 
right to appeal to the nation. Matters cannot remain 
thus for any great length of time ; and the most acute 
political observers see no solution of the difficulty short 
of consulting the judgment of the people.. 


The Due de Broglie may be, and probably is, a man 
of irreproachable motives. It may be conceded that from 
the time of his accession to office to the time when he 
felt compelled to surrender it he meant well for his 
country. It can hardly be denied that his intentions are 
seconded by intellectual abilities considerably above the 
average.. That he has strong prejudices his official career 
has incontestably proved. That he is naturally despotic 
in his views, or that he gives a preference to unrestricted 
authority over well-regulated liberty, has not been borno 
out by conclusive evidence. It seems probable that he 
would Lave been satisfied to give to France a Constitu¬ 
tion resembling that which he has learned to venerate in 
this country—a Monarchy surrounded and upheld by 
free institutions. Unfortunately, whatever may have 
been the end which he proposed to himself, he took but 
little note of the character of the means to which he re¬ 
sort ed forattaining them. Republicanism was his bfito noire. 
He recoiled from it, under whatever guise, with horror. Ho 
could not have accepted it, even when imbued with tho 
most Conservative spirit, and though it should bo 
thrust upon him by the unmistakable will of tho nation. 
In regard to this matter, he is, and has been, a thorough 
doctrinaire. Government in conformity with certain 
propositions—government by formulas—government as 
the exposition of fixed ideas—appeared to be that at 
which he aimed. He thought it best for France, best 
for human interests in general. In regard to this ho 
had no flexibility of will. He aspired to bless his 
country with it, whether she would or no. But in the 
means which he was ready to employ for carrying out 
his object he was les3 scrupulous. He does not seem t» 
understand how to deal with human nature. Good as 
his will may be, he is too ready to enforce it by bad 
methods; and if he Las sympathies which extend 
themselves beyond the range of his fixed ideas, they 
lean to Conservatism rather than to freedom, and are 
more apt to run into the methods of absolutism than 
into those of trust in the good instincts of the public. 

His brief career of power has exhibited au almost 
uninterrupted succession of mistakes. He must have 
been well aware that in upsetting the Administration of 
M. Thiers he was acting in the teeth of the nation’s 
deliberate predilection. The National Assembly, which 
he employed as his instrument, wanted that moral autho¬ 
rity which might otherwise have consecrated his mission. 
Possibly his consciousness of this fact drove him into 
needless extremes for maintaining the supremacy he had 
won. He started in the wrong direction, and aimed to 
justify this mistake by hard running. His wholesale 
displacement of Liberal Prefects j his menacing attitude 
towards independent municipalities; the overtures of 
one of his colleagues with a view to debauch the 
provincial press; his officious interference with occa¬ 
sional elections; his scandalous connivance at Legitimist 
intrigues ; his preparatory efforts for the disfranchise¬ 
ment of three millions of voters ; his avowed design of 
making municipal government the mere creature of 
central authority; and his project of so organising 
the Septennate as to adapt constitutional machinery to 
a Monarchical restoration, irritated public opinion, while 
it failed to conciliate and weld together into unity Par¬ 
liamentary parties. He had more than once a superb 
opportunity for statesmanship, and he invariably missed 
it. His mind never comprehended the breadth of the 
necessity with which he had to deal. He walked the 
tight rope of politics, placing his dependence upon his 
skilful management of the balancing-pole. Now he 
swayed hither, now thither, again and again recovering 
himself by setting one Parliamentary party against 
another. At length he has failed, and he leaves behind 
him no achievement upon which France can look with 
present satisfaction, with the single exception of the 
establishment of the Septennate. 

It was in organising tho Constitutional machinery 
over the movements of which President MacMahon was 
to preside for the next seven years, but which wa3 in¬ 
tended to remain in case of his death or resignation 
during that interval, that the Due de Broglie met his 
fall. And it is instructive to note that ho met it on a 
point of form rather than of substance. True, the public 
opiuion of France had breathed contempt upon his three 
constitutional bills, and had looked upon them a3 the 
legerdemain by which he intended to filch from the 
country the broad bases upon which its political institu¬ 
tions rest. But, accepting tho National Assembly as the 
true fount of political authority in France, he took no 
heed of popular disapprobation. The reed upon which 
he leaned broke, however, with the pressure he put upon 
it, and fatally pierced the hand of his power. He insisted 
upon taking first into consideration his project of elec¬ 
toral law. The Legitimists objected to this arrange¬ 
ment, not because the measure would have beon dis¬ 
tasteful to them on its own account, but because 
they had fully persuaded themselves tLat, the measure 
being once passed, the others would havo no chance of 
coming under consideration, and a dissolution would, 
speedily follow. They proposed, therefore, to give 
priority to tho bill which deals with municipal law, and 
they were joined in this by the Bonapartists, who look 
upon universal suffrage as a sacred Napoleonic insti¬ 
tution. A majority of sixty-four, in a very full House, 
decided the point against the Prime Minister, whose re¬ 
signation of office was immediately tendered to, and 
accepted by, President MacMahon. There, for the pre- 
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sent, we pause in our comment. What is to follow in the 
■wake ef the last Ministry it is difficult to conjecture. 
What the Due de Broglie could not do, no other Con¬ 
servative chief can hope to accomplish. It would be 
hazardous, however, to predict. A supreme governing 
body which holds its life in its own hands can hardly 
be expected to hasten the period of its dissolution. The 
crisis is full of perplexity. For ourselves, we can only 
watch with anxious curiosity, and see what comes of it. 


THE COURT. 

The Queen gave a banquet, on Thursday week, in St. George's 
Ball, Windsor Castle, in honour of the Emperor of Russia. 
Their Majesties, with the Princes and Princesses, had been in 
the park, as far as Virginia Water, that afternoon. The 
Emjperor left Windsor on Friday morning. His Majesty came 
again on Sunday and took luncheon with the Queen. He has 
conferred the Russian order of St. Katherine upon their ltoyal 
Highnesses Princess Christian, Princess Louise (Marchioness of 
Lome), and Princess Beatrice. The Emperor, on Sunday, took 
leave of her Majesty, previous to his departure from England 
on Thursday last. 

Her Majesty, on Saturday, accompanied by Princess 
Beatrice, presented medals to some of the non-commissioned 
officers and soldiers who have distinguished themselves iu the 
Ashantce war. Colonel Bateson and Colonel the Hon. W. 
Feilding dined with her Majesty. 

On Sunday the Queen and Princess Beatrice attended Divine 
worship in the private chapel of Windsor Castle. 

. Princess Christian visited her Majesty on Monday, and 
remained to luncheon. Lieutenant-General and the Hon. Lady 
Biddulph and the Dean of Windsor and the Hon. Mrs. 
Wellesley dined with the Queen. 

Her Majesty, accompanied by Princess Beatrico, drove out 
on Wednesday, and met the 1st Life Guards, under Colonel 
Bateson, on their march from Aldershott. 

The Queen, accompanied by Princess Beatrice and by Prince 
Albert Victor and Prince George of Wales, left the castle 
shortly before eight o’clock on Wednesday evening, cn route 
for the Highlands. Her Majesty travelled from Windsor over 
the custom ary route northwards, partaking of breakfast at 
Perth on Thursday morning, after which the journey was con¬ 
tinued to Ballatcr, whence the Queen drove to Balmoral Castle. 

The Prince of Wales will, by command of the Queen, hold 
a Levde at St. James’s Palace, on behalf of her Majesty, on 
Monday, June 1. 

Tint PRINCE AND PRINCESS OP WARES. 

Their Royal Highnesses, with the Duke and Duchess of 
Edinburgh (Imperial Grand Duchess of Russia), were daily 
ergagid, from the time of the Emperor’s arrival, in accom¬ 
panying his Majesty and the Grand Duke Alexis upon the 
virits and excursions described in another page. They enter¬ 
tained the Emperor at Marlborough House on Friday, and at 
Chiswick on Sunday ; went with him to the Crystal Palace, to 
the City, to Aldershott, and to Woolwich ; on Thursday they 
accompanied him to Gravesend, where he embarked. There 
was a state ball at Buckingham Palace on Tuesday night. 


Princess Christian presided, on Tuesday, at a meeting of the 
council of the School of Art Needlework, held at Alford House. 
The school has received large orders from tho Queen, the 
Princess of Wales, and the Duchess of Edinburgh. 

Prince Leopold has been confined to his room at his 
residence at Oxford for several days with an attack of sciatica, 
but is now making satisfactory progress towards recovery. Sir 
William Jenner has visited his Royal Highness, and Dr. Acland 
has been in constant attendance. 

The Dnke of Cambridge gave a banquet on Monday evening, 
at Gloucester House, to the Emperor of Russia, the Prince of 
Wales, and other Princes, and some distinguished officers.

On Thursday week the Bishop of Worcester consecrated 
the new Church of St. Paul, at Leamington, which had been 
completed in exactly a year, at a cost of nearly £8000, of which 
£1000 was given by Mr. F. Manning, brother of the Archbishop 
of Westminster, an old resident. 

The Archdeacon of Barnstaple, one of the cathedral body at 
Exeter, held his visitation at Barnstaplo on Monday, and in his 
charge earnestly counselled a reform of unquestionable abuses 
and scandals in the Church during the breathing-time given to 
her by the change of parties in political power. 

Dr. W. West Jones was, on Sunday, consecrated Bishop of 
Capetown in Westminster Abbey. The prelates who took part 
in the ceremony were the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Bishops 
of London, Winchester, Oxford, Ely, Edinburgh, and Now South 
Wales, with Bishop Piere Claughton, Archdeacon of London. 

In protest and opposition to the encroachments of Ritualism, 
a deputation waited on the Bishojp of Gloucester and Bristol, 
on Monday, to present a memorial signed by upwards of 900 
lay members of the Church within his Lordship’s diocese. 
Among those who addressed the Bishop were Lord Ducio, Lord 
Bathurst, Mr. S. Bazley, Colonel 8a ville, and Mr. Paul, 

An interesting ceremony took place, on Thursday morning, 
in the east of London, the occasion being the acknowledgment 
of the presentation by her Majesty of a clock with chiming 
arrangements and a peal of eleven bells to St. Mark’s Church, 
Victoria Park, to mark her satisfaction with her visit last year 
to the East-End. At eleven o’clock Divine service was held in 
tho church; and at the conclusion of the service luncheon was 
provided in the school-room, the ohair being taken by Lord John 
Mannere. During the day the hells played several airs. 

The Rev. Arthur Robins, M.A, Rector of Holy Trinity, 
and Chaplain to her Majesty’s household troops and tho 
brigade of Guards at Windsor, has been presented with a 
beautiful silver cup by the non-commissioned officers and 

troopers of the 2nd Life Guards.-The Rev. T. P. Wilson,

On Ascension Day the ancient custom of the “ well-dressing” 
took place, as usual, at Tiasington, Derbyshire. From time 
immemorial, at this picturesque village, amidst the limestone 
hills of Derbyshire, no beautiful at this spring season, it has 
been customary, on Holy Thursday,, to dock the wells with 
flowers. At the morning service the Psalms for the day and 
the Epistle and Gospel are omitted. A surpliced procession then 
moves out of church to the five wells of the village, at eaoh of 
which a hymn is snug.

“FIGHTING IN THE ASHANTEE FOREST.” 

The picture by Mr. Louis Desanges, which bears this title, is 
now being exhibited at Willis’s Rooms. It has been painted, 
as we explained last week, for the proprietors of tho Illutlralecl 
London Ncu>». They felt it due to the occasion, with the great 

S ublic interest shown, in every way, in the recent campaign on 
be Gold Coast, that the materials for its illustration, furnished 
by their Special Artist’s sketches, should bo applied to produce 
a considerable work of art. Mr. Desanges has, in designing 
this work, had the advantage of Mr. Melton Prior’s assistance, 
referring to the original sketches taken by Mr. Prior on the 
spot, and consulting nim upon actual matters of detail. 

The painting is of large size, 14 ft. by 10 ft., and is charac¬ 
terised by a bold and effective style. The action represented 
is that or Sir Garnet Wolseley, accompanied by several officers 
of his staff and others, in regimental command or upon special 
service, directing tho “Black Watch,” or 42nd Royal High¬ 
landers, in their conflict with an unseen host of Aahantees, who 
lurk in the surrounding bush. The soldiers, in the background, are 
mostly kneeling to trike aim with thoir brooch-loading rifles, or 
to evade the shower of sings with which they are assailed. 
One has fallen wounded, and two native hammock-bearers are 
creeping forward to lift and carry him to the rear. In tho 
foreground, over which the fight is supposed to have raged a 
few minutes before, lie the dead bodies of two Ashanteo 
warriors, stark and grim, with musket, sword, and powder- 
pouch scattered among the fern. A fetish apparatus of crossed 
sticks and a fetish placard affixed on the trunk of a tree bear 
witness to the futility of their heathen superstitions, in which 
they had trusted to repel the advancing British troops. 

Sir Garnet Wolseley, clad like the rest in the simple grey 
tunic and white sun-helmet, stands with notebook in hand, 
giving an order to Colonel Greaves, Chief of tho Staff. An 
aide-ae camo, Captain the Hon. H. L. Wood, is posted close 
behind, with a favourite dog. Lord Gifford, sitting to rest after 
a long scouting walk through the forest, takes a cup of water 
from the hands of his black servant. Colonel Sir John 
M’Leod, Major Scott, and Major Farquharson, all of the 
42nd, are introduced in this picture; also the lamented 
Major Baird, of the samo regiment, borne to the 
rear wounded. With his pencil and sketchbook, in tho 
diligent pursuit of his vocation, Mr. Melton Prior, Special 
Amst of the Illustrated London Newt, is seen hovering on tho 
skirts of the battle. All these are good portraits of the men, 
who sat to Mr. Desanges on purpose. 

A startling incident may he perceived to happen among tho 
trees in lie background. One of the Aahantees, who had 
climbed on a tree, and had been left up there when his oom- 
rades were driven off this ground, was just now detected firing 
from above at one of our officers. A shot has brought him 
tumbling headforemost down : strange fruit of the wild African 
forest I 

The picture is one for our readers to go and see ; they will 
appreciate its epio truth, as expressing the very spirit, 
the motives, ana sensations that characterised the most 
excitirg actions and experiences of the late campaign. It is 
not, like the Engravings we publish from week to week, exactly 
copying the sketches we received, an attempt to present, with 
minute accuracy, the precise figures assembled at acertain moment, 
at some particular spot, or to report their individual gestures. 
The design has rather been that of a more artistio conception, 
fusing into one whole the several incidents and detached 
features of a connected series of actions, extending probably 
through four or five days of marching aud fighting, from the 
battle-field of Amoaful to the captured city of Ooomnsie. 

Nearly a hundred of Mr. l’rior’s original sketches, which 
have been engraved for this Journal, are open to inspection 
with the large painting. The collection also of Ashantee 
utensils, weapons, ornaments, articles of dress, and other 
curious objects, enumerated in our last, will be found well 
worth examining at Willis’s Rooms, 


The Hon. Eliot Constantine Yorko, M.P., son of the late 
Earl of Hardwicke, has been appointed one of the Deputy 
Lieutenants of the cotraty of Cambridge. 

A railway accident is reported from Merthyr Tydvil, by 
which more than forty persons have been injured. The disaster 
was occasioned by a number of mineral-waggons becoming de¬ 
tached from their engine, and running back on an incline till 
they came into sharp collision with a passenger-train. 

The United Presbyterian Synod, at their mooting, held on 
Thursday week, in Edinburgh, unanimously agreed to memo¬ 
rialise the Government to disestablish and disendow the 
Churches of England and Scotland, and to petition against all 
legislative proposals in reference to patronage in the Church of 
Scotland, except as a part of a final measure for the disestab¬ 
lishment and diaendowment of that Church. 

The number of emigrants (natives of Ireland) who left that 
country during the first four months of tho present year was 
22,429, of whom 13,332 were males and 9097 were females. 
The total number of emigrants in the corresponding period of 
1873 was 31,992. Tho total emigration from Ireland since 
May 1, 1S51 (the date at which the colleotion of tho returns 
commenced) to April 30,1874, was 2,275,174 persons.

July 18.-By the preamble of the Tichborne and Doughty 

Estates BUI, which has been read the first time in the House 
of Lords, it appears that tho expenses of the litigation occa¬ 
sioned by “ the Claimant's ” proceedings, and payable by the 
present Baronet, or, in the event of his death during minority, 
by the family out of the estates, have amounted already to 
nearly £92,000. These are exclusive of the expenses of the 
prosecution for perjury, whioh have to be borne by the country. 
A Treasury return indicates tho probable cost to the country of 
the trial. The expenditure up to April 11 was £49,815; and. 
outstanding liabilities on account of witneesos, agency, and 
printing, are estimated at £5500 : making a total of £53,315. 

Mr. Morley, M.P., and Mr. Dixon, M.P., on behalf of the 
National Amalgamated Agricultural Labourers’ Union and the 
Lincoln and Adjacent Counties Labour League, attended a 
meeting of the central committee of the Lincolnshire Farmers’ 
Association, on Wednesday, at which, after considerable dii- 
enssion, it was resolved that the labourers' strike anl tho 
farmers’ lock-out in the county of Lincoln should bo withdrawn 
simultaneously on Saturday (to-day), in order that arrange¬ 
ments may be made for the resumption of work on Monday._ 

The great Durham colliers’ strike is at an end ; and at the 
annual conference of the Miners’ Association, held at Newcastle 
last week (Mr. Macdonald, M.P., in the chair), it was recom¬ 
mended that the men should everywhere agree to a reduction 
of 10 per cent where the advance had not exceeded 60 per cent. 
In South Wales the colliery owners have, after protracted dis¬ 
cussion, resolved on giving notice of a reduction of 10 per coat, 
and the colliers have accepted the masters' terms. 
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THE CZAiiS VISIT TO ENGLAND. 

The visit of hie Imperial Majesty Alexander II., Czar of the 
Russian empire, and father of her Royal Highness the Duchess 
of Edinburgh, has been an occasion of general public con- | 
gratulation in this country. Several of the conspicuous inci- . 
dents which took place on his arrival and during his stay among 1 
us are made subjects of our Illustrations in the present issue, 
beginning with those of the arrival on Wednesday week. 

It had been arranged that the landing should take place 
at Gravesend, where the Duchess of Edinburgh, his beloved 
daughter, landed two months ago with her newly-married 
husband. The Czar had on the night before (Tuesday night) 
gone on board his splendid yaoht, the Derjava, in the Dutch 


port of Flushing. By this vessel, had there been no unforeseen 
accident, his Imperial Majesty would have reached Gravesend 
on the Wednesday forenoon. The usual preparations were 
made at Gravesend to receive a traveller of the highest rank. 
The Terrace Pier was decorated with scarlet doth, flags, and 
artificial flowers. The ships and small vessels in the river, 
H.M.3. Triumph, the Russian corvette Vitiaz, an Admiralty 
yacht, and the Faraday telegraph-ship were dressed with all 
their colours. At the railway station, too, on the platform 
where the Czar was to enter the train for Windsor, there was a 
beautiful array of flowers and other ornaments. The Russian 
Ambassador, Count Brunnow, with the chamberlain, secre¬ 
taries, and other members of the embassy, was at Gravesend 
that morning, to meet his Imperial master. His Royal High¬ 


ness Prince jythur, with other offioers of the 7th Hussars, 
came from Maidstone, arriving at eleven o’olook The Mayor 
and corporation of Gravesend, half an hour before, met in the 
Townhall to go to the landing pier ; but a telegram from the 
Admiralty was then put into the Mayor's hands, informing him 
of s disappointment. The Czar was not coming to Gravesend. 
The Imperial yaoht had run upon a mud-bank m the mouth of 
the Scheldt, near Flushing, and had stuck there all night. It 
would be needful to save time by making for Dover instead of 
entering the Thames. When this was understood there was no 
time lost in making the best of it. A telegram was sent to 
London by the Mayor, Mr. Lake, to warn their Royal High¬ 
nesses the Prince of Wales and the Duchess of Edinburgh. 
Prince Arthur, with the Russian Ambassador, went on to

Dover by a special train. Many of the holiday visitors to 
Gravesend went down to Thames Haven to see the Channel 
Fleet. 

At Dover, meantime, the news of the Czar's unexpected 
approach was brought from Flushing at ten o’clock, by Captain 
Sir F. Arrow, in the Trinity Board yacht Galatea. The Galatea 
had gone over to Flushing the day before, with his Royal High¬ 
ness the Duke of Edinburgh, to meet the Czar, and to accom¬ 
pany him to our shores. 

The Prince of Wales, the Duchess of Edinburgh, and the 
Duke of Cambridge arrived at Dover from London, by a 
special train, about three o’clock. They wore received by the 
Mayor, Mr. F. Pierce, and Captain Bruce, R.N., the Admiralty 
Superintendent. A Royal salute was tired from the Castle. 


They waited, with Prince Arthur, at the Lord Warden Hotel, 
till half-past five, when the Russian Imperial yacht came in 
sight. The Derjava was accompanied by the Livadia, another 
steam-yacht of the Czar's, and by a Dutch steamer. These 
vessels were met off Dover by the Galatea, Trinity House 
yacht. 

In the few hours sinoe notice was given at Dover fof(the 
Czar’s coining there, all that was needful had been done by t the 
municipality, the officials of the Admiralty and port, the 
military authorities, and those of the South-Eastem*Railway. 
General Sir Alfred Horaford, commander of the military 
district, who came in haste from Aldershott on purpose, had 
colleotad about 1500 troops. These were the 7th Fusiliers, 
under Colonel Waller; part of the 90th Regiment, under 


Colonel Palmer; a detachment of Royal Engineers, and 
one of Royal Artillery, with the Kent Artillery Militia. 
They lined the Admiralty Pier, forming a guard of honour. 
The Mayor and Corporation of Dover, with their Recorder, 
Town Clerk, and other town officers in their robes, assembled 
at the Lord Warden. Earl Sydney, Lord Lieutenant of Kent, 
in his official uniform, was there. The Russian Ambassador, 
Count Brunnow, and the British Ambassador to St Peters¬ 
burg, Lord A Loftus, were ready to meet the Emperor. 
The Prince of Wales wore a General officer's uniform, with 
the ribbon and badges of three Russian orders; the Duke of 
Cambridge bad the uniform of a Field Marshal. The Duchess 
of Edinburgh wore a purple dress, an Indian shawl, and a hat 
with white flowers and mauve tr immin gs. 
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VISIT OF THE EMPEROR OF RUSSIA TO THE CITY. 
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It was marlv half-past six before the Derj'ava came along¬ 
side the pier. She is a largo vessel of 3000 tons, drawing 19 ft, 
but with sides high out of the water. She was built in Russia 
two y< are ago, and her engines are of Russian manufacture. 
Her fitting up is sumptuous, with fino wood carvings and rich 
antique bangings. It ia said that she has cest £450,000. She 
was brought from Cronstadt to Flashing, the week before last, 
on purpose to convey the Czar across the Channel. On her port 
or left-hand Eide, as she approached tho pier, was the Galatea ; 
on her starboard eide was tho Dutch steamer; the Livadia 
brought up the rear. 

Tho Czar and one of his younger sons, the Grand Duke 
Alexis, with tho Duke of Edinburgh, were on the paddle-box of 
the Dcrvaja. His Imperial Majesty wore the green-and-gold 
uniform of a Russian General, with a high-plumed helmet, tho 
plumes red and white. Tho Grand Duke Alexis and tho Duke 
of Edinburgh wore their naval uniforms. The Duohess of 
Edinburgh, lollowod by the Prince of Wales and Prince Arthur, 
stepped on hoard the Imperial yacht. Her father, the Czar, at 
once clasped her in his arms and kissed her again and again. 
Her Imperial and Royal Highness was then* greeted by his 
Ministers, Count Adlcrberg and Count Sohouvaloff, who kissed 
her hand. Among the other members of his suite were Admiral 
Popoff, General Soltikoff, General Skolkoff, Princo Metschersky, 
and Prince Dolgorouky, wearing the green-and-silver uniforms 
of gener al Aidcs-de-Camp. Captain the Hon. G. A. Wellesley 
was in the suite of the Emperor. The Lord Lieutenant of Kent, 
the Genera] in district command, and others were introduced to 
tho Czar on the quarter-deck of his yacht. Lord Torrington, 
General Sir Francis Seymour, and Lord Charles Fitzroy were 
appointed to wait upon him. 

Sending the Emperor’s luggage ashore, and putting it in the 
railway train, occupied nearly an hoar. His Majesty then dis¬ 
embarked, followed by the Princes, and, with his daughter on 
his arm, walked to tho saloon carriage. A Royal Baluto was 
fired by the Castle batteries, the crowd cheered, and the regi¬ 
mental bonds ployed the Russian National Anthem. At the 
door of tho railway carriage stood the Mayor and Corporation 
officers of Dover. His Worship presented to the Czar an ad¬ 
dress of welcome. This was accepted by his Majesty without 
rending it; he bowed to the Mayor and thanked him. 

Tho special train, conveying the Czar and their Imperial 
and Royal H ighnesses, started from Dover at twenty minutes 
past seven. Sir Edward Watkin, chairman of the South- 
Eastern Company, Mr. Shaw, general manager, and Mr. 
Cockburn, traffic manager, wore in the train, which was driven 
by Mr. Alfred Watkin. As it passed Sliomclifi'e it was 
sainted hy the troops under Lord A. RuaselL It reached 
London Bridge at a quarter past nine, and went on to Waterloo 
junction. Here tho engine was changed, and the officials of 
the South-Westem Company—Messrs. Verrinderand Jacomb— 
took cl largo of tho train. The Duke of Cambridge, who stopped 
in London, took lcavo of the Royal party. The train arrived at 
Windsor at ten minutes past ten. 

On the platform of the South-Western Railway station at 
Windsor were Prince Christian, the Marquis of Lome, Count 
Gleichen, and the Earl of Bradford, Master of the Horse, with 
Lord Alfred Paget and Colonel Gordon. The Mayor of Windsor, 
Mr. Jones, tlie Recorder, the Town Clerk, and members of tho 
Corporation, presented an address to the Czar. The Cold¬ 
stream Guards formed a guard of honour. Au escort of the 
1st Life Guards was ready to attend the Czar to the Castle. 
The band of that regiment played the Rusaiin Anthem. The 
station was adornedwith white and yellow drapery on the 
walla, a crimson carpet, and tlowers. 

The Emperor, with the Princo of Wales and the Duke and 
Duchess of Edinburgh, entered the foremost of the Royal car¬ 
riages in waiting. The Grand Duke Alexis, with Prince 
Arthur end the ether Princes, followed him. They drove up 
Tliames-street, High-street, and Park-street to the LoDg Walk, 
and so into tho quadrangle of the Castle. Here the Russian 
National Anthem was again played by the band of the Cold¬ 
stream Guards. A salute was fired by the guns in the Long 
Walk. Her Majesty the Queen, with their Royal Highnesses 
the Princess of Wales, Princess Christian, Princes i Louise, and 
Princess Beatrice, received the Czar and Grand Duke Alexis at 
the Queen’s entrance of tho Castle. Their Majesties and tho 
Princes and Princesses ascended the grand staircase between 
two lines of Yeomen of the Guild. It was nearly midnight 
before dinner was served in the oak-room The illustrious 
guest of her Majesty soon retired to his private room3, which 
were in the Northern state apartments. Those of the Grand 
Duke Alexis were in Edward llL’s Tower. 

Early next morning the Czar, the Grand Duke Alexis, the 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, and Prince Arthur, 
drove through the grounds to Frogmoro. His Majesty visited the 
Prince Consort's mausoleum, and saw tho Royal gardens, with 
the steam-gardener in operation. After inspecting the Shaw 
Farm, formerly the Prince Consort’s model farm, the Royal 
party drove back to the Castle and proceeded to the Deanery. 
HiB Majesty was met by Dr. Wellesley, Dean of Windsor, and 
Mrs. Wellesley. The Dean conducted him to Wolsey’s Chapel, 
which is being restored and redecorated, in a most costly 
manner, by the Queen as a memorial chapel to the late Prince 
Consort. The magnificent sculptures and mosaics were 
inspected with great interest. After this his Majesty was con¬ 
ducted over St George’s Chapel. He also visited the Royal 
library and the cloisters. 

In the afternoon the Queen and the Czar, the Princess of 
IVales and the Duchess of Edinburgh, wont tos Virginia Water. 
In a second carriage were the Duke of Edinburgh, the Grand 
Duke Alexis, Princess Louise, and Princess Beatrice. Her 
Majesty and the Emperor drove down Castle-hill, through High- 
street, King’s-read, and the Great Park, to the Flemish Farm, 
where they inspected a steam plongh. They went on through 
the park by way of tho rhododendron drive to Virginia Water. 
Here they visited the ruins, the waterfall. Fort Belvidere, and 
the Fishing Temple, where tea was provided. The Frince of 
Wales, Prince Arthur, and the Marquis of Lome joined the 
Queen and the Emperor, having ridden through the park on 
horseback. After a row on the lake in the picturesque old- 
fashioned s tate barge, seat with a crew from Gosport, the 
Royal and Imperial party returned to Windsor by wsy of 
BlackneBt, through Sandpit-gate, near Cumberland Lodge, past 
George Ill.’s statue, and through the Long Walk to tho castle, 
which they reached at half-past six. At eight o’clock a grand 
state banquet was given in St. George’s Hall. Hor Majesty 
and the Emperor and the members of the Royal family were 

E resent. A hundred and twenty guests, comprising several of 
er Majesty's Ministers, the late Ministers, and the principal 
nobility, were invited. 

On Friday morning, at eleven o’clock, the Emperor and 
Grand Duke, having taken leave of the Queen, left Windsor for 
London. They were accompanied by the Prince and Princess 
of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, Prince Arthur, 
and tho Duke of Cambridge. A special train on the Great 
Western Railway, in which wore Sir D. Gooch, the chaimin, 
md Messrs. Grierson, Keightley, and Higgins, officials of that 
line, conveyed the Royal party. The Czar and Princes wore 
their unifoims. At Paddington the train was received by the 
diputy chairman and secretary of the Great Western. There 


was a guard of honour of the Grenadier Guarda. His Majesty 
and their Royal Highnesses went in open carriages to 
Buckingham Palace. The Czar, the Prince of Wales, the Duke 
of Edinburgh, and the Grand Duke Alexis were in tho first 
carriage. In the second were the Princess of Wales, the 
Duchess of Edinburgh, Prince Arthur, and the Duke of 
Cambridge. With an escort of Horae Guards (Bine) they drove 
across Hyde Park and down Constitution-hill, reaching 
Buckingham Palace a few minutes before noon.! 

The Czar was received hero by Earl Beauchamp, Lord 
Steward ; the Marquis of Hertford, Lord Chamberlain ; and 
other high officers of tho Queen’s household. The Earl of 
Bradford, Master of the Horae, had met him at Paddington. 
There was a guard of the Scots Fusiliers in the courtyard, and 
the Yeomen of the Guard, under Lord Skelmorsdafe, in the 
hall. An hour after his arrival the Czar received all the foreign 
Ambassadors in the Bow Drawing-Room. The Cabinet Ministers 
of the present and late Governments were afterwards received 
by him, and several other noblemen and gentlemen. At four 
o’clock the Czar and his son, and the Duke of Edinburgh, in a 
close carriage and pair, with one mounted police officer in 
attendance, went out to pay a few private visits. They stayed 
above half an hour with the Princo and Princess of Wales at 
Marlborough Uonse, and saw the children. They next drove 
to Gloucester House, Park-lane, but the Duke of Cambridge 
was not at home. A visit was then paid to the Marquis of 
Lome and Princess Louise, at Argyll t/odge, Campden- 
hilJ, hut they, too, were out. The Duke and Dnchess of 
Tedc (Princess Mary) were found at home at Kensington 
Palace. After this, the Emperor and Princes went to 
Claridge’s Hotel, Bond-street, where the Comte de Paris was 
staying. The Czar had a ten minutes’ conversation with his 
Royal Highness, the heir to the French House of Orleans. 
On his way from Kensington to Bond-street, the Czir saw 
the Prince Consort Memorial in Hyde Park, and tho Ring 
and Rotten-row full of company. In tho evening, his Majesty 
dined with the Prince and Princess of Wales at Marlborough 
House. He afterwards went with them to a ball given at 
Stafford House by the Duke and Duchess of Sutherland. 

The Emperor on Saturday morning at eleven went to Chisel- 
hurst, with his son, to visit the widowed Empress Eugdnie. 
He got back to London between twelve and one ; then went to 
see the Hodscb of Parliament and Westminster Abbey. _ Tho 
Lord Chancellor, the Speaker, and the Dean of Westminster, 
at those places respectively, met his Majesty. He^iunched at 
Buckingham Palace ; and started at five o’clock for the Crystal 
Palace, with the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke and 
Duchess of Edinburgh, and a numerous suite. They went in 
twelve open carriages by the high road, over Vauxhall Bridge, 
and through Stockwell and Clapham, with an escort of the 
6th Diagoon Guards. Hifl Majesty and their Royai Highnesses 
wore plain morning dress : the Princesses were in blue, tho 
one dark bine, the other light. They wore received at the 
Crystal Falacc by Mr. T. Ilnghes, chairman of the Crystal 
Palace Company, Mr. Wilkinson, general manager, and Major 
Flood Page, secretary. 

A reception pavilion, with retiring-chambers, had been 
erected at the north navo entrance. Its enfcranco was hung 
with crimson curtains edged with bullion. Banks of roses were 
on each side of the doorway. The interior was of white muslin 
over light blue. Statues, vases, pictures, and a profuse aud 
tasteful display of various flowers, with ferns in the vestibule, 
and suspended flower-baskets overhead, made these apartments 
very charming. Their tumiiure, too,, was of the richest ma¬ 
terial and most elegant design. In the dining-saloon, which 
adjoins the Queen's corridor, was a superb service of gold plate 
made for the Emperor Francis II. of Austria, and the tables 
were set in splendid order. 

The Emperor, Princesses, and Princes, arriving at six 
o’clock, were a.t once conducted up the nave to the Royal boxes 
prepared for them, upon the stage of the theatre in the central 
south transept, opposite, the Handel orchestra. The floor 
beneath, the* orchestra benches, and the galleries, were com¬ 
pletely filled with company. The Russian Hymn was per- 
foimcd by the combined force of eleven military bauds. His 
Majesty sat between the Princess of Wales, on his right hand, 
and his daughter, on tho other side of him. The Russian and 
English flags, suspended from tho galleries above, bore token 
of this occasion. There was a grand concert of choice music, 
which had begun at half-past four. The first part was over 
before tho illustrious visitors came. Tho remaining part in¬ 
cluded “ Home, Bwcet home,” sung by Mdile. Titiens; 
“ Ob, ruddier than the cherry,” by Santley; a song by Ma-lams 
Patcy ; and several well-known compositions of Handel, Men¬ 
delssohn, Rcssini, and Meyerbeer, performed by 2500 London 
members of the Handel Festival Choir, with the powerful 
instrumental bands. The Emperor was greatly pleased, and 
bad Mr. Manns, the conductor, introduced to him. His 
Majesty sent a message by telegraph to the Queen, sayiug how 
much he liked his welcome in London. He got an answer 
from her Majesty during the concert. He sent another 
telegram to the Empress, at St. Petersburg. 

After the concert, the Emperor and their Imperial and 
Royal Highnesses stood a few minutes on the balcony oven 
looking the gardens, and saw the groat fountains play. This 
is the scene represented in onr Extra Supplement Large 
Engraving. His Majesty and party then dined in tho state 
saloons, where tables were laid for a hundred guests. With 
the Emperor and Grand Duke, at the high table, were the two 
Princesses, the English and German Princes, the Earl o 
Bradford, and several of the Russian nobles. At nine o’clock 
in the evening they again came out on the balcony, and saw 
the display of fireworks, which was extremely brilliant. The 
great fountains were set playing in the light of 600 Roman 
candles. There was a “ cascade of golden fire,” and a con¬ 
cluding blaze of 1600 coloured rockets. The Emperor and 
party got back to London about half-past ten. 

Their Sunday was passed in tolerable quiet. In the morn¬ 
ing, with his son and daughter, the Emperor attended Divine 
worship at the Rusaian ^Embassy Chapel in Wolbeck-street. 
At one o’clock, joined by the Duke of Edinburgh, they went, 
by the Great Western Railway, and in plain attire, to YVindsor, 
aud there lunched at the Castle, with the Queenland Prinooss 
Beatrice. On their return to London, they dined privately at 
Chiswick with the Prince and Princess of Wales. 

The Czar’s state visit to the city of London, on Monday, is 
the subject of two or three Illustrations. Ho went to Guild¬ 
hall to receive an address and to partake of a luncheon given 
by the Lord Mayor and Corporation of the City. The Emperor 
was accompanied by the Grand Duko Alexis, tho Prince and 
Princess of Wales, tho Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, the 
Duko of Cambridge, and Prince Christian of Schleswig- 
Holstein. HU Majesty was attended by the officers' of tho 
Imperial household, and by Viscount Torrington, General Sir F. 
Seymour, Lord C. Fitzroy, and Captain the Hon. F. Wellesley— 
the officers specially appointed by the Queen to be in attendance 
upon him. The Earl of Bradford was also in attendance. 
Colonel Du Plat, tho Hon. Eliot Y’orko, aud Captain tho Hon. 
H. C. Glyn, R.N., were in attendance on the Grand Duke 
Alexis. 

The procession from Buckingham Palace consisted of eleven 


of the Queen’s state carriages, with the Royal servants ia their 
state livery. The first eight carriages were filled with the 
ladies and gentlemen in attendance ; the Earl of Bradford and 
Count Adlerberg, with two ladies, were in ,the ninth. The 
Princess of Wales, the Grand Duke Alexis, the Duke of 
Cambridge, and Prince Christian were in the tenth carriage. 
The last carriage was occupied by the Emperor, the Prince of 
Wales, and the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh. His Majesty 
wore a Russian General’s uniform, with the blue ribbon of tlia 
Garter, and a row of small crosses and medaU on Mb breast. 
The Princes wore their uniforms, as before, with the blue 
ribbon of the Russian Order of St. Andrew, except Prinos 
Christian, who had that of the Garter. The Princess of Wales 
had a dark blue silk dress, with velvet bodice, and light blua 
over it, and with a rose held by a diamond clasp on her right 
side. The Duchess of Edinburgh wore a fawn-coloured silk 
dress. They could be seen well in the streets ; all the carriages 
but the first three were open. The escort was formed of the 
2nd Life Guards. Tho Grenadier Guards furnished a 
guard of honour at the departure from Buckingham 
Palace, and at Guildhall when the procession arrived. 
The route was along the Mall, through the Horse Guards, 
by Charing-cross, along tho Strand, through Temple Bar, 
down Fleet-street, up Ludgate hill, along the south side of St. 
Paul’s-churchyard, through Oannon-Btreet, up Queen-street, 
crossing Cheapside, and up King-street, to Guildhall. The 
streets within the City, from Temple Bar to Guildhall, were 
lined with soldiers, the Guards aud tho 4th Infantry. The 
cross roads were kept hy parties of the Horse Guards. Wa 
give illustrations oi tho scene at Charing-cross, in Fleet-street, 
and at tho entrance to Guildhall. Standards with trophies 
were put up at Temple Bar; lines, with hanging flags, were 
Btretched across Fleet-street. A handsome pavilion, chiefly of 
a gold colour, with baskets of flowers on Venetian masts, was 
at the door of Guildhall. The streets were everywhere throngai 
with applauding spectators. 

It was a. lew minutes past one when tho Emperor aud their 
Imperial and Royal Highnesses reaohod Guildhall. They 
entered the vestibule, which was adorned with golden, black, 
and crimson hangings, plants, and flowers. The Lord Mayor, 
Sheriffs, and City Officers, with several Aldermen and deputies 
of the Common Council, all in their robes, met their illustrious 
guests. They led the Emperor and Princes into the great hall, 
preceded by four trumpeters and the stewards with silver 
wands. There was a cauopiod dais with state chairs at one end 
of the hall, and tiers of red beaches, tilled with oompany, on 
the other three sides. 

The Emperor, with the Princes and Princesses, asosnded 
the raised place. His Majesty stood before the centre chair, 
while tho Lord Mayor bowed and the Recorder read the 
address of welcome. This was handed to Count Adlerberg. 
The Emperor then unfolded a paper, from wMch he read in 
English tho following reply :— 

“My Lord Mayor and Citizens of London,—I feel most 
grateful for your hospitable and cordial reception. On my own 
part, I can assure you that I have a firm reliance on your good 
feelings towards my beloved daughter, whose domestic happi¬ 
ness 1 have so much at heart. 1 trust that, with the blessing 
of Divine Providence, the affectionate home she finds in your 
country will strengthen the friondly relations now established 
between Russia and Great Britain, to the mutual advantage 
of their prosperity and peace.” 

After handing this reply to the Lord Mayor, tho Empsror 
had introduced to him Alderman Bosley and Mr. E. Hart, the 
mover of the address and the chief of the managing committee. 
His Majesty and their Royal Highnesses were then led to the 
Council-Room, where a sumptuous repast wa3 spread on a 
horseshoe table. Tho buffet at the back was loaded with all 
tho finest plate of the City companies, lighted up bv wax 
candles. The Lord Mayor had the Czar on his right hand. The 
Lady Mayoress sat on the other side of her husband. On her 
left hand wore the Prince of Wales, the Duchess of Edinburgh, 
and the Grand Duko Alexis. To the right of the Emperor were 
the Princess of Wales and the Duke of Edinburgh. The Arch¬ 
bishops of Canterbury and York, with their wives, the Lord 
Chancellor and .Lady Cairns, the Russian, Austrian, German, 
and Turkish Ambassadors, and two or three of her Majosty’s 
Ministers, one being Lord Derby, were among the chief guests. 

The health of the Queen having been duly toasted, the 
Lord Mayor proposed that of the Emperor, to which Mi 
Majesty responded, thanking the city of London “for its groat 
kindness to him.” He gave the health of the Lord Mayor, 
who next gave, together, that of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh, and all the Royal 
family. The Prince of Wales replied. Tho Imperial and 
Royal party then left Gnildhall, and again set forth m the car¬ 
riages, as before, to return to Buckingham Palaco by Queen 
Victoria-street, the Thames Embankment, Whitehall, and 
St. James’s Park. The general company at Guildhall, number¬ 
ing 2600, had luncheon in other rooms there. 

In the evening, between seven and eight, his Majesty and 
the Princes, but not the Princesses, dined with the Duke of 
Cambridge and some distinguished officers of the Army, at 
Gloucester House, Park Lane. At ten o'clock they went to the 
Royal Albert Hall, where there was a Grand Concert; they 
were here joined by the Princesses. A selection of Russian 
music was performed, under the direction of Mr. Arthur 
Sullivan. Before going to the City bn Monday, the Emperor 
had received the Archbishops of Canterbury and York, who 
gave him a Russian Bible. 

There was a review of tho troops at Aldershott on Tuesday. 
The Emperor and Princes and two Princesses wont down there 
by railway, starting from Vauxhall station about ten o’clock. 
We shall give some Illustrations of the review in our next. 
The number of troops was 15,000, with forty-eight guns. His 
Majesty got back to London at six, and there wa3 a state ball 
at Buckingham Palace in the evening. 

Woolwich Arsenal and a great Artillery Review on Wool¬ 
wich-common were the exMbitions for his Majesty's pleasure 
on Wednesday. Theso also must bo reserved for the Illus¬ 
trations now m hand. The Princess of Wales, tire Duchess of 
Edinburgh, Princess Christian, and tho Duchess of Teok were 
at Woolwich, with their husbands, and saw all the military 
spectacle. In this review there were six batteries of Horse 
Artillery and ton of Field Artillery, comprising ninety-four guns. 
Tho Emperor and Royal party lunched at the Royal Artillery 
Barracks. After their return to London, they were entertained 
by the Earl and Countess of Derby with a grand dinner at tire 
Foreign Office. Later in the evening, the Countess had a 
reception. 

The departure of his Majesty from England finally took 
place on Thursday, embarking at Gravesend, abont two in the 
afternoon, on board the Imperial Russian yacht. The Emperor 
was accompanied to Gravesend by tho Prince and Princess of 
Wales, Duko and Duchess of Edinburgh, and D uko of Cambridge. 
This and other proceedings connected with his memorable visit 
to our country will again occupy our attention next week.

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 

FRANCE. 

(From our Corrupondent in Paris. 

Thursday, May 21. 

The Government of Moral Order has succumbed before an 
adverse vote of the Assembly, and its downfall has been 
n ceivtd with a general feeling of satisfaction throughout 
Fisrce. A twelvemonth ago, when the Duo do Broglie 
assumed office under Marshal MacMahon, we were told that 
his paternal sway would speedily restore pubiio confidence, 
stimulate commerce and industry, and crush for ever the hate¬ 
ful hydra of anarchy ; instead of which his tortuous policy has 
lien productive of general discontent. Instead of having 
-established that “moral order ” which he boastfully announced 
he intended to confer on France, he retires leaving behind him 
political anarchy. The brief debate, on Saturday last, whioh 
eliminated in his resignation and that of hia colleagues, was 
opened by M. Batbie, reporter of the Committee of Thirty, 
v ho called upon the Assembly to place the new electoral law 
on the order of the day—a proposition rejected by the 
Extreme Right, who, for obvious reasons, demanded that 
the municipal law should bo the first of tho new Consti¬ 
tutional measures discussed. The Prime Minister, in accordance 
with hia previously-expressed intention, sided with the Com¬ 
mittee of Thirty, and in a brief but singularly straightforward 
declaration formally imparted to the coming division the cha¬ 
racter of a vote of confidence. The Assembly, eager for the 
vote to be taken at once, divided, and, the Extreme Right and 
the Bonopartists allying themselves with the Left, the Govern¬ 
ment was defeated by a majority of sixty-four votes. 

From that moment all was confusion at Versailles. Tho 
Cabinet met at the President’s, and handed in their resignations 
to the Marsha), who accepted them, and sent for M. de Goulard— 
an Orleanist and Minister of the Interior last year, under M. 
Thiers—to form a new Ministry. After strenuous efforts a 
new Cabinet has been formed, the chief men in it being M. de 
Goulard and the Due Decazes. 

The present crisis has demonstrated more plainly than ever 
tho necessity for dissolving the National Assembly. Tho three 
groups of the Left have come to an understanding on the point, 
and have resolved to direct all their efforts to accomplish so 
desirable a result. On the other hand, it is rumoured that tho 
leader of the Extreme Right, M. de Belcastel, has had an inter¬ 
view with Marshal MacMahon and communioated to tho Presi¬ 
dent his intention of bringing forward a proposition for the 
re-establishment of tho Monarchy. Should the Assembly 
reject this pi oposal, the Extreme Right are resolved, it is said, 
to vote with the Left for the dissolution. 

The fall of the De Broglie Ministry has been attended by 
numerous resignations. The Under Secretaries of State for the 
Interior and Finances have retired with their patrons into pri¬ 
vate life. The Due do la Rochofoucanld-Bisaccia, French 
Ambassador at London, has also resigned, and so have M. de 
Chaudordy, French Envoy at Bemo, and M. Target, Consul- 
General at Amsterdam, the latter a Republican renogado, 
whose defection on May 24, 1873, contributed not a little to 
M. Tliicrs’s overthrow. At Monday’s sitting of the Assembly, 
when he mounted the tribune to announce that if he had 
been present on Saturday ho should have voted for the Due 
de Broglie, his voice was drowned by repeated shouts of “ Back 
to the Hague 1 ” which speedily compelled him to retire. 

A considerable sensation has neon caused in the Paris 
grand monde by the report of a quarrel between the Princosse 
de Mctternich and Count Jean de Montebello, a former func¬ 
tionary of the Second Empire, but who since tho famous 4th 
of Septcmlxjr has entirely dissociated himself from the Bona- 
partist party. The Princess, meeting the Count at a ball, 
declined to salute him, giving as her reason that she did not 
salute those who betrayed their benefactors. On the following 
day the Count sent his seconds to the Prince de Mctternich to 
demand a reparation by arms for the insult. The Prince at 
onco consented to fight tho Count, 'but declined to admit 
that he was responsible for what Madame de Mottomieh 
said at a ball, at which he was not even present. Considering 
himself entitled to select the weapons, he decided to choose the 
pistol, but was willing that M. de Montebello should fix the 
number of shots to lie exchanged. M. de Montebello’s seconds 
have refused to accept these conditions, and, as yet, it remains 
undecided whether the duel will be fought or not. 

In addition to his political troubles, Marshal MacMahon is 
threatened with a domestic affliction. The Duchessc de 
Castries, the mother of tho Duchesso de Magenta, is danger¬ 
ously ill. ' _ 

Death continues to thin the ranks of the National Assembly. 
Two members of the Right Centre have died this week—if. 
Porrot, deputy of tho Oise, and Count de Brigode, deputy of the 
Nord. 

Not a day passes by without tho newspapers registering 
numerous suicides in Paris and the provinces. In former times 
the French were fond of reproaching Englishmen with an undue 
partiality for self-destruction, but nowadays the pain, would 
certainly seem to belong to them. Among the suicides chronicled 
this week, ono may mention that of M. Theodore Casa.ague, a 
well-known painter of historical subjects, as well as that of M. 
Henri de Trassao do Biernos, the last descendant of a noble 
lamily illustrious under tho reign of Louis XIII., who appears 
to have destroyed himself through abject want. 

SPAIN. 

Marshal Serrano returned on Sunday evening to Madrid. 
General Pavia has announced his resignation of the Captain- 
•Generalship of that city. In a manifesto which it has issued to 
tho nation the new Government declares that only in case of 
unjustifiable aggression will it use the means at its disposal for 
tho maintenance of public order. 

Conflicting though the reports respecting the fighting in 
Spain continue to be, it appears certain that Marshal Concha 
is moving forward in pursuit of the Cirlista without encounter¬ 
ing serious opposition. There has been a severe skirmish near 
Bilbao. The Cariist troops fortified tho Archanila heights, and 
at first they forced the Republicans back ; but, reinforcements 
arriving, the Carlisle were repulsed with severe loss, including 
thirty prisoners. Of the Republican troops nearly one hundred 
were killed and wounded. Tho mail-coach from Bilbao was 
stopped on Tuesday, in Somorrostro, by Carlists. Some bands 
have made their apuearance close to Castro Urdiales. There is 
a strong force of Carlists on the frontier of the province of 
Eurgos. Tho northern army is advancing to relieve Yittoria. 
It is reported at Barcelona that Brigadier Despujols has lost 
HCO men at Cantavicja through a stratagem of tho Carlists, who 
feigned a surrender. A Cariist council of war has been held at 
Durango and important resolutions adopted. Oae was to send 
fresh troops into Navarre, and tho other to make further 
purchases of arms and guns in England. 

ITALY. 

Tho Chamber of Deputies has approved all the clause of the 
bill extendiug tho tobacco monopoly to Sicily, and is engaged 
in discussing the final estimates of the Ministry of the Interior 
for 1874. 


The King has signed a decree appointing Signor Visone 
Minister of the Royal household. 

Signor Visconti-Venosta and Count Wimpffen have signed a 
consular convention between Italy and Austria. 

A bust of Sir Barker Webb was unveiled last week at the 
Museum of Natural History, Florence, under the auspices of 
the botanical congress. 

HOLLAND. 

Amsterdam having completed its celebration of the King's 
twenty-fifth accession day, the Court migrated to the Hogue, 
where another series of festivities began. The Royal entry, 
yesterday week, is stated to have been most stately and pic¬ 
turesque. Their Majesties were escorted by guards of honour, 
composed of young nobles and burghers. Tho procession in¬ 
cluded all the civil and military authorities, the trade guilds, 
and the civio guard. Every street was decorated, ana illu¬ 
minations were nnivorsal throughout the town. A banquet was 
given to the King on Tuesday evening by the municipality of 
the Hagne at the watering-place of Scheveningen. The King 
and Queen, the Princes, the Ministers, and the diplomatic body 
were present. The Burgomaster proposed a toast to tho house 
of Orange, and the King, in reply, drank “The Prosperity of 
the Capital.” His Majesty then proposed “The Health of tho 
Grand Duke and Grand Duchess of Saxe-Weimar." 

The Grand Duchy of Luxembourg has presented the King 
with a silver shield of very elaborate workmanship, and tho 
Society of Dutch Artists has presented his Majesty with a 
collection of valuable paintings by the most celebrated modem 
Dutch artists. 

On Thursday tho King was to proceed to Rotterdam to tako 
part in the festivities held there. 

GERMANY. 

Frince Bismarck has started for Varzin, but it is expected 
that he will not stay longer than a fortnight, as his medical 
advisers wish him to proceed to the baths of Kissingen. 

The Upper Houso of the Prussian Parliament adopted, yes¬ 
terday week, tho new ecclesiastical bills relating to tho 
administration of vacant bishoprics, and supplementing the law 
upon the training and appointment of the clergy. These mea¬ 
sures finally passed by 51 votes against 4G in tho form in which 
they were adopted by tho Lower House. 

It is reported at Berlin that the public prosecutor has taken 
up the charges against the founders of the Northern Railway 
Company, brought before the public by Deputy Lasker. 

AUSTRO-HUNGARY. 

In the Austrian Delegation of the Reichsrath the naval 
estimates were passed after animated discussion. Ono of the 
most keenly-disputed items was the vote for tho proposed now 
iionclad, to be named after Admiral Tegethjff. The Austrian 
Delegation concluded the discussion of the extraordinary 
estimates on Tuesday. Altogether, a sum of 4,000,000 florins 
was agreed to, 1,400,000 florins being struck out. The only 
item which gavo rise to much debate was one for continuing 
the construction of fortifications at PrzemysL The Delegation, 
in accordance with the proposals of the committee, decided to 
striko out this item. 

The Lower Houso of the Hungarian Diet adopted the loan 
bill, on Tuesday, by a large majority ; and on Wednesday the 
Hungarian Delegation passed the ordinary Military Budget as 
proposed by the committee. An amendment for cutting it 
down by two and a half million florins was rejected. 

All the rivers and rivulets in Istria have overflowed their 
banks and inundated large tracts of country. The railway 
traffic has been partly suspended.. 

TURKEY. 

Aarify Bey has been appointed Minister of Foreign Affairs 
at Constantinople, in lieu of Rashid Pasha. 

About a hundred houses in the Galata suburb of Con¬ 
stantinople, principally inhabited by poor Jews, were destroyed 
by fire on Monday. 

AMERICA. 

Tho Senate, on Thursday week, by 25 votes to ID, passed 
the Finance Bill fixing the greenback limit of circulation at 
3S2 millions. Summarising the provisions of tho bill, tho 
Timex' correspondent at Philadelphia says :—“Free banking is 
established, with a provision that as new bank-notes aro issued 
greenbacks are to bo withdrawn to one-fourth of the amount 
of tho additional bank-note issne. This withdrawal is to con¬ 
tinue till the outstanding greenbacks aro reduced to 300 millions. 
After July 1, 1878, greenbacks may be exchanged for 4J per 
cent fifteen-year bonds redeemable in gold. 

Mr. Brooks, tho Democrat claimant of the Governorship of 
Arkansas, has vacated the State House, and Mr. Baxter, his 
Republican rival, has been reinstated. 

Mr. Moses, Governor of South Carolina, has been indicted 
and arrested on a charge of misappropriation of State funds. 

Last Saturday morning a large reservoir, near Haydonville, 
Massachusetts, one hundred miles north-west of Boston, built 
for factory supply, broke, overflowed, and Bwept away portions 
of Haydcnville, Leeds, Skinnerville, and Williamsburg, killing 
about 150 persons. 

INDIA. 

According to the weekly telegram from the Viceroy of India 
respecting the famine, more rain was much required. There 
was no indication of any general deficiency of food supply. No 
severe famine was felt, because relief had prevailed over famine, 
and no change for tho worse had taken place in the condition 
of the people. In the worst parts of Tirhoot there had been 
a marked improvement in their apparent condition. Every¬ 
where endeavonrs were being made to substitute piecework 
for daily payments. 2,190,000 persons received assistance 
from Government in the last week of April. No fresh doaths 
from starvation had been reported. 

The Times’ correspondent telegraphs that reports to Satur¬ 
day represent the recent sowings as withered in several dis¬ 
tricts. The country is imploring rain. The distress is 
increasing in Sarun. Sir R. Temple has purchased seed grain 
for prompt distribution. The Tirhoot reserve of 120 officers 
has been warned for relief service in Bengal when required. 

According to the Daily News telegram, Sir Richard Temple 
has issued an imperative order that all relief-work wages shall 
be paid in grain instead of money. Many piecework labourers 
are earning 9d. daily. The grain equivalent is nine pounds— 
far exceeding the consumable ration, when the family is earning 
proportionately. 

Up to the end of April the consumption of grain from tho 
Government stores in the famine districts of Bengal had como 
below the estimate by as much as 50,000 tons. 

A train arrived at Algiers on Monday from Oran, six hours 
behind time, the cauee of the delay being that the rails were 
covered with a thick layer of grasshoppers. 

One of the Polish exiles, M. Stefan Poles, announces, on tho 
authority of Count Schouvaloff, that they are frso to return 
home, without risk of having all their antecedents raked up 
against them. From this informal amnesty only two or three 
exceptions are made against those who have added to 
insurrection the crime ef assassination. 


The Bombay Gazette says that a sapphire valued at 10,000 
rupees (£1000) has been found in Ceylon, which, it is stated, 
will be presented to tho Duchess of Edinburgh. 

News arrives from Tashkend, with tho date of the 13th 
inst, that a conspiracy has been discovered in Khokand, in 
which Mohammed Amin, tho son of tho Khan, is implicated. 
Sixteen of the conspirators have been executed. 

The English Government, a Berne telegram says, has 
officially thanked tho Swiss Government for tno services ren¬ 
dered during the recent Ashantee campaign by the Basle 
missionaries on the Gold Coast. 

Mr. Magee, the British Consul who was publicly whipped 
by order of Colonel Gonzales, the Commandant of SanJos4, has 
received £10,000 from the Guatemalan Government as com¬ 
pensation for the outrage. 

A famine is apprehended in Morocco. Tho spring crops had 
failed all along the north, and a deficiency in tho late rains will 
endanger the crops of the southern districts. Should this fear 
be realised, the Emperor will probably prohibit exportation of 
grain and so paralyse the foreign trade of the countey. 

Messrs. Forrestt and Son, of Limehouse, are building, 
under the superintendence of the National Life-Boat Insti¬ 
tution, nine self-righting life-boats for the Russian Life-Boat 
Society. The cost of two of these life-boats was subscribed by 
the English residents at St. Petersburg on tho occasion of the 
marriage of the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh. 

According to a Melbourne telegram, the terms on which the 
cession of the F’iji Islands aro offered to this country aro that 
the King is to retain the Royal title and receive a pension of 
£3000 per annum, other chiefs receiving sums varying from £20 
to £500. Tho British Government is, at the same time, to 
assume the financial liabilities of Fiji, and the r uling chief is to 
be recognised as the owner of the land.

Freemasons’ Tavern, Great Queen-street, under the presidency 
of the Lord Mayor. The subscriptions amounted to £600, in¬ 
cluding a donation of one hundred guineas from her Majesty. 

The annual bail in aid of the funds of the Dramatic, 
Equestrian, and Musical Sick Fund took place, on Monday 
night, at Willis’s Rooms, a large number of friends to this 
excellent institution assembling. 

The annual meeting of the Socioty for Promoting the 
Employment of Additional Curates was held on Tuesday, 
under tho presidency of the Archbishop of York. Thol report 
stated that the total income or the year had been £71,623, and 
tho expenditure £62,085, and that G32 additional curates had 
been wholly or in part supported by tho society. 

At the nineteenth annual meeting of tho Band of Hope 
Union, of which Mr. S. Morley, M.P., is president, held, on 
Tuesday evening, in Exeter Hall, it was stated that the income 
for tho past year amounted to £2682. 

The fifty-eighth pubiio anniversary meeting of tho Peace

Chapel—Mr. H. Pease in the chair. 

The 220th anniversary festival of tho Sons of the Clergy was 
celebrated on Wednesday. The celebration began with a 
service UDder the dome of St. Paul’s Cathedral—the Bishop of 
Peterborough making an effective appeal on behalf of the society. 
In tho evening a banquet was held in the Merchant Taylors’ 
Hall—tho Lord Mayor presiding. The Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury, in returning thanks for tho toast of “ Tho Society,” hoped 
that efforts would be made to enlarge its - funds. It was an¬ 
nounced that the collection at St. Paul's amounted to £309, and 
at the dinner to £1630. Tho donations from stewards were 
£829 ; annual subscriptions, £650 ; legacies, £2245. 

The fourth festival dinner in connection with the Viotoria 
Hospital for Sick Children (Gongh House, Chelsea) took place, 
on Wednesday, at Willis’s Rooms, under the presidency of the 
Archbishop of York.

The first congress in connection with the Scottish Epis¬ 
copal Church began its sittings in Edinburgh, on Tuesday, 
under the presidency of the Bishop of Edinburgh. Papers were 
resd bearing on the history of the Church, Church finance, 
diocesan, parochial, and congregational organisation, and the 
evangelistic work of the Church. Among those who took part 
in the proceedings were the Archdeacon ofLindisfarne, the Dean 
of Manchester, and the Dean of Kilmore. 

The Congregatioualists of Cambridge, on Tuesday, opene 1 a 
church, which has been erected at a cost of £13,0110, by tho 
contributions of Nonconformists throughout England, in order, 
now religious tests are abolished, that the sons of Congre- 
gationalists going to the University may be enabled to attend 
the form of worship in which they have been brought up.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 

In point of personal appearance there is nothing to distinguish 
what are called the working-men members from other repre¬ 
sentatives of the people. There are many gentlemen in the House 
who, from their ungainlineBS and carelessness of dress, might con¬ 
ventionally besupposed to be the working-men members; and per¬ 
haps some people have expected that those personages should 
appear in, so to speak, their official costume of fustian and paa- 
jackct. The fact is that they are both neat in their persons; and 
one of them, at least, is, to nse a common phrase, dressy. Both 
of them have now given formal tastes of their quality. Mr. 
Macdonald had spoken very briefly in moving for soma returns 
before the debate on the household franchise in counties ; but 
Mr. Buit bad not broken silence. In that discussion the latter 
niemlitr came out with a predeterminate speech, aud without 
question he made a great impression. He is lluent, nervous in 
his language, and vigorous and practical in his arguments, and 
it is only when he gets ardent that a north-country accent 
becomes conspicuous. In fact, there are mighty manufacturer- 
members who develop a more decided and even a more vulgar 
accent. In the same debate Mr. Macdonald spoke at longth ; 
but it can hardly be said that he wa9 equally successful. He 
wants the via vivida of Mr. Burt, is rather slow of speech, and 
exhibits no elocution ; but be seemed to bo equally m earnest, 
and to be practical and senaible in his views. 

Anyone reviewing the proceedings in the House must bo 
struck by the circumstance that Irish discussions are perpetua 1 
and pervading- Generally, even the most pronounced of 
Nationalists and Home-Holers are the most polite and 
deferential to the House, and are profuse of bows and other 
signs of courtesy. There lias, however, been an outbreak or 
two, and one was notable, which, however, was provoked by an 
English member. The subject was the vote for the Queen’s 
racing plates. Long ago the Scotch refused to accept this 
grant of public money, and it has been struck out of the Eifci 
mates; and now Mr. Anderson, who, it cannot exactly ba said 
why, is a provoking personage, moved that the grant to 
Ireland should bo cut off. Tliis, being absolutely a taking 
of £1500 a year of the public money from the sister king¬ 
dom, naturally roused the indignation of those gentlemen whose 
Parliamentary business it is to get as mnch as possible out of 
the general funds of the nation for the particular delectation of 
their country ; and there was immense clangour and sneering 
at Scotland and the Scotch. This had gone on for so long that 
it was no wonder that impartial lookers-on should have become 
wearied at a clamour evolved from such a small cause ; anil so 
Mr. Bulwer, the new Conservative member for Ipswich, inter¬ 
vened, and, with a tone of cutting contempt, each word 
dropping slowly from his bps, congratulated the Irish members 
on their elephantine capacity for vituperation, nothing being 
too high or too low for the exercise of that faculty. If this 
was, as of course it was, intended to sting the Irish members 
deeply, it was completely successful. Mr. Sullivan, who has 
made himself a general favourite by the humour and good- 
humour of his speeches, dashed aside all the deferenco and 
courtesy above alluded to, of which he had been a prime pro¬ 
fessor, and appeared much more in the character that may 
be supposed to belong to a conspicuous chief in the Irish 
national press than he had hitherto allowed himself to develop. 
To be sure, it was an expression of his, which may have 
l>ecn inadvertently used, that brought out Mr. Bulwor’s bitterly 
sarcastic observations, and so ho had some right to be 
vehement and to deliver half a dozen excited speechlets. The 
row was considerable; but it ended, as usual, in everybody 
saying that they had only spoken in “a Parliamentary sense,” 
which, bo far ns the phrase is intelligible, must mean a non¬ 
natural sense. It may be mentioned that the Home-Hulers 
are so perfectly organised, and the members of that persuasion 
so well kept together, that they are able to prevent, if they 
choose, tho Parliamentary catastrophe called a “count," which 
some people may think is a strong reason in favour of the 
Home Rule which they seek. 

A breach of privilege is always an exciting Parliamentary 
incident; and so the whole House bent eagerly to listen to Mr. 
Heury Herbert, an impulsive Irish member, when ho, one 
evening, demanded a hearing for a complaint in that respect. 
Nothing could have exceeded the disappointment which ensued; 
for it proved that the breach of privilege oonsistod in two 
paragraphs which had appeared in a daily journal which is 
rather remarkable for omniscience and prescience in matters 
Parliamentary ; and, as usually happens when the imagination 
is drawn on for facts, is often funnily incorrect. The 
story when it was told was so blank and barren that no one 
was in tho least moved in the way which breaches of privilege 
generally movo members; and the Speaker, displaying an 
unusual power of quiet banter, treated tho matter so lightly aud 
made it appear so small that he damped it out most effectually. 

Mr. Peter Taylor is sure whenever he makes a regular 
motion to have an audience predetermined to be amused. His 
humour is, perhaps, Bomewhat of tho character which belonged 
to that of tho professional jesters of the Middle Ages, who were 
as bitter and sarcastic as they were droll. The metallic tones 
-of his voice, the peculiar intonations to which he has 
recourse, are in complete keeping with tho elastic and 
-often very free nature of his wit. He has not o' late been 
very profuse in his contributions to the mirth of the 
House, and therefore he was especially welcome now when he 
brought on his motion for tho opening of museums on Sundays. 
As may be supposed, Puritanism and Sabbatarianism were made 
ns ludicrous as could possibly be, aud illustrations of those 
tendencies were drawn from Scotland with merciless vividness. 
Now and then there were Bneers, hardly covert, at things which 
moat people think ought to be free from profane remark, and these 
met with that tacit rebuke in the way which is peculiar to the 
House. Altogether, it may perhaps bo said that, though 
vigorous and varied, this was not the most effective speech that 
Mr. Taylor ever made. If contrast is a rhetorical advantage, 
certainly Mr. Allen, who moved an amendment to the motion, 
amply afforded it, for ho was not only sententious, but what 
may be called “preachy” in his speech, and ho was made to 
know that he was considered dull. But Mr. Alexander 
M‘Arthur, who is the coll 


bar, mid surveyed the House. Then, perceiving Sir William 
Stirling-M axwell sitting on the front bench below the gang¬ 
way on the Ministerial side, ho joined him there and remained 
for a short time in that, for him, unwonted place. Next, he 
exchanged a few, apparently pleasant, words with the Serjeant- 
at-Arms, and then took tho rather obBcure place in tho front 
Opposition bench which he now affects.

PARLIAMENTARY SUMMARY. 

HOUSE OF LORDS. 

Yesterday week the subject of guarantee of dividends of 
Irish railways on the security of local rates was discussed ; tho 
Real Property Limitation BUI, the Land Titles and Transfer 
Bill, the Heal Proporty Vendors and Purchasers BiU, and the 
Betting BUI were reported, with amendments ; and the Colonial 
Clergy BUI and the Consolidated Fund (£13,000,000) BUI were 
read the third time and passed. 

The Duke of Richmond, on Monday, brought under the 
notice of their Lordships the state of Church patronage in 
Scotland, the abolition or modification of which, no said, had 
excited the attention of tho Scottish people for the last 300 
years. He proposed to introduce a bill which provided that 
the power to elect a minister should bo vested in tho male 
co m m nn icanta of the church, aud that the patron should be 
entitled to compensation not exceeding ono year’s stipend of 
the charge of which he had held the patronage. It was 
intended to abolish all patronage, from that of the Crown 
downwards. The bill met with tolerably general acceptance, 
and was read the first time. The East India Annuity Fund 
Bill was read the second time, and tho Betting Bill was passed. 

On Tuesday the Judicature (Irolaud) Bill was read the 
second time, as was the Courts (Straits Settlements) Bill, and tho 
East India Annuities Loan Bill was passed through Committee. 
Lord Stanley of Alderley drew attention to the administration 
of the Straits Settlements, which was defended by Lord 
Carnarvon. 

The Royal Assent was given on Thursday by Commission 
to the following bills Consolidated Fund (£13,000,000), Cattle 
Diseases (Ireland), Middlesex Sessions, Harbour Dues (Isle of 
Man), Dublin Works Loan Commissioners (Loans to School 
Boards), and the Gomo Birds (Ireland) Bills. The Lord 
Chancellor laid on the table a bUl for further promoting the 
revision of the statute law and repealing certain enactments 
which had ceased to have any forco or haa become unnecessary. 
The bill was read the first time. The Oyster and Mussel 
Fisheries Bill and the East India Annuity Funds Bill were 
read the third time and passed. 

HOUSE OF COMMON'S. 

Upon the order of the day for going into Committee of 
Supply, yesterday week, the O'Conor Don Drought under notice 
tho system of guaranteeing dividends oat of the local rates in 
Ireland on capital invested in Irish railways, and moved to 
resolve that this system was unsatisfactory. The motion was 
seconded by Captain Nolan, and discussed at some length by 
several Irish members. Sir M. H. Beach admitted, on the part 
of Government, that r remedy was wanted, that the subject 
should receive his best and immediate attention, and that, 
perhaps during the piesent Session, some conclusion might 
be arrived at, which, if it did not place the question on a 
satisfactory basis, might do away with the objection to the 
existing unsatisfactory condition of tilings. Having expressed 
his gratification at this answer, the O’Conor Don withdrew his 
motion. The question of recognising tho Ameer of Kashgar 
was then discussed. In Committee of Supply on the Civil 
Service Estimates a large number of votes in class 4 were agreed 
to. The vote of £1662 for Queen’s Plates in Ireland led, as 
usual, to some discussion Mr. Anderson moved the rejection 
of the vote, but on a division was defeated by 140 to 23. Pro¬ 
gress was reported at a quarter to one o’clock. 

On Monday, some minor matters having been disposed of. 
Sir Edward Watkin criticised keenly the construction of ship3 
of war introduced by the late Chief Constructor of the Navy, 
and adopted in the Captain and other ironclads—namely, deep 
empty spaces in ships’ bottoms, and high centres of gravity. 
He indulged in some professional remarks on Mr. E. JT Reed,

When the House got into Committee 
on the Navy Estimates there was another, thongh small, 
discussion on the state of the Navy, during which Admiral 
Elliot made another long speech on naval things in generaL 
The whole of the votes having been agreed to, the House re¬ 
sumed, nnd on the report of Supply Mr. Butt moved to reduce 
the vote for secret-service money in the Civil Service Estimates 
by £3000, on the ground that the sum had been applied in pay¬ 
ment of costs and damages incurred in actions in the Irish 
courts of law against constabulary officers and other Govern¬ 
ment officials. On a division the motion was rejected by 215 
votes against 31. The Customs and Inland Revenue Bill, tho 
Bishop of Calcutta (Leave of Absence) Bill, and the Board of 
Trade, Arbitration, &c., Bill were passed through Committee; 
and Mr. Secretary Cross brought in a bill for the amendment 
of the Factory Acts. 

A motion for opening publio museums and libraries on 
Sundays was rejected on Tuesday by 271 to 63. The second 
reading of the Boor Relief (Ireland) Bill was then taken, in a 
thin House, consisting almost exclusively of Irish mombers. 
At the close of a long debato, the second reading was negatived. 

Mr. Gregory, on Wednesday, moved the second reading of 
the Lease and Sale of Settled Estates Bill, the object of which 
is to remove certain statutory restrictions upon the sale of 
estates, and the House read the measure with the cordial appro¬ 
bation of the Attorney-General, Sir J. Kennaway, Mr. Lopes, 
Sir E. Watkin, aud Dr. Ball. The Spirituous Liquors (Scotland) 
Bill, introduced by Sir Robert Anstrnther, was, after some dis¬ 
cussion, read the Becond timo. Next came a debate on Mr. P. 
J. Smyth’s bill to assimilate the law relating to public meet¬ 
ings in Ireland to that of England. The bul was opposed by 
the Attorney-General for Ireland. Mr. Butt and SirG. Bowyer 
spoke in its favour; and Mr. Conolly, who spoke against it, 
declared his belief that, if the bill were passed, twenty-four 
hours would not elapse before the leader of the Home Rulors 
would proclaim his intention to hold a Parliament on Collego- 
green. On tho House dividing, the bill was thrown'out by 216 
to 84. Mr. Dodds moved the second reading of his bill to 
remove from the operation of the Ballot Act the election of 
auditors and assessors in municipal boroughs. The discussion 
was continued until the time arrived for suspending dispnted 
business. Sir J. Kennaway brought in a bill relating to 
ecclesiastical patronage in the Church of England. 

On Thursday Mr. Anderson called attention to the case of 
Lord Sandhurst, the Commander-in-Chief in Ireland, and 
moved that his having been absent from duty seventeen months 


out of thirty-four, and his making repeated erroneous returns 
to the ar Office as to his absence from duty, misleading tho 
Accountant-General, and thereby receiving public money to 
which he was not entitled, involved such a dereliction of duty 
that calls for some stronger mark of censure thau the mere 
return of the money wrongly received. Mr. G. Hardy ex¬ 
plained the facts of the case, tho effect of which was to show 
that Lord Sandhurst had acted in accordance with the practice 
of his predecessors, believing that he was not bound to apply 
to the War OfiSce for leave of absence. All he had 
done was done openly, and the War Office had never 
impnted to him anything more than difference of opinion 
as to liia position and duties. There was no case, therefore, for 
visiting a distinguished officer with the censure of the Houso. 
After a warm discussion, Mr. Anderson proposed to withdraw 
his motion, but it was ultimately negatived without a division. 
The Customs and Inland Revenue Bill, after some discussiou, 
was read the third time and passed. 


NATIONAL SPORTS. 

With tie decision of the Cup the chief interest In the Chester 
Meeting terminated ; still, there was some very fair racing on 
the Thursday and Friday. The Dee Stakes, for which some 
good horses have occasionally run, has dwindled down to a 
mere shadow of its former self, and though, on the first blush 
of his victory, De^Cambis was backed for a few sovereigns for 
tho Derby, yet a little reflection must show that any three-year- 
old w ho could gallop at all must bo able to beat the moderate 
Bloomfield, especially when in receipt of 7 lb. It was hardly 
fair to auk Bonny Blue Eye to run three days in succession on 
the hard ground, and it was therefore scarcely surprising that 
she finished absolutely last in the Badminton Stakes, which fell 
to John Peel, who could only run a bad third to Telescope and 
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The Great Cheshire Stakes, to which £500 was added, proved 
a genuine success, and brought out a field of fourteen, in¬ 
cluding several high-class animals. Bertram (8st. 71b.) started 
favourite ; but he has always been a much over-rated horse, and 
could not even get a place. Nothing, indeed, had the least 
chance with Andred (8 at. 21b.), and his fine performance must 
have been very gratifying to the Derby backers of Atlantic 
and Aqnilo, as it confirms the excellence of their respective 
trials _with him. Spectator (6 at. 121b.), Oxford Mixture 
(7 st. i lb.), and Mont Volerien (7 at. 4 lb.), all ran very badly. 
Backers fared ill in the Stewards’ Cup, the last race of the 
meeting, for Lily Agnes received a clever defeat from the 
almost unknown Eldcrslio. Certainly, she was giving him a 
year and 31b. ; but, over a short course, she ought to have been 
able to do this, and has clearly lost much of her great two- 
year old form. The result of the Chester Cup proves that it is 
very fortunate for the owners of Derby favourites that Organist 
is not engaged at Epsom. His fine performance has been 
depreciated in some quarters, on the ground that Andred beat 
some of the Cup horses very easily in the Great Cheshire 
Stakes ; but it must surely have been overlooked that the dis¬ 
tance of the first race was nearly double that of the second. 
Leolinus has found backers for the Derby at 25 to 1, for which 
he can have no chance unless Organist could win with about 
10 st. on his back—which, of course, would be out of the 
question. 

In spite of the hardness of the ground, there wero some 
capital fielda on the first day of the Newmarket Second Spring 
Meeting, and moBt of the racing was of a very interesting cha¬ 
racter. Madame Toto, a half-sister to Miss Toto, was made 
favourite for the Spring Two-Year-Old Stakes; but she is a 
small, weedy lilly, that will never prove the equal of her dis¬ 
tinguished relative, and was beaten by a short head by 
Harewood, a good-looking son of Julius and Quality. The 
New market Spring Handicap saw M. Lefevre again second, as 
Trombone (Set. 121b.) succumbed to King George (7st. 51b.). 
In tho next two-year-old race, however, the tricolour was more 
successful, and it was carried by ono of the best youngsters we 
have seen out this season. This was Hero, by Gladiateur— 
Tesane, who disposed of Ladylove without an effort, and 
promises to do great credit to Gladiateur, who up to tho present 
time has not proved a successful sire. In the Newmarket Two- 
Year-Old Plate the flying Cachmere received her first decisive 
defeat. Tho incessant work aho has done has naturally begun, 
to tell on her; and she never showed prominently in the race, 
which was carried off by Telescope, the Chester winner. He is 
a big, long-striding colt, and completely wore down Strathavoa 
at the finish, Several very speedy animals ran in the 
.Ditch Mile Handicap; but though the course is exactly 
suited to Andred (9st. 31b.), he could not quite give the weight 
to King Lud (8et. 101b.), who just outstayed him. The latter 
has grown into a model cup horse, and ought to have a very 
successful career this season. The racing on Wednesday was 
less interesting, and needs little comment. Odds of 4 to 1 were 
laid on Thom against Bonlet over tho last mile and a half of 
the Cesarewitcn course; but, after a tremendous struggle, tho 
latter, who received 24 lb. for the year, won by a head. It is 
doubtful if Thom was ever a genuine stayer; and this fact, 
coupled with Boulet’s consistently moderate running in Franco, 
prevented anyone from’ taking a long shot about him for tho 
Derby. In the Rous Stakes, Prince Charlie and Blenheim, who 
ran such a desperate race in the Two Thousand week, met for 
the fourth time. The former looked fitter than he has beea 
previously this year, and won without the slightest effort. 

A sale of blood stock was hold by Messrs. Tattersall, at 
Newmarket, on Wednesday. The Fakonham Ghost and Oxford 
Mixture were the best animals put up, and the former was 
taken by Mr. Blanton, the trainer, for 1200gs. Oxford Mixture 
did not change hands. 

All-England Eleven v. Fourteen of Oxford University haa 
been tho principal cricket-match of the week. The eleven waa 
a decidedly strong one, but suffered defeat by 116 runs, which 
speaks well for the chance of Oxford in the annual match with 
Cambridge. Lord Harris 33 and 13,W.W. Putman (not out) 29, 
and H. G. Tylecoto 32 were the chief scores for tho University j 
while Wild 31 and Lockwood 39 did best for tho professionals. 
A. Hill proved very deadly with the ball, as he took no less 
than thirteen wickets. 

Tho summer meeting of the London Athletic Clnb.Iast Satur¬ 
day, was one of the best that tho club has held. All the races 
were handicaps, and the chief honours fell to G. F. Congreve, 
J. H. A. lleay, and W. Slade, the last-named ru nnin g ono mile 
and a half in 7 min. 2£ sec., which is tho fastest time on record 
for an amateur.

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ORNAMKNTS AND TROPHIES. 
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Tho prize agents of the British military forces 
lately serviug in the campaign on the Gold 
Coast fold to Measrs. Garrard, for about 
£11,000, the articles of gold and other precious 
material which our troops carried off from Ooo- 
anassie, including some gold-dust and nuggets 
■of that ore from tho Ashantee diggings. A 
few of the more conspicuous objects, which 
were lately exhibited in a private manner at 
Messrs. Garrard's shop in tho Haymarkot, are 
figured in our Engraving. The one in the 
middle—an ugly but characteristic feature of 
this Ashantee collection—is a hu m an head of 
massive gold, weighing 50 oz. or 60 oz., which 
seems to represent tho head of a victim gagged 
for sacrifice. Gagging is effected, as travellers 
have told us, by thrusting a pair of knives 
through the cheeks, just beyond each end of 
the lips, with their points resting on the 
tongue. On each Bide of this hideous and hor¬ 
rible effigy is a golden model of a state portable 
canopy or umbrella. Tho one to the left is 
ornamented with a variety of devices, such as 
wild beasts’ teeth and claws, and tufts of hairy 
mane; but it displays also tho form of an open 
book, with a pretty arabesque pattern for the 
lines on its two pages. There were two golden 
griffins, which formed the arms or elbow-rests 
of King Coffee Calcallee’s throne j one of these 
is here represented. Two caps of state, and a 
few circular plates of repousse work in gold, 
worn on the breast as badges of official dignity, 
appear in the collection. The two swords of 
state, which used to stand upright before the 
King’s throne, are of very singular shape. 
Instead of a hilt, each blade is attached to a 
sort of frame, with four golden balls, whioh 
served as feet to support tho thing in au up¬ 
right position. The broad iron blade, formed 
like a segment of a disk, is curiously decorated 
with an open-work pattern, which must detract 
much from its strength. It resembles, in this 
particular, the swords with carved wooden hilts 
which may bo seen in the collection of Ashanteo 
curiosities on view at Willis’s Rooms, with the 
ekctches of our Special Artist, and Mr. L. 
IV. Dceanges' great picture, “Fighting in the 
Athanlce Forest.” 


\ METROPOLITAN NEWS. 

The opening meet of the Coaching Club took 
place in Hyde Park on Wednesday. 

At a meeting of the Royal Humane Society, 
on Tuesday, rewards for saving life in various 
places were conferred. 

The Observer understands that the Treasury 
bas decided on increasing the salaries of the 
metropolitan magistrates. 

The number of visitors to the British 
Museum lost year was 576,019, a great increase 
on the preceding year. 

Captain Sir John Glover’s second lecture on 
his recent campaign and experiences in West 
Africa drew a large audience to the Royal 
United Service Institution yesterday week. 

The Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain 
held its onnuil conversazione in the South 
Kensington Museum on Wednesday. It was 
attended by upwards of 3000 visitors. 

The Royal Botanio Society delighted its 
visitors with another charming fete on Wednes¬ 
day. It was the drat summer one of the season, 
end it was considered to bo the beat that has 
been seen for at least ten years. 

The Skinners’ Company has offered to the 
Middle-Class Schools Corporation an exhibi¬ 
tion of £50 per annum, to be awarded to ouo 
•of three specially recommended boys after the 
July examinations. 

The new refreshment-room and dining-liall at 
the Zoological Society’s Gardens are in future 
to bo closed on Sunday afternoons from three 
to six o’clock, in conformity with the pro¬ 
visions of the Licensing Act of 1872. 

A paper by Captain Tyler on Safety and 
Efficiency in the Working of Railways was 
read, on Wednesday, at a meeting of the Society 
of Arts. It stated that two-thirds of tho 
casualties ou railways arose from defects at 
facing-points. 

Lord Dudley’s lease of Hor Majesty’s 
Theatre, which expires on Sept. 29, 1891, was 
sold by public auction on Wednesday for [ 
£31,000. The adjoining property between 
Charles-street and Pall-mall was put up at the 
same time, and also roalised good prices. The 
total proceeds of the sale amounted to £83,630. 

Colonel Sir James Hogg, M.P., Chairman of 
the Metropolitan Board of Works, entertained 
his colleagues and a number of other guests at 
dinner on Saturday evening at Willis’s Roams. 

S r William Codiingion, Mr. Ward Hunt, 
N.P., the Earl of Dartmouth, Sir Charles 
Adderley, M.P., the Home Secretary, and Mr. 
Ayrton were amongst- the speakers. 

The Christian Evidence Sooiety has been 
• again conducting a most interesting series of 
lectures, at the Isew Hall of Science, Old-streot. 
The society lias also just concluded a course 
of lectures at the Chelsea Vestry Hall ; and 
several courses bavo been given in different 
parts of London throughout the winter. Open- 
air lectures are being given. 

The total amount received at the Mansion 
House up to Saturday last towards the Bengal 
Famine Relief Fund was £106,000, of which 
it will be remembered that £80,000 has been 
sent to India. Among the contributions re- 
•coivcd during last week wore—Liverpool, a first 
instalment of £6000 ; Huddersfield, a first in¬ 
stalment of £1000; and Stafford, a first instal¬ 
lment of £105. 


A scene of horror was brought to light in 
the cast of London on Monday morning, a 
bricklayer named Blair, living in Joseph-street, 
Burdctt-road, having killed his wife and four 
children, and then taken his own life. A 
Coroner’s jury has decided that Blair murdered 
his wife and children and committed suicide 
while in an unsound stateof mind. 

The seventeenth annual report of the trustees 
of the National Portrait Gallery, issued on 
Thursday, states that twelve donations have 
been received during the year. The purchases 
made were stated by the trustees iu their 
former report to amount to 257. They are now 
increased to 270. Further donations of auto¬ 
graph letters, written by persons whose por¬ 
traits are in the gallery, have been receiveiL 

The weekly return of metropolitan pauperism 
shows that the total number of paupers last 
week was 97,323, of whom 34,279 were in 
workhouses and 63,044 received outdoor relief. 
Compared with the corresponding weeks in 
1873, 1872, and 1871, these figures show a de¬ 
crease of 83S0,11,709, and 31,622 respectively. 
Tho number of vagrants relieved on the last day 
of the week was 629, of whom 401 were men, 
179 women, and 49 children under sixteen. 

At the rooms of the Sooiety of Arts on Wed¬ 
nesday, under Lord Hampton’s chairmanship, 
a meeting of gentlemen, among whom were Mr. 
Cowper-Templo, M.P., Captain Storey, the 
Mayor of Ipswich, the Mayor of Birmingham, 
j Mr. Jenkins, M.P., and Mr.-Mun<lella, ALP., 
passed a series of resolutions having for their 
effect the placing of all national museums and 
collections of art under Parliamentary re¬ 
sponsibility. The proceedings were heartily 
unanimous. 

The Nonconformist chnrch to which the name 
of the “City Temple” has been given, and of 
which the Rev. Joseph Parker, D.D., is the 
pastor, was opened for Divine worship on Tues- 
| day. It has been erected on the south aide 
of the Holbom Viaduct. The Lord Mayor and 
Sheriffs attended the ceremony in their robes of 
office. Following the ceremony was a luncheon 
at the Cannon-street Hotel, presided over by 
the Lord Mayor, at which the Dean of West¬ 
minster was one of the speakers. 

The Metropolitan Board of Works has de¬ 
cided upon the following alterations in the 
names of streets and the numbering of house? 
within the limi ts of their jurisdiction:—Nelson- 
square, Bermondsey, to be called Hamilton- 
squaro; New-street, Notting-hill, will be re¬ 
named Ncwcombe-street, and the houses and 

£ remises renumbered; St. Mary Axe and 
little St. Mary Axe to he incorporated under 
the former name, and the houses in the whole 
line of thoroughfare between Bleuhcim-strect 
and Arthur-street, Chelsea,known by tho names 
of Russell-street, Vivian-terrace, and Britteu- 
street, to be called Britten-street. 

The Floating Swimming-Baths Company’s 
first bath was launched, last Saturday, at the 
works of the Thames Iron and Shipbuilding 
Company. It is to be stationed at tuc landing- 
pier at Hungcrford Bridge. The dimensions 
are ISO ft. by 31ft., and the swimming area 
135 ft. by 25 ft., which will bs tilled with a 
continuous change of filtered water, aad regu¬ 
lated in temperature according to the season ; 
the great object sought to be obtained being to 
afford facilities for the instruction o'i swimming, 
and thus conduce towards the saving of life. 

The competition for the Middlesex battalions 
challenge cup took place at Wormwood-scrubbs 
on Monday, and, after a severe contoit, was 
won by the London Rifle Brigade with the 
magnificent score of 626 points, the Queen’s 
(Westminster) being second with 622. The 
competition on Tuesday was for the National 
Rifle Association’s bronze medals for Mid¬ 
dlesex, city of London, and Tower Hamlets, 
which were won respectively by Private Moore 
(Queen’s), FrivateGardner(L.'R.B.), and Private 
Fleenons (T.B.R.B.). These gentlemen will, 
therefore, be entitled to shoot for tho Prince of 
Wales’s prizo of £100 at the forthcoming Wim- 
Lledon meeting. Tho shooting was extra¬ 
ct dnaiily good. 

During the week ending Saturday last 22S5 
births and 1288 deaths were registered in Lon¬ 
don, the former having been 25 and tho latter 
178 below tho average. Thirty-eight persons 
died from measles, 23 from scarlet fever, 7 
from diphtheria, 41 from whooping-cough, 18 
from different forms of fever, and 26 from 
diarrhoea, and not one from smallpox. The 18 
deaths referred to fever were 26 bolow the 
average, and included 4 certified as typhus, 10 
as enteric or typhoid, and 4 as simple con¬ 
tinued fever. The deaths referred to diseases 
of the rcspiratoiy organs and phthisis, which 
in the two previous weeks had been 400 and 
423, declined last week to 387, which wore 55 
below the average. Five deaths were caused 
by horses or vehicles in the streets. 

A full meeting of the Victoria (Philosophical) 
Institute took place on Monday, at its Tioiue, 

8, Adel phi-terrace, when a paper, by Professor 
G. S. Morris, of Michigan University, on the 
“Principles of Adaptation in Mind and in 
Nature ’’was read. Tho Professor’s paper was 
directed against the modern form of ma¬ 
terialistic philosophy, and sought to show that 
its denial of the existence of- intelligence in 
nature was devoid of all scientific basis. Iu 
proving this position, the paper referred to the 
first principles of our mental constitution and 
the facts of external nature, adding that, as 
we are constituted, wo cannot help inferring 
from these latter, adaptation, he., and by con¬ 
sequence an adapter—in other words, an intel¬ 
ligent Creator. A discussion followed. At its 
conclusion it was announced that the annual 
meeting will be held on J une 15.

A word or two respecting the threatened Famine in India. 
We cannot do much, it is true, even if we cun do anything, 
to avert or mitigate the seemingly impending tragedy. 
Such as it is likely to be, however, it will come nearer 
home to what are ^called “British interests” in India, 
and will more largely involve the interests of humanity, 
than anything recently reported to us of the Russo- 
Turkish War in Bulgaria. Wc do not except even the 
Battle of Plevna, tho frightful loss of life which it occa¬ 
sioned, the repulse of tho Russians, and the probable 
derangement, in consequence, of their plan of tho cam¬ 
paign. The prospect we have to face is a far gloomier 
one than the actual events which have occurred South 
of the Danube, dreadful though they be. It is true 
that tho last Telegram from Lord Lytton is a shade more 
favourable in its contents than those which have been 
successively received during the last few weeks, but it is 
fur from being sufficiently favourable to relieve us of tho 
suspense which former messages have created. In the 
Presidencies of Bombay and Madras scarcity almost 
amounting to a famine has prevailed lor some time past. 
Half a million human beings have already succumbed, in 
the latter Presidency alone, to the diseases consequent 
upon a want of sufficient food. 1,700,Oddfellow-creatures, 
and our fellow-subjects, are now dependent on daily relief. 
If this were all, one might still hope that the calamity might 
ho so rigorously grappled with by the Government of Lidia 
as to reduce its proportions to those of the Bengal Famine 
in Lord Northbrook’s time. But it is not all. A second 
“ period of faniine,”as Lord Salisbury told his hearers some 
few days since at Cowper’s Hill, “is settling down over 
Southern India.” A second harvest seems likely to fail; 
and in that ease the honors of famine will for many 
months to come be increased rather than diminished. It 
is even calculated by men who are intimately acquainted 
with the districts of which they speak that the claimants 
of relief from the hands of the Government may rise 
before the crisis is over from 1,750,000 to 20,000,000.

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■Without adopting this estimate, it seems to he too probable 
that, under any circumstances, a terrible period of anxiety 
lies before us, which not even a sufficient rainfall at the 
present season will be able wholly to avert. 

There are several circumstances, as tho public is 
reminded by Lord Salisbury, which differentiate the 
famine in prospect from that which occurred and was 
mastered in Bengal. There the task of the Government 
was limited to a comparatively narrow territorial area. In 
Madras it is totally different. “ The population in that 
Presidency is not dense, the territory is enormous, and 
relief has to be distributed in the main through European 
officers.” Where aro they to be found in adequate 
numbers for the exigency? To be of use, they must know 
the language of tho people, and there aro large districts 
in Southern India where Hindostani would he of less use 
than English. Any attempt to cope with this difficulty 
would require time, and time is the one desideratum that 
cannot he commanded. Then, again, the means of trans¬ 
port are necessarily scanty. The vast region exposed to 
the liability of famine is traversed by but one railway. 
Grain must be carried from one point to another 
by cattle, and the terrible drought has already 
swept off vast numbers of the animals which the effective 
distribution of food for man imperatively requires. Tho 
task before the Indian Administration is consequently one 
■which no mere energy or official self-devotion can fully 
perform. The pecuniary outlay may, perhaps, bo pro¬ 
vided against; even tho quantity of grain required may 
be collected ; but how is it to be distributed over so vast 
a territory, and especially how aro outlying districts to be 
supplied in due time with the food which the sustenance 
of life requires ? We have no doubt whatever that the 
Indian Administration will do its very best to master the 
emergency, but we fear that its most devoted and 
unwearied efforts will fall far short of what is called for 
by the occasion.! 

There is, perhaps, less evil to be apprehended on tho 
score of the pecuniary expenses incurred by the Govern¬ 
ment of India in providing, as far as it is possible to do 
it, against this terrible calamity than Indian statesmen 
appear to foresee. Doubtless, the financial condition 
of the Eastern Peninsula is far from healthy, and is 
quite unequal to tho strain of fresh burdens. But, after 
all, tho money spent in the sawing of human life, how¬ 
ever it may cripple or dwarf the development of national 
progress in India, can hardly he regarded as ill spent. This 
is our primary duty, and it has to be performed, whatever 


may be the inconveniences to which wo may be subjected 
thereby. Public works will, no doubt, have to be largely- 
postponed for wont of the revenues which have been 
otherwise swallowed up. But the moral offect upon tho 
people of India of even a lavish expenditure for such an 
end will not be the same as it might have been had the 
money been required for a great war. To some extent 
oho we may deepen any beneficial impression made upon 
the population by the liberality of tho Government, by 
the spontaneous liberality of our people at home. Wo- 
have reason to believe that urgent appeals to the gene¬ 
rosity of the British public in mitigation, as far as it can 
be mitigated, of the present calamity will bo brought to- 
hear upon the British people. Money, it is truo, howover 
abundant, cannot reach the full limit of tho evil to which 
the population of Southern India seem destined to be 
exposed. But whatever can be done thereby, we are con¬ 
fident will be done. It will scree not merely to diminish 
suffering, but also to display sympathy. We have lately 
somewhat paraded our anxiety to incorporate India in the- 
British Empire. We have thus increased our responsi¬ 
bilities to the populations of that vast dependency. We- 
know not how far the Act by which we crowned the union, 
between tho United Kingdom and India may have 
gratified any portion of the teeming population of that 
Peninsula, but we are satisfied that we shall be 
expected to perform to tho best of our ability the duties 
to our fellow-subjects winch we have declared ourselves, 
willing, and even anxious, to undertake. For tliis, how¬ 
ever, we may probably have to wait awhile. The 
appeal has not yet been formally made. It will depend 
mainly upon tho manner and form in which it is presented 
to this country how far the response to it will inoet reason¬ 
able expectation.. The need is so great, so pressing, and 
ro far beyond the reach of Government, that there need 
be scarcely any scruple in view of confounding tho duties, 
of Government with those of individuals. Tho exigency 
claims, and will have, wo hope, the strenuous and hearty 
co-opezation of all. And even then, we fear, unless 
tidings cf a happier tenour should reach us within a few 
days, the calamity in prospect will be unpz-eeedontly over¬ 
whelming in its magnitude.

Yesterday week Prince William and Prince Henry of 
Prussia went on board the Niobe, in Cowes 1 toads, and after- 
wurds proceeded to Portsmouth in the Alberta to visit the 
dockyard. Subsequently her Majesty, Princess Beatrice, mid 
Princes William and Henry of Prussia drove to Ityde. 

On Saturday last Prince William of Prussia took leave of 
the Queen and went to London. Prince Leopold and Prince 
Henry of Prussia accompanied Prince William to Portsmouth 
in the Albertu, The Queen received Captain UHfers aud tho 
officers of the German frigate Niobe (including forty-three 
naval cadets serving on board) at Osborne; after which Princess 
Beatrice and 1 Vince Leopold, with Prince Henry of Prussia, 
visited the frigate iu Cotves Roads, and were received by 
Captain Ulffers and Commander Kost-er. Lord John Manners 
dined with her Majesty. 

The Queen and Prince Henry of Prussia attended Divine 
rervice on Sunday, perfonnecl at Osborne by the Rev. William. 
Bsrker, Vicar of St. Mary’s, West Cowes. Princess Beatrice 
nnd rrinco Leopold attended Divine service at Whippingham 
church. Lord John Maimers dined with her Majesty. 

Monday was the thirty-third anniversary of the birthday of 
the Duke of Edinburgh; a Rqj-al salute was firod by her- 
Majesty’s ship Lord Warden (the guard-ship at Co was), 
Captuin the Hon. E. Fremantle. Prince Henry of Prussia 
took leave of the Queen and zcjoined the Niobe, German 
frigate. Iler Majesty and Princess Beatrice drove out, and 
were present for sonic time in the cricket-field to witness a 
match between the Osbonie Cricket Club imd the officers mul 
men of the Royal yacht. Prince Leopold left Osborne for 
Boyton Manor. 

Lord Lyons (Ambassador at Paris) arrived at Osborne ou 
Tuesday and had an audience of the Queen, and dizicd with 
her Majesty and Princess Beatrice. Princesses Louise Victoria 
mid Maud of Wales, who are Bring ou board her Majesty’s 
yacht Osborne with the Prince of Wales, and who arrived in 
Cowes roads the previous evening, visited her Majesty; and on 
Wednesday the Prince of Wales, Prince George, aud the three 
Princesses visited the Queen. 

Her Majesty, with the. members of the Royal family, has 
walked and driven out daily. 

The Hon. Harriet Phipps has succeeded tho Hon. Ethel 
Cadogon as Maid of Honour in Waiting to her Majesty. 

The Queen has appointed Lieutenant-Colonel Edward 
Brown, R.F.P., late 101st Regiment, one of her Majesty’s 
Hon. Corps of Gentlemen at Arms, rice Arthur PaUiser, 
resigned; und Lieutenant-Colonel George Henry Pocklington,. 
late 18th Royal Irish, one of her Majesty’s Hon. Corps of 
Gentlemen at Anns, vice J. W. J. Gilford, deceased. 

The Queen lias forwarded a donation of £50 in aid of tho 
repair und improvement, now in progress, of Westminster - 
Hospital, to which her Afajesty has been a large annuid 
subscriber since 1838.

THEATRES,. 


Encouraged by the success of the first children's pantom ime 
at the Adelphi, Mr. Chatterton has again induced Mr. 
Blanchard to repeat the experiment, and on Saturday, accord¬ 
ingly, “Little ItedRiding-IJood; or, Harlequin Grandmamma,” 
was produced. The management linve done their utmost in 
the picturesque adornment of the familiar theme, and the 
scenic accessories are such as to secure the admiration of all 
spectators. The infant actors have now become famous, and 
their performance of the different characters is marked by 
histrionic excellence in great variety. Among these honour¬ 
able mention is deserved by Miss Lizzie Seymour, in the part 
of C'orneygrains, singing-master and dancer; by Miss 
Abrahams, in Pomona; and particularly the Infant-Cherito, 
who, as Nonpareil, the leader of the Fruit-Fuiries, performs 
marvels of execution. A duet, entitled “ Swiss Toys from the 
Lowther Arcade,” produced a round of applause for Bella 
Goward and her sister. In conclusion, Mr. Chatterton 
appeared, attended with two Liliputian footmen, who were 
the occasion of much mirth, to receive the congratubitions of 
the audience. 

A new drama has been produced at the Pavilion, entitled 
“ Honour Among Thieves,” which has ensured a signal success. 
The name of the author is not given, but the story aud 
structure of the piece indicate considerable practical skill, and 
the characters are distinguished by broad aud striking con¬ 
trasts, which are strongly effective. The basis of the argu¬ 
ment is a forged will, made in favour of a scapegrace nephew, 
who, aided by two rascally lawyers, signs it with the hand of 
his dead undo. The leading part was admirably sustained by 
Mr. Carden, whose powerful acting ensured the success of tho 
new production. The scenery and accessories of tho piece 
were all of a costly description, emulating tho best of such 
embellishments ut more fashionable theatres, though scarcely 
better conducted. 

On Friday, List week, as an extra evening, Miss Glyn gave 
her second reading, as announced, of “ Macbeth.” We trust 
that this may be the virtual commencement of a new serios. 
Her representation of tho various stages of the dramatic 
interest was both artistic and complete. It wanted little of 
actual acting, except costume and stage accessories. A note¬ 
worthy quality of her vocal interpretation of this solemn 
tragedy was Us comprehensiveness, and in parts a subtle 
significance indicating a profound study of the poot's design. 

Miss Carlisle has taken a benefit at tho Crystal Palace, 
appearing as Pauline in “ The Lady of Lyons.” It was her 
first appearance in the character, but will not be her last. 
The performance is of great promise. 

Messrs. John Sanger and Son have again taken a lease of 
the Agricultural Hall, and will reopen it at Christmas with a 
grand spectacle representing the Russo-Turkish war, on a 
large scale, including u thousand mou and horses and a dozen 
or two of elephants and camels. 

A general meeting of the renters, or debenture-holders, of 
Drury-Lauc Theatre was held last Saturday in tire saloon of 
the theatre, for the purpose of receiving and considering a 
report from the renters’ committee as to the management of 
the theatre by the committee of the proprietors. Tho report 
stated that the closing of the theatre for Italian opera during 
the whole of the London season had been very disastrous, 
involving a large depreciation in the value of the three hundred 
£500 debenture stock shares, and a large reduction in the value 
of the saleable admissions from £G to £8 to a difficult sale at some 
20s. each. A serious error as to the value of the renters’ pro- 
pci ty was made by the chairman at the last proprietors’ m acting, 
in stating that the value of the shares had risen from £92 to £105. 
Unfortunately, the facts were exactly opposite, a £500 share 
being £13 lees valuable in 1877 than in 1806. The committee, 
however, were not alarmed at tho gloomy prognostications 
regarding the future of tho theatre. They agaiu protested 
against t^c committee of proprietors retaining entirely and 
exclusively the management of the property. The £100 shares 
had for many years ceased to have any financial or pecuniary 
vulue whatevir, and the committee were, therefore, of opinion 
that steps should be taken by the renters and debenture-holders, 
either by application to Parliament or the Court of Chaucery, 
to obtain control over the theatre. The report was, after some 
discussion, adopted 


POLITICAL ITEMS. 

Mr. W. II. Smith, M.P., Financial Secretary to tho 
Treasury, has been appointed First Lord of the Admiralty, au 
appointment which will give general satisfaction. Consequent 
upon his acceptance of the office a writ for a new election for 
Westminster has been issued, and the High Bailiff has fixed 
Saturday (to-day) at noon for the nomination of candidate*. 
Meanwhile an influential meeting of the electors has been held 
at the offices of the Westminster Conservative Association, and 
Mr. Smith has put forth an address to his constituent*. No 
opposition to his re-election is expected. A portrait of Mr. 
Smith appeared in the number of this pnper for April 1, 1871, 
consequent upou his appointment to the office of Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury. 

About 1400 members of the Bolton Liberal Association aud 
their friends visited the grounds of Hawarden Castle last 
Saturday, and were addressed on sanitary matters by Mr. 
Gladstone, whom they found with his son, Mr. W. H. 
Gladstone, the member for Whitby, engaged in felling a tree. 
A summary of Mr. Gladstone’s speech is given at page 138. 

A Conservative demonstration was held on Monday at 
Hatfield Park, the seat of the Marquis of Salisbury. At a 
banquet given in the grounds, which was attended by a large 
number of members of Parliament aud presided over by 
Viscount Sandon, iheMarquis of Salisbury, in responding for 
her Majesty’s Ministers, expressed his belief that there were 
no “ working men” in the thorough sense of the term who 
deserved the term so completely as his colleagues who sat in tho 
House of Commons. He did not know that the House of Lords 
could claim either to share their labours or the honour which 
attached io them, unless it should please Parliament, by way 
of pain or penalty, to impose upon Messrs. Bigger and 
I’aruell a temporary peerage. The noble Marquis deplored 
the present war, and said it was only right that, as England 
was the ally and friend of both the contending parties, there 
should be neutrality, not only in acts but also of speech. Thj 
Government were thorougldy convinced that the patriotism 
of Englishmen, if they had need to appeal to it, was equal to 
any emergency, and would shrink from no sacrifice which tho 
interests and honour of the country might demand. Speeches 
were also made by the chairman, Mr. W. II. Smith, Sir C. 
Russell, Mr. W. Gordon, and other gentlemen. 

The recent proceedings of the “ Obstructives” in Parlia¬ 
ment were discussed on Monday at a meeting of IIome-Rulo 
members held in London, presided over by Mr. A. Moore. Mr. 
Butt addressed the meeting, and a resolution was proposed 
declaring the conduct of a small section of the party to bo 
reprehensible. Mr. Parnell made a speech denying that his 
policy was one of obstruction, and an amendment was moved 
to the effect that the resolution was inopportune. The meet¬ 
ing, however, broke up without any decision being come to. 

At a Liberal gathering held near Bath on Monday Lord 
John Harvey, one of the Liberal candidates for the representa¬ 
tion of that city at the next election, said he was afraid that 
Parliament had not now the same high reputation which it had 
a few years ago. He expressed approval of Mr. Gladstone’s 
policy on the Eastern Question. 

Pcole Conservative Association, of which Sir Ivor Bortio 
Gnest, Bnrt., is the president, celebrated its annual fete at 
Camford Park, near Wiinbome, on Monday. There was a very 
large gathering. 

Loid Burghley, eldest son of the Marquis of Exeter, is tho 
Conservative candidate for North Northamptonshire, vacant 
through the death of Mr. "Ward Hunt. In his address to the 
electors, he says he approves of the home policy of the Govern¬ 
ment, and advocates neutrality in the war, “ at the same time 
jealously watching those interests which so much affect tho 
position of this country in the East.” The Hon. Thomas Fitz- 
willinm having declined to contest the seat, Captain Edmund 
Wyatt -Edgcll, of Stanford Hall, grandson of the late Baroness 
Braye, has consented to become the Liberal candidate, and 
has been accepted by the party as their candidate. Captain 
Wyatt-Edgell has issued his address. He states that lie will 
promote all measures calculated to forward the principles of 
civil and religious liberty. He feels that the agricultural 
classes have great cause to complain, additional burdens 
haring been cast upon them without any compensating advan¬ 
tages. He would support any measure tending to their relief, 
cither by a more equal adjustment of local taxation or by tho 
formation of county financial boards. Captain Edgell would 
support a measure for assimilating the county to the borough 
franchise. He counsels neutrality with regard to the present 
war. The polling will take place on Monday next. 

Tlic Conservative leaders in the South Shropshire division 
met at Shrewsbury last week to select a candidate for the 
vacant seat. The choice fell upon Sir Baldwin Leighton, 
whose late father represented the division for many years. In 
liis address to the electors Sir Baldwin states that he is in favour 
of the establishment of county boards and increased grants 
from the Treasury for local purposes. Tho nomination is 
fixed for Thursday, at Church Stretton, and the polling for 
next Tuesday, if there should be a contest. 

Messrs. Mills and Johnson, tho members for Exeter, 
addressed their constituents at an outdoor Conservative demon¬ 
stration on Monday. Both gentlemen alluded to the Irish 
obstructives, and characterised their conduct as calculated to 
bring into contempt an institution of .which the country was 
most proud. 

The Buckingham Conservative Association held a public 
dinner in the Townhall, Buckingham, on Tuesday evening. 
The Hon. Percy Barrington presided, and among those present 
were Mr. J. G. Hubbard, M.P., Mr. Egerton Hubbard, M.P., 
and about eighty members of the association. 

Mr. A. J. Balfour, the Conservative representative of Hert¬ 
ford, addressed Ids constituents in the Com Exchange ou 
Tuesday evening, and a vote of confidence was passed. 

The nomination for Clare took place at Ennis on Monday, 
when Mr. Reeves (Conservative), Sir Bryan O'Loghlen, Bart. 
(Home Ruler), Mr. Burton (Liberal Conservative), and Tho 
O’Gorman Mahon (Home Ruler) were nominated. The Roman 
Catholic clergy announced from the altar on Sunday their 
support of Sir Bryan O’Loghlen. Tho polling is fixed for 
Monday next. 

Speaking at Insch, Aberdeenshire, last Saturday, Sir J. D- 
Elplimstone, M.P., one of the Lords of the Treasury, referred 
at some length to the policy of obstruction, saying that it was 
impossible that five or six men should be permitted to bring 
the Government of this great Empire into ridicule.

ENGLISH PRISONERS OF WAR. 
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THE WAR. 

Our Special Artists with the Russian and Turkish armies con¬ 
tinue to furnish a variety of sketches, representing many 
incidents both of the Bulgarian and of the Armenian cam¬ 
paign. IVc ore grieved to observe that they supply fresh testi¬ 
mony of the horribly cruel and wantonly malignant behaviour 
of the native Christians and the Mohammedans to each other. 
The Bulgarians, too frequently encouraged or assisted by the 
Cossacks of the Russian army, seem to have been perpetrating 
such deeds of havoc and foulest outrage, ending in wholesale 
massacre, where Moslem families lire left at their mercy, as to 
rival the worst atrocities committed by the Circassians and Bashi- 
Bazouktt Inst year in other parts of the country. Mr. Mellon 
Prior, our Special Artist with the Turkish army, was lately 
at Sliumln, where he saw a dozen or more Turkish women and 
children who lmd been wounded by the Cossack lances and 
pistol-bullets. He has sent us a sketch of these poor creatures 
showing their wounds, from tho old grandmother to the baby 
in its cradle. Herr Schouberg, an Austrian artist, who has 
accompanied the Russian army in the east of Bulgaria since 
the beginning of tho war, and whose sketches have been seen 
and approved by the Grand Duke Nicholas and by the Emperor 
Alexander himself, reluctantly bears witness to the barbarities 
of tho Cossacks in the Dobrudscha. lie assures us that they 
have uttacked and destroyed the Tartar villages of that 
province, towards the seacoast; und, not content with plun¬ 
dering and burning the houses, they have overtaken fugitive 
parlies of those inoffensive people, whom they have scourged 
and otherwise ill-treated, and finally killed, afterwards carry¬ 
ing off the goods nnd chattels they lmd with them. An outrage 
of this infamous character is described by Herr SchSnberg as 
having taken pluce on July 23, near Kadikoi, on the road from 
Mongolia to Varna, about six German miles south of Kustendje, 
from which town his letter is dated. He and two companions, 
who are German ne wspaper correspondents, 6aw from a distance 
the Cossacks ride down upon the waggon that convoyed the 
defenceless Tartar family and its scanty remaining possessions; 
he afterwards remonstrated with the Russian officer in com¬ 
mand, w ho merely shrugged his shoulders. These Cossacks wore 
part of a large number who rode forth out of Kustendje 
that day, and divided themselves into sundry parties, spreading 
over tlie whole country south of Kustendje, and visiting every 
hamlet and village. As the Russian Cominauder-in-Chief in 
Bulgarin has deigned to accept from Herr Schonberg an excel¬ 
lent water-colour drawing of the blowing-up of the Turkish 
monitor Lutfl Djelil at Braila, which his Imperial Highness 
hnt. given to the Emperor Alexander, we presume that Herr 
Schbnberg’s evidence will not bo rejected os hostile to the 
Russian side. It is here published for the information both 
of the Russian Government and of Lord Derby, to whom 
Colonel Wellesley, the British Military Commissioner at the 
Grand Duke’s licud-quarters, is said to bring an official report 
concerning the alleged misdoeds of Russian irregular troops. 
On the other hand, we have just received from ou occasional 
correspondent some terrible proofs of the most recent 
massacres, with torture nnd violation of females, prac¬ 
tised by the Turkish Bashi-Bazouks in tho Bulgarian 
town of Yeni Sugra, on the south side of the Balkans. The 
frightful tale was related by Cnptain James Gambier, R.N., 
writing from that place on the 18th ult., in u letter which, has 
appt ured this week in the Tima, and he has sent us a few 
sketches of the hideous objects that he saw there only two days 
after the massacre. We cannot present to our readers 
Engravings of these and similar sketches, but there is no doubt 
of their correctness. The actual occurrence, in many Bul¬ 
garian districts, of every imaginable nnd possible crime, 
including those most abhorrent to nature, perpetrated by men 
reckoned in the service of the Sultan, though really mere 
savages of wild and lawless Asiatic hordes, is beyond all 
dispute; and it is certain that such horrors ore still 
going on, wherever the movements of the regular armies 
came the sudden removal of Turkish governing authorities, 
without at once supplying their place by the arrival of Russian 
troops. This may be expected throughout Koumelia and 
Bosnia, ns will as Bulgaria, unless some foreign Bower should 
intervene. It is but too apparent tliut the Russian military 
authorities, whose attention is sufficiently engrossed by their 
an strategic difficulties, fail to control the equally ferocious 
and licentious bands of irregulurs foUowiug their standard in 
the invasion oi Turkey. Above aU, we cannot resist the 
deplorable conviction that, among these very Bulgarians of the 
Eastern Orthodox Church, whose liberation is the avowed aim 
of t he Russian crusade, are numerous popular gangs of the vilest 
ruffians in Europe, now banded together fortlie purpose of plun¬ 
dering, outraging, and slaughtering their Moslem neighbours. 

A correspondent of the Tail-Mall Gazette writes from Therapiu, 
undtr dote July 27, a letter headed “ Organised Atrocity.” 
In this he alleges that before even Russia declared war there 
was formed at Bucharest, under the auspices of the Puuslavist 
committees, a “Brigade of Vengeance,” composed of four bat¬ 
talions, chiefly Bulgarian revolutionaries, whose connection 
with the insurrection of last year barred their return 
to Turkey. Joined to them were o number of pro¬ 
fessional ’ ruffians of the sort which has furnished 
recruits to die “ insurrection ” in the Herzegovina. The 
writer says :—“ This brigade was organised with the avowed 
object of taking advantage of the war to put to death every 
Mohummedim m European Turkey upon whom they could lay 
hands—man, woman, or child; to bum every mosque and 
every Moslem habitation ; in short, to exterminate theMussul- 
nuiu population of Bulgaria and 'Hirace. Tlie ‘Brigade of 
Vengeance’ has been brought over into Bulgaria undercover 
of the Russian advance, and it has been doing its work in co¬ 
operation with the Cossacks.” We know nothing, for our part, 
of the existence of such a corns as is here described; but we 
may not eoneeid the testimony which has reached us of some 
facts which seem to admit this explanation. 

Tlie Sketches engrnved for this week’s Number of our 
Journal ure those representing less repulsive subjects. Our 
Special Artist witli tlie Russians in the Dobrudsdio has indeed 
found in the burning villages of Tergesck (or Erkesikoi) and 
BnUacesti, halfway between Hirsova und Medjidieh, lament¬ 
able subjects tor his pencil. There was no fighting with the 
Turks at these places; may we not ask why they were 
destroyed! The wanton desecration of the Mohammedan 
graveyard at Matchin is shown in another sketch by the same 
Rand. The two “ English Prisoners of War,” who nro seen 
in the custody of Russian soldiers at Tchcrnavoda, are Mr. 
Hairis, traffic manager of the Danube and Black Sea 
Railway from that pluce to Kustendje, nnd Mr. ltoff, its chief 
engineer or superintendent of locomotives. Tho railway, 
which was constructed by an English company, had been left 
Intact by the Turks when they abandoned that line of defence. 
Messrs. Hurris and ltoff remained in charge of tlie line and 
rolling sti ck, but when they conducted a traiu to Tdiernavodu 
thiy were wrested by the Russian military officer there in 
or n. mo nd, who sent them under escort to General Zimwennann. 
Altrr seine hours’ duration, they were released, andMr. Harris 
v, ( i.t ou board H.M.8. Rapid at Kustendje, the Russians 
liilii.g i ot scssioii of the railway. The smaller propeller steam¬ 


boat Evelina, belonging to this Railway Company, has since 
been employed from Kustendje to fetch off the distressed Bul¬ 
garian fugitives on the neighbouring seacoast. Our Special 
Artist has contributed a few Sketches of that service, which 
will appear next week. 

Tlie other Illustrations now given are from sketches by Mr. 
Melton Prior, with the Turkish army in its strategic retreat 
upon Si mula (at Tersenek on the 12th ult.), and one by Mr. 
Bell, in Armenia, representing the Hold-telegraph office tent 
in the camp of Mouktur Pasha at Serin, or flewin, where 
a battle was fought not long ago, to the defeat of 
the Russians. We refer also to our map of the country 
around Plevna, with the accompanying record of the important 
military operations wliich took place there at the beg innin g of 
last week. The battle of Plevna was described in our last, and 
subsequent accounts have proved it to bo a serious check for 
the Russian advance into Turkey. But it cannot be regarded 
as decisive of tlie campaign, though it has compelled tho 
Russians to abandon their positions south of the Balkan. 
They have now brought large roinforccmerits over the Danube, 
and ou Wednesday last they made an attack on Lofchn, but 
were again repulsed with some loss. Active operations seem 
also to be renewed in Armenia, but wo can scarcely yet discern 
the plan of a fresh campaign. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 

FRANCE. 

We learn from Tons that Marshal MacMahon intends to visit 
tlie Western, Southern, and Midland Departments in the 
course of the present mouth, but that neither Iris route nor the 
date of his departure have yet been fixed. 

M. Thiers visited the Castle of Stors on Sunday, and 
attended a political meeting in the neighbourhood to recom¬ 
mend a candidate for the approaching election. His reception 
by the country people was a kind of triumph, and he was 
sainted by loud cries of “ Vive hi. Thiers ! ” “ Vive la ltepub- 
lique! ” In the course of a speech, in which he advocated the 
return of M. Senard by the constituency, he said that, like 
that gentleman, “ he believed that to-day only the Republic is 
possible.” 

It is stated that attempts are being made to patch up au 
alliance between the Government and the Left Centre, with a 
■view to ensure the Republican defeat at the elections. Au 
article has appeared in the Journal det Debate, wliich is attri¬ 
buted to M.Thiers,declaring that any such combination is 
impossible. Baron Hiiussmann, in obedience, it is said, to 
instructions from Prince Louis Napoleon, lias come forward 
as a candidate at Ajaccio, in opposition to Prince Napoleon. 

The Erench papers continue to announce the dissolution or 
suspension of the Municipal Councils of various towns. Among 
them are Montelimart and Roubaix. The Orleans Court of 
Justice lias affirmed the judgment of the tribunal at Montargis, 
acquitting a man named l’ouzot, who has been charged with 
selling newspapers without a proper license. 

Another press conviction has taken place in Paris. On 
Monday the manager of tlie Mot d'Order was found guilty on 
a fresh charge, and sentenced by default to two mouths’ 
imprisonment and 4000f. fine. In Corsica a man has been 
sentenced to twenty days’ imprisonment for insulting Marshal 
MacMidion. The editor of the Echo dc Saintonye has been 
sentenced to a fine of lOODf. and fifteen days’ imprisonment 
for haring published a libel upon the Ministry. 

The annual public sitting of tlie French Academy was held 
on tlie 2nd inst., M. Alexandre Dumas presiding. Prizes were 
announced, three, of 2500f. each, being awarded to M. Paul 
Allard, Assistant Judge of tlie Civil Tribunal of Rouen, author 
of a work entitled "Les Esclaves Chretiens;” to the repre¬ 
sentatives of the late M. Nauvage, for his “ Pensees Morales et 
Littcraircs; ” and to M. Lucien Biart, author of u work 
entitled “A Travers l’Amdrique.” The prize of 3000f., 
founded by the late M. Bordin for encouraging high literary 
studies, was awarded to M. Chantelauzc for his “Marie Stuart, 
son proees et son Execution; ” and tho Marculin-Guerin prize, 
of tlie viduc of 5C00R. was divided in equal proportions 
between M. C’apnms, Professor of the Eaculty of Lawof Dijon, 
and M. Engine Pelletan. 

Judgment was yesterday week delivered in the Tribunal de 
Premiere Instance at Puris in the counter-application made by 
the Marquis de Cans in regard to his wife, Madame Adelina 
Patti, Tho Court found for the Marquis, and pronounced in 
bis favour la separation de corps et lies biens, and condemned 
liadnme Patti to pay tlie costs of tho suit. Madame Adelina 
Patti has, says Gulitjmtni, paid M. Escudier, manager of tlie 
Italian Theatre at Paris, 100,0001 as forfeit for the breach of 
engagement. She has also telegraphed to M. Stmkoich, of 
Row York, to soy that she accepts his proposals for the 
United States—namely, 10,000£. for eucli performance, and a 
benefit—fifty-one performances guaranteed, of more than half 
a million francs. 

M. Hnlevy’s “ Reine de Chvpre” was performed on 
Monday night for tlie first tune in the new Opera-House in 
Puns; nnd the Daily Teleejraph correspondent soys that, in 
spite of the lateness of the season and of the terrific heat which 
lias sent tlie majority of Parisians in pursuit of other baths 
tliun that to be found in a French theatre, the house was filled 
to the ceiling. 

SPAIN. 

It is stated from Madrid that the Government is desirous 
of concluding a new treaty of commerce and navigation with 
France and Great Britain on a basis of complete reciprocity 
in concessions, and reductions of the customs’ tariffs. 

Official news has been received from Cuba stating that the 
insurgents have been defeated by the Royal troops iu six con¬ 
secutive engagements near tlie banks of Rio San Pedro, in the 
Eastern Department. The insurgents lost several members of 
the revolutionary junta and two influential leaders. 

We. learn from Ilong-ICong that the difficulty between 
Spain and China has been amicably arranged, the latter having 
agreed to puy several thousand dollars. 

GERMANY. 

The chief of tlie Imperial Admiralty has finished a tour of 
inspection along the northern coast, and the result, in which 
the general staff and engineers concur, is said to be that 
Germany is practically unassailable by sea, and that the entire 
coast is now amply prepared for any war. 

Field Marshal von Steinmetz died on the 3rd inst., quite 
unexpectedly, at Landeck, in Silesia. He was bom in 1193, 
and entered the Prussian army in 1813. He was fatuous on 
account of his victories at Naeliod and Skalitz, in the war of 
I860; but in 1870 he made some mistakes at Vionville and 
Gravelotte, in consequence of which ho was relieved of com¬ 
mand in the field, and appointed military governor of the 
province of Posen. 

Prince Gustav von Wasa, father of the Queen of Saxony, 
died at Pillnitz on Saturday evening. 

Professor Helmholtz fans been elected Rector of the 
University of Berlin for the coming academical year. 

MEETING OF THE TWO EMPERORS. 

The Emperors of Austria und Germany met at Iscltl on 


Wednesday, according to appointment. Tire meeting is 
described as most cordral. The Emperor of Germany, imme¬ 
diately on his arrival, paid a visit to the Empress of Austria. 
Tlie Emperor William left Ischl next morning, after cordially 
taking leave of tho Empress and the Austrian Crown Prince. 
The Emperor of Austria accompanied the Emperor William to 
Edcnsee. Their whole interview testified to the existence of 
the frankest understanding between tho two Monarchy 

AUSTRO-nUN GARY. 

Public sentiment in Hungary continues to protest against 
the occupation or annexation of Bosnia, and demands “the 
maintenance, in its integrity, of the Ottoman Empire.” In 200 
towns meetings have been held in favour of the Turks. 

In Croatia, on tlie other hand, feeling goes the other way. 
A meeting of Sclavonic sympatiiisers was held at Agram ou 
Sunday evening, attended by about 1200 persons. After a pro¬ 
tracted discussion, a resolution, proposed as a compromise, was 
adopted expressing the conviction of those present that the 
barbarous and cruel oppression of t he Christian peoples in the 
East would continue so long as Turkey existed, and that the 
Turkish empire in Europe must therefore fall, if an existence, 
compatible with the dignity of mankind, was to be secured to 
the Christians in the East. The meeting farther affirmed its 
warmest sympathy with those nations who were fighting for 
freedom, nnd also with Russia, tho oily of Austro-Huugary; 
and, iu conclusion, expressed the conviction that Austro- 
Huugary will not defend Turkey. 

EGYPT. 

Prince Hussein Kiirnii Pasha, the Khedive’s second son, is 
suffering from a severe attack of neuralgia. Ho was to start 
on Monday for p. sea trip of a fow weeks in tho Archipelago. 

Tlie convention with England for the suppression of the 
slave trade was signed on Saturday. 

It is telegraphed to tlie Standard that the Government of 
the Khedive lias refused to repay to the Bank of Egypt tlie 
sum of £160,000, which was advanced without security in order 
to pay the coupons. 

The correspondent of the Daily Ketcs at Alexandria tele¬ 
graphs some details of a battle between King John of Abys¬ 
sinia and King Menelek of Shoa, resulting in the total defeat 
of the latter. Tlie battle occurred in the middle of June at 
Bujiarrah, where tho Shoaites were strongly intrenched. It 
was reported at Massowali that King Menelek had surrendered 
to King John, and that the kingdom of Hhoa hod beenunnexed 
to Abyssinia. Another report is that the rebellion in Darfur 
has been suppressed, and that Colonel Gordon is expected 
shortly at Souakim. Up to July 19 nothing was known at 
Massowah of peace haring been concluded between King John 
of Abyssinia and Egypt. 

AMERICA. 

Several members of the Cabinet are reported to favour tho 
organisation of a commission of arbitration to set tle the labour 
disputes. Meanwhile tlie strike of tho miners in Luzerne 
county continues. The State militia is being replaced by 
Federal troops. The Government lias ordered the return of 
the mcn-of-war and marines to their regular mivul stations. A 
large portion of the army will bo kept cost of the Mississippi. 

President Hayes lias prohibited the sale of firearms to the 
Indians. 

The Federal troops have arrested forty-five Valdez fili¬ 
busters on the Mexican frontier. 

The date of t he shooting at Creedmoor for the Centennial 
Prize has been changed from Sept. 13 to Sept. 14. 

Official statistics show that the vulue of the exports from 
the United States during the year ending Juue 30 last exceeded 
the value of the imports by 151,000,000 dels. 

News has been received of the arrival at Belcher Point of 
some whalemen, who were left ou board the whaling-vessel* 
abandoned in the Arctic regions in 1876. 

CANADA. 

Seventeen persons have lost their lives by the destruction 
by fire of tho poorhouse at Sirncoc, Ontario. 

Of the insurance claims ou account of the recent fire at 
St. John’s, Now Brunswick, 4,822,000 dols. will fall upon the 
English companies, 1,469,000 dols. upon the Canadian, and 
445,000 dols. upon American offices. 

John Sheeian 1ms been committed for trial for the murder 
of Mr. Hackett during the disturbances which occurred- at 
Montreal on July 12. 

THE GAPE COLONIES. 

By the latest mail from South Africa we have information 
that tlie Earl of Carnarvon's official approval of tlie annexation 
of the Transvaal has reached that, country, and that Sir 
Tbeophilus Shepstone, who has met with a very cordial reception 
in every part ot the new colony, has been appointed tlie first 
Lieut eumit- Governor. 

A petition draughted by the secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce at Tort Elizabeth has been very numerously signed 
and sent home for presentation to her Majesty. The petition, 
which states that Port Elizabeth is the principal trade centre 
of the European Colonies und States in Southern and South- 
Eastern Africa, declares:— 

That, but for the (watchful care of your 51110(0/8 Ministers anil Iho 
eevtrul local Governments, and the timely intervention of your Majesty's 
authority, it is more than likely that tho vast combination known to exist 
among all tlie Kaffir and Zulu tribe* would have mused them to swoop 
down first upon the white settlers in the Transvaal, and, extending their 
operations, mark their inroads by massacre, pillage, und general destruction, 
und thus forcibly thrust back civilisation in South Afrirn for ninny years, 
to the great loss of the agriculturist, tho capitalist, tlie merchant, and 
the distress of tho colonists generally. Tliut the memorialists have, 
therefore, seen with sincere satisfaction how solicitous your Majesty 
has been to preserve tlie lives and property of your Majesty’s 
subjects in these pints of the realm ; nnd that your Majesty’s Special 
Commissioner to South Africa, Sir Thcophilus Shepstone, well knowing 
the natives and their character, and to what the present condition of things 
political among nnd around them was rapidly tending, did, with furuiigot 
and judgment, and not before it was imperative, and the only und best 
thing that could be done ill the cause of humanity at large, intervene at tho 
moment of extremity, and immune the administration of the country and 
declare the Transvaal British territory. That your memorialists believe 
that, although this assumption of power may not havo been in tlie strictest 
accordance with the usagra of your Majesty's Government, the act itself is 
universally deemed in tills colony, nnd by the majority of Europeans in other 
parts of Coi.tli Africa, a neerasury and a wise one, whatever their opinions 
may be as to tlie fonus and method adopted by your Majesty's Special 
Commissiontron this viry critical occasion. 

INDIA. 

The Viceroy will proceed to Madras ou the 16th inst. 

A telegram respecting the famine has been received at the 
India Ofliee Irom the Viceroy. It is dated Aug. 6, and states 
that the prospects of the season have generally improved in 
Madras, but the distress is still severe. In Mysore pretty 
general showers lmve done some good, but the prospects hnvo 
not materially improved. In Bombay Sir Richard Temple 
telegraphs that fair rain in the eastern districts has saved much 
of the young crops, but along the western border tho famine 
area is larger. There have been slight showers in (loojerat and 
Kattiwar, but tlie anxiety regarding those parts still remains. 
In the North-West l*rovincee rain 1ms begun to full in many 
districts, and anxiety is much relieved. There has also been, 
tome rain in the Punjaub, but more is wanted ; the condition 
of crops is fair. The numbers relieved were:—In Madras, 
1)57,000 ou works and 839,000 charitably; in Mysore, 46,000 on 
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inspecting the works in progress, three men were observed 
■ following them. While the officers were inquiring into 


works and 151,000 charitably; in Bombay, 248,000 on works 
■and 149,000 charitably.

NEW ZEALAND. 

A telegram of the 18th inst. from Wellington states that 
the Budget has been presented to tho House of Representatives. 

The following are the chief heads of the Hon. Major 
Atkinson’s financial statement for the year ending June 30, 
1877 :—The consolidated rovenuo amounts to £1,950,000, being 
mi increase over the previous year of £238,000; the land 
revenue amounts to £1,040,000: forming a total revenue for 
the year ending June 30, 1877, of £2,990,000. The estimated 
revenue for the year ending June 30, 1878, including laud 
revenue, is stated at £3,109,000, and when the surplus of the 
year ending June 30 last, £118,000, is ridded to it, the total 
estimates of receipts for 1877-8 will amount to £3,540,000, 
against an estimated expenditure of £3,110,000, leaving a 
surplus divisible among tho counties of £329,000 and a balance 
•of £100,000. The profits on Government railways during the 
last six months amount to £80,000. The Treasurer estimates 
the profits for tho current year ut £170,000. Parliament is 
asked to authorise the issue of a loan of two millions, to be 
-applied as follows:—Railways, £910,000; ditto from released 
guaranteed debentures, £800,000; to defray provincial liabili¬ 
ties, £250,000. No increase of taxation is proposed.

Governor Sir Arthur Gordon has proclaimed Suva the 
.capital of Fiji. 

The Colonial Secretary of Fiji has published a report which 
supplies some trustworthy statistics upon the trade uud com¬ 
merce of the group during tho last year. It appears that the 
total exports amounted to £107,464 and the imports to £112,808. 
'The principal articles of export were—copra and cocoa-nut oil, 
£1130; cotton, £11,922; sugnr, £9036; maize, £8464; and 
bcclic-de-mer, £2491. Next to Hamburg, tq which port pro¬ 
duce of the value of £36,774 was scut lust year, the bulk of the 
exports find tlieir way to Sydney. The difficulties in the way 
■of maintaining regular and cheap iuterinsular steam communi¬ 
cation greatly retard agricultural operations. The total white 
population at the end of 1876 was estimated approximately at 
1569 persons. 

The German village of Gamsee, near Marienwerder, which 
had 1100 inhabitants, and the Swedish seaport of Suu iswall, 
which had 6000 inhabitants, have been nearly destroyed by ftra. 
In the former case a woman eighty-two years of age was burnt, 
•and 800 persons are homeless. 

An addition has been made to the already long list of 
-official publications relating to the affairs of Turkey by a blue- 
book of about 300 pages, just issued. The period it covers is 
only from March 29 to May 31 inclusive. Mr. Layard, writing 
at Therapia on May 16 to Lord Derby, says:—“ Mr. Valentine 
Baker has now received the rank of Siva, or General of Brigade 
in the Turkish service, and has, consequently, the title of 
Pasha. He will be under the orders of the Minister of Police, 
and will be charged with the reorganisation of the gendarmerie 
• or mounted police. His contract with the Porte was signed 
last Thursday, the 10th. Baker Pasha will receive 200 Turkish 
liras a month (about £2000 a year), and his engagement is for 
three years, commencing from the 23rd ult. He will have 
.several English officers under him ns inspectors of districts and 
for other purposes.” 

Prince 'William ITtt Lcleiohoker, the Heir-Apparent to the 
Throne of Hawaii, died at the Iolairi Palace on April 10, of 
rheumutic fever, ut the age of twenty-two. He was the 
youngest member of the family of the late lion. 0. Kapaakea 
and the late High Chieftess Keohokalolo, being the brother of 
the King of Hawaii and of their Royal Highnesses Princess 
Lydia Dominis und Princess Miriam L. Cloghoru. On Feb. i 4, 
1874, two days only subsequent to the election of his Majesty, 
he was proclaimed Heir-Apparent to the Throne, and invest?.! 
with the style and title of “ His Royal Highness." On the day 
after his death (April 11) a procUmiiitiou was made, in front of 
Aliiolnni House, of the appointment by his Majesty, with the 
consent of the nobles, of her Royal Highness Princess Lydia 
Kanakaclin Liliuokalani, eldest sister of his Majesty, as 'suc¬ 
cessor to the throne. The ncwly-appoiuted Heiress-Apparent 
was born on Sept. 2, 1838; and was married to his Excellency 
■John O. Dominis, Governor of Oahu, on Sept. 16,1862. 


Mr. Edwin Chadwick, C.B., has accepted the office of pre¬ 
sident of the Health Department, and Mr. James Caird, C.B., 
F.R.S., that of Economy and Trade, at the ensuing Social 
Science Congress to be held at Aberdeen. 

The annual exhibition of tho Northumberland Agricultural 
Association was opened on Wednesday morning ou tho Town 
Moor, Newcastle. In character the exhibition will compare 
favourably with previous shows held by the society at New¬ 
castle, t liough the number of entries is somewhat below that 
-of last year. Among the exhibitor's are the Duko of North¬ 
umberland, the Duke of Hamilton, t he Marquis of Londonderry, 
the Enrl of Ellesmere, and Earl Percy, M.P. 

The Congregational Association of North and South Wales 
began its annual session at Portmadoe, Carnarvonshire, on 
Wednesday, under the presidency of the Rev. W. Jones.

The parish church of Kelvedou, Essex, was reopened on 
Wednesday by the Bishop of St. Albans, after an effective 
restoration from designs by Mr. Blomtteld. 

The York Herald states that the Priory Church at Mnltou is 
about to be thoroughly restored, chiefly at the expense of Earl 
Fitzwilliam, the lord of the manor. The work will cost nearly 
£ 10 , 000 . 

A new window has been placed in the parish church of 
Folkestone, as a memorial of the Vicar’s special efforts in behalf 
of children in the administration of his parish. 

The arguments in respect to the application of the Rev. 
Arthur Tooth, Vicar of Hateham, to quash the proceedings 
against him taken under the Public Worship Regulation Act, 
have been ordered by the Lonl Chief Baron to stand over 
till the next sittings. 

The Bishop of Chichester annonnees that the public appeal 
in aid of the memorial to the late Dean Hook has resulted in 
£2050 being subscribed. The committee have contracted for 
a monument for the late Dean, to be placed in the cathedral; 
also for a clock, with the proper chimes and bell, to be fixed 
in the bell-tower—an object which Dr. Hook had always much 
ut heart, there being no good public clock in Chichester. 

An address was recently presented to the Bishop of Durham 
by 160 of the principal laity of the diocese (Lord Londonderry 
at their head), inviting him to sit for his portrait,: which was 
to be placed on the walls of Auckland Castle us a “ memorial 
of one whose usefulness in Ills day and generation was sur 
passed by none.” The Bishop, however, has declined the 
proffered honour, while duly appreciating the motives of 
the proposers. 

A service for the working classes was held in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral on Thursday evening-.

PUBLIC SCHOOL*. 




The Rev. Philip Magnus presided on the 2nd inst. at the 
distribution of prizes to the pupils of University College 
School. The school now contains 615 boys, and is thus one 
of the largest upper-class day schools in Loudon. Its new 
buildings, which are chiefly due to the generosity of Mr. 
Samuel Sharpe, are completed. The work of some of the 
higher classes is specially arranged with a view to the London 
mutriculntion, nnd fifteen of the boys at present in the school 
have passed that examination, tour of them in honours. Tho 
Rev. H. Weston Eve, lute Fellow of Trinity College, Cam¬ 
bridge, the Head Master, in the course of his introductory 
remarks, said that there were four entrance scholarships ut 
University College to be competed for lust session, and all were 
gained by pupils of the school. There were four Andrews 
Scholarships of the first year, and three of them tell to pupils of 
the school. Of four Fielden Scholarships, three fell to pupils 
of the school; audMyers, a pupil of tho school, gained tlielughcst 
honours of his year ut the college—the Jews’ Commemoration 
Scholarship. Sonic of the principal prizes were adjudged as 
follows:—L. 11. Jacobsen took the Fuse prize for classics; 
Halliburton, the Cook mathematical prize ; II. It. Williams, 
Sir. Ball's prize for an English essay ; Holman, Mr. Magnus’s 
prize for nidurid philosophy; Nuttall, Mr. Mavitta’s prize for 
mechanical dinwing; Huxley, the captain, became entitled to 
the Case Exhibition. L. H. Jacobsen was first in Greek, but, 
as the Case prize disqualified him, the Greek prize fell to 
Huxley. L. H. Jacobsen was also first in Latin, but the prize 
went to his twin brother, E. B. Jacobsen. Hartog in Hebrew, 
Beauchamp in French, Leon in German, Wooldridge iu 
Spanish, K. Moritz in English literature, the Jacobsens, de 
Cordova, and Maun in Greek and Roman History, and Williams 
in English History, were first in the lists. The geography 
prize in the sixth class was taken by E. G. Harmer, who came 
up from a public elementary school with tlm Hartog Scholar¬ 
ship, a School Board Exhibition founded in memory of Nurna 
Hartog, a former pupil of University College School, who, 
after becoming Senior Wrangler at Cambridge, suddenly died 
at Hampstead of smallpox. E. Moritz took the prize for social 
science, Ilolman the first prize for natural philosophy, Detaille, 
J. A. Leon, and Durham in chemistry and botany. In mathe¬ 
matics und arithmetic, Halliburton, C. Moritz, Meredith, and 
Cutehpool took the principal prizes. 

On the 3rd inst, there was a large gathering of friends and 
former members of Malvern College to sec the prizes dis¬ 
tributed by Lord Hampton, one of the vice-presidents of the 
college.

The archieologicnl learning of Mr. Alma Tadema, as well as 
liis masterly artistic powers, must be recognised in such a 
picture as the one selected for our principal Engraving, from 
the late Royal Academy Exhibition. His exact knowledge of 
the details of household life, of costume, mid of manners among 
the opulent class of Romans at the most splendid period of 
classical antiquity has frequently won the approval of scholars 
most especially conversant with those subjects. The scene of 
family history which is here represented lias also the kind of 
interest that belongs to a story of the domestic affections, aud 
of the crisis in a maiden’s fate wlieu she Is about to hear from 
the lips of her somewhat austere parent the name of a favoured 
suitor whom he intends her to marry, and whom she will 
scarcely be allowed to refuse. There is, perhaps, but too much 
cause for her present embarrassment if we could guess tho 
secret of her heart; but we fear there is little chance of her 
supplications availing to make-the old Roman father change 
his mind.

The Mayor and Corporation of Leamington have invited 
(lie Fanitnrv Institute to hold its congress in their town, and 
the invitation has been accepted. Tho congress will meet 
early in October. 

The receipts on account of revenue from April 1, 1877, to 
Aug. 4 were £25,926,091, against £25,244,960 in tho correspond¬ 
ing period of the preceding financial year. The net expendi¬ 
ture was £30,352,254, against £29,688,005 to the same date in 
tho previous year. The 'Treasury balances on Aug. 4 amounted 
to £1,530,631, mid at the same date in 1876 to £1,551,220. 

The annual show of the Royal Agricultural Society of Ireland 
was opened on Wednesday ut Galway, the Lord Lieutenant 
and the Duchess of Marlborough being present. A banquet 
took place in the evening, the Lord Lieutenant being among 
tho speukers. Taking the show as a whole, and having regard 
to quulity ns well as quantity, it is the finest show held by ttic 
society since that held at Balls Bridge, Dublin, in 1871. Tho 
number of shorthorns is fewer than last year, but there are 
tome splendid animals among them, and there are some aged 
bulls, such as probably never before were exhibited in a show- 
yard. The Clydesdale horses were magnificent. Among the 
prizes the l’urdon Challenge Cup was won by Sir. Richard 
Chnloner with liis bull Royal Arthur. Sir. Beynell, of 
Killucan, took the first prize for the best shorthorn bull calved 
in 1875; Cnptuin Cosby, of Stradbally, Queen's County, came 
first for the best shorthorn bull calved iu 1876; Sir. "lieorge 
Alexander for Hereford bulls; and Sir Charles Knox Gore for 
polled Angus bulls. The Crokcr Challenge Cup, for the best 
weight-carrying thoroughbred horse, was won by Swordsman, 
the property of Sir. Joseph Slacmahon, of Quoeu’s Couuty. 
Slessrs Arres nnd Slather, of Bulliunsloe, were first for the 
best agricultural horse; Sir. Hannan, of Killucan, took the 
prize lor an agricultural brood mare. For the best hunter over 
five years olu the first prize wus uwurded to Mr. Lambert, of 
Athenry. 
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PARLIAMENT. 

LORDS. 

In marked contrast to the prolonged sitting of the Commons, 
the sittings of the Upper House have become small by 
- degrees and beautifully less. The Lord Chancellor (to whom 
the woolsack must be a far softer cushion tliun is the chair to 
the Speaker) sat for twenty minutes only yesterday week and 
-on Saturday last, when their Lordship’s contented themselves 
•with the purely formal business of passing a few measures 
through certain stages. On Monday the same dry process was 
repeated, and Royal Assent was given by Commission (the 
Lord Chancellor, the Duke of Buccleuch, and the Earl of 
Skelmersdale being the Royal Commissioners) to the following 
bills:— 

The Registration of Leases (Scotland) Aet (1857) Amcnlment Bil’i 
Trades Marks Bill, hoard of RdumUon (Scotland) Continuance Bill. 
•Norfolk Estuary Bill, Humor's (Hartford) Estate Bill, Regent's Canal and 
Dock Bill. Bishop Auckland District Ons Bill. Handle Extension an 1 Im¬ 
provement Bill. Burslcm local Board hill, Louth Ons Bill : Boldin, 
Wicklow, and Wexford Railway Bill, Abl-otsbury Railway Bill; White¬ 
haven, Cleat or, and Egremont Railway Bill : the Eurl of Wmchelsea and 
Nottingti&ni’s Estates hill, and the Walker Trust Bill. 

On Tuesday it was made evident that tile deadlock of 
judicial business is not confined to the metropolis. The Earl 
of Harrowby presented a petition from the Liverpool Chamber 
of Commerce pointing out; that a fourth assize was necessary 
at that important city. Unite ulive to the evil, the Government 
would not hesitate, said the Lord Chancellor, to appoint more 
Judges if it should be found that they were absolutely neces¬ 
sary. The Earl of Beaconsfleld having prayed their Lordships 
to consent to git on Wednesday, the bill for improving the 
condition of tlie cmial population of England was read the 
second time, on the motion of tlie Duke of Richmond, Lord 
■ Shaftesbury cordially approving the measure. The Irish Prisons 
Bill was then read the second time, and other measures were 
advanced a stage. 

Various bills were also pushed forward during the brief 
Wednesduv sitting, which was muinlyoecupied by an exposition 
on the part of the Duke of Richmond of the Destructive Insects 
Hill, which has been framed to resist the invasion of this country 
by the Colorado beetle, and which was read the second time. 

On Tliursdny tlie Commons’ amendments in the South 
Africa Hill were agreed to. The Commons’ reason for disagree¬ 
ing from one of the Lords' amendments in the Oxford and 
Cambridge Universities Bill was considered: and tlie following 
bills were read the second time:—The County Officers and 
Courts (Ireland), the Sheriffs Courts (Scotland), the Supreme 
Court of Judicature (Ireland), the Police Expenses Act Con¬ 
tinuance, tlie Colonial Stock and East India Loan Bills. The 
Marquis of Salisbury-, in moving the second reading of the 
East India Loan Bill, declared there was no foundation 
whatever for the apprehension sometimes expressed with 
Togard to Indian finance, nor for the statement that 
the expenditure of the Government upon reproductive works 
had been otherwise than prudent and frugal. He was 
also happy to say that in the famine districts there was not now 
so gloomy a prospect ns existed a fortnight ago, there having 
been a heavy rainfall and u consequent saving of many of the 
crops. Her Majesty’s Government, however, would continue 
their efforts to mitigate the calamity as much ns possible. A 
discussion upon India then followed, occupying some hours of 
their Lordships’ valuable time. 

COMMONS. 

Tlie twenty-six hours’ sitting made so profound an impression 
on the House that it was scarcely surprising to find it referred 
to yesterduv week in the shape of a question and a Ministerial 
answer. Mr. Newdegatc asked the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer whether it was his intention to propose any motion 
by which tlie House could record its sense of the great incon¬ 
venience to which it was put by a very small minority. But 
.Sir Stafford Northcote said, amid approving cheers, that it 
would be more dignified to let the records of the House speak 
for themselves. Should there bo any repetition of such scenes 
the House would know how to deal with them, added the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, with quiet emphasis. The South 
Africa Bill as amendod—tlie measure over which the prolonged 
fight teak place—passed through Committee, despite the 
strenuous opposition of Mr. O’Donnell, who vainly moved that 
it should be read that day three months, and as fruitlessly 
moved tlie rejection of various clauses. At the instance of 
Mr. W. II. Smith, the Colonial Stock Bill was read the second 
time. Various other measures were subsequently advanced a 
stage. 

On Saturday last the tempest-tossed South Africa Bill 
reached a quiet haven at last. Sir George Campbell having 
demurred to the haste with which it had been pushed through 
Parliament, Mr. AV. E. Forster retorted that it was one ot the 
best -discussed mcasureshehnd ever known; but .Mr. Pam ’ll—the 
personification of the man convinced against his will—still 
opined that tlie bill had been passed by force, even “ at the 
point of the bayonet.” The Lords’ amendments to the 
Universities Bill were then considered: and, with the exception 
-of the alteration in clause 16, which was not sanctioned, 
the amendments were agreed to by 61 against 41 votes. The 
Irish County Courts Bill and Irish Prisons Bill were next read 
tlie third time, as was the Scottish Sheriff Courts Bill. 

Mr. Fawcett on Monday followed up his victory against 
the Marquis of Salisbury by inducing the House to disagree 
with clanse 4 of the Metrop olitan Streets Improvement Bill. 
The hon. member for Hackney, with no little unction, pointed 
out that the rejection of this clause would cause an important 
improvement to be reinstated in tlie bill—namely, the con¬ 
struction of tho new street from Chiiring-cross to Tottenham- 
•court-road. The vexed clanse was accordingly dropped, in 
spite of opposition from Mr. Uorst and Mr. Buikos; and, on 
the motion of Sir J. M. Hogg, a Committee with quite a 
Radical leavening was appointed to confer with a Com¬ 
mittee of the House of Lords on the subject. The 
inefficiency of the blockade of the Black Sea by- tlie 
Turks was insinuated in a query put by Sir Charles Dilko 
to Mr. Buurke; but the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
was not prepared to admit that the blockade was inefficient. 
Mr. Trevelyan, who said that the new Army Warrant would 
udd £320,000 a year to our burdens, and who was of opinion 
that tho scheme’ wus otherwise objectionable, introduced the 
following amendment on the motion to go into Committee of 
Supply on the .Supplementary Estimate for Promotion and 
Retirement in the Army:— 

That thin House, while fully prepared to consider the question of retire¬ 
ment with a view to secure a sufficient flow of promotion in tho Army, 
cannot at tliis late period of tho Session proceed to sanction a scheme which 
deanunds mature end careful examination, inasmuch us it entail* a large 
increase of expenditure on the English and Indian Exchequers, and mate¬ 
rially affixes the future of our military system. 

Various minnows of debate having nibbled at tlie scheme, the 
Tritons rose in the persons of Mr. Gnthome Hardy and the 
Marquis of Harrington, the .Secretary for War witli uccus- 
tc.mid energy and fluency defending the Government pro¬ 
posals, and urging their immediate adoption, and the noble 
Lord the Leader of the Opposition damning them with faint 
praise as being merely a temporary expedient. Mr. Trevelyan 
luid a considerable majority against him—13‘J to 77. lhe vote 


of £25,000 was then agreed to, and the remaining orders were 
disposed of. 

A coming event intimately concerning Mr. W. H. Smith 
lias lately cast its shadow before it in the shape of an unmis¬ 
takably sailor-like roll inthegaitof tlie hon. member for West¬ 
minster as he has walked up the floor of the House—so much 
so that those who may have dinned his appointment as First 
Lord of the Admiralty could not have been much astonished 
if the hon. gentleman luid given colour to the idea by an 
occasional hitch at his ample unmentionables. Vet the forth¬ 
coming assumption by Mr. W. H. Smith of the duties of the 
First Lord of the Admiralty might have appeared a prob¬ 
lematical matter as recently us Tuesday last, for Sir Stafford 
Northcote replied in the most guileless maimer imaginable to 
an inevitable question from Captain Pim, informing that 
inveterate inquirer that it would be best to wait until the office 
was filled, so as to have the benefit of tho new First Lord's 
ad rice before undertaking any changes in the aduilnistmtiou 
of tlie Navy. Suppressing any hornpipe tendency which lie 
may have felt, the incipient First Lord himself gravely 
rose to answer Mr. WhaBey. The Financial Secretary 
to tlie Treasury assured the hon. member for Peterborough 
that neither Detective Druscovich' nor Detective Puirner was 
employed in tho Tichborne case, 1 whilst, as for tho where¬ 
abouts of Jean Luie, Mr. Smith could not tell “where she or 
he” was. This ingenuous avowal of iguoraneo as to the sox 
of Jean Luie provoked much laughter. A query put by Mr. 
Holt seemed to iudicutc a fear on the part of the hon. 
member that the Iter. J. 8. Lyle, chaplain to the Bishop 
of Colombo, might convert tho natives of Colombo to the 
peculiar tenets of the Holy- Cross Society. Whereupon 
Mr. Whulley rose afresh to intiinate his intention of bringing 
in a bill to alter the. Prayer-Book by the substitution of 
‘•minister” for “priest” (Laughter). Mr. Sullivan gave 
solemn notice of his resolve to bring Sir J. D. Elphinstone to 
book on Friday fee alluding to the obstructionists as 
“ruffians.” As if enough time laid not been spent in 
opposing the South Africa Bill, Mr. Courtney, with sug¬ 
gestive .-ympathy for the Boers, delivered liimsolf of a long 
and wearisome protest against the annexation of the 
Transvaal, and found a congenial supporter in the irrepres¬ 
sible Mr. O’Donnell. Mr. Knatclibull -Hugesaen (wile should 
take pity on tlie reporters and shorten his name by one 
half) rendered willing support to the Government; and so did 
Mr. Jenkins, for a wonder. Mr. Lowther defended the action 
of the Government with ability; and Mr. Whalloy condemned 
in strong terms tlie Fenian tone of Mr. O'DonneU’s speech. 
Then arose an interesting naval debate on the engagement 
between H.M.S. Shah and Amethyst and the Hunscar, Sir J. 
Hay warmly defending the uction of Admiral De Horsey in 
introducing the following motion:— 

Tliat, in the opinion of tin* House, it is desirable whenever there is u 
sufficient number of ironcihwl ships to revert to the practice of stationing one 
of them in the Du-ific. 

Mr. Brassey, in liis capacity as an amateur jack tar who has 
circumnavigated the globe, likewise approved the gidlaut 
Admiral’s conduct. But Dr. C'amerou, with the shrewdness of 
a canny Scot, said tlie naval aspect of the affair J war one thing, 
but the international view of tlie matter was far graver, and 
he counselled the House to suspend judgment until the official 
papers had been studied. Mr. Shaw-Lefevre coincided with 
Dr. Cameron’s views. Mr. Egerton said it was impos¬ 
sible to place tlie decisions of the Foreign Office and 
tlie Admiralty before the House yet; but ho might 
state that the Government iiad no intention of recalling 
Admiral De Horsey. Sir William Harcourt reminded the 
House that he was “ Historicus.” As on authority on 
international law, he could not sec that the Admiral wus 
quite justified in taking the severe and forcible measures he 
did against the Huascar. The Attorney-General’s reply was 
of the true “Britannia Rulc3 the Waves” order, and, 
as such, was cordially cheered from the Conservative 
benches. He emphatically defended tire action of 
Admiral De Horsey : but, at the same time, did not 
pretend to pronounce any opinion on the matter on 
the part of the Government. This Hibernian line of argument 
met with a smart rejoinder from Mr. Goschen, to whom the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, with more liveliness and spice 
than he has shown for some time, administered an equally 
smart rebuke. Ill Committee of Supply Sir Charles Dilke 
moved tlie reduction of the Fiji vote, but had his motion 
rejected by 133 to 18 votes. The supplementary vote of 
£100,000 for the annexation of the Transvaal was agreed to, 
after o vuin effort on tlie part of Sir George Campbell to reduce 
it by £25,000, and after a similarly vain motion by Mr. 
O’Donnell to eliminate the whole vote. 

T he motion by Sir W. H. Dyke, on Wednesday, for a new 
writ for the election of a member for the city of Westminster 
in the room of Mr. W. H. Smith, wlto had accepted the office 
| of First Lord of the Admiralty, wus agreed to, and the 
personal popularity of Mr. Smith was attested by the general 
cheering which greeted the announcement. In Supply the 
votes lor law and criminal purposes iu Ireland ware agreed to 
in the teeth of opposition from Messrs. Parnell, Biggar, mid 
O'Donnell. The Appropriation Bill was read the first time, 
and u few other measures were pushed forward. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer on Thursday made an 
nppcnl to Mr. Geo. I’. Ben thick not to press his motion on the 
second reading of the Appropriation Bill, with respect to the 
Eastern Question, on tlie ground that her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment felt that bucli a discussion would at the present moment 
be inconvenient and prejudicial to public interests. Mr. 
Bentinek, whilst expressing his regret at the appeal, reluct¬ 
antly withdrew his notice. Mr. Whalley was proceeding 
to address the House upon the subject involved, when he 
was informed by tlie Speaker that he was out of order. 
Tlie Chancellor of the Exchequer, replying to an observation 
from Mr. Fawcett, stated that a similar appeal hud been made 
to a noble Lord in the other House, and that, in conseqncnce, 
lie declined to persevere with his motion upon the affairs in 
the East of which he had given notice. Mr. Whalley pro¬ 
tested ngainst the House being prevented from entering into 
a discussion on tlie subject in question, and was pro¬ 
ceeding, amid loud cries of “Order, order!” to make 
Beime remarks, when lie was informed by tho Speaker 
tliat his conduct was very irregular. Mr. Whalley, 
notwithstanding continued on his legs, and asked whether uuy 
other Government except the Bapacy had expressed on opinion 
concurring with the sentiments of hostility towards the Em¬ 
peror of Russia eontaiue-d in the despatch of Ixird Derby. Tho 
blanker informed the hon. member that he must rule again 
that he was out of order. Mr. Whalley having once more 
essayed to address the House, the .Speaker intimated to him 
that, having been more than once ruled out of order, the hon. 
member had now brought himself under the new ride. The 
Cliuncellor of tlie Exchequer then read the new rule, and, in 
accordance with it, moved tliat the hon. member be not 
fuither lieaid. The Speaker thereupon put the motion, 
which was agreed to amidst a general cry of “Ay,ay ! ” mid 
much laughter. Mr. Forster asked whether we had a 
“favoured-nation clanse” in any of our treaties with Spain. 
Mr. Bourke said it was quite true that the Spanish Govern¬ 


ment had entered into a commercial treaty with Germany and 
Switzerland which placed other countries at a disadvantage 
compared with them. The Government contended that we 
had a favoured-nation clanse with Spain. Several treaties 
with clauses bearing upon that point had existed, but they had 
been modified by Lord Aberdeen. In 1843 a correspondence took 
place, in which Lord Aberdeen denied that the ‘ ‘ favoured-nation 
clanse ” in those treaties applied to commercial matters. A 
correspondence was now going on with the Spanish Govern¬ 
ment iis to the bearing of those clauses, and her Majesty’s 
Cliarge-d’Affaires at Madrid had been instructed to demand 
the application of the “ favoured-nation clause; ” but no reply 
had ns yet been received. Mi-. Bourke further informed Mr. 
Forster that tlie Foreign Office had received information con¬ 
tinuing the report of the drowning of Africans near tlie Congo, 
and that one of the persons said to be implicated was a 
British subject. Hi reply to Hr. Ashley, Mr. Bnurko stated 
that a telegram had been received intimating tliat the 
convention with the Khedive for the suppression of the slave 
trade on the Red Sea had been signed. On the motion for tho 
second reading of tlie Expiring Laws Continuance Bill, Mr. 
Purnell resumed his opposition to the measure, but ultimately 
withdrew his amendment for the rejection of the bill, which 
was then read the second time. On the second reading of the 
Appropriation Bill Mr. Grant Duff called attention to the 
nppareut change of policy of the Government of Iudin with 
States west of the Indus, and asked for explanations as to the 
occupation of Quetta, the negotiations ut Peshawar, and the 
proposed chaugo of administration in the frontier districts. A 
debute of some length then ensued. Tlie Appropriation Bill 
was finally road tlie second time. 


Mr. Lowe has declined to be put in nomination for the Lord 
Rectorship of Edinburgh University. 

The Great Yarmouth und Stalham Railway was opened for 
traffic on Tuesday. 

The Manchester and Salford Sanitary Association is hold - 
ing an exhibition of sanitary appliances in tho Owens College 
grounds, which will remain open the whole of next week. 

T he Mark Lam Lrprcx* says the most noticeable feature, ill 
the agricultural reports of the past week is the improvement 
which has taken place in barley. Wheat may now be con¬ 
sidered to have reached maturity, and in well-sheltered southern 
districts harvesting has begun. 

A severe thunderstorm passed over Huddersfield on Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon. About two o’clock Frederick Eceles, joiner, 
aged nineteen, was engaged on some new houses at Bradley, 
when the lightning killed him. A companion, named Whiteley, 
was also struck, hut escaped serious injury. There were 
thunderstorms in other parts of the country. 

At a quarterly meeting of the Stafford Town Council, held 
on Tuesday, it was unanimously resolved to offer the office of 
Lord High Steward to the Borough of Stafford, rendered 
vacant by the death of the Earl of Shrewsbury, to the Earl of 
Lichfield, who resides at Shtighorougli Hull," near Stafford. 
The post is purely honorary. 

A meeting of representatives of South Woles and Mon¬ 
mouthshire miners was held at Merthyr on Monday, when it 
was resolved to form a union, to be called tlie Amalgamated 
Association of Miners. Mr. T. Holliday was elected president 
of the association. Tlie question of production in the coal and 
iron trades wifi shortly be taken into consideration by the 
Central Board of the Miners' National Union, who were em¬ 
powered by the conference recently held at Durham to deal 
witli the subject. Mr. Macdonald, M.I’., president of the 
National Union, has been requested by the Central Board to 
prepare a scheme for consideration at a meeting to be belli soon. 

The annual congress of the British Medical Association, 
which numbers upwards of 7000 practitioners in all parts of 
tlie United Kingdom, opened on Tuesday afternoon at Man¬ 
chester, mid continued during the three following days. Many 
scientific questions were discussed, and the subjects of general 
interest, under the head of “ State Medicine," came before 
the gathering ; but, besides these, the Corporations of Man¬ 
chester, Blackpool, and Macclesfield, as well os the manufacturers 
and professional men of Lancashire, had taken care that tho 
members of this hardworking and benevolent profc sion should 
not devote themselves wholly to business, the various authori¬ 
ties and private persons having organised means of enjoyment. 

The Gazette of Tuesday announces the following diplo¬ 
matic appointments:—The Hon. F. R. lTunkett, now Secretary 
to her Majesty’s Legation at Washington, to be Secretary to 
her Majesty’s Embassy at St. Petersburg; Mr. Victor A. W. 
Drummond, now Secretary to the Legation at Rio de Janeiro, 
to be Secretary to the Legation at Washington ; Mr. F. K. 
St. John, now Secretary to the Legation at Buenos Ayres, to 
be Secretary to the Legation at Rio do Janeiro ; Mr. J. P. H. 
Gastrell, now a Second Secretary in her Majesty’s Diplomatic 
Service, to be Secretary to the Legation at Buenos Ayres; and 
Mr. W. E. Goschen, now a Tliird Secretary, to be a Second 
Secretary in her Majesty’s Diplomatic Service. 

The umiual meeting of tho Royal Arehtcologicnl Institute 
of Great Britain aud Ireland was opened on Tuesday at 
Hereford. The members of the institute wero welcomed by 
tlie Town Council, anil in the afternoon Sir Gilbert Scott, 
Bart., gave an historical account of the cathedral. Tlie 
members of tlie society went on Wednesday to Ludlow and 
Leominster, and examined the fine old churches of those 
tow ns, and also at the former place the ruins of the castle.— 
The annual meeting of the Cambrian Arclueological Asso¬ 
ciation, of which the Prince of Wales is president, was opened 
at Carnarvon on Tuesday evening, under tlie presidency of 
Lord Clarence l’aget. The inaugural address was delivered 
by Professor Bubbington, who dwelt on the great advanco of 
archeological science in North and South Wales. The Bishop 
of St. Asnpli wns_elected president for the ensuing year, und 
the Hon. J. G. Wynn hon. secretary for North Wales. 

The Gardeners' Chronicle publishes the general results of ail 
inquiry throughout the United Kingdom us to the condition 
and prospects of the potato crop. The crop will prove an 
average one, although the tubers are small, and from ten days 
to a fortnight later than usual. Tlie potato disease has inode 
its appuuance almost everywhere, more or less, and iu some 
cases iu an aggravated form.—’The Garden states that most 
kinds of fruits are this year a failure. Apples are in some few 
places a fair crop, but they tire thin generally. Pears and 
plums agpear ahnost everywhere to be a failure. Wall fruits 
arc also unsatisfactory, but in some districts there is nu average 
crop of peaches and nectarines. The cause of failure in our 
fiuit crops this year is by many attributed not wholly to the 
unfavourable spring which we have experienced, but in a great 
measure to the sunless autumn of last year, which was 
unfavourable to the perfect ripening of the wood. Small fruits 
of all kinds appear to be everywhere abundant, though in some 
cases inferior in quality. Apples are, however, the fruits 
which most concern us; and, although immense quantities may 
be expected from America, the prices will probably be very high. 
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ECHOES OF THE WEEK. 

*' Give it ’em ’ot, Poley! ” Such was the beautifully worded 
exhortation which, according to the Tim**, was addressed by 
the mob in Bow-street lately, when Mr. Poland, the eminent 
barrister, who is retained by the Crown to prosecute the three 
.Detectives, arrived at the court. “ Give it ’em ’ot, Poley ! ” 
The criminal classes are very fond of giving affectionately 
familiar petit* twin* to the agenta and ministers of the law. Mr. 
Montague Williams is, 1 believe, habitually termed “ Monty” 
by ladies and gentlcmon who have been 11 in trouble,” or who 
•deserve to be in it; Mr. George Lewis, juu., is usually termed 
“Young Mr. George;” and I have heard (in Whitechapel) 
Sir. Baron Bramwell qualified as “ Braui.” I only mention 
t he rabble’s salutation to Sir. Poland in order that I may record 
my protest against there being anv police court in Bow-street 
at all. It is a shame that this broad thoroughfare, onco a 
very fashionable ouo, and even now the home of the most 
splendid and aristocratic theatre in Europe, should be dis¬ 
figured every morning and afternoon, on all the days of 
the year save Sundays, by gangs of roughs and thieves, the 
associates of the culprits whoso misdeeds are being adjudicated 
on by Sir Jumcs Ingham and his colleague. The arrival and 
departure of the Prisoners’Van (or “Black Maria” os the 
roughs call it) give rise to continued scenes of ribaldry, pro¬ 
fligacy, and violence, which are a nuisance to the district and a 
:6candal to the age. 

Bow-street ought, whon metropolitan improvements are 
taken seriously in hand, to form part of a sumptuous boule¬ 
vard running straight from the tap of the Wuterloo-road, 
.crossing the soon-to-bc-toll-freed Waterloo Bridge, absorbing 
the two Wellington-streets, taking in Endell and Bloomsbury- 
streets, and terminating in Bodford-square. But with that 
horrible police court ana the morning aud afternoon congre¬ 
gation of felony round the “Black Maria,” Bow-strcct must 
always stop the way and prevent the formation of a really 
noble vid from north to south London. You will tell me that 
they aro building a new and commodious structure on the cast 
side of the street to replace the old and miserably inconvenient 
police court on the west side. That is precisely of what I 
complain. A site for the new tribunal might easily have 
been found in Long-acre; or, better still, if it was found 
absolutely necessary to orect the new edifico in Bow- 
street, the back thereof should have been in that 
thoroughfare and the front in Drury-lane. At ull events, 
I hope that the architect of the new building has pro¬ 
vided a spacious courtyard, screened by u high wall and 
protected by substantial gates. The existiug nuisance might 
be modified by the prison van being driven into the courtyard 
instead of being drawn up in front of the courthouse door. 
I make no apology for these notes being long und for their not 
being of a “gossiping” mature, because I have written them 
with a purpose. The present condition of Bow-street, in its 
• criminal aspect, is a disgrace to the nation, and degrades us 
in the eyes of foreigners. 

There were strong men before Agamemnon ; and the 
honourable members for Meath, Cavan, und Dungarvan must 
not plume themselves on being the inventors of the art of 
driving the Bouse of Commons and its exalted officers to 
•despair. Do you know Winthrop Mackworth Praed’s airy 
lilies “on seeing tho Speaker asleep in his chair in one of the 
debates of the first Deformed Parliament ? ” Here is one of 
the verses:— 

Sloop, Mr. Speaker: Blmriber lie* 

Light aud brief on a Speaker’s eyes ; 

rielden or Finn in u minute or twu 

Some disorderly tiling will do; 

lUot will chnac repose away: 

Sleep, Mr. Speaker; aleep while you may. 

I have not a complete set of “ Hausnrd” by me, and am thus 
•deburred from knowing what was the precise nature of the 
“disorderly tilings” which, according to Mr. Praed, Messrs. 
Ficlden and Finn (ubi aunt ?) were apt to do. 

Mem.: There are some capital descriptions of the “dis¬ 
orderly” Beenes which too frequently took place in the first 
Iiefonncd Parliament in that novel of “ Ten Thousand a 
Year” about which I had something to say last weok. I 
gently complained then that the death of the once-popular 
novelist liud met with but count mention iu the press. Tho 
late Mr. "Warren has been “ mentioned” since with a vengeance, 
and has been debited, by one journal in particular, with all 
kinds of follies and foibles. Whenever I read an ill-natured 
paragraph about a dead man 1 always wonder whether the 
writer thinks anytliing about his friend round the corner who 
is waiting to “touch up” his, the puragmphist’s, little faults 
and foibles when he lias joined the majority. 

Not to have seen “Tongo” is to exhibit an amount of 
forgetfulness of one’s social duties which Society Would be 
loth to forget or to forgive. I always like to keep well with 
Society; sol hied mo lately to the Westminster Aquarium, with 
a view of paying my respects to the Only Gorilla. There hap¬ 
pened, however, to be a very interesting ceremonial going on, 
in the shape of the distribution, by Mr. W. \V. Robertson, of 
the prises to the successful competitors in the Maritime and 
Piscatorial Exhibition now being held at the Aquarium.

There wns a dog in Pongo’s private room who interested mo 
even more .than the little man-monkey did. The dog is the 
Gorilla's constant playmate, and is, I daresay, his guide, 
philosopher, and friend, understanding all that lie in the 
monkey Innguugc says. Did you ever read the old book Do 
A turn & lit utorum t Did you ever wistfully cogitate on tho 
M ystery of the Beasts ? There came over me as 1 went away 
fi<m “interviewing” the interestingquadrumane in the trundle 
bi d an absurd desire to ask the dog (who was frisking about us 
in a very friendly manner) to ask l’ougo to lend me half a 
sovereign, to be punctually repaid next Monday fortnight. 


You may think that so ridiculous a notion was like what Cer¬ 
vantes called “ la raeon de !a sin raton ; ” yet did it seem to me 
that of the two brutes the dog's was the Superior Intelligeuce; 
that he could understand what I said and what Pongo would 
say; that in the communication between us there lie was 
nearest to mo; but that between the Gorilla and myself there 
wns an immeasurable and impassable gulf. He looked mise¬ 
rably human, I admit; but still I failed to recognise him as 
my Cousin German. 

Hew should I know whether Osman Pasha, who has been 
winning such very striking victories over the Russians is cx- 
Marshsl Bozaine or not ? Yet people are continually askiug 
me the question.

Coffee and pipes having 
been served, the negotiators were left alone; when said the 
Turkish Pasha to the Russian Admiral, “ Ifoo’e a' wi’ ye, 
Handle } ” They were both eiumy Scots from Greenock.

NATIONAL SrORTS. 


Any fulling-off in the attendance at Goodwood during the 
first two days was amply compensated for on the Thursday, 
when the Stand and Ring were unusually full, and the Lawn 
presented a more brilliant appearance tliau ever. The first 
race of importance was the Molecomb Stakes, for which Rc.l 
Hazard was made a very hot favourite, as it was generally con¬ 
ceded that lie ought to have won the Lavant Stakes on the 
previous day. This time Archer was his pilot instead of 
Custancc, and, holding a good position throughout, he took up 
the running at the distance uiul never left the issue in doubt. 
The brifliiuit entry for the Goodwood Cup gave promise of a 
most interesting ruce; but one after another the probable 
starters dropped into the list of the missing, and at but only 
five joined in the parade before the Stand. Uf these Winchel- 
sea was merely saddled to make the running for Charon, whose 
chance could not be esteemed very highly, and the repented 
offers of -1 to 1 against Petrarch proved that he was by no 
means the same horse who won the Ascot Cup so gallantly. 
The race was virtually, therefore, a match between Skylark 
nnd Hampton, and for a long time they fought hard for the 
premiership in the betting. The little son of Lord Clifden 
looked very gay and jaunty, showing no trace of his severe 
gallop in the btakes just twenty-four hours previously; but 
Kkylark, always a very taking colt, except in his slow paces, 
never seemed' better; and tho persistent followers of Archer 
finally bore down aU opposition, and brought liiin to 5 to 4, 
while 3 to 1 could be- easily' obtained about Hampton. Directly 
the flag fell, Winchelsea shot uway to accomplish his mission, 
and soon placed a very wide gap between himself and the 
other four. At half distance he was fully 150 yards in front 
of Charon, who lay second ; and, less than a mile from home, 
he still had a lead of about a hundred yards. Then, however, 
he died away, nnd the other four quickly caught und passed 
him, Hampton taking up the running fully half a mile from home, 
and coming idoug at such a pace that Petrardi nnd Charon 
were in hopeless trouble at the distance. Here Skylark made a 
detei mined effort, but utterly failed to reach the leader, who 
sailed past the post a very easy winner by nearly two lengths. 
Charon nnd Petrarch were both eased, nnd tho former wns 
placed third. A better Cup performance has not been seen for 
many a day, nnd people are now more ready to believe that tho 
hurcUe-racW is one of the best stayers that Peck has ever 
trained. After a look at that grand two-year-old Childeric, 
who had a virtuid walk-over for tho Prince of Wales’s 
Stakes, the numbers were hoisted for tho Chichester 
Stake's, and there was an immediate rush upon Mous- 
quetnire (7 st. 12 lb.). He met Trappist (9 st. 7 lb.) 
on 81b. worse terms than he would have done in the Steward's 
Cup, and beat him even more easily than Herald had done in 
that race, so the latter must be esteemeel very fortunate to have 
escaped meeting such an opponent. The race between The 
Spurk and Athol Lad for a Bentinck Memorial was one of the 
most interesting of the entiro meeting. At the distance the 
pair were running head nnd head,each going equally well: but 
passing the stand Camion gave The Spark a lash of his whip, 
and stole a lead of nearly half a length, which Athol Lad, 
though he was going the faster at the finish, could uever quite 
recover, and was beaten by a short heud. This was the second 
time during the meeting that Cannon displayed the most bril¬ 
liant riding on a two-year-old. No less than five walks over 
brought the day's racing to a “ lame and impotent conclusion.” 

On Friday Mousquetaire (7 st. 5 lb.) made a fearful example 
of his fifteen opponents in the Chesterfield Stakes, and made 
his premature backers for the Stewards’ Cup feel more injured 
than ever. The only other event that wo need notice is tho 
Nassau Stakes, which fell to Lady Golightly, but she had such 
trouble in conceding 5 lb. to the very moderate Mirobohmto 
Hint, unless she makes unparalleled improvement in the next 
month, we need not think of her in connection with the 
St. Lcger. We must not dismiss the meeting without allusion 
to the wonderful form of Archer, who won no less than ten 
out of the seventeen races in which he took part; he was also 
credited with two walks-over. 

The first day at Brighton was completely spoilt by the 
incessant downpour of rain, and tho ring and stand presented 
n very melancholy appearance. Nor was the racing at all of a 
kind to compensate for the miserable weather, aud backers 
must have reluctantly returned a large portion of their Good- 
wood winnings to the bookmakers. The running of the filly 
by Scottish Chief—Emily in the Chesterfield Stakes at the 
Newmarket July Meeting, when she wns only a head behind 
Childeric, naturally made her a tremendous favourite for the 
Corporation Stokes; but it transpired that she had done no work 
for a fortnight, nnd Insulaire defeated her cleverly, after losing 
some lengths at the start. 1 lalham (8 st. 10 lb.) seemed to have 
tho Brighton Stakes, for which nine ran, almost at his mercy; 
but he whipped round when the Hag fell, und could never 
be fairly induced to gallop, Harbinger (6st. 51b.) eventually 


finidiing a head in front of the unlucky Woodbinds (8 st. 6 lb.). 
The weather was very much better on Wednesday, and tho 
attendance was naturally much larger than on the previous 
day. At one time it was feared that the Cup would collapse, 
as was the ease last year, when I’rcakness was allowed to walk 
over; but Charon arrived in the morning, with Kugarloaf to 
esquire him, nnd Snail and lthidorroch also joined issue with 
Jiuins Cspt’ur. As the Russley stable was content to rely upon 
tho last mum ri instead of Hampton, he was naturally backed 
against the field, though he looked a little light, and was lod 
down to the starting-post. We fancy that a mile und a half 
is r.g fur us he tnres to go; ut any rate, he had had quite enough 
of it ut that distance on Wednesday, und could never get near 
Charon, whose easy success greatly enhances the merit of 
Hampton's Goodwood Cup victory. 

Owing to the general bud weather, both the grout crick it- 
rcatrhcs of the present week have ended in draws. Tho 
Canterbury week commenced with Kent v. England, the 
county having two men given, Messrs. W. G. Grace and A. W. 
Ridley. The scoring was very heavy on both sides, and a 
victory for Kent appeared pretty certain could tho game have 
been played out. Messrs. F. l’ean (135), W. G. Grace (50 aud 
58), nnd W. Yardley (17 and 61), all batted well, as did 
Lockwood (G3), on the other side/ /The Rev. F. G. Greenfield 
(95) did yeoman service for .Sussex against Surrey; and, time 
permitting, the former county could not well have lost.. 


ROYAL YACHT SQUADRON REGATTA. 

The annual meeting of the members of the Royal Yacht 
Kqundrou was held on Monday afternoon at Cowes. The Earl 
ot Wilton (the commodore) presided. The Marquis of London¬ 
derry (the vice-commodore) occupied the vice choir, and there 
was a large attendance of members. Several members haviag 
been elected, the Marquis of Londonderry said that he laid a 
very pleasing duty to perform, which was, on behalf 
of the members of the squadron and himself, to present 
a full - length portrait of the Earl of Wilton as a 
mark of the respect aud esteem they entertained for him 
as commodore miring the thirty years ho had presided 
over them, and to wish him happiness and long life to 
be still amongst them. Lord Wilton, in acknowledging the 
kifidness shown to him, remarked upon the rapid strides which 
the squadron had made since he occupied the position of com¬ 
modore. The club had grown from 160 members to 230, and 
in tonnage from barely 8000 tons to over 20,000. The l’rinco 
of Wales, who on his arrival at Cowes was received with a 
Royal salute of twenty-one guns from H.M.S. Lord Warden, 
lying in the Roads, together writh a few members of the club, 
dined last evening at the clubhouse. 

There is not much to say respecting the first day’s racing 
of the squadron. It was essentially a schooners’ day, and tho 
victory of the Ilildcgarde, although very popular, was not 
much to boast of. Reaching up und down the Solent with a 
southerly wiud is rather uninteresting work for racing yachts¬ 
men.

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THE PIGMY MARMOZET (LIFE SIZE) AT THE ZOOLOGICAL SOCIETY’S GARDENS. 
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THE GOODWOOD CUP WINNER. 

At Gc odwood Races, on Thursday week, as is stated in our 
record of National Sports, the Goodwood Cup was won by the 
hay horse Hampton, belonging to Mr. F. G. Hobson. This 
horse is fire years old, and is the offspring of Lady Langdale, 
by Lord Clifden, having in him, therefore, the blood of New- 
minst< r i nd Kettledrum, of Touchstone and Rataplan, and 
other famous sires. Hampton, as a two-year-old, was a selling 
plnter at the place after which he is named, and was purchased 
by Junn s N' ghtingaU for 200 gs. He won the Metropolitan at 
Epsom, and then passed into the hands of Mr. Harvey, aud 
into Mr. Cohort FAnson’s stable. He won the Goodwood 
Stakes of last year, but came in fourth at that race on the 
Wednesday of last week. He carried a weight of nine stone, 
his rider being F. Webb, and his performance is esteemed 
highly deserting of praise. 


THE PIGMY MARMOZET. 

Among the recent additions to the collection in the Zoological 
Society’s monkey-house is an example of the pigmy marmozet. 
This is the smallest and one of the rarest of the monkeys of 
the New World, and no other living specimen, so_ far as is 
known, had previously been brought to Europe. The little 
animal was purchased by the Society at the end of April from 
an engineer who had been working on one of the steam-boats 
of the Upper Amazons. It was stated to have been obtained 
near FcDas, in Eastern Peru. The pigmy marmozet was 
originally discovered by the German naturalists Spix and 
Malt ills in their exploration of the Amazons. Messrs. 
Cnstlenau mid De Yille, in their transit across South America 
and descent of the Upper Amazons, likewise obtained a scries 
of specimens, which are now in the Paris Museum. It is, 
howevt r, by no means a common species in collections. We 
believe Mr. Edward Bartlett, during his lengthened sojourn iu 
Eastern Peru, was only able to procure a single specimen. 
Tiie total length of the body of this little animal is about five 
inches; its tail is about the same length. It is therefore the 
smallest of the true monkeys, though some of the allied group 
of lemurs are still more diminutive. Our Illustration is of the 
size of life. _ 

METROPOLITAN NEWS. 

Iu consequence of the death of Mr. Ward Hunt, the usual 
Ministerial whitebait dinner will not take place. 

It is hoped (says the Times) that public business will be 
sufficiently advanced to enable her Majesty to prorogue 
Parliament on the 14th or 15th inst. 

The Hou. 8. J. Tilden, lute Democratic candidate for the 
Presidency of the United States, and the Hon. John Young, of 
Montreal, now staying in London, have accepted their election 
ns honorary members of the Cobden Club. 

Mr. William Abbott has issued his usual half-yearly sheet, 
entitled “ The Joint-Stock Banks of London,” winch, besides 
furnishing a comparison of the various items composing the 
balance-sheets on June 30, gives many interesting calculations 
in the form of percentages, &c. Messrs. Bates, Hendy, and Co. 
arc the publishers. 

The valuable library of the late Dr. E. F. Rlmbault, well 
known in the musical world, has recently been sold by Messrs. 
Sotheby, Wilkinson, and Hodge. It contains several very 
curious works, especially in the collection of ancient music, 
and these were eagerly contested for aud fetched high prices. 
The entire library produced £1977. 

Mrs. George March (Virginia Gabriel), the composer of 
many charming songs and several operettas, died on Tues¬ 
day at St. George’s Hospital, from injuries received through a 
fall from her victoria on Saturday last. The horse took 
fright in Grosvenor-place, and Mrs. March fell on the pave- 
nn nt aud sustained a compound fracture of the skull. She 
never recovered consciousness. 

The Duke of Northumberland has promised to contribute 
£1000 to the Home Hospitals Association if the whole of the 
£20,000 named in the prospectus he raised by Jan. 1, 1879. 
About £1000 has been promised already, and further con¬ 
tributions mny be sent to the honorary secretary, at the 
Mansion House ; or to the bankers, Messrs. Barnetts, Hoares, 
Hanbnrys, and Lloyd, Lombard-street, E.C. 

T he Home Secretary bus addressed a letter to the Lord\ 
Mayor, making suggestions with a view to the suppression of 
the practice oi buying or stealing children from Italy to beg 
about the street*. Mr. Cross points out how the “padroni” 
can be prosecuted and the cluldren sent to industrial school^ 
and requests the Lord Mayor to cause instructions in accord-^ 
unce with these suggestious to he issued to the City paUce. 

The weekly return of metropolitan pauperism shows that 
the total number of paupers ut the end of the fifth week in 
July was 76,725, of whom 36,135 were iu wofkhpuses, aud 
40,190 received outdoor relief. Compared with the corre¬ 
sponding weeks in 1876, 1875, and/1874, these figures show a 
decrease of 19, 6284, and 15,220 respectively. The number of 
vagrants relieved on the last day of the week was 629, Of whom 
428 were men, 162 women, and 39 children under Sixteen. 

A model in wood of the Egyptian Obelisk, which is about to 
be brought to this country, has been erected opposite the 
Houses of Parliament, between the statues of Jx>rd Palmerston 
and Lord Derby, but further back, and in the centre of the 
stone passage between the two little strips of green which are 
kept up outside New Palacc-yurd. The obelisk cuds the vista 
of Victoria-street, Westminster, and lias been erected to give 
some idea of the suitability of the site. Another skeleton 
model is to be put up, it is said, on the embankment. 

At a meeting held in the Cacnon-atrect Hotel on Wed¬ 
nesday, for the purpose of protesting against the course tuken 
by the Court of 'Alaennen in regard to the recent election of 
fcir John Bennett a* the representative of the Ward of Cheap, 
resolutions were passed to the effect that any infringement of 
the principle of popular election should be firmly resisted; and 
that the action taken by the Court of Aldermen was completely 
out of harmony with the spirit of the times and subversive of 
the freedom of civic franchise. 

The Caxton Exhibition at South Kensington will remain 
open tili the end of this month. Mr. Lewis, barrister, and 
secretary of the National Life-Boat Institution, suggests that 
this exhibition) considering how late in the season it was opened, 
might advantageously be kept open until the latter end of 
October, or even of November. The exhibition is, as many 
know, unique in every respect, and is not likely to be repeated 
during the next half century. Mr. Lewis further suggests, 
with the view of utilising the objects of the exhibition to the 
utmost extent, that arrangements might advantageously bo 
made by master printers and others iu the principal cities and 
towns iu the United Kingdom for the most intelligent aud 
active amongst those in their employment to see the very 
instructive contents of the Caxton Exhibition. 


The Company of Shipwrights held their annual court 
dinner nt the Ship Hotel) Greenwich, on Wednesday, under 
the presidency of Mr. W. Broomham. Among the guests was 
Lora John Manners, M.P., who said, with reference to the 
Eastern policy of the Government, “ I will only say this, that 
os our efforts in the past have been directed to the maintenance 
of tliia country in peace, with a due regard to the direct 
interests and the pledged honour of this country, so our efforts 
will be directed to that end in the future.” 

The prizes awarded by the juries in the various classes of 
the Royal Aquarium Maritime aud Piscatorial Exhibition were 
distributed on Wednesday to the successful competitors. The 
gold mcdnls iu the various sections were awarded to the Prince 
of Walts for exhibits of stuffed fish ; to Mr. Frank Buckland, 
for general collection of coloured casts of fish; to Mr. J. 
Banting Rogers, for models of life-boats and life-saving appa¬ 
ratus at sea; and to Mr. H. L. Rolfe, for a collection of paint¬ 
ings illustrative of fish, &c. Besides these u number of silver 
and bronze medals and certificates were awarded. 

The Company of Goldsmiths have granted £100 in aid of 
the funds of tlio University College Hospital; a donation of 
£50 for the funds of the Artisans’Institute, in St. llartin’s- 
lanc; and a grant of £25 to Princess Louise’s Home. Ten 
guineas for this Home has also been received from the Company 
of Mercers. The Compuny of Grocers have given £50, and the 
Company of Clothworkers an annual subscription of £10 10s., 
to the funds of the London Diocesan Home Mission. The City 
Corporation has granted fifty guineas to the London Aged 
Cliristiau Society, in commemoration of its jubilee anniversary. 

A fine ship, called the Niigata Maru, Captain Walker, has 
arrived in the Thames from Japan. This is the first vessel 
bearing the Jnpanesc ling which has entered the port of 
London. Though built us a steamer, she has made this long 
passage round the Cape under sail, occupying 141 days. The 
crew consists of thirty-four meu, all of whom, with three or 
four exceptions, are Japanese. The Niigata Maru brings a 
cargo of about 1600 tons, chiefly rice, ana is likely to be the 
first of a series of regular traders. Captain Walker reports 
that the Japanese sailors behaved admirably. The Niigata 
Maru is to be refitted with boilers and machinery, and will 
then return with the same crew to Japan. 

Viscountess Straugford left England last Saturday to begin 
her labours in Turkey in establishing hospitals for the wounded. 
Lady Straugford works in harmony with the National Aid 
Society and the Stafford House Committee.—The Stafford 
House Fund Committee have received a telegram from 
Adrianoplo, dated Aug. 3. They are informed that 1500 
wounded have been tdready brought in. After Itaouf auid 
Suleiman’s engagements wit h the Russians, the hospitals are 
stated to be crowded, and assistance “/in every shape” is 
urgently needed. This cull comes from one point alone, but 
the same necessities must be pressing at l’levna, aud will soon 
make themselves felt at other places. \ 

The shareholders of the Artisans’ Dwellings Company met 
yesterday week to consider the report of therreommittee of 
investigation, an abstract of which had previously been pub¬ 
lished. . The chairman, Mr. Evelyn Ashley, went through the 
principal features of wlmt had taken place since the inquiry 
was instituted, and expressed his thanks to the Government 
for having undertaken the prosecution now pending. Mr. 
Moriey concurred in this, and described the past conduct of 
the company’s affairs as one of the greatest of modem 
scandals. Dr. Baxter Langley spoke ia-defenco of his conduct 
ns a director of the compuny. The meeting was adjourned to 
the 15th inst. for the election of directors. 

Sir Sidney Waterlow. M.P., presided on Wednesday at the 
twenty-eighthhalf ^y early meeting, held at the Mansion House, of 
the Improved Industrial Dwellings Company. The report, which 
was ndopted, recommended a dividend of 5 per cent. It was 
stated that the total rnnount expended by the company upon 
their estates was £455,673, of which £69,998 had been laid out 
during the half year just ending, the rents, &c., received by 
them m the same period being £19,865. The payments out of 
the last-mentioned amount were £11,788, leaving £8077, 
together with a bdlipice of £284 from the previous half year, 
available lor dividend. It was resolved that £1500 should be 
added to the reserve fund, which umounts to £26,500, aud that 
£256 should be carried forward as a balance. The total 
number of dwellings (exclusive of 688 in course of erection) 
belonging to the company is 2225, aud they afford accom¬ 
modation to ubout 11,000 persons. The chairman and other 
\ speakers-. Addressed the meeting in congratulation of the 
success which hud attended the company. 

The Registrar-General’s return of births and deaths for the 
week ending Saturday shows that during last week 5642 births 
aud 3263 deaths were registered in London and twenty-two 
other large towns of the United Kingdom. The natural 
increase of population was 2379. In London 2108 births and 
1439 deaths were registered. Allowing for increase of popu¬ 
lation, the births exceeded by 55, whereas the deaths were 203 
below, the average numbers 'in the corresponding week of the 
last ten years. The deaths included 22 from smallpox, 51 
from measles, 15 from scarlet fever, 8 from diphtheria, 21 from 
whooping-cough, 22 from different forms of fever, und 176 
from diarrhoea; thus to the seven principal diseases of the 
zymotic class 315 deaths were referred, against 332 and 338 
in the two preceding weeks. These deaths were 213 below 
the corrected average number from the same diseases in the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The deaths referred 
to diorrhcDa,. which in the nino previous weeks had steadily 
increased from 13 to 184, were 176 last week, aiul were 176 
below the corrected average weekly number; 130 were of 
infants undorone year of ago, and 30 of children aged between 
one and five years. At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, 
last week the mean temperature was 63 deg., or one above the 
average. The mean showed an excess on the first throe, and 
a deficiency on each of the other days. The duration of 
registered sunshine in the week ending last Saturday was 
46'6 hours, the sun being above the horizon 107-4 hours.

consider immediately after the recess as to serving the notices 
upon the Waterloo Bridge Company and iu respect of the foot¬ 
bridges ut Charing-eross and Cannon-street. The report was 
received and adopted. Oil the recommendation of the Finance 
Committee, the following loans to vestries and district boards 
were granted:—To the Lewisham District Board, £4200, to 
enable them to complete the purch ase of the land to be sot 
apart as a recrcat ion -ground for Sydenham and Forest-hill;

/ The number of persons who made holiday on Monday was 
immense.

Monday was the last day of the 
season and a sixpenny (lay at the Royal Academy, but only 
about ns many people (6000) entered its doors as on Whitsun 
Monday. 'Flu- British Museum was visited on Whitsun

At the Royal Aquarium, Westminster, there were about 2000 
visitors, against 25,000 on Whitsun Monday. The number of 
visitors to the Tower was 2467. About 700 working men left 
King’s-cross station early in the morning and proceeded to 
Pnnshanger Park, the seat of E arl Cowper, where they spent 
the bank holiday. Tho excursion was under the auspices of 
the Working-Men’s Club and Institute Union, and the party 
represented nearly forty metropolitan clubs.

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LAW AND POLICE. 

The Court of Appeal on Wednesday con¬ 
firmed the judgment of Vice-Chancellor 
Bacon, who ordered the money received by 
Air. Albert Grant, Air. James Carlton, and 
others, amounting to £85,000, for promoting 
the formation of the colliery company of 
Bagnall and Sons (Limited), to be returned to 
the company. The Court assessed the reason¬ 
able commission on the purchase of tho works 
to be paid to tire defendants at £9000. Notice 
of appeal to the House of Lords was givon. 

Several of the gems recently stolen from 
the British Museum are stated to have been 
discovered by the police on the premises of u 
denier in curiosities at Brussels. 

The charge of conspiracy against the three 
detectives of Scotlaud-yard and Mr. Froggatt, 
a solicitor, was resumed at Bow-street, last 
Saturday, before Sir James Ingham. The 
exnmimition-in-chief of the convict Kurr was 
continued, and details of the alleged attempts 
to bribe the Dutch magistrates were given. 
The case was again adjourned, and tho further 
hearing is to be proceeded with to-day (Satur¬ 
day). 

Application was made to the Lord Chief 
Justice in the Centrul Criminal Court on Wed¬ 
nesday to postpone the trial of tho four per¬ 
sons accused in tho Penge murder case. 
After hearing the addresses of the counsel 
engaged to defend the prisoners, his Lordship 
consented to adjourn their trial till tho next 
sessions. The trial of Constantino Theodorides 
and Paid Gorlero on a charge of attempting 
to extort money by means of threatening 
letters from Miss Slade, has also been post¬ 
poned till the next sessions. 

An action brought by Mr. Hume, an 
assistant master at Dulwich College, against 
nnotherassistant master, Mr. Marshall, for libel 
was concluded at the Surrey Assizes last Satur¬ 
day, alter having lasted several days. Tho 
plaintiff complained that the defendant hod 
charged liim with habits of intemperance 
before the school authorities, and claimed 
£1000 damages. The defendant pleaded that 
the statements ho hud made were privileged, 
and were substantially true. The Lord Chief 
Justice having summed up, the jury, after 
nearly two hours’ deliberation, returned a ver¬ 
dict for the plaintiff—damages, 10s. 

Joseph Quinn, charged with having sent 
two letters to Mr. Justice Hawkins, threaten¬ 
ing to murder his Lordship if he passed too 
severe a sentence upon a man named Price, 
convicted of manslaughter, was brought up on 
Wednesday at the liverpool Police Court. 
Mr. Justice Hawkins, attired in his robes, 
attended and gave evidence os to the receipt 
of tho letters, and the prisoner was committed 
to the sessions for trial. Nearly the whole of 
Tuesday was spent in hearing a cose of breach 
of promise of marriage, in. which the plaintiff 
was a landlady of Preston, who had buried 
four husbands, aud the defendant a fanner, 
who had hod three wives. The jury awarded 
the plaintiff £300. 

At the Leeds Assizes, the jury returned a 
verdict, damages £250, against a widower, of 
Halton, a fanner, named William Johnson, in 
un action brought against him by Jane 
Harrison, a widow, of Bradford, for breach of 
premise of marriage. 

A special jury, at the Gloucester Assizes, 
has aivurdcd Mrs. Hands, widow of an army 
pensioner and brewer's clerk, £1000 compensa¬ 
tion for the death of her husband, who was 
killed at Cheltenham last Christmas Eve, 
through the negligence, ns alleged, of the 
Great Western ltailway Company. 

At the Warwickshire Assizes Mr. Thomas 
Kemp Mace, of Ncw-street, Birmingham, has 
obtained a verdict for £1315 against the London 
and North -Western Railway Company, as com¬ 
pensation for injuries he received in a collision 
on the company’s line at Blctehley station in 
October last. 

James Firth and William Firth, munufuc 
tnrers, were sentenced at the Leeds, 

Saturday to nine months’ and twem 
imprisonment respectively for 
delroud creditors Dy making 
trade hooks. Benjamin Grcemv. 
was sentenced to twelve months 
for defrauding his creditors. 

John Lestrange, formerly a c 
of Air. F. G. Foster, stamp disl 
wieh, pleaded guilty last Saturday to a charge 
of embezzlement and forgery, aud wpS sen¬ 
tenced to seven years’ nenui servitude. The 
amount of the prisoner’s embezzlement, ex¬ 
tending over a period of ten years, was about 
£1800. 

Henry James, B.A., clerk in holy orders, was 
sentenced at Abingdon Borough Sessions, on 
Tuesday, to twelves mouths’ imprisonment for 
obtaining a communion service by false pre¬ 
tences. The hearing of the charge occupied 
four hours,—\ 

At Swansea on Tuesday, before Baron 
Cleasby, the ease was resumed against James 
Thomas, colliery proprietor and manager, 
charged with the manslaughter of William 
Jones, one of the five men who wore killed in 
the Tynewydd Colliery, Rhondda Valley, in 
April last. The prosecution, which was insti¬ 
tuted by the Treasury, urged that the accident 
had been caused by the criminal negligence of 
the prisoner in failing to take tho precaution 
of boring in advance of the workings, as pre- 
eiribed by the Act. For tho defence it was 
contended that the prisoner had committed no 
mire than an error of judgment as to the 
position of a fault, the direction and duration 
«f which were shown to be very capricious. 


Several gentlemen testified to the high character 
which the prisoner had borne for more than 
a quarter of a century. The jury, after being 
locked up for two hours, failed to agree, 
and the prisoner was discharged on his own 
recognisances. 

Charles Henry Seddon and Marmaduko 
Thompson Dougal were found guilty last 
Saturday, at Swansea, of defrauding the public 
by representing themselves as agents of the 
l’oor Equalisation and National Taxpayers’ 
Protection Society, of which they said the 
Lord Mayor of London was the president. 
The prisoners had received numerous sub¬ 
scriptions. The Ixird Mayor stated that he 
was not aware of the existence of such a 
society, and if one existed he certainly was 
not the president of it. The prisoners were 
sentenced to nine months’^ imprisonment oach. 

A Paisley policeman, named William Steel, 
has been sent for thirty days to prison for 
stealing a portmanteau filled with wearing ap¬ 
parel which had been given into his care by a 
man who had found it in the street. He 
begged for leniency, as “ he was about to be 
married.” 


The promenade pier at Llandudno, which 
has been in course of erection for the last two 
years, though not quite finished, was opened 
on Thursday week. The pier is 1250 ft. long, 
and about 30 ft. wide in the narrowest part. 
At the extreme end a broad platform is being 
erected, on which a pavilion will ultimately he 
built. Facilities will lie provided for landing 
on the pier from smaU boats, and the steamers 
from Liverpool and other less distant places 
wiU also be liblo to land their passengers on 
the piers, instead of sending them to the shore 
in small boats, as at present. The pier is a 
light iron structure, not devoid of ornamenta¬ 
tion, and it affords a charming view of the 
Happy Valley, the town of Llandudno, and 
the mountains beyond.

THE LATE MR. SAMUEL WARREN. 

The death of this gentleman, long since known as 
the author of successful works of Action, and as a 
lawyer of some repute and a member of Parliament, 
was announced last week. He was eldest son of the 
late Rev. Dr. Warren, was bom in Denbighshire, in 
1807, was educated at Edinburgh University, and, 
after [studying for the medical profession, changed 
his plans and became a barrister. He was called to 
the Bar at the Inner Temple in 1837, was made a 
Q.C. in 1851, and was appointed Recorder of Hull in 
1852. While studying for the Bar he contributed 
to Blackwood’t Magazine a series of sketches entitled 
“ Passages from the Diary of a Late Physician.” 
These were afterwards reprinted in a separate form, 
and obtained a wide circulation. In 1841 Mr. Warren 
published anovel, “Ten Thousand a Year,” which 
also becamo very popular. This was followed by 
another novel, " Now and Then,” in 1847, and an 
unrhymed poem, “ The Lily and the Bee,” in 1851. 
Mr. Warren also published several legal works. In 
1853 the honorary degree of D.C.L. was conferred 
on him by the University of Oxford. In February, 
1856, he was returned to the House of Commons as 
member for Midhurst, and he held that scat till 
February, 1859, when he was appointed by Lord 
Chelmsford a Master in Lunacy, with a salary of 
£2000 a year. Mr. Warren resigned the Recordership 
of Hull in 1874.

THE KAFLAN KOH. 

Azerbijan, the north-western province of Persia, is 
situated between the Caspian Sea, to the east, the 
territories of Kurdistan and Armenia, belonging to 
Turkey, which lie westward of this province, and the 
Russian dominions of Georgia ana Transcaucasia, 
north of the Araxes, which is here their frontier 
river. It is a country somewhat larger than Scot¬ 
land, and very mountainous; being intersected by 
lofty and rugged branches of the main Elburz range, 
which is a continuation of the Caucasus into the 
Asiatic continent. In the centre of Azerbijan, near 
Tabreez, its chief town, are the mountains of Sahend,

rising as an isolated group, to the height of 9000 ft., 
from the shore of the salt Lake Urumiyeh. The 
Sevillan group, which rises eastward, between 
Tabreez and the Caspian Sea, attains an elevation of 
nearly 13,000 ft. To the south, where this province 
adjoins that of Irak, the Kaflan Koh range, which is 
the subject of our Illustration, overlooks the broken 
table-land, and the valley of the Kizil-Uzen, as far 
as the town of Mianna. Here the Kizil-Uzcn is 
joined by another river from the Sahend mountains, 
and suddenly changes its course from a northerly to 
an easterly direction. Forcing its way through a 
tremendous chasm in the mountain rampart, it 
receives additional confluents from the sides of the 
Elburz, and becomes a stream of huge force and 
volume, taking the name of Sefed Rud, or the White 
River, from the foaming surface of its rushing waters 
along the Pusliti-Koh. It finally enters the Cuspian 
near the town'of . Resht, in the province of Gliilau. 
The inhabitants of these highland districts of Azer¬ 
bijan are a mixed race of wild fragmentary tribes, 
mostly fugitives of ancientdate from the Mohammedan 
'a and Persia, and professing 
f the Christian religion, under

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THE MAGAZINES. 

The gem of the Comhill la a very beautiful descriptive paper, 
by Mr. J. A. Symonds, on Amalfi, Paestum, and Capri. The 
accustomed exuberance of the writer’s style is here toned 
down, while the general effect is still exceedingly rich, abound¬ 
ing in passages of the loveliest colour, and, on the whole, as 
good a specimen as could well be adduced of the somewhat 
doubtful species of composition that hovers between the limits 
of poetry and prose. Another remarkable article is one on 
Francois Villon, the most disreputable and repulsive of all men 
of genius, but a man of genius still, and sure to live, not merely 
in virtue of his great literary gifts, but also of hi3 striking 
truth to human nature, even in a debased phase. The criticism 
of the paper is sound, and the stylo admirable. “ Royal and 
Noble Gossip ” is a bundle of anecdotes about royalty, in the 
free and easy nspect in which the greatest Sovereigns occa¬ 
sionally condescend to present themselves, and in which some 
of the very greatest, such as Henry IV. and Catherine II. 
appear to especial advantage. “ Cnriti ” is concluded, rather 
to our relief than otherwise. “Erema" pursues its srratio 
course—brilliant, but not over natural. 

Macmillan has several interesting papers, though none of 
extraordinary importance. Professor Goldwin Smith com¬ 
ments forcibly on the tendency of politics to degenerate into 
mere self-seeking in the absence of any strong dividing line 
between political parties. Mr. Brasscy’s suggestions respecting 
naval shipbuilding are rather tentative than decisive. Mr. 
Nisbet’s proposed antidote to pessimism is a sound one, but 
one that pessimism has rejected in advance. “ How Pommier 
was Married ” is a pretty sketch of the precedents and con¬ 
comitants of a French wedding. The late Thomas Davidson 
appears entitled to his biographer’s epithet of “ A Scotch Elia” 
on the ground of the gentle yet manly humour of his tempera¬ 
ment, but assuredly not on that of his literary merits. 

“Mine is Thine” is decidedly Blackwood's piles de resistance, 
and promises to rank high among those humorous pictures of 
Scotch life for which this magazine is already so distinguished. 
“ Pauline ” also is very good. A critique on the second series 
of Victor Hugo’s “ L6gende des Siiicles,” if not remarkably 
proround or original, is eminently just and fair. “ Past and 
Present” is a defence, in which we entirely concur, of Lord 
Lytton’s reversal of the policy of “ Masterly inactivity ’ ’ on the 
Indian frontier, especially as regards the principality of Khelat. 
“The Storm in the East” abounds with instances of the 
danger of criticising military operations at a distance. 

The readers ef the Nineteenth Century enjoy the advantage 
of having both sides of an important question set before them 
with distinguished ability in the same number—Mr. Gladstone, 
commenting upon the proof sheets of Mr. Dicey’s article advo¬ 
cating the English annexation of Egypt. Mr. Gladstone’s 
habit, we must say, of ventilating as an outsider subjects 
which he might subsequently have to consider as a Minister is 
one singularly calculated to hamper and embarrass him in the 
event of hia return to office. Nor do we think that he will 
gnin in repute by the disinclination to anything in the shape 
of a bold imperial policy which evidently, far more than the 
objections of detail he urges, lies at the root of his objections 
to interference in Egypt. The weakness of Mr. Dicey’s case 
lies in the fact that several of his assertions—as, for instance, 
that of the Sultan’s willingness to cede his suzerain rights— 
are at present mere assumptions. Next in importance comes 
Mr. Tennyson’s spirited, picturesque, and musical, though 
perhaps a triflo academic, version of “ Achilles over the 
Trench,” from the eighteenth book of the Iliad. Mr, 
Holyooke’s quaintly worded essay on “ impatience in politics ” 
is instructive as a study of the feelings of a working-class 
leader of the old school, whose character was formed when the 
aims of such men were more ideal and disinterested than at 
present. Another distinguished leader, Mr. George Dawson, 
is the subject of an appreciative tribute by Mr. K. W. Dale, 
dellcieut, however, in the thorough gmsp that only comes of 
intimate personal contact. This should not have been wanting 
to Mr. Greg’s sketch of Harriet Martixeau ; yet he tells little 
we. did not know. Sir T. Bazley contributes a vindication of 
Owens Colleges’ claims to University rank, and Professor 
Morley a valuable survey of recent literature. 

The most important contribution to a not very diversified 
number of Fraser is a letter from the Transvaal settlement 
narrating the circumstances of the late annexation in a highly 
graphic style. The writer takes a favourable view of the 
operation, but considers that it must be vigorously followed 
up, and that it will not do to be sparing of money. “ Sexa¬ 
genarian Mountaineering ” is a lively picture of the manner in 
which a veteran can make the best of an Alpine holiday. 

“ The Purple Head ” is a fanciful story, founded on an anec¬ 
dote in the Augustan History. Professor Newman states some 
of the considerations which militate against too precipitate 
“disestablishment and disendowment; ” and the Writer of. 
the valuable series of articles on British trade discusses otir 
commercial relations with the South American Republics. 

The Fortnightly Review, like Fraser, has one very decidedly 
leading article, Mr. Mackenzie Wallace’s essay on “Secret 
Societies in Russia.” We do not perceive that Mr. Walhice 
makes any important addition to what has been already 
written on this subject, but it is satisfactory to find previous 
impressions corroborated by so weighty an authority. He lays, 
on the whole, little stress on the Socialistic movement in 
Russia, and this view probably holds good at present; but no 
man can predict the effect of the financial catastrophe which, 
however military operations may result, will probably be tho 
issue of the present war. Mr. Morley, With his accustomed 
vigour, discusses that manual of Materialism, Baron 
D’Uolbach’s “Systeme de la Nature.” The other papers 
ore generally of practical interest, and include Mr. Grant 
1 Miff’s proposals for improved methods Of upper-class educa¬ 
tion, and Dr. Burney Yeo’s inquiry into the comparative 
advantages of sea and mountain air. 

The most readable paper in th 
Mrs. Pattison's Chapter on the F 
affected in style but glowing in ci 
truly critieal spirit in artistic matte 
nn instalment of a forth coming work on Rabelais. Mr. A. M. 
Gray, also, at the'cost of some flippancy, makes his discourse 
on “neglected aspects~of/the drink question” very lively, 
and shows most unanswerably tho enormous mischief that 
might be effected by legislation in a spirit of mere philan¬ 
thropy, regardless of public convenience or flntural righ’t. 
Mr. L. H. Curzon directs attention to the colossal development 
of gambling on the turf; and Mr. A. T. Innes points out the 
illegality of the trial of Christ as a mere matter of Jewish 
law. Mr. Freeman’s rhapsody on “the relation of the Eng¬ 
lish people to the war” is the scarcely articulate outcry of 
one utterly beside himself with political passion. 

“ Miss Misanthrope,” the mainstay of the Gentleman's 
Magazine, continues its steady progress towards a climax of 
interest. The humours of a contested election afford a theme 
eminently congenial to a writerof Mr. Justin M’Carthy’spolitical 
experience, and arc skilfully introduced bo as to bring the plot 
itself to a crisis. Mr. Saint Paul, the nonchalant aristocratic

candidate, is a spirited sketch, and the characters of the two 
ridiculous lovers among Minola’s trio are masterpieces of 
humorous analysis. Another remarkable contribution is a 
paper on the well-worn subject of the abuses of the Royal 
Academy, the special value of which consists in the perfect 
fearlessness of the writer, and his adducing individual instances 
of petty cliqukm and petty malice, instead of dealing in vague 
generalities. Mr. T.A.Troilope describes the reign of organised 
brigandage and agrarian terror which has so long enthralled 
Sicily; and Mr. F. A. Edwards contributes an interesting 
account of Colonel Gordon’s progress thus far in opening up 
Equatorial Africa. 

In Belgravia we have chiefly to notice the continuation of 
Mr. James Payn’s highly amusing Chinese story, and a good 
criticism on the Russian novelist, Turgenieff. V Proud 
Maisie,” where the threads of the story are being skilfully 
gathered up, continues the leading attraction of London Society. 
We may also mention with praise a graphic sketch of the 
Sussex Downs. 


The Dublin University continues to display symptoms of 
returning vitality. Professor Huxley and Miss Betham 
Edwards are among the contributors. The most noticeable 
paper, however, is a biography of Mr. Tom Taylor, by an old 
friend, illustrated by an admirable photographic likeness. An 
essay on the fairy mythology of Deland contains some very 
striking stories. 

The principal article in the Atlantic Monthly is a very excel¬ 
lent one on the influence of the German literature upon the 
English, by T. 8. Perry. “ King Cotton and his Gin” gives 
an interesting account of Whitney’s great invention, and t 
painful one of the ingratitude experienced by the inventor 
The Month has some pungent remarks on the “Anglican Con- 
fossional,” which is treated as a very poor imitation of the 
Roman Catholic original. Tho narrative of George Ossolinski, 
Polish Envoy to England in the time of James I., offers many 
points of interest.

MR. GLADSTONE ON SANITARY MATTERS. 

Tho members of the Bolton Liberal Association and their 
friends, about 1400 in number, on Saturday visited Hawarden 
Castle, and were allowed to witness the felling of a huge ash 
tree by Mr. W. E. Gladstone and his son. 

In acknowledging a vote of thanks for allowing the use of 
the park, Mr. Gladstone said:—“1 hope some of vou will live 
to see the time when there will not be such a complete contrast 
between manufacturing towns and the country as there is now 
There must always be a great contrast in many respects 
between places where vast numbers of people sore gathered 
together and places where there are but few. As a rule, there 
are three disagreeable things in large towns: one is noxious 
smells, one is the want of pure water, and the third is tho 
enormous abundance of smoke. It appears to me that God 
never ordained any of these things; ,1 do not think it was his 
intention or permanent laiv that those things should subsist 
wherever people are gathered together in large numbers; and 
I cannot help hoping that some of you will live to see a great 
improvement made in some of these respects. I mean with 
regard to noxious and foul smells, with regard to the pollution 
of water, and with regard to the quantity of smoke in our 
large towns. Now, don’t think that this is hopeless; but it 
requires that people should think of it a great deal, for there 
is always somebody-or other who thinks ho is interested in 
maintaining the present state of things. Some manufacturers 
complain bitterly if they are not allowed to throw the whole of 
their filth and refuse into the water from which the people have 
to take their drinking supply.” The right hon. gentle¬ 
man illustrated the foolishness of this policy by tho instance 
of a firm of paper-makers who made a profit of £3000 a 
year by the utilisation of refuse which, previous to tho 
Pollution of Rivers Bill, was thrown into a stream and wasted. 
“Then,” he continued, “there is London, with its four 
millions of people. I have lived in the west end of London 
for sii-mul-forty or five-and-forty years, but although there 
are a greater number of people there, when you open a window 
The air is purer and fresher, and fewer * blacks ’ come in than 
was the case forty years ago. The reason of that is that Acta 
of Parliament have been passed to prevent people from 
wantonly and wilfully making smoke, and to make them con¬ 
sume it. This is now done to a great extent—not quite so 
much as it ought to be—but st ill a great improvement has been 
Yffeefed. ‘ 1 recommend you to think over these matters, 
because you have a great deal of power in your hands, which 
You may employ usefully in getting these nuisances abated. 
God made this world to bo pleasant to dwell in. I don’t mean 
to say He made our natural and physical condition to be 
pleasant. Tho air, the sun, the skies, the trees, the gross and 
the rivers—they are all pleasant things; and we go about 
spoiling, defacing, and deforming them; and we ought all to 
do what we con to prevont their being so much defaced and 
deformed in the future as they have been in the past. Take 
that as the moral of this little speech.” 


SHUMLA. 


Mr. David Ward, edge-tool manufacturer, Sheffield, was on 
Monday elected Master for the ensuing year of the Sheffield 
Cutlers’ Company. Tho Cutlers’ Feast is fixed for the first 
week in September. 

The Commissioner of the Dublin Metropolitan Police issues 
every year a report and scries of statistics showing the criminal 
state of Dublin. That for 1876 shows a slight but satisfactory 
decrease in crime. Tho total number of persons apprehended 
on charges was 517,120. There is a decrease of 644 in the 
number of charges for drunkenness.—At tho Dublin Commis¬ 
sion Court a man named Brady, alias Farrell, was sentenced to 
fifteen years' penal servitude for burglaries. He had been 
a week out of prison, after undergoing three years for burglary. 

The Manchester City News announces that Lord Francis 
Cecil, second son of tho Marquis of Exeter, to whom Mr. 
Cunliffe Brooks’s second daughter, Miss Edith Brooks, was 
married in 1874, has been introduced ns a partner in the bank¬ 
ing firm of Cunliffe Brooks and Co., of Manchester, Blackburn, 
and Altrincham, the head and hitherto sole member of which 
is Mr. William Cunliffe Brooks, M.P. for East Cheshire. Lord 
Francis Cecil, who is in his twenty-eighth year, will, it is 
understood, take on active share in the management of the bank. 

Tho inquiry into the circumstances of the running down of 
the Tongue light-ship on the 12th ult. has resulted in the sus¬ 
pension for six mouths of the certificate of the second officer, 
who had charge of the Rhine while the captain was issuing 
tickets to the passengers, and when the collision occurred! 
Mr. Rothory, wno presided, said it would have been better if 
the captain had not left the bridge until tho chief officer had 
taken charge; but this was not such a fault os would justify 
the suspension of his certificate. 


The following description of tho important Turkish fortress, 
intrenched camp, and town of Shumla was given by the Daily 
News' Correspondent in a letter written about two months ago, 
but will now be read with additional interest when it is bor¬ 
rowed for this week to accompany the view of Shumla fur¬ 
nished by our Special Artist:— 

“ The head-quarters of the Army of the Danube have been 
established at Shumla since the outbreak of the present war, 
and a large force of the best troops in the Turkish army is 
concentrated within the lines. The train (there is only one 
daily) leaves Rustchuk at eight in the morning and arrives at 
the Shumla-road station at three in tho afternoon. In order 
properly to understand the importance of Shumla as a military 
position, it will be necessary to study the physical character¬ 
istics of the country in its immediate neighbourhood. About 
thirty miles to the northward of the main chain of the Balkans 
lies the isolated plateau at the eastern base of which is situated 
the town of Shumla. This plateau is perfectly level, and is 
elevated from 600 ft. to 800 ft. above the adjoining plain. It 
possesses the remarkable characteristics which distinguish the 
high lands of this part of the country. Rising at first with a 
gentle slope from the plain, the ascent becomes more and more 
steep till it ends at the base of perpendicular precipices of 
rock, which surround the whole summit, and are accessible 
only in a few places. These peculiar rook-walled summits are 
of frequent occurrence in the Balkan region, especially in the 
beautiful Pravady valley. It is difficult to believe that some 
of the hills are not actually crowned by walls built by the hand 
of man, so straight and regular are the precipices. 

“ Towards the east the plateau of Shumla throws out two 
branches, of which the southern is short, steep, and abrupt, 
while tho northern ridge is lower and longer, and sinks into 
the plain with a gentler slope. Beneath the crest of the 
northern ridge lies the hamlet of Strandscha, and at the foot 
of the bolder heights of tho southern arm is the village of 
TftchengeL Between these two branches or arms of the 
plateau is a deep, sloping valley, extending from the foot of 
the rook-walled summit to the plain. In this valley, which 
lias the form of a horse-shoe, lies the town of Shumla. Its 
houses look as if they had been shot down the hillside at 
random out of somo gigantic dice-box. It is a torrent of 
houses. Above the town and valley rises a curious hump¬ 
backed hill. So regular and symmetrical docs this valley 
appear from a short distance that it gives one the impression 
of an immense extinct crater. The general aspect of the 
whole plateau is strongly suggestive of the mountain scenery 
of Auvergne. Two little brooks which rise at theivery summit 
of the plateau on either side of the central hill flow down 
through the valley and the town, and unite inside its limits to 
form the river Bakludscha, which, after turning several water¬ 
mills in its rapid course, issues from the town, turns off to tho 
southward across the plain, and falls into the Kamtschik. 
From the northern arm of the plateau another brook, tho 
Strandscha, descends to the plain, flows across the face of the 
town parallel with the Bakludscha, and like it joins tho 
Kamtschik. Both these streams flow through the plain in deep 
ravines, and ore important features of the whole position in a 
military point of view. 

“To the east of the plateau of Shumla, and spreading out 
like a fan from the sloping valley in which tho town lies, 
extends, far and wide, the undulating plain of which I have 
already spoken. The plain is partly cultivated, and some 
magnificent crops of barley, in a very forward state for tho 
season, line the road for a considerable distance. The plain is 
dotted with the innumerable tumuli so common in Bulgaria 
and Bessarabia, the origin of which is, I believe, unknown. 
Just now these interesting remains of a forgotten age do duty 
as watch towers, and the erect form of the Ottoman sentry 
stands, eager and vigilant, over the mouldering bones of the 
Scythian or Dacian warrior who perished, perhaps in some 
great battlo on this very plain, centuries ago. Shumla has an 
imposing and picturesque appearance from the plain. The 
houses rise one above another up the slope, the horizontal 
lines of their roofs broken by the domes and minarets of 
the mosques. On the left, high up tho valley, are tho 
great square masses of the infantry barracks and the Konok 
or Government House; on the opposite side are the cavalry 
barracks and arsenal, and further up the hillside the new 
hospital. But, as is the case with most Turkish towns, the 
beauties of Shumla are more apparent from a distant than a 
close point of view, although many of the streets, narrow, 
winding, and steep, are very picturesque. The valley abounds 
in springs of delicious water which flow into troughs through 
square pedestals of dressed masonry, some of which are of 
simple, but elegant, and even classical, design. The situation 
of Shumla at the junction of several important roads makes it 
a town of considerable commercial importance. The high 
roads from the towns of Rustchuk and Silistria to tho eastern 
Balkan passes unite at Shumla, which is connected with the 
former place and with the Block Sea port of Yarna by railroad. 
In peaceful times, therefore, tho industries of Shumla, the 
manufacture of silk and leather and brasswork, are in a 
flourishing condition. Within twenty years the town has 
much increased in size and importance, and now boasts an 
Hotel ’ and several cafes and restaurants. 

“When, in 1828, the Russinn army advanced upon the 
even then impregnable position of Shumla, they committed, as 
Moltke has pointed out, a fatal error. The impossibility of 
carrying it by assault with the forces at their disposal must 
have been evident to them when they looked upon it from tlie_ 
heights of Bulanik. They could see the famous lines stretch-' 
ing across the front of the town from either extremity of the 
arms of the plateau. On the summit of either ridge over¬ 
looking the plain was a powerful fort; outside the lines, and 
extending in a semi-circle from Strandscha to Tschengel, lay 
tho advanced works which formed the first line of defence. 
While beyond them again the ravines of tho two brooks above 
mentioned, the Bakludscha and the Strandscha, formed 
natural obstacles to an attacking force. Immediately in tho 
rear of and dominating the whole position towered tho plateau, 
covered with dense undergrowth, and accessible only at certain 
points by a few difficult roads leading from viBages lying at 
the base of the plateau, over the heights, to the town. Unless 
the whole plateau, which is twenty miles in circumference, 
were closely invested, tho Turks could rcceivo by all these 
roods reinforcements and provisions from the districts 
not occupied by tho enemy. Of the perfect defence for 
the rear of tho position which tho plateau affords, Moltke 
says:—* The Turks had no attack to fear from that quarter, 
the plateau being covered with woods and undergrowth so 
dense that it is impossible for a horseman to advance except 
along the roads, which are very narrow. Even active sharp¬ 
shooters would hove difficulty. These roads, in fact, form a 
network of defiles several miles in length, in which horse, 
foot, and artillery acting together could neither deploy nor 
mutually sustain each other.’ In Moltke’s day, whou neither 
cannon nor small arms were rifled, and warfare was conducted 
at close quarters, the Russian army were able to sit down 
before Shumla at a distance Horn tie lines which would of 
course now be out of the question. The redoubts of th« 
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besiegers, by which they hemmed in the army of tire Grand 
Vizier, extended in a semicircle across the plain; the distance 
from the most advanced work of the Russians to the farthest 
outlying fortification of the Turks was not more than a 
thousand paces, and the besiegers were within the ravines of 
the Strundsclia and Bakludscha rivers. The case would be quite 
different at the present day. The advanced works of the Turk¬ 
ish position, of course, lie far outside even the Eussian lines 
of 1828-9, and probably the plateau beyond the Bulanik hill 
would be the nearest position which an army of invest¬ 
ment could hold facing the town. Shumla is the Metz of 
Turkey, and, if the Eussians are bold enough to cross the 
Danube, its investment will be the most formidable problem 
which the invaders will have to solve. The words of Moltke 
upon the possibility of investing and blockading this wonder¬ 
ful stronghold in 1828 are as true now as when they were 
written. Ho says: ‘ It was possible to invest the Turkish 
camp; but it is with Shumfe as with a fortress on the sea¬ 
shore—it can well be besieged from one side, but on 
the opposite side the enemy must be content to blockade 
it at u certain distance. The elevated plateau, at the 
foot of which the town is situated, has a circumference 
of about twenty miles; and as it is not possible even 
to gain a footing on this height, the attack is obliged to form 
a cordon of still greater circumference in order to observe tho 
principal exits. The investment, to bo effective, demands 
numerous and strong detachments, because the enemy in this 
wooded and hilly region can approach them unawares and 
surpriso them with superior forces. Besides, the Eussians were 
compelled to concentrate in the plain a body sufficiently large 
to repel a general offensive movement in that direction. The 
attack on Shumla seems to have been at first sight a bold 
attempt to conquer the enemy at his strongest point; this 
resolvo was a strategic fault so great that it necessarily hin¬ 
dered the success of the campaign. Forty thousand Turks, 
abundantly provided with all tho necessaries of life, were 
intrenched in a central and almost unassailable position; 
before them was a Eussian army half their strength on the 
circumference of a circle which the enemy could cut at any 
moment by a rapid and secret march.’ 

“Taking into consideration the changed conditions of 
modom warfare, it is certain that an immense army would bo 
necessary at the present day for the effective blockade of 
Shumla. The Eussian force which attempted it fifty years ago 
was decimated by battle and disease on the plain, and with¬ 
drew baffled, having accomplished nothing. The Turks, with¬ 
out organisation or discipline, were able not only to hold their 
own, but were growing stronger and stronger every day within 
their impregnable lines. With exulting scorn they gave their 
town the epithets of the ‘ Grave of the Giaour,’ and although 
tho Eussians in the wonderful campaign of 1829 captured 
Silistria and Varna, passed the Balkans, and pushed their 
advanced guard to the shores of the Aegean, the mountain 
fortress was never trodden by Eussian foot. Once again in its 
history it is the stronghold of the Ottoman Empire, and the 
Sultan’s hosts are gathered within its lines awaiting the attack 
of his ancient foe.” 


THE COUNTRY AROUND PLEVNA. 

Our map is intended to illustrate the recent military operations 
around Plevna, and between that town and Lofclrn, whero the 
Eussians have suffered a very serious defeat. On the 19th ult. 
General Schilder-Schulder arrived before Flevna with three 
regiments of infantry (the 17th, 18th, and 19th), fivo butteries 
of artillery, and a few Cossacks. His troops succeeded in 
entering the town, but, having neglected to occupy the bridge 
over tho Vid, they were again driven out of it when Turkish 
reinforcements arrived from the west. The Turks, commanded 
by Osman Pasha, lost no time in fortifying the positions 
around the town. Early on the 31st ult. they held tho villages 
Opanosh (Plishiya), Grivitza (on the road to Bulgareni), 
Eadishovo, Tuchenitza, and Slatina. They were nlso in 
great force at Lofcha. The Eussians early on the same 
day held tho following positions:—General Kriideuer, 
who had come from Nikopol, had his head-quarters 
at Karodach Bulgarski, which was held by throe 


regiments of tho Fifth Division. The two brigades of the 
Thirty-first Division — their right flank protected by LaskaroPs 
brigade of cavalry — were in front, their objective being 
Grivitza. General Schakliovsky, who had marched by way of 
Bulgareni, Karadach, and Pordim, had his head-quarters at 
Pohshat, wliich was occupied by one brigado of the Thirtieth 
Division ; the other brigade of the same division was in front. 
General Skobelof, with two regiments of Cossacks, a battalion, 
and a battery, operated in the direction of Lofcha. The Itussiun 
forces thus included thirteen regiments of infantry (thirty- 
nine battalions), having a totalstxcngth of 32,000 men,with about 
five regiments of cavalry, and 160 guns. This force proved 
quite unequal to the task allotted to it. The villages of 
Grivitza and Eadishovo were taken, and the Eussians stormed 
two lines of intrenchments in the rear of tho latter place; but 
their bravery proved of no avail, and the day’s engagement 
ended in a disastrous retreat- The Turks, too, appear to hsvo 
suffered, and the Eussians, pylhe end of last week, had again 
returned to the vicinity of Plevna, their line extending from 


BAYAZID. 

This remote town and fortress of Turkish Armenia, near the 
frontier of the Eussian province of Georgia, was captured by 
the Eussians at the beginning of their Asiatic campaign. 
They have since been compelled to relinquish Bayazid; but the 
Eussian garrison, after standing a close siege, was enabled to 
withdraw from the place without a formal surrender. The 
history of the affair is thus briefly told. On June 14 the 
Turks came from Van to try to recapture Bayazid. They 
occupied not only the town of Bayazid and its environs, but 
also the whole of the Eussian frontier of Erivan, having hopes 
of taking also the town of Erivan. In the citadel of Bayazid 
there was only one battalion of Eussians, who were blockaded 
by the Turks since June 17. General Tergukasoff, when he 
was relieved from the Turks who surrounded him by the expe¬ 
dition of General Loris Melikoff, returned to Bayazid. Ilis 
first object was to relievo the garrison. The way in which ho 
did this is described in a telegram sent to the Grand Duke 
Michael, of wliich the substance is as follows:— 

On July 10, at eight a.m., the troops of General Tergukasoff, 
consisting of eight battalions of infantry, twenty-four cannon, 
fifteen sotnias of Cossacks, and four squadrons of dragoons, 
attacked the Turkish army of 13,000. After eight hours 
of cannonade and attack, tho Eussians took by storm 
the heights which command the town of Bayazid. They 
defeated and scattered the Turkish army, who left many 
dead and woundod on the field. They also took four cauuon 
and twenty-four prisoners, with much ammunition and pro¬ 
visions. The garrison was delivered, and rejoined the detach¬ 
ment of Tergukasoff with the wounded and sick of the 
citadel. Tho whole of Bayazid is ruined to its foundations^ by 
the cannonade of the last day. Our loss is not yet known,'But- 
is not great. The troops behaved heroically, and I con¬ 
gratulate your Imperial Higlmoss on the bravery of the garrison, 
who sustained a siege of twenty-three days with the utmost 

privations.” / \.■./ 

Bayazid is situated in tho Poshalik of Erzcroum, in 
Armenia, about fifteen miles south-west of Mount Ararat. It 
has always suffered in wars between Russia and Turkey, the 
result of which has been that, while before 1830 it liad a 
population of about 15,000 and a brisk trado, there are not 
now over 5000 people in the town, and these mostly Kurds, 
whose commerce does not figure largely in the returns of tho 
Turkish Empire. It is built > on the side of a nigged 
mountain—one of the angles 6f the Alodagli Eange. In 
addition to its two churches and three mosques, it possesses a 
monastery, called 
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Tuchenitza, in the south, to Tirstenik, iu the north ; Pordim 
and Tirstenik were the head-quarters of Generals Schakliovsky 
and Kriideuer yesterday week. Later movements are recorded 
in unother page. It will be observed that the figures intro¬ 
duced into this map denote the varying elevation of the ground 
above the sea-level, measured hi English feet.

From Messrs. Metzler and Co. wo have two very pleasing 
vocal pieces by Mr. Henry Smart—“The Parting Smile,” 
ballad, and “ The Fay of the Woods,” duet. Each is flowing 
and melodious in character, and devoid of difficulty. Messrs 
Metzler have also issued an harmonium tutor and an 
instruction book for tho American organ, both containing 
copious and valuable information for students of the respective 
instruments, and each published at a remarkably small price. 
The first-named work is compiled by Herr Engel, the well- 
known professor of the harmonium, and is supplemented by 
a scries of pieces, sacred and secular, arranged by Mr. J. 
Munro Coward. The other tutor referred to is tho work of 
the late Dr. Rimbault, aud likewiso contains a selection of 
movements, in addition to a description of tho instrument and 
instructions for its use. 

The second book of Messrs. Metzler and Co.’s “Sabred 
Melodies, Ancient and Modem, arranged expressly for the 
American Organ,” contains twenty-three pieces, adapted from 
the works of various composers by Mr. R. Redhead, and is 
published at the prico of one shilling. /\ . 

Messrs. Metzlors’ recentpublications of vocal music include 
an effective part-song, “ The Ant and the Grasshopper,” for 
alto, two tenors, and bass, by M. Gounod; “ The Chorister” 
and “ Sly Love beyond tho Sea,” two expressive songs by Mr. 
Arthur .Sullivan; “ The Clang of the Wooden Shoon,” a cha¬ 
racteristic setting by Mr. J. L. Molloy of his own lines; and 
“'Hie Knight’s Wish,” on effective song by Mr. Bcrthold 
Tours. 

“ Trio (in A major) for Pianoforte, Violin, and Violoncello ” 
composed by M. W. Balfe (Stanley LucaspWeber, and Co.). 
This is a posthumous work by tlio composer of so many 
popular operas'; and, apart from its intrinsic merit, it pos¬ 
sesses nil interest as being one of his latest productions; 
belonging to a class on which his attention had not hitherto 
been bestowed: and one in which lie, might have achieved 
c onsiderable success, judging from the specimen now referred 
to, which is well written for each of the conccrtante instru¬ 
ments, and abouuds in bright and melodious passages. It is 
in tho orthodox form of four movements—allegro, adagio 
scherzo (with trio), and finale (allegro). Tho work has already 
liocn spoken of by us, in reference to its first public perform¬ 
ance, at ono of tlio Saturday Popular Concerts of the past 
season, when the executants wore Mdlle.

Messrs. lt; Cocks audCo. have recently issued a third edition 
of tlie valuable and coinprehcnsive work on “ The Organ, its 
History and Construction,” compiled by Mr. E. J. Hopkins, 
organist of the Temple church, and tlio late Dr. Rimbault. 
The work treats copiously of tlie origin and structure of the

VOLCANOES. 

Mr. Henry Humphries, writing from Bay Cottago, Wands¬ 
worth, sends tho Times an extract from a letter ho lias received 
from Ecuador:—” Guayaquil, June 30, 1877.—'We are all well 
again here, although we have had fearful times of late since 
you left, with tenable sickness and rains. Now all tins is over, 
another plague has settled down on Ecuador. Thevolcano’ 
Sangai, about 125 miles from here, has taken it into its crater 
to give us an eruption, and has been cannonading away so 
fearfully that wo have heard it plainly here for days, and 
everyone at first mistook it for cannon 'firing off at the fort 
just outside the town. Fine ashes have been blowing right 
over aud fallen down like rain on the town, getting into one’s 
eyes and nose while walking about, aud rendering the day 
quite misty. In Bodegas they say it has been far worse, 
and we arc every day expecting to receive bad news from the 
interior. As I write, even, tlie news come 3 in. It is not only 
Sangai which has burst out, but Cotopaxi, which is fur worse 
when it docs commence. They, say that it was accompanied 
by an earthquake, which has destroyed many parts of the 
town, and thnt Quito aud the adjacent towns were in darkness 
for two days.” 

Sonic particulars of the volcanic eruption of Cotopaxi are 
derived from another source. The Pacific Steam Navigation 
Company’s steamer Cotopaxi (Captain Hamilton), which has 
arrived in the Mersey, brings intelligence of a volcanic erup¬ 
tion which took place in Ecuador on June 25 and 20. On the 
days named; and for several days after, the volcanic ashes fell 
in showers along the whole coast of Ecuador to the estimated 
amount of 3X0 kilogrammes por square kilometre. Slight 
shocks were felt on the 25th and 20th; but on the morning of 
the 2Gth, between nine nud eleven o’clock, a fearful explosion 
took place in the interior, the volcano in action being that of 
Cotopaxi, which for centuries has had an eruption every ten or 
twenty years. The ashes which fell on tho coast were com- 
l>oscd of fine particles of lodestone, vitreous feldspar, horn¬ 
blende, and amorphous substance. The steamer Islay, on her 
way from Panama to Guayaquil, first noticed the fall of ashes 
at Marta, and continued to receive them until she arrived at 
Guayaquil, from which it is inferred that the winds from the 
high latitudes have carried them, us on former occasions, two 
hundred leagues from the volcano. An official announcement 
from Quito, dated Juno 29, reports the total destruction of tho 
beautiful and fertile valleys of Chilo and Tambuco. On tlie some 
day great quantities of ashes fell at Quito, completely darken¬ 
ing the atmosphere for several hours. Intelligence from the 
city of Latacunga states that on June 26 a flood, taking the 
course of the rivers Cutuclii, San Felipe, and Zanazuco, had 
swept through the city and over the adjacent country. Tlie 
city suffered very much; men, women, and children were 
drowned in large numbers. Haciendas were swept away and 
destroyed; in fact, the destruction was terrible and complete.

THE LATE MR. WARD HUNT. 

Our Extra Supplement this week consists of the Portrait 
of the late Right Hon. George Ward Hunt, M.P., 
First Lord of the Admiralty, whose death at Homburg on 
tho 29th ult. was recorded in our last week’s Obituary. This 
respected public man was tho only son of tho late Rev. George 
Hunt, of Wadenhoe, Northamptonshire, his mother being 
Emma, daughter of the late Mr. Samuel Gardiner, of Combe 
Lodge, near Goring, Oxfordshire. He was bom in tho year 
1825. He was educated at Eton, and at Christ Church, Oxford, 
where ho took the usual degrees, and was culled to the Bar at 
tho Inner Temple in 1851, joining the Oxford Circuit; but, 
preferring politics to tho legal profession, he entered Par¬ 
liament at the general election of 1857 as one of the 
members for the Northern Division of Northamptonshire, 
which he has represented twenty years. Ho acted as 
Financial Secretary to the (Treasury under Lord Derby 
in 1866-7, and in the following year, when Mr. Disraeli 
became Premier, succeeded to tho office of Chancellor of the 
Exchequer; but his career in this position ivas brief, as he was 
obliged to retire with his colleagues in December, 1868. On 
the return of the Conservatives to power, in February, 1874 
he was appointed First Lord of the Admiralty. Apart from 
his official position and duties, Mr. Hunt had an intimate 
knowledge of all subjects relating to county administration. 
Ho took great interest in all questions relating to agriculture. 
In 1866 ho introduced a bill dealing with the cattle plague, 
aud was prominent in the somewhat exciting debates on that 
question. In 187 a, again, he was equaRy at home on a kindred 
subject, and was, after the Prime Minister, the member of the 
Cabinet chiefly charged with supporting and explaining the 
difficult provisions of the Agricultural Holdings Bill. Mr. Hunt 
was a magistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant for Northampton¬ 
shire, and for some years acted as chairman for the Quarter 
Sessions for that county. He was also a Bencher of Lincoln’s 
Iras, and was created an honorary D.C.L. of Oxford at the 
Commemoration of 1870. In 1857 he married Alice, third 
daughter of the Right Rev. Dr. Robert Eden, Bishop of Moray 
and Ross, in the Episcopal Church of Scotland, by whom he has 
.eft a family. The funeral took place in the English Cemetery 
at Homburg, in a private manner.

OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 



The estate of Colston Bassett, Nottingham, lately offered 
by auction, but not sold, has been purchased by private 
treaty by Mr. R. Millinton Knowles, now residing at Bosworth 
Park, Leicestershire. The estate consists of the mansion 
called Colston Bassett Park and 1600 acres of land, and the 
price is £120,000. 

.An addition to Locke Park, Barnsley, of land nearly 
twenty acres in extent, given hy Miss M’Rcary, sister-iu-law 
of tho late Joseph Locko, the eminent civil engineer, was 
opened by Lord Halifax on Tuesday. The town was decorated 
with arches and banners, and was illuminated in tlie evening. 
A general holiday was observed throughout the district, and 
about 40,000 people were present at the opening ceremony. 

In a speech recently made at Melbourne, Sir Charles Gavnn 
Duffy defended the part lie had taken in Victoria as a pro¬ 
tectionist, though he had started in the colony as a free-trader, 
by stating that when in London some years ago he consulted 
Mr. Bright, Mr. Mill, and Mr. Carlyle on the subject, aud that 
he had followed tlie advice they gave him. Mr. Bright, he said, 
had declared himself in favour of bonuses to promote certain 
industries, and of protecting a certain number of articles for a 
time. Mr. Bright now writes to Mr. T. B. Potter, M.P., to 
contradict this statement. He has no recolloction of the con¬ 
versation, but if any such took place, liis views, he is confident, 
have been misrepresented. A Government might voto a sum 
of money to support a new enterprise which was deemed of 
great service to the country, or to introduce a new culture, 
such os the grape or tea, but to impose heavy duties on im¬ 
portant articles of import would be so unsound and inj urious 
a policy that he is greatly surprised that anyone in the least 
acquainted with him should have supposed it possible he could 
give it his support 


THE COUNTESS OF ALDBOBOUGH. 

The Right Hon. Cornelia Jane, Countess of Aldborongh, widow 
of Mason Gerard, fifth Earl of Aldborough, died at. Kingstown, 
near Dublin, on the 5th inst., in her ninety-fifth year. Her 
Ladyship, the eldest daughter of Charles Henry Tandy,Esq., 
was married Aug. 2, 1804, and had issue two sons and two 
daughters, all now deceased, unmarried. Tlie last survivor was 
Benjamin O’Neale, sixth Earl of Aldborough, at whose decease 
tho title became extinct. 

VISCOUNT GUILLAMORE. 

The Right Hon. Paget Standisli O’Grady, fourth Viscount 

Guilhunore, of Cahir 
GuiUamore, in the 
county of Limerick, 
and Baron O’Grady, of 
Rockborton, in ' the 
Peerage of Ireland, 
died on July 29, at 
. Parson’s - green, Ful- 
» ham. His Lordship 
was born Nov. 29, 
1835, tho second son 
of Standish, second 
Viscount Guillamore, 
by Gertrude Jane, liis 
wife, daughter of the 
Hon. Berkeley I’agct, 
and succeeded to the viscounty at his elder brother’s death, 
April 10, 1860. Ho married, March 6, 1809, Eliza, youngest 
daughter of W. H. Feston, but, as lie loaves no issue, the 
peerage devolves on his next brother, the Hon. Hardress 
Standish O’Grady, now fifth Viscount, Captain Madras R.A., 
who was bom in 1811. Tho peerage of Guillaiuore was con¬ 
ferred in 1831 on the graudfuther of tho nobleman whose 
death we record—viz., on the well-known Standish O'Grady, 
Lord Chief Baron of Ireland. 

ADMIRAL OF THE FLEET SIB H. J. CODRINGTON, K.C.B. 
Admiral of tho Fleet Sir Henry John Codrington, K.C.B., died 
on the 4th inst., at 112, Eaton-squnro, aged sixty-eight. He 
was tho second surviving son of Admiral Sir Edward 
Codrington, G.C.B., was oducated at Harrow, and ontcred the 
Royal Navy in 1823. He Bervcd at the blockade of Algiers in 
1824; and nt Navarino, where his father commanded tho British 
Fleet, in 1827. He was present as Captain, U.M.S. Talbot, at 
the bombardment of St. Jean d’Acre in 1810; and diming tlio 
Crimean war was employed in the Baltic. From 1858 to 1863 
he was Admiral Superintendent of Malta Dockyard, aud from 
1869 to 1872 at Devonport. Sir Henry attained tho rank of 
Admiral of tho Fleet in January last. Ho was created C.B. in 
1810, and K.C.B. in 1807, and was the recipient of various 
foreign decorations. He was twice married. 

8IB JAMES DOUGLAS, K.C.B. 

Sir James Douglas, K.C.B., died suddenly, at Victoria, Van¬ 
couver Island, on the 2nd inst., aged seventy-two. Ho was the 
son of Mr. John Dougins, of Glasgow, and was for a long time 
in the servico of the Hudson's Bay Company. He became the 
first Governor of Vancouver Island, in 1851, and from 1858 to 
1863 was Governor of tho joint colonies of Vancouver Island 
and British Columbia. Sir James was made a C.B. in 1858 aud 
u K.C.B. in 1863. 

MB. DANBY SEYMOUR, Q.C. 

nenry Danby Seymour, Esq., of Knoyle, Wilts, J.P. aud D.L., 
died suddenly at his sister’s residence at Bridgewater on the 
3rd inst. Ho was born July 1, 1820, the elder sou of Henry 
Seymour, Esq., of Knoyle House, and of Northbrook, Devon, 
by Jane, liis wife, daughter of Benjamin Hopkinson, Esq., of 
Bath, and received his education at Eton, and ut Christ 
Church, Oxford. Ho sat in Parliament for Poolo from 1850 to 
1868, and was joint secretary to the Board of Control from 
1855 to 1858. Mr. Seymour succeeded his father in 1849. liis 
brother, Alfred Seymour, Esq., of Norton Hull, Northampton¬ 
shire, J.P. aud D.L., was formerly M.P. for Salisbury and for 
Totnes.

The Leeds Board has now twenty-two schools 
in operation, and four others are in course of erection.—The Bir¬ 
mingham School Board has received unfavourably an applica¬ 
tion from the London School Board to take part m presenting 
to the Education Department a memorial on the subject of 
spelling reform, although the Boaid had previously approved 
the action of the London School Board in the matter. Mr. R. 
W. Dale said, though tho Education Department should 
instruct their inspectors on certain words spelt two or three, 
ways, so that children might not fail in examinations, he 
thought tho proposed reconstruction of English spelling should 
be left to the intellectual life of the country. \ \ 

Tho Foresters’ High Court Meeting for the transaction of 
tho business of the order began on Monday at Greenwich. 
Mr. Wood, the Chief Ranger, in his opening remarks, said tho 
misapprehensions as to the working of the Friendly Societies 
Act had been, to a great extent, removed, and now there were 
no fewer than 1722 courts registered, with a membership of 
2l'4,281.—On Tuesday the question of registration wns dis¬ 
cussed, and the principle of registration was affirmed by a large 
majority.—The annual Legislative Council of the British United 
Order of Odd Fellows met at Rotherham on tho same day, 
Mr. George Mayne, Grand Muster, Newcastle, presiding. 
Delegates were present from London, Leeds; Newcastle, 
Sheffield, Sunderland, and other towns. The total number of 
members is 10,028, being an increase of 209 during tho past 
year.—Tho journeymen coopers of the United Kingdom, whose 
trado societies have hitherto remained independent of each 
other, have resolved upon a national federation of tho entire 
trade. A conference of delegates from all parts of the country 
has been held at Burton-on-Trent, where the federation scheme 
was discussed and adopted. There are about 20,000 operative

The Daily Telegraph cups were handed by 
Mr. Talbot; the medals and order of St. John of Jerusalem 
by Major Duncan, of the Royal Artillery; and the watches 
and chains presented by the House of Commons by Mr. Vivian. 
The Lord Mayor next distributed the awards from the Mansion 
House Fund, amounting to about £4000. Finally, Lord 
Aberdare, by command of the Queen, bestowed the Albert 
Medal upon certain of those who had rescued their fellow- 
workmen from tho flooded colliery. After singing the National 
Anthem and giving shouts for the Queen, the assembly dis¬ 
persed. After the distribution, Lord Aberdare, Mr. Talbot, 
M.P., the Lord Mayor, the Rev. D. Williams, and a company 
of some 500, were entertained at a luncheon; and in the 
evening the Lord Mayor dined with the Corporation of 
Cardiff.
